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HISTORICAL     PREFACE, 


TH  E  relation  of  Domeftic  Tranfadlions,  and  of  fuch  Foreign  Events 
as  are  moil  nearly  connedied  with  them,  takes  up  fo  large  a  ihare  ^ 
in  our  hiftories,  that  the  lefs  ftriking  details  of  our  Negotiations 
abroad  are  neglefted,  or  mifreprefented ;  and  the  charadlers  of  thofe  who 
conduced  them,  buried  in  oblivion.  Such  has  been  the  fortune  (amongfl 
others  who  might  be  mentioned)  of  Sir  Dudley  Carleton ;  a  gentleman, 
who,  from  an  inconfiderable  beginning,  raifed  himfelf,  with  the  befl  preten- 
iions,  thofe  of  merit  and  long  fervice,  to  the  dignity  of  a  Peerage,  and  the 
office  of  Secretary  of  State. 

The  mofl  ufeful  Introdudion  to  the  following  Letters  will  be  an  hiflo- 
rical  account  of  the  writer  of  them,  as  he  was  employed  in  a  feries  of  fo- 
reign Negotiations,  many  of  which  were  of  the  greateft  importance  to  the 
interefts  of  this  country:  and  the  Editor  flatters  himfelf,  that  the  perfpicuity, 
exaftnefs,  and  fpirit,  with  which  thefe  difpatches  are  written,  and  the  fub- 
jed:-matter  of  the  tranfadbions  to  which  they  relate,  will  fufficiently  recom- 
mend them  to  every  judicious  and  attentive  reader^ 

The  learned  Dr,  Birch,  whofe  labours  have  greatly  contributed  towards 
illuftrating  fome  of  the  moft  remarkable  periods  of  the  Engli(h  Hiftory, 
has  given  us  a  flcetch  of  Sir  Dudley's  Life  and  Charafiier,  in  his  Hiftorical 
View  of  the  Negotiations  between  the  Courts  of  England,  France,  and  Bruf- 
fels;  for  which  reafon,  fuch  particulars  as  are  already  inferted  in  that  inftruc- 
tlve  work,  fhall  be  touched  with  brevity  here;  and  thofe  only  enlarged  upon*^ 
which  the  DoiSlor  had  no  occafion  to  mention,  or  was  then  unacquainted  with. 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  was  the  eldeit  furviving  fon  of  Anthony  Carleton, 
Efq;  of  Baldwin  Brightwell,  near  Watlington  in  Oxfordshire ;  and  was

a  born 
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born  at  his  father's  feat  on  the  loth  of  March,  1573.  His  education  was  the 
beft  and  moft  complete,  which  that  age,  or  indeed  any  other,  could  have  af- 
forded, to  qualify  a  gentleman  for  the  world,  and  for  bufinefs.  He  was  fent 
fromWeftminfter-fchooltoChrift-church  in  Oxford;  and,  havingiinifhed his- 
ftudies,  and  taken  his  degrees,  at  that  univeriity,  he  went  abroad  for  his 
improvement;  and,  upon  his  return  from  his  travels  in  1600,  was  firft  re- 
ceived into  the  family  of  Sir  Thon;ias  Parry,  ambalTador  in  France,  as  his 
fecretary,  and  three  years'  after  into  the  fervice  of  Henry  earl  of' Nor- 
thumberland, in  the  fame  capacity.  He  was  not  happy  under  the  ambaffa-- 
dor's  roof,  whofe  behaviour  was  referved  towards  him,  and  his  m.anners 
precife  and  formal,  and  who  was  much  governed  by  a  Hugonot  fecretary,. 
one  St.  Sauveur.  What  fhare  he  enjoyed  in  the  earl's  confidence,  or  why, 
he  left  his  fervice,  the  Editor  has  not  been  able  to  difcover,  nor  is  it  mate- 
rial to  the  fubjed:.  As  that  nobleman  had  no  intereft  with  Cecil,  who  had 
been  engaged  in  a  correfpondence  with  King  James  before  his  acceffion,  in. 
oppofition  to  Northumberland,  it  is  probable  that  Carleton  did  not  think  a 
connexion  with  him  the  road  to  preferment..  That  great  peer  bore  a  con- 
fiderable  part  in  the  intrigues^  which  were  carrying  on  at  the  end  of  Queen 
Elizabeth's  reign,  to  fecure  the  fucceffion  of  King  James;,  and  bad  eminent 
qualities  both  of  courage  and  learning,,  particularly  in  the  Mathematics. 

In  the  firfl  parliament  of  king  James,  Mr.  Carleton  reprefented  the  bo- 
rough of  St.  Mawes  in  Cornwall.      In   the  beginning  of  April,  1605,  he 
accompanied  the  Lord.Norris  into  Spain;  from  whence  he  returned  through' 
France,  and  was  detained  at  Paris  fome  months,  on  account  of  that  Lord's 
indifpofition,  till  he  was  fummoned  to  England,  by  a  letter  from  the  Lords 
of  the  Council,  which  gave  him  great  apprehenlions,  upon  hearing  that  his- 
former  patron^  the  Earl  of  Northumberland,  had  been  committed  on  the 
difcovery  of  the  gun-powder  plot;  and  Mr.  Carleton  himfelf,  when  he  ar- 
rived in  London,  was  put  under  confinement;   but  his  innocence  foon  ap- 
pearing, he  was  honourably  difcharged^     The  Earl  himfelf  was  long  con- 
fined in  the  Tower,,  and  a  heavy  fine  impofed  on  him  in  the  Star-chamber^ 
without  any  proof  of  his  guilt,  or   any  thing  fufpicious  appearing  againfi: 
him,  except  his  admitting  his  relation,,  the  confpirator,.  to  a  place   in    the 
Band  of  Penfioners,  without  taking  the  oaths  ;    but  it  is   no   wonder  that 
Piercy  was  fo  diftinguifhed,   as  Northumberland  had  employed  him  in  his 
fecret  negotiations  with  James :    and  there  are  feveral  inflances  in   Queen  . 
Elizabeth's  time,  of  pa^ifts  ferving,  at  lead  in  the  army. 

After  long  expectation  of  preferment  from  court,  and  the  favour  of  the: 

Earl  of  Salisbury,   to  which  he  had  early  applied  himfelf,  Carleton  v/as,  in 

May   1 6 10,  appointed  to   fucceed   Sir  Thomas    Edmondes,    his    intimate 

friend,  as  amba^dor  to  the  Archduke,,  and  began  to  make  prepar-ations  for 

3  that 
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•fhat  employment.  An  hour  was  even  fixed  for  his  taking  leave  of  the 
Xing  :  but  a  reafon  of  ftate  intervened,  and  ftopped  his  journey  j  for  as  the 
Archduke  Albert  had  recalled  his  ambalTador  here,  it  was  thought  proper, 
that  he  fhould  fend  another  in  the  fame  charadler,  before  his  court  was  ho- 
noured with  one  from  England. 

Mr.  Carleton,  however,  did  not  lofe  his  deflination  to  a  foreign  fervlce ; 
but  was  immediately  nominated  to  the  embalTy  of  Venice,  and  received  the 
honour  of  knighthood  from  king  James,  before  he  fet  out,  which  he  did  in. 
September  1610,  and  arrived  at  his  place  of  relidence  in  November  follow- 
ing. His  letters,  written  during  the  courfe  of  this  embaffy,  are  preferved 
in  the  Paper-office,  together  with  a  complete  feries  of  all  his  other  dif- 
patches ;  of  v/hich,  great  ufe  will  be  made  in  the  remaining  part  of  this 
narration.  Several  of  his  Venetian  letters  are  printed  in  Winwood's  Me- 
morials ;  and  it  is  eafy  to  obferve  from  them,  that  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  im- 
mediately applied  himfelf  to  a  diligent  and  able  difcharge  of  his  minifterial 
fundiionsj  and  that  he  muft  very  foon  have  convinced  his  fuperiors,  that  he 
was  equal  to  any  negotiation,  however  difficult  or  delicate,  in  which  he 
might  happen  to  be  engaged.  Whilfl  he  relided  in  Italy,  the  war  broke 
out  between  Charles  duke  of  Savoy,  a  prince  of  great  fpirit  and  ambition, 
and  Ferdinand  duke  of  Mantua,  on  account  of  the  former's  pretenfions,  in 
right  of  his  daughter,  to  Montferrat.  The  prudent  republick  of  Venice 
was  greatly  alarmed  at  thefe  differences ;  being  unwilling  on  the  one  hand, 
that  the  duke  of  Savoy  Ihould  aggrandize  himfelf,  at  the  expence  of  a  weak 
neighbour  J  and  apprehenlive  on  the  other,  that  the  council  of  Spain,  though 
at  that  time  diredted  by  an  indolent  and  rapacious  niinifter,  the  duke  of 
Lerma,  fhould  build  fome  fcheme  of  farther  acquifitions  or  influence  in 
Italy,  on  the  fpecious  pretence  of  defending  the  rights  of  a  diftreffed  ally 
and  vaffal.  For  which  reafons,  the  Venetians  readily  interpofed  their  good 
offices,  in  conjunftion  with  the  courts  of  R.ome,  England,  and  France,  to 
accommodate  this  quarrel.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  was  fen t  from  Venice  to - 
Turin,  with  an  offer  of  his  mafter's  mediation  in  June  161 5.  He  found  , 
the  duke  of  Savoy  entrenched  under  the  walls  of  Afti  j  and  the  Spanilh 
army  encamped  on  the  plain,  and  endeavouring  to  force  his  quarters.  After 
fome  coiaferences  and  journeys  between  the  two  camps,  an  accommodation 
was  concluded,  which  was  called  the  treaty  of  Afti^  by  which  Charles 
Emanuel  obliged  himfelf  to  difarm,  and  to  refer  his  pretenfions  to  the  judge- 
ment of  the  Emperor,  with  other  conditions  not  neceffary  to  be  mentioned 
here.  One  of  the  inftruments  of  this  treaty  *  was  made  out  in  the  names  of 
the  Nuncio  and  the  French  ambaffador,  with  a  feparate  article  of  guaranty 
to  the  duke,  figned  by  the  Venetian  minifter;  and  another  was  copied  from

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it  verbath7t,  in  which  Sir  Dudley's  name  was  inferted,  inflead  of  the  Nun- 
cio's, and  an  engagement  was  annexed  on  the  part  of  the  king  of  Great  Britain, 
to  take  the  perfon  and  ftate  of  Cliarles,  under  his  royal  proteftion,  in  cafe  the 
Spaniards  fliould  fail  in  the  performance  of  their  conditions.  ¥/e  find  Carle- 
ton  returned  to  Venice  in  Auguftj  from  which  place  he  gives  the  foliowin-g 
account  to  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,  at  Paris,  of  the  Piedmontefe  negotiation. 
*  "  It  feems  you  are  no  better  fatisfied  with  our  peace  in  Piedmont,  than 
**  they  are  in  other  parts,  Italy  and  England  only  excepted.     His  Majefty 
**  has  approved  the  fame,  and  ratified  what  was  promifed  on  his  behalf  j 
**  and  over  all  this  country,  there  continues  a  general  jubilee.    Spain,  they 
*'  fay,  takes  exceptions  againft  the  form  of  the  peace,  as  too  much  to  the 
**  honour  and  advantage  of  the  duke  of  Savoy.     Our  friends  in  Germany 
"  and  the  Low  Countries  condemn  the  fubliance  as  difadvantageous  to  their 
*'  affairs;  and  out  of  Switzerland,  from   the  Proteftant  Cantons,  I  have 
*'  received  letters  of  the  fame  tenor,   they  marvelling  much  at  the  duke  of 
"  Savoy's  confenting  to  peace,  fince  they  were  refolved  to  give  him  fuccours 
.  **  of  men  to  a  confiderable  number.    But  both  yours  in  France,  and  theirs,. 
**  were  but  in  projedl,   when  they  fliould  have  been  in  adion  >  and  by  that 
*'  time  they  could  have  appeared  in  Piedmont,  all  they  could  do,  would 
*'  but  have  ferved  to  fupply  thofe  which  the  war  and  ficknefs  would  have 
*'  confumed  in  the  mean  time  ^  fo  as  the  right  ufe,  to  which  they  were  in- 
"  tended,  which  was  to  enter  by  fome  other  way  into  the  ftate  of  Milan, 
*'  whereby  to  make  a  diverfion,  could  not  have  been  efFeded  ;  and  the  feat 
**  of  the  war  would  ftill  have  been  in  the  duke's  ftate.     Money  there  was 
*'  none,,  to  give  thefe  new  fupplies  contentment,  nor  none  to  be  expeded 
*•  from  any  place  ^  .this  ftate  being  clcfe  handed;  and  other  Princes,  who 
•'  wifhed  well  to  the  caufe,  empty  handed.     Thofe  forces  the  duke  had  at 
"  Afti  were  in  this  refped,  for  want  of  pay,  hardly  induced  to  do  their 
*'  ordinary  duties :   and  when  they  were  in   guard,   there   was  no  affurance 
"  of  them.      Other  neceflities  were  great  j   but  nothing,  I  muft  confefs,  in 
•'  comparifon  of  the  enemy,,  who  fuffered  much  more :   but  they  had  Ge- 
"  noa  near,  which  furnifhed  them  with  money;   and  having  all  Italy  to 
"  friend,  I  fee  not  how  they  could  want  men,  befides  the  levies  they  might 
"  ftill  make  amongft  the  Tudefchi  and   the  Catholick  Cantons.     Thefe, 
*'  with  the  continual  danger  of  the  duke's  perfon,  were  the  confiderations 
*'  that  perfuaded  the  peace." 

The  Ens;lifh  AmbafTador  had  foon  after  iniffrudions  from  his  court,  to 
invite  the  Republic  to  accede  to  the  league  between  the  King  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  the  Proteftant  Princes  of  the  union  in  Germany;  "  to  which,  fays 
"  Sir  Dudley  to  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,.  I  had  a  civil  and  courteous  anfwer, 
*'  importing  rather  the  embracing  of  the  thing,  than  the  name;  which  is

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"  fubjefl  to  many  jealoufses  and  croffes.  And  indeed  the  prefent  conjunc- 
"  ture  was  very  improper  for  this  motion,  in  regard  of  the  breach  of  the 
"  treaty  with  the  Grifons,  whereby  that  palTage  over  the  mountains  is 
*'  ftopt,  and  the  remaining  forces  ftill  on  foot  of  the  Spanifh  army  in  the 
"  Milanefe,  which  keeps  this  flate  in  much  awe*." 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  had  for  fome  time  impatiently  expedled  to  be  relieved 
in  his  Venetian  employment  by  Sir  Henry  Wotton,  who  was  appointed  to 
fucceed  him,  and  who  had  been  alfo  his  predeceflbr  in  it.  He  returned  to 
England  about  the  end  of  1615,  where  he  found  things  in  a  very  different 
ftate  from  that  in  which  he  left  them.  The  great  Earl  of  Salifbury  had 
been  dead  above  three  years :  The  power  of  Somerfet,  which  had  been  for 
fome  time  in  its  decline,  was  now  entirely  overfet  by  the  difcovery  of  the 
infamous  murder  of  Sir  Thomas  Overbury.  A  new  court  meteor  was 
arifen.  Sir  George  Villiers,  v.'ho  foon  engroffed  to  himfelf  all  the  de- 
pendance,  which  perfonal  favour,  minifterial  power,  and  an  accumula- 
tion of  offices,  could  beftow.  The  two  fecretaries  of  flate  were  Sir  Ralph 
Winwood  and  Sir  Thomas  Lake,  both  educated  in  the  fchools  of  Cecil  and 
Walfingham.  To  the  former's  recommendation  Carleton  ov/ed  his  appoint- 
ment to  one  of  the  moft  important  embaflies  in  the  difpofal  of  the  crown, 
that  to  the  States  General,  which  was  then  vacant. .  Winwood  was  at  the 
bottom  a  worthy  and  fincere  man ;  but,  as  his  temper  was  harfli,  and  his 
behaviour  rough,  he  did  not,  it  feems,  give  entire  fatisfadlion  to  his  old 
friend  in  the  manner  of  beftowing  it.  "  From  a  hand,  writes  Sir  Dudley 
"  to  his  i?ttimate  correfpondent,  Edmondes*,  (Jiill  rejiding  at  Paris  J  where  X 
"  promifed  myfelf  much  contentment,  I  had  my  fhare  of  mortification  ; 
"  which  notwithftanding  was  well  tempered  betwixt  four  looks,  curft 
*'  words,  and  good  deeds,  fo  as  I  have  the  lefs  caufe  to  complain."  It 
does  not  however  appear,  that  Carleton  had  the  leaft  reafcn  to  refent  the 
ufage,  which  he  received  from  Sir  Ralph  during  the  courfe  of  their  corre- 
fpondence  in  his  new  employment ;  and  the  latter's  death,  which  happened 
in  -f- Oftober  1617,  was  a  real  lofs  to  the  public.

f  We  may  obferve  once  for  all,  that  the  fecretaries  of  ftate  were  often  changed  whilft  Sir  Dudley  was 
in  foreign  fervices ;  but  all  of  them  were  minifters  of  the  fecond  order,  and  only  executed  the  directions 
of  the  King  himfelf,  or  of  his  favorite  Buckingham. 

Sir  Thomas  Lake  was  defervedly  difgraced,  for  being  concerned  in,  or  at  leaft  privy  to,  the  fcandalous 
praftices  ofhis  wife  and  daughter  the  lady  Roos,  againft  the  countefs  of  Exeter,  mother  in  /ipiv  to  the  latter. 
Naunton  and  Calvert  were  men  of  no  ftriking  talents ;  one  was  difgraced  for  being  thought  too  zealous 
in  the  Eleftor  Palatine's  caufe;  the  other  was  well  qualified  for  a  fubordinate  minifter,  and  took  fome 
ftiare  in  parliamentary  debates.  He  was  difmifled  in  1625,  oafufpicion  of  popery,  and  for  being  thought 
a  favourer  of  the  Spanilh  match,  when  Villiers  was  refolved  to  fteer  another  courfe.     Six  E.  Conway, 

v.ho 
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In  this  Dutch  embalTy,  Sir  Dudley  fpent  the  moft  adllve  part  of  his  life, 
from  1616  to  1628,  with  the  interval  of  a  year  only.  He  was  the  laft 
Englifh  minifler,  who  had  the  honour  of  fitting  in  the  council  of  ftate  for 
the  union,  a  privilege  wifely  gained  by  Queen  Elizabeth,  when  fhe  under- 
took the  proteftion  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  which  was  annexed  to  our 
poffeffion  of  the  cautionary  towns ;  but  it  was  continued  to  Carleton,  as 
matter  of  courtefy,  during  his  refidence  at  the  Hague,  after  the  towns  them- 
felves  were  given  up.  Upon  his  arrival,  he  was  foon  engaged  in  the  difputes, 
then  raging  with  great  violence  in  Holland,  between  the  Arminians  and  the 
Contra-remonftrants  or  Calviniftsj  of  v/hich  religion  was  made  the  pre- 
tence, though  the  mutual  jealoufies  of  Prince  Maurice  and  penfionary  Bar- 
nevelt,  and  the  contefts  for  power  between  thofe  great  perfons,  were  the  real 
fources.  As  the  French  fupported  the  latter  in  an  open  and  flrong  manner, 
the  Engliih  AmbaiTador  was  of  courfe  engaged  in  the  oppofite  intereft;  and 
therefore  his  relations  may  be  fairly  fuppofed  to  be  tinftured  with  partiality^ 
But  if  fome  allowances  are  made  for  party  violence  and  prejudices,  there  are 
no  where  extant  fuch  clear,  accurate,  and  interefting  accounts  of  this  re- 
markable period  of  Dutch  hiftory,  as  in  his  difpatches.  There  are  likewife 
many  points  of  great  importance  to  the  Englifh  commerce  at  that  time  dif- 
cuffed  in  the  courfe  of  them  ;  as  the  contefts  between  the  two  nations  about 
the  exportation  of  dreffed  cloths ;  the  Greenland  fifliery ;  that  upon  the  coaft 
of  Scotland ;  and  the  Eafh  Indian  territorial  and  commercial  differences. 

The  Reader  will  find  likewife,  within  the  compafs  of  this  volume,  the 
•rife  and  progrefs  of  the  famous  Bohemian  war,  till  after  the  lofs  of  the 
battle  of  Prague;  and  muft  feel,  with  indignation,  the  generous  efforts  of 
the  States  General,  to  animate  King  James  in  the  fupport  of  that  great 
.quarrel,  in  which  both  the  religious  and  civil  interefts  of  this  country  were 
deeply  concerned.,  repaid  with  negledt  and  filence;  whilft  the  Engliih  Am- 
baffador  was  preffing  for  infirudlions  on  this  fubjed:  for  months  together, 
and  could  receive  none.  It  is  no  wonder  if  the  tame  conduit  of  King 
James,  during  the  whole  courfe  of  this  quarrel,  and  the  clofe  connexion 
with  Spain  in  which  he  was  entangled  by  the  negotiation  for  his  fon's 
jnarriage,  produced,  by  degrees,  a  fenfible  coldnefs  between  that  Prince 
and  thie  Republick  of  Holland. 

From  what  appears  in  the  courfe  of  his  difpatches,  Sir  Dudley  was  a 
^zealous  well-wiilier  to  the  Palatine  caufe,  and  the  public  liberty  of  Ger- 

■vvho  held  the  feals  longer  than  any  fecretary  of  flate  in  this  reign,  was  of  a  frank  and  open  temper,  and 
cf  a  good  family  ;  but  was  remarkable  for  nothing  but  an  implicit  obedience  to  the  favorite.  His  hand- 
ivru'mg  is  fcarce  legible  ;  and  the  letters  which  he  drew  himi'clf  are  awkward,  perplexed,  and  dark. 
King  James  is  -faid  to  have  been  jocofe  on  his  notorious  inability  ;  and  yet  his  name  is  to  the  moft  fecre: 
Xiifpatches  of  .the  £ve  laft  years  of  this  inglorious  adminiftration, 

many, 
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many,  and  inculcated  thofe  ideas  at  home  as  far  as  was  confiftent  with  his 
own  fafetyj.  but  our  inatlivity  abroad,  and  our  commercial  difputes  with 
the  Dutch,  rendered  his  fituation  at  the  Hague  not  the  moft  agreeable  from 
1620  to  1623.  In  that  year,  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  influenced  by  the 
difgufts  which  he  received  from  the  Count  Olivarez,  whill!:  he  was  in  Spain 
with  the  Prince,  and  a  certain  turn  for  popularity,  which  feized  him  for 
the  firfl  and  only  time  i-ii  his  whole  adminiftration,  broke  through,  at  once, 
all  that  fcheme  of  ffiendfhip  which  his  mafher  had  been  building  up  with 
the  houfe  of  Auftria.  The  iirft  il:ep  naturally  taken  on  this  change  of 
affairs,  was  the  renewal  of  a  good  underftanding  with  our  neighbours,  the 
Dutch;  and  in-  a  long  converfation  between  Sir  Dudley  and  the  Prince  of 
Orange  on  that  fubjedl,  the  whole  of  which  is  v/ell  worth  reading,  as 
contained  in  a  difpatch  of  the  former  of  December  9,  1623,  in  the  Cabala, 
the  Prince  ufed  thefe  remarkable  words  to  him,  "  That  when  the  King 
*'  would  be  to  their  Republic  as  Queen  Elizabeth  was,  their  Republia 
*'  would  be  to  him- as  they  were  to  Queen  Elizabeth,." 

In  confequence  of  thefe  overtures,  well  improved  by  our  Ambaflador,- 
an  extraordinary  embaffy  was  difpatched  the  next  fpring  to  England,  and  a 
defenfive  alliance  concluded  with  them  in  June  1624,  by  which  an  aid  was 
granted  to  the  States  of  6000  foot,  to  be  paid  by  Great  Britain. 

It  was  in  the  courfe  of  this  fummer,  that  the  news  came  to  Europe  of 
the  inhuman  maflacre  at  Amboyna^  the  confequence  of  which  to  this 
country  was  the  total  lofs  of  our  fhare  in  the  fpice  trade,  which  great  pains 
had  been  taken  to  regulate  in  1620,  by  an  amicable  convention  between 
the  two  companies.  This  unhappy  affair  had  very  near  overturned  our  re- 
viving friendlhip  with  Holland,  at  a  jundlure  when  it  was  equally  necelTary 
to  both  nations;  which  made  it  the  moft  difagreeable  incident  that  had 
ever  attended  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  in  his  negotiations.  His  firfl;  memorial 
upon  it  to  the  States  was  prefented  in  Augull  1624,  and  v/as  followed  with 
feveral  others  on  his  part,  and  with  many  replies  and  counter-propolitions 
from  their  Pligh  MightineiTes,  which  would  form  a  feparate  work  of  thern- 
felves.  It  is  fufficient  to  fay  here,  that  the  Ambaflador  conduced  himfelf 
with  great  firmnefs  and  prudence  through  all  the  turns  of  this  long  con- 
feroverfy  ;  he  never  gave  up  the  jufl  claim  which  his  country  had  tojuftice  and 
fatisfadtion  on  the  authors  of  that  fhoeking  fcene  of  barbarity  ;  he  enforceii 
all  our  proofs  with  dignity  and  fpirit;  yet  never  managed  the  caufe,  how- 
ever popular,  with  fo  much  heat  and  violence,  as  to  involve  the  tv/o 
countries  in  an  unfeafonable  rupture  in  Europe.  In  fhort,  he  afted  up  to, 
kis  inftrudtions  J  and  neither  went  beyond,,  nor  fell  fhort  of  them. 

Sir 
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Sir  Dudley  began  now  to  think  he  had  equitable  pretenfions  to  fome  re- 
ward for  his  fervices ;  and  as  nothing  was  to  be  done  at  Court  without  the 
intereft  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  he  addreffed  himfelf  to  his  Grace  on 
that  fubjedl  with  a  particular  refpefb  and  earneftnefs,  fuited  to  the  manners 
of  that  time.     *'  I   think  myfelf,  fays  he,  moft  unfortunate  in  a  Court- 
"  charity  lent   m.e   of  late,  to  your  Grace,  in  a  queftion  of  preferment, 
*'  whicTi  raifed  a  jealoufy,  that  for  the  efFedling  thereof  I  relied  on  other 
*'  men,  and    other  means,  and  not    fimply   and  folely   on   your  Grace's 
"  favour;  wherein  I  fuffer  very  much  wrong.     True  it  is,  that  I  ufed 
*'  Mr.  Secretary  Conway,  and,  in  my  Lord  of  Keniington's  abfence,  one 
"  nearefb  his  Lordihip  of  any  I  know  in  affection,  your  Grace's  faithful 
"  fervant.  Sir  George  Goring,  as  inftruments   to  your  Grace,  calling  to 
**  mind  how  you  were  pleafed  to  name  thofe  two  noble  perfons  to  me  in  a 
"  Letter  as  friends,  to  whofe  love  I  had  obligation ;  which,  I  muft  confefs, 
*'  I  took  as  an  addrefs  to  fecond  hands  for  things  not  proper  to  come  im- 
"  mediately  to  your  own  j  of  which  nature  I  efleemed  this  matter  to  be, 
"  not  knowing  how  your  Grace  would  relifh  it.    For,  having  the  comfort 
"  of  your  Grace's  favour  in  general,  with  promife   to  make  it  appear  in 
'■^  elFed:,  to  pitch  upon  an  unlikely  or  unpradlicable  project  in  particular, 
"  and  thereby  give  your  Grace  moleflation,  and  myfelf  the  difcomfort  of  a 
"  repulfe,  I  thought  it  not  fit  j  fo  as  I  am  guilty  in  the  whole  carriage  of 
"  this  bufmefs  of  nothing  but  of  excefs  of  refpeft;  which  I  befeech  your 
"  Grace  to  impute  only  to  modefly,  without  any  imaginable  mixture  of 
*'  art  or  fubtilty,  as  if  I  went  other  ways.     For  I  am  not  fo  ignorant,  as 
*'  not  well  to  know,  that  there  is  no  other;  nor  fo  difafFefted,  as  to  wifh 
"  fo  much  as   in  heart  there  were  any  other;  for  I    am  more  obliged  to 
*'  your  Grace,  than  to  any  man  now  living,  your  Grace  having  once  pro- 
•'  cured  me  a  grace  of  His   Majefty  at  my  wife's  fuit,  which  was  crofTed 
"  by  others :    And   I  will   add    this  farther,  that   fince   the  day   I  pre- 
"  fented  myfelf  to  your  Grace   in  Theobald's  Garden   (about  feven  years 
"  fince)  when  I  was  a  fuitor  for  that  very  place,  to  which  the  perfon   was 
"  foon  after  preferred,   who  now  talked  of  refigning  to  me,  and  had  your  • 
"  Grace's  promife  of  favour  in  fomewhat  el.fe,  I  have  not  fo  much  as  held  a 
"  candle  to  any  other  faint ;   neither  an[i  engaged  or  obliged  to  any,  more 
"   than  for  good  will  and  good  wiOies;   thofe  to  whom   I  owe  my  prefer- 
"  ment  to  his  Majefty's  favour,  being  long  fince  with  God;  fo  as,  fuch  as 
•'  this  long  fervice,   and  the  reft  of  the  whole   courfe  of  my  life  not  idly 
"  fpent,  hath  made  me,  your  Grace  hath  the  abfolute  difpofal  of,  without 
*'  danger  of  other  dcpendance  or  ends ;   of  which  when  I  Ihall  be  ib  happy 
*'  as    to   be   better  known  to  your   Grace  (whofe   nature   is    too   noble  to 
*'  be  umbrageous)  I  fliall  defy  all  the  world  for  making  me   fo   much  as 
"  fufpedted.''

■♦'  During  thefe  nine  years  fpace  he  hath  been  employed  in  the  Low 
*'  Countries,  where  by  reafon  of  dearnefs  of  things  (daily  increafed  by 
"  divers  accidents,  and  now  doubled  to  that  it  was  a  few  years  fince) 
"  and  concourfe  of  his  Majefty's  fubjedts,  more  allowance  is  requifite 
'^  than  in  other  his  Majefty's  foreign  employments.  The  provifion  of 
^  diet  (which  was  augmented  in  all  other  places  five  years  fince)  was' 
"  held  at  the  wonted  ftay  of  five  marks,  till  within  the  fpace  of  a  year, 
"  that  it  was  made  equal  to  the  embafi"age  of  Venice,  ^4.  by  the 
"  day ;_  which  being  a  fcant  proportion,  he  hath  fuftained  all  the 
"  former  times  expence,  which  exceeded  his  Majefty's  allowance,  at  his 
"  own  charge ;  this  allowance  being  ever,  till  within  the  fpace  of  this 
''  laft  half  year,  fo  fcantily  furnifhed,  that  the  Exchequer  was  always 
"  £  2000.  behind-hand,  which  with  the  intereft  he  paid  to  Merchants  to 
*'  b«  fupplied,  with  lofs  of  exchange,  was  much  to  his  prejudice. 

"  At  his  firft  coming  over,  and  fo  for  betwixt  four  and  five  years  after, 
"the  country  being  divided  into  fadiion,  the  Araiinians  were  fuftained  by 
*'  the  French  King  with  the  coft  of  two  extraordinary  embaffages  (la 
.  *'  Noiie,  &  Boififfe)  and  divers  particular  gentlemen  fent  exprefsly  to 
*^  countenance  that  party  ;  all  which  he  did  counterbalance  without  any  ex- 
"  traordinary  charge  to  his  Majefty:  But  this  coft  him  dear  in  divers  en- 
*'  tertainments  of  fuch  of  the  Hollanders  as  had  recourfe  to  his  houfe, 
*'  which  was  not  to  be  fhut  againft  them;  and  in  conclufion.,  the  party 
*.'  well  aifeded  to  his  Majefty  prevailed. 

*'  It  is  now  three  years  and  a  half  fince  the  Prince  Eieflor  and  her 
''  Highnefs,  with  their  children  and  court,  had  their  refuge  in  the  place 
"  of  his  refidence  (an  accident  never  yet  happened  in  any  foreign  Minifter 
"  of 'Our  crown,  that  one  of  the  King's  children  fliould  live  fo  long  where 
"  anEnglifli  Embaflador  refided)  :  and  though  the  doing  fervice  to  her 
"  Highnefs,  and  thofe  near  unto  her,  was,  and  is,  chearfully  undertaken, 
"  and  willingly  performed  by  him;  yet  the  charge  thereof  hath  proved 
"  heavy  unto  him,  and  hath  engaged  hun  in  more  debts,  than  he  can 
♦'  overcome  without  fome  extraordinary  favour,  which  he  doth  moft  humbly 
*'  beg  of  his  Majefty." 

The  importance  of  our  tranfadlons  with  the  States  at  that  crifis,  and 
perhaps  the  difticulty  of  providing  for  Sir  Dudley  in  the  manner  which  he 
teemed  to  expedt,  kept  him  fixed  to  his  poft  for  fome  months  longer.  In 
1625  feveral  remarkable  events  happened  j  a  change  of  Governors  both  in 

b  England 
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England  and  Holland,  by  the  deaths  of  King  James  and  the  Prince  of 
Orange  j  the  lofs  of  Breda,  after  an  obilinate  and  bloody  defence;  and  a 
fruitlefs  attempt  made  to  relieve  it  by  the  new  Stadtholder  Prince  Frederick 
Henry,  in  which  the  Englifh  troops  under  the  command  of  Sir  Horace 
Vere  and  the  Earl  of  Oxford  gained-  immortal  honour.

Sir  Dudley  was  ufefully  and  laborioufly  employed  at  the  Hague  in  fup- 
plying  Count  Mansfield's  army,  which,  by  unilcilful  management  on  the 
part  of  our  Court,  was  reduced  to  the  laft  extremity;  and  in  fettling  with 
the  States  General  the  proportion  of  fhips  and  landm.en,  with  which  they 
were  to  join  the  Englifh  fleet  in  any  enterprize  againfh  the  King  of  Spain. 
He  was  affifled  in  his  conferences  upon  thefe  points  by  Sir  William  St. 
Leger  and  Mr.  Secretary  Morton  (nephew  to  Sir  H.  Wotton  the  Traveller, 
and  Scholar)  fent  exprefsly  from  England;  and  the  iiTue  of  them  was, 
that  their  High  Mightineffes  agreed  to  fend  an  auxiliary  fquadron  of  twenty 
fliips  to  the  general  rendezvous  at  Plymouth,  and  gave  leave  of  abfence  to 
feveral  officers,  and  fome  draughts  from  the  old  Engliifh  corps  in  the  States 
fervice.  All  thefe  were  afterwards  employed  in  the  unfuccefsful  expedition 
to  Cadiz;  in  which  though  our  commanders  might  deferve  blame,  yet 
the  negotiations  of  our  Miniflers  abroad  mull  be  allowed  to  have  had. 
their  merit. 

A  treaty  ofFenfive  and  defenfive  having  been  ligned  with  the  States 
Embafladors  at  Southampton,  in  September  the  fanae  year,  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham  and  the  Earl  of  Holland  were  fent  over  to  the  Hague  in 
November,  to  improve  the  foundations  laid  by  it  into  a  grand  alliance 
againfl  the  Houfe  of  Auftria,  for  the  recovery  of  the  Palatinate,  and  the 
reftoring  the  German  liberty.  Sir  Dudley  was  joined  in  commiffion  with 
thefe  two  great  noblemen,  and  feems  to  have  worked  himfclf  into  a  large 
degree  of  confidence  with  the  former  of  them,  being  the  draughtfman  of 
his  *  fpeech  to  the  States  at  his  public  audience,,  and  having  the  honour  to 

attend 

*  The  letter  which  proves  this  faft,  is  preferved  as  the  only  fpecimen  which  the  Editor  has  met  with 
of  that  Favourite's  private  correfpondence  with  the  Embaffador.

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attend  his  Grace  into  England  on  the  conclufion  of  their  negotiation ;  the 
refult  of  which  was  the  framing  of  a  league  between  the  Kings  of  Great 
Britain  and  Denmark,  and  the  States  General,  for  the  ends  above- 
mentioned.  The  French  Emballador,  Monfieur  D'Elpefies,  had  no  powers 
to  treat,  that  Crown  declining  to  be  openly  engaged  againft  the  Houfe  of 
Auftria,  but  promifing  the  effect  of  a  league  in  fecret  fupplies  to  Count 
Mansfield,  whofe  troops  were  then  acting  in  Weftphalia  with  thofe  of 
Denmark.  The  King  of  Sweden  was  expected  to  have  fent  a  Plenipo- 
tentiary to  this  congrefs,  but  was  prevented  by  his  wars  in  Poland. 
Much  was  not  to  be  expeded  from  a  Confederacy,  which,  though  right 
in  its  principles  (as  the  fyflem  of  Europe  then  ftood),  v/as  unequal  in 
•ftrength  to  the  works  which  it  was  intended  to  perform  j  and  nothing  con- 
tributed fo  much  to  the  diffolution  of  it,  as  the  conftant  mifunderftanding 
between  King  Charles  and  his  Parliaments,  who,  from  diflike  to  the  fa- 
vourite minifter,  and  his  method  of  condudting  the  war,  refufed  to  con- 
tribute towards  the  fupport  of  a  great  foreign  meafure,  in  which  they  had 
onanimoufly  advifed  the  Crown  to  engage. 

In  December  1625,  foon  after  Sir  Dudley  Carleton's  return  to  England, 
he  was  made  Vice  Chamberlain  of  the  Houfehold,  and  had  an  opportunity 
of  difplaying  his  talents  for  negotiation  in  France,  He  was  joined  in  this 
commiffion  with  the  Eaid  of  Holland,  one  of  the  moft  infinuating  courtiers 
and  fineft  gentlemen  of  the  age,  at  that  time  the  principal  confident  of  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham.,  and  thought  to  be  particularly  acceptable  to  the 
French  court,  where,  in  concert  with  the  Earl  of  CarliHe,  he  had  concluded 
the  marriage  of  Queen  Henrietta  Maria  with  King  Charles  the  Firft. 

The  points  on  which  thefe  two  Embafladors  extraordinary  received  their 
inftru(£tions,  which  bear  date  the  laft  of  December  1625,  were,  firfl:,  to  prefs 
earneftly  for  the  reftitution  <jf  the  fliips,  which  had  been  lent  to  Lewis 
XIIL  and  were  employed  againft  the  Rochellers,  This  tranfacSion  had 
raifed  a  great  clamour  in  England,  and  was  made,  in  the  next  feflion  of  par- 
liament, one  of  the  articles  of  impeachment  againft  the  Duke.  Secondly, 
to  interpofe  the  good  offices  of  King  Charles  to  obtain  a  peace  for  the  French 
proteftants  agreeably  to  former  edid:s  ;  and,  thirdly,  to  fupport  the  inftances 
of  the  minifters  of  the  allies,  viz.  the  States  General,  Duke  of  Savoy,  and 
the  King  of  Denmark,  for  obtaining  the  French  acceffion  to  the  treaty  of 

It  may  further  be  proper  to  obferve  in  this  pilacej  that  from  the  original  letters  of  the  Duke  of  Buck- 
ingham which  have  fallen  under  the  Editor's  eye,  and  which  are  of  any  length,  it  appears,  that  he  was 
not  well  qualified  for  the  difpatch  of  bufinefs  ;  his  ftyle  being  very  incorreft,  and  his  manner  of  think- 
ing indigefted  and  hafty.  It  induces  a  fufpicion,  that  thofe  Speeches  of  his,  which  are  entered  in  the 
Parliament  Journals,  and  printed  in  the  Parliamentary  Hiftory,  were  not  the  genuine  compofitions  of 
this  great  Miniiler  and  Favourite,  though  he  might  dsliver  them  in  public.

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the  Hague.  Our  Embaffadors  arrived  at  Paris  about  the  middle  of  January 
1624-,  and  immediately  entered  upon  their  negotiation,  in  a  long  conference 
with  the  Cardinal  de  Richelieu,  who  had  then,  in  concert  with  Mary  of 
Medicis,.  Queen  mother,  the  principal  Ihare  in  the  French  councils.  They 
ehofe  to  invert  the  order  of  their  inflrudlions,  and  "  to  be?in  with  defirins- 
*'  to  know,,  how  far  the  French  Kiag  would  concur  towards  the  rellitution 
"  of  the  German  liberties,  of  which  feme  of  his  royal  anceftors  had  declared 
"  themfelves  the  protestors.  Next,  as  a  confequence  of  what  they  hoped 
*'  would  be  thepublic-fpirited  refolution  of  his  moft  Chriftian  Majefly,  they 
"  begged  leave  to  recommend  to  him  the  peace  of  his  own  kingdom,,  by 
*'*  leaving  thofe  of  the  religion  to  the  liberty  of  their  conferences,  and  fafety 
"  of  their  lives  and  goods,  according  to  the  edidts.  And,  thirdly,  as  a  de- 
"  pendence  on  both  the  former  points,  they  demanded  the  reftitution  of  our 
"  (hips,,  the  better  to  enable  the  King  their  maifer  to  carry  on  the  war  by 
•■'  fea,  which  was  the.  nxore  neceflary,  as  the  Spanifh  navy  was  greater- 
"  than  it  had  been,  and  therefore  none  of  ours  could  be  fpared  to  any  other 
"  fervice." 

The  plan  of  negotiation^  was  judicioully  laid,  and  diicreetly  and.  diligently 
purfued  by  the  Englifh  Embafiadors;  but  met  with  obftruftions  from  dif- 
ferent quarters.  Blainville,  the  French  EmbaiTador  here,  was  on  very  ill 
terms  with  our  court,  and  aggravated  every  thing  by  his  difpatches.  Several 
French  fliips  had  been  condemned  in  our  Admiralty-courts,  for  having 
Spanifh. goods  on  board;  and  the  French  council  of  fcate,  not  admitting  the 
captures  to  be  juft,.  made  reprifals- on  the  Englifh  veflels  which  came  into 
their  harbours.  The  refult  of  many  private  and  public  conferences  between 
our  Embaffadors  and  the  French  minifcers  was,  that  the  French  Kine  ab- 
folutely  refufed  to  enter  into  any  offenfive  meafures  againft  the  Houfe  of 
Auflria,  but  promifed  fubfidies  to  the  King  of  Denmark., 

Richelieu  v/as-  fo  far  from  thinking  it  a  proper  j.undlure  to  profecute  the 
war  againft  Spain,  that  he  actually  concluded  a  private  convention  with  that 
court  about  the  Valteline,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  Prince  of  Piedmont  and 
the  Venetian  Embaffador  at  Paris  were  preiling  lor,  and  expedling  a  more 
vigorous  fupport  of,  the  war  in  Italy.  With  regard  to  a  peace  with  thepro- 
teftants,  the  French  j&iinift,ers  coqlented,  that  our  Embaffadors  (l:iould  in- 
terpofe,  not  a. formal  mediation,  but  their  good  offices  with  the  deputies  of 
the  religion,  to  bring  about  an  accommodation.  This  was  attended  v/ith. 
fuccefs  j  and  an  agreement  v/as  foon  concluded,- in  oppoiition  to  the  endea- 
vours and  offers  of  the  Clergy,  with  the  Cardinal  Rochefoucault  at  their 
head,  more  advantageous  to  the  proteftants  (as  the  Earl  and  Sir  Dudley 
affirm)  than  the  treaty  of  Montpellier ;  for  which  they  received  the  parti- 
cular thanks  of  the  Queen-mother  on  one  hand,,  and  of  all  the  proteftant 

de'puties. 
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deputies  on  the  other.  They  gave  to  the  latter  an  ad:,  in  both  their  names, 
containing  a  more  favourable  interpretation  of  fome  general  words  in  one  of 
the  articles  relating  to  the  town  of  Rochelle  ;  which  lerved  as  a  proof  at  the 
fame  time,  that  they  were  authorized  by  the  French  minifters  to  interpofe 
in  this  treaty. 

The  EmbafTadors,  before  they  took  their  leave,  had  the  good  fortune  to 
obtain  a  general  releafe  of  all  our  merchants  fliips  and  goods,  which  had 
been  enxbargoed  in  France  j  but  on  condition,  as  the  edidl  exprefled  it,  that 
relHtution  Ihould  be  made  in  England,  within  a  limited  time,  of  fuch 
effedis  and  merchandife,  as  fliould  be  proved  to  be  French  property.  With 
regard  to  our  fliips,  which  had  ferved  againft  RocKelle,  they  were,  imme- 
diately fent  home  on  the  ligning  of  the  peace.  One  of  them  was  the  Van- 
guard belonging  to  the  royal  navy,  and  lent  as  an  a6t  of  friendfliip  from 
King  to  King.,  The  reft  were  merchants  veifels  taken,  up  here  on  con- 
trad:. 

The  Earl  of  Holland  -dnd  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  had  their  audiences  of 
leave  on  the  tenth  of  March,  and  fet  out  on  their  return  homewards  imme- 
diately  after.  They  found  the  parlia-ment  fitting,  inflamed  to  the  higheffe 
degree  at  the  mifmanagement  of  public  affairs;  and  (as  it  ufually  happens 
in  popular  affemblies)  when  they  found  many  things  wrong,  allowing  no- 
thing, to  be  right.  Carleton  was  elected  on  a  vacancy  for  the  borough  of 
Haftings,  and  took  occafion  in  the  height  of  the  profecution  of  the  Duke 
of  Buckingham,  his  patron,  to  endeavour  to  bring  the  Commons  into  a 
better  temper.  The  topics,  Vv'hich  he  chiefly  dwelt  upon  ia  the  *  fpeech, 
which  he  made  on  the  eleventh  of  May  1626,  were  not  fuch,  as  the  Houfe 
was  difpofed  to  relifli ;  nor  in  truth  were  fome  of  them  proper  for  a  member 
of  parliament,  and  a  true  patriot,  to  argue  from  at  any  time.  "  He  fore- 
"  warned  them  not  to  make  too  free  with  the  King's  prerogative,  left  they 
"  put  him  out  of  love  with  parliaments  :  That  other  countries  had  had  fuch 
*'  alfemblies  formerly,  till  monarchs,  feeing  their  turbulent  fpirit,  and  find- 
*'  ing  out  their  own  ftrength,  at  laft  fupprelTed  them."  He  remarked  from 
his  own  experience  "  the  condition  of  the  fubjefts  in  foreign  ftates,  v/here 
"  they  looked  like  ghofts,  not  men,  and  could  neither  eat  good  meat,  nor 
*'  wear  good  cloaths,  without  paying  heavy  taxes  fc?  it'..  Let  us  (faid  Sir 
*'  Dudley)  preferve  the  King's  good  opinion  of  parliaments,  left  we  lofe  the 
"  repute  of  a  free-born  nation  by  turbulency  in  parliament  J'  He  concluded

with 
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with  giving  reafons  for  the  King's  commitment  of  Sir  Dudley  Digges,  and 
Sir  John  ElUot,  two  of  the  managers  againfl  the  Duke;  the  one  for  uling 
thefe  expreffions,  "  that  he  forbore  to  fpeak  farther  of  the  giving  the 
"  plaifter  to  King  James  on  his  death-bed,  in  regard  to  the  King's  honour ;" 
the  other  for  ufing  indecent  and  violent  expreffions  againfl  the  Duke's  perfon, 
ftiling  him  t/je  man,  and  comparing  him  to  fo  deteftable  a  characfler  as 
Sejanus.  A  few  days  after.  May  20th,  Elliot,  being  enlarged,  took  his 
feat  in  the  Houfe,  v/here  he  made  a  fpeech  in  anfwerto  Carleton's,  whom 
he  appears  however  to  have  treated  with  refped:.  The  Commons  were  fo 
well  fatisfied  with  his  apology,  that  they  came  to  an  unanimous  refolution, 
that  neither  he  nor  Digges  had,  as  managers,  exceeded  the  commiffion, 
which  they  received  from  the  Houfe. 

The  Vice  Chamberlain's  condudl,  though  not  pleafing  to  the  Houfe,  met 
with  a  more  gracious  reception  in  another  place,  where   he  probably  de- 
figned  it  fhould  carry  its  reward  along  with  it ;  for  on  May  the  twenty-fecond, 
two  days  after  the  vote  before-mentioned,  he  was  called  up  to  the  Houfe  of 
Peers,   by  the  ftile  and  title  of  Baron  Carleton  of  Imbercourt  in  the  county 
-of  Surry.  The  new  Baron  was  not  permitted  to  fpend  the  reft  of  the  fummer 
inailive,  but  was  employed  in  Auguft  and  September  in  a  very  difagreeable 
commiffion  to  the  French  court;    to  excufe  and  juftify  the  fending  away  of 
the  *  Queen  of  England's  French  fervants.     But  his  refidence   there  was 
but  fliort,  and  his  reception  none  of  the    moft  agreeable,  as   may  be  col- 
ledled  from  the  following  paflage  in  a  letter  of  his  to  Sir  Francis  Netherfole, 
dated  at  Calais  in  his  return  the  fourth  of  Odlober,  N..  S.     **  Since  I  left  ■ 
"  the  Hague,   my  life  hath  been   like  a  continual  courier's,   changing   his 
*'  pofc-horfe   at   every  ftage,  fomewhile  a  hard  one,  otherwhile   an    eafy 
"  one;   but  ftill  in  motion.      This  laft  was  the  rougheft  of  all,  and  I  am. 
*'  glad  I  am  thus   near  quit  of  him,  v/ithout   falling  into   the  mire;   my 
*'  leave-taking  here  having  been   fair,  after   much  threatning   to  flaew  re- 
'*'  fentment  againft  the  mafter  by  affronting  the  minifter ;   and  my  audiences 
"  were  from  time  to  time  much  difputedj   whether   they  fliould  be  denied 
""   me  or  not.     Mean  while,   I  had  a  flirewd  combat  with  a  continual  burn- 
"  ing  fever,  which  poffefled  moft  of  my  family ;   but   God   preferved   us., 
•"  &c."     His  Lordftiip  was  recalled  by  the  King  his  mafter,   to  fhew   his 
refentment  at  the  refufal  of  the  French  minifters  to  admit  Mr.  Montagu  to 
an  audience,   who  carried  letters  of  congratulation  to  the  Duke  of  Orleans, 
on  his  marriage ;  and  at  the  delays  of  that  court  in  reftoring  the  effed:s  be- 
longing to  the  Englifh  fubjeils. 

*  The  Editor,  fince  the  firfl:  publication  of  this  work,  has  read  over  the  Lord  Carleton's  difpatches 
from  Fiance,  which  are  preferved  in  His  Majefty's  Paper  office.  He  appears  to  have  condufted  himfelf 
witli  great  prudence  and  good  fenfe  during  this  unpleafant  negotiation,  and  to  have  had  the  fkill  to  ward 
off  any  impertinent  .ufage,  from  a  court  which  was  highly  exafperated.

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The  Lord  Carleton  appears  to  have  been  much  confulted  during  his  flay 
in  England  on  the  executive  parts  of  foreign  *  bufinefs ;  and  to  have  made 
feveral  draughts  of  public  papers  ;  and  had  a  large  (liare  of  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham's  confidence.  But  as  feveral  incidents  had  arifen  during  his 
abfence  from  the  Hague,  which  produced  fome  coldnefs  between  the  Dutch 
adminiftration  and  ours,  and  the  States  began  to  be  very  uneafy  at  the  prof- 
pedt  of  a  war  between  France  and  England,  his  Lordihip  was  ordered,  in 
March  16 2I,  to  refume  his  charadler  of  EmbafTador  in  Holland.  What 
delayed  his  fetting  out  does  not  appear ;  but  in  fadt  he  did  not  return  to  his 
poft  till  the  middle  of  June.  Lord  Carleton  found  our  intereft  in  Holland 
declining  apace -f-  j  and  all  his  experience  in  bulinefs  and  knowledge  of  the 
eountry  were  requiiite,  to  preferve  it  on  a  tolerable  footing.  ,  He  had  not 
the  fame  admittance  into  their  councils  as  he  enjoyed  before,  having  during 
his  abfence  been  deprived  of  his  feat  in  the  council  of  ftate,  by  a  refolution 
ef  the  States  General,  from  which  they  would  never  recede;  and  indeed  we 
had  no  other  claim  to  it,  than  an  articlte  of  the  expired  treaty  of  1586.  The 
Dutch  minifters,  and  particularly  the  Prince  of  Orange,  were  much  diiTa- 
tisfied  at  our  precipitate  breach  with  France ;  and  all  the  reafons  alledged  by 
the  Engliih  Emballador,  in  his  feveral  conferences,  could  never  bring  thenx 
to  approve  of  fo  imprudent  a  meafure.  They  were  apprehenfive  of  offending 
one  or  other  of  the  two  Kings,  who  v/ere  fupporting  them  againft  the  power 
of  Spain,  and  to  the  fervice  of  whofe  troops  in  their  armies  they  owed  mofi: 
of  their  fucceffes  in  the  field ;  and  were  therefore  determined  to  obferve  a 
ftri(Sb  neutrality.  The  Prince  of  Orange  was  fufpedled  to  have  rather  a  bias 
towards  France,  which  was  imputed  to  the  influence,  which  Hautrive,  one 
of  the  French  Colonels,  had  gained  over  him.  The  States  had  taken  up 
confiderable  fums  of  money  for  the  payment  of  Count  Mansfield's  troops, 
at  the  requeft  of  Charles  I ;  and  his  Embafi*ador  brought  over  with  him  nei- 
ther principal  nor  intereft  for  difcharge  of  the  debt.  Two  of  the  points 
which  he  had  to  negotiate  with  them,  after  his  firft  arrival,,  were  not  of  a 
very  acceptable  nature  ^  one  of  them,  was  to  obtain  the  revocationlof  Coen„ 
who  was  appointed  Governor-general  of  their  fettlements  in  the  Eaft  Indies. 
He  was  thought  in  Holland  the  moft  capable  man  they  bad  in  the  affairs  of 
that  country  ;■  but  our  Eafi;  India  Diredors  had  very  flrong  objedlions  to  his 
being  fent  thither,  on  account  of  his  former  conduit.  The  other  point  was 
to  prevail  with  the  States,  to  grant  a  farther  leave  of  abfence  to  feveral  Englifli 
officers  in  their  fervice,  who  were  then  preparing  to  attend  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham  in  his  expedition  to  the  IHe  of  Rhe.   The  States  had  indulged

them 
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them  with  that  leave,  when  they  were  to  be  employed  againfh  Spain;  but 
thought  it  unreafonable  to  be  allied  of  them,  when  they  were  to  ferve 
againft  the  Crown  of  France,  their  ally.  There  was  another  affair  of  more 
importance  than  either  of  thefe  to  the  interefls  of  this  country,  which  gave 
the  Lord  Carletoa  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  The  French  were  then  begin- 
ning, not  only  to  purchafe  large  quantities  of  naval  and  military  ftores,  but 
to  buy  and  build  fliips  in  the  Dutch  ports.  Four  of  confiderable  ftrength 
were  then  almofl  ready  in  the  Texel,  and  their  agents  had  contradted  for 
fourteen  more.  He  remonftrated  againft  this  proceeding,  as  foon  as  he 
came  over;  but  the  States  took  his  proportions  nd  referendum,  and  would 
not  fo  much  as  debate  them  with  him.  He  endeavoured  to  alarm  their 
fears  with  an  apprehenfion  (for  which  there  were  fufficient  grounds)  that  the 
Cardinal  Richelieu  and  the  Count  d'Olivares  were  concerting  a  treaty  for 
the  jundlion  of  the  French  and  Spanifli  fleets,  the  immediate  objedt  of  which 
v/as  to  be  the  fliutting  up  the  port  of  Rochelle ;  but  no  one  could  foretell, 
how  much  farther  this  union  might  be  carried  againft  the  Proteftant  powers. 
The  States  were  at  that  time  the  lefs  inclined  to  give  way  to  thefe  jealouiies, 
becaufe  they  were  negotiating  a  new  fubfidy  treaty  with  France;  their 
former  one,  concluded  at  Compeigne,  being  juft  expired,  and  large  arrears 
due  upon  it.  Langerac,  their  EmbafTador  at  Paris,  was  a  creature  of  the 
Cardinal's,  and  wrote  nothing  to  his  mafters  but  what  was  diftated  to  himi 
by  his  Eminence.. 

Eord  Carleton  finding,  after  fome  weeks  negotiation,  that  he  made  no 
progrefs  in  his  bulinefs,  determined  on  taking  a  journey  to  confer  with  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  who  was  then  employed  in  the  liege  of  Groll,  which 
furrendered  on  articles  in  the  beginning  of  Auguft,  though  the  Spanifla 
army  under  Count  Henry  Vander-Berg  lay  in  fight  of  the  Dutch  leaguer. 
He  was  the  rather  inclined  to  this  ftep,  as  the  news  was  then  arrived  of  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham's  defcent  on  Rhe ;  and  he  was  informed,  that  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  States  Deputies  with  him,  had  exprefi^ed  a  great 
diflike  of  our  having  been  the  aggreflbrs.  The  Prince  received  the  Englifh 
Ambairador  with  the  honours  due  to  his  characfter,  and  heard  with  attention 
Tvhat  he  had  to  offer  in  juftification  of  the  condudl  of  his  Court ;  but  could 
cot  help rthinking  our  rupture  with  France  very  impolitick  and  unfeafonable. 
Neither  did  he  pay  any  regard  to  the  inftances,  Vv'hich  his  Lordlhip  made 
for  tiie  reftorii?^  our  officers  to  their  commifiions,  who  had  been  broke, 
before  ;he  reached  the  camp,  upon  the  firft  advice  of  the  hoflilities  at 
Rhe.  The  Ambaffador,  on  his  return  to  the  Hague,  had  an  audience  of 
the  States ;  and  infilled  more  ftrongly  than  he  had  done  before,  on  their 
ftopping  the  French  naval  equipments,  as  being  inconfiftent  with  the  clofe 
connexion  between  them  and  Great  Britain.  The  States  in  return  com- 
plained, that  our  lliips  in  the  Downs  had  flopped  a  large  fleet  of  merchant- 
3  men 
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men  bound  to  France,  and  carried  them  into  Dover  harbour,  contrary,  as 
they  affirmed,  to  a  permiffion  which  had  been  granted  to  the  inftances  of 
Joachimi,  their  Ambaflador  at  London,  of  a  free  trade  with  France, 

The  Lord  Carleton  had  better  fuccefs  in  preventing  the  ratification  of  a 
new  fublidy  treaty,  which  Langerac  had  concluded  at  Paris  without  fuf- 
fioient  inftruitions  from  his  fuperiors.  There  were  fonie  articles  in  it, 
which  the  States  could  not  give  a  fandion  to,  as  they  Vv'ould,  if  complied 
with,  have  obliged  them  to  furnifh  the  French  with  an  auxiliary  fqaadron, 
even  againfc  England  itfelf.  About  this  time  likewife,  viz.  in  September 
1627,  the  States  appointed  an  extraordinary  commillion,  for  the  trial  of  the 
Amboyna  Judges  j  and  the  Lord  Carleton  feemed  to  think,  that  they  were 
fairly  chofen.  That  bufinefs  however  was  ftill  kept  in  fufpenfe  by  the 
feizure  of  three  Dutch  Eaft-India  fhips  at  Portfmouth,  and  the  demand 
made  by  the  Commiffioners  in  Holland,  that  the  witnefles,  who  had  been 
produced  in  the  Admiralty  Courts  here,  iliould  be  fent  over  to  the  Hague, 
in  order  to  be  re-examined  there,  and  confronted  with  their  antagonifls. 
The  States  took  a  refolution  in  the  fame  month  of  fending  extraordinary 
EmbafTadors  both  to  England  and  France,  to  offer  the  mediation  of  their 
High  Mightinefles  for  the  reconcilement  of  the  differences  between  the 
two  Crowns. 

The  Lord  Cai'leton,  finding  that  a  categorical  anfwer  to  his  memorials 
was  flill  delayed,  under  pretence  of  the  Prince  of  Orange's  abfence,  grew 
very  uneafy  at  his  ftay  in  Holland,  and  preffed  in  a  very  earnefl  manner  to 
be  recalled,  in  his  difpatch  to  the  Lord  Conway  of  the  19th  of  September: 
*'  I  know  your  Lordfhip  will  think,  that,  conlidering  my  hard  condition  at 
'**  home,  I  am  much  better  in  an  employment  abroad  t  but  I  am  fenfible 
**  of  his  Majefly's  honor;  and  it  is  too  great  a  fcorn  for  a  fervant  near  his 
■*'  perfon,  to  remain  here  thus  long,  and  fo  fruitlefsly,  with  the  quality  of 
■■"  Extraordinary  EmbalTador,  to  which  this  flate  has  never  been  ufed  for 
"  more  weeks  than  I  have  been  here  months." 

In  the  beginning  of  Oftober  an  incident  happened,  which  made  a  great 
noife  in  Holland.  Sir  Sackville  Trevor,  with  an  Englifh  fquadron,  entered 
the  Texel,  and  attacked  the  French  Ihips,  which  lay  there,  ready  to  come 
out  j  and  took  one  of  the  largeft  of  them,  called  the  St.  Efprit,  of  46  guns: 
the  refc  efcaped  him,  by  throwing  their  cannon  overboard,  and  getting  over 
the  Flats  into  the  Zuyder  Zee.  The  States  fent  deputies  immediately  to 
the  Engliih  Enibaffador,  to  complain  of  this  breach  of  the  neutrality  of 
their  ports  j  and  the  French  Embaflador,  Monfieur  d'Efpeffes,  talked  in  a 
*ery  high  ftyle:of  the  refentment,  which  his  M^fter  would  ihew  on  the  oc- 
•cafion,  if  he  had  not  complete  fatisfaftion  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  he  de- 
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tained  in  liis  hands  a  remittance  of  money  from  France,  which  was  dde: 
upon  the  treaty  of  Compeigne.  The  Prince  of  Orange,  who  was  then  re- 
turned to  the  Hague  after  his  campaign,  behaved  with  particular  modera- 
tion, and  fuggefied  an  expedient,  by  which  both  the  Englifh  and  Dutch, 
men  of  war,  who  lay  in  the  Texel  after  Sir  Sackville's  attempt,  might  come 
off  with  honour :  it  was,  that  the  former  fliould  immediately  put  to  fea, 
and  the  latter  make  a  feint  of  oppofing  them.  This  was  carried  into  exe- 
cution accordingly,  and  the  pundliiio  of  the  two  nations  fatisfied,  at  the 
expence  of  throwing  away  a  few  rounds  of  powder. 

In  the  beginning  of  November,  an  alarm  came  to  the  Hague,  that  the 
Dunkirk  fquadron  was  got  out,  and  were  failed  down  the  Channel,  to  join 
the  French  lliips  in  the  ports  of  Brittany.  Lord  Carleton  availed  himfelf 
of  this  opportunity  to  prefs  the  States  to  fend  orders  to  Dorp,  their  Ad- 
miral in  the  Channel,  to  follow  and  attack  the  Spanifli  fhips,  wherever 
he  met  them,  though  joined  with  the  French.  He  declared,  that  if  this 
was  refufed  to  him,  his  mafter  would  confider  the  Treaty  of  Southamp- 
ton as  broken  on  the  part  of  Holland.  The  States  were  very  backward  to 
■  take  any  ftep,  which  might  embroil  them  .with  France  j  but  they  could 
not  avoid  fending  orders  to  Dorp  to  join  his  Majefty's  fleet,  in  oppofition 
to  any  attempts  from  the  Spaniards ;  and  to  do  all  in  his  power  for  the 
fecurity  of  any  part  of  the  Britifli  dominions,  which  were  then  thought 
likely  to  be  invaded.  It  appears,  however,,  that  Dorp  had  left  the  purfuit 
of  the  Dunkirkers,  and  returned  to  the  Hague,  before  he  received  thefe 
lafi:  inftrudions ;  and  the  intelligence,  that  the  latter  were  gone  down  the 
Channel,  turned  out  to  be  groundlefs.  A  Spanifh  fquadron  from  the  ports 
of  Bifcay  and  the  Groyne  had  indeed 'joined  the  French  fleet  before  Ro- 
chelle;  but,  whatever  was  the  reafon  of  it,  foon  left  them,  without  at- 
tempting any  thing. 

Towards  the  end  of  November,  or  beginning  of  the  next  month,  there 
came  accounts  to  the  Hague,  from  all  quarters,  of  the  Duke  of  Buck- 
ingham's ill  fuccefs  at  Rhe.  The  bad  condud:  of  that  expedition  is  in  ge-- 
neral  fufficiently  kno-wn  from  our  hiftories ;  but  by  private  accounts 
amongft  the  Lord  Carleton's  papers  it  does  not  appear>  that  our  lofs  in 
men  was  near  fo  great  as  is  commonly  reprefented;  and  the  French,  after 
the  attack  on  our  rear,  were  repulfed,  our  works  regained,  and  the  troops 
re-embarked  without  moleftation. 

The  return  of  the  Duke  with  difgrace,  and  the  confufion  in  our  domeftic 
affairs,  which  obliged  King  Charles  foon  after  to  call  a  Parliament,  kept  the 
Lord  Carleton  for  fome  wc-ks  without  any  full  or  explicit  inftrudions. 
However,  he  did  at  laft  i-eceive  fuch  from  the  Lord  Conway,  dated  the 
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third  of  February  162!.  In  this  difpatch  was  contained  the  flrongeft  ap- 
probation of  the  Embaffador's  condud:,  in  the  following  paragraph  :  •'  The 
*'  paflage  from  all  foreign  parts  is  fo  {hut  up,  that  the  greateft  and  befl  in- 
"  formations,  which  his  Majefty  hath,  come  from  you,  and  are  accept- 
"  able  to  him  ;  and  fo  are  your  judicious  and  diligent  negotiations  and  re- 
"  monllrances  with  that  ftate  well  vouchfafed  and  efteemed  by  his  Majefty;  ' 
"  and  I  am  right  glad  I  can  with  fo  much  truth  give  you  the  knowledge 
"  and  affurance  of  it." 

The  Lord  Carleton,  in  purfuance  of  the  orders  which  cam.e  to  his  hands 

by  this  cxprefs,  prefented  a  memorial  to  the  States  the  third  of  March, 

N.  S. ;   the  principal  points  of  which  were,   "  That  his  Majefty  finding  by 

"  experience,  that  the   fubjefts  of  the  United   Provinces  did  indifferently 

"  trattic  with  the  French,  as  well  with  wares  that  are  prohibited,  as  with 

*'  thofe  that  are  lawful,  was  obliged  to  fufpend  the  permiffion,  which  he 

*'  had  formerly  granted  them,  of  a  free  trade;  and  this  not  from  want  of 

*'  good  aff'edlion  towards  them,  but  rather  in  confideration  of  the  mutual 

"  good  of  his  kingdom  and  thofe  provinces.     That  his  Majefty  the  King 

*'  of  Great  Britain  having  engaged  his  royal  word  to  the  Proteftants,  for 

*'  the  obfervation  of  the  laft  treaty  between  them  and  the  French  King, 

"  was  obliged  in   honour  to  refent  the  violation  of  it,   which  had  drawn 

*'  him  into  adls  of  hoftility  againft  that  crown;   that  the  interruption  of 

*'  trade  between  France  and  Holland  might  bring  the   French  King  to  a 

*'  true  knowledge  of  his   condition,  and  to  join,   for  the  public  defence, 

•*  againft  the  common  enemy,    Spain.     Laftly,  he   required  their  High 

*'  Mi^htineftes  not  to  aflift  the  French  with  any  provifions  of  war  or  contra- 

"  band  goods ;  and  gave  them  notice  to  prepare  their  quota  of  fliips,  which 

*'  was  a  fourth,  to  join  with  fixty  of  the  King's  his  mafter's  againft  the 

•*'  £ommon  enemy." 

Carleton  had  likewlfe  directions  to  prevail  with  the  States,  to  favour  a 
levy  of  1000  German  horfe,  which  were  to  be  raifed  under  the  command 
-of  Colonel  Dolbier  and  Sir  William  Balfour,  and  were  intended  to  ferve 
in  England.  Eut  they  abfolutely  refufed  to  give  it  any  countenance,  pre- 
tending that  it  would  interfere  with  the  recruiting  of  their  own  cavalry. 
This  levy  was  never  completed;  for  the  Parliament,  when  they  met,  con- 
demned the  projecft,  as  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  the  commiffion  was  re- 
yoked  by  the  King. 

The  States  did  not  return  a  final  anfwer  to  the  Englifli  EmbaiTador's 
memorial,  till  the  beginning  of  April  1628;  and  then  it  was  fuch,  as  he 
could  by  no  means  recommend  to  his  Court  as  fatisfadory.  The  purport 
of  it  was,   "  That  with  regard  to  their  trade  with  France,  they  had  already 

c  2  "by 
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*'  by  a  placart  forbid  the   exportation  of  contraband  goods   under  fev^re 

"  penalties}  and  hoped  the  King   of  Great   Britain   would    be   contented 

**  therewith,  and  not  infift  on  difturbing  their   lawful   trade  with   that  of 

"  any  other  nation  -,  as  their  fubliftence  depended    entirely  on  commerce,, 

"  and  without  it  they  fhould  be  unable  to  carry  on  their  war  with   Spain, _ 

"  That,  as  the  Spanifh  fquadron,  which  had  joined  the  French,  was  with- 

"  drawn,  they  hoped  his  Britannic  Majefty  would  not  prefs  them  to  commit 

"  any  ad;,  which  (hould  infringe  their  neutrality  ^  and  that  he  would  ftill 

*'  leave  it  in  their  power,   to  employ  their  mediation  in  the  good  work  of 

**  peace,  with  fuccefs.    That  with  regard  to  their  quota  of  fliips,  they  were 

*'  ready  to  comply  with  that  article  of  the  Treaty  of  Southampton,  pro-- 

*'  vided  thfey  were  not  deprived  of  the  means  of  doing  it,  by   the  inter- 

*'  ruption  of  their  trade,  and.  were  previoufly  informed  of  the  defign  which* 

*'  was  intended  agalnfi:  the  common  enemy." 

Thefe  were  the  laft  public  offices,  which  pafled  between  the  Lord 
Garleton  and  the  States.  He  had  feveral  private  conferences  with  the 
Prince  of  Orange,  and  the  Deputies  for  foreign  affairs  y  but  could  obtaia 
nothing  further  at  their  hands.  He  had  received  his  letters  of  revocation  in. 
February  -,  but  as  the  time  of  making  ufe  of  them  was  referFed  entirely  to- 
his  difcretion,  he  refolved  to  continue  at  the  Hague,  fo  long  as  he  thought 
his  refidcnce  there  was  of  any  moment  to  his  Mafler's  bufinefs.  That  being 
now  over,  he  took  his  leave  of  the  States,  and  prefented  his  re-credentials 
on  the  12th  of  April,  1628.  It  appears,  however,  that  he  was  waiting  for 
apaffage  at  the  Brill  on  the  17th  of  May,  when  he  fent  an  account  of  .the 
furrender  of  Stade,  after  a  long  fiege,  to  Count  Tilly,  the  Emperor's 
GeneraL 

The  Englifli  garrifon,  which  had  defended  it  with  great  gallantry,  under 
Sir  Charles  Morgan,  was,  by  their  capitulation,  to  return  into  the  United 
Provinces  :  and  the  lafb  public  fervice  which  the  Lord  Carleton  performed 
in  Holland,  was  the  taking  proper  meafures  for  the  reception  of  his  country- 
men, and  the  payment  of  their  arrears,  when  they  fhould  come  back  to 
their  old  quarters.  At  his  departure,  he  left  the  King's  affairs  at  the 
Hague,  in  the  hands  of  his  nephew,  Mr.  Dudley  Carleton,  who  had  dif~ 
'charged  that  trufl  before,  during  his  ablence,  with  diligence  and  capacity. 

During  his  long  refidence  in  Holland,  the  Lord  Carleton  had  been  con- 
ilantly  informed  of  domeftic  tranfadlions,  by  his  old  friend  Mr,  John 
Chamberlain,  of  the  Court  of  Wards.  There  are  feveral  bundles  of  that 
Gentleman's  lettersin  the  Paper  ofiice,  which  contain  many  entertaining  anec- 
dotes of  that  time.  The  late  indilflrious  and  learned  Dodor  Birch  (whofe 
memory  will  ever  be  dear  to  all  who  knew  him)  had  prepared  a  continued 
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feries  of  extrads  from  thefe  and  other  letters  of  King  James  and  King 
Charles's  reigns,  from  1600  to  1640  j  which,  had  Providence  prolon2;ed  a 
life  fo  ufeful  to  the  learned  world,  would  long  before  this  have  bqen  in  the 
pofleliion  of  the  public.  The  dodlor's  MS.  Coliedions  from  thefe  letters- 
are  now  in  the  Britiih  Mufeum,  and,  on  proper  application,  there  is  no 
doubt,  but  the  Truftees  would  permit  the  publication  of  them.  It  is  cer-^ 
tainly  an  agreeable,  and  often  a  ufeful,  circumftance.  to  minifters  abroad, 
not  to  be  left  ftrangers  to  what  is  paiTing  at  home  j  yet  it  is  no  unfrequent 
cafe,  if  their  correfpondents  happen  not  to  be  mixed  in  the  world  them-^ 
felves,  or  to  be  conned:ed  with  thofe  who  are. 

The  Lord  Carleton  had   the  fatisfadion,  before  his  return   to  England,, 
to  be  affured  by  the  earl  of  Carlifle,  his  old   acquaintance,   who   took  the 
Hague  in  his  way  to  Italy,  whither  he  was  fent  Extraordinary  Ambaflador 
to  the  Duke  of  Savoy  and  the  Republic  of  Venice,   that  King  Charles  in- 
tended to  make  him  Secretary  of  State.      Soon  after  his  coming  over, , as  an-, 
earneft  of  the  more  important  promotion  which  was  defigned  for  him,,  he 
was  created  Vifcount  Dorchefter.     He  continued  to  attend  the  court  in  his 
office  of  Vice-Cham  berlain;  and  was  employed  in  foreign  bulinefs  of  the  moft 
fecret  nature,  as  an  affiftant  to  the  Duke  of  Buckingham.     That  miniiler, 
after  the  Parliarnent  had  been  prorogued  on  account  of  a  fevere  remonftrance,. 
which  the  Houfe  of  Commons  prefented  by  name  againll  him,   fet  out  for 
Portfmouth,   to  take  the  command  of  the  fleet  and  army,  which  was  pre- 
paring for  the  relief  of  Rochelle.  The  Lord  Dorchefter  accompanied  him  ;. 
and  was  intruftedby  Contarini,   the  Venetian  ambaflador  here,,,  to  manage 
the  firft  overtures- of  an  accommodation  with,  France  *.. 

The  idea  was  fuggefted  by  the  Venetian  minifter  there,,  not  without  the 
privity  of  the  Cardinal  Richelieu  ^  and  it  was  thought  the  moft  honourable 
method,  for  the  two  Kings  to  make  peace  by  an  interview  between  their  re- 
fpedtive  firft  minifters,  at  the  head  of  the  fleets  and  armies  of  both  nations. 
One  part  of  the  projed:  was,  that  a  letter  ihould  be  written. by  a  deputy  of 
the  Rochellers  in  London  to  his  town,  fignifying,  that,  if  they  couid  have 
a  peace  with  fafety,  King  Charles  woui.d  have  no  objedions  to  it.  The 
draught  was  adtually  made,  and  a  paflport  figned  by  the  ambaflador's  fecre-- 
tary  j  but  Buckingham  grew  fufpicious,  that  fome  ill  ufe  might  be  made 
of  the  letter  by  the  Cardinal's  accuftomed  artifice,  and  therefore  fufpended 
the  fending  of  it  away,  till  the  aff^air  could  be  more  thoroughly  confidered. 
When  the  firft  hurry  of  military  deliberations  was  over  at  Portfmouth,  the 
Venetian  minifter  refumed  the  negotiation,  and  brought  it  to  that  forward-

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nefs  in  two  conferences,  one  with  the  King,  the  other  with  the  Duke,  that 
the  latter  agreed  to  conclude  the  whole,   before  he  failed.    The  Lord  Dor- 
chefttr  was  fent  to  hini  from  the  court,  on  the  very  morning,   the  23d  of 
Augult,    1628,   that  the  Duke  was   ftabbed  by  Felton,   as   he  was   getting 
ready  to  take  horfe,  and  to  finifh  the  bulinefs  in  his  mailer's  clofet  at  South- 
Vv^ick.      This  unexpedled  blow  put  a  flop  to  the  treaty  at  that  time.     The 
earl  of  Lindfey  was  appointed  to  command  the  fleet;   and  the  King  did  not 
think  he  could  entruft  fuch   a  weighty  charge  with  one  who  was  a  mere 
foldier,   fo  properly  as  with  the  perfon  who  had  the  chief  place  about  him, 
both  in  council  and  the  command  of  his   armies  *.     The  fleet,  which  fet 
fail  immediately  after,  was  one  of  the  greateft  and  beft  appointed  that  ever 
failed  out  of  England ;   but  the   fuccefs  by  no  means  anfwered  the  expec- 
tations that  weie  raifed  of  it  j   for,   after  fome  inefFedlual  attempts  to  force 
the  works  by  which  the  port  of  Rochelle  was  fhut  up,  in  which  feveral  of 
our  captams   behaved    themfelves   moft  infamoufly,    it   returned,   without 
throwing  in  the  leaft  fupply. 

The  domeftic  ftate  of  aflfairs  received  this  alteration  by  the  duke  of  Buck- 
ingham's death,  that  King  Charles  declared  he  would,  for  the  future,  be 
his  own  firfh  minifter,  and  leave  the  executive  part  of  the  adininiftration  to 
every  man  within  the  compafs  of  his  province. 

The  firft  queflion  of  importance,  which  came  before  the  Council,  was, 

■whether  the  Parliament  fliould  fit  on  the  day  appointed,  which  was  the  20th 

of  Oftober.      Some  were  of  opinion,   that  it  would   be   the  moft  probable 

method  of  reftoring  a  happy  union  between  the  King  and  his  people ;   but 

the  King  cut  the  mauer  fliort  at  the  council-table,  by  declaring  his  plealure 

for  a  further  prorogation  till  the  20th  of  January,  i62|-.      "  Laudatur   ab 

his,  culpatur  ab  illis,   (fays  the  Lord  Dorchefter  to  his  correfpondent  the 

earl  of  Carlifle)   "  but   furely  it   is   the  wileft  courfe;   for   that  fournefs, 

*'  which  was  on  men's  minds,   requires  time  to  take  it  away :   and  I  will 

"  give  your  Lordlhip   the   comfort,   that  the   medicine  of  a   conftant  and 

"  fettled  form  of  government  (which  is  indeed  the  only  remedy  for  the  dif- 

*'  temper  of  our  affairs,   both  at  home  and  abroad)  is  like  to  be  applied  -f." 

The  King  now  refolved  to  execute  the  defign,  which  he  had  for  fome  time 
formed,  of  giving  the  feals  of  Secretary  of  State  to  the  Lord  Dorchefter; 
and  as  the  meafure  was  taken,  though  not  yet  divulged,  of  making  peace  as 
fbon  as  poflible  botli  with  France  and  Spain,  he  judged  it  of  the  utmoft

confequence  to  have  one  in  that  office,  whofe  judgement  and  fkill  in  nego- 
tiation had  been  exercifed  in  a  long  courfe  of  foreign  employments.  The 
Lord  Conway  had  for  feveral  years  difcharged  that  great  trull,  (to  ufe  the- 
words  of  the  Lord  Clarendon)  with  ?iotable  infiifficiency  :  he  was  put  in  folely 
at  the  duke  of  Buckingham's  recommendation,  and  kept  in  for  no  other 
reafon,  but  becaule  he  was  wholly  fubfervient  to  the  other.  He  was  now 
grown  old  and  fickly  j  and  the  court  and  nation  muft,  with  great  fatisfac- 
tion,  have  feen  him  fucceeded  by  fo  able  aminifter  as  the  Lord  Dorchefter, 
who  was  fworn  Secretary  of  State  on  the  i8th  of  December,  1628.  His 
colleague  in  that  ftation  was  Sir  John  Coke,  whofe  charafter  needs  not  be 
mentioned  here,  as  it  has  been  already  drawn  by  fo  great  a  mafter  in  Hif- 
torical  Portraits  as  the  earl  of  Clarendon.  If  what  that  noble  Hiftorian  fays 
of  thefe  two  minifters  is  jufl,  that  the  one  was  only  converfant  in  foreign  af- 
fairs, and  the  other  in  domeftic,  it  confirms  an  idea  which  has  more  than 
once  occurred  to  perfons  of  refleftion,  vix.  That  the  beft  divifion  of  thofe 
important  otlices  would  be,  not  into  the  Southern  and  Northern  Provinces, 
but  into  Domeific  and  Foreign.  The  bufinefs  of  each  might  then  be  kept 
entire  and  unconnefted^  and  men  might  be  fought  out  to  fill  them,  who 
had  the  talents  and  the  experience  fuited  to  their  refpeftive  departments, 
which  are  certainly  of  a  diftind:  nature. 

The  Lord  Dorchefter,  foon  after  his  promotion,  wrote  the  following  dif- 
jjatch  to  Sir  Ifaac  Wake,  ambalTador  at  Venice,  and  Mr.  Carleton,  the  refi- 
dent  in  Holland  ;  which  fhall  be  inferted  at  length,  as  it  gives  a  full  account 
of  the  negotiation  with  France,  and  is  a  fpecimen  of  the  manner  in  which, 
he  difcharged  the  duty  of  his  office.. 

"  My  very  good  Lordj. 

''*  Since  it  pleafed  his  Majefly  to  commit  unto  me  the  charge  of  his  foreign 
**  affairs,  in  place  of  my  Lord  Conway  (whom  he  hath  advanced  to  a 
higher  degree*)  I  have  forborn  to  make  entry  into  that  correfpondency, 
our  duties  oblige  us  to  hold  together,  till  I  might  do  it  by  fome  matter 
of  moment.  And  that,  which  now  by  his  Majefty's  commandment  I 
am  to  communicate  to  you  by  this  exprefs  meJTenger,  is  as  great  as  any 
"  which  can  concern  this  time."

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*'  for  a  long  fpace  by  all  the  common  friends  of  the  two  crowns,  and  ever  en- 
*'  tertained  with  a  profellion  of  good-will  on  both  fides  :  but  now  it  is  car- 
'*'  ried  forward,  and  preffed  with  particularities,  and  accorded  unto  in  that 
"  fort  by  his  Majefly,  that  either  we  fliall  fee  a  peace,  fo  much  defired, 
'■*'  or  be  difcharged  of  the  blame  .of  this  unhappy  rupture,  which  hath  been 
**  injurioufly  caft  upon  this  country.  The  articles,  as  they  now  ftand,. after 
•"  fome  alterations,  you  will  fee  by  the  copy  which  goeth  herewith.  And 
■**  to  the  end,  you  may  as  well  be  acquainted  with  the  circumftance,  as  the 
""  fubilance  of  the  buiinefs,  you  fliall  underftand,  that,  fince  the  return  of 
*'  the  French  King  from  Rochelle,  fuch  general  offices,  as  were  palTed 
*'  before  by  public  minifters  betwixt  the  two  crowns,  were  reduced  to  par- 
■*'  ticulars,  firlf,  by  the  States  embaflador,  who  fent  over  a  verbal  capitula- 
"  tion,  as  they  took  i-t  from  the  mouth  of  certain  deputies,  fuch  as  formerly 
'"  treated  with  them^  joined  with  the  Cardmal  de  Richelieu  ;  after,  by  the 
^'  Venetian,  through  whofe  hands  a  concert  of  a  capitulation  was  conveyed 
"  thither  from  the  Cardinal,  after  the  form  you  will  here  fee,  and  little  dif- 
'*'  fering  in  fubflance,  fave  only,  that  in  the  fecond  article,  touching  the 
■*'  laying  afide  rellitution  as  a  point  of  difficulty,  the  fhip  taken  in  the

chofe  rather  to  take  it  upon  himfeif  and  the  French  King  (which  will 
keep  the  matter  always  in  his  own  power),  than  to  be  expofed  to  the 
neceflity  of  refufing,  or  fo  much  as  excufing,  any  thing  which  fhould 
be  demanded  by  the  two  Queens,  being  very  apprehenfive  whatever  the 
refolutions  now  are,  not  to  prefs  any  change  (of  which  much  afifiarance  is 
given)  ;  yet  that  court  importunity  in  France,  and  filial  obedience  here, 
might  produce  in  time  much  trouble,  to  the  difquiet  of  that  happinefs 
their  Majeflies  enjoy  in  their  family. 
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*'  With  the  fame  articles,  verbatim,  a  fecret  meflenger  was  difpatched 
hither,  at  the  fame  time,  by  the  Cardinal,  addrefi^ed  to  a  perfon  of  trufl 
in  this  court  :  and  as  well  he,  as  the  ambafiTadors,  declaring,  that  peace 
or  war  refted  upon  this  point  of  honour,  to  have  the  con  trad:  of  mar- 
riage confirmed,  with  mention  of  the  Queen's  houfe,  as  not  negledled 
by  the  French  King ;  but  withal  afluring,  that  nothing  ffiould  be  fo 
much  as  endeavoured  by  the  French  for  change  in  the  prefent  efiate  of 
the  Qaecn's  houfe,  but  that  all  (hould  depend  wholly  on  his  Majefty's 
will ;  his  Majefty  hath  yielded  this  particular  point  in  form,  as  it  now 
flands,  to  the  public  neceffity  :  and  if  it  be  admitted,  as  it  goeth  accom- 
pc.nied  with  his  Majefty 's  proteft,  the  greatefl  difficulty  is  overcome.

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^'  One  thing  more  there  Is  of  fpecial  moment,  though  not  mentioned  in 
*'  the  capitulation,  which  is  peace  and  fecurity  of  thofe  of  the  Religion  in 
•'  France  J  wherewith  all  thefe  treaters,  as  well  public  minifters  as  the  pri- 
"  vate  agent,  began,  declaring  it,  to  be  fo  truly  and  really  intended  by  the 
"  French  King,  that  the  edidt  to  this  purpofe,  in  conformity  to  the  peace 
**  of  Montpellier,  (fave  what  accidents  of  war  have  fince  changed)  wasmi- 
"  nuted,  and  ready  for  the  prefs.  But  this  being  a  bufinefs  to  pafs  betwixt 
**  that  King  and  his  fubjedis,  they  profefling  the  nature  of  it  could  not  ad- 
"  mit  the  interpofition  of  another  Prince  ;  his  Majefty,  howfoever  he  might 
"  juftly  pretend  thereunto,  by  the  violation  of  the  lafi:  accord,  whereof 
"  he  was  made  the  refpondent  or  furety,  at  the  defire  of  the  French  Kingj 
"  yet  to  ihew  how  much  he  doth  prefer  the  public  caufe  before  all  private 
*'  refpedls,  he  doth  willingly  comply  herein  with  the  French  King's  mind  j 
"  but  upon  this  condition,  that  thefe  two  Pacifications  fliould  go  hand  in 
*'  hand  one  with  the  others  his  Majefty  holding  himfelf  difengaged  from 
"  iigning  thefe  articles,  unlefs,  according  to  promife,  the  French  King  do 
.**  ceafe  his  war  upon  thofe  of  the  Religion  at  home;  without  which,  all 
"  pretended  adlions  abroad  are  but  vanities,  and  ufelefs  to  the  public  :  the 
"  only  refpedl  whereof  doth  move  his  Majefty  to  accommodate  himfelf  to 
*'  all  which  in  eftedl  is  defired  of  him,  even  at  a  time  when  other  great 
**  advantages  are  prefented  unto  him  by  fuch  as  are  naturally  no  friends  to 
*'  the  French. 

"  An  objedtion  hath  been  made,  that  haply  Monf.  de  Rohan,  with  his 
"  army,  being  fomented  from  abroad,  and  paid,  as  the  French  give  out, 
"  with  Spanifh  money,  will  not  pacify  upon  any  reafonable  conditions  ;  in 
"  which  cafe  his  Majefty  doth  offer,  the  difficulty  rifing  upon  that  fide,  to 
"  employ  that  power  he  hath  with  Monf.  de  Rohan,  if  it  be  defired  by  the 
"  French  King,  with  the  fame  reality  and  fincerity,  whereof  he  gave  good 
*'  teftimony  in  the  laft  pacification.  And  in  this  ftate,  the  bufinefs  now 
"  refts ;  the  Venetian  EmbafiTador  difpatching  back,  and  the  private  agent 
*'  returnin,?  at  the  fame  time  into  France:  from  whence  we  are  nov^^  to 
"  expedl  a  final  anfwer."  So  far  to  Mr.  Carleton.  "  Mean  whil'^,  the 
"  ftrid:  correfpondency,  which  hath  ever  pafi^ed,  and  his  Majefty  doth  ftu- 
*'  dioufly  cultivate,  betwixt  this  Crown  and  that  Prince  (the  Duke  of  Sa- 
"  voy,  with  whom,  I  prefume,  thefe  will  find  you)  not  permitting  a 
*'  matter  of  this  moment  ftiould  be  concealed  without  a  confident  com- 
"  munication  thereof,  as  well  to  his  Highnefs,  as  to  the  Prince  Major,  you 
"  have  charge  from  his  Majefty  to  acquaint  them,  not  only  with  the  fub- 
**  ftance,  but  the  whole  carriage  of  the  bufinefs,  but  without  giving  copy 
**  of  any  thing,  becaufe  all  things  are  not  yet  perfect ;  and  in  fuch  cafes  no- 
**  thing  is  done,  whilft  any  thing  remains  undone."

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This  farther  to  Mr.  Carleton  : 

"  I  muft  let  you  farther  underftand,  that  the  fecret  meiTenger  bringing 
*'  a  difcourfe  with  him,  as  taken  out  of  the  mouth  of  ihe  Cardinal  de  Ri- 
**  chelieu,  in  anfwer  of  fomewhat,  which  had  formerly  pall  in  that  argu- 
**  ment  between  him  and  the  perfon  in  this  Court,  to  whom  he  was  for- 
"  merly  employed;  and  the  whole  difcourfe  containing  a  juftification  of 
"  the  French  proceedings,  v/ith  condemnation  of  ours,  and  fome  touches 
'*  by  the  way  not  to  be  paft  over  in  filence,  left  they  fliould  be  taken  as 
*'  granted,  a  reply  is  put  into  his  hands,  a  copy  whereof,  by  his  Majefty's 
**  order,  I  fend  unto  you  for  your  better  information  of  the  whole  courfe 
"  of  his  Majefty's  proceedings. 

"  In  like  manner  I  fend  you  a  copy  of  a  letter,,  his  Majefty  doth  write 
*'  at  this  prefent,  to  the  Duke  of  Rohan,  wherewith  an  exprefs  meffenger 
"  is  difpatched  :  And  with  letters  to  the  purpofe  of  thefe  and  fuch  like 
*'  copies  I  now  fend  you,  my  coufin  Dacres  is  employed  to  Turin,  by  the 
**  way  of  Flanders  and  Lorrain,  and  may  haply  return  by  you  through 
**  Holland ;  for  fo  I  have  direfted  him,  unlefs  peace  be  made  with  France, 
**  .and  paffage  freed  that  v.'ay.  In  what  forwardnefs  this  peace  is,  you  will 
*•  fee ;  and  though  I  believe  the  Venetian  Embaftador  will  make  no  fecret 
"'  of  it,  yet  is  his  Majefty  careful  not  to  have  it  divulged  by  any  of  his 
*'  Minifters.  Wherefore,  you  are  only  to  acquaint  the  Queen  of  Bohemia 
*'  therewith ;  and  for  others,  his  Majefty  cannot  fo  foon  forget,  how  ill 
"  the  confidence  he  ufed  with  them  v/as  handled.  Thus  I  commit  you  to.^ 
*'  God's  protedion.     Court,  this  twelfth  of  January,   162!

Added  after  the  words,  Mejfenger  is  difpatched, 

**  And  becaufe  he  is  like  to  run  many  hazards  in  his  journey,  his  Ma- 
"  jefty's  pleafure  is,  for  more  furety,  when  thefe  ftiall  come  to  your  hands^ 
"  you  convey  a  copy  of  this  letter,  by  the  beft  means  you  may,  to  Monfieur 
"  de  Rohan;  an'd  as  well  thefe  before-mentioned  copies,  as  the  others  of 
"  your  letters  of  credence  to  the  Duke  of  Savoy  and  Prince  of  Piedmont, 
"'  (both  of  which  are  written  with  his  Majefty's  own  hand)  you  ftiall  re- 
"  ceive  by  the  bearer  Mr.  Edward  Dacres,  who  being  one  near  unto  me, 
*'  a  kinfman  to  my  dear  wife,  now  with  God,  and  one  in  whom  I  have 
*'  much  confidence,  I  have  committed  fomewhat  unto  his  report,  which 
**  concerns  your  own  particular:  And  fo,  with  wonted  love  and  good 
"  wifties,  I  reft,  &c," 

Contrary 
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Contrary  to  the  general  expedlations  of  the  ininifters,  the  parliament, 
^which  met  on  the  day  appointed,  the  20th  of  January  i62|-,  agreed  no 
better  with  the  Court,  than  they  had  done  in  the  preceding  feffion.  The 
Lord  Treafurer  Wefton,  and  Dr.  Laud,  Bifnop  of  London,  were  become 
as  much  the  objefts  of  unpopularity,  as  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  had  ever 
been  j  and  the  points  which  gave  occafion  to  the  angry  diffolution  of  the 
parliament  on  the  loth  of  March,  were  the  warm  remonilrances  of  the 
Houfe  of  Commons  againft  the  illegal  exacting  of  tonnage  and  poundage, 
and  the  increafe  of  Popilli  and  Arminian  dodlrines.  By  the  one,  they 
fhewed  their  diflike  of  Weflon's  authority  in  the  ftate ;  by  the  other,  of 
Laud's  power  in  the  church.  As  Charles  for  the  future  had  refolved  to 
carry  on  his  government  without  the  aid  of  parliament,  he  loft  no  time  in 
bringing  his  treaty  with  France  to  a  conclufion.  The  articles  referred  to 
in  the  preceding  letter,  which  are  printed  at  large  in  Rufhworth*,  being 
figned  at  Suze  in  Piedmont,  April  24,  1629,  were  publifhed  at  Pri- 
vas  in  Languedoc,  in  the  French  King's  camp  before  that  town,  on  the 
44th  of  May,  and  on  the  fame  day  were  notified  by  proclamation  in 
London, 

By  the  lixth  of  thefe  articles,  it  was  agreed,  that  extraordinary  Embaf- 
fadors  fhould  be  reciprocally  appointed  to  receive  the  oaths  of  the  refpeftive 
Sovereigns,  for  the  ratification  of  the  peace.  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes,  then 
Treafurer  of  the  Houfehold,  who,  as  he  fays  himfelf  in  a  letter  to  the  Queen 
of  Bohemia,  "  had  long  lain  by  the  walls  at  home,"  was  named  in  that  cha- 
racter by  King  Charles  j  and  the  Marquis  of  Chateauneuf,  by  Lewis  XIII. 
The  former  arrived  at  Paris  the  fecond  of  July ;  the  latter  about  the  fame 
time  had  his  firft  audience  at  Greenwich.  The  difpatches  which  pafled  be-- 
tween  the  Lord  Dorchefter,  and  his  old  friend  Edmondes,  are  preferved  in 
the  Paper-office.  The  new  Secretary  of  State,  who  was  of  a  grateful  and  fin- 
cere  difpofition,  took  occafion,  in  the  beginning  of  their  correfpondence,  "  to 
"  acknowledge  his  many  ancient  obligations  to  this  experienced  Embafia- 
"  dor,"  and  "  fome  in  that  very  place  where  he  was  then  refiding."  The  ce- 
remony of  taking  the  oath,  on  the  part  of  the  French  King,  was  put  ofir'till 
the  lixteenth  of  September,  on  account  of  the  Cardinal  Richelieu's  abfence  in 
the  South  of  France,  and  then  was  performed  at  Fontainbleau  with  great 
fplendor.  Sir  Thomas  Edmondes's  Embafiy  was  continued  by  feveral  im- 
material incidents  till  the  end  of  February  16^,  N.  S.  when  he  took  his 
leave  of  the  French  Court.  During  his  fhort  ftay  there,  he  had  made  him- 
felf fully  mafter  of  the  ftate  of  that  kingdom  ;  and  traces  out  in  his  letters, 
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with  his  ufual  fagacity,  the  main  outlines  of  the  fubfequent  politics  of  Car- 
dinal Richelieu;  his  fchemes  for  humbling  the  grandees  and  nobility,  for 
checking  the  gi-owth  of  theHoufeof  Auftria,  and  railing  the  French  power 
both  by  land  and  fea  to  a  greater  height  than  it  had  everafpired  to  before. 

Sir  Ifaac  Wake  was  ordered  to  remove  from  Turin  to  Paris,  as  ordinary 
Embaffador;  but  did  not  arrive  there  till  the  end  of  April  1631. 

Before  we  conclude  on  the  head  of  French  affairs,  it  may  not  be  impro- 
per to  obferve,  that  as  it  was  underflood  on  both  fides,  to  be  the  fenfe  of  the 
articles  of  Suze,  that  all  things  fhould  be  replaced  on  the  fame  footing  be- 
tween the  two  crowns,  as  they  had  been  before  the  rupture,  the  French  did 
not  fail  to  infift  on  the  reflitution  of  Canada  and  Acadia,  taken  from  them 
in  1628,  by  the  two  brothers,  David  and  Lewis  Kirk  ;  which  was  the  only 
advantage,  that  our  nation  had  gained  in  the  courfe  of  this  ill-managed 
quarrel.  However,  this  was  not  a  jundlure,  in  which  acquifitions  could 
be  rnaintainedj  and  thofe  infant  fettlements  were  accordingly  given  up  to 
the  crown  of  France,  by  the  treaty  of  St.  Germain^,  figned  in  March  164.4^. 
whilfl  Sir  Ifaac  Wake  i-efided  at  Paris,. 

The  Lord  Dorcheller  had  the  diredion  of  the  negotiation  for  a  peace 
with  the  court  of  Madrid ;  the  firft  overtures  of  which  had  been  carried 
©n,  between  Reubens  the  painter,  by  a  private  commiflion  from  the  Infanta 
at  Bruflels,  and  Baltazar  Gerbier,  Mafler  of  the  Horfe  to  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham,  before  the  afTafTmation  of  the  latter.  The  Abbe  de  Scaglia, 
an  intriguing  Piedmontefe  itinerant  Minifter,  had  likewife  fome  fhare  in 
promoting  the  accommodation  j  and  it  was  brought  to  that  forwardnefs  by 
the  end  of  1629,  that  Don  Carlos  Colonna  was  appointed  to  repair  hither 
on  the  part  of  Spain,  and  Sir  Francis  Cottington,  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, was  named  Embailador  to  Madrid.  He  had  been  many  years  re- 
fident  there  in  the  reign  of  King  James  I.  and  was  always  a  friend  to  that 
interefl;  for  which  reafon  he  v/asdifg raced,  when  the  Duke  of  Buckingham 
was  moft  violent  in  carrying  on  the  war  againft  Spain.  The  King  was 
indeed  engaged  to  check  the  ambitious  views  of  that  monarchy,  by  his 
treaty  with  the  States,  and  to  recover  the  Palatinate  for  his  fifter  the  Queen 
of  Bohemia  and  he?  children.  But  his  domeftic  neceiiities  over-ruled  all. 
foreign  confiderations  j  and  he  thought  it  prudent  to  have  peace  with  the 
mofh  powerful  of  his  neighbours,  whilft  he  was  fixing  his  government  on  a 
prerogative  bafis  at  home.  The  intentions  of  Spain  were  likewile  pacific 
with  regard  to  England ;  their  defigns  of  acquifition  were  turned  towards 
Italy  and  France;  and  the  great  object  of  the  politics  of  Olivarez  was  the, 
deftrudlion  of  his  rival  Richelieu„. 
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It  is  therefore  not  difficult  to  account  for  the  honourable  welcome,  which 
Cottington  met  with  at  Madrid ;  where  he  arrived  the.  firll  of  January 
1644,  N.  S.  He  was  received  with  open  arms  by  the  Count  OUvarez,  ad- 
mitted in  appearance  into  the  fhridleft  confidences,  and  allured  by  him> 
"  that  the  King  of  Great  Britain  fhould  be  the  arbiter  of  their  peace  with  ■ 
*'  Holland;  that  his  mafter  would  obtain  the  reftitution  of  the  Palatinate 
*'  from  the  Emperor  andEleftorof  Bavaria;  and  that  Commiffioners  from 
*'  Germany  were  already  on  their  way  to  Madrid,  with  full  powers  to  de- 
"  termine  that  intricate  aiFair." 

The  King  of  Spain,  who  was  fet  out  to  attend  his  fifter  the  Queen  of 
Hungary  to  the  place  of  her  embarkation,  was  imi mediately  fent  for  back, 
and,   when  he  returned,  gave  a  private  audience  without  any  ceremony   ta 
the  Englilh  Embaffador;  in  which  he  confirmed  the  affurances  of  his  firft 
Minifter,  and  appointed  Commiffioners  to   treat  with  him  for  a  final  con- 
clufion  of  the  differences  between  the  two  crowns.     It  was  foon  difcerned 
by  the  Ministers  in  England,   that  if  the  reftitution  of  the  Palatinate  was 
made  thej^ne  qua  nan  of  the  treaty,  it  would  never  be  concluded.     The 
Court  of  Spain  had  it  neither  in  their  power,  nor  indeed  in  their  intention, 
to  procure  the    re-eftablifliment    of  the   Palatine-houfe,      The  arrival  of 
German  Commiifioners  at  Madrid  (which  was  the  bait  throv/n  out  to  bring 
on  a  treaty)  was  immediately  changed  into  the  meeting  of  an  Electoral  Diet 
at  Ratifbon,  where  the  King  of  Spain  engaged  to  ufe  his  utmoft  endeavours, 
that  the  Imperial  Ban  lliould  be  revoked,  and  to  fet  the  example,  by  giving 
up  that  part  of  the   Palatinate  which  was  in   his  poffefiion.     But   it  was 
urged  by  Sir  Francis  Cottington,  "  that  none  of  the  German  Princes  would 
*'  believe  that  their  mafter  was  in  earneft,  whilft  he  pleaded  for  his  ene- 
*'  mies ;  but  if  peace  was  once  concluded  with  England,  his  inftances  would 
*'  be  made  with  a  much  better  grace,  and   be  more  likely  to  take  effed:." 
The  Englifh  Embaffador  having  made   an   exaft  reprefentation  of  the  ar- 
guments ufed  by  the  Count  Olivarez,  and  the  other  Spanifh  Commiffioners, 
and  Don   Carlos  Colonna.  having  feconded  it  by  a  memorial  at  London,^ 
King  Charles  in  a  letter  to  Cottington,  on  the  fcventh  of  April,    1630,  ex- 
prefted  himfelf  in  the  following  manner:   "  The  greateft  matter  of  doubt 
"  and   difficulty  at  this  prefent  is,   both  We  and  that  King  meeting  in  a 
''*  good  intention  to  eftablifli  a  peace  of  firmnefs  and  continuance  between 
"  the   two  Crowns,    (which  neceffarily  implies  the  reftitution  of  the  Pa- 
"  latinate,)  which  Ihould  have  precedence,   the  peace,  or  the  reftitution  ^, 
"  the  peace  being  prefled  by  that  King,  and  the  reftitution  required  by  Us. 
*'  In  the  one.  We  fee  what  has  been  faid  by  the  Count  de  Olivarez  to  you, 
**  and  by  Don  Carlos  to  Ourfelves  ;  in  the  othei,  you  will  have  underftoodj, 
*-*  what  We  have  to  alledge,  by  a  difpatch  from^our  Secretary,  of  the  twenty=- 
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"  firft  of  tha  laft  month;  and  we  cannot  deny,  that  the  reafons  alledged 
*'  for  the  precedence  of  the  peace  are  very  confiderable;  but  a  diilinition  in 
*'  fuch  cafes  is  always  to  be  n-jade  betwixt  conveniency  and  neceffity.  And 
*'  though  We  cannot  but  confefs  the  courfe  propofed  on  that  fide  to  fland 
*'  with  conveniency ;  We  muft  however  be  fenfible,  how  neceffarily  We 
*'  are  obliged  to  a  due  regard  of  our  honour  in  this  proceeding ;  and  this, 
*'  weighed  with   the   like  indifFerency,  cannot  but  be  yielded   unto    Us. 
*'  Wherefore,  without  entering  into  repetition  of  arguments  on  either  fide, 
*'  the  two  impediments  to  a  pacification  between  the  two  Ci-owns  being  the 
*'  lofs  of  the  Palatinate  to  our  next  in  blood,  and  the  league  with  the  United 
"  Provinces,  in  confequence  of  that  quarrel ;  fince   in    both  thefe  points 
^'  fome  way  is  opened  to  Us  by  Don  Carlos,  in  his  propofition  to  come  out 
**  of  thefe  engagements.  We  do  not  intend  to  break  off" the  bufinefs  by  your 
**  prefent  revocation,   but  to  continue  you  there,    till  We  may  underftand 
"  the  King  of  Spain's  meaning   in  thefe  two  points,    and  to  this   (in  like 
"  manner  as  We  now  write  to  You)   We  have  defired  Don  Carlos  to  pro- 
"  cure  a  dire(ft  anfwer :  Firft,  touching  a  declaration,  now  things  are  re- 
•'  mitted  to  the  Imperial  Diet,  what  that  King  doth  intend  to  do  in  that 
"  Diet ;  which  We  defire  to  have  in  writing,  to  the  end,  that  fince  it  is  on 
"  that  fide  propofed,  the  peace  fhould  precede  the  reftitution.  We  fliould  be 
"  well  affured,  what  that   King  means   to   do,  to  effed;  that  reflitution  ; 
*'  whereby  We  may  judge,  whether  what  is  promifed  by  that  King,  be  of 
*'  fufRcient  weight  and  value  to  juflify  our  making  peace.     x\nd  fecondly, 
*'  that  the  bufinefs  of  the  Low  Country  truce  may  be  put  into  our  hands  by 
*'  a  formal  a6l,  according  as  it  is  intimated  by  Don  Carlos,  to  be  the  King 
*'  his  mafter's  intention  :   And  how  our  purpofe  is  to  handle  it,  you  will 
'*  have  fufficiently  underflood  by  our  former  letters ;  for  either  the  truce 
**  will  be  by  that  means  effetfted,  according  to  that  King's  defire;  or  the 
"  prefentation  thereof  in  terms  of  the  late  truce  will  difengage  Us  from  Our 
**  league  contracted  with  thofe  provinces,  upon   thefe  two  occafions,  the 
**  reflitution  of  the  Palatinate,  and  the  defence  of  their  liberty." 

The  EmbafTador  being  thus  empowered  to  continue  the  negotiation, 
proceeded  to  fettle  the  terms  of  a  treaty  with  the  Spanifh  CommifTioners ; 
and  a  draught  of  one  being  agreed  to,  he  difpatched  it  to  England,  by  his 
Secretary  Mr.  Arthur  Hopton,  with  letters  of  the  twenty-fourth  of  Auguft, 
1630.  The  plan  of  it  in  general  was  a  renewal  of  the  former  peace  with 
King  James ;  but  feveral  variations  from  it  having  been  inferted  in  the 
projeft,  as  it  came  from  Madrid,  the  particular  confideration  of  them  took 
up  fome  time  here,  and  at  lafl  it  was  determined  to  rejeil  them  all,  and  a 
difpatch  dated  the  twenty-feventh  of  September  was  prepared  by  the  Lord 
Dorchefter,  in  which  the  reafons  for  adhering  to  the  treaty  of  1604,  are 
enforced  with  great  clearnefs.     The  letter  is  flill  extant,  but  as  the  points 
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themfelves  are  not  of  the  mofl  intereiling  kind,  the  Inferting  it  in  this  place 
would  not  afford  any  material  information.     Some  farther  delay  was  created 
by  the  debates,  which  our  refufal   to  admit  of  any  alteration  in  the  former 
articles,  occafioned  between  Sir  Francis  Cottington  and  the  Spanifli  Commif- 
fioners;   but  at  laft,  when   both  fides  had  given  fufficient  proofs  of  their 
ability  in   the  polemical  part  of  negotiation,  thefe  immaterial  differences 
were  fettled  to  mutual  fatisfaftion,  and  the  treaty  was  ligrted  at  Madrid,  on 
the  fifth  of  November,  O.  S,  and  proclaimed  at   London  on  the  fifth  of 
December,  1630*.     Some  private  tranfaftion  there  was  betv/een  the  two 
Kings  with  regard  to  the  Palatinate ;  and   the   concluding  paragraph  in  a 
letter  from  Sir  Francis  Cottington  of  November  the  twelfth  relates  to  it  ^  but 
we  may   prefume  it   was   rather  calculated  to  ferve  the  honour   of  King 
Charles,   than  really  intended  to   be  performed  :    "  When  I  tell  them  all 
*'  here,  that. this  peace  cannot  hold,    unlefs   fatisfadlion    be  given  in  the 
*'  bufmefs  of   the  Palatinate,   putting  them  in    mind,    that  the   treaty  is 
*'  grounded  on  the  promife  made  in  that  behalf;   they  confefs  that  they  do 
*'  all  lb  underftand  it.     But  of  that  I  have  written  fo  much  in  my  letter  to- 
*'  his  Majefty,  as  I  fliall  not  here  need  to  repeat  it." 

The  fecretof  this  bufinefs  has  fince  come  to  light,  from  Secretary  "Winde- 
banke's  papers,  which  make  a  part  of  that  noble  colledlion  of  State  Letters 
■formed  by  the  firfl  Earl  of  Clarendon.     The  King  of  Spain  (Philip  the 
Fourth)  wrote  a  private  letter  in  his  own  hand  to  Charles  the  Firft,  at  the 
time  of  figning  the  treaty  -,  in  which  he  abfolutely  engaged  for  the  reftitution 
of  fuch  parts  of  the  Palatinate  as  were   in  his  pofTeflion,  and  admitted  that 
the  good  underftanding  between  Great  Britain  and  Spain,  fliould  depend  on 
the.accomplifhment  of  this  condition  ;   but  together  with  the  public  treaty, 
a    fecret  one   was  concerted    by  Sir   Francis    Cottington    and   the    Duke 
de  Olivarez,  in  which  the  former  mofl  fhamefully  agreed  to  a  partition  of  the 
Seven  Provinces  with  the  Crown  of  Spain,  and  engaged  his  mafter  to  join 
his  arms  to  thofe  of  his    Catholic   Majefty,  againft  the  ancient  Proteflant 
ally  of  this  nation,  the  P^epublic  of  Holland.    From  what  motives  Cotting- 
ton ventured  to  bring  along  with  him  to  England  this  extraordinary  con- 
vention, does  not  appear  ;   but  it  is  certain  that  King  Charles  the  Firfi  never 
ratified  it.-     The  court  of  Spain  never  fulfilled  the  condition,  for  which  its 
King  had  pledged  his  honour;  and  probably  confidered  the  non-ratification 
of  the  fecret  treaty,  as  a  fort  of  defeafance  on  the  part  of  Charles  the  Firft, 
It  entangled  him  ever  afterwards  in  his  negotiations  with  the  court  of  Spain, 
and  reminds  one  too  flrongly  of  fimilar  tranfacflions  with  France,  in  the 
reign  of  his  fon  and  fucceffor;  of  which  that  elegant  and  interefting  hifloriaa 
Mr.  Hume  has  given  the  firil  authentic  account,  from  King  James's  me-

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inoirs,  and  which  have  been  more  fully  laid  open,  in  the  later  difcoveries 
of  Sir  John  Dalrymple  and  Mr.  Macpherfon.. 

The  caufe  of  Popery  was  undoubtedly  at  the  bottom  of  both  ;  the  Dutch 
^were  to  have  been  the  facrifice;  and  the  faith  of  treaties,  and  the  national 
honour,  were  alike  violated  in  them.  But  Charles  the  Firii;  had  luckily 
in  his  councils  a  virtuous  minifter,  who  advifed  him  to  iliun  the  fnare.  The 
convention  in  Spanifh  is  publiflied  in  the  iirft  volume  of  the  Clarendon 
papers,  and  the  tranllation  of  it  in  the  fecond,  together  with  an  extract: 
-(communicated  by  the  editor)  of  a  remarkable  difpatch  froni,  the  Lord  Dor- 
chefler  to  Sir  Robert  Anftruther.  For  the  further  illuftration  of  this  dark 
tranfacSion,  it  is  thought  proper  to  print  at  length,  two  very  material  letters 
relative  to  it.  It  appears  from  them,  that  the  Spaniards  difcovered  this  fe- 
cret  treaty  to  the  Auftrian  miniflry;  and  that  Charles  the  Firft  abfolutely 
■denied  having  any  knowledge  of  the  negotiation  at  Madrid,  and  would  not 
even  call:  his  eye  on  the  draught  of  it,  when  produced  by  Cottington  at  his 
return.  It  is  however  very  fingular,  and  not  eafy  to  be  explained,  why 
Charles  did  not  difavow  more  ftrongly  the  prefumption  of  his  EmbaiTador, 
in  giving  any  countenance  to  fo  extraordinary  a  projed:,  and  fuffering  his 
-name  to  be  ufed  in  the  preamble,  and  to  be  figned  at  the  bottom  of  the  in- 
ftrument.  Cottington  was  no  novice  in  the  forms  or  eilence  of  buiinefs, 
•and  more  likely  to  impofe  on  Olivarez,  than  to.  be  his  dupe.  He  was  all 
along,  a  notorious  partifan  of  the  Spaniih  caufe,  in  his  politicks ;  and  with 
regard  to  his  religion,  his  noble  friend.  Lord  Clarendon,  owns  that  he 
changed  it,  during  his  firfl:  refidence  at  Madrid^  then,  with  a  fcandaldus 
rduplicity,  he  conformed  again  to  the  Proteflant,  and  finally  was  reconciled 
to  the  church  of  Rome,  in  order  to  fecure  a  retreat  and  a  penfion  from  Spain. 
When  he  came  home  from  his  embafly  in  1631,  he  fays,  in  a  private 
letter,  *  that  he  brought  the  Jhoemg-&orn  of  the  whole  bufinefs  with  him  ; 
by  which  is  plainly  intended  this  fecret  treaty;  the  court  of  Spain  never  loft 
fight  of  it  during  their  intercourfe  with  that  of  England,  till  the  troubles 
broke  out,  and  always  confidered  it  as  an  inftrument  regularly  agreed  upon, 
and  figned  by  Olivarez  and  Cottington,  and  not,  as  the  letter  from  Lord 
Dorchefter  treats  it,  a  projed:  f^?2e  auSiore)  given  in  by  one  of  the  parties, 
without  the  fandlion  of  the  other ;  and  confequently  they  availed  themfelves 
of  the  non-ratification,  as  an  excufe  for  not  fulfilling  the  engagement  in  the 
King  of  Spain's  private  letter  \. 

The  Foreign  correfpondence  during  the  Lord  Dorchefter's  life-time  was 
entirely  under  his  management,  though  afterwards  it  was  divided  between

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'the  two  Secretaries  of  State.  In  the  courfe  of  the  years  1629  and  1630, 
befides  the  negotiations  with  France  and  Spain,  he  directed  thofe  of  Sir 
Henry  Vane  in  Holland,  and  of  Sir  Thomas  Rowe  in  Poland  and  the  mari- 
time parts  of  Germany.  The  former  was  fent  to  the  Hague,  to  explain  to 
the  States  the  motives  of  our  treaty  with  Spain,  and  to  found  their  difpo- 
iitions  about  joining  in  it,  under  King  Charles's  arbitration.  The  latter  was 
employed  as  mediator  between  the  Kings  of  Sv/eden  and  Poland  ;  and  when 
their  diiferences  had  been  compofed  by  a  truce  for  a  certain  term  of  years, 
he  refided  for  fome  months  at  Dantzick,  from  whence  he  was  very  inftru- 
mental  by  letters,  in  working  up  the  heroic  Guftavus  Adolphus  to  under- 
take his  German  expedition.  In  1631,  a  more  aftive  fcene  was  opened,  by 
the  rapid  progrefs  of  that  Prince  in  the  Empire  j  and  King  Charles  feemed 
determined  to  engage  with  fpirit  in  his  fupport,  and  for  the  recovery  of  the 
Palatinate.  With  this  view,  he  granted  a  commiffion  to  the  Marquis  of 
Hamilton,  to  raife  and  command  an  auxiliary  corps  of  6000  men,  which, 
■in  Auguft,  was  landed  in  Pomerania;  and  in  September  following,  Sir  Henry 
Vane,  Comptroller  of  the  houfehold,  was  appointed  Ambaflador  extraordi- 
nary to  the  King  of  Sweden  ;  and  his  inftrudfions  em.powered  him  to  fettle 
the  terms  of  reftoring  the  Eledlor  Palatine  to  his  efiates  and  dignities,-  and 
to  offer  his  Swediih  Majefty  a  monthly  fublidy  from  Great  Britain,  till 
the  work  was  accomplifhed.  It  was  unfortunate  for  the  fuccefs  of  this 
affair,  that  Sir  Thomas  Rowe  was  not  the  inftrument  made  ufe  of  to  con- 
duftit*.  He  was  well  known  to  Guftavus  and  his  Chancellor  Oxenftiern, 
who  had  a  particular  confidence  in  him  ;  and  he  had  a  zeal  for  the  Protectant 
caufe,  and  a  happy  talent  in  finding  out  expedients,  which  mull  have  made 
him  very  acceptable  to  fo  gallant  a  Prince,  and  fo  wife  a  minifter.  Vane 
joined  the 'King  of  Sv/eden,  at  Frankfort,  in  January  i6tt,  N.  S.  but, 
whether  it  was  for  want  of  addrefs  on  his  part,  or  the  defeft  of  his  inftruc- 
tions  which  tied  him  up  too  precifely  in  the  manner  of  negotiating,  he  was 
not  able  to  bring  things  to  any  conclufion.  The  Lord  Dorchelfer  appears 
to  have  kept  up  a  private  correfpondence  with  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  whofe 
vigour  of  mind,  and  vivacity  of  fpirit,  rofe  fuperior  to  her  misfortunes  ;  he 
ufed  the  beff  offices  in  his  power  to  prevent  mifunderftandings  between 
her  and  the  King  her  brother,  and  when  called  upon,  gave  his  advice 
with  the  freedom  and  fincerity  of  an  old  friend  and  fervant  to  her  and  her 
family. 

*  Sir  Thomas  in  aletterto  the  Queen  of  Bohemia,  from  London,  November  20,  1631,  extant  among 
the  large  and  valuable  colledlion  of  his  unpubliflied  papers,  complains  of  being  fupplanted  by  Sir  Henry- 
Vane  in  the  embaffy  to  Sweden,  "  who,  fays  he,  is  a  bold  undertaker,  though  I  know  he  cannot  build  on 
"  my  foundations.  This  blow  came  from  Vienna  upon  new  pretences,  that  the  profperity  of  the  King 
"  of  Sweden  would  make  our  treaty  eafy,  if  a  man  were  employed  that  would  advance  peace,  to  which 
"  I  was  an  enemy."

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The  letters  in  the  Appendix  will  be  thought  no  uninterefling  proofs  of 
this  alTertion.  But  this  worthy  and  well-intentioned  minifter  did  not  live 
to  fee  thefruitlefs  end  of  thefe  perplexed  negotiations,  the  weak  efforts  of  a 
diftradted  reign  ;  for  having  long  struggled  with  the  diforders  occafioned  by 
frequent  returns  of  the  ftone  and  gravel,  he  died  on  the  i  qth  of  February 
1 64-4,  in  the  59th  year  of  his  age,  and  v/as  interred  in  Weftminfter  Abbey, 
where  a  ha-ndfome  monument  is  eredled  to  his  memory.  He  was  twice 
married  :  his  firft  wife  was  Anne,  daughter  and  co-heir  to  George  Gerrard, 
Efq;  by  whom  he  had  one  fon,  who  died  an  infant.  His  fecond  wife 
was  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Glenham,  and  widow  of  the  Lord  Vifcount 
Banning,  who  was  left  with  child  by  him  of  a  daughter,  who  lived  but  a. 
few  months. 

From  all  the  political  remains  of  this  noble  perfon,  he  muft  be  allowed' 
the  charafter  of  a  judicious,  faithful^ and  diligent  minifter,  and  better  quali- 
fied for  his  department,  than  any  who  were  his  immediate  predeceflbrs,  or 
fucceflbrs  in  it.     King  Charles  himfelf,  who  was  a  good  judge  of  his  fer- 
vants  abilities,  ufed  to  fay,  as   Sir   P.  Warwick   relates  in  his  memoirs  *, 
"'  that  he  had  two  Secretaries  of  State,  the  Lords  Dorchefter  and  Falkland ; : 
*'  one  of  whom  was  a  dull  man  -|-  in  comparifon  of  the  other,  and  yet  pleafed 
"  him  the  beftj   for  he  always  brought  him  his  own  thoughts  in  his   own 
**  words  i  the  latter  cloathed  them  in  fo  fine  a  drefs,  that  he  did  not  always 
"  know  them  again  J'    The  great  talents  and  exemplary  worth  of  the  Lord 
Falkland  are  indeed  beyond  difpute ;  but  whether  he  was  fo  well  fitted  for.- 
the  place,  which  he  held  in  thofe  difficult  times,  may  perhaps  be  doubted, , 
when  we  refled:  on  two  very  unhappy  fcruples,  which  he  could  never  get 
over,   the  one  againft  employing  of  fpies  and  intelligencers;   the  other,, 
againil  intercepting  of  letters.     Neither  can  it  be  denied  that  a  plain  un- 
affedled  ftyle  is  the  iitteft  for  fubjedts  of  bulinel's  i.  and  a  flronger  inftance  of 
this  cannot  be  given  than  the  practice  of  (o  great  a  mafler  of  eloquence  as 
Cicero,  whofe  letters  from  his  government  of  Cilicia,  addreffed  to  the  fenate 
and  people,  are  drawn  in  a  manner  totally  different  from  his  Orations  and ,

Windebank,  amortgft  the  Clarendon  Papers,  and  the  Paper-office,  colleftions  ;  and  notwithftanding  this 

judgment  of  King  Charles  the  Firft,  who  certainly  v/ell  underltood  the  abilities  of  his  fervan.ts,  cannot  help 

thinking  that  Windebank,  for  a  perfpicuityand  correclnefs  of  ftyle,  and  ajudiciousexaft  manner  of  Rating  ' 

fads,  and  giving  inftruftions,is  fuperiortoboth  the  noble  Lords  above  mentioned.   But  the  Editordoesnoc 

mean  to  inlinuate  from  this,  that  he  was  near  fo  valuable  a  minifter  as  either  of  them  ;    for  he  had  not  the 

judgement  and  integrity  of  the  former,  nor  the  eloquence,  talents,  and  virtue,  of  the  latter.   He  was  aufe- 

ful  tool  of  a  court,  an  artful  compiler  with  its  humours,  and  an  able  draughtfman.     The  moft  curious  of 

his  letters,  are  thofe  to  Charles  the  Firft,  with  the  apoftyles  of  that  prince  on  the  margin,  in  his  own  hand  : 

Lis  difjpatches  to  Sir  Arthur  Hopton  in  Spain,  are  likswife  very  important.. 

m.ore 
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^lore  adorned  pieces  ;  and  nothing  aimed  at  in  them,  but  an  elegant  perfpi- 
cuity  and  -fimplicity  of  compoiition.  It  is  in  this  light,  that  the  Lord 
Dorchefter's  *  difpatchcs  appear  to  the  Editor;  allowing,  however,  for 
fome  defers  of  ftiffnefs  and  circurrtlocution,  which  are  common  to  all  the 
writings  of  that  time. 

Domeftic  concerns  were  no  part  of  his  province,  but  entirely  managed 
by  the  Lord  Treafurer  Wefton  and  Archbiftiop  Laud,  whofe  political  prin- 
ciples and  characters  are  too  well  known  to  be  difcufled  hei^e.  He  held  the 
pen  iingly  in  Foreign  affairs;  and  was  regretted  by  thofe,  who  were  ufed 
to  receive  the  diredlions  of  government  from  a  Secretary  of  State,  who,  they 
knew,  made  a  juft  report  of  their  fervices,  and  was  incapable  of  mifleading 
or  mifreprefenting  the  minifters,  with  whom  he  correfponded.  It  appears 
by  a  MS.  letter  of  Sir  T.  Roe's  to  a  friend  in  Holland,  that  he  died  much 
lamented  by  the  public  in  general,  with  the  reputation  of  an  honeil  and 
well- defer ving  miniiler. 

We  fliall  conclude  with  obferving,  that  the  materials,  from  which  this 
preface  has  been  drawn,  are  entirely  new  ;  and  if  they  contain  any  thing  of 
importance  with  regard  to  our  connedlions  with  foreign  powers,  and  the 
condud:  of  our  minifters  abroad,  they  will  tend  to  fhew,  how  little  the 
common  accounts  of  fuch  tranfad;ions  are  to  be  relied  on  or  efteemed ;  what 
ufe  may  be  made  of  the  many  untouched  manufcript  colledtions  within  this 
kingdom,  which,  through  ignorance  or  inattention,  are  condem.ned  by 
their  owners  to  duft  and  obfcurity ;  and  how  ill-founded  the  judgement  is 
of  fome  fuperficial  readers,  who  treat  thefe  genuine  authorities  with  con- 
tempt, becaufe  they  have  not  the  induftry  to  look  into  them,  or  the  fkill  to 
feparate  the  ore  which  is  in  them,  from  the  drofs  which  accompanies  it. 

The  Editor  cannot  finally  difmifs  this  fubjed;,  without  acknowledging 
the  polite  mention  which  Mr.  Walpole  has  made  of  him  in  his  elegant 
account  -f  of  noble  authors ;  but  he  may  be  allowed  to  fay,  that  had  the 
negotiations  of  Sir  Dudley  during  this  period  turned  chiefly  on  the  Synod  of 
Dort,  the  publick  would  never  have  been  troubled  with  them.  Whoever 
looks  into  thefe  letters  with  any  fort  of  attention,  muft  agree,  that  a  very 
fmall  part  of  them  relates  to  that  venerable  council-;  the  political  contefts 
which  gave  rife  to  it,  are  as  remarkable  as  any  in  the  annals  of  the  United

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Provinces;  Maurice  and  Barnevelt  were  amongft  the  firft  flatefmen  and' 
politicians  of  the  time,  and  Bogerman  and  Utenbogardt  are  very  fubor- 
dinate  figures  in  the  piece.  The  rife  and  progrefs  of  the  thirty  years  w^ar  in 
Germany  forms  no  inconfiderable  partoi  Sir  Dudley's  correfpondence  :  and 
though  his  mafler  negotiated,  when  he  fhould  have  drawn  the  fword,  yetflill 
it  is  not  in  the  difputes  between  Vorflius  or  Epifcopius,  that  the  Embaffador 
or  the  Monarch  take  up  the  pen  ;  and  the  Editor  profefles  that  he  has  not 
the  lead  ambition  to  be  a  compiler,  or  a  writer,  in  the  quinque-articular 
controverfy.  He  therefore  claims  a  right  to  rank  this  correfpondence  amongft 
the  materials  for  no  uninterefting  period  of  Civil  Hiilory.

"  "l^/fAY  itpleafe  you,  Mr.  Speaker,  I  perceive  fomething  is  expedled  to'^ 
XV J.  be  faid,  touching  the  clearing  or  condemning  this  worthy  Gentle- 
man ;   that  which  I  fhall  fay,   fhall  be  to  minifter  an   occafion   to  him  of 
clearing  himfelf ;  and  I  think  he  will  take  that  for  an  obligation,  and  I 
will  do  it  as  a  Member  of  this  Houfe.     "What  I  conceive   he   did  by  the 
order  of  the  Houfe,  I  approve  it ;  but  what  he  fpoke  more,  I  cannot  allow 
of.     That,  which  comes  within  the  judgment  of  this  Houfe,  was  what 
pafTed  at  this  conference  with  the  Lords ;  I  muft  go  to  the  heginnirrg  of  it. 
When  you  commanded  me  to  afk  thrs  conference,   it  was  in   thefe  terms; 
That  I  Ihould  demand  it  concerning,  the  impeachment  of  a  great  peer  of 
this  realm;  that  was  the  flile  you  gave  him.     Now,  I  muft  confefs  the' 
fpeech  that  was  delivered  at  firft,  as  the  entrance,  gave  more  diftafte  abroad,' 
than  to  the  hearers  prefent ;  yet  that,  by  his  Majefty's  benignity,  is  turned - 
into  fweetnefs.     The  lix,  who  delivered  the  other  charges,   they  all  de- 
ferve  commendation,  inftead  of  condemnation ;  and  every  refpeilful  word 
ufed  by  them,  was  a  wound  to  the  perfon  ;   every  difrefpedlful  word  was  a 
wound  to  the  caufe;  fo  that  the  offence  of  many  men  there,  and  mine, 
amongft  the  reft,  was  particularly  for  the  manner,  but  chiefly  for  the  mat- 
ter,  of  his  Speech  J   but,   before  I  go  any  farther,  let  not  any  thing  that  I. 
fpeak  be  thought  to  be. an  imputation  on  the  Houfe.. 

That  which  I  condemn  him  for  in  the   manner  of  his   Speech  is,    his 
flrength  and  vigor  j  but  that  is  not  fo  great,  if  the  matter  may  be  excufed. . 

For  the  matter,  I  muft  look  into  the  commiffion  given  by  this  Houfe^ , 
which   was.  That  every  man  there  to  fpeak,   might  amplify  and  aggra- 
vate his  part;  very  large,  I  confefs j  but  it  being  his  commiffion,, he  is  to 
lie  juftified  in  every  thing.

His  part  was,  to  have  a  conclulion  of  the  long  bill  read;  and  it  being 
fo,  he  was  to  contain  himfelf  within  that  compafs  ;  but  I  allow  hinOj, 
he  might  recolleft  the  charges,  to  reprefent  them  to  their  Lordibips  me- 
mories; but  if  fomething  were  delivered  by  him  which  was  not  in  his 
charge,  this  was  too  much,  and  not  his  part. 

In  this,  I  fliall  touch  fome  particulars;  and  I  will  begin  with  that  which 
;founded  very  ill  in  the  beginning,  to  many  there  prefent. 

He  began  to  reprefent  a  charafter  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's  mind. 

I  do  not  find  fuch  a  thing  in  the  whole  charge ;  for  God  only  is  fcrutator 

■cordiwn.     His  .character  was  compared  to  a  ftrange  beaft,   which  I  did  not 

hear  of  before,   but  is  called  Stellionatus,  of  fuch  a  ftrange  colour,   that  no 

man  could  tell  what  to  make  of  it.     Other  things  were  mentioned. 

One  thing  a  doubt  that  was  caft  of  a  thing  clear  enough,  in  the  re- 
^turning  of  thofe  fhips  which  were  lent  to  a  foreign  nation;  it  was  as  cer- 
tain as  might  be;  unlefs  we  would  look  out  of  thefe  windows,  and  fee 
them  on  the  Thames.  His  v/ords  \Ytrc,  "  They  fay  they  are  come,  but  I 
"  know  it  not."  Pardon  me,  Mr.  Speaker,  if  I  take  this  for  a  thing  that 
might  refleft  upon  the  Houfe;  for  that  Gentleman  faid,  whatfoever  he 
Xaid,  was  in  obedience  to  this  Houfe. 

I  will  not  go  through  many  particulars,  for  then  you  might  take  it  to  be 
a  charge  againft  him. 

In  the  ftile  he  gave  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  tlie  wards  he  ufed  were 
generally,  "  that  man,  that  man  ;"  which  is  a  word  of  the  greatefl  bafenefs 
and  indignity,  in  other  parts,  that  can  be ;  when  he  faid  he  was  com- 
manded by  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  he  called  him  ftill  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham;  but  when  he  expreffed  his  own  fenfe,  then  he  went  another 
.way. 

The  offence  that  founded  very  ill  abroad  was,  thofe  certain  comparifons 
-which  he  did  ufe,  that  were  hiftorical,  and  afterwards  he  carried  on  with 
his  own  application.  The  comparifons  were  two,  the  one  of  Sejanus,  the 
other  of  the  Bifliop  of  Ely. 

Touching  Sejanus,  the  words  he  ufed  were,  that  he  'wSiS  audax,  fui 
.obtegens ;  iji  alios  criminator,  adulator,  et  fuperbus ;  which  I  confefs  are  good 
■svords,  but  I  find  them  not  in  the  charge :  In  Sejanus,  he  faid,  he  would

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aot  fpeak  of  his   veneries  and  venefices ;  but  I  muft  let  you  know  it  was 
thought  to  be,  to  give  the  Lords  a  hint  to  do  it. 

The  point  of  the  greatell  fliarpnefs  of  all  was,  that  having  gone  through 
the  charges,  and  coming  to  the  lafl:  repeating  of  them  i  to  all  thofe  injuries 
and  wrongs  he  faid,  "  He  had  fome  other  matter,  and  that  he  could  not 
"  fpeak  it,  and  he  did  doubt  to  think  it  was  the  laft  charge;"  and  he  did 
cut  that  off  with  fome  words  of  Cicero,  as  if  Cicero,  an  eloquent  orator,, 
had  not  words  enough  how  to  exprefs  it. 

This  was  taken  the  worfe,  becaufe  this  Gentleman  did  deliver,  that  yet 
fomething  touching  that  matter  might  be  covered,  that  was  not  yet  dif-p 
covered. 

I  did  not  fay  that  he  did  fpeak  thofe  v/ords,  aliquid  latet  quod  non  patet  j ,

**  Mr.  Speaker,. 

I  fliall  neither  ufe  art  nor  apology  for  myfelf  j  only  I  fKall  defire  you  to - 
take  this  excufe  of  my  late  coming  now,  and  not  before.     It  was  not  any 
omiiTion  of  my  duty  to  this  Houfe,   but  my  ignorance  of  that  favour  which  : 
hath  been  lince  beftowed  upon  me.     I  heard  there  v/as  an  exception  of  me 
yeilerdayin  this  place ;   but  it  was  eleven  of  the  clock  before  I  heard  of  the 
warrant  for  my  freedom.    I  was  fince,  with  no  friends  of  mine  j   but  with. 
God,  in  my  prayers  for  my  Sovereign,,  and  this   Houfe,  and  your  pro- 
ceedings. 

This  Gentleman,  in  that  he  hath  been  pleafed  to  ftile  that  which  he  hath 
delivered  an  obligation,  (and  I  confefs  it)  being  not  to  charge  me,  but  to 
give  me.  occafion  to  clear  myfelf;  in  thofe  true  merits,  I  ihall  never  be 
wanting  to  him  oi-  any  other  :  but  becaufe  the  particulars  delivered  are. 
many,  and  may  concern  me  nearly  j  nearly,  I  fay,  for  it  cannot  be  more  if 
it  concern  my  life,  being,  .whether  I  am  worthy  to  be  a  fervant  to  this- 
Houfe,  and  fit  within  thefe  walls  or  not. 

It  contains  many  particulars,  and  thofe  perchance,  if  I  ihould  enter  a 
general  dilcourfe  of  them,  though  I  might  come  near  them,  yet  perhaps  I 

ikould. . 
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(  His  part  was,  to  have  a  conciufion  of  the  long  bill  read;  and  it  being 
fo,  he  was  to  contain  himfelf  within  that  compafs  ;  but  I  allow  hinXj, 
he  might  recolle£t  the  charges,  to  reprefent  them  to  their  Lordfliips  me- 
mories ;  but  if  fomething  were  delivered  by  him  which  was  not  in  his 
charge,  this  was  too  much,  and  not  his  part. 

In  this,  I  fliall  touch  fome  particulars ;  and  I  will  begin  with  that  which 
ifounded  very  ill  in  the  beginning,  to  many  there  prefent. 

He  began  to  reprefent  a  character  of  the  Duke  of  Buckingham's  mind. 
I  do  not  find  fuch  a  thing  in  the  whole  charge;  for  God  only  is Jcrufator 
■cordium.  His  character  was  compared  to  a  ftrange  beaft,  which  I  did  not 
hear  of  before,  but  is  called  Stellionatus,  of  fuch  a  ftrange  colour,  that  no 
man  could  tell  what  to  make  of  it.     Other  things  were  mentioned. 

One  thing  a  doubt  that  was  caft  of  a  thing  clear  enough,  in  the  re- 
;turning  of  thofe  fhips  which  were  lent  to  a  foreign  nation;  it  was  as  cer- 
tain as  might  be;  unlefs  we  would  look  out  of  thefe  windows-,  and  fee 
them  on  the  Thames.  His  v/ords  vv'ere,  "  They  fay  they  are  come,  but  I 
*'  know  it  not."  Pardon  me,  Mr.  Speaker,  if  I  take  this  for  a  thing  that 
might  refled:  upon  the  Houfe;  for  that  Gentleman  faid,  whatfoever  he 
Jaid,  was  in  obedience  to  this  Houfe. 

I  will  not  go  through  many  particulars,  for  then  you  might  take  it  to  be 
a  charge  againfl  him. 

In  the  flile  he  gave  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  tlie  words  he  ufed  were 
generally,  **  that  man,  that  man  ;"  which  is  a  word  of  the  greateft  bafenefs 
.and  indignity,  in  other  parts,  that  can  be ;  when  he  faid  he  was  com- 
manded by  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  he  called  him  ftill  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham;  but  when  he  exprelTed  his  own  fenfe,  then  he  went  another 
way. 

The  offence  that  founded  very  ill  abroad  was,  thofe  certain  comparifons 
which  he  did  ufe,  that  were  hiftorical,  and  afterwards  he  carried  on  with 
his  own  application.  The  comparifons  were  two,  the  one  of  Sejanus,  the 
other  of  the  Bifhop  of  Ely. 

Touching  Sejanus,  the  words  he  ufed  were,  that  he  was  audax,  Jul 
■obtegens ;  in  alios  criminator,  adulator,  et  fuperbus ;  which  I  confefs  are  good 
■avords,  but  I  find  them  not  in  the  charge;  In  Sejanus,  he  faid,  he  would 

not 
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ffot  fpeak  of  his   veneries  and  venefices ;  but  I  mufl  let  you  know  it  was 
thought  to  be,  to  give  the  Lords  a  hint  to  do  it. 

The  point  of  the  greateft  fharpnefs  of  all  was,  that  having  gone  through 
the  charges,  and  coming  to  the  laft  repeating  of  them  ;  to  all  thole  injuries 
and  wrongs  he  faid,  "  He  had  fome  other  matter,  and  that  he  could  not 
"  fpeak  it,  and  he  did  doubt  to  think  it  was  the  laft  charge;"  and  he  did 
cut  that  off  with  fome  words  of  Cicero,  as  if  Cicero,  an  eloquent  orator, 
had  not  words  enough  how  to  exprefs  it.

Then,  upon  Mr.  WandsFord's  motion,  it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Speaker 
ihouid  particularly  propound  thefe  charges  to  him;  which  he  did  thus:

*'  Sir  John  Eliott, 


The  firft  objedion  is,  your  application  of  the  Stellionatus  to  the  Duke 
of  Buckingham." 

Sir  John  Eliott  anfwers.: 

'".Mr.  Speaker, 

I  did  defire  a  particular  charge,  that  I  might  give  you  a  more  particalac 
and  clear  anfwer.  For  the  general  part,  of  exceeding  my  commiffion  i 
becaufe  it  muft  be  juftified  upon  the  particulars,  therefore  I  defire  they  may 
;be  laid  by,  till  I  have  gone  over  the  particulars. 

I  defire  firfl:,  that  I  may  ftate  my  method;  for  the  coherence  of  my 
words  will  beft:  fliew  it,  what  they  are,  and  how  they  came  in.  After  a 
fhort  mention  of  the  firft  ftating  of  the  bufinefs  upon  the  evils  and  caufes, 
and  the  application  of  thofe  caufes,  I  went  to  the  particulars,  to  the  charges. 
And  in  thofe,  as  carefully  as  I  could,  I  obferved  the  duty  of  the  place  I  had, 
not  to  exceed  it,  as  I  hope  it  fliall  appear. 

It  is  true,  that,  to  avoid  tautology,  which  would  not  have  been  pleafant 
to  the  Lords,  in  repeating  of  thofe  crimes  and  mifdemeanors,  I  changed  the 
names,  but  not  the  fubftance  of  them  ;  as,  for  the  getting  his  great  ofiices, 
I  expreft  by  the  word  Ambition  of  honour  and  offices.  When  I  came  to  the 
other  particulars,  my  word  I  ufed  was,  Collufion ;  the  Latins  call  it  Dolus 
malum;  but  I  thought  none  of  thefe  were  fit  or  proper  to  exprefs  them; 
but  I  confulted  with  my  memory,  how  fuch  things  had  formerly  been  ex- 
preffed  by  the  ancients ;  and  I  found  crimes  of  that  nature,  crimes  of  deceit 
and  fraud  that  were  fo  uncertain,  they  thought  they  could  not  by  any  one 
word  be  fufficiently  expreft ;  and  therefore  they  called  them  by  the  name  of 
.Stellionatus,  from  a  beaft  difcoloured,  uncertain,  and  fo  doubtful,  that 
they  knew  not  by  what  name  to  call  it,  or  by  what  colour  to  defcribe  it; 
and  therefore  it  was  I  ufed  that  word.  But  the  better  to  unfold  that  paflage, 
the  particulars  of  that  were  three ;  for,  to  avoid  length,   I  drew  as  many  of 

the 
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the  particulars  as  I  could  to  one  head ;  in  them,  the  firfl  was,  the  art  he 
ufed  to  perfuade  the  merchants  to  go  to  Dieppe,  and  let  their  fhips  to  the 
French  againil  Rochelle,  there  to  entrap  them.  Secondly,  that,  to  the 
King,  he  did  with  fliews  and  pretences,  colour  the  defigns  which  he  had 
plotted  to  Terve  againft  thofe  of  the  religion.  A  third  was  (for  all  thefe 
were  inftances  of  that  general  charge)-=»a  third,  I  fay,  w-as,  the  abufe  of  the 
Parliament  j  for,  after  the  fhips  were  delivered  up,  it  was  in  motion  in  the 
Parliament  J  and  at  Oxford,  he  difguifes  that  purpofe,  and  there  he  coloured 
it,  as  if  they  were  not  to  got  hither.  Thefe  particulars  being  fo  various, 
and  of  fuch  a  nature,  I  called  them  by  the  name  of  Stellionatus  j  and  I  called 
it  a  charatSer  of  the  mind,  becaufe  thefe  lie  in  the  heart,  and  were  deceits 
to  abufe  the  King  and  Parliament  j  thefe  were  in  his  intentions,  thefe  I 
called  the  character  of  his  mind,  and  if  ia  thefe  I  have  offended,  I  crave 
your  pardon/'

The  next  thing  is,  that  in  the  conference^  coming  to  fpeak  of  the  fliips 
fent  unto  foreign  ftates,  you  fliould  fay ;  "  They  fay  the  fliips  are  come, 
'*  but  I  know  it  not :"  A  declaration  having  been  made  in  the  King's  houfe 
of  iti  and  you  fpake  this  as  it  v/ere  from  th©  Houfe  of  Commons.'' 

Sir  John  Eliott  anfwers ; 

■^  Mr.  Speaker,  - 

In  the  profeffing  my  obedience  to  the  Houfej  I  lliall  ever  give  that  tef- 
timony,  that  I  {liall  never  go  fkort  or  exceed;  but,  that  that  obedience 
ihould  refer  to  every  particular  word,  as  to  "  and"  and  •*  if,"  5ec.  I  took  it 
not  within  that  charge  j  fo  I  tied  myMf  to  the  matter  j  for  the  words  them- 
felves,  it  is  raoft;  true  I  ufed  them,  **  that  I  did  not  know,  though  I  did 
*■*  hear,  the  fliips  were  come  home."  It  is  true  that  I  believe  it  was  here 
fpoken  in  the  Houfe,  and  1  faid  fo  then,  I  did  not  know  it  j  and  I  hope 
you  will  pardon  me,  if  I  do  not  believe  all  that  I  hearj  nay,  there  be  many 
things  faid  I  do  not  credit  j  but  for  thii,  that  I  did  fay  I  did  not  know 
that  thefe  fliips  were  come  home ;  it  is  trug,  I  did  i  and  'tis  as  true,  and  I 
muil  fay  fo  ftillj  I  do  not  know  it." 

Mr.  Speaker  propounds  s       ' 

"  Another  objedion  made  sgainft  your  Speech,  isj  that  in  that  phrafe 
of  fpeech  which  was  your  ovs^n,  you  ufed  not  fuch  fit  words,  as  otherwife 
you  did  when  you  fpoke  as  from  the  Houfe." 

f  '  Sir 
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Sir  John  Eliott  anfwers : 

*'  Mr  Speaker, 

"  I  muft  confefs,  I  am  not  Co  fortunate  as  many  others,  that  I  can  fpeafc 
by  book,  but  on  the  fudden ;  and  that  I  do  with  as  much  caution  as  I  mayj, 
not  to  err.  I  know  not  what  interpretation  may  be  made  of  precedents  ; 
but  in  this,  what  I  intended  is  well  knov/n  to  my  heart,  I  did  affed:  ta 
fludy  how  to  ferve  this  Houfe,  and  to  avoid  all  repetitions.  And  I  will  be 
bold  to  fay,  I  did  not  omit  the  ftile  and  title  of  that  Duke ;  but  I  confefs, 
in  every  particular,  I  did  not  ufe  them  ^  and  Sir,  that  in  any  language  to 
fay,  tliaf  ma72,  or  f/jis  man,  fhould  be  an  offence,  I  do  not  believe  it ;  you 
know  the  Latin  word  is  tile,  as  when  they  writ  of  Ccefar,  they  ufed  to  fay 
ille,  ille  Ccefar  ;  and  that  I  fhould  think  it  an  offence  to  call  any  man,  a  man, 
I  cannot  do  it;  nay,  I  muft  fay,  I  do  not  think  yet,  that  he  is  a  God;, 
and  therefore.  Sir,  I  did  ufe  this  title,  but  not  every  time  that  I  had  caufe  to 
name  him ;  and  fometimes  I  think  it  is  fufficient,  to  fay  th's  man." 

Mr.  Speaker  propounds : 

"  The  next  Exception  is,  that  you  ufed  Hiflorical  Comparifons,  which- 
were  carried  farther  than  your  application  did   carry  you  to  ;   as  in  that  of 
Sejanus,  you  had  fomething  that  had  relation  unto  him,  and  not  the  perfon 
whom  you  accufed ;  which  might  give  the  Lords  caufe  to  enquire  into,  aa 
his  Veneries  and  Venefices." 

Sir  John  Eliott  anfwers : 

"  Mr.  Speaker, 

"  It  is  true,  I  ufed  fuch  comparifons.  Of  that  of  the  Bifliop  of  Ely,  I 
need  not  fpeak,  for  I  hear  nothing  of  it  more  than  the  mention  of  the 
name ;  yet  becaufe  that  noble  gentleman  ftiles  this,  as  an  occafion  (for 
which  I  thank  him)  to  clear  myfelf,  I  will  tell  you  of  it.  There  was 
a  particular  cenfure  of  him,  in  4  R.  L  and  it  came  on  three  points;  there 
are  more  in  the  original,  and  many  more,  but  I  mentioned  them  not,  but 
only  thofe  which  were  within  the  compafs  of  this  charge  :  and  ifl,  the  ex- 
haufting,  or  luxurioufly  mifemploying,  the  King's  Revenue.  2d,  The  pre- 
ferring to  Honours,  and  Places  of  Command  and  Trufl,  uncertain  perfons,, 
obfcure  men;  the  original  is,  he  gave  them  obfcuris  &  ignotis perfonis.  3d, 
Another,  of  his  boldnefs,  his  confidence,  and  that  I  think  may  parallel  with 
our  charge,  when  the  warrant  of  the  King  and  State. were. contradidledi 

and> 
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and,  in  conclufion,  it  was  thus  in  the  original,  per  totam  infulam  ■publice pro- 
clamatiir,  Periat  qui  perdere  alios  fejiinat,  opprimatur  ne  omnes  opprimat.  For 
the  other,  of  Sejanus,  that  had  more  particulars,  as  that  he  was  audax,futf 
fibtegens,  fhadowing  his  purpofes,  which  is  within  our  charge,  and  within 
that  which  I  call  Stelliojiatus.    And  after  thefe,  there  was  another.  That  he 
did  client es  fuos  honoribus  exaltare  -,  then  there  was  another,  and  that  a  note 
of  his  pride  and  ambition,  being  ftiled  laborum  imperatoris  focius ;  now,  be- 
tween thefe,  I  ufed  the  words  veneries  and  venefices,  upon  this  occafion,  for  fo 
it  falls  in  this  flory,  that  of  between  preferring  his  friends  and  clients  ^  and 
the  other  comes  in,  that  of  his  veneries  with  Livia,  and  poifoning  Drufus  i 
but,  I  remember,  I  excluded  them,  and  no  way  applied  them  to  the  perfon. 
of  this  man,  except  he  fo  apply  them  i  it  is  one  thing  for  me  to  mention  it 
oneway,  and  they  take  it  another  j  it  was  far  from  my  intention :  for 
thefe  things,  they  are  apparent  enough  in  the  ftories  i  and  more  of  them 
have  been  brought  within  thefe  few  days,  than  before  hath  been  this  twelve- 
month." 

Mr.  Speaker  propounds  ? 

"  Sir  John  Eliott, 

"  The  laft  point  you  are  to  give  fatisfadlion  in,  is,  that  feme  thing  in  the 
laft  charge  you  did  cut  off  with  feme  faying  of  Cicero,  as  if  you  wanted 
words  to  exprefs  the  heinoufnefs  of  that  fadt." 

Sir  John  Eliott  anfwers : 

*'  Mr.  Speaker, 

"  Though  I  did  tie  myfelf  particularly  to  anfwer  that  which  came  from 

yovi ;  yet,  in   my  preambles,  I  fliould  have  made  it   my  apology  to  the 

following    point,  that    for    thefe  things    of  Sejanus   and   the    Biibop    of 

Ely,  as  I  meant  not  to  ftrain  the  flory  beyond  the  natural  knic,  fo  in  the 

application  thereof,  I  gave  no  words  to  carry  it  to  admit  an  interpretation  to 

•  other  men,  that  it  fhould  any  way  the  lead  refled:    upon   his  Majefty. 

There  is  no  man,  whofe  honours  or  offices  do  moft  oblige  him  to  his  Ma- 

jefty,  is  more  his  fervant  than  myfelf*,  nor  fliall  more  facrifice  himielf  for 

his  fervice  than  I  will  do  j  and  therefore,  if  I  fliould  go  with  my  friend  a 

mile,  I  fhould  be  loth  he  fhould  compel  me  to  go  two ;  and  if  I  ihould  ufe 

this  comparifon  upon  the  Duke  of  Buckingham,  that  I  fhould  carry  it  farther 

than  him,  I  had  no  purpofe;  and  I  think  all  there  v^ill  fay,   there  were  no 

words  that  gave  that  kniQ.     For  the  lad  part  of  the  charge,  touching  the 

Phyfic  of  the  King,  I  fliall  give  you  the  v^ords  I  ufed,  as  near  as  I  can  ^  the 

*  He  had  fome  employment  in  the  Dutchy  of  Cornwall, 

fa  fyllables 
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fyllableSj  if  I  can  remember  them,  for  I  have  fpent  fome  hours  In  recol- 
ledring  of  myfelf. 

Having  in  the  former  part  of  the  Charges  fet  down  the  particulars  of  his 
Ambition,  Extortion,  Corruption ;  then,  by  vjay  of  wonder,  which  I  con- 
fefs  the  Houfe  gave  me  not  to  ufe,  though,  for  connection,  I  hope  I  might 
do  it,  to  give  paiTage  to  the  reft ;  I  made  it  a  wonder,  that  this  man  being 
fuch,  how  he  could  ftand  or  fubfift  of  himfelf ;  being  a  man,  as  doth  appear  in 
thofe  particulars,  dangerous  in  the  ftate,  difproportionable,  by  reafon  of  his 
greatnefs ;  I  found  that  could  not  be  without  art.  Then  I  faid,  this  was 
by  conferring  honour  upon  his  poor  kindred,  which  was  an  art  to  fupport 
himfelf.  And  having  made  this  relation,  then  I  expreffed  that  of  the  reve- 
nue, to  fet  upon  that ;  wheJi  that  was  paft,  and  he  had  fo  far  prevailed  in 
the  revenue,  and  in  all  things  elfe,  then  I  expreffed  this ;  and  I  ufed  the 
limile  of  a  Flame  of  Fire,  which  fets  on  fire  any  thing  that  is  combuftible  ; 
and  thus  I  did  it:  "  And  not  contented  with  the  injury  of  injuftice,  the 
"  wrong  of  honour,  the  prejudice  of  ftate,  nor  that  of  the  revenue  j  but 
"  his  attempts  go  higher,  even  to  the  perfon  of  the  King,  making  on  that 
"  his  pradice  in  fuch  a  manner,  to  fuch  an  effecfl,  that,  I  faid,  I  did  fear 
"  to  fpeak  ;  nay,  I  did  doubt  to  think  j"  in  which  regard,  I  leave  it,  as 
Cicero  did  another  thing,  Ne gravioribus  uti'uerbis  quam  natiirafert,  nee  lenio~ 
ribus  quam  caufa  fojiiilat :  and  therefore,  I  faid,  I  would  leave  it  to  their 
Lordlhips,  before  whom  it  would  appear  in  its  colours. 

Two  things,  I  conceive,  are  ytt  not  fatisfied ;  firft.  The  Manner  of  my 
fpeech;   fecondly.  The  Matter.     That  in  the  Manner  I  ufed  too  much  vi-- 
gour,  too  much  ftrength,  as  if  my  expreffions  were  too  violent  or  mifbe-- 

coming. 

Sir,  in  that  I  fljall  fay  but  the  truth ;  w^hat  my  nature  is,  what  I  have  re- 
ceived from  God  or  Nature,  in  that  particular,  truly  I  am  not  mafter  ofj 
and,  I  think,  it  will  not  be  thought  my  fault.  If  the  tone  or  found  of  a 
man's  voice  ftiall  be  interpreted  to  the  prejudice  of  what  he  fpeaks,  I  may 
be  faulty  in  this  time  of  fpeaking;  yet  I  will  be  bold  to  fay,  I  do  not 
know,  that  ever  I  fpake  in  paffion  ;  howfoever,  in  my  expreffion,  I  did  not 
want  to  put  the  greateft  power  I  had  to  it,  to  give  life  to  my  charge;  if  it 
were  a  fault,   I  hope,  it  was  of  Nature,   not  of  me. 

For  the  Matter  3.  my  Commiflion  being  to  amplify  and  aggravate,  I  did  it ; 
and  that,  in  this  particular,  I  was  to  read  the  conclufion  of  that  long  bill, 
to  contain  myfelf  in  that,  which,  I  conceive,  is  thought  to  be  the  duty  of 
my  part,  and  that  I  was  not  to  go  further;  though  that  honourable  perfon 
iaid,  he  liked  fomething  m.ore,  in  collediog  things  together,  ^c.  As  I  had 
3  referred 
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referred  this,  till  I  had  anfwered  the  particulars,  fo  I  muft  leave  it  upon 
your  judgements  upon  thofe  particulars;  and  I  know  no  Word  or  Syllable, 
(but  thofe  which  were  exclufive)  that  I  ufed,  but  was  a  tranfition  to  the 
Matter.  And  for  the  Comparifons,  I  did  not  receive  them  from  hence  ;  but 
as  they  tended  to  the  purpofe,  I  had  them  intentionally  delivered  tome." 

Refolved,  upon  the  Queftion,  That  Sir  John  Elliott  hath  not  exceeded 
his  Commiffion,  in  any  thing  that  paffed  frora  him,  at  that  Conference- 
with  the  Lords,-

Sir  R.  Anftruther  to  Lord  Dorchefter.     By  an  Exprefs. . 

THE  amplcnefs  of  my  former  advices,  which  I  have  weekly  prefentedj, , 
hath  exhaufted  all  matter,  fave  the  enclofed  papers,  and  the  difcourfes 
and  obfervations  I  have  gotten  into  my  hands  with  them.    And  I  hope  this 
my  large  dedudlion  will  not  adminifler  offence ;  efpccially  when  his  Majefty . 
and  your  Lordihip  fhall  perceive,  that  by  this  drawing  of  the  curtain,  the  : 
condition  of  our  bufinefs  as  it  is  here,  will  lie  open,  withouty^r^s'. 

My  laft  told  you,  that  I  was  defired  to  keep   this   MelTenger  ten  daysj. , 
by  the  Spanifh  Minifters ;  who  were  to  ufe  this   time   in  conlulting  what 
declaration  to  give  or  procure  me,  to  the  demands,  which,  .with  daily  reno- 
vations of  melTages  and  memorials,  I  infifted  upon.     For  the  better  going 
on,  a  letter  was  fent  to  the  Queen   of  Hungary's  Confeflbr,  he  being  out 
of  town  at  Court ;  praying  him  to  lend  us  his  hand  in  the  expedition  ;  fince 
by  him  the  reft  move.     To  which   he  anfwered,  with   refped:,  according 
to  the  enclofed  copy.     Some  few  days  after,  he  came  to  this-  town.     The 
day  following,  I  went  to  him  unto  the  Convent,  taking  only  Mr.  Ruftorf 
with  me;   where  I  prefTed  him,   not  forgetting   how  much  we  fuffered  by 
lofs  of  time ;  which  when  I  had  mixed  with  other  reafons,  I  ftrengthened  . 
my  allegations  withal;  he  told  me  freely,  that  the  pretended  lofs  of  time  was 
to  be  attributed  to  us,  and  not  to  them;  for  that  both  he  and  the  Spanifh  . 
Minifters  expedled  that  my  propolitions   would  have  been  built  on    other, 
foundations;  and,  that  I  Ihould  have  come  hither  with  other  inftrudions,; .. 

thaa.j 
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than  by  any  of  my  proceedings  hitherto  they  could  perceive  I  was  furnifhed 
withal;  and  that,  if  I  had  brought  direftions  from  my  mailer  on  the  Count 
Palatine's  behalf,   to  have  notified  a  thankful  acceptation  and  embracing  of 
thofe  three  of  the  four  articles  of  lefs  difficulty,  and  have  left  that  other, 
touching  the  dignity  and  total  reftitution  (which  hath  caufed  the  delay,  the 
Emperor  being  herein  obliged  to  fend  to  and  attend  the  Electors),  to  a  more 
propitious  time.;  it  would  have  been  nothing  prejudicial  to  our  pretenfions, 
and  would  have  taken  away  all  ground  of  delay  from  the  Emperor,  and  have 
brought  an  accommodation  failer  on  :  for  my  derhanding  all  at  the  Empe- 
ror's hands,  who  had  nothing  to  give,   but  the  grace  of  annulling  the  Ban, 
confidering  the  interefl  of  Spain  in  the  lands,  and  that  of  Bavaria  in  the 
lands  and  dignity  jointly,  had  wrought  the  matter  into  this  cloud  of  diffi- 
culties, which  cannot  be  diffipated  but  by  the  Electors'  refolution,  at  their 
own  leifure ;  whereas,  by  the  other  way,  the  three  others  might,  by  this 
time,  have  been  near  a  point;  fince  the  Eledlors  could  have  no  caufe  of 
exception  againft  the  Emperor,   if  he  had  vouchfafed  grace  to  the  Prince 
Palatine,  upon  fatisfadion  in  the  other  three,  fo,  that  the  fourth  had  been 
laid  by,  or  for  a  while  fufpended.   This  was  a  pretty  fhift  in  feeming,  but 
far  from  the  mark;  that,  they  forgetting  the  co-operations,  their  own  pro- 
mifes  (fo  often  reiterated)  had  tied  them  to,  in  the  way  we  had  already 
gone  together,  would  now  fill  up  the  laffc  time  with  inflruilions  to  me, 
how  to  have  governed  me  in  my  negotiation.     I  only  told  him,  that  this 
novation  was  not  material,  as  he  himfelf,  and  all  on  that  fide,  muft  needs 
acknowledge,  if  they  would  but  look  back  to  their  own  carriage  hitherto, 
wherein  it  had  not  any  fign  of  being  mixed  or  mentioned;  that  my  propo- 
fitions  and  the  courfe  of  foiicitation  I  yet  continue  in,  were  maturely  and 
properly  digjcfted,  according  to  my  Mafier's  commands  (upon  the  aflurances 
given  him  Trom- their  fide),  and  fo  accepted  in  all  times,,  both  by  the  Em- 
peror's Minifters,  yea,  and  themfeives..     If  explication  were. defired  of  any 
point,  I  had  long  fince  offered,  and  am  yet  ready  for  it,  but  could  never 
draw  them  to  any  fuch  communication.  To  have  difmembered  the  bufinefs 
by  any  imperfe6l  propofition,  or  defcended  into  particulars,  before  I  could 
difcern  (on  the  Em.peror's  fide  or  theirs)  any  meeting  in  the  general,  was  a 
device  I  had  neither  order  or  reafon  to  pradtife,  and  therefore  much  lefs  to 
accept  of  this  for  a  fatisfadtory  excufe  of  the  delay,  if  their  fincerity  were 
fuitable  to  their  talk;  and  fo  intreated  him  to  leave  thofe  digreflions,  and 
add  his  affiftance,  and  that  of  the  other  Minifters  of  the  King  of  Spain,  to 
the  intercefiion  of  my  Mafter,  to  procure  the  accommodation  of  the  Prince 
Palatine,  according  to  our  fuit;  and  thereby  oblige  him,  who  might  after 
be  a  ufeful   inftrument  to  the  Em.peror,  to  work  a  general  pacification  in 
-the  Empire.     Where  he  fpoke  of  leaving  the  article  of  difficulty,  and  pro- 
.ceeding  to  the  reft;  I  told  him,  it  would  have  had  the  better  favour,  if 
the  grace  of  annulling  the  Ban  had,  bj  their  procurement,  been  granted  at 

the 
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the  beginning;  but,  that,  neither  having  been  done  or  offered  by  them> 
but  kept  up  to  be  firft  talked  of,  and  laft  put  in  execution  ;  1  was  to  periifh 
in  my  own  way,  which  if  they  had  ought  to  object  againft,  or  that  there  lay 
any  true  or  material  rub  in  the  path,  prayed  they  would  fhev/  it  me,  to  the 
end  I  might  employ  my  power,  by  removing  it,  to  give  the  bufinefs  free 
paifage.  This  drew  from  him  a  confefTion  (inlifting  no  more  on  the  former 
points),  that  they  do  all  follicit  for  us,  but  can  obtain  no  other  anfwer, 
than  (what  we  get)  protradlion  or  filence.  I  told  him,  I  was  forry  to  fee 
their  Mafter's  interpofition  of  fo  fmall  validity  with  the  Emperor,  as  that 
he  could  not  procure  his  readinefs  to  accomplifli  a  bufmefs  no  lefs  juft, 
than  available  to  the  intereft  and  repofe  of  Chriftendom,  chiefly  to  their 
own  Houfe. 

He  faid,  if  their  credit  was  not  fo  great  in  this  Court  as  we  thought,  or  " 
as  it  had  been  formerly,  it  was  the  lefs  ftrange,  becaufe  the  Emperor  mud 
be  wary  of  offending  the  Eledors,  efpecially  Bavaria,  whofe  prelent  power 
and  former  merit  challenged  a  great  refpedt.  To  this  I  anfwered,  the 
Emperor  might  eafier  fhew  grax;e  without  that,  than  judge  or  condemn 
without  them  j  but  fince  I  could  not  take  all  this  for  the  true  caufe  of  our 
ilop  (for  indeed  I  had  light  of  fome  other  which  follow),  I  defired  him 
earneftly,  according  to  the  fincerity  I  had  juft  reafon  to  promife  myfelf 
from  a  perfon  of  his  coat  and  quality,  he  would  ingenuoufly  declare  the 
true  caufes  and  obflacles ;  promifing  no  lefs  ingenuity  in  labouring  to^  ■ 
take  them  away;  or,  if  they  were  above  my  prefent  power,  to  advertife  ■ 
them  home  with  all  care  and  expedition.  Whereupon,  he  faid,  I  have 
lately  fliewed  you,  by  the  Spanifh  paper  (whereof  I  have  alfo  fent  you  an 
extract),  what  hath  paffed  in  Spain  ;  and  therefore,  both  I  and  the  refl  did 
verily  believe,  that  your  commiffions  were  ordered  with  reference  there-  - 
unto ;  becaufe  it  is  above  eight  months  fince,  that  this  paper  was,  by  order 
of  our  King,  given  to  Sir  Francis  Cottington  in  Madrid,  and  fent  hither 
to  the  Duke  of  Turfis,  to  be  the  rule  of  his  carriage,  concerning  our  bufi- 
nefs.  This  latter  I  knew  to  be  fo;  becaufe  Mr.  Taylor  had  not  long  be- 
fore told  me,  that  the  faid  Duke  had  given  him  the  peruial  thereof,  but 
his  memory  ferved  him  not  to  give  me  every  particular., . 

-  I  replied,  that  my  Mafter's  commands  to  me  were  of  no  other  tenour,  . 
ar  of  more  reference  to  any  fuch  paper,  than  I  had  formerly  told  him  j  -. 
and  that  I  was  (according  as  I  mentioned  in  inine  to  your  Lordil:iip  of  24. 
vJtimi)  to  treat  with  the  Emperor  for  the  reftitution  of  the  Prince  Palatine,, 
"hy  the  afliiiance  of  Spain,  and  as  my  Paper  and  Propofitions  v/ill  iliew, 
whereof  I  have  given  them  free  communication ;  and  that  I  expefled  this 
their  aififtance  to  have  been  the  more  valid  and  effedfcual,  in  refped;  of  the 
late  Peace  between  both  Crowns ;  wherein  I  prefumcd,  that  all  agreements 

tending 
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tending  to  this  affair  wei-e  fo  adjufled,  as  that  my  Mafler  fhould  not  need  to 
Jend  to  this  Court,  to  begin  a  new  treaty  with  the  Spanifh  miniflers ;  and, 
.for  , the  Paper,  it  might  well  have  been  (hewed  to  Sir  Francis  Cottington, 
.as  a  memorial  of  things  required  by  their  King,  before  they  were  digefted  j 
.but  that,  being  afterwards  reconciled,  and  voided  before  the  confummation 
.of  that  treaty,  was  not  now  to  be  muiiered,  or  brought  upon  the  ftage 
again,  to  hinder  our  progrefs  with  Caefar.  To  this  he  faid,  that  their 
.Mailer's  intent  is,  and  was,  that  the  reftitution  of  his  part  of  the  Palatinate^ 
and  his  interceffion  for  the  reft,  is  no  otherways  to  be  underftood,  than  as 
an  effefl;  of  the  fatisfacftion  he  ihall  receive  from  us,  on  the  points  con- 
.tained  in  the  Paper :  that  it  was  given  to  Sir  Francis  Cottington,  not  as  a 
Memorial.,  but  as  an  exprefs  Declaration,  whereof  they  knew  not  whether 
their  Mafler  be  yet  fatisfied  j  and  fmce  I  can  fay  nothing  to  it  (it  being  the 
-bafis  of  ali  their  Inflruftions),  nor  have  any  power  to  treat  upon  it,  they 
know  not  whether  jny  Mafler  will  rejed:  or  embrace  it,  and  fo  are  not  to 
-enlarge  themfelves  farther  thereon.  Ifj  therefore,  I  would  write  home  to 
.my  Mafler  and  our  State  about  it,  they  would  do  the  like  on  their  fidej  and 
that,  if  thereupon  mutual  power  and  inflrudtions  v/ere  fent  hithei°3  we 
:iTiight  come  to  treat  farther  on  the  matter.  For  the  matter  itfelf,  he  told 
me,  that  from  the  Emperor,  the  grace  of  annulling  the  Ban  is  all  we  can 
expedt.  For  their  part  of  the  Palatinate,  as  it  was  their  own,  fo  they  in- 
tended to  make  the  beft  ufe  of  it.  If  England  vi^ould  atdth^m  againji  their 
.Rebels^,  and  join  and  concur  with  them  in  the  other  points  of  the  paper 
for  procuring  a  general  Peace  -j"  ^  then  we  iliall  find  them  real  to  their  con- 
tra£l|  if  not,  they  are  not  to  be  blamed  for  fequeftcring  the  pieces  (if  they 
,mufl  leave  them)  into  the  Emperor's  hands,  or  thofe  of  fome  other  Catholic 
.Prince,  their  Ally,  who  would  roundly  comply  with  them  in  their  defigns. 

On  thofe  terms,  it  hath  been  offered  to  Bavaria  i  but,  by  reafon  of  the 
addition  of  that  and  fome  other  conditional  claufes,  refufedj  as  I  have 
formerly  written. 

When,  to  this  unexpeded  demand  of  aid  againfl  their  rebels,  according 
to  the  paper,  he  perceived  I  made  no  fudden  reply  i  he  entered  upon  qua= 
.lification,  telling  me,  it  was  not  their  intent  to  draw  us  to  a  dired:  rupture 
with  any  of  our  friends ;  but  that,  upon  conriderations  of  conveniency,  as 
they  were  deduced  in  the  paper,  and  might  be  wrought  with  time  and 
treaty,  we  might  jump  with  them  without  diftidvantage^  but  told  me  not 
;how,  with  any  more  particularity.  And  therefore,  I  leave  the  State  to  judge 
.of  it.

For 
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For  the  Peace  betwixt  the  two  Crowns,  it  was,  he  laid,  an  a6l  of  equal 
and  reciprocal  benefit  to  both,  and  no  article  therein  touching  the  Palati- 
nate, and  was  therefore  affured,  that  bufinefs  would  never  be  able  to  work  a 
rupture  of  that  fo  profitable  and  neceffary  alliance  ;  but  faid,  that  if  all  were 
agreed  fully  betwixt  the  two  Crowns,  according  to  the  contents  of  that  Pa- 
per, that  then  the  King  of  Spain  would  be  thereby  obliged  to  labour  to 
procure  of  the  Emperor,  an  abolition  of  the  Ban ;  without  which,  the 
Count  Palatine  is  not  capable  of  their  or  any  other  part.  All  this,  he  faid, 
was  fpoken  to  witnefs  his  ingenuity  ;  promiling  that  the  reft  of  the  Spanilh 
minifters  (he  being  not  diredlly  one  here,  although  a  Counfellor  of  State  iu 
Spain)  fhould  give  information  of  it;  which,  in  effedt,  followed  at  my 
laft  vifitof  the  Embaffador  (the  30th  iilthni)  to  whom  I  fhewed  the  extraft, 
and  repealed  this  our  promifed  conference  ;  which  he  in  like  manner  con- 
firmed, faying,  ihe  Confelfor  had  told  me  the  plain  truth. 

When,  in  my  conference  with  Chiroga,  I  perceived  him  fet  io  high  a 
rate  upon  his  Mafter's  intercellion  for  annulling  the  Ban  (other  things 
being  fuppofed  to  be  done),  I  told  him,  I  apprehended  not  fo  great  a  difficulty 
in  that,  confidering  the  Emperor's  ordinary  clemency,  with  fome  letters 
of  his  fignature  to  my  late  Mafter,  of  ever-glorious  memory,  in  favour  of 
the  intereft  and  children  of  the  Prince  Palatine,  whereof  I  had  an  authentic 
copy.  To  which  he  replied,  that  all  promifes  or  obligations  on  their  fide 
to  us,  are  cancelled,  by  our  taking  arms  againll  them;  and  that  now  we  muft 
treat  anew. 

Thus  high  they  talk,  now  their  affairs  are  in  the  balance;  what  we  may 
look  for,  if  the  fcale  fall  to  their  fide,  I  cannot  judge.  They  have  one  eye 
upon  their  own  arms  in  the  Low-Countries,  lately  increafed  in  force,  bent 
upon  a  great  delign,  whereof  they  long  to  hear  the  fuccefs;  and  the  other, 
upon  thofe  of  the  Emperor  and  his  party  here  in  Germany ;  whilft  they 
labour  to  gain  time  here,  by  broaching  new  overtures  of  diftinguifliing  and 
dividing  Dur  treaty  betwixt  the  Emperor  and  them;  which  I  find  neither 
realon  or  power  in  myfelf  to  clofe  with  them  in,  without  order. 

They  tell  me,  that  they  are  writing  to  Spain  their  opinions  of  this 
affair,  under  the  joint  fignature  of  the  Embaflador,  the  Queen  of  Hungary's 
Confeffor,  the  Dukes  of  Guaftalla,  Schomberg,  and  Bruneau  ;  and  that  they 
will  declare,  how  that  I  have  remonftrated  unto  them,  their  defire  of  my 
coming  to  Vienna,  where  I  fliould  find  the  Emperor  more  abfolute  ;  the 
King  of  Spain's  promife  (urged  by  me)  of  reltoring  his  part,  and  effeftual 
co-operation  touching  the  abolition  of  the  Ban,  and  reftitution  of  the  reft; 
inftance,  the  Emperor's  willingnefs  to  have  his  grace  accompanied  with 
effects  worthy  of  it,  according  to  his  fayings  of  the  minifters.     By  which 

g  doings. 
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doings,  I  forefee  (at  befl)  a  loag  and  tedious  treaty  ;.  and  of  equal  certainty 
with  the  fuccefs  of  their  arms,  which  are  yoiirnaliers;  for  I  do  find,  by 
good  informations  (befides  the  fore-alledged  circumftances),  they  have  no 
particular  order  to  treat  on  terms  of  Reftitution  ;  but  to  contain  all  within 
a  general  air  of  affiftance  and  co-operation  ,  which,  how  that  is  limited^ 
your  Lordfliip  may  fee  by  the  oft-mentioned  Paper,  and  the  reft  of  the 
premifTes, 

This  being  the  true  anatomy  of  our  bufmefs,.  I  do  not  fee  why  I  fhould 
detain  the  courier  longer,  in  expectation  of  new  overtures.  I  will  therefore 
give  your  Lordlhip  an  account  how  we  are  with  the  Emperor,  for  there  I 
muft  keep  the  formal  part  on  foot.  I  refer  your  Lordfhip  to  mine  of  the 
24th  ultinii  by  the  ordinary,  for  the  advice  of  their  falling  off  from  their  mo- 
tion of  the  intended  treaty  with  Sweden;  and  io  come  to  tell  you,  that 
being  informed,  that  the  Emperor  defired  to  have  full  knowkdge  of  all 
that  paffed  before,  either  the  Spanifh  minifters  or  I  lliould  make  any 
difpatch. 

I  went  1°  hii'jus  to  court,  to  the  Prince  of  Eggenberg;  where,  after  hav- 
ing moved  him  (according  to  my  method)   to    procure  fome  reply    upon 
my  Papers,   I  gave  him  curforily  an  accouat  how  things  were  betwixt  me 
and  the  Spanifh  minifters  ;   which,  albeit  he  confeffed  to  concern  his  Mafter, 
yet  he  had  not  full  knowledge  of  it  before,  but  was  hourly  in  expedtatioa 
to  hear  from  them.     He  promifed  to  acquaint  his  Majefty  with  it,  and  witb 
my  requeft;   which  I  enlarged,  praying  him  to  put- to  his  helping  hand,,  to 
bring  the  Emperor  and  Spain  to  agreement   about  our  bufinefs  ;    without 
which,  I  plainly  faw  my  negotiation  was  in  vain;   but  that  done,  we  might 
the  eafier  afterwards  come  to  accord  with  Bavaria;   that  I  doubted  not  but 
the  Emperor,    of  his  gracious  and   Chriftian  refped:  to  the  public  peace 
(which  depended    upon    the  accommodation   of   England,   the  Houfe  of 
Auftria,  Prince  Palatine,  and  Bavaria),  would  approve,  and  join   promptly 
with  my  gracious    Mafter  in  his  peaceable   intentions ;    whofe  opinion  and 
expedation  is,  that  this  treaty  ihall  be  followed  with  a  final  blotting  out,, 
and  decifion  of  all  controverfies.     And  that,  if  his  Imperial  Majefty  would 
go  fairly  on,  according  to  the  grounds  we  now  were  upon  on  our  fide,   he 
would  not  only  obtain  the  honour  of  corroborating  the  friendrtiip  betwixt 
England  and  his  houfe,   but  might  alfo  have  the  like,  in  advancing,  by  the 
power   of  his   mediation,  a  good  agreement  witb  Bavaria ;    and,  by  thus 
obliging  us  to  his  firm  friendlhip,  add  much  force  to  himfelf,. and  authority 
in  the  Empire,  and  with  the  Eledlors. 

This,   I   think,  he  heard  the  more  willingly,   in  refpedl  of  the    touch 
concerning  the  Eleftors  and  Bavaria;  and  promifed  to  think  maturely  on  it. 

As 
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As  for  the  Spaniards,  he  told  me,  I  had  gained  fairly  of  them,  in  getting 
them  to  open  themfelves  fo  far  j  which,  had  it  come  fooner,  had  been 
better  j  adding,  that  the  mere  grace,  which  they  pretended  to  be  in  the  Em- 
peror's gift,  could  not  be  barely  afforded  without  grating  upon  his  Mafter's 
honour;  and  therefore  wifl:ied,  that  the  two  Kings  were  fo  accorded,  as 
might  induce  him  to  grant  his  grace  effcElive,  with  fatisfaftion  to  us,  and 
reputation  to  him.  This  being  but  what  I  had  before,  and  a  repetition  of 
mine  own  words  (but  delivered  in  very  refpe6tive  manner) ;  fo  I  told  him 
as  formerly,  that,  albeit  my  treaty  was  only  with  the  Emperor,  and  not 
with  Spain,  in  this  place  and  occafion,  yet  I  was  content  to  hear  their  pre- 
tences ;  and  io  prayed  him  to  contribute  that  We  might  go  on  to  fome  effefL 

Shortly  after,  by  a  meffage  to  Stralendorf,  I  defired  a  conference  with  the 
Committee;  whoexcufed  himfelf  by  reafonof  his  indifpolition,  and  very  freely 
fent  me  word,  they  were  not  yet  furniflTed  with  fuch  anfwer  to  my  demands 
as  I  defired  ;  the  refolutions  of  the  Eledlors,  and  other  their  near  friends, 
being  not  yet  come  to  them. 

The  facility  or  appearance  of  accommodation,  by  the  treaty  we  are  in^ 
may  be  partly  guelTed  at,  by  what  before  is  delivered.  How  to  get  into  a 
nearer  way,  is  not  for  my  weaknefs  to  prefcribe  ;  yet  I  will  prelent  fubmif- 
fively  mine  obfervations  and  notes  upon  it,  as  plainly  as  I  am  able,  to  the 
better  judgementof  his  Majefly  and  the  Lords,  by  whofe  wifdom  the  remedy 
is  to  be  thought  on. 

That  the  Houfe  of  Auftria  and  the  Duke  of  Bavaria  are  jealous  of  each 
other,  needs  no  great  difcourfe,  it  being  fufiiciently  evident  in  public  adls  ; 
and  this  jealoufy  is  chiefly  grounded  upon  the  matter  of  our  fuit.  How  to 
draw  any  benefit  thence,  is  to  be  forefeen ;  and  as  we  now  are,  from  which 
fide  the  way  is  lefs  difficult. 

Spain  pretends  a  right  to  what  they  poffefs,  as  taken  by  force,  and.  In 
obedience  to  the  Emperor's  command,  kept  with  great  charge  ever  lince 
(though  fome  think  the  revenues  of  thofe  lands,  and  the  charge  the  Em- 
peror has  been  at  in  the  war  of  Italy  and  elfewhere  for  them,  will  haply  an- 
■  fwer  that,  if  it  were  iw  quelHon) ;  and  herein  hath  all  the  Houfe  of  Auftria 
to  countenance  it. 

The  Duke  of  Bavaria  alledges  no  \th  powerful  reafons,  for  the  dignity, 
and  what  he  hath  in  poffeflion,  confirmed  to  him  and  his  houfe  by  the  Em- 
peror, countenanced  by  the  Catholic  party  in  Germany,  and  mainly  under- 
propped by  the  Pope  and  France,  as  the  particulars  will  appear  in  the  papers. 

g  2  Spain 
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Spain  envies  it ;  but  whether  this  be  a  time  to  refent  it,  is  the  qu^re  :  for 
the  power  of  the  Duke  of  Bavaria,  and  his  party,  having  equalled,  if  not 
overgrown,  that  of  the  Houfe  of  Auflria  in  Germany  j  they  not  only  dare 
not  jarr,  but  are  glad  to  ufe  it  as  a  buckler  againft  Sweden,  and  yet  have 
all  enough  to  do  at  that  door. 

From  the  Spanifh  fide,  there  is  fome  fliadow  of  poflibility  of  getting 
the  dignity  in  time  to  come,  if,  as  before  is  noted,  we  let  it  lie  by  at  pre- 
fent,  and  proceed  to  the  other.  And  this  is  couched  only  in  improba- 
bilities, and  general  hopes  de  fiituris  contingent ihiis,  without  any  thing 
obligatory,  from  the  Emperor  or  Spain,  to  aflift  us  towards  it ;  and  is 
befides  not  to  be  done  to  the  dillike  of  Bavaria,  rebus  fic  Jlantibiis. 

On  Bavaria's  fide  hath  appeared,  by  the  difcourfes  of  the  Eledor  of 
Cologne  to  me  at  Ratifbon,  as  alfo  in  his  tranfaftions  with  France,  a  fliew 
of  defire  that  the  affairs  of  the  Eledlor  Palatine,,  were  reduced  to  fome  ho- 
nourable compofition  ;  but  then  (no  lefs  than  by  the  treaty  with  Spain,  if  not 
more)  the  dignity  fuifers,  though  there  be  a  poffibility  of  more  land  than 
from  the  other  party  j.  yet  none  of  this  to  be  done  before  the  Ele(5lor 
Palatine  be  enabled  by  nullifying  the  Ban,  which  the  Emperor  only  can 
do. 

Then,  for  matter  of  Religion ^  I  conceive  it  to  be  equally  difficult  with 
either,  and  brings  with  it  the  fame  confiderations  touching  the  dignity  j 
except  the  Prince  Palatine,  or  fome  of  his  children,  become  Roman 
Catholicks» 

On  thefe  confiderations  is  to  be  weighed,  where  and  how  our  treaty  (if 
on  any  fide)  will  beft  hit;  to  rely  upon  the  one,  we  incenfe  the  other  j  to 
deal  with  both  at  once,  they  being  in  affedlions  and  interefts  fo  different,  I 
cannot  judge  what  may  enfue;  and  to  rejedt  both,  upon  hopes  that  their 
private  emulations  will  turn  to  our  advantage,  in  cafe  of  other  counfejsj  I 
cannot  propound. 

I  know  the  Spaniards  fufpedl  there  is-  fomewhat  treating  fecretly  with 
Bavaria.  I  am  content  that  they  be  fo  deceived  ;  and  fo  feems  the  Prince  of 
Eggenberg  alfo  -,   thinking  that  it  will  ripen  their  refolution. 

To  treat  without  including  the  Dignity,,  which  is  a  jewel  too  precious  to 
be  lofl,  if  it  can  be  kept,  changeth  the  ilate  of  the  bufinefs,  and  begets 
another  queftion,  which  is,  on  which  fide  moft  is  to  be  advanced  that  way; 
and  which  of  the  parties  can  eafiefh  and  fafefh  work  the  Emperor  to  their 
ends,  in  cafe  of  inevitable  choice;  for  the  Emperor  to  diftafle  Bavaria,  were 
3  ta 
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to  give  him  caufe  to  refent  it  in  the  highefl:  meafure;  to  offend  Spain,  were 
of  high  and  main  confequence  to  them  both  ;  but  eafier  to  be  pieced  by 
the  neceffity  and  reafon  of  flate. 

Thefe  being  only  my  private  and  weak  obfervations  and  colledtions,  I 
moft  humbly  offer  them  to  be  better  and  more  perfedlly  digefted  by  his 
Majefty  and  the  State. 

On  the  4th  of  this,  Mr.  Taylor  brought  me  a  meffage  from  Chi- 
rogaj  that  they  had  now  received  advice  from  England,  that  all  bufinefs 
were  there  in  good  intelligence :  that  Nicolaldi  had  prefented  the  paper, 
which  was  well  accepted,  and  is  fince  tranflated  into  Engliih.  And  on  the 
5th,  told  me,  that  the  Embaffador  had  confirmed  the-fame.  The  6th,  tlie 
Embaffador  himfelf  came,  and  amongft  other  things  told  me,  that  by  the 
laft  Ordinary  he  was  advertifed  from  their  Refident  in  England,  that  the 
Declaration  given  to  Sir  Francis  Cottington  in  Spain,  concerning  the  affairs 
of  the  Prince  Palatine,  was  now  tranflated  into  EngliOi  by  his  Majefty's 
command  ;  for  which  advertifement  I  gave  him  thanks. 

He  told  me,  he  was  very  bufy  upon  the  difpatch  they  intended  for  Spain 
about  our  bufinefs,  and  were  putting  it  into  Latin,  that  the  Emperor  and 
his  Council  might  have  it  to  think  and  refolve  on.  And  here  made  an 
overture,  that  it  would  be  of  much  avail,  that  fome  able  man,  who  might- 
have  full  knowledge  of  the  intents  of  the  Emperor  and  Spain,  and  not 
wholly  a  fkranger  in  England,  might  be  fent  thither,  to  lay  them  open  to 
our  confiderations  at  home ;  and  that,  if  I  liked  the  propolition,  I  would 
nominate  the  man. 

I  anfwered,  I  had  power  over  none  but  my  domefticks,  to  whom  I 
could  not  expeft  they  would  give  more  fecret  or  full  information  than  to 
myfelf ;  and  that  what  I  had  or  fhould  receive  of  them,  fhould  be  amply 
advertifed ;  yet  I  would  not  withold  mine  affent  from  any  that  they  fliould 
hold  fit  or  employ  to  that  end.  He  told  me  then,  he  would  fend  to  the 
Prince  of  Eggenberg,  and  move  him  to  fend  one.  I  replied,  their  inten- 
tions therein  Ihould  not  be  croffed  by  me. 

The  8th  of  this,  Chiroga  came  and  told  me,  they  were  refolv'ed  Pater 
Alexander  Alle's  (Iiould  go  j  againft  whom  I  excepting  nothing,  befell 
into  a  recitation  of  moft  of  our  former  difcoveries ;  and  bad  me  be  of  a  good 
courage  in  this  bufinefs,  for  that  all  was  going  well  in  England ;  and  that 
by  what  Pater  Alexander  fhould  know,  and  have  in  charge,  their  ingenuity 
here  fhould  appear.     But  for  hitherto,  he  faid  (about  the  end  of  his  dif- 
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courfe),  the/aid  Paper  is  the  rule,  from  which  none  of  them  muft  fwerve, 
without  new  order. 

Thus  I  have  taken  much  pains,  to  give  your  Lordfliip  more.  All  my 
former  letters,  and  this,  will  both  have  kept  you  duly  advertifed,  and 
fliew  you,  without  either  increafe  or  diminution  of  any  circumftance,  how 
I  have  plied  the  work  here  according  to  my  orders.  And  although  much 
time  hath  been  fpent  in  getting  this  light  ^  and  that  as  often  as  I  have  been 
like  to  fend  home,  they  have  let  on  foot  fome  new  thing  or  other,  to  gain 
days,  I  have  chofen  rather  to  make  the  beft  of  it,  and  ftrain  me  to  the 
longeft  expedation,  than  to  be  in  the  leaft  a  Minifter  of  impcrfedl  ad- 
vertifements,  or  do  ill  offices  to  the  bufinefs  by  precipitation ;  for  I  hope 
the  time  they  gain  will  not  be  wholly  loft  to  our  gracious  Mafter ;  who 
(feeing  clearly  what  is  expe(5led)  will  doubtlefs  apply  it  fitly  to  his  own 
occafions.  I  am  forry  only,  that  fo  great  and  ingrate  a  bufmefs  as  this 
hitherto  hath  proved  is  fallen  into  the  hands  of  fo  weak  an  agent  as  I  am, 
having  the  concurrence  of  fo  ftrong  a  party  in  the  place. 

For  concluiion,  my  Lord,  if  the  Emperor  cannot  give  us  anfwer  without 
the  Electors,  God  knows  when  we  fhall  have  our  doom ;  for  that  Colle- 
gial  Body  is  now  divided  both  in  affed:ion  and  ailion.  And  if  the  remedy 
muft  depend  on  the  declaration  from  the  Spanifli  fide,  it  is  eafier  to  be 
judged  of  by  your  Lordfliip  than  by  me. 

The  cloud,  which  hath  been  fo  long  gathering,  is  now  broken.  Tilly, 
with  the  joint  forces  of  the  Emperor  and  Catholic  League,  hath  invaded 
the  Elector  of  Saxe,  burnt,  pillaged,  and  poffelTed  himfelf  of  divers  places. 
That  Eleftor,  with  the  other  of  Brandenburg,  (is  faid)  to  have  taken  the 
King  of  Sweden  by  the  hand,  as  (next  to  God)  their  neareft  helper.  The 
queftion  is  now,  for  lands,  liberties,  honour,  religion,  in  a  word  pro  arts 
et  Jocis ;  what  will  be  the  fuccefs,  or  whofe  turn  will  be  next,  God 
knows;  one  party  being 'now  publicly  fet  upon  the  extirpation  of  the 
other. 

Juft  at  the  fealing  of  this,  comes  Mr.  Taylor  to  me  from  the  Spaniih 
Minifters  (whofe  requeft  made  me  keep  the  courier  fince  Saturday  laft), 
with  advertifement  that  they  urge  not  his  longer  ftay ;  and  that  they  are 
jointly  labouring  with  all  diligence,  by  the  means  and  affiftance  of  the 
Prince  of  Eggenberg,  to  get  notice  from  the  Emperor,  what  he  will  do  at 
moft ;  and  how  far  he  is  content  to  exprefs  his  intention  touching  this 
bufinefs  5  without  which  refolution  ,(befides  other  difhculties),  they  fay, 
they  cannot  clofe  with  us,  and  whereof  they  hope  within  a  few  days  to  get 
his  Majefty's  declaration  ,  which  done,  they  will  proceed  accordingly  to  the

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fending  of  one  for  England,  in  conforfnity  to  the  overture  before  mention- 
ed to  have  been  made  by  the  Embaffador  on  that  fubjedt.     Thus,  &c.

Lord  Dorchefler  to  Sir  Robert  Anilruther.     From  WhitehalL 
My  very  good  Lord, 

IN  confequence  of  divers  important  letters,  which  came  in  the  right  turnSy 
by  the  ordinary,  fince  your  drawing  near  to  the  fecrct  difcovery  of  the 
very  knot  of  the  bufmefs,   which  hath  held  you  all  this  while  faft,  without 
proceeding  to  the  iffue  your  diligences  did  long  fince  merit ;  your  extraor- 
dinary arrived  at  Hampton  Court,  the  29th  of  the  laft,  with  your  packet, 
containing  feveral  letters  of  the  14th,   and  divers  writings  comprehending 
the  whole  myftery  of  that  intrigue;   whereunto  if  an  anfwer  hath  been  no 
fooner  returned  unto  you,  do  not  marvel,   no  more  than  I  rnuft  pray  you  to 
do,  that  I  have  written  nothing  to  you  upon  receit  of  your  former  1-etters  ; 
for  there  goeth  much  confultation  to  affairs  of  this  nature ;   which  are  fo 
tender,  that,  without  exprefs  order,  I  never  take  upon  me  to  v^rite.  Now,  I 
have  charge  from  his  Majefty,  to  make  a  difpatch  exprefsly  to  your  Lord- 
ihip,  wherewith  I  fend  your  fleward,  who  came  over  with  your  Lady,  both 
for  fatisfadtion  of  her  defire,  as  likewife  for  carriage  of  fomewhat  that  is 
proper  to  his  charge,  for  your  proviiions,  in  which  you  have  elpecial  obli- 
gation to  my  Lord  Treafurer's  favour.    And  before  I  enter  into  the  bufmefs, 
I  muft  let  you  know  how  happy  you  are  in  his  Majefty's  gracious   ac- 
ceptation of  all  your  endeavours,  and  fo  full  an  approbation  of  them  by  all 
my  Lords  to  whom  his  Majefty  doth  entruft  his  Foreign  Affairs,  that,  out 
of  the  true  affeftion  I  bear  you,  I  cannot  but  exprefs  the  fenfe  I  have  of  fo 
fair  an  interpretation  as  is  made  of  the  part  you  bear  in  a  bufinefs,  which 
otherwife  gives  fo  little  contentment  as  you  mayeafily  judge  it  doth;   fince 
a  certain  Paper,  whereof  the  Friar  Chiroga  gave  you  an  abflradl,  and  the 
long  writing  tranllated  into  French,  by  another  of  his  order  (which,  having 
been  new  prepared  with  the  faid  paper,   is  found  to  be  the  felf-fame  thing 
in  fubftance)  Ihould  be  made  the  rule  of  your  negotiation. 

The 
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The  Paper  came  thus  Into  the  world  :  my  Lord  Cottington  having  fiiut 
up  his  treaty  at  Madrid,  after  all  things  were  concluded  and  figned,  and 
being  upon  his  return,  the  Conde  d'Olivarez  (who  abounds  in  his  own 
fenfe),  having  conceived  a  difcourfe  written  all  with  his  own  hand,  which 
is  that  Paper  whereof  in  effedl  the  French  writing  given  you  by  the  Friar 
was  the  tranflation,  fliewed  the  fame  to  my  Lord  Cottington,  requiring  his 
opinion  thereupon  :  who,  unwilling  to  cenfure  it,  yet  preffed  by  the  Conde 
to  anfwer,  faid,  it  had  in  it  de  todo ;  which  he  underftood  as  was  meant, 
fome  good,  and  fome  bad ;  and  with  fome  anger  (as  he  is  prompt)  would 
have  it  caft  into  the  fire  :  which  my  Lord  Cottington  being  unv/illing  to  do, 
as  an  ill  recompenfe  for  fo  much  labour,  the  Conde  prefied  him  earnefHy  to 
take  a  copy  thereof  with  his  own  hand,  and  to  Ihew  it  his  Majefly,  with 
promife,  if  his  Majefty  (liould  diflike  the  fame,  he  fhould  then  make  a  fa- 
crifice  thereof,  as  he  meant  to  have  done  himfelf. 

My  Lord  Cottington  being  returned,  when  he  had  given  an  account  to 
his  Majefly  of  his  principal  negotiation,  offered  to  acquaint  him  likewife 
with  this  acceffory  ;  which  his  Majefty  did  fo  little  heed  or  regard,  that  he 
did  not  fo  much  as  give  it  a  reading.  Since,  the  Conde  hath,  by  particular 
letters  to  my  Lord  Cottington,  enquired  after  the  dii^cowxit  Jin e  author e, 
which  he  himfelf  fo  ftiled.  And  therefore  his  Majefty  doth  much  the  more 
wonder  it  ftiould  be  fent  and  divulged  in  Germany,  as  an  authentical  piece, 
and  a  diredlion  to  oblige  thofe  who  have  in  their  hands  the  treaty  and 
manage  of  thefe  affairs  there;  whereas,  on  the  other  fide,  his  Majefty 
hath  been  fo  careful  to  keep  an  even  and  dired;  courfe  with  the  King  of 
Spain  and  his  minifters,  as  though  a  letter  from  that  King  were  a  piece  of 
the  treaty,  a^nd  came  delivered  folcmnly  into  his  Majefty's  hand  by  Don 
Carlos,  having  then  the  quality  of  a  l\iblic  Minifter  j  yet  he  hath  reierved 
the  fime  by  him,  •without  communication  thereof  to  any,  until,  upon  this 
occafion,  he  gave  me  now  charge  to  fend  you  a  copy  of  it,  and  ol  another 
wri/ing,  wherewith  it  came  accompanied;  with  diredlion  that  you  iliould 
impart  them  to  the  Spanilh  mi-nifters,  and  to  them  alone,  not  communi- 
cating the  faid  pieces  to  any  other,  nor  permitting  copies  to  betaken  by 
them;  but  with  them,  you  muft  make  the  beft  ufe  of  them  you  c,an.,  to 
ftir  them  up  to  the  performance  of  as  great  an  obligation  as  can  pafs  in 
writing  betwixt  man  and  man.  And  I  conceive  private  letters  ot  this  na- 
ture, beluseen  Princes,  to  be  more  facred  and  binding,  than  particular 
promife  or  contradl  between  inferior  perfons. 

Out  of  thefe  writings  (befides  others  of  like  nature)  may  beeafily  compre- 
hended, that  thc'Contentment  which  was  given  his  Majefty  in  the  very  point 
of  the  Palatinate,  was  the  caufe  of  the  peace,  as  the  invafion  and  retention  of 
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that  patrimonial  eftate  of  his  fifter  and  nephews,  was  the  caufeof  the  war, 
which  continued  till  promife  of  reftitution  was  made.  And  this  may  ferve 
your  Lordlhip  for  fatisfadion  in  that  point,  which  you  do  very  judicioufly 
recommend. 

His  Majefty  had  occafion  to  fay  and  prefs  the  fame  things  to  Nicolaldi 
the  Spaniili  refident,  at  an  audience  he  gave  him,  fince  the  receit  of  fuch 
letters  as  came  from  Vienna  to  his  hand,  by  your  exprefs ;  when  he  en- 
deavoured to  make  his  Majefty  believe,  that  there  were  better  intentions  in 
the  Emperor,  in  the  King  of  Spain,  and  in  his  minifters  in  Germany, 
touching  the  giving  and  procuring  fatisfadlion  to  his  Majefty  for  his  brother 
in-law.  He  Ihewed  his  Majefty  letters  from  the  Marquis  of  Cadereit*,  and 
fome  other  papers  which  he  conceived  might  induce  that  belief  j  and  upon 
the  whole  bufinefs,  hath  made  a  difpatch  to  Madrid;  being  (as  it  then  ap- 
peared) very  fenfible  of  what  his  Majefty  did  remonftrate  to  him,  as  well 
concerning  the  ftory  I  have  given  you  of  the  paper  above-mentioned,  as 
alfo  thofe  eftential  pieces  of  the  treaty,  wherein  his  Majefty  made  it  evident, 
that  the  King  of  Spain  is  direcflly  obliged  to  procure  the  taking  off  the  Ban, 
to  make  no  fcruple  in  delivering  his  own  part,  and  really  to  endeavour  the 
procuring  of  an  entire  fatisfaftion  to  his  Majefty,  on  whofe  behalf  there  can 
be  found  no  condition,  but  what  his  brother-in-law  was  to  perform  j  which 
(by  his  Majefty's  endeavours)  he  hath  confented  unto,  and  your  Lordftiip 
made  fo  much  known  in  his  behalf.  Your  Lordftiip  hath  therefore  both 
the  example  and  commandment  of  his  Majefty,  to  infift  upon  the  perform- 
ance of  that  treaty  to  the  Spaniih  minifters  with  vi^hom  you  negotiate;  with 
fuch  enforcements  thereof,  as  your  own  knowledge  of  this  affair,  and  the 
particular  documents  I  now  fend  your  Lordiliip,  befides  your  former  in- 
ftrudlions,  will  afford. 

At  the  fame  audience,  Signior  Nicolaldi  propounded  to  his  Majefty,  what 
your  letters  advertifed,  concerning  an  intention  they  had  of  fending  hither 
Pedro  Paulo  •f' ;  but  his  Majefty  fufficiently  exprefled  his  miflike  thereof, 
upon  good  reafon,  as  well  regarding  the  full  inftrudtions  you  have  of  all  that 
can  be  faid  from  hence  j  as  of  the  means  your  reiidence  at  Vienna  affbrdeth, 
of  advertifing  any  thing  they  would  make  knov/n  from  thence,  hither.  And 
if  they  hope  on  that  fide,  by  this  man's  perfonal  perfualions,  to  gain  any 
change  in  the  former  refolution,  his  Majefty  hath  prevented  that  endeavour, 
by  telling  Nicolaldi  himfelf,  it  would  be  loft  labour,  as  you  may  alfo  in- 
timate upon  occafion.

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I  have  no  more  to  add  in  the  bufinefs  itfelf,  but  for  your  fatisfadion,  in 
the  jealoufy  you  may  have  of  letters  which  come  from  other  hands,  with 
different  advertifements  (it  may  be  fometimes)  from  yours,  that  none  of  this 
kind  have  full  credit  with  his  Majefty  but  yours,  and  what  is  conformable 
thereunto.  I  muft  further  let  your  Lordfliip  know,  his  Majefty  doth  well 
approve  the  caution  you  ufed,  of  fending  your  lafl  difpatch  by  no  other 
hand  than  an  exprefs ;  becaufe  all  that  is  intercepted  in  Germany  goeth 
flrait  unto  the  prefs,  be  it  of  never  fo  great  fecrecy ;  which  his  Majefty  is 
fo  careful  to  preferve,  where  it  is  requiiite,  as  that  the  letters  to  Turfis  *  are 
not  communicated  to  any  but  to  himfelf  j  fo  as  the  perfon,  by  whofe  means 
you  made  that  difcovery,  may  be  fecure,  as  well  of  fear  as  danger,  that  way. 
And  for  the  fafer  communication  in  this  affair  betwixt  your  Lordftiip  and 
his  Majefty's  other  niinifters  abroad,  I  have  already  put  into  the  hands  of 
Sir  Ifaac  Wake,  a  copy  of  your  cypher,  as  I  will  likewife  do  in  my  Nephew's, 
Sir  Dudley  Carleton,  when  he  fliall  return  into  Holland,  he  being  here  now 
with  his  Majefty's  licence,  for  a  month  or  five  weeks,  about  his  private 
affairs. 

His  Majefty  accepts  in  very  good  part  the  profellions  Padre  Chiroga  -f- 
makes,  of  affedlion  to  his  perfon  and  fervice;  calling  to  mind  the  addreffes 
he  made  to  him  in  Spain,  and  judging  no  otherwife  of  thefe  aftions  of  his 
about  the  paper,  than  that  all  he  doth  is  with  a  good  intention,  though  it 
be  very  v/ide  from  the  bufinefs,  and  doth  rather  confound  than  facilitate  the 
difpatch  thereof.  And  for  Pedro  Paulo,  the  ftop  of  his  coming  hither  upon 
that  occafion,  proceeds  not  from  any  diflike  of  his  perfon,  but  rather  out  of 
care,  to  lave  him  a  long,  dangerous,  unneceffary,   and  fruitlefs,  journey.. 

Even  now,  I  receive  your  letters  of  the  21ft  and  26th  of  the  laft,  by  the 
way  of  BrulTels,  wherein  you  take  knowledge  of  the  defeat  of  Tilly,  and 
the  failing  of  the  enterprize  upon  the  States  of  the  Low  Countries ;  which 
you  judge  may  haften  or  ruin  the  refolutions  of  thofe  you  deal  with,  if  ever 
they  intend  to  do  any  thing  for  love  or  refpedl  unto  their  friends  ^  for  fur- 
therance whereof,  howfoever  it  may  well  be  conceived  this  change  of  affairs 
to  be  a  good  advantage  to  be  laid  hold  on  (which,  I  muft  tell  your  Lordfhip 
truly,  is  propofed  and  preffed  to  his  Majefty,  divers  ways,  with  no  fmall 
earnefcnefs) ;  yet  fuch  is  his  Majefty's  conftancy,  as  he  defifteth  not  from  the 
way  of  negotiating,  wherein  your  Lordftiip  doth  tread;  which  merits  to  be 
fo  much  the  more  valued,  it  falling  out  juft  at  the  inftant  of  this  great  ftum- 
bling  block  caft  in  the  way  of  your  treaty ;  and  thereof  you  may  take  no- 
tice to  the  Spanifh  minifters  as  occafion  fliall  be  offered.

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All  your  letters  come  with  that  fafety,  that  you  need  not  be  fparlng  in 
fending  hither  the  occurrences  of  that  court,  v/ith  the  affairs  of  Germany, 
as  they  have  afpeft  that  way ;  for  his  Majefty  likes  well  to  view  the  face  of 
affairs  in  all  colours,  whereby  to  make  judgement  of  the  right.  And  this 
I  fay  to  you,  knowing  that  advertifements  in  this  kind,  joined  to  your  other 
diligences  in  the  bufmefs  you  have  in  hand,  his  Majefty  will  take  as  an  ac- 
ceptable fervice.    And  thus  I  commit  your  Lordfl:iip  unto  God's  protedion. 

Mr.  Comptroller  is  already  fo  far  advanced  on  his  Embaffige,  that  I  have 
received  letters  from  him  by  the  return  of  the  Ihip  which_  conveyed  him 
into  the  Elbe.  His  Son's  letter,  which  came  in  your  packet,  I  will  convey 
with  the  firfl  unto  him.

The  Queen  of  Bohemia  to  King  Charles. 
My  only  dear  Brother,  - 

THIS  worthy  Lord  Wharton  gives  me  means  to  write  thefe  lines  to 
you,  and  humbly  befeech  you  now,  to  (hew  your  favour  to  your 
brother  and  me.  You  fliall  underftand  by  his  letters  to  the  Lord  of  Dor-  - 
chefter,  more  particularly  all  things ;  only  befeech  you  to  give  me  leave  to 
fay  freely  to  you,  that  if  this  opportunity  be  negleded,  we  may  be  in  de- 
fpair  of  ever  recovering  any  thing  j  for  by  treaty  it  will  never  be  done;  as 
you  may  eafily  fee  by  the  delays  they  have  already  made;  and  let  not  your- 
felf  be  deceived,  that  it  may  be  fome  will  perfuade  you,  that  now  the 
treaty  will  be  eafier  than  ever;  for  affure  yourfelf,  if  they  give  you  good 
words  now,  it  will  be  only  to  gain  time,  and  keep  you  from  affilHng,  fo 
that  the  King  of  Sweden  may  be  difheartened  to  do  any  thing  for  us,  and 
make  his  own  peace,  fo  as  we  fliall  never  have  any  thing,  but  live  to  be  a 
burden  to  you,  and  a  grief  and  afRidtion  to  ourfelves  and  pofterity.  There- 
fore I  moft  humbly  befeech  you,  my  dear  brother,  now  fliew  the  effeds  of 
the  love  you  are  pleafed  to   bear  me  and  mine,  and   let  none  perfuade  you 
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from  it  J  for  your  own  honour  is  as  much  interefled  in  it,  as  our  good;  for 
if  you  now  do  nothing  but  treat,  I  befeech  you  give  me  leave  to  fay  that 
the  world  will  wonder  at  it.  I  have  need  to  alk  you  many  pardons  for  this 
free  and  plain  writing  to  you  ;  which  I  proteft  proceeds  as  much  out  of  my 
love  to  you  and  your  honour,  as  for  the  King  and  myfelf,  whole  good  is 
now  to  be  procured  or  never;  and  therefore  I  befeech  you  to  pardon  this 
freedom  of  mine,  which  neceflity  doth  force  me  to,  and  ever  to  love  me, 
that  am,,  what  fortune  foever  come  to  me.

May  it  pleafe  your  Majeftyj,        ■ 

THE  letters  delivered  me  from  both  your  Majeflies  by  my  Lord 
Wharton,  were  royal  and  real  teilimonies  of  both  your  confidences, 
which  I  fhall  never  deceive.  Thofe,  from  your  Majefties  to  the  King  your 
dear  brother,  being  firfl  delivered  to  his  hands,  before  I  faw  my  Lord 
Wharton,  I  was  immediately  fent  for  by  his  Majefty  out  of  my  fick  man's 
chamber  (where  I  am  laid  up  of  a  quartan  ague,  which  took  me  at 
Windfor,  and  will  be  my  companion  I  doubt  a  great  while) ;  and  his  Ma- 
jefty's  demanding  of  me  the  King  of  Bohemia's  letters,  I  could  as  then 
give  him  no  account  of  them;  but  that  night  I  fent  them  to  his  Majefty; 
which  he  read  immediately  and  attentively,  and  hath  fince  v/ell  advifed  and 
confulted  upon  them ;  but  one  day's  ficknefs,  and  other  day's  phyfick,  hath 
kept  me  from  attending  him,  ever  fince  that  time,  fo  as  I  have  not  been 
able  to  play  the  negotiating  part  of  your  Majefly's  EmbafiTador,  which  you. 
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command  fo  exprefsly  upon  this  occaflon  ;  but  I  will  acquit  myfelf  of  the 
duty  of  a  true  and  faithful  advertifer,  as  far  as  my  weaknefs  will  fuffer 
me,  in  letting  your  Majefty  know  how  fenlible  your  dear  brother's  love 
and  affedlion  made  him  of  the  whole  fubjed;  of  your  letter ;  which  he  com- 
manded me  to  read  over  again  unto  him,  with  many  interpofitions,  how  he 
obferved  your  Majefly  to  have  miilaken  the  whole  courfe  of  his  pro- 
ceedings j  and  with  fome  expreflion  of  unkindnefs  at  thefe  words  (if  you- 
now  do  nothing  but  treat  J,  feeing  your  Majefly  cannot  be  ignorant  (as  your 
enemies  are  not,  v/ho  have  expoftulated  the  matter  often  with  him)  that  he 
treats  with  his  pen  in  the  one  hand,  and  his  fword  in  the  other;  having 
the  Marquis  of  Hamilton  at  the  head  of  a  confiderable  number  of  his  fub- 
jedls,  raifed  and  maintained  at  great  coft,  in  prefent  adlion  againft  your 
majefty's  enemies  3  whilft  he  hath  Sir  R.  Anftruther  at  Vienna,  to  put  the 
treaty  to  an  iffue,  whereunto  his  Majefty  was  both  invited  and  incited  by 
the  King  of  Bohemia  himfelf ;  and  Sir  Henry  Vane  is  now  gone  to  the 
King  of  Sweden,  not  to  cry  peace,  peace  (as  vain  difcourfers  will  have  it)  but 
with  ftrong  commiffion  and  round  inftruftions  fo  to  govern  himfelf  in  all 
events,  that  if  matters  be  not  Ihut  up  with  Sir  R.  Anftruther,  according  to 
thofe  inftrudions,  wherewith  the  King  and  your  Majefty  are  both  acquainted 
(fuch  as  paffed  with  your  confents),  he  is  then  fo  to  conned:  and  conjoin  your 
affairs  with  the  King  of  Sweden,  and  fuch  Princes  as  are  fallen  to  him, 
that  he  is  to  frame  a  body  of  ftrength  and  fubfiftence;  in  which  your  in- 
terefts  are  to  be  comprifed  by  ftipulation,  as  they  will  be  fupported  and  fuf- 
tained  by  adlion;  as  now  they  are  in  good  meafure,  by  the  employment  of  the 
Marquis  ;  but  according  to  greater  neceffity  of  the  occafion  (the  knowledge 
whereof  we  muft  exped:  from  Sir  R.  Anftruther  and  Sir  H.  Vane) 
the  point  now  pfeft,  of  the  King  of  Bohemia's  putting  himfelf  perfonally 
into  adion,  will  be  more  feafonably  thought  of  than  now,  that  his 
ads  of  fubmiiffion,  and  motions  and  interceffions  for  grace,  with  promife 
of  reftitution,  are  in  agitation.  Whether  his  Majefty  hath  gone  thus  far 
in  his  letters  which  go  herewith,  or  only  hath  acquainted  you  with  the 
Queen's  happy  delivery  of  a  daughter  (which  was  celebrated  with  much 
joy  through  this  city,  the  4th  of  this  prefent,  and  that  fti.ll  continues,  by 
reafon  of  the  health  and  well-being  both  of  mother  and  child;  though  at 
firft  the  weaknefs  of  the  child  caufed  a  hafty  and  private  chriftening),  L 
do  not  know;  but  your  Majemes  will  have  his  Pvlajefty's  itnio.  very  amply. 
upon  this  occafion,  by  the  return  of  my  nephew^  within  few  days ;  yet  not 
fo  foon,  but  that  happily  in  the  mean  tim.e,.  we  may  hear  from  Sir  Henry 
Vane  (of  whofe  departure  from  Hamburg  towards  the  King  of  Sweden- 
your  Majefty  will  have  underftood)  :  and  your  Majefties,  by  what  you  fhall 
then  know,  will  the  better  fee  into  the  Itate  of  your  affairs;  which  as  they 
are  brotherly,  frier  _lly,  nay,  I  will  fay  ardently  and  zealoufly  embraced  by 
kis  Majefty,  fo  i  will  befeech  you  to  believe,  that  fuch  as  have  charge  of 
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his  Majefty's  foreign  affairs,  make  jointly  in  body,  and  every  one  in  his 
way,  your  reflitution  the  main  fcope  of  their  counfels ;  only  the  care  is, 
not  to  fall  upon  the  rock  of  rafli  and  inconfiderate  couafels  and  refolutions, 
upon  which  it  cannot  be  denied  that  this  ftate  hath  fuffered  fhipwreck  in 
reputation  more  than  once  in  this  quarrel ;  and  che  valourous  Duke  of 
Brunfwick  and  enterpriiing  Count  Mansfelt  do  merit  more  to  be  praifed 
for  their  forwardnefs,  than  imitated  by  example. 

Give  me  leave  to  add,  that  amongft  many  things  which  are  to  be  fettled 
hy  Sir  Henry  Vane,  before  the  King  of  Bohemia's  perfonal  entrance  into  an 
avowed  action,  one  is,  a  good  agreement  is  to  be  made  with  the  Elector  of 
Saxe  ;  who  already  is  attempted  by  treaty  to  reconcile  with  the  Emperor; 
and  unlefs  a  good  underftanding  be  made  betwixt  him  and  the  King  of 
Bohemia,  confidering  what  hath  formerly  paft  betwixt  them,  no  fooner 
fhall  the  King  of  Bohemia  enter  into  play,  but  that  Duke  (who  is  ca- 
pricious enough)  may  happily,  upon  by  confiderations,  be  ready  to  fly  out. 
Thus  far  hath  my  humble  and  zealous  affed:ion,  &c.

-  Lord  Dorchefter  to  the  Queen  of  Bohemia. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefly, 

IT  is  the  misfortune  of  paffage,  not  want  of  difpatch  from  hence, 
that  your  Majefty  had  not  anfwer  to  fuch  proportions  as  Sir  Fr. 
Netherfole  brought  iirft  over,  and  were  iince  doubly  feconded  by  letters 
from  both  your  Majefties,  before  the  laft  of  the  loth  of  this  prefent  were 
fent  by  this  bearer  Sir  R.  Honeywood ;  for  two  exprefs  meffengers  have 
been  fent  with  letters  from  the  King  your  dear  brother,  under  his  own 
hand,  befides  others  I  wrote  at  great  length  to  your  Majefty  of  the  very 
day's  date  of  your  laft ;  which  if  they  could  have  arrived  before  his 
coming  from  the  Hague  (but  that  could  not  be),  his  journey  might  have 
been  fpared ;  however,  he  hath  both  faithfully  and  difcreetly  acquitted 
himfelf  of  what  he  had  in  charge.  But  the  fame  anfwer  in  effedt  having 
been  delivered  long  before  to  Sir  Fr.  Netherfole,  and  he  written  by  feveral 
•paffages  to  both  your  Majefties,  the  misfortune  of   not  delivery  of  thofe 
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letters,  is  to  be  complained  of.  Howfoever,  it  is  but  a  journe)/  loft;  the 
flate  of  affairs,  without  change  or  alteration,  and  of  the  King  your  dear 
brother's  refolutions,  being  the  felf-fame  then  as  nov/,  and  now  as  then  ; 
fo  as  the  beft  fervice  I  can  do  your  Majefty,  in  conformity  to  your  com- 
mands by  thefe  your  faid  letters,  is,  to  procure  Sir  R.  Honeywood's  fpeedy 
return;  by  whom  your  Majefty  will  underftand  how  the  King  your  dear 
brother  (in  purfuit  of  his  conftant  and  well-advifed  counfels,)  as  on  the  one 
iide  he  hath  his  men  in  arms  and  in  aftion  now  in  the  field  for  your  Majefty's 
fervice  ;  fo  on  the  other,  he  difpatcheth  exprefly  to  his  Minifters  at  Vienna 
and  Madrid,  to  drive  his  treaty,  without  longer  excufe  or  delay,  to  conclu- 
lion ;  and  to  Mr.  Comptroller,  to  govern  himfelf  accordingly  with  the 
Kino-  of  Sweden  :  of  whofe  round  and  refolute  commifTion  and  inftruilions,. 
my  letters  beforementioned  will  futiiciently  have  advertifed  your  Majefty. 
In  all  your  Letters,  you  ftir  up  the  King  your  dear  brother,  by  perfuafion 
grounded  upon  the  point  of  honour,  as  if  he  were  therein  deeply  engaged 
to  follow  what  your  Majefties  prefs  him  at  this  inftant  unto  Vv^ith  fo  much 
earneftnefs  ;  and  if  your  Majefty,  with  your  wonted  wifdom,  will  conlider 
how  much  a  great  Prince's  honour  is  interefted  in  a  fair  and  faithful  pro- 
ceeding with  others  of  his  rank,  with  whom  he  treats,  your  Majefty  will, 
in  place  of  blame,  juftify  your  dear  brother's  comportment  in  your  caufe,  to 
all  the  world;  efpecially  confidering  his  brotherly  offices  in  the  King  your 
father's  time  :  the  bountiful  hand  he  hath  held  to  you  and  yours,  ever  fince 
his  coming  to  the  crown  ;  the  coft  he  is  now  at  in  the  Marquis  of  Hamil- 
ton's expedition;  the  gates  of  his  kingdoms,  which  are  continually  open  for 
the  King  of  Sweden's  fupplies,  iinglyand  folely  in  your  contemplation;  the 
charge  of  feveral  emballages,  with  inftrud:ions  to  encounter  (as  far  as  is 
poflible)  all  occafions,  and  fpecial  commiffion  not  to  lofe  time ;  yet  time 
muft  go  to  fb  great  afFairs  ;  finally,  his  conftant  and  induftrious  care  of 
all  which  concerns  your  Majefties;  which,  as  it  takes  up  a  great  part  of 
his  thoughts  and  counfels  at  home,  fo,  I  will  aflure  your  Majefty  (as  I 
did  in  my  former  letters),  it  is  the  chief  objecft  of  his  operations  and  nego- 
tiations abroad,  and  thofe  neareft  about  him  (I  boldly  fiy  without  exception 
of  any  one)  think  themfelves  happiefl:,  and  to  pleafe  his  Majefty  beft,  when. 
they  contribute  moft  that  way.  Thele  conftderations  I  reprefent  to  your 
Majefty,  in  anfwer  of  thofe  long  and  ferious  letters,  wherewith  both  your 
Majefties  have  been  pleafed  to  honour  me ;  concluding  with  this  humble 
advice,  that,  as  you  have  hitherto  moll  prudently  done,  you  will  continue 
to  keep  pace  with  the  King  your  dear  brother's  proceedings  :  whereunto 
as  the  King  of  Bohemia  is  formerly  obliged  by  word  and  promife,  fo  were, 
he  free,  I  proteft  upon  that  faith  (v/hich  I  am  confident  your  Majefty  never 
was,  nor  can  be,  ill  perfuaded  of,  hov/foever  my  fenfe  doth  at  the  prefent 
differ  from  your  defires)  I  know  not  how  to  give  him.  better,,  nor  m.ore 
I  fruitfuM 
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fruitful  council.    Which  fubmitting  to  your  wonted  gracious  confideration, 
in  all  humility  I  take  leave.

Queen  of  Bohemia  to  Lord  Dorchefter, 

My  Lord, 

SOME  few  days  agone,  I  received  yours  by  this  bearer,  with  the  good 
news  of  the  Queen's  fafe  delivery,   of  which  I  am  very  glad.      I  heard 
of  it  before  by  Netherfoie,  and  have  fen t  letters  congratulatory  after  Robin 
Honeywood,  which  will  find  him  in  England,  though  I  hoped  they  fhould 
have  found  him  in  Zealand,  but  he  was  gone  before  they  came.  The  King 
Iiath  fo  thoroughly  anfwered  your  letters,  as  I  can  add  little  or  nothing  to 
it ;  only,  I  affure  you,  that  he  is  very  fenfible  of  the  wrong  he  feeth  is  done 
him  to  the  King,  my  dear  brother,  in  that  he  hath  been  informed,  that  he 
Ihould  make  any  fecret  treaty,  or  do  any  fuch  thing,  without  my  dear  bro- 
ther's knowledge,  which  was  never  in  his  thoughts.     I  think,  that  them 
which  reported,  that  he  had  15,000  men,  did  fpeak  it,  becaufe  they  thought 
it  was  fit  he  fliould  have  it,  and  fo  fear  he  had  them,  than  any  thing  elfe; 
none  being  ignorant,  that  of  himfelf  he  is  not  able  to  raife  them.     I  wifh 
that  he  had  means  to  do  it,  with  my  brother's  good  liking;  for,  I  affure 
you,   that  my  coufin  and  Count  Mansfeit's  examples  would  not  much  fear 
him.     I  am  forry  my  dear  brother  take  exception  at  what  I  wrote  to  him, 
how  I  wiflied  him  hereafter,  he  fliould  do  otherwife  than  only  to  treat ;  for 
I  affure  you,  my  intention  was  not  to  difpleafe  him,  but  only  to  exhort  him 
to  do  otherwife  for  us  hereafter  than  by  treaty,  it  being  more  than  I  knew, 
or  do  yet  know,  that  he  doth  maintain  the  Marquis  of  Hamilton's  troops, 
but  only,  that  he  did  pay  the  levies,  and  fending  them  over,  as  he  himfelf 
writ  to  me  he  did  only;  fo  as  that  being  but  for  once,  and  hearing  of  no 
more  fuccour,  neither  knowing  upon  what  terms  concerning  us  the  Marquis 
of  Hamilton  went,  nor  what  Sir  Harry  Vane's  commiffion  was,  it  made  me 
take  that  boldnefs  to  write  fo  to  my  dear  brother ;  which  I  pray  let  him  un- 
derftand  :  who  now,  I  hope,  doth  clearly  fee,  by  Vv'hat  Hurft  doth  bring  him, 
the  fcornful  delays  of  the  Emperor  and  King  of  Spain.    As  for  the  Eledlor 
of  Snxe,  I  hope,  he  will  have  a  better  affedlion  to  us  than  heretofore,  fince 
he  is  now  unfooled,  almoft  to  his  cofl,  out  of  his  fiding  with  the  Houfe  of 
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Auftria;  and  now  or  never  is  the  time  for  the  King,  my  dear  brother,  to 
regain  that  lofs  he  hath  heretofore  fuftained  by  fuch  ihipwrecks,  fo  you 
term  it;  which  he  will  better  do  by  aftion  in  this  good  conjundure,  than 
he  can  do  by  thefe  tedious  treaties,  which  may  hold  as  long  as  the  world 
lafts  as  they  do  now,  and  be  as  far  advanced  as  the  firfl:  day,  as  you  may 
clearly  fee.  I  have  fo  much  truft  of  your  affeftion,  as,  if  my  dear  brother 
fhould  take  any  more  exceptions  to  my  free  writing  to  him,  you  will  help 
to  excufe  it ;  fmce  God  knoweth  it  proceeds  out  of  my  love  to  him,  and  ne- 
ceffity  of  our  affairs,  to  let  him  know  all  the  truth  that  I  know;  for  if 
you  did  but  hear  what  is  here  fpoken,  and  what  I  know  will  be  faid  if  he 
give  us  no  alTiftance  at  this  time,  it  would  make  you  half  mad ;  for  the 
States  fay,  if  we  fpeak  to  them  for  to  do  any  thing  for  us,  C eft  au  Roy  de 
la  Grande  Bretagne  a  comme?icer,  et  lors  nous  ferons  nojire  mieux.  I  pray  God, 
put  into  my  dear  brother's  heart,  to  do  that  which  will  be  moft  for  his 
honour,  and  our  good  ;  which,  I  think,  cannot  be  feparated  ;  and  that  he 
may  quickly  fend  Robin  Honeywood  back,  with  a  good  anfwer.  I  pray 
you,  ftill  to  continue  your  affeftion  to  us  in  this  ;  and  believe  me  ever,

Lord  Dorchefler  to  the  Queen  of  Bohemia. 

May  it  pleafe  your  Majefty,  A  December,   1631. 

T  AVING  received  your  letters  yefterday  morning  of  the  6th  of  this 
^  J.  prefent  (which  came  with  more  than  ordinary  expedition),  I  loft  no 
time  in  the  delivering  of  your  Majcfty's  to  the  King,  your  dear  brother, 
whom  I  found  at  St.  James's,  in  the  midft  of  his  antique  rarities ;  no  lefs 
ferioufly  employed  than  I  know  your  Majefties  are  in  like  bufmeffes  when 

i  you 
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you  take  them  in  hand,  in  placing  and  removing  his  Emperors  heads,   and 
putting  them  in   right  order  j   vvhich  work   being  ended,  I  befought  him, 
that,  now  he  had  done  dilpofing  his  Emperors,  he  would  think  of  fupporting 
of  Kings  (the  King  of  Bohemia  and  the  King  of  S\veden),    whofe  interefts 
began   to  be  joined  with  each  other,  and  both  with  his  Majefty's.     Here- 
upon, 1  delivered  him  your  Majefty's  letter,   which  he  read  prefently,   and 
attentively  J   as  likewife  that  wherewith  your  Majefty  hath   honoured   me, 
vvhich  he  read  through  in  like  mannerj  and  called  immediately  for  Sir  Robert 
Honeywood,  to  exprefs  his  fenfe  upon  both  ;  which  your  Majefty  will  have 
by  Sir  Robert:  and  there  refts  no  more  for  me  to  fay>but  that  all  is  fully  recti- 
fied betwixt  you  ;   and    his   Majefty   is  fo  far  from  excepting  againft  your 
freedom  of  writing,  that  I  know  no  pen  from  which  he  doth  more  willingly 
and  gladly    underftand   the    ftate   of  affairs,  than  your  Majefty's  own.     Jt 
drawing  towards  dinner-time,   and  the  Queen  coming  out  (which  is  her 
firft  looking-abroad  fmce  her  lying-in),  his  Majefty  took  the  King's  letter  to 
me  (with  the  note  fent  Sir  P^obert  Honeywood,  containing  the  particularities 
of  exception  againft  the  proceeding  of  the  treaty  at  Vienna)  tohis  own  cuftody, 
to  perufeat  better  leifure,  and  advife  well  upon  it,  as  I  told  him  it  merited; 
and  truly  I  cannot  but  think  fo,  it  being  written  with  fo  much  judgement. 
Farther  account  I  cannot  as  yet  render  your  Majefties  of  it,  not  having  fince 
waited  on  his  Majefty,  no  more  than  I  fhall  be  able  to  do  this  day  and  to- 
morrow, when  I  fliall  be  thrown  into  my  bed  by  my  wicked  ague;    but  no 
change  of  affairs  being  happened  in  this  fmall  time,  fince  his  Majefty's  an- 
fwertoyour  former  letters,  wherewith  Sir  Robert  Honeywood  is  charged,  there 
can  as  yet  be  no  change  of  counfels  and  refolutions.     But  give  me  leave  to 
tell  your  Majefty,  that  we  do  very  well  apprehend  here,  what  you  know  on 
that  lide,  that  they  ripen  apace;  for  on  the  one  fide,  there  is  great  fubjed:  of 
diftruft  and  diffidence  (I  will  not  yet  fay,  defpair,  that  is  of  treaty,  which 
word  I  have  known  your  Majefty  long  out  of  love  with) ;  on  the  other  fide, 
there  are  ftrong  and  fair  invitations,  by  reprefenting  the  apt  and  proper  op- 
portunity of  adlion  ;   but  it  is  not  enough  to  fay,  C'eJ}  au  Roy  de  la  Grande 
Bj~etag?ie  au  com?nencer,  et  lors ^  for  things  of  this  weight  and  importance 
muft  be  concerted  and  fettled  betwixt  Princes  and  States.   And  as  your  Ma- 
jefties will  find  the  King,  your  dear  brother,  doth  expedl  better  and  more 
particularly  to  underftand  the  States  intention  touching  the  Palatinate,  by 
what  Sir  Robert  Honeywood  hath  in  commilTion  to  fay  to  your  Majefties  ;  fo 
when   the    King  of  Bohemia  fliall  receive  a  return  of  his  fending  to  the 
King  of  Sweden,   it  will  be  moft  necefl'arythe  King,  your  dear  brother,  be 
made  acquainted  with  the  anfwer,  which,  with  Mr.  Comptroller's  difpatches 
from  that  King  (which  we  expeft  here  with  great  devotion),  will  give  a 
rife  to  fuch  refolutions  as  will  content  both  your  Majefties,  as  agreeable

to  your  prefent  inftances,  in  cafe  you  be  not  fatisfied,  in  the  mean  time, 
with  good  eiiedis  proceeding  by  other  means ;  of  which  it  were  a  hard 
matter  to  perfuade  a  belief  in  either  of  your  Majefties,  and  truly  it  is  no 
article  of  any  of  our  creeds  here  3  but  the  coming  of  our  next  couriers  out 
of  Spain,  will  reflify  our  errors,  and  make  us  all  of  one  faith.  I  befeech 
your  Majefty,  let  this  long  and  tedious  epifhle  ferve  the  King  for  this  time, 
till  I  may  render  him  a  better  account,  than  yet  I  am  able,  of  his  weighty 
and  important  letter.

InJlruSiions  for  our  right  trujly  and  well  beloved^ 
Sir  Dudley  Carleton,  Knt,  our  Efnhaffador 
rejident  with  the  States  of  the  United  Provinces, 

JAMES  R. 
EING  relblved  to  fend  youto  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces,  who  are 
our  ancient  allies  and  deareft  friends,  to  refide  with  them  in  quality  of  our 
embaffador  ordinary ;  for  which  employment,  both  for  the  truft  which  we 
repofe  in  your  loyalty  and  dutiful  affeftion  to  our  fervice,  and  for  the  experience 
we  have  had  of  your  ability  and  fufficiency  in  other  charges  recommended  to  your 
care,  we  have  made  particular  choice  of  your  perfon  :  for  your  better  carriage  and 
more  aflured  conduct  in  the  whole  courfe  of  your  negociation,  we  have  thought  good 
to  prefcribe  unto  you  thefe  directions  following : 

Firft,  you  are  to  underftand,  that,  in  that  place  where  you  are  to  ferve,  you 
are  to  bear  a  double  perfonage ;  the  one,  as  our  embaffador  refident  vi'ith  the  ftates 
general  of  thofe  provinces :  the  other,  as  our  counfellor  in  the  council  of  eftates ; 
which  latter  quality  you  do  hold  by  virtue  of  an  antient  treaty  contracted  between 
our  crowns  and  thofe  provinces  in  the  year  1585. 

At  your  arrival  at  the  Hague  in  Holland,  which  is  the  ordinary  place  of  refi- 
dence  of  the  ftates  general,  you  fhall,  the  firft  opportunity,  demand  audience  of 
the  prefident  of  the  ftates  for  the  time  being,  and  in  their  public  aflembly  declare 
unto  him  your  letters  of  credence:  Which  being  read,  as  the  manner  there  is,  in 
public,  you  may  fpeak  unto  them  to  this  purpofe :  that  they  beft  know  and  beft 
underftand  the  furenefs  of  amity,  that  long  hath  been  between  our  crowns  and 
their  provinces  j  which  how  advantageous  it  hath  been  to  the  maintenance  and  fub- 
fiftence  of  their  ftate,  and  how  fortunate  to  the  advancement  of  their  profperity, 
as  they  with  gratefulnefs  do  acknowledge,  fo  we  with  comfort  do  record  unto  them. 
That  this  friendfhip  and  alliance  perpetually  may  be  maintained,  and  daily  increafed, 
not  only  to  the  particular  good,  but  to  the  public  benefit  of  Chriftendom  in  general, 
we  have  made  choice  of  you  as  the  fitteft  and  moft  proper  inftrument  to  refide 
with  them,  as  our  ordinary  embaffador,  and  as  our  counfellor  in  their  council  of 
eftates.  You  may  let  them  know  how  highly  we  do  priie  and  value  their  amity  and 
alliance,  and  the  charge  you  have  received  from  us,  for  the  performance  of  all  good 
offices,  by  your  care  and  induftry  to  continue,  conferve,  and  confirm  the  fame. 

And  as  on  our  part  nothing  fhall  be  found  defeiftive,  which  either  may  weaken 
or  interrupt  the  amity,  contracted  between  us  and  them  ;  fo  do  we  expeft  to  receive 
from  them  a  reciprocal  interchange  of  all  offices  of  kindnefs  and  courtefy,  which- 
may  have  regard  either  to  the  honour  of  our  perfon,  or  to  the  benefit  and  contentment 
of  our  fubjects.  And  though  we  have,  as  likewife  they  have,  many  other  friends 
and  alliesj  whom  in  reafon  of  ftate  both  we  and  they  do  clierifn  and  embrace :  yet 
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the  unifonnity  of  religion,  which  we  and  they  unanimely  do  profefs,  i-s  a  bond  of 
that  ftridnefs  and  affurance,  as  we  both,  without  jealoufy  or  diftruft,  confidently  may 
repofe  ourfelves  in  the  love  and  amity  the  one  of  the  other. 

Laftly,  you  may  not  forget  to  infmuate  yourfelf  into  their  favour  and  good  opi^ 
nion,  by  declaring  how  ready  and  willing  you  will  be  to  do  them  the  bell  offices, 
which  fhall  depend  on  your  power ;  and  to  give  them  afTurance,  that  all  your  en- 
deavours and  defigns  fhall  aim  at  no  other  end,  but  to  maintain  that  good  correfpon- 
dence  and  underftanding,  which  for  many  years  together  hath  been  between  our 
kingdom  and  their  provinces. 

You  likewife  fliall  have  letters  to  our  coufin  the  count  Maurice.  Him  you  m_ay 
allure  of  our  love  and  favour,  and  of  the  continuance  of  our  afFeftion  to  the  welfare 
of  thofe  provinces,  in  whole  confervation  and  profperity  he  doth  hold  fo  great  an 
interell.  Whereof  as  upon  all  occafions  we  heretofore  have  been  ready  to  give 
an  ample  and  large  teftimony;  fo  whenfoever  that  ftate  fliall  have  caufe  to  make 
ufe  either  of  our  favour,  or  the  fervice  of  our  fubjefts,  we  will  make  it  appear  to  the 
view  of  the  world,  how  much  we  refpecft  their  amity,  and  how  much  we  tender  their 
happinefs  and  felicity. 

After  you  are  to  demand  an  audience  of  the  council  of  ftate,  after  you  have  deli- 
vered your  letters  of  credence,  you  may  fay  unto  them,  that  that  place,  which  we 
hold  in  that  affembly,  having  been  long  vacant,  you  are  lent  to  fupply  it.  You 
may  pray  them  to  receive  you  into  their  college,  and  to  hold  you  as  a  member  of 
that  fociety :  which  favour  your  painful  and  faithful  endeavours  for  the  advance- 
ment of  the  honour  of  their  fervice,  and  the  eftablifhment  of  the  welfare  of  their 
affairs,  fhall  ftudy  to  deferve.  Before  they  receive  you,  and  give  you/eance  in  their 
council,  the  ftates  general  will  prefent  you  an  oath,  which,  all  your  predecelTors  hav- 
ing taken,  you  are  not  to  refufe. 

Hitherto  you  are  direfted  how  to  carry  yourfelf  In  the  point  of  ceremony.  For 
matters  of  greater  fubftance,  which  may  concern  our  fervice,  though  from  time  to 
time  yoTj  fhall  receive  by  order  from  us  directions  ex  re  nata-,  yet  by  way  of  pro- 
vifion,  thefe  may  ferve  for  a  ground-work,  upon  which  you  may  found  your  judge- 
ment in  thewhole  conduft  of  your  negotiation.  You  are  not  fuch  a  ftranger  to  the 
affairs  of  thofe  parts  (though  you  have  lived  in  a  more  remote  place)  but  that  you 
will  underftand,  that  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces,  almoft  two  years  fince, 
did  furprize  the  caftle  and  town  of  Juliets  •,  under  which  pretext  the  archduke  fent 
the  marquis  Spinola  with  a  powerful  army  to  invade  thofe  countries  ;  who,  finding 
no  enemy  able  to  refift  him,  pofTeffed  himfelf  of  the  principal  places  both  in  Cleves 
and  Juliets. 

We  in  our  judgement  forefeeing,  that  if  thefe  differents  were  not  fpeedily  accom- 
modated, the  war  again  might  break  forth  between  the  archdukes  and  the  ftates^ 
to  the  difturbance  of  the  peace  of  Chriftendom,  were  pleafed  to  fend  an  extraordinary 
embaflador  to  the  ftates  general,  to  move  them  to  hearken  unto  reafon,  and  to  me- 
diate between  them  and  the  archdukes,  that  the  places  in  the  countries  of  Cleves  and 
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Juliers,  reciprocally  poflefTed  by  their  men  of  war,  might  be  re-^elivered  into  the 
hands  of  the  two  princes  of  Brandenburg  and  Newburg.  Hereupon  at  the  town  of 
Zantenin  Cleveland  an  aflembly  was  appointed  of  all  parties  interefted  in  this  caufe; 
and  at  length  a  treaty  concluded,  the  execution  whereof  hitherto  had  been  made 
fruftrate  by  unneceiTary  difputes,  fometimes  of  the  one,  fometimes  of  the  other  party. 
What  pains  and  travails  we  ourfelves  have  been  pleafed  to  take  in  our  own  perfon, 
we  refer  you  to  thofe  overtures,  articles,  and  propofitions,  which  we  ourfelves  with 
our  own  pen  have  fet  down,  which  in  uprightnefs  of  judgement  being  drawn  with 
that  indifferency  of  reafon  and  equity,  without  partiality  to  either  party,  ought  to 
have  carried  with  them  fo  much  weight  and  credit,  as  to  have  induced  all  parties  to 
have  embraced  a  peace,  and  made  reftitution  of  thofe  places  they  ftill  ufurp.  Yet 
at  length  we  prevailed  thus  far  with  the  archdukes,  that  they  were  content  to  make 
reftitution  of  the  places  they  held,  fo  that  the  formulary  prefcribed  by  them  might 
be  indefinite;  and  the  name  of  us,  and  of  the  French  king,  which  in  the  former 
were  inferted,  might  be  omitted.  We  out  of  the  zeal  we  have  to  eftablifli  a  perfect 
peace  in  thefe  parts  of  the  world,  prefuming  of  the  intereft  we  hold  in  the  friendfliip 
of  the  ftates,  having  firft  advifed  with  their  embaffador,  fir  Noel  Caron,  who  re- 
fideth  with  us,  did  undertake,  that  the  ftates  fliould  accept  the  formularly,  which 
the  archdukes  had  conceived ;  and  the  rathei-  to  perfuade  them  thereunto,  did  offer 
ourfelves  to  be  a  warrant  and  pledge,  that  the  treaty  of  Zanten  fliould  be  duly  ob- 
ferved.  Though  we  cannot  fay,  that  the  ftates  do  peremptorily  refufe  to  accept  the 
archdulvcs  formulary,  and  the  off"er  we  do  tender  them;  yet,  on  the  other  fide,  we 
know  not  out  of  what  Icrupulofity  they  do  not  accept  it ;  whereby  the  treaty  of 
Zanten  is  not  put  in  execution,  to  the  utter  ruin  and  defolation  of  the  poor  country 
of  Cleves  and  Juliers. 

Therefore  our  pleafure  is,  that  as  foon  as  yoti  are  fettled  at  the  Hague,  having  firft 
founded  the  affeftions  of  count  Maurice,  monf  Barnevelt,  and  the  principal  of 
your  college  in  the  council  of  ftate,  you  demand  audience  in  the  afi^embly  of  the 
ftates  general ;  and  after  having  remonftrated  unto  them  the  care  we  have  of  the 
peace  of  Europe;  the  affeftion  we  bear  to  the  advancement  of  their  affairs,  and  the 
tendernefs  we  have  of  their  honour,  which,  you  may  plainly  tell  them,  doth  fuffer 
much  in  the  opinion  of  the  world,  in  that  they  detain  thofe  places,  which  they  know 
of  right  appertain  to  other  princes ;  you  fhall  exhort  them  in  our  name  to  make  an 
end  of  thefe  troubles  and  differences,  to  accept  of  the  formulary  prefented  by  the 
archdukes.,  and  of  the  offer,  which  we  have  macie  them  for  the  afl^jred  performance  of 
the  treaty  at  Zanten.:  which  if  they  ftiall  refufe  to  do,  you  may  declare  unto  them  in 
mild  and  modeft  terms,  that  if  the  peace  they  now  enjoy. ftiall  come  to  .be  troubled, 
they  only  are  to  blame  their  own  wilfulnefs-,  which  is  to  be  feared  may  draw  upon 
them  thofe  troubles  and  confufions,  from  which  the  countenance  of  their  friends  ftiall 
not  have  .power  to  relieve  them.  You  may  likewife  en  -pajfant  touch  the  late  expe- 
dition of  count  Henry  in  the  country  of  Ravenfbergh;  .and  fliew  unto  them  how 
much  ill  blood  their  courfes  of  violence  doth  engender,  to  pofiefs  themfelves  of  thofe 
ueutral  places ;  though,  as  they  pretend,  under  the  advow  of.the  Eleftor  of  Branden- 
burg; whereby  the  humoursof  their  adverfaries  are  exafperated,  which  never  .will  be 
mollified  untill  they  be  fatiated  with  revenge. 

What 
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•  WKat  anfwer  they  fhall  make,  you  fhall  receive  in  writing;  and  accordingly,  as 
our  fervice  fhall  require,  you  fhall  receive  fuch  further  direftions.  In  this  caufe 
you  fhall  confer  with  the  French  embalTador,  who  refideth  there,  with  whom  our 
pleafure  is,  as  with  all  other  miniflers  of  our  friends  and  allies,,  you  hold  good  intelli- 
gence. You  fhall  found  him.  hov/  the  king  his  mafter  does  Hand  aifefted,  that  thefe 
differences  for  the  reflitution  of  all  places  on  all  fides  may  be  determined,  whether  he 
hath  not  charge,  that  the  king  his  mailer's  name  may  be  omitted  in  the  formulary; 
ahdwhether  his  mafter  will  be  content  jointly  with  us  to  engage  himfelf,  that  the  treaty 
of  Zanten  may  be  duly  and  fmcerely  obferved. 

Befides  the  common  interefl  we  hold  with  the  ftates,  of  alliance  and  mutual  friend- 
Ihip,,  we  have  this  particular,  that  we  entertain  two  garrifons  in  their  principal  pro- 
vinces; the  one  in  Flufhing  in  Zealand,  the  other  in  the  Brill  in  Holland.  As  oc- 
cafion  fhall  be  prefented,  either  by  your  own  vigilancy,  or  by  the  advertifements  of 
our  governors  of  thofe  towns,  you  fhall  prefs  the  ftates  general  and  council  of  ftate, 
where  caufes  of  that  nature  are  ordinarily  handled,  that  our  cautionary  towns  may 
be  repaired  in  their  fortifications,  and  the  captains  and  foldiers  well  treated;  and 
our  treaties,  concerning  thofe  towns  in  all  points  duly  and  juftly  obferved.  And  be- 
eaufe  we  have  of  our  fubjefts,  in  the  ffervice  of  the  ftates,  upon  the  point  of  200 
companies,  we  cannot  but  be  fenfible  of  their  good,  and  therefore  recommend  them 
to  your  care  and  protetlion,  to  alTift  them  with  your  countenance  in  all  their  lawful 
eaufes  and  purfuits ;  and  by  your  power  to  defend  them  from  injurious  and  wrong- 
ful opprefTions.  And  whereas  the  ftates  are  bound  by  treaty  and  fpecial  obligationj^ 
to  pay  to  us,  during  the  time  of  truce,  the  fum  of  forty  thoufand  pounds  yearly  at, 
the  feafts  of  the  Annunciation  and  Michaelmas ;  in  which  payments  we  have  hitherto 
found  them  flow  and  backward,  though  tempus  interpellat  pro  hmnine ;  yet  you  fhall 
civilly  and  gently  admonifh  them^  more  carefully  to  obferve  the  days  of  payment,  for. 
qui  tardiusfolvity  minus  JolviL 

In  Holland  there  lately  have  been  violent  and  Iharp  conteftations  among  the  towns 
in  ca^fe  of  religion,,  which  we  fear  are  rather  for  the  time  allayed  than  quenched  and 
extinguifhed.  If  therefore  they  fhould  be  unhappily  revived  during  your  time,  you 
fhall  not  forgetj  that  you  are  the  minifter  of  that  mafter,  whom-  God  hath  made  the 
fole  proteftor  of  his  religion;  and  therefore,  befides  your  afTiftance,  which  we  would 
have  you  give  to  the  true  profelTors  of  the  gofpel  in  your  difcourfe  and  conferencesj , 
you  may  let  fall,  how  hateful  the  maintenance  of  thefe  erroneous  opinions  is  to  the 
iiiajefty  of  God,  how  difpleafing  unto  us  their  dearefc  friends,  and  how  difgraceful  to  • 
the  honour  and  government  of  that  ftate. 

Some  two  years  fince  there  did  arife  between  the  company  of  our  Mufcovy  mer-- 
chants  and  the  merchants  of  Amfterdam  a  great  difference  concerning  the  naviga- 
tion of  Greenland,  and  the  fifliing  of  the  whales  in  thofe  parts.  Our  defire  is,  thac 
all  good  correfpondence  may  be  maintained,  as  between  our  crowns  and  their  pro- 
vinces, fo  between 'our  and  their  flibjedls.  Therefore  whenfoever  this  fubjeft  fliall 
fall  into  difcourfe,  either  in  public  or  in  private,  you  m.ay  confidently  relate,  when 
this  queftion  was  debated  before  the  lords  of  the  council,  between  fir  Noel  CaroNj 
their  embalTador,  and  the  governor  of  our  Mufcovian  company ;  it  was  evidently 
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proved,  and  in  a  manner  without  contradiction,  that  our  fubjefts  were  firft  difco- 
verers  of  that  navigation  and  that  trade  of  fifliing :  that  privately  they  were  pof- 
fefled  of  that  ifland,  and  there  had  planted  and  erefted  our  ftandard,  thereby  to  fig- 
nify  and  notify  to  the  world  the  property,  which  we  challenge;  which  our  fubjefts 
by  their  induftries  having  appropriated  to  themfelves,  did  not  hold  it  reafonable  they 
fhould  be  forced  to  communicate  to  others  the  fruits  of  their  labours.  You  may  fay, 
that  we  ever  did  fhew  ourfelves  ready,  by  the  courfe  of  the  carriage  of  our  aftionsj 
to  conferve  the  mutual  correfpondence,  which  is  between  our  crowns  and  their  pro- 
vinces; but  without  wrong  to  our  honour,  which  we  will  ever  be  found  careful  to 
preferve,  we  may  not  negleft  the  welfare  and  profperity  of  our  loyal  and  loving 
lubje6ts. 

Some  differences  there  have  been  between  our  brother  the  king  of  Denmark  and  the 
ftates,  which,  though  they  be  appeafed,  yet  there  remain  fome  relics  of  bitternefs  in 
the  ftomachs  of  them  both ;  which,  as  occafion  fhall  ferve,  yet  rather  aliud  agendo 
than  deditd  opera,  we  would  have  you  to  fweeten,  and,  if  it  be  poffible,  to  fettle  a 
good  correfpondence  between  them. 

The  princes  of  the  religion  in  Germany,  namely  our  dear  fon  the  eleflor  Palatine, 
as  diredor  of  that  union,  fhall  have  often  caufe  to  treat  with  the  ftates,  and  to  fend 
their  embafladors  thither;  whom  we  do  require  you  with  courtefy  to  entertain,  as  the 
minifters  of  our  good  friends,  and  affift  them  with  your  council  and  good  advice,  for 
the  more  fpeedy  and  happy  difpatch  of  their  bufinefs. 

The  laft  year  our  fon  the  elector  Palatine,  in  the  name  of  the  princes  in  Germany, 
as  director  of  the  union,  did  make  a  league  offenfive  with  the  ftates  of  the  United 
Provinces,  which  was  contracted  for  the  fpace  of  fifteen  years;  which  league  the 
princes  of  the  union,  unwilling  to  be  embarked  in  a  war,  make  difficulty  to  avow, 
becaufe  it  is  of  longer  continuance  by  feven  years  than  the  truce,  which  the  ftates 
have  made  with  the  king  of  Spain  and  the  archdukes.  Hereupon  the  eleCtor  hath 
made  offer,  the  better  to  juftify  his  own  honour,  to  enter  into  league  apart  with  the 
ftates,  and  therein  hath  intreated  by  letters  we  have  received  from  him,  the  favour  of 
our  mediation.  If  therefore,  during  your  abode  with  the  ftates,  any  of  the  minifters 
of  our  faid  fon  fhall  negotiate  this  affair  v/ith  them;  we  require  you  to  give  them  your 
beft  afllftance,  and  to  ufe  our  name  to  the  ftates  to  advance  this  bufinefs,  which,  you 
may  tell  them,  will  be  both  honourable  for  their  provinces,  and  very  acceptable  to 
us,  and  will  at  the  end  draw  the  reft  of  the  princes  of  the  union  to  undertake  the 
defence  of  the  caufe. 

Heretofore  we  have  been  engaged  in  the  defence  of  our  coufin  the  count  of 
Friefland,  whom  our  protection  hath  preferved  in  his  ftate  againft  the  attempts  and 
practices  of  the  town  of  Embden :  and  therefore  we  do  require  you,  if  any  of 
his  minifters  fhall  addrefs  themfelves  unto  you,  to  afford  them  in  their  juft  caufes 
your  lawful  favour.  The  lilvC  you  fliall  perform  in  the  affairs  of  the  duke  of  Savoy 
and  the  count  of  Oldenburgh,  as  you  fhall  be  requefted  by  them  or  their  minifters. 
We  underftand,  that  our  nephew  the  duke  of  Brunfwick  and  the  town  itfelf  have 
made  prefentation  to  fome  of  our  minifters,  to  fubmit  to  the  arbitrement  of  us,  and 

of 
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of  our  brother  the  king  of  Denmark,  the  decifion  of  all  the  differents,  which  long 
have  been  in  fufpence  between  them.  Therefore  we  are  pleafed  for  the  effeeT;ing  of  fo 
good  a  work,  that  if  from  the  king  of  Denmark  you  fhall  be  required,  or  called  by- 
the  duke  our  nephew,  you  tranfport  yourfelf  into  that  country,  and  employ  your  belt 
endeavours,  by  the  mediation  of  our  name^  to  fettle  a  folid  and  fure  peace  between  the 
laid  duke  and  town. 

Laftly,.  you  Ihall  hold  with  all  our  minifi:ers  abroad^  namely,  with  our  agents  refiding 
with  the  princes  poffidents  of  Gleves  and  Juliers,  and  they  with  you,  good  corcefpon-^ 
dency  for  the  better  underftanding  of  this  fuite  of  affairs,  which  will  direfl  your 
judgement  in  the  carriage  of  all  bufineffeSj  and  give  you  better  aflurance  of  your  ne- 
gotiations, either  public  or  private.

By  the  report  of  this  gentleman  you  will  underftand  the  caufe  of  this  fudden  journey, 
which  is,  if  I  miftake  not,  to  make  known- to  the  ftates-  the  ftate  of  their  difference 
with  the  Ufcocchi;  and  that  it  is  fomented  by  the  houfe  of  Auftria.  His  majefty 
doth  require  you  to  do  that,  which  out  of  your  own  judgement  you  would  otherv/ife 
do ;  that  is,  to  give  this  gentleman  all  countenance  and  affiftance :  and  fo  I  leave  this 
matter.  Sir  H.  Fanshaw  at  the  affizes  *  fitting  at  dinner  with  the  judges  is  fallen 
into  an  apoplexy;  of  which  unhappinefs  no  man  is  forer  than  myfelf.  There  will  be  a 
peace  in  France,  whither  my  lord  Hayes  doth  go  embaffador  extraordinary,  Re^

Though  I  ufed  all  poffible  diligence  in  my  coming  hither,  and  after,  my  arrival  here, 
in  obtaining  my  firft  audience,  it,  is  long  before  I  could  give  his  majefty  an  account, 
that  I  am  here  lettled  in  his  fervice;  the  contrary  wind  holding  me  long  in  my  paffage, 
and  the  abfence  of  moft  of  the  ftates  general  about  their  yearly  contributions,  and 
the  ficknefs  of  iVI..  Barnevelt,  caufing,  as  it  were,  a  dead  calm  in  this  court.    Now

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the  one  are  daily  expefted  out  of  their  feveral  provinces ;  and  the  other,  having  over- 
come the  fury  of  a  fharp  fever,  wliich  endangered  his  life,  will  come  abroad  as  Toon  as 
he  hath  recovered  ftrength ;  fo  as  they  being  affembled,  I  fhali  then  more  feafonably 
propound  fuch  things  as  I  have  in  my  inftrufcions  from  his  majefty,  than  now  that,  he 
being  abfent,  and  their  number  fo  fev/,  I  may  fay  they  have  neither  foul  nor  body. 
Mean  time  I  have  difpatched  the  ceremonial  part  of  my  charge,  having  prefented  my- 
fcif  to  thofe  few  of  the  ftates  general,  which  reprefent  the  reft,  the  loth  of  this  prefcnt; 
and  yefterday  I  v/as  admitted  of  their  council  of  ftate  with  the  accuftomed  form;  in 
each  of  which  places  I  ufed  thofe  fpeeches  whereof  I  fend  herewith  the  copies,  and 
received  anfwer  to  both  mucli  to  the  fameefFeft;  which  was,  very  ample  acknowledge- 
ment of  his  Majefty's  great  and  continual  favour  to  their  ftate ;  with  profeffion  of  their 
due  and  faithful  fervice  to  his  majefty,  their  allov/ing  the  choice  it. hath  pleafed  his 
majefty  to  make  of  me  his  minifter,  and  defiring  me  to  perform  all  good  ofnces, 
both  with  his  majefty  and  otherv/ife,  for  the  good  of  their  ftate.  I  have  been  defrayed 
by  the  ftate  ever  fince  the  14th  of  this  month,  that  I  came  to  this  place  5  which  was 
the  fame  day  I  arrived  at  Rotterdam.  Upon  my  entry  into  the  council  of  ftate,  I  in- 
treated  them  to  ceafe  their  trouble  and  charge  in  that  kind.  I  was  vifited  by  count 
Maurice  the  next  day  after  my  arrival,  and  the  fame  day  of  my  firft  audience  deli- 
vered him  his  majefty's  letters,  ufing  fuch  fpeech  unto  him  as  I  had  order  inmy  in- 
ftru(5lions  ;  which  he  accepted  very  thankfully,  with  much  profeffion  of  his  devoted 
fervice  to  his  majefty.  Monf.  Barnevelt  being  returned  the  17th  of  this  month  from 
a  journey  he  had  made  to  the  marriage  of  the  young  count  Van  Brederode  (wherein 
by  fome  diforder  he  got  his  ficknefs)  came  to  vifit  me  the  day  foUowng,  and  was 
very  ample  in  acknowledging  the  antient  obligations  of  this  fl'a^e  to  his  majefty, 
.afcribing  their  fubfiftence  unto  him  next  under  God,  and  defpairing  of  continuance, 
if  his  princely  favour  fhould  fail  them.  I  gave  thofe  affurancesj  which  were  fir  for 
this  purpofe,  and  received  from  him  very  large  offers  of  his  readinefs  in  any  thing, 
which  m.ight  concern  his  majefty's  fervice.  By  others,  both  of  the  ftates  general  and 
council  of  ftate,  which  are  here  prefent,  I  have  been  likewife  vifited,  as  deputies 
for  the  reft,  and  particularly  by  thofe  to  whom  I  had  your  honour's  private  letters : 
Cnly  fecretary  Huygens  excepted,  who  is  mchicdato  with  the  gout. 

The  Venetian  fecretary,  by  whom  I  received  your  honour's  letters  of  the  loth  of 
this  prefent,  arrived  here  the  21ft.  Yefterday  he  had  audience  of  the  ftates  general,  to 
whom  he  explained  the  ftate  of  the  bufinefs  betwixt  his  mafters  and  theUfcocchi;  and 
how  it  hath  drawn,  in  confequence,  a  quarrel  with  the  houfe  of  Auftna,  which  he 
fhewed  how  far  it  had  been  carried  both  in  treaty  and  hoftility;  making  his  whole 
difcourfe  ha.rratory  only,  without  inft'ance  or  demand.  The  anfwer,  which  v/as  given 
liim,  he  took  to  be  very  cold,  it  being  both  brief,  a'nd  in  general  terms  3  yet  his 
meffage  requiring  no  anfwer,  I  fee  not  Vv'hat  he  could  expect  more.  But  the  fame  day 
two  of  the  ftates  general,  one  of  Guelders,  the  other  of  Zealand,  inviting  themfelves 
to  him  to  dinner  at  his  inn,  where  he  is  defrayed,  did  by  v/ay  of  private  difcourfe 
inlarge  themfelves  farther,  fhewing  much  likelihood  this  ftate  would  be  ready  to 
embrace  a  league  or  confederation  ■with  the  ftate  of  Venice,  in  cafe  it  were  propoled; 
wherein  he  anfwered,  he  had  no  commiffion,  but  promifed  to  v/rire  to  Venice. 
V^ith  count  Maurice  he  hath  pafled  the  like  office,  and  hathhad  the  beft-  affiftance 
I  could  2-ive  him.  .  .

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Yefterday  I  received  a  letter  from  your  honour  of  the  126.  of  this  prefent,  in  favour 
of  mr.  Thomas  Boothby,  merchant  of  London,  whofe  foUicitor  I  have  advifed  to 
fufpend  the  delivery  of  his  majefty's  letters,  until  monf.  Barnevelt  come  abroad, 
he  being  beft  acquainted  v/ith  the  bufinefs,  and  moft  able  to  procure  fatfsfaftion. 
Mean  time,  if  there  be  need,  I  will  endeavour  to  make  ftay  of  Moy  Lambert  at 
Rotterdam,  v/ho  provides  for  a  nev/  voyage,  and  will  give  the  parties  interefted  the 
beft  help  I  may. 

They  are  here  much  ftartled  v/ith  fudden  advertifements  from  count  Ernest  of 
NalTau  of  the  5th  of  April,  dated  at  Arnheim,  which  accufe  other  letters  of  the 
4th  from  Meurs  and  other  places  there  adjoining,  that  the  archduke's  troops  are 
palTed  the  Rhine,  to  the  number  of  7000  foot  and  1500  horfe :  that  they  have  drawn, 
out  of  Wefel  ten  pieces  of  artillery,  with  all  forts  of  munition  j  whereof  five  are 
of  that  greatnefs,  that  they  are  drawn  each  of  thern  with  25  horfe,  all  undet-  the 
condudl  of  the  count  Henry  Vandenberg,  but  with  expectation  of  the  comino- 
from  Bruffels  of  the  marquis  Spinola.  The  common  voice  of  thofe  parts  is,  that 
they  go  to  poffefs  themfelves  of  Zoeft,  Lipftadt,  and  Dourtmondt,  and  other  towns 
and  places  remaining  neutral  in  the  dutchy  of  Bergh,  and  county  of  Marche ;  but 
they  are  not  thought  of  fufficient  importance  for  fo  great  preparation;  in  wliich  re- 
gard it  is  rather  judged  they  have  defign  either  upon  Embden  (which  the  Spaniards 
both  before  and  during  the  whole  time  of  the  wars  ever  aimed  at)  or  upon  Bremen, 
to  fecond  the  pretenfions  of  the  bifliop  of  Colen.  This  ftate  is  far  from  apprehenfion 
of  any  danger  to  themfelves;  yet  in  all  event  they  have  reinforced  their  garrifons  of 
Emerick  and  R.hees,  caufmg  all  fort  of  powder  and  munition  to  be  traniported 
thither,  with  order  to  ail  their  troops,  both  liorfe  and  foot,  to  be  ready  upon  the  firft 
command.  Whatever  the  other  fide  intends,  it  is  thought  the  taking  of  Burdo 
(whereof  your  honour  hath  heard)  and  the  journey  to  Brunfwick  hath  ftirred  them 
to  do  fbmev/hat  lil^ewife  for  reputation,  though  in  an  unfeafonable  time,  either  for 
marching  or  forage. 

In  the  abfence  of  the  prince  of  Brandenburg  (who  about  a  month  fince  went  with 
a  convoy'of  the  ftates  horfe  towards  the  eleftor  his  father,  and  doth  make  account  tO' 
return,  by  the  prince  ele6lor  palatine's  court  within  the  fpace  of  fix  weeks)  his  counciL 
hath  written  hither  from  Cieve  upon  occafion  of  the  ftirring  of  the  archduke's  troopS;^, 
defiring  this  ftate  to  be  vigilant  upon  the  protection  of  their  maflers. 

Tlie  day  before  my  arrival'  at  this  place  there  was  found  cafualiy  in  the  court,  covefeA- 
in  the  ordinary  dufl-heap,  the  body  of  a  man  murthered,  with  two  wounds'  through 
his  heart ;.  his  clotlies,  hat,  and  cloke  being  on,  and  a  ring  on  his  finger  of  good  va:lue.. 
He  was  prefently  known  to  be  a  jev/eller  of  Amfterdam,  by  name  Van  Weelen,  who 
v/as  fent  for  hither  by  the  ftates,,  partly  upon  occafion  of  the  m^arriage  of  the  count 
Van  Brederode,  and  partly  for  that  of  count  FIenry,  for  which  they  make  pro- 
vifion;  v;hereby  he  became  furnifhed- with  jewels  to  the  value  of  10,000/.  fterl.  of 
all  which  he  was  robbed,  and  nothing  as  yet  difcovered,  either  of  the  perfons,  which 
committed  the  fact,  or  the  jewels.  Three  days  before  the  time  he  was  found  dead, 
he  was  early  in  the  morning  with  monf.  Barnevelt,  to  whom-  he  was  appointed  to 
return  by  five  in  the  afternoon,  whereof  he  failed^  and  was  for  that  time  forward 
3  miffing 
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miffing  at  his  lodging,  fo  as  by  conjefture  he  was  then  murdered,  and  kept  two  days 
above  ground.  The  fufpicion  lights  moll  upon  the  notaries  houfes  adjoining  to  the 
place,  where  the  body  was  found  -,  and  the  friends  of  the  party,  that  was  murdered, 
reft  very  ill  fatisfied  of  the  flender  inquiry,  which  is  made  amongft  them,  or  in  the 
reft  of  the  courts  though  abroad,  by  proclamations,  fearches,  and  inquiries,,  no  di- 
ligence is  omitted  for  difcovery. 

The  particularities  of  this  accident,  though  they  concern  a  private  perfon,  I  write 
your  honour,  in  regard  on  the  archduke's  fide  it  is  drawn  into  a  matter  of  public  fcan- 
dal,  wherewith  they  fill  both  the  pulpit  and  the  piazza.  And  now  I  know  not  whether 
I  fliould  afk  pardon  more  for  my  long  filence,  or  my  long  letter ;  but  I  befeech  your 
honour  to  continue  your  wonted  favour  in  excuiing  all  errors  to  his  majefty,  in  hope 
that,  upon  better  pradlice  of  the  language  wherein  I  treat,  though  longdifufed,  and 
the  knowledge  of  their  affairs  upon  more  experience,  I  may  in  fome  fort  anfwer  the  re- 
commendation your  honour  hath  ufed  in  my  behalf,  whereof  I  both  tafted  the  fruits 
in  England,  and  find  thofe  good  impreffions  your  honour  left  in  this  place  j  for  which 
I  muft  acknowledge  my  due  obligation,  with  profeffion  ever  to  reft,  as  I  am  bound.

By  reafon  that  monf..  Barnevelt  doth  not  yet  come  abroad  fince  his  late  ficknefs, 
and  that  count  Maurice  hath  likewife  for  this  week  paft  kept  his  houfe,  being  in  a 
courfe  of  diet,  I  have  for  matter  of  negotiation  gone  no  farther  than  I  advertifed  your 
honour  by  my  firft  difpatch  from  this  place  of  the  29th  of  the  laft.  For  the  occur- 
rents  of  thefe  parts,  they  are  here  fince  that  time  thus  advertifed,  Stuckenburgh 
the  governor  of  Grave  (who  is  ferjeant  major  general  of  the  horfe  for  this  ftate)  being 
in  his  return  from  conducing  the  prince  of  Brandenburgh  towards  German]^,  hearing 
of  the  marching  of  the  archduke's  troops,  fent  eight  of  his  horfe  with  his  lieutenant 
to  Zoeft,  to  take  p.offeffion  of  the  place  in  the  name  of  the  ftates.  They  being  re- 
ceived by  the  inhabitants,  count  Henry  Vandenberg  came  before  the  place  with 
cannon  the  8  th  of  this  prefent  N.  S.  which  anfwered  the  firft  fhot  with  five  or  fix 
from  the  walls,  but  rendered  the  fame  night,  and  took  in  a  garrifon  of  200  Spaniards. 
The  condition,  or  what  became  of  Stuckenburgh's  men,  is  not  advertifed  from 
thence.  Count  Henry  marched  towards  Lipftadt,  where  Stuckenburgh  is  in  per- 
fon j  but  the  place  not  defenfible:  it  is  like  before  this  time  it  hath  run  the  fame 

C  2  fortune 
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fortune  as  the  other.  Before  Zoeft  count  He^try  and  Stuckeneurgh  had  long 
fpeech  together,  where  the  count  demanded  of  him  by  what  commiffion  he  poffeffed 
himfelf  of  thofe  places;  to  which  he  could  make  no  anfwer.  Whereupon  the  count 
fhewed  hirn  one,  and  told  (which  becaufe  he  cannot  read,  he  took  on  the  count's 
word)  that  it  gave  him  authority  to  polTefs  himfelf  of  thofe  places,  notwithftanding 
that  the  ftatesmen  had  been  formerly  entered  v/ith  their  commiffion.  The  day  after 
the  place  was  reduced,  a  commiffion  arrived  there  from  count  Maurice,  vv^hich  was 
difpatched  from  hence  in  diligence  upon  the  firfi:  news  of  the  enemies  marching.  The 
like  is-  fent  to  Lipfbadt,  but.it  is  doubted  it  will  come  too  late,  or  howfoever  that 
it  will  not  be  regarded.  -All  advertifements  concur,  that  from  thence  the  enemy  will 
march  to  Hildeftun,  an  epifcopal  fee  in  poffeffion  of  the  duke  of  Brunfwick,  but 
claimed  by  the  elector  of  Colen,  who,  armed  with  the  emperor's  authority,  is  faid 
to  be  in  perfbn  with  the  archduke's  troops.  There  is  nothing  in  all  that  j urifdiction  of 
flrength  to  make  refiftance. 

As  any  thing  fhall  further  occur,  I  will  take  the  liberty,  by  private  letters,  as  there 
is  commodity  of  meffages,  to  advertife  your  honour;  and  for  the  prefent  I  humbly 
take  leave.

By  my  lafl:  of  the  ^-^  of  this  prefent,  I  advertifed  your  honour  of  the  taking  of 
Zoefr  by- count  Henry  Vanden.e'erg..  Since  there  is  news  of  the  like  fuccefs  at 
Lipftadt;  though,  before  it  rendered,  it  endured  more  iliot  of  cannon  than  the  other.. 
The  inhabitants  of  Zoefl,  immediately  after  the  departure  of  count  Henry  towards 
Lipftadt,.  difarmed  the  aoo  Spaniards,  v/hich  he  left  there  in  garrifon ;  'but  at  his 
return  he  caufed  their  arms  to  be  reitored ;  and  with  other  nations  increafed  their 
number  to  700.  In  Lipftadt  he  hath  left  500,  and  is  now  faid  to  be  returned  with 
the  reft  of  his  troops  towards  the  Rhine.  They  do  here  much  complain  of  the  attempt, 
in  regard  that  thofe  two  places  had  each  of  them  feveral  afts  of  neutrality  both  from 
count  Maurice  and  the  marquis  Spinola;  as  i'ikewife  from  the  two  princes  Bran- 
denburgh  and  Newburgh;  and  they  are  now  entering  into  confultation  of  going  into 
the  field  to-  prevent  further  attempts :  upon  which  occafion  the  council  of  ftate  both 
yefterday  and  to-day  v/ere  called  before  the  ftates  general;  but  the  refolution  is  de- 
ferred, until  the  coming  to  this  place  of  the  count  Ernest  from  Arnheim  and  Hacken- 
butgh,  who  was  upoii  the  place  a.t  the  approaching  of  the  archduke's  troops;  that 
upon  their  relation  a  better  judgement  may  be  grounded.  Count  Maurice  and 
monf.  Barnevei^t  were  both  of  them,  this  day  in  council,  which  is  the  iirft  coming 
abroad  fince  the  phyfic  of  the  one,  and  ficknefs  of  the  other  -,  fo  as  rfliall  now  no 
longer  defer  to  put  in  execution  what  I  have  in  commandment  from  his  majefty..

My  firft  difpatch  from  this  place  was  by  Herman,  the  poft,  of  the  29th  of  'he 
lall :  fince  which  time  I  wrote  to  your  honour  the  4th  of  this  prelent  by  an  antient  to 
capt.  Vere,  and  the  6th  by  the  lieutenant  Turner. 

Yefterday  was  my  firft  opportunity  to  fpeak  in  full  affembly  of  the  ftates  general ; 
thofe  of  Holland  having  been  till  that  time  abfent,  by  reafon  of  their  particular  affairs. 
Where  I  ufed  fuch  fpeech  (as  near  as  my  memory  and  ability  would  ferve)  as  might  bcft 
concur  with  his  majefly's  verbal  inftruftions;  and  thofe  I  received  in  writing  from  your 
honour :  the  copy  whereof  I  lend  your  honour^  to  the  end  you  may  be  pleafed  tliere- 
with  to  acquaint  his  majefty. 

Tvro  days  before  I  fpoke  in  private  with  monf.  Barnevelt  to  the  like  effett,  both 
concerning  Vorstius  and  the  archduke's  formulary  ;  to  the  former  of  which  he  made 
fma-11  anfwer,  fave  only  that  he  took  notice  of  having  underftood  from  fir  Noel  Caron 
of  his  mjajefty's  diflike  of  a  book  written  by  Vorstius,  in  anfwer  of  Slade,  and 
defired  to  have  a  note  of  fuch  exceptions  as  were  taken  againft  the  book,  which  I  lent 
him  the  next  day,  in  conformity  to  one  I  received  from  England  by  his  majefly's  order 
from  my  lord  bifhop  of  Bath. 

In  the  other  argument  touching  the  formulary,  he  difcourfed  long,  repeating  u/ci7{e 
ah  Dvo  the  whole  difcourfes  of  the  negotiation  •,  laying  the  fault  on  the  king  of  Spam's 
minulers,  that  the  treaty  of  Zanten  was  not  put  in  execution. 

Touching  the  form.ulary  laft  propofed  by  the  archdukes,  in  regard  it  hath  neither 
reference  to  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  nor  doth  yet  make  mention  of  his  majefty,  or  the 
French  king;  he  faid,  this  ftate  made  fuch  fcruple  to  admit  thereof,  doubting  left,  im- 
mediately after  their  leaving  what  they  now  polTefs  in  Cleves  and  Juliers,  the  whole 
country  would  be  feized  upon  under  title  of  the  emperor;  and  then  he  thought  his 
majefty  would  be  the  firft, that  would  blame  them.,  who,  by  the  experience  they  have, 
more  than  other  princes  and  ftates,  of  the  fraudulent  dealing  of  the  Spaniard,  fhould 
ijfe  more  caution  than  others  in  preventing  of  danger;  adding  further,  that  the  country 
being  once  poffefTed  by  the  Spaniard  under  title  of  the  emperor,  he  doubted  whether 
his  majefty  would  engage  himfelf  in  a  war  for  the  recovery  thereof;  as  likewife,  whether 
this  ftate  would  enter  into  a  new  charge  and  expence  to  recover  that  hardly  again,  in 
the  right,  and  to  the  ule,  of  a  third  perfon,  which  now  by  accepting  this  formulary 
would  be  fo  eafily  rendered.  -  In  this  regard,  he  faid,  the  ftates  had  lijfpended  their 
aniV.'er  to  his  majefty,  being  unwilling  to  give  a  refufal  to  a  prince,  to  whom  they 
owe  fo  much  refpeft :  and  now  he  thought,  by  reafon  the  enemy  had,  againft  a  folemn 
,  aft  of  neutrality  given  under  hand  and  feal  of  the  generals  on  both  fides,  pofTefied 
themfelves  of  two  towns  (wherein  the  ftates  had  men  formerly,  but  withdrew  them 
upon  the  contraft)  the  propofition  would  be  more  unreafonable.  In  which  regard  he 
wifhed  me  firft  to  write  unto  his  majefty  before  I  would  Ipeak  in  public  of  this  fubjett, 
and  expeft  his  majefty's  further  order.  I  told  him,  that  as  thefe  accidents  did  mul- 
tiply in  confequence  one  of  another,  for  the  difturb.ance  of  the  coaimon  quiet,  I 

thought 
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thought  it  the  more  neceffary  to  make  the  overture  the  fooner,  to  prevent  further  in- 
conveniencies.  "Withal  that  my  order  from  his  majeity  was  exprefs,  and  that  his  ma- 
jefty  had  now  long  expefted  their  anlwer,  which  I  perfuaded  by  the  befl;  arguments 
I  could,  grounded  both  upon  the  public  good,  and  their  own  particular,  might  be 
framed  in  that  Ibrt,  that  without  further  delay  this  different  might  be  ended. 

He  willied  me  to  fpeak  with  count  MAURicE,vvhich  (according  to  his  majefty's  order) 
'I  did  the  next  day,  and  found  him  no  lefs  averfe  in  accepting  the  treaty  of  Zanten. 
His  conceit  is,  that  the  Spaniards  have  taken  a  determinate  refolution,  either  by  force 
or  pradice,  to  poffefs  the  countries  of  Cleves  and  JuiierSj  whereby  to  feparate  thefe 
provinces  from  their  intercouxie  with  Germany. 

The  like  jealoufy  I  find  hath  taken  feat  in  all  others,  v/ith  whom  I  have  had  con- 
ference, both  of  the  ftates  general  and  council  of  ilate;  the  opinion  being,  that  the 
emperor  will  prefently  make  fequeftration  of  thefe  countries,  which  they  interpret  to 
be  no  better  in  effedtj  than  an  incorporation  of  them  to  the  Spanifh  dominions. 

The  French  embaffador  here  refident,  with  whom  I  have  likewife  treated,  doth 
fuffer  himfelf  to  be  led  away  with  the  fame  confent,  and  takes  the  defire  of  the  arch- 
dukes to  have  both  the  mention  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  and  the  names  of  his  mafrer 
and  his  majefty  omitted  in  the  formulary,  either  to  be  a  fraud  or  an  indignity  to  their 
honours,  or  both;  in  which  regard  having  no  exprefs  order  to  move  publicly  in 
their  aflfembly  to  have  the  formulary  accepted,  he  hath  forborn  the  fame,  as  Jike- 
v/ife  becaufe  he  difcovereth  an  impoffibility  to  have  it  admitted  by  this  Hate  :  though 
otherwife  he  profefles  the  king  his  mailer's  defire  is  to  have  the  difference  for 
reftitution  of  places  on  all  fides  determined,  both  in  regard  of  the  prefent  in- 
conveniencies  to  the  princes,  pretendants  j  as  likewife  of  the  farther  confequence  to 
other  princesj  which  are  interefted,  whereof  he  appears  to  have  that  fenfe  which  is 
jequifite. 

I  can  expe6t  no  fatisfaftory  anfwer  to  my  propofition,  finding  fo  general  adverfenefs 
in  this  ftate,  and  the  more  upon  thefe  new  attempts  by  the  count  Henry  Vanden- 
BERG  upon  Zoell  and  Lipftadt,  and  feizing  himfelf  of  thofe  places  which  were  neu- 
tral. Yet  will  this  overture  ferve  to  reduce  the  matter  into  negotiation  again,  or  into 
fpeech  at  leaft,  which  it  appears  on  this  fide  they  can  be  content  to  avoid,  and  to 
have  the  bufinefs  fleep,  and  fo  each  party  reft  with  what  they  have  purchafed  to  thcm- 
felves,  by  the  unhappy  difference  of  their  neighbours. 

The  quellions  and  conteftations  about  religion  have  been  of  late  fo  hotly  revived, 
that  here  in  their  town  of  their  alTemblies  the  Arminian  fadion  doth  dominare  in  con- 
cionibusy  and  one  Rosseus,  a  preacher  in  this  town  for  many  years  paft,  and  a  chief 
oppofite  of  Arminians,  put  to  filence  by  fentence  of  the  ftates  of  Holland.  Where- 
upon thofe  who  followed  his  fermons  refufe  to  communicate  or  repair  to  the  churches 
of  any  of  the  other  party;  fo  as  every  Sunday  there  are  fix  or  feven  hundred  people 
of  this  town,  which  go  to  Ryfwick,  and  fo  have  done  for  the  fpace  of  thefe  three 
months,  to  hear  fervice  and  fermons,  after  the  fame  manner  as  theproteftants  in  France 
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go  out  of  the  popifli  towns  to  the  reformed  churches  j  fo  great  is  the  animofity  to 
which  they  are  now  grown. 

In  this  regard,  upon  occafion  of  Vorstius,  I  conceived  his  majefty  would  not  millike 
of  my  inlarging  of  myfelf  in  the  point  of  the  peace  of  the  church  in  general;  and 
the  rather  at  this  time,  in  regard  the  ftates  of  Holland  are  here  now  aflembled  in 
treaty  (befides  otlier  matters  of  confequence)  touching  thofe  queftions  among  their 
churchmen.  It  cannot  be  denied  (for  that  I  have  underftood)  but  that  Rosseus  de- 
ferved  his  cenfure  of  filencing,  for  his  perfonal  glancing  at  fome  chief  men  in  this  ftate,, 
andnamingof  others  with  reproach;  though  otherwife  he  have  the  reputation  of  integ- 
rity of  life,  and  a  fingular  gift  in  preaching.  But  their  cenfures  muft  be  indifferent; 
and  if  Rosseus  be  not  thought  fit  for  a  pulpit,  I  fee  not  how  they  can  excuie  the 
holding  Vorstius  longer  in  their  ftate. 

The  anfwer,  which  was  delivered  me  by  the  prefident,  was  only  in  general  termSj 
referring  me  to  further  confultation»  V/hat  I  fhall  receive  hereafter,  I  fhall  with  dili- 
gence advertife  his  majefty. 

Count  Ernest  arrived  here  on  Sunday  laft,  but  brought  no  other  news  of  the  ene- 
my than  was  formerly  advertifed.  Since  we  have  further  confirmation  of  their  being 
returned  towards  the  Rhine,  but  not  yet  repafled. 

They  are  here,  and  have  been  long,  in  confultation  of  taking  Calcar  by  Rhees,, 
and  another  fmall  place  adjoining,  which  fland  upon  the  fame  terms  of  neutrality  as 
did  Zoefl  and  Lipitadt;  but  as  yet  no  refolution  is  taken. 

This  dJfpatch  I  fend  by  a  fervant  of  mine  own  exprefly,  wanting  at  this  prefent  all 
other  fit  commodity..    Alio  I  commit  your  honour  to  God's  holy  prote6lion,  &c. 

The  Venetian  fecretary,  upon  new  order  from  Barbarigo,  hath  had  a  fecond  au^ 
dience  v/ith  the  ftates  general  in  conform.ity  to  the  former,  and  received  an: 
anfwer,  with  which  he  is  parted  this  morning  towards  England  better  fatisfied, 
though  it  be  only  in  general  terms.. 

y^ril  44-  Sir  Dudley  Carleton's  fpeech  in  Fi-ench  to  the  ftates  general  concern- 
ing the  peace  of  the  church,  and  that  of  their  provinces.  A  Jove  principium :  begins 
with  religion,  inveighs  againft  the  Arminians  :  that  Arminius  had  begun  the  inno- 
vations in  religion  in  that' country,,  and  was  followed  by  Vorstius,  who  verifies  the. 
obfervation,  that  r.imitation  du  maljurnionte  toujours  I'exemple.  Complains  that  Vor- 
stius had  in  .1615  printed  at  Tergow  a  book  full  of  heretical  opinions  againft  the 
eternal  power  of  God,  and  of  ironies  and  mockeries  againft  the  honour  of  his  majefty 
the  king  of  England,  and  no  lefs  fcandalcus  to  the  juftice  of  the  Dutch  government: 
he  affirming,  that  there  is  noifentence  of  death,  nor  corporal  puniftiment  there  againft 
heretics,  which  is  an  encouragement  of  fuch  perfons  torefort  thither.

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Tliat  his  majefty  defires  and  endeavours  to  maintain  the  truce  between  them  and 
Spain,  which  was  now  in  danger  of  being  broken. 

Entreats  them  to  accept  of  the  formulary. 

^pril  10.  Secretary  Winwood  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton,  from  Whitehall. 

My  lord, 

I  am  glad  to  underftand  by  your  letters,  which  yefterday  I  received,  of  your  fafe 
arrival  at  the  Hague,  and  of  the  courteous  entertainment,  v/hich  you  received  from 
the  ftates  and  the  count  Maurice;  which  I  take  for  an  happy  augure  of  your  prof- 
peroxis  proceedings  in  the  future  courfe  of  your  employment,  and  that  in  all  good 
luccels  the  end  will  be  anfwerable  to  the  beo;innino-. 

The  greatefl;  matter  of  importance,  that  I  have  to  recommend  unto  you  at  this  time, 
is,  that  you  ufe  all  careful  diligence,  both  v/ith  the  ftates  in  public,  and  in  private 
difcourfe  with  your  coliegues  the  council  of  uiate,  to  accommodate  the  differences  be- 
tween them  and  the  archdukes,  for  the  countries  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  whereof  they 
know  they  zvt  pojfejfores  mala  fidei ;  and  that  the  places  they  hold  reciprocally  may 
be  re-delivered  and  rendered  in  the  hands  ot  the  true  proprietaries,  who  by  force  and 
violence  have  been  difpoireiTed  of  them.  Of  this  matter  you  fnall  do  we'll  to  confer 
with  the  French  embailador,  by  whom  you  fliall  underftand,  Vv'hether  the  king  his 
mafter  be  now  refolved  to  join  with  his  majefty  in  caution  or  warrantife,  that  the  treaty 
of  Zanten  fliall  be  performed  ;  which  if  he  will  do,  either  the  ftates  in  honour  are 
bound  to  render  the  towns,  or  elfe  they  muft  profefs  at  firft  they  did  poflefs  them- 
felves  of  them  with  purpofe  ever  to  hold  them.  His  majefty  hath  reafon  to  be  earneft 
in  this  caufe,  becaufe  the  ftates  did  ever  bear  him  in  hand,  that  they  did  defire  no- 
thing more  than  to  render  thofe  towns,  and  re-e(xablifti  the  princes  into  peaceable 
pofleffion.  And  now  when  by  the  induftry  and  endeavours  all  obftacles  and  exceptions 
by  the  adverfe  party  are  removed,  if  by  the  ftates  new  difficulties,  never  thought  on 
before,  ftiali  be  raifed,  what  can  his  majefty  think,  but  that  he  is  deluded  by  his 
neareft  friends,  in  whole  fincerity  he  did  repofe  moft  afTurcd  confidence  ?  I  confefs 
this  is  a  bufinefs  of  a  delicate  nature,  which  tenderly  is  to  be  handled;  yet  fuch,  I 
doubt  not,  will  be  your  difcretion,  that  you  will  be  both  careful  to  acquit  yoUrfelf  of 
your  charge,  and  refpedful  not  to  give  them  any  fliadow  of  offence. 

The  fecretary  of  Venice  is  Domhii/trailis,  for  in  the  felf-fame  manner  the  embaffador 
here  doth  treat  and  negotiate;  fo  coldly  and  fo  courtly,  that  rather  we  muft  conjeclure 
what  he  is  afraid  to  fay,  than  by  his  difcourfe  we  can  perceive  what  his  true  purpofe 
*and  meaning  is.  Of  Foscarini,  who,  howfoever  he  was  not  the  wifeftman,  yet  in 
his  negotiations  he  did  approve  himfelf  to  be  an  able  embaflador. 

If  we  may  believe  the  count  Scarnaffis,  the  war  in  Piedmont  will  be  renewed, 
who  is  fo  forward,  that  he  hath  fummoned  the  king  to  the  performance  of  his  pro- 
mife,  becaufe  the  treaty  of  Afti  is  not  obferved.  In  cafe  the  differences  between 
the  ftate  of  Venice  and  the  houfe  of  Auftria  be  not  determined,  whereof  there  is 
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fome  hope,  becaufe  the  liege  is  retired  from  Gradifca,  and  that  don  Pedro  de 
Toledo,  the  governor  of  Milan,  fhall  with  violence  alTail  the  ftate  of  the  duke  of 
Savoy;  you  cannot  do  a  better  fervice  to  the  public  good,  than  to  put  fpirits  into 
thole  men,  not  to  fuffer  the  pride  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria  with  infolency  to  domineer 
over  free  and  abfolute  princes. 

The  bearer  of  thefe  is  monf.  Burlamachi,  who  is  difpatched  over,  as  I  under- 
ftand,  by  fir  Noel  Caron.  The  lords  have  delivered  their  relblution,  that,  fith 
the  cautionary  towns  are  held  hut  precario,  that  at  the  end  of  15  years  they  are  to  be 
rendered;  that  of  the  40,000!.  which  his  majefty  doth  receive  during  the  truce, 
a6,oool.  is  employed  for  the  payment  of  the  garrilbns ;  that  the  14,0001.  which 
comes  to  his  majefty's  purfe  in  15  years,  doth  come  but  to  aio,oool.  it  is  more  for 
his  majefty's  fervice,  upon  honourable  conditions,  to  render  up  the  towns,  than  ftill 
to  retain  them.  His  ma.iefty  hath  taken  fome  few  days  to  advife  of  it.  What  his 
pleafure  is,  doth  remain  yet  lodged  in  his  own  breaft,  which  when  he  fhall  difcover, 
I  will  not  fail  to  advertife  you,  with  all  the  circumftances  thereof  depending.  And 
fo  I  reft,  &c.

fent  by  Andrew,  fir  Dudley  Carleton's  fervant. 

My  Lord, 

His  majefty  having  perufed  your  laft  difpatch,  which  I  received  by  this  bearer 
your  fervant,  whom  with  thefe   I  return  unto  you,  is  nothing  well  fatisfied  with  the 
anfwer  of  the  ftates  concerning  the  reddition  of  the  towns  they  hold  in  the  countries 
of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  and  the  reintegration  of  the  princes  litigants  into  pofieffion  of 
their  countries,  out  of  which,  by  violence  of  arms,  they  have  unjuftly  been  dUpoflelTed. 
Therefore  his  majefty's  pleafure  is,  both  in  regard  of  his  own  honour,  which  is  fo 
deeply  engaged  in  this  cafe,  and  to  free  himfelf  of  the  perpetual  moleftations,  where- 
with he  is   importuned  by  the  Spanifh  embaffador,  and  the  archdukes  agent,  that 
you  refume  this  matter  into  your  confideration :  and  that  you  may  proceed  with 
the   more  certain  affurance,  in   my  judgement,   you  will  do  well  to  confer  with 
monf.  Du  Maurier,  the  French  embaflador,  and  know   of  him,  whether  he  hath 
the  felf-fame  charge  you  have  received,  that  the  king  his  mafter  is  content,  that 
his  name  fliould  be  omitted  in  the  formulary,  which  the  ftates  ftiall  ufe,  and  that 
he  will  become  caution  jointly  with  his  majefty,  that  the  archdukes  faithfully  and 
punftually  fhall  obferve  the  treaty  of  Zan ten.     If  he  have  the  felf-fame  charge,  as  we 
are  informed  from  divers  parts  that  he  hath,  you  fliall  do  beft  to  conlult  together, 
whether  it  will  not  be  the  fpeedieft  expedient,  to  put  this  bufinefs  to  a  point,  jointly  to 
demand  audience  in  the  afl^embly  of  the  ftates  general,  and  there  to  declare  the  feveral 
charges  you  have  received,  which  in  one  joint  remonftrance  you  may  deliver,  figned 
with  your  hands,  and  thereunto  require  the  ftates  peremptory  and  determinate  an- 
fwer.    This  coiirfe,    I  confefs,  is  jugulum  fetere,  and  to  cut  off"  all  fruftratory  and 
elufory  dilations  :  but  if  the  French  embalTador  hath  not  this  charge,  or  having  it, 
will  not  concur  with  you  in  a  joint  audience,  then  are  you  to  ftand  fingle  alone,  and 
to  profecute  this  matter  by  yourfelf;  and  amongft  other  reafons,  which  you  may  in- 
fer, this  may  be  preffed,  that  his  majefty,  out  of  the  confidence  of  the  intereft  he 
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holdeth  in  their  amity  and  alliance,  hath  bound  himfelf  by  folemn  promife  to  the 
archdukes,  that  the  ftates  fliall  be  content  to  accept  the  formularly,  v/ith  the  omiffion. 
of  his  name;  and  in  that  regard  he  is  pleafed,  the  rather  to  invite  the  ftates  to  accept 
thereof,  to  become  caution  for  the  obfervation  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten.  If  now  the 
ftates  having  fo  often  intreated  his  majefty,  by  the  embaffador  fir  Noel  Caron,  to 
employ  his  beft  endeavours  towards  the  archdukes  for  the  accommodating  of  this  dif- 
ference, wherein  his  majefty  hath  fpent  much  time  and  much  travail;  if  now  he  fhall 
find  himfelf  deluded,  and  his  labours  fruftrated  by  them,  who  fet  him  awork,  he 
cannot  but  think  his  honour  much  to  be  wronged,  and  them,  whom  in  reafon  he  did 
hold  to  be  his  neareft  and  deareft  friends,  to  be  ever  refpedlefs  of  his  credit  and  re- 
putation. Bus  if  the  French  embaffador  fhall  have  no  charge,  or,  not  to  offend  the 
ftates,  will  not  make  ufe  of  it,  I  know  you  do  but  oleum  ^  operam  perdere  -,  for  the 
ftat&s  have  a  fair  ejchappatoire  to  anfwer,  the  French  king  did  affift  by  his  embaflador 
at  the  treaty  of  Zanten;  and  therefore,  without  negleft  they  may  not  proceed  to. 
conclude  any  thing  without  his  privity  and  advice.  Andfo  having  nothing  more  to., 
trouble  you  withal  at  this  preient,  I  reft,  &c.

Being  held  from  day  to  day  in  expeftation  of  the  ftates  anfwer  to  my  propofition,, 
(whereof  I  fent  your  honour  a  copy  by  my  fervant,  which  is  newly  returned  unto  me  • 
with  your  honour's  letters  of  the  aoth  of  the  laft)  I  have  forborn  ever  fince  that 
time  to  give  your  honour  the  trouble  of  empty  letters^  this  being  the  chief  and  in 
effeft  the  only  fubjeft  I  have  in  charge  from  his  majefty.     This  anfwer  hath  been 
(as  I  am  well  informed)  long  fince  framed  by  the  fame  in  fubftance,  which  was  de- 
livered me  in  private  conference,  both  by  count  Maurice  and  monf.  Barnevelt  t: 
but  hitherto  I  have  it  not  in  due  form,  whereupon  to  frame  a  reply.     I  am  now  af- 
fured,  that  }, fhall  have  it  within  thefe  three  days,  the  greffier  excufing  himfelf  for 
this  time  by  his  indifpofition;  and  I  ftiall  not  then  fail  to  proceed  in  that  fort  as  I ' 
am  direfted,  both  by  thefe  your  honour's  laft  letters,  as  likewife  by  your  former  of  the 
loth  of  April,  which  I  received  by  moni".  Burlamachi. 

Yefterday  I  conferred  at  large  with  monf.  du  Maurier>  the  French  embaflfador, , 
touching  the  point  of  perluading  the  ftates  to  accept  the  formulary  propofed  by  the  - 
archdukes,  with,  the  comnnilTion  of  both  the  kings  our  mafters  names,  and  offering, 
both  their  majefties  as  cautions,  for  the  faithful  performing  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten. , 
Wherein  he  profelfed  unto  me  to  have  no  fuch  authority  from  the  king  his  mailer, , 
without  the  which  he  could  not  join  with  me  in  this  courfe.  Withal  he  made  me- 
fo  many  doubts  and  difficulties,  partly  of  the  fraud  and  coUufion  of  the.  Spaniards , 
partly  of  the  ftiffh'efs  and  jealoufy  of  the  ftates,  that  on  the  one  fide  he  judged  the: 
omiiiions  of  the  kings  our  mafters  names  to  be  done  with  a  finifter  intent ;  on  the  ■ 
other,  that  whenfoever  we  fhould  offer  to  engage  their  majefties  .names  and  words  . 
for  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  they  here  would  lend  a  deaf  ear  to  usj, , 
which  v/ould  be  a  prejudice  to  our  mafters.. honour.  By  which  difcourfe  of  his  and  _ 
other  arguments,  I  coUeft,  that  he  hath  authority  out  of  France,  though  he  profefs  . 
the  contrary;  but  the  ufe- of  the  fame  being  referred  to  his  difcretionj  he  forbears  to 
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give  this  ftate  fo  great  a  diftalle,  ts  I  find  indeed  they  will  conceive  at  the  Urgino- 
this  matter.  He  told  me,  that  upon  tr.y  firft  conference  with  him,  he  wrote  into 
France ;  and  that  if  thereupon  he  receive  any  further  order,  he  will  readily  concur 
v/ith  me  :  but  unlefs  the  order  be  exprefs,  and  nothing  left  to  his  eletlion,  I  perceive 
he  is  reiblved  rather  to  run  a  courfe  with  the  difpofition  of  this  ftate^  than  with  liis 
majefty. 

Touching  his  doubts  of  fraud  in  the  Spaniard,  I  fliev/ed  him  how  little  that  would 
prevail  againft  the  united  forces  of  the  kings  our  matters  and  this  ftate  :  and  con- 
cerning the  Itiffnels  of  their  men  in  refufing  a  realonable  overture  propofed  in  both 
pur  matters  names,  I  made  it  appear  what  fmall  appearance  there  was  for  that  jea- 
loufy,  in  that  by  our  princes  affiftances  they  were  maintained  in  their  wars,  and  had 
procured  their  peace,  and  were  not  yet  in  that  ftate,  as  they  could  fubfift-  of  them- 
felvesi  in  which  regard  it  was  not  likely  they  would  lend  a  deaf  ear  to  their  bett 
friends.  Withal  I  underftood,  that  monf.  Barnevelt,  upon  lufpicion  that  France 
would  join  with  his  majefty  in  this  overture,  told  the  agent,  v/ho  is  refident  here  for 
the  prince  of  Brandenburgh,  about  a  month  fince,  that  he  fhould  advertife  his  mafter 
what  was  in  treaty;  and  in  cafe  that  both  their  majefties  did  concur  together,  that 
then  this  ftate  muft  yield. 

The  French  embaftador  alledgeth  a  farther  doubt,  that  when  this  ftate  fliall  yield 
confent,  the  prince  of  Brandenburgh  himfelf  will  make  a  difficulty,  in  regard  that, 
by  the  practice  of  the  Spanifli  and  popifli  party,  the  chief  places  in  queftion  are  bet- 
ter affecfled  to  Newburgh,  by  which  means,  when  the  garrifons  of  the  ftates  fliall  bt" 
removed,  he  will  be  excluded  by  the  inhabitants  themfelves.  His  conclufion  was 
the  infittng  upon  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten  without  other  formularly  or 
premife ;  which  is  the  thing  I  find  this  ftate  refolved  to  ftand  upon;  and  therefore 
whatever  endeavours  I  fhall  ufe  to  drive  them  from  this  retreat,  whilft  I  march  fmgle 
by  myfelf,  I  am  in  hope  of  fmall  efFedt. 

This  morning  the  French  embaftador  hath  had  audience  of  the  ftates  general,  to 
acquaint  them  with  the  news  of  the  conclufion  of  the  peace  in  France,  which  he  re- 
ceived the  night  before;  wherein  he  flattered  them  with  this  conceit,  that  they  were 
clear-fighted  enough  to  look  through  the  mifts  both  of  ftate  and  religion  upon  the 
royaulte  itfelf;  to  which  they  gave  their  help  and  countenance,  and  for  which  he 
rendered  many  thanks. 

By  copies  of  Letters,  which  have  palTed  lately  between  the  king  of  Denmark  and 
the  ftates  (v/hereof  I  fend  your  honour  herewith  the  tranflations,  they  being  written 
in  Dutch)  his  majefty  will  perceive  how  they  do  here  d'line  fierre  faire  deux  coups, 
ftriking  as  well  at  the  property,  which  his  majeftydoth  challenge  in  the  navigation 
of  Greenland,  and  the  fifliing  in  thofe  parts,  as  at  the  pretenfions  now  fet  on  foot  by 
the  king  of  Denmark.  If  his  majefty  do  think  fit  I  fhall  take  knowledge  hereof:  I  do 
humbly  refer  it  to  his  wifdom,  forbearing  to  do  the  flime  until  I  underftand  his  plea- 
fore,  becaufe  I  recovered  thefe  letters  by  private  means. 
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The  murderers  of  the  jeweller  of  Amfterdam  are  difcovered,  upon  a  fecond  robbery 
committed  by  them,  to  be  two  Frenchmen;  the  one  an  antient  fervant  of  his  excel- 
lency's in  his  chamber;  the  other  one  of  his  guard,  who  had  formerly  been  likewife 
his  fervant.  This  difcovery  is  thought  to  come  opportunely  for  his  excellency's  fafe- 
ty,  in  regard  there  could  be  no  fafety  for  them  any  where,  but  by  purchafing  to  them- 
felvcs  a  place  of  retreat  by  committing  the  like  againft  his  perfon,  making  way  per 
Jcderajceleribus;  for  which  they  had  commodity,  by  reafon  of  their  privacy  with  hitn  - 
in  his  night-walks,  wherein  he  gives  himfelf  much  liberty. 

I  fhall  be  ready  to  give  lieut.  Hyatt,  when  I  hear  of  him  or  his  affairs,  that 
affiftance,  which  1  account  due  to  any  your  honour  doth  recommend :  and  for  the 
preilrnt  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

I  have  nothing  to  add  to  my  former  letters  of  the  ift  of  this  prefent,  wherein  X 
advertifed  your  honour  of  my  difcourfe  with  the  French  embaffador  here  refidentj 
and  what  I  find  by  him,  that  either  he  hath  not  order  out  of  France  to  join  with  me 
in  preaing  this  ftate  to  the  acceptation  of  the  formularly  propofed  by  the  archdukes, 
or,  if  he  have  it,  he  is  relblved  not  to  ufe  the  fame,  which  is  all  oneineffeft.    The 
ftates  anfwer  to  my  firft  propofition  touching  this  fubjeft .  (which,  according  to  his 
majefty's  order,  I  demanded  of  them  in  v/riting)  is  flill  fufpended,  though  the  refolu- 
tion  for  the  fame  v/as  taken  a  fortnight  fince;  fo  as  if  any  anfwer  hath  been  delivered 
his  majefty  concerning  this  fubjedl  (as  it  appears,  by  your  honour's  laft  letters  there 
hath)   it  is  witliout  my  knowledge  -,  for  that,  which  I  advertifed  by  my  fervanr, 
was  only  what  paffed  in  private  difcourfe  betwixt  monf.  Barnevelt  and  myfelf;    - 
and    after   with    count  Maurice,    before  I    made  my  propofition :    and  therefore 
I  could  not  take  it  as  an  anfwer,  though  that,  which  is  fince  framed,  is  (as  I  un- 
derftand)  to  the  fame  effeft.     The  reafon  of  their  protracting  the  delivery  of  the 
fame  (though  I  have  often  preiTed  it  both  to  monf  Barnevelt  and  the  prefident 
for  the  time  being,  as  likewife  the  greffier  Aerssens),  is,  as  I  conceive,  a  defire  they 
have  to  fee  the  bufinefs  of  the  rendition  of  the  cautionary  towns  fully  finifhed,  before 
they  give  their  anfwer,  left  any  diflike  his  majefty  ftiould  take  thereat,  ftiall  breed 
interruption  in  that  forefaid  bufinefs,  which  is  now  fo  near  an  end.     Your  honour 
hath  many  fuits  for  the   faving  of  private  mens  intereit  in   that  public    bufinefs, 
which  will  make  me  bold  to  prefer  mine ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  it  doth  likewife 
concern  his  majefty's  fervice,  in  that  a  matter  of  that  great  confequence  (though  it 
had  the  beginning  before  my  coming  hither,  yet  fince  my  arrival  hath  had  fome 
fubjeft  of  farther  treaty)  is  altogether  managed  by  the  minifter  of  this  ftate  refident 
with  his  majefty,  v/ithout  my  having  any  hand  therein.     Thofe,  which  are  willing 
here  to  difcredit  my  propofitions  (as  fome  your  honour  knows  here  are,  to  whom 
rhe  fubjeft  is  unpleafing)  make  this  an  argument  of  diffidence  and  diftruft,  and 
that  I  have  not  that  credit  with  his  majefty,  which  may  countenance  my  endeavours. 
Herein  I  muft  refer  myfelf  to  your  favourable  confideration  fo  to  provide  in  the  end 
of' this  bufinefs^,  that  1  receive  not  a  wound  in  the  beginning  of  my  charge,  wherein

his  majefty's  fervice  may  fufifer  as  well  as  his  poor  fervant.     Thus  I  ceafe  to  trouble 
your  honour  flirther  for  this  prefent,  &c. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  goeth  this  day  towards  Zealand  to  the  marriage  of  his  vouno-er 
fon,  whofe  abfence  will  caufe  in  this  place  lo  or  12  days  vacation  from  aflairs;  in 
which  time  I  may,  if  your  honour  lb  pleaie,  underftand  his  majefty's  farther  pleafure, 
if  there  be  any  thing  to  be  added  or  changed  upon  knowledge  of  the  French  einbalTa- 
dor's  withdrawing  himfelf  out  of  the  bufinefs  of  the  formulary.  I  hope  likewife  in 
this  time  to  be  able  to  fend  their  anlwer  from  hence  in  writing,  whereby  to  proceed, 
in  better  order,  and  upon  furer  grounds.

By  letters  of  the  ift  and  3d  of  this  prefent^  which  were  both  by  conveyance' of 
Bvrlamachi  (who  returned  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  laft  by  way  of  Flanders)  4 
advertifed  your  honour,  both  of  the  receipt  of  your  letters,  as  likewife  of  my  con- 
ferences with  the  French  embaflador  here  refident,  touching  the  bufinefs  of  preiTing 
this  ftate  jointly  to  the  acceptation,  of  the  formulary  propofed  by  the  archdukes, 
v/herein  he  profefting  to  have  no  exprefs  order  from  the  king  his  mafter,  doth  ex- 
cufe  himfelf.  Since  that  time  I  have  received  the  ftates  anfwer  to  my  propofition,  as 
well  concerning  this  bufinefs,  as  likewife  the  other  in  matter  of  religion  in  generalj 
and  particularly  of  Vorstius;  the  original  whereof  I  fend  his  majefty,  and  the 
copy  to  your  honour,  hoping  thereupon  to  receive  his  majefty's  and  your  honour's 
farther  directions,  before  fiich  time  as  the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  general  (which  now 
by  reafon  of  the  abfence  of  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  the  retiring  of  the  reft,  is  in  a 
manner  diflblved)  will  afibrd  fit  opportunity  to  make  a  reply.  I  find  fome  here 
(though  I  cannot  fo  fay  of  any  of  the  chief)  very  ill  conceited  of  my  urging  the  ac- 
ceptance of  this  formiulary,  as  if  thereby  his  majefty  ftiould  rather  lend  favour  to 
the  Spanifli  proceedings,  than  to  the  fafety  of  their  ftate :  And  confidering  the  con- 
netftion  of  the  affairs  of  thefe  parts  with  thofe  on  the  other,  fide  of  the  mountains,.  I 
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am  well  alTured  nothing  can  put  his  majefty's  friends  (which  are  there  fome  of  them 
in  prefent  rupture  with  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  others  in  daily  expectation  to  be  in  the 
fame  ftate)  in  greater  diffidence  and  diftruft  of  his  majefty's  favour  and  affiftance  to 
their  party,  than  in  facilitating  the  affairs  of  the  archdukes  in  this  accommodation, 
whereby  the  Spaniard  may  intend  the  fuppreffing  of  luch,  to  whom  he  picks  quarrel 
in  thofe  parts,  without  any  diftraclion  of  mind  or  diverfion.  Thefe  confiderations, 
as  likewife  your  honour's  charge  in  your  letters  not  to  give  them  here  any  fhadow  of 
ofl^ence,  make  me  no  whit  forry  for  this  vacation,  v/hich  will  give  time  to  underftand 
his  majefty's  farther  pleafure;  the  ftate  of  the  bufinefs  being  thus,  that  without  the 
French  embaffador  do  join  with  me,  I  am  fure  of  a  refufal,  which,  befides  the  dif- 
grace  of  an  exclufion,  v/ill  be  accomapanied  with  other  jealoufies  both  here  in  this 
-ftate,  and  with  other  his  majefty's  friends  more  remote. 

The  Mufcovy  embaffador,  who  hath  long  attended  in  this  place  a  fit  feafon  for 
his  return,  departs  this  day  from  hence  towards  Amfterdam,  where  he  embarks  for 
his  country  in  a  ftiip  of  the  ftates,  having  been  defrayed  during  the  whole  time  of 
his  abode  there,  as  he  ftiall  likewife  be  both  by  fea  and  land,  as  long  as  he  is  in  the 
territory  or  fliipping  of  this  ftate;  and  prefented  with  a  fair  chain  of  gold  for  him- 
felf  and  two  others,  the  one  for  his  fecretary,  the  other  for  a  kinfman  he  hath  here  in 
his  company. 

The  two  Frenchmen,  of  whom  I  advertifed  your  honour  to  have  committed  the 
murder  of  the  jeweller  in  his  excellency's  lodgings,  were  broken  on  the  wheel  alive 
-en  IVIonday  laft,  here  being  a  great  concourfe  of  people  from  all  the  provinces, 
and  fome  out  of  Brabant  and  Flanders,  to  fee  the  execution.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
leave,  &c.

May  it  pleafe  your  moft  excellent  majefty, 

I  have  given  your  majefty  account  by  former  difpatches  through  the  hands  of  mr. 
fecretary  Winwood,  (whereby  to  eafe  your  majefty  of  that  trouble)  both  of  my  re- 
ception and  admiffion  in  the  quality  of  your  majefty's  embaffador  with  the  ftates 
general,  and  counfellor  in  their  council  of  ftate.  Likewife  of  my  propofition  in  con- 
formity to  your  majefty's  verbal  inftruftions,  and  thofe,  which  were  delivered  me  in 
"writing,  concerning  Vorstius,  and  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  which  I  reduced 
to  two  heads  i  the  one  of  religion,  and  the  peace  of  the  church  in  general,  in  regard 
of  the  prefent  fchifms,  which  I  found  in  flagranti  at  my  firft  arrival;  the  other  of 
juftice,  which  rtc^wes  Juum  cuique  tribuere. 

The  anfwer  both  to  one  and  the  other  I  fend  your  majefty  herewith,  as  it  was  yef- 
terday  brought  unto  me  by  the  greffier  Aerssens  in  the  name  of  the  ftates  general, 
which  he  delivered  unto  me  with  many  excufes,  partly  of  their  important  affairs, 
partly  of  his  indifpofition  (to  whom  the  framing  and  tranflating  of  it  was  com- 
mitted) for  his  long  detaining  of  the  fame  after  the  refolution  taken.  What  your 
majefty  will  pleafe  upon  fight  and  confideration  hereof  to  ordain  farther,  I  am  ready 
to  perform;  and  the  time  by  reafon  of  monf.  Barnevelt's  abfence,  and  the  fepara-' 
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tion  of  the  reft  of  the  ftates  general  for  the  fpace  of  twelve  or  fourteen  days,  will  admit 
the  attending  your  majefty's  further  pleafure,  though  I  already  underftand  the  fmall 
fatisfaftion,  which  your  majefty  doth  receivCj.  touching  the  diifliculty  they  make  in 
admitting  the  archdukes  formulary ;  which  I  did  by  way  of  anticipation  advertife ;  But 
the  reply  grounded  upon  their  aniwer  will  have  with  it  better  form  at  leaft,  though  I 
cannot  hope  for  better  effeft.  For  fuch  is  univerfally  their  fettled  perfuafion  both  in  the 
aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  and  council  of  ftate,  as  likewlfe  in  count  Maurice, 
and  fuch  of  their  chief  commanders  with  whom  I  have  fpoken,  that  on  the  archduke's 
and  Spanifh  fide  there  is  no  real  proceeding  in  this  bufinefs,  but  all  done  with  frau- 
dulent intent,  whereby  to  gain  into  their  hands  the  intire  pofleffion  of  the  countries 
of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  which  hath  been  (as  they  conceive)  an  antient  defign,  and  now 
{oWovfcd  per  fas.  et  nefas,  that  I  fee  no  poffibility  of  removing  fuch  deep  imprelTions, , 
they  being  by  lb  much  the  more  apprehenfive,  by  how  much. they  obferve  the  other 
fide  ftill  to  perfevere  not  to  admit  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  or  the  mention  of  your  majefty's 
or  the  French  king's  names  in  the  formulary,  either  of  which  would  give  this  ftate  (as 
in  private  they  profefs  unto  me)  fuch  fatisfaftion,  as  on  their  fide  there  fhould  be  no 
difficulty  in  reftoring  tlie  places  they  hold  to  their  rightful  pofieiTors. 

The  French  embaffador  here  refident  (who  hath  concurred  with  your  majefty's  mi- 
nifters  in  the  whole  courfe  of  this  negotiation)  refts  at  this  period,  profeffing  he  hath 
no  order  from  the  king  his  mafl-er  to  pafs  any  further,,  and  difputing  the  ftates 
caufe  in  all  conferences  1  have  had  with  him,  as  if  in  his  opinion  the  reafon  were  on 
their  fide.  This  will  be  in  the  end  their  evalion,  that  feeing  your  majefty  and  the 
French  king  did  jointly  concur  in  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  they  cannot  lay  by  their  in- 
fifting  upon  that  treaty  without  your  joint  confents.  Mean  time  the  French  do  not 
omit  the  opportunity  of  endearing  themfelves  with  this  ftate^  as.  if  they  had  a  more 
tender  care  than  their  other  friends  of  their  preiervation ;  and  there  want  not  amongft 
this  people  men  of  ill  fpiritSj  which  make  a  crofs  conftru6lion  of  your  majefty's  fin- 
eere  and  dire6l  endeavours  j  though  the  chief  of  them  do  univerfally  juftify  your  ma- 
jefty's good  meaning,  notwithftanding  that,  for  the  reafons  they  alledge,  they  make- 
difficulties  in  admitting  the  matter. 

Touching  their  queftions  of  religion,  they  were  never  in  greater  heat  than  now,  every 
day  producing  fome  new  afts  or  protefts  betwixt  the  ftales  of  thefe  provinces  and  their 
preachers,  with  whom  the  people  do  moft  concw;  as  likewlfe  writings  and  anfwers 
betvv'ixt  the  two  faftions,  which,  on  the  archdukes  fide,  are  brought  into  the  pulpir, 
with  no  fmall  fcandal  to  the  true  profeffed  religion,  as  if  it  had  no  true  or  certaiu'. 
profeffion,  but  refted  even  in  difpute  and  controverfy. 

Concerning  Vorstius,.  if  that  cannot  be  obtained,  which  I  have  propofed,  to  fend 
him  out  of  the  ftate  (which  will  hardly  be  done  by  reafon  of  their  authority  who 
brought  him  in)  1  prefume  f.ich  order  will  be  taken  with  him,  that  as  by  your  majefty's 
former  offices  he  was  pulled  out  of  his  profefibr's  pew,  by  that  which  is  nowfaid,  he 
will  be  debarred  the  printer's-  prefs. . 

For  that  point  ofTiis  book  in  anfwer  of  Slade,  wherein  your  majefty  is  men- 
tioned,.  they  were. all  very  fenfible,  and  fomc  of  them  earneft  for  your  majefty's  fatis- 
o  faftioa : 
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faflion  to  have  a  cenfiire  pafled  upon  him :  which  courfe  was  afterwards  changed  by 
others,  who,  having  reviewed  the  pafiages,  delivered  their  opinions,  that  the  words 
might  admit  another  interpretation,  and  that  in  their  judgments  and  confci-ences  they 
were  not  fet  down  by  Vorstius  in  any  ill  fenfe.  The  reft  they  referred  to  further 
examination  of  fome,  to  whom  they  have  given  the  charge;  wherein  I  could  not  con- 
demn them  of  want  of  refpeft,  fince  they  fhewed  themfelves  in  this  bufinefs  more 
folicitous  and  careful  of  your  majefty's  honour,  than  of  God's  or  their  own;  for  to 
all  thefe  I  accufed  Vorstius  as  anfwerable. 

Thus  I  commit  your  facred  perfon  to  God's  holy  proteflion,  refting,  in  all  hu-

April  I'i,  Anfwer  of  the  ftates  general  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton's  propofition  of  » 
the  20th  inftant : 

Thanks  to  the  king  for  his  affection  j    and  defire,  that  he  would  continue  it. 

Are  well  pleafed  with  the  king's  recommending  to  them  the  maintenance  of  the  true 
religion,  which  they  have  always  confidered  above  all  things. 

With  regard  to  the  high  and  myfterious  points  of  predeftination,  &c.  they  think 
both  fides  of  the  queftion  are  confiftent  with  the  truth  of  the  Chriftian  faith  and  the 
falvation  of  fouls ;  but  that  they  have  and  fliall  take  care,  that  the  diflenftons  ftiall 
be  appeafed. 

That  Vorstius  has  been  ordered  to  anfwer  and  clear  himfelf  of  the  imputations 
charged  upon  him  by  the  writers  againft  him,  and  particularly  by  Slade,  an  Englifti- 
man,  reftor  of  a  private  fchool  at  Amfterdam;  againft  whom  Vorstius  had  publiftied 
a  reply,  which  they  will  caufe  to  be  examined  by  fome  feleft  learned  men,  whether 
it  contains  any  thing  contrary  to  the  honour  and  intereft  of  his  majefty,  or  the  funda- 
mentals of  the  pure  Chriftian  faith,  or  the  public  laws  and  ordinances  of  thefe 
provinces. 

With  regard  to  the  public  peace,  they  hope  to  be  able  to  continue  it ;  and  juftify 
their  retaining  the  caftle  of  Juliers,  efpeciaily  from  the  fraudulent  and  violent  conduft 
of  the  Spaniards ;  hoping,  that  the  kings  of  France  and  Great  Britain,  the  eleftors 
and  other  proteftant  princes,  would  take  meafures  for  fecuring  thofe  countries  to  the 
lawful  fucceffor,  and  that  thofe  of  the  reformed  religion  there  and  the  ftates  general 
might  no  longer  be  molefted  :  But  that  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  affairs  the  ftates 
could  not  refign  the  towns,  fince  it  would  be  delivering  up  the  whole  country,  and 
all  of  the  reformed  religion,  to  the  enemy.

I  write  at  this  prefent  to  the  end  his  majefly  fliould  remain  no  longer  unadvertifed 
of  the  affairs  of  tliefe  parts,  rather  than  for  any  exprefs  occafion :  for  fince  my  lafi: 
difpatch  of  the  8th  of  this  prefent  (which  I  fent  by  Marten  the  poft)  I  have  fufpended 
my  further  proceedings  with  the  ftates  general  touching  the  bufinefs  of  the  formulary, 
in  expeftation  of  his  majefty's  pleafure  upon  that  anfwer,  though  in  particular  I  have 
done  my  endeavour  to  difpofe  them  better  to  the  acceptation  thereof,  but  find  them 
ftill  poffefled  with  the  former  jealoufies,  which  are  increafed  by  an  advice  they  have 
by  the  way  of  Colen  of  Count  de  BucQuoy's  negotiation  in  Spain  j  that  it  exprefsly 
tends  to  the  impatronizing  of  the  countries  of  Juliers  and  Cleves :  And  there  is  fur- 
ther added  a  fufpicion  of  the  levy,  which  is  here  on  the  archduke's  fide  of  4000 
Walloons  and  Bourguignons,  under  pretence  of  fending  them  with  the  fon  of  the  mar- 
quis Spinola  into  Italy,  mif-doubting  upon  great  appearance,  that  they  are  intended 
for  their  defigns  in  thefe  parts  ;  it  being  witliout  example  to  tranfport  men  out  of  the 
Low  Countries  to  the  other  fide  of  the  mountains. 

The  French  embaflador  was  with  me  yefterday,  to  excufe  the  delay  of  the  king  his 
mailer's  refolution  in  this  bufinefs,  which  he  lays  upon  their  own  unfettlednefs  at  home; 
by  which  they  have  been  diftracled  in  their  confiderations  of  foreign  affairs. 

Here  hath  been  this  fortnight  paft  one  Albert  Paul,  a  counfellor  to  the  count 
©f  Eaft  Frifeland,  with  a  particular  requeft  to  the  I'cates  general,  that  whereas  five  years 
(the  time  of  the  contraft  tor  maintaining  a  garrifon  in  L-eer,  a  place  of  ftrength  not 
jar  diftant  from  Embden)  are  now  expired,  they  would  be  content  to  add  three 
years  more:  which  they  confented  unto,  without  any  difnculty,  fo  as  it  was  not  need- 
ful for  me  to  interpofe  his  majefty's  name,  which  I  was  ready  to  do,  both  for  that  I 
underftood  of  his  pleafure  before  my  departure  out  of  England ;  as  likewife  for  that 
further  commandment  I  received  from  your  honour  about  a  week  fince  by  monf. 
LuNTius,  whereof  I  have  advertifed  the  count  their  mafter. 

Here  have  been  for  the  fpace  of  thefe  three  weeks  paft  the  deputies  of  ten  of  the 
Hans  towns,  whofe  firft  propofition  to  the  ftates  general  with  their  names  your  honour 
will  fee  by  the  tranflated  copy,  which  I  fend  herewith.  They  have  had  many  difficul- 
ties and  long  difputes  in  their  treaty  touching  the  point  of  quotes  (as  they  call  them) 
or  conftitutions ;  wherein  fome  of  them,  Lubeck  in  particular,  fought  to  retra6t  what 
they  had  formerly  offered :  But  this  in  regard  of  difference  amongft  themfelves  in 
Iharing  their  proportions,  more  than  for  any  reafon  they  could  alledge,  which  might 
refleft  upon  this  ftate.  In  which  rcfpett  the  ftates  general  took  upon  them  yefterday 
to  arbitrate  the  bufinefs  betwixt  them,  and  for  more  countenance  called  his  excel- 
lency with  the  council  of  ftate  to  the  affembly,  where  after  long  debate  they  were 
brought  to  this  point,  that  they  would  willingly  contribute  17  and  one  half  againft 
every  100  from  this  ftate,  in  place  of  19,  which  was- demanded  ;  and  diftribute  the 
fame  amongft  themfelves,  without  any  further  difpute;  for  which  they  faid  they  had 
prefent  authority:  but  in  cafe  the  ftates  would  ftill  infift  upon  the  19,  they  then  pro- 
feffed  they  could  conclude  nothing  without  firft  making  report  to  the  Hans  towns, 
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and  receiving  new  order.  Whereupon  the  flate  confented  rather  to  the  acceptation  of 
lyi,  than  to  fuifer  any  further  delays  in  the  treaty  j  and  the  diftribution  was  madcj  in 
our  prefence,  according  to  the  note  *  I  fend  herewith. 

There  remain  yet  further  difficulties  in  regard  of  the  towns,  fonae  of  them  excepting; 
againft  particular  caufes  of  rupture  with  other  princes  and  ftates  according  to  their 
feverai  interefts ;  and  there  want  not  amongft  them,  who  require  the  treaty  fliould 
take  no  force,  in  cafe  a  war  fhould  follow  upon  occafion  of  the  difference  concerning 
Cleves  and  Juliers.  Moft  of  them  urge  the  conftitutions  to  be  only  levied  tempore  belli ; 
whereas  the  ftates  do  infift  to  have  them  begun  prefently,  and  men  to  be  raifed  and 
maintained  in  exercife  of  arms  by  thofe  town^  after  the  example  of  thefe  provinces :. 
Which  points,  though  they  be  of  great  confideration,,  I  find  will  breed  no  fuch  dif- 
ference, as  will  interrupt,  or  fo  much  as  prolong  the  treaty  ,  fo  earneft  are  thofe,  wha 
are  the  firft  authors  of  the  league,  to  bring  it  to  conclufionj  and  their  hope  is,  tha£ 
Dantzick  and  other  towns  will  foon  follow  the  example 

They  are  here  no  lefs  bufied  in  fettling  the  quota  of  their  own  provinces,,  in-  whicli 
Zealand  (as  your  honour  can  well  remember)  hath  hitherto,  by  reafon  of  difference  of 
the  times  (which  hath  bred  an  inequality  in  their  ftriving)  ftood  averfe  from  any 
exaft  reglement,  though  by  connivance  that  province  hath  done  like  others..  Here- 
upon his  excellency  is  this  morning  gone  that  way,  hoping  by  the  temper  he  hatb 
ufed  in  the  many  conteftations  betwixt  the  Zealanders  and  the  other  ftates,  he  may  by 
his  authority  bring  them  to  a  refolution;  and  he  doth  haften  his  journey  Ibme  days 
fooner  than  he  determined,  to  the  end  he  may  be  prefent  at  the  rendering  of  Flufhingj 
in  which  he  hath  his  particular  intereft.. 

Monf,  Malre,  with  two  of  the  college  of  Zealand,  are  deputed  by  the  ftates  of 
that  province  for  the  receiving  that  town  ;  and  monf.  Martinesse,  with  two  of  the 
college  of  Holland,  are  to  do  the  like  at  the  Brill ;  for  which  purpofe  they  go  from 
this  place  this  afternoon.  Order  is  taken  for  half  a  month's  pay  to  be  advanced  to 
the  Englifh  companies,  which  nov/  inarch  out  of  the  towns  ;  and  patents  already  fent 
to  difpole  them  in  other  garrifons.. 

His  excellency,  after  he  hath  ended  his  bufinefs  in  Zealand,  pafTeth  over  into  Flarr- 
dcrs  to  view  the  fortifications  of  Sluce,  and  other  places  thereabouts  j  from  whence  he 
maketh  a  round  for  the  fame  purpofe  through  the  frontiers  of  Brabant  and  Guelder- 
landi  in  which  journey  he  will  fpend  fix  weeks  or  two  months  :  But  when  he  is  at 
Gertrudenberg,  he  makes  account  to  ftep  hither  before  he  pafs  any  further.  So  I 
humbly  take  leave,  &c.

Sir  Horace  Vere  arrived  on  Monday  lafir  nt  the  Brill,  from  whom  I  received  the 
day  following  yoyr  honour's  letter ;  upon  which,  befides  the  particular  refped:  I  bear 
him,  he  may  challenge  my  bell  fervice.  To  fuch  officers  and  others,  whom  your  ho- 
nour hath  accompanied  with  your  letters,  I  have  already  given  affillance,  or  fhall  do 
as  they  have  occafion.  Mr.  Clement  Coke  is  recovered  of  his  hurt ;  and  I  have 
afked  leave  of  his  excellency  for  capt.  Sprey  to  go  into  England,  to  the  end  he  may 
be  invited  the  rather  for  his  company  to  return  home  the  fooner,  whereby  to  be  de- 
livered of  many  quarrels,  wherein  he  is  engaged.  It  will  appear  Mr.  Liggon  (with 
whom  he  fought  at  Gorcum)  died  rather  by  the  fault  of  his  Rirgeons,  than  the 
danger  of  his  hurt.  In  cafe  his  majefty's  fervice  will  permit,  I  would  humbly  intreac 
your  honour's  mediation  for  leave,  that  I  may  this  fummer  fpend  fome  fmall  time  at 
the  Spa;  which  is  all  the  help  is  left  after  the  trial  of  many  others,  to  rid  myfelf 
of  a  mofh  painful  indilj3ofition,  which  was  contrafted  by  my  fedentary  life  at  VenicCj, 
and  doth  grow  daily  upon  me  with  greater  extremity.

My  Lord, 

The  uncertain  proceeding  of  the  treaty  between  his  majefty  and  fir  Noel  Caron, 
for  reddition  of  the  cautionary  towns  into  the  hands  of  the  ftates  general,  is  the  caufe, 
that  in  none  of  my  former  difpatches  I  have  made  any  mention  of  the  progrefs  thereof. 
But  now  that  it  is  concluded,  Vi'hich  was^not  done  before  Tuefday  in  Whitfun  week, 
I  will  make  unto  you  a  fummary  relation  ab  ovo  iifque  ad  mulum.  Some  years  fince, 
during  my  employment  in  Holland,  fir  Noel  Caron,  in  the  name  ot  his  fuperiors, 
made  an  overture  to  his  majefty  for  the  reddition  of  thofe  towns  upon  reafonable  and 
honeft  compofition :  which  being  not  hearkened  unto,  it  lay  afleep  until  the  month 
of  December  lafti  at  which  time  fir  Noel  Caron  being  newly  returned  from  his 
fuperiors,  revived  that  motion,  with  earneft  inftance ;  and  for  that  purpofe  expredy 
demanded  audience  of  his  majefty.  It  happened  at  the  felf-fame  time,  that  the  go- 
vernors of  thofe  towns  delivered  unto  me,  to  be  exhibited  to  the  lords,  a  complaint, 
that  the  garrifons  had  not  received  their  pay  for  many  weeks  ;  the  danger  whereof  the 
lords  taking  into  their  confideration,  the  queftion  was  moved  by  a  great  counfellor  of 
eminent  place,  whether  it  were  not  better  for  his  majefty's  fervice  to  render  thofe 
towns,  than  ftill  to  hold  them  at  fo  great  a  charge.  To  be  ftiort,  report  being  made 
to  his  majefty  at  the  rifing  of  the  lords,  that  this  queftion  was  moved  in  council,  he 
acquainted  them  with  the  inftance  of  fir  Noel  Caron,  and  then  gave  them  charge 
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to  adi^ife  and  confulr  thereof,  and  to  deliver  unto  him  their  judgments  and  refolutions, 
what  in  a  caufe  of  this  importance  beft  might  fort  with  his  honour  and  profit.  The 
lords  hereupon  alTembled,  before  whom  the  treaties  were  brought,  which  were  vifited 
and  perufed.     By  the  treaty  of  it  was  found,  thatthefe  two  towns  were  merely 

cautionary,  then  to  be  rendered,  when  fuch  fums,  which  his  majefty  had  difburfed. 
for  the  fervice  of  the  ftates,  fliould  be  reimburfed.  By  the  treaty  of  1608,  when  the 
truce  was  made,  it  was  found,  that  his  majefty's  debt  being  800,000/.  was  to  be 
paid  by  40,000/.  the  year,  during  the  continuance  of  the  truce.  Hereupon,  after 
long  and  mature  deliberation,  by  the  general  votes  of  the  table,  it  was  concluded,  that 
it  v/as  much  better  for  his  majefty's  fervice,  to  render  up  thofe  towns,  than  longer  ta 
hold  themi  fo  that  his  majefty  might  receive  from  the  ftates  a  fair  and  reafonable 
compofition.  The  reafons  in  brief  were  thefe  :  that  this  debt  of  his  majefty's  was  to, 
be  paid  but  by  40,000/.  the  year:  That  this  40,000/.  was  to  be  paid  but  during 
the  truce:  That  of  40,000/.  only  14,000/.  came  clear  to  his  majefty's  purfe,  the 
entertainment  of  the  garrifon  yearly  amounting  to  26,000/.  That  in  fifteen  years,  by 
the  payments  of  40,000/.  yearly,  his  majefty's  debt  was  wholly  difcharged ;  and  ia 
fifteen  years  14,000/.  did  make  but  210,000/.  To  this  was  added,  that  this  40,000/. 
was  never  duly  paid  at  the  day :  That  the  garrifons  were  not  mafters  of  the  towns,_ 
which  lived  there  at  the  difcretion  of  the  burghers  :  That  the  towns  were  unfortified';' 
and  that,  if  better  provifion  were  not  made,  the  governors,  captains,  and  foldiers,  at 
the  end  of  fifteen  years,  when  the  whole  debt  fhould  be  difcharged,  would  be  caft 
upon  his  m.ajefty's  charge. 

After  this  refolution  of  the  lords,  his  majefty  did  depute  fix  ofhis  counciT,  to  corr- 
fider  upon  what  terms  and  conditions  thefe  towns  ftiouid.  be  rendered.  This  was  fet 
down  for  a  fundamental  point,  that  the  garrifons  ftiould  be  erected  into  a  regiment,  and 
entertained  by  the  ftates ;  only  the  governors,  and  fome  other  inferior  officers,  fhould 
have  recourfe  to  his  majefty,  for  recompenfe  of  their  fervice.  The  debt  then  due  was 
found  to  be  600,000/.  the  moiety  whereof  the  deputies  did  demand  to  be  paid  in 
ready  money  200,000/.  and  the  reft  by  fix  and  fix  months.  By  order  from  his  ma- 
jefty this  refolution  was  imparted  to  fir  Noel  Caron,  who  confidently  delivered, 
that  the  ftates  his  fuperiors  would  never  condefcend  to  pay  fo  great  a  fum.  His 
offer  was  only  200,000/.  to  be  paid  in  two  years,  protefting  he  had  no  other  charge; 
yet  he  would  adventure  to  exceed  his  charge  for  the  fum  of  50,000/.  if  that  might 
be  accepted.  We  attended  three  months  and  more,  before  we  received  the  ftates 
refolution,  which  was,  that  they  v/ould  be  contented  to  pay  in  contenti  100,000/.  and 
150,000/.  by  fix  and  fix  months.  By  exprefs  commandment  of  his  majefty,  the  lords 
did  return  [refume]  their  former  deliberation,  and  recapitulating  the  reafons  above  al- 
ledged,  perfifted  in  their  firft  refolution.  Notwithftanding  his  majefty  took  time  to  advife 
of  it;  and  after  deliberation  often  or  twelve  days  fent  his  refolution  to  the  lords  by  a 
letter,  wherein  he  required  them,  upon  their  duty  and  allegiance,  in  this  caufe  of  fo 
important  confequence,  to  give  him  that  counfel,  as  both  might  have  care  of  his  ho- 
nour and  profit.  -»Upon  this  letter  the  lords  aflembled,  and  found  no  caufe  to  vary 
from  their  former  opinion.  Soon  after  his  majefty  came  to  Whitehall,  and  then  in  his 
prefence  the  lords  did  advife  and  confirm  what  amongft  themfelves  they  had  upon 
mature  deliberation  refolved.  This  I  have  related  unto  you,  that  you  might  know, 
that  this  bufinefs  hrath  not  been  carried  in  hugger  mugger,  by  the  praclice  of  one  or 
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two  men;  or  that  any  man,  to  my  knowledge  (as  the  ftate  of  affairs  doth  ftand)  m 
this  deliberation  hath  had  any  other  end,  but  the  fervice  of  his  majefty;  whichj- 
what  hazard  it  might  have  run,  if  for  want  of  pay.  the  garrifon  fhould  have  mutinied 
or  difbanded,  your  difcretion  beft  can  judge.  But  it  is  not  the  leaft  unhappinefs, 
that  falls  upon  them,  who  are  minifters  in  public  fervices,  to  be  fubjedl:  to  flanders 
and  calumnies,  which,  how  falfe  foever  they  are,  their  good  friends  are  moft  apt  to^ 
take  into  their  belief.  But  time  either  hath  enabled  me,  or  fhortly  will,  to  be  valid^s 
adverjus  rumores,  and  not  to  prefer  rumores  ante Jalutem.  With  thele  you  fliall  receive 
the  copies  of  all  fuch  afts,  which  have  paffed  in  this  bufinefs;  that  is,  the  commif- 
fions  and  inftruclions  of  the  lords  commifiior^rs ;  the  treaty  with  fir  Noel  Caron  j 
and  the  note  of  the  rewards  given  to  fuch  officers,  as  are  not  comprized  within  the 
regiment.  Of  this  regiment  fir  Robert  Sidney  is  colonel,  and  fir  John  Throck- 
morton his  lieutenant  colonel.  My  lord  Lisle  doth  purpofe  to  come  to  the  Hague 
to  fee  his  fon  invefted  in  his  charge.

P.  S.  May  26.  Nov/  that  this  letter  hath  been  flayed  until  (his  day  from  fealing.

raigned the  24th  of  this  month,  and  confeffing  herielf  guilty,  had  without  long  debate 
her  fentence  pronounced,  which  was,  to  return  to  the  Tower,  from  whence  fhe  came^. 
and  from  thence  to  the  place  of  execution,  to  be  hanged  by  the  neck  till  fhe  were 
ftark  dead.  Yefterday  being  the  25th,  the  earl  of  Somerset  alfo  was  arraigned,  who 
gave  his  judges  and  peers  much  more  trouble,  for  he  held  them  in  Weftminiler  Hall 
from  nine  in  the  morning  untill  nine  of  the  clock  at  night;  yet  was  he  alfo  clearly 
found  accefiTory  to  the  faid  murder  of  fir  Thomas  Overbury  before  the  fa6l;  and  fo^ 
received  die  fame  judgement,  which  his  lady  had  the  day  before.

Whereas  the  ftates  general  of 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries  have  divers  and  fundry  times  for  many 
years  together  follicited  us  by  their  refident  embaffador,  fir  Noel  Caron,  knt.  that 
we  would  be  pleafed  to  render  into  their  hands,  the  towns  of  Vlilliing  in  Zealand, 
with  the  caftle  of  Rammelcins,  and  of  the  Brill  in  Holland,  with  the  forts  and  fkonces 
thereunto  belonging,  which  we  hold  by  way  of  caution,  untill  fuch  fums  of  money, 
as  they  owe  unco  us,  be  reimburfed  upon  fuch  reafonable  conditions,  as  fhould  be 
agreed  on  between  us  and  them,  for  the  reimburfing  a  repayment  of  the  laid  monies : 
and  vvhereas  we  have  recommended  the  confideration  of  this  fo  weighty  and  im- 
portant an  afi^air  to  the  judgem.ent  and  difcretion  of  you  the  lords  of  our  privy  coun- 
cil, and  have  received  from  you  (after  long  and  mature  deliberation  and  examination 
«f  circumftances)  an  advice,  that  as  the  prefent  condition  of  our  ftate  now  ftandeth, 
and  as  the  nature  of  thefe  towns  is  (being  merely  cautionary)  wherein  we  can  chaU 
lenge  no  intereft  of  propriety,  it  fliould  be  much  better  for  our  fervice,  upon  fair  and 
advantageous  conditions  to  render  them,  than  long'-r  to  hold  them  at  fo  heavy  a  charge: 
Nowforafmuch  as  in  our  princely  wildom  we  have  refolved  to  yield  up  the  fame  towns, 
with  the  faid  caftle  and  flconces  belonging  unto  them, upon  fuch  conditions,  as  fhill  be 
jnoft  for  our  advantage,  as  well  in  point  of  honour  as  of  profit ;  know  ye  therefore, 
that  we  have  afiigned  and  appointed  you  the  faid  lord  archbifnop  of  Canterbury,  lord 
chancellor,  lord  treafurer,  lord  privy  feal,  lord  fteward,  lord  admiral,  lord  chamberlain, 
earl  of  Exeter,  earl  ot  Marr,  earl  of  Dumferlyne,  vifcount  Fenton,  lord  bifliop  of 
Winchefter,  lord  Zouch,  lord  Knolly.s,  lord  Wotton,  lord  Stanhope,  lord  Bin- 
ning, fir  John  DiGBY,  fir  John  Herbert,  fir  Ralph  Winwood,  fir  Thomas  Lake, 
lir  Fulke  Grevil,  fir  Thomas  Parry,  fir  Edward  Coke,  and  fir  Julius  Caesar, 
our  commiffioners  ;  and  do  by  thefe  preients  give  full  power  and  authority  unto  you,  or 
the  more  part  of  you,  for  us,  and  in  our  name,  to  treat  and  conclude  with  the  faid  fir 
Noel  Caron,  knt.  embaflfador  for  the  faid  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces  (being  like- 
wife  for  that  purpofe  fufficiently  authorifed  from  the  ftates  his  fuperiors)  touching  the 
reddition  and  yielding  up  of  the  faid  town  of  Vliftiing,  with  the  caftle  of  Rammekins 
in  Zealand,  and  of  the  Brill  in  Holland,  with  the  forts  and  flconces  thereunto  belong- 
ing, and  of  the  artillery  and  munition  formerly  delivered  by  the  ftates  with  the  fame 
towns,  caftle,  and  forts,  which  are  now  remaining  in  them,  and  have  not  been  fpent 
or  confumed,  and  for  the  delivery  of  the  faid  towns,  caftle,  and  forts,  artillery  and 
munition  into  the  hands  of  the  faid  ftates  upon  fuch  terms,  as  by  you  fhall  be  thought 
fit  for  our  moft  honour  and  profit :  and  for  the  manner  thereof,  to  give  inftruftions  to 
our  feveral  governors  of  our  faid  garrifons,  according  to  fuch  your  conclufion.  And 
this  our  commiffion,  or  the  inrollm.ent  or  exemplification  thereof,  fiiall  be  unto  you 
and  every  of  you  a  fufiicient  warrant  and  difcharge  in  that  behalf.

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TREATY  with  fir  Noel  Caron. 

Whereas  upon  the  Inftant  and  earnefl  felicitation  of  fir  Noel  Caron,  knt.  Irt 
the  behalf  of  the  ftates  general  of  the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries,  his 
majefty,  with  the  advice  of  his  council,  hath  taken  refolution  for  the  delivery  of  his 
cautionary  towns  of  the  Brill  in  Holland,  and  Vlifhing  in  Zealand,  with  the  forts  there-r 
unto  belonging,  it  is  covenanted  and  agreed  on  between  the  faid  fir  Noel  Caron  in 
the  behalf  of  his  fuperiors,  and  the  lords,  of  his  majelty's  privy  council  in  the  behalf 
of  his  majefty,  as  foUoweth : 

Sir  Noel  Caron  doth  covenant  and  bind  himfelf,  in  the  nanne  of  the  faid  ftates  his 
fuperiors,  that  his  majefty's  garrifons  and  foot  companies  in  the  faid  cautionary  towns 
of  Brill  in  Holland,  and  Vlifliing  in  Zealand,  ftiall  be  erefted  and  eftabliftied  into  a 
regiment,,  the  name  of  the  colonel  of  which  regiment,  with  the  other  officers  and 
captains,  fhall  be  as  hereafter  fpecified :

And  whereas  fir  Horace  Vere,  knt.  now  governor  of  the  Brill,  hath  a  com- 
pany of  200  heads  in  the  faid  garrifon;  and  fir  Edward  Conway,  knt.  lieutenant 
governor  of  the  laid  town,  hath  a  company  of  200  heads :  who  have  both  made 
humble  fuit,  that  thefe  companies  might  be  fevered  from  the  new-ere6ted  regiment;^ 
and  adjoined  to  the  regiment,  which  the  faid  fir  Horace  Vere,  general  of  the  Englifli. 
forces,  now  commandeth,  that  the  laid  companies  fhall  be  accordingly  joined  to  this, 
regiment  of  fir  Horace  Vere. 

And  becaufe  the  towns  of  Vliffiing  and  Brill  for  many  years  together  have  beea 
commanded  by  his  majefty,  by  reafon  whereof  many  of  his  majeify's  fubjefts  have 
long  lived  in  thofe  towns,  and  there  have  planted  themfelves  and  their  families;  if  any 
of  them  ftiall  purpofe  and  refolve  there  ftill  to  continue  and  fpend  the  reft  of  their 
days;  the  faid  fir  Noel  Caron  doth  farther  covenant  and  promife  in  the  name  of  his 
fuperiors,  that  they  ftiall  be  treated  with  all  kindnefs  and  courtefy,  as  the  fubjefts  of 
lais  majefty  their  neareft  and  deareft  ally. 


The 
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The  lords  of  his  majefty's  privy  council  do  covenant  and  bind  themfelves  in  the 
name  of  his  majefty,  that  at  or  before  the  day  of  June  next  enfuing^  according 

to  the  ftyle  of  England,  the  lord  vifcount  Lisle,  governor  of  the  town  of  Vlilhing, 
•being  authorifed  thereunto  by  warrant  under  the  great  feal  of  England,  fhall  deliver 
■up  to  the  ftates  general,  or  i-nto  the  hands  of  fuch  perfons  as  fhall  be  lawfully  autho- 
rifed and  deputed  from  them,  the  town  of  Vlifliing  and  the  caftle  of  Rammekins. 

And  in  like  manner  fir  Horace  Vere,  knt.  governor  of  the  town  of  Brill,  fhall 
at  or  within  the  time  above  fpecified,  deliver  up  the  town  of  Brill,  with  all  the  forts 
thereunto  belonging. 

INSTRUCTIONS  for  fir  Horace  Vere,  knt.  governor  of  the  Brill,  and  the  forts 
thereunto  belonging,  for  the  rendering  up  of  thofe  places  to  the  ftates  general  of 
the  United  Provinces  of  the  Low  Countries. 

His  m.ajefty,  by  the  advice  of  his  council,  being  refolved  to  render  up  into  the  hands 
of  the  ftates  general  his  cautionary  town  of  the  Brill,  his  pleafure  is,  that  you  prefently 
repair  thither  5  and  after  your  arrival  there,  you  fhall  alTemble  before  you  all  the  cap- 
tains and  principal  officers  of  the  garrifon.  To  whom  you  fhall  declare  his  majefty's 
refolucion,  and  aftervi^ards  fhew  and  read  unto  them  his  majefty's  letters  patents  un- 
der the  great  feal  of  England,  giving  you  power  and  authority  to  render  up  that 
town  with  the  forts  to  the  ftates,  or  to  fuch  perfons  as  iLall  be  lawfully  deputed 
from  them.  You  fhall  give  them  to  underftand  the  gracious  care  his  majefty  hath 
had  of  their  private  fortunes;  and  that  though  that  town  be  but  merely  cautionaty, 
wherein  he  could  challenge  no  intereft  or  propriety,  fo  that,  the  money  for  which 
it  was  pawned  paid,  the  town  in  equity  and  reafon  is  to  return  into  the  hands 
of  the  true  proprietaries,  and  in  confequence  the  garrifon  to  be  dilTolved;  yet  his 
majefty  hath  been  pleafed,  out  of  his  gracious  diipofition,  and  out  of  a  fenfible 
feeling  of  their  former  fervices,  to  have  favourable  confideration  of  every  man's  par- 
ticular, either  by  tranfporting  him  into  the  fervice  of  the  ftates,  or  by  giving  him  a 
competent  fum  of  money  proportionable  to  his  former  treatment.  But  if  any  fhall 
except  againft  the  fmallnefs  of  the  fum  he  fhall  receive,  as  not  holding  proportion 
to  his  former  entertainment,  you  may  let  them  know,  that  what  his  majefty  now 
doth,  is  mere  bounty  and  grace,  not  duty  or  debt ;  that  longer  they  were  not  to  ex- 
pect entertainment,  than  thofe  towns  fhould  remain  cautionary :  but  when  the  towns 
fhould  be  rendered,  the  garrifons  necefTarily  were  to  be  difTmifTed  from  his  majefty's 
fervice :  And  that  if  they  caft  tlieir  eyes  into  the  neighbour  countries  under  the 
archduke's  government,  and  inform  themfelves  how  fuch  commanders  and  captains 
are  treated,  when  the  regiments  or  companies  are  reformed,  they  cannot  but  ac- 
knowledge but  his  majefty  hath  dealt  right  gracioufly  and  bountifully  with  them. 
You  are  likewife  to  acquaint  the  burgomafters  and  magiftrates  of  tlie  town  with  the 
caufe  of  your  coming  over  there.  To  them  you  fhall  remonftrate  in  fair  and  kind 
language  the  many  favours  their  ftate  in  general,  and  that  town  in  particular,  have  re- 
ceived from  his  majefty :  in  what  peaceable  government  they  have  lived  under  you 
the  governor  and  commander  of  that  garrifon :  how  they  have  profpered  fince  the 
coming  of  the  Englifli :  how  greatly  the  town  is  inlarged,  and  their  burghers  in- 
riched :  and  therefore  his  majefty  has  no  caufe  to  doubt,  but  that  of  gratitude  they 

will 
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will  ever  acknowledge  the  obligation  they  owe  to  his  perlbn  and  his  crowns  •,  aiid  • 
ever  be  willing  to  entertain  all  good  amity  and  correfpondency  with  his  fubjeds. 

To  thofe,  who  fhall  be  deputed  from  the  ftates  for  to  receive  the  town,  as  you  are 
to  fhew  them  the  power  you  have  for  the  reddition  of  it;  fo,  for  your  difcharge,  you 
are  to  fee  the  aft  of  the  ftate,  whereby  they  are  authorifed  for  the  receiving  thereof. 
You  fhall  remonftrate  unto  them,  upon  what  grounds  and  reafons  that  town  was  firft 
delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  late  queen  of  famous  memory;  and  thereby  take  occa- 
fion  to  put  them  in  mind,  that  when  they  were  abandoned  by  all  other  kings  and 
princesj  and  their  provinces  expofed  to  the  violence  of  a  powerful  and  irreconcilable 
enemy,  they  were  affifted  by  the  crown  of  England,  out  of  no  private  ends,  but 
merely  for  the  good  of  the  public,  and  the  eftablifhment  of  their  liberty,  which  they 
cannot  but  acknowledge  hath  been  purchafed  by  that  royal  afiiftance  they  have  re- 
ceived from  his  majefty,  and  by  the  gracious  intervention  of  his  faithful  and  in- 
duftrious  endeavours  in  procuring  the  truce  contracted  with  the  king  of  Spain  and 
the  archdukes ;  whereof  no  greater  teftimony  can  be  given  than  this  prefent  a6lion, 
which  now  you  are  to  perform  ;  that  his  majefty  is  pleafed,  at  the  inftant  defire  of 
the  ftates  general,  intimated  unto  him  by  many  and  ferious  ibllicitations  of  their  em- 
baffador  refident,  fir  Noel  Caron,  to  render  into  their  hands  the  Brill  and  the 
forts  thereunto  adjoining;  whereby  it  doth  appear,  that  as  his  majefty  never  had 
purpofe  to  incroach  upon  their  cftate,  fo  he  doth  repofe  more  truft  and  confidence 
in  the  affurance  of  their  affeftlons,  than  in  the  continuing  of  the  pofleffion  of  his  cau- 
tionary towns ;  which  by  virtue  of  the  treaties  yet  for  many  years  he  might  have  held 
in  his  hands. 

You  fhall  recommend  unto  them,  and  fo  pray  them  to  recommend  tinto  their 
fuperiors,  in  his  majefty's  name,  the  continuance  of  the  amity  between  his  crowns 
and  their  provinces;  and  likewife  pray  them  and  the  burgomafters  of  that  tow-.n, 
whom  in  all  likelihood  you  fliall  fee,  to  take  upon  them  this  charge,  that  fuch  of  his 
majefty's  fubjecls,  who  by  reafon  of  their  long  abode  in  that  place,  ftiall  think  it  con- 
venient there  to  continue  their  dwellings,  to  treat  them  with  all  favour  and  courtefy, 
as  the  fubjects  of  their  deareft  and  neareft  ally. 

Such  ordnance  and  artillery,  as  is  either  in  the  Brill,  or  the  forts  belonging  to  the 
ftates  general,  or  that  town,  you  fhall  by  inventory  redeliver  into  their  hands;  v/here- 
of,  for  your  difcharge,  you  fhall  do  well  to  take  a  recepjfe.  The  ordnance  belonging  to 
his  majefty  you  are  to  bring  over,  and  to  deliver  it  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  Carew, 
mafterof  the  ordnance  to  his  majefty. 

Rewards  to  the  officers  of  the  cautionary  garrifotis. 

Upon  confideration  taken  by  the  board  for  fatisfadlion  to  be  made  to  the  governors 
and  officers  of  the  cautionary  towns  of  Vlifhing  and  the  Brill,  it  is  ordered  as 
foUoweth :

R'  Hon^'% 

The  letters  and  copies,  with  which  your  honour  did  favour  me  by  William 
DiESTON  (whom  I  could  not  fooner  return  for  want  of  fit  fubjedt)  came  very  oppor- 
tunely for  my  inftruftions  to  give  afiiftance  to  the  new  regiment  of  Englifli,  now  en- 
tered into  the  ftates  pay;  and  the  other  two  companies,  which  are  ieparated  by  tlie 
contradl;  here  being  certain  difficulties  in  the  manner  of  receiving  them,  partly  in  re- 
gard of  their  repartition,  and  partly  in  regard  of  their  number ;  the  firft  of  whicli 
points  will  afl-c  fome  time,  in  regard  it  depends  upon  the  refolutionof  thofe  of  Zealand 
for  the  eftablifliing  of  the  quotas,  about  which  here  are  commiffions  now  daily  ex- 
pecfted.  Mean  time  they  muft  remain  upon  the  generality  for  their  payment:  but 
I  find  the  purpofe  of  the  chief  here  is  fettled  to  have  them  repartited,  as  befl:  for  the 
ftate,  and  moft  commodious  for  the  companies.  Touching  the  number,  I  have  had 
fome  argument  witli  monf.  Barnevelt  and  the  council  of  ftate,  conceiving  his 
majefty's  intent  to  be,  that  the  companies  fiiould  be  received  and  maintained  in  the 
felf-fame  ftate  as  they  ftood  in  his  pay,  though  it  be  not  particularly  let  down  in  the 
contraft;  that  is,  the  companies  of  the  two  governors,  each  of  them  200  heads,  and 
the  reft  at  hundreds:  but  here  is  advantage  taken  of  the  prefent  weaknefs  of  the  com- 
panies, which  was  caufed  by  the  unhappy  accident  of  the  mutinies,  whereupon  many 
of  the  foldiers  left  their  colours,  whereby  to  keep  them  in  ftate,  as  they  are  at  their 
firft  mufters,  or  reduce  them  to  the  number  of  the  reit  of  the  Englifti  now  in  their 
fervice.     For  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  and  lieutenant  colonel,  as  likewife  for  fi 


HoRACf  Vere  and  fir  Edward  Conway,  I  have  obtained  their  commiffions  to  be 
difpatched,  according  unto  their  defires,  at  their  wonted  nnmbers :  but  at  the  receiv- 
ing of  them  at  the  council  of  ftate,  they  are  required  not  to  fill  them,  until  they 
have  further  order :  the  reft  are  yet  held  in  fufpence. 

My  lord  Lisle  hath  been  lodged  by  the  ftate,  and  ufed  with  all  other  good  refpefts. 
This  day  he  returned  towards  England  through  Flanders, 

The  French  embaffador  du  Maurier  doth  fuffer  the  bufinefs  of  Juliers  and 
Cleves  to  lie  dead ;  and  I  forbear  the  reviving  of  the  fame,  until  I  underftand  his  ma- 
jefty's pleafure  upon  my  letters  of  the  8th  of  the  laft,  wherewith  I  fent  the  ftates  an- 
fwer  to  my  propofition  in  this  fubjeft,  concerning  which  I  befeech  your  honour  to  fa- 
vour me  with  a  i^'tt  lines. 

Three  days  fince  the  French  embaffador  was,  by  particular  order  out  of  France, 
in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  to  crave  pardon  for  fuch  captains  and  other 
officers  and  foldiers  of  that  nation  here  in  their  fervice,  who  contrary  to  their  exprefs 
commandment  bore  arms  in  thefe  late  troubles  under  the  princes;  which  was  the 
only  ^ffeft  of  that  audience, 
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The  treaty  with  the  Hans  towns  was  finiflied,  and  the  deputies  feafted  and  dif- 
patched  within  four  days  after  my  laft  of  the  30th  of  May;  wherein  I  advertifed  your 
honour  what  was  concluded  touching  the  point  of  contributions  :  and  herewitli  I  fend 
the  tranflated  copies  of  the  inilruments. 

I  was  only  vifited  by  the  deputies  of  Bremen,  who  recommend  their  town  to  his 
majefly's  favour  and  proteilion,  and  not  without  great  fubjeft,  as  is  here  conceived, 
the  place  being  of  itfelf  weak,  and  ftrongly  aimed  at,  and  praftifed  upon  by  the  Spa- 
niards, who  in  confequence  of  the  taking  of  Zoefl  and  Lipftadt  have  a  defign  to  im- 
patronife  themfelves  of  more  places  in  thofe  parts,  whereby  to  cut  off  the  paflage  be- 
rvv^ixt  thefe  provinces  and  Germany.  To  this  effeft  we  hear  of  many  preparations  for 
the  field  on  the  archdukes  fide;  but  reft  fecure,  that  as  long  and  no  longer  than  the 
troubles  laft  in  Italy,  the  quiet  here  willbe  preferved. 

In  this  confideration,  that  the  war  of  thofe  parts  is  the  peace  of  thefe,  I  fend  your 
honour  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  a  perfon  of  good  underfcanding  and  no  lefs  good 
afFeclion  at  Venice,  wherein  your  honour  will  fee  the  ftace  of  their  affairs,  and  the 
fenfe  they  have  of  ours.  At  the  date  thereof  I  underftand  fir  Henry  Wotton  was 
not  arrived  at  Venice,  elfe  fhould  I  not  committere  falcetn  in  alienam  meffem. 

I  have  been  written  unto  lately  by  the  archbiflrop  of  Spalato,  to  fend  him  letters  of 
addrefs  to  fome  well-affefted  perfons  on  the  way,  he  having  now  (as  he  writes)  fettled 
his  affairs^  and  perfifting  in  his  former  refolution  of  going  into  England.  Herein  I 
made  nadifhculty  to  fatisfy  him,  conceiving  it  to  agree  with  his  majefty's  pleafure. 

The  agent  of  Brandenburg  here  refident  hath  prefented  a  memorial  to  the  ftate  con- 
cerning many  particulars  in  the  prefent  government  of  that  part  of  Juliets  and 
Cleves,  wherein  this  ftate  hath  garrifon-,  and  amongft  others,  one  of  confequence, 
which  is,  that  they  would  there  eftablilh  legem  talionis  in  regard  of  religion,  and 
caufe  the  mafs  to  ceafe  in  all  places  where  they  have  authority,  unlefs  the  reformed 
religion  may  be  reftored  in  divers  places  on  the  other  fide,  and  the  minifters  admitted 
again  to  their  charges,  which  have  been  fhared  away  by  the  Spaniards.  To  this  the  ftate 
here  doth  confent,  and  accordingly  give  order  to  their  governors,  but  with  a  re- 
ftriftion  to  proceed  with  moderation,  in  regard  it  appears  what  is  done  on  the  other 
fide,  not  to  be  done  by  exprefs  commandment,  but  by  connivance,  which  is  all  one  in 
effeft. 

I  have  nothing  more  to  advertife  your  honour  for  the  prefent,  and  therefore  hum- 
bly take  leave,  &c. 

Since  I  began  to  write,  the  ftates  have  confented,  that  all  the  captains  of  the  new 
regiment  (liall  have  their  commifTions  at  a  hundred  heads;  but  they  are  required  to- 
forbear  the  filling  of  them  with  new  fupplies,  until  the  repartition  be  refolved..

My  lord  embaffador, 

I  cannot  but  thank  you  for  your  kind  letters  and  your  advertifements.  I  think  by- 
this  time  you  fee  the  effeft  of  the  pafling  of  thofe  troops  over  the  Rhine,  that  was 
in  mine  opinion  to  do  fomething  equivalent  that,  which  the  ftates  forces  did  in 
their  return  from  Brunfwick ;  for  1  do  not  believe,  that  either  of  you  will  willingly 
renew  a  war. 

We  have  now  determined  of  th«  return  of  the  cautionary  towns,  a  matter  vul- 
garly ill  taken  here,  and  with  many  of  the  beft:  but  necefllty  is  of  the  council.  I. 
think  your  lordfhip  will  hear  of  it  by  thofe,  that  have  more  hand  in  it  than  I. 

We  have  no  certainty  of  the  peace  in  France  by  letters;  but  the  rumor  is  current, 
and  fo  it  ftayeth  my  lord  Hay's  journey,  and  hath  given  occafion  to  the  Spanifh  embaf- 
fador  to  prefs  for  a  like  extraordinary  for  ?>^di\n  fKntilli  gratia.  As  our  cofters  are,  I 
could  v/ilh  neither  of  both;  but  if  one,,  there  is  a  decorum,  that  the  other  go  alfo. 

I  hear  nothing  elfe  to  trouble  your  lordfliip  with,  but  that  the  Venetian  embaflfador 
craveth  audience  this  morning  to  tell  his  majefly,  that  there  is  a  fufpenfion  of  arms 
between  the  doge  and  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  and  the  fiege  removed  from  Grandifca. 
So  I  reft  your  lordlliip's  loving  friendi.

That  he  had  defired  in  his  majefty's  name,  that  the  firates  would  nominate  and  depute 
3  or  4  of  their  own  body  to  judge  of  the  validity  of  the  teltimonies,  and  determine  tire 
caufe  according  to  the  juftice  and  equity,  thereof.  What  will  be  the  iffue  I  cannot  fay, 
for  I  find  them  here  in  caufes  of  this  nature  as  ftrong  in  their  own  fenfe,  as  ftiff  in  ob- 
ferving  their  accuftomed  forms ;  from  which  they  fay  this  courfe  doth  differ.

My  lord, 

Amongft  many  other  overtures  propounded  by  the  colonel  Schenberg  at  his  late- 
being  here,  this  was  one  not  of  the  leail  importance,  that  whereas  the  eleftor  Pa- 
latine ought  to  hold  and  pofiefs  certain  fiefs  appertaining  to  his  rightful  inheritance, 
enjoyed  by  his  anceftors  without  controverfy  or  difpute  in  the  country  of  Juliers, 
whereof  he  is  deprived  by  thefe  unhappy  differences  lately  fallen  out  between  the  arch- 
dukes and  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces;  his  majefty  would  bepleafed  to  addrefs 
his  letters  to  them  both,  praying  them  without  farther  delay  to  reintegrate  the  eleftor 

hrs. 
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his  fon  into  his  lawful  pofleffion ;  and  that  he  may  with  the  felf-fame  liberty  peaceably 
enjoy  his  due  riglits,  as  his  predeceflbrs  have  done  before  him.  To  this  purpofe 
his  majefty  hath  written,  the  copy  of  whofe  letters  herewith  you  fhall  receive,  that  ac- 
cordingly you  may  fafhion  the  propofition,  which  you  are  to  make  in  the  aiTembly  of  the 
ftates,  whofe  anfwer  you  are  to  require,  and  to  fend  over  with  the  firft  convenience; 
for  his  majefty  hath  promifed,  that  the  anfwer,  which  he  fliall  receive  from  the  arch- 
dukes and  the  ftates,  fhall  fpeedily  be  fentunto  the  eleftor  Palatine.  I  may  not  omit 
to  let  you  know,  that  fir  Thomas  Edmondes  doth  advertife  us,  that  the  embaflador  of 
France  hath  written  from  the  Hague,  that  you  had  order  to  foliicit  the  ftates,  that  the 
■emperor's  name  might  be  inferted  in  the  formulary  of  the  archdukes,  and  the  names 
of  the  two  kings  omitted;  a  thing  never  dreamt  of  as  by  us,  nor  never  intended  to 
be  propounded  by  you;  and  fo  I  have  written  to  fir  Thomas  Edmondes. 

We  hear  by  report  of  the  reddition  of  the  towns,  and  of  the  mutiny  unhappily  hap- 
pened in  them ;  the  true  ground  whereof  is  diverfely  reported.

June  1 1,  King  James  to  the  ftates  general :  from  Greenwich,  in  French.  Upon  the 
fiefs  in  Juliets,  which  the  ele6lor  Palatine  had  been  deprived  of:  defires  they  may 
be  reftored,  having  no  connexion  with  the  difpute  about  the  fucceflion  in  that 
country. 

June  12.  King  James  to  the  Archduke  Albert  upon  the  fame  fubjefl. 

June  23.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Winwood. 

R'.  hone's 

Immediately  upon  the  receit  of  your  honour's  letters  of  the  13th  of  this  prefent  by 
Johnson  the  poft,  I  demanded  audience  of  the  ftates  general ;  and  after  I  had  prefented 
his  majefty's  letters,  ufed  fome  few  words  in  conformity  to  them  for  furtherance  of 
the  prince  Palatine's  defire  toucliing  his  pretenfions  in  Juliets,  for  fuch  fiefs  as 
rightly  appertain  unto  him  in  that  ftate  by  inheritance ;  wherein  I  found  they  were 
very  well  informed,  as  being  a  matter,  wherein  they  have  been  twice  or  thrice  for- 
merly moved,  and  were  always  ready  (as  they  faid)  to  afllft  the  prince  in  fo  juft  a 
demand,  and  now  much  the  more  willingly  upon  his  majefty's  recommendation. 
.  What  their  anfwer  is,  his  majefty  may  be  pleafed  to  fee  by  the  inclofed,  which  I 
have  accompanied  with  my  propofition. 

At  this  audience  I  moved  the  ftates  in  an  occafion  then  newly  prefented  of  certain 
fubjeifls  of  his  majefty  brought  into  Rotterdam  and  Delft,  the  17th  of  this  prefent, 
to  the  number  of  82,  which  were  taken  for  pirates  in  two  fmall  barks  about  the  ifles 
of  Orkney  by  two  men  of  war  of  this  ftate,  which  lay  there  to  guard  their  fifhers ; 
and  having  fome  information  of  the  qualities  of  thefe  men,  that  they  were 
■not  fuch  as  was  fufpefted,  I  defired,  that  the  ftates  would  take  knowledge  of 
them,  and  not  fuffer  them  to  be  treated  as  pirates  (for  fo  they  were,  both  at 
3  fea. 
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fea,  and  fince  they  came  to  land)  until  Rich  time  as  they  had  paft  a  trial,  and  then 
they  might  ufe  them  according  to  their  merit.     The  day  following,  which  was  yefter- 
day,  the  ftates  fent  unto  me  fuch  writings,  as  thefe  men  produced  in  their  juftifica^ 
tion  ;  as  likewife  fuch  teftimonies,  as  were  taken  againfl  them ;  upon  view  whereof 
I  found,  that  thefe  men  were  fent  from  fir  Thomas  Philips  from  Coleraine  in  Ire- 
land for  the  taking  of  one  Saverly  Mac  Donald  in  the  ifland  of  Rafflings  (who  was- 
there  entered  into  Rebellion)  under  the  command  of  one  Andrew  Westcoate,  en- 
fign  to  fir  Thomas  Philips;  for  which  purpofe  they  had  inftruclions  figned   by  fir 
Thomas  Philips,  and  dated  the  i6th  of  May  laft  paft,  as  likewife  a  copy  of  a  letter 
from  the  lords  juftices  of  Ireland,  the  lord  chancellor,  and  fir  John  Denham,  bearing 
date  the  ift  of  May,  to  fir  Thomas  Philips,  whereby  to  authorize  him  to  find  out 
thefe  men  for  the  apprehenfion  of  Saverly   Mac  Donald:    Which  being  figni- 
fied  from  me  to  the  ftates,  they  prefently  took  a  refolution  to  return  thefe  men  to  the 
place  where  their  men  of  war  found  them,  and  to  prefent  them  to  certain  officers  in 
the  north  of  Scotland,  named  Hen.  Stuart  of  Carlongie,  and  William  Leving- 
STON,  who   ftile  themfelves  fiierifFs  of  the  county  of  Orkney  and  Schetland,  from 
whom  the  ftates  men  of  war  have  a  letter  dated  the  5th  of  June,  by  which  advice  is 
given  of  a  pirate  fliip  in  thofe  quarters,  which  had  taken  cattle  in  the  iflands  there-  - 
abouts,  and  lay  in  wait  (as  they  advertife)  for  the  Holland  fifhers.    And  this  letter  is 
the  caufe  of  the  taking  thefe  men  in  place  of  the  pirate,  who  in  all  probability  was 
Saverly  Mac  Donald,  whom  thefe  men  followed,  and  who  was  but  a  day's  fail  before 
them.     This  courfe,  which  they  now  refolve  of,  to  fend  them  back,  and  prefent  them 
to  the  juftice  of  Scotland,  fhould  have  been  taken  at  their  firft  apprehending,  whereby 
to  avoid  the  trouble  of  this  long  voyage,  and  the  wrongs  thefe  poor  men  have  fuftained 
by  being  fpoiled  of  all  they  have,  and  lying  in  irons  till  this  prefent ;  which  hath  given 
me  occafion  this  morning  to  fpeak  to  monf.  Barnevelt  to  inftru6t  their  captains  of 
thofe  ftiips  better,  whom  they  fend  into  thofe  feas,  whereby  to  avoid  thefe  ill-encounters : 
and  for  the  prefent  I  have  defired,  that  thefe  men  may  have  full  reftitution  made  of 
what  is  taken  from  them,  and  vifliual  for  their  voyage  back ;  which  he  hath  promifed 
me  fliall  be  performed.  I  have  obtained  licence  for  the  enfign  Westcoate  to  come  unto. 
me  J  and  upon  fpeech  with  him  find  him  and  the  reft  of  the  company  to  he  fuch,  and  no, 
©ther,  as  their  writings,  which  I  faw  before,  did  import. 

At  this  prefent  here  is  advertifement  of  a  fhip  newly  come  into  Dunkirk-road  out 
of  the  north  of  Ireland  with  fifty  men.  in  her,  or  thereabouts,  and  there  feized  for 
a  pirate.  This,  in  all  conjefture  of  tiine,  and  other  eircumftances,  is  Saverly  Mac 
Donald,  who  (as  enfign  Westcoate  informs  me)  firft  pofix?fled  himieif  of  a  French  fhip 
betwixt  the  Rafflings  and  the  Skirries,,  and  after  took  a  pilot  out  of  a  Scottiih  fhip,, 
which  he  robbed  at  the  ifland  Lewis>  exprefly  to  conduft  him  to  Dunkirk.  In  which 
refpeft  I  fend  this  bearer  over  land  by  BruflTels,  to  inform  mr.  Trumball  of  the  con- 
dition of  this  perfon  in  time,  left  he  efcape  away  under  pretext  of  a  refugiat  catholic, 
which  is  the  common  cloke  for  fuch  perfons,  and  after  to  pafs  by  Dunkirk,  that  he 
may  advertife  your  honour  what  he  obferves  and  learns  concerning  this  fhip ;  and  if  it 
fhould  fall  out,  that  Westcoate  being  brought  hither  as  prifoner,  ftiould  be  the  oc- 
cafion of  the  apprehending  Mac  Donald  in  thefe  parts,  it  would  be  felix  error,  and 
a  good  efFed  of  an  ill  caufe.

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The  conformity,  which  this  accident  hath  with  that,  which  happened  about  two 
years  fince  in  Crookehaven  in  Ireland,  where  many  of  his  majefty's  fubjefts  werefpoiled 
and  flain  by  certain  of  the  ftates  fliips,  who  took  them  for  pirates,  gave  me  occafion  at 
this  feif-fame  audience  to  recommend  to  the  ftates  general  the  difpatch  of  the  bufinefs 
for  reparation  of  loiTes  to  fuch  as  were  interefted,  concerning  which  his  majefty  wrote 
his  particular  letters  about  three  months  fince  in  the  behalf  of  mr.  Boothby,  a  merchant 
of  London;'  and  Ihad  one  from  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  coun- 
cil, in  favour  of  one  Thomas  Smyth,  who  fuffered  in  the  fame  Ihip;  and  though  I 
have  weekly  foiicired  tlie  fame  with  the  prefidents  and  monf.  Barnevelt,  nothing 
until  that  time  was  done. 

The  next  day  the  ftates  fpent  the  whole  morning  in  reviewing  the  pieces  concerning 
this  bufinefs ;  and  now  I  hope  it  will  not  be  laid  afide  until  they  take  a  final  refolution, 
of  which  I  will  give  his  majefty  and  their  lordftiips  an  account  with  the  fooneft. 

I  cannot  but  marvel  at  the  French  embaffador's  advice  into  France  (whereof  your 
honour  doth  pleafe  to  advertife  me)  touching  the  order  I  have  from  his  majefty  in  the 
bufinefs  of  the  formulary ;  knowing,  that  he  got  out  of  the  grefEer's  hands  both  my 
propofttion,  and  the  ftates  anfwer  in  that  bufinefs  :  And  I  have  had  fo  often  commu- 
nication with  him,  that  I  could  not  but  be  well  underftood;  which  I  find  I  was  by 
fome  fpeeches  I  have  had  with  him  fince  to  this  purpofe ;  fo  as  there  muft  be  fome 
artifice  in  thofe,  who  gave  the  information  to  fir  Thomas  Edmondes  ;  and  I  can  make 
no  other  interpretation  thereof,  but  that  it  was  a  wilful  miftake,  whereby  to  divert  or 
protraft  the  proceeding. 

The  French  embaflador  hath  fliewed  me  a  letter  from  monf.  Villeroy,  wherein 
he  writes,  that  the  Spanifli  and  archdukes  embafl^adors  at  Paris  have  moved  the  king 
and  the  queen  mother  to  give  the  likeordertotheir  embaffador  here,  as  I  have  had  from 
his  majefty  touching  the  acceptation  of  the  formulary,  in  place  whereof  they  have 
dealt  with  the  Spanifti  embaflTador  to  write  to  Bruffels  to  the  archdukes  to  accommo- 
date themfelves  to  fome  courfe  more  likely  to  be  admitted  by  this  ftate ;  which  the 
letter  faith  the  Spanifti  embaflador  hath  done.  Mean  time,  in  expeftation  of  the  anfwer, 
this  French  embafl;idor  doth  fufpend  my  further  proceeding  in  this  bufinefs:  but  I' 
find  he  is  fomewhat  quickened  by  one  fpeech  his  majefty  hath  had  with  the  French 
embaffador's  refident  in  this  court  concerning  his  coldnefs  herein,  which  he  excufes  upon 
their  troubles  at  home  for  the  time  that  is  paft,  as  a  refpeftfit  for  him  to  have,  not  to 
make  fo  diftafteful  a  propofition  to  this  ftate,  when  he  did  not  know  what  need  his 
mafter  fliould  have  of  their  help :  but  for  the  time  to  come,  he  profefleth  to  lay  by  all 
thefe  confiderations,  and  according  to  thofe  letters  he  fliall  next  receive  out  of  France, 
govern  himfelf.

I  have  even  now  received  his  majefty's  leave  for  my  going  to  the  Spa  by  your 
lionour's  letters  of  the  17th  of  this  prefent;  for  which  I  render  my  humble  thanks, 
and  will  not  fail,  both  here  and  by  the  way,  to  be  watchful  upon  all  occafions  for  his 
■majefty's  fervice.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

That  the  fame  requeft  had  been  made  feveral  years  before  during  the  life  of  the  laft 
duke  of  Juliers;  and  that  they  had  feveral  times,  lince  the  death  of  that  duke,  writ- 
ten and  required  tlie  princes  in  poffeffion  to  deliver  up  to  the  eleftor  thofe  fiefs;. 
which  not  being  done,  the  ftates,  out  of  regard  to  his  majefty's  recommendationj 
will  continue  to  ufe  their  utmoft  intereft  and  endeavour  in  favour  of  the  eledlor.

Recommending  fir  Edward  Conway,  a  gentleman  of  many  noble  parts,  and  of  great 
virtues  and  integrity,  that  fir  Dudley  Carleton  would  aflill  him  in  his  private  oc- 
cafions.

My  lord. 
The  letters,  wherein  you  moved  for  leave  to  go  to  the  Spa,  came  lately  to  my 
hands  j  I  mean  flowly;  which  is  the  caufe,  that  I  returned  you  no  fooner  an  anfwer.. 
This  day  I  have  m^oved  his.  majefty,,  who  is  gracioufiy  pleafed  to  grant  your  requeft.. 
If  you  pafs  by  Liege,  I  pray  you  inform  yourfelf  of  fuch  Englilh,  that  live  there; 
ancl  whether  there  be  not  an  Englifh  feminary  lately  builded,  or  now  building.  You^ 
will  not  forget  to  leave  fome  one  behind  you  at  the  Hague,  to  advertife  of  the  occur- 
rences of  that  placij,  if  any  happen  in  your  abfence.  You  will  meet  with  many  Eng- 
lilh at  the  Spa;  and  I  fear  many  of  them  worfe  aftefted  in  their  mind  to  the  fervice 
of  the  ftate,  thanin  body  for  their  health.  I  pray  you  have  a  watchful  eye  of  them  5 
and  t\\o\i^h..extra  territorium  nulla  juriJdiSiio,  yet  it  doth  appertain  to  your  csLXt.  femper 
et  ubique  to  do  his  majefty  fervice.  And  this  is  all  I  have  for  this  prefent.  I  defire 
my  fervice  may  be  recommended  to  your  lady,  and  fo  reft,  &c.

In  conformity  to  my  laft  of  the  23d  of  June  (which  I  fent  by  an  exprefs  meflenger 
my  fervant  over  land,  and  the  duplicate  by  Johnson,  the  poft)  thofe  men,  wiio  were 
brought  in  wrongfully  for  pirates  to  Delft  and  Rotterdam,  were  delivered  out  of  pri- 
fon  the  day  following,  and  re-conducled  to  the  ftates  ftiip,  which  brought  them  in, 
to  be  carried  back  into  Scotland,  where  if  they  juftify  themfelves  for  honeft  men 
(and  fuch  I  take  them  to  be,  and  fo  have  undertaken  to  the  ftates)  whatfoever  hath  been 
taken  from  them,  ftiall  be  reftored  unto  them  by  inventory.  They  paflTed  out  of  the 
river  from  the  Brill  (whither  I  fent  exprefly  to  view  and  fee  how  they  were  treated) 
the  aSch  of  the  laft,  being  ufed  rather  like  paflengers  than  prifoners;  but  their  con- 
ducting betwixt  Delft  and  the  fhips  gave  me  fubjeft  of  much  complaint,  the  foldiers 
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'being  bound  together  in  cords  by  tlie  arms,  and  the  enfign  Westcoate  led  in  ma- 
nacles ;  which  the  ftates  excufe  as  contrary  to  their  order;  and  the  lords  of  the  fifhery 
(as  they  call  them)  whole  prifoners  they  were,  fay  they  could  not  otherwife  fatisfy 
the  people:  but  many  relied  as  ill  fatisfied  with  their  treatment;  for  if  they  were  pi- 
rates, why  were  they  delivered  ?  If  honeft  men,  why  thus  ufed  ?  Thofe,  which  were 
at  Rotterdam,  were  fent  aboard  by  night. 

The  ftates  have,  after  long  debate  about  the  bufinefs  concerning  mr.  Boothby, 
which  was  folicited  by  this  bearer,  talcen  a  refolution  to  depute  one  of  eveiy  province 
out  of  their  affemblies,  to  hear  and  determine  thereof;  with  which  this  bearer  doth 
depart  better  fatisfied,  than  with  700/.  compofition,  which  I  would  have  procured 
him.  The  r.ecompence  to  Thomas  Smith  (who  was  recommended  by  the  lords  of 
his  majefty's  moft  honourable  privy  council)  for  his  hurts  and  maims  received  in  the 
fame  occafion,  is  referred  to  the  fame  arbitrators. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  have  made  a  very  fharp  decree  with  pecuniary  punilliment 
and  exile  for  fuch,  as  upon  thefe  differences  of  religion  leparate  themfelves  from  their 
wonted  congregations,  by  going  from  hence  to  Ryfwick,  and  fo  from  other  places  to 
■churches  more  remote  from  their  own  parilhes,  to  communicate  and  affift  at  divine 
fervice:  Which  thofe  of  Amfterdam  and  Enchuyfcn  have  protefted  againft,  offering 
to  receive  any  thus  banifhed  into  their  cities,  and  promifing  to  repay  their  confifca- 
tions  to  the  full,  with  purpofe  (as  they  openly  declare)  to  defalc  fo  much  out  of  their 
contributions  to  the  ftate,  which  hath  caufed  the  execution  of  the  order  to  be  fuf- 
pended. 

Here  are  deputies  at  this  prefent  from  the  province  of  Zealand  exprefly  fent  to  con- 
clude their  long  difference  betwixt  that  province  and  the  reft  concerning  their  quotas; 
wherein  they  are  very  ftiff  not  to  exceed  eight  in  the  hundredth :  whereas  they  are 
rated  at  eleven,  in  regard  of  their  decay  fince  the  truce  -,  and  this  they  are  now  in 
hand  to  make  appear  to  be  reafonable  before  the  council  of  ftate  by  a  particular  ac- 
count of  their  encrata.  Thofe  of  Frifeland  make  the  like  difficulty  in  their  quotas, 
and  refufe  to  come  to  account.  But  this  difference  of  their  purfes  will  be  fooner  ac- 
commodated (notwithftanding  thofe  difficulties)  than  the  other  of  their  confciences, 
in  that  thofe,  who  have  chief  authority  in  the  ftate,  make  it  their  work  to  fettle  the 
one  for  their  public  good,  and  fo  profecute  their  particular  defires  in  the  other, 
whereby  to  maintain  their  authorities. 

'  Here  is  one  Paul  de  la  Ravoyre,  a  Savoyard,  whofe  fortune  and  requeft  your  ho- 
nour may  be  pleafed  to  fee  by  the  inclofed  memorial.  He  had  a  defire  to  have  gone 
into  England,  which  I  have  diffuaded,  in  that,  if  his  majefty  pleafe  to  write  to  the 
duke  of  Savoy  in  his  favour,  I  have  promifed  him  by  your  honour's  means  to  procure 
your  letter.  He  hath  penned  an  apology  for  himfelf,  which  he  hath  ftiewed  me ;  and 
therein  he  doth  fo  well  decypher  the  court  of  Rome  (in  which  he  is  well  pradtifed) 
that  he  deferves  all  encouragement,  having  a  purpofe  to  put  the  fame  in  print.

^The  report,  that  I  fliould  move  the  ftates,  that  the  emperor's  name  ftiould  be  in- 
ferted  in  the  formularies  of  the  archdukes  in  place  of  the  two  kings,  appears  to  be 
Spanilh  artifice,  by  that  I  underftand  from  Venice  of  the  fame  matter  j  which  your- 
honour  may  pleafe  to  fee  by  the  inclofed  abftradt. 

I  have  thus  long  deferred  my  departure  hence  towards  the  Spa,  partly  by  reafoa 
of  the  unfeafonable  weather  for  travel,  and  partly  for  many  affairs  of  thofe  of  our  na- 
tion, which  I  have  now  left  difpatched  in  a  good  way ;  and  thofe,  who  have  had 
your  honour's  recommendation,  I  hope,  will  have  fubjeft  to  acknowledge  their, 
thanks. 

Here  I  leave  mr.  Nathanael  Brent,  a  fellow  of  Merton  college  in  Oxford,  one 
not  unknown  to  your  honour,  to  advertife  your  honour  of  all  occurrents  in  my  ab- 
fence,  and  to  receive  your  commandments.  So  praying  almighty  God  to  fend  your 
honour  with  all  yours  that  health  which  I  now  go  to  feek,  accompanied  with  alL 
happinefs,  I  commit  you  to  his  holy  protedion.., 

Here  is  at  prefent  an  embaffador  from  Bafil  [Boule]  who  had  audience  the  27th  of 
the  laft.  The  only  fubjeift  whereof  was  (befides  compliment)  the  payment  of  a  great, 
remainder  of  debt  for  iervice  done  by  that  ftate  to  the  late  prince  of  Orange,  which, 
he  requires  of  the  ftates ;  and  they  have  already  anfwered  the  debt  to  be  due  by  the_ 
feventeen  provinces,  and  not  thefe  alone  which  are  united.  Wherefore  they  refufe  ta 
take  the  matter  into  confideration..

My  flaying  in  Liege  being  one  night  only  in  tranfitu^  this  is  all  the  information  I 
eould  take  in  fo  fhort  a  time  of  the  Englifh  feminary  of  the  Jefuits  there  lately  eredted. 
It  is  now  fixteen  months  fince  the  Jefuits  of  Louvain  and  St.  Omer  were  petitioners 
to  the  elector  of  Colen,  as  biihop  of  Liege,  for  licence  to  have  a  college  in  the  town  j 
with  promiie  to  be  no  charge  to  him,  nor  burthen  to  the  inhabitants:  which  being 
granted,  they  bought  certain  houfes  joining  to  the  rampart  of  the  town  on  this  fide 
towards  Brabant,  clofe  to  a  convent  of  Capuchins,  which  cofl  them  four  times  the 
jull  value;  and  for  the  firft  fix  months  they  had  a  double  procefs,  one  with  the  Ca- 
puchins for  certain  entries  and  pafiages ;  another  with  the  town  itfelf,  which  held  it 
not  fafe  to  have  fl:rangers  poffefs  the  rampart  of  the  town,  by  which  an  entry  might  be 
given  at  all  times  to  the  antient  enemies  of  the  houfe  of  Burgundy.  Thefe  differences 
being  accommodated  with  money,  they  began  to  build  about  a  year  fince,  and  have 
already  raifed  the  church  to  fome  perfeftion.  Their  college  is  likewife  begun,  on, 
which  they  entertain  always  forty  workmen,  fometimes  a  hundred,  which  are  well 
paid,  and  for  the  mofb  part  withEngiifli  gold.  The  recflor  is  Thompson.  Six  other  Je- 
fuits there  are,  who  have  as  many  names  as  they  are  men.    The  reft,  to  the  number  of 
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'thirty  or  thereabouts,  are  novices.  Two  of  the  moft  antient  of  them  were  here  at 
my  firft  coming,  and  are  now  gone  to  the  elector  of  Coien  about  the  affairs  of  their 
college,  they  finding  new  difputes  daily  with  the  burghers  of  Liege,  who  are  ill  fatis- 
fiedwith  the  fudden  increafe  of  fuch  a  number,  by  reafon  of  the  ftate  of  the  houfe: 
And  thefe  quarrels  are  fomented  by  the  Capuchins,  who  are  as  much  troubled  with 
their  ill  neiorhbourhood.

What  company  I  found  here,  with  fuch  as  are  fince  arrived,  and  how  they  ftand 
affefted,  your  honour  will  fee  by  the  lift  I  fend  herewith,  to  which  I  add  a  paper  with 
certain  articles,  which  by  thefe  new-come  Jefuits  are  put  into  the  hands  of  the  curate 
of  the  pariili,  that  the  lodging  of  fuch,  as  are  of  a  contrary  religion  to  this,  make  no 
impreffion  amongft  them.  At  the  firft  articles  they  miake  no  fcruple :  but  the  iaft  is  fo 
-much  againft  their  confciences  (to  fwear,  that  thefe,  by  whom  they  live,  and  whofe 
converfation  they  fee  to  be  religious  and  honeft,  are  immediately  damned)  that  the 
iaft  year  (which  was  the  firft  time  this  novelty  was  introduced)  fix  or  feven  families  for- 
fook  this  place,  and  now  dwell  at  Amfterdam.  And  the  fame  oath,  being  now  pro- 
pofed  to  the  patron  of  the  houfe,  where  the  countefs  of  Pembroke  lodgeth,  he  hath 
left  his  houfe  to  his  guefts,  and  is  fled  into  Germany. 

By  fuch  foldiers,  as  are  here  from  the  places  adjoining,  we  underftand,  that  the 
baron  of  Anhalt,  a  cadet  of  that  houfe  near  Zutphen  and  Daventer,  who  was  a  colonel 
in  Cleve  under  Leopold,  pretends  to  have  commiffion  for  the  levy  of  one  thoufand 
horfe;  for  which  he  hath  made  choice  of  his  officers  :  But  it  is  not  known,  whether  it 
be  for  the  emperor's  fervice,  or  the  king  of  Spain's.  He  hath  the  title  of  gentleman 
of  the  emperor's  chamber. 

If  the  feafon  will  permit,  our  ftay  here  will  be  yet  three  weeks ;  and  in  our  return 
we  Ihall  be  forced  to  take  the  way  of  Louvain,  Mechlin,  and  Antwerp,  by  reafon  of  the 
unfafe  pafTage  the  other  way  without  convoy,  for  which  there  is  no  fit  commodity. 

Of  this  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  your  honour  an  accouut,  to  the  end  I  may 
receive  your  honour's  commandments,  if  there  be  occafion  for  his  majefty's  fervice  in 
thofe  places.  And  though  I  do  here  c\\\e?Ly  falut em  curare,  yet  I  hope  to  fettle  fuch 
correfpondency  in  Liege,  that  my  journey  ftiall  not  prove  altogether  unufeful. 

Sir  Horace  Verb  (whom  your  honour,  I  fuppofe,  will  be  content  to  hear  of)  finds 
himfelf  fomewhat  weakened  by  thefe  waters,  which  the  phyficians  make  no  ill  fign  of 
their  good  operation.  I  have  comfort  given  me  for  mine  indifpofition  by  the  example 
of  great  multitudes,  which  chiefly  refort  hither  from  all  places  for  the  fame  caufe  j 
though  they  come  likewife  for  all  other  difeafes. 

Thus,  praying  almighty  God  for  your  honour's  health,  with  the  increafe  of  all  hap- 
,pinefs,  I  reft,  &c.

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July  13.  Secretary  WiNWOOD  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Whitehall. 

My  lord. 

Although  the  Spa,  where  thefe  will  find  you,  is  not  a  place  for  difpatch  of  bufinefs, 
yet  am  I  willing  you  iiiould  there  be  advertifed  of  the  occurrences  of  this  place  :  In  the 
relation  whereof  I  will  begin  with  a  memorable  accident  fallen  upon  the  fortune  of  a 
powerful  perfon  in  this  ftate,  the  lord  chief  juftice  of  the  King's  Bench  *.  About  a  year 
fince,  his  majefty  underftanding  of  fome  differences  between  the  Chancery  and  the 
King's  Bench  about  the  limits  of  their  jurifdiclion,  called  in  private  unto  him  the  lord' 
chancellor  and  the  lord  chief  juftice;  remonftrated  how  diflionourable  to  them,  and 
diflerviceable  to  him,  fuch  difputes  would  be;  required  them  to  contain  themi'elves 
within  their  feveral  limits;  and  ib  moderate  their  courfes,  that  if  any  intricate  queftion 
iliould  arife  between  them,  which  among  themfelves  they  could  not  determine,  they  would 
refer  to  his  cenfure,  who  would  be  pleafed  himfelf  in  perfon  to  decide  it.  Yet  in  Flilary 
term  laft  many  principal  men,  who  have  their  dependence  in  the  court  of  Chancery, 
were  indifted  in  the  King's  Bench  of  z  praemunire.  Shortly  after  a  caufe  of  the  commen- 
dams  being  to  be  handled  in  the  Exchequer-chamber  before  all  the  judges,  his  majefty 
holding  his  prerogative  to  be  interefted  therein,  commanded  the  judges  by  order  fent 
unto  them  by  his  attorney-general  to  defer  the  hearing  of  that  caufe:  Yet  the  judges 
proceeded.  Laftly,  fir  Robert  Rich  and  fir  Christopher  Hatton  offering  to 
make  prefent  payment  of  that  money,  for  which  their  land  is  engaged,  through  the 
debt  of  chancellor  Hatton,  by  the  examination  of  the  debt  it  did  appear,  that  the 
lord  chief  juftice,  in  the  time  that  he  was  his  majefty 's  atrorney-gpnera!,  did  bind  fir 
Christopher  Hatton  in  bonds  and  ftatutes  tathe  value  of  18,000/.  not  to  procure 
nor  folicit  the  dil'engagements  of  the  land.  Upon  thefe  reafons,  by  exprefs  command- 
ment of  his  majefty,  he  hath  been  convented  at  the  council-table,  and  by  his  majefty's 
folicitor  charged  with  thefe  crimes,  as  by  the  inclofed  paper  will  more  plainly  appear. 
In  fine,  he  isfequeftered  from  the  council-table,  forbidden  to  ride  this  fummer  circuit, 
and  commanded  this  vacation  to  reform  his  books  oi Reports,\^\i&x<im  are  faid  to  be  many 
extravagant  paffages,  diff"erent  from  the  antient  laws  and  conftitutions  of  this  kingdom. 

The  proceedings  both  of  France  and  Spain  in  the  affairs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers  are 
variable  and  obicure,  fo  as  I  cannot  well  judge  what  their  conclufions  will  be;  only 
this  forefee,  that  fooneror  later  thefe  differents  will  produce  a  bloody  war;  which  will 
not  only  rend  in  pieces  thofe  poor  countries,  but  infeft  alio  the  confines  round  about, 
and  withal  difquiet  thefe  other  parts  of  Chriftendom. 

This  day  the  lord  Hay  parted  home  towards  France,  intending  to  imbarlc  at  Do- 
ver for  Dieppe,  whither  his  horfes  and  baggage  are  fent  before. 

His  majefty  is  now  at  Wanfted,  about  which  place  he  purpofeth  to  entertain  himfelf 
until  Friday  the  next  week,  when  from  Theobald's  he  doth  begin  his  progrefs. 

Mr.  Trumbull  hath  order  from  hence  to  make  inftance  to  the  archduke  and  his 
minifters,  that  Saverly  Mac  Donald  with  his  complices  may  be  either  fent  hither 
to  have  the  punilhment  of  pirates;  or  elfe  that  they  would  there  frame  their  procefs, 

and 
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and  execute  according  to  their  denaerit,  and  withal  to  keep  the  Ihip  and  goods  to  the 
ufe  of  the  true  proprietaries.  What  he  fhall  be  able  to  efFeft  of  this,  or  whether  any 
thing,  or  nothing,  time  will  tell  us.     I  am,  &c.

By  letters  from  this  place  of  the  id  of  this  prefent,  I  gave  your  honour  an  account 
of  our  being  here,  as  now  I  thought  it  a  duty  to  do  the  like  of  our  departure,  which  - 
fhall  be  (God  willing)  on  Thurfday  next,  and  that  way  as  in  my  firft  I  advertifed 
your  honour,  unlefs  a  diforder  committed  by  our  convoy  in  their  return  make  us 
unwilling  to  commit  ourfelves  into  the  hands  of  the  diforderly  Liegois,  who  (as  I 
am  informed)  have  a  fecret  purpofe  to  fatisfy  themfelves  upon  our  carriages. 

Sir  Horace  Verb  hath  found  great  good  efFefts  of  thefe  waters,  which  for  the 
prefent  I  cannot  fo  much  brag  of,  but  hope  for  the  beft  (as  others  do,  which  are 

I'ubjedl  to  my  indifpofition)  a  la  lunga. 

Since  our  arrival  at  this  place  here  have  come  few  ftrangers :  Of  Englifh  fir  Ni- 
cholas TuFTON  only,  who  hath  left  his  lady  with  fir  Edward  Cecil,  her  brother, 
at  Utrecht.  Thofe  we  found  are  for  the  moft  part  departed.  The  countefs  of  Pem- 
broke remains  fomewhat  weak  of  an  ill  efFeft,  which  was  caufed  by  thefe  waters.  In 
the  lift  I  fent  your  honour  there  are  fome  gentlemen,  who  came  with  fir  Arthur 
Ingram,  particularly  noted,  whofe  frequenting  this  church  caufed  fome  fufpicionj 
but  it  feems  by  that  I  have  fince  obferved,  they  were  carried  rather  by  curiofity  thaa 
devotion. 

Thofe  two  Englifl-i  Jefuits,  who  (as  I  advertifed  your  honour)  went  from  hence  to 
the  bifhop  of  Colen,  about  the  affairs  of  their  college  at  Liege,  had  a  farther  com- 
miffion  to  obtain  licenfe  of  the  bifhop  for  the  fettling  of  a  company  of  the  Englifh  vo- 
taries of  St.  Omer's  f  whom  they  call  Expe^fates,  and  of  which  we  had  the  governefs  in 
this  place)  in  the  town  of  Liege;  wherein  they  are  like  to  find  no  great  difficulty  with, 
the  prince,  if  they  can  as  eafily  obtain  the  confent  of  the  people. 

The  rector  of  the  Englifh  college  of  Jefuits  at  Liege,  who  goeth  under  the  name 
of  Thompson,  is  (I  am  well  informed)  that  Jarret  or  Gerrard,  that  efcaped  out 
of  prifon  in  England,  and  hath  fince  refided  long  at  Louvain. 

It  feems,  that  the  levies,  which  are  made  in  Burgundy  for  the  fervice  of  the  king 
of  Spain,  will  be  far  greater  in  number  than  was  firft  fpoken  of;,  there  being  men 
fetcht  from  all  places  adjoining,  and  arms  tranfported  that  way  from'  Triers  and 
Mayence  for  feven  or  eight  thoufand  foot.  A  company  of  horfe  hath  been  raifed  ia 
Liege,  and  they  are  marched  away  with  great  diligence,  their  rendezvous  being  at 
Eefance  in  Burgundy  about  the  end  of  this  month,  where  they  are  to  be  commanded 
with  the  reft  of  the  horfe  by  the  count  John  Jacomo  Belioyosa-  an  Italian.  There 
3  is. 
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is  fmall  appearance,  that  their  defign  is  to  pafs  the  mountains  into  the  ftati3  of  Milan, 
as  was  pretended,  the  charge  being  fo  great  for  the  conducl,  and  Italy  abounding 
with  horfe  more  than  any  other  part.  Befides  I  hear,  that  thofc,  which  parted  from 
Liege,  have  carried  with  them  horfes  for  artillery  j  which  is  an  apparent  fign  rhev  are 
not  to  pafs  the  mouncains. 

The  officers,  and  fo  of  the  foldiers,  that  are  to  be  raifed  by  the  baron  of  Anhak, 
are  in  readinels;  but  they  want  money  for  the  intire  levy. 

It  were  a  prefumption  in  me,  being  in  fo  remote  a  place  from  affairs,  to  diicourfc 
of  fo  great  a  bufinefs  carried  with  fuch  extraordinary  i'ecrefy ;  but  the  moil  probable - 
opinion  of  the  ftrangers  in  this  place,  and  the  moft  universal,  is,  that  all  tends  to  the 
eftablifhing  the  emperor's  authority  in  Germany,  by  opprefllng  fuch,  as  any  way  op- 
pofe  the  fame;  the  firft  fury  whereof  is  like  to  light  on  the  marquis  of  Baden;  and 
by  confequence  the  creating  a  king  of  the  Romans  at  the  pleafure  of  the  king  of 
Spain. 

Your  honour  will  have  heard  divers  ways  of  the  death  of  Tyrone  at  Rome  (where- 
of here  are  particular  letters)  and  of  the  ceremonies  of  his  funeral. 

Thus  craving  pardon  for  giving  your  honour  trouble  upon  fo  (light  a  fubjeft,  J.

Being  returned  to  this  place  of  my  refidence,  I  would  not  fail  of  the  firft  occafion 
to  give  your  honour  an  account  thereof,  as  likewife  to  reiterate  my  humble  thanks 
for  the  leave  it  pleafed  your  honour  to'  procure  for  this  mine  abfence  and  journey, 
wherefore  I  find  fince  I  left  the  Spa,  and  the  ule  of  thofe  waters,  fuch  fenfible  and 
even  vifible  good  effects  for  the  recovery  of  my  health,  that  as  I  am  better  able  to 
difcharge  my  duty  in  his  majefty's  fervice,  fo  am  I  more  deeply  obliged  to  your  ho- 
nour's great  and  continual  favours.  Sir  Horace  Vere  doth  not  yet  leave  that, 
whereof  he  receives  fo  great  benefit,  having  brought  provifion  of  Spa  waters  for  that 
purpofe:  but  I  believe  the  air  and  other  elements  muft  concur;  and  that  there  may 
be  excefs  in  the  beft  things.

In  our  way  to  this  place,  which  we  took  by  Maeftricht  (whereby  to  avoid  a  doubt- 
ful entertainment,  which  was  threatened  us  at  Liege)  and  after  by  Louvain,  Bruffels, 
Mechlin,  Antwerp,  and  Breda,  we  could  not  fee  the  preparation  for  war  any  way 
anfwerable  to  the  noife,  which  runneth  on  this  fide :  whereby  it  appears,  that  the  Spa- 
niards fent  their  terrors  this  way,  and  their  forces  another,  to  the  end,  that  they  may 
amufe  this  ftate,  and  keep  it  in  quiet,  whilll  they  may  have  commodity  to  effeft 
their  defigns  elfewhere.  The  archduke  and  the  infanta  were  abfent  from  Bruffels, 
which  gave  us  opportunity  of  making  that  fmall  ftep  out  of  the  way,  where  we 
ftaid  only  a  dining-time,  and  at  Antwerp  and  other  places  a  night  only. 

Here 
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Here- 1  find  them  upon  the  point  of  the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which, 
flioiild  begin  this  day;  Monf.  Barnevelt  being  coaie  from  a  month's  progrefs  two 
days  fince,  and  the  reft  of  tiie  deputies  for  the  moftpart  arrived.  Their  bufineffes  will 
be  great,  both  concerning  their  differences  in  religion,  as  likewife  their  contributions. 
In  the  firft  of  v/hich  Holland  is  divided  within  itfelf,  and  in  the  fecond  grown  gene- 
rally backward  by  the  example  of  Zealand.  And  both  thefe  tender  points  of  their 
confciences  and  their  purfes  mixed  together  do  much  diftradt  them. 

Your  honour  hath  been  advertifed  of  a  fecretary  of  Venice,  who  is  here  come,  after- 
their  manner,  with  general  inftruftions,  to  give  account  of  their  affairs.  And  if  their 
troubles  continue,  he  will  have  the  quality  of  refident ;  for  which  purpofe  he  is- 
taking  a  houfe.  And  I  find  a  difpofition  in  this  ftate  likewife  to  fend  one  to  Venice, 
wherein  they  defer  their  relblution  until  they  lee  how  this  man  will  be  qualified,  which 
is  expedled  by  the  next  letters.  I  fend  your  honour  this  firft  propofition  in  the  alTem- 
bly of  the  ftates  general. 

Here  is  a  fair  prefent  of  fix  Spanifh  horfes,  with  blue  velvet  covers  adorned  with 
gold  lace,  conduced  by  Pleuvenel  from  the  French  king;  whereof  four  are  for 
count  Maurice,  and  two  for  count  Henry.  They  were  prefented  on  Sunday  laft. 
with  much  ceremony,  Pleuvenel  being  brought  to  the  court  by  the  French  em- 
balTador  in  his  coach,  and  a  fblemn  fpeech  of  the  French  king's  and  queen  regent's  good 
afirftion  to  the  houfe  of  NalTaw,  and  particularly  to  thofe  two  princes,  made  by 
Pleuvenel;  in  the  delivery  of  which  the  prince  of  Orange  was  prefent ;  and  news 
being  come  the  day  following  of  tlie  prince  of  Conde's  imprilbnment  at  Paris,  they 
do  here  already  make  an  interpretation  of  this  kindnefs  to  be  aucupalio  benevolentiie 
againft  fuch  confequences  as  may  follow  fo  defperate  a  refolution,  which  may  caft 
France  out  of  their  fever  en  chaud  maL. 

The  French  companies,  which  are  here  in  fervice  of  this  ftate,  have  not  for  many: 
'  months  together  touched  any  money  out  of  France,  fo  as  the  burthen  of  their  pay. 
lying  upon  thefe  provinces,  hath  been  fo  heavy,  that  they  have  not  been  able  to  fuftain 
that,  and  give  contentment  to  their  own  troops,  which  are  much  behind  hand,  and 
make  no  fmall  exclamations;  the  foldier  being  not  here  fuffered,  as  they  are  in  other 
places,  when  they  want  their  pay,  to  live  a  la  difcretion;  and  there  being  no  other, 
means  left  for.  their  fuftenance. . 

This  is  as  much  as  I  can  colleft  in  this  fhort  time  fince  my  return,  and  more  than 
your  greater  affairs  will  permit :  Wherefore  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

R'.  hon"'",, 

I  have  attended  thefe  few  days   paft  in  expedtation,  that  the  breaking  up  of  the 
afTembly  of  Holland  would  have   afforded  matter    worth  his  majefty's  knowledge  : 
But  they  are  this  laft  day  feparated  without  conclufion,  either  concerning  their  con- 
tributions, or  their  queftions  in  religion,  the  two  principal  fubjefts  of  their  meeiingi 
3  ^whicii 
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which  they  have  appointed  fliall  hold  here  again  about  ten  days  hence.  Mean  time 
for  the  one  of  thefe  points  they  expect  to  underftand  the  relblution  of  thofe  of  Zea- 
land (touching  which  the  treafurer  de  Bye  with  another  of  the  council  of  ftate 
hath  been  employed  by  the  ftates  general  to  that  province)  and  thereupon  doth  de- 
pend on  the  relblution  of  Holland.  Touching  the  other^  they  have  had  high  and 
iharp  language'in  their  laft  aflembly,  and  againft  they  meet  again,  arc  to  make  trial 
in  their  feveral  towns,  how  they  can  confent  to  a  moderation :  which  is  recommended 
by  Dort  againft  the  violence  of  Rotterdam  and  this  place j  and  thetov/ns  adjoining  on 
that  fide,  and  the  conftancy  (for  fo  I  may  term  a  refifting  of  novelties)  of  Amfter- 
dam  and  North  Holland  on  the  other. 

The  -rV  of  this  prefent,  the  French  embalTador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  had  audience 
with  the  ftates  general,  which  was  the  firft  he  had  fmce  the  prince  of  Comde's  reftraint, 
the  relation  whereof  he  referred  to  the  king  his  mafcer's  declaration :  And  after  he 
had  long  infifted  upon  the  king's  forrow  for  the  occafion,  the  neceflity  to  have  re- 
courfe  unto  this  remedy,  his  care  to  acquaint  this  ftate  withal,  as  his  beft  friends  ;  his 
affurance  of  the  fenfe  they  will  have  of  it,  and  readinefs  to  contribute  all  their  help 
and  &irii}:a.nce  a  la  gueri/oij  des  maux  i  the  importance  of  the  caufe,  which  he  terms 
raffirmilfement  de  VavJhorite  royale  -,  their  private  intereft  therein,  as  the  chief  fupport 
of  their  liberty ;  the  king's  confidence  in  them,  by  example  of  their  proceedings  in 
their  late  troubles  ;  the  treaties,  which  were  firft  contracted  with  the  late  French 
king,  and  fince  confirmed  with  this  ;  andlaftly,  the  king's  endeavours  to  prevent  the 
renewing  of  troubles,  to  the  end  he  may  rather  be  affiftant  than  chargeable  to  this 
ftate  (of  which,  if  need  require,  he  promifed  himfelf  all  help)  he  concluded  with  a 
requeft,  that  for  the  prefent  they  would  make  a  propofition  through  the  whole  ftate, 
as  likewife  in  all  places  they  hold  in  Juliers  and  Cleves,  againft  the  tranlport  of  either 
men  or  munition  into  France,  or  the  making  of  any  new  levies,  to  infeft  the  king- 
dom ;  whereof  he  promifed  that  good  efteflr,  that  thofe  troubles  would  be  the  Iboner 
appeafed,  and  by  confequeuce  the  French  king  better  enabled  to  pay  the  arrearage  of 
the  French  troops,  which  are  here  entertained,  for  which  their  embaffador  monf.  Lan- 
GERACK  hath  lately  made  inftance. 

To  this  the  ftates  made  anfwer  the  4^,  that  they  were  very  forry  for  this  new  acci- 
dent, of  which  they  defired  un  bon  et  Jalutatre  acmnmodement,  to  his  majefty's  con- 
tentment, and  the  good  of  his  crown,  as  being  thereto  obliged  both  by  treaties  and 
favours  received  from  their  majefties :  That  they  would  prefently  make  publication 
in  all  places,  v/here  their  authority  did  extend,  and  particularly  in  Juliers  and  Cleves, 
againft  the  tranfport  either  of  men  or  munition,  or  making  any  new  levies  either  of 
horfe  or  foot:  That  they  would  religioufly  obferve  all  things,  to  v>?hich  they  were 
bound,  for  the  fervice  of  the  king's  perfon  or  his  kingdom :  That  they  did  humbly 
thank  his  majefty  for  all  his  favours,  which  they  prayed  him  to  continue  ;  and  parti- 
cularly to  take  order,  that  the  arrearage  of  that,  which  is  due  to  the  French  troops,  be 
paid  in  time,  whereby  to  avoid  the  inconvenients,  which  will  otherwife  follow  both  to 
the  fervice  of  his  majefty  and  this  ftate. 

The  fame  day  order  was  given  for  a  manifefto,  which  hath  been  fince  publiilied, 
according  to  the  tranfiated  copy,  which  I  fend  your  honour  herewith.

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By  a  difpatch  fent  by  an  ejipreis  courier  from  rnonf.  Langerack  to  the  ftates. 
general  under  the  date  of  the  ad  of  this  prefent,  wherein  he  giveth  them  an  account 
of  thefe  new  accidents  in  France,  he  doth  lil<;ewife  inform  them  of  the  good  offices- 
done  by  his  majefty's  embaffadors  with^tlie  king  and  queen  regent  for  the  accommo- 
dating thefe  tumults;  and  how  he  hath  been  particularly  moved  to  join  v/ith  them- 
therein.  To  which,  for  want  of  commifllon  from  hence,  he  could  make  no  anfwer, 
but  only  in  general  terms ;  and  therefore  v/ould  attend  their  farther  order. 

Upon  knowledge  hereof,  as  likewife  in  remembrance  of  what  his  majefty  told  me 
(when  I  had  the  honour  laft  to  kifs  his  hands)  to  be  agreeable  to  his  pleafure  (at 
fuch  time  as  the  accommodation  ot  the  former  trouble  was  in  treaty)  that  the  em- 
bailador  of  this  ilate  might  have  order  to  join  with  fir  Thomas  Edmondes  in  that 
endeavour,  I  have  fpoken  in  time  before  the  return  of  their  courier  (who  this  day 
is  to  be  difpatched)  both  with  his  excellency  and  m^onf  Barnevelt,  as  likewife  with 
others  of  the  ftates,  to  this  purpofe  ;  fhewing  them  how  much  the  accommodation  of 
thofe  troubles  now  threatned  in  France  doth  import  them,  as  well  for  the  prefent, 
in  regard  of  the  payment  of  the  French  troops,  now  in  their  fervice  (whereof  thefe 
two  laft  years  arrearages  do  exceed  a  million  of  France)  as  for  the  future,  becaufe  the 
ftrength  of  their  antient  and  irreconcileable  enemy,  the  king  of  Spain,  will  be  increaf- 
ed  by  the  divifion,  and  by  confequence  the  weaknefs  of  France;  and  their  ftrength: 
here  much  diminiftied  by  revoking  or  difbanding  the  French  regiments ;  which  either 
neceffity  will  caufe  the  French  king  to  recall,  or  their  private  interefts  and  depen- 
dances  to  return,  though  they  be  not  fent  for.  Hereupon  I  made  it  iikev-'ife  appear 
how  an  united  office  of  fuch  princes,  as  had  the  fame  intereft,  is  of  greata^  confidera- 
tion,  than  their  negotiating  feverally;  and  how  I  well  know,  that  the  order  they 
might,  upon  fo  good  an  occafion,  give  their  embaffador  to  join  v/ith  his  majefty's  to 
this  purpofe,  would  give  his  majefty  much  fatisfaftion. 

I  found  his  excellency  with  all  others  well  to  take  this  courfe,  as  fit  to  be  taken  now 
in  the  beginning,  before  thefe  troubles  had  gotten  vires  eundo.  Only  monf.  Barne- 
velt did  entertain  the  propofition  coldly,  he  judging  it  a  very  delicate  matter  to  in- 
terpofe  betvy^een  a  king  and  his  fubjefts ;  though  he  remembered  a  conceit  of  my 
predeceffor  fir  H.  Wotton's  in  difcourfe  upon  the  like  occafion, ,  that  o'i»?^« /^^ 
'majefiatis  in  England  was  but  a  fmall  crime  in  France.  He  added,  they  muft  expeft 
farther,  which  v/ay  thofe  affairs  would  incline,  before  they  took  any  refolution ;  yet 
when  they  were  to  make  anfv/er  to  their  embafifador,  promifed  to  refer  my  overture 
to  the  confideration  of  the  ftates.. 

To  make  hereof  a  public  office  to  the  ftates  general,  I  could  not  without  particu- 
lar order  from  his  majefty ;    and  I  thought  it  not  neceffary,  in  regard,  that  if  they 
judge  it  to  agree  with  their  private  intereft,  they  will  lay  hold  on  this  motion,  though, 
made  in  private;  and  if  they  have  any  other  conceit  thereof,  I  do  not  hazard  an  ex- 
cufe  or  denial  in  public. 

Yefterday  arrived  another  courier  to  this  French  embaffador  v/ith  letters  from 

Paris  of  the  ^-S-  of  this  prefent,  by  which  he  hath  order  to  move  the  ftates  to  have  two 

companies  of  horfe  (that  of  Villebon  and  May)  prefently  fent  into  France  for  the 

3  king's 
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king's  affiftance;  for  which  he  is  promifed,  that  pafiage  fliall  be  procured  through 
the  archdukes  provinces,  and  is  to  prepare  a  way  for  the  three  regiments  of  French 
foot,  with  an  addition  of  as  many  more  of  other  nations  againft  the  next  fpring,  in 
-cafe  need  do  fo  require. 

This  day  he  makes  his  propofition  for  this  purpofe,  which  will  found  very  harflily 
with  the  ftates,  as  well  in  regard  of  being  deprived  of  their  troops,  as  for  the  manner 
of  the  paffage  through  their  enemy's  country,  where  they  may  be  fubject  to  be 
corrupted. 

Here  is  much  complaint  againft  the  horfe-troops  of  this  ftate  made  by  three  feve- 
ral  letters  from  the  archbifliop  of  Colen,  for  divers  roads  into  his  country,  and 
diforders  there  committed :  which  the  ftates  general  have  referred  to  the  examina- 
tion of  the  council  of  ftate  j  and  that  is  all  the  anfwer  they  have  given  to  the 
archbifhop. 

In  Colen  there  is  a  fmall  accident  happened,  which  raifeth  no  fmall  difcourfe  in 
thefe  parts.  Bilderbeg  (one  whom  your  honour  knoweth)  an  agent  for  many 
princes  there  refident,  was  fo  acknowledged  for  the  princes  poffidents,  and  by  both 
their  confents  lodged  in  the  houfe  of  Cleve,  a  place  fo  called  in  that  town,  which 
in  both  their  rights,  he  hath  enjoyed  for  thefe  five  or  fix  years  paft.  About  fix  weeks 
fince  a  fecretary  of  Newburgh  demanded  lodgings  in  that  houfe;  who  being  admitted, 
took  to  him  the  next  day  two  foldiers  or  bravos;  which caufed  Bilderbeg  to  take  in 
others  in  the  behalf  of  Brandenburg,  to  make  good  his  polleffion.  And  the  matter 
being  thus  difputed  by  them  by  the  fpace  of  a  month,  the  town  about  ten  days  fince 
with  20  muficeteers  drave  out  both  the  litigants,  and  toolc  the  houfe  of  Cleve  into 
fequeftration,  until  the  differences  be  compofed  between  the  two  princes.  Hereupon 
they  make  in  this  place  a  great  refleflion,  as  if  by  this,  pattern  were  fhewed  v/hat  they 
may  judge  of  the  whole  piece  ;  and  that  a  fequeftration  is  intended  by  the  emperor  of 
all  places  now  in  the  like  controverfies. 

With  what  fmall  afreftion  the  Englifti  Jefuits  are  entertained  by  the  people  of  Liege, 
and  what  judgement  my  advertifements  of  the  author  of  the  infamous  libel  Corona 
regia,  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  fee  in  an  abftraft  of  a  letter  I  fend  herewith.  And 
fo  for  the  prelent  I  humbly  take  my  leave,  &c. 

P.  S.  The  French  embaffador  hath  deferred  his  propofition,  to  try  firft  by  private 
conference  how  the  ftates  ftand  affected. 

His  excellency  doth  fet  forward  to-morrow  to  vifit  the  fortifications  of  Guelderland 
and  thofe  parts.  He  hath  given  Pleuvenel,  who  condufted  the  French  king's 
horfes,  a  medal  with  his  picture  fet  with  diamonds  worth  6500  francs ;  and  count 
Henry  hath  given  him  4  coach-marcs.

My  lord, 
Now  that  I  underftand  by  your  letters  from  the  Hague,  that  you  are  returned  from 
the  Spa,  I  will  firft  congratulate  with  you  the  happy  fuccefs  you  have  received  by 
thole  waters,  by  the  fenfible  amendment  of  your  health.     Next  you  fhail  underftand, 
that  during  your  long  abfence  from  your  charge,  fo  many  occurrences  have  happened, 
and   thoie   of  great   confequence,  wherev/lth,  for  want  of  convenie  icy,   I   have  not 
acquainted  you,  that  now  I  find  myfelf,  as  it  were,  in  a  labyrinth,  not  knowing  well 
where  to  begin,  and  lefs  knov/ing  how  to  end.     But  to  come  to  that  which  mofb 
importeth  the  confideration  of  the  good  underftanding  between  his  majefty  s  crowns 
and  thofe  provinces,  I  cannot  forbear  to  let  you  know,  that  at  this  prefent  time, 
fuch  are  the  diftaftes,  which  his  majefty,  his  council,  and  his  fubjecls,  have  conceived, 
againft  the  government  of  thofe  provinces,  that  if  by  honeft  and  careful  endeavours 
it  be  not  prevented,  and  the  courfe  of  their  affairs  otherwife  ordered,  there  necelTarily 
will  follow  a  rupture  of  our  amity,  to  the  differvice  of  their  ftate,  arid  the  advantage 
of  their  enemy.      For  I  muft  plainly  deal  with  you,  there  is  that  general  diflike  for 
the  publication  of  that  rigorous  placart   againft  the  reception  of  our  dyed  and  drefled 
cloths,  which,  as  we  hear,  is  feconded  by  an  obftinate  combination  of  merchants  of 
thofe  parts,  neither  to  buy  dyed  nor  white  cloths,  that  though  as  yet  there  be  na 
public  refolution  taken,  yet  this  is  in  the  mind  and  in  the  mouth  of  every  true-hearted 
Englifhman,  that  his  majefty,  both  in  juftice  and  equity  (neque  enim  lex  jiijiior  uUdy. 
quam  necis  artifices  arte  perirefua)  and  in  reafon  of  ftate,   ought  to  forbid  all  manner 
of  intercourfe  betv/een  the  kingdoms  and  the  United  Provinces,  and  forbid  the  Hol- 
landers, by  a  fiefli  reviving  of  former  proclamations,  to  continue   their  yearly  fifh- 
ing  upon  our  coafts.     Now  if  we  fliall  come  to  thefe  extremities  (and  to  thefe  extre- 
mities we  fhall  come,  if  the  ftates  revoke  not  that  exorbitant  placart)  I  know  both 
they  and  we  fhall  fufPer  and  fmart  for  itj  for  quando  Africa  piange,  Italia   non  ride, 
and  none  fhall  gain  by  it,  but  he,  who  hopeth,  fooner  or  later,  to  build  the  gieatnefs 
of  his  fortunes  upon  the  foundation  of  both  our  ruins.     I  know  well  the  nature  of 
that  people,  and  the  humour  of  thofe  mafters,  who  fit  at  the  ftern  of  that  ftate. '  They 
will  not  willingly  be  croffed  in  their  courfes,  is'  quod  volimt,  valde  volunt:  yet  it  is  ne- 
ver too  late  to  be  wife,  and  no  counfel  is  evil,  but  that  which  cannot  be  changed.      I 
profefs  unto  you,  lam  in  great  anguifli  of  fpirits,  how  to  accommodate   thefe  diffe- 
rences to  the  full  contentment  of  all  parties.     This  is  moft  certain,,  coufie  qui  coufte, 
and  though  cceliim  terris.  mifceatur,  his  majefty  is  refolved  not  to  fwallow,  much  lefs 
to  digeft,  thefe  indignities.     As   before  I   have  faid,   only  the  Spaniards  have  caufa 
to  triumph,  and  to  erecl  trophies,  and  make  bonfires  of  joy  and  gladnefs. 

Out  of  my  care  for  the  advancement  of  the  fervice  of  the  pub]ic,.and  for  the  dif- 
charge  of  the  duty  of  my  place,  I  cannot  but  wifh,  that  you  fliould  take  an  occafion 
tovifitmonf.  Barnevelt,  upon  fome  other  fubjeft;.  and  then  by  the  way,  tanquam 
aliud  agens,  you  fhould  enter  into  difcourfe  of  thefe  matters  ;  and  (o  plainly  let  him 
underftand  what  you  hear  and  have  received;  remonftrate  unto  him  the  inconve- 
niencies,  which  muft  enfue,  wiiich  only  lieth  in  the  power  of  that  ftate  to  prevent; 
and  the  means  to  prevent  it  muft  be  by  revoking  of  their  placart.     I  have  freely  dealt 

¥/ith 
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with  fir  Noel  Caron  to  the  fame  purpofe,  and  made  it  manifeftly  appear  to  him, 
that  the  ftates  mio;ht  have  had  their  end,  that  is,  made  fruftrate  our  defmn  of  dyino- 
and  dreffing,  though  that  placart  had  never  been  publiflnd.  You  cannot  do  a  better 
fervice,  neither  to  the  king  our  mafter  (for  1  confefs  our  good  is  intereffed  in  the 
prefervation  of  thefe  provinces)  nor  to  thole  provinces,  who  cannot  bur  ackaowlcdge, 
that  as  their  ejfe  is  derived  from  the  favour  of  our  crowns,  ib  their  bene  ejj'e  dependeth 
upon  the  continuance  of  the  fame,  to  employ  all  good  endeavours  to  certify  thefe 
mifunderftandings,  which  I  am  forry  to  fee  are  nouriflied  and  fomented  by  malicious 
prailices  of  fome  ill-difpofed  perfons,  who  gape  after  novelties,  and  either  out  of 
perverfenefs  will  not,  or  out  of  dulnefs  cannot,  underftand  how  happy  thefe  king- 
doms and  thofe  provinces  are,  fo  long  as  they  live  in  amity  together,  and  how  un- 
happy they  mufl  be,  when  that  bond  of  amity  fhall  either  be  weakened  or  dillblved.  . 

What  fuccefs  you  fhall  have  in  this  private  negotiation,  (for  I  write  unto  you  as 
to  a  good  friend,  not  as  to  a  public  minifter,)  •  I  pray  you  advertife  me  with  all  dili- 
gence; and  if  the  ftates  do  perfift  in  their  refolucions,  you  may  reft  refolved,  auium 
efi  de  amicitia.. 

We  fay  here,  that  great  quantity  of  cloth  Is  made  In  Amfterdam,  Alcmaer,  and 
fome  other  parts  of  Holland.  I  pray  you  Inform  yourfelf  of  the  truth  thereof,,  to 
what  number  of  cloths,  of  what  finenefs,  and  how  thofe  towns  are  fupplied  with- 
wool. 

I  may  not  forget  to  tell  you,  that  monf.  Bercke,  the  penfionaiy  of  Dort,  was 
this  fummer  here  to  treat  with  this  new  company  of  dyers  and  drellers,  to  hold  their 
refidence  in  that  town;  and  the  rather  to  invite  them  (if  alderman  Cockayne  the 
governor  of  their  company  fpeaketh  truth,  though  I  confefs  monf.  Bercke  to  me. 
did  flatly  deny  it)  did  promife  them  the  revocation  of  this  placart.  This  kind  of 
proceeding  did  feem  very  ftrange  to  his  majefty,  that  one  province  by  under-hand, 
and  indireft  means  lliould  countermine  the  good  of  another:  for  Middleburgh  is. 
in  pofTefiion  of  our  merchants,  and  fo  hath  been  more  than  thirty  years.  The  welfare 
of  that  town  is  fupported  by  the  refidence  of  our  merchants ;  and  It  Holland  hiftar 
lienls,_  fhall  draw  unto  \x.Jiicciim  &  fanguinem  of  all  commerce,  hov/ fhall  Zealand  pay' 
their  o^uota,  for  the  reglement  vWiereof  among  the  provinces  the  difpute  is  fo  violent,., 
even  at  this  day,  tajtquam  pro  aris  &'  fccis  i  - 

Upon  thefe  reafons  his  majefty  v/as  not  pleafed  to  give  accefs  to  monf.  Bercke, 
yet  gave  me  power  to  fpeak.  with  him,  to  whom  I  freely  declared  the  difTervIce,  that 
v/ould  come  to  their  flate;  the  envy,  that  would  fall  upon  Holland,,  if  upon  fuch 
confiderations  our  merchants  fnould  be  forced  to  retire  out  of  Zealand  :  and  withal 
I-  pray  you  know,  that  If  cetera  may  be  -paria,.  that  Is,  if  our  merchants  may  find. 
as  good  terms  at  Middleburgh  as  In  any  other  place,  his  majefty  had  rather  they 
fliould  remain  there,  both  for  the  vicinity  of  England  and  Zealand,  and  becaufethat 
province  hath  ever  been  moft  afFeitlonate  to  our  country  and  countrymen.  I  have 
forgotten  to  fet  down,  that  our  merchants  are  in  treaty  with  Middleburgh,  and. 
have  given  them  time  till  Michaelmas,  to  procure  the  revocation  of  the  placart,  which 
doth  aggravate  the  unkindnefs  of  Dort  to  fend  a  commiiTioner,  as  it  were,  pendente. 
Utc^  to  foreftall  the  negotiation  of  a  neighbour  town.

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I  underftand,  that  monf.  Bercke  is  ill  fatisfied  with  me;  but  id populus.  Amicu? 
Plato,  magis  arnica  Veritas,  I  am  a  fervant  to  the  public,  and  to  no  man's  pri- 
vate. 

I  am  now  to  thank  you  for  the  favour  you  have  done  fir  Horace  Vere,  whereof 
though  you  do  reap  the  honour  by  entertaining  into  your  friendiliip  fo  noble  and 
worthy  a  gentleman,  who  thankfully  doth  acknowledge,  and  with  refpeft,  all  your 
courtefies  ;  yet  my  obligation  to  you  is  nothing  the  lefs,  knowing,  as  I  do,  that  my 
recommendation,  grounded  upon  the  experience  I  have  had  of  his  v/orth  and  virtues, 
made  his  perfon  more  acceptable  unto  you  :  and  fo  wifhing  you  and  your  lady,  to 
whom  I  recommend  my  afFedionate  fervice,  all  happy  content,  I  reft,  &c. 

-    I  pray  you  take  fome  time  fully  to  advertife  me  of  the  ftate  of  religion  in  thofe 
parts,  which  is  by  divers  reports  ftrangely  fcandalized  with. 

When  I  was  ready  to  fign  thefe,  fir  Horace  Vere  came  to  me,  who  by  your 
waters  of  Spa  is  made  novus  homo.  If  you  will  not  be  killed  with  the  ftone,  you  muft 
.-didate,  and  ufe  the  hand  of  another  man.

In  conformity  to  mylaft  of  the  \^  of  this  prefent,  fent  by 'George  Marten,  the 
j)oft,  the  French  embafTador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  made  his  propofition  the  19th, 
•touching  the  two  companies  of  French  horfe,  which  the  king  his  mafter  defired  to 
have  fent  through  the  archdukes  countries  into  France:  wherein  he  fignified,  that 
there  was  already  obtained  from  the  archdukes  a  grant  for  the  palTage ;  and  the  oc- 
cafion  ceafing  in  France,  promifed  they  fnould  fpeedily  be  returned  again  to  the  fervice 
of  thofe  provinces.  The  f!;ates  took  thereupon  a  prefent  rc-folution,  that  the  two 
companies  fliould  be  fent ;  for  which  they  will  give  their  order  as  foon  as  the  embaffa- 
dor  fhould  i-eceive  his  difpatches  from  the  archdukes  and  from  France  touching  their 
pafTage  and  rendezvous.  In  the  anfwer  they  likewife  commend  the  kind's  and  queen's 
diligence  in  feeking  to  prevent  the  imminent  troubles  of  that  kingdom  ;  as  likewife 
their  benignity  (which  v/as  touched  in  the  embaffador's  propofition)  in  hearkening 
to  an  overture  of  accommodation,  in  which  they  pray  their  majefties  to  continue. 

The  Venetian  fecretary  had  audience  the  fame  day  of  the  ftates  general  by  order, 
which  he  received  from  his  matters  two  days  before  by  an  exprefs  courier :  wherein 
■he  firft  gave  account  of  their  proceedings  in  the  wars  with  the  archduke  Ferdinand, 
with  much  advantage  on  their  part.  Next  of  the  propofitions  made  in  the  emperor's 
court,  and  willingly  hearkened  unto  by  the  Venetians,  but  not  proceeded  in,  in  re- 
gard of  the  artificious  and  advantageous  dealing  on  the  archduke's  fide.  Laftly,  he 
requefted  of  the  ftates  in  the  behalf  of  his  mafters,  that  they  would  be  content  to  give 
licenfe  to  the  count  John  Ernest  of  Naftau  (who  had  offered  himfelf  to  the  ftate 
of  Venice)  that  he  might  go  in  perfon  to  their  fervice,  and  make  a  levy  of  3100  foot 
in  this  ftate  and  the  confines  thereof.  This  he  prefled  unto  them  by  arguments  of 
the  common  intereft  for  confervation  and  eftablifhment  of  their  liberties,  dono  cojt 
fretiofo  di  Deo. 

The 
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The  ftates  in  their  anfwer  (which  they  gave  the  day  following)  confented  both  to 
the  count  John's  going  in  perlbn  and  to  the  levy,  but  limited  his  abience  to  the  ipace 
of  a  year,  in  regard  of  the  ufe  they  have  of  a  man  of  his  merii:,  whom  they  recom- 
mend in  very  ample  terms;  and  therefore. defire,  that  both  in  confideration.of  him- 
felf  and  his  houfe,  he  may  find  at  their  hands  the  better  treatment.  They  defire 
farther,  that  provifion  may  be  made,  in  cafe  the  treaty  of  peace  fhall  fucceed,  for  the 
fafe  return  of  their  troops  through  the  archduke's  country,  if  they  fhouid  take  that 
way;  and  likewife  a  place  for  honourable  burial  for  thofe  foldiers  that  Ihould  chance 
to  die,  being  placed  any  where  in  garrifon... 

The  contratt  between  the  count  John-  and  this  Venetian  refident  Is,  that,  peace 
or  war,  the  troops  are  to  be  entertained  four  months  in  fervice :  that  they  are  to  be 
ranged  in  20  companies,,  and  paid  after  the  rate  of  Swifs  11 50  florins  for  a  company 
the  fliort  month :  that  each  foldier  is  to  have  14  florins  impreft:  that  they  fliall  pafs 
in  15  fliips,  for  each  of  which  is  allowed  6000  florins.  If  more  be  requifite,  they 
muft  be  paid  out  of  this  allov/ance.  That  there  fhall  be  given  to  count  John  for  the 
viftualling,  and  other  necefTaries,  by  way  of  advance,  two  months  pay  :  for  all  which 
there  are  40,000  ducats  remitted  by  the  way  of  Amfl:erdam  to  this  Venetian  refident, 
with  credit  for  more,  if  there  be  occafion.  Count  John  for  his  perfon,  and  other  of- 
ficers in  chief,,  are  to  depend  upon  the  courtefy  of  the  ftate  of  Venice,  for  their  enter- 
tainment.. 

■  The  agent  of  Brandenburg  hath  had  audience  of  the  flates  general  this  laft  weeky, 
wherein  he  complained  in  the  name  of  the  elector  of  Brandenburg  of  Vv^rong  done 
him  in  Pruffia  by  the  Polonians,  by  folliciting  his  fubjedts,  which  profefs  the  popifh 
religion,  againit  him ;  and  defired  the  ftates  would  lend  an  embafTador  unto  him  to 
countenance  his  affairs.  He  hath  order  further  to  demand  a  levy  of  120  horfe  and 
200-foot  in  this  country,,  to  fend  by  fea  into  PrufTia ;  which  he  forbears,  attending 
to  hear  from  PrulTia,  where  the  eieftor  now  is,  in  what  terms  thofe  affairs  continue. 

In  the  name  of  the  prince  of  Brandenburg  he  complained  of  the  tyranny  (which 
word  he  often  ufed  in  his  propofition)  of  the  ftates  foldiers  over  the  fubjects  of  Juliers 
and  Cleves ;  which  he  defired  to  be  fpeedily  redreffed,  for  fear  of  the  confequence. 

He  hath  in  private  audiences  intimated  to  the  chief  here  the  eleftor's  defire  to 
come  to  this  place,  to  treat  with  the  ftates  touching  the  affairs  of  Juliers  and  Cleves  j 
and  the  young  prince's  refolution  10  leave  thofe  parts  to  be  governed  by  his  council, 
and  to  go  to  his  father  in  PrufTia.  -In  both  which  monf.  Barnevelt  hath  difcoun- 
felled  them;  the  father,  in. regard  of  the  jealoufy  he  fhall  give  to  no  purpofe  by  this 
journey;  and  the  fon,  in  confideration  of  the  prejudice  his  country  fhall  receive,  and 
the  reputation  he  fhall  lofe  in  his  abfence. 

There  is  at  this  prefent  a  meeting  at  Arnheim  betwixt  his  excellency  the  marquis  of 
Anfpach  and  count  of  Solmes,  who  married  the  fitter  of  the  marquis;  the  end 
whereof  (for  aught  I  can  underftand)  is  rather  to  difcourfe  of  the  common  affairs, 
than  to  confult  of  any  particular  defign. 

Now, 
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Now  in  anfwer  to  your  honour's  of  the  14th  of  this  prefent  received  by  Johnson  the 
20th,  and  to  your  other  of  the  20th,  which  came  to  my  hands  the  25th  by  Hiw- 
DRiCKSON,  both  chiefly  to  the  fame  effeft,  concerning  the  revocation  of  a  placart 
publifhed  in  this  ftate  againft  the  reception  of  our  dyed  and  dreffed  cloths,  with  other 
■circumftances  thereon  depending;  I  took  fome  time  after  the  receit  of  your  honour's 
•firft  letter,  and  made  a  journey  to  AmfLerdam  under  another  pretence,  whereby  to 
.give  your  honour  more  particular  and  certain  information  of  thofe  things,  which 
you  require  ;  which  1  thought  I  might  the  better  do,  knowing  it  to  be  to  fmall 
purpofe  to  ftir  in  the  bufinefs  of  the  placart,  untill  the  coming  of  other  merchants, 
which  were  expe£led  here  about  this  time,  and  are  ^accordingly  arrived.  I  find  all 
poflible  care  and  diligence  ufed  in  thefe  parts,  and  particulary  in  Amfterdam,  to 
iupply  their  wants  of  our  Englifli  cloths.  For  which  purpofe  particular  men  are 
furnifhed  out  of  the  comm.on  purpofe  for  the  fetting  up  of  looms  for  making  of 
cloths;  each  perfon,  that  taketh  upon  him  to  fet  up  a  loom,  having  50  guilders, 
and  500  guilders  lent  to  be  repaid  in  ten  years  by  even  proportions.  So  as  by  this 
means  there  are  already  in  Amfterdam  about  90  looms,  which  make  50  cloths  a 
week.  In  Alcmaer,  Rotterdam,  and  other  places  of  Holland,  there  are  250  looms 
more;  which  being  reckoned  pro  rata,  there  is  made  in  this  province  about  200 
cloths  a  week. 

For  wools  to  fupply  this  work  they  have  more  than  they  have  need  of,  partly  in 
their  own  provinces  of  Holland,  Friefland,  Overyflel,  Guelderland,  and  Utrecht, 
and  partly  from  foreign  parts,  as  the  land  of  Cleves,  Pomerland  (from  whence  they 
have  great  quantity),  and  Spain.  They  have  wools  likewife  by  ftealth  out  of  Eng- 
land, there  being  two  fhips  come  to  Amfterdam  within  thefe  three  weeks  paft,  laden 
with  that  commodity  only,  whereof  the  one  was  of  Newcaftle,  the  other  conceals  from 
what  part  it  came. 

The  wools  they  have  from  other  parts  befides  his  maiefty's  dominions,  do  ferve  by 
mixture  to  make  cloths  from  10 1.  to  26 1.  a  cloth,  and  not  higher,  except  by  choice 
of  wools,  and  that  very  few.  The  moft,  which  are  made,  are  of  the  coarfeft  fort ; 
and  all,  that  they  yet  make,  is  not  above  the  15th  part  of  that  thefe  provinces  do 
need  to  maintain  their  trade  of  dying  and  dreffing  which  they  have  formerly  ufed. 

Befides  white  cloths  they  have  mingled  coloured  cloths,  as  pheafants,  and  the  like, 
and  fome  in  imitation  of  Northern  and  Weftern  kerfies. 

The  people,  that  work  herein,  are  of  fundry  nations,  as  Flemings,  Hollanders, 
Brabanters,  and  Englifh;  but  moft  of  all  are  Liegois  and  of  the  parts  thereabout,  as 
Aquifgran,  and  other  places,  from  whence  they  are  fled  for  perfecution  in  religion. 

They  have  within  this  fortnight  eftablifhed  in  Amfterdam  a  hall  in  imitation  of 
Leaden-hall  in  London,  over  which  there  are  officers  appointed,  to  view  the  good- 
nefs,  and  rate  the  prices  of  cloths :  which  being  fold  are  not  liable  to  that  excife, 
which  is  impofed  upon  all  Englifli  cloth  or  kerfies,  that  do  come  into  the  land ;  which 
is  5  in  the  100 ;  this  impofition  being  for  fuch  as  are  ufed  in  the  land,  and  not  for 
thofe  that  are  tranfported. 

3  Notwith- 
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Notwithftanding  this  diligence  to  make  cloths  in  this  province,  and  praftice  to 
hinder  the  fale  of  ours,  I  do  not  perceive,  that  it  is  the  purpofe,  either  of  the  flatCj 
or  thefe  country  merchants  (who  have  upon  this  occafion  combined  themfelves  in  a 
fociety)  abfolutely  to  exclude  our  cloths,  in  regard  the  ftate  cannot  be  infenfible  of 
the  prejudice,  which  will  enfue  the  rupture  of  commerce  with  their  next  neighbours 
and  beft  friends.  And  the  groITers  of  cloth  (who  were  the  authors  of  this  placart) 
find  already  by  experience,  hov/  they  have  by  this  means  fliut  themfelves  in  effeci 
out  of  all  trade.  So  as  my  hope  is,  that  the  intention  of  making  this  rigorous  placart 
was  only  iniquumpetere,  whereby  to  bring  fome  tolerable  moderation  in  the  fale  of  our 
cloths.  For  it  cannot  be  denied,  but  that  a  great  mifery  will  fall  upon  numbers 
of  thefe  people,  who  only  live  by  dying  and  dreffing  our  Englifli  cloths  j  of  which 
the  15th  part  are  not  fet  on  work  by  this  new  trade  of  making  cloths;  which  will 
the  more  excufe  their  proceeding,  in  cafe,  now  they  arc  come  to  conference,  they 
grow  to  any  moderate  conclufion :  Wherein  as  my  endeavours  fhall  not  be  want- 
ing, with  that  refervation  as  your  honour  doth  prefcribe  in  your  lafl;  letters,  fo  my  hope 
is,  we  fnall  fee  fome  good  effeft,  as  well  in  regard  of  his  majefty's  fervice  and  the 
good  of  his  realms,  as  the  welfare  of  thefe  provinces,  wherein  his  majefty  hath  fo 
great  intereft. 
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Your  honour  doth  fo  well  apprehend  the  inconvenience  of  taking  away  commerce 
betwixt  his  majefty's  fubjefts  and  this  ftate,  that  I  need  not  jnterpofe  my  poor 
opinion.  But  nothing  is  more  certain,  than  that  both  will  foffer  infinite  prejudice 
for  the  prefent;  and  the  confequence  is  very  fearful,  this  people  being  naturally  head- 
ftrong.  And  what  defperate  refolutions  they  may  take  in  defpair  of  his  majefty's 
favour  and  correfpondency  with  his  kingdoms  (which  have  been  for  thele  many 
years  both  in  peace  and  war,  and  fo  are  for  the  preient,  their  only  fupport),  I  hope 
will  not  be  put  to  trial.  The  Spaniard  faith,  quando  /terra  une-puerta-i  alira  apre  la 
fortuna:  and  thefe  men  are,  that  will  not  ftick  to  run  headlong  into  this  ?>^zm^  puerta^ 
which  v/ill  be  always  open  unto  them  upon  any  conditions,  rather  than  be  deprived 
of  commerce,  tlie  sonly  fupport  both  of  their  private  and  public. 

The  queftions  in  religion,  whereof  your  honour  requires  a  particular  account, 
confift  chiefly  in  admitting  or  refufing  a  decree  eftabliftied  by  the  ftates  of  Holland, 
anno  16 14,  under  the  title  of  a  Refolution  :  by  which  they  filence  both  parties  in  the 
high  queftion  of  predeftination,  for  as  much  as  belongs  to  the  pulpit;  though  they 
admit  the  difpute  in  fchools  and  amongft  the  learned.  Againft  this  decree  four  towns 
were  the  oppofite  and  fo  continue  ftill,  Amfterdam,  Enchuyfen,  Edam,  and  Pume- 
ran.  Dort  gave  a  confent ;  but  all  the  mlnifters  of  that  town  and  the  preclnft  con- 
tinuing In  their  antient  form  of  preaching,  and  all  of  one  mind,  there  is  no  occafion 
to  put  it  in  execution.  Some  other  towns,  as  Rotterdam  and  this  place  efpeclally,. 
ufe  much  rigour,  fo  as  fome  mlnifters,  which  vv'ill  not  fubmit  themfelves,  are 
filenced;  whilft  the  preachers  of  the  other  faftion  (who  have  changed  the  queftion 
from  the  point  of  predeftination  to  a  difpute  concerning  the  validity  of  this  decree 
or  Refolution)  do  under  the  authority  of  the  magiftrates  dominari  in  concionibus.  At 
the  Brill  there  were  five-day,?  fMice  12  mlnifters  of  that  ifland  convented  before  cer- 
tain deputies  of  Holland  appointed  at  their  laft  afiembly,  unto  whom  the  p^ejohiiion 
was  read  and  urged  t.Q  t?.e  admitted  by  them  -,  which  they  refuled,  in  regard  of  many 

'I  opinions 
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opinions  fpning  up  and  maintained  by  thefe  novellifts,  contrary  to  the  antiently-pro- 
fcITed  doctrine.  Wliereupon  they  protefted  againft  communicating  with  them,  as 
will  appear  unto  your  honour  by  a  copy  of  their  tranflated  account  >  fo  as  the  matter 
nov/  refteth  between  thefe  two  faftions,  on  the  one  fide  to  have  the  authority  of  the 
temporal  magiftrate,  as  well  in  ecclefiaftical  matters  as  civil,  to  be  acknowledged  j 
v/hereby  the  Rejolution  is  generally  to  be  admitted :  on  the  other  fide  they  withffcand, 
the  temporal  authority  in  thofe  cafes ;  and  the  rather,  becaufe  there  are  amongft  them 
contrary  voices  and  opinions,  though  the  plurality  hold  for  the  Rejolution.  They 
fay,  that  in  thefe  zz.{z^  •ponderanda  Junt  Jententia,  non  nmnerandie ;  and  for  end  of  alL 
Gontroverfies  require  a  fynod,  either  general  or  national;  the  decrees  whereof  being 
authorifed  and  publifhed  by  the  ftate  of  the  provinces,  the  ecclefiaftical  power  hath 
his  true  place,  and  the  temporal  authority  is  likewife  preferved.  Mean  while  they; 
require  the  fiknced  minifters  fliould  be  reftored  to  their  funtlions. 

Both  parties  are  vehement  under  pretence  only  of  zeal  and  religion  ;  but  fome 
charge  them  with  a  mixture  of  temporal  refpeds ;  on  the  one  fide  to  increafe  their 
authority,  by  having  abfolute  rule  of  the  church,  as  they  have  of  the  commonwealth  j 
which  comes  in  effeft  to.  one  hand :  On  the  other,  to  augment  their  numbe*-  of  people, 
and  by  confequence  their  country,  by  receiving  into  their  new  town  at  Amfterdam 
fuch,  as  will  leave  their  habitation  in  other  places,  rather  than  fubmit  themfelves  to 
this  Rejolution,  And  this  is  apparent  will  be  the  event,  in  cafe  this  fchifm  do  flill. 
continue,  there  being  in  this  town  towards  the  number  of  500,  who,  refufing  to  com- 
municate with  thofe  of  all  other  faftions,  go  every  Sunday  to  Ryfwick  to  a  church,., 
where  there  is  a  minifter  of  their  profeffion  :  and  out  of  Rotterdam  likewife  after  the. 
fame  manner  to  a  place  adjoining. 

1  may  not  omit  to  let  his  majefty  know,  that  both  thefe  parties  ftreng:hen  them- 
felves by  his  authority;  the  one  prevailing  itfelf  of  a  letter  from  his  majefty  to  the 
ftates  general  under  the  date  of  the  6th  of  March  16 13;  whereupon  they  fay  the 
Rejolution  was  grounded,,  as  concurring  with  his  majefty's  opinion;  the  other  faying, 
the  letter  was  obtained  upon  fome  indircft  information,  of  the  ftate  of  the  bufinels, 
they  affuring  themfelves,  that  their  conftancy  in  refifting  of  novelties,  which  multi- 
ply daily.  Will  be  agreeable  to  his. majefty's  liking;  which  they  conclude  the  rather, 
becaufe  they  maintain  or  require  nothing,  but  what  doth  concur  with  the  profeffion 
and  praftice  of  the  Englifh  and  other  reformed  churches;  and  are  herein  the  more 
confirmed,  in  remembrance  of  his  majefty's  declaring  him.felf  againft  Vorstius  ;  who, 
though  he  have  opinions  by  himfelf,  whereof  thefe,  who  go  under  the  title  o{  Retnon-- 
firants  do  not  participate,  yet  they  concur  one  with  another  in  com.mon  council,  both 
by  letters  and  otherwife,  he  having  been  few  days  paft  at  Rotterdam,  in  fecret  con- 
ference v/ith  fome  of  that  faftion  againft  the  time  of  the  afiembly,  in  which  the  ftates 
of  Holland  are  now  a<rain  met.. 
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As  any  thing  elfe  doth  farther  fucceed,  I  will  not  fail  with  all  diligence  to  adver- 
tife  his  majefty.  Mean  time  I  mufc  befeech  your  honour  to  inform  his  majefty,  if 
there  be  any  thing  in  this  long  difpatch  (for  which  I  muft  crave  pardon)  fit  for  his  fer- 
vice  or  worthy  his  knowledge.     And  fo  I  humbly  take  leave;,  &c..

My  lord. 

Since  my  lafl:  unto  you,  fir  William  Cockayne,  governor  of  the  new  company 
of  the  Merchants  Adventurers,  hath  made  known  to  the  lords,  that  the  ftates  general 
have  written  a  letter  to  mr>  Wheeler,  the  deputy  at  Middleburgh,  to  invite  him, 
accompanied  with  fome  other  of  that  fociety,  to  come  to  the  Hague  about  the  4th  of 
October yi^'/ij  novo,  where  there  fhould  be  a  conference  between  them  and  the  merchants 
of  Holland,  for  the  accommodating  of  the  diiferences  now  in  queftion,  both  for  the 
dyed  and  drefied  cloths,  and  for  the  juft  length  and  breadth  of  their  cloths,  which 
with  them  is  called  Taring.     Our  merchants  did  defire,  that  the  lords  would  addrefs 
a  letter  unto  you,  authorifing  you  to  affift  them  in  their  negotiation  5  but  after  fome 
debate,  this  only  was  accorded,  that  our  merchants,  as  of  themfelves,  might  fend 
their  deputies  to   treat  and  confer:  That  you,  as  his  majefty's  embaffador,  ex  officio., 
might  join  with  the  merchants  to  do  them  all  good  offices  to  facilitate  their  negotia- 
tion ;  but  not  to  receive  exprefs  warrant  by  authority  of  the  Hate  to  take  notice  of 
their  treaty,  much  lefs  to  intereft  yourfelf  therein  :  for  it  well  may  be  doubted  what 
may  be  the  iffue  of  this  conference;  and  what  may  be  the  end  or  fcope  of  the  ftates 
defign,  who  perhaps  aim  at  nothing  elfe,  but  to  gain  tim.e,  and  to  draw  their  confe- 
rence into  length,  rather  to  feem  to  have  a  defire,  than  a  purpofe  to  continue  the  en- 
tertainment ot'  our  commerce;  and  the  pofllbility  is  fmall  to  accommodate  the  differ- 
ence, when  as  there  is  no  fnedium  in  the  demand  of  either  party;  for  nothing  is  more 
certain,  than  that  his  majefhy's  refolution  is  firm  and  folid,  though  not  at  once,  yet  by 
degrees,  only  to  fuffer  to  be  exported  out  of  his  realms  dyed  and  drefTed  cloths.    Our 
merchants  will  demand  a  revocation  of  the  flates  placart,  which  I  fear  will  not  eafily 
be  granted:  fo  this  will  be  hcerere  in  limine;  in  the  firft  entrance  of  the  conference 
they  both  will  be  at  a  ftand,  unable,  if  I  miflake  nor,  to  proceed  further.     But  if  tlie 
flates  intend  nothing  but  for  their  own  advantage,  it  is   refolved   here  to  beat  them 
with  their  own  weapon ;   and  whilft  this  treaty  fli.all  be  in  handling  at  the  Hague,  it  is 
relblved  to  withdraw  cur  merchants  out  of  thofe  countries,  and  either  to  find  a  new 
mart  town  for  vent  of  our  cloths,  or  elfe  to  tranfport  them  all  to  Hamborough.     A 
motion  hath  been  m:ade  to  find  out  a  new  trade  for  our  cloths  into  the  duke  of  Savoy's 
country  by  the  port  of  Nitza  to  Villa  Franca:  but  I  fear  this  is  but  an  idle  fantafy; 
and  will  vanifh  away  much  like  a  dream.     Thus  you  fee  what  the  difficulties  are, 
wherein  we  are  intangled.    Perhaps  our  ftate  might  have  been  wifer  than  to  have  plot- 
ted this  proje6c  of  dying  and  drefling;   and  the  ftates  general  might  have  fliewed  more 
■difcretion  than  with  fuch  precipitation  to  have  publifiied  their  placart  againft  our  dyed 
and  drefTed  cloths  -,  which  if  they  will  revoke,  I  hold  that  means  the  mofb  proper  to 
determine  this  difpute.     Herewith  I  thought  good  to  acquaint  yot,  not  doubting  but 
you  will  make  the  profit  thereof,  to  the  hononr  of  his  m.ajefty,  and  fervice  of  his  flate. 
And  fo  I  take  my  leave,  and  reft,  &c,

By  the  commodity  of  this  bearer  captain  V/oodhouse,  whofe  departure  I  am  fur- 
prifed  with,  I  would  not  fail  to  let  your  honour  underftand,  in  few  words,  how  I 

I  2  .    have 
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Have  liad  long  difcourfe  with  monf.  Barnevelt  and  others  of  the  ftates,  touching  the 
prefent  bufinefs  of  our  merchants,  and  made  them  fo  capable  of  the  importance  and 
confequence  thereof,  that  I  make  no  doubt  they  Ihall  be  fent  away  with  good  fatis- 
fa6lion  for  the  prefent.  To  which  the  ftate  here  I  find  is  inclinable,  though  the  par- 
ticular merchants  of  this  province  of  Holland  are  very  averfe.  And  for  the  future, 
they  intend  to  negotiate  the  bufinefs  by  their  embaffador  with  his  majefty.  This  no- 
tice I  thought  very  neceffary  to  your  honour,  left  any  thing  fhould  crofs  the  bufinefs 
at  home,  or  break  it  off  fuddenly  (whereof  it  appears  by  your  honour's  laft  letters 
thete  was  danger)  v/hilft  we  are  here  in  a  good  way. 

His  excellency  is  returned  to  this  place,  but  goeth  back  to  Buren  the  end  of  this 
week  to  the  burial  of  his  half-fifter,  the  countefs  of  Holloch,  who  died  on  Monday 
laft  after  a  long  and  languiftiing  ficknefs. 

The  marquis  of  Anfpach's  chief  difcourfe  v/ith  his  excellency  at  their  laft  meeting  . 
at  Arnheim  was  concerning  the  affairs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  whereof  he  propofed  a 
partition,  that  Saxony  fhould  be  admitted  to  the  dutchy  of  Berck;  Newburg  to  have 
the  poffeffion  of  Juliers;  and  Brandenburg,  of  Cleve  and  Ravenfburg  :  which  would 
be  foon  accorded,  if  Newburg  would  as  eafriy  be  fatisfied  with  his  portion,  as  -the 
other  two  with  theirs. 

This  13  as  much  as  the  hafty  departure  of  this  bearer  will  fuffer,  or  is  indeed 
neceffary,  having  written  fo  largely  to  your  honour  the  aSth  of  the  laft  by  the  way  of 
Zealand,  and  purpofing  within  thefe  tv/o  or  three  days  to  give  you  a  more  particular 
account  of  the  bufinefs  of  our  merchants,  which  by  that  time  will  be  brought  to  fome 
iffue..    So  for  the  prefent  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

The  oppofition  of  the  merchants  of  this  province  of  Holland  (of  which  there  hava 
been  betwixt  thirty  and  forty  of  the  feveral  towns  remaining  and  foliciting  for  a  month) 
kath  been  fo  eager  and  earneft,  and  their  writings  and  difcourfes  before  the  ftates  ge- 
neral fo  long  and  tedious,  that  a  refolution  in  the  queftion  betwixt  them  and  our 
Englilli  merchants  touching  the  fale  of  our  cloth  in  thefe  parts  was  not  taken  until 
Tuefday  laft;  notwithftanding  that  our  men  Vv'ere  affifted  by  three  deputies  of  tha 
tov/n  of  Middleburg,  and  had  m.y  beft  furtherance.  Yefterday  the  refolution  was  de- 
livered both  to  our  merchants,  and  thofe  of  Middleburg;  which  what  it  is  your  ho- 
nour will  fee  by  the  tranflated  copy;  it  being  only  a  provifional  a6t  to  remove  the 
prefent  ftop  in  the  intercourfe  betwixt  our  merchants  andfharers,  until  betwixt  his  ma- 
jefty and  the  ftates  llich  further  courfe  may  be  taken,  as  ftiall  be  beft  for  his  realms  and . 
their  provinces. 

In  the  point  of  tarfe,  which  caufeth  moft  difpute,  the  ftates  have  conceived  certain; 
articles,  which  they  will  publifti  by  form  of  a  placart,  to  prevent  thofe  wrongs, ,  of 
■which  o.ur  merchants  do  juftiy  complain.  And  now  the  way  to  open  to  them  again  for 
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fale  of  their  white  cloths  in  Holland,  it  is  expefted,  that  thofe  many  looms,  which 
were  fet  up  in  Amfterdam,  Alcmaer,  and  other  places  in  Holland,  upon  the  ftay 
of  commerce,  will  be  turned  to  firewood  before  the  winter  come  about-,  unlefs  both 
the  work  and  the  workmen  be  maintained  by  the  public  coft,  which  they  will  be 
foon  weary  of. 

For  the  reft,  rime  may  bring  his  majefty's  purpoft  to  effect  in  the  venting  of  dyed 
and  dreffed  cloths  only  for  the  benefit  of  his  fubjefts,  which  cannot  be  received  here 
on  the  fudden,  without  turning  great  numbers  of  their  people  to  beggary,  who  only 
live  upon  that  trade;  and  by  confequence  their  whole  government  fuffer  alteration, 
which  fubfifts  chiefly  (as  your  honoui;  knoweth)  of  their  number  of  tradefmen,  by 
which  their  contributions  are  raifed. 

I  found  by  monf.  Barnevelt,  that  they  are  jealous  of  his  majefty's  purpofe,  he 
profeffing  unto  me,  that  in  the  fpace  of  forty  years,  wherein  he  hath  had  the  managing 
of  public  affairs  (in  which  time  there  have  been  differences  betwixt  our  merchants 
and  theirs)  he  never  met  with  fo  great  difficulty  as  at  theprefent,  in  regard  of  a  con- 
ceit fpread  amongft  their  merchants,  that  as  formerly  about  an  hundred  years  fince 
we  had  excluded  them  from  making  of  cloths,  which  was  a  trade  of  the  Seventeen 
Provinces,  we  would  now  deprive  them  of  drefTing  and  dying:  which  being  the  lafl 
means  of  their  livelihood  had  made  their  minds  (to  uie  his  own  words)  fort-ulcerez^ 

In  the  queilions  of  religion,  the  flates  of  Holland  are  once  more  feparated  without' 
concluding  any  thing,  but  intend  to  aiTemble  again  the  15th  of  the  next  month  for 
the  fame  purpofe.  The  ftate  of  the  difference  I  gave  your  honour  in  my  letters  of 
the  28th  of  the  laft;  which  by  their  often  conteftations  doth  rather  change  form  than 
fubftance.  Two  points  are  ftifBy  ftood  upon  by  thole,  that  favour  the  contra-remon- 
llrants :  Firft,  that  the  decree,  or  Rejolution,  as  they  call  it,  publiflied  in  the  year 
1614,  in  the  name  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  touching  a  reglement  in  the  quellion  of 
predeftination  and  the  dependencies,  be  declared  to  be  no  refolute  decree,  but  a  pro- 
jeft  or  conceit  only  for  the  quiet  of  the  church,  becaufe  it  was  never  confented  unto 
by  Amfterdam  and  fome  other  cities.  Secondly,  that  the  minifters,  who  by  rigour 
of  that  decree  have  been  deprived  or  fufpended,  be  again  reftored  to  their  former 
eftate.  The  other  parr,  who  proted:  the  remonftrants,  are  too  earneft  in  maintaining 
their  decree.  During  this  conteflation  amongft  the  ftates,  every  day  doth  produce 
diicourfes  and  writings  amongft  the  minifters  of  the  feveral  faflions,  with  very  much 
bitternefs;-  and  after  many  years  difpute^  they  cannot  agree  fo  much  as  upon  the  ftate 
of  the  queftion ;  as  will  appear  to  your  honour  by  two  books  of  either  party  fome 
while  fince  printed  in  their  vulgar  language,  and  one  of  them  newly  tranflared  and- 
publiflied  in  French.  To  which  I  add  a  tranflated  copy  of  a  decree  newly  publifhed 
by  thofe  of  Friefland  oppoflte  to  that,  which  is  nowhere  fo  much  queftioned  in. 
Holland. 

During  this  laft  afl!embly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  the  French  embalTador  monf.  du 
K^AURiER -demanded  audience  of  them  (a  courfe  veryunufual  in  my  fmall  experience)" 
and  with  much  earneftnefs  debated  a  caufe  betwixt  the  religion  of  the  Chartreux,  and 
one  Pau.lRavoyrEj.  who  hath  been  formerly  of  that  order.;  the  ftate  of  which  I  fenc 

yourr 
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your  honour  in  a  paper  apart,  v/ith  my  letter  of  the  tV  of  June.  The  embaffador 
by  a  particular  order  fronn  the  king,  declared  himfelf  in  favour  of  a  prior  of  the  Char- 
xreux,  who  came  hither  exprefsly  about  three  weeks  fince,  accompanied  with  the 
'kitig-s  letters,  to  remove  the  caufe  from  this  court,  where  it  now  depends,  to  the 
court  of  parliament  at  Paris,  pretending  it  v/as  there  commenced  before  it  was  be- 
gun here.  The  ftates  found  lb  fmall  ground  in  this  pretence  of  Utis-pendence,  that 
they  took  a  reiblution  to  continue  the  caufe  here  before  the  great  council,  to  which 
they  wrote  their  particular  letters  the  i8th  of  this  prefent  for  expedition  thereof;  and 
at  the  fame  time  fent  four  deputies  to  the  CiTibaffador  to  make  their  refolution  known; 
■with  which  he  was  fo  ill  fatisfied,  that  by  a  feccnd  inltance  and  mediation  pf  monf. 
Barnevelt  (who  brought  the  caufe  from  the  queftion  of  jufcice  to  a  m.atier  of  ftate) 
he  obtained  a  furceance  of  the  proceeding  for  the  fpace  of  a  year,  which  Ravoy  re 
fufpefts  will  turn  to  his  ruin,  in  that  his  gaining  of  time  will  give  liberty  to  the 
Chartrcux  (who  are  affifted  by  the  Jefuits  in  France)  to  obtain  nevv?  letters  of  re- 
commendation from  the  French  king,  and,  by  the  help  of  this  embaffador,  to  over-^ 
.throw  his  caufe.  He  hath  often  repaired  unto  me  for  countenance  in  his  affairs, 
v/hich  I  the  more  fparingly  give  him,  in  regard  the  French  embaffador  hath  fo  open- 
ly declared  himfelf  in  his  mailer's  name;  yet  I  have  affifted  him  the  beft  I  may  with 
advice,  in  Regard  he  hath  acquainted  me  with  a  fettled  purpofe  he  haih  of  changing 
religion,  and  making  a  manifeft  of  the  motives ;  which  will  be  of  very  good  ufe,  he 
being  a  man,  by  long  praftice,  very  well  and  particularly  acquainted  with  the  cor- 
ruptions of  the  court  of  Rome, 

The  4t  of  this  prefent,  the  French  embaffador  had  likewife  audience  of  the  ftates 
■general  by  particular  order  from  the  king  fent  by  an  exprefs  courier,  wherein  he  com- 
plained of  one  J0HNSO.N,  a  captain  of  one  of  the  flates  men  of  war,  v/ho  with  his  iliip 
lay  before  Rochefort  in  afTiftance  of  thofe  of  Rochc-Ue  againft  the  duke  D'Espernon, 
and  by  ftratagem  had  taken  divers  prilbners,  the  duke's  followers,  whom  he  had  fent 
into  Rochefort.  Herein  he  required  fpeedy  redrefs  with  exemplary  punifliment  of  the 
captain  of  the  fhip.  He  likewife  demanded  fhipping  for  affiftance  in  the  fiege  of 
Blay  near  Bourdeaux,  pretending,  that  the  governor  of  that  place  is  not  only  entered 
into  a(5tual  rebellion  againft  the  king,  but  that  he  takes  great  and  extraordinary  im- 
ports of  all  fuch  fhips  as  pafs  to  and  from  Bourdeaux.  In  both  which  he  is  like  to 
receive  fatisfaiflion ;  but  hitherto  the  ftates  have  not  direfled  their  anfwer. 

Here  came  lateily  a  certain  Italian  from  Bruffels  accompanied  with  letters  from  the 
French  king  to  his  embniTador,  whereby  he  was  required  to  move  the  ftates  to  grant 
paffage  to  a  certain  fhip  x"urnifhed  with  arms  at  Antwerp  for  the  fervice  of  the  marfhal 
.D'Ancre  :  which  the  embaiTador  hath  excufed,  and  lent  back  the  Italian  upon  this 
reafon,  that  not  having  a  certain  lift  of  the  arms,  he  knows  not  how  to  frame  his  pro- 
pofition  ;  and  that  it  will  be  no-v  needlefs,  feeing  matters  being  compofed  in  France, 
there  will  be  no  more  ufe  of  thofe  arms. 

The  laft  letters  out  of  Germany  advertife,   that  the  prince  of  Newburg,  having- 

been  a  long  folicitor  in  the  emperor's  court,  is  finally  excluded  in  both  his  pretenfions, 

firft  of  the  inveftiture,  and  next  of  the  fequeftration  of  the  countries  of  Juliers  and 

■Clcves :  the  former  of  which  being  done  by  the  emperor,  in  contemplation  of  the 
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duke  of  Saxony,  who  hath  had  an  inveftitnre  heretofore,  and  is  one,  whom  the  ein^ 
peror  will  not  willingly  difpleafe:  the  latter  in  favour  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  there 
being  a  purpofe  (as  is  advertifed)  to  reduce  matters  to  the  foniier  eflate,  and  to  fettle 
the  archduke  Leopold  in  that  country  under  the  title  of  fcqueftration,  out  of  which- 
he  was  expulfed  by  ftrong  hand  j  the  emperor  taking  nev/  encouragement  by  example- 
of  Aquifgran,  as  if  the  aifliirs  of  the  world  had  in  this  iliort  time  taken  a  revoiution- 
to  the  advantage  of  that  party .^ 

Many  difcourles  are  framed  hereupon,  and  divers  apprehenfions  conceived  upon- 
confideration  of  the  great  and  puifuirrt  armies  the  king  of  Spain  hath  at  this  prefenc 
on  both  fides  the  mountains  :  and  doubtlefs  he  will  not  let  flip  the  opportunity  of  the 
peaceable  difpofiticn  of  fome  princes,  the  deftrudlion  of  others,  and  weaknefs  of  the 
reft,  to  iinifli  the  work  (whereof  the  foundations  were  laid,  by  the  king  his  father)  of 
an  univerfal  mon'Srchy:  Which  paffing  in  difcourfe  of  fome  of  the  chief  here,  I  find 
an.  inclination  to  make  by  way  of  provifion  fome  P.Tong  oppofition  againfl  the  next 
fpring,.  fo  as  his  majefty  v/ere  thereto  difpoied.  But  thefe  are  fuch  linperfefl;  notions,,, 
that  I  hold  it  not  nt  to  trouble  your  honour  therewith  any  further  for  the  prefentj  and. 
thereforc  do  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

My, lord, 

I  thank  you  for  your  laft  letter  of  the  a5th  of  September,  which  I  received  at  Roy- 
fton,  and  there  communicated  them  to  his  majefty.  We  attend  with  good  devotion 
to  underftand  what  iffue  the  negotiation  will  have  between  the  deputies  of  our  mer- 
chants and  the  merchants  of  Holland  :  but  what  conclufion  foever  they  make,  his 
majefty  can  have  no  contentment,  unlefs  the  placart  of  the  ftates  general  be  firft  re- 
voked; and  I  doubt  the  intercourfe  of  commerce  will  not  be  re-eftablilhed  to  the 
former  luftre,  unlefs  the  ftates  ftiall  refolve  to  fend  over  into  England  fome  com- 
miffioners  to  treat  with,  our  merchants,,  whereby  all  diiTerents  may  be  reigled,  and 
a  better  reglemicnt  for  trade  hereafter  fettled.  In  the  mean  time  the  bearer  hereof, . 
mr.  Henrv  Misselden,  an  able  and  difcreet  gentleman,  who  hath  been  of  the  old, 
and  now  is  of  the  new  company  of  Merchant  Adventures,  dothcome  over  (not  with- 
out the  knowledge  of  his  majefty)  to  no  other  end,  but  to  do  good  offices  with  his  • 
fxiends  and  acquaintance,  for  the  more  fpeedy  accommodation  of  all  petty  differencesj 
and  to  inform  himielf  of  the  ftate  of  thefe  affairs ;  that  by  the  report,  which  he  ftiall. 
make  at  his  return,  his  majefty  may  take  a  more  abfolute  reibiution  in  this  im- 
portant bufinefs,  v/hlch  fo  miuch  doth  concern  the  good  of  his  people,  and  the  wel- 
fare of  his  kingdoms.  Although  the  coming  of  this  gentleman  cannot  be  concealed, 
yet  the  good  of  his  majefty's  fervice  doth  require,  that  the  ftibjeft  and  cafe  of  his 
coming  ftiould  not  be  divulged.  I  pray  you  affift  him  in  what  you  may  :  Any  fa- 
vours you  fliall  confer  upon  him  will.be  well  b^ftowed  j  for  you  will  find  him  a  pro- 
per and  an  underftanding  man.  My- 
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My  lord  Hay  is  returned,  and  the  creation  of  our  prince  dotli  hold  for  the  4th  of 
the  next  month.     And  fo  I  leave  to  trouble  you,  &c.

R'  hon''"^, 
I  have  not  failed  to  give  this  bearer  mr.  Misselden  (by  whom  I  received  your  ho- 
nour's letters  of  the  14th  of  this  prefent)  my  beu  aiTiftance  in  the  bufinefs  wherein 
he  was  employed;  which  how  he  hath  treated,  and  with  what  iflue,  your  honour  will 
know  by  his  own  report.  He  came  in  one  refpe6t  very  unfeafonably ;  the  affembly 
of  the  merchants  being  newly  diffolved  ;  and  they  here  expefting  aniwer  from  fir 
Noel  Caron,  how  what  tliey  have  done  is  accepted  by  his  majefty ;  upon  which 
they  will  ground  their  further  proceeding.  And  it  feems  this  gentleman  cannot  at- 
tend the  time  of  that  deliberation.  So  as  all  he  carrierh  with  him  is  an  inclination  of 
thefe  here  (which,  I  think,  monf.  .Barnevelt  will  make  known  by  his  letters  to 
your  honour)  fo  far  to  accommodate  themfelves  to  his  majeity's  mind  in  that  occa- 
lion,  as  they  poflibly  may  without  very  great  and  manifell  prejudice;  whereof  it  were 
to  be  wilhed,  for  many  moft  important  confiderations,  that  our  merchants  affairs 
could  attend  the  event,  before  they  imbark  themfelves  in  any  new  courfe.  Thus 
I  humbly  take  leave,  ike.

R'.  hon'"% 

I  gave  your  honour  an  account  of  the  i8th  of  this  prefent  by  an  exprefs  mefienger 
of  the  refolution  the  ftates  general  had-then  taken  in  the  difference  between  our  mer- 
chants and  theirs:  and  by  mr.  Misselden  (who  parted  from  hence  the  26th  by 
way  of  Zealand,  with  purpofe  to  pafs  through  Brabant  and  Flanders)  your  honour 
•*/ill  have  underftood  in  what  Hate  he  found  and  left  the  bufinefs.  Other  affairs  ftand 
at  the  fame  itay,  the  queftions  of  religion  being  purfued  with  their  wonted  heat,  both 
in  the  pulpit  and  prefs,  and  will  grow  to  fome  ill  exigent,  unlefs  in  their  next  affem- 
bly of  the  frates  of  Holland  (which  begins  four  days  hence)  fome  better  order  be 
taken.  Herewith  I  fend  your  honour  an  oration  made  by  Grotius  in  Amfterdam, 
which  was  long  fince  printed  in  Dutch,  but  fupprelfed  by  public  aft,  and  now  is 
come  to  light  in  Latin.  The  anfwer  thereunto  was  lliort,  and  the  fame  that  thofe  of 
Amfterdam  ftill  infift  upon,  protcuing  againft  the  refolution,  v/ith  all  other  afts  and 
decrees  made  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  in  thefe  queftions  of  religion,  until  by  a  lawful 
fynod  under  the  authority  of  the  ftates  they  may  be  approved. 

The  French  embaffador  had  anfwer  of  the  ftates  general  under  the  date  of  the  28th 
of  this  prcftnt  to  this  office  of  the  26th,  whereof  I  advertifed  your  honour,  firft  con- 
cerning their  captain  of  a  fhip  of  war  John  Johnson  (againft  whom  the  embaffador 
had  complained  for  his  demeanors  before  Rochefort)  that  as  they  difavowed  and  de- 
tefted  his  ill  proceeding,  fo  they  would  make  it  appear  by  the  firft  opportunity  (when 
they  could  get  him  into  their  hands)  how  much  it  was  to  them  a  contra-coeur,  that 
hy  any  of  theirs  foch  actions  fnould  be  committed  to  the  French  king's  prejudice.

Touching  the  demand  of  affiftance  by  fea  for  the  fiege  of  Blay  by  Bourdeaiix  (for 
which  purpofe  the  embaflador  received  five  fhips  of  war)  they  have  thereto  confentcd, 
promifing  to  fend  them  well  manned  and  furnifhed  into  the  river  of  Bourdeaux,  in 
cafe  the  fiege  proceed.  The  embaflador  required  to  know  a  prefixed  time  when  the 
fhips  fhould  be  there,  to  the  end  the  French  king  might  caufe  his  troops  to  march  ac- 
cordingly ;  which  they  fay  they  cannot  refolve  upon,  by  reafon  of  the  incertainty  of 
the  winds 3  but  promife  to  ule  all  poffible  diligence. 

I  advertifed  your  honour  of  all  difficulty  or  delay  was  made  by  the  French  em- 
baflador, in  procuring  paflTport  for  the  pafl^age  of  certain  arms  by  fea  from  Antwerp, 
which,  it  appears,  proceeded  of  the  care  he  himfelf  had  taken  to  malce  provifion 
from  hence  J  he  having  obtained  and  fent  into  France  very  lately  by  particular  licenfe 
of  the  ftates  (for  which  he  ufed  the  king's  name,  but  1  am  informed  they  are  for  the 
marflial  D'Ancre  and  the  duke  D'Espernon)  658  mufl<ets  with  their  refts  and  ban- 
deliers,  660  corf-lets,  and  66$  pikes.  Under  colour  of  this  grant,  I  liear,  there  is  a 
greater  quantity  tranlported. 

The  embaflfador  of  Bafil,  who  hath  refided  here  for  the  fpace  of  fit  months,  fuing 
for  certain  antient  pretenfions  of  debt  for  afliftance  given  by  certain  fubjefts  of  that 
flate  in  the  beginning  of  thefe  Low  Country  wars,  is  now  upon  his  departure  by  way 
of  BruflTels,  where  he  hath  another  pretended  errand;  for  fo  is  his  employment  in- 
terpreted to  be,  whereby  in  thefe  times,  which  threaten  alteration  of  the  general  peace, 
to  obferve  how  in  thefe  parts  they  ftand  inclined.  He  parts  with  a  chain  of  j  50  /. 
which  is  all  he  hath  obtained.  By  him  I  underftand,  that  the  levy  of  SwilTes  for  the 
fervice  of  the  king  of  France  (in  which  there  was  difficulty  made  by  the  proteftant 
churches)  is  yielded  unto  but  conditionally,  and  with  exprefs  charge  to  the  colonels 
and  captains,  that  they  fhall  not  under  any  pretence  ferve  againft  the  protefliants. 

Monf.  Langerack,  embaflfador  for  the  fl:ates  at  Paris,  hath  advertifed  his  mafbers 
by  letters  of  the  28th  of  this  prefent,  N.  S.  that  he  hath  underffcood  from  fome  of  the 
chief  counfellors  about  the  French  king,  that  the  fiege  of  Blay  doth  not  proceed,  be- 
caufe  the  governor  of  that  place  hath  made  his  excufe  to  the  king  and  queen,  and 
fubmits  himfelf  to  reafonable  conditions:  yet  that  their  majeflies  will  expe6l  to  be 
ferved  of  the  five  fhips  before  required  to  lie  upon  the  coafl  of  France  for  reputation 
of  their  afl^airs. 

Thofe,  who  have  mofh  authority  here,  are  ready  to  fecond  whatfoever  Is  demanded 
in  the  name  of  that  king  and  queen;  yet  there  want  not,  which  I  fpeak  very  loud, 
of  their  hafliy  imbarking  rhemfelves  in  the  afi'airs  of  thofe  princes,  as  if  they  were  no 
better  than  fatellites  of  their  pleaiures,  efpecially  feeing  them  guided  and  direfted  by 
the  counfels  of  Spain,  which  were  always  fufpe6ted,  but  never  made  more  apparent 
than  by  the  partial  refolution  taken  in  favour  of  tlie  king  of  Spain,  in  prejudice  of 
the  duke  of  Savoy,  in  whofe  prefervation  the  kingdom  of  France  hath  the  greatcft 
intereft. 

Other  matters  of  difcourfe  I  refer  to  the  bearer  mr.  Nathanael  Brent's  relation^, 
who  can  inform  your  honour  of  any  thing  particularly  you  can  be  content  to  know  in 
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thefe  parts;  where  he  hath  fpent  out  the  remainder  of  the  time,  which  was  allowed 
him  by  his  ma]efty's  licenfe  to  travel,  and  now  feturns  in  hope  to  procure  by  your  ho- 
nour's favour  ibme  place  of  employment  in  his  majefty's  fervice;  for  which  he  h;.th 
made  himfeif  very  capable.  He  will  acquaint  your  honour  with  an  office  in  Ireland, 
whch  by  his  friends  advice  he  aims  at;  and  if  the  intereft  I  have  therein  (which  I 
willingly  refign  unto  him)  may  affift  him,  I  fliall  be  very  glad,  and  account  myfelf 
particularly  favoured  by  the  commendation  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  give  him.  So 
1  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

'  ,  The  ftates  of  thefe  provinces  have  been  lately  much  bufied  in  accommodating  cer- 
tain antient  difficulties  and  differences  amongft  themfelves,  chiefly  concerning  the 
quota,  wherein  Zealand,  by  reafon  of  decay  of  trade  and  intercourfe,  hath  in  place 
of  eleven  in  the  hundredth  contributed  of  late  years  eight  only,  whereby  the  land  for 
the  other  three  parts  hath  been  charged  with  intereft. 

There  is  now  a  moderation  fet  down  by  his  excellency  and  the  council  of  ftates,  to 
whomof  courfe  fuch  differences  are  committed,  when  the  provinces  cannot  otherwife 
agree,  that  for  the  money  paid  his  majefty  for  the  redemption  of  the  cautionary 
tov/ns,  Zealand  ftill  contribute  after  the  wonted  rate  of  eleven  in  one  hundred;  for 
all  other  charges,  nine  in  one  hundred;  and  this  to  look  back  for  three  years  pafb, 
and  to  continue  for  one  now  enfuing.  The  other  two  parts  are  to  be  diftributed 
amongft  the  provinces.  This  is  hitherto  but  a  part  only,  yet  fuch  as  is  likely  to  be 
accepted  by  Zealand  and  the  reft  of  the  provinces,  though  Friefland  will  make  forne 
diffi.cuity  ;  and  this  being  ended,  the  ftate  of  war  will  be  perfefted,  and  all  the  com- 
panies repartited,  whereby  the  foldiers  will  be  better  paid  (of  which  they  have  of  late 
much  complained)  and  the  country  be  much  eafed. 

There  hath  been  likewife  a  refolution  lately  taken  by  the  ftates  general  in  an  antient 
difference  betwixt  Friefland  and  Groningen,  touching  both  the  government  and  fove- 
reignty  of  Delftzyel ;  the  one  of  which  they  refer  provifionally  to  the  appointment  of 
count  William,  as  governor  of  Friefland,  according  to  fuch  order  as  (liall  be  given 
him  by  the  ftates  general :  The  other  they  adjudge  to  belong  to  Groningen,  in  that- 
manner  as  it  ftood  before  the  war. 

I  have  been  written  unto  by  monf.  du  Plessen,  a  counfellor  of  the  prince  Pala- 
tine, to  put  the  ftates  in  mind  of  the  prince's  pretenfions  to  certain  fiefs  in  Juliers^ 
whereof  Heimback,  a  fmall  caftle  and  town  near  Gulick,  is  in  the  ftates  polTeffion  : 
And  accordingly  I  have  moved  monf.  B;irnevelt  and  his  excellency,  knowing  it  to 
be  agreeable  to  his  majefty's  mind,  by  fuch  order,  as  I  have  formerly  rec  ived  from 
your  honour  to  this  purpofe;  v/herein  they  have  made  a  good  anfwe:-,  thatv/hen  .hofe 
affairs  come  to  deciding,.. they  will  give  his  highnefs  all  contentment, 

Fresia,  the  duke  of  Savoy's  agent  in  France,  hath  fent  a  letter  of  credence  lately 
to  the  ftates  from-  the  duke  his  mafter,  of  which  he  himfeif  fliouid  hav^e  been  the  de- 
liverer. 
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liverer,  and  fliould  likewife  (as  he  v/rites)  have  gone  into  England  to  move  I\is  ma- 
jeftyjas  he' doth  the  ftates  by  veryearnefl  letters,  to  give  thedulce  his  mailer  affiltancc 
againft  the  opprefTion  of  the  Spaniard;  but  pretends^  that  being  fuddenly  called  back 
by  his  mailer,  he  could  not  perform  his  journey.  Neverthelels  he  defires  and  con- 
jures the  ftates  to  aid  his  mafter  in  fo  great  necefTities,  as  having  a  particular  interefc 
in  his  prefervation,  and  doth  charge  them  with  a  former  promife  to  this  purpofe  :  to 
all  v<fhich  I  do  not  hear  that  they  make  any  anfwer,  but  rather  m_ervail  at  that  prince 
and  his  minifters,  that  they  do  tantam  rem  negligenter  agere,  by  letters  only  without  ne- 
gotiations. 

Before  the  receit  of  thefe  letters  the  ftates  had  given  charge  to  their  embafiador  in  France, 
monf.  Langerack,  to  move  the  French  king  and  his  council  in  favour  of  the  duke  of 
Savoy,  faying,  that  it  was  contrary  to  the  late  king's  maxims  to  fufFer  that  duke  either 
to  be  won  by  fair  means,  or  force,  to  the  Spaniards;  he  judging  it  much  to  import 
the  fafety  of  his  crown,  to  keep  him  in  devotion  to\vard3  France,  and  to  alienate  him 
from  Spain.  To  which  the  council  in  France  hath  made  an  anfwer,  wherewith  the 
embaffador  hath  acquainted  the  ftates  by  an  exprefs  courier,  that  the  king's  being  at 
the  charge  of  the  maintaining  an  extraordinary  embaffador  fro-ni  Piedmont;  his  fuffer- 
ing  20,000  men  to  go  out  of  his  kingdom  by  connivance  to  the  fervice  of  the  duke, 
and  his  holding  a  hand  in  the  reconcilement  of  the  duke  and  NsMOuks  (npw  brought 
to  effect)  fliew  how  he  holds  that  duke's  affairs  in  the  fame  recommendation  as  the 
king  his  father  did.  But  where  iS  the  embaffador  went  farther  in  difcourfe,  as  it  were 
by  v/ay  of  expoftulation,  why  the  Spanifti  embaffador  had  fuch  frequent  accefs  to  the 
council  in  France  :  to  this  was  plainly  anfwered,  that  it  was  a  part  of  the  contrad  of 
marriage,  that  as  well  the  French  embaffador  in  Spain,  as  the  Spanifli  in  France,  in 
quality  of  governor  of  the  young  queens  houfes,  might  have  accefs  at  pleafure,  with- 
out demanding  audience  according  to  the  ufe  of  other  embaffadors. 

Hereof  they  defire  the  ftates  to  make  a  good  interpretation,  and  to  continue  their 
■wonted  friendfhip  with  the  king  and  kingdom,  as  they  hoped  of  his  majefty  of  Great 
Britain  and  other  friends  of  the  crown ;  wherein  if  there  fhould  be  any  default,  and 
that  France  ftiould  be  forfaken  by  antient  friends,  they  then  openly  profefs  the  king  in 
defperation  muft  haverecourfe  to  the  forces  of  Spain,  whereby  to  fecu  re  himfelf  againft 
inteftine  troubles. 

With  this  menacing  claufe  of  the  letter  the  ftates  are  much  ft-artled,  feeing  the  bri- 
dle with  which  they  are  like  to  be  governed  in  all  their  affairs  with  that  crown;  and 
their  fear  is  (not  without  probability)  that  in  place  of  payment  of  the  French  troops 
here  in  their  fervice,  for  which  they  have  been  long  fuitors,  they  fhall  hear  ftiortly 
of  a  loan  to  fupply  the  wants  of  that  crown;  and  in  cafe  they  refufe,  be  threatened 
with  the  forces  of  Spain. 

Here  is  a  new  proportion  of  arms  like  to  the  former,  of  which  I  advertifed  your 
honour,  obtained  for  the  French  king's  fervice  at  the  inftance  of  the  embaffador  here 
refident  j  and  paffage  for  as  many  more  down  the  Rhine  from  Colen,

The  French  embaflfador  hath  demanded  licenfe  of  the  king  his  mafter  for  his  return 
into  France  for  difpatch  of  his  private  affairs;  which  is  granted  him  ;  and  his  abfence 
is  like  to  be  for  the  fpace  of  three  or  four  months.  He  faith  he  hath  no  order  or  news 
of  any  thing  concerning  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers. 

The  ftates  at  the  inflance  of  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg  have  eleifted  an  embaffador 
out  of  their  body  to  go  into  Pruffia  for  reputation  of  that  prince's  affairs,  which  is 
Sticchius  of  OveryfTel,  father  to  the  prince  of  Brandenburg's  agent  here  refident;. 
and  he  is  in  that  forwardnefs  for  his  departure,  that  he  only  expects  his  fon's  return 
from  Cleves,  whereby  to  go  better  informed  in  the  bufinefs  now  propofed  touching'  the 
treaty  of  Zanten.  -     - 

The  king  of  Poland  hath  lately  publifhed  a  bande  againfl  a  place  in  Pruflia,  where-^- 
of  I  fend  your  honour  a  copy  ;  whereby  it  will  appear  the  trouble  of  thofe  parts  to  be 
the  fruit  of  feeds  fown  by  tlie  Jefuits,,  which  are  there  eftabliflied  by  the  king  of  Po- 
land.. 

Thofe  women  of  our  nation,  mrs.  Ward  and  her  fellow  of  St.  Omer's,  whom: 
I  advertifed  your  honour  to  have  feen  at  Spa,  and  that  they  had  a  purpofe  to  fettle, 
themfelves  at  Liege,  have  put  the  fame  in  effeft,  having  bought  a  houfe  in  that  towa 
for  11,000  florins,  which  they  intend  to  make  a  college  of  JefuitefTes.  . 

The  troops,  which  are  here  raifed  for  the  fervice  of  the  Venetians,  are  all  imbarked 
at  the  Texel,  and  in  the  Maefe,  and, now  wait  only  a.wind  for  their. voyage.  Thus 
I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

OSiober  7.  Secretary  Winwood  to  flr  Dudley  Carleton;:  :from  "Whitehall. 

Pvly  lord. 

This  bearer,  mr.  Albert  Morton,  is  fo  well  known  unto  you,  that  I  fhould  wrong 
both  you  and  myfelf  to  recommend  him  unto  you.  This  I  will  only  fay,  that  out  of 
devotion  to  do  fervice  to  my  lady  Elizabeth,  he  doth  quit  all  other  hopes,  and  in- 
tendeth  to  ferve  her  in  place  of  fecretary. 

We  underftand,  that  mr.  Wheeler  with  fome  other  merchants  and  three  of  Mid- 
dleburg  affembled  at  the  Hague  the  6th.ftilo  novo  of  Oftober.  What  they  do  we  fhall 
underftand  by  you ;  but  this  believe,  if  ever  they  intend  to  re-eftablifli  the  commerce,- 
the  placart  mufl  be  revoked.  Then  if  they  will  fend  any  commillioners  to  treat,  they 
may  be  heard;  but  now  are  we  in  deliberation  to  publifli  proclamations  to  revoke  all 
the  Englifh  cloths  now  at  Middleburg,  and  to  inftruft  our  merchants  not  to  trade  any 
longer  in  the  United  Provinces.  We  underftand  from  all  parts,  that  Englifh,  Scot- 
tifh,  and  Irilh  wool  is  carried  over  into  Holland  in  great  quantity.  Of  the  two  latter 
I  doubt  not ;  but  I  pray  you  inform  yourfelf  of  the  firft  by  Skelton  of  Rotterdam, 
that  we  may  underftand  what  Englifh  wool  cometh  to  that  town,  who  are  the  mafters 
of  the  fhips,  and  from  what  port  they  are  tranfported  out  of  England.  The  like  by 
your  care  may  be  known  at  Amfterdam,  wherein  you  Ihall  do  an  acceptable  fervice  to 
the^  ftates.

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There  is  a  fmall  town  not  far  from  Breda,  where,  it  is  faid,  great  quantity  of  cloth- 
is  nnade.     It  is  eafy  for  you  to  Icnow  the  truth,  and  to  advertife  from  wlience  they 
have  their  wool. 

The  5th  of  November  will  be,  if  God  pleafe,  the  creation  of  our  noble  and  moft 
hopeful  prince.  We  expe<5l  every  day  my  lord  Hay  :  the  lord  Ross  is  not  yet  gone,  but 
every  day  going.  Commend  my  fervice  to  your  lady,  and  reft  allured,  that  I  am,  &c, 

Nov.  9.  Secretary  Winwood  to  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Whitehall. 

My  lord, 

I  have  notleifure  to  trouble  you  with  many  words ;  yet  out  of  that  care,  which  lieth  ■■ 
Reavy  upon  me,  to  preferve  a  right  underftanding  between  our  crowns  and  thefe  pro- 
vinces,. I  do  borrow  thus  much  time  from  my  attendance  on  his  majefty  to  advertife 
you,  that  fuch  is  the  prefent  condition  of  our  affairs,  that  unlefs  commiffioners  fpee- 
dily  be  fent  over  from  the  ftates  general,  authorrfed  to  treat  for  the  accommodating  of 
thofe  differents,  which  unhappily  are  rifen  amongft  our  merchants  concerning  the  fale 
and  vent  of  our  dyed  and  dreffed  cloths,  it  is  to  be  feared  we  prefently  fhall  fall  into 
an  open  rupture.  Sir  Noel  Caron,  underftanding  the  greatnefs  of  the  difficulties, 
and  forefeeing  the  imminent  dangers,  which  of  neceffitymuft  enfue,  hath  engaged  his 
credit  and  reputation  with  the  king,  that  with  all  poiTible  diligence  the  ftates  his  maf- 
ters  will  fend  commiffioners  to  treat  and  determine  the  differences  now  in  queftion^ 
but  becaufe  there  is  pericidum  in  mora,  I  pray  you  upon  the  receit  of  thefe,  prefently 
to  repair  to  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  let  him  know,  that  yefterday  I  had  charge  from 
his<  majefty  to  prefs  monf.  Caron  to  haften  the  coming  of  thefe  commiffioners,  which 
this, morning  I  have  done.  This  you  may  add,  that  to  my  poor  underftanding,  this 
means  is  only  left  to  reftify  the  mifunderftandings,  which  are  amongft  us,  and  to 
eftablifli  a  perfeft  and  intire  amity;  which  cannot  be  continued,  if  thefe  difficulties 
be  not  firft  removed.  We  have  received  from  good  hands,  that  our  merchants  are 
wooed  to  return  to  Antwerp,  the  antient  ftate  of  their  refidence  :  and  although  the 
riven  of  the  Scheldc  be  not  open,  yet  they  are  made  believe  the  channel  fome  years 
fince  commenced  to  be  cut  by  the  marquis  Spinola  from  Oftend  to  Bruges  will  be 
as  convenient  a  paflage,  as  well  for  fafety  as  for  charge.  I  pray  you  advertife  with 
all  diligence,  how  you  will  find  the  humours  there  affefted;  and  if  it  fhall  not  there 
be  thought  neceffary  to  fend  commiffioners  hither,  the  next  refolution,  which  here 
will  be  taken,  will  be  to  publifh  a  proclamation,  interdifting  all  intercourfe  and 
commerce  between  his  majefty's  realms  and  thefe  provinces. 

The  fourth  of  this  month  our  prince  was  created  prince  of  Wales,  and  this  day 
the  lord  chancellor  created  vifcount  Brackley,  the  lord  Knollys  vifcount  Wal- 
LiNGFORD,  and  fir  Philip  Stanhope  lord  Stanhope  of  Shelford. 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  is  fhortly  to  return,  and  then  fhall  be  comptroller  of  the 
houfhold ;  but  he  is  to  refume  his  charge  again  in  France,  and  fo  to  continue  until 
the  affairs  here  fhall  be  better  fettled.     And  fo  I  reft,  &c.

"When  thole  letters  were  ended,  which  accompany  thefe,  the  Spanifli  embaffador 
having  had  accefs  to  his  majefty  the  day  before,  demanded  audience,  and  by  exprefs 
■charge  (as  he  faith)  delivered,  that  there  v/as  .nothing,  v/hich  the  king  his  mailer 
defired  more,  than  that  the  towns  pofiefied  by  the  archdukes  and  the  ftates  in  the  coun- 
tries of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  might  be  delivered  to  the  princes  litigants,  and  in  con- 
fequence  the  treaty  of  Zanten  perfedly  accoinplifiied.  Therefore  he  did  deiire  his  ma- 
jefty to  intercede  with  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  with  the  pr-inces  inte- 
refted  therein,  that  they  likewife  would  concur  in  this  good  refolution  for  the  better 
re-eftablifliment  of  a  fettled  peace,  and  the  repofe  of  thofe  poor  diftreffed  provinces, 
which  long  havejanguifiied  under  the  bondage  of  a  miferable  thraldom,  and  that  a 
certain  day  might  be  prefixed  for  the  reddition  of  thefe  places,  which  between  his 
majefty  and  the  embaflador  was  named  to  be  the  laft  of  February  ntxt,ftilo  vet.  within  - 
or  at  which  time,  if  the  ftates  would  not  refolve  for  the  performance  of  the  treaty  of 
Zanten,  the  embaffador  defired,  that  the  king  his  mafter  might  not  be  any  more 
importuned  by  his  majefty,  but  hereafter  might  be  excufed,  if  he  fnouid  continue  to 
poffefs  the  places  he  now  holdeth,  without  purpoie  to  reft-ore  them  to  thofe  princes 
to  whom  of  right  they  do  appertain  :  for  the  ft-ates,  as  he  laith,  fortifying  Juliers,  the 
king  his  mafter  doth  intend  to  fortify  Wefel ;  v/hich  charge  he  will  not  employ  to 
the  benefit  or  fervice  of  any  other,  but  only  for  his  own  good;  and  therefore,  when 
he  fhall  have  fortified  that  town,  he  is  not  refolded  after  to  render  it  up. 

This  is  the  propofition,  that  the  embaffador  of  Spain  did  make  to  his  majefty, 
whereof  the  eledors  Palatine  and  Brandenburg  and  the  prince  his  fon  being  advertif- 
ed,  his  majefty  doth  require  you  to  impart  it  to  the  ftates  in  their  public  affembb  ,  and 
to  ufe  the  beft  arguments  you  can  to  exhort  them  to  embrace  this  overture,  which 
cannot  but  tend  to  the  advancement  of  their  fervice,  and  the  maintenance  of  their  ho- 
nour and  reputation ;  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  world  muft  needs  be  fcandalized, 
if  by  their  refufal  to  perform  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  the  war  fhall  be  renewed,  and 
thole  poor  countries  of  Cleves  and  Juliers  continue  to  be  oppreffed  with  a  perpetual 
fervitude.  Commiferation  is  to  be  had  of  the  good  town  of  Wefel,  whi^h  heretofore 
hath  been  a  nurfing-m.other  of  religion,  and.  a  retreat  and  refuge  for  all  thofe,  who 
for  their  confcience  have  been  exiled.     And  fo  I  take  my  leave,  &c.

Though  I  cannot  yet  make  any  dire£l  anfwer  either  to  your  honour's  letters  of  the 
7th  of  October  received  by  mr.  Morton,  or  your  other  cwo  by  mr.  Malts  of  the 
9th  and  13th  of  the  laft,  in  regard,  that  the  firft  doth  afk  time  tq  receive  informa- 
tion from  abroad,  and  the  two  latter  do  depend  upon  the  flow  refolutions  of  this 
^place ;  yet  would  I  not  fail  to  give  your  honour  in  the  mean  while  an  account  of  my 
^endeavours. 

I  took 
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I  took  the  firft  commodity,  which  was  the  next  day  after  the  receit  of  your  two  lafl-, 
the  2 1  ft  of  November,  to  fpeak  with  monf.  Barnevelt,  when  I  acquainted  liim  boL;i 
with  fir  Noel  Caron's  promife  to  his  majefty,  that  commiffioners  Ihoukl  be  fpeediiy 
fent  over  from  the  ftates  to  treat  and  determine  the  differences  now  in  queftion 
amongft  our  merchants  concerning  the  faie  and  vent  of  our  dyed  and  drclfed  cloths ; 
as  likevvfife  with  your  honour's  particular  opinion,  that  this  was  only  lett  to  reftify  the 
mifunderftandings,  which  are  rifen  upon  this  occafion,  and  fo  prevent  farther  incon- 
veniences J  to  which  I  added  what  in  my  poor  judgment  feemed  beft  to  this  purpofe. 

He  confelTed  unto  me,  that  fir  Noel  Caron  had  written  to  the  like  effef]:;  but 
that  the  promife  he  had  m.ade  to  his  majefty  of  fending  commiffioners  from  hence 
upon  this  occafion,  proceeded  from  himfelf  out  of  his  own  conceit,  and  of  the  con- 
feruftion  he  made  of  the  laft  general  words  of  the  decree,  which  the  ftates  did  lately 
fet  down  betwixt  the  merchants,  who  were  here  affembled  -,  not  that  he  had  any  fuch 
order  from  hence :  yet  fince  he  faw  it  was  a  thing  would  be  agreeable  to  his  majefty, 
he  would  do  his  beft  to  difpofe  the  ftates  thereunto:  but  that  this  bufmefs  would  aflc 
fome  time,  in  regard  it  chiefly  belonged  to  merchants,  and  therefore  muft  be  com-- 
municated  to  their  towns. 

I  acquainted  him  at  the  fame  time  v/ith  the  order  I  had  from  his  majefty  to  relate- 
to  the  ftates  general  what  had  paffed  betwixt  his  majefty  and  the  Spanifh  embaifador 
touching  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten ;  and  at  their  next  afiembly  (which  was  , 
the  23d  of  the  laft)  made  my  propofition  according  to  the  copy  I  fend  herewith:  to 
which,  after  ibme  fmall  confultation,  monf  Barnevelt  made  anfwer  in  the  name  of 
the  reft,  that  they  could  not  but  acknowledge  his  majefty's  care  and  continual  endea-- 
vours  to  procure  a  good  end  of  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers;  and  that  h;s  ma- 
jefty might  reft  aflured,  that  the  failing  hitherto  to  put  in  execution  the  treaty  of 
Zanten  proceeded  from  the  Spaniards,  not  from  them  :  that  the  hard  meafure  they 
have  found  in  all  affairs  betwixt  them  and  the  Spaniard  might  excufe  their  jealoufies 
(if  they  fhould  apprehend  any)  in  a  matter  of  this  conlequence:  and  that  his  majefty 
fhould  fee  by  the  efFeft  how  much  they  do  in  all  occafions  attribute  to  his  advice.    So* 
defiring  me  to  give  them  my  propofition  in  writing  (as  I  did  immediately)  they  pro- 
mifed  to  take  the  matter  into  conftiltation,  which  accordingly  they  did,  but  without:.- 
refblving  any  thing. 

The  27th  I  repaired  again  to  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  remembered  unto  him  bothi 
fir  Noel  Garon's  promife  concerning  commiffioners,  and  my  propofition  touch- 
ing the  treaty  of  Zanten;  letting  him  know,  that  though  they  were  both  bufinelTes 
of  confideration,  yet  they  v/ere  neither  of  them  new  propofitions,  but  fuch  as  had 
been  formerly  well  debated  and  digcfted  in  their  affemblies;  fo  as  I  defired  to  know 
of  him  v/hat  I  fhould  write  concerning  both  to  his  majefty,  who  expe<5];ed  my 
anfwer. 

Touching  the  firft,  he  confefl^ed  there  had   not  until  then  any  propofition  been. 
publicly  made  in  the  afTembly  of  the  ftates  general,  nor  any  note  taken  of  the  matter 
more  than  by  what  was  written   by  fir  Noel   Caron  :   but  that  with   the  ftates  of. 
Holland  (whom  it  chiefly  concerned)  he  had  propofed  the  time,  and  i'o  well  pre- 
pared; 
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.^paredthe  matter,  that  his  opinion  was,  they  ftiould  refolve  to  fend  commiffioners ; 

.which  I  believe  they  will,  becaufe- he  faith  it,  who  hath  all  authority,  though  the 

•  opinion  of  fome-others-of  the  chiefs  is,  that  they  were  better  firft  by  their  embaffador 

in  England  prepare  the  matter,  .than  by  fending  commiffioners  rawly  inftru6led,  and 

ilenderly  authorifed,  drav/  upon  themfelves  greater  difpleafure  from  his  majefty. 

Concerning  the  latter,  he  faid,  the  jealoufies  were  fo  great  of  faud  in  the  Spa- 
niard, and  the  humours  of  the  ftates  fo  divers  (which  he  difcovered,  as  he  pretended^ 
when  I  made  my  propofition)  that  he  could  not  undertake  to  carry  the  bufinefs  for- 
v/ard  alone-;  and  trherefore  advifed  me  to  move  their  prefident  to  call  an  affembly 
exprefsly:  which  accordingly  I  did  the  day  following;  and  they  met,  but  parted 
again  with  this  refolution  only,  to  have  herein  the  advice  of  his  excellency  with  the 
council  of  ftate. 

The  matter  notwithflanding  was  fufpended  three  days  after.  Yeiterday  in  the 
evening  monf  Huygens,  fecretary  to  the  council  of  ftate,  came  to  me  as  fent  by  the 
council,  to  let  me  underftand,  that  the  day  before,  after  my  departure  from  the 
council  (which  was  when  all  affairs  were  ended,  and  the  council  rifen),  a  meffage 
came  to  them  from  the  ftates  general,  who  fent  them  the  copy  of  my  propofition  with 
reference  to  them,  to  confult  upon  it,  what  anfwer  was  fit  to  make  his  majefty. 
Wherein  becaufe  it  was  a  propofition  made  by  me,  they  referred  it  to  my  confidera- 
tion,  whether  I  would  be  prefent  or  abfent  at  the  debate  thereof,  in  that  I  might 
fuppofe  (as  he  faid)  in  my  prefence  they  fliould  be  forced  to  ufe  more  refervation, 
than  was  fit  for  the  liberty  of  their  confultations  in  a  matter  of  this  nature.  I  an- 
fwered,  that  herein  I  would  govern  myfelf  according  to  ufe  and  cuftom;  which,  if, 
by  example  of  my  predecefTors,  it  did  bear,  that  I  ftiould  abfent  myfelf  from  all  de- 
liberations, for  which  by  his  majefty's  commandment  I  ftiould  minifter  the  occafion, 
I  would  willingly  do  it:  otlierwife,  as  I  made  my  propofition  in  quality  of  embafla- 
dor  with  the  ftates  general,  fo  I  held  it  my  duty  both  to  his  majefty  and  the  ftates, 
in  conformity  to  the  oath  I  had  taken  at  my  admiffion  to  that  council,  to  deliver 
ray  opinion  in  this  bufinefs,  as  counfellor  .of  ftate,  whereof  I  would  not  fail,  unlefs  I 
had  exprefs  order  to  the  contrary. 

He  told  me  hereupon,  that  in  the  late  queen's  time,  when  the  council  had  abfo- 
lute  authority  in  thefe  affairs,  her  minifters  did  ufe  to  abfent  themfelves  from  the 
debates  of  thofe  propofitions,  which  they  made  themfelves;  and  that  the  ufe  was, 
that  when  any  counfellor  of  a  province,  as  of  Holland  for  example,  did  make  an 
overture,  which  concerned  Holland,  he  abfented  himfelf  f  om  that  debate.  Hereof 
I  told  him  I  would  confider  that  night,  defiring  him  to  take  my  houfe  in  his  way  as 
he  went  to  the  council  the  next  morning;  which  accordingly  he  did,  and  then  I  de- 
clared unto  him,  that  I  had  reviewed  both  my  former  letters,  and  thofe  I  laft  received 
by  his  majefty's  order,  touching  this  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  wherein  I  was 
commanded  not  only  to  make  bare  and  naked  propofitions,  but  to  acquaint  them 
~  v^ith  other  circumftances,  as  might  clear  their  judgments :  and  thefe  I  referved  for  fit 
time  and  place,  rather  than  fet  them  down  in  writing,  by  reafon  of  their  ufe  to  dif- 
perfe  copies  of  all  my  propofitions  in  this  kind,  and  all  confiderations  were  not  proper 
for  all  mens  view;  that  the  example  he  alledged  did  not  agree  with  this  cafe,  in  that 

when 
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when  the  late  queen's  minifters  did  abfent  themfelves,  it  was  upon  occafions,  which 
concerned  England  and  thoie  provinces :  but  in  affairs  of  other  princes,  wlierein  they 
had  common  intereft  (as  his  majefty  and  the  ftates  had  in  this)  they  governed  themfelves 
by  common  council,  which  might  be  imagined  to  have  been  the  cafe  of  her  having  a 
counfellor,  and  fometimes  two,  at  that  table. 

That  I  had  obferved  very  lately,  that  in  two  affairs,  one  of  the  quota,  wherein 
Zealand  was  particularly  interefted,  the  other  of  Delfzile,  which  concerned  Frief- 
land  and  Groningen,  that  the'  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general,  the  deputies  of 
thofe  provinces  abfented  themfelves ;  yet  when  the  matters  were  referred  (as  they  were 
both)  to  the  council  of  ftate,  the  counfellors  of  thofe  provinces  refted  at  the  table, 
and  delivered  their  opinions,  as  others  did,  without  exception.  Wherefore  as  they  re- 
ferred it  to  my  choice,  whether  I  would  come  or  no,  I  muft  now  refer  it  to  their 
judgments,  whether  they  would  lay  a  greater  afperfion  of  partiality  upon  me  than 
upon  others  of  my  affociates:  and  then  whether  his  majefty  being  a  mediator  in  this 
bufinefs  betwixt  the  archduke  and  them,  in  this  proceeding  they  would  make  him 
feem  a  party,  and  a  party  in  their  opinions,  as  would  be  inclinable  rather  to  the  arch- 
duke than  them ;  of  which,  in  regard  of  the  interpretation  the  world  would  make 
hereof  in  prejudice  of  the  reputation  of  the  ftri6b  amity  and  alliance  betwixt  his  ma- 
jefty and  the  ftates,  I  defired  them  well  to  confider :  yet  becaufe  I  would  obferve  the 
rule,  ftncethis  queftion  was  unhappily  raifed,  of  not  coming  to  council  antequam  voceris^ 
I  told  him  I  would  herein  exped  their  anfwer. 

Betwixt  eleven  and  twelve  mr.  FIuygens  came  to  me  again  from  the  council,  let- 
ting me  know,  that  though  his  excellency  and  count  Henry  were  both  there  pre- 
fent,  as  exprefsly  called,  yet  they  had  refolved  not  to  treat  of  that  bufinefs,  until 
they  had  new  order  from  the  ftates  general,  whofe  minds  they  would  know  touching 
my  affifting  in  council  upon  this  occafion.  Mean  time  they  left  me  to  my  liberty, 
whether  I  would  come  or  not,  which  I  excufed  for  that  day,  the  time  being  then  fo  far 
paft  :  and  this  I  did  the  more  willingly,  becaufe,  howfoever  I  would  not  fail  of  what 
belongs  to  my  duty  in  his  majefty's  fervice,  yet  it  fhould  appear  unto  them  I  was  not 
more  curious  in  aliend  republicd  than  was  fit.  This  long,  narration  I  make  to  your 
honour,  to  the  end  you  may  not  be  unacquainted  with  the  proceedings,  whatfoever 
be  the  confequences.  Some  have  a  conceit,  that  fmce  the  time  of  redeeming  the 
cautionary  towns,  they  have  meant  gradatm  to  eftrange  his  majefty's  minifters  from 
their  council :  which  jealoufy  hath  made  me  the  more  earneftly  difpute  this  occafionj 
which  is  the  firft  hath  prefented  itfelf  in  this  kind. 

Touching  the  bufinefs  itfelf.  I  find  'oy  monf.  Barnevelt,  as  likewife  by  his  ex- 
cellency and  others,  with  whom  I  have  treated  particularly  concerning  the  fame,  that 
as  the  propofition  was  much  unexpected,  fo  are  they  not  a  little  diftrafted,  as  well  in 
their  opinions  of  the  intention  of  the  Spaniard,  as  likewife  their  judgments  what  courfe 
to  take. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  faidyj^r  le  champ  (when  I  firft  propofed  in  private  unto  him  the 
matter)  that  the  Spaniard  would  hereby  take  a  pretence  to  fortify  Wefel.  .  His  excel- 
lency was  fonnewhat  warmed  at  the  firft  hearing  of  itj  but  after  long  debate  gave  his 

•  L  opinion, 
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opinion,  that  the  Spaniards  meant  nothing  lefs  than  to  reftore  the  places ;  but  that 
they  purpofed  under  this  colour  to  draw  in  a  treaty  of  renewing  the  truce  with  this 
ftate;  which  grows  towards  expiring.  Moll  are  wedded  to  a  conceit,  that  if  the 
Spaniard  do  leave  the  places,  it  is  but  reculerpour  mieux  Jauter ;  and  he  Ihall  no  fooner 
be  gone  in  contemplation  (as  he  will  now  feem)  of  his  majefty,  but  the  fortifications 
of  Juliers,  Emmerick,  and  Rees,  being  demolifhed,  will  return  again  under  title  of 
the  emperor.  All  conclude,  that  if  there  were  lincere  meaning  in  the  Spaniard,  he 
would  have  put  the  treaty  in  execution  at  firft,  without  this  long  delay,  and  therefore 
they  are  now  more  jealous  of  the  fudden  offer,  than  the  former  refufal. 

What  judgment  to  make  of  their  refolution  herein  is  very  doubtful;  for  it  is  plain, 
they  are  nothing  forry,  that  the  difficulty  of  executing  the  treaty  hath  hitherto  rifen 
from  the  Spaniards,  whereby  to  have  a  colourable  pretence  for  the  retention  of  the 
places  they  now  poflefs :  and  if  any  flop  may  be  made  by  others,  v/hereby  to  avoid 
the  reproach  of  ufurpers  (and  hard  it  will  be  to  remove  all  difficulties,  where  fo  many 
are  intereiled)  no  doubt  they  will  prevail  themfelves  of  the  occafion.  This  I  gather 
out  of  their  fufpending  their  anfwer,  fome  advifing  to  hear  firft  out  of  France,  becaufe 
that  king  is  joined  in  this  bufinefs  of  the  treaty  with  his  majefty:  fome  to  have  firft 
the  anfwer  of  the  elector  of  Brandenburg,  who  is  now  inPruffia;  fome  to  have  the 
•matter  communicated  firft  to  the  provinces  ;  and  fome  counfelling  all  thole  courfes, 
whereby  to  gain  time.  But  I  have  let  them  know,  that  thofe  would  b^  taken  as  ter^ 
giverfations,  in  that  France  is  fo  bufied  at  home,  that  it  cannot  attend  thefe  foreign 
affairs.  The  ele6lor  of  Brandenburg  is  fo  far  off,  that  in  two  months  an  anfwer  can 
hardly  be  returned  from  him.  Now  no  more  was  required,  than  that  as  Spain  had  led 
the  way,  the  ftates  Ihould  anfwer  for  as  much  as  depends  on  them.  And  touching 
farther  references,  the  treaty  having  been  framed  by  their  deputies  with  thofe  of  other 
princes,  who  had  full  authority,  it  was  not  now  needful  to  be  remitted  anew  to  the 
provinces^  -  ,  .  , 

This  reference  to  the  provinces,  in  regard  the  bufinefs  hath  fo  long  flept,  and  {o 
much  of  their  money  hath  been  Ipent  in  the  fortifications  of  the  towns  they  hold  in 
Juliers  and  Cleves,  to  the  value  of  100,000  crowns,  and  upwards  (as  they  account) 
will  hardly  be  avoided. 

As  for  Brandenburg  and  Newburg  likewife,  it  feems  the  matter^  is  already  well 
prepared,  tliey  being  both  weary  of  their  feveral  yokes,  which  hath  caufed  them  by 
lecret  minifters  to  treat  betwixt  themfelves  of  a  private  agreement,  by  means  of  a  pro- 
vifional  partition  of  the  country  in  controverfy ;  to  which  purpofe  monf.  Sticchius, 
agent  for  Brandenburg,  here  refident,  met  about  ten  days  fince  at  Amfferdam  fecretly 
with  one  Vv^'oNSEiN,  lieutenant  for  Newburg' at  Duffeldorp. 

This  Sticchius  is  now  gone  to  Clevey  being  called  thither  by  the  prince  of  Bran- 
denburg, to  relate  what  paffed  betv^xt  him  and  Wonsein  at  Amfterdam:  at  whofe 
return,  which  is  expefted  within  two  or  three  days,  the  ftates  will  take  fome  .refolu- 
tion. Mean  while  they  will  defer  their  meetings,  and  by  confequence  protraft  their 
anfwer  under  colour  of  their  affembly  of  Holland,  which  is  now  here  much  bufied 
about  their  queftions  of  religion  i  wherein  I  fee  no  great  likelihogd  they  Ihould  grov/ 

"■'■■'  tG. 
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to  a'^reement,  in  that  the  deputies  are  come  from  their  towns  (which  are  diiterently- 
afFecled)  witli  very  ftrift  and  limited  inftrudions. 

I  will  not  fail  to  advertife  with  diligence  their  proceedings  in  thefe  affairs  ;  as  like- 
wife  what  I  can  learn  from  Amfterdam  and  Breda  in  the  bufmefs  of  our  clothing- 
And  for  other  occurrents,  prefume  to  refer  you  for  the  prefent  to  a  letter  apart.  So  I 
humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

P.  S.  I  do  even  now  receive  letters  from  Amfterdam,  which  advertife,  that  of  late 
no  Englifh  wool  hath  been  brought  thither:  But  as  any  comes,  I  fhall  have  no- 
tice; and  at  the  fame  time  I  have  received  likewife  letters  from  Breda  touching  the 
cloth  which  is  made  in  thofe  parts,  of  which  I  fend  your  honour  a  copy,  accom- 
panied with  a  box  of  certain  patterns  both  of  wool  and  cloth,  in  that  manner  as  ic 
is  fent  me.

My  lord. 
In  my  laft  to  your  lordfhip  by  mr.  Mills,  I  did  acquaint  you  fully  with  all  the 
occurrences  of  thefe  parts.  Since  the  difpatch  of  thefe  here  hath  nothing  happened, 
but  the  fall  of  the  lord  chief  juftice  Coke,  who  hath  run  himfelf  fo  far  into  his  ma- 
jefty's  difpleafure,  that  he  is  removed  both  from  his  place  in  council,  and  upon  the 
Bench.  In  the  latter,  fir  Henry  Montagu  hath  fucceeded  him,  and  fir  LiONEt 
Cranfield  is  fworn  mafter  of  requefts  extraordinary. 

My  papers  being  gone  to  Newmarket,  whither  I  am  prefently  to  follow,  I  cannot  well 
tell  whether  I  did  let  you  underftand  by  my  laft,  that  fir  Thomas  Edmondes  was  now 
upon  his  return  into  England.  If  I  did  omit  it,  you  fhall  know  by  thefe,  that  he  is 
to  be  made  comptroller  of  the  houfhold;  the  lord  Wotton  being  by  the  furrender  of 
the  lord  Knollys  to  be  treafurer;  after  which  honour  done  him,  he  is  to  refume  his 
charge  in  France,  until  the  affairs  of  that  kingdom  fhall  be  eflabliflied. 

You  can  do  nothing  for  the  prefent  more  agreeable  to  the  place  you  hold,  than  to 
haften  over  the  commiffioners,  which  are  coming  hither  to  treat  about  the  cloths ;  and 
therefore,  as  in  my  laft,  fo  in  thefe,  I  cannot  but  recommend  it  to  your  firft  care,  that 
by  that  means  the  commerce  may  be  continued,  and  the  amity  preferved  betwixt  his 
majefty's  kingdoms  and  thofe  countries. 

This  bearer  is  brother  to  Francis  Blondell;  for  whofe  fake  I  affure  myfelf  your 
lordfhip  will  refpeft  him,  and  the  rather  becaufe  he  is  recommended  to  your  good 
favour  by  me. 

Before  mr.  Brent  came  hither,  whom  you  recommended  to  be  fecretary  of  Ireland, 
that  place  was  conferred  upon  one  fir  Francis  Annesley,  who  is  to  execute  it  with- 
out fee;  otherwife  I  fhould  have  done  my  beft  to  have  pleafured  hinrij  as  Ivvill  any 
man  that  fhall  come  from  you.     And  fo  I  am,  &c,

May  it  pleafe  your  majefty. 

The  occurrences  of  thefe  parts  I  continue  to  advertife  through  the  hands  of  mr.  fe- 
cretary  Winwood,  whereby  to  eafe  your  majefty  of  that  often  trouble.  This  occa- 
lion,  which  now  prefcnts  itfelf  (an  anfwer  of  the  ftates  to  a  proportion  I  made  in  your 
majefty's  name  the  23d  of  the  laft,  touching  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers)  I 
thought  not  unworthy  your  majefty's  view;  the  proceeding  therein  depending  wholly 
upon  your  authority,  without  the  which  thefe  countries  mufl  remain  in  perpetual 
thraldom;  and  therefore  is  it  the  more  proper  fubjeft  for  your  princely  confide- 
ration. 

Yefterday  monf.  Barnevelt,  accompanied  with  one  of  the  ftates  of  Guelderland, 
Game  unto  me,  as  fent  by  the  ftates  general,  from  whom  he  delivered  me  this  mef- 
fage;  that  the  ftates  did  acknowledge  their  infinite  obligations  to  your  majefty,  and 
particularly  for  your  care  in  reducing  the  uncertain  and  litigious  aff"airs  of  Cleves  and 
Juliers  into  a  fettled  eftate,  which  they  perceived  by  your  former  endeavours,  and  now 
by  your  recommending  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten.  That  the  ftates  did 
concur  in  the  fame  defire ;  but-that  there  were  many  important  confiderations,  which 
made  them  fufpend  their  refolution ;  as  firft,  becaufe  their  number  here  was  not  com- 
plete, moft  of  the  ftates  being  abfent,  and  all  of  the  province  of  Friefland.  Next,  be- 
caufe the  matter  was  firft  to  be  communicated  to  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg  and  the 
prince  his  fon,  in  whofe  right  they  held  what  they  now  poflefs  in  thefe  countries : 
and  not  only  the  eledor,  but  the  palatine  of  Newburg,  (whofe  confent  muft  be  had 
likewife)  being  fo  far  remote,  it  would  afk  much  time,  and  more  than  the  laft  of 
February,  which  is  limited,  to  have  their  feveral  anfwers.  Laftly,  becaufe  they  had 
now  more  reafon  to  be  jealous  of  the  purpofe  of  the  Spaniards,  than  when  the  treaty 
was  made,  they  having  fliewed  their  ill  intentions  by  their  poffeffing  themfelves  by 
force  of  the  neutral  places  of  Zoeft  and  Lipftadt,  and  having  it  in  their  power,  when- 
foever  Juliers,  Emmerick  and  Rees  are  rendered,  and  the  fortifications  demolifbed 
(according  to  the  treaty  of  Zanten)  to  furprife  thofe  places  in  an  inftant,  the  people, 
which  are  there  inhabitants,  being  for  the  moft  part  popifhly  affefted,  and  the  Spa- 
niard having  places  fo  near  adjoining  on  both  fides  of  the  Rhine,  as  Serck,  Linghen, 
Wacehendonck,  and  others,  where  they  may  have  in  readinefs  out  of  the  ordinary 
garrifons  eight  or  ten  thoufand  men  for  any  fudden  attempt.  To  this  he  added  a  fur- 
ther confideration  of  the  prefent  proceedings  of  the  Spaniards  in  Italy,  where,  if  they 
were  forced.from  this  diverlion,  they  would  jointly  employ  all  their  forces;  and 
having  fo  great  fl"rength  together  againft  thofe  weak  princes,  would  in  all  appearance 
make  a  fhort  end  of  thofe  wars,  either  by  bringing  the  ftate  of  Venice  and  the  duke  of 
Savoy  into  abfolute  ft)t)jeclion,  or  forcing  them  to  accept  difhonourable  and  difadvan- 
tageous  conditions  of  peace,:  and  afterwards  would  march  into  Germany  to  accomplifli 
their  defigns  there,  where  they  could  find  no  great  refiftance;  and  in  conclufion  feek 
to  follow  their  fortune  with  a  rich  and  viftorious  army  in  thefe  countries,  where  they 
muft  always  make  an  account  of  the  Spaniard  as  a  mortal  enemy;  And  therefore  it 
would  be  tin  fas  de  Clerc  to  give  up  the  advantage  they  now  have  without  very  good 
afturancej  that  the  princes  fliould  be  put  in  quiet  pofteffion,  free  from  all  danger  to 
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be  removed  either  by  force  or  praftice,  there  being  great  appearance  likewife,  that 
under  the  title  of  fequellration,  or  fome  other  colour,  the  emperor  making  either  the 
king  of  Spain  or  the  archduke  executioner  of  his  mandates,  would  difpofe  of  thefe 
countries,  which  were  the  fame  thing,  tliough  under  another  name.- 

Thefe  reafons  they  defired  me  well  to  weigh,  and  to  refer  them  to  your  majefty's 
princely  confideration,  profeffing  how  much  they  attribute  to  your  wifdom  and  autho- 
rity, whicli  they  would  (liew  by  good  effect,  in  cale  this  matter  proceeded  further  ; 
and  that  the  fliort  time  limited  by  the  Spanifh  embaffador  (wherein  he  made  profeflion 
botli  to  fortify  and  maintain  the  places  they  now  hold  ip  thofe  countries  as  their  own 
proper  pofTeflion)  did  not  cut  off  all  further  treaty. 

To  this  I  anfwered,  that  feeing  your  majefty's  intentions  and  theirs  concur  in  the  true 
and  faithful  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  which  was  the  main  fubjeft;  I  made  no- 
doubt  but  the  difficulties  they  alledged  might  be  fo  well  fatisfied,  that  the  intervening 
accidents  betv/ixt  the  time  of  the  framing  of  the  treaty,  and  now  that  the  execution 
was  required,  fcould  rather  quicken  their  refolution  than  otherwife.     For  their  hav- 
ing a  full  meeting  of  the  itates,  the  time  would  very  well  permit  it,  if  their  will  be  ■ 
as  good  to  expedite  the  bufinefs.  And  for  communicating  the  matter  to  other  princes, 
which  were  interefted,  it  was  a  thing  very  neceffaryj   and  that  your  majefty  had  al^ 
ready  performed  the  lame  by  letters,  fo  as  no  more  was  required,  than  that  as  the 
king  of  Spain  had  led  the  way  by  his  embaffador's  declaration  of  his  purpofe,  fo  they 
would  anfwer  categorically,  for  as  much  as  depended  on  them  (they  two  being  in  ef- 
fe£t  the  princes  poffidents,  and  the  other  the  pretendents)  and  refer  the  bufinefs  af- 
terwards to  be  executed  by  deputies  in  the  fame  manner  as  the  treaty  was  made. 
That  the  neutral  places  the  Spaniard  had  taken  fince  the  treaty,  howfoever  the  fur^ 
prife  of  them  could  not  be  excufed,  the  effed:  of  rendering  them  fhould  be  the  more 
willingly  embraced :  And  for  the  commodity  he  hath  of  lodging  men  in  the  frontier 
towns,  whereby  to  be  ready  upon  any  attempt  j  for  the  affeftion  of  the  people  of  the 
Romifli  religion  ;  and  finally  for  their  doubt  and  diflruft  of  the  emperor's  authority ; 
thefe  circumftances  were  no  more  confiderable  now  than  at  the  framing  of  the  treaty^ 
wherein  they  did  afTift  by  their  deputies,  and  had  a  chief  part:  And  if  they  thought 
they  might  proceed  fafely  then,  they  might  -be  as  well  fecured  now ;  and  fo  much 
the  more,  by  how  much  the  Spaniard,  being  now  bufied  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
mountains,  could  the  lefs  intend  to  enterprife  any  thing  in  thefe  parts.     That  their 
confideration  of  thofe  princes  in  Italy,  and  care  of  their  prefervation,  was  very  laud- 
able ;  but  that   they  muft  take  heed,  left  this  their  diverfion  did  not  prove  a  con- 
verfion  of  the  torrent  of  the  v/ars  from  the  courfe  it  now  had  down  the  Po  to  the 
Rhine,  of  which, God  of  his  providence  had  delivered  thefe  parts  after  many  years 
great  effufion  of  blood;  the  ftage  for  thofe  tragedies  being  now  removed  to  the  other 
fide  of  the  npountains,  where  they  ftood  always  like  quiet  fpeftators,  whilft  they  here 
were  adlors;  and  it  ever  proveth  by  experience,  that  the  war  of  thofe  parts  is  the 
peace  of  thefe;  fo  e  conve'rfo.     Hereupon  I  defired  them  to  obferve  the  prefent  con- 
junfture  of  three  great  affairs  in  Europe,  which  all  in  efte6t  aje  managed  by  the 
king  of  Spain,  and  all  three  depend  upon  execution  of  treaties  :  That  betwixt  the 
archduke  Ferdinand  and  the  Venetians,  on  the  treaty  of  Vienna:  :That  betwixt  the 
duke  of  Savoy  and  the  gox.ernor  of  Milan,  on  the  treaty  of .  Afti ;  And  this  here  ors 

th&i 
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the  treaty  of  Zanten.  This  being  trap  embarajfer  for  one  prince,  be  he  never  fo 
powerful,  it  may  be  well  conjeftured  he  doth  firft  make  offer  of  accommodation  here, 
where  his  honour  is  leaft  engaged.  But  this  failing,  no  doubt  but  thofe  other  trea- 
ties would  be  put  in  execution,  and  this  here  remain  to  be  tried  by  the  fword;  where- 
in I  told  them  plainly  they  would  have  this  difadvantage,  to  be  left  fingle  to  them- 
felves,  without  affiftance  of  their  antient  friends,  whofe  aid  they  could  not  juftly  de- 
mand or  expeft,  when  they  had  wilfully  drawn  a  war  upon  their  own  necks. 

To  many  other  confiderations,  which  were  alledged  in  difcourfe  by  monf.  Barne- 
VELT  of  the  Spanifh  fraud  and  ambition,  I  thought  not  fit  to  be  an  advocate  of  that 
jiatioh  in  a  time,  v/hen  they  give  the  world  fo  much  jealoufy,  and  plead  their  fincerity 
and  temperance  J  but  defired  him  to  think,  that  fufpicions  and  jealoufies  were  equal 
on  both  fides,  and  lighted  as  well  on  new  rifing  commonwealths,  as  upon  other 
princes ;  the  Spaniards  doubting  as  much  a  purpofe  in  the  flates,  by  means  of  thefe 
differences,  to  add  an  eighth  province  to  the  feven,  which  are  now  united,  as  they 
could  fufpe£t  the  Spaniard  with  increafing  the  number  of  thofe  they  now  enjoy  in 
thefe  countries.  Wherefore  it  ftood  them  as  much  upon  to  juftify  their  proceed- 
ings by  the  efFefls,  now  the  matter  is  to  come  to  the  lail  trial,  as  it  did  the  Spa- 
niard :  and  it  would  now  appear  to  the  whole  world,  who  proceeded  fincerely  with 
the  princes  pretendants,  and  who  abufively. 

They  defired  me  hereupon  to  make  a  good  report  of  their  intentions,  which  to  your 
majefty  as  an  upright  judge  they  would  render  very  juftifiable;  and  likewife  to  fend 
their  anfwer  in  writing,  as  made  only  for  the  prefent  by  way  of  provifion,  until,  their 
number  being  full,  and  anfwer  being  received  from  the  princes,  who  are  chiefly  in- 
terelled,  they  might  give  a  more  determinate  refolution. 

Under  humble  correftion,  I  do  not  fee  hov/  anfwers  may  be  had  from  the  eleftor  of 
Brandenburg,  and  the  palatine  ofNewburg,  with  the  confent  of  the  provinces,  which 
they  refolve  here  to  have  upon  their  anfwer,  and  then  to  have  time  fufficient  for  the 
execution  of  the  treaty  before  the  end  of  February  next,  they  having  now  difpatched 
an  embaffador  to  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg,  who  cannot  arrive  in  Fruffia  until  the 
end  of  January,  or  the  beginning  of  February.  Wherefore,  if  the  difficulty  reft 
only  in  fome  fmall  time,  more  or  lefs,  it  may  the  better  be  allowed  them,  confidering 
the  nature  of  their  government,  which  inforceth  them  in  all  important  affairs  to  have 
the  affent  of  their  provinces,  fo  as  they  cannot  take  a  fudden  refolution  like  an  abfo- 
lute  prince.  That  this  may  be  the  better  admitted  by  the  Spanifh  embaffador  with 
your  majefty  (who,  it  feems,  hath  power  to  limit  the  time)  I  have  moved  both  his 
excellency  and  monf.  Barnevelt,  that  there  fhall  be  nothing  more  done  in  Juliers, 
and  other  places,  in  matter  of  fortifications;  but  that  they  fhould  reft  in  ftate  as  they 
now  are :  which  I  have  done  by  v/ay  of  provifion,  in  regard  of  the  reafon  alledged  by 
the  Spanifii  embaffador  to  your  majefty  (which  appears  in  your  letter  to  the  prince  of 
Brandenburg  touching  this  fubjeft)  that  the  time  limited  is  in  regard  of  a  purpofe  he 
underftood  the  ftates  had  to  augment  the  fortification  of  Juliers,  which  would  inforce 
the  archdukes  to  do  the  like  at  Wefel.  And  as  the  time  doth  not  ferve  for  fortifica- 
tions (it  being  now  the  depth  of  winter)  fo  can  I  give  your  majefty  good  afiTurance, 
ihat,  fince  my  coming  into  this  charge,  there  hath  been  no  order  given  by  the  council  of 
J  ftate. 
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ftate,  where  fuch  affairs  are  handled,  touching  the  augmenting  of  fortifications  of 
that  place ;  nor  can  any  be  in  this  time,  becaufe  it  mull  likewife  pafs  by  confent  of 
the  provinces. 

I  find  by  the  agent  of  the  prince  of  Brandenburg  here  refident,  who  hath  lately  had 
private  conference  at  AmfLerdam  with  a  chief  counfellor  of  the  palatine  of  Newburg, 
the  conceit  and  inclination  of  both  the  princes  to  be  to  make  a  provifional  partition 
of  the  countries  in  controverfy  before  the  reftitution  of  the  places  be  ef?e(5ted:  which 
being  done,  and  thofe  confining  On  the  archdukes  provinces  being  alTigned  to  New- 
burg, thefe  towards  the  ftates  territories  to  Brandenburg,  the  princes  will  be  well 
fatisfied,  and  the  ilates  in  fome  fort  delivered  of  their  jealoufies. 

This  courfe  is  not  difagreable  to  his  excellency,  nor  fuch  of  the  ftates  with  whorri 
I  have  had  private  conference  concerning  this  fubjeftj  and  would  in  all  appearance 
fettle  th'e  princes  in  greater  fecurity,  than  if,  the  countries  being  divided  by  lot,  they 
Ihould  be  cafl  on  either  fide  upon  neighbours,  where  they  fhould  give  and  receive 
daily  jealoufies. 

What  order  your  majefty  will  pleafe  further  to  give  in  this  occafion  (which  muft 
now  receive  life  from  your  majefty,  or  be  given  for  ever  hereafter  as  defperate)  I  llialt 
attend  with  all  humble  devotion,  and,  kilTing  your  royal  hands,  ever  reft

I  advertifed  your  honour  at  large  by  my  laft  difpatch  of  the  ad  of  this  prefent,  fent 
by  lieutenant  Tub,  both  of  the  occurrents  of  thefe  parts,  as  likewife  of  my  proceed- 
ings in  thofe  two  bufinelTes,  which  I  had  particularly  in  charge  from  your  honour; 
the  one  concerning  our  merchants  affairs  ;  the  other  touching  the  execution  of  the 
treaty  of  Zantenj  the  former  of  which,  as  your  honour  hath,  recommended  the  fame 
anew  by  your  letters  of  the  26th  of  the  laft  (which  I  received  by  mr.  Blondell)  fo 
have  I  not  failed  of  my  be  ft  endeavours  to  procure  a  fpeedy  refolution  for  the  fending 
over  commifTioners  to  his  majefty ;  and  accordingly  in  the  affembly  of  Holland  it  was 
determined  the  laft  week,  that  commifTioners  fhould  be  fent.  The  fecretary  of  Mid- 
dleburg,  Scott,  being  come  hither  the  day  before  exprefly  to  further  this  bufinefs, 
went  immediately  towards  Zealand,  to  obtain  the  like  refolution  there  ^  which  being 
had  (as  it  will  be  without  much  queftion)  the  other  provinces  will  make  no  difficulty  j 
yet  for  all  public  embafiTages  to  foreign  princes,  though  this  doth  chiefly  concern  Hol- 
land and  Zealand,  monf.  Barnevelt  tells  me  plainly  the  confents  of  the  reft  muft 
be  had  likewife,  before  any  refolution  can  be  taken  by  the  ftates  general,  which  he 
iiopes  will  not  ftay  long,  becaufe  upon  fir  Noel  Caron's  fiirft  letters  (wherein  he  fig- 

nified 
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nified  His  promife  made  to  his  majefty)  the  ftates  did  then  advertife  their  principals 
^thereof,  and  do  by  the  firft  commodity  expect  their  orders. 

Touching  the  anfwer  to  my  propofition  in  the  bufinefs  of  CI  eves  and  Juliers,  feeing 
<the  difpute  about  my  being  preient  or  abfent  at  the  debate  thereof  did  prolong  the 
iamcj  I  thought  beft  to  malie  that  a  matter  of  eledbion,  v/hich  in  conclufion  I  found 
would  be  of  neceffity,  in  that  I  was  informed  by  monf.  Barnevelt  the  order  was 
at  firft  given  by  the  ftates  the  matter  ftiould  be  treated  by  the  council  in  my  abfence, 
tliough  the  meflage  was  delivered  me  in  other  terms :  And  therefore  I  defired  monf. 
HuYGBNS  to  move  the  prefident  of  the  council,  without  attending  new  order  from  the 
ftates  general,  to  difpatch  that  bufinefs,  wherein  delay  bred  more  danger  than  my 
prefence  could  any  ways  avail ;  and  what  I  wanted  there  in  quality  of  counfellor,  I 
would  fupply  as  occafion  ferved  with  the  ftates  general  in  quality  of  embaiTador.  ■ 

The  fame  day,  I  abfenting  myfelf,  in  prefence  of  his  excellency  this  advice  was  de- 
termined upon,  whereof  I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflaced  copy.  But  the  abfence  of 
the  deputies  of  Holland  in  their  provincial  aflembly  v/as  the  caufe,  that  norefolution 
was  taken  until  the  4^  of  this  prefent ;  which  what  it  is,  and  the  meffage  wherewith 
it  came" accompanied,  your  honour  will  underftand  by  my  letters  to  his  majefty  j  I 
having  taken  the  boldnefs  to  addrefs  the  fame  to  his  rnajefty's  own  hands,  both  in  re- 
gard it  is  a  fubjed:  worthy  of  his  princely  confideration ;  as  likewife  (to  ufe  fo  much 
freedom  and  plainnefs  with  your  honour)  to  put  his  majefty  in  mind,  he  hath  a  fer- 
vant  at  the  Hague;  finding  myfelf  altogether  forgotten  by  my  lord  treafurer,  who 
fince  my  coming  into  thefe  parts  (which  now  draws  upon  a  whole  year)  neither  for  my 
ordinary  provifion  of  diet,  tranfportation,  or  other  extraordinaries  (notwithftandincr 
that  I  am  advertifed  by  my  fervant  I  have  your  honour's  favourable  allowance,  for 
which  I  render  my  humble  thanks)  hath  not  fupplied  me  with  one  penny  out  of 
the  Exchequer:  which,  confidering  the  charge  of  my  firft  furnifhihg  and  fettling,  a 
coftly  journey  to  Spa,  which  pafTeth  on  my  own  account,  and  the  quick  expence  of 
this  place,  lies  heavy  upon  me.  Your  honour  is  not  ignariis  maliy  though  you  were 
never  fubjeft  to  fuch  hard  meafure;  and  therefore  I  will  befeech  you  to  make  my 
lord  treafurer  more  fenfible  of  my  want  than  I  can  do  either  by  letter  or  other  folicita- 
tions,  in  all  which  I  have  not  failed;  for  this  kind  of  treatment  is  full  of  difcouragement; 
and  I  muft  confefs  I  am  not  able  longer  thus  to  fubfift.  So  I  humbly  recommend  my- 
felf and  my  poor  fortune  to  your  wonted  love  and  favour,  as  one  that  ever  refts,  &c.

Dec.  i^.  Anfwer  of  the  ftates  general : 

Complaint  of  the  Spanifli  proceedings  fince  the  treaty  of  Zanten :  particularly  the 
feizing  of  Syburgh,  in  161 5,  and  Zoeft  and  Lipftadt  that  year. 

That  the  affembly  was  not  then  full,  and  therefore  would  not  determine  upon  fo 
important  an  affair  during  the  abfence  of  their  colleagues. 

1  -  That 
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That  the  eledor  of  Brandenburg,  and  the  princes  of  Brandenburg,  and  palatine  of 
Newburg,  who  were  the  chief  perfons  interefted,  ought  to  be  confulted,  which  could 
not  be  done  within  the  time  limited,  confidering  the  diftance  of  the  eledor  then  in 
PrufTia,  and  the  palatine  of  Newburg. 

That  they  hoped,  that  the  king  will  take  in  good  part  this  provifioxial  declaration,

I  have  ftaid  this  difpatch  (which  goeth  now  by  my  fervant,  whom  I  fend  expreHy) 
thefe  two  days,  both  in  regard  of  the  contrary  wind  for  paflage,  as  likewife  for  fatis- 
fa6tion  of  the  agent  of  Brandenburg,  who  having  letters  from  the  prince,  touching 
the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  to  monf.  Barnevelt,  Vv'as  of  opinion  ip  the 
delivery  of  them,  he  fliould  learn  fomewhat  for  the  furtherance  of  this  bufinefs.  But 
there  is  nothing  to  caufe  your  honour  further  trouble;  only  both  he  and  others,  who 
wifh  well  to  the  caufe,  think  it  moft  expedient  to  procure  (if  it  be  poffible)  order  out 
of  France  to  this  French  embaffador  to  concur  with  me  in  the  fame  office  with  the 
ftates,  whereby  to  cut  off  thofe,  which  are  unwilling,  from  that,  which  v/ill  be  their 
laft  retreat.  Tlie  embalfador's  licence  to  go  into  France  is  prorogued  until  nev/ order 
from  thence. 

Here  came  yefterday  unto  me,  in  company  of  Luntius,  one  Theodore  Wese- 
Kius,  a  fenator  of  Wefel,  to  take  information  fecretly  what  lay  in  them  to  contribute 
to  their  own  delivery,  by  fending  deputies  from  their  town  hither  or  otherwife;  which 
it  is  thought  expedient  (and.  lb  I  have  adviied  him)  to  do,  at  fuch  time,  as  the  mat- 
ter is  like  to  come  again  Jttr  le  bureau :  for  any  thing  they  fliould  do  nov/  would  ani- 
mate the  Spanifh  garrifon  againfi:  them  (of  whofe  tyrannies  they  much  complain)  with 
out  fruit.  ■  ' 

By  divers  letters  I  have  {ecn  here,  which  pafs  betwixt  friends  and  correfpondents 
■  in  France  and  thefe  provinces,  I  find  a  general  opinion  of  new  troubles  in  France  this 
.next  fummer;  and  that  all  vv'ill  determine  in  a  war  of  religion.  For  which  purpofe 
'here  is  continual  provifion  of  arms  made  under  the  king's  name,  which  goeth  into  the 
hands  of  the  duke  of  EsPERNON  or  the  marfhal  D'Ancre.  Thofe  of  religion  v/ould 
fain  ule  the  like  providence,  but  cannot  have  liberty;  thofe,  which  fit  at  the  helm 
here,  being  unwilling  to  let  any  thing  pafs,  which  may  give  diftafte  to  the  king  or 
queen  regent. 

In  this  regard  the  factors  here  for  thofe  of  Rochelle  have  addrefied  themfejves  to 
me  with  this  requeft,  which  I  fend  here  inclofcd,  thinking  to  be  provided,  under  fuch 
a  colour  of  having  leave,  by  my  means,  to  fend  arms  into  England,  which  would  not 
be  denied  me :  But  it  is  too  delicate  a  matter  for  me  to  meddle  with,  unlefs  I  may  un- 
derftand  herein  his  majefty's  pleafure;  which  for  their  fatisfafticn,  whom  it  concer.QS, 
I  fhall  be  glad  to  receive  from  your  honour  with  the  fooneft. 

There  is  nothing  effeifted  in  this  laft  alTembly  of  Holland  for  the  quieting  the  pre- 
fenj. differences  and  difputes  about  religion,  the  matter  being  remitted  to  their  meeting 

M  •  again 
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again  in  March  next :  nnean  time  they  grow  daily  to  greater  bitternefs  and  diftraftion, 
which  appears  thefe  holy  days  in  the  town  of  Leyden,  where  they  have  divided  their 
churches  betwixt  the  orthodox  and  Arminian  factions,  the  one  refufing  to  communi- 
cate with  the  other. 

I  am  told  Grotius  fliall  be  one  of  the  deputies  of  Holland  to  his  majefty,  which 
I  the  rather  believe,  becaufe  he  is  obferved  of  late  days  to  ufe  much  temper  and  mode- 
ration in  thefe  queftions  of  religion,  wherein  before  he  was  antejlgnanus.  The  other 
tv/o  (for  fo  many  I  hear  will  be  for  Holland)  will  be  one  of  Amfterdam,  the  other  of 
Dort.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

Recommending  the  bearer,  fent  to  buy  in  the  United  Provinces  one  hundred  muflcets, 
pikes,  and  arms  for  the  trained  bands  in  Gloucefterfhire  commanded  by  the  lord 
Chandos. 

Dec.  31.  Secretary  Winwood  to  Sir  Dudley  Garleton  t  from  Whitehall. 

My  lord, 

Undfidelid  non  duos,  Jed  f  lures  dealbaho  parietes,  make  anfwer  with  one  fliort  letter 
to  many  of  yours;  all  which  are  of  lengtli  and  fubftance.  Perhaps  I  Ihall  keep  no 
method,  but  may  anfwer  the  lafb  firft ;  yet  fhall  I  be  forry  to  omit  any  effential  or  im- 
portant point,  wherein  for  the  advancement  of  his  majefty's  fervice  you  require  to  be 

fatisfied. 

I  will  begin  with  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  which  is  and  will  be  lapis  ojfen- 
fionis ;  and  howfoever  the  ftates  are  otherwife  pleafed  to  underftand  it,  yet  if  the  differ- 
ences be  not  accommodated,  and  the  ftate  of  thefe  countries  better  eftablifhed, 
which  now  do  languifh  under  a  miferable  bondage,  fooner  or  later  it  will  kindle  a 
war  between  Spain  and  them;  which,  I  think  they  will  acknowledge,  is  rather  for  a 
time,  till  the  Spaniard  can  talce  his  beft  advantage,  artificially  fmothered,  than  clean 
extinguifned.  His  majefty  cannot  but  mervail  to  find  the  ftates,  after  fo  many  fe- 
rious  admonitions  and  reiterated  inftances,  fo  little  fenfible  both  of  their  honour,  and 
of  their  own  private  good  :  for  howfoever  they  would  difguife  it,  and  make  the  world 
believe  that  the  fault  rtrfteth  upon  Spain,  and  not  on  them,  that  the  treaty  of  Zanten 
is  not  accompliilied  ;  yet  fith  the  Spaniard  doth  tender  fo  fair  and  plaufible  offers, 
that  he  doth  defire  nothing  more  than  the  quiet  eftablifhment  of  thefe  provinces,  the 
reintegration  of  the  litigant  princes  into  their  former  pofTefTions,  and  the  perfeft  per- 
formance of  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  his  m?jefty  cannot  fee  hov;  the  ftates  can  be  freed 
from  this  foul  and  fhamefiil  imputation,  that  they  are  the  fofterers  of  broiiilleries 
and  confufions  in  thofe  parts  of  Europe;  that,  out  of  ambition  and  greedinefs  of  in- 
larging  the  bounds  of  their  territories,  they  incroach  with  violence  upon  their  neigh- 
bours countries:  And  that,  which  is  moft  deplorable,  by  fufFering  the  men  of  Wefel 
with  the  mother  church  and  antient  nurfe  of  our  religion  in  thofe  parts  of  the  world 
fo  many  years  together,  to  endure  the  yoke  of  thraldom  and  fervitude,  they  abandon 
the  caufe  of  religion,  which  they  know  ought  to  be  the  fundamental  ground  of  their 

ftat«. 
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ftate.  Therefore  his  majefty's  pleafure  is,  that  you  fee  the  a/Tembly  of  the  ilates  ge- 
neral refume  this  caufe.  You  may  tell  them,  that  nunqua;n  nimis  quod  nunquam/atis  ; 
that  his  majefty  hath  that  tender  care  of  their  honour  and  of  their  good,  that  he  cannot 
defift  to  perfuade  them  to  hearken  unto  reafon ;  that  is,  fuu7n  cuique  tribuere,  and  not 
to  continue  maUfidei  -pajfeffores.  And  becaule  they  {hall  not  alledge  ?zc«  caujam  per 
caufa,  that  they  are  ftraitned  in  time  by  reafon  of  the  remote  abode  of  the  eleftor  ot 
Brandenburg  and  the  duke  of  Newburg,  his  majefty  at  his  charge  will  undertake, 
that  the  time  appointed  for  the  reciprocal  reftitution  of  the  places  poflTefTed  by  them 
and  the  archdukes  fhall  be  prorogued  a  whole  month  longer;  that  is,  from  the  laft 
of  February  to  the  laft  of  March;  in  which  time  all  parties  interefted  may  be  ad- 
vertifed,  and  their  full  confents  clearly  obtained.  You  may  add,  that  his  majefty  is 
the  more  earneft  in  this  caufe,  becaufe  he  is  affured,  that  if  this  difference  be  not  the 
fooner  accommodated,  it  cannot  but  beget  a  cruel  war;  and  his  majefty  would  be 
forry  they  ftiould  entertain  any  quarrel,  wherein  they  might  not  be  feconded  by  his 
afliftance,  and  countenanced  by  his  proteftion,  which  he  freely  profefleth  cannot  be 
done,  in  cafe  they  fliould  re-enter  into  a  war  upon  this  fubjeft;  which  lieth  in  their 
power  fairly  to  prevent,  if  they  would  concur  with  the  archdukes  in  that  peaceable 
dilpofition  for  the  performance  of  the  treaty  of  Zanten. 

His  majefty  doth  require  you  to  give  all  furtherance  and  aftiftance,  that  that  treaty, 
which,  you  write,  hath  been  negotiated  at  Amfterdam  between  the  minifters  of  the 
eleftor  of  Brandenburg  and  the  duke  of  Newburg,  may  take  effect :  and  yet  I  muft 
deal  plainly  with  you,  they  do  but  reckon  without  their  hoft;  for  the  archdukes  be- 
ing mafters  of  the  one,  and  the  flates  of  the  other,  though  of  themf?lves  they  may 
have  good  intentions,  yet  can  they  not  be  reintegrated  into  the  poffcffions  of  thofe 
countries,  until  the  garrifons,  which  now  command  them,  be  firft  retired. 

Concerning  the  requefts  prefented  unto  you  by  Stephen  Gerritts,  merchant  of 
Amfterdam,  his  majefty  is  gracioufly  pleafed,  both  for  the  furtherance  of  the  com- 
mon caufe,  and  for  the  fafety  of  the  town  of  Rochelle,  that  you  of  your  beft  difcre- 
tion  confider,  how  and  in  what  manner  by  your  means  they  may  be  furniftied  of  fuch 
arms,  as  they  fhall  think  neceffary  to  buy  in  the  Low  countries,  and  to  caufe  them 
fafely  to  be  tranfporced  thither. 

The  count  of  Oldenburg  hath  written  lately  to  his  majefty,  and  doth  intreat,  that 
you  may  have  exprefs  charge  not  only  to  hear  llich  minifters  as  he  doth  employ  to  the 
ftates,  but  alfo  to  advife  with  them,  and  to  affift  them  in  their  negotiations  with  your 
beft  counlel  and  direftions :  which  is  his  majefty's  exprefs  pleafure,  whereof  you  may 
not  forget  to  take  notice,  when  the  count's  minifters  fliall  come  unto  you,  whom  I 
doubt  not  in  your  good  difcretion  you  will  entertain  with  all  courtefy,  as  the  minifter 
of  that  prince,  whofe  friendftiip  his  majefty  doth  much  refpeiil:,  and  whofe  v/orth  he 
doth  much  efteem.  And  lb  I  commit  you  to  the  prote6lion  of  the  Almighty,  and 
reft,  &c. 

P.  S.  You  cannot  do  a  better  office  to  the  ftates,  than  to  make  them  haften  over  their 
commiffioners,  the  rather  becaufe  his  majefty's  journey  into  Scotland  doth  begin 
the  25th  of  March.

Your  honour's  letters  of  the  31ft  of  the  laft  I  received  by  my  fervant  the  8th  of  this 
prefent,  at  fuch  time  as  the  ftates  were  here  wholly  bufied  in  pacifying  the  tumults, 
which  were  in  danger  to  arife  about  their  queftions  in  religion;  in  which  refpe£t  I 
could  not  have  audience  until  yefterday  the  13th,  which  delay  I  did  the  more  willingly 
fuffer,  in  expectation,  that  the  wind  ferving  fo  well  for  a  paffage  out  of  France  into 
England,  and  from  thence  hither,  I  might  very  well  have  underftood  his  majefty's 
pleafure,  if  from  thence  any  caufe  had  been  miniftered  of  change  in  his  diredions 
touching  my  refuming  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  and  preffing  therein  a  more 
determinate  refolution  than  the  former,  which  I  had  reafon  to  hearken  after,  knowing 
this,  ftate  to  be  advertifed  from  their  embaffador  at  Paris,  that  the  Spanifh  embaffador 
there  refident  doth  openly  difavow  and  proteft  againft  the  offer  of  Don  Djego  Sar- 
MiENTO  to  his  majefty,  as  done  without  order  from  the  king  of  Spain  or  the  archdukes 
touching  the  form  of  accommodating  that  bufinefs ;  the  like  advertifement  being 
come  from  Brufiels.     But  hearing  nothing  from  your  honour  to  this  purpofe,  I  framed 
my  propofition  in  conformity  to  your  letter;  and  thereof  fend  your  honour  a  copy,  as 
I  Will  likewife  do  of  the  anfwer  by  this  difpatch,  if  it  be  not  longer  deferred  than  it  is 
fit  for  me  to  ftay  the  meffenger,  in  regard  of  other  affairs  neceffary  to  be  advertifed. 

For  the  prefent,  I  had  an  anfwer  of  courfe  made  me  by  monf.  Barnevelt,  acknow- 
ledging his  majefty's  great  care  both  of  the  public  tranquillity  and  their  private  wel- 
fare ;  and  declaring  their  good  intention  to  give  his  majefty  all  poffible  fatisfaftion : 
but  hearing  the  Spanifti  embaffador  in  England  to  be  difavowed  by  the  other  in 
France,  it  could  not  but  minifter  unto  them  arriere  fenfee ;  efpecially  being  fo  much 
praclifed  (as  they  are)  to  the  Spanifti  frauds  and  fubtikies.  Yet,  he  faid,  they  would 
-take  the  bufinefs  again  into  confultation,  and  give  me  an  anfwer.  I  replied  unto  him, 
that  in  general  difcourfe  and  complim.ent,  it  might  be  poffible  a  public  minifter  might 
do  and  fay  fomewhat  of  his  ov/n  brain;  but  in  a  matter  of  this  nature,  being  of  that 
importance,  and  confifting  of  time  and  place,  with  other  particular  circumftances, 
it  was  very  unlikely  :  befides,  that  it  was  ufual  with  princes  to  commit  their  affairs 
to  one  of  their  minifters  without  communication  of  them  to  others ;  and  that  it 
might  be  pre-fuppofed,  that  as  France,  in  regard  of  domeftic  troubles,  could  not 
fo  diligently  attend  the  peace  of  thofe  parts,  as  his  majefty  in  his  princely  care  hath 
done,  fo  the  anfwer  might  be  diretled  according  to  the  purfuit  of  the  bufinefs. 

The  queen  regent  (as  I  find  here  both  by  this  French  embaffador,  and  the  dif- 
patches  of  mont.  Langerack.)  takes  it  as  a  high  point  of  honour,  to,  be  interefted 
equally  with  his  majefty  in  this  bufinefs.  To  which  effeft  fne  hath  difpatched  an  ex- 
prefs  courier  into  Spain,  and,  given  this  embaffador  du  Maurier  order  to  make  flop 
of  the  proceedings  (which  he  hath  endeavoured  in  private  with  monf  BARrrEVELT  and 
his  excellency,  but  by  no  public  oftice)  asjikewife  the  council  in  France  hath  defired 
monf  Langerack.  to  write  to  the  fame  effeift,,  which  he  hath  done;  but  as  their  de- 
vice, not  his  advice;  fo  as  this  dired  oppofition  will  breed  much  difficulty,  and  they 
have  a  proverb  at  Venice, _^«  valo  unremo  che Jciain  drio,  cbe dieciy  chi^arano  avanti. 

The 
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The  agent  for  Brandenburgh,  Sticchius,  is  returned  again  to  Amfterdarrij  and 
from  thence  to  Cleves  ;  and  Wonsein,  the  duke  of  Newburg's  lieutenant  at  Duffel- 
dorp,  is  gone  to  Newburg,  to  communicate  to  his  mafter  the  firft  propofition  I  made 
here  in  his  majefly's  name,  which  he  had  from  Sticchius;  and  likewife  the  effed 
of  their  private  negotiation  at  Amfteidam,  to  make  a  provifional  difcribution  of  the 
countries  in  the  controverfy  betwixt  them,  v/hich,  under  corredion,  is  the  only  way, 
that  is  left  for  accommodating  that  bufinefs ;  the  change  of  time  and  many  confider- 
able  circumftances  having  made  the  treaty  of  Zanten  fubjed  to  many  jealoufies  and 
difficulties  :  and  if  the  Spaniard  be  really  fo  well  afFeded,  as  they  profefs  to  be  here 
(fo  they  may  proceed  with  fafety),  it  v/ill  be  no  hard  matter,  whilft  t'lC  places  be  in 
depofito  in  their  friends  hands  on  both  fides,  fo  to  agree,  that  their  partition  may  be 
determined  of  before,  and  executed  after  the  reftitution  of  the  places;  to  which  find- 
ing them  here  well  afFeded,  makes  me  make  the  better  judgment  of  the  fincerity  of 
their  intentions.' 

There  is  an  extraordinary  embaffador,  monf.  de  la  Noue,  defigned  in  France 
to  this  ftate,  who  attends  for  his  difpatch  the  anfwer  out  of  Spain  torching  this  bu- 
.  finefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers ;  but  his  chief  negotiation  (according  as  I  have  feen  di- 
vers advertiiements)  is  to  keep  this  ftate  in  devotion  to  the  queen  regent,  not  only 
in  regard  of  the  princes,  that  they  may  have  no  fuccours,  but  likewife  for  increafe- 
of  the  king's  and  queen's  authority  by  public  demonftration  of  ftrid  amity  betwixt 
them  and  this  ftate. 

The  duke  of  Boiiillon  hath  written  hither  the  25th  of  the  laft  to  the  ftates  general 
(which  letters  were  received  the  loth  of  this  preknt  Jiilo  novo)  fignifying  unto  them, 
that  the  marquis  of  Spinola  hath  a  defign  to  befiege  Sedan,  having  purchafed  the  title 
of  MoNTLSVRiER  to  that  place;  in  which  cafe  he  defires  to  know,  both  in  refped  of 
religion  and  reafon  of  ftate,  whataififtance  he  may  exped  from  hence.  To  which  no 
anfwer  is  hitherto  made;  the  matter  being  referred  to  the  provinces,  v/hich  will  aflc 
fome  time,  and  in  the  mean  while  the  matter  being  known  (as  I  am  well  informed  it 
is)  to  monf.  du  Maurier,  and  therewith  an  exprefs  courier  difpatched  into  France, 
the  hinderance  thereof  will  be  undoubtedly  part  of  la  Noue's  inftrudions. 

Though  DU  Maurier  hath  his  licence  at  his  own  will  to  make  a  journey  into 
France  for  three  or  four  months,  he  defers  his  departure  in  expedation  of  anfwer  to 
thefe  bufmeffes. 

Here  hath  been  lately  a  gentleman  deputed  from  the  duke  of  Brunfwick,  who  at. 
his  departure  about  a  week  fince  acquainted  me  with  a  puipofe  his  mafter  had  to  fend 
an  embairador  to  his  majefty.  His  bufinefs  here  was  to  found  the  ftates  and  his  ex- 
cellency's difpofition  in  private,  without  moving  any  thing  in  public,,  how  they  ftood. 
affeded  in  a  difference  betwixt  his  mafter  and  the  duke  of  Luneburg,  touching  the 
-  duchy  of  Brochenhagen  (fituated  in  Brunfwick,  and  pofTeiTed  by  that  duke,  but  claim- 
ed by  Luneburg)  the  intention  of  the  ftates  being  the  more  doubted,  iiT regard  of  their 
league  v/ith  the  Hans  towns,  which  doth  engage  them  to  Luneburg:  but  they  here 
profefs,  not  to  ftir  in  this  bufinefs^  unlefs  it  be  by  way  of  friendly  mediation  betwixt 
thofe  princes.. 

The 
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The  difference  betwixt  the  king  of  Poland  and  Swede,  touching  the  dukeof  Cour- 
land,  whofe  proteftion  Swede  had  undertaken  againft  the  profecution  of  a  bando  made 
by  Poland,  is  accommodated  by  the  intervention  of  tlie  fifter  to  Poland,  v/ho  is  a 
reclufe  in  a  convent  j  and  Courland  reftored  to  grace  with  Poland,  to  whom  he  is  fub- 
jed  as  a  feudatory. 

As  any  thing  Ihall  prefent  irfelf  for  the  fervice  of  the  count  of  Oldenburg,  I  fhall 
not  be  unmindful  of  his  majefty's  pleafure  in  his  behalf. 

The  refolution  of  fending  commiffioners  to  his  majefty  touching  merchants  affairs 
flicks  long  in  Zealand  without  anfwer  from  thence,  which  is  the  more  marvelled  at, 
becaufe  the  bufinefs  doth  chiefly  concern  that  province :  but  I  conceive  the  ftay  to  de- 
pend upon  the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  there,  wherein  they  being  now  to  take  their 
final  refolution  about  their  quota  (and  they  are  not  at  this  prefent  for  that  purpofe)  they 
will  difpatch  all  under  one.  Monf.  Joachimi  is  gone  thither  two  days  fince  to 
haften  their  anfwer.     And  fo  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

The  differences  here  about  religion  are  grown  to  that  height,  and  confift  of  fo 
many  circumftances  not  unworthy  his  majefty's  knowledge,  that  they  require  a  letter 
apart,  wherein  I  will  begin  with  the  hiftorical  narra;!ion  of  all  that  is  paft  fince  the 
lafb  affembly  of  the  ilates  of  Holland  in  December  laft;  of  which,  as  likewife  of  their 
refolution  to  meet  again  in  March  next,  I  gave  your  honour  an  account  in  my 
former. 

Thofe,  which  go  under  the  title  of  contra-remonftrants  here  at  the  Hague,  hav- 
ing been  put  off  thefe  eight  months  paft  from  one  affembly  to  another,  without 
fatisfaftion  to  their  demands  (which  were  either  to  have  their  minifters  reftored  to 
their  funftion  in  the  church,  or  elfe  to  have  a  private  place  of  preaching  allowed 
them,  whereby  to  be  freed  from  the  incommodity  of  going  to  Ryfwick)  and  now 
feeing  this  next  affembly  fo  long  deferred,  loft  all  patience;  and  having  fecretly  hired  a 
houfe  here  in  this  town,  and  fitted  it  for  their  purpofe,  intended  there  to  have  a  fermon 
on  Sunday  laft  was  fortnight,  the  29th  of  the  laft :  but  their  purpofe  being  difcovered 
to  their  adverfe  party,  they  were  hindered  by  the  magiftrates  of  the  town,  who  fealed 
up  the  doors  of  the  houfe  by  public  authority;  which  notwithftanding  could  not 
change  their  purpofe,  they  going  from  thence  in  troops  and  fome  diforder  to  a  houfe 
of  an  officer  of  his  excellency's,  and  there  they  had  their  fermon.  The  day  follow- 
ing fix  of  their  company,  whom  they  liad  deputed  for  their  affairs,  were  called  before 
the  provincial  council;  and  being  their  handled  with  fome  rough  terms  by  the  prefi- 
dent,  and  willed  to  defift  until  the  next  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  refufed  ab- 
folutely,  not  fearing  to  return  as  high  language,  both  in  their  ovvn  defence,  and  dif- 
grace  of  their  adverfarics.  The  council  hereupon  had  recourfe  unto  his  excellency, 
and  firft  defired  of  him  part  of  his  guard  to  keep  thefe  men  ia  devotion  until  the 
next  affembly;  which  he  excufing,  they  required,  that  he  would  fend  for  foldiers 
from  other  towns,  wherein  they  prevailed  as  little  with  him,  he  faying  the  one  was 
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for  the  guard  of  his  perfon ;  the  other  for  the  defence  of  the  frontiers  againfl  their 
enemies ;  and  therefore  Ihould  not  be  employed  for  offence  of  their  friends.     The 
magiitrates  of  the  town,  having  been  with  him  to  the  fame  effedt,  had  the  lilce  anfwer. 
The  Friday  and  Saturday  following,  which  were  the   2d  and  3d  of  this  prefent,  all 
other  affairs  ceafed,  to  attend  this  their  high  court  of  juftice,  their  provincial  council 
and  the  chambre  des  coviptes  being  all  affembled  together  in  the  council  chamber  of 
Holland,  where  the  firft  day  they  debated  the  matter  amongft  themfelves,  and  the  next 
in  the  morning  called  his  excellency  to  their  meeting,  where  the  bufmefs  being  laid 
open  unto  him  in  favour  of  the  remonftrants,  and  difgrace  of  the  contra-remonftrants, 
they  defired  his  advice.     Whereupon  he  called  for  the  regifter-book,  wherein  his 
oath  was  fet  dov/n,  which  he  took  in  the  year  86;  at  which  time  he  entered  into  the 
charge  he  now  holds  for  the  fervice  of  the  ftate :  v/hich  being  read  in  all  their  pre- 
fences,  and  therein  this  article  noted  in  particular,  that  both  he   and  the   ftates  do 
mutually  bind  themfelves,  even  to  the  laft  drop  of  blood,  for  the  defence  of  the  re- 
formed religion,  which  was  the  firft  ground  of  their  quarrel,  and  for  which  his  father 
loft  his  life;  this  oath  (faid  he)  will  I  keep  whilft  I  live,  and  this  religion  will  I  de- 
fend.    This   caufed   much  argument  amongft  them,  in   that   all  poffible  endeavour 
was  ufed  to  perfuade  his  excellency  that  the  introdu6lion  of  thefe  new  opinions  was 
no  change  of  religion,  they  being  fuch,  as  might  ftand  with  the  antient  profeffion : 
and  in  opinion  they  had  left  him  v/ell   edified,  gave  him  full  authority  to  call  the 
deputies  of  the  contra-remonftrants  before  him  that  afternoon  in  the  chamber  of 'T:he 
provincial  council,  where  fitting  in  the  fame  chair  which  v;as  anciently  the  place  of 
the  counts  of  Holland,  and  where  he  firft  took  his  oath  as   governor  general,  or 
lieutenant  of  thefe  provinces  (and  to  this  place  he  hath  not  been  called  before  this 
time  fince  the  year  86)  he  required  of  them  by  way  of  advice  and  intreaty,   that  for 
the  next  day,  which  was  the  communion  Sunday,  they  would,  to  avoid  dilbrder,  go 
to  Ryfwick,  promifing  them,  upon  his  word,  that  the  Sunday  following,  they  ftiould 
have  not  only  a  houfe,  but  the  chief  church  itfelf  for  their  fermons,  with  a  preacher 
of  their  own  choice  at  fuch  convenient  hour,  that  the  remonftrants  likewife  might 
have  their  turns :  with  which  they  refting  fatisfied,  went  the  next  day  a  great  congre- 
gation more  than  ordinary  to  Ryfwick;  where,  the  fermon  being  ended,  they  made 
prefently  an  eleftion  of  deacons  and  elders  amongft  themfelves :  which  precipitation 
•gave  advantage  to  their  enemies  to  accufe  them  of  fchifm ;  and  being  called  before  his 
excellency  the  next  day,  they  maintained  their  aft  with  a  conftant  affeveration,  that 
they  would  have  no  communication  with  the  remonftrants,  either  by  hearing  their 
preachers,  or  admitting  any  officer  of  the  church,  which  ffiould  be  of  their  number, 
laying  for  themfelves,  that  whilft  they  were  at  Ryfwick,  the  alms,  which  were  collected 
in  the  church  of  the  remonftrants,  were  not  diftributed  to  any  of  the  poor  of  their  fo- 
ciety ;  fo  as  in  this  they  were  but  led  by  example.  Much  conteftation  grev/  hereupon 
betwixt  the  chief  of  tiie  remonftrants  (who  are  the  chief  in  authority  here)  and  his 
excellency,  they  laying,  that  he  was  now  freed  of  his  word  for  giving  the  contra- 
remonftrants  a  church,  fince  they  manifeftly  tended  to  fchifm;  and  he  perfifting,  that 
he  was  bound  to  make  it  good,  they  grev/  then  fadlious  to  an  inrolling  of  their  num- 
bers, and  comparing  of  their  qualities ;  and  it  appeared  the  greater  part  of  the  Hague, 
and  the  better  fort  of  men,  to  be  remonftrants;  which  made  the  matter  the  more  con- 
Cderable  in  laying  fo'great  an  afperfion  upon  fo  many  of  fo  good  quality  as  unfit  men 
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to  be  thought  members  of  the  t2-ue  church.  Whereupon  a  refolution  was  taken  to 
fend  exprels  meffengers  to  all  the  towns  of  Holland,  and  to  call  the  affembly  of  the 
ftates  prefently,  which  was  appointed  in  March  next;  and  provifionally  order  was 
taken  by  confent  of  his  excellency,  whofe  authority  prevailed  with  the  contra-remon- 
ftrants,  that  they  fhould  have  liberty  to  preach  this  laft  Sunday  in  our  Englifh  church, 
with  the  deacons  of  the  other  part  for  coUeftion  of  alms ;  which  was  accordingly  per- 
formed without  interruption  to  our  fervice,  in  that  they  began  early  in  the  morn- 
ing, and  had  done  by  ten  of  the  clock.  The  day  before  I  had  m.y  confent  required 
for  their  preaching-place,  by  certain  deputies  from  their  three  councils  united, 
who  ufed  this  argument  to  me,  that  they  had  thought  of  this  way  as  an  expedient 
to  make  peace  in  their  church :  which  gave  me  both  fubjeft  and  opportunity  to  re- 
commend the  fame,  as  pleafingto  God,  agreeable  to  his  majefty  (who  had  done,  as  I 
remembered  unto  them,  many  good  offices  to  prevent  thefe  inconveniences),  and  ne- 
cefiary  for  the  prefervation  of  their  ftate.  Vv^ith  his  excellency  I  have  had  fpeech  during 
-this  debate,  and  gave  him  the  beft  comfort  I  could  in  fupporting  a  good  caufe,  which 
was  found  needful  againft  fo  fbrong  oppofuion.  What  will  be  the  ilTue  of  this  bufi- 
nefs  is  hard  to  conjetture,  both  parties  remaining  ftill  violent,  and  each  of  them  ani- 
mated by  daily  letters  and  meffengers  from  all  the  other  towns  of  Holland  ;  to  which 
the  proceedings  here  will  fet  the  law. 

The  Brill  at  the  fame  time  was  in  the  like  diforder;  and  with  fome  more  violence  i 
but  there  is  a  furceance  until  their  affembly.  It  was  happily  foreften  and  v/eli  pre- 
vented, that  the  Gontra-remonfi;rants  might  not  have  their  elders  and  deacons  apart 
(though  there  is  lio  advantage  to  be  wiflied  to  their  adverfe  party)  in  that  fo  abfolute 
a  feparation  would  have  made  the  two  factions  irreconcilable,  and  no  end  to  be  hoped 
for  without  the  fuppreffion  of  one  of  the  faftions,  whereof  there  is  yet  much  danger. 

I  here  take  the  relation  out  of  my  fecretary's  hand,  to  advertife  at  large,  and 
■with  more  freedom,  the  flate  of  this  bufinefs,  to  the  end,  that  his  majefly  being  made 
acquainted  therewith,  I  may  from  time  to  time  give  your  honour  notice  of  the  fuc- 
ceffes,  without  breeding  new  trouble  by  an  unneceffary  repetition.  Yet  to  fet  down 
a  prefent  ftate  of  the  queftion  betv/ixt  thefe  faftions  is  very  hard,  they  having  changed 
the  fame  often,  and  the  worfe  caufe  having  the  better  patrons.  Litigando  jus  acqui- 
ritur;  the  advantage  refting  on  the  remonilrants  fide  by  yielding  to  authority  of  the 
fuperiors,  and  againft  the  contra-remonftrants  for  oppofing  the  fame;  which  finally  is 
brought  by  artifice  and  traft  of  nvCit  to  be  the  difpute :  and  by  this  means  I  know 
many  grave  and  difcreet  perfons  amongft  them  (I  will  name  your  honour's  friend,  the 
treafurer  de  Bye,  for  example)  who,  being  beaten  by  long  and  continual  affault  from 
the  firfb  ground,  and  viewing  only  the  prefent  face  of  the  bufinefs,  fhew  themfelves 
directly  oppofite  and  violent  againft  that  party,  with  which  they  otherwife  concur  in 
opinion. 

The  original  caufe  of  this  diforder  is  eafilydifcovered  to  be  Arminianifm:  theeffeifts 
will  be  fadion  in  the  ftate,  and  fchifm  in-  the  church,  if  it  be  not  fpeedily,  even  at  this 
prefent  affembly,  prevented, 
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The  faiflions  begin  to  divide  themfelves  betwixt  his  excellency  and  monf.  Barne- 
VELT,  as  heads,  who  join  to  this  prefent  difference  their  antient  quarrels  j  and  the 
fchifm  refts  aftually  between  Utenbogard  and  Roseus,  whofe  private  emulation 
and  envy  (both  being  much  applauded  and  followed)  doth  no  good  towards  the  pub- 
lic pacification. 

The  provinces  are  thus  divided ;  Zealand,  Friedand,  and  Groningen,  are  abfolutely 
for  the  contra-remonftrants ;  Utrecht  as  abfolutely,  and  that  province  only,  intire 
for  the  remonftrants.  Guelderland  and  OveryiTel  divided  j  but  the  two  thirds  for 
the  contra-remonflrants.  Holland  likewife  divided;  but  the  two  thirds  for  the  re- 
monftrants ;  yet  in  the  towns  where  the  magiftrates  ftand  that  way  affe£led,  or  by  prac- 
tice are  gained,  the  people  for  the  moft  part  are  oppofite,  as  in  Dort,  Leyden,  Har- 
lem, Alcmaer,  the  Brill,  and  others.  Rotterdam,  bojh  magiftrates  and  people  (a 
fmall  number  only  excepted)  are  remonftrants,  and  the  greater  part  (as  I  faid)  here 
of  the  Hague ;  againft  which  are  Amfterdam,  Enchuyfen,  Edam  and  Parmeran  ab- 
folutely on  the  contrary  part;  and  the  villages,  as  well  of  Holland  as  the  other  pro- 
vinces, univerfally  for  the  contra-remonftrants. 

If  I  fhould  now  enter  into  the  difcourfes  and  rumours  of  thefe  free-fpoken  people 
upon  this  fubjeft,  I  fhould  never  end,  they  going  fo  far,  both  on  the  one  fide  and  on 
the  other,  to  lay  to  the  charge  of  the  adverfe  party  a  defign  to  change  the  govern- 
ment; the  remonftrants  imputing  to  his  excellency  Leicejirana  confdia,  as  they  ftile 
them;  and  the  contra-remonftrants  to  monf.  Barnevelt  and  his  party,  the  bringing 
in  of  popery.  For  my  part,  I  cannot  wade  lb  far  in  my  conjectures,  but  think  his 
excellency's  aim  to  be,  befides  the  maintenance  of  the  common  caufe  of  religion,  ra- 
ther ad deftruSlionem  than  ^dificationem,  in  oppofition  to  monf.  Barnevelt's  authority, 
which  he  hath  long  prattifed  with  much  diligence  to  encreafe  by  introducing  thefe 
new  opinions,  and  creating  magiftrates  in  all  places  that  v.'ay  affedted,  and  exclufion 
of  others;  which  I  think  to  be  his  greateft  fcope.  Yet  this  may  be  noted  in  con- 
firmation of  the  vulgar  opinion,  that  thofe  places,  where  popery  is  moft  frequent, 
as  Utrecht  for  a  province,  and  Rotterdam  for  a  town,  the  remonftrants  are  ablblute, 
and  generally  the  papifts  hold  with  that  fa6tion.  Some  conjedture  (and  this  is  his 
excellency's  opinion)  that  all  this  is  done  by  monf.  Barnevelt  by  way  of  prepara- 
tive againft  the  time,  when  the  renewing  of  tlie  truce,  or  changing  it  to  a  peace,  ftiall 
be  brought  into  treaty,  vsrherein  it  being  likely  the  king  of  Spain  will  infill  upon  mi- 
tigation of  the  firft  article  concerning  the  fovereignty  of  this  government,  and  upon' 
toleration  of  popifti  religion  in  thefe  provinces,  the  oppofition  to  both  which  will 
only  grow  by  the  proteftant  party,  he  intends  to  prevent  this  difficulty  by  fuppreffing 
that  fadion. 

I  cannot  omit  a  popular  vanity  of  prognofticating  change  upon  the  coming  here  on 
fhore  of  three  whales  60  feet  or  thereabouts  in  length,  and  30  in  compafs ;  whereof  two 
of  them  being  ftranded  upon  the  Brill  ifland,  and  one  here  by  Scheveling,  in  the  very 
places  and  inftant  time  of  thefe  tumults,  they  caufe  the  more  furprize ;  the  rather  be- 
caufe  it  is  remembered,  that  at  the  firft  breaking  out  of  thefe  country  wars,  there 
were  two  of  the  like  bignefs  driven  on  ftiore  in  the  river  of  Schelde  below  Antwerp, 
and  at  the  framing  of  the  truce  one  here  in  Holland.     But  thefe  are  effeds  of  the 
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long  and  continual  ftorms  we  have  had  here  at  the  Weft,  which  have  caufed  likewife 
many  wrecks  upon  this  coaft. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  are  already  arrived,  and  have  their  firft  meeting  to-morrow. 
I  fhall  make  ufe  of  that  liberty  his  majefty  gives  for  the  tranfport  of  arms,  as  may  be 
beft  for  their  fervice  whom  it  concerns,  and  will  fpeedily  procure  thofe  your  honour 
writes  for  by  your  letters  of  the  3  ift  of  the  laft,  for  the  fervice  of  my  lord  Ghandos. 

The  duke  of  Boiiillon  employs  both  his  friends  credit  and  purfes  likewife  for  pro- 
vifion  of  arms  from  hence :  and  I  hear  of  a  levy  of  horfe  making  here  in  thefe 
quarters,  and  the  lower  parts  of  Germany,  to  the  number  of^sooo,  for  the  fervice 
of  the  princes  in  France. 

The  buron  d'Oyose  of  Guelderland,  who  hath  been  formerly  in  their  fervice,  doth 
'   undertake  for  a  great  part  of  thefe  horfe,   being  affifted  with  private  loans  of  perfons 
which  are  here  afFefted  to  that  party.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

The  bearer  hereof  is  one  Paul  de  la  Ravoyre,  of  whom  I  have  made  mention 
to  your  honour  in  former  letters,  he  being  a  Savoyard  by  birth,  and  heretofore  a  fryar 
of  the  order  of  the  Chartreux;  and  having  been  much  perfecuted  by  the  pope  and 
his  general,  hath  had  his  refuge  hither  into  the  United  Provinces,  where  the  Char- 
treux do  enjoy  certain  rents  by  benefit  of  the  truce,  out  of  which  he  hath  been  a 
fuitor  to  have  an  yearly  penfion  for  his  entertainment,  and  an  action  to  this  purpofe 
hath  been  here  followed  in  their  high  court  of  Juftice  betwixt  him  and  the  Char- 
treux, till,  the  matter  being  brought  to  fentence,  the  Chartreux,  by  interceffion  of 
the  French  king,  have  a  fufpenfion  thereof  for  the  fpace  of  a  year.  Cum  Deus  tinus 
obefi,  fert  Deus  alter  of  em;  and  the  hope  he  hath,  that  a  letter  of  recommendation  of 
his  majefty  may  fet  him  again  reElum  in  curia-,  hath  made  him  take  a  refolution  to 
go  into  England;  and  upon  his  requeft  I  could  not  deny  him  a  letter  of  addrefs  to 
your  honour,  knowing  the  man's  abilities,  and  what  he  hath  in  ftore  to  publifti  by 
•  way  of  manifefl-,  touching  the  prefent  abufes  of  the  court  of  Rom»e,  wherein  he  de- 
ferves  all  encouragement.

By  adifpatch  of  the  14th  of  this  prefent  (which  I  fent  by  Johnson  the  poft)  I  ad- 
vertifed  your  honour  at  large  in  two  feveral  letters  of  the  occurrents  of  thefe  parts; 
and  therewith  fent  a  copy  of  my  fecond  ptopofition,  which  I  made  the  day  before  in 
the  allembly  of  the  Rates  general,,  touching  the  bufmefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  in  con- 
formity 
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formity  to  your  honour's  letters  of  the  30th  of  the  lafl.  The  anfwer  whereunto  was 
deferred  until  ycfterday,  and  then  brought  me  only  byword  of  mouth  from  the  ftates 
by  monf.  Magnus  of  Zealand,  and  of  Utrecht,  and  was  to  this  efFeft, 

that  the  ftates  having  lent  my  former  propofition  of  the  3d  of  December  to  their  feve- 
ral  provinces,  from  which  the  latter  did  little  differ  in  fubftance,  fave  only  in  refpeft 
of  the  time  for  the  reftitution  of  the  towns,  which  was  prolonged  to  the  fpace  of  a 
month,  all  they  could  do,  according  to  the  conftitution  of  their  government,  was  to 
fend  this  my  fecond  propofition  likewife  into  their  provinces,  which  they  had  done 
the  day  after  I  had  made  the  fame :  and  until  they  receive  more  exprefs  order  from 
their  principals,  they  were  to  reft  upon  their  former  anfwer,  wherein  they  declared 
their  good  intentions  to  accommodate  this  bufmefs,  fo  it  might  be  with  fafety  to 
themfelves,  and  fatisfaftion  of  their  neighbours:  and  herein  they  were  to  exped:  the 
refolution  of  the  eledor  of  Brandenburg,  from  whom  the  time  did  not  yet  lerve  to 
know  his  mind.  Mean  while  they  humbly  befeech  his  majefty  to  make  a  gracious 
conftruftion  of  their  proceedings. 

Iwas  the  day  before  with  monf.  Barnevelt  (who  is  prefident  this  week)  to  folicit 
their  anfwer,  who  excufed  himfelf  upon  the  fmallnefs  of  their  number;  many  of  the 
ftates  being  abfent,  and  of  two  provinces  all  the  deputies  ;  lb  as  to  give  a  determinate 
refolution,  according  as  was  required,  they  could  not;  and  to  make  anfwer  in  general 
terms,  fince  his  majefty  refted  not  fatisfied  with  the  former,  he  doubted  another  of 
the  lame  kind  would  lefs  pleale  him:  lb  as  it  feems  this  melTage,  in  place  of  an  an- 
fwer in  writing,  proceeded  from  his  counfel. 

,  By  difcourfe  both  with  him  and  thofe  which  came  unto  me,  upon  this  fub»jc6i;,  I 
find  their  diiBdence  of  the  purpofe  of  the  Spaniard  rather  increafed  than  otherwife, 
upon  the  news  of  levies  intended  on' the  archdukes  fide  to  the  number  of  9000  foot, 
and  lOoo  or  1200  horfe  :  and  their  delay  in  taking  a  determinate  refolution  no 
way  difiuaded,  but  rather  counfelled  by. all  other  princes,  who  have  intereft  in  this 
bujinefs,  their  embalTador  at  Paris  having  advertifed  them  by  reiterated  letters,  that 
don  Pedro  di  Sarmiento's  offer  to  his  majefty,  touching  the  execution  of  the  treaty 
of  Zanten,  is  abfolutdy  difavowed  by  both  the  kings  of  France  and  Spain :  and 
this  French  embaffador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  having  made  it  appear  unto  them,  that 
at  BrufTels  they  have  the  fame  conceit  of  it,  as  a  thing  done  without  authority.  Be- 
fides,  the  princes  of  the  union  have  written  lately  exprefs  letters  to  the  ftates,  wherein 
they  perfuade  them  to  extraordinary  vigilancy  upon  the  Spaniards,  and  particularly 
upon  this  bufmefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers;  the  tranflated  copy  of  which  letter  I  fend 
your  honour  herewith;  and  the  prince  of  Brandenburg  being  young  himfelf,  and 
having  his  council  divided  in  opinions,  doth  nothing  abfolutely  without  reference  to 
this  ftate.  And  here  when  I  put. them  in  mind,  how  they  themfelves  were  the  au- 
thors and  framers  of  the  treaty  01.  Zanten,  they  ftick  not  to  fay  plainly, -Ump  or  a  mu- 
ianturi^  nos ;  fo  as  I  am  daily  more  and  more  confirmed  in  my  former  opinion,  that 
there  is  no  way  left  to  accommodate  this  bufinefs  but  by  a  private  agreement  be- 
twixt the  princes  pretendents,  which  is  ftill  endeavoured  by  their  minifters:  but 
Sticchius,  the  agent  of  Brandenburg,  being  abfent  at  Cleves,  I  do  not  hear  how 
this  negotiation  proceeds. 

N  1  Amongft 
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Amongft  other  particularities,  which  pafled  in  difcourfe  betwixt  monf.  Magnus 
and  myfelf,  I  infifting  upon  reftitution  of  the  towns,  as  the  means  to  prevent  an  im- 
minent war  upon  this  quarrel ;  he  afked,  to  whom  they  Ihould  reftore  tliem,  unlefs  the 
princes  were  agreed  -,  and  that  they  might  know  which  of  the  princes  fhould  receive 
them,  and  whom  they  fliould  have  for  their  neighbours.  Whereby  it  appears  this 
courfe  will  on  this  fide  remove  all  difficulties. 

It  is  advertifed  hither  by  monf.  Langerack,  the  ftates  embalTador  at  Paris,  that 
the  apprehenfion  they  had  in  that  court,  to  have  this  bufinefs  ended  without  the 
French  king's  intervention,  caufed  monf.  de  Refuges  to  be  fummoned  to  make 
another  journey  exprefsly  hither,  in  regard  he  had  formerly  the  managing  thereof, 
notwithftanding  that  monf.  de  i.a  Noije  was  already  named  for  this  extraordinary 
embaxTy.  But  Refuges  excufing  himfelf  upon  his  indifpofition,  fent  all  his  memo- 
rials of  what  palTed,  when  he  was  here,  in  the  treaty  of  Zanten,  with  his  private 
opinion  upon  the  whole  matter,  to  ferve  as  an  information  to  la  NoiiE.  By  other 
letters  of  the  a8th  of  the  laft,  m.onf.  Langerack.  hath  given  this  ftate  many  impor- 
tant advertifements ;  as  firft,  that  he  hath  obtained  of  the  French  king  a  continuance 
of  tlie  fuccours  of  the  three  regiments  of  foot  and  two  troops  of  horfe  of  that  nation 
for  one  year  longer,  notv/ithftanding  the  oppofition  of  the  Spanifh  and  archdukes 
embaffadors,  who  advifed  the  recalling  of  them  upon  occafion  of  the  prefent  troubles 
in  France:  That  there  is  order  and  affignation  given  for  120,000  crowns  towards 
the  arrearages  of  their  pay.  That  a  refolution  is  taken  in  that  court,  by  the  advice 
of  the  new  counfellors,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  the  old,  to  profecute  the  princes 
by  war,  and  maintain  the  king's  authority  henceforward  by  force.  That  to  this 
efFe£l  the  king  defires  the  ftates  fhould  perform  their  promife  of  fending  towards  the 
river  of  Bourdeaux  five  men  of  war.  That  he  likewife  requires  of  them  (in  conformity 
to  the  laft  treaties  betwixt  that  crown  and  this  flate)  an  afliftance  of  men  to  the 
num,ber  of  the  French,  which  are  here  in  fervice,  under  fome  good  commander :  but 
the  French  themfelves  the  king  will  not  have,  for  fear,  when  they  ftiall  come  into 
France,  of  their  revolting  to  the  princes.  That  he  demands  free  pafTage  through 
thefe  countries  down  the  Maele  and  the  Rhine  of  3000  foldiers  with  their  arms, 
which  are  levied  by  the  count  John  Giacomo  Belioysa  in  Luykland,  and  there- 
abouts; and  fhipping  to  tranfport  them  into  France.  All  thefe  particulars  were 
moved  unto  him  (as  he  writes)  by  the  marfhal  d'Ancre  :  to  which  he  adds,  that  the 
king  is  fo  much  incenfed  againft  the  duke  of  BoiiiLLON  for  feeking  to  this  ftate  for 
protefcion  by  thofe  letters  whereof  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft,  that  there  is 
a  refolution  taken  to  declare  him  criminel  de  leje  Majefie. 

Thofe  grants  are  fo  fcanr,  the  continuance  of  the  French  troops  in  the  fervice  of  the 
ftates  being  but  for  a  year  only,  and  the  payment  of  them  arriving  only  to  the  tenth 
part  of  what  is  already  due,  that  they  here  interpret  them  to  proceed  from  the  marftial 
d'Ancre,  pour  tenir  (as  they  fay)  le  bee  en  I'eau:  and  the  demands  are  fo  large  and 
extravagant,  that  they  are  thought  miqimm petere,  ut  aqiiwtn  ferant ;  whereby  on  the- 
one  fide  to  keep  this  liate  in  devotion  to  the  French  king,  and  on  the  other  to  prevent 
the  like  requeft  of  the  princes:  for  there  is  fmall  appearance  they  will  give  pafTage  to 
fo  many  men  through  their  country,  armed  and  commanded  by  an  Italian,  who 
hath  born  ar.ms  againft  them,  and  is  married  into  the  archdukes  country  j  and  when 
5  it 
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it  comes  to  quellion  of  fending  forces  of  their  own  thither,  it  is  like  they  will  find 
as  good  excufes  for  that  point,  as  they  have  hitherto  done  for  the  fending  of  the 
fhips,  now  three  months  fince  promifed,  and  ftill  folicited.  For  howfoever  the  chief 
perfons  here  have  been  long  particularly  interefted  and  engaged  (as  your  honour  knows) 
by  near  dependance  on  that  crown,  I  find  them  of  late  very  much  alienated,  in  con- 
fiderarion  that  it  is  fomuch  governed  by  Spain,  which  in  the  end  they  apprehend  will 
turn  to  the  ruin  of  this  Itate. 

In  France  they  are  jealous  of  this  coldnefs,  and  have  of  late  expoftulated  the  matter 
with  monf  Langerack,  as  if  they  here  did  incline  to  the  princes,  there  being  a 
bruit  raifed  in  Paris,  that  count  Maurice  would  go  in  perfon  to  their  affiftancej 
whereof  the  queen  regent  was- very  fenfible  :  but  I  do  not  find  here,  that  there  was  any- 
ground  for  that  report. 

Here  hath  been  lately  a  fame  fpread  and  nouriflied,  by  fuch  as  defire  to  weaken  the 
correfpondency  betwixt  his  majefty  and  this  ftate,  that  his  majelty  is  in  near  terms  of 
matching  our  prince  with  Spain:  which  report  is  now  the  more  credited  by  an  advice 
out  of  Spain  from  a  fecret  minifter,  this  ftate  entertains  there  under  colour  of  foli- 
citing  merchants  caufes,  that  this  match  hath  been  there  by  order  of  the  king  of  Spain 
debated  in  the  inquifition,  and  judged  necefiary,  in  regard  it  would  ferve  for  intro- 
duftion  of  popery  into  England.  This  I  find  to  be  the  remora  of  my  chief  affairs  with 
this  ftate,  my  preffing  the  reftitution  of  the  towns  in  Cleves  and  Juliers  being  thought 
by  many  of  the  jealous  people  to  hang  on  this  thread,  as  a  thing  very  acceptable 
and  agreeable  at  this  time  to  the  king  of  Spain,  and  much  advantageous  in  this  prefent 
conjunfture  to  his  affairs  J  and  my  infifting  upon  their  fending  commifTioners  to  his 
majefty  in  the  bufinefs  of  our  merchants  they  apply  the  fame  way,  as  if  the  opinion, 
which  two  hold,  be  conceived  of  this  embaflage  (that,  howfoever  merchants  affairs 
were  pretended,  the  chief  intent  were  to  play  Davus  in  comcedia),  fhould,  according  to 
the  ufe  of  nitimtir  in  veiirutn,  rather  kindle  than  quench  the  defire  of  the  Spaniard,  and 
draw  the  match  to  a  more  fpeedy  conclufion. 

At  my  laft  being  with  monf  Barnevelt  I  did  expoftulate  the  ftates  delay  offend- 
ing commifTioners  to  his  majefty  upon  this  occafion,  as  neither  anfwerable  to  fir  Noel 
Caron's  word  and  promife  to  his  majefty,  nor  to,  which  from  his  mouth  I  did  ad- 
vertife  your  honour  of,  the  ftates  inclination  in  general,  and  the  refblution  in  particular 
of  this  province  of  Holland.  To  which  he  anfwered  me,  that  with  much  difficulty 
and  oppofition  he  had  obtained  the  allent  of  Holland;  and  that  now  the  matter  refted 
wich  Zealand:  but  he  doubted,  that  his  majefty's  reftoring  the  old  company  of  the 
merchants  would  make  a  ftay  of  any  farther  proceedings,  as  now  lefs  requifite; 
howfoever  that  fir  Noel  Caron  hath  written,  that  notwithftanding  this  change,  he 
thought  the  fending  of  commifTioners  very  necefiary. 

The  queftions  here  about  religion  reft  in  the  fame  ftate  as  I  advertifed  your  honour 
in  my  laft,  the  alTembly  of  Holland  being  feparated  until  the  end  of  February,  Jiilo 
novo,  when  they  are  to  meet  again.  Mean  while  a  provifional  order  is  taken,  that 
the  contra- remonftrants  fliall  continue  their  preaching  in  our  Englifh  churcli,  which, 
they  have  accommodated  with  fcaffolds  to  make  it  more  capable  of  their  number. 

TheriS: 
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There  v/as  much  queftion  in  this  aflembly,  whether  his  excellency  fhould  be  prefent 
or  not;  but  in  the  end  he  was  called  by  the  major  part  of  voices,  contrary  to  monf. 
Barnevelt's  opinion  ;  and  his  authority  overfwayed  the  matter  in  favour  of  the 
contra-remonftrants,  for  the  continuance  of  their  preaching,  which  it  was  propofed 
to  hinder  by  fome  violent  courfes.  By  example  of  this  place  there  is  the  like  provi- 
fional  order  taken  for  preaching  at  the  Brill  and  Rotterdam  ;  and  certain  of  the 
burghers  eftablifhed  in  Tergow,  who  were  put  from  their  trade  and  commerce  for  their 
expoftuiating  with  the  magiftrates  upon  the  quarrel. 

I  have  been  defired  by  particular  perfons  vrell  afFefted  in  this  caufe,  to  procure  a  let- 
ter from  his  majefty  to  his  excellency,  whereby  to  comfort  and  encourage  him  in  his 
zeal  for  the  maintenance  of  the  true  doctrine  and  the  profeffors  thereof  againft  thefe 
novellifts  and  their  opinions:  which  I  muft  humbly  refer  to  his  majefty's  vvifdom,  in 
cafe  he  judge  this  office  neceffary,  whether  it  be  fitter  to  have  it  done  by  meffage  or  let- 
ter; the  former  of  which  will  be  of  greater  virtues,  but  the  latter  lefs  fubjeft  to  crofs 
conftruiStions  of  the  Arminian  faftion,  which  your  honour  knows  how  potent  it  is  here 
amongft  thofe,  who  have  chief  rule  in  the  ftate.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

Jan.  29.  P.  S.  Since  the  writing  hereof  (which  hath  been  ftayed  with  the  meffen- 
ger  with  continual  tempefts)  monf.  de  la  Noue  is  arrived,  and  lodged  and  entertained 
after  the  accuftomed  manner  of  extraordinaries ;  though  here  is  fpeech  (and  fo  it 
appears  by  his  equipage)  that  he  lliall  take  the  place  of  refident  from  du  Maurier. 
In  other  affairs  thefe  few  days  have  bred  no  alteration.    This  29th  of  January.

There  is  nothing  farther  occurred  in  the  bufinefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  which  was 
the  chief  fubjeft  of  my  two  lafl  difpatches  of  the  14th  and  24th  of  the  laft,  fave  only, 
that  the  poor  town  and  church  of  VVefel  have  prefented  their  requefts  to  the  flates 
and  his  excellency  for  their  deliverance  out  of  their  prefent  thraldom,  and  their  hum- 
ble thanks  to  his  majefty  for  his  princely  endeavours  in  their  favour;  which  will  beft 
appear  by  their  own  letters  to  me ;  and  therefore  I  fend  the  original  herewith  to  your 
honour.  The  ftates  and  his  excellency  have  made  them  courteous  anfwers;  and  1  for 
their  encouragement  have  afTured  them  of  his  majefty's  perfeverance  in  this  good 
work. 

The  29th  of  the  laft  monf.  de  la  NoiJE  had  his  firft  audience  in  the  afTembly  of 
the  ftates  general,  and  two  days  after  gave  up  his  fpeech  in  writing ;  whereof  I  fend 
your  honour  a  copy,  as  foon  as  I  could  pofTibiy  recover  the  fame,  in  hope  it  may  ar- 
rive in  good  hour  to  acquaint  his  majefly  of  the  baron  de  la  1"our's  errand  before 
his  audien.e,  it  being  very  likely,  that  thefe  extraordinary  embafTadors,  difperfed  at 
this  prefent  out  of  France  through  all  Europe,  are  fent  to  fet  the  felf-fame  glofs 
upon  the  affairs  of  that  kingdom  ;  this  being  in  effeift  a  dijciilpa  of  the  queen  regent 
for  the  government,  both  during  the  time  of  the  king's  minority  and  fince. 

r  I  have 
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I  have  feen  a  copy  of  an  afibciatlon  amongft  the  princes  in  France,  which  was 
fliewed  me  by  a  chief  confident  of  theirs  in  this  town :  the  fubjeft  whereof  is  a  com- 
binino-  themfelves  by  folemn  oath  to  take  arms  for  the  liberty  of  the  king  and  king- 
dom againfh  the  tutele  and  opprelTion  of  ftrangers  j  and  the  arguments  in  all  matters 
of  moment  oppofite  to  this  embaffador's  apology. 

How  the  ftates  here  refb  pagati  with  thefe  fair  words  and  no  money  (for  as  yet, 
notwithftandino^  what  lately  paffed  betwixt  the  marflial  d'ANCRE  and  monf.  Lange- 
RACK,  nothing  appeared)  your  honour  can  eafily  conje6lure.  The  Venetian  refident, 
SoRiAN,  hath  letters  at  this  prefent  from  Patavin,  the  agent  of  that  ftate  with  the 
Grifons,  wherein  it  is  advertifed,  that  the  French  embaiTador  with  that  people,  Gaf- 
FiER,  did  ever  covertly,  and  now  openly,  oppofe  the  league  betv^^ixt  the  Venetians 
and  the  Grifons,  notvvithltanding  the  exprefs  letters,  which  were  obtained  from  the  king 
by  Ottavian  Don  at  Paris,  for  the  furtherance  thereof,  and  this  embaiTador  putting 
that  aft  au  I'm  de  conte  amongft  the  ftrid  obfervances  of  the  antient  alliances  of  that 
crown.  I  find  his  majefty  thrice  mentioned  in  this  fpeech ;  firft,  as  an  approver  of 
the  match  betwixt  France  and  Spain;  next,,  as  a  fuitor  at  this  prefent  to  Spain  for  the 
like  alliance,  and  that  avec  pajjion :  laftly,  as  if  he  had  lent  a  deaf  ear  to  the  match 
with  France,  which  was  (as  is  there  faid)  on  that  fide  ardemment  dejire. 

The  reft  I  account  aliens  reipublic^;  but  cannot  fo  let  pafs  the  fecond  point,  which 
concerns  his  majefty,  there  being  nothing  more  prejudicial  to  the  good  correfpondence 
betwixt  his  majefty  and  this  ftate,  than  the  belief  of  matching  our  prince  with  Spain ; 
which,  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft,  was  no  fmall  crofs  to  my  negotiations 
with  this  ftate:  and  it  being  likely  to  take  greater  impreffion  by  this  embaffador's  fo 
conft"ant  affeveration,  I  ftiall  be  glad  to  remove  the  fame  upon  better  warrantife 
than  my  private  opinion  only,  in  cafe  it  fo  agree  with  his  majefty's  pleafure  and 
fervice, 

I  find  they  have  laid  by  the  purpofe  offending  commiftioners  to  his  majefty  touch- 
ing the  merchants  affairs;  which  the  more  1  ftir  in,  the  greater  are  their  crofs  con- 
Itruflions :  and  therefore,  if  your  honour  think  it  expedient  to  be  infifted  upon,  the 
beft  way  is  to  procure  it  by  fir  Noel  Caron's  letters,  who  hath  bound  both  himfelf 
and  his  matters  by  promife  to  his  majefty. 

We  have  here  the  news  of  a  peace  finally  concluded  betwixt  the  Mufcovite  and  the 
king  of  Swede:  of  wars  in  hand  betwixt  the  king  of  Swede  and  Poland,  for  which 
diligent  preparations  are  made  on  both  fides :  of  levies  in  Denmark,  and  putting  fhips 
in  readinefs  for  that  king's  fervice,  which  puts  Hamburg  and  Lubeck  into  muclx 
jealoufy  :  and  therein  this  ftate,  in  regard  of  their  league  with  the  Hans  towns,  hath 
intereft,  but  ftirs  not  at  this  firft  alarm. 

There  being  here  lately  made  a  loan  to  the  king  of  Swede  of  360,000  guilders  for 
a  payment  to  the  king  of  Denmark  in  conformity  to   the   articles  of  peace  betwixt 
thofe  kings,  the  money  came  ftiort  at  the  day  appointed  to  Hamburg;  yet  the  fame 
being  otherwife  provided  by  the  king  of  Swede,  and  paid  to  Denmark,  this  money  of 
the  ftates  was  there  received  to  the  king  of  Swede's  ufe,  for  which  he  is  bound,  as  well 

for 
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•for  the  principal  as  the  intereft,  to  give  fatisfaftlon  to  this  ftate  in  copper,  a  commodity 
wherein  his  country  abounds. 

That  king  hath  given  order  for  a  levy  of  2000  men  in  thefe  provinces,  fome  part  of 
T(Vhich  he  defires  to  have  fea-faring  men  for  his  fhips ;  and  to  this  effed  hath  remitted 
hither  to  his  embafiador  40,000  dollars. 

Here  is  arrived  a  gentleman  from  the  count  de  Levestin,  a  German,  to  defire 
paffage  of  the  ftates  through  thefe  provinces  for  3000  of  his  nation  for  the  fervice  of 
the  Venetians,  as  likewife  to  fuffer  him  to  hire  lliipping  at  Amflerdam  for  their  tranf- 
port  by  fea  J  which  if  he  can  obtain,  he  intends  to  have  his  men  in  readinefs  to  imbark 
by  April  next.  '^ 

The  levy,  which  was  made  by  count  John  Ernest  of  Naflaw,  and  hath  been  im- 
barked  ever  fince  November  laft,  remains  ftill  wind-bound  in  the  haven,  by  reafon  of 
a  conftant  and  ftifF  gale  betwixt  the  Eaft  and  South;  which  hath  held  in  that  quarter 
for  thefe  three  months  paft,  and  fo  ftill  continues,  having  brought  us  up  another  whale 
■fifh  at  Catwick,  and  one  in  Friefland,  fo  as  now  thofe  monfters  ceafe  to  be  wonders ; 
yet  they  aie  thought  to  prognoftique  both  famine  and  plague  in  this  country,  though 
they  are  rather  part  of  the  effefts  of  this  unfeafonable  time,  than  the  caufe  of  the 
confequences,  the  failing  of  their  wonted  frofts  at  this  time  being  contrary  both  to  the 
health  of  therr  bodies,  and  fertility  of  their  land. 

Of  one  of  thefe  we  begin  to  feel  the  fmart  already,  the  plague  being  entered  into 
four  houfes  here  in  the  Hague ;  which  is  more  negledied  than  belongs  to  fo  great  a 
danger.  Of  the  other  the  ftates  are  careful  and  provident,  having  recalled  many 
fhips  from  the  Texel  by  public  order,  which  have  there  long  lain  wind-bound  laden 
with  corn. 

Here  happened  at  the  Brill  on  Friday  laft  fome  fmall  tumult  about  thefe  differences 
in  religion,  the  magiftrates  having,  contrary  to  anorderof  the  provincial  council  (which 
had  fufpended  all  proceedings,  as  well  there,  as  in  this  town  and  other  places,  until 
the  next  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland)  made  fearch  for  a  preacher  of  the  contra- 
remionftrants;  and  to  this  purpofe  put  both  the  burghers  and  garrifon  in  arms;  but 
miffing  to  find  him,  the  complaint  came  the  next  day  to  this  town,  where  both  parties 
found  their  patrons,  his  excellency  blaming  the  captains  and  officers  with  ftiarp  terms 
forgoing  into  arms  without  his  or  the  ftates  order;  and  monf  Barnevelt  main- 
taining they  did  but  their  duties;  the  garrifons  (as  he  faid)  being  placed  in  the  towns 
for  the  fervice  of  the  land,  and  therefore  were  to  be  commanded,  according  to  occa- 
fions,  by  the  magiftrates. 

Upon  this  queftion  depends  the  decifion  of  the  caufe;  for  the  magiftrates  being  in 
moll  places  on  the  remonftrants  fide,  if  they  may  difpofe  of  the  garrifons,  they  will 
foon  bring  the  country  to  obedience.  On  th'C  other  fide,  if  the  garrifons  may  not  ftir 
but  by  commandment  of  his  excellency  and  the  ftates,  the  contra-remonftrants  (who 
£xceed  the  other  in  number)  will  have  the  advantage. 

It 
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It  is  very  confiderable  in  this  queftion,  that  the  magiftrates  of  moflof  the  frontier 
towns  (if  not  all)  by  the  induftry  and  pra6lice  of  the  chief  here  in  government,  are 
remonftrants ;  the  remonftrants  for  the  moil  part  Arminiansj  and  the  Arminians,,  if 
hot  (as  they  are  fufpefted)  inclining  to  popery,  yet  in  cafe  matters  come  to  the  extre- 
inity  (as  often  it  falls  out  in  popular  tumults)  to  call  in  foreign  affiftancej  it  is  eafily 
feen  to  whom  that  fa£lion  muft  have  recourfe. 

Grotius  hath  been  dealing  fince  the  lafi:  afiembly  with  the  contra-remonfirants  of 
Rotterdam,  feeking  to  bring  them  to  treaty ;  but  they  anfwer  they  can  do  nothing 
without  the  confent  of  the  other  churches  of  Holland  ;  fo  as  now  it  is  a  declared  com- 
mon caufe,  whereof  the  event  is  very  fearful  j  and  if  their  animofities  ftiil  increafe  (aS 
they  have  done  hitherto  with  much  bitternefs)  this  difference  can  take  no  end  but  by 
the  fubverfion  of  one  of  the  parties. 

To  what  extremity  the  people  are  grown  may  appear  by  an  accident  at  Rotterdam, 
where  there  being  a  congregation  of  the  contra- remonPcrants  in  a  private  houfe  at  a 
fermon,  fome  unruly  perfons  of  the  contrary  faftion  had  provided  dirt  and  ftonesj, 
wherewith  to  falute  them  at  their  coming  out,  they  having  a  nick  name  put  upon  them 
by  reafon  of  their  going  formerly  to  a  village  into  the  country  to  their  preachings,  as 
they  did  here  to  Ryswick,  of  Slyk-gueux;  but  they  were  pacified  by  a  good  oid 
woman,  who  coming  firfl  out  from  the  fermon,  counfelled  them  in  fad  and  fober  earneft 
to  beware  what  they  did,  becaufe  (faid  llie)  his  excellency  is  een  Jlyk-gueux  ooc;  that 
is,  a  dirty  beggar  as  well  as  they. 

Hereof  is  made  no  fmall  refle£lion,  that  the  name  of  Gueux  is  revived,  which  was 
the  firft  badge  of  the  difcontents  in  thefe  countries ;  and  no  lefs  note  taken  of  the  en- 
tering into  arms  at  the  Brill,  which  in  this  quarrel  was  the  firft  place  that  gave  the 
tocfm  to  the  revolt  of  thofe  provinces}  and  the  common  enemy  fpares  not  to  brag  of 
their  hopes,  that  they  fliall  enter  again  at  the  fame  door  where  they  were  fhut  out. 

There  hath  been  fome  conteflation  on  Sunday  laft  for  the  church  of  Oudewater  be- 
twixt two  preachers  of  the  two  faftions,  wherein  the  contra-remonftrant  prevailed,  but 
is  filenced  for  hereafter  upon  penalty  by,  the  magiftrates.  The  fame  day  there  being 
an  afTembly  of  the  remonfbrants  at  a  fermon  in  a  ware-houfe  at  Amfherdam,  which  they 
had  fitted  with  a  pulpit  and  fcaffolds  for  that  purpofe,  the  windows  were  broken  down 
by  the  fury  of  the  people,  and  the  preacher  hardly  efcaped  from  being  flung  into  the 
canal. 

I  fend  your  honour  an  abflraft  of  a  letter  from  Liege,  wherein  Is  advertifed  an  ac- 
cident, not  unlike  to  this  at  Amfterdam,  in  our  Englifh  Jefuits  college  ;  and  therein 
is  likewife  contained  the  new  difcipline  and  increafe  of  the  Jelijitefies.  So  I  humbly 
take  leave,  &c. 

P.  S.  I  have  at  this  prefent  received  a  letter  from  Amfterdam  containing  a  particular 
relation  of  the  late  accident  in  that  town  from  a  perfon  of  credit,  which  I  fend  your 
honour,  becaufe  it  is  like  the  reports  thereof  will  be  great  and  divers.

With  my  laft  difpatch  of  the  4s  of  '^his  prefent  I  fent  your  honour  monf.  de  la 
NoiiE's  firfl:  propofition,  which  was  the  ceremonious  pai"tj  and  herewith  goeth  his 
fecond,  which  is  the  fubftance  of  his  embafTage.  Herein  your  honour  will  obferve,  on 
the  one  fide,  a  demand  of  fuccours  for  the  French  king;  and,  on  the  other,  a  pre- 
vention either  of  affiftance  or  intercefTion  in  favour  of  the  princes.  To  which  he  can 
yet  procure  no  anfwer,  though  he  do  earneilly  folicit  the  fame;  all  the  provinceSj 
Flolland  only  excepted,-  lending  a  deaf  ear  to  his  inftance;  and  in  Holland  what  the 
efteifls,  will  rather  be  by  the  means  of  fuch,  as  are  particular  devots  of  that  crown, 
than  by  the  publick  inclination;  which  notwithftanding  is  drawn  many  times  by  arti- 
fice to  refolutions  contrary  to  the  minds  of  the  generality.  In  conclufion  it  is  thought 
the  French  regiments  will  not  be  denied,  the  ftate  being  bound  by  contrail  to  fend  them, 
though  there  is  a  temferamsnto  propofed  of  allowing  the  one  half  the  arrearage  of  thepay 
of  the  French  troops,  which  are  here  in  fervice  of  this  ftate,  for  the  levy  of  fo  many 
new  men  in  France  for  the  French  king.  But  herewith  there  is  no  appearance,  that 
the  embaffador  will  reft  fatisfied. 

By  fir  Noel  Caron's  laft  letters  to  the  ftates  general  they  had  large  advertifements 
of  many  particulars,  which  had  newly  pafled  betwixt  his  majefty  and  him  at  an  audi- 
ence; and  amongft  others,  that  his  majefty,  refting  no  ways  fatisfied  with  the  prefent 
government  of  affairs  in  France,  defired,  that  the  ftates,  either  by  an  exprefs  em- 
baftador,  or  by  their  refident  at  Paris,  would  concur  in  a  neceflary  office  with  his 
minifters  to  the  reftifying  of  the  prefent  diforders  in  that  kingdom;  of  which  having 
knowledge,  I  laid  hold  upon  another  occafion  to  found  monf.  Barnevelt,  how  he 
ftood  affetted  this  way;  but  found  him  very  averfe:  And  though  he  befenfible  enough 
of  the  prefent  mifgovernment  in  that  ftate,  and  of  the  confequence  thereof  to  this, 
yet  it  appears  by  many  arguments,  that  he  for  his  particular  is  refolved  to  run  a  courfe 
with  the  queen  regent,  and  thofe  who  have  the  prefent  managing  of  affairs  in  that 
kingdom,  and  to  difpofe  this  ftate  the  fame  way,  as  much  as  lies  in  his  power. 

His  declaring  himfelf  fo  openly,  and  perfifting  fo  peremptorily  in  this  refolution, 
notwithftanding  all  reafon,  which  in  this  prefent  conjundure  is  alledged  to  the  contrary j, 
caufeth  men  to  fearch  more  deeply  into  his  defigns  :  And  here  be,  that  call  to  mind 
how  the  prefident  Jeannin  at  his  return  from  thofe  parts  into  France,  after  the  fram- 
ing of  the  truce,  related,  that  he  had  the  word  and  promife  of  the  chief  here  in,  go- 
vernment, that  in  ftiort  time  the  free  profeffion  of  popery  ftiould  be  tolerated  in  this 
ftate;  and  hereupon  infer,  that  his  protecling  the  Arminians  with  fo  much  heat  and 
pafTron  hath  afpeft  this  way,  as  if  he  would  effeft  that  by  degrees,  which  he  could 
not  attain  unto  tout  dhtn  couf.  The  authority,  which  he  fo  ftrongly  contends  for  in 
thefe  queftions  of  religion,  gives  greater  fubjeft  for  this  fufpicion;  it  refting  in  his. 
power,  having  once  the  reins  in  his  hand,  to  inlarge  or  ftraiten  them  at  pleafure; 
which  makes  this  point  the  more  earneftly  ftood  upon  by  the  contrary  part,  rather  in 
regard  of  the  confequence  than  the  prefent  inconvenience. 

On 
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On  Saturday  laft,  in  confideration  of  the  tumults  lately  happened  at  Amfterdam, 
the  magiftrates  of  this  town  aflembled  thcwhole  body  of  thofe  burghers,  whorri  they 
call  the  Scuterie,  and  of  them  framed  a  new  company,  changing  the  form  of  the  an- 
tient  oath,  both  in  regard  of  the  perfons  to  whom  they  fwear  obedience,  and  the  fub- 
ftance;  the  former  being  in  the  name  of  the  Gravelick  height,  the  country,  in  which 
his  excellency  is  included,  and  that  for  matters  of  courfe:  But  this  is  particularly  an 
oath  of  obedience  to  the  magiftrates  of  this  place  en  tout  et  contre  tons.  By  fome  it 
was  refufed  at  the  prefent,  and  by  others  difclaimed  afterwards  j  but  the  greateft  part 
of  the  inhabitants  remain  fubjeft. 

What  fucceeded  at  Amfterdam  fince  my  lift  in  the  facking  of  a  houfe  by  the  fury 
of  the  people,  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  fee  by  a  letter  I  fend  herewith.  The  day 
following  a  proclamation  was  publifhed  in  that  town  againft  affembling  any  where  at 
fermons  but  in  the  ufual  churches,  and  againft  fuch  as  lent  their  houfes  for  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Arminians.  ^  , 

It  is  now  feared,  in  regard  that  examples  of  this  kind  non  conflituunt  uhi  incipiunt, 
that  where  the  contrary  faftion  is  the  ftronger,  we  fhall  hear  of  the  like  outrages. 
"Wherefore  it  is  wiftied  by  many,  who  apprehend  the  difunion  of  the  ftate  upon  this 
quarrel,  that  a  moderate  courfe,  now  newly  eftablifhed  in  Guelderland,  and  publifhed 
in  print  (whereof  I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflated  copy),  might  be  here  received  in 
Holland :  but  to  that  ill  conftitution  is  this  province  grown  by  thefe  diftempers,  that 
it  can  neither  fuffer  the  difeafe  nor  the  remedy. 

I  have  had  long  fpeech  this  laft  week,  both  with  his  excellency  and  monf.  Bar- 
NEVELT,  upon  occafion  of  thefe  accidents.  With  his  excellency  I  had  formerly 
fpoken  upon  the  fame  fubjeft,  and  found  him  at  both  times,  and  fo  left  him,  very 
well  edified  in  the  bufinefs  for  the  fupport  of  the  better  caufe;  and  yet  well  difpofed 
to  that  moderation,  as,  without  prejudice  to  the  true  religion,  might  tend  to  the 
preventing  of  difunion  to  the  ftate,  of  which  he  is  very  apprehenfive. 

To  monf.  Barnevelt  I  faid,  that  howfoever  I  came  inftrufted  from  his  majefty, 
when  I  had  the  honour  laft  to  kifs  his  hands,  to  omit  no  fit  occafions,  which  might 
reconcile  thefe  difi^erences,  his  majefty  in  his  princely  wildom  forefeeing,  that  they 
were  rather  covered  for  a  time  than  quite  quenched;  yet  I  had  forborn  of  late  any 
whit  to  fliew  myfelf  herein,  finding  amongft  fome  in  this  place  a  crofs  conftruftion 
made  of  his  majefty's  good  intentions,  as  if  he  fought  to  ^ut  Jicam  in  alienam  mejfem. 
But  now  feeing  the  matter  grow  to  extremity,  I  could  no  longer  upon  nice  refpefts 
,  forbear  this  neceflary  duty,  offering  myfelf  hereupon  as  a  minifter  of  that  prince, 
whofe  confederation  with  this  ftate  was  chiefly  ftrengthened  by  the  bond  of  religion, 
to  do  thofe  friendly  offices,  which  betwixt  fuch,  as  are  parties  in  this  difference,  may 
be  required  of  a  third  for  the  peace  of  their  church. 

He  acknowledged  in  anfwer  the  obligation  of  the  ftate  for  his  majefty's  continual  care 
of  their  welfare;  and  hereupon  in  a  long  difcourfe  delivered  me  the  ftate  of  the  caufe 
to  this  effedt;  that  thefe  United  Provinces,  and  this  of  Holland  in  particular,  had  in 
them  many  fedls  and  religions ;  that  of  thefe  la  flusjaine  (as  he  faid)  ^ plus  riche par- 

O  2  tie 
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tie  was  the  papifts :  that  the  proteftant  was  not  the  third  of  the  inhabitants ;  and  thefe 
he  divided  into  puritans  and  double  puritans  (for  fo  he  faid  we  held  them  in  Eng- 
land:) that  thefe  remaining  thus  feparated,  the  papifts  would  be  the  ftronger:  that 
to  prevent  this  inconvenience,  the  ftates  did  endeavour  to  fettle  and  eftablifh  fome 
certain  form  of  -government  in  the  church  ;  which  being  compofed  of  divers  perfe- 
cuted  churches,  fuch  as  in  the  beginning  of  the  wars  had  their  refuge  hither,  that, 
■which  during  the  wars  could  not  fo  well  be  done,  they  now  thought  feafonable  for  a 
time  of  truce  i  and  therefore  would  fhew  their  authority  in  preventing  the  fchifrn  of 
the  church,  which  would  follow  the  feparation  of  thofe  they  call  remonftrants  and 
contra-remonftrants. 

I  told  him  hereuponj  how  I  underftood  the  ftate  of  the  caufe ;  and  firft  let  him 
know,  that  thofe,  who  are  termed  Puritans  in  England,  cannot  be  fo  called  here; 
they  being  there  fo  efteemed,  becaufe  they  oppofe  the  received  and  fettled  church- 
government.     But  here  their  church  confifts  only  of  fuch,  who  may  be  as  well  ftiled 
good  proteftants  as  thofe  in  France,  or  other  reformed  churches;  and  thefe  we  ac- 
count to  concur  with  our  church  in  profeffion ;  the  difference  of  cuftoms  and  ceremo- 
nies in  feveral  provinces  making  no  difference  in  the  ftate  of  religion.     Touching 
the  government  they  v/ould  now  eftablifli  in  their  church,  if  it  tended  to  the  pre- 
vention of  feparation  and  fchifrn,  I  faid  theyfhould  have  begun  to  exercife  the  fame, 
when  Arminius  began  the  firft  feparation  by  introducing  new  opinions.     Now  the 
queftion  being,  whether  thofe,  who  out  of  fcrupulofity  of  confcience  cannot  commu- 
nicate with  the  Arminians  (whom  they  call  remonftrants)  fhould  have  their  preach-  . 
ings  (according  as  they  defire)  apart,  or  be  filenced,  the  ufing  authority  in  uphold- 
ing the  Arminians,  and  fuppreffing  their  oppofites,  would  feem  a  novelty  in  this 
ftate,  and  caufe  the  lawfulnefs  of  this  authority  to  be  difputed,  as  in  effeft  it  is.     I 
wiftit  him  hereupon  not  to  ftrain  it  too  far  until  it  were  better  fettled;  and  then  ia    ' 
fuch  differences  as  thefe,  but  now  chiefly,  to  have  recourfe  to  the  ufual  remedies  ex- 
ercifed  in  all  churches  of  provincial  or  national  lynods. 

He  would  no  ways  yield,  that  Arminius  was  the  firft,  that  brought  in  thefe  dif- 
putes :  but  I  maintained  unto  him,  that  he  was  the  firft,  that  did  openly  profefs  them 
in  thefe  parts:  for  proof  whereof  I  faid,  thofe  of  his  opinion  were  denominated  by 
him.  I  concluded  with  him,  that  things  were  grown  too  far  to  be  now  difputed  in 
theft,  fmce  that  hitherto  they  had  argued  pro  arisy  but  now  they  began  to  'aght  fro  fa- 
cts. Wherefore  preient  remedies  muft  be  applied  to  defperate  difeafes ;  wherein  I  re- 
newed the  offer  of  my  beft  fervice. 

The  thanks  he  gave  me  were  accompanied  with  this  circumftance,  that,  according 
'  to  occafions,  the  ftate  muft  likewife  make  ufe  of  mefiieurs  de  la  NoiJE  and  du  Mau- 
RiER,  both  zealous  profefTors  (as  he  faid)  of  the  religion :  but  of  both  thefe  I  muft  let 
your  honour  know  here  is  prejudice;  la  Nolie  having  fubfcribed  in  the  late  affembly  of 
the  ftates  in  France  to  the  council  of  Trent,  and  du  Maurier  having  declared  him- 
felf  partial  on  the  Arminian  fide;  fo  as  his  mention  of  thefe  I  take  as  a  prevention 
not  to  have  any  ftrange  princes,  or  their  minifters,  intereft  themfelves  in  their  affairs : 
for  fuch  affurance  and  confidence  doth  he  retain,  notwithftanding  thefe  imminent 
dangers,  that  to  one,  who  offered  the  like  in  behalf  of  the  prince  Palatine,  he  anfwered, 
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that  this  ftate  fliould  neither  climb  mountains,  nor  crofs  feas  for  that^  as  belongs 
to  government. 

I  have,  as  matters  fall  to  my  pen,  entertained  your  honour  long  on  this  fubjeft, 
conceiving  it  will  not  be  difagreeable  to  his  majefty  to  be  acquainted  with  all  circum- 
Ilances.  What  this  new  alTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  (which  began  on  Friday 
lafl)  will  produce,  I  will  advertife  with  all  diligence. 

Yefterday  the  embaffador  of  Swede  gave  account  to  the  ftates  of  the  peace  betwixt 
his  matter  and  the  Mufcovite,  and  demanded  leave  for  a  levy  againft  the  king  of  Po-  , 
land,  whofe  preparations,  with  the  opinions  of  his  defigns,  your  honour  may  pleafe  to- 
fee  in  an  abftraft  of  a  letter  from  Dantzick. 

The  Venetian  forces  are  this  lafc  night  put  to  fea  both  at  the  Texel  and  the  Brillj, 
the  wind  being  come  opportunely  to  prevent  their  mutinying,  to- which  they  were  all; 
inclined;,  and  one  fhip  in  the  Texel  fo  declared,  having  gotten  the  upperhand  of 
their  officers  and  mariners,  and  chofen  their  elefto.  But  count  John  went  thither 
prefentiy  in  perfon  to  redrefs  the  fame;  and  the  ftates  fend  them  accompanied  with 
a  man  of  v/ar  to  prevent  the  like  inconvenience  at  fea.  His  excellency  hath  given 
to  every  fhip  feveral  letters  patents  to  avoid  a  quarrel,  which  in  the  paftage  of  the 
Streight  the  Spaniards  may  pick  againft  them  as  pirates,  where'  the  ftates  are  adver- 
tifed  they  are  laid  for  30  fail  ~of  ftiips  and  10  gallies. 

I  fend  your  honour  a  book,  which  comes  at  this  inftant  to  my  hands  from  Golen^, 
in  anfwer  to  the  arehbilhop  of  Spalato's  motives;  And  fo  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

My  lord,     '  - 

His  majefty  hath  fpared  fo  much  time  from  his  more  ferious  occupations,  that  he- 
hath  been  pleafed  to  read  your  laft  letter  of  the  14th  of  the  laft  month,  from  the  be- 
ginning to  the   end:    and   although   many  years   fince,   when  Vorstius    firft  was. 
brought  into  Holland  to  be  public  profefibr  of  divinity  at  Leyden,  he  did  forefee  the- 
miferies  which  would  enfue,  to  the  danger  and  diftionour  of  that  ftate,  by  the  fchifms,. 
which  then  were  rifing  in  the  moft  eminent  towns  in  Holland;  yet  he  had  well  hopedj 
that  the  providence  of  the  governors,  who  fit  at  the  ftern  of  that  commonwealth,, 
could  have  been  fo  watchful  not  to  have  fuffered  the  fparks  of  diftenfion  to  break 
forth,  to  their  ftiame  and  difgrace,  into  an  open  combuftion.     I  know  well  the  ftate 
of  this  caufe,  v/herein  if  God's  providence  had  not  protefted  me^-and  the  gracious, 
affiftance  of  the  king  my  mafter,  I  had  fuffered  fhipwreck  of  misfortunes  and  re- 
putation.    I  have  been  acquainted  with  the  humours  of  thofe  great  ones,  who  have 
been  the  antifignani  of  the  new-fangled  do6lrine  preached  and  publiftied  in  theie 
parts.     I  cannot  deny,  but  that  univerfal  grace  is  a  plaufible  learning  to  flefh  and 
blood.     Upon  thefe  reafons  I  acknowledge  how  difficult  a  thing  it  is  to  refolve  of' 
an  expedient  courfe,  how  thefe  difficulties  fliould  be  accommodated,  and  a  fettled: 
peace  in  that  church  eftablifhedo. 
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His  majefty  is  of  opinion,  that  the  contra-remonftrants,  which  profefs  the  antient  and 
received  doftrine  acknowledged  by  an  unanime  confent  of  all  the  reformed  churches, 
iliould  not  give  place  to  the  faftious  opinions  of  Vorstius  and  Arminius,  againft 
which  the  more  ftrongly  they  fhall  oppofe,  the  more  honour  they  lliall  gain ;  and  fliall 
alfo  more  clearly  manifefl-  to  the  world,  as  well  the  truth  of -their  profeffion,  as  their 
zeal  for  advancement  of  religion.  But  if  they  fhall  become  fubordinate  to  their  adver- 
faries,  whofe  malice  hath  neither  brim  nor  bottom,  and  whole  infolency  is  infupport- 
able;  what  can  they  expeft  in  lieu  of  remedy  and  relief,  but  fcorn  and  contempt;  and 
at  the  end  not  only  they  themfelves  in  perfon,  but  the  do6trine  they  profefs,  to  be 
chafed  out  of  thofe  provinces  ?  You  are  Jur  les  lieus,  and  therefore  are  beft  able  to 
advife  what  is  to  be  done  for  the  honour  of  his  majefty  and  the  maintenance  of  reli- 
gion. And  you  remember  the  precife  inftruflions  you  received  from  his  majefby,  by 
your  painful  and  induftrious  endeavours,  to  give  all  countenance  to  the  common 
caufe.  And  as  occafion  fliall  be  miniftered,  if  not  upon  exprefs  purpofe,  yet  all ud  agen- 
do, you  may  peaceably  treat  with  monf.  Barnevelt,  whofe  confcience  muft  tell  him, 
if  he  would  have  been  but  an  indifferent  judge,  and  not  have  made  himlelf  the  patron 
of  the  parry,  thefe  difputes  had  been  nipped  in  their  bud  without  difturbance  to  the 
repofe  of  their  ftate.     Necejj'e  eft  utjcandala  veniant ;  Jed  va  illis,  -per  quos  veniunt. 

You  underftand  how  the  new  company  for  dying  and  dreffing  is  diffolved,  and  that 
the  old  company  of  Merchant-adventurers  have  aflumed  that  charge  upon  them  ; 
which  perhaps  is  the  caufe  the  ftates  make  fo  flow  hafte  to  fend  hither  commiffioners, 
wherein  they  extremely  wrong  themfelves,  becaufe  the  old  company,  though  for 
fome  months  they  are  fpared,  is  bound  to  carry  forth  our  cloths  dyed  and  drefled  in 
the  felf-fame  proportion  as  was  prefcribed  to  the  new  company.  And  therefore  if 
beforehand  fome  good  agreement  be  not  fettled  between  our  and  their  merchants,  we 
fhall  again  fall  at  odds :  and  ordinarily  it  falleth  out  the  relapfe  is  more  dangerous 
than  the  original  difeafe. 
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I  have  charge  from  his  majefty,  to  require  you,  that  if  the  duke  of  Savoy  Ihall  fend 
any  minifter  to  the  ftates,  either  to  refide  or  negotiate  with  them,  you  fhould  affift  him 
with  the  bcft  offices,  which  may  demonftrate  the  affectionate  care  his  majefty  hath  of 
the  prefervation  of  that  prince  both  in  honour  and  in  ftate. 

We  have  here  from  France  an  extraordinary  embaffador,  the  baron  du  Tour. 
His  errand  is  to  dehort  his  majefty  from  intermeddling  in  thofe  differences,  which 
now  do  break  forth  into  an  open  war,  between  that  king  and  the  princes.  The  refo- 
lution  his  majefty  will  take,  you  fliall  underftand  by  my  next  letters;  for  as  yet  the 
embaffador  hath  had  but  one  public  audience.  His  majefty 's  purpofe  is,  to  treat 
him  kindly;  but  how  he  will  be  pleafed  to  carry  himfelf  in  the  bufinefs  of  France, 
•mr.  comptroller,  who  is  to  return  thither,  fhall  declare  his  mind. 

The  king's  journey  into  Scotland  doth  begin  the  15th  of  March.  And  fo  for  this 
.time  I  reft,  &c.

This,  which  goeth  by  the  commodity  of  this  bearer,  fir  Henry  Levingston's 
paffage  for  England,  ferveth  to  acknowledge,  with  my  humble  thanks,  the  receit  of 

your 
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your  honour's  by  Johnson  of  the  i6th  of  this  prefent^  which  came  to  my  hands  this 

morning;  and  withal  to  give  to   cover  a  book,  which  I  mentioned  in  my  laft  dif-- 

patch,  but  omitted  to  fend  the  fame;  as  likewife  to  the  two  copies  of  the  feveral  an- 

fwers,  which  are  given  by  the  ftates  to  the  French  embaflador's  tvi^o   propofitions, 

the  firft  whereof  is  compliment  only  ;  the  fecond  a  confent  to  as  much  concerning 

the  fending  of  men  into  France,  as  they  are  bound  to  by  contraft,  that  is,  to  fufFcr 

the  French  regiments  to  go  to  the  king's  fervice,  in  cafe  they  be  required.     But  this 

was  not  the  fcope  of  monf  de  la  Noije,  whofe  toleration  exprelTed  in  his  propofuion 

of  having  half  of  the  men  the  king  requires  French,  and  the  reft  of  other  nations, 

was  an  infinuation  of  what  he  rather  defired,  than  what  is  now  granted.     And  fo  he 

hath  plainly  cxpreffed  himfelf  in  his  private  negotiations.     But  befides  that  the  ftates 

fhould  be  thereby  engaged  in  the  caufe  between  the  king  and  the  princes  (which  they 

defire  to  avoid)  they  would  have  been  likewife  obliged  to  the  payment  of  the  troops. 

Monf.  DE  LA  NoiJE  doth  remain  here  until  he  hath  anfwer  out  of  France,  whether 

thekingwill  prevail  himfelf  of  thefe  troops  or  not;  which  as  they  here  make  a  que- 

ftion,    by  reafon  moft  of  <he  troops,  both  captains  and  foldiers,  are  inclined  to  the 

princes;  fo  do  they  upon  the  fame  reafon  hold  it  out  of  queftion,  that  if  they  be  fent 

for  into  France,  they  fhall  be  returned  hither  no  more ;  for,  the  wars  continuing,  thejr 

will  find  employment  there:  and  if  peace  fucceed,  the  power  of  the  Spanifli  faftion. 

in  that  court  will  detain  them  from  the  fervice  of  this  ftate. 

Your  honour  will  obferve,  that  whereas  in  the  latter  propofition,  there  v^as  a  pre- 
occupation of  the  ftates  interefting  themfelves  in  the  cauie  of  the  princes,  by  way  of 
mediation  with  the  king;  in  the  anfwer  to  that  point,  the  ftates  are  careful  not  to  bind' 
their  own  hands;  but  to  preferve  their  liberty,  according  as  by  the  princes  themfelvfes,. 
or  by  fuch  others  as  favour  their  caufe,  they  fhall  be  required,  adding  a  word  of 
advice,  rather  to  proceed  in  thofe  aff"airs  byway  of  friendly  accommodation  than  of 
extreme  rigour. 

The  difputes  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  are  earneft  in  the  differences 
about  religion;  and  nothing  hitherto  concluded,  the  chief  of  the  remonftrants  ufing- 
their  wonted  praftice  to  play  alia  ftracca,  whereby  to  have  tlie  advantage  both  of 
the  time  and  the  impatience  of  their  adveri'e  party.  But  if  they  part  once  more  re 
infe3id,  thefe  next  Eafter  holydays  cannot  pafs  without  notable  diforders  in  their  chief 
towns,  there  having  been  in  Amfterdam,  notwithftanding  very  diligent  watch,  which 
is  there  continued  both  night  and  day,  divers  fires  kindled,  fome  cafually,  and  fome 
of  malice,  as  is  thought;  and  in  fome  parts  of  the  town  have  been  found  bags  of 
gun-powder  with  matches  faftened  unto  them,  for  fome  fuch  mifchievous  intent. 

I  have  not  failed  of  my  beft  endeavours  (as  will  appear  to  your  honour  by  my 
former  letters)  both  with  his  excellency  and  monf  Barnevelt,  in  conformity  to  my 
firft  inftruftions,  for  the  countenancing  of  the  better  caufe:  which  being  much 
ftrengthened  fince  his  excellency's  declaring  himfelf,  both  parties  are  more  inclinable 
to  proceed  by  way  of  fynod:  And  now  by  further  declaration  of  his  majefty's  mind, 
which  appears  fo  clearly  in  your  honour's  letters,  I  doubt  not  but  to  give  his  majefty 
an  account  before  long  of  fome  better  eft'ecl :  though  I  muft  confefs  I  have  hitherto 
:^iore  fpanngly  interefted  his  name,  than  hath  been  required  of  me  by  many,  out  of 
5  .  aHi 
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an  obfervatlon  I  have  long  made  of  this  people,  which  hath  it  in  nature,  tu  contra 
audentior  ito.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,

With  my  laft  difpatch  of  the  ayth  of  February,  by  fir  Henry  Levingston,  your 
honour  had  two  feveral  anfwers  of  the  ftate  to  monf.  de  la  Noije's  two  feveral  pro- 
pofitions. 

The  excufe  made  in  the  latter,  for  the  delay  of  anfwering  until  the  affembly  of  the 
ftates  v/ere  complete,  gave  me  fubje6t  to  vifit  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  to  require 
of  him  an  anfwer  to  my  propofitions  in  the  bufmefs  of  Cleves  and  Juliers,  which  was 
protrafted  upon  the  fame  reafon ;  at  which  time  I  defired  to  know  of  him  likewife, 
what  was  the  ftates  refolution  touching  the  fending  of  deputies  to  his  majelly  about 
the  differences  betwixt  our  merchants;  becaufe,  as  I  told  him,  the  change  of  the 
company  of  our  Merchant-adventurers  at  home  did  no  ways  change  the  condition  of 
our  trade  in  our  foreign  parts.  He  being  prefident  at  the  fame  time,  propofed  on 
Sunday  lafl:  thefe  two  points  in  the  affembly  of  the  flates  general,  with  fome  other 
particular  affairs  concerning  his  majefty's  fubjefts,  both  foldiers  and  merchants :  to 
all  which  I  had  a  verbal  anfwer  fent  me  by  their  fecretary  Aerssens  the  day  fol- " 
lowing.  Touching  the  firlt,  that  howfoever  all  the  ftates  were  nov/  prefent,  fome  of 
them  had  as  yet  no  order  from  their  principals,  there  having  been  no  affembly  in  their 
particular  province  fince  I  made  my  propofitions,  as  it  is  true  indeed  for  Guelder- 
land  and  OveryfTel,  where  they  affemble  this  next  week.  For  the  fecond,  that  his 
majefty's  journey  into  Scotland  was  a  hindrance  to  that,  which  was  otherwife  their  in- 
tention. In  other  affairs  I  cannot  complain  of  their  anfwers ;  only  a  poor  Scot;tifli 
merchant  Carmichael,  touching  whom  I  received  your  honour's  letters  of  the  2d 
of  the  lafl,  finds  fmall  fruits  of  his  long  attendance,  and  the  bell  afTiftance  I  can  give 
him. 

The  flates  at  my  requell  have  given  licenfe  to  Stephen  Gerrits,  merchant  of 
Amfterdam,  to  tranfport  500  corflets  and  pikes,  and  500  muns;ets,  for  his  majefty's 
flore,  but  to  that  ufe  your  honour  knows;  whereof  you  may  pleafe  to  take  notice,  if 
you  be  fpoken  to  about  it:  otherwife  it  is  not  needful.  -         " 

There  is  liberty  granted  by  the  flates  to  the  count  Levistin  to  hire  fhipping  and 
all  other  provifions  at  Amfterdam  for  the  tranfport  of  his  men  to  Venice:  but  he  is  to 
imbark  them  at  Embden,  without  paffing  through  thefe  provinces. 

Here  is  arrived  the  fenator  Monthone  from  the  duke  of  Savoy  without  title  of 
embaffador,  or  other  qualification.  He  had  audience  of  the  ftates  general  the  I4ih 
of  this  prefent,  wherein  he  demanded  (upon  thofe  reafons  which  your  honour  will  fee 
in  the  copy  of  his  propofition)  a  fuccour  for  his  mafter  of  4000  foot,  and  400  horfe, 
and  a  quantity  of  munition  of  all  forts,  with  fome  pieces  of  artillery,  prefTmg  herein 
expedition,  becaufe  he  defires  to  return  into  Germany  (fromwheoce  he, now  comes) 

5  '^o 
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to  be  prefent  at  the  affembly  of  the  princes  of  the  union,  which  will  be  the  25th  of 
this  prefent.  Yet  if  he  have  no  refolute  anfwer  at  the  prelent,  he  purpoleth  to  go 
that  journey  and  return  hither  again.  I  have  fignified  unto  him  the  charge  I  have 
from  his  majefty  by  your  honour's  laft  letters,  to  give  him  my  beft  affiftance ; 
whereof  I  lliall  not  fail,  though  there  is  fmall  hope  of  obtaining  fatisfaftion  in  fo  high 
demands. 

The  duke  of  BoiiiLLON  hath  written  again  to  the  ftates  for  fuccours,  and  is  recom- 
mended by  the  prince  Palatine;  the,  copy  of  which  letters  I  fend  your  honour.  They 
came  accompanied  with  a  packet  of  letters  intercepted  near  Paris ;  whereof  I  fnall  be 
able  to  give  your  honour  a  more  particular  account  within  two  or  three  days.  So  for 
this  prefent  I  humbly  take  leave. 

P.  S.  I  have  at  the  clofing  of  thefe  received  your  honour's  letters  of  the  firfc  of  this 
prefent;  to  which  I  fliall  not  fail  fpcedily  to  return  anfwer  by  the  fame  bearer. 

March  i.  Secretary  Winwood  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton. 

My  lord, 

I  write  thefe  by  exprefs  order-from  his  majefty;  and  therefore  you  fiiall  firii  under- 
iland,  that  his  majefty,  not  without  caufe,  hath  reafon  to  complain  of  the  froward  pro- 
ceeding of  the  ftates,  who  engaged,  by  the  promife  of  tlieir  embaffadorfolemnly  made 
both  to  himfelf,  and  to  fomeof  his  principal  minifters,  to  fend  over  commiflioners  into 
England  to  treat  and  compound  the  differences  now  in  queftion  between  our  merchants 
and  theirs,  (liould  now  pa litwdiam  canere,  and  hold  it  fufficient  to  make  a  lliew  to  per- 
form that  which  never  was  intended,  or  to  lay  the  fault  upon  the  remote  and  upland 
provinces ;  when  as  only  Holland  and  Zealand  are  interefted  therein,  for  the  continuance 
of  commerce,  and  advancement  of  their  trade. 

This  you  may  reprefent  to  monf  Barnevelt,  and  to  any  other  of  the  ftates,  as 
occafion  fliall  beminiftered :  And  you  need  not  to  be  dainty  to  let  them  knov/,  that 
this  kind  of  proceeding  doth  argue  a  coldneis  and  refpeftlefs  care  in  them  to  conferve 
and  maintain  the  antient  amity  and  alliance,  which  long  hath  been  continued  betwixt 
his  majefty's  crowns  and  their  provinces.  And  this  I  will  be  bold  to  add,  that  if  fome 
of  them  who  now  hold  part  in  the  managing  of  his  majefty's  affairs  had  carried  tliem- 
felves  with  the  like  indifferency  and  infenfible  careleffnefs,  the  old  merchants  at  this 
time  had  not  been  reftored,  much  lefs  re-eftablifhed  in  the  town  of  Middleburg.

To  that  point  of  your  laft  letters,  wherein  you  require  to  underftand  what  languao-e 
you  are  to  hold  concerning  his  majefty's  purpofe  and  refolution  to  treat  a  marriaa'e 
between  the  prince  his  fon  and  the  fecond  daughter  of  Spain :  Firft,  you  may  fpeak 
with  confidence,  that  his  majefty,  direftly  nor  indire6lly,  by  himfelf  nor  by  his  mi- 
nifters, did  never  feek  to  make  that  match;  much  lefs  did  never  feek  it  with  palTion, 
as  the  embaflador  of  France  hath  affumed  the  liberty  falfely  to  affirm.  True  it  is, 
that  the  embaffador  of  Spain  here  refident  hath  often  made  that  overture;  whereunto 
though  his  majefty,  in  reafon  of  ftate,  hath  not  held  it  convenient  to  lend  a  deaf  ear, 
yet  he  hath  proceeded  therein  ^few^m  ^^iz^;^ ;  wherein  h«  is  fo  littk  advanced,  that 
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as  yet  it  neither  hath  been  imparted  to  his  council,  neither  had  my  lord  RofTe,  who 
extraordinarily  was  lent  into  Spain,  either  charge  to  fpeak  in  it,  or  inftrucbion  to  re- 
turn any  anfwer,  if  that  matter  fliould  be  propounded  unto  him,  either  of  purpofejOr 
by  chance  i  and  nothing  can  be  more  uncertain  than  what  will  be  the  iffue  of  this  ne- 
gotiation. But  this  in  his  m.ajefty's  name  you  have  charge  to  alTure  the  ftates,  that 
if  he  in  his  princely  wifdom  and  judgment  ihall  hold  it  necelTary  to  go  forward  in  this 
treaty,  from  time  to  time  he  will  acquaint  them  with  all  the  particular  paffages  of  his 
proceedings :  Neither  will  he  determine  or  conclude  any  thing  without  their  privity, 
counfel,  and  advice;  for  his  majefty's  purpofe  is  to  deal  clearly  with  all  his  friends 
and  allies,  to  let  them  know  the  (late  of  the  caufe,  and  the  reafons,  which  may  move 
liim  to  hearken  to  this  match.  He  likewife  will  have  patience  to  hear  all  exceptions, 
which  may  be  alledged  againft  this  treaty,  wherein  he  will  fhew  himfelf  fo  impartial 
and  indifferent  a  judge,  that  he  will  be  willing  to  fubmit  his  pretenfions  to  be  weighed^ 
in  the  balance  of  reafon.  And  if  it  fhall  be  found,  that  the  match  fhall  bring  with  it: 
either  prejudice  to  the  religion  we  now  profefs,  and  weaken  in  any  fort  the  alliances 
his  majefty  holdeth,  either  with  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces,  or  the  princes  of 
the  union,  or  the  body  of  the  religion  in  France,  his  majefty  profefleth,  though  with 
good-manners  he  cannot  reje<5l  the  treaty,  yet  he  will  forbear  ever  to  conclude  it., 
Within  this  compafe  you  have  free  liberty  to  extend  your  difcourie.  As  yet  the  bufi- 
nefs  is  but  in  imagination,  and  more  cannot  be  fpoken  of  it,  than  that  by  fome  few  it 
is  wifhed,  by  many  more  feared,  and  almoft  by  all  men  (one  or  two  in  our  court  ex- 
eepted,  of  credit  and  authority)  extremely  oppofed. 

A  third  point  there  is,  wherein  you  defire  fome  diredlions.  With  thefe  you  fhall 
receive  a  letter  to  the  count  Maurice,  and  withal  the  copy  thereof.  His  majefty  dotli 
advife  you  to  ftieW  the  count  the  copy  of  it,  thereby  to  prove,  v/hether  he  ftiall  be  will- 
ing to  have  fuch  a  letter  fent  from,  or  ftiall  think,  that  that  letter  may  advance  the 
good  of  the  public  caufe;  and  as  by  him  you  fhall  be  direcfted,  fo  are  you  either  to- 
deliver  it,  or  fupprefs  it :  And  withal  you  are  to  let  him  know,  that  his  refolute  and 
conftant  carriage  in  the  maintenance  and  proteftion  of  the  religion  hath  mightily  im- 
proved his  reputation  in  his  majefty's  both  gracious  and  judicious  opinion;  fo  that' 
antea  diligere,  nunc  raro  amare  ■videatur.  Here  we  fay,  that  your  broils  about  religion, 
are,  if  not  extinguifhed,  yet  pacified ;  which  we  all  wifl:,  which  wifli  the  profperity 
of  thofe  countries,,  which  I  profefs  I  do  moft  unfcignedly, 

I  pray  you,  until  you  fhall  receive  more  ample  dire6lion,  found  both  the  count 
Maurice  and  monf.  Barnevelt,  how  and  in  what  manner  they  purpofe  to  carry 
themfelves  in  the  troubles  of  France;  whether  they  will  be  otiofi  J'peStatores,  as  the 
baron  du  Tour  doth  advife  his  majefty  fhould  be;  or  whether  they  will  declare  with 
force  againft  the  princes,  as  monf.  de  la  NoiiE  hath  exhorted;  or  whether  they  will, 
not  take  the  middle  courfev  to  which  his  majefty  doth  feem  to  incline;  shat  is,  by 
entremife  and  intervention  to  endeavour  to  pacify  and  oppofe  thefe  troubles,  and  by  a 
friendly  mediation  to  re-unite  the  princes  to  the  king,  and  by  good  counfei  and  advice 
to  perfuade  him  ratlier  to  ferve  himfelf  in  the  direftion  and  condu<5l  of  his  affairs  with 
the  princes  of  the  blood,  the  peers  and  officers  of  tire  crown,  and  fuch  other  men, 
who  long  have  been  verfed  and  praclifed  in  the  managing  of  affairs,  than  by  ftrangers 
and  new  upftarts,  men  unknown,  and  whofe  names  were  never  heard  of  before  they 
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were  placed,  in  the  higheft  feat  of  authority  and  command.  The  Baron  du  Tour  is 
^  now  going  away.  In  fum  this  was  his  meflage,  to  juftify  the  preient  government  of  that, 
ftate,  and  to  perfuade  the  king,  as  before  I  have  faid,  not  to  intermeddle  in  favour 
of  the  princes.  In  tlie  nrft  he  hath  nothing  gained  ;  for  againft  the  preient  govern- 
ment the  king  dotli  openly  declare.  As  for  the  fecond,  his  majefty  doth  let  himknov/, 
that  being,  as  he  is,  perfuaded,  that  the  princes  are  willing  to  render  all  duty  and  iervice 
to  the  king,  and  that  they  aim,  at  nothing  but  the  good  of  the  public,  and  at  the 
welfare  of  that  crown,  he  never  can  be  wanting  to  do  all  good  offices,  that  thefe 
troubles  may  be  accommodated,  the  affairs  of  that  crown  better  fettled,  and  a  good 
underftanding  fully  confirmed  between  that  king  and  his  fubje£ts.  Mr.  comptroller 
is  the  man,  who  at  his  return  into  France,  which  fpeedily  will  be,  fhall  put  in  exe- 
cution his  majefly's  purpofe  and  defign  ;  which  being  fo  full  of  honour  and  juftice,  his 
majefly  doth  hope  the  flates  general  will  give  order  to  their  embaflador  refiding  in 
France  to  hold  the  fame  language  with  him;  and  for  the  better  countenance  and  main- 
tenance of  the  caufe,  which  is  fo  juft  and  honeft  (for  vis  iinita  faSfior)  to  accompany 
him,  as  occafion  fhall  ferve,  in  his  audience,  and  to  fecond  him  in  his  difcourfe. 

The  a5th  of  this  month  his  majefty  doth  begin  his  journey  towards  Scotland.     So 
for  this  time  I  reft,  &c.

Before  I  come  to  tlie  anfwer  of  your  honour's  letter  of  the  ift  of  this  prefent^ 
"which  I  received  the  7th  by  this  bearer,  I  will  with  your  licenfe  acquit  myfelf  of 
what  I  promifed  in  my  lafi  of  that  day's  date,  touching  a  packet  of  letters  inter- 
cepted near  Paris,  which  was  fent  hither  by  the  duke  of  Bouillon,  to  be  con-wnunicated 
in  fecret  to  his  private  friends:  the  chief  of  which  are  from  thefe  French  embaiTadors 
DE  LA  NoiiE  and  du  Maurier  to  the  French  king  and  queen  regent,  and  the  new 
fecretary  DE  Luf on:  Others  tO' them  likewife  from  the  extraordinary  embaflador  de 
ScHOMBERG  in  Germany,  and  the  refident  Pericard  at  BrufTels;  and  fome  from  the 
Spanifli  embafTador  in  the  emperor's  court  to  the  duke  de  Monteleone  at  Paris,  and 
the  French  agent  there  to  monf  de  Luf  on.  Thofe  from  hence,  befides  the  relation  of 
monf.  DE  LA  Notje's  public  audience  (whereof  your  honour  hath  the  copies  with  my 
former  difpatches)  contain  both  the  embaflador's  private  negotiations,  wherein  they  give 
large  aflurances  of  the  abfolute  adherence  of  the  body  of  this  ftate  to  the  French  king, 
ftiling  the  princes  infcorn  les  reformateurs,  towards  whom  they  fay  //  n'y  a  veine  qui 
tende.  From  generalities  they  come  to  thefe  particulars:  That  count  Maurice  is  a 
good  patriot,  chiefly  inclined  to  the  intereft  and  prefervation  of  this  ftate,  but  well- 
afFefted  likewife  au  bien  de  la  France,  and  to  the  king's  fervice  :  That  the  princefs  dow- 
ager of  Orange  hath  une  telle pajfion  for  the  fervice  of  the  king,  that  ilie  deferves  better 
-payment  of  her  penfion,  which  hath  been  kept  from  her  thefe  two  or  three  years  : 
that  count  Henry  her  fon  is  that  way  fo  much  devoted  envers  &*  contre  tous,  that 
he  defires  the  command  of  the  troops,  if  any  be  fent  from  hence  to  the  king's  afTjl- 
tance :  that  monf.  Barnevelt,  le premier  homme  d'icy,  tient  entierement pour  la  France  au- 
tant  que  s'il  ejioit  Fr^w/ow,  and  feeks  to  make  thefameimpreffioninthereftof  the  ftates. 
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That  his  younger  fon  in  this  refpeft  deferves  better  payment  of  his  penfion  (whereof 
there  is  two  or  three  years  arrearage)  which  would  aid  a  conjerver  la  volonte  du  -peret 
that  in  their  demand  of  fuccours  they  have  excepted  generally  againfi:  Engliili  and 
Scottifh  as  ilafpeft,  and  againft  half  the  French  as  thofe  which  h^ye.  quelque petit  grain 
de  reformation ;  naming  thofe  in  a- lift  of  whom  they  are  beft  aflured,  amongft  which 
are  fet  down  all  the  papifis  in  thofe  regiments.  Young  Aerssens  (who  was  embaffa- 
dor  for  this  ilate  in  France)  in  both  the  embaffadors  letters  is  much  decried. 

Du  MaurieRj  being  confident  of  further  affifbance  and  of  count  Henry  as  a  com- 
mander, if  it  be  demanded,  adds  his  opinion,  that  if  this  courfe  had  been  taken  in 
the  firft  troubles,  it  haddifabufed  thofe  of  the  religion  in  France,  who  ftirred  the  rather 
■upon  perfuafion,  that  this  ftate  was  favourable  unto  them,  ce  qui  je/^ai  tres-bien  (faith 
he)  n  avoir  jamais  efte^,  i^  cela  mejmes  eufijervy  a  rahattre-  les  monopoles  &"  menees,  que 
r arahaffadenr  d' Angleterre  a  conduites  en  faveur  de  ceux,  qui  dejervoient  leurs  majejies. 
Wherein  I  conceive  he  glanceth  at  mr.  comptroller;  which  is  not  to  be  marveled, 
fince  he  fpareth  not  monf  de  la  NoiiE,  of  whom  being  jealous  left  he  fhould  fup- 
plant  him  in  this  employment  during  his  abfence,  he  doth  not  prevail  himfelf  of  his 
leave  to  go  into  France,  which  he  pretends  now  to  forbear  in  regard  of  the  king's 
fe-rvice,  being  ftayed  before  to  obferve  the  aftions  of  the  prince  of  Orange  and  his 
lady,  v\?hilft  they  v/ere  here  at  the  Hague. 

The  reft  of  his  letters  are  full  of  pafTion,  and  in  one  apart  he  doth  particularly  de- 
dicate himfelf  to  the  marfhal  d'Ancre. 

Thofe  from  monf.  Schomeerg  advertife  his  having  been  with  the  prince  Palatine, 
the  three  eledors  of  Mentz,  Treves,  and  Colen,  and  the  landgrave  of  HefTen;  all 
which  he  is  fo  confident  that  he  hath  left  well  edified  of  the  French  king's  proceed- 
ino-s,  though  he  found  them  otherwife  difpofed,  that  he  faith  to  monf.  LufON,  je 
vous  ajfeure,  monj.  que  maintenant  ceux  qui  m'ont  oui,  me  croyent.  To  the  duke  of  Saxe 
.and  other  princes  he  goeth  not,  but  negotiates  with  them  by  letters,  having  received 
order  from  the  king,  and  14,000  crowns  in  money  to  levy  himfelf  1000  Lanfquenets, 
and  to  give  the  count  Rhinegrave  a  commifTion  for  1200  Reyfters,  which  he  pro- 
mifed  to  condufl  to  France  by  the  way  of  Mentz  in  the  beginning  of  fpring. 

Monf.  Pericarp  writes  how  much  the  principal  men  at  BrufTels  are  fatisfied  with 
the  king's  refolution  of  eftablifning  his  authority  ^«r  la  force;  leur  conjeil  (faith  he) 
ayant  toujours  eft'e  dejuivre  cefle  voye.  He  gives  large  afTurance  of  the  readinefs  of 
un  formulaire  d'hommes  to  go  from  the  archdukes  countries  to  the  king's  fervice; 
amono-ft  which  he  makes  tender  in  particular  of  captain  Blount,  an  Englifh  re- 
forrne  (little  better  indeed  than  a  form)  who  offers  a  levy  in  fhort  fpace  of  1500 


men. 


The  letters  from  the  emperor's  court  of  the  nth  of  February  advertife,  that  the 
Spanifh  embalTador,  the  count  Ognate,  had  his  firft  audience  the  day  before,  which 
was  compliment  only.  That  the  count  Kefniller,  embafTador  from  the  emperor 
into  Spain,  having  one  RecHj  who  is  a  counfellor  aulic  (as  they  call  him)  for  an 
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adjun6t,  was  to  fet  forward  the  Wednefday  following,  and  to  take  his  way  by  BrufTels 
and  Paris,  being  to  be  prefent  in  Spain  at  the  treaty  of  peace  betwixt  the  archduke 
Ferdinand  and  the  Venetians;  which  though  the  Spanifli  minifters  fay  is  like  to 
proceed,  they  notwithftanding  make  levies  of  2000  foot  and  1000  horfe  for  the  rein- 
forcing of  the  archdukes  army.     The  reft  of  thofe  letters  are  in  cypher.  _ 

Monf.  Langerack  hath  advertifed  the  ftates  from  Paris,  that  the  baron  du  Tour 
hath  affured  the  French  king  by  his  letters,  that  his  majefty  will  not  interpofe  him- 
felf  betwixt  the  king  and  princes,  but  leave  them  to  God  and  their  good  fortune. 

By  this  it  appears,  that  thefe  extraordinary  embaffadors,  la  Noue,  ScHorviBERc, 
and  du  Tour,  do  both  fpeak  and  write  in  the  fame  ftile,  from  which  the  refidents 
do  little  differ.  Since  therefore  the  fire,  which  is  now  kindled  in  France  by  thofe, 
who  ferve  as  boutefeux  about  the  king's  perfon,  is  blown  from  all  parts  (as  if  it  were 
by  common  confent  by  particular  inftruftion)  by  the  foreign  minifters  of  that  crovvn, 
his  majefty  may  make  the  more  certain  judgment,  feeing  the  poor  young  prince  thus  - 
befieged,  and  all  avenues  ftopt,  vvhereby  he  might  receive  fuccour  of  good  counfel 
and  advice  of  the  defperate  refolutions,  to  which  he  is  carried ;  and  how  that  ftare 
is  like  to  continue  the  courfe  of  violence;  which  hath  made  me  think  thefe  particu- 
larities not  unworthy  the  fearch  and  advertifement. 

Now  touching,  the  point  of  your  honour's  letters  to  this  purpofe  (fince  the  receit 
whereof  I  have  fpoken  both  with  his  excellency,  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  others)  I  do 
not  find  the  inclination  of  this  ftate  anfwerable  on  the  one  fide  to  thefe  embafladors 
defires  here,  and  advertifements  into  France,  either  in  regard  of  the  generality,  or  the 
particulars  (the  two  penfioners  only  excepted)  -,  nor,  on  the  other,  to  carry  that  hand, 
as  is  fit,  in  the  prefent  affairs  of  that  kingdom ;  though  they  generally  approve  his 
majefty's  princely  refolution  of  interpofing  himfelf  by  way  of  friendly  mediation  be- 
twixt the  king  and  the  princes;  whereof  they  underftood  in  their  full  affembly  by 
fir  Noel  Caron's  laft  letters;  they  making  a  difference  betwixt  his  majefty  as  an 
abfolute  and  great  monarch,  and  their  ftate  as  a  fmall  republic,  which  muft  be  dainty 
(as  they  fay)  in  giving  offences:  and  monf.  Barnevelt  would  feem  to  fear,  that 
any  difcafte  they  fhould  here  give  the  king,  and  the  queen  regent,  would  make 
France  conjoin  itfelf  with  Spain  and  the  pope  to  their  utter  ruin;  which  he  laid  was 
the  late  prince  of  Orange's  greateft  apprehenfion,  and  that,  which  he  counfelled  this 
ftate  chiefly  to  avoid.  The  truth  is,  qui  beneficiiun  accipit,  libertatem  vendit ;  and  the 
money,  which  they  have  had  fince  the  truce  out  of  France,  and  the  arrearage  of  a 
great  part,  which  hath  been  furnilhed  by  this  province  of  Holland  to  the  value  of  a 
million  and  a  half  of  florins,  is  as  great  a  tie  in  proportion,  to  this  ftate,  as  the  king 
of  Spain's  debts  are  to  Genoa.  At  leaft  this  confideration,  joined  to  the  words  o^^" 
the  laft  contraft,  wherein  they  are  bound  in  general  terms  to  afTift  the  French  king 
in  his  wars,  with  5000  men  and  certain  fhips-  paid  by  this  ftate  (though  the  article 
be  fubieft  to  conftruftion  of  the  nature  and  condition  of  the  war  (doth  ferve  as  an 
argument  to  an  ufual  advice  with  republics,  Jlar  a  vedere,  and  to  take  counfel  of  the 
events. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  told  me,  that  fir.  Noel   Caron  had'  promifed  from  his  ma- 
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jefty  to  acquaint  them  with  mr.  comptroller's  inftructions,  whereupon  he  faid  they 
•would  advife.  This  cannot  be  otherwife  received  than  as  an  argument  of  great  con- 
fidence, and  may  make  good  effefts  duni  icgritudo  eft  recens;  which  may  appear  by 
one  point  of  the  French  embaffadors  laft  propofition,  wherein  they  defired  as  well  to 
ftop  the  ftates  mouths,  as  to  tie  their  hands  from  affifting  the  princes:  and  the  an- 
fwer  thereunto  was  once  compoied,  that  they  would  herein  give  full  fatisfaftion ;  but 
upon  better  advice  they  changed  the  fame,  and  retained  (as  I  noted  to  your  honour 
in  my  laft)  their  liberty  :  by  which  it  appears,  that  there  is  diftraftion  betwixt  the  ge- 
neral Judgment  and  the  affettion  of  fome  particulars;  and  even  they  (as  I  have  ob- 
ferved)  do  flu5fucu'e  fometimes  upon  this  occafion ;  fo  as  this  courfe  may  be  to  very 
good  purpole:  only  this  danger  there  is,  that  fome  here  may  value  themfelves  the 
more  -towards  thofe  who  have  now  the  authority  in  France,  in  fhewing  what  invite- 
ments  they  refufe  in  their  contemplation. 

I  may  not  omit  the  judgment,  which  monf.  Barnevelt  made  unto  me  in  difcourfe 
of  thofe  who  are  now  in  place  about  the  French  king,  that  he  thought  the  marfhal 
d'Ancre  Spanifh,  the  fecretary'DE  Lucon  Romifli,  and  in  Mangot  (whom  he 
knew  here  with  the  duke  of  Bouillon)  he  fhev;ed  no  great  fatisfaftion  ;  which  made 
him  the  more  apprehend  the  danger  of  their  joining  the  French-king  with  the  king 
of  Spain  and  the  pope,  upon  any  of  the  leafl  fhew  of  conjunftion  betwixt  his  ma- 
iefty  and  other  princes,  in  oppofition  to  the  French  king's  defire;  and  therefore  he 
willred,  that  the  two  kings  of  Denmark  and  Swede  were  drawn  into  union  with  his 
majefty  and  his  other  confederates;  in  which  cafe  they  might  fpeak  the  more  boldly. 
This  laft  difcourfe  of  his,  I  told  him,  was  too  long  a  work  for  this  prefent  bufinefs, 
which  required  expedition  ;  and  the  right  judgment  he  made  of  the  difpofitions  of 
thofe  about  the  French  king  fhould.be  an  incitement  both  fpeedily  and  ferioufly  to 
intend  the  prefervation  of  the  princes  and  antient  officers  of  the  crown,  whofe  coun- 
fels  and  courfes  did  run  always  even  with  the  antient  allies. thereof;  and  that  he  might 
be  v/ell  allured,  that  the  difaffeftion  he  noted  in  their  enemies,  as  no  friends  to  this 
ftate,  would  be  put  in  execution,  when  they  had  fupprefled  the  princes ;  and  that 
there  Vv'ould  never  be  wanting  pretence,  where  there  was  will  and  power.  I  added 
farther,  that  this  conjunftion,  which  we  talkt  of  betwixt  his  majefty  and  this  ftate, 
was  a  conjunflion  of  counfels,  not  of  force ;  and  that  being  grounded  upon  good 
reafon  would  merit  thanks  in  place  of  giving  offence,  and  could  not  but  be  of 
great  authority,  when  his  majelly's  minifters  and  theirs  hold  not  only  the  fame  lan- 
guage, but  fhould  concur  in  the  fame  office ;  whereas  being  feparate,  they  would  be 
expofed  to  the  artifice  of  thefe  new  minifters  of  that  crown,  which  we  fee  daily  prac- 
tifed,  both  at  home  and  abroad,  of  making  falfe  relations  of  what  is  faid  and  an- 
fwered.  Upon  much  difcourfe  to  this  fubjeft  I  found  he  could  well  have  faid,  video 
meliora  proboque ;  I  hope  the  reft  will  not  follow. 

He  feemed  very  glad  to  receive  the  afTurance,  of  which  the  ftates  were  formerly 
advertifed  by  fir  Noel  Caron,  of  his  majefty's  being  hitherto  no  ways  engaged  in 
the  match  with  Spain,  and  of  the  care  his  majefty  hath  of  the  intereft  of  this  ftate 
and  the  reft  of  his  allies,  which  are  of  the  fame  profeffion  in  religion  ;  and  profelTed, 
that  the  fpeech,  of  that  match,  which  was  here  fo  generally  divulged,  and  had  made 
fome  impreflionj  he  believed  was  tin  enfant  de  Brujfels,  but  nouriflied  at  Paris. 

The 
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The  change  of  refolution  in  fending  commiffioners  to  his  majefty  upon  occafion 
of  our  merchants,  which  I  put  home  to  him  as  an  argument  of  coldnefs  in  the  wonted 
amity  and  alliance  on  their  part  betwixt  his  majefty's  crowns  and  their  provinces,  and 
fo  taken  by  his  majefty,  he  was  very  warm  in  excufing,  laying  the  fault  upon  the  de- 
lay of  thofe  of  Zealand,  who  made  not  their  anfwer  until  this  laft  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, when  it  was  too  late  for  them  to  refoive  to  fend  commiffioners  well  inftrufted, 
in  regard  of  his  majefty's  journey  into  Scotland:  but  at  his  return,  he  faith,  there 
will  be  no  difficulty,  in  regard  Holland  and  Zealand  will  defray  the  charge,  which 
was  the  point  the  other  provinces  ftood  upon,  in  that  they  have  intereft  in  the  occa- 
fion of  the  embaffage. 

In  all  thefe  points  I  treated  with  his  excellency,  and  received  much  fatisfaflion 
from  him,  though  he  could  give  me  no  encouragement  of  likelihood  in  this  ftate  to 
concur  with  his  majefty  j  for  in  interpofing  themfelves  betwixt  the  king  and  the 
princes  in  France,  he  remembered,  that  in  the  former  troubles  the  like  being  propofed 
here  by  fir  Henry  Wotton,  was  excufed  ;  and  yet  he  faid  the  affairs  were  fince 
much  changed,  both  here  and  in  France ;  the  pay  of  the  French  companies  being- 
no  longer  continued  fave  in  words  and  promife  only,  and  the  antient  officers  of  thac 
crown  (with  whom  the  chief  perfons  here  had  then  and  ftill  hold  particular  corre- 
fpondence)  being  removed,  fo  as  there  was  now  much  more  reafon  than  before. 

He  defired  to  know,  whether  he  might  publifh  in  their  affemblies  what  I  had  com- 
municated unto  him  touching  the  match  with  Spain,  in  conformity  to  your  honour's 
letters,  becaufe  he  judged  it  necefiary  for  his  majefty's  fervice;  wherein  I  made  no 
difficulty,  but  left  it  to  his  difcretion^  conceiving  it  to  be  written  unto  me  to  that 
effeft.  - 

In  the  delivery  of  the  letters  from  his  majefty  to  his  excellency  (which  I  received 
with  your  honour's  laft  difpatch)  I  took  that  courfe  which  was  prefcribed  me,  ftiew-^ 
ing  him  firft  the  copy  thereof,  and  ufing  fome  fpeech  to  affure  him  of  his  majefty's 
affeftion  always,  and  now  of  as  great  increafe  as  could  poffibly  be  added  by  the 
fatisfaction  he  received  in  his  wife,  pious,  and  conftant  carriage  of  himifelf  in  thefe 
queftions  of  religion.  He  expreffed  much  contentment  in  finding  his  majefty  fo  well' 
fatisfied  in  his  proceedings,  which  he  ftiould  continue  (as  he  faid)  with  much  more 
affurance  and  alacrity,  feeing  the  caufe,  wherein  he  was  imbarked,  not  only  approved 
by  his  majefty's  judgment,  but  fupported  by  his  authority  :  yet  took  he  the  liberty 
i  gave  him,  not  to  receive  the  letter  itfelf,  becaufe,  it  being  a  public  bufinefs,  he  could 
not  conceal  it  j  and  the  divulging  thereof,  he  doubted,  would  be  prejudicial,  both  to 
the  caufe  and  himfelf,  he  being  already  calumniated  in  their  open  affembly  of  the- 
ftates  of  Holland,  as  if  he  ferved  himfelf  of  this  caufe  to  ambitious  ends;  and  that  he 
leaned  to  foreign  princes;  which  he  retorted  as  an  accufation  to  be  juftly  laid  upon 
his  accufer.  He  therefore  would  content  himfelf  for  his-  own  particular  with  the  know- 
ledge he  hath  of  his  majefty's  mind ;  but  to  the  end  the  fame  might  be  put  to  that 
ufe,  which  is  requifite  in  this  important  occafion,  and  not  remain  unprofitable,  he 
fell  upon  a  point,  which  he  had  formerly  moved  unto  me  as  a  thing  of  fmgular  ad- 
vantage (in  his  judgment)  to  the  re-eftablifhing  of  religion  and  re-union  of  the  ftate,, 
the  one  of  which  he  confelTeth  to  be  far  grown  into  fchifm,  the  other  into  fadion.

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He  thinks  this   affembly  will   part   this  week  re  infeStd  upon  occafion  of  Eafter, 
which  is,  according  to- this  ftyle,  Sunday  next;  and  that  after  the  holidays  they  will 
meet  again  to  put  ultima  maniis  to  their  bufinefs,  which  is  come  to  that  extremity,  that 
it  will  fulfer  no  longer  delays.     He  therefore  judgeth  that  to  be  the  fit  time,  and  all 
that  is  left  for  his  majefty  to  lliew  himfelf  again  in- this  caufe,  which  he  v/ifheth  to  be 
done  either  by  exprefs  letters,  or  meffiip,e  accompanied  with  particular  letters  of  cre- 
dence both  to  the  tf  ates  general  and  thofe  of  Holland,  to  this  effect ;  that  whereas  here 
are  already  in  this  land  two  letters  of  his  m.ajefly  upon  thefe  occafions,  the  one  touch- 
ing VoRSTius,  wherein  he  delivers  his  opinion  of  Arminius  and  his  erroneous  doc- 
trines;  the  other  fimply  touching  the  point  of  predeftination  and  the  dependencies 
thereof,  which  thofe  of  the  Arminian  faction  draw  in  confequence  not  only  to  the  five 
points  Jiere  controverted,  but  wreft  the  fame  to  a  farther  toleration  contrary  to  his 
majefty's  meaning,  as  it  may  appear  by  Grotius's  oration  at  Amfterdam,  and  all  the 
other  books  of  that  faftion,  wherein  they  advantage  themfelves  (as  they  do  likewile 
in  their  alTembiies)  ot  this  letter  written  only  proviflonally  and  in  general  terms;   and 
fupprefs  the  mention  or  memory  of  the  former,  wherein  his  majefby  did  clearly  ex- 
prels  his  mind,  finding  the  diverfity  oi  opinions  hereby  increafed,  which  proceeds  to 
fchifm  and  faction,  and  cannot  there  ftay  v.fithout  hazarding  the  everfion  of  the  frate, 
doth  in  friendly  manner  advife  them  not  part  from  the  antient  doftrine  exprefTed  in 
the  confeffion  of  Heidelberg,  which  is  received  and  acknowledged  by  the  unanime 
confent  of  all  the   reformed  churches,  nor  fuffer  thofe  to  be  opprelTed,  v/hich  are 
zealous  in  profeffing  thereof,  in  whofe  contemplation  and  prote6tion  the  amities  be- 
twixt his  majefty's  crowns  and  thefe  provinces  were  framed,  and  which  are   chiefly 
tied  by  that  bond  of  religion.  But  in  cafe  thefe  fpeculations  of  Vorstius,  Arminius, 
and  their  feitaries,  have  taken  fuch  root  in  this  ftate,  that  they  cannot  be  removed 
without  a  determinate  decifion,  which  of  them,  either  the  old  or  thefe  new  opinions, 
are  more  agreeable  to  the  word  of  God,  that  then  his  majefty  advifeth  them  to  refer 
the  matter  to  the  decifion  of  a  fynod  lawfully  called  ;  a  courfe  in  fuch  accidents  put  in 
practice  at  all  times  throughout  the  Chriftian  world,  and  to  refolve  of  the  fame  with 
.expedition,  to  prevent  the  dangers,  which  may  come  by  delays. 

To  this  purpofe  the  deputies  of  Friefiand  and  Groningen  have  order  from  the 
whole  afiembly  of  thofe  provinces  to  treat  with  the  ftates  general,  and  after  with  thofe 
of  Holland  apart,  as  have  likew/ife  the  deputies  of  Zealand  from  the  council  of  that 
province;  all  which  are  referred  to  his  excellency,  to  take  the  time  he  will  appoint, 
which  he  defers  until  the  like  order  from  thofe  of  Guelderland  and  OveryfTel,  who 
afiemble  this  next  v/eek:  fo  as  it  is  to  be  imagined,  that  if  his  majefty's  declaration 
concur  at  the  fame  time,  it  will  porter  coup,  and  the  more,  if  it  be  made  not  only  with 
the  ftates  general,  but  v/ith  thofe  of  Holland  in  particular;  for  v/hich  monf.  du 
Maurier's  audience  not  long  fince  in  the  affembly  in  the  caufe  of  Paul  Ravoyre 
(whereof  I  advertifed  your  honour)  is  a  precedent;  and  the  lels  it  appears  to  be  re- 
cherche, but  to  proceed  of  his  majefty's  own  princely  and  religious  motives,  it  will 
be  of  greater  force. 

I  cannot  without  trembling  fet  down  the  impieus  opinions,  which  they  have  here 
the  boldnefs  to  publifh  in  print  :  one  comparing  the  reformed  religion  in  a  table  to 
ihe  Turkifh  alcoran ;  but  the  author  is  concealed;  another,  by  name  Venator,  a 

roinifter 
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minifter  of  Alcmaer  having  printed  a  book  intitled  "Theologia  vera  &"  m^ra-,  which 
divinity  he  profefieth  to  have  been  wanting  in  the  world  1400  years;  for  which  he 
was  this  week  called  to  an  account  before  certain  comnaittees  appointed  by  the  flatCj, 
and  a  queftion  put  to  him,  for  which  his  book  gave  occafion,  whether  he  believed 
Christ  was  the  fon  of  God?  Though  he  took  not  diem  ad  de-liber  an  dum,  it  was  three 
hours  before  he  would  anfwer;  and  then  feeing  them  ready  to  proceed  to  fentence 
againft  him,  he  confelTed  that  point  (as  it  feemed  to  his  judges)  rather  out  of  fear  than 
faith.  He  is  banifhed  by  public  fentence  out  of  Alcmaer  and  four  leagues  circuit, 
and  confined  for  his  habitation  to  Gravefand,  which  holds  proportion  for  his  framing 
a  new  religion  with  the  fentence  againft  Vorstius  for  making  a  new  God  :  but'this 
is  rather  to  traniplant  than  extirpate  herefies. 

The  greateft  part  of  this  aflembly  hitherto  hath  been  fpent  in  contention  about  a 
-queftion  of  jurifdidion  betwixt  the  high  council  with  the  provincial  court  and  the 
council  of  Holland,  which  would  take  from  thofe  courts  the  knowledge  of  accidents, 
which  occur  upon  this  occafion;  as  one  had  happened  within  few  days  as  Schonoven, 
where  a  houfe  hath  been  razed  by  the  remonftrants,  of  which  diforder  the  magiftrates 
themfelves  were  ringleaders. 

Other  differences  they  have,  touching  the  elecflion  of  minifters,  elders,  and  deacons, 
whether  they  fhould  be  chofen  by  the  magiftrates  or  the  people :  all  which  queftions 
do  much  import  the  main  caufe,  in  that  the  council  of  Holland  and  the  magiftratesj 
for  the  moft  part  of  the  whole  province,  are  partial  to  the  Arminians. 

This  il!  event,  befides  many  others,  they  have  of  thefe  queftions,  that  whilft  they 
difpute  thefe  particular  points  of  religion  and  government,  they  lay  their  imperfeftions 
open  to  the  world,  and  make  it  appear  they  have  no  fettled  eftate,  either  of  church  or 
commonwealth;  but  that  their  ftate  hath  been  only  fupported  by  the  hand  of  God  j 
and  therefore  ftiould  they  with  more  reafon  be  zealous  in  that  form  of  do6lrine  with- 
out change  or  alteration,  the  fruits  whereof  appear  in  their  profperity  beyond  man's 
difcourfe. 

Your  honour  will  pardon  the  trouble  I  have  given  you  at  this  prefent ;  which 
proceeds  of  my  defire  to  render  his  majefty  a  full  and  juft  account  of  the  affairs  of 
this  ftate,  now  he  is  fetting  forward  his  long  journey ;  which  I  befeech  almighty  God 
may  ht  felix  i^  fauflum  to  his  facred  perfon  and  kingdoms.  So  I  humbly  take 
leave,  &c.

Becaufe  France  is  like  to  be  the  ftage  of  this  next  fummer's  tragedies,  I  hold  it  part 
of  my  duty  to  advertife  how  the  minifters  of  that  crown  do  cover  leurs  perjonnages 
with  this  ftate  i  which  I  fhould  have  done  fooner,  if  my  health  would  have  per- 
mitted,

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The  4-r  of  this  prefent,  both  the  embaffadors  had  audience  in  the  affembly  of  the 
ftates  general  upon  letters  received  a  week  before  by  an  exprels  courier  out  of 
France.  Monf.  de  da  Noue  began  firft,  and  as  he  is  hehes  lingua,  fo  he  made  ufe  of 
that  imperfedlion  to  have  the  matter  feconded  and  urged  by  du  Maurier,  according 
as  your  honour  v/ill  fee  by  the  copies  of  both  their  propofitions,  wherein  they  fpeak 
plain,  requiring  5000  men  for  the  king's  affiftance,  by  virtue  of  the  late  treaties, 
whereof  half  tiiey  dcfire  to  have  French,  the  reft  of  this  country,  paid  by  the  ftates, 
and  commanded  by  one  of  their  chiefs;  for  which  charge  they  intimate  count  Henry 
in  public,  and  name  him  exprefsly  in  their  private  negotiations. 

For  the  prefent  they  had  only  an  anfwer  in  general  terms ;  and  it  was  a  good 
fpace  before  any  thing  could  be  further  refolved  fo  much  as  to  fend  the  propofitions 
to  the  provinces,  in  regard  it^was  required  by  thole  of  Holland,  that  the  propofitions 
ihould  be  lent  accompanied  with  a  letter  of  recommendation  from  the  ftates  general, 
to  put  the  provinces  in  mind  of  their  late  treaties  with  France,  and  other  circumftan- 
ces  of  confideration  to  advance  the  bufinefs.  But  that  was  ftrongly  oppofed  by  others  j 
fo  as  in  conclufion  the  matter  being  referred  to  his  excellency  and  the  council  of  ftate, 
whether  the  propofitions  fliould  be  lent  fo  accompanied  with  a  letter  of  recommenda- 
tion, and  a  project  of  a  letter  conceived  by  monf.  Barnevelt  tendered  unto  them; 
their  advice  was,  fuch  a  letter  might  be  fent  -,  but  in  cafe  the  provinces  in  conformi- 
ty thereunto  fnouid  refoive  to  fend  the  fuccour,  which  is  required,  into  France,  that 
then  they  muft  make  a  new  levy  of  8000  men  to  fupply  them :  which  advice  of  the 
council  of  ftate,  with  the  projed:  of  the  letter  from  thofe  of  Holland,  was  in  the  end 
fent  to  the  provinces  in  company  of  the  propofitions,  and  a  letter  only  from  the  ftates 
general  to  the  provinces,  to  defire  their  anfwer  within  the  fpace  of  a  fortnight :  which 
neither  can  well  come  fo  foon,  nor  when  it  comes,  is  thought  will  be  to  the  content- 
ment of  the  embafiadors. 

Monf.  Langerack.,  embaffador  for  this  ftate  in  France,  hath  written,  to  his  maf- 
ters  very  earneftly  in^  conformity  to  thefe  embaffadors  propofitions  ;  adding  from 
himfeif,  that  though  5000  men  be  demanded,  he  thinks  the  king  will  be  fatisfied 
v/ith  4000,  and  conditionally  that  thefe  men  may  be  prefently  fent  and  paid  under  a 
good  commander.  The  king's  council  have  affured  him,  that  thofe  French  troops 
fhall  be  always  continued  in  the  fervice  of  thefe  provinces,,  and  well  and  truly  paid 
by  the  French  king;  bux  that  the  king  will  take  a  refufal  or  excufe  as  an  infraftion 
and  rupture  of  alliance;  and  in  that  cafe  account  himfeif  from  henceforward  difr 
obliged  from  fuffering  the  French  to  remain  here  any  longer,  or  affifting  this  ftate  Ln 
their  necefTities. 

Mean  while  that  this  negotiation  is  thus  carried  in  public  for  the  king,  the  princes 
do  receive  very  important  fuccours  from  their  private  friends,  the  heer  Van  Oye  (of 
v/hom  I  formerly  advertifed  your  honour)  being  fet  forward  now  ten  days  fince  with 
1500  horfe.  Moft  of  them,  old  foldiers,  under  thofe  commanders,  of  whom  I  fend  your 
honour  a  lift,  take  their  way  through  Weftphalia,  Munfterland,  and  fo  through  the 
fkirts  of  Germany,  as  well  to  avoid  the  encountering  with  the  archdukes  troops 
through  his  provinces,  as  to  put  money  in  their  purfes  by  fo  long  a  road  through  a 
rich  and  open  country ;  and  for  their  more  affured  paffage,  they  have  300  muflceteers 
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upon  bidets  (whom  they  term  here  dragoons)  to  -attend  them.     It  will  be  yet  15  days 
before  they  can  arrive  at  Sedan,  where  they  intend  firft  to  render  themfelves. 

I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  duke  of  BoiiiLLON,  the  copy  whereof  I  fend  your 
honour,  as  defirous  to  give  account  of  all  that  comes  to  my  hands,  though  otherwife 
it  contains  not  much  of  importance. 

Your  honour  fhall  likewife  receive  herewith  the  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  duke  of 
Savoy  to  the  fenator  Montove,  wherewith  he  hath  acquainted  the  ftates;  and  it  is 
fent  in  company  of  his  propofition  to  the  provinces  to  prepare  their  anfwer  againft  his 
return  out  of  Germany. 

The  king  of  Swede's  embaflador  hath  obtained  licenfe  for  a  levy  of  1200  foot  in 
the  confines  ofthefe  provinces,  and  300  marines,  where  he  can  find  them.  He 
hath  demanded  an  affiftance  of  fliipping,  wherein  he  hath  no  anfwer. 

The  Hans  towns  have  defired  of  the  ftates  certain  commanders,  which  are  expe- 
rienced in  the  military  difcipline  of  this  country,  upon  jcaloufy  of  the  king  of  Den- 
mark's preparation  both  by  fca  and  land,  which  the  common  voice  faith  is  defigned 
againft  them;  and  the  poets  fing  the  fame  fong,  as  your  honour  will  fee  by  one  of 
their  writings.  But  the  advertifements,  they  have  here,  do  not  fpeak  of  force  fufficient 
for  fuch  an  enterprize,  though  it  be  more  than  is  needful  for  a  time  of  peace,  the  king 
havingput  40  companies  only  of  hundreds  into  clothes  and  arms,  and  rigged  as  many 
fiiips  as  he  hath  ferviceable,  but  not  furniflied  them  v/ith  marines. 

Here  is  a  man  of  war  newly  come  out  of  the  Streights,  the  captain  whereof  hath 
been  with  the  ftates,  and  reports,  that  the  Spanifti  fleet,  which  attended  the  coming 
of  the  count  John's  troops  for  Venice,  partly  for  v/ant  of  viftuals,  and  partly  in 
opinion,  upon  their  long  ftay,  that  their  voyage  was  broken,  was  retired  and  feparated 
into feveral ports;  and  theland-foldiers  difperfedinto  garrifons;  and  that  within  a  day's 
fail  he  met  with  the  Holland  fleet,  which  had  a  fair  wind  for  their  paffage  without  im- 
pediment. This  man  of  war  was  exprefsly  employed  to  carry  a  conful  from  the  mer- 
chants of  this  ftate  to  Algier,  to  make  a  contrail  with  the  pirates  of  that  place  and 
Tunisj  not  to  touch  any  of  the  merchant  fliips  of  thefe  provinces,  which  they  have 
confented  unto  conditionally,  that  they  will  ftrike  fail  to  the  pirates,  and  fuffer  them- 
felves to  be  fearcht  for  Spanifti  goods,  which  they  will  only  take  as  good  prize. 

I  have  fpoken  with  monf  Barnevelt  at  large  in  conformity  to  your  honour's 
letters  of  the  14th  of  this  prefent,  touching  the  reducing  the  matter  of  tare  to  the  fame 
terms  as  it  was  at  the  time  of  the  diflTolution  of  the  old  company  of  our  merchants, 
from  which  I  find  him  not  averfe.  But  he  defires  time  to  acquaint  the  province 
withall  now  at  their  next  aflembly,  as  a  bufmefs  which  concerns  their  feveral  towns, 
when  he  will  make  anfwer  to  your  honour's  letters ;  and  I  will  not  fail  rn  the  mean 
time  of  my  beft  endeavours  to  difpofe  others  to  that  courfe,  which  may  give  our 
merchants  contentment. 

The  queftions  of  religion  reft  at  a  ftay ;  only  they  make  appear  both  in  this  town 
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and  other  places  by  many  demonftrations,  that  they  expedt  this  next  aflembly  of  the 
dates  of  Holland  (which  is  to  begin  on  Wednefday  next)  and  the  ilTue  thereof  with 
much  impatiency. 

I  do  attend  with  great  devotion  his  majefty's  pleafure  upon  this  occafion,  in  anfwer 
to  my  lall  to  your  honour  by  Herman  the  poll  of  the  i  ith  of  this  prefent.     So  I 

humbly  take  leave^  &c.

My  lord  embaffador, 

There  hath  been  information  given  to  his  majefty,  and  from  fome  good  place,  as  it 
feemeth,  that  Moy  Lambert,  a  commander  of  fhips  for  the  ftates,  hath  of  late  made 
a  compofition  with  the  Turkifh  pirates,  who  do  fo  much  infeft  the  coaft  of  Spain  and 
Afric  and  the  Mediterran'ean  feas,  for  the  quiet  paiTageof  the  fhips  of  thefe  provinces ; 
and  that  he  hath  given  to  them  for  confideration  a  great  quantity  of  powder ;  a  matter,, 
which  his  majeily  doth  both  find  ftrange,  and  take  in  ill  part,  if  it  prove  true;  find 
ftrange,  that  they  fl:iouId  arm  not  only  the  enemies  of  Chriftendom,  but  of  human  fo- 
ciety,  and  enable  them  to  do  mifchief :  take  ill,  becaufe  at  this  time  his  majefty  heard, 
which  they  do  know  ***  how  to  draw  a  concurrency  between  all  princes,  who  are 
interefted  in  the  navigation  of  thofe  feas,  for  the  fuppreffing  of  them,  and  hath  a  con- 
fultation- here  in  hand  at  London  with  all  his  fea-captains,  what  is  meet  to  be  done 
in  that  cafe,  and  with  the  companies  of  London  for  contribution;  and  farther  given 
inftruftion  to  fir  John  Digby  going  into  Spain  to  deal  with  that  king  for  contribu- 
tion towards  ir,  and  for  ufe  of  his  ports  for  retreat:  for  thefe  reafons  his  majefty  can 
hardly  believe,  that  there  is  any  fuch  thing  done  by  them,  yet  hath  commanded 
me  to  write  privately  to  your  lordfhip,  and  to  require  you,  that  if  the  thing  be  done 
by  any  public  warrant,  which  you  may  take  knowledge  of,  then  to  fend  him  word 
thereof:  if  it  be  done  fecretly  and  by  underhand  means,  to  inquire  of  it,  and  to  in- 
form him  privately,  and  then  your  lordfhip  fhall  receive  farther  direftion.  If  you 
do  not  find  it  a  matter  fo  known  there,  as  that  you  may  take  notice  of  it,  his  majefty 
would  have  you  carry  your  inquifition  as  privately  as  you  may. 

We  are  tiius  far  onv/ard  of  our  Nothern  journey,  and  are  yet,  God  be  thanked,  all 
in  health,  but  meet  v/ith  foul  v/ays  and  cold  weather;  and  this  place  yieldeth  no  other 
novelty;  for  of  other  things  you  v^'ill  hear  fooner  from  London  than  from  hence.     So - 
I  commend  your  lordfhip  to  God's  protedion,  &c.

With  your  honour's  of  the  firft  of  this  prefent  (v/hich  came  to  my  hands  by  mn. 
Hayman  the  9th)  1  received  his  majefty's  letter  to  the  ftates  general  touching  their 
prefent  controveriies  about  religion; ,  and  the  day  following  did  impart  to  his  excel- 
lency tlie  copy  thereof,  wherewith  he  fcemed  to  be  very  much  fatisfied;  as  likewife 
with  the  reafons  which  did  caufe  his  majefty  to  forbear  writing  to  the  ftates  of  Hol- 
land in  particular,  and  wifxied  me  to  obtpn  audience  with  the  fooneft,  tothe  end  the 

fruit 
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fruit  of  his  majefly's  good  advice  and  coiinfel  might  be  reaped  before  the  adverfe  party- 
were  too  forward  in  their  harveft,  which  they  labour  very  earneftly  to  make  in  tiiis 
prefent  afiembly.  .     . 

I  did  accoj"dingly  procure  my  audience  yefterday,  but  his  majefty's  letters  being  fo; 
ample  and  effeiflual,  omitting  nothing  which  may  any  way  concern  either  the  dif- 
eafe,  with  which  we  are  here  too  much  afflided,  or  the  proper  and  accuftomed  re- 
medies, and  containing  no  words  of  reference  to  what  fhould  be  farther  added, 
I  thought  not  convenient  to  ufe  much  difcourfe  j  only  for  form's  fake,  both  before 
and  after  the  reading  of  the  letter,  fomjcwhat  1  faid  to  the  fame  effedl  by  way  of  in- 
ducement and  conclufion,  which  I  thought  not  needful  to  prefent  in  writing  :  and  for 
the  prefent  an  anfwer  was  made  me  by  monf  Barnevelt,  in  few  but  very  refpeflive- 
words  to  his  majefty,  referring  me  to  what  fhould  be  farther  deliberated,  both  there 
in  their  general  affembly,  and  likewife  in  their  particular  provinces,  for  the  accom- 
plifhment  of  his  miajefty's  counfel  and  advice,  whereof  in  due  time  he  promifed  they 
would  give  his  majefty  a  good  account. 

I  am  well  informed,  that  prefently  after  my  departure  out  of  the  afTembly,  he 
moved  the  ftates,  that  no  copies  fhould  be  publiflied  of  the  letter,  fave  only  one 
fent  to  every  province ;  and  that  their  clerks  fhould  have  exprefs  order  to  this  purpofe  j 
which  was  accordingly  refolved :  but  this  reftraint  ferves  only  to  make  it  hearkned. 
after  with  more  earneftnefs ;  the  fubftance  thereof  being  exceedingly  to  the  fatisfaftion 
of  the  better  party,  though  hitherto  they  have  it  only  by  report,  and  the  temper  and 
moderation,  with  which  it  is  com.pofed,  much  approved  by  allj  fo  as  it  arriving  (as 
it  doth)  in  a  very  happy  conjunfture,  Thope  it  will  work  thofe  effecfls,  which  ftiali 
be  anfwerabie  to  his  majefty's  princely  and  pious  intention. 

There  is  at  this  prefent  a  difference  broken  out  betwixt  the  magiftrates  and  people  of 
Harlem.,  where  a  minifter  of  the  remonftrants  fide  having  changed  his  party,  hath 
this  laft  week  made  a  folemn  recantation  in  the  pulpit,  as  if  he  had  been  reclaimed 
from  fome  notable  error,  and  hath  difcovered  much  practice,  which  is  ufed  in  gaining 
of  perfons  to  that  faction.  But  their  main  queftion  is  touching  their  claflicai  aiTem- 
blies,  which  the  people  require  to  hold  with  the  wonted  libertyj  but  the  magiftrates 
will  permit  no  meetings  without  their  knowledge  and  prefence.  Both  parties  having 
made  their  complaints  two  days  fince  in  the  affembly  of  Holland  by  their  depuriesj 
thofe  from  the  magiftrates  (whicli  came  firft)  were  prefently  fent  back  with  letters  to 
ufe  force,  if  need  were,  and  conftrain  the  people  j  which  the  others  underftanding., 
went  in  all  diligence  back  of  themfelves  with  a  refolution  vim  vi  repellere,  fo  as  it  is 
doubted  we  fhall  hear  of  fome  uproar  in  that  town.  The  like  is  expefted  to  fucceed 
in  Ley  den,  Delft,  and  other  chief  towns,  this  being  a  common  caufe;  fb  as  the  dif- 
eafe  being  grown  to  fuch  ripenefs,  the  remedy  can  be  no  longer  deferred ;  and  both 
parties  in  their  affembly  feeing  the  imminent  danger  feem.to  incline  to  a  fynod ;  which, 
makes  his  majefty's  letter  much,  the  more  feafonable. 

They  have  a  proje£l  of  naming  eight  temporal  perfons,  and  eight  ecclefiaftical,  to 
prepare  matters  for  a  fynod  i  but  the  difference  about  the  choice  of  the  perfonsj, 

and. 
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and  the  fubjeift  they  fhould  handle,  with  other  circumitances,  makes  as  much  diffi- 
culty in  the  form  as  the  matter.  Yet  it  is  thought  they  would  conclude  of  this  courfe, 
if  they  could  agree  of  fome  provifional  order  of  the  interim. 

The  French  embafladors  demanded  audience  the  15th  of  this  prefentin  the  affembly 
of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  where  both  of  tlrem  fpake  to  the  like  effe£t  touching  the  fuc- 
cours  demanded  for  the  king  their  mafcer  againil;  the  princes,  as  your  honour  hath 
'dnderftood  by  their  propofitions  to  the  ftates  general,  which  went  with  my  laft  of  the 
31ft  of  March  And  though  this  courfe  be  very  unufual,  and  much  difliked  by  the 
reft  of  the  provinces,  yet  the  French  have  their  faying,  qui  a  h  profit  de  la  gtierre,  a 
i'honneur;  and  thus  much  they  have  gained,  that  Holland  (though  with  fome  oppo- 
fition)  hath  refolved  in  general  to  fend  the  French  king  fuccours,  referring  the  quality 
thereof,  in  refpeft  of  the  number,  nation,  pay,  and  commander,  to  their  deputies  with 
the  ftates  general. 

Your  honour,  that  knows  the  nature  of  this  government,  will  foon  imagine  what 
advantage  this  is  to  them,  though  the  reft  of  the  provinces  have  no  inclination  to  this 
courfe,  and  half  of  them  (I  am  well  informed,  for  fix  only  were  prelent)  have  exprefs 
order  againft  confentins;  to  more  than  fufferins;  the  French  to  o-q,  in  cafe  the  kino- 
perfift  to  require  them.  But  monf.  B.arnevelt's  paffion  in  this  caufe,  and  diligence 
is  great,  urging  the  accompliiliment  of  their  treaties,  and  the  avoiding  the  reproach 
of  failing  of  word  and  promife.  And  he  is  faid  to  have  put  the  emibaffadors  in  this  way 
of  treating  with  Flolland  apart,  whereby  to  haften  the  refolution.  His  excellency 
hath  oppofed  it  all  he  may.  Judging  it  fitteft  for  this  ft'ate  to  continue  a  neutrality, 
which  the  right  interpretation  oftheir  treaties  may  very  well  bear.  But  all  he  and 
others  of  his  mind  can  effeft,  will  be  to  gain  time,  v/hich  they  hope  may  fo  change 
the  ftate  of  affairs,  that  this  luccour  may  yet  be  excufed;  for  which  they  will  have 
fubjeft,  if  either  thofe  of  the  religion  declare  themfelves  in  favour  of  the  princes, 
as  m.onf.  Langerack,  by  his  laft  letters  of  the  9th  of  this  prefent  from  Paris,  doth 
advertife,  out  of  the  baron  de  Vignoll's  report  there  newly  arrived  from  Rochelle, 
that  they  undoubtedly  would,  if  that  the  king  do  ferve  himfelf  of  the  Spanifh  forces, 
which  are  levied  in  the  archdukes  countries  for  Italy,  which  they  write  from  BruflTels, 
are  exprefiy  ftayed  in  Luxemburg  for  that  purpofe :  And  thefe  French  embafTadors 
fay  openly,  that  unlefs  the  king  be  fpeedily  fuccoured  from  hence,  he  will  not  refufe 
that  azTiftance,  which  is  offered  him  by  the  Spaniard. 

According  to  the  fuccefs  of  this  deliberation  I  will  govern  myfelf  in  that  which  is 
his  majefty's  pleafure,  touching  the  moving  the  ftates  to  a  ftrift  intelligence  betwixt  his 
majefty's  embaflador  and  theirs  at  Paris,  and  concurrence  in  the  fame  ofBce  for  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  that  kingdom :  To  which  purpofe,  I  have  already  treated  with 
iTiOnf.  Barnevelt  in  private,  who  continues  very  umbrageousj  as  likewife  with  others 
of  the  ftates,  who  feem  more  inclinable. 

I  have  fpoken  with  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  his  excellency  likewife,  touching  the  order 
his  majefty  hath  given  to  certain  of  the  lords  to  confult  and  determine  of  fome  courfe 
to  fuppreis  the  pirates,  which  moleft  the  trade  of  the  Levant ;  and  his  expe6tr>tion, 
that  the  ftates  fliouldjoin  both  their  advice  and  ftrcngthtohis  info  necelfary  a  fervice: 

which 
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which  they  both  feemedwell  nighly  to  embrace,  notwithftanding  that  the  merchants  of 
thefe  provinces  have  lately  made  a  contraft  with  the  pirates  of  Algierand  Tunis  (ac- 
cording as  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft)  but  they  eafily  apprehend  how  little 
they  can  rely  thereupon,  fince  when  the  queftion  was  put  to  the  pirates  in  the  conilu- 
fion  of  the  treaty,  whether  they  would  unfeignedly  keep  their  word  arid  promife  or 
not,  they  anfwered  in  plain  terms,  they  would  not,  becaufe  (faid  they)  if  we  fhould 
keep  our  faith,  we  fhould  be.fufpecled  by  the  Turks  for  Chriftians.  I  believe  in  this 
point  his  majefty  will  receive  full  fatisfailion  of  this  ftate,  fo  as  he  will  be  pleafed  to 
make  known  unto  them  his  refolution  before  they  take  theirs;  which  is  ufually  in  the 
month  of  May,  for  their  fea-expeditions-of  the  whole  year.  The  report  of  thofe  cap- 
tains, which  have  been  this  laft  year  abroad  upon  this  fervice  is,  that  for  the  whole 
year  (the  four  months  of  winter  only  excepted,  which  in  thofe  parts  is  all  they 
allow  to  that  feafon)  it  is  no  hard  matter  to  block  up  the  pirates  two  principal  havens 
of  Tunis  and  Algier,  by  lying  at  anchor  continually  before  them  in  that  manner,  as 
during  the  war  with  Spain  they  were  wont  to  do  before  Dunkirk ;  and  this  they 
efteem  the  beft  courfe.  I  fend  your  honour  a  trandated  copy  of  the  inftrudlions  of  the 
ftates  men  of  war,  v/hich  go  upon  this  fervice,  with  the  lift  of  thofe  they  had  abroad 
this  laft'  year. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  have  been  moved  by  monf.  Barnevelt  this  laft  week  upon 
your  honour's  letter;  and  that  which  I  treated  with  him  in  our  merchants  affairs 
touching  tarej  wherein  they  defire  the  merchants  would  depute  fome  of  their  number 
hither  to  treat  with  theirs ;  and  accordingly  the  ftates  general  have  written  to  Middleburg, 

I  am  informed  by  Skelton  of  Rotterdam,  that  one  John  Marshall,  an  Engiilli 
merchant  at  Berwick,  doth  ufually  tranfport  wool  and  yarn  from  that  place;  and  that 
ten  days  fince  there  arrived  in  that  town  from  him  in  a  ftiip  (whereof  one  Daniel  de 
Wilde  was  mafter,  and  whofe  chief  lading  was  coals)  2400  fells,  and  1000  dozen  of 
yarn,  which  they  call  fmallaffe  yarn.  Your  honour  in  former  letters  defired  to  have 
advertifement  of  what  came  to  my  knowledge  in  this  kind,  which  makes  me  not  for- 
getful thereof,  feeing  the  occafion  ftill  continues. 

I  received  a  letter  lately  from  the  right  honourable  the  lords  of  the  council  in  favour 
of  mr.  BooTHBY,  a  merchant  of  London,  of  which  I  will  give  their  lordfliips  an  ac- 
count in  due  time;  and  mean  while  not  fail  of  my  beft  endeavours  in  what  their 
lordiliips  do  command. 

The  letter  from  his  majefty  to  the  duke  of  Brunfwick,  v/hich  came  in  your  ho^ 
nour's  laft  packet  without  farther  diredion,  I  conceive,  requires  no  more  of  me  than 
conveyance,  which  I  will  not  fail  to  give  with  the  firft  commodity.    - 

If  his  majefty's  letter  to  the  ftates  find  not  way  toprefs  otherwife,  and  that  fpeedily, 
I  will  take  fuch  order,  as  to  fend  your  honour  fome  printed  copies  by  my  next. 

Monf  Barnevelt  hath  obtained  the  government  of  Bergen-op-zoom  for  his 
younger  fon,  the  captain  of  horfe,  by  refignation  of  Marcellus  Bax,  who  is  either 
dead,  or  in  artkulo  mortis.

By  a  difpatch  of  the  13th  prefent  (which  I  fent  by  captain  Proude)  I  advertifed 
■your  honour  what  progrefs  the  French  embafladors  had  made  in  their  demand  of  fuc- 
cour  for  the  French  king  againft  the  princes,  by  having  obtained  the  confent  of  thofe 
of  Holland.     The  14th  they  had  audience  again  in  the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  general, 
where  they  gave  a  peremptory  fummons  to  have  a  categorical  anfwer  to  their  demand 
within  tlie  fpace  of  two  days;  or  elfe  they  would  take  any  longer  delay- for  a  denial, 
and  advertife  the  king  their  mafter,  that  he  fhould  no  longer  truft  to  the  alliance  of 
this  ftate,  in  that  they  did  infringe  the  treaties.     This  office  was  paft  in  a  time,  when 
of  thofe  deputies,  which,  I  advertifed  your  honour,  were  then  here  prefent,  one,  who 
was  known  to  have  a  negative  voice,  was  cafually  retired,  fo  as  yefterday  by  plurality 
of  voices  the  fuccour  was  granted  to  be  fent  with  all  convenient  diligence,  which  (hall 
confift  of  20  French  companies  and  10  of  this  nation,  and  Walloons,  to  be  paid  by 
the  ftates.     The  chief  commander- is  not  yet  named.     Count  Henry  is  ftill  required 
by  the  embafladors,  and,  in  cafe  he  fail,  count  Ernest.    Count  John  Nassau,  being 
here  at  this  prefent  with  commiffion  out  of  France  to  raife  a  troOp  of  horfe,  fues  for 
this  employment;   but  it  is  thought  it  will  light  on  Marc^uet,  the  lieutenant  general 
of  the  horfe,  though   he  be  neither  a  fuitor,  nor  fued  for.     This  refolution  of  the 
ftate,  which  drives  them  out  of  their  neutrality,  contrary  to    the  minds  of  moft 
amongft  them,  but  thofe,  who,  as  it  appears  by  all  efFeds,  are  lefs  powerful,  is  of 
that  confequence,  that  I  thought  it  worth  your  honour's  knowledge.     And  this  ferv- 
ing  to  no  other  efFeft,  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

This  packet  addrefled  to  your  honour  from  the  duke  of  BoIjillon,  which  is  ear- 
neftly  recommended  to  my  fafe  and  fpeedy  conveyance,  as  containing  letters  to  his 
majefty,  is  the  chief  caufe  of  this  difpatch,  here  being  little  other  fubjecl  fince  the 
news  of  the  death  of  marfhal  d'Ancre,  all  being  in  ftate,  as  if  after  a  tempeft  they 
had  here  caft  anchor  in  a  fafe  port. 

Here  was  much  diftraflion  touching.the  fuccours,  wliich  were  earneftly  prefled  by 
the  French  embafTadors,  and  in  the  end  obtained  after  that  manner,  as  I  advertifed  your 
honour  by  my  two  laft  of  the  13th  and  17th  of  this  prefent;  wherein  both  parties  do 
now  much  glorify  themfelves;  thole,  which  favoured  the  fending  of  the  fuccours,  as 
having  fhewed  a  readinefs  in  affifting  the  king;  and  thofe,  which  were  oppofite,  as 
-  having  diftinguilhed  the  interefts  of  the  king  from  thofe  of  the  marflial  d  Ancre  and  his 
creatures.  And  now  to  value  the  endeavours  and  counfels  of  the  former,  a  propofition 
hath  been  made  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  at  the  inftance  of  theembaflador, 
to  frame  an  account  of  confenting  to  the  fuccours  in  conformity  to  the  laft  treaties  be- 
twixt France  and  this  ftate,  and  to  antedate  the  fame;  which  was  over- ruled  by  the  op- 
pofite party,  and  order  given  to  their  embaflador  monf.  de  Langerack  to  govern 
himfelf  with  refervednefs  in  acquainting  the  king's  council  with  the  refolution,  which 
6  was 
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■was  taken  concerning  the  fuccours,  and  to  forbear  the  fame,  unlefs  he  were  thereunto 
urged. 

By  the  fame  meflenger,  who  brought  the  news  of  this  change  in  France  (arriving 
here  the  Friday  after  the  accident,  which  happened  on  Monday  the  fame  weelc)  the 
fuccours  were  fufpended  by  a  particular  letter  from  monf.  Villeroy  to  monf.  du 
Maurier,  which  came  with  the  king's  letters  of  declaration  of  the  faft  ;  but  by  others 
from  monf.  de  Langerack,  were  abfolutely  licenfed,  with  order,  as  received  from 
the  king's  council,  to  recall  them,  in  cafe  they  were  upon  the  way.  Since  that  dif« 
patch,  there  is  no  news  farther  out  of  France,  which  is  much  marvelled  at. 

The  meflenger,  who  brought  me  the  packet,  which  goeth  herewith,  from  the  duke 
of  Boiiillon,  was  prefently  returned  back  with  letters  from  his  excellency  and  the  duke's 
other  friends,  accompanied  with  a  trumpet  for  more  fafety,  they  advifing  to  haften 
the  princes  to  court,  left  the  queen  fliould  recover  her  authority  in  their  abfence,  or 
the  Spanifli  minifters  make  fome  ill  impreffions  on  the  young  king's  mindj  though 
for  himfelf  they  wifli  him  to  proceed  with  good  circumfpection. 

Your  honour  will  receive  herewith  certain  copies  of  his  majefty's  letter,  which  I 
was  forced  to  have  printed  at  Delft,  whereby  to  corredl  a  fal-fe  copy,  which  was  firft 
printed  by  fome  unknown  means,  and  publicly  fold  at  Amfterdam,  with  a  tranflation 
thereof  in  Dutch;  which  runs  through  the  whole  country,  and  works  many  vifible 
good  etiefts,  fettling  fome,  which  were  wavering,  and  confirming  others  in  that  fort, 
that  the  better  caufe  is  thereby  very  much  advantaged. 

Here  are  certain  deputies  exprefsly  fent  from  Zealand  (whereof  monf  Malre  is 
one)  to  treat  not  only  with  the  Itates  general,  but  particularly  likewife  with  thofe  of 
Holland,  concerning  thofe  differences  of  religion,  which  they  have  charge  to  fpeak 
plainly  and  openly  in,  as  a  matter  of  dangerous  confequence  to  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  ftate,  and  to  recommend  for  remedy  thereof  the  courfe,  which  is  counfelled 
by  his  majefty,  of  a  national  fynod.  The  like  will  be  performed  by  the  deputies  of 
Zealand,  Gueiderland,  Friedand,  Groningen,  and  Overyflel,  and  is  now  only  fufpend- 
ed by  reafon  of  a  recefs  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,,  who  parted  on  Sa- 
turday laft  under  pretence  of  their  private  affairs,  and  meet  again  on  Monday  next>  ^ 

The  town  of  Harlem  hath  by  common  confent  furceafed  the  queflion  betwixt  the 
magiftrates  and  the  burghers,  until  they  fee  what  will  be  concluded  in  this  aiTembly; 
but  in  Oudewater  an  accident  Hath  lately  happened,  which  your  honour  will  fee  re- 
lated in  a  letter  accompanied  with  a  tranilated  copy  from  one  of  our  captains  there  in 
garrifon;  which  fliews  how  the  people  lofe  patience  by  thefe  delays.  There  are  gone 
from  the  deputed  council  of  Holland  two  commiffioners  and  a  fifcal  to  that  town  to 
take  information  of  the  fail.  Here  in  the  Hague  the  church  of  the  cloifter  of  Woor- 
hoofe  (where  the  artillery  was  ufually  made)  is  putting  in  readinefs  for  commodity  of 
preaching,  which  keeps  the  contra-remonftrants  in  devotion,  hoping  the  intent  is, 
they  fhall  be  there  accommodated  better  than  in  our  fmall  chapel,  which  is  not  capa- 
ble of  their  number,  though  as  yet  there  is  no  certain  rcfolution  taken  how  the  fame 
fnall  be  difpofed  of. 

R  We 
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We  have  had  here  the  count  Levistein  in  perfon  to  feek  commodity  for  his  levy 
and  fhipping  for  the  fervice  of  the  Venetians ;  but  all  he  can  here  obtain  is  that, . 
which  was  formerly  granted,  to  hire  fhips  at  Amfterdam,  which  Ihall  take  in  his 
tnen  at  Embden,  whither  he  is  now  gone,  having  written  to  his  friends  in  Germany 
to  iend  down  his  men,  which  will  be  3000  in  number,  at  the  rate  of  18  crowns  a 
man ;  whereof  he  is  to  receive  half  here,  and  the  reft  at  tlxeir  landing  at  Venice ;  and 
for  this  money  he  is  to  difcharge  the  freight,  vidualling  of  the  Ihips,  and  all  other 
expences. 

By  letters  of  the  -/^  of  this  prefent  from  Heilbron,  the  place  where  the  princes  of 
the  Union  are  affembled,.  it  appears  their  refolutions  are  only  for  the  defenfive ;  and 
that  the  inftance  of  the  fenator  de  Montou  for  affiftance  of  the  duke  of  Savoy  will  be 
only  anfwered  with  good  words,  which  this  ftate  doth  not  willingly  hear  of,  they  being 
defirous  to  continue  the  wars  on  the  other  fide  of  the  mountains :  and  to  this  effecft  are . 
very  well  difpofed  to  give  means  and  encouragement  to  the  heer  Van  Oyen  with  his 
troops,  who  is  gone  to  the  affiftance  of  the  princes  to  employ  themfelves  in  that  fer- 
vice. But  the  backwardnefs  of  the  princes  of  Germany,  who  by  reafon  of  neighbour^ 
hood  are  m.ore  intereffed,  is  lilce  to  overturn  this  purpofe. 

The  ftates,  befides  a  permiffion  for  a  levy  of  a  regiment  of  foot  here  in  their  fron-- 
tiers,  and  a  certain  number  of  mariners  for  the  king  of  Swede,  do  furnifti  him  with, 
five  ftiips  againft  the  king  of  Poland, ,  under  pretence  of  fecuring  the  trade  of  thofe 

feas. 

Here  are  now  arrived  the  deputy  and  treafurer  of  our  merchants  at  Middleburgh 
at  their  day  appointed  by  the  ftates  to  treat  with  the  merchants  of  Holland,  concern- - 
ing  the  taring  their  cloths;  the  fuccefs  whereof  I  will  advertife  your  honour  with  the 
firft ;  and  mean  time  humbly  take  leave,,  &c.

ceived  the  9th,  by  mr,  Heyman, 

My  lord, 

I  fend  you  now  his  majefty's  letters  to  the  ftates  general,  v/hich,  by  the  copy, 
w^hich  herewith  you  ftiall  receive,  you  will  find  to  be  by  his  majefty's  direclion 
written  both  with  judgment  and  moderation.  If  they  arrive  in  a  feafonable  con- 
junfture,  I  hope  they  will  produce  the  effefts,  which  we  wifli,  for  the  eftabliftiment 
of  a  general  repofe  in  the  caufe  of  religion  to  the  contentment  of  all  parties,  who  ei- 
ther defire  the  confervation  of  thofe  provinces,  or  faftioudy  do  not  affeft,  to  their  pri- 
vate ends,  a  ftiameful  confufion  to  fall  upon  thofe  countries.  Whatibever  iftlie  they 
fhall  have,  the  moft  malicious  muft  confefs,  that  his  majefty  in  the  clearnefs  of  his 
.    confcience  in  publifhing  thefe  letters  doth  teftifv  to  the  world  his  zeal  and  piety  to  up- 
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hold  and  maintain  the  truth  of  religion,  and  his  impartial  and  unfeigned  affeftion  to 
preferve  thofe  countries  in  peace  and  union :  And  unlefs  that  union  be  preferved,  as 
well  in  unanimity  of  religion  as  in  civil  polity,  that  ftate,  how  powerful  foever  they 
hold  thofe  provinces  to  be  inmartial  ftrength  by  fea  or  land,  I  dare  v/ith  confidence 
fpeak,  to  the  grief  of  their  friends,  and  the  glory  of  their  adverfaries,  will  foon  be 
diflblved. 

His  majefty  did  hold  it  unproper,  particularly  to  write  to  the  ftates  of  H&lland; 
for  the  caufe  is  general,  and  concerns  the  ftate  of  this  whole  body,  and  no  provinces 
apart.  With  the  United  Provinces  his  majefty  is  confederate,  and  wLtli  no  feveral, 
provinces  >  and  to  treat  leverally  with  the  ftates  of  Holland,  were  to  lay  an  imputation 
upon  them,  as  the  authors  and  fautors  of  this  fchifm  and  fadlion ;  and  would  breed 
a  jealoufy  and  difl'ruft  in  the  reft>  as  though  Holland  were  overvalued,  or  they  too 
bafely  difefteemed.  You  may,  if  you  think  it  convenient,  impart  to  the  count  Mau- 
rice the  copy  of  this  letter,  before  you  prefent  it  to  the  general  aflembiy.  You  will 
be  careful  in  the  fpeech  you  ufe,  to  contain  yourfelf  within  the  compafs  and  precin6ts 
of  this  letter;  for  his  majefty  hath  no  purpofc  further  to  engage  himfelf  than  by  fair 
indu(5lions  to  fettle  peace  and  concord  amongft  them,  and,  as  much  as  in  himfelf  fhall 
lie,  to  preferve  the  purity  of  religion  without  fpot  or  blemifti. 

I  make  no  doubt,  but  the  letter  will  no  fooner  be  publiftied  in  the  affembly,  but. 
prefently  it  will  come  forth  in  print;  whereof  I  defire  to  receive  fome  copies  from  you. 
Perhaps  fome,  envious  of  the  honour  of  his  majefty,  or  ambitious  ftill  to  fifti  in 
troubled  waters,  which  they  fear  the  air  of  this  letter  may  calm  and  pacify,  will  take 
fome  courfe  to  fmother  and  fuppreft  it.  But  if  you  find  the  count  Maurice,  and  the. 
better  party,  to  approve  it,  you  need  not  make  dainty  yourfelf  to  print  it. 

I  have  acquainted  Jiis  majefty  with  the  relation  you  have  made  to  the  count  Mau- 
rice, and  others  of  the  ftates,  concerning  the  treaty  of  marriage  between  our  prince 
^nd  the  daughter  of  Spain;  and  conformable  to  thofe  direftions  which  you  received 
from  me  to  that  purpofe,  his  majefty's  language  hath  been  to  fir  Noel  Caron  ;  and 
therefore  the  ftates  are  not  to  take  any  alarm,  if  they  fhall  underftand,  that  fir  Johjs^ 
DiGBY  ftiall  be  fent  into  Spain  with  commilTion  to  treat  of  that  marriage.  For  how 
large  foever  his  coramiffion  may  be,  according  to  the  ufual  forms  accuftomed  in  like 
cafes,  yet  is  he  fo  limited  by  his  private  andparticular  inftruclions,  that  only  he  hath 
liberty  to  treat,  but  no  power  to  conclude. 

Sir  John  Bennet,  judge  of  the  Prerogative  court,  is  difpatched  to  the  archd'ukes, 
to  demand  reparation  of  his  majefty's  honour,  which  fliamefully  is  wrongrd  by  a 
moft  infamous  lib*-),  intitled,  IJaaci  Cajauboni  corona  regia.  If  he  may  find  reafon  for 
fuch  an  unfufferable  injury,  his  majefty  and  the  archdukes  will  remain  good  friends: 
But  if  PuTEANUs,  profeffbr  of  humanity  at  Louvain,  the  undoubted  author  of  this, 
fcandalous  pafquil,  fhall  not  be  puniihed,  and  that  exemplarily,  fir  John  Bennet 
hath  order  prefently  to  return,  and  to  bring  mr.  Trumbull  along  with  him. 

Sir  Thomas  Edmondes  hath  taken  his  leave  of  the  king ;  yet  becaufe  we  defire  to- 
be  better  informed  of  the  ftate  of  the  princes  before  his  departure,,  he  doth  for.  a 
while  linger  in  this  town.  His 
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■His  maiefly  doth  require  you  to  take  all  occafions,  both  private  and  public,  to  in- 
duce that  ftate,  that  their  minifter  refiding  in  France  might  hold  good  correfpondency 
with  his  majelty's  embaffador;  and  that  they  would  authorifehim  to  run  with  him  in 
tli£  felt-fame  courfe,  for  tlie  maintenance  and  fupport  ot  that  monarchy,  which  now 
is  governed  partly  by  the  authority  of  Rome,  and  partly  by  the  council  and  advice  of 
Spain.  And  you  may  let  monf  Barnevelt  know,  that  his  majefty  doth  expeft  this 
at  their  hands,  both  out  of  reipeft  and  outof  reafon  of  Hate,  that  their  minifters  abroad 
fhould  have  reference  to  his  embaiTadors;  and  that  fince  his  crowns  and  their  provinces 
are  confederated  together  in  thofe  ftrait  bands  of  amity  and  alliance,  which  have  the 
felf-fame  end  for  the  maintenance  of  the  public  repofe,  they  fhould  ad.vife,  confult, 
and  refolve  together,  what  is  moft  expedient  both  for  the  private  good  of  their  feveral 
mailers,  and  for  the  public  good  of  ail  Chriftendom.  But  if  the  miniHers  of  thofe 
provinces,  either  by  dircvflion  of  their  fuperiors,  or  out  of  a  felf-conceited  wilfulnefs, 
willftand  fingle  alone,  and  take  their  courfes  apart,  they  then  muft  give  his  majefly 
leave  to  provide  for  his  own  particular  without  regard  of  the  welfare  of  thofe  pro- 
vinces ;  which  hitherto  in  all  his  proceedings  he  ever  hath  had  in  an  efpecial  recomr 
mendacion. 

You  Ihall  know,  that  fome  few  days  before  his  majefty's  departure  from  this  town, 
the  merchants  trading  into  the  Levant  prefented  unto  him  an  humble  petition,  com- 
plaining of  the  irreparable  loiTes  received  by  the  pirates,  and  craved  aid  and  aOiftance 
rromhim  to  protect  them  againil:  the  violence  of  thefe  mifcreants.  His  majeily  by 
word  of  mouth  recommended  the  confideration  of  this  petition  to  the  lords  in  general.; 
and  fince  by  letters  to  the  particular  care  of  thofe  lords,  to  whom  he  hath  committed 
the  carriage  of  his  affairs  till  his  return  out  of  Scotland.  The  matter  is  of  importance 
both  for  honour  and  for  charge;  and  therefore  will  afk  time  before  the  lords  can  fet- 
tle their  refolution.  In  the  mean  time  his  majefty's  pleafure  is,  that  you  fhould  con- 
fer with  the  count  Maurice,  and  with  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  with  v.'hom  elfe  you 
fliall  think  convenient,  and  acquaint  them  with  this  defign,  intimating  unto  them,  that 
his  majefty  doth  expeft,  that  they  fhould  join  with  him  in  an  enterprife  fo  honourable, 
and  fo  neceffary  for  the  benefit,  as  of  his  crowns,  fo  of  their  provinces ;  whereof 
fir  Noel  Caron  here  hath  given  full  aflurance:  Yet  by  your  next  let  me  underftand 
how  you  find  them  aifefted  in  this  bufinefs.     And' fo  I  refl:,  &c. 

P.  S.  I  have  received  the  watch  by  fir  William  Paghnam,  for  which  the  queen  will 
thank  you.  I  have  given  order  for  the  payment  of  15/.  to  mr.  Sherborne.  If 
you  have  difburied  more,  I  will  fee  it  difcharged.

In  favour  of  mr.  Thomas  Boothby,  an  honeft  and  well-deferving  merchant  of 

London,  in  his  complaint  againft  one  Moy  Lambert,  a  captain  of  the  flates  fliips, 

who,  by  colour  of  a  licence  given  by  his  majefty  unto  his  fuperiors^for  proiic  iring 

5  pirates 
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pirates  Into  any  roads  or  harbours  of  his  majefty's  dominions,  had  mod  infolently  af- 
faulted  not  only  a  pirate  within  Crook-haven  in  Ireland,  whom  his  m.ajefty  had  received 
long  before  into  his  proteftion,  but  alfo  committed  many  outrages  upon  others  his 
majefty's  good  fubjefts  in  that  place,  as  well  upon  the  land  as  on  the  water,  killing 
fome,  and  maiming  others :  Among  which  number  the  faid  Boothby  having  a  fa£tor 
employed  thither  by  his  mafter,  and  by  leave  from  the  ftate  here,  for  recovery  of  a 
certain  Ihip  and  goods  taken  from  him  by  the  pirate  afore-mentioned,  he  was  blown 
up  with  powder,  efcaping  hardly  with  his  life,  which  only  he  faved,  leaving  both  his 
fliip  and  goods  to  the  Ijpoil  of  the  faid  Lambert. 

May  \\.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Lake:  by  captain  Witchard  :  by- 
way of  Rotterdam. 

Promifes  his  endeavours  to  enfign  Fairfax. 

A  Dutch  fhip,  MoY  Lambert,  makes  a  contradl  with  the  Turkifli  pirates  to  let 
the  fhips  of  the  ftates  pafs  without  moleftation,  and  that  by  public  authority. 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  cannot  learn,  whether,  in  confideration  thereof,  he  fhould 
furniili  them  with  gun-powder. 

*  The  merchants  of  this  country  make  it  a  common  pradlice,  or  rather  a  fet  trade, 

*  to  furnifh  them  with  all  they  want,  though  thereby  they  make  a  rod  to  beat  them- 
'■  felves.  And  it  is  impoffible  to  prevent  this  inconvenience,  they  having  a  common 
'  phrafe  in  their  language,  that  it  money  be  ftirring  in  hell,  they  will  not  fear  to 

*  fetch  it:  And  the  proof  thereof  they  fhewed  in  the  fiege  of  Oftend,  where  the  mer- 

*  chants  of  Amfterdam  did  furnifh  the  Spaniards  with  a  great  part  of  their  munition.' 

The  Dutch,  notwithftanding,  glad  of  the  new-s  of  king  James's  purpofe  to  fend  out 
Ihips  for  the  fupprelTion  of  the  pirates;  and  the  chief  of  them  will  be  ready  to  concur 
with  his  majefty.  The  ftates  now  furnifti  out  fix  men  of  war  for  the  affiftance  of 
the  king  of  Sweden  againft  the  king  of  Poland,  ^  as  well  to  acquit  themfelves  of  an 
'  obligation  of  treaty,  as  to  preferve  thofe  feas  from  moleftation,  where  they  are  jea- 

*  lous  the  king  of  Spain  doth  ferve  himfelf  of  the  king  of  Poland  as  an  inftrument 

*  to  interrupt  their  trade,  which  is  the  feal  of  their  commonwealth. 

'  The  duke  of  Savoy's  agent,  the  fenator  de  Montou,  having  been  formerly  here, 

*  and  fince  made  a  journey  to  the  princes  of  the  Union  into  Germany,  is  now  returned 

*  to  receive  anfvver  of  his  propofition,  which  he  left  with  the  ftates  in  writing,  and  is 

*  in  effcft,  either  to  have  400  foot  and  400  horfe,  or  money  in  proportion  to  pay 

*  fo  many  forces,  which  he  expefts  now  upon  the  diftblving  of  the  two  French  armies, 
'  with  a  greater  fupply  from  the  marfhal  Lesdiguieres  :  All  the  provinces  have 
'  given  their  deputies  power;  and  they  have  a  general  inclination  to  affift  the  duke; 
'  fo  as  when  their  diftraflions  about  religion,  which  are  now  at  their  height,  will 

*  fufFer  them  to  meet  and  take   this  matter  into  deliberation,  I  believe  he  will  have 
"^  fome  contentment;  though  the  princes  of  the  Union,  (who,  by  reafon  of  neigh- 

*  bourhood,  and  other  confiderations,  are  more  interefted  in  the  duke's  prefei-vation) 

'  have 
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<■  have  not  led  the  way  by  any  good  example,  lave  only  by  exprefTing  their  defire  of 
'  a  common  concurrence  betwixt  his  majelly,  this  ftate,  and  themielves,  to  give  the 

*  duke  fome  important  fuccour,  by  which  he  might  be  well  fufta'ined.  But  this  will 
'  be  long  in  treaty,  and  prove  no  better  than  Juccorjo  di  Pija. 

'  There  is  a  treaty  in  hand  to  fend  the  baron  d'Oyen,  who  went  with  acoo  horfe 
*■  out  of  thefe  parts  to  the  affiftance  of  the  princes,  into  Piedmont,  they  being  within 
'  fifteen  days  march,  and  are  entertained  as  yet  for  this  purpofe  betwixt  Mets  in  Lor- 
*"  rain  and  Sedan.     If  this  fucceed,  it  will  fall  out  as  feafonable  for  the  duke,  as  ne- 

*  ceflary,  he  being  to  expe£t  his  enemies  in  the  field  in  the  beginning  of  the  next 
''  month,  at  which  time,  though  their  number  be  much  diminilhed  this  laft  winter, 
*■  they  will  be,  by  the  fupplies  of  Spain,  Naples,  and  the  archdukes  provinces,  25000.

*  Sir  John  Benn$t  is,  as  I  hear,  much  delayed  in  his  bufinefs,  by  reafon  of  the 
^  archduke's  excufes ;  fometimes  upon  devotion,  otherwhile  upon  indifpofition. 

'  Within  few  days  I  fhall  give  his  majefty  account  of  the  fuccefs  of  our  difputes 
^here;  about  which  the  ftates  of  Holland  are  now  affembled,  and  the  provinces  of 
'■  Guelderland,  Zealand,  Friefland,  and  Groningen,  have  this  laft  week  treated  with 

*  them  by  exprefs  deputies  to  the  like  efFeft  as  his  majefty 's  late  letter.  But  whether 

*  thefe  good  and  religious  offices  for  peace  and  quiet  in  the  church  will  fort  that  effeft

May.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  written   in  the  king's  journevj, 
and  received  May  25^, 

SIR, 

About  two  days  before  I  received  yours  touching  the  company  of  fir  Thomas 
Erskine,  I  had  written  to  you  by  his  majefty's  commandment,  and  delivered  the 
fame  to  fir  William  Fairfax,  fon  of  fir  Thomas  Fairfax  of  Yorklhire,  by  whom 
I  had  written  in  his  own  favour  at  the  fuit  of  his  father,  as  you  will  perceive  by  the 
letters.  He  told  me  he  would  not  ftay,  but  go  with  all  expedition  over.  This  I  con- 
vey from  hence  to  mr.  Sherborne  to  be  fent  to  you,  and  is  only  to  advertife  you  of 
the  receit  of  yours,-  and  that  I  have  acquainted  his  majefty  with  it,  who  is  pleafed^. 
that  you  have  prevailed  in  that  bufinefs.  My  lord  Fenton's  letters  I  was  fain  to  fend 
back  to  him  to  London,  for  he  was  not  com.e  out  when  I  received  yours  i  but  is  nov/, 
I  hear,  upon  the  way. 

I  am  forry  to  hear  of  your  divifions,  though  my  laft  was  merrily  written ;  for  I 
doubt  their  grounds  of  religion  do  not  eafily  flip  out  of  mens  hearts,  and  we  muft  here 
be  partial  of  that  fide,  which  defendeth  the  power  of  the  temporal  fword  in  ecclefiafti- 
cal  caufes,  which  I  conceive  to  be  the  main  ground,  why  that  caufe  hath  countenancej 
for  if  we  do  not  fo,  we  prejudice  our  own  courfe,  and  if  we- do,  fericulur/i  eft  ab  altera 
parte.     I  hope  your  aflembly  hath  put  fome  temper  to  it. . 

3.  Thev 
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The  bufinefs  of  France  goetli  yet  ill  with  the  princes  i  and  your  fuccours,  I  fear, 
will  come  too  late.  The  duke  of  *  *  beginneth  to  hearken  to  treaty,  which  is  not  a  good 
llgn.  We  are  a  little  troubled,  that,  fince  they  entered  into  this  laft  a6lion,  we  never 
heard  from  them,  fo  as  mr.  comptroller's  journey  is  in  great  uncertainty,  whether  it 
fhall  proceed  or  no.  And  in  this  Northern  climate  and  remote  we  hear  of  no  other 
matter:  ib  as  I  will  trouble  you  no  longer,  but  reft,  your  lordiliip's  to  command,

My  lord. 

Since  I  wrote  to  you,  I  have  received  three  from  you,  the  laft  the  laft  night,  where- 
in was  incloled  a  packet  from  the  duke  of  Bouillon ;  and  within  that  letters  to  his  ma- 
jefty;  which,  being  written  long  fince  before  the  execution  of  the  marflial  d'Ancre, 
are  now  out  of  date,  and  will  come  to  his  majefty  as  unfealbnable,  as  imbres  pofi  tem- 
■pora  frugum:  for  by  thofe  he  writes  to  me,  I  find  he  doth  demand  alTiftance,  both  of 
men  and  money,  whereof  now  he  hath  no  need,  fince  that,  by  the  death  of  the  marlhal 
d'Ancre,  not  only  a  general  peace  throughout  all  France  will  be  concluded,  but  the 
government  of  affairs  better  reftified,  and  the  ftate  of  that  kingdom  better  eftabliflied. 
Methinks  what  countenance  foever  your  great  ftatefmen  do  fet  upon  it,  when  they  duly 
confider  the  error  they  have  committed,  both  in  private  judgment  and  reafon  of  ftate, 
they  ftiould  be  much  afliamed  to  havefhewedfo  much  forwardnefs  in  advancing  the 
defigns  of  the  gOv-ernment. of  France,  as  then  it  flood;  for  they  could  not  be  ignorant, 
that  as  the  king  was  young  in  years,  fowas  he  in  thraldom  and  in  captivity  under  the 
bondage  of  the  queen  his  mother,  and  ftie  in  fubjeftion  to  the  marflial  d'Ancre,  both 
at  the  devotion  of  the  king  of  Spain,  who  confidently  may  befaid  to  have  had  as  much 
power  and  authority  in  the  management  of  affairs  in  the  court  of  P'rance,  as  the  duke 
of  Lerma  hath  in  x\it  court  of  Spain.  And  this  may  be  believed,  that  in  our  age  the 
king  of  Spain  never  received  fo  heavy  a  blow,  and  that  without  noife  or  bruit;  for 
in  honour  he  may  not  take  notice  of  it,  which  fo  apparently  doth  recall  the  proceed- 
ings, and  rather  renverfe  the  very  foundations,  of  his  ambitious  defigns. 

Therefore  I  fhall  be  glad  to  hear  more  at  large  from  you  (which  in  your  laft 
fo  fparingly  you  touched)  what  cenfure  and  judgment  your  great  ones  do  make, 
atid  amongft  the  reft  the  good  old  princefs,  who  merhinks  lhou!d  be  fomewhat 
camujcd  to  fee  the  chance  fo  fuddenly  turned.  No  aftion  hath  happened  amongft 
iis,  which  fo  lively  hath  difcovered  the  pa-flionate  affeftions  of  our  hearts;  for  all  our 
parafites  and  penfioners  of  Spain  have  loft  all  patience,  and  (which  is  worfe)  all  mo- 
defly  and  moderation,  condemning  this  aftion  as  moft  impious  and  inhuman,  bloody 
and  tyrannical;  not  confidering,  that  it  was  at  the  choice  of  the  king,  whether  he 
would  neglect  the  fafety  of  his  perfon,  and  the  prefervation  of  his  crown,  both  which 
mufl  have  fallen,  if  Ancre  had  flood;  or  proceed,  as  he  did,  fine  forma  IS  figurd 
judlcii  by  martial  law  againft  the  ufurper  of  his  crown  and  ftate.  But  what  opinion 
foever  private  particular  men,  who  aim  at  nothing  eife  but  at  the  advancement  of  their 
own  fortunes,  have  of  this  aftion,  his  majefty  is  pleafed  to  approve  it:  which  doth 
appear  not  only  by  the  outward  dcmonftration  of  his  exceeding  joy  and  contentment, 

when 
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when  firft  he  received  the  news  thereof,  but  alfo  by  letters,  which  with  his  own  hand 
he  hath  written  to  the  French  king,  whereof  with  thefe  you  fliall  receive  a  copy.   Be- 
fides,  mr.  comptroller,  who  hath  charge  in  all  diligence  to  return  into  France,  hath  ex- 
prefs  order  to  congratulate  with  the  marflial  de  Vitry   (for  fo  now  he  is)  that  by  his 
hands  the  king,  his  mafter,  was  delivered  out  of  captivity,  &  mis  hors  de  page.     I 
have  thought  it  not  inconvenient  to  acquaint  you  with  thefe  particularities,  which 
may  direft  you  in  the  courfe  of  your  difcourfe  there,  and  fettle  your  judgment,  both 
in  your  private  conferences,  and,  if  occafion  fo  require,  in  public,    to  fpeak  of  this 
accident,  which  is  of  moft  important  confequence,  as  the  affairs  of  the  world  now 
ftand.     I  underftand  by  mr.  comptroller,   that  you  have  advertifed  him,  that  monf. 
Malre  hath  fent  out  of  Zealand  a  copy  of  his  inftructions,  which  he  is  to  carry  with 
him  into  France.     This  doth  feem  ftrange  to  me;  for  if  it  be  true,  either  fome  of 
my  fervants  (whofe  miniftry  I  necelTarily  muft  ufe)  have  dealt  falfely  with  me,  un- 
derhand to  give  copies  of  them,  which  eafily  I  cannot  believe;  or  mr.  comptroller 
hath  been  wronged  by  fome  of  his  people;  which  is  lefs  to  be  believed,  they  being  all 
ftrangers,  and  not  acquainted  with  any  man,  who  hath  any  reference  to  monf  Malre. 
You  cannot  do  me  a  greater  favour  than  by  your  next  to  advertife  me  of  the  truth  and 
certainty  of  this  advcrtifement ;  for  you  eafily  will  judge  how  nearly  it  doth  concern 
me  to  know  the  truth  thereof.     If  thefe  letters  fhall  come  to  your  hands  before  the 
departure  of  monf.  Malre  from  the  Hague,  and  that  without  your  trouble  you  fhall 
fall  into  his  company,  I  pray  you  let  him  know,  that  complaint  hath  been  made  unto 
me  of  fome  uncourteous  treatment,  that  he  hath  or  would  have  ufed,  to  fir  JoH^F 
Bennet  in  his  paffage  from  Middleburg  to  Antwerp,  as  having  oppofed  againft  a  fafe 
condudt  of  his  paffage  to  free  him  from  moleftation  at  the  fort  of  Lillo.    His  majefty 
hath  fhewed  many  demonftrations  of  his  affeftion  towards  the  good  of  the  province  of 
Zealand ;  and  therefore  it  cannot  be  but  unkindly  taken,  that  his  minifters  paffing  that 
way  fhould  be  uncivilly  and  difcourteoufly.  treated,  efpecially  by  any  of  the  ftates  of 
that  province,  who  having  been  in  England  have  been  entertained  by  his  majefty  with 
all  honour  and  favour. 

I  underftand,  that  certain  of  Arminius's  books  tranflated  into  Englifh  are  printed 
at  Haffelt,  a  town,  I  think,  not  far  from  Utrecht.  I  pray  you  inform  yourfelf  of  the 
truth  thereof;  and,  if  you  find  it  true,  prevent  the  tranfport  of  them  into  England, 
And  fo  with  remembrance  of  my  fervices  to  your  lady,  I  am,  Sec.

Recommending  fir  John  Throckmorton,  having  a  fuit  to  the  ftates  for  the  re- 
inforcing of  his  company  to  a  fuller  number. 

May  -II-.    Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  king:  by  George  MarteNt, 

May  it  pkafe  your  majefty. 

The  tender  care,  v/hich  your  majefty  doth  exprefs  upon  all  occafions,  of  the  welfare 
of  thefe  provinces,  and  particularly  frnce  the  late  differences  about  religion,  of  re- 
iloring  them  to  their  wonted  union  and  tranquillityj  requires  a  diligent  account  not 
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only  of  the  iffue  of  their  prefent  difputes  (whereiiij  when  time  fnail  ferve,  I  fhall  not. 
fail  of  my  duty)  but  likewife  of  the  proceedings. 

This  lafl  alTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  (v/hich  ilill  continues,  though  with  feme 
neceffes  upon  extraordinary  occafions)  was  thought,  and  fo  is  ftill,  to  be  the  laft  of 
many  confiifts  in  this  militant  chiirch  (for  lb  I  may  term  it),  vv'.herein  the  trial  will  be, 
which  party  either  of  the  orthodox  or  Arminians  fhould  prevail;,  in  whicli  regard 
your  majefty's  letters  to  the  ftates  general,  written  in  your  progrefs,  came  very  fea- 
fonably,  not  only  to  explain  your  intention,  butlUcewife  to  fetthem  in  the  way  of  end- 
ing thole  differences,  which  is.  fince  followed  by  the  provinces  of  Guelderland,  Zea- 
land, Friefland,  and  Groningen,  whole  deputies  being  lent  exprefsly  upon  this  occafion- 
kave  had  their  feveral  audiences  in  the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Flolland,,  the  two  laft 
only  as  neighbours  joining  tJiemfelves  in  the  lelf-Cnrte  oiSce. 

Thofe  of  Gueldjerland  coraplainof  the  inconvenience  of  thefe  difFerences,out  of  the- 
fenfe  they  have  of  finding  their  own. province  infefted'with  them.  Zealand  by  conjunc- 
tion of  intereft  and  neighbourhood,,  thougli  free  hitherto  in  itfelf,.  ieems  the  rather 
moved.^^mj;  cum  pruximus  ardet..  Friefland  and  Groning,en,,  as  provinces  more  remote,, 
infift  upon  the  breach  of  the  common  union,  whiclx  is  tied  chiefl.y  by  the  band  of  re- 
ligion. All.  of  tliem  prognofticate  the  dangers,  which  will  follow  both  to  church 
and  commonwealth,  without  fp.eedy  remedy.  And  the  remedy  they  propofe,  is  the. 
fame  recommended  by  your  raajefty  of  a  national  fynod.  Overyfiel  fends  not,  as  was. 
expefted,  being  diftraded  in  their  refolution;  but  the  greater  part  of  that  province 
ftands  well  aft'e<5led. 

Hitherto  they  have  had  no  anfwer  to  their  propofitions,  thofe  of  Holland  being 
divided  in  their  opinions;  the  Arminians  defiring  to  avoid  the  matter  by  faying, 
that  thefe  difputes  about  predeftination  are  not  new  in  thefe  provinces,  but  of 
forty  years  continuance;  and  that  it  Vv'as  not  now  queftion  of  religion,  but  authority,. 
The  contrary  part  protefts  againft  this  evafion,  naming  the  authors  by  whom,  and 
the  times,  wherein^  thefe  new  opinions,  were  introduced,  and  fhewing  how  this  quef- 
tion of  audiority  is  fuperinduced,  as  an.  acceflbry,  though,  nov/  by  artifice  brought 
to  be  the  principal  of  their  dilpute.  So  as  here*  they  do  harere  in  limine,  after  fo  long 
conteftation,  not  yet  agreeing  upon  the  ftate  of  the  queftion.  Mean  time  the  acci- 
dents, which  happen  in  particular  towns  upon  this  occafion,  fhew  the  alteration  of 
the  people,.  In  Oudewater  (a  fmall  but  well-peopled  and  ftrong  place  near  Utrecht) 
the  magiftrates  have  been  forced  by  the  inhabitants  to  fubfcribe  to  an  a6i;  of  admiffion 
of  a  preacher  agreeable  to.  their  liking.'  At  Huefden,  a  frontier  town  upon  Brabant, 
the  church-doors  have  been  broken  open,  this  laft  week  by  the  people,,  and  a  preacher 
put  into  the  pulpit  contrary  to  the  minds  both  of  the  magiftrates  and  the  governor 
likewife,  who. is  of  the  Arminian  faftion.  The  like  would  happen  in, moft  of  thefe 
towns  of  Holland,  fave  only  that  they  are  kept  in  devotion  upon  expeftation  of  the 
event  of  this  prefent  aflembly,  the  fufpicion  whereof  hath  caufed  Rotterdam  to  levy  o, 
company  of  200  foldiers,.  exprefsly  for  the  guard. of  the  magiftrates;  and  the  like  is. 
intended  in  Leyden,  Harlem,  and  Delft;  but  hereby  "they  will  rather  kindle  than 
quench  the  fire,  this  novelty  ferving  only  to  ftir  jealoufies  amongft  the  people,  v/ithout 
ilifficienl  ftrength  upon  any  commotion  to  fupprefs  them.

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In  this  town  por  dar  fafto  (as  they  fay)  al  fopolo,  they  prepare  a  church  for  their 
preaching,  which  notwithftanding  is  proceeded  in  fo  flowly,  that  they  begin  to  lofe 
patience  °  and  were  in  queftion  yefterday,  being  Sunday,  to  poflefs  themfelves  of  the 
chief  church;  which  notwithftanding  they  forbore  for  the  prefent,but  can  hardly  long 
be  contained. 

The  confideration  of  t^iefe  accidents,  joined  to  your  majefty's  letter,  and  the  remon- 
ftrances  of  the  four  provinces,  hath  driven  the  ftates  of  Holland  volentes  7wkntes  (for 
fo  they  are  divided)  to  talk  of  a  lynod;  which  till  this  laft  week  was  never  admitted 
into  deliberation  amongft  them,  but  ftill  rejecfted,  and  without  urgent  neceffity  will 
not  yet  be  proceeded  in,  the  Arminians  forefeeing  their  opinions  cannot  poffibly 
pafs  a  fynod  without  public  cenfure.  Wherefore  it  is  expefted,  that  as  they  have 
hitherto  done,  fothey  will  ftill  continue  to  caft  in  the  way  all  imaginable  impediments: 
and  firft,  to  gain  time,  they  propofe  to  begin  with  a  provincial  fynod  before  the  na- 
tional; which  is  thought  of  both  parts  not  unneceflary;  but  the  deputies  of  the  four 
provinces  (who,  finding  themfelves  delayed  in  their  anfwer,  meet  in  common  councils) 
have  determined  firft  to  treat  in  the  aflembJy  of  the  ftates  general  to  the  fame  effeft 
as  they  have  now  done  with  thofe  of  Holland;  and  then  in  cafe  they  difcover  any  indi- 
rect proceeding  (whereof  they  are  jealous)  have  a  fecret  intent  to  confederate  them- 
felves apart  with  the  five  towns  of  Holland,  and  fuch  of  Overyflel  as  ftand  well 
affedled,  and  fo  feparately  proceed  to  a  national  fynod:  in  which  refolutionif  they  re- 
main conftant,  I  fee  not  how  the  oppofite  party  can  longer  continue  their  opiniatree 
and  ftiffnefs  either  with  reputation  or  fafety. 

Here  are  many  words  caft  out  amongft  thefe  free-lpoken  people,  that  to  end  their 
differences  they  muft  follow  the  example  of  France  in  the  marfhal  d'Ancre,  which  is 
meant  by  thofe  who  are  chief  of  each  faction :  but  the  beft  is,  the  more  is  faid  in  fuch 
cafes,  the  lefs  is  commonly  put  in  execution ;  and  wherefoever  fuch  a  blow  ftiould  light, 
could  not  be  without  much  hurt  to  their  ftate;  on  the  one  fide  with  regard  of  their 
army;  on  the  other  of  their  government,  neither  of  which  can  well  fpare  their  heads 
<)f  fuch  merit  and  experience. 

Much  practice  is  likewife  ufed  to  feparate  the  two  brothers,  count  Maurice  and 
count  Henry,  by  gaining  the  younger  to  the  Arminian  faftion.  But  as  the  one  fhews 
himfelf  to  be  fon  of  that  father,  who  loft  his  life  in  the  caufe  of  religion,  and  a 
knight  of  your  majefty's  order,  who  is  the  protedor  thereof,  fo  I  fee  no  likelihood, 
that  the  other  fliould  degenerate.     Thus  in  all  humility  I  take  leave,  &c.

R'.  Hon^'=' 
Kere  is  again  a  new  recefs  until  the  end  of  this  weelc  of  the  aftembly  of  the  ftates  of 
Holland;  fo  as  toexpeft  longer(asrhave  now  done  a  good  while)  the  conclufion  of  this 
bufinefs  about  religion,  which  doth  wholly  poftefs  us,  were  in  effedl  to  attend  dum  defluat 
amnis.  And  therefore  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  advertife  his  majefty  of  the  pro- 
ceedings herein  by  a  letter,  ¥/hichI  fend  herewith  the  copy  of,  with  th«  tranflated copies 
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of'the  propoficions  of  the  four  provinces;  to  which  I  will  prefume  to  refer  your  ho- 
nour for  as  much  as  belongs  to  this  fubjedt. 

Now  in  anfwer  to  your  honour's  letter  of  the  firft  ofthis  prefent,  received  the  13th  by 
mr.  RossiTER,  I  am  very  glad  to  find  thereby  the  difcour'fe  I  have  held  upon  occafion 
of  the  French  affairs  both  before  and  fince  the  deathof  marlhal  d'Ancre,  doth  fo  well 
concur  with  his  majefty's  mind  (which  appears  by  his  letter  to  the  French  king,, 
wherewith  your  honour  hath  favoured  me)  and  the  judgment  your  honour  maketh 
both  of  their  proceedings  there  and  ours  here.     For  in  debate  about  the  fending  of 
fuccours,  which  cafually  fell  out  fometimes,  though  it  was  purpofely  avoided  as  much-. 
as  might  be,  v/henfoever  I  was  prefent  at  our  council-table,  I  made  appear  how  ther 
French  king  was  then  governed  by  the  queen  regent,  the  queen  by  the  marlnal  d'An- 
CRE.,  and  d'Ancre  by  the  minifters  of  Spain  and  Rome;  fo  as  to  affift  the  French 
king  whilft  he  was  in  this  ftate,  I  concluded,  was   no  other  than  to  give  plenty  of 
nourifliment  to  a  fick  body,  which  quo  magis  nutris,  eo  inagis  ladis.     Since  the  time 
that  the  moft  peccant  humour  of  that  ftate  hath  been  lb  well  corrected  by  letting  of" 
blood,  I  have  not  let  flip  the  occafion  to  make  them  fenfible  here  of  their  errors, 
which  they  are  enough  ready  to  confefs,..  and  withal  to  paint  at  thoie  by  whofe  prac- 
tice and  importunity  they  were  overruled,,  contrary  to  their  private,,,  and  I  may  fay,. 
the  public  inclinatioru. 

For  example,  of  the  violence,,  with  which  this  bufinefs  wa^  carried  (fince  your  ho-- 
nour  can  be  content  to  underftand  more  particulars)  the  queflion  being  moved  in  the: 
aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  touching-  the  fuccours,  a  fufficient  gentleman,  well; 
known  by  your  honour,,  difcourfed  of  the  prefent  condition,  as  it  then  ftood,  of  the 
affairs  of  France,  and  diftinguiihed  thereupon  betwixt  the  words  and.  intention  of 
their  treaty;  wherein  he  was.  taken.up  very  fharply  *  *  *  faying  he  never  ex.petted.fo~ 
much  impudency  in  any  one  of  that  affembly,  as  to  call  their  treaties  lb  lately  con^ 
eluded  into  queftion ;  which  made  not  only  him,  but  all  men  elfe  filent,  and  the  re— 
folution  pail:  in  that  form  as  I  advertifed. 

Since  the  accident  o'i  d'Ancre's  death,  thofe,  who  moft  favoured  the  fending  of 
fuccours,  were  the  loudeft  trumpets  in  publiftung  the  news,  and  were  fo  far  from  ac- 
knowledging a  fault  in  their  former  counfeis,  that  on  the  contrary  they  endeavoured--: 
by  antedated  letters  to  engage  the  whole  ftate  in  patronifing  their  particular  humours  j. 
which  notwithftanding  took  no  place. 

For  the  fa6t  itfelf,,  it  is.  here  univerfally  applauded  as  a  fubject  of  much.  joy,,though : 
for  the  manner  of  it,  fome',  whofe  good  zeal  otherwife  may  excufe  the  error  .of  their.- 
judgments,  howfbever  they  hold,  the  taking  away  fuch  a  perfon  to  be  of  Angular  ufe 
in  this  prefent  conjuncture,  yet  they  do  condemn  it  as  remfejjimi  exempli\  and  think' 
it  may  be  well  faid  to  the  young  king,  as  a  friar  counfelled  one  of  the  houfe  of  Flo- 
rence, who  told  him,  in  confeffion  he  had  a  purpofe  to  kill  th.e  duke,  nonti  ave-zzare.. 

I  find  none  much  depreffed  with  this  accident  but  the  poor  .old  princeis  ot  Orange,,., 
who   is  vifibly   to  every  man's  obfervation   much  changed  and  deca;yed  therewith. 
But  this  proceeds  more  of  her  forrow  for  the  q^ueen  regent,  in  whom  ibe  had  particular-

intereft,  than  for  the  marflia]  d'Anc.re,  towards  whom,  and  his  wile  likewife,  I  have 
heard  her  often  teftify  much  dirafFeclion. 

Our  extraordinary  French  embaffador  monf.  de  la  Noue  is  more  difappointed 
thereby  than  any  el!e,  he  having  built  fuch  caftles  in  the  air  of  the  ntv/  world,  that  at 
his  coming  hither  he  neglefted  fo  much  as  to  take  leave  of  the  old  ofBcers,  though 
with  monf.  Villeroy  he  had  particular  acquaintance;  and  in  a  long  apology  he  hath 
lefc  here  in  writing,  which  goeth  from  hand  to  hand  for  his  fubfcriblng  to  the  council 
of  Trent,  which  he  made  whilft  D'ANCRE-was  then  living,  one  may  well  obferve  am- 
hitionemJcrrptQris.  He  returned  towards  France  on  Tuefday  laft  by  fea  to  Dieppe,, 
having  a  chain  of  400I.  for  a  prefent.. 

The  refident  monf  du  Maurier,.  though  he  had  more  particularly  addrefled  him-- 
felf  to  d'Ancre,  yet  he  continued  a  correlpondency  with  mionf.  de  Villeroy,  where- 
of he  now  reaped  the  fruit,  having  all  the  king's  difpatches  addreffed  to  him  fince^ 
d'Ancre's  death,,  with  much  negleft  of  monf  de  la  NoiIe.     But  his  making  a  bon- 
fire  before  hi&houfe  the  firft  night  of  the  news  feemed  ftrange  to  thofe  who  bad  {ttn^ 
the  copies  of  his  letters  to  d'Ancre. intercepted  and  fent  hither  by  the  princes;  as - 
likewife  here  hath  been  a  fubjeft  of  fome  miCrriment  at  his  double  diligence  fince,  he 
having  fent  an  exprefs  meflenger  with  a  public  order  from  the  ftate  here  to  Amfter- 
dam,  to  feize  upon  certain  goods,-  which  were  emballed  and  fent  from  Paris  to  be' 
conveyed  to  Florence,- fufpefting  them  to  belong  to  the  marfhai  d'Ancre  or  his  wifej- 
but  the  inventory  was  returned  under  the  hand  of  a  public  notary,  of  pots  and  pans 
and  fuch  like  malTarity,  which  were  packt  up  by  a  Florentine  merchant  and  his  wife, 
who  are  removed  by  land  from  Paris  to  Florence,  leaving  their  goods  to  be  fent  by 
fea;  which  is  the  truth  of  this  great  treafure,.  whereof  there  is  much  fpeech,  that  it: 
ihould  arrive  to  half  a  million  of  crowns, 

I  have  made  a  more  particular  inquiry  touching  an  advertifement,  which  eicaped 
my  pen  to  mr.  com.ptroUer,  upon  what  I  had  then  newly  underftood  from  an  old  ac- 
quaintance of  his  and  your  honour's,  and  find  he  borrowed  of  the  truth,  as   he  is- 
charged  often  to  do,  there  being  no  more  than  fuch  advertifements  concerning  mr. - 
eomptroller's  inflru6tions  as  were  collefted  out  of  common  dilcourfe. 

Before  raonf.  Malre  departs,  I  fliall  let  your  honour  know  how  he  doth  anfwer ' 
the  fmall  refpe6l  hath  been  fhewed  fir  John  Benket  in  his  pafTage  f  of  which  I  have 
fpoken  with  his  excellency  for  the  intereft  he  hath  in  the  province  of  Zealand,  having 
i>o  opportunity  to  fpeak  with  Malre  hirnfelf,,.  unlefs-I  fhouldexprefsly  go  unto  hhn  ;■ 
which  I  forbear  to  do,  in  that  for  the  fpace  of  three  weeks  and  more,  which  he  hath^ 
fpent  in  this  town,  he  hath  failed  of  that  courtefy  towards  me  in  performing  fo  much" 
as  a  fimple  vifit,  whereof  he  was  not  wont  to  be  fparing  to  my  predecefTor. 

I  have  fent  to  HafTelt,  to  take  information  both  there  and  at  Campen  (which  place' 
I' rather  fufpeft,  becaufe  it  is  a  town  full  of  paffionate  Arminians,  v>'hereas  Hallelt  is-' 
well  affeifled)  touching  the  books,  which  your  honour  doth  mention  j  and,  in  cafe  there; 
be  any  liich,  will  take  the  belt  order  v,'ith  them  I  may,  - 
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The  deputy  of  our  merchants  at  Middleburg  is  returned  without  obtaining  any  thing 
of  the  Itates,  fave  only  a  republication  of  the  placart  againft  interlopers,  and  a  pro- 
mi  fe  of  their  due  execution,  without  fraud,  of  their  laft  placart  concerning  Tare; 
which  there  is  no  means  here  to  obtain  to  be  revoked :  and  therefore  ail  the  help, 
which  is  left  our  merchants,  is,  by  corredling  their  faults  in  the  *  *  *  of  cloths  at  home, 
to  make  it  of  no  ufe. 

They  have  here  made  It  appear  by  their  taring  bills  to  have  loft  one  whole  cloth  in 
ten ;  which  they  infift  upon  as  a  juft  excufe  for  continuing  their  placart  until  the  abufes 
be  reformed. 

The  duke  of  Savoy's  agent  being  returned  from  the  princes  of  the  union  preffing 
for  an  anfwer  of  his  proportion,  which  he  left  here  at  his  departure  concerning  fuc- 
cours  for  his  mafter,  to  which  the  ftates  are  well  inclined,  and  have  order  from  their 
provinces,  but  fufpend  their  refolution  until  they  hear  the  fuccefs  of  the  treaty  of  peace 
in  Spain,  or  may  be  fatisfied  in  the  duke's  purpofe  to  continue  the  wars. 

The  fuccour  for  the  king  of  Swede,  which  is  now  augmented  to  fix  ftiips  of  war, 
is  upon  fetting  fail  under  the  command  of  the  heer  Opdam,  the  admiral  of  Holland. 

By  this  commodity  the  ftates  fend  a  commiflary  to  receive  their  copper  of  the  king 
of  Swede  in  payment  of  their  laft  loan  of  money,  who  hath  a  letter  likewife  to  the 
king  of  Denmark,  partly  of  complaint,  and  partly  of  counfel,  to  affift  in  preferving 
the  liberty  of  the  Baltic  fea  againft  the  Polac.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  dec. 

June  4.    Secretary  Winwood  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Greenwich, 

My  lord, 

I  am  forry  to  find  by  your  laft,  that  your  confufions  in  matters  of  religion  do  ra- 
ther multiply  than  diminifh;  which  is  the  more  to  be  lamented,  becaule  there  is  no 
prefent  hope  of  fpeedy  amendment.  They  moft  are  to  be  blamed,  who  carry  amongft 
you  the  greateft  authority,  who,  if  they  were  governed  with  reafon  and  difcretion, 
and  not  tranfported  with  paffion  and  animofity,  could  not  but  forefee,  befides  th€ 
fcandalous  imputations  of  herefy  and  fchifm,  which  are  caft  upon  their  ftate,  that  it ' 
is  much  to  be  feared,  a  difiblution  will  follow  in  the  union  of  their  provinces :  and  I 
cannot  but  marvel,  that  feeing  almoft  in  every  town  of  Holland  daily  do  arife  new 
opinions  and  diflenfions,  to  the  ftiame  and  diflionour  of  their  government,  what 
fhould  be  tlie  caufe,  that  your  great  mafters,  who  fit  at  the  fternj  and  hold  the  helm 
in  their  hands,  are  fo  far  from  pacifying  and  appeafing  thefe  troubles,  that,  by  the 
countenance  of  their  authority,  they  are  laid  to  fuffer  them  and  maintain  them. 
Howfoever  that  ftate  long  may  ftand  (and  that  it  may  long  ftand  I  unfeignedly 
wifh  and  pray),  the  honour  of  it  is  eclipfed,  and  long  it  will  be  before  it  recover  the 
antient  luftre,  by  this  erroneous  doctrine  of  Arminius  andVoRSTius,  which  now  in 
every  town  is  preached  and  publiflied,  either  out  of  faftion,  or  out  of  devotion:  and 
whofoever  he  be,  that  fiiall  withftand  the  afiembly  of  a  fynod,  which  is  the  only 
ordinary  means  to  re<5lify  thefe  mifunderftandings,  he  muft  give  me  leave  to  lay,  he 
js  neither  a  g)od  Chriftian  nor  a  good  politician. 

3  I  have 
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I  have  not  fpoken  with  any  of  our  merchants  fince  I  received  your  laft,  and  there- 
fore I  cannot  tel!  what  fatisfadion  they  receive  in  the  anfwer  from  the  Itates  concern- 
ing the  tare :  but  to  me  it  feeins  very  ftrange,  that,  feeing  his.  majefty  hath  been 
pleafed  to  reftore  our  Merchant-adventurers  to  the  exercife  ot  their  antient  trade,  and 
to  fufpend  the  execution  of  the  proclamation  for  dying  and  dreiling  of  cloths,  the 
ftates,  after  ferious  inftance  made  unto  them,  fhould  be  fo  froward  and  perverfe,  as 
not  to  re-e(tablifh  the  merchants  fiatu  quo  priiis,  that  they  might  refume  their  trade 
in  the  felf-fame  towns,  and  upon  as  good  conditions,  as  they  left  it.  I  pray  you  fail 
not,  both  in  public  and  in  private,  upon  all  occafions,  to  let  them  know  how  ditlafte- 
ful  this  kind  of  proceeding  is  to  his  majefty,  and  to  the  whole  ilate -,  and  that  there- 
upon we  build  this  refolution  of  the  little  efteem  thofe  provinces  make  of  the  conti- 
nuance of  our  amity,  and  of  the  coldnefs  of  their  affeftion  longer  to  hold  with  us 
good  quarter  and  correfpondence. 

I  think  in  fome  of  my  former  I  have  written  unto  yon  out  ofthe  freedom  of  my  na- 
ture, and  out  of  the  honour  I  bear  to  the  welfare  of  that  flate,  how  fliameful  and  dif- 
fionourable  a  thing  it  is,  that  they  iliould  treat  and  contradt  any  confederation  with-the 
pirates  of  Algier,  where  I  underftand  they  have  a  conful,  who  is  now  imprifoned  in  the- 
bafla's  houfe.  The  pirates  grow  lb  powerful,,  that,  if  prefent  order  be  not  taken  to; 
fupprefs  them,  our  trade  mufb  ceafe  in  the  Mediterranean  lea;  nay  they  will  fHortly 
grow  fo  infolent  and  prefumptuous,  that  they  will'  adventure  to  pofTefs  our  leas,  and 
aflail  us  in  our  forts.  We  have  a  projeil  to  raife  a  confiderable  fum  of  money  for  the 
fetting  forth  of  a  powerful  armada;  which  if  it  fucceed,  whereof  I  make  no  doubt,  I 
hope  the  ftates  will  join  with  us  in  fo  worthy  and  important  a  fervice.  In  the  mean 
time  I  pray  you  treat  with  the  ftates,  that  they  give  defence  to  all  their  men  of  war,, 
not  to  furnifli  the  pirates  with  powder  and  ammunition;  an  offence  fo  notorious,  that 
aJl  Chriftendom  fpeaks  ftiame  of  it. 

Sir  John  Bonnet  is  upon  his  return,  but  brings  with  him  no  hope  of  contentment. 
With  the  particularities  of  his  negotiation  I  will  acquaint  you  by  my  next. 

His  majefty  being  returned  from  the  fartheft  parts  of  his  journey  into  Scotland,  is 
now  at  Edinburgh,  where  a  parliament  is  fliortly  to  be  held.  He  is,  God  be  thanked^ 
in  very  good  health,  and  fb  are  the  queen  and  prince  here.     So  I  reft,  &c. 

I  leave  my  fecretary  John  More 
to  receive  and  fend  unto  me  all  letters  and  packets. 

May  I'i.  Secretary  Winwood  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton:  from  Greenwich:  re- 
ceived  3  June.  ■ 

Recommending  captain  Huntley,  that  he  might  have  leave  from  the  ftates- 1^ 
refide  in  England  for  a  year. 

May  6.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton:  from  Edinburgh:  by  captaia 
Witchard's  man  ;  received  June  24, 
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My  lord  embaflfador, 

I  received  your  lordfhip's  letters  of  the  25th  of  the  laft  the  4th  of  this  month  at 
Edinburgh,  his  majefty  being  newly  returned  from  a  hunting  journey,  which  he  made 
fifty  miles  farther  into  the  country  immediately  after  his  arrival  here.  I  have  acquainted 
his  majefty  with  it,  who  liketh  well  your  part  done  therein  j  but  thinketh  it  a 
■ftrange  contradictory,  that  they  fhould  have  made  their  way  with  the  pirates,  and  yet 
be  willing  to  concur  with  his  majefty  for  fuppreffing  of  them;  for  that  other  nations 
now  receiving  hurt,  and  they  prove  but  their  trade  being  free,  his  majefty  doth  fcarce 
believe  but  they  will  be  willing  to  let  it  reft,  fo  little  caring  for  others  harms,  fo  as 
they  reap  benefit. 

For  the  matter  itfelf  of  proceeding  againft  the  pirates,  his  majefty  hath  it  in  very 
ferious  confideration,  as  a  work  of  honour  for  him  to  be  the  firft  mover  and  leader  in 
fo  Chriftian  an  enterprife.  Before  his  coming  forth  he  had  conference  with  fome  prin- 
cipal perfons  of  his  council,  and  at  his  departure  recommended  it  to  fuch  of  them  as 
remained  behind,  to  confider  of  fome  folid  way  of  proceeding,  upon  conference  had 
with  the  officers  of  his  navy,  and  other  expert  captains  in  marine  affairs,  who  have 
fpent  fome  time  in  it,  and  advertifed  his  majefty,  that  to  fupprefs  them  utterly  will 
require  a  war  of  two  or  three  years  continuance :  That  the  king  of  Spain  muft  be  dealt 
with,  for  the  ufe  of  his  ports  on  the  coafts  as  well  of  Afric  as  of  Spain,  for  watering, 
repairing,  fuccour  againft  ftorms,  and  all  other  cafualties;  and  that  without  that 
there  is  great  hazard  in  the  attempt.  That  the  charge  is  to  be  carried  by  a  contribution 
of  money  or  ftiipping  from  all  princes  and  ftates,  who  are  intereffed  in  the  lofs  fuf- 
tained  by  their  fubjefts :  That  none  ought  more  liberally  to  contribute  than  the  king 
of  Spain,  as  being  nearer  the  danger,  and  having  moft  felt  of  it.  Whereupon  inftruc- 
tion  is  given  to  fir  John  Digby  now  going  into  Spain,  to  move  there,  and  to  prefs 
it  earneftly,  as  well  for  ufe  of  the  ports,  affiftance  of  his  people,  and  contribution  of 
money,  which  is  thought  the  fitteft  help  to  be  had  from  him,  for  that  the  fhipping  of 
England  and  the  Low  Countries  is  thought  more  meet  for  this  employment  than  the 
fhipping  of  Spain.  There  is  order  likewife  given  to  move  Venice. and  Savoy,  and  to 
deal  with  the  French  king  for  contribution,  and  fo  with  you,  who  being  near  at 
hand,  it  is  conceived,  when  we  fee  others  difpofition,  will  be  moft  convenient  to  urge 
to  you,  efpecially  the  anfwer  of  Spain,  which  mr.  vice-chamberlain  is  directed  to  re- 
turn with  all  fpeed,  that  his  majefty  may  difcern  what  ftrength  is  meet  to  be  provided 
againft  the  time  ferve:  for  it  is  doubted  much  by  the  feamen,  that  it  will  be  late  to 
■do  much  this  year. 

The  Londoners  have  offered  liberal  contribution  of  20,000/.  yearly  for  two  years 
and  more,  if  need  be.  Whether  my  lords  at  London,  to  whom  the  matter  is  com- 
mitted, have  yet  been  with  monf.  Caron,  I  cannot  tell  you ;  but  they  purpofe  to 
.do,  and  to  fend  to  your  lordftiip  alfo ;  for  fo  they  are  dire6led. 

For  matter  here,  there  is  little  to  write  of  from  fo  remote  a  place.  We  are  fixed 
•for  a  time  in  this  city  till  the  parliament  be  pafied,  which  beginneth  the  17th  of  this 
month.  In  the  mean  while  his  majefty  is  in  confultation  by  way  of  preparation  to- 
wards his  ends,  which  ****»*j  that  Is,  to  procure  better  maintenance  than  the 
«iinlftry  here  hath,  and  fome  conformity  between  this  church  and  ours  in  England 

in 
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in  the  public  fervice;  whereof  of  the  firft  it  is  hard  to  guefs  the  fucccfs,  fo  many 
great  men  are  interefled  in  the  tythes.  Towards  the  other  his  majefty  hath  let  up 
his  chapel  here  in  like  manner  of  fervicCj  as  it  is  in  England  i  which  is  yet  frequent- 
ed well  by  the  people  of  the  country. 

When  the  parliament  is  palTed,  our  journey  homewards  beginning,  which  we  long 
for,  although  we  have  here  very  kind  and  magnificent  entertainment:  But  we  would 
fain  have  fome  pleafure  of  our  own  homes  this  fummer. 

I  have  nothing  elfe  to  trouble  you  with,  but  your  old  acquaintance  Mr.  Toby 
Matthew  hath  by  the  favour  of  my  lord  of  Buckingham  obtained  leave  to  come 
home  for  a  time;  and,  if  he  will  take  the  oath,  may,  I  think,  flay  longer,  as  his  be- 
haviour fhall  be. 

Sir  Maurice  Berkley  is  dead,  and  fir  Roger  Gwyn  fallen  diilrafted:  Herbert 
Croft  retired  into  France,  to  avoid  indifting;  fo  as  the  lower  houfe  will  have  a  great 
alteration  of  adtors ;  what  of  minds,  I  cannot  forefee.

We  are  now  towards  a  parliament,  which  beglnneth  on  Thurfday  next,  and  wiU 
not  hold  above  ten  days;  and  that  being  done  about  the  beginning  of  next  month, 
we  fhall  begin  a  progrefs  here,  but  towards  home,  and  his  majefly  keepeth  his  pur- 
pofe  to  be  at  Carlifle  the  5th  of  Auguft. 

We  do  hear,  that  your  controverfies  do  multiply,  or  at  leafl  grow  intenfe;  and 
that  the  town  of  Rotterdam  flandeth  upon  its  guard;  and  that  the  ficknefs  groweth 
in  the  country,  which  we  are  afraid  may  flip  over  into  England,  if  it  continues. 

Things  in  France  arc  well  fettled,  and  they  begin  to  interpofe  in  the  matter  of  Sa- 
voy with  Ibme  countenance.     So  I  reft,  &c.

I  have  had  this  morning  large  communication  with  monf.  Barnevelt  touching 
the  points  contained  in  your  honour's  laft  by  Dieston  of  the  4th  of  this  prefent: 
and  firft  in  their  order  concerning  our  merchants  affairs,  and  particularly  about 
tare,  he  faith,  that  the  ftates  have  made  a  diligent  coUedion  of  thofe  reafons,  which 
have  induced  them  to  infift  upon  their  former  placart  for  the  good  of  the  trade  on  both 
parts;  which  they  will  fend  to  their  embafTador  fir  Noel  Caron,  and  by  him  in- 
form the  lords  of  his  majefty's  privy-council,  with  which  he  prefumes  they  will  reft 
well  fatisfied. 

T  Touching 
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Touching  the  pirates  in  the  Mediterranean  fea,  he  confeffeth,  that  true  it  is  the 
ftates  by  means  of  their  conful  now  imprifoned  at  Algier  have  treated  with  them  ac 
fuch  time  as  they  Tent  the  faid  confui  for  the  releafe  of  certain  fhips  and  prifoners 
taken  by  the  pirates,  and  held  in  the  nature  of  flaves,  to  obferve  the  fame  capitula- 
tion, which  the  ftates  have  contracted  with  the  grand  fignior.  The  fhips  and  mea 
were  ranfomed,  but  at  exceflive  rates  ;  and  the  treaty  admitted,  but  with  this  claufe, 
that  the  pirates  (hould  have  liberty  to  fearch  their  merchant  fhips  for  Spanifh  and. 
Portugal  goods;  which  being  reported  hither,  the  ftates  have  hitherto  returned  no- 
anfwer,  accounting  this  condition  no  ways  acceptable :  And  now  he  aiTures  me  they 
•will  proceed  no  farther  herein ;  but  when  they  may  be  made  acquainted  with  his  ma- 
iefty's  defign,  tliey  will  conjoin  their  aftiftance  as  againft  a  common  enemy;  and  in 
cafe  this  expedition  for  the  aid  of  the  kingofSv>'ede  proceed  not  (as  there  is  now  like- 
lihood the  occafion  will  ceafe)  that  then  they  intend  to  fend  that  fleet  into  the  Medi- 
terranean,, where  they  have  now  no  fhips.  And  touching  the  furnifliing  the  pirates 
v/ith  powder,  he  faith  it  is  a  great  wrong  done  to  them  in  their  reputation,  that  they» 
■who  have  been  the  only  oppreflbrs  of  the  pirates,  ftiould  be  thought  to  be  the  fo- 
menters  of  them,  there  being  at  no  time  any  fuch  thing  done  by  public  avow,  nor- 
can  be  done  fecretly  by  the  captains  and  officers  of  their  men  of  war,  without  peril  of 
their  lives. 

I  thought  this  a  fit  time  to  put  him  in  mind  of  his  majefty's  laft  letter  to  the  ftates 
concerning  their  differences  about  religion,  which,  I  told   him,  I  prefumed,  they- 
would  neither  leave  unfatisfied  nor   unanfwered;  which  they  could  not  longer  do 
without  peril  to  themfelves,  and  diftafte  to  his  majefty,  in  flievving  a  negleft  of  his 
wholefome  counfels. 

To  this  he  anfwered,  that  he  held  it  fit,  an  anfwer  fliould  be  fent  his^  majefhy  1 
but  that  they  were  in  that  ftate,  they  knew  not  what  to  refolve  or  anfwer,  becaufe  of 
the  practice  of  fome  amongft  them  on  the  one  fide  to  take  the  authority  from  the 
magiftrate,  and  put  the  fsime  v/holly  into  the  power  of  the  ecclefiaftics ;  and.  on  the 
other,  to  rule  all  by  popular  faction,  and  not  by  that  hand  of  fovereignty,  which  be- 
longed to  the  nobility  and  ftates  of  tlieir  province,  whkh  he  was  v/ell  affured  was  not 
his  majefty's  mind,  knowing,  that   his  majefty  did  cherifn  the  union  of  their  ftate, , 
and  not  the  fchiim  and  faction  into  which  many  would  caft  them :  and  therefore  when 
his  majefty  fhould  be  well  informed  (v?hich  point. he  touched  often,  as  implying  the 
contrary)  of  the  ftate  of  their  affiiirs,  he  doubted  not  but  that  he  would  approve  their 
tadeavoursj  who  did  flrand  fimi.for.the  maintenance  of  due  authority  belonging  tO; 
fuperiors..  .j  , 

I  told'  him,  he  might  well  make  this  judgment  of  Ms  majefty's  mind  by  all  his  pro- 
ceedings both  in  his  own  kingdoms  at  home,  and  with  his  friends  abroad,  and  parti- 
cularly by  his  laft  letter,  wherein  he  made  it  appear  in  what  deteftation  he  hath  fchifin 
and  faftion;  and  in  that  regard, how  neceffary  he  thought  it  for  the  welfare  of  their  < 
Itate,  and  prevention  of  farther  mifchief,  to  have  them  call  a  national  fynod,  whereby 
the  authority  of  the  magiftrate  would  be  preferved,  without  which  a. fynod  would, 
not  be  lawfully  called;  and  in  the  execution  of  what  fhould  be  refolvedin  fynod,  their 
authority  would  be  again  employed,  without  which  the- refolutionsef  fynods  could 

have 
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have  no  force.  I  faid  farther,  he  might  well  note,  how  his  majefty  in  his  letter  did 
particularly  recommend  unto  them  the  ufe  of  their  authority  in  protecting  the  true  re- 
formed religion ;  and  not  to  fuffer  under  that  title  the  fame  to  be  opprefltd  :  but  fee- 
ing their  queftions  of  religion  and  authority  were  fo  mixc  and  multiplied,  and  even 
that  affembly  itfelf  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which  he  would  have  in  force,  divided 
within  itfelf,  the  matter  was  too  far  gone  to  be  helped  by  any  ordinary  means;  and 
therefore  they  were  to  have  recourfe  to  this  extraordinary,  but  ufual  courfe  in  fuch 
cafes,  which  was  recommended  by  his  majefty,  and  counfelled  by  the  greateit  part  ot 
their  provinces. 

He  replied  unto  me,  that  the  ecclefiaftics  of  thefe  parts  were  fo  prepared,  that  no- 
thing concerning  thefe  queftions  could  be  propofed  unto  them,  wherein  their  judg- 
ments were  free;  and  therefore  that  a  fynod  could  not  be  admitted  :  and  in  this  ar- 
crument  extended  himfelf  fo  far,  and  with  fuch  heat  different  from  hi^  cuftom,  that 
I  perceive  he  ftill  remains  not  only  alienate,  but  oppofite  to  this  courfe;  wherein  it 
is  very  evident,  that  his  private  intereft  doth  fway  his  judgment  in  the  public,  in  that 
no  eclipfe  of  the  authority  of  the  magiftrate,  of  which  he  is  jealous,  can  fucceed  with- 
out abridging  his  particular  authority,  which  he  hath  long  executed,  and  ib  might  ftill 
have  continued  without  oppofition,  if  it  had  not  been  by  this  trap  embrajfer,  which 
he  now  feeth  either  he  mult  go  through  withal,  ox Jucmmberey  which  is  againft  his 
nature. 

He  hath  propofed  thefe  two  days  paft  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  a 
forcible  courfe  of  reducino-  this  church  of  the  Hague  a2:ain  into  one  con2;reo;ation,  as 
an  example  to  the  other  towns,  which  are  in  like  mariner  divided;  wherein  he  was 
feconded  by  all  thofe  of  his  faftion,  but  oppofed  by  the  other  five  towns.  Whereupon 
he  fell  into  a  paffion,  faying  he  found  they  v/ere  grown  into  diftafte  of  his  perfon  and 
fervice  ;  and  therefore  defired,  in  refpeft  of  his  age,  he  might  retire  himfelf  from 
the  farther  managing  of  their  aff'airs  j  v/herein  no  anfwer  was  made  any  way  to  dif- 
courage  him. 

In  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  the  4^  of  this  prefent  the  four  provinces  of 
Guelderland,  Zealand,  Friefland,  and  Groningen,  having  had  their  audiences  by 
their  extraordinary  deputies  concerning  a  national  fynod  to  the  fame  efFeft,  and  almoft 
in  the  fanie  words,  of  thofe  fpeeches  I  fent  your  honour  the  1 9th'  of  the  laft,  which 
they  ufed  in  the  affembly  of  thofe  of  Holland,  an  order  was  conceived  according  to 
a  tranflated  copy,  which  I  fend  herewith ;  wherein  your  honour  will  obferve  a  dif- 
ference betwixt  Guelderland  and  the  reft,  the  deputies  of  that  province  being  divided 
amongft  themfelves,  and  therefore  fpeaking  more  faintly.  But  now  that  province  hath 
fent  exprefs  order  by  new  deputies  to  conjoin  in  the  fame  refolution  as  the  three 
others,  both  for  their  meeting  in  the  midft  of  Auguft  next,  and  calling  of  a  fynod, 
■with  thofe  circumftances  which  are  contained  in  the  order. 

O/eryffel  hath  at  this  prefent  an  affembly  to  treat  of  the  fame  point;  but  it  is 
doubtful  what  they  will  relblve ;  Deventer  and  Campen  being  oppofite,  the  firft  of 
the  contra-remonftrants  faftion,  the  other  of  the  remonftrants,  and  Swoli  divided : 
but  howfoever  th^re  are  four  provinces  againft  three.     New  if  this  bufinefs  muft  be 

T  2  carried 
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carried  by  plurality  of  voices,  according  as  the  remonftrants  do  infift  in  the  afTembly- 
of  the  ftatcs  of  Holland,  there  being  four  voices  againft  three  for  a  fynod  in  the  af- 
fembiy  of  the  dates  general,  either  the  plurality  there  muft  take  place,  and  oblige- 
them ;  or  elfe  they  muft  no  longer  infift  upon  their  plurality  of  voices  in  the  ftates  of 
Hoiiand,  where,  the  facT:ion  of  the  rem.onftrants  being  the  ftronger,  they  overfway  the. 
reft  Kti'inerando  fenientlas  non  ■pondsrando. 

With  thofe  of  Holland  there  is  fometimes  a  propofition  made  of  feparating  them- 
itlves,  and  every  town  to  govern  itfelf  after  their  own  manner;  in  which  cafe  the  five 
towns,  which  ftand  for  the  contra-remonftrants,  profefs  they  will  conjoin  themfelves 
to  the  four  provinces,  which,  if  no  better  can  be  eflefted,.  is  like  to  be  the  refolu- 
iSon ;  and  thofe  provinces  and  tov/ns  at'the  time  of  the  next  meeting  about  two  month2> 
hence  to  call  a  fynod  apart. 

Mean  while  thofe  of  Holland  draw-  on  their  affembly  in  length,  left  now  in  the 
time  of-  their  fairs,  which  run  by  courfe  through  their  chief  towns,  the  people,  being 
•vino  flenus  &  ird,  fhould  fall  into  fury,  from  which  it  is  with  much  difficulty  de- 
tained :  and  here  in  this  tov/n  it  is  every  Sunday  expefted  the  chief  church  fhould  be 
feized  upon. 

On  Sunday  laft-  there  was  danger  ofa  new  tumult  iii  Oudewater,  by  catching  at  a 
word;  Lydius  there  faying  in  his  fermon,  that  the  Indianen  did  worfliip  the  devil, 
which  lome  of  his-jealous  hearers  miftook  for  Arminianen.. 

From  Alkmaer  we  hear,  that,  an  Arminian  preacher  was  free  from  any  fuch  danger 
of  being  intrapped,  he  having  pofTefTion  of  the  chief  church,  but  no  audience  on  a. 
Sunday  in  the  forenoon  but  fome  few.  of  the  magiftrates  ■,  and  in  the  afternoon  none; 
but  his  wife.  This  is  made  a  fubjeft  of  merriment ;  and  I  write  it  to  ftiew  your  ho- 
nour how  the  people  fall  daily  from,  that  party,. 

As  any  thing  farther  fucceed,  I  will  not  fail  to  advertife  your  honour  before  your 
departure  into  Scotlandj,  and  in  your  abfence  make  ufe  of  that  addrefs  you  give  me  in. 
London.. 

The  French  embaffador  monf.  du  Maurier  Hath  been  put  in  mind,  out  of  France, 
of  the  leave  he  an<ed  to  go  thither  before  the  marfhal  d'Ancre's  de:th;  and  is  accordi- 
ingly  gone  that  way  yefterday,  leaving  behind  him  his  wife  and  family,  as  gages  of 
his  return.    Yet  here  is  doubt  he  {hall  be  no. longer  continued  in  this  employment. 

Some  few  days  before  his  departure  He  prefented  letters  of  thanks  from. the  French 
king  for  the  fuccours,  which  were  intended  to  be  fent  the  king;  and  in  his  fpeech  in,- 
fifted  upon  fome  public  refentment  to  be  fhewed  againft  the  colonel  Guent  for  aid- 
ing the  princes. 

At  his  leave-taking  he  declared  the  king's  intention,  to  aflift  the  duke  of  Savoy^ 
and  pcrfuaded  the  ftates  to  do  the  like :  to  which  they  were  before  well  inclined,  and  are 
now  fo  much  the  more  furthered  by  being  freed  of  a  fear,  that  in  giving  afTiftance  to 

that 
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that  duke,  they  fliould  furnifli  the  French  with  an  anfwer  to  their  pretending  necefiity 
for  the  money,  which  is  due  unto  him  for  the  pay  of  the  French  regiments,  when 
they  ufe  liberality  to  princes  fo  far  remote.  Yet  hitherio  nothing  is  concluded,  by 
reafon  of  a  diflraftion  about  colonel  Guent's  troops,  which  the  ftates  have  in  delibe- 
ration to  fend  and  entertain  in  the  duke's  fervice  for  the  fpace  office  months.  Mean 
while  they  have  given  quarter  to  fome  of  them  in  their  towns,  and  the  reil:  lodge  in 
the  marquis  of  Brandenburg's  country  j  and  if  they  can  be  induced  to  go  to  that  fer- 
vice, the  dates  reiblve  to  give  th-em  convoy  until  they  are  pail  danger  of  the  count 
Vanderberg,  who  waits  upon  them  with  aooo  foot  and  800  horfe  to  hinder  their 
pafiage  or  lodging  in  the  countries  fubjeft  either  to  the  archdukes  or  to  the  duke  of 
Nev/bure;h.

Here  is  fome  hope,,  that  the  wars  betwixt  the  kings  of  Poland  and  Swede  proceed 
not ;  of  which  here  have  been  lately  very  hot  alarms,  here  being  yeftejday  divers 
merchants  arrived  out  of  thofe  parts,  who  f;iy  there  is.  only  a  levy  of  three  regiments 
made  by  the  count  of  Altem  for  the  king  of  Poland,  but  no  declaration  where  thofe 
men  fliall  be  employed. 

The  king  of  Swede's  embaflador  here  refident  is  now  going  to  the  king  his 
mafter,  having  a  purpofe  in  this  journey  to  endeavour  by  that  king's  means  to  draw 
into  union  with  this  ftate,  and  the  other  united  princes,  the  king  ot  Denmark,  where- 
in he  hath  had  fpeech  with  the  chief  here,  and  demanded  of  me  how  I  thought  his 
-majefty  would  approve  hereof:  wherein  I  would  not  difcourage  him,  though  1  fee 
fmall  appearance  of  any  fruit  of  his  endeavours,  fince  the  fear  of  the  common  enemy 
in  the  Baltic  fea  doth  begin  to  ceafe,  which,  if  it  had  continued,  might  indeed  have 
been  vinculum  amkitia.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,

The  opportunity  of  a  pafTage,  and  a  fit  meflenger  direiSly  into  Scotland  within  three 
days  after  my  laft  difpatch  to  your  honour,  which  was  of  the  13th  of  this  prefenr, 
caufed  me  to  give  his  majefty  an  account  as  well  of  the  gejieral  occurrents  as 
of  the  affairs  of  this  ftate,  by  a  letter,  to  the  copy  whereof  I  prefume  to  refer  your 
honour  for  as  much  as  fucceeded  in  that  fmall  interim. 

_Since  here  is  advertifement  from  the  ftates  extraordinary  embaflador  Strick,  who 
is  now  in  Pruflia  with  the  marquis  of  Brandenburg,  that  the  town  of  Elbe  is  again 
bandited  by  the  king  of  Poland,  in  which  refpecl  the  town  for  fecuricy  hath  united 
itfelf  to  Tornigen  and  Dantzick,  which  together  do  levy  men  for  the  defence  thereof^ 

The  king  of  Poland  hath  fent  his  embaflador  to  the  marquis  of  Brandenburg  at 
Berlin,  by  whom  he  demands  paiTage  for  his  foldiers,  fuccours  both  of  men  and  money 
for  his  wars,  commodity  for  the  building  of  four  ftiips,  and  promife  to  declare  all  thofe 
©f  the  reformed  religion  incapable  of  government  in  Pruffia :  "Which  extravagant 
demands  do  Ihew  an  intention  in  that  king  to  make  war  in  thofe  parts;  the  doubt 
whereof  hath  chafed  away  the  duke  of  Courlandj  who  hath  left  his  country  to  be  de- 
fended 
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fended  by  a  gentleman,  whom  he  hath  placed  there  as  his  deputy.  And  here  a  propo- 
fition  was  made  on  Friday  laft,  at  the  prefentation  of  thefe  letters  of  their  embaffador 
Strick  to  the  ftates  general,  by  the  agent  of  the  prince  of  Brandenburg,  to  have  the 
fhips,  which  were  formerly  defigned  to  the  Baltic  lea,  continued  in  that  fervice,  fince 
the  occafion,  for  which  they  were  put  in  readinefs,  doth  not  ceafe,  as  was  imagined, 
■when  their  revocation  was  this  laft  week  refolved  upon:  but  herein  there  is  hitherto 
no  new  order  taken. 

The  Venetian  refident  had  audience  yefterday  of  the  ftates  general,  wherein  he  gave 
account  of  fuch  accidents  in  the  Gulph,  as  fhew  an  increafe  of  rupture  betwixt  his 
mafter  and  the  Spaniard  j  and  concluded  with  a  requeft  in  favour  of  the  duke  of 
Savoy,  to  ha.ften  the  refolution  of  this  ftate  for  his  fuccours. 

In  this  bufinefs  concerning  Savoy  we  find  the  effefh  of  the  diftraftions  of  this  ftate  - 
about  religion  -,  which  do  grov/  by  degrees  into  a  formed  faction,  that,  v/hich  one 
party  requires  or  ftrews  to  admit  with  willingnefs,  being  croffed  by  the  other,  out  of  an 
Jiumour  of  contradiction  only,  without  further  defign. 

Upon  the  firft-  propofition,  after  the  fenator  de  Montove's  return  out  of  Germany, 
the  council  of  ftate  being  called  before  the  ftates  general  to  deliberate  thereupon,  a 
general  inclination  was  there  declared  to  affift  the  duke  nemine  contradicente.  After- 
wards thofe  of  Holland  made  difficulty,  excufing  themfelves  upon  their  divifions  in 
religion,  which  hindered  their  refolutions.  And  though  this,  being  a  bufinefs  of  ftate, 
and  belonging  to  a  foreign  prince  far  remote,  had  no  imaginable  reference  to  thofe  do- 
meftic  troubles,  yet  there  was  hold  laid  upon  it  by  thofe  who  have  the  chief  fway  ia 
the  aflembly  of  Holland,  to  inforce  a  confent  to  their  particular  defires,  or  elfe  to  make 
it  appear,  that  nothing  but  what  pleafed  them,  fliould  pafs  concerning  the  public. 
But  finding,  tliat  this  could  not  take  place,  and  likewife  perceiving  an  advantage, 
which  the  other  provinces  took  at  this  backwardnefs  in  charging  thofe  of  Holland 
therewith,  as  oppofites  to  that  which  belonged  to  the  public  ferviccj  the  day  before 
they  brake  up,  they  took  a  refolution  more  large  and  liberal  than  was  expefted  ; 
which  being  two  days  fince  declared  by  monf.  Barnevelt  in  the  aflembly  of  the 
ftates  general,  thofe  which  were  moft  forward  before  (as  the  deputies  of  Guelderland 
by  name)  and  were  now  to  contribute  fro  rata^  flew  back,  as  if  they  had  no  fuch  , 
ample  authority  from  their  principals.  Yet  this  will  be  no  hindrance,  for  their  con- 
fent being  already  given  in  general,  and  Holland  having  now  led  the  way  in  particular, 
the  reft  will  follow.  And  I  believe  this  next  week  the  fenator  de  Montove  will  be 
difpatched  with  good  fatisfaftion. 

The  experience  your  honour  hath  of  the  conftitution  of  this  ftate  maketh  me  defcend 
to  thofe  particularities  in  the  carriage  of  this  bufinefs,  which  to  any  other  would  be 
impertinent.  And  to  the  end  I  may  hereafter  write  with  more  freedom,  I  fend  your 
honour  herewith  a  cypher,  which  is  fo  much  the  more  neceflTary,  becaufe  of  the  more 
.hazard,  which  letters  may  run,  when  they  are  to  follow  you  into  Scotland. 

As  yet  there  hath  no  alteration  happened  fince  the  feparation  of  the  ftates  of  Holland ; 

^buc  I  do  not  fee  how  it  can  be  long  avoided  in  this  town  of  the  Hague:  And  ofthis  moft

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of  the  reft  are  like  to  take  example,  the  contra-remonftrants  having  declared  them- 
felves,  that  they  will  no  longer  content  themfelves  with  the  Englifh  church,  nor  with 
that  which  is  preparing  for  them  in  the  Voorhoot  j  but  that  they  will  have  the  ufe  of 
the  great  church,  with  their  own  deacons  and  preachers,  as  refolved  no  longer  to  yield 
to  that  innovation,  by  which  they  have  been  thus  long  molefted.  And  it  is  expefted, , 
iinlefs  his  excellency  divert  them,  that  the  next  communion  Sunday  they  will  feize 
themfelves.  of  the  great  church. 

His  excellency  hath  this  laft  week  declared  himfelf  to  monf  Barnevelt,  that  hfi 
would  no  longer  hear  Utenbogard,  but  that  he  would  fend  for  another  preacher  out 
of  France:  with  which  monf  Barnevelt  was  much  troubled,  as   not  expefling  fo- 
much  zeal  and  warmnefs  in. this  caufe  from  his  excellency,  whole  temper  he  prefumed 
much  upon. 

I  have  heard  both  from  Haflel  and  Campen,  from  men  upon  whom  I  may  rely,. 
and  cannot  find,  that  in  either  of  thofe  towns  any  fuch  book  of  Arminius  tranflated. 
into  Englilh  flriould  be  there  printed,  as  your  honour  in  your  former  letters  doth  men- 
tion.    Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,,  &c.

Since  my  laft  to  your  honour  by  col.  Brogue  of  the  j6th  of  June  (by  whom  I  fent 
a  difpatch  to  his  majefty  under  the  fame  date)  I  have  received  divers  letters  from  your 
honour,  whereof  the  moft  part  were  recommendatory  j  and  thofe  I  will  fatisfy  to  the 
beft  of  my  power, 

Thofe  from  your  honour  of  the  i6th  of  May^  as  on  the  one  fide  they  fliow  his  ma- 
Jefty's  princely  defign  in  fuppreffing  of  the  pirates  in  the  Mediterranean  fea-,  fo  on  the  • 
other  they  intimate  a  diftruft  of  the  concurrence  of  this-ftate  therein:  but  as  they  do 
here  much  encourage  his'  majefty  in  this  intention,  fo  have  I  received  good  alTurance 
of  tliofe  who  have  moft  authority  in  this  ftats,  that  when  they  be  made  acquainted  par- 
ticularly with  the  defign,  they  will  be  ready  to  give  their  affiftance,  they  being  as  yet 
no  way  fo  far  engaged  with  the  pirates  of  Algier  and  Tunis,  as  to  abridge  their  liberty  3 
the  treaty,  which  was  made  by  their  conful  (whom  your  honour  hath  heard  is  now 
imprifoned  at  Algier),  having  been  never  ratified  from  hence  in  regard  of  one  article, . 
that  the  pirates  ftiould  have  liberty  to  fearch  their  ftiips  for  Spanilli  goods;  the  dif- 
grace  and  difficulty  whereof  held  their  confent  in  fufpence  :  And  nov/  I  believe  (in  cafe  ; 
his  majefty  continue  his  purpofe  of  affailing  the  pirates)  they  will  rather  feek  the  fe- 
curity  of  tlieir  trade  by  force  of  arms,  which  hath  place  with  all  men^  than  by  treaty 
■with  thofe  whom  no  promifes  can  oblige, 

Undef. 
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Under  correftion,  I  fee  not  how  the  Spaniard  can  be  induced  to  contribute  towards 
the  maintenance  of  his  majefty's  fhips,  and  thofe  of  his  country,  in  this  fervice 
(though  the  chief  benefit  of  the  fecurity  of  trade  will  redound  to  that  nation,  as  they 
chiefly  iufFer  if  the  contrary)  in  regard  that  by  this  means  we  fhall  have  men  of  war 
in  exercife  at  their  coft;  which,  according  to  the  change  of  affairs  of  this  world,  may 
be  employed  to  their  prejudice:  and  hereof  it  is  likely  they  as  reconciled  enemies  will 
i)e  jealous. 

We  have  here  at  this  prefent  news  out  of  Spain,  that  the  Spanifli  fleet  in  Manillas 
is  utterly  defeated  by  the  Hollanders  5  and  by  one  Spilberg,  who  hath  condufted 
two  rich  fhips  out  of  the  Eaft-Indies,  we  have  relation  of  a  new  difcovery  of  a  paflage 
into  mare  pacificum,  made  by  one  Lamer  [Le  Maire']  of  North  Holland,  who  not 
being  of  the  Eaft-Indian  Company  (which  hath  privilege  in  the  ftraits  of  Magellan) 
went  two  degrees  farther,  and  found  that  to  be  fea  beyond  'Terra  del  fuogo,  which 
the  globes  and  maps  decypher  terra  firraa;  fo  that  in  one  day  the  paflage  may  be  failed 
through,  it  being  feven  leagues  in  breadth  and  feven  leagues  only  in  length.  Of  this 
by  reafon  of  the  rarity  we  muft  expeft  more  aflfurance,  though  it  be  received  here  as 
truth :  and  in  confidence  of  thefe  good  fucceflTes  they  are  here  in  treaty  about  a  com- 
pany for  the  Weft-Indies  by  example  of  that  for  the  Eaft :  for  which  here  are  mer- 
chants, which  undertake  at  firft  for  a  ftock  of  three  millions  of  florins. 

The  duke  of  Savoy  hath  afliftance  from  hence  of  50,000  florins  monthly,  begin- 
ning with  Auguft  next,  for  the  fpace  of  four  months,  fo  as  the  wars  of  Piedmont 
continue  fo  long;  and  his  minifter  the  fenator  de  Montou  is  now  going  into  Germany 
to  follicit  the  like  fuccours  from  the  princes  of  the  union  and  the  eleftor  of  Saxe, 
with  whom  that  duke  hath  alliance. 

Our  differences  about  religion  will  yet  grow  worfe  before  they  can  be  better;  and 
in  the  end  all  is  like  to  come  to  confufion,  unlefs  they  take  the  courfe  of  fynod  recom- 
mended by  his  majefty ;  for  which  and  for  other  accidents  concerning  this  bufmefs  the 
ftates  of  Holland  meet  fooner  by  a  week  than  they  intended,  and  thofe  of  the  other 
provinces  hold  their  appointment  the  15  th  of  Auguft  next. 

Toby  Matthew  is  gone  to  the  Spa  for  his  health  before  he  makes  ufe  of  his  licence 
to  return.  Sir  Herbert  Croft  lurketh  fecretly  in  the  archdukes  country  under  the 
name  of  William  Edwards.  I  do  much  lament  your  domeftic  trouble  we  hear 
of  here  in  your  honour's  ablence;  which  cannot  choofe  but  moleft  your  honour  fo 
much  the  more,  by  how  much  reafon  you  had  to  promife  yourfelf  all  comfort  in  your 
daughter's  match :  And  the  knowledge  I  have  had  of  my  lord  her  hufband,  joined 
to  the  refpeifl  I  have  always  borne  both  you  and  yours,  makes  me  participate  of  the 
grief,  which  your  honour  with  your  accultomed  wifdom  muft  bear,  as  a  worldly  acci- 
dent, and  overcome  with  patience.  So  I  commit  your  honour  to  God's  blefTed  pro- 
teftion.

By  my  two  laft  difpatches  of  the  i6th  and  azd  of  June  your  honour  will  have  feen 

what  delays  and  alterations  a  public  bufinefs  concerning  the  fuccours  of  Savoy  did 
fufFer  by  reafon  of  our  private  diftraftionsj  whicli  appears  likewifc  in  the  conclufion- 
there  being  no  refolution  therein  until  the  2d  of  this  prefentj  and  that,  which  was 
then  taken,  differing  both  in  quality  and  quantity  from  the  former  inclination  of  the  ftates, 
they  having  now  thought  it  bell  to  give  the  affiftance  in  money  only  by  50,000  gilders 
monthly,  beginning  with  Auguft  next;  and  this  for  the  fpace  of  four  months,  but 
.conditionally,  that  the  war  of  Piedmont  continues  fo  long.  They  account  (as  will  ap- 
pear to  your  honour  by  the  copy  of  their  anfwer)  that  this  fum  will  pay  4000  foot 
and  400  horfe;  which  according  to  the  I?on  mefnage  of  this  country  may  lb  hold  out, 
but  will  fail  by  the  one  half  of  the  rates  of  Italy,  if  they  reckon  as  well  the  charge  of 
the  levy  as  of  the  entertainment. 

Howfoever  this  fuccour  in  money  be  not  anfwerable  to  expe<ftation,  the  duke  of 
Savoy's  minifter  doth  reft  fatisfied  therewith,  confidering  there  is  no  prefent  alliance 
betwixt  his  matter  and  this  ftate,  nor  precedent  obligation:  And  he  acknowledgeth 
to  have  been  affifted  herein  by  his  majefty's  favour,  I  having  often  interceded  for  him 
in  conformity  to  the  exprefs  order  I  received  from  your  honour  by  your  letters  in 
February  laft,  and  was  employed  herein  betwixt  the  ftates  and  him  to  remove  fome 
difficulties. 

The  troops  of  baron  d'Oyen,  which  have  been  long  entertained  in  Nimeguen,  and 
other  frontier  towns,  partly  in  expectation  of  their  pay  from  the  princes  in  Erance,  and 
partly  for  this  fervice  of  Savoy,  will  not  be  difbanded,  they  having  received  from  the 
princes  one  montli's  pay  only  of  three, which  was  promifed  them,  and  being  out  of 
hope  of  means  to  be  condufted  into  Savoy,  for  which  this  allowance  of  the  ftates  will 
not  fuffice,  there  having  been  certain  large  conditions  pafTed  betwixt  the  count  Ca- 
MiLLO  Taffin  (one  employed  by  the  duke  of  Savoy  for  this  purpofe)  and  the  baron 
d'Oven;  which  the  fenator  de  Mon'tou,  who  hath  negotiated  this  bufinefs  with  the 
ftates  (notwithftanding  that  he  hath  been  written  unto  by  an  exprefs  courier  from  the 
marquis  de  Lanze  and  other  minifters  of  the  duke  of  Savoy  at  Paris)  is  neither  wil- 
ling nor  able  to  perform,  he  having  already  diftiurfed  part  of  his  money  to  one  Col- 
LESTEiN,  a  German  colonel,  who  with  the  count  de  Mansflet  hath  undertaken  to 
tonduft  3000  foot  into  Piedmont  for  the  duke's  fervice. 

In  cafe  thefe  horfe  had  been  fent  and  paid  by  the  ilates.  count  Henry  had  a  defire 
-to  have  the  command  of  them;  whkh  failing,  he  now  pretends  to  go  as  a  private 
man  to  fee  the  duke  of  Savoy,  he  having  a  purpofe  to  abfent  himfelf  from  home  for  a 
time,  as  well  in  regard  of  his  match  with  the  landgrave's  daughter,  the  croflTes  whereof 
do  give  him  animiim  peregrinandi,  as  for  avoiding  offence  here  at  honie  betwixt  thefe 
partialities,   wherein  he  is  not  willing  to  imbark  himfel£ 

The  lex')'  the  count  Levestein  hath  undertaken  for  the  Venetians  is  at  a  ftay  by 
reafon  of  the  difficulty  to  get  fhipping  at  this  time  of  the  year,  when  the  feamen  ap- 
prehend the  danger  of  becahrnng  in  the  pafi'age  of  the  StraitSj  whereby  ch.ey  ftiali  be 
expofed  to  the  danger  of  the  Spanifli  gallies. 

U  ■  Here 
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Here  is  newly  returned  out  of  the  Eait-Indies  one  Spilberg  of  Zaaland,  who  hath 
conducled  thither  in  fafety  two  fhips  ofgreat  burden  laden  to  the  value  of  two  millions 
and  half  of  florins,  this  Seing  his  third  voyage  from  the  Eaft,  and  having  made  this 
laft  bv  the  Weft  throui^h  the  ftraits  of  Magellan. 

He  hath  brought  with.hirn  one  la  MF.R,.{bn-to  a  wealthy  merchant  of  North  Hol- 
land, who  not  being  of  the  Eaft-Inilia  company  hath  made  a  voyage  in  the  nature  of 
an  interloper  with  two.ftaips  palling  by  the  Wefl-Indies,  and  fo  arriving  three  months 
before  Spilberg  in  the  Eaft.     One  of  his  fliips  he  hath  loft  by  cafualty  of  fire  in  Bra- 
fil:  with  the  other  he  pretends,  to  have  difcovered  a  new  pallage   into  the  South  fea- 
betwixt  60  and  70  leagues  beyond  the  ftraits  of  iVIagellan  in  theheight  of  55  degrees 
and  a  few  minutes,  the  paflage  being  7  Dutch. mile^  in  breadth  and  no  more  in  length,.. 
fo  as  in  lefs  than  one  day  it  may  be  failed  through;  whereas  the  ftraits  of  Magellan, 
require  betwixt  three  weeks  and  a  month,  by  reafon  of  the  length  of  the  way  and* 
variety  of  winds. 

Your  honour  will  conceive  the  confequence  hereof,  if  the  relation  hold  true,  which 
is  queftioned  by  this  Eaft-Indian  company,  they  having  arrefted  laMer's  ftiip  in  the' 
Eaft-Indies,  for  breaking  their  privilege  of  the  Magellan  ftraits,  and  pleading  this  ne.w 
difcovery  to  be  an  invention  to  deludethem. 

The  journal  I  cannot  yet  recover  by  reafon  of  la  Mer's  controverfy  with"  the  com- 
pany ;  and  becaufe  he  feeks,  before  he  will  communicate' the  fame,  a  privilege  of  the 
ftates  deteSiionis  jure,  to  ufe  that  paftage  alone  for  certain  years;  but  his  map  I  have 
feen,  wherein  he  makes  T^£rra  del  fuego  an  iOand,  which  hath  been  hitherto  efteemed  a 
continent,  and  hath  given  names  to  two  other  ilands,  which  he. difcovered  tov/ards  the 
fouth,  the  States,  the  other.  B'arnevelt.. 

Here  have  been  certain  merchants  upon  the  heat  of  thefe  accidents  to  treat  with 
the  ftates  touching  the  framing  a  company  for  the  Weft  Indies,  after  the  example  of 
the  other  in  the  Eaft;  in.  which  they  undertake  for  a  ftock  of  thre€  millions  of  florins: 
and  at  this  prefenr  they  have  news  by  letters  of  the  6th  and  loth  of  the  laft  from 
Seville,  that  their  fleet  in  the  Eaft  Indies  hath  utterly  defeated  the  Spanifh  armada  at 
the  Manillas,  to  which  they  give  the  more  credit,  becaufe  Spilberg  reporteth  he  left, 
in  November  laft  ten.men  of  war  well  provided  at  Bantam^  and  ready  to  fet  fail  foi?; 
this  purpofe. 

Upon  news  of  an  arreft  in  Spain,  and  likewife  in  Naples  and  Sicily,  of  theffiips  and 
merchandife  belonging  to  this  ftate,  the-  Itates  have  written  expoftulatery  letters  to 
BruflTels,  which  they  have  fent  by  our  huifier  Hendrickson,  with  order  to  attend 
lour  days  only  for  the  anfwer. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  alTemble  a  week  fooner  than  was  appointed ;  by  reafon 
that  the  contra-remonftrants  here  at  the  Hague  have  poffefled  themfclves  of  the 
church  in  the  Woorholt  of  their  own  private  motive,  without  any  public  order  or. 
licenfe ;  they  having  now  had  their  fermons  therein  two  ieveral  Sundays  and  one 
work-day,  and  are  a  greater  congregation  by  many  than,  thofe  who  frequent  the 
chief  church. 

3  It 
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It  is  certain,  that  they  were  led  by  the  artifice  of  the  contrary  part  to  feize  them- 
■felves  of  this  church,  whereby  to  divert  them  from  their  defign  upon  the  other; 
and  yet  the  day  following  their  firft  fermon,  the  church-doors  were  fliut  up,  and  the 
minifter,  that  preached,  called  to  an  account  by  the  council  of  Holland,  as  having 
committed  an  offence.  The  day  following  the  church-doors  were  opened  again  for 
fear  of  tumult;  and  fo  was  it  intended,  when  they  were  fhut  up  :  but  thefc  demon- 
ilrations  are  ufed,  to  make  it  appear  the  courfesof  the  contra- remonflrants  are  guided 
rather  by  violence  than  order,  whereby  to  keep  in  devotion  fuch  fpirits,  as  agreeing 
with  them  in  opinion,  do  notwithftanding  dilallowfuch  kind  of  proceeding:  and  if 
thefe  men  now  in  the  Woorholt  fhould  be  once  authorifed,  it  is  certain  t! le  other  church 
would  be  left  very  defolate :  and  of  thefe  churches  here  the  refb  of  Holland  would 
take  example,  according  to  the  ufe  proper}  Jequi  qua  piget  imhoare. 

177  hath  been  lately  in  182  to  direft,  that  43,  47,  4c,  ^2-^  Tj.^  38,  20  from  in- 
Hfling  farther  upon  7.214.  The  like  diligence  hath  been  ufed  by  other  means  with 
180;  but  they  both  perfill  in  their  former  purpofe  offending  to  189  at  the  appointed 
time. 

I  fend  your  honour  an  abflract  of  the  frefhefl  letters  out  of  Pruflia  from  the  ftates 
embaflador  Sticchius,  with  others  from  Cleves,  touching  the  affairs  of  Germany; 
wherein  the  chiefefb  matter  of  confideration  is  the  emperor's  coming  in  perfon  to  Dref- 
den,  which  is  here  thought  to  be  for  ether  defigns  than  is  pretended,  as  particularly 
by  gaining  the  eleftor  of  Saxe  to  pais  the  eleAion  of  the  king  of  the  Romans,  with 
other  matters  of  advantage  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria,  without  regard  of  the  other 
eleflors. 

The  duke  of  Savoy's  embaffador  (for  fo  he  hath  commifTion  to  qualify  himfelf  in 
Germany,  though  here  he  had  no  other  ftyle  than  the  fenator  de  Montou)  hath  order 
from  his  mafler  to  go  from  hence  to  the  eleftor  of  Saxe  to  demand  his  affiftance,  as 
being  of  his  blood  conjointly  with  the  princes  of  the  union,  with  whom  he  dothpro- 
mife  himfelf  good  fuccefs,  having  had  their  recommendation  to  the  ftates,  and  now  re- 
turning with  tliis  refolution  of  fuccoursof  many  as  an  effe6l  of  their  counfels. 

I  am  required  at  this  prefent  by  letters  and  a  commifTioner  fent  exprefsly  from  the 
count  of  Eaft-Friefland  to  alTift  him  here  with  the  ftates  in  certain  differences  newly 
riien  betwixt  him  and  certain  of  his  nobility;  wherein  rfhall  readily  obey  the  com- 
mandment I  received  from  his  majefty  in  my  inftruiStions. 

This  letter  by  computation  muft  find  your  honour  about  the- time  of  your  arrival  m 
Scotland,  fo  as  you  will  be  pleafedto  inform  his^  majefty,  if  there  be  any  thing  therein 
"Worth  his  knowledge. 

I  prefume  to  convey  a  letter  under  your  honouPs  cover  to  mr.  Tecretary  Lake,  in 
anfwer  of  fuch  as  I  have  lately  received  from  him.

Were  it  not  for  the  return  of  this  bearer,  the  poft  of  the  Hague,  Ifhould  not  at 
this  time  give  you  this  trouble,  for  your  laft  letters  require  no  aafwerj  and  at  this 
time  little  occurreth  worthy  your  knowledge. 

You  ara  not  ignorant  what  iffue  fir  John  Bennet's  negotiation  hath  had:  accord- 
ing to  his  inftrut^ions,  he  hath  had  audience  after  his  return  before  the  lords,  who 
finding  the  matter  to  import  no  lefs^  than  the  breach  of  that  amity,  which  long  hath 
continued  between  the  king  and  the  archduke  Ai-bsrt,  have  held  this  to  be  the 
fafeft  courfe,  to  difpatch  to  his  majefty  one  Dr.  Ducke,  who  attended  fir  John  Ben- 
net  in  this  negotiation;}  by  whofe  relation  when  his  majefliy  fliall  underfl:and  the 
v^hole  ftate  of  this  bufinefs,  he  may  be  pleafed  to  determine  what  in  his  wifdom  he 
Ihall  hold  mofl:  convenient  both  for  his  honour  and  his  fervice.-  It  would  be  but  a. 
trouble  both  to  you  and  to  me  to  fend  you  all  the  pieces  and  particularities  of  this  pro- 
ceeding: the  fum  of  all  is  contained  in  his  protefl:ation,  a  copy  whereof  I  fend  here- 
with untx)  you.. 

The  complaints  we  receive  both  at  home  and  abroad  of  the  llrange  and  indirect- 
proceedings  of  the  ftates  and  their  minifl:ers,  do  make  me  fear,  that  if  they  continue 
in  their  peremptory  obftinacy,  prefuming  to  carry  all  before  them  with-  a  high  and 
ftrong  handy  we  fiiall  not  be  able,,  neither  in.  reafon  of  ftate,  nor  in  duty  to  the  king-s 
fervice,  nor  for  the  honour  of  our  nation,,  long  to  hold  good  quarter  with  them.  To 
let  pafs  the  bufinefs  of  the  tare,  whereby  tacitly  and  indireftly  they  w©uld  banifh  the 
.commerce  of  our  clothing  out  of  their  provinces,  the  grievances,  which  our  mer- 
chants of  the  Eaft-Indian  company  daily  do  fuffer  by  the  intolerable  infolencies  of 
their  people  trading  in,  thofe  parts,  are  of  tliat  dangeious  confequence  for  the  time  to 
^ome,  that  if  they  be  not  prefently  remedied,  an  open  breach  will- ere  long  enfuc  be- 
tween his  majefty's  kingdoms  and  their  provinces.. 

As  we  have  not  much,.  Co  the  beft  news  I  can  fend  you^is,  that  his  majefty  in 
Scotland,  and  the  queen  and  prince  here,  are  all  in  good  health.  Our  laft  letters  from 
thence  tell  us,  that  the  parliament  there  is  ended;  and  that  the  earl  of  AuuNDEt, 
the  earl  of  Pembroke,  and  the  lord  Zouch,  are  lately  fworn  of  the  privy  council  of 
Scotland, 

I  am  yet  uncertain  when  I  fhall  begin  my  journey  that  wayj  fopthough  I  formerly 
intended  to  fet  forward  as  upon  this  day,  the  prefent  conftitution  of  his  majefty's  af- 
fairs will  not  permit  that  I  fhould  remove  from  hence  until  I  fhall  farther  underftand" 
his  majefty's  pleafure  therein.     And  fo  for  the  prefent  I  take  my  leave,,  &c.

Here  is  little  for  the  prefent  worthy  of  an  exprefs  difpatch ;  our  greateft  and  I 
may  lay  the  only  bufinefs  of  moment  (which  is  the  queftion  about  religion)  remaining 
ftill  in  fieri,  and  nothing  m  faSio  to  be  advertifcd  ;  yet  are  the  degrees,  by  which  we 
proceed,  fomewhat  confiderable,  here  being  much  artifice  ufed  by  the  Arminian 
faftion  to  avoid  the  fcandal  of  refufing  a  fynod,  and  yet  as  ftrong  a  perfeverance  con- 
tinued as  ever  in  oppofing  the  fame ;  for  this  they  know  to  be  a  rock,  on  which  an 
ill  caufe  cannot  touch  without  fufFering  ihipwreck,  though  that,  which  is  good  and 
ftrong  in  itfelf,  and  can  (as  we  fay)  hold  out  water,  runs  no  hazard.  They  therefore 
decline  whatfoever  is  propofed  to  conduce  to  this  end,  and  make  other  overtures, 
Ipecious  in  (hew,  but  indeed  hard,  if  not  impofiible,  to  be  effected. 

The  national  fynod  recommended  firiit  by  his  majefty,  and  afterwards  defired  and  re- 
iblved  upon  by  Guelderland,  Zealand,  Friefland,  and.  Groningen,  the  major  part  of 
the  ftates  of  Holland  now  prefently  afierabled  (who  ftand  afFefted  as  your  honour  well 
knows)  do  utterly  rejedt,  under  pretence,  that  it  is  not  for  the  dignity  of  this  pro-, 
vince,  which  hath  fo  long  given  the  law  to  the  reft,  now  to  yield,  and  be  overruled 
by  them :  and  even  thofe  amongft  them,  which  wiih  well  to  the  common  caufe,  are 
not  a  little  drawn  the  fame  way  with  tlus  jjunto  d'honore,  fo  as  in  place  hereof  they 
are  now-  in  deliberation  of  a  provincial  fynod,  which  they  would  feemto  intend  as  a- 
way  to:  an  oecumenical  council  of  all  the  reformed  churches  (a  thing  wherewith  they 
judge  his  majefty  will  be  well  pleafed,  as- formerly  wifhed  by  him)-,  and  this  provin- 
cial fynod  they  require  to  be  performed  by  two  deputies  of  every  claffis  with  affiftance 
©f  fome  of  the  ftates :  The  eledtion  of  the  deputies  for  the  fynod  to  be  likewife  made 
in  prefence  of  four  of  the  magiftrates^  and  the  double  number  of  deputies  to  be 
chofen,  that  is,,  four  for  every  da£is,  the  rejsiftion  of  two' whereof  ftiouid  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  magiftrates-. 

The  form  of  this  ele<51:ion  is  oppofed  by  thofe,  who  obferve  the  fame  not  only  to  be 
different  from  all  former  cuftom,.  but  likewife  to  carry  with  it  the  inconvenience  of 
having  all  the  deputies  either  declared  Arminians,  or  that  way  affefted,  becaufe  the- 
magiftrate  will  have  fo  great  a  hand  therein.  Wherefore  the  manner  is.  more  ftood 
in  than  the  matter  (which  few  or  none  dogainfay),  a  provincial  fynod  being  thought 
neceffary,  as  ferving  well  for  a  preparative,  if  not  for  a  perfefk  remedy  to  cur.-  thefe 
diftempers:  and  herein,,  by  reafbn  of  the  ftiffnefs  011  the  one  fide,  and  jealoufies  on 
the  other,,  they  are  yet  far  from  agreement. 

In  two  other  points  they  have  taken  a  refolution*  fince  their  laft  meeting ;  the- 
©ne  to  make  a  proclamadon  againft  fpeaking  ill  of  the  inagiftrates  j  the  other  to  ad- 
monifh  their  minifters  by  a  letter  to  forbear  inveftives  in  their  fermonsi  both  matters- 
of  good  appearance,, yet  fuch  as  carry  with  them  a  tacit  condemnation  of  the  contra- 

remenftrants. 
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remonflrantSj  as  If  fcandalum  fnagnalum  ^  maledicenfia  vierejuG:]Y  to  he  Imputed  to 
them.  ,  '    . 

There  hath  been  lately  a  queflion  in  the  town  ofiNimeguen  touching  the  intro- 
ducing of  a  contra-remonftrant  preacher,  wherein_ the  governor  and  garrifon  fhewed 
themfelves  oppofite  to  the  Arminians,  threatning  to  put  themfelves  in  arms;  and 
thereof  came  complaint  to  the  ftates  general,  which  was  a  whole  forenoon's  bufinefs, 
the  10th  of  this  prefent,  his  excellency  and  the  council  of  ftate  being  called  thereunto 
by  feven  of  the  clock  in  the  morning :  but  the  governor  being  there  prefent  acquitted 
himfelf  well,  and  was  licenfed  without  fo  much  as  a  reprimand.  The  quellion  about 
the  minifter  was  remitted-  to  the  province  of  Guelderland,  of  which  Nimeguen  is  a 
part,  contrary  to  the  opinion  and  ear^ieft  endeavours  of  174  and  213,  who  would 
have  commiffioners  fent  in  the  name  of  the  ilates  general  to  take  knowledge  of  the 
matter,  whereby  to  draw  th-e  fame  from  the  ftates  of  Guelderland,  -with  whom  the 
party  of  the  contra-remonftrants  is  the  ftronger. 

This  repulfe  went  fo  far  to  the  heart  of  174,  that  he  fickened  prefently,  and'fo  re- 
mained for  two  or  three  days,  when,  as  if  he  had  recovered  new  ftrength,  he  came  to 
192,  and  there  beginning  with  a  preface,  that  though  for  age  and  weaknefs  he  rather 
defired  to  retire  himfelf,  yet  in  fuch  extremities  of  -i§i,  he  would  not  abandon  their 
fervice.'  He  then  produced  a  letter  from  12,  to  25,  27,  35,  which  contained,  that 
100  being  better  informed  of  thofe  affairs  did  much  condemn  the  proceedings  of 
:2i2,  as  tending  to  the  overthrow  of  the  authority  of  192,  and  hereupon  made  many 
inferences  to  rlie  advantage  of  his  party,  andparticularly  to  the  difcrediting  of  the  34, 
10,  49,  51,  ^2y  '7>  5'>  5^'  ^9'  47j  froiTfi  100  to  190  touching  214,  as  if  it  had 
-been;dri\i^n  from  101  by  praiStice. 

Upon  swhat  ground  127  hath  written  this,  I  cannot  fay  j  but  of  this  197  is  well  af- 
-fured,  that  there  is  an  intention  in  174  to  procure  from  101,  if  it  be  poffible,  fome 
letters  qr  meflage  to  190  in  conformity  to  the  former  34,  19,  52,  6§,  67,  51, 
do,  48,ifor  confirmation  of  the  authority  of  192,  he  afcribing  this  laft,  and  fo  hath 
voiced  it  .through  181,  as  obtained  by  the  means  of  H4;  and  not  otherwife  agreeing 
with  the.  mind  of  loi. 

The  carriage  of  things  by  1 90  de  haufe  iuicle  both  here  and  abroad  (which  your 
'honour  doth  touchin  your  letters  of  the  7th  of  this  prefent)  cannot  be  excufed ;  but  by 
•whofe  natural  high  ipirit  this  manner  of  proceeding  Vt'as  firft  introduced,  and  is  ftill

continued,  your  honour  can  well  judge;  fo  as  the  increafe  of  the  authority  of  192,

iWhece  174  hath  all  power,  and  by  confequence  with  \  90,  will  augment  the  Inconve- 
nience;'and  on  th^  contrary  it  may  be  hoped,  that  174  failing  of  26,  29,  50,  \-j, 
38,  16,  20,  49,  in  the  matter  now  In  queftion,  may  put  water  in  his  wine,  and 
Jearn  mote  temper  and  moderation. 

Touching  the  complaints  of  our  merchants  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  I  would  gladly  be 
made  acciuaipted,  if  your  honour  fo  pleafe,  with  fome  particularities,  to  the  .end  1 


migHr 
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mio-ht  have  fomewhat  to  anfwer  to  thcle  men  here,  who  lay  to  our  merchants  charc^e 
the  furnilhing  the  Spaniards  and  Portugais  with  powder  and  other  munition,  bcfides 
other  courfes  tending  to  both  our  prejudices  in  chat  trade  for  tlie  prefent,  and  our 
ruins  for  the  future. 

The  archdukes  have  made  a  courteous  anfwer  to  the  letter  from  the  ftatcs>  whereof 
I  advertifed  your  honour  In  my  laft  touching  the  arreft  of  Ihips  of  thefe  provinces 
in  Spain  and  Italy,  promifing  fpeedily  to  write  into  Spain  for  redrefs  :  but  fmce  here 
have  been  affembled  betwixt  feventy  and  eighty  of  the  beft  merchants  of  thefe  pro- 
vinces, with  complaint  of  many  more  fhips  of  thefe  provinces  (rayed  in  thofe  parts 
to  the  number  of  fifty,  all  of  great  burden,  whereof,  when  their  former  letters  were 
written,  there  was  no  knowledge;  and  they  recpire  by  petition  either  fpeedy  redrefs, 
OF  thirty  fail  of  men  of  war  to  be  fent  to  the  coaft  of  Spain,  whereby  to  right  them- 
felv€s:'to  whom  monf,  Barnevelt  made  anfwer,  that  they  trading  there  for  their' 
avarice,  and  having  fo  deeply  engaged  themfelves,  muft  not  think  fo  haftily  to  en- 
gage the  ftate  :  with  which  hafty  anfwer  they  remain  very  ill  fatisfied.. 

The  count  Levestein  hath  at  length  agreed  for  fhipping  for  the  tranfport  of  his 
men  for  Venice,  and  obtained  of  the  ftates  Delfzijl  in  Friefland  for  the  place  of 
their  imbarking,  being  refufed  at  Embden  :  as  likewife  is  difficulty  made  by  the  count 
of  Embden  for  their  paflage  through  his  open  country,  for  which  the  ftates  and  his 
excellency  have  written  unto  him,  and  have  fent  an  exprefs  meffenger,  whom  at  the 
requeft  of  the  Venetian  refident  I  have  accompanied  with  a  letter  to  the  fame  elFeclj 
prefuming  that  it  will" not  be  difagreeable  to  his  majefty, . 

Ihave  lately  affifted  the  count  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general  according  to  his- 
exprefs  defire,  upon  occafion  of  difFererrces  betvv'Ixt  him  and  certain  of  the  nobility 
of  his  ftates  ;  which  the  ftate  here  would  evoke  from  thence  to  be  ended  by  their 
commiffioners ;  whereas  the  count  requires  either  to  have  the  matter  pais  by  ordi- 
nary courfe  of  juftice,  or  elfe  that  nothing  may  be  done  without  knov,jkdge  and  ap- 
probation of  his  majefty. 

Herein  the  ftates  have  hitherto  made  no  anfwer;  but  the  demand  is  fo  reafdnable, 
that  howfoever  the  count's  oppofite  party  hath  made  friends  amongft  thtm^  though 
it  may  be  protradtedj  it  cannot  well  be  denied. 

Of  the  count  Maurice's  leaving  his  chapel  in  the  court,  and  frequenting  this  new 
church  hereby  in  the  Woorholt,  and  count  Henry's  abftaining  from  both,  becaufe 
he  will  difpleafe  none,  your  honour  will  have  heard  by  common  report,  they  being 
things  of  great  note  j  as  it  is  likewife  much  obferved,  that  in  this  new  church  they 
particularly  pray  for  his  majefty's  proiperity  :  with  which  I  will  end  for-  the  prefent^^^ 
and  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

Thefe  affairs  of  religion  grow  daily  to  greater  diforder,  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of 
Holland  being  abfolutely  dilTolved,  and  a  refolution  taken  by  plurality  of  voices  (all 
of  the  Arminian  fa6tion)  without  confent  of  the  reft,  to  prefcribe  a  new  oath  to  the 
ibldiers  in  garrifon  here  within  this  province,  to  affift  the  magiftrates,  in  occafion  of  any 
tumult,  and  particularly  in  repelling  fuch  of  the  people  as  would  poffefs  themfelves 
either  of  churches,  or  any  other  public  places  for  their  fermons.     This  was  imnae- 
diately  put  in  praftice  at  the  Brill,  whither  the  order  was  fent  the  26th  of  this  prefent 
being  Saturday,  under  pretence,  that  the  people  the  next  day  did  intend  to  fet  up  a 
contra- remonftrant  preacher,  againft  the  mind  of  the  magiftrate;  fo  as  the  oath  being 
tendered  to  three  Dutch  captains  being  there  in  garrifon  was  prefently  taken:  and  a 
fpeech  being  fuddenly  raifed,  that  count  Maurice  doth  intend  to  furprize  the  town, 
the  burghers  were  all  night  inarms,  and  the  next  daylikewife,  and  the  guards  of  thefol- 
diers  doubled,  with  artillery  planted  againft  the  place  of  landing:  At  all  which  his  ex- 
cellency being  much  fcandalized,  complained  himfelf  two  days  after  to  the  council 
of  ftate,  and  they  in  a  whole  body  with  an  uniform  confent  went  with  him  to  the  ftates 
general,  (hewing  the  inconvenience,  which  would  come  of  this  new  oath,  which  would 
put  both  the  foldiers  and  inhabitants  into  great  jealoufies,  the  one  being  made  the 
inftrument  of  violence,  and  the  other  of  being  forced  in  matter  of  confcience :  To 
which  his  excellency  added  his  perfonal  complaint,  and  for  conclufion  required,  that 
t-hofe  of  Holland  fhould  be  advifed  by  the  ftates  general  to  defift  miniftring  this  new 
oath,  and  to  content  themfelves  -with  the  antient  form  of  allegiance,  by  which  their 
officers  were  fworn  to  the  ftates  general,  his  excellency,  and  the  towns  wherefoever 
they  were  quartered.     This  was  long  difputed ;  and  befides  the  reiterated  advice  of 
the  council  ofilate  after  new  deliberation  and  a  plurality  of  voices  amongft  the  ftates 
general,  ib  concluded.     Againft  wJjich  monC  Barnev.elt,  in  the  name  of  thofe  of 
Holland,  did  ftiffly  oppofe  himfelf,  faying,  that  what  the  ftates  of  that  province  had 
refolved,  thofe,  which  were  there,  the  deputies^  could  not  alter;  but  promifed,  that 
they  would  govern  themfelves  in  that  manner,  that  there  fhould  be  no  caufe  of  com- 
plaint.    Notwithftanding  1  hear,  that  they  have  fent  commiftioners  to  minifter  the 
oath  in  other  places  of  Holland,  and  that  their  intent  is  to  change  their  garrifons,  and 
to  remove  fuch  companies,  whofe  officers  are  not  pliable  to  their  purpofes:  particu-- 
larly  their  aim  is  to  fhew  fome  example  upon  Oudewater,  and  to  prevent  the  com- 
munion in  that  town;  which  is  intentkd  to  be  celebrated  by  the  contra-remonftrants 
on  Sunday  next.     The  end  of  this  will  prove  confufion,  and  turn  that,  which  hath 
hitherto  been  fchifm,  into  open  faction,  the  captains  and  officers  being  for  the  moft 
part  refolved  to  refufe  the  oath.     In  which  cafe  if  their  pay  be  detained,  which  is  all 
wherewith  they  are  treatened  (for  caftiier  them  they  cannot  without  confent  of  the  ge- 
nerality) the  five  towns  of  the  contra-remonftjants  profefs  they  will  pay  them  out  of 
that  part,  which  they  pay  to  the  contributions ;  and  to  thofe  five  which  have  long 
declared  themfelves,    three  others,    Schedam,    Medenblick,  and  Mainchedam,   do 
begin  to  adhercj  they  having  purpofcly  abfented  themfelves  from  this  laft  meeting. 
The  provinces,  which  have  confcnted  to  a  national  fynod,  hold  their  appointed  day 
<of  afTembly  ;  which  thefe  towns  will  meet  by  their  deputies.     The  reafon  alledgcd  by 
monf.  Barnevelt,  why  thofe  of  Holland  do  not  concur  in  this  refolution  of  a  fynod, 
is,  becaufe  they  will  not  make  that  national,  which  is  provincial ;  and  for  juftifica- 
lion  of.theirproceeding,  be  pleads  an  article  of  the  ad  of  the  union  of  Utrecht  j  wherein 

thofe 
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thofe  of  Holland  and  Zealand  have  authority  apart  in  matters  of  religion,  the  other 
provinces  being  left  herein  to  their  liberty.  But  this  is  condemned  for  an  apparent 
mifconftruftion  of  the  fenfe  of  that  article,  which  being  at  that  time  compofed  to  have 
power  within  themfelves  to  maintain  the  reformed  religion,  where  no  other  was 
profeffed,  without  impofing  this  neceffity  upon  other  provinces,  which  were  not  as 
then  fo  well  fettled ;  that  authority,  which  was  then  given  the  two  whole  provinces 
for  effcablifhing  of  religion,  a  part  of  this  one  alone  (though  a  major  part  counting 
the  voices  of  the  magiftrates  feparate  from  the  general  inclination  of  the  people)  will 
now  convert  to  the  corrupting,  if  not  extirpating  thereof,  bringing  in  firft  by  pradice, 
and  now  fettling  by  force,  this  novelty  of  Arminianifm ;  v/hich  how  odious  it  is  to 
the  people,  may  appear  by  an  obfcure  ufage  of  Utensogard,  the  chief  miniller  of 
this  town,  a  ring-leader  of  that  feci,  who  one  night  this  week  had  the  ftreet-door  of 
his  houfe  imhrattata  (a  reproach  I  never  heard  of  but  at  Venice  ufed  to  infamous  cour- 
tefans)  and  that  in  that  vile  manner,  that  there  was  a  proclamation  made  by  the  magif- 
trates of  the  town  with  a  reward  of  100  guilders  for  difcovery  of  the  authors,  whereof

the  greateft  fruit  hitherto  is  to  have  the  fame  divulged.      172,  who  abftained  at  firft 
from  both  churches,  hath  fmce  been  moved  by  173  and  176  to  follow  178,  fo  as  he

amongfl  the  49.  42.  iZ-  ^5-  3°-  i?-  47-  50-  5-  ^1-  ^^-  againft  171,  whereof  the 
danger  to  himfelf  and  his  25.  40.  55.  17.  3.  4.  was  reprefented  unto  him  by  197. 
Since  he  hath  given  171  an  infallible  proof  of  his  conftancy  in  52.  25.  17.  9.  53. 
49.  17.  and  fidelity  to  171.  Yet  he  goeth  on  for  a  while  in  his  courfe  with  178.  but 
by  confent  of  171. 

The  day  after  the  breaking  up  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  the  deputies  of  thofe  town;;, 
■which  refolved  the  conclufion  of  a  national  fynod,  went  in  a  body  to  his  excellency, 
the  count  Henry,  and  the  princefs  of  Orange,  defiring  them  in  the  name  of  the  ftates 
of  Holland  to  hold  a  hand  in  the  maintenance  of  the  authority  of  the  magiftrates.  To 
which  his  excellency  anfwered  he  would  not  fail,  fo  long  as  it  was  not  ufed  for  fuppref- 
fion  of  religion.     The  others  gave  courteous  words  without  reftriftion.     175  tra-

vails  betwixt  171  and  174,  to  accommodate  thefe  differences  j  but  they  are  gone  too 
far  to  be  ended  by  private  mediation. 

I  have  fpoken  with  his  excellency  and  monf.  Barnevelt  touching  the  bufinefles, 
which  by  your  honour's  letter  of  the  21ft  of  this  prefent  you  referred  to  fir  Edward 
Harwood  and  captain  Burrowes,  who  intending  to  return  into,  England  at  the 
appointed  time,  fliall  carry  with  them  more  particulars  than  is  now  neceflary  to  be  ad- 
vertifed.  In  general  I  can  only  fay,  here  is  a  good  inclination  difcovered  ;  but  in  ef- 
fe£t  converfts  ad  civiles  dijcordias  armis  externa  Jine  curd  habentur.  Thus  for  the  pre- 
fe.nt  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

The  fccretary  of  Venice,,  according  as  your  lordflilpadvertifed  me  by  col.  Brogue^ 
came  hither  to  Edinburgh  the  aight  before  his  majefty's  remove  from  thence,  having: 
had  in  his  paffage  a  fhrewd  fall,  which  kept  him  m  bed  three  or  four  days.   His  pro- 
pofition  was,  that  upon  this  rupture  between  Spain  and  Vertice,  it  would  pleafe  his- 
majefty  to  declare  himfelf  in  their  favour,  according  to  fome  promiie,  as  he  faith,, 
made  ibme  years  fince  upon  another  occafion..     His  majefty  thereupon  afked  him  , 
fome  queftions,:  one,  why  his  majefty  heard  not  of  this  motion  by  his  own  embafTa- 
dor  fir  Henry  Wotton  ?  the  otherj  whether  they  had  not  ftill  an  embaffador  in 
Spain,  and  Spain  one  with  them  unrevoked  ?   He  confeffed  both.     Whereupon  his. 
majefty  anfwered,  that  he  thought  this  proceeding  a  little  ftrange,  firft,  that  they 
fliould  not  impart  themfelves  to  his  ov/n  embaffador :  Secondly,  that  if  they  have 
mutually  embaffadors  refiding  each  with  either,  which  are  the  minifters  of  peace,  how 
they  did  move  his  majefty  to  declare  himfelf,  when  themfelves  had  not  done  it.   But 
yet  hereupon  his  majefty  hath  made  a  difpatch  to  his  embaffador  going  into  Spainj„" 
who  is  now  at  Plymouth,  warranting  him  to  deal  with  the  king  of  Spain  concerning 
that  bufinefs,  and  to  let  him  knov/,.  that  if  he  do  not  frame  his  minifters  and  courfes 
there  to  ways  of  peace,  his  majefty  muft  and  v/ill  do  that  which  his  honour  requireth, 
and  that  which  he  feeth  other  Chriftian  princes  do.     And  for  his  open  declaration 
hath  defired  to  publifh  it  till  he  meet  with  his  council,  where  he  may  with  their  ap- 
probations determine  of  the  manner  of  his  declaration,  and  how  to  maintain  itj  if 
there  be  caufe. 

Thefe  difpatches  I  fent  away  from  Stirling  ;  but  the  fecretary^  by  whofe  means  I 
conveyed  that  to  fir  Henky  Wottok,  whereby  he  was  directed  to  deliver  thus  much 
to  the  ftate  at  Venice,,  was  not  contented,  becaufe  he  knew  not  the  particulars,  and 
fo  came  hither  yefternight,.  and  this  inorning  to  me,  to  underftand  what  the  difpatch 
contained  :  Which  when  he  was  told,  hewas  not  fatisfied,  becaufe  the  declaration  was 
Slot  prefent ;  and  after  fome  altercation  he  came  to  this,  that  his  majefty  would  be 
pleafed  to  fignify  to  you  what  courfe  he  had  taken,  and  what  his  intentions,  in  cafe 
he  received  not  fatisfaction  from  Spain,^  that  you  might  further  the  determination  of 
the  ftates  to  fend  them  aid  either  of  men  Or  money ;  for  the  fame  being  yet  in  fuf- 
pence,  and  not  refolved,  he  thought,,  that  by  that  means  they  might  be  fooner  brought 
to  a  refolution,  and  to  give  that  aid  which  was  in  queftion.  Wherein  I  moved  his 
majefty  this  day,  and  he  was  well  pleafed  that  I  fhould  let  your  lordfhip  know  both 
the  fecretary's  propofition,  his  majefty's  anfwer,  and  his  purpofe,  that  he  doth  wifh 
you  to  ufe  all  the  beft  means,  you  can  to  further  the  relblution  of  that  ftate,  to  aid 
either  Savoy  or  them;  but  Savoy  firft,  which  is  now  moft  in  need,  and  about  which, 
it  feemeth  by  your  lordlhip's  letters  they  have  confulted  already,  and  are  near  a  con- 
clufion>,  which  time  requireth  they  ftiould  take. 

Colonel  Brogue  came  hither  irr  eight  days„fo  as  your  lordfhip's  letters  were  timely,, 
and  brought  the  firft  news  of  that  you  write  of:  fince  the  eledion  of  Ferdinando  to 
Bohemia  hath  been  confirmed.     So  1  leave  further  to  trouble  your  lordftiip,  Sec 
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July  12,  King  James  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton:  received  6  Aug.

Right  trufty  and  well-beloved,  we  greet  you  welL  You  have  by  former  dire6lions 
fufBciently  known  our  defire  to  appeaie  the  controverfies  raifed  in  thole  provinces  in 
matters  of  religion,  and  therefore  we  fliall  need  to  fiiy  the  lefs  to  you  now.  But  our 
fon  the  eledtor  Palatine  having  written  to  us  of  his  defire  to  fend  an  exprefs  minifter 
thither  to  travail  to  the  fame  end,  and  craved  therein  our  advice,  and  that  he  might 
be  feconded  by  you  in  his  godly  purpofe ;  we  have  both  encouraged  him  to  proceed 
therein,  and  affured  him,  that  you  Ihall  not  only  affift  the  perfon  by  him  fent  with 
your  belt  advice  and  help,  but  alfo  further  the  fame  in  our  name  by  the  beft  means 
and  credit  we  have  amongft  them;  which  we  require  you  to  do  with  all  diligence 
and  earneftnefs  according  to  that  which  you  know  already  of  our  mind  therein.  Given 
under  our  fig.net  at  our  palace  of  St.  Andrew's  the  12th  day  of  July  in  the  fifteenth 
year  of  our  reign  of  England,  France,  and  Ireland,  and  of  Scotland  the  50th. 

July  26.  Secretary  Winwooo  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  St.  Bartholomew's; 
received  the  6th  of  Auguft  by  Mr.  Ashley  of  the  Temple, 

My  lord, 
I  lately  received  the  ktters,  which  accompany  thefe,  out  of  Scotland,  with  direc- 
tions to  fend  them  unto  you  Avith  the  firft  conveniency.  They  proceed,  as  you  fee, 
from  a  motion  of  the  eleitor  Palatine,  who,  as  I  now  underftand,  is  or  hath  been  at 
Sedan.  His  zeal  for  the  advancement  of  religion,  and  the  care  he  hath  of  the  welfare 
of  thofe  provinces,  are  much  to  be  commended,  and  both  deferve  to  be  cherifhed  in  a 
prince  of  his  young  years.  Therefore  to  encourage  his  virtuous  endeavours,  that  the 
fuccefs  may  anfwer  to  his  defires,  the  ftates  fhall  do  that  which  beft  will  become  them 
in  honour  and  reafon  of  ftate,  to  treat  thofe  his  minifters  who  fhall  be  fent  unto 
them  not  only  with  kindnefs  and  courtefy ;  in  which  point  I  prefume  they  will  not 
be  defeftive,  but  alfo  to  lend  them  a  favourable  and  attentive  ear ;  and  fo  far  to 
yield  unto  them,  that  the  world  may  take  notice,  that  the  intercefllon  of  that  prince 
hath  had  power  with  both  parties,  to  make  them  relent  from  thofe  peremptory  pofi- 
tions,  which  with  fo  much  obftinacy  hitherto  they  have  fo  ftrittly  maintained.  What 
fuccefs  you  will  have  in  this  negotiation  you  will  not  forget  to  advertile :  but  I  fear  the 
humours  are  too  violently  ftirred,  fuddenly  to  be  calmed  or  appealed,, 

Sir  Edward  Harwood  and  capt.  Burrowes  have  been  with  you,  and  you  under- 
ftand of  what  importance  that  fervice  is  which  they  do  propound.  Therefore  I  fhould 
but  wrong  mine  own  judgment  to  perfuade  or  advife  you  to  embrace  the  bufinefs  with 
fervency  and  afFeftion,  and  to  give  it  by  your  carriage  and  countenance  that  ad- 
vancement, as  the  nature  of  fuch  an  adion  doth  deferve. 

My  journey  into  Scotland  is  ftayed.  His  majefty  was  pleafed  to  refer  it  to  my  dif- 
cretion  to  go  or  ftay,  as  the  good  of  his  fervice  ftiouid  require.  But  when  I  had  made 
choice  to  go,  and  was  refolved  within  three  days  after  to  fet  forward,  the  lords  com- 
manded my  attendance  here ;  and  for  my  better  difcharge,  fignified  to  his  majefty  by 
their  letters,  how  neceflary  the  prefence  of  a  fecretary  is  in  this  place  in  the  abfence 

-       X  2  both 
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both  of  himfelf  and  of  the  lords,  for  they  are  now  all  dilperfed  every  one  unto  his 
feveral  home. 

Your  old  acquaintance  Toby  Matthew  is  returned,  and  gone  into  the  country 
with  my  lord  keeper.  He  once  came  to  vifit  me,  and  to  intreat  my  favour;  which  if 
he  receive  not  in  that  plentiful  inanner  as  perhaps  he  mayexpeft,  it  is  not  to  be  im- 
puted to  want  of  kindnefs  in  affeftion  in  me,  for  I  love  his  perfon,  and  the  good  parts 
that  are  in  him  j  but  I  mull  not -be  falfe  to  that  duty  I  owe  to  the  fervice  of  the  king, 
and  to  'that  truft  the  ftate  doth  repofe  in  me;  to  both  which  nothing  can  be  more 
dangerous  than  that  fuch  men,  who  profefTedly  refufe  the  oath  of  allegiance,  fhould 
be  cockered  or  countenanced.  And  fo  I  commit  you  to  the  protection  of  the  Al- 
mighty, and  reft,  &c. 

Aug^  4.  The  lords  of  the  council  with  the  king  in  Scotland  to  the  lords  of  the  coun- 
cil in  England,  dated  at  Dumfries  and  figned  by  Lenox,  Hamilton,  Pembroke,, 
Mar,  G.  Buckingham,  Binning,  Tho.  Lake. 

.We  do  by  his  majefty's  commandment  wTite  this  letter  to  your  lordOiips  to  acquaint 
you  with  an  infolence  and  affront  offered  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  filliing  upon  this 
coafl".  The  caufe  is  this :  I  the  duke  of  Lenox,  as  admiral  of  Scotland,  knowing,, 
that  there  was  an  antient  duty  payable  by  the  fiiliermen  ufing  their  trade  upon  this, 
coaft  to  his  majeftyas  in  right  of  his  crown  of  Scotland,  called  the  fize-herring,  did  the 
laft  year,  by  direftion.  of  his  council  and  his  majefty's  commandment,  fend  one  John 
Browne,  to  the  fiihermen,  to  acquaint  them  with  that  duty,  and  to  demand  the  fame, 
which,  was  peaceably  paid.  And  becaufe  I  heard,  that  the  payment  was  milliked' in 
Holland,  I  did  this  year  fend  the  fame  John  Browne  again,  with  his  majefty's  fliip 
which  attended, this  coaft,  to  make  the  like  demand  in  his  majefty's  behalf,  but  gave 
him  inftruftions  to  avoid  all  offence  and  violence-,  only  to  make  his  demand,  and,  if 
the  duty  were  paid,  to  receive  it;  if  not,  to  take  witnefs  of  the  denial,  and  fo  to  re- 
turn. Which  Browne  accordingly  performed  his  charge,  and  coming  aboard  one  of  the 
ftiips,  and  making  his  demand,  he  was  anfwered  by  the  mafter,  that  they  had. order, 
from  Holland  not  to  pay  it :  to  which  he  replied,  he  had  no  more  to  fay,  but  to  take 
notice  of  the  refufal  in  writing.  And  while  he  was  occupied  thereabouts  in  that  fhip, 
there  came  aboard  the  mafter  of  another  fhip  of  Holland,  and  feeing  him,  demanded 
his  name :  which  when  Browne  had  told  him,  the  other  replied,  "  If  you  be  he,  I 
"  have  order  from  Holland  to  feize  upon  you,  and  to  carry  you  prifoner  thither." 
Brov/ne  fpake  to  him  very  difcreetly ;  told  him  what  his  errand  was ;  and  wifhed 
him  to  be  advifed  what  he  did.  Notwithftanding  the  mafter  infifted  ftill,  that  he  had 
order  to  arreft  him,  and  keep  him  prifoner.  Whereupon  Browne  wrote  prefently 
to  the  mafter  of  his  majefty's  fhip,  advertifing  him  of  his  cafe,  but  wifhing  him  withal 
to  offer  no  violence  for  his  refcue,  but  only  to  certify,,  as  foon  as  he  might,  his  ma- 
jefty  of  it.  This  affront  his  majefty  is  very  fenfible  of;  and  having  acquainted  us  of  his 
council  of  both  kingdoms,  who  were  here  prefent,  therewith,. he  delivered  likewife  this 
direftion,  that  your  lordfhips  there  Ihould  prefently  inquire,  if  there  were  any  fhips  of 
the  United  Provinces  in  the  river  of  Thames;  and,  if  there  be,  to  arreft  the  mafters  of 
two  or  three  of  them,  or  as  many  as  your  lordfhips  fhall  think  meet,  and  commit 
them  prifoners:  and  that  your  lordfhips  fend  for  fir  Noel  Caron,  and  acquaint,  him 

with. 
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with  the  cafe,  and  the  direction  his  majefty  hath  given,  letting  him  underfland  it  in  a 
round  manner,  and  requiring  him  to  advcrtife  the  ftates  of  the  matter,  and  to  let  them 
know,  that  his  majefty  expefteth  a  reparation  of  his  honour  from  them.  And  his  ma- 
jefty's  farther  pleafure  is,  that  your  lordfhips  do  likewife  by  your  letters  to  his  embaffador 
in  Holland  fignify  what  the  cafe  is ;  what  direcftion  his  majefty  hath  given  here ;  what 
you  have  done  with  fir  Noel  Caron;  and  to  require  him  to  do  the  like  in  his  ma- 
jefty's  name  with  the  ftates  general,  and  to  demand  fatisfaftion  from  them  for  this, 
infolence  offered  to  his  majefty.  And  fo  we  recommend  your  lordfliips  to  the  pro- 
tection of  almighty  God.

My  duty  to  your  lordfliips  moft  humbly  remembered.  After  thefigning  of  this  let- 
ter by  my  lords,  mr.  fecretary  and  I  fpeaking  with  captain  Murray,  who  was  captain 
of  the  fhip,  found  by  him  fome  particulars,  which  we  thought  fit  to  be  made  known 
to  your  lordftiips  :  as  that  the  captain  of  the  admiral  of  the  Hollanders,,  whofe  name 
is  Andrew  Cliffe,  after  the  refufal  of  the  payment,  would  have  fent  Browne 
back  again:  but  John  Albertson,  captain  of  a  fliip  of  Enchuyfen,  who  was  the 
man  that  came  aboard,  inquiring  if  this  man  were  John  Browne,  and  the  fame  who 
the  laft  year  received  the  duty,  being  told  it  was,  he  faid  he  had  a  warrant  from  the 
ftates,  which  he  produced  there,  to  arreft  him,  and  carry  him  priionerinto  Holland: 
which  we  take  to  be  very  material,  for  we  were  doubtful  at  firft  whether  the  fliips 
had  not  done  it  of  themfelves,  and  might  be  difavowed  by  the  ftates.  But  this  fpeech 
of  the  captain  doth  clear  it,  for  that  he  faith,  it  was  done  in  their  name,  and  a  warrant 
produced  for  it.     So  I  moft  humbly  take  my  leave.

Aug.  13.     Lords  of  the  council  in  England  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :    received 
the  aad  by  Woodward. 

After  our  very  hearty  commendations.  By  the  copies  of  the  two  letters  which 
herewith  you  fhall  receive,  you  will  underftand,  firft  with  what  audacious  boldnefs 
and  infolency  (authorized,  as  they  pretend,  by  their  fuperiors)  the  captains  of  certain 
fliips  upon  the  coaft  of  Scotland  lately  have  proceeded  againfta  fervant  and  public 
minifter  of  his  majefty's,  whom,  in  a  fair  and  civil  fafliion  demanding  fuch  dues  as 
in  right  appertained  to  the  crown  of  Scotland,  they  have  arrefted  and  violently  carried 
prifoner  into  Holland.  Then  you  will  fee  the  direftions  we  have  received  from  his 
majefty,  and  the  charge  we  are  commanded  to  impofe  upon  you ;  for  performance 
whereof  diligent  inquiry  hath  been  made  what  ftiips  of  thofe  provinces  are  in  the 
port  of  London  j  and  by  report  of  thofe  who  have  been  employed,  being  men  of  cre- 
dit 
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dit  and  experience,  there  are  no  fliips  of  Plolland  at  all  in  that  port,  notwithflanding 
the  lord  high  admiral  hath  order,  fo  foon  as  any  fhip  of  merchandife  out  of  Holland 
iliall  arrive  in  this  port,  to  arreft  and  feize  upon  two  of  the  mailers,  and  to  detain 
them  prifoners. 

Sir  Noel  Caron,  upon  our  inftance,  prefented  himfelf  this  day  in  the  aflembly  of 
•council,  to  whom  we  declared  firfl  the  faftj  then  remonftrated  the  indignity  of  this 
difgraceful  affront;  laftly  required  him  to  advertile  his  fuperiors,  how  fenfible  his 
majefty  is  of  this  their  injurious  and  fcornful  carriage;  with  this  afllirance,  that  he 
cxpedeth  a  prefent  reparation  of  his  honour,  both  by  acknowledgment  of  the  offence 
committed,  and  for  fatisfaiflion  of  the  parties  fo  unjiifdy  aggrieved.  Sir  Noel  CARO^f 
returned  us  this  difcreet  and  modeft  anfwer,  that  he  fhould  be  exceeding  forry,  if 
the  ftates  general,  his  fuperiors,  or  any  particular  province,  fhould  carry  themfelves 
towards  his  majefty,  or  any  of  his  fubjefts,  otherwife  than  fliould  become  them  in 
.-duty  and  refpeft.  For  this  particular  fad  he  pleaded  ignorance,  and  perfifted  he 
was  not  acquainted  with  any  fuch  warrant  for  the  apprehenfion  of  that  man,  who 
now  is  prilbner;  promifeth  prefently  to  difpatch  a  meffenger  with  advertifement  of 
the  particularities  of  this  proceeding ;  and  prefumeth,  that  his  majefty  fhall  receive 
with  all  diligence  fpeedy  fatisfaftion  to  his  full  contentment.  Howbeit  he  infifted 
long,  that,  before  his  majefty's  departure  into  Scotland,  he  did  move  his  majefty,  that 
for  this  year  there  might  be  a  forbearance  of  that  right  of  taking  the  fize-herring ; 
and  that  all  differences  in  queflion  might  reft  until  the  moving  of  the  commiffioners, 
^vhich  only  do  attend  the  return  of  his  majefty.  The  charge,  which  we  are  to  impofe 
upon  you,  is  this ;  that  though  this  offence  proceed  from  the  ftates  of  Holland,  if  they 
have  given  any  warrant  for  fuch  an  exorbitant  attempt,  which  we  are  not  eafily 
willing  to  believe,  or  from  their  fubordinate  minifters,  vvhofe  fa£t  is  theirs  until 
they  difavow  it;  and  difavow  it  they  do  not,  until  they  punifli  it  exemplarily,  and  in 
fo  public  and  open  a  faftiion  as  tliat  the  world  may  take  notice  of  it:  yet  becaufc 
the  ftates  general  are  the  reprefentative  body  of  all  the  United  Provinces,  and  are 
;they  with  whom  his  majefty  hath  treated  and  contrafted  amity  and  alliance;  you,  up- 
on receit  of  this,  with  the  firft  .convenience,  {hall  demand  audience  in  the  affembly 
•of  the  ftates  general :  to  whom  having  reprefented  the  indignity  of  this  faft  (too 
ifhameful  and  fcornful  with  connivance  to  be  pafled  over,  much  lefs  with  patience 
■to  be  digefted)  you  fhall  require  in  his  majefty's  name  fatisfaftion,  which  you  may 
fay  he  expefteth  to  be  fuch,  as  may  hold  a  juft  proportion  with  the  infolency  of  the 
grievance.  This  moreover  we  add,  that  you  fliall  do  well  to  repair  to  the  count 
Maurice,  who  is  high  admiral  of  thofe  provinces,  and  fo  likewife  to  the  principal 
minifters,  who  carry  the  greateft  ftroke  in  the  management  of  the  affairs,  efpecially 
of  Holland,  and  in  fair  and  moderate  terms  treat  with  tliem  to  employ  their  beft  and 
moft  powerful  endeavours,  not  only  that  fatisfattory  reparation  may  be  made  for 
cancelling  this  error,  which  his  majefty  hath  reafon  the  more  grievoufly  to  exagge- 
rate, becaufe  it  feemeth  to  proceed  rather  en  gayete  de  cceur,  out  of  bravery  and  pre- 
fumption,  than  out  of  any  ground  of  pretended  reafon;  but  alfo  that  hereafter  their 
affairs  in  this  kind  may  be  carried  with  that  moderation,  that  the  like  infolencies  be  not 
committed,  to  the  difturbance  of  that  good  correfpondence,  which  by  experience  rhey 
iiiav£  found  (the  fruit  whereof  they  all  do  enjoy  to  their  prefent  comfort)  his  majefty 
I  ever 
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ever  hath  been  careful  to  preferve  between  his  crowns  and  tntir  provinces.    And  fo 
we  bid  you  very  heartily  farewell.

My  lord,, 

No  man  can  be  more  fbrry  than  myfelf  of  the  occafion  of  this  difpatch,  which 
now  you  lliall  receive  from  the  lords :  for  as  my  endeavours  ever  have  aimed  at  this 
end,  to  preferve  and  maintain  all  good  correfpondence  between  his  majefty's  crowns 
and  thofe  provinces ;  fo  when  unhappily  any  thing  hath  happened  to  crofs  or  over- 
thwart  this  good  underftanding,  my  ftudies  have  been  to  remove  thofe  obftacles,  or 
at  leaft  to  qualify  them.  For  I  know  how  much  it  concerneth  the  good  of  thofe 
provinces,  how  ftrong  foever  they  are,  and  powerful  by  themfelves,  perpetually  to 
be  feconded  and  renforced  by  the  fupports  and  countenance  of  the  king  of  Great 
Britain  :  and  withal  I  confefs,  tha.t  fo  long  as  the  crown  of  Great  Britain  doth  ftand 
in  good  terms  of  amiity  and  alliance  with  the  United  Provinces,  there  is  no  caufe  it 
fliould  have  to  fear  the  proud  attempts  of  any  incroaching  enemy.  Upon  thefe  confi- 
derations  both  parties  Ihould  be  careful  and  wary  not  to  give  juft  caufe  of  offence  the  one 
to  the  other-,  but  ought  to  cherifh and nourifh  all  good  occafions,  which  may  maintain 
and  increafe  mutual  amity.  Which  makes  me  the  iTK)re  marvel,  that  the  ftates  of 
Holland,  who  in  all  their  other  proceedings  are  fo  wary  and  cautelous,  Ihould  in 
this  aiftion  be  fo  precipitate  and  adventurous;  which  muft  argue  a  great  confidence 
they  have  of  their  own  worth  and  valour,  or  a  great  negleft  and  contempt  they  have 
of  our  weaknefs.  For  had  it  not  been  fufficient  for  them  to  have  given  charge  to  the 
mafters  of  their  fliips  to  have  refufed  the  payment  of  this  tribute  I  Or,  if  they  had  held,, 
by  the  demand  of  it,  their  fovereignty  to  be  abridged,  could  not  they,  either  by  re- 
monftrance  from  their  embaflador,  or  by  extraordinary  legation,  or  commiffion,  have 
demanded  reafon  or  reparation  of  this  grievance  ?  Hath  the  friendfliip  of  England 
been  fo  fruitlefs  unto  them^  that  it  doth  deferve  no  longer  to  be  entertained  ?  Or  are 
we  become  Co  contemptible,  or  are  they  fo  powerful,  that,  without  cognizance  of 
eaufe,  they  will  be  their  own  carvers,  and  fo  fuddenly  take  fire,  that  upon  any 
flight  pretext  there  is  no  more  but  a  word  and  a  blow  ?  Tempora  mutantur.  I  have 
known  the  time,  when  there  was  more  ftayednefs  and  advifednefs  in  their  proceedings ; 
and  when  la  charrue  deJainSf  Bernard  (to  ufe  their  own  proverb)  was  in  more  refpeft 
and  efteem  amongft  them.  What  fhall  I  fay,  Deus,  quos  vtdt  perdere,  prius  dementat? 
For  if  it  be  true,  as  is  averred,  that  the  ftates  of  Holland  did  give  warrant  to  the 
mafters  of  the  fliip  to  arreft  the  party  mentioned  in  the  lords  letter;  give  me  leave 
to  fay,  never  any  thing  was  done  by  them  more  indifcreetly,  or  more  prefumptuoufly. 
And  where  pride  goeth  before,  fhame  ever  will  follow  after.  'Tantumne  otii  ab  refud? 
Have  they  not  enough  to  do  to  accommodate  their  own  differences  at  home,  but  that 

:  they 
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they  mil  ft  fall  into  quarrels  and  queftions  with  their  friends  abroad  j  yea  with  their 
beft  friends,  to  make  themfelves  a  fcorn  and  a  reproach  to  their  adverfaries  ?  but  ma~ 
num  de  tabula:  I  will  fay  no  more.  You  will  fee  the  charge  you  have  received  from 
the  lords  ;  and  I  doubt  not  but  you  will  put  it  in  execution  with  your  accuftomed 
diligence  and  dexterity. 

This  day  I  received  your  letters  of  .the  laft  month,  and  am  glad  your  endeavours 
were  io  worthily  and  happily  employed  to  reftify  the  mifunderftanding  between  the 
two  brethren. 

My  laft  (if  I  forgetnot)  were  by  Mr.  Robert  Ashley  of  the  Inner  Temple,  fome 
time  fellow  of  Magdalen  college  in  Oxford,  of  whom  I  pray  you  to  take  notice,  as 
alfo  of  one  mr.  Berry,  who  is  now  at  Spa,  but  in  his  return  from  thence  will  pafs 
through  the  Hague,  where  he  ftiall  have  occafion  to  make  ufe  of  your  favour  for  the 
recovery  of  certain  debts  due  at  Amfterdam.     And  fo  for  this  time  I  reft,  &c. 

I  pray  you  commend  my  beft  fervices  to  your  lady.  Her  friends  at  Eton  are  in 
good  health,  and  were  affembled  together  at  the  eleftion.

1  was  of  opinion  to  referve  the  bufinefs  of  10,  ^Z'*  ^3>  29,  20,  47,  dc^,  67,  to  the 
relation  of  fir  Edward  Harwood  and  captain  Burrowes,  without  giving  your  ho- 
nour the  trouble  of  my  letters  in  that  fubje6t.  But  underftanding  by  them  upon  farther 
difcourfe,  that  in  confidence  this  ftate  will  concur  willingly  and  readily  with  his  majefty 
in  the  defign,  it  may  be  -farther  proceeded  in  than  it  otherwife  would  be,  I  have 
thought  beft  to  advertife  your  honour  in  general  what  we  have  done  therein,  leaving 
the  particularities. unto  thefe  gentlemen,  when  they  fliall  return  to  your  honour. 

Upon  their  firft  arrival,  and  divers  times  fince,  I  failed  not  to  reprefent  to  his  excel- 
lency and  monf.  Barnevelt  the  juftice,  honour,  mility,  and  neceffity  of  the  enter- 
prize,  leaving  the  facility  thereof  to  fir  Edward  Harwood  and  captain  Burrowes, 
which  they  expreffed  in  my  hearing  to  monf.  Barnevelt  to  very  good  purpofe,  info- 
much  that  he  feemed  to  reft  well  fatisfied;  and  with  his  excellency  they  treated  at 
large  by  themfelves.  But  in  conclufion  we  find  them  to  infift  upon  certain  difficulties, 
firft  in  regard  of  the  place  that  is  to  be  affailed,  the  defign  being  to  take  it  by  famine  j 
and  in  fhort  fpace,  any  mifinformation  of  the  ftore  of  the  town,  or  any  fmall  ftiip, 
vv^hich  ftiould  enter  hj  fea,  would  overthrow  it :  and  next  in  refpeft  of  this  ftate, 
v/hich  being  a  commonwealth,  and  fo  compofed  as  your  honour  beft  knows,  they 
cannot  undertake  fuch  a  matter  without  communicating  the  fame  to  the  provinces, 
both  in  confideration  of  their  trade  in  the  Levant,  which  being  fo  lately  fettled,  they 
cannot  fo  fuddenly  break  off,  and  revoke  their  merchants  with  their  goods,  without 
their  firft  acquainting  the  towns;  as  likewife  of  the  charge,  which  each  province 
muft  agree  to  contribute.  Now  in  thefe  two  things  the  confent  of  the  provinces  cannot 
be  had  without  communicating  the  defign  i  and  the  communication  of  a  matter  of 

fuch 
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fuch  fecrecy  cannot  pafs  fq  generally,  as  it  muft  do,  without  giving  advertifement  to 
the  enemy. 

In  anfwer  of  the  firft  of  thefe  objetlions  concerning  the  magazine  within  the  town, 
and  the  viftualling  it  from  abroad,  the  credit,  which  is  to  be  given  to  thofe  which 
were  upon  the  place,  and  the  good  guard,  which  would  be  kept  by  the  multitude  of 
our  fliipping  during  the  fiege,  was  all  I  could  alledge.  But  touching  the  commu- 
nication of  the  defign  to  the  provinces,  I  remembered  many  extraordinary  enterpriz'es, 
both  of  great  coft  and  hazard,  which,  unlefs  they  had  been  refolved  of  and  executed 
with  fecrecy,  could  never  have  taken  place;  and  in  participating  matters  of  this  na- 
ture I  laid  there  magis  &  minus,  fo  as  with  fome  intelligent  and  confident  perfons,  I 
thought  his  majefty  would  be  content  it  fhould  be  communicated,  that  difcretion 
being  therein  ufed  which  is  requifite. 

In  this  cafe  I  demanded  of  monf.  Barnevelt  his  ooinion  of  the  difoofition  of  the 

i.  X 

ftates,  adding  farther,  that  though  they  did  communicate  the  fecret  to  confident  per- 
fons, it  was  not  needful  to  difcover  more  in  general,  than  that  were  to  concur  with  his 
majefty  for  the  fuppreffion  of  the  pirates  :  wherein  that,  which  they  now  fpend  with- 
out fruit  in  three  or  four  years,  would  be  requited  to  very  good  purpofe  in  one;  and 
either  the  town  would  be  taken,  which  would  fully  defray  the  charge,  or,  that  failing, 
the  pirates  fliipping  would  be  undoubtedly  burnt  and  confumed :  which  in  three  or 
four  years  fliould  not  be  raifed  again  to  that  ftrength  at  which  they  now  are.  And  it 
was  not  to  be  queftioned,  but  that  in  all  events  his  majefty  would  from  that  time 
forward  maintain  an  equal  rate  of  fliipping  with  them ;  whereby  the  one  half  of  the 
-charge,  which  they  have  been  at  for  thefe  late  years,  they  would  be  freed  of  hereafter. 

To  this  monf.  Barnevelt  anfwered,  that  he  could  promife  or  undertake  nothing, 
becaufe  he  doubted  firfl:  the  provinces  would  fl;ick  much  at  the  breaking  of  their  trade 
in  the  Levant :  and  next,  that  they  would  be  terrified  with  the  greatnefs  of  the  enter- 
prize  by  example  of  Charles  V.  who  failed  thereof.  His  excellency  told  me  plain- 
ly, that  having  talked  with  monf.  Barnevelt  of  this  bufinefs,  he  found  fmall  ap- 
pearance, in  this  time  of  difl:ra6tion  and  domeftic  troubles,  to  obtain  a  confent  of  the 
provinces  to  concur  in  fo  great  a  foreign  bufinefs :  and  therefore  he  wiflied  his  ma- 
jefty would  be  pleafed  to  defer  the  fame  until  another  year,  when  there  might  be 
hope  of  a  better  union  amongft  them.  Mean  time  they  here  r-efolve  to  continue 
their  wonted  preparations  againft  the  pirates,  to  which  they  now  return  thefe  five  fliips, 
which  were  ordained  for  the  affiftance  of  the  king  of  Swede,  with  addition  of  one  more 
(which  make  twelve  in  all  with  thefe  which  are  already  abroad)  and  thefe  are  now 
letting  fail  towards  the  Straits,  with  order  to  ufc  all  manner  of  hofliility  againft  the 
pirates,  wherefoever  they  can  encounter  them.  This  fliews  the  difpofition  of  this 
ftate  in  general,  howfoever  that  for  this  particular  enterprize  1  do  not  find,  either  by 
his  excellency  or  monf  Barnevelt,  how  they  can  for  the  prefent  be  any  ways  in- 
duced to  embrace  it.  If  your  honour  can  like  well  that  I  fliould  found  fome  other  of 
the  fl:ates  in  this  bufinels,  I  may  deal  with  fuch,  as  have  their  heads  lefs  amufed  than 
thofe  who  are  heads  of  faftions;  and  by  that  means  may  make  more  certain  judg- 
jiient  againft  the  time  of  thefe  gentlemen's  return  of  what  may  be  expefted  of  the  ftates, 
in  cafe  his  majefty  ftiould  allow  of  having  the  matter  farther  communicated  to  the 
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provinces.    So  referring  your  honour  to  other  ktters  under  this  date  for  other  affairs^ 
I  reft,  &c.

R'.  Hon'"^' 
I  find  by  your  honour's  letters  of  the  loth  of  July  (which  came  not  to- my  hand'J- 
-£ill  now  within  thefe  three  days)  how  'vvell  his  majefty  doth  underftand  the  difpofition 
of  the  Venetians  ;  Firft,  in  their  refervednefs  to  foreign  minifters  in  their  fcate,  which 
makes  them  commit  many  errors^  in  leaving  them  unacquainted  v/ith  that  which  Ihould  ■ 
proceed  from  their  own  mafters,  whereby  they  are  the  worfe  feconded  in  their  affairs ; 
and  next  in  an  old  trick  of  policy,  which  their  neighbour  princes  and  ftatesof  Italy 
note  in  them,  pigliar  la  cafiagna  con  la  zampa  del  gatto :  And  therefore  nothing  could 
be  more  proper  than  his  majefty's  demands  to  Lionelli,  firft,  v/hy  they  had  not 
acquainted  fir  Henry  Wotton  with  the  bufinefs?  and  next,  why  they  ftiould  expedt 
a  declaration  of  his  majefty  in  their  quarrel  with  Spain,  when  they  had  not  declared 
themfelves  ?  But  their  natural  umbrageoufnefs  and  fear  makes  them  fparing  in  com- 
municating a  fecret  with  one  public  minifter,  for  doubt  of  giving  jealoufy  to  the  reft: 
And  then  they  flufh  themfelves  with  a  conceit,  that  la  Venitia  is  fo  much  loved  and 
efteemed  of  others,  that  like,  a  fignora  *  *  *  *^  ftte  may  fit  and  look  on,  whilft  others 
like  bravos  fight  her  quarrels.  But  they  cannot  reft  otherwife  than  very  well  fatis- 
fied  with  the  courfe  his  majefty  takes  in  their  behalf  by  the  commiffion  he  hath  given 
en  the  one  fide  to  fir  John  Digby  to  perfuade  the  king  of  Spain  to  peace;  and  on 
the  other  by  that  I  have  received  by  your  honour's  letters,  in  cafe  their  wars  pro- 
ceed, to  difpofe  this  ftate  to  their  aiilftance.  Wherewith  having  acquainted  this  Ve- 
netian refident  Sorian,  he  conteffeth,  that  more  cannot  be  in  reafon  demanded  b}'' 
Jiis  mafters,  nor  granted'  by  his  majefty:  and  if  at  his  majefty's  meeting  with  his 
council  (by  which  time  it  v/ill  be  feen  which  way  thofe  affairs  do  bend)  he  fiiall 
think  fit  to  proceed  any  farther,  I  believe  he  will  find  a  ready  concurrence  in  this 
ftate  and  the  princes  of  the  union  in  Germany,  who  do  well  apprehend  ho\y  much 
the  prefervation  of  the  Venetian  commonv/ealth  d.oth  import  theirs. 

By  former  letters  your  honour  will  have  underftood  what  refolutionhath  been  taken 
for  affiftance  of  the  duke  of  Savoy,  wherein  his  minifter  will  acknowledge,  that  the 
life  I  have  made  of  his  majefty's  name  in  his  behalf,  hath  not  a  little  availed  him  5 
and  as  occafions  ferve  for  the  Venetians,  I  fail  not  to  give  (according  to  his  majefty's 
pleafure)  my  beft  help  to  their  refident,  having  lately  added  a  letter  at  his  requeft  to 
thofe  of  the  ftates  general  and  his  excellency  to  the  count  of  Eaft  Friefland  for  the  paf- 
fage  of  the  count  Levestein's  troops  through  this  country,  wherein  he  made  difficulty 
before,  but  hath  now  granted  upon  this  inftance,  and  I  may  believe,  moj-e  in  contem- 
plation of  his  majefty  than  for  any  other  regard,  he  being  at  this  prefent  very  ill  fa- 
tisfied  both  of  the  ftates  and  count  Maurice  by  reafon  of  certain  differences  betwixt 
him  and  fome  of  his  fubjeds,  wherein  he  conceives  his  fubjecls  to  be  countenanced 

from  hence  againft  him. 
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It  will  be  the  end  of  this  month  before  the  count  Levestein  can  be  In  ftate  to  feC 
forward,  he  intending  to  go  by  fea  with  his  troops  to  Venice,  and  in  an  intire  fleet: 
whereas  thofe,  which  were  fcnt  thither  by  count  John  Ernest  of  Naflau,  went  fcat- 
tering,  and  lie  himfelf  took  his  way  by  land,  but  all  arrived  fafely,  though  fince 
through  mifgovernment  they  are  come  to  nothing,  the  general  through  difcontent 
having  animiim  revertendi,  from  which  he  cannot  be  removed  by  any  inducement  of 
the  Venetians  ;  and  his  men  for  the  moft  part  confumed  by  the  fword  or  ficknefs,  or 
fled  to  the  enemy ;  fo  as  above  3000,  which  they  were  at  landing,  it  is  advertifed 
they  are  not  now  above  500  ;  by  which  the  opinion  is  confirmed,  that  Tramontans 
do  not  fo  well  in  the  wars  of  Italy  as  Italians  on  this  fide  the  mountains. 

The  plague  is  general  over  this  country,  and  in  fome  places  hot.  In  my  houfe  I 
have  fome  fick,  which  I  was  in  doubt  of  j  but  whilft  I  am  writing,  they  tell  me  it  is 
broken  out  into  the  fmall  pox.  My  apprehenfion  was  the  greater,  becaufe  one,  that  fup- 
ped  with  me  the  laft  week  at  my  table,  died  within  two  days  after  of  the  plague  at  Dort,

I  conceive,  that  my  laft  of  the  31ft  of  July  will  put  your  honour  in  expeftation  of 
the  news  of  our  proceedings  in  thefe  controverfies  about  religion^  the  beginning  of 
■which  were  fo  hafty  and  precipitate,  fuddenly  upon  the  breaking  up  the  laft  aflembly 
of  the  ftates  of  Holland;  which  gives  me  occafion  of  this  difpatch;  and  the  more 
to  make  aiifw^r  to  your  honour's  letters  of  the  26th  of  July,  which  accompanied  thofe 
from  his  majefty  out  of  Scotland;  as  lil<:ewife  to  give  your  honour  fome  account  of 
the  bufinefs  committed  to  fir  Edward  Harwooq  and  captain  Burrowes,  which  you 
fhall  have  in  a  letter  apart. 

The  oath,  whereof  I  made  mention,  was  not  proceeded  in,  the  foldiers,  upon  news 
of  what  was  done  at  the  Brill,  being  prepared  to  refufe  it,  and  the  people  to  oppofe 

it,  in  that  fort,  that  commifTaries  being  fent  to  pafs  a  general  mufter,  upon  fufpicion 
that  they  came  to  prefcribe  the  oath,  hardly  efcaped  violence,  until  they  protefted 
they  had  no  fuch  commifTion  :  only  at  Schonoven  fome  Englifh  officers,  that  are 
there  in  garrifon,  were  called  into  the  ftadt-houfe,  and  a  promife  was  taken  of  them, 
in  place  of  the  oath,  to  be  affiftant  to  the  magiftrates. 

For  other  circumftances  concerning  this  bufinefs,  I  will  make  bold  to  refer  your 
honour  to  the  copy  of  my  letters  to  his  majefty;  which  upon  occafion  of  my  anfwer  to 
his  majefty's  pleafure  concerning  my  joining  witli  fuch  minifters  as  fhall  be  fent  hither 
from  the  .ekftor  Palatine,  I  have  enlarged  the  more,  whereby  to  give  his  majefty  a 
clear  view  of  the  ftate  of  this  bufinefs,  to  the  end  that,  coming  diibiuifed  v/ith  the  mafic 
of  public  authority,  if  may  not  be  made  to  appear  other  than  in  truth  and  reality  it  is ; 
■which  is  a  fchifm  in  the  church  countenanced  and  maintained  by  faclionln  the  ftate. 

One  of  the  chief  broiiillons,  Grotius  the  penfioner  of  Rotterdam,  with  another  of 
the  ftates  of  Holland,  went  immediately  after  the  difiblution  of  the  laft  aflTembly,  in  the 
aan^e  of  the  reft,  to  dilTuade  thofe  of  Zealand  from  fending  theif  extraordinary  deputy 
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to  this  meeting  here  at  the  Hague  of"  thofe  provinces  which  ftand  forafynodj  wherein 
all  they  effefted  was  to  hold  thofe  of  that  province  longer  in  conlbitationi  fo  as  their' 
deputies  are  not  yet  arrived,  but  are  hourly  expected;   thofe  of  the  other  provinces 
having  been  here  thefe  three  of  four  days-.     But  for  GROTius..and  his  collegue,thoup-h 
they  were  civilly  entertained  by  the  magiftrates   in   Zealand,  they  might  find  their- 
welcome  by  the  people,  who  at  Middleburg  flocked  about  the  ftadt-houfe,  whilft  they 
had  audience,  in  fuch  affemblies,  that  they  v/ere  fain  to  go  from  thence  by  ftealth;  and- 
at  their  taking  Ihip  at  Tervere,  to  return,  they  were  forced  'to  march  plus  que  le  pas, 
or  they, had  been  in  danger  to  be  thrown  into  the  water;  and  at  their  fettino'  fail,  there 
was  a  cry  of  the  people  from  the  fhore,  as  if  they  had  been-  relieved  from  a  fiege  by-' 
aji  enemy. 

Monf.  Barnevelt,  now  at  the  meeting  of  the  ftates,  is  retired  to- Viana  and  his^ 
polTeffions  about  Amersford,  under  pretence  of  changing  air  for  his  health.  The  other 
ftates-of  Holland  do  the  like;  fo  as  there  is  none  left  of  that  province  in  the  affembly 
of  the  ftates  general;  which  is  done  purpofely  to  avoid  their  confenting  to  what  fliali 
be  now  refolved  upon,  touching  a  fynod,  or  oppofing  the  plurality  of  voices,  by  which 
it  will  be  determined. 

Upon  occalion  of  an  officer  of  my  lord  alike  of  Lenox  being  taken  upon  the  north 
coaft  of  Scotland,  and  conducted  hither  into  Holland,  according  as  your  honour  wilh 
perceive  by  his  own  information,,  I  fpake  with  monf.  Barnevelt  the  day  before 
his  departure,  remembering  him  of  the  complaints  of  our  merchants  againft  their  men. 
in  the  Eaft-Indies;.  of  the  violences,  which  were  ufed  by  Moy  Lambert  in:  Ireland,., 
the  lofs  whereof  to-  mr.,  Boothby  rem.ains  yet  unfatisfied;  of  the  taking  of  tire  foldiers 
c^  the  Decry  laftfummer;,  and  bringing  them  to  Rotterdam,  where  they  were  uncivilly 
ufed;  and  now  laftly  of  bringing  away  a  public  officer  by  force  from  the  fide  of  one_ 
jofhis  majefty'sfliips,  in  which  he  was  exprefsly  conducted,  having  his  majefty's  letters 
patents,,  which  he  fhewed  to  iriake  his  quality  known,  and  could  not  be  miftaken  by 
apretence  of  ignorance:  Thefe  wrongs,  I  told  him,  were  fo  general,,  and  of  fo  high, 
a  nature,  that  in  no  part  nor  no  port  his  majefty's  fubjefts  could  be  free  from  the  in- 
blencies  of  their  men  ;  and  therefore  was  no  longer  to  be  fupported.  Wherefore  I 
defired  him,  as  he  tendered  the  prefervationof  the  amity  betwixt  his,  majefty  and  this.. 
ftate,  not  to  remit  us  (as  ufually  they  do  in  fuch  cafes)  to  their  Eaft  Indian  company 
with  their  admiralties  and  fiffieries,  but  to  take  that  courfe,  as.  was  fit  for  reparation  of- 
honour  to  his  majefty,  and  of  damage  to  thofe  which  were  interelTed. 

Touching  our  merchants  complaints  in  the  Eail  Indies,  fince  I  faid  nothing  in  parti- 
cular, he  made  no  particular  anfwer. 

That  of  the  Derry  he  hoped  had  been  forgotten.  For  Boothby,  he  doubted  not, 
bAJt  fatisfaftion  would  be  given.,  of  hich  commiffioners  as  have  it  in  charge,.and  we  are: 
indeed  upon  the  point  of  agreement.. 

Concerning  the  laft  accident  of  taking  mr.  Browne,  and  conducing  him  into 
Holland,  he  knew  not  what  to  fay  more  than  it  was  ill  done  ;  and  defired  me  with, 
his  hat  in  his  hand  (much. differing  from  his  ufe)  to  make  a  report,  thereof  to  his  ma- 
jelty,  I  told 
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I  told  him,  it  was  a  matter  that  did  no  ways  depend  upon  my  relation,  in  that  his 
majefty  would  undoubtedly  be  particularly  advertiled  from  the  place  where  prize  was 
made  of  his  officer.  Wherefore  it  behoved  them  to  feek  the  means  of  fatisfadion  of 
his  majefty,  and  contentment  of  the  party  they  had  in  their  hands. 

He  caft  out  a  word  in  difcourfe,  as  if  they  had  here  a  particular  exemption  from' 
his  majefty  of  paying,  any  rights  for  that  fifliing;  which  point  I  did  not  difputewith 
him,  but  ftood  upon  the  perlbnal  wrong  done  unto  his  ma-jefty's  officer:  Which,  if 
it  be  his  majefty's  pleafure,  that  I  ftiould  complain  of  further  in  the  alTembiy  of  tlie 
ftates  general,  it  is  a  matter  of  that  ill  found,  that  it  cannot  but  make  much  impref- 
fion  in  them.  And  upon  this  occafion  I  fliould  think  it  (under  correftion)  very  expe- 
dient to  remember  unto  them  in  public  thole  things  which  I  repeated  to  monf.  Bar- 
NEVELT  in  private,  with  addition  of  tlie  infatisfaclion  of  his  majefty  about  their  placart 
concerning  dying  and  dreffing  of  cloths,  and  of  our  merchants  touching  tare,  whereby 
they  will  be  quickened  in  fending  over  commiffioners  to  his  majefty;  which  otherwife 
they  may  be  content  to  forget ;,  and  thofe  that  go,  having  theie  remembrances,  can- 
~  not  pretend  to  come  uninftrufted  in  any  thing,  which  ftiould  tend  to  the  removing' 
thefe  diftaftes,.  and  re-eftabliftiing  of  good  correfpondence.  If  his  majefty  approve  of 
this  office,  I  will  then  put  your  honour  in  mind  of  a.  former  requeft  I  made  in  anfwer 
to  a  letter  of  your  honour's  in  this  fubjeft,  that  you  v/ould  be  pleafed  to  acquaint 
me  with  fome  particulars  of  our  m.erchants  complaints  in  theEaft  Indies,  which  in  all. 
event  is  needful  for  me,  whereby  to  encounter  what  they  alledge  againft  our  men  In. 
tlrofe  parts. 

I  have  omitted  to-  let  your  honour  know,  how  the  placart,  which  was  refolved  by  the- 
ftates  of  Holland  in  general  againft  thole  which  fpeak  ill  of  the  magiftrates,  is  ex- 
tended by  the  compofers  of  it  to  a  dedu6lion.  of  the  ftate  of  thefe  controverlies  in  re- 
ligion u/que  ab  ozw,  with  tlie  reafons  of  requiring  a  provincial  fynod,  and  refufing  a,. 
national.  We  look  daily  to  have  it  printed  in  Latin,  vv^ith  an  anfwer  unto  it  by  thefe 
towns  of  Holland,  againft  whofe  content  it  is  publiftied:  bothwhich  I  will  fend,  your 
honour  with  the  firft^ 

-  Your  honour's  favour  to  mr.  Toby  Matthew,.!  made  no  doubt,  will  notfa.il  him,, 
rf  he  do  not  fail  himfelf.  And  though  I  cannot  but  wifli  him  well  for  antient  friend- 
fhip,  it  goeth  no  farther  than  t'Jque  ad  aras.  And  if  he  cannot  fubmit  himfelf  to  the- 
oath  of  allegiance,  I  fhould  think  any  place  fitter  for  him  than,  his  majefty's. 
dominions^ 

I  ftiould  have  defired  your  honour  to  have  excufed  the  plainnefs  and'oldnefs  of  thev- 
elock  I  fent  her  majefty,  but  that  your  appointment  was  to  have  been  then  upon  your- 
way  to  Scotland,  and  I  conceived  you  were  gone.     Touching  the  watch  (v/hich  I  am- 
forry  your  honour  calls  to  mind)  I  befeech  you  to  forget  all  that  belongs  to  it,  fave- 
only  the  humble  affeftion  of  him  that  fent  it,  who  doth  ever  reft,,  &c.. 

P.  S.  The  plague  being  rifen  in  this  town,  and  the  fmall  pox  in  my  houfe,  makes  me 
look  after  fome  place  of  retreat  for  this  vacation;  but  it  ftiall  be  no  where  out  of  the 
■way  of  his  majefty's  fer.vice,  Aug,. 
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yiug,  4l'     Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  king. 

May  it  pleafe  your  majefty. 

The  commandment  I  have  received  from  your  majefty  by  letters  of  the  12th  of 
July  from  St.  Andrew's  to  affift  the  prince  eledor  Palatine's  minifter,  when  he  fhould 
fend  any  fuch  hither  to  appeafe  the  controverfies  in  religion,  which  are  raifed  in  thefe 
provinces,  and  therein  to  ufe  likewife  your  majefty's  name  and  authority,  I  fhall, 
•when  time  ferves,  very  readily  obey,  as  I  have  not  failed  hitherto  of  my  duty  in  this 
bufinefs,  either  in  private  or  public,  according  to  apt  occafions.  But  fuch  is  the  na- 
ture of  this  difpute  and  thefe  people,  that  an  unfeafonable  office  is  oleum  camtno;  and 
therefore  it  is  wifhed  by  count  Maurice  (to  whom  I  have  made  known  your  ma- 
jefty's continual  careof  this  caufe)  that  the  prince  Palatine  would  forbear  fending  until 
fuch  time,  as  his  highnefs  fliall  be  defired  from  hence  to  em.ploy  fome  learned  perfons 
well  ftudied  in  divinity  for  this  purpofe,  it  being  here  conceived  his  intent  to  be  to 
fend  men  of  that  quality;  and  then  their  affiftance  being  required  will  have  more 
grace,  and  be  of  greater  authority  than  when  it  is  proffered. 

I  have  been  demanded  upon  this  occafion  by  count  Maurice,  what  belief  I  had 
of  your  majefty's  inclination,  in  cafe  your  majefty  fhould  be  defired  by  thefe  four 
provinces  (which  do  now  alTemble  by  their  extraordinary  deputies  to  determine  of 
a  national  fynod)  to  employ  fome  learned  ecclefiaftical  perfons  jointly  with  the  prince 
Palatine's  minifters  to  affift  at  the  faid  fynod,  wherein  he  faid  your  majefty's  con- 
fenting  to  their  defire  would  much  import  the  caufe;  whereas  any  difficulty,  which 
fhould  be  made,  would  work  a  contrary  effect.  Herein  I  neither  could  nor  did  make 
any  determinate  anl'wer,  becaufe  I  would  not  take  upon  me  to  prefcribe  to  your 
majefty  what  ftiould  proceed  of  your  own  princely  pleafure:  but  I  told  him  for  his 
encouragement,  that,  a  national  fynod  being  the  thing  Vv'hich  your  majefty  had  re- 
commended to  thefe  provinces,  as  the  proper  and  accuftomed  courfe  in  fuch  cafes,  he 
might  in  his  own  judgment  make  the  lefs  doubt  of  your  majefty'5  willingnefs  in  giving 
all  convenient  affiftance  thereunto;  efpecially  if  your  majefty  be  defired  in  tlie  name 
of  the  ftates  general,  and  not  of  the  four  diftin6l  provinces  :  for  in  that  cafe  the  other 
three  would  lay  a  charge  upon  your  majefty,  as  if  you  fhould  foment  tlie  feparation  of 
their  union,  which  is  endangered  by  thefe  prefent  diftraftions. 

His  CKcellency  replied  unto  me,  that  they  v/ou Id  endeavour  to  procure  herein  (if 
it  were  poffible)  a  refolution  of  the  ftates  general ;  but  in  cafe  that  cannot  be  effefted 
by  reafon  of  the  oppofition  of  thofe  of  Holland,  and  that  the  four  provinces  fhould 
proceed  with  the  fynod,  they  would  not  only  take  fit  time,  but  leave  place  to  Hol- 
land and  the  other  provinces,  to  enter  lil<;ewife,  with  order  to  reiterate  their  former 
offices  with  them  to  that  purpofe;  and  ufing  this  due  form  of  proceeding,  he  hoped, 
that  in  all  event  the  wilful  obftinacy  of  fome  ftiould  not  deprive  the  reft  of  the  benefit 
of  your  majefty's  countenance  and  affiftance,  the  rather,  becaufe  tlie  oppofition  to 
this  courfe  of  fynod  is  made  by  the  Arminian  faftion  only;  which,  exceeding  the  reft 
in  their  afl'embly  by  plurality  of  voices,  ufe  the  name  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  and 
Weft-Friefiand  in  all  their  placarts  and  proceedings  concerning  thefe  prefent  contro- 
verfies, though  they  have  the  chief  towns  of  Amfterdam  and  Dort,  with  fome  others, 
which  proteft  againft  them,  and  the  people  are  hardly  kept  in  devotion  from  tumult.

To  give  your  majefty  farther  light  of  the  nature  of  their  aflembly  and  refolutions, 
you  maypleafe  to  underftand  one  accident,  which  happened  at  the  very  breaking  up 
of  their  laft  meeting,  when  there  came  deputies  to  the  number  of  fifteen  or  more,  in 
the  name  of  die  whole  province,  to  count  Maurice,  count  Henry,  and  the  princefs 
dowager  of  Orange,  defiring  them  feverally  to  affift  the  magiftrates  in  maintenance  of 
their  authority.  To  which  count  Henry  and  his  mother  made  prefent  anfwers  in 
general  terms ;  but  his  excellency  faid,  that,  to  underftand  their  minds  more  in  parti- 
cular, he  would  come  the  next  day  to  their  aflembly  j  which  he  accordingly  did,  and 
there  told  them  the  intent  of  his  coming  was  to  be  better  inftrucled  in  a  matter  of  fo 
great  confequence,  as  that  which  concerned  the  repofe  of  their  confciences,  and  fafety 
of  their  perfons:  wherein  monf  Barnevelt  took  upon  him  prefently  to  declare  the 
mind  of  the  aflembly,  that  they  expefted  at  his  hands,  as  governor  of  the  province,. 
to  alTift  the  magiftrates  in  execution  of  their  authority,  and  particularly  in  thofe 
things  they  had  determined  at  this  laft  meeting:  whereof  he  began  to  make  the 
recital,  but  being  in  the  midft  of  his  fpeech,  he  was  interrupted  by  the  burgo- 
mafter  of  Amfterdam,  who  faid,  that  this  indeed  was  the  advocate's  defire  with 
fome  others;  but  that  his  excellency  muft  not  take  it  as  the  confent  of  them  all. 
This  crofling  put  monf  Barnevelt  into  diftemper,  and  the  burgomafter  was  noi 
whit  more  calm;  fo  as  leaving  the  matter,  they  fell  to  comparing  of  lineages  and 
other  conteftations,  which  his  excellency  was  fain  to  moderate,  and  to  end  the  ftrife 
told  them,  that  when  he  firft  took  his  oath  as  governor  of  the  province,  they  were 
all  good  friends,  and  at  agreement,  efpecially  in  this  one  point,  to  which  he,was  fv/ornj 
that  he  ftiould  to  his  laft  drop  of  blood  maintain  and  preferve  the  true  reformed  reli- 
gion. Now  they  were  fo  divided  (as  was  there  manifeft)  he  w^ould  nor,  in  obedience- 
to  one  part,  do  any  thing,  which  might  eitlier  direilly  or  indirectly  contrary  the 
oath  made  to  them  all;  with  which  proteftation  he  departed  the  afl^embly. 

Since  it  appears  to  what  this  tended,  which  was  to  tie  the  foldiers  by  an  oath  to- 
aflift  the  magiftrates :  which  began  at  the  Brill,  and  v.'as  there  taken  unadvifedly,. 
but  was  forborn  in  other  towns  for  fear  of  tumult,  the  people  apprehending  (and  not- 
without  juft  caufe)  that,  under  this  pretence,  upon  any  que  elk  d'Alkmand,  they  fnould 
be  opprefi"ed  by  violence,  and  have  their  churches  and  preaching  places  taken  from, 
them,  unlefs  they  would  confent  to  reconjoin  with  the  Arminians,  which  they  ftiffly 
refufe,  until  the  points  in  controverfy  be  determined  by  fynod. 

The  reafon  they  alledge  for  their  perfeverance  in  this  feparation,  is,  that  not  only 
by  the  Arminians  introducing  new  opinions  in  the  church,  but  by  blaming  and  de- 
faming the  reformed  religion,  they  are  fo  fcandalized,  that  they  cannot  in-  charity- 
communicate  with  them. 

Of  the  four  provinces,  which  concur  in  the  refolution  of  a  national  fynod,  Guel- 
derland,  Friefland,  and  Groningen,  have  already  fent  their  extraordinary  deputies  to. 
this  place,  according  to  their  former  appointment.  Zealand  hath  protrafted  fending, 
by  reafon  of  two  deputies  (Grotius  of  Rotterdam,  with  another  of  Holland)  fent 
thither  exprefsly  to  diflTuade  them  :  but  they  failed  of  their  intent,  and  hardly  efcaped 
the  fury  of  the  people,  both  in  Middleburg  and  Tervere ;  fo  as  the  deferring  is  no 
breach  of  the  purpofe  of  thofe  of  Zealand,  and  we  exped  their  deputies  here  this  night 
or  to-morrow. 

I  will 
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I  will  not  fail  with  diligence  to  advertife  your  majefly  of  the   fuccefs  of  this 


meeting. 


Here  is  one  lanexpefted  accident  of  another  nature,  wherein  your  majefty's  honour 
is  much  interefled,  here  being  an  officer  of  my  lord  duke  of  Lenox,  one  Johw 
Browne,  brought  unwillingly  by  a  man  of  war  of  Enchuyfen  from  the  coaft  of 
Scotland  hither  into  Holland,  he  going  there  on  board  to  collefl;  your  majefty's  due 
for  the  fize-herring :  and  notwithftanding  he  produced  your  majeity's  letters  patents 
under  the  great  feal  of  Scotland,  and  governed  himfelf  with  all  modefty  in  execution 
of  his  charge,  he  could  not  free  himfelf  from  this  detention. 

On  Saturday  laft  he  came  unto  me,  and  the  next  day  I  expoftulated  the  matter 
with  monf  Barnevelt  in  thofe  terms  which  appertained  to  fuch  an  injury;  as  I 
have  likewife  done  with  count  Maurice,  who  both  of  them  do  miuch  condemn  the 
faft;  and  if  the  punifhment  of  the  captain  of  the  man  of  war  (who,  having  fet  mr. 
Browne  on  land  at  Enchuyfen,  went  back  immediately  to  his  fleet  of  fifhermen)  will 
give  your  majefty  fatisfaftion,  there  will  be  no  doubt  of  it 'at  his  return.  For  mr. 
Browne,  they  ufe  him  very  cpurteouily ;  and  having  made  that  complaint,  which 
belongs  to  your  majefty's  intereft  in  honour,  for  his  part  in  the  point  of  profit 
(wherein  he  is  much  endamaged  by  being  hindered  of  his  colleftions  of  the  alTize- 
from  all  nations,  which  were  then  prefent  upon  that  coaft,  and  bufy  about  their  fifh- 
ing)  I  expe6t  to  fee  what  contentment  they  will  give  him.  Thus  in  all  humility 
I  take  leave,  &c. 

Aug.  27.  Secretary  Winwood  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  St.  Bartholomew's : 
received  by  mr.  Porie  the  i6th  of  September. 

My  lord. 

To  thofe  letters,  which  you  wrote  to  his  majefty  of  the  12th  of  Auguft,  I  am  com- 
manded to  return  you  this  anfwer,  that  his  majefty  cannot  but  marvel,  that  when  as 
the  firft  union  of  Utrecht  is  grounded  upon  the  unity  of  religion,  which  then  without 
fchifm  or  faftion  unanimely  was  preached  and  profeffed  in  thofe  parts,  and  upon  the 
prefervation  and  propagation  thereof,  there  fhould  be  fuch  obftinacy  in  any  of  them, 
that  they  fhould  fever  or  difunite  themfelves,  and  not  concur  jointly  all  in  one  opi- 
nion, how  the  true  reformed  religion  may  be  continued  and.  maintained  amongft 
them :  which  feparation  of  theirs  cannot  but  tend,  as  to  their  fliame  and  difhonour, 
fo  fooner  or  later  to  the  ruin  and  fubverfion  of  their  ftate.  Therefore  his  majefty 
out  of  his  tender  care  of  the  prefervation  of  thofe  provinces  (which,  I  fpeak  not  with- 
out grief,  if  thefe  differences  amongft  them  in  point  of  religion  be  not  prefently  ac- 
commodated, will  fall  into  a  fudden  and  certain  confufion)  doth  require  you  to  em- 
ploy your  beft  endeavours  with  the  principal  minifters  of  that  ftate,  that  the  three 
provinces,  v/hich  at  this  prefent  feem  to  diffent  from  the  afTembly  of  a  national  fynod, 
Ihould  range  themfelves  fo  much  to  reafon,  as,  for  the  good  of  the  ftate,  the  repofe 
of  the  church,  and  the  honour  of  religion,  whereof  they  make  profefTion,  to  join 
■with  the  other  four,  and  fuffer  themfelves  in  fb  laudable  a  work,  tending  only  to  the 
■public  good,  to  be  over-ruled :  where  they  fhall  Ihew  themfelves  to  be  faithful  and 
loyal  patriots,  to  be  of  peaceable  and  moderate  humours,  and  free  themfelves  from 

that 
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that  fcandal,  •wherewith  now  they  are  charged,  of  faflion  and  the  headflrong  prefump- 
tion.  But  if  they  fhall  perfift  in  their  peremptory  wilfulnefs,  yet  his  majefty's  plea- 
fure  is,  that  you  encourage  the  four  provinces  to  proceed  in  the  courfe  which  they 
intend  for  the  aflembly  of  this  fynod  5  for  the  better  countenance  whereof,  and  for 
the  affiftance  of  them  who  fhall  be  employed  in  that  fervice,  when  his  majefty  fhall 
be  advertifed  by  your  letters  that  the  time  fhall  be  proper  for  that  purpofe,  he  will 
fend  over  fome  grave  and  learned  perfons  to  affiil  at  that  fynod,  who  fhall  be  men 
of  judgment  and  moderation,  void  of  malice  or  factious  paffion.  In  the  mean  time 
I  have  order,  in  his  majefty's  name,  to  write  unto  the  elector  Palatine,  to  forbear 
the  fending  of  his  people,  until  he  fliall  be  called  upon  by  the  count  Maurice,  or 
fome  other  principal  man  in  that  ftate,  upon  thofe  reafons  which  are  alledged  in 
your  letters. 

This  I  write  of  myfelf;  and  leave  it  to  your  difcretion,  whether  it  would  not  carry 
a  better  grace  with  it,  that  his  majefty  fliould  be  moved  by  letters  from  the  count 
Maurice,  or  rather  from  the  four  provinces  who  hold  the  fynod,  to  fend  thefe  mi- 
nifters,  which  he  refolveth  to  do,  than  that  they  fhould  be  fent  by  his  majefty's  vo- 
luntary accord,  and  not  from  any  motion  from  them  :  for  it  holdeth  in  my  judgment, 
as  ad  confiUum,  fo  ad  concilium,  non  accejferis  anteguam  voceris. 

Concerning  John  Browne,  you  have  received,  I  prefume,  long  fince  your  inftruc- 
tion ;  but  to  the  point  of  your  letter,  his  majefty  anfwereth,  that  he  will  take  no  fa- 
tisfaftion,  but  to  have  the  captain  and  chief  officers  of  that  fhip  to  be  fent  over  pri- 
foners ;  and  I  could  wifh  the  ftates  would  be  fo  well  advifed  to  fatisfy  his  majefty  in 
that  particular  with  contentment. 

Your  good  friend  my  lord  Roos,  upon  what  reafons  I  cannot  judge,  only  with  his 
D.  Diego,  harh  fecretly  conveyed  himfelf  out  of  England,  and  left  his  eftate  and 
family,  which  was  great,  at  fix  and  feven.  This  morning  I  hear  he  is  at  St.  Denys  in 
France,  whither  by  order  of  his  majefty  the  lords  have  fent  to  him  to  require  him  Eo 
return.     So  with  the  remembrance  of  my  fervice  to  your  lady,  I  am,  &c. 

Propofition  of  fir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  ftates  general,  with  relation 
to  the  feizing  John  Browne,  and  demanding  fatisfa£tioji. 

Aug.  1%.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Tixfal  in  Staftbrdftiire, 

My  lord  embafiador. 

Your  letters,  written  to  me  in  anfwer  to  that  which  I  had  fignified  to  you  from 
Falkland  touching  the  propofition  of  Lionelli,  the  iccretary  of  Venice,  came  in  a 
good  time  hither,  and  met  with  a  good  occafion  to  confirm  your  opinion  of  his  ma- 
jefty's anfwer,  and  like  wife  his  majefty's  judgment  in  giving  it.  For  the  fame  day  I 
received  letters  from  fir  Henry  Wotton,  in  anfwer  of  his  majefty's  to  him,  wherein 
he  doth  find  the  like  fault  with  their  manner  of  proceeding,  and  fignifieth,  that  he 
hath  expoftulated  the  fame  with  them,  and  drawn  them  to  a  kind  of  acknowledgment 
of  their  error;  and  that  they  profefTed  his  majefty  had  anfwered  as  well  and  as  much 
£S  CQ-uld  bs  expefted  from  him, 

Z  It 
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It  feemeth  alfo  by  his.  letters,  which  bear  date  of  the  firft  of  this  month,  that  there 
are  certain  articles  of  a  peace  agreed  on,  and  fent  out  of  Spain;  butpropofed  by  the 
French  embalTadori  and  allowed  at  Venice,  with  two  only  cautions,  that  all  towns 
taken  on  either  part  be  reftored ;  and  that  likewife  the  goods  and  money  taken  from 
them  by  fea  by  the  duke  of  OlTuna  be  reftored.  This  propofition  was  made  before 
the  taking  of  Vercelli,  and  fo  their  approbation  ;  but  after  the  taking  of  it,  they  be- 
gan to  doubt  vt?hat  Spain  would  do.;  and  1  do  much  doubt,  that  he  will  hardly  be 
drawn  to  a  reflritution  of  Vercelli,  but  upon  very  gqod  tei-ms  ;  and  of  the  other  xc-  - 
llitution,  that  he  will  never  do  it. 

I  differ  from  many  in  opinion  about  thofe  wars  of  Italy.  I  fee  care  tal^en  to  quench^ 
them  in  all  parts;  and  if  the  French  could  be  drawn  to  do  that  which  their  ftatere- 
quireth,  I  would  rather  look  on  the  continuance,  for  fear  left,  if  the  flame  be  out 
there,  it  break  forth  nearer  hand,  efpecially  if  you  prove  not  wife  enough  to  appeafe 
your  divifions  in  religion;  whereof  I  doubt  there  is  a  deeper  root  than  is  difcerned  by 
every  [one],  and  that  the  prince  Maurice's  carriage  doth  make  a  jealoufy  of.affefting 
a  party  under  the  pretence  of  fupporting  one  fide;  and  that  the  ftates  fear  his  ends 
and  aims,  knowing  his  power  with  the  men  of  war;  and  that,  howfoever  all  be  fha- 
dowed  under  the  name  of  religion,  there  is  oneither  part  a  civil  end,  of  the  one 
feeking  a  ftep  of  higher  authority,  of  the  other  a  prefervation  of  liberty. . 

In  the  matter  of  fir  Henry  Levingston  and  captain  Hamilton,  his  majefty  faithj 
that  you  have  fo  much  miftaken  him>  as  he  was  fain  to  call  for  the  letters  he  wrote 
for  Hamilton  for  his  own  fatisfaftion,.  and  findcth  they  contain  no  other  matter  than 
what  his  intention  was,  that  if  by  the  courfe  of  the  difcipline  there  it  be  due  to  Ha- 
milton, his  majefty  would  not  prejudice  him;  if  to  Levingston,  not  him;  if  it  be. 
at  liberty  for  either,  then  to  Levingston,  becaufe  the  other's  years  have  made,  him 
unferviceable,  and  fo  he  willed  me  to  write  to  your  lordfhip. 

I  doubt  not  but  that  by  this  time  your  lordfhip  hath  heard  of  the. lord  Roos'-s  gein^ 
fuddenly  beyond  fea,  the  caufe  being  known  now;  his  pretence  given  out  was  to  lend 
a  cartel  to  Arthur  my  fon;  but  the  rumour  was  carried  a  week  before  the  matter 
came,  and  lb  written  hither  by  mr.  fecretary  :  it  came  after  left -by  a  bafe  fellow  at 
my  houfe  at  London,  my  wife  being  in  the  country.  By  him  it  was  delivered  to  my 
butler,  where  my  wife  by  chance  coming  in  found  it,  fo  as  fhe  firft  lighted  on  it,  and 
fent  it  hither.  Four  days  before  the  challenge  is  dated  he  met  my  fon  on  the  high 
way  going  towards  Carlifle  to  meet  me.  It  is  dared  at  Calais  the  2d  of  this  month, 
when  by  fome  circumftances  it  fhould  feem  he  was  in  London.  We  cannot  hear  that 
he  is  landed  at  Calais,  or  in  any  certain  place  yet.  Some  talk  of  Delft.  If  your 
lordfhip  hear  any  thing  of  his  paflage,  you  Ihall  do  well  to  let  us  know  it.  His  ma- 
jefty hath  given  commandment  to  have  him  fent  for.  So  I  leave  farther  to  trouble 
you,  &c. 

Sept.  I.  O.  S.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  lords  of  the  privy  council. 

May  it  pleafe  your  lordfhips, 

Your  lordfhips  letters  of  the  13th  of  Auguft  from  Whitehall,  together  with  the 

copies 
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copies  of  thofe  from  the  lords  which  attended  his  majefty  at  Dumfries  in  Scotland, 
with  one  in  particular  from  mr.  fecretary  Lake,  concerning  the  taking  of  mr.  John 
Browne  a  fervant  and  officer  of  his  majefty  by  certain  the  captains  of  the  ftates 
(hipsj  which  convoy  their  fiihers  on  the  coafl  of  Scotland,  and  his  being  brought 
away  forcibly  as  a  priibner  from  thence  hither  into  Holland,  I  received  the  lid  of  the 
fame  month :  and,  in  conformity  to  them  all,  framed  a  complaint  in  the  aflembly  of 
the  ftates  general  the  27  th,  there  being  no  fit  opportunity  fooner  by  reafon  of  the  ab- 
fence  of  moft  of  the  ftates  j  adding  thereunto  fuch  circumftances,  as  I  underftood  to 
be  moft  material  of  mr.  Browne  himfelf  (who  was  brought  to  this  place  fome  14  days 
before)  and  concluding  upon  the  whole  matter  with  a  demand  in  his  majefty's  name 
of  reparation  of  honour  and  fatisfaflion  of  damages. 

The  making  of  the  anfwer  for  the  prefent  was  (in  monf,  Barnevelt's  abfence, 
whofe  charge  it  is  commonly)  referred  to  mr.  Grotius  penfioner  of  Rotterdam,  who 
faid,  the  ftates  were  very  forry  for  the  accident,  of  which  in  that  aflembly  they  had 
underftood  nothing  until  that  prefent :  and  becaufe  it  was  a  thing  which  depended  on 
a  fociety  apart  (that  of  their  fifliers),  he  defired  me  to  fet  down  my  propofition  in 
writing,  to  the  end  they  might  communicate  the  fame  to  the  parties  intereffed  -,  and 
upon  their  anfwer  give  his  majefty  all  due  fatisfaftion :  wlvich  I  failed  not  to  do  the 
fame  day,  according  to  the  copy  which  I  fend  your  lordftiips  herewith,  letting  them 
know,  that  though  the  fuperintendants  of  the  fifhery  had  difcharged  mr.  Browne,  I 
had  detained  him  here  (which,  under  your  honour's  corre6tion,  I  have  prefumed  to 
do)  whereby  to  give  them  full  fatisfaftion,  in  cafe  they  made  doubt  of  any  thing 
contained  in  my  propofition. 

Your  lordfhips  will  obferve  therein,  amongft  other  circumftances,  a  particularity 
touched,  which  happened  fince  mr.  Browne's  arrival  here,  which  was  an  infolent 
boafting  fpeech  concerning  their  ftrength  at  fea,  and  his  majefty's  weaknefs,  proceed- 
ing from  one  of  their  chief  officers  of  their  fifliery  at  Delft  in  mr.  Browne's  prefence: 
which  v/as  prefently  excufed  after  the  manner  of  this  country,  as  fpoken  by  one  who 
came  newly  from  a  feaft.  I  thought  not  fit  to  follow  by  a  perfonal  complaint,  nor  to 
omit  the  matter,  left  it  ftiould  be  taken  as  admitted. 

I  thought  It  llkewlfe  necefiary  for  his  majefty's  fervice  to  intimate  upon  this  occa- 
fion,  that  there  v/ere  other  diftreffes  and  grievances,  whereof  his  majefty  and  his  fub- 
.jetts  had  juft  caule  to  complain  -,  though  now  I  pafied  them  over  In  filcncc,  whereby 
to  make  them  caJl  to  mind  an  intention  they  declared  before  his  majefty's  going  into 
Scotland,  of  fending  over  commiffioners  to  redify  what  is  amifs,  and  fettle  a  better 
correfpondence. 

What  anfwer  they  will  make  to  my  propofition,  I  will  not  fail  with  all  diligence 
to  advertife  your  iordfnips.  Mean  time  your  lordffiips  may  pleafe  to  underftand,  that 
having,  according  to  your  commands,  treated  apart  with  count  Ma.urice,  and  the 
principal  minifters  of  thisftate,  particularly  with  thofe  of  Holland,  concerning  this  fufe- 
jeft,  as,  before  the  receit  of  your  lordftiips  letters,  upon  mr.  Browne's  firil  coming 
unto  me  I  had  already  done  ex  officio.  I  find  them  all  to  difavow.the  fact,  as,  done 
without  commifllon  or  difcretion.     Count  Maurice  doth iikewife  difdain  the  malb- 
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faftors  themfelves.  Cliff  and  Alberson,  as  unknown  perfons  to  him  as  admiraL; 
and  not  captains  in  lervice  of  the  ftatesj  but  fuch  as  are  exprefsiy  hired  and  employed 
by  their  fifhers  for  their  convoy 

I  muft  likewife  advertife  your  lordfhipsj  that  Alberson,  upon  his  firft  comino-  to 
Enchuyfen,  when  he  brought  mr.  Browne  thither,  was  there  fharply  reproved  by 
the  magiftrates  of  the  town  ;  and  linr.  Browne  well  treated,  being  there  defrayed, 
and  from  thence  condudled  to  this  place  by  one  of  the  chief  of  them:  and  here  he 
hath  no  caufe  to  complain;  having  had  ejculenta  t?  poculenta  fufficient,  and  feventy 
double  Jacobus  pieces  prefented  unto  him  by  thele  mafters  of  the  fifhers  for  a  viati- 
cum; which  he  refufed  not,  becaufe  count  Maurice  advifcd  him  to  accept  it,  as 
being  in  lieu  of  the  charge  of  a  fliip,  which  otherwife  they  muft  furnilh  to  reconduft.. 
him  into  Scotland. 

I  do  not  find  by  mr.  Browne,  that  at  fuch  time  as  Alberson  ftaid  him  upon- 
Cliif's  fliip,  there  was  any  warrant  fliev/ed  for  this  apprehenfion,  according  as  capt. 
MuRR/^Y  doth  inform  ;  but  that  only  Alberson  faid,  they  had  warrant  for  what  they 
did,  and  that  it  was  contained  in  their  commiffion,  v/hich  they  produced,,  but  did  not 
read  the  fame. 

In  a  cafe  of  this  nature  I  would  not  omit  any  circumflances,  which  may  give  lio-ht  to 
your  lordfhips  judgments.     So  in  all  humility  I  take  leave,  &c..

Upon  occafion  of  the  return  ofmr.  Robert  Ashley,  who  brought  me  your  honour's 
former  letters,  and  of  whom  I  find  favourable  mention  in  your  laft  of  the  24th  of 
Auguft,  which  accompanied  thofe  from  the  lords  of  the  23d,  I  would  not  fail  by 
exprefs  letters,  as  likewife  by  the  copy  of  my  propofition  in  the  affembiy  of  tlie  ftates 
general,  to  give  their  lord-iliips  an  account  what  I  had  done  in  obedience  to  their  com- 
mandments concerning  the  complaint  of  the  affront  offered  his  majefty  in  the  wrong- 
ful apprehenfion  ofmr.  Browne,  and  demand  of  fatisfaftion  :  which  when  I  fhall  re- 
ceive, at  leaft  what  anfwer  foever  I  fhall  have  concerning  this  fabjecft,  I  will  fpeedily 
advertife  their  lordfliips.  Mean  time  finding  the  fenfe  their  lordfhips  and  your  ho- 
nour in  particular  hath  of  this  accident^  which  in  itfelf  is  very  ill,  but  would  be  of  far 
worfe  digeftion  if  it  were  any  ways  authorized  from  hence,  I  muft  again  confirm 
what  I  advertifed  your  honour  by  my  laft  of  the  igth  of  Auguft,  that  it  is  not  only 
here  difavowed,  but,  by  as  many  as  I  have  fpoken  with  concerning  the  fubjeft,  ge- 
nerally condemned:  and  if  to  their  profeffion  I  may  add  my  private  opmion,  I  be- 
lieve it  was  done  without  commiffion,  either  by  word  or  writing  :  for  not  only  here, 
but  likewife  at  Rotterdam  and  Enchuyfen,  upon  the  firft  news  thereof,  thofe,  who 
had  committed  the  fa£t,  were  much  blamed.  But  this  will  appear  more  by  the  fa- 
tisfadion  they  give  his  majefty,  in  their  exemplary  punifliment.  The  delay  of  their 
anfwer  your  honour  will  foon  anfwer,  when  you  know,  that  monf.  Barnevelt  is  ab- 
fent,  from  whom  they  fetch  the  chief  light  of  their  counfels:  but  now  they  know 
his  majefty  hath  taken  the  right  way  of  reprifal  (which  they  underftand  from  fur  Nosl 
3  Carqn) 
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Caron)  there  is  no  doubt  but  his  opinion  will  be  here  before  his  perfon,  he  remain- 
ing  at  Utrecht  and  thofe  parts,  where  he  hath  friends  and  pofleflions,  for  this  whole 


vacation 


There  hath  been  an  afiembly  about  ten  days  fince  of  the  chief  of  the  Arminian  fac- 
tion at  Utrecht,  as  well  of  church  as  laymen,  there  being  fifteen  of  the  firft  fort,  and 
amongft  thofe  178.  and  179.  and  of  the  latter  174.  176.  177.  215.  32.  lo.  51.  52. 
29.  37.  17.  45.  50.  19.  one  of  the  190.  216.  25.  39.  23.  20.  47.  12.  19.  51.  6^' 
one  of  the  195.  with  fome  others,  and  the  chief  of  184.  who  are  all  for  the  moft  pare 
that  way  affedted.  The  fecret  of  their  confultation  is  not  yet  known ;  bur  this  I  under- 
ftand,  that  they  had  in  debate  what  anfwer  fuch  minifters  of  Guelderland  fliould  make 
to  what  is  injoined  them  in  that  province,  and  a  precifeday  appointed,  concerning  the 
five  points  here  lo  much  debated,  and  of  the  dependencies  on  them:  And  for  the  reft, 
how  they  fhall  maintain  fuch  refolutions  as  go  here  under  the  name  of  Holland. 

The  laft,  which  was  taken  by  plurality  of  voices  in  their  late  afTembly,  I  fend 
your  honour  herewith,  with  a  placarr,  which  was  immediately  pubiifhed  thereupon,- 
and  fome  particular  exceptions  v.'hich  are  taken  againft  the  fame,  there  being  five 
towns,  v/hereof  Amfterdam  and  Dort  are  the  chief,  which  do  openly  proteft  againft 
the  refolution  and  placart:  And  four,  Gorcum,  M.^denblick,  Menichedam,  and  Sche- 
dam,  which  hold  themfelves  neutral  without  avowing  or  difclaiming  the  fame. 

The  extraordin  ry  deputies  of  Zealand  arrived  not  here  till  Friday  lait.  The  dajT' 
following  they  went  into  the  council  of  Holland,  to  fecond  an  office  made  the  begin- 
ning of  rhe  week  by  mr.  Joachimi,  one  of  the  ordinary  deputies  of  that  province,  in  ^ 
the  name  of  his  principals  ;  which  was,  that  for  important  caufes  they  would  r&- 
aflemble  the  ftates  of  Holland :  to  which  the  anfwer  they  made  to  Joachimi  was, 
that  their  number  was  not  fufficient,  in  the  abfence  of  the  advocate  and  ochers,  to  re- 
folve  of  calling  an  affembly  :■  And  to  thefe  extraordinary  deputies,  that  if  they  had  ■ 
any  new  matter  to  propofe,  when  they  knew  the  fame,  they  would  then  confuk  whe- 
ther it  deferved  an  affembly  of  the  ftates  or  not,  and  accordingly  take  a  refolution-: 
But  if  it  were  the  fame  which  they  had  treated  form.erly  concerning  a  national  fynod, 
that  therein  the  refolution  of  the  ftates  was  already  known  and  pubiifhed.  In  cafe 
they  perfift  therein  not  to  admit  of  any  further  treaty,  the  four  provinceawill  infallibly 
proceed  with  afynod  apart  5  in  which  the  five  towns  of  Holland  will  join  with  them:; 
but  hitherunto  ll:ty  forbear  to  fend  their  deputies  hither  for  that  purpofe,  until  they 
fie  whether  the  ftates  of  Holland  will  aflemble  or  not.  And  this  upon  very  good 
counfel,  not  to  m.ake  any  fticw  of  feparation  from  the  reft  of.  the  provincesj  until  they 
are  driven  unto  it  by  nece.Ticy.  In  Leyden,  according  to  their  laft  refolution,  they 
are  now  raifing  400  men,  to  be  there  in  garrifon  for  the  fervice  of  themagiftrates. 
There  was  this  laft  week  in  Delft  an  uproar  in  the  church,  where  an  Arminian  preacher, 
by  order  of  them 'giftrates  ftept  into  the  pulpit;  but  upon  the  firft  fight  of  him,  in 
place  of  a  pfalm,  he  was  cried  down  by  the  voice  of  the  people,  and  hardly  efcaped 
their  fury.  The  like  accideu  happened  not- long  betorein  a  village  near  Rotterdam, 
where  the  magiftrates  of  that  town  came  as  judges  to  hear  two  minifters  difpute;  .and 
about  1000  people  were  there  affemblcd  as  auditors:  But  before  they  could  agree 
-  upon  the.  queftionj  or  upon-tke  fgrm  of  their- argumentation,  the  fray  was  parted,'  as 

they 
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_they  do  in  Fleet-ftreet,  with  clubs,  the  people  falling  together  by  the  ears,  feme  with 
daggers  and  others  v/ith  knives,  and  happy  was  he,  even  of  the  magillrates  themfelveSj, 
.that  could  fave  his  flcin.     Things  being  a6lually  in  this  diforder,  and  likely  day  by 

..day  rather  to  grow  worfe  than  better,  and  now  the  other  provinces  being  fenfible  of 
the  danger,  having  here  extraordinary  deputies,  men  of  great  ability,  to  confult  of  a 
remedy  in  that  which  the  public  and  every  man's  particular  hath  fo  much  intereft 
in,  it  is  much  marvelled  how  monf.  Barnevelt,  notwithftanding  that  his  prefence 
hath  been  here  much  and  often  required,  doth  only  upon  excufe  of  change  of  air  ab- 

.' fent  himfelf.  Some  conceive  it  is  witli  a  purpoie  wholly  to  retire  himfelf  from  the 
managing  of  public  affairs :  Others,  that  he  doth  reculer  ■pour  mieux  Jauter,  when  in 
fuch  weighty  occafions,  as  are  now  in  handling,  he  hath  valued  himfelf  magis.  carendo 
quam  fruendo.     But  I  conceive  his  intent  to  be^  to  fee  the  uttermoft  of  this  difference, 

■  which  he  will  have  perfifted  in  according  to  the  laftrefblution  of  thofe  of  Holland  by  176 
'and  177,  with  the  reft  of  the  21 1  j  and  according  to  the  event  will  then  return,  as  one 

not  interefTed,  to  give  fuch  form  to  the  bufinefs,  as  the  matter  will  ht2x fer Jaluar,  as 
■;.they  fay,  lacaura  ^  i  canoli:  and  againft  this  time  he  hath  fo  procured,  that  iq6,  who 

is  now  prefently  in  270,  fhall  be  returned  to  1 89,  to  ufe  the  name  of  270,  being  no  fit 

arbitrator  in  queftions  of  religion  ;  yet  under  the  public  pretences  of  the  union  of  the 
;>  Hate,  and  authority  of  the  magifhrate,  there  may  be  much  laid  (as  the  bufinefs  hath  been 
t.artificially  carried)  in  favour  of  213,  and  fo   much  more  to  purpoie,  becaufe  in  all 

.occafions,  which  concern  196,  goeth  directly  to  their  afiembly,  without  taking  the 

ftates  general. 

.-courfe  of  Other  public  minifters  in  the  alTembly  of  190,  where  whatfoever  is  propofed 

Barnevelt. 

.contrary  to  the  mind  of  174,  is  either  abfolutely  fmothered  (as  I  well  know  fome  of 

fir  Dudley  Carleton. 
'  the  .propofitions  of  197  ■  in  this  fubjedl  have  been)  or  fo  difguifed,  that  it  is  much  al- 
;-tered  in.  the  report.    It  were  tO-very  good  purpofe,  that  the  intention  of  246   to  fend 

itates  general. 

an  embaffador  to  190  were  put  in  execution  againft  this  time:  for  whatfoever  that 
..prince  wants  in  the  greatnefs  of  the  other,  is  fupplied  by  his  zeal  in  religion,  and  his 
.'true  profefTion  thereof,  which  is  the  caufe  here  in  queftion. 

vMr.  Ashley  can  relate  unto  your  honour,  as  having  been  an  eye-vv'itnefs,  how 
•  much  here  in  the  Hague  the  number  of  thofe,  which  make  profelTion  of  the  old  reli- 
gion in  the  new  church,  exceeds  tliat  likewife  of  .the  new  religion  in  the  old  church; 
as  likewife  the  compliment,  with  which  his  excellency  entertained  us,  as  we  both  met 
yefterday  (for  fo  our  ways  lie)  coming  from  morning  fervice,  that  though  we  had 
..contrary  ways  to. church,  yet  that  it  v/as./a  raejme  voye  de  Jalut. 

I  may  not  omit  an  important  advertifement  concerning  another  fubjeiTt  of  two  de- 

■puties,  which  are  here  at  this  prefent  from  the  archduice,  the  one  a  burgomafter,  the 

-  other  a  penfioner  of  that  part  in  Flanders  called  la  France.,  who  have  had  audience  of 

the  ftates  general  this  lafl  week,  to  require,  that  certain  deputies  may  be  appointed  by 

the  ftates  to  meet  with  others,  that  the  archduke  fhall  name,  to  treat  concerning  tlie 

-limits  of  Flanders,  which  the  archduke  complains  are  incroached  upon  by  the  fubjeds 

■  of  thefe  provinces  by  fuch  purchafes  of  land  as  they  have  made  in  thefe  parts  fince 
:the  truce.     Thefe  deputies  having  been  founded  by  fome  of  the  ftates  exprefly  em-

ployed  for  that  piirpofe,  have  given  this  much  farther  knowledge  of  the  archduke's  pur- 
pofe,  that  one  of  hiscommilTionersfhall  bePECCHius,  and  the  place  of  treaty  he  defires 
may  be  either  Colen  or  Liege :  Which  circumftances  make  the  ftates  proceed  with 
more  deliberation  in  their  anCwer,  conceiving,  that  the  fmall  occafions  for  fo  folemn 
a  conference,  the  perfon  of  Pecchius,  and  the  places  named  for  the  meeting  fo  unfit 
for  a  view  of  confines  in  Flanders,  have  fome  farther  afpeift,  which  yet  they  rove  at 
only  in  conjefture  without  any  certainty. 

Here  are  at  prefent  deputies  from  the  count  of  Aldenburg,  who  have  required  my 
affiftance  in  their  mailer's  affairs,  wherein  I  do  not  forget  the  charge  I  have  from  his  ■ 
majefty,  both  in  my  inftruftions,  as   likewife  by  exprefs  letters  from   your  honour.  . 
Thus  I  moft  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

September  12-  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  lords  of  the  Council:  fent  by  mr=, - 
Browne. 

May  it  pleafe  your  lordfhips,  - 

1  gave  your  lordfhips  an  account  by  letters  of  the  firft  of  this  prefent,  and  by  the  ~ 
copy  of  my  propofition  annexed,  what  I  had  then  performed  in  the  aflfembly  of  the 
ftates  general,  in-conformity  to  your  lordfliips  letters  of  the  ijthof  Auguft,  with  fuch  ■ 
other  circumitances  as  I  thought  material,  touching  the  taking  mr.  Browne  on  the 
Goaft  of  Scotland,  his  conducing  hither,  and  treatment  fince  his  arrival.     He  now-  - 
returns  charged  v/ith  thofc  to  your  lordfliips,  which  are  accompanied  with  the  ftates  ■ 
anfwer  to  my  propofition,  tlie  information  of  the  chief  officers  of  their  filhery,  and 
certain  atteftations  of  fome  feveral  perfons  taken  under  oath  to  extenuate  the  quality  of 
the  offence;  which  (according  as  I  advertifed  your, lordfhips)  will  appear  both  by  tiie. : 
ftates  anfwer,  as  likewife  by  the  information  of  thofe  of  the  fifhery,  to  be  difavowed;'  -. 
and  the  deputies  of  the  ftates  (one  of  Holland,  and   another  of  Zealand)   who  this 
day  brought  me  thefe  papers,  did  deliver  the  fam.e  unto  me,  with   folemn  protefta- 
tions  in  that  particular,  with  much  other  fpeech  to  the  fame  efied:  as  their  anfwer  in  ■: 
writing;   adding,  .that  the  time,  when  his  majefty  did  revoke  a  placart  concerning  - 
thevpayment  of  tribute  by  the  fifhers  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland,  at  the  inftance  of  the 
ftates  (which  is  fpecified.  in.  their  anfwer,  but  no  time  named),  v/as  in  the  year  161O; 
and  concluding  v/ith  a  requeft,  that  his  majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  take, in  good  part 
their  anfwer  to  fet  at  liberty  fuch  of  their  fubjefts  as  are  reftrained  upon  this  occafionj 
and  that  for  the  time  to  come  thofe  of  the  provinces  may  be  permitted,  as  heret-oforej  ., 
to  continue  their  fifhing  without  moleftation.  ,, 

To  this  I  anfwered,  touching  the  firft  of  difcovering  the  faift  as  ddne-withbut  theirs  ' 
or  any  othej  public  commiffion,  .that  his  majefty  and.  your  lordfliips,  inxonfidence  - 
both  of  their  friendfllip  and  wifdom,  did  believe  as  much,  notwithftanding  the  captains 
of  their  lliips,   at  fuch  time  as  they  made.ftay  i^f  mr.  Browne,  had  avei-red  the  con- 
trary; and  nov/  upon  this  affurance  both  by  meffage  and  writing  would  (I,  made  no  .■ 
doubt)  reft  fo  m.uch  the  better  fatisned.     Howfoever  I  told  them,  that  Lunderftood  ' 
their  men  cf  war  had  a  commilTion  in  general  terms,  to    make   ftay   of  any  which  *- 
troubled  their  fifhers,  andta-bring  them  hither  to  r-nfwer  their  doings  :  v/hich  with  men-.,! 
fo  rude  and  uncivil^  as  they  decyphered  their  filhei:  captains  to  be^,  might  ferve  always  .n 

for-.- 
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for  as  good  a  quarrel  at  fea,  as  ^sop's  wolf  pickt  againft  the  lamb  for  troubling  his 
fountain :  and  therefore  I  rold  them  it  was  fit  they  fliould  renew  their  commiffion, 
and  limit  it  in  that  fort,  as  to  prevent  hereafter  the  like  fubjeft  of  offence. 

To  this  they  repliedj  that  their  commifllon  was  indeed  the  fame  as  antiently,  dur- 
ing the  time  of  the  war,  without  change  or  alteration  :  and  though  it  were  in  general 
terms  not  to  fuffer  their  fifhers  to  be  molefted,  it  could  not  ferve  their  captains  for 
excufe  of  fuch  a  violence  as  this,  committed  on  his  majefty's  officer. 

Concerning  the  promife  they  pretend  to  be  made  by  his  majefty  anno  16 10  of  free- 
dom from  that  payment;  I  afked  them  firft,  whether  they  had  any  fuch  thing  in 
writing:  which  they  laid  they  had  not.  I  then  told  them,  there  was  fmall  appear- 
ance of  any  fuch  thing,  fince  no  more  was  required  of  them  than  of  other  ftrangers 
and  of  his  majefty's  own  fubjedls;  alt  particular  exemptions  in  fuch  cafes  being 
ufually  granted  by  letters  patents ;  and  that  fir  Noel  Caron  had  no  fuch  thing  to 
alledge  to  your  lordfhips  at  his  being  lately  at  your  council-table  upon  this  fubjecl : 
only,  I  faid,  he  infifted,  that  before  his  majefty's  departure  into  Scotland,  he  did 
move  his  majefty,  that  for  this  year  there  might  be  a  forbearance  of  taking  that  right 
,of  the  affize-herring;  and  that  all  differences  might  reft  until  the  coming  of  com- 
miffioners  (whom  I  faid  his  majefty  did  now  expeft  at  his  return  out  of  Scotland) 
they  would  fend  them  ib  inftrufted.,  that  they  might  not  pretend  we  have  no  order  in 
this  particular. 

Touching  their  requeft  of  procuring  by  good  offices  his  majefty's  fatisfadion,  and 
'.by  confequence  the  releafe  of  fuch  as  are  imprifoned  upon  thi?  occafion,  I  told  them, 
■X\it  fame  did  depend  upon  their  farther  proceeding  in  this  bufinefs;  wherein  hitherto 
nothing  was  aftually  done,  but  much  faid  for  diiavowing  the  fa£l.     And  fmce   they 
had  brought  mr.  Browne  into  thefe  parts,  whom  they  had  examined  at  Enchuyfen,  and 
-afterwards  at  Delft,  I  told  them,  they  could  do  no  lefs  than  fend  Cliff  and  y\LSi]:RSON 
as  prifoners  into  England  to  be  examined  tliere,  fince  they  ufed  recrimination ;  and  that 
■'Upon  the  validity  of  the  informations  their  farther  puniftiment  or  releafe  fliould  de- 
pend upon  his  majefty's juftice .and  pleafure;  according  as  they  made  themfelves  there 
judges  of  Browne's  proceedings,  by  conducting  him  perfonaily  hither,  who,  I  told 
them,  was  yet  here  to  anfwer  what  was  to  be  faid  againft  him,  and  was  then  ready  in 
my  houfe,  if  they  would  hear  him.  This  courfe  offending  thefe  captains  over,  I  faid, 
^v•as  fuch,  as  the  nature  of  the  caufedid  require,  being  a  public  fatisfaftion  for  a  public 
•affront,   and  fuch  a  one  as  would  ftop  the  mouths  of  thofe,  as  make  this  accident  an 
argument  of  ill  correfpondence  betwixt  his  majefty  and  this  ftate.     But  this  I  defired 
them  to  take  as  my  private  advice,  not  that  I  had  any  order  to  put  them  in  this  way, 
,to  which  they  fhould  be  led  by  their  own  difcretions. 

For  mr.  Browne,  they  faid,  that,  having  no  commiffion  to  reply,  they  found  it 
not  neceiTary  to  hear  him;  and  for  this  courfe  of  fatisfaftion,  which  I  had  propofcd 
;unto  them,  they  promifed  to  relate  the  fame  to  the  ftates,  and  to  refolve  of  that 
■which  might  give  his  majefty  beft  contentment. 

The  deputy  of  Holland  concluded  with  an  humble  defire,  that  his  majefty  would  be 

pleafed 
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pleafed  in  the  mean  timCj  now  mr.  Browne  is  returned,  to  releafe  fuch  of  this  pro- 
vince, as  are  imprifoned  by  way  of  reprifal,  they  being  merchants,  and  therefore 
fhould  not  in  equity  fufFer  for  others  tranfgreffions. 

Herein  your  lordfhips  may  be  pleafed  (if  it  fo  feem  good  to  your  wifdoms)  to  be 
interceflbrs  to  his  majefty,  to  the  end,  as  the  offence  given  is  not  common  with  the 
reft  of  this  province,  but  only  proceeds  from  thoi'e  of  the  fifhery;  fo  the  difcontent- 
ment,  which  will  be  here  conceived  upon  longer  retention  of  thofe  who  are  innocent, 
may  not  be  common  to  the  wliole  province,  the  nature  of  this  people  being  (as  your 
lordfhips  beft  know)  fooner  alienated  in  their  affe6lions  upon  fuch  occafions,  than 
may  be  eafily  recovered  ;  and  the  prefent  conjunfture  is  fuch,  by  reafon  of  their  great 
diftraclions  well  known  to  your  lordfhips,  tha.t  paulo  momenta  they  will  fway  hue  id 
dlluc;  which  your  lordfhips  may  pleafe  to  take  into  confideration. 

It  pleafed  your  lordfhips  by  letters  of  the  i6th  of  March  lafl  paft  to  command 
my  affiflance  with  tlie  ftates  in  behalf  of  one  mr.  Boothey,  a  merchant  of  London, 
and  by  others  of  the  laft  of  April,  16 16,  for  one  William  Smyth,  an  officer  of  the 
admiralty  in  Ireland,  both  to  the  fame  effe£t,  to  procure  them  reparation,  the  one  of 
the  lofs  of  goods,  and  the  other  of  his  limbs,  by  a  violent  attempt  of  one  Moy  Lam- 
bert, a  commander  of  certain  of  the  ftates  men  of  war  in  Crook-haven  in  Ireland, 
committed  more  than  three  years  fince.  Which  bufinefs,  having  received  many  crolTes, 
by  references  one  while  to  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juftice,  and  then  by  refumption  upon 
my  earneft  inftance  into  the  hands  of  the  ftates,  as  likewife  by  the  queftion,  who 
fhould  be  liable  to  this  farisfaftion,  either  the  captain,  who  had  committed  the  fatt, 
or  the  ftates,  whofe  fervant  he  was,  and  fo  ftill  continues,  in  the  end  is  brought  to 
this  ifTue,  that  without  infifting  farther  de  modo  the  ftates,  by  the  fame  deputies  who 
treated  with  me  concerning  mr.  Browne,  have  thus  anfwered  me  de  re,  that  they  are 
content  mr.  Boothby  fhall  have  a  thoufand  pounds  fterling  (with  which  he  hath  for- 
merly fignified  unto  me  by  letter,  that  he  would  reft  well  fatisfied)  and  William 
Smyth  fhall  have  for  his  part  200  pounds  ;  but  this  conditionally,  that  fir  Noel  Ca- 
RON  may  receive  fatisfaftion  from  your  lordfhips,  that,  this  money  being  paid,  they 
fliall  be  no  more  molefted  by  farther  demands  of  reparation  of  damages  for  that  faft. 
Touching  the  which  fir  Noel  Caron  hath  charge  to  move  your  lordfhips  ;   and  to 
bring  this  long  bufinefs  to  conclufion  (v/hich  depends  upon  your  lordfhips  anfwer), 
I  have  alTured  them,  that  your  lordfhips  Vt'ill  confent  to  as  much  in  this  behalf,  as  in 
reafon  may  be  demanded,  or  as  they  in  the  like  cafe  would  do:  which  they  took  as  an 
encouragement,  but  is  no  engagement  farther  than  may  feem  good  to  your  lordfhips. 

I  may  not  omit  to  advertife  your  lordfhips,  that  one  mr.  Bell,  a  merchant  of 
London,  doth  pretend  to  reparation  of  a  confiderable  lofs  received  by  the  fame  pi- 
rate :  but  whether  he  hath  the  like  intereft  in  the  conducing  the  pirate,  as  hath  mr. 
Boothey,  and  thereupon  the  like  right  of  demanding  fatisfacftion,  your  lordfhips 
can  beft  judge. 

Other  pretenders  I  have  not  heard  of;  but  the  ftates  apprehend,  that  this  fatisfac- 
tion  given  to  Smyth  will  ftir  up  others  which  were  hurt,  or  the  friends  of  flich  as 
were  Sain  in  that  attempt,  to  feekthe  likej  and  they  acknowledging  his  majefty's  great 

A  a  benignity

benignity  in  paffing  over  the  criminal  part  of  this  offence,  do  hold  their  hands  clofe 
from  parting  with  any  naoney  until  they  be  well  affured  thereby  to  purchafe  their  peace. 

The  importance  of  thefe  caufes,  whereof  your  lordfhips  letters  do  fhew  how  much, 
you  are  fenfible,  mult  excufe  the  length  of  mine,  being  ftudious  to  omit  nothing, 
which  may  ferve  for  your  lordDhips  information,  and  his  majefty's  fervice.  So  in  all 
humility  I  take  leave,  &c.

This  packet  by  mr.  John  Browne  contains  the  ftates  anlwer  touching;  his  appre- 
henfion  by  their  herring-fifhers,  to  which  and  other  papers  adjoined  with  my  letters  to 
the  lords  of  the  council,  I  prefume  to  refer  your  honour  for  as  much  as  concerns  this 
fubjeft;  as  likewife  for  what  belongs  to  the  bufmefs  of  mr.  Boothby  and  one 
Smyth,  touching  whom  I  had  feveral  letters  long  fince  from  your  lordfhips,  and. 
from  your  honour  in  particular.  The  anAvers  to  all  whicK  inftances  were  delivered 
me  at  the  fame  time  by  the  fame  deputies  from  the  dates :,  and  herewith  go  two  feve- 
ral difpatches  from  the  ftates  to  fir  Noel  Caron  upon  thefe  occafions,  which  are  re- 
commended to  my  conveyance. 

As  I  find  the  ftates  very  defirous  to  give  his  majefty  all  fatisfaflion,  fo  I  make  no 
doubt  but  your  honour  will  continue  your  accuftomed  good  offices  with  his  majefty  to 
have  the  fum  received,  as  well  for  the  public  refpefts  as  this  in  private,  that  it  may

appear  to  190,  the  accommodating  fuch  harlli  bufinefles  abroad  doth  not  depend 

Barnevelt 

(as  fome  here  would  perfuade  themfelves  and  others)  upon  174  for  dexterity  in  the 
managing  of  them^  as  here  we  find  by  the  effefts  of  thefe  refolutions  (in  fome  of  whicK 
both  my  predeceffor  and  myfelf,  ever  fince  my  coming  to  this  charge,  have  laboured, 
as  if  they  were  partus  elepbantis)  that  in  his  abfence  v/e  are  freed  from,  many  artihr 
cious  delays. 

I  was  inftruded  in  your  honour's  laft  letters  of  the  27th  of  Auguft,  received  the  6th; 
of  this  prefent  by  mr.  Porie,  what  fatisfaftion  his  majefty  doth  expett  of  the  wrong; 
concerning  mr.  Browne,  which  I  have  remembered  to  the  ftates,  in  anfwer  of  theip 
deputies,  by  way  of  advice  from  myfelf,  and  not  of  demand  from  his  majefty,.  to  the 
end  they  may  know  what  is  expefted  ;  and  if  they  have  inclination  thereunto,  will  b© 
performed  without  hazarding  a  refufal  in  a  matter  of  that  nature :  wherein  having 
tafted  fome,  I  find  them  very  tender  in  this  point  of  remitting,  though  others  think 
the  fame  upon  this  occafion  both  juft  and  requifite.  This  proceeding  of  mine  doth 
no  way  prejudice  the  demand  I  may  make  in  his  majefty's  name  of  thefe  perfons  tO; 
be  fent  as  prifoners,  in  cafe  by  way  of  reply  to  the  ftates  anfwer  his  majefty  command 
to  have  it  infifted  upon. 

Touching  the  former  part,  which  is  the  chief  fubjeft  of  your  honour's  letter 
concerning  our  affairs  of  religion,  I  will  give  your  honour  a  more  particular  ac-

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count  by  the  ordinary  poll  of  the  Hague,  who  parts  from  this  place  to-morrow  or 
next  day. 

In  mr.  Boothbv's  and  Smyth's  bufinefs,  I  will  remember  to  your  honour,  that 
having  had  a  letter  from  your  honour  in  behalf  of  mr.  Bell  to  join  his  fuit  with 
theirs  for  reparation  of  loffes  received  by  the  pirates,  I  found  thofe  new  pretenfions 
(whereof  the  flates  had  knowledge  from  other  hands)  much  to  crofs  my  endeavours 
for  BooTHBY :  whereof  your  honour  being  advertifed,  I  received  in  December  laft  a 
letter  from  your  honour's  fecretary,  mr.  John  More,  as  written  by  your  order,  to 
proceed,  as  I  had  done  before,  without  hindering  the  one  by  mixing  their  fuits,  and 
not  profiting  the  other:  but  until  I  did  give  the  ftates  fome  light,  that  Bell  could 
not  well  make  the  fame  claim  as  Boothby,  I  could  not  draw  from  them  any  refolu- 
tion ;  and  until  likewife  I  told  them  my  private  opinion,  that,  giving  contentment  to 
Boothby  and  Smyth,  this  matter  would  fo  end.     Whereupon  they  took  the  relolu- 
tion  to  give  Boothby  1000/.  whereas  before  they  ftuck  upon  700/.  and  now  lately 
to  Smyth  200/.  in  place  of  100/.  which  was  the  moft  I  could  draw  them  to  until 
this  laft  day,  offering  to  pay  me  the  whole  fum  of  1 200  /.  for  them  two,  fo  as  I  would 
give  them  alTurance  under  my  hand,  that  in  this  fubjeft  they  Ihould  be  no  more  mo- 
lefted :  both  which  I  refufed,  as  well  to  touch  any  money,  as  to  give  that  warrantife, 
which  depends  not  on  me;  and  therefore  for  that  point  I  left  it  to  their  embafTador  to 
procure  them  fatisfaftion  from  the  lords  of  his  majefty's  council,  as  I  undertook  to 
advertife  the  parties  interelTed  of  their  refolution.     Here  is  no  appearance  to  win  any 
thing  for  mr.  Bell,  unlefs  he  had  as  good  cards  to  fhew  as  mr.  Boothby.     And  for 
Boothby  and  Smyth  I  cannot  expeft  to  obtain  more  contentment  than  this,  to  which 
the  bufinefs  is  now  brougTit.     Wherefore  to  free  his  majefty  from  farther  importunity 
in  this  caufe,  and  themfelves  from  longer  fuit,  it  may  here  well  end:  with  which 
;I  will  end  to  trouble  your  honour  any  farther  for  the  prefent,  and  humbly  take 
leave,  &c.

I  advertifed  your  honour  at  large  the  firft  of  this  prefent  by  mr.  Ashley  touching 
our  church  differences,  and  the  15th  by  mr.  Browne  concerning  himfelf,  who  car- 
ried the  ftates  anfwer  to  my  complaint  about  his  apprehenfion.  Since  whofe  departure 
the  captain  of  the  fliip  of  war,  who  brought  him  to  Enchuyfen,  abfenting  himfelf,  is 
difpjaced,  and  another  put  into  his  charge  by  the  ftates  of  Holland.  Which  courfe 
will  be  taken  with  the  other  of  Rotterdam,  when  he  fhall  return  ;  and  fuch  otlier  re- 
fentment  ftiewed,  as  may  give  his  majefty  fatisfa6tion ;  for  fo  have  fome  of  the  chief 
of  Holland  affured  me  to  be  their  intention,  with  whom  I  have  fpoken  fince  mr. 
Browne's  departure,  and  fhewed  out  of  his  anfwers  the  fmall  appearance  of  truth  in 
thofe  difcourfes,  which  were  delivered  upon  this. 

.  .Now  in  anfwer  to  your  honour's  letters  of  the  27th  of  Auguft  I  have  dealt  particu- 
larly with  fome  of  tiie  chief  of  tliofe  three  provinces,  which  oppofe  the  national  fynod, 
without  fhewing  myfelf  openly  in  the  other  part,  to  the  end  it  might  appear,  that 
the  courfe  they  take  is  by  their  own  motive,  not  by  the  inftigation  of  others :  and  I 

A  a  2  find 
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find  them  all  to  come  as  well /to  as  contra  with  limited  inftrudlions  from  their  princi- 
pals. So  in  conclufion  of  our  difcourfe,  what  reafon  focver  is  alledged,  they  remain; 
divided  in  their  purpofts ;  the  four  provinces,  Guelderland,  Zealand,  Friefland,  and 
Groningen,  having  yefterday  (after  much  debate)  refolved  of  a  national  fynod;  and  the 
other  three,  Holland,  Utrecht,  and  Overyffel,.  protefting  againfl  it. 

Amongft  the  deputies  of  Guelderland,  who  Hood  for  the  affirmative,  two  of  them, 
gave  a  contrary  voice  to  the  reft;  but  it  was  made  appear,  that  what  tkey  faid  was- 
iheir  private  opinions,  without  charge  from  their  province. 

Againfl:  thofe  of  Holland  a  contra-protefl:  was  made  by  exprefs  deputies  oFAmfter- 
dam,  Dort,  Enchuyien,  Edam,,  and  Purmerynde,  fliewing,  that  the  deputies  of  Holland 
having  no  commiffion  from  their  principals  to  make  fuch  a  proteft,  howfoever  they^ 
might  be  authorifed  not  toproceed  with  the  national  fynod,  the  proteft  was  not  to  be 
admitted :  fo  as  the  bufinefs  is  now  in  this  ftate,  the  four  provinces  have  taken  a  deter- 
minate refolution  for  a  national  fynod,  and  are  accordingly  upon  nominating  deputies 
to  appoint  time  and  place,  with  other  circumftances:  and  the  other  three  are  in  queftionj 
whether  their  oppofite  protefl:s  fliall  be  admitted  or  not.. 

I  have  remembered  to  fome  of  the  chief  of  the  four  provinces  to  have  a  regard  of 
the  time  of  their  fynod,  to  appoint  it  in  that  fort,  that  the  other  provinces  may  have 
both  day  to  deliberate  and  to  conjoin  with  them,  if  they  fo  think  good  upon  better 
advice :  whereof  they  will  have  care,  and  the  time  is  like  to  be  appointed  in  April 
next..  They,  on  the  other  fide,  have  moved  me,  under  pretence  of  calling  for  an  an- 
fwer  to  his  majefty's  letter,,  written  unto  the  ftates  general  in  April  laft,  in  cooi- 
mendation  of  a.  fynod,  to  pafs  an  office  in  their  affembly  to  the  fame  effeft,  to  the  end. 
it  may  appear  his  majefl:y  continues- ftilL  of  the  fame  mind;  which,  when  they  are 
to  depart  to  their  feveral  provinces,  they  jijdge  very  neceflfary,  as  well  for  encou- 
raging thofe  which  are  well  affefted,  as  for  inducing  others  to  the  fame  refolution; 
wherein,  as.QCcafions  fhallminiflierlubiecSt,  I  fhall  not  fail  to  iiitisfy  them,  prefuming 
it  will  not  be  difagreeable  to  his  majefty..

How  neceflary  this  courfe  of  fynod  is,  may  appear  by  the  want  of  all  other  remedy 
for  this  divifion  in  church  and  ftate;  the  feparation  in  the  one  being  every  day  greater 
than  other,  and  with  more  animofity;  and  in  the  other  many  diforders  growing, 
which  bring  all  into  confufion.

The  levy  of  a  company  of  300,  which  I  advertiled  your  honour  to  be  made  at 
Leyden,  was  foon  followed  with  fix  other  companies  raifed  at  Utrecht,  which  being 
complained  of  by  his  excellency  in  the  council  of  ftate,  and  by  them  in  the  aflembly 
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of  the  ftates  general,  four  of  the  council  were  exprefsly  fent  to  perfuade  the  ftates  of 
Utrecht  to  delifl;  from  this  courfe,  as  a  thing,  which  would  charge  their  finances,, 
and  diforder  their  army,  when  they  have  men  in  their  fervice  under  feveral  oaths, 
a.5  thefe  newly  raifed  in  Holland,  and  now  in  Utrecht,  do  neither  fecure  allegiance  to 
the  generality,  nor  obedience  to  the  general.  The  deputies  are  returned  from  thence,, 
but  have  not  yet  made  their  report,  which  I  underftand  is  nothing  fatisfactory,  thofe 
Hew  companies  being  armed  and  in  guard,,  and  the  ftates  of  that  province  refolve  fo 
to  continue  them. 

There  hatK  been  a  decree  of  the  provincial  court  in  a  matter,  which  hath  depen= 
dence  upon  thefe  deputies  refifted  by  the  magiftrates  of  Harlem,  they  groundino- 
themfelves  upon  the  laft  refolution  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which  gave  fubjedt  to 
the  high  and  the  provincial  courts  to  affemble  together  on  Friday  and  Saturday  laft  j 
to  which  meeting  they  called  his  excellency,  where  he  was  never  before  i  and  there  by 
common  confent  (though  not  without  oppofition  of  fome  of  the  Arminian  faftion, 
which  were  araongft  them)  they  made  a  proteft  againft  the  forefaid  refolution,  foe 
as  much  as  concerns  the  jurifdiftion  of  their  courts;  in  regard  the  ftates  of  Holland, 
which  framed  the  fame,  were  but  one  part  of  the  body  of  that  aflembly,  and  thofe 
without  inftru6lion  in  this  particular  from  their  principals,  without  oath,  and  unlearn^ 
cd  in  the  laws. 

This  their  proteft.  they  fend  in  a  large  difcourfe  grounded  upon  the  laws  of  every 
town  in  Holland.. 

The  deputies  of  Amfterdam,.  and  thofe  other  tov/ns  of  North-Holland,  have  order 
likewife  to  vifit  all  the  towns  leverally,  with  a  long  deduftion  of  their  carriage  of 
themfelves,  and  the  reafons  of  their  demanding  a  national  fynod :  wherein  they  infer.t 
his  majefty's  laft  letter  at  large;  and  hereof  they  gave  me  an  abridgement  according 
to  the  copy  I  fend  your  honour. 

The  contra-remonftrantminifters  have  likewife  publifhed  a  book  (which  I  fendyouj- 
honour)  v/herein  the  ftate  of  that  queftion  is  very  perfpicuoufly  fet  dov/n,  in  anfv/er  of 
a  remonftrance  of  the  contrary  party,. 

Thus  your  honour  feeth  what  induftries  areufed  on  both  fides;  and  becaufe  his  ex- 
cellency will  not  be  wanting  on  his  part,  he  is  gone  this  laft  night  about  midnight  to 
the  Brill,  accompanied  with  his  brother  the  prince  Henry  and  fome  Englifh  ar^d 
French  captains,  with  fome  of  his  guard,  to  prevent  by  his  prefence  a  levy  of  two 
companies,  which  the  burghers  of  that  town  were  making  by  example  of  Utrecht,  and 
fome  other  towns  of  Holland';  he  being  unwilling  to  fufter  fuch  an  inconvenience  in 
a  port- town  of  lb  great  confideration,  howfoever  he  did  not  oppofe  the  like  in  other 
places.  He  entered  the  town  at  the  port's  opening,  and  doth  now  intend  to  affuie.it 
by  a  ftronger  garrifon.  The  news  hereof  makes  the  Armiaiaa  faftion  in  this,  town 
hang  down  the  head», 

Monf;  Barnevelt  doth  ftlll    abfent   himfelf   abcut   Utrecht,  upon  prerence  of 

iadifpofition,  notwithftanding.  that  his  return  hadi  been  often  lol.icited  b/  letters.

andcexpr-efsideputies  fromthe  committee-council  of  Holland.  By  private  letters  to 
his  friends  he  feeks  to  avoid  the  blame  of  this  levy  of  Utrecht,  as  refolved  before 
he  came  there,  though  put  in  execution  fince :  but  his  excellency  in  full  council  laid 
it  to  his  charge,  as  done  by  his  advice  j  and  therefore  will  excufe  this  proceeding  de 
faSiom  the  Brill  by  riie  others  example  at  Utrecht. 

The  charges  are  great,  which  are  laid  on  both  of  them  upon  thefe  occafions  by  the 
voice  of  the  people,  that  the  one  doth  affeft  the  fovereignty  of  the  country  to  himfelf 
and  his  houfe  ;  and  the  other  the  oppreffion  of  the  liberty  thereof,  by  bringing  in  the 
pope  and  the  Spaniard :  for  which  there  is  an  inhabitant  of  Rotterdam  now  impri- 
foned  at  Sluce  for  ftriking  on  both  fides,  faying  openly,  that  count  Maurice  had  a 
defign  to  make  himfelf  count  of  Holland ;  but  that  he  would  rather  take  part  with 
thole  who  would  bring  in  the  king  of  Spain  their  natural  prince. 

Thefe  rumours  make  impreflion  according  to  mens  afFeftions  in  the  caufe  of  reli- 
gion: but  howfoever  count  Maurice  is  much  beloved  and  followed  both  of  foldiers 
.and  people.  He  is  a  man  innoxi^  popularitatis,  fo  as  this  jealoufy  cannot  be  well 
faftened  upon  him;  and  in  this  caufe  of  religion  heftirred  not  until  within  thefe  few 
months,  that  either  he  faw  he  muft  declare  himfelf  for  the  defenfive,  or  fufFer  the 
better  party  to  be  overborn. 

Monf  Barnevelt  is  encountered  with  thefe  prejudices,  that  ever  fince  the  firft  en- 
trance into  the  truce  he  hath  been  a  proteftor  of  thefe  fchifmatics  and  oppofites  to 
the  true  reformed  religion :  that  during  the  truce  he  hath  much  laboured  to  avoid 
.all  difgufts  with  Spain,  but  not  fo  with  the  beft  and  moft  antient  friends  of  the 
Hate:  that  he  ran  a  courfe  with  the  marfhal  d'Ancre  and  his  faflion  in  France, 
lending  a  deaf  ear  to  all  reafon  alledged  to  the  contrary :  that  he  lately  oppofed  the 
fatisfaftion,  which  was  demanded  by  the  fubje£ts  of  this  ftate  by  way  of  reprifal  for 
their  fiiips,  which  are  ftill  under  arreft  in  Spain  and  Italy:  and  that  even  now  at  his 
departure  from  the  Hague,  he  overthrew  the  projett  of  the  Weil:-Indian  company, 
which  otherwife  had  proceeded. 

This  is  the  difcourfe  of  many :  but  why  a  man  of  fo  much  merit  in  the  ftate,  full 
iof  wealth,  authority,  and  years,  fhould  feok  change,  and  thereby  adventure  not  only 
his  own  ruin,  but  that  likewifeof  his  pofterity,  I  fee  no  reafon,  unlefs  it  be,  that  Com- 
mines  gives  upon  the  like  fubjeft,  quand  I'orgueil  marche  devant,  honle  i£  damage  Jui- 
'vent  pres;  and  Tome  of  his  beft  friends  confefs  in  this  caufe,  that  if  not  pride,  opina- 
tretie  doth  blind  his  judgement. 

In  his  abfence  from  hence,  Grotius  is  his  deputy  for  the  managing  of  all  afl^airs. 
The  long  difcourfe  I  had  with  him  and  with  the  deputies  of  Utrecht  and  Overylfel, 
to  induce  their  confents  to  a  fynod,  upon  the  reafons  contained  in  your  honour's  laft 
letter,  with  others  1  obferve  upon  the  place,  and  their  anfwers,  I  do  not  trouble  your 
honour  withal.  Upon  the  whole  matter  I  obferve  for  the  Arminian  faftion  in  Hol- 
land, and  the  whole  province  of  Utrecht,  that  they  will  never  admit  of  any  courfe 
willingly,  but  fuch  as  may  authorife  thefe  new  opinions  in  their  churches,  by  way  of 
toleration,  if  they  cannot  obtain  to  have  them  pafs  generally  as  orthodox.  The  de- 
puties 
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puties  of  Overyffel  fliewed  a  better  inclination  to  perfuade  their  province  to  accommo- 
date icfelf  to  the  other  four  in  the  refolution  of  a  fynod,  which  will  now  proceed^  un- 
lefs,  upon  thefe  levies  in  many  places,  and  furprife  of  the  Brill,  they  fall  to  determine 
the  quarrel  by  force. 

The  committee-council  of  Holland  have  fent  two  deputies  to  the  Brill,  one  of 
Delfc,  and  another  of  Harlem,  to  advife  his  excellency  to  return  to  the  Hague,  and 
to  leave  the  magiftrates  of  that  town  to  their  liberty :  but  I  now  underftand  he  hath 
fent  for  count  Henrv's  company  from  Delft  to  fettle  in  that  town.  Thus  I  humbly 
take  leave,  &c.

I  have  given  your  honour  much  trouble  of  late,  by  long  difpatches  of  the  7th,  15th, 
and  20th  of  this  prefent,  fent  by  mr.  Ashley,  mr.  Browne,  and  Johnson  thepoft.  Yet 
to  the  end  his  majefty  fhould  be  advertifed  how  thefe  affairs  proceed,  which  will  be 
blown  abroad  by  divers  reports,  I  omit  no  writing,  which  meets  with  opportunity  of 
fending;  and  this,  which  is  now  offered  (which  is  chiefly  to  find  a  tranflated  extraft, 
which  I  have  recovered  fince  my  laft  out  of  the  regifters  of  the  ftates  general)  I  more- 
willingly  embrace,  becaufe  his  majefty  will  perfeftly  know  thereby  the  difpofition  of. 
every  province,  with  the  affeftion  of  Ibme  particular  towns,  in  this  debate  about  a  na- 
tional fynod.  By  plurality  of  voices  t^he  matter  being  refolved,  the  manner  was  prefently 
put  in  practice,  and  two  deputies  named  of  each  of  the  four  provinces,  which  require 
the  fynod,  to  travel  about  it,  in  which  they  are  now  bufied. 

The  endeavours  and  pra£tices  have  been  great  of  the  Arminian  faftion  to  hinder  or 
delay  this  proceeding;  for  which,  amongft  many  evidences,  they  have  recovered  out. 
of  France  from  fome  of  their  correfpondents  of  the  religion,  and  other  reformed' 
churches,  by  way  of  anfwer  to  their  letters,  according  as  they  difguifed  the  ftate 
of  the  bufinefsj,  they  produce  certain  letters  out  of  England  from  fome,  whom  becaufe - 
I  cannot  name,  I  will  not  adventure  to  wrong  any  by  conjefture,  v/herein  this  matter 
of  the  fynod  is  much  flighted,  and  a  promife  made,  that  at  his  majefty's  coming  toi- 
London  his  mind  fhould  be  otherwife  fignified  hither,  than  iahis  laft  letters^written  in. 
the  beginning  of  his  journey  into  Scotland. 

This  letter  was  fhewed  by    176  to  177,  but  the  name  concealed;  and  the  fame- 
count  Maur.  firDun.

being  related  by  171  to  197  with  a  defire  to  have  the  anlls^er  to  his: majefty's  letter.

required  at  that  time,  and  fo  judged  neceffary  by.  190  of  180.  182.  183.  and  186. 
with  thofe  of  187.  &;c.  for  the  advantage  of  their  affairs,  I  made  my  proportion  on 
Friday  laft,  exprefting  as  much  then,  as  Ihiid  order  for  at  fuch  time  as  I  prefented  his 
majefty's  letters :  but  the  letters  fpeaking  lb. well  for  tl^.emfelves,  I  conceived  it  thea 
lefs  neceffary  than,  now  it  was  requifiteto  reffefti  their  memory  of  them  with  additioa 
of  other  confiderations  to.  induce  them  to  the  refoiution  his  majefty  doth  advii'e,. 

grounded 
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.grounded  upon  fuch  accidents,  as  have  happened  fince:  whereof  the  mofl  part  your 
honour  hath  in  my  former  letters :  And  now  at  this  prefent  here  is  one  of  much  mo- 
•rnent,  the  difpute  being  come  to  blooa,  which  was  fhed  this  laft  week  at  Leyden  be- 
twixt the  nev/  levied  foldiers  and  the  people,  upon  a  quarrel  begun  by  the  boys  in  the 
ftreets ;  wherein  a  wealthy  burgher  was  ilain  with  a  ftiot,  as  he  flood  in  his  window 
in  an  upper  room  of  his  houfe ;  another  was  killed  the  night  following  in  the  ftreets; 
one  of  the  foldiers  beaten  to  death  likewife  with  ftones,  and  divers  hurt.  For  ap- 
peafing  of  this  tumult  the  trained  bands,  which  they  call  the  Jcutterie  of  the  town, 
nwere  put  in  arms  by  the  magiftrate;  which  being  done,  and  all  in  appearance  quiet, 
there  was  then  no  power  left  in  the  magiftrate  to  make  the  Jcutterie  lay  down  arms 
again,  who  require  for  the  peace  of  the  town  and  univerfity  to  have  the  new  levies 
diffjlved,  and  fo  they  ftill  perfift  armed  in  that  demand,  the  magiftrates  having  bar- 
ricadoed  the  ftadt-houfe,  and  flanked  the  ftreets  with  two  pieces  of  artillery,  and  with, 
their  new  levies  make  that  place  good. 

Count  Maurice  hath  been  perfuaded  by  many  to  lay  hold  on  the  occafion,  and 
to  depofe  the  new  levies;  as  likewife  to  difpofe  otherwife  of  the  magiftracy  in  that 
town  by  cafting  himfelf  into  it,  which  he  might  do  without  much  difficulty:  but 
-(howfoever  that  town  is  the  fountain  of  thefe  diffenfions,  as  Utrecht  is  the  ftream)  he 
forbears  it  out  of  refpedl  of  the  alarm  the  other  tov/ns  would  take.  Yet  if  the  trou- 
^bles  there  continue,  and  that  his  prefence  be  required  by  the  inhabitants,  he  will  then 
,-Enake  no  fcruple. 

At  the  Brill  he  carried  himfelf  with  fo  much  temper,  only  putting  two  old  com- 
panies in  place  of  the  new  levies  that  town  intended  to  make  by  example  of  Leyden, 
without  meddling  with  the  government  of  the  town,  that  he  was  both  commended 
and  thanked  by  an  exprefs  letter  from  the  ftates  general  for  taking  fo  much  caie  for 
the  public  fecurity;  howfoever  that  by  a  letter  from  monf.  Barnevelt  to  the  com- 
mittee-council of  Holland  a  great  fear  was  at  the  firft  ftricken  into  the  towns,  whereof 
they  werefoon  freed  by  particular  letters  written  from  his  excellency  to  the  committee- 
council  of  Holland,  and  every  town  in  particular. 

His  care  of  fecuring  that  place,  and  his  temper  in  fuffering  thefe  people  to  play  their 
prifes  in  other  towns  without  ftirring,  are  both  to  very  good  purpofe:  the  firft  in  not 
preferring  nmiores  ante  Jalutem,  the  importance  of  the  caufe  confifting  very  much  in 
the  pofTcffion  of  that  place  (as  the  other  chief  port-towns  of  Holland,  Amfterdam  and 
Enchuyfen  be  well  affured:)  and  the  latter  in  not  contemning  the  afperfion  his  enemies 
would  caft  upon  him  of  affedting  the  fovereignty  of  the  provinces;  which  he  could  not 
avoid,  without  giving  them  tlie  bridle,  though  they  are,  if  they  ftop  not  the  fooner,  in  a 
full  courfe  to  the  perdition  of  the  ftate. 

Thofe  of  Utrecht,  in  place  of  giving  the  ftates  general  fatisfadion  touching,  their 
new  levies  (about  which  the  treafurer  de  Bye  and  three  other  deputies  were  fent  ex- 
prefsly)  returned  an  anfwer  to  juftify  their  doings,  as  abfolute  lords;  and  to  condemn 
both  the  ftates  general  and  council  of  ftate,  with  his  excellency  in  particular,  for  inter- 
pofing  in  their  aft'airs;  the  reafons  of  their  aftions  being beft  known  to  themfelves,  as 
they  fay,  and  the  authority  in  their  own  hands. 

In 
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In  this  anfwer  they  alledge  the  union  of  Utrecht,  wherein  the  i^ih.  article  gives  li- 
berty to  each  province  to  difpofe  of  matters  of  religion  by  itfelf,  vv^ithout  reference  to 
the  generality;  and  this  is  chiefly  infiftcd  upon  by  thofe  of  Holland  likewife,  that  op- 
pofe  the  national  fynod ;  which  notwithftanding  the  ftates  general  do  not  reft  fatisfied 
withal,  but  have  written  a  reply  to  their  anfwer,  ftill  requiring  the  licenfing  of  the 
new  levies,  as  a  thing  of  ill  ufe,  and  worfe  confequence. 

They  have  likewife  written  to  fir  John  Ogle  the  governor,  to  look  to  the  repofe 
and  quiet  of  the  town,  and  to  admit  of  no  novelties  witliout  firft  giving  knowledge 
to  tlie  ftates  general  and  his  excellency;  which  word  novelties  was  much  difputed  be- 
fore it  could  be  admitted,  becaufe  of  the  large  extent  it  hath  :  but  the  reafon  thereof 
is,  becaufe  it  is  known  monf.  Barnevelt  hath  a  warrant  dormant  by  him  to  take  an 
oath  of  the  officers  in  chief,  who  are  of  the  repartition  of  Holland,  and  lie  in  that 
town  in  garrifon,  to  be  at  the  difpofal  of  thofe  of  Utrecht  j  v/hich  is  thought  prejudi- 
cial to  the  ftate,  as  favouring  of  a  league. 

The  particularity  will  appear  to  your  honour  by  a  tranflated  copy  of  his  foremen- 
tioned  letter  to  the  committee-council  of  Holland ;  and  the  anfwer  of  thofe  of  Utrecht, 
by  the  tartnefs  of  the  ftyle,  is  judged  to  proceed  from  his  pen.  He  remains  ftill  io 
that  town  fomewhat  dejedled  in  mind  (as  I  hear)  and  weak  in  body;  but  thofe  of  his 
faftion,  efpecially  176  and  215,  fpeak  high  language,  threatning  to  call  likewife  a 
national  fynod  of  this  province,  Utrecht,  and  Overyflel :  but  they  will  hardly  obtain  a 
refolution  of  Overyflel  to  join  therein,  two  of  the  chief  towns,  Deventer  and  HafTelt, 
having  fent  hither  exprefs  deputies  (like  the  fix  towns  of  Holland)  to  join  with  the 
contra-remonftrants.  SwoU  remains  divided  ;  but  Campen  doth  ufe  great  rigour  in 
favour  of  the  Arminians,  having  placed  preachers  generally  through  the  town  of  that 
doftrine,  and  impofed  a  heavy  tax  of  1 25  florins  upon  every  man's  head,  that  goeth 
out  of  the  town  either  to  fermon  or  communion. 

The  like  extremity  is  ufed  in  Utrecht,  and  in  fome  villages  in  Holland,  which  is  a 
matter  of  as  ill  I'ound  amongft  thefe  free  people  as  an  inq'uifltion. 

The  Venetian  embaflador  Contarini  paflTed  on  Saturday  laft  from  hence  by  the 
way  of  Zealand  towards  his  majefty,  very  flenderly  attended,  having  no  more  than 
two  waggons  for  himfelf,  fluff"  and  family.  He  flayed  but  one  day  in  this  place, 
wherein  he  received  and  rendered  the  ordinary  vifits,  and  paft  an  office  with  the  ftates 
general,  the  morning  before  he  departed,  of  ordinary  complements. 

I  have  omitted  in  my  former  letters  to  advertife  your  honour  of  the  departure  of 
the  archdukes  deputies  without  other  anfwer,  than  that  when  the  ftates  may  receive  in 
writing  what  fubjecl  there  is  for  the  meeting  of  commiffioners,,  they  will  then  confi- 
der  thereof,  and  refolve  accordingly. 

The  deputies  for  the  count  of  Oldenburgh  are  departed  well  fatisfied  in  their  defire 
of  letters  of  fafeguard  and  neutrality  for  their  mafter,  in  cafe  the  war  fhould  be  renew- 
ed in  thefe  countries,  wherein  they  found  fome  difficulty  by  reafon  of  the  pretenfion 
of  Holland  to  the  feignoryof  Jeureu  ^  but  it  is  falved  by  provifos, 
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The  levies  railed  about  Colen  under  the  emperor's  title,  and  with  Spanilh  money,  to 
the  number  of  1500  horfe  and  three  regiments  of  foot,  are  part  of  them  marched  into 
Elfas,  where  their  rendezvous  is  appointed.  The  reft  are  yet  In  the  land  of  Gulick, 
v/hither  there  is  fpeech,  that  upon  the  peace  in  Italy  they  all  fhall  return.  We  here 
take- no  greater  alann  thereat  than  only  to  write  to  the  horfe  captains  to  have  their 
troops  ready  to  march  upon  the  firft  warning. 

The  king  of  Swede  halh  gained  certain  places  in  Lithuania  againft  the  Polack,  and 
is  offered  affiftance  from  the  king  of  Denmark  for  the  fiege  of  Riga,  which  he  is 
counfelled  to  undertake  now  he  hath  gained  Donemond,  a  place  adjoining,  by  cor-- 
rupting  the  governor. 

Tlie  Polifhembaffadors  are  returned  out  of  PrufTia  without  effefting  their  defire  in 
foulevaling  the  people  againft  the  elector  of  Brandenburg. 

Sticchius,  the  embalTador  of  the  ftates  to  the  elector  of  Brandenburg,  is  upon  his, 
way  hither,  having  an  overture  recommended  unto  him  by  the  Polilh  embafladors  of 
confederation  betwixt  that  king  and  this  ftate ;  which  though  it  be  accounted  ridicu^ 
lous,,  and  a  ftratagera  only  to  enjealous  the  king  of  Swede,,  yet-becaule  it  is  done  by 
cxprefs  order  of  the  king  of  Poland,  and  the- projedl  ki  down  in  writing,  I  could  not 
omit  the  advertifemenr.     Thus  1  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

My  lord,., 
r  have  received  your  laft  packet;  and  the  letters  you  fentthe  lords,  publicly  were' 
read  at  the  council-table,  with  the  lubftance  whereof  his  majefty  hath  been  acquainted,, 
but  is  nothing  fatisfied  with  the  a.nfwer  of  the  ftates:  neither,  to  deal  plainly  with, 
you,  will  he  be  fatisfied,  uxikfs  the  parties,  who  are  the  delinquents,  be   fent  over 
hither  J  and  until  then  the  merchants,,  which  are  arrefted  prifbners,  both  here  and 
in  Scotland,  will  ftill  be  detained.     You  therefore  cannot  do  a  better  office,  whichi 
beft  will  become  yog,  for  the  conieivation  of' the  good  underftanding  between- thefe 
crowns  and  thole  provinces,  than  in  direct  terms  to  perfuade  the  ftates,  for  his  ma- 
jefty's  full  fatisfaftion,  and  the  expiation  of  this  offence,  to  fend  the  offenders  over, 
intx)  England  to  fubmit  themfelves  to  his  majefty's  mercy,  .which  they  fliall  find  moft 
propitious  to  pardon  the  error:  for  it  is  not  to.be  believed,  that  his  majefty  dooh 
purpofe  to  inBi6l:  any  punifliment  upon  them:   and  by  the  laws  of  all  nations,  both 
antient  and  modern,  the  tranfgreffor  againft  the  treaties  of  amity  and  alliance,  if  fo- 
it  be  required,  is  to  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  him  who  is  offended.     Yet  per- 
haps the  ftates  v;i]l  alfedge,  that  this  is  againft  the  privileges  or  prerogatives  of  their 
countries:   but  they  are  to  confider  the  nature  of  the  fd£t;  which  was  moft  iniblent;, 
the  priiice,  whom  they  have  offend.ed,  who  is,  and  hath  been,  their  deareft  friend  ;  the 
confequence,  which  is  of  a  dangerous  fequel ;  and  the  hazard  to  embroil  the  repofe  of' 
their  affairs,  which  by  the  rendering  of  thefe  men,  men  of  no  note,  quality,  or  efteem, , 
for  ever  will  be  eftabljflied.     You  cannot  employ  your  time  or  travail  to  better  pur- 
pofe than  to  accommodate  this  difiVrcDcej  whJch~cannot.be  determined  but  by  trie

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fending  over  the  offenders,  whofe  punifhment  will  be  their  pains  and  travel  to  pals  the 
leas,  and  to  repafs  again  into  Holland. 

For  BooTHBY  and  the  other  party,  I  think  you  have  done  well,  and  they  have  caufe 
to  reft  fatisfied. 

Thefe  I  write  in  hafte.  At  more  leifure  you  lliall  hear  more  largely  from  me. 
And  fo  I  commit  you  to  the  proteflion  of  the  Almighty,  and  reft,  &c,

I  have  received  your  honour's  letters  of  the  3d  of  October,  and  have  already  fliewed 
unto  his  excellency  and  to  one  chief  perfon  of  every  province  (whom  I  vifited  ex- 
prefsly  at  their  houfes,  and  this  in  monf  Barnevelt's  abfence  is  the  way  now  opened 
for  difpatch  of  bufinefs)  the  fmall  fatisfaftion  his  majefty  doth  receive  in  the  ftates 
anfwer  concerning  the  taking  of  mr.  Browke,  and  bringing  him  prifoner  into  thefe 
parts,  unlefs  it  be  accompanied  with  farther  effeiSts,  of  acknowledgment  of  the  offence 
and  reparation  of  honour  by  fending  the  delinquents  prifoners  to  his  majefty  to  fub- 
mit  themfelves  to  his  mercy,  adding  thefe  reafons  of  the  juftnefs  of  the  demand,  of  the' 
eafy  accommodation  of  this  harfli  bufinefs  by  this  means,  and  of  the  fearful  confe- 
quence  of  a  refufal,  whereby  to  induce  them  to  this  refolution-,  and  advifing  them 
to  take  the  occafion  of  monf.  Caron's  letter  to  deliberate  and  determine  thereof; 
which  would  make  the  matter  fo  much  more  gracious  and  acceptable  to  his  majefty, 
v/hen  it  ftiould  proceed  of  their  own  accord  without  being  preft  hereunto  by  a  public 
demand:  and  yet  in  cafe  they  took  not  this  courfe  of  themfelves,  I  told  them,  I  had 
then  charge  to  require  thefe  prifoners  publicly  in  their  aftembly.  1  found  them  di- 
verfely  affe£led  herein ;  his  excellency  and  fome  others  being  of  opinion  it  was  fit  to 
hav^e  them  fent  over  to  make  their  excufes,  and  fubmit  themfelves  to  his  majeft)'':  but 
the  moft  part  infifting  upon  their  privileges,  ftood  upon  this  point,  xXnt  jus  remijjiofiis 
was  againft  the  liberty  of  their  ftate;  and  that  in  the  time  of  their  fubjeftion  to  their 
princes,  having  been  demanded  by  them  to  fend  prifoners  to  Bruffels,  they  always  re- 
fufed  it;  referring  the  trial  and  puniftiment  of  the  offenders  to  the  ufe  r.nd  laws  of 
their  own  country;  which  they  offered  ftiould  befeverely  put  in  execution,  if  his  ma- 
jefty fo  pleafed. 

I  told  them  his  majefty  did  not  fo  much  require  to  have  the  parties  pn-jiiftied,  as  to 
have  his  honour  repaired  ;  which  by  fending  them  into  England  would  be  d'.neto  his 
majefty's  contentment,  and  without  their  f^uther  puniftiment  than  to  go  and  return; 
his  majefty's  grace  being  always  propitious  to  thofe  who  craved  the  fame  with  due 
humiliation ;  and  the  adlion  of  thefe  perfons  being  difavowed  by  the  ftates  general 
(upon  which  they  all  infifted),  by  thefe  ot  Holland,  and  by  the  ma-fters  of  the  fifhery 
■themfelves,  they  had  the  more  reafon  to  fend  them,  as  thofe  who  (as  much  as  in  them 
lav)  made  a  breach  into  the  commoji  alliance.

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'-  This  Ifliewed  them  to  be  agreeable  to  the  laws  of  all  nations  both  antient  and  nno- 
dern,  againft  v/hich  they  could  not  plead  privilege,  unlefs  in  their  amities  and  al^ 
liances  they  would  have  a  privilege  apart  different  from  all  others,  as  well  kings  as 
commonwealths.  And  for  the  example  of  their  own  princes  in  times  paft,  I  remem- 
bered unto  them,,  that  it  held  not  in  this  cafe,  becaufe  privileges  were  only  to  be 
pleaded  with  thofe,  of  v/hom  they  received  their  privileges. 

The  bufinefs  chiefly  concerning  thofe  of  Holland  (of  whom  there  are  at  this  pre- 
fent  few  or  none  in  effedt  in  the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  general)  they  have  forborn 
hitherunto  to  take  it  into  deliberation :  And  I  find  by  them  it  will  be  referred  firft  to 
the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which  is  like  to  beheld  the  beginning  of  this 
next  month ;  and  knowing,  that,  in  cafe  I  fhould  now  make  the  dem.and  publicly  in 
the  alTembly  of  the  ftates  general,  1  fhould  have  no  anfwer  for  the  prefent,  but  byway 
of  reference  to  thofe  of  Holland,  I  forbear  the  fame  until  that  time  of  their  meeting.. 
Mean  while  I  fliall  om.it  no  endeavours  to  difpoie  them  to  give  his  majefty  full  con- 
tentment'in  this  bufinefs;  and  feeing  the  difficulties  they  make  (from  which  they 
will  hardly  be  removed)  if  his  majefty  notwithftanding  jitdge  it  to  be  for  his  fervice 
to  have  the  demand,  of  fending  theie  prilbners  publicly  made  in  the  alTembly  of  the. 
ftates  general,.!  defire  herein  your  honour  will  be  plealed  to  fend  me  his  maj^fty's  com- 
mandment, v/hich  fhall  be  readily  executed.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

Our  bufineffes  concerning  the  fynod  do  proceed  flowly,  but  fo  much  the  more  furelyj,:, 
the  felefted  deputies  out  of  the  extraordinaries  of  the  four  well-afTefted  provinces 
having  framed  a  projedl  of  a  national  fynod  (whereof  I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflated 
copy)  and  the  fame  is  lent  now  by  iome  of  the  faid  deputies  exprefsly  to  the  feveral 
provinces  to  be  there  ratified  by  their  principals,  with  the  addition  of  three  other  par- 
ticularities; the  firft -concerning  the  anfwer  to  his  m.ajefty's  letters  in  this  bufinefs  of 
fynod;  the  fecond  touching  the  maintenance  of  his  excellency's  authority  againft  his. 
oppofites;  and  the  third  about  the  laying  down  arms  now  lately  railed  in  Utrecht, 
and  fome  particular  towns  in  Holland:  The  anfwer  to  all  which,  with  the  return  of, 
the  aforefaid  deputies,  v/e  expe6t  by  the  end  of  this  week  at  the  furtheft,. 

If>  upon  view  of  thefe  heads  in  the  projeft  of  the  fynod,  his  majefty  judge  it  fitting 
to  have  any  thing  added  or  altered,  upon  knowledge  of  his  pleafure,  there  will  be 
means  left  to  frame  it  accordingly,  it  being  very  likely  the  orders  from  the  provinces, 
will  not  be  fo  ftri£l,  as  to  leave  nothing  to  the  difcretion  of  the  deputies. 

The  committee- council  of  Holland  with,  much  difficulty  have  been  induced  at  the, 
length  to  promife  the  afTembling  of  the  ftates  of  that  province,  which  they  fay  fhall 
be  the  firft  week  of  the  next  month;  until  which  time  monf.  Barnevelt  refolves  to 
abfent  hincxfelf;^  to  the  end  that  being  folemnly  required  by,  the  ftates  of  this  province

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he  may  return  with  greater  authority  and  reputation.  But  whether  the  afTembly  fhall 
be  held  in  this  town,  or  elfewhere,  is  yet  doubtful,  as  likewile  upon  what  heads  the 
deputies,  which  come  thereunto,  fhall  be  requited  to  bring  the  refolutions  of  their

Upon  the  firft  ne^ysof  fir  Barnard  Dewhurst's  death,  the  ftates  of  Utrecht  did 
immediately  give  the  company  to  a  young  gentleman,  nephew  to  fir  John  Ogle,  who 
never  as  -yet  bore  office,  and  hath  fcarce  borne  arms,  iave  only  that  he  hath  for  two, 
years  fpace  been  in  that  town,  fometimes  in  fir  John  Ogle's,  and  fometimes  in  a 
French  company.  This  being  without  example,  that  companies  of  our  nation  or 
any  ftrangers  in  formed  regiments  fnould  be  given  without  recommendation  or  af- 
fent  of  his  excellency  and  the  colonel,  the  matter  was  referred  by  the  council  of  ftate- 
(of  v.'hom.  the  commJfllon  v/as  demanded  by  an  exprefs  letter  from  thofe  of  Utrecht - 
in  behalf  of  young  mr.  Ogle)  to  the  pleafure  of  the  ftates  general,  who  hold  the  mat- 
ter as  yet  in  fufpence. 

This  is  amatter  of  much  confequence,  in  that  it  will  ferve  as  a  precedent  to  other  ' 
provinces  to  caft  companies  upon  particular  favourites,  without  refpeft  of  merit  or 
long  fervice,  and  tJiereby  weaken  the  authority  of  his  excellency,  and  the  refpett  of 
the  colonels,  whofe  recommendations  will  have  no  more  place;   befides  the  diftafte,  „ 
which  will  be  bred  hereby  betwixt  the  colonels  themlelves  in  having  the  dependents  of - 
the  one  thruft  upon  tlie  other.. 

Sir  John  Ogle  did  excufe  himfelf,  that  he  was  no  fuiter  for  his  nephew,  but  that  he.- 
accepts  this  benefit  of  thofe  of  Utrecht  as  a  recompence  of  his  feven  years  fervice  j 
which  is  not  fo  here  conftrufted,.  but  rather  as  an  engagement  to  continue  that  courfe,, 
which  he  ran  with  that  town  thefe  feven  years  pafl,  wherein  he  hath  given  fmall  con- 
tentment to  the  ftates  general  and  his  excellency,  firft  in  permitting  the  levy  of  the ,. 
fix  companies,  for  which  hisabfence  at  Dort  was  thought  to  be  of  defiga  to  give  way; 
thereunto:  next,  in  fuffering.the  faid  companies  to  enter  into  guard,  and  their  captains 
and  ofhcers  to  affift  at  the  court  of  war,  with  thofe  of  the  gai^rifon,  though  they  have 
taken  a  feveral  oath  :   and  laftly  in  permitting  the  burghers  to  guard  the  parts  and  the 
ftadt-houfe;  which  was  heretofore  the  duty  and  charge  of  the  garrifon,  and  moft  of - 
tjiis  fince  fuch  time,  as  he  had  exprefs  letters  from  the  ftates  general  to  hold- good  cor-  - 
refpondency  with  thofe  of  Utrecht,  but  to  give  way  ta  no  novelties. 

I  have  endeavoured,  both  by  letters  and  meiTengers,  to  make  him  fenfible  of  the - 
wrong  courfe  he  runs,  but  all  in  vain;  he  having  framed  to  himfelf  a  falfe  idea  of.

the  ftate  of  tho*e  affairs,  according  to  the -luftre  is  fet  upon  them  by  174  and  thofe  ■ 
of  Utrecht,  and  believing  upon  certain  corxefpondencies  he  holds  in  119,  that  what 

king  James 

ke  doth  is  agreeable  to  loi.     Wherefore  your  honour,  I<jiowing  to  whom  he  doth 

chiefly 
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chiefly  addrefs  himielf,  may  under  correftion  perform  a  good  work  in  procuring  him 
from  hence  fome  friendly  admonition,  without  taking  farther  note  of  this  advertife- 
mentj  than  your  honour  fhall  think  neceffary. 

Thefe  differences  grow  to  that  height,  that  no  care  for  tlie  advancement  of  the 
better  caufe  may  be  well  omitted  j  which  hath  made  me  thus  long  infift  upon  fir 
John  Ogle  in  particular,  becaufe  he  is  in  an  eminent  and  (as  it  falls  out)  an  a6live 
place,  and  no  man  of  our  nation  on  this  fide  the  feas  hath  that  note  upon  him  to  be 
atFefted  to  the  213. 

Monf.  Du  Maurier's  return  is  prolonged  until  it  be  feen  what  ply  thefe  affairs 

Barnevelt, 

will  take,  he  not  knowing  in  the  abfence  of  174  to  what  faint  to  vow  himfelf ;  and 
therefore  expefts  the  time  of  his  return.  Here  is  fpeech  of  an  extraordinary  embalTa- 
>dor  to  be  defigned  out  of  France,  upon  thefe  occafions,  for  which  monf  de  Refuges 
was  once  named;  but  he  hath  his  refuge  to  the  other  world,  and  being  of  the  religion, 
.of  which  he  made  profefTion,  it  feems  ftrange  how  he  fhould  be  thought  fit  for  this 
:bufinefs. 

It  hath  fallen  out  cafually,  but  very  remarkably,  that  from  fir  Noel  Caron, 
monf.  Langerack,  and  monf.  Brederode,  letters  of  the  fame  date  fhould  arrive  with 
the  ftates  general,  and  be  read  in  their  affembly  the  lame  day,  all  to  the  fame  efFe6l,  to 
■ihew  into  what  difreputation  their  ftate  is  fallen  in  the  feveral  courts,  v;here  they  are 
refident,  by  reafon  of  thefe  differences  and  debates  in  church  and  ftate. 

The  money  for  the  payment  of  the  French  troops  being  flill  anfwered  out  of  France 
•with  excufes,  thofe  of  Holland  (who  have  entertained  them  at  their  charge  for  thefe 
twenty-fix  months  pafl)  have  lately  propofed  to  have  them  licenfed,  unlefs  that 
fpeedy  fatisfaftion  for  the  arrearages  and  fettled  affignation  for  the  future  come  out  of 
France:  and  to  this  effeft  they  prefTed  much  to  have  a  letter  written  in  exprefs  terms 
to  the  French  king.  But  the  other  provinces  conceiving  on  the  one  fide,  that  the 
peace  of  Italy  will  breed  the  wars  in  thefe  parts,  and  on  the  other,  that  the  licenfing 
of  thole  troops  would  infringe  the  amity  of  that  crown,  choofe  rather  to  take  upcn 
them  the  payment  of  them,  according  to  their  feveral  quotas :  which  notwithfl:and- 
ing  they  do  not  abfblutely  determine,  left  their  payment  being  in  that  fort  once 
fettled,  the  French  king  will  caft  off  all  farther  care  of  them.

It  is  ftrongly  here  apprehended  the  intention  of  the  213,  to  be  to  cafliier  in  time 
as  many  of  the  other  nations  as  thefe  they  have  now  railed,  whereby  to  withdraw  the 
dependance  of  the  foldiers  from  the  ftates  general  and  his  excellency,  to  whom  the 
antient  troops  are  fworn,  and  by  example  of  thefe  will  proceed  to  greater  numbers. 

There  is  a  new  courfe  taken  of  arming  of  burghers;  and  fettling  them  with  double

guards  at  the  ports  of  fuch  towns  of  the  213,  where  they  have  no  new  levied  fol- 
diers, giving  them  powder  and  munitionj  which  was  never  yet  done  in  the  time  of 
war. 

His 
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His  excellency  Iiath  of  late  aflembled  the  noblefle  of  Holland  (who  have  all  buc 
one  voice  in  the  ftates  of  the  provinces)  and  fhewed  them  the  many  inconveniencies, 
into  which  they  for  their  particulars  were  running  by  thofe  divifions;  whereof  they  were 
very  *  *  *,  but  to  fmall  effefti  fince  the  advocate  is  their  mouth,  and  this  is  the  firft 
time  of  many  years  fince  that  body  hath  been  alTcmbled,  without  the  advocate.  In 
deliberation  of  thefe  proceedings,  wherein  all  men  now,  ecclefiaftics,  politics,  fol- 
diers,  aTid  people  grow  warmly  afFedlcd,  there  are  divers,  who  have  endeavoured, 
and  fo  continued,  to  thruft  his  excellency  upon  violent  courfes  of  entering  into  towns, 
changing  the  magiftrates,  and  fome  degrees  farther,  as  the  moft  fpeedy  and  certain 
courfe,  whereby  to  have  the  plurality  of  voices  in  the  aiTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Hol- 
land; whicli,  would  give  law  to  the  other  two  averfe  provinces.  And  though  I  can- 
not dejiy  this  to  be  feafible,  yet  as  he  hath  communicated  fuch  overtures  to  me  (as 
therein  he  doth  ufe  me  with  much  confidence)  1  have  hitherto  difluaded  them  upon; 
good  probabilities,  that  proceeding  as  they  do  -pas  <2^ijj,.  they  will  come  in  their  end. 
to  their  intent  of  reducing^  the  ftate  to  the  wonted  fettlednefs  both  in  church  and  com- 
,  monwealthj  with  lefs  hazard  and  obloquy:  whereof,,  with  God's  bleffing  and  his  ma- 
jefty's  countenance,  they  reft  well  alTured,  and  proceed  with  much  alacriiiy. 

Count  William  of  Nafiau   is  come  newly  hither  j  and  for  his  good  affecflion  irts 
religion,  iudgment  in  affairs,  reputation  in  the  ftate,  and  correfpondency  with  his  ex- 
cellency, his  prefence  is,  of  great  ufe,. 

We  have  had  here  for  this  fis  weeks  paft  the  countefs  of  Hainault  with  two  of  her 
young  fons  and  her  two  daughters,  whom  fhe  brought  with  her  upon  a  vifit  of  kind- 
xiefs  to  his  excellency.     They  are  now  gone  in  company  of  the  princefs  of  Orange  to 
perform  the  like  at  Breda  with  the  prince  of  Orange,  from  whence  they  come  back- 
hither  within  two  days,  and  after  a  week  they  return  into  Germany, 

I  can  yet  give  your  honour  no  farther  account  of  the  new  difcoveiy  of  the  palTage 
near,  t-he  ftraits  of  Magellan,  by  reafon  that  la  Maire's  papers  (as  well  as  his  maps 
and  journals)  remain  under  arreft  by  the  Eaft-Indian  company,,  who  fue  him  for  inr 
fringing  their  privileges;  and  he  is  as  earneft  a  fuiter  to  the  ftates  for  an  odroy  in 
recompence  of  his  difcovery. 

Here  is  a  fmall  pinnace  nev/ly  arrived  at  Delft  haven,  which  was  employed  exprefsly 
for  difcovery  in  Freiuni-  Davis,. where  it  went  25  degrees,  and  there  encountered  witlx: 
fmall  boars,  and  little  mariners  about  theftature  of  tall  pigmies,  with  whom  the  adven*- 
tures  are  themoft  remarkable  thins;s  of  the  iournal. 

As  I  fliall  be  able  to  recover  this  or  the  other  (of  both'  which  Ifiave  promife)!  will 
not  failto  fend  them  to  your  honour.     So  for  the  prefent  I  iuimbly  take  leav^,  &c,..

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"deferred  the  fame  in  hope  to  have  given  your  honour  fome  good  account  of  my  en- 
deavours in  behalf  of  fir  Henry  Levin gston,  who  hath  fmce  changed  his  purpofe' 
from  the  place  of  lieutenant  colonel,  v/hich  he  aimed  at,  to  a  troop  of  horfe  now- 
vacant,  in  which  he  is  more  likely  to  fpeed;  for  the  other  place  I  find  to  be,  both  by 
his  excellency  and  the  chief  of  the  ftates,  defigned  to  fir  William  Balfour,  in  re- 
gard of  his  particular  merit  and  fome  debts  owing  by  the  ftate  upon  his  father's  ac- 
count (who  was  here  a  colonel)  and  this  they  will  pay  in  his  preferment. 

The  opinion  your  honour  hath,  that  the  peace  on  the  other  fide  of  the  mountains 
-will  tranfport  the  heat  of  the  war  into  thefe  parts,  is  here  flrongly  apprehended;  and 
that  the  quarrel  will  begin  in  Jnliers  and  Cleve.  But  we  are  like  to  have  leifure  until 
the  next  fpring :  and  in  this  interim  all  poffible  diligence  is  ufed  to  compofe  thefe 
differences  in  religion,  which  in  a  ftate  compofed  of  feveral  fovereignties,  and  thefe  of 
divers  towns,  every  one  of  which  hath  a  voice  in  the  chapter,  a  motion  of  fo  many 
wheels  is  very  Qow,  but  fo  much  the  more  fure,  when  a  good  refolution  is  taken ; 
about  which  they  now  travel,  and  in  conformity  to  his  majefty's  advice  given  the 
ftates  by  his  letter  in  the  beginning  of  his  journey  into  Scotland,  they  are  upon  the 
■point  of  ordaining  a  national  fynod  againft  May  next,  and  to  eftablilli  in  the  interim 
ibme  fuch  good  order,  as  may  keep  the  country  in  quiet. 

All  men  here  of  judgment  have  the  like  conceit  with  your  honour,  that  all  is  not 
religion,  that  carries  that  name;  but  that  there  is  a  mixture  of  worldly  ends  and  de- 
figns  with  thefe  difputes  in  divinity:  each  party  lays  this  charge  to  his  oppofite;  but 
if,  as  an  indifferent  man,  I  can  obferve  any  thing,  count  Maurice  ftands  in  this 
cafe  only  upon  the  defenfive;  and  this  appears,  becaufe  he  is  fupported  by  the  major 
part  of  the  ftates  againft  certain  powerful  perfons,  who  have  for  a  long  fpace  under- 
mined his  authority,  and  left  him  nothing  in  effedl  but  the  bare  title  of  governor  of 
the  country. 

Here  is  at  this  prefent  count  William  of  Naffau,  governor  of  Friefland  and  Gro- 
ningen,  come  exprefsly  to  lend  him  his  countenance  and  affiftance  in  thefe  occafions. 

His  fifter  the  countefs  dowager  of  Hainault  is  here  likewife  at  this  prefefit  upon  a 
vifit  of  kindnefs. 

Count  John  of  Naffau  is  come  in  poft  from  Paris  to  fue  for  the  regiment  of  Wal- 
loons, which  is  void  in  the  ftates  fervice  upon  the  death  of  Count  John  Ernest,  his 
elder  brother,  at  Venice.  But  he  being  a  profeffed  papift,  the  charge  is  given  from 
him  in  that  refpeft,  and  conferred  this  day  upon  one  Fama  the  lieutenant  colonel. 

I  failed  not,  according  to  your  honour's  defires,  to  lay  wait  for  my  lord  Roos  in  thefe 
parts,  but  1  hear  he  is  paffed  through  France  toward  Lyons.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
leave,  &c.

Sir  Noel  Caron  liath  carefully  and  laborioufly  treated  both  with  his  majefly  and 
the  lords  of  the  council,  that  the  poor  mariners  imprifoned  in  this  town  for  the  in- 
folency  committed  upon  John  Browne,  might  be  releafed  and  fet  at  liberty.     And 
the  better  to  induce  his  majefby  and  the  lords  to  hearlcen  to  his  requeft,  having  firft 
made  it  appear,  that  the  flates  general,  the  ftates  of  Holland,  and  the  brotherhood  of  the 
Pefcherie  do  difavow  this  faft,  as  not  authorifed  by  them  beforehand,  nor  approved  foft 
faSiuni,  he  hath  made  this  fair  offer,  that  the  delinquents  Ihall  be  called  in  queftion  in 
your  prefence,  and  receive  fuch  punifliment,  as  the  nature  of  fo  high  an  offence  duly 
doth  require.  He  doth  alledge,  that  the  privileges  of  thofe  countries  direftly  do  forbid, 
that  the  natives  and  burghers  lliould  be  tranfported  for  any  offence  they  have  com- 
mitted, to  receive  punifhment  in  a  foreign  country.     But  his  majefty  doth  perfift 
fort  l^  ferme,  that  thefc  delinquents  fliould  be  delivered  into  his  hands.    And  I  could 
willa  the  ftates  would  fo  well  underftand  the  good  of  their  own  affairs,  not  to  make 
any  fcruple  to  fatisfy  his  pleafure  therein.     But  if  they  ftiffly  ftiall  ftand  upon  their 
punctilios,  that  in  regard  of  their  privileges  they  may  not  permit  thefe  men  to  be  fent 
over  to  receive  punifhment  at  his  majefty 's  difcretion  (if  he  fhall  think  fit  to  inflift  any 
upon  them)  the  beft  ifTue  can  be  expefted  hereof  is  this,  that  there  will  be  continually 
nouriflied  a  heart-burning  and  difcontents  between  his  majefty  and  the  ftates,  which 
ill-affefted  perfons  (to  the  good  correfpondence  and  alliance,  which  long  have  been 
between  thefe  kingdoms  and  thofe  provinces,  whereof  the  number  is  great,  and  daily 
will  grow  greater)  will  employ  their  bafe  endeavours  (and  think  therein  they  do  God 
and  their  country  good  fervice)  to  multiply  and  increafe.     Now,  if  they  fhall  fend 
thefe  men  over,  all  the  punifhment  or  penance  they  can  expeft,  is  to  make  their 
numble  fubmifTion,  and  crave  pardon  for  their  offence.     Hereby  they  fliould  accord- 
ingly pleafe  and  give  contentment  to  his  majefty,  flxew  their  refpetft  they  bear  to  his 
perfon,  and  the  defire  they  have,  that  the  good  amity  and  underftanding,  which  is 
between  him  and  them,  his  kingdoms  and  their  countries,  continually  may  be  enter- 
tained and  preferved.     Therefore,  as  in  fome  of  my  former  I  have  fignified,,  it  fhall 
be  in  you  a  mafter-piece  of  fervice,  if  you  can  prevail  with  the  ftates  not  to  ftand  in 
their  own  light ;  and,  as  the  cafe  now  ftandeth  with  them,  tempori  £5?  necejfitati  farere. 
The  ftates  pretend,  that  they  had  fome  patent  or  leafe  under  the  great  feal  of  Scotland 
for  this  liberty  of  fifhing  granted  unto  them  at  the  time  when  prince  Henry,  of  famous 
memory,  was  chriftened.     His  majefty  hath  commanded  me  to  write  unto  you,  that 
you  fhould  require  of  them  a  copy  of  this  grant,  if  any  fuch  they  have,  and  fend  it 
over  with  all  pofTible  expedition.     If  they  Ihall  refufe  to  give  you  this  copy,  they  will 
add  unkindnefs  to  unkindnefs,  and  make  the  world  believe,  that  they  make  pretence 
'   of  a  grant,  when  the  truth  is  they  have  none  at  all. 

I  pray  you  by  your  next,  in  a  private  and  particular  letter  apart,  advertife  me  at 
large  what  is  become  of  monf.  Barnevelt,  and  what  the  opinion  is,  that  he  in- 
tendeth  to  do.  I  knov/  him  well,  ^nd  know,  that  he  hath  great  powers  and  abili- 
ties; and  malice  itfelf  muft  confefs,  that  never  man  hath  done  more  faithful  and 
powerful  fervice  to  his  country  than  he.  But  j^«w  coronat  opus,  and  il  di  lodi  lacera; 
oportet  hnperatorem  ftantem  mori:  and  for  him,  that  hath  lived  info  great  honour, 
that  hath  managed  the  affairs  of  that  ftate  forty  years  together,  and  that  with  a

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moft  happy  and  fortunate  fuccefs,  now  being  aux  derniers  abois,  even  as  it  were  at  the 
lad  gafp  CO  breath  out  his  own  fhame  and  difgrace,  cannot  but  make  him  the  fubjeft 
of  much  forrow  to  his  friends,  and  of  fcorn  to  his  enemies.  So  I  leave  you  to  the

Since  my  lafl:  of  the  13th  of  this  prefent  by  Herman  the  poft,  I  have  not  failed  oF 
all  fit  endeavours  to  difpofe  the  ftates  to  give  his  majefty  fatisfaftion  in  fending  over 
into  England  the  two  captains  of  their  fhipS;^  Cliff  and  Alberson,  to  fubmit  them- 
felves  to  his  majefty's  mercy  for  the  infolence  they  lately  committed  on  the  coaft  of 
Scotland:  tO' which  I  find  upon  better  confideration  fome  to  be  well  inclined,  wha 
at  the  firfh  made  much  difficulty;  thofe  of  Rotterdam  (of  which  town  Cliff  is  an  in- 
habitant) having  conlulted  the  matter  in  their  afiembly  of  magi  Urates,  and  found  it 
realbnable;  and  I  expecfl  the  like  for  Alberson  of  thofe  of  Enchuyfen,  with  whom 
their  neighbours  of  Amfterdam  have  promifed  me  to  deal  ferioufiy  j  fb  as  thefe  towns^ 
which  are  chiefly  interefTed,  having  once  confented  to  this  courfe,  I  fhall  then  hope  a 
refolution  will  be  taken  herein  to  his  majefty's  contentment;  and  the  rather,  becaufe 
monf.  Barnevelt,  who  is  newly  returned  hither,  and  with  whom  I  have  already 
ipoken  coacerning  this  bufinefs,  fnews  no  alienation  from  it. 

In  the  queffion  aboLrt  a  national  fynod  (touching  the  which  I  treated  likewife  with 
him  at  large)  he  continues  the  iame  averfenefs  as  ever ;  and  now  picks  new  argument 
out  of  the  forwardnefs  of  the  other  provinces,  as  if  they  would  give  the  law  to  Hol- 
land, which  he  profeiTeth  he  cannot  give  way  unto ;  and  difputing  out  of  his  long" 
experience  and  knowledge  the  power  of  particular  provinces,  even  from  before  the 
pacification  of  Ghent,  he  takes-all  authority  from  the  ftates  general  in  affairs  of  reli- 
gion, fo  much  as  calling  a  fynod ;  which  he  makes  matter  of  diftinft  fovereignty  for 
every  province  to  difpofe  therein  ad  libit.um:  which  is  (and  fo  I  told  both  him  and 
Grotius,  who  maintains  the  fame  opinion)  to  difpute  queftions  of  their  ttate  with  the 
fame  fubtilty,  as  their  minifters  do  their  points  in  religion,  and  will  breed  in  the  end 
as  great  difunion  in  the  one,  as  there  is  diftradlion  in  the  other. 

He  excepted  much  both  againft  the  fubftance  of  a  propofition  I  lail:  made  upon 
occafion  of  calling  for  an  anfwer  to  his  majefty's  letter;  and  likewife  the  publifli- 
ing  thereof  in  print;  the  latter  of  which  was  much  againft  my  mind,  and  proceeded 
not  from  me,  but  from  the  ftates  themfelves,  of  whom  I  defired  him  to  demand  an 
account  thereof,  and  to  prevent  the  like  hereafter,  as  an  ill  practice  and  a  great  in- 
convenience to  the  ftate.  The  former  I  defended  as  well  as  I  might ;  and  though, 
not  to  his  contentment,  nor  thofe  of  that  party,  which  continue  pafTionate  and  ftiff  ia 
their  opinions,  I  have  had  good  allowance  thereof,  and  exprefs  thanks  from  all  the 
well-affefted  towns  and  provinces,  who  are  now  returned  by  their  extraordinary  depu- 
ties ;  and  the  projeft  of  the  fynod  (whereof  I  fent  your  honour  a  copy  with  my  laft)  is  by 
them  all  ratified,  with  change  of  fome  words  only,  but  no  confiderable  circumftances.

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On  Monday  laft  they  propoled  the  fame  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general ' 
ao-ainft  which  Grotius,  in  the  name  of  the  ftates  of  I'loUand,  made  a  vehement  pro- 
teft,  which  ftayed  the  conclufion  for  the  prefent :  but  they  continue  to  proceed,  leav- 
ino^  liberty  to  each  province  to  enter  into  the  fame  national  fynod,  and  faving  to  every 
one  their  rights  and  privileges,  which  is  a  courfe  without  juft  exception  j  and  in  thofe 
towns  (notwithftanding  all  oppofition)  it  is  likely  to  be  concluded. 

The  profefled  Arminian  towns  of  Holland  (Harlem,  Leyden,  Tergow,  Rotter- 
dam, Schonoven,  Brill,  Alcmaer,  and  Home)  taking  knowledge  of  the  long  abode 
of  their  oppofites  (Dort,  Amfterdam,  Enchuyfen,  Edam,  and  Purmerend)  here  in 
the  Hague,  fent  hither  their  deputies  about  ten  days  fince,  under  pretence  to  require 
copies  of  fuch  writings,  as  had  been  prefented  by  thefe  five  towns  to  the  ftates  gene- 
ral, and  the  council  of  Holland,  but  in  etfecfl  to  ftrengthen  their  combination ;  into 
which  they  could  not  draw  Delft,  Gorcum,  Schedam,  Munichedam,  and  Meden- 
blich ;  which,  though  they  formerly  concurred  with  them,  now  matters  come  to  de- 
claration, profefs  neutrality. 

Monf  Du  Maurier  returned  hither  by  poft  through  Brabant  on  the  a^d  of  this 
prefent,  and  the  day  following  had  audience  in  the  alfembly  of  the  ftates  general; 
which  confifted  of  complaints  for  the  king  his  mafter-,  excufes  for  not  payment  of 
the  French  troops;  declaration  of  the  peace  of  Italy  by  his  matter's  mediation,  which 
he  made  an  obligation  to  this  ftate  for  eafing  them  thereby  of  the  affiftance  they  give 
in  money  to  the  duke  of  Savoy;  and  admonifliment  in  their  prefent  differences  to  re- 
turn to  their  former  union  and  good  correfpondence  des  parlies  avec  le  tout  &  du  tout 
avec  les  parties. 

He  forbears  frequenting  the  French  church,  to  which  he  was  wont  to  repair ; 
which  the  contra-remonftrants  efteem  as  a  great  countenance  to  their  caufe. 

Here  arrived  the  25th  of  this  prefent  an  extraordinary  embaflador  from  the  king  of 
Swede,  who  is  principally  defigned  to  his  majefty,  being  a  counfellor  to  that  king, 
named  Johannes  Skittius,  who  hath  been  formerly  employed  to  his  majefty.  The 
27th  he  had  audience  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general,  wjierein  he  recited  the 
ftate  of  the  quarrel  betwixt  his  mafter  and  the  king  of  Poland,  the  firft  ground  where- 
of he  imputes  to  the  proteftion,  that  king  gives  to  the  duke  of  Courland,  and  therein 
he  requires  the  ftates  affiftance. 

The  Venetian  refident  newly  returned  from  Delfziel,  where  he  hath  been  long 
about  the  muftering  and  ftiipping  of  the  count  Levestin  and  his  troops,  was  yefter- 
day  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general,  where  he  acquainted  them  with  news  re- 
ceived by  an  exprefs  courier  the  night  before,  that  his  mafters  being  advertifed  out  of 
Spain  from  their  embafiador  Gritti  of  the  peace  there  concluded,  had  at  the  fame 
rime  their  ftate  affoiled  about  Crema  by  the  governor  of  Milan,  and  their  privilege 
of  the  gulf  violated  by  the  viceroy  of  Naples,  who  entered  into  the  fame  under  co- 
lour of  affiftinglh*  Ragufans  with  all  his  fleet  of  ftiips  and  gallies.  With  this  advice 
tie  had  difpatched  one  into  England  to  fignior  Contarini,  having  fent  unto  him  but 
few  days  before  advertife.Taents  of  a  contrary  tenor,  which  he  received  by  an  exprefs 

C  c  a  courier 
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courier  likevvife  from  Venice,  of  the  conclufion  of  the  peace,  with  order  thereupon  to 
make  ftay  of  the  count  Levestin  ;  which  came  too  late,  he  being  two  days  before 
put  to  fea  v/ith  eleven  good  Ihips;  whereof  the  greater  part  are  well  laden  with  artil- 
lery, and  fitted  for  fight;  fo  as  going  (as  they  do)  in  conferva,  they  will  be  able  to. 
make  good  refiftance,  if  they  be  met  with  in  the  Straits,  where  tliey  are  laid  for,  and 
where  they  are  efteemicd  to  be  near  approached,  they  having  had  ten  days  very  good 
wind.     They  are  their  full  number  of  3000  men  with  addition  of  400  for  recruits. 

There  hath  been  (as  we  underftand  from  Colen)  a  great  part  of  the  foldiers,, 
which  were  lately  levied  in  thofe  parts,  and  had  orders  upon  the  treaty  in  France  to 
be  licenfed,  ftill  entertained  in  Elfas  (where  they  had  their  rendezvous)  under  colour 
of  want  of  fatisfadtion,  they  pretending  to  three  months  pay,  of  which  two  was  offer- 
ed them.  This  is  now  judged  to  be  done  of  defign,  whereby  to  have  men  in  readL- 
nefs  againft  the  Venetians. 

Here  hath  been  a  motion  in  the  aiTembly  of  the  ftates  general  made  this  week  paft,  ta 
have  a  letter  written,  according  unto  a  yearly  ufe,  to  the  king  of  France,  to  have  fuccours 
of  thefetiiree  French  regiments  continued  in  thefervice  of  this  ftate:  which,  by  the  op- 
pofition  of  thofe  of  Flolland,  was  laid  afide :  and  this  feems  a  myftery  to  many,  that  they, 
who  have  been  always  bell:  affefted  to  the  French,  Ihould  (as  they  lately  infilled)  defire 
to  have  them  licenfed.  But  it  is  thought  to  have  aipecl  to  their  domeftic  failions; 
the  Arminians,  who  have  the  ruling  voice  in  the  committee-council  of  Holland, 
having  a  defign  (as  is  fufpedled)  to  change  by  degrees  the  whole  form  of  their  malice,, 
and  by  cafhiering  part  of  the  ftrangers  they  have  in  their  fervice,  to  bring  thofe  into 
the  pay  of  the  ftate,  which  they  have  already  levied  at  Utrecht  and  in  fome  towns  of 
Holland,  and  to  minifter  unto  the  reft  the  like  oath  unto  particular  towns  and  pro- 
vinces, as  is  taken  by  them,  without  obsfdience  either  to  the  general  or  generality. 

Here  is  a  book  lately  come  out  in  this  vulgar  language  in  conformity  to  the  dif- 
courfe  monf.  Barnevelt  held  with  me,  that  religion  is  no  ground  either  of  the  union, 
of  thofe  provinces,  or  of  their  quarrel  againft  the  king  of  Spain;  the  chief  fubj  eft 
whereof  is  a  particular  examination  of  the  adlions  of  the  late  prince  of  Orange  and  of 
his  firft  entrance  into  the  war,  which  the  book  concludes  was  for  civil  refpects  only,, 
■without  regard  of  religion :  and  herein  they  feek  to  wound  count  Maurice  through 
his  father's  fides,  who  in  defence  of  his  father  and  himfelf  faith  they  have  both  the 
fame  quarrel,  his  father  having  three  grounds  of  his  difccntentment  with  Spain ;  the 
firft,  the  inquifition;  the  fecond,  the  making  of  citadels;  and  the  third,  the  denial 
of  juftice:  all  which  he  faith  are  now  again  praftifed  by  the  Arminian  faftion,  they 
ufing  a  kind  of  inquifition  for  corrupting,  if  not  fuppreffing  the  reformed  religion  -, 
they  making  citadels  of  the  towns  themfelves  by  thefe  new  levies;  and  withftanding 
the  ordinary  courfe  of  juftice  both  of  the  high  and  provincial  council  in  all  places 
where  they  have  authority.  The  author  of  this  book  is  faid  to  be  177,  and  it  doth 
concur  much  with  his  difcourfe,  though  he  difavow  it. 

Monf.  Barnevelt,  before  his  return  from  Utrecht,  procured  of  that  town  an 
augmentation  of  the  allowance  of  certain  women,  which  are  there  continued  in  their 
profelTion  of  popery,  after  the  form  of  a  convent,  from  70  to  100  florins  yearly 
penfion.  The 
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The  Englifli  company  lately  void  by  the  death  of  fir  Bernard  Dewhurst,  and 
given  upon  the  firft  news  by  thofe  of  Utrecht  to  a  young  gentleman,  nephew  to  fir 
John  Ogle,  was  much  difputed  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general  and  council  of 
ftate;  but  in  the  end  the  commiffion  was  given  him,  upon  the  undertaking  of  the 
ftates  of  Utrecht,  that  they  knew  fir  Edward  Cecil  would  be  well  contented  with. 
what  they  had  done. 

Monf.  Malre,  who  hath  refided  here  all  this  time  fince  the  firft  coming  of  the 
extraordinary  deputies,  is  now  retired,  as  it  is  thought,  to  his  laft  home^  he  being 
fick  of  age  and  weaknefs. 

In  monf.  Barnevelt  I  obferve  fmall  change  either  in  mind  or  body,  fave  only,. 
that  he  goeth  with  a  ftaff. 

I  have  recovered  the  journal  of  the  new  difcovery  of  the  paflage  into  the  South  fea, 
of  which  I  am  promifed  the  map ;  and  the  one  fhail  accompany  the  other  with  my 
next.     Mean  time  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

My  lord  embafiador, 
I  received  yefterday  your  lordfliip's  letters ;  and  for  that  which  concerneth  your 
divifions  there,  I  am  not  glad,  that  my  conjetture  is  fo  well  grounded,  as  I  fear  it  isj„ 
that  there  be  fome  civil  humours  intermixed  or  concurred  with  the   **  of  religion; 
for  I  doubt  It  will  make  the  breach  the  longer^to  continue  j  and  if  that  be  not  pieced 
before  the  fynod  begin,  I  look  for  little  fruit  of  it. 

Your  fynods  there  may  be  more  happy  than  former  fynods  in  Germany  have  been 
for  matter  of  controverfy;  for  hitherto  they  have  wrought  no  other  effeft,  but  that 
men  may  have  gone  afunder  more  exafperated  than  when  they  came  together;  and. 
except  your  minifters  there  can  be  content  to  choofe  the  judgment  of  fome  third.' 
church  not  engaged  into  the  opinion  of  either  of  the  fides  there,  to  which  they  will 
ftand  in  fuch  points  wherein  upon  their  own  conference  they  ftiall  differ,  I  fiiall  not 
believe  they  will  come  v/ell  out;  foranimofity  and  vain-glory  and  reputation  of  viftory 
do  fo  tranfport  difputants,  *  *  *  for  the  more  part,  as  charity  taketh  not  place, 
I  wifti  it  better  than  1  fear. 

The  diftruft  of  the  fuccefs  of  thefe  divifions,  and  the  fear  of  the  ficknefs  of  Amfter— 
dam,  hath  wrought  a  conceit,  and  an  intimation  to  fome  here,  that  divers  merchants. 
of  good  ability,  now  dwelling  in  that  city,  would  retire  and  refide  here  in  London,  if 
they  thought  they  Ihould  have  good  way  given  them.  Whereupon  his  majefty  willed 
me  to  give  your  lordftiip  fome  advertifement  privately,  that  although  he  donot  wiili 
any  fuch  thing,  in  regard  of  the  common  good ;  yet  if  ill  accidents  there  do-  caufe  fuch- 
a  difpofition  in  any,  he  could  be  content,  that  underhand,  and  without  any  public 
ffiew,  they  were  encouraged  rather  to  come  hither  than  to  any  other  place;  which  I 
leave  to  your  lordlhip's  difcretion  to  handle  as  you  fee  caufe. 

Fojr 
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For  my  lord  Roos,  we  can  hear  no  certainty  of  him.  He  hath  been  at  Orleans, 
■at  Lyons,  at  Avignon;  but  where  he  is,  no  man  can  tell.  He  paffeth  privately 
where  he  goeth ;  is  accompanied  only  with  Diego,  but  here  he  hath  left  a  mofi:  con- 
fufed  and  torn  eftate. 

All  my  lords  are  here  behind  his  majefty  bufied  about  money  matters,  but  find  no 
ifllie.  A  parliament  is  obfcurely  fpoken  of,  but  left  to  his  majeily's  own  breaft  to  de- 
termine.    So  I  leave  farther  to  trouble  your  lordfhip,  &c.

My  lord. 

Upon  the  receit  of  your  difpatches  of  the  nth  and  13th  of  this  month,  which 
were  both  imparted  to  his  majefty,  he  was  pleafed,  for  anfwer  thereunto,  to  fend 
direftions  to  mr.  fecretary  Winwood,  who  being  then  fick,  and  now  fince  departed 
this  world  (whofe  unexpefted  death  his  majefty,  myfelf,  and  all  thofe  who  knew  his 
worth,  do  much  lament)  his  majefty  hath  commanded  me,  to  fignify  his  pleafure 
ainto  you  as  foUoweth  : 

Firft  concerning  Browne,  his  majefty  liketh  well,  that  you  have  deferred  to 
make  the  demand  publicly  in  the  aflembly  of  the  fta'es  general,  until  thole  of  Holland 
fhall  meet,  which,  you  fay,  will  be  fhortly :  but  when  you  find  the  time  proper,  that 
then  you  proceed  according  to  his  majefty's  pleafure  formerly  fignified  unto  you,  and 
in  the  mean  time  that  you  alTure  the  count  Maurice,  and  whom  elfe  you  fhall  think  fit, 
that  his  majefty  is  refolved  to  take  no  other  latisfaftion  than  that,  which  he  hath  already 
demanded.  And  as  for  the  jus  remiffionis,  which  they  ftand  fo  much  upon,  his  ma- 
jefty holdeth  it  to  be  quite  from  the  purpofe,  being  only  meant  of  fending  back  to  a 
prince  his  own  fubjeft,  fled  for  fome  oflence  into  the  dominions  of  another.  But 
this,  which  we  demand,  hath  been  often  praftifed  in  all  kingdoms  and  eftates,  and  of 
frefh  memory  offered  by  the  French  king,  touching  the  governor  of  Dieppe.  It  hath 
been  done  by  the  Venetians,  and  was  an  ordinary  courfe  held  between  his  majefty  and 
the  late  queen  Elizabeth. 

As  for  the  advice  you  have  given  count  Maurice,  his  majefty  doth  approve  of 
your  temperance  and  moderation,  being  himfelf  ever  inclined  that  way:  yet,  on  the 
other  fide,  he  would  have  you  fo  temper  your  counfels,  that  if  the  count  Maurice 
Ihall  fee  any  occafion  of  advantage,  and  poffibility  of  taking  it,  that  then  you  leave 
him  to  his  own  judgment,  and  neither  encourage  him,  nor  diflljade  him  from  it;  for 
his  majefl:y  is  of  opinion,  that  thofe  burghers,  who  fo  much  oppofe  the  profelTors  of 
the  truth,  when  they  fhall  fee  him  enter  into  aflion,  will  lofe  their  courage,  and  be 
the  better  brought  to  reafon. 

Concerning  fir  John  Ogle,  his  majefty  is  forty,  that  he  Ihould  be  the  firft  of  his 
fubjedls  there,  that  fhould  favour  the  Arminians:  and  hath  willed  me  to  afTure  you, 
that  what  hopes  foever  he  may  frame  to  himfelf  there,  he  hath  no  hopes  at  all  here, 
neither  in  his  majefty  nor  any  about  him.  And  therefore  you  fhall  do  well  to  advife  him 
in  time  to  conform  himfelf  to  the  courfe,  which,  he  feeth  his  majefty  doth  take,  unlefs 
I  he 
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he  will  adventure  the  lofs  of  his  favour.     I  have  written  unto  him,  which  I.  fend  you 
inclofed. 

His  majefty  hath  perufed  the  articles  about  the  fynod,  and  doth  altogether  diflike 
of  Utrecht  for  the  place  of  meeting,  as  a  town,  which  hath  been  always  given  to  fedi- 
tion  and  mutiny,  is  now  wholly  inclined  to  the  Arminian  faftion,  and  lately  encouraged 
therein  by  the  prefence  of  monf.  Barnevelt;  and  therefore  would  like  better  of  a 
place  of  more  indifferency.  And  whereas  in  one  of  the  articles  it  is  fet  down,  that 
the  deputies  fliall  only  fearch  the  word  of  God,  his  majefty's  opinion  is,  that  nothing 
can  more  ftrongly  foment  and  ftrengthen  the  fchifm  or  divifion  amongft  them  than  this, 
article  in  thole  bare  terms  as  it  is  fet  down ;  for  the  Arminians,  Vortians,  and  all  other 
heretics,'  fly  unto  the  word  of  God;  if  their  interpretation  thereof  may  be  accepted  j 
and  therefore  thefe  words  would  be  tempered  v/ith  this  claufe  following,  that  they 
fhall  diligently  fearch  the  word  of  God,  and  in  cafe  they  differ  upon  the  interpre- 
tation, that  they  fhall  have  recourfe  unto  the  interpretation  given  thereunto  by  the 
general  confent  of  the  antient  church  and  councils,  and  approved  doctors  thereof,, 
before  the  time  of  the  church's  defeftion  to  popery,  joining  thereunto  the  moll  learned 
and  beft  divines  of  our  religion. 

As  for  the  other  articles,  his  majefty  findeth  nothing  for  the  prefent  to  be  difliked  in 
them :  but  if  upon  a  fecond  review  he  fhall  fee  occafion  to  alter  any  thing,  there  v/ill- 
be  time  enough  for  you  to  receive  his  farther  directions. 

His  majefty's  pleafure  is,  that,  until  you  fhall  have  farther  order  from  him,  you 
direct  your  letters  to  mr.  fecretary  Lake;  and  when  you  have  any  extraordinary  fe- 
crefy,  that  then  you  dired  your  letters  to  himfelf.  And  fo  I  commit  you  to  the

His  Majefty's  commandment  touching  the  addrefs  of  my  difpatches  to  your  honour 
ypon  the  deceafe  of  mr.  fecretary  Winwood  met  with  my  intention,  in  cafe  I  had  re- 
ceived no  fuch  exprefs  order-,  and  I  prefume  they  will  meet  with  a  good  difpofition  in 
your  honour  to  excufe  their  imperfedions  and  mine,  which  I  humbly  recommend  to 
your  wonted  favour. 

In  the  particularity  concerning  Amfterdam  I  will  govern  myfelf  in  conformity  to  his 
majefty's  pleafure,  which  I  underftand  by  your  former  letters  of  the  20th  of  the  laft; 
and  in  other  proceedings  concerning  thefe  affairs,  according  to  a  difpatch  of  the  jift 
figned  by  my  lord  of  Buckingham. 

It  is  now  feven  days  fince  the  national  fynod  was  refolved  of  by  plurality  of  voices 
in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  againft  which  a  public  proteft  was  made  by 
Grotius  the  penfioner  of  Rotterdam,  in  the  name  of  three  provinces,  Holland,  Utrecht, 
and  Overyflel.  But  this  being  diiferent  from  all  cuftom,  in  that  the  deputies  of  each 
province  fpeak  apart  always  in  that  aflembly,  and,  in  fuch  cafes  of  importance,  with  ex- 
prefs order  from  their  principals  (which  he  had  not),  it  was  rather  regiftered  (as  he  de- 
fired  it  fhould  be)  as  a  mark  of  his  temerity  and  indifcretion,  than  as  a  thing  which 
can  be  of  validity,  until  it  be  avowed  by  the  provinces  j  whereof  he  cannot  be  well 
allured,  fince  fome  towns  of  Holland,  which  were  formerly  accounted  of  the  Arminian 
faction,  begin  to  change  party. 

This  week  (in  which  we  yet  are)  thofe  of  Utrecht  prefiding  did  make  a  new  overture 
in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  that  every  province  apart  Ihould  frame  Jlatum 
quaftionis^  and  reporting  the  fame  to  the  afl!embly,  they  fhould  then  proceed  by  uniform 
confent  to  take  that  courfe,  which  was  beft  in  thefe  differences :  which  being  underftood 
as  an  artifice  to  gain  time,  mixt  with  a  worfe  intent  of  raifing  the  fame  difputes  in  the 
other  provinces,  as  are  here  in  Holland,  was  rejefted. 

The  aflfembly  of  Holland  hath  been  hitherto  protrafted,  upon  feveral  occafions,  and  fo 
is  now  farther  for  ten  days,  when  we  fhall  fee  more  clear  into  this  bufinefs,  whither  it  will 
tend ;  and  until  then  the  fatisfadlion,  which  his  majefty  doth  expedt  touching  the  taking 
of  John  Browne,  cannot  be  taken  into  debate,  becaufe  the  matter  doth  chiefly  concern 
>  the  province.  But  I  am  promifed  by  thofe  that  have  moft  power  amongft  them,  it 
fhall  be  their  firft  bufinefs :  and  though  in  thefe  difturbances  nothing  can  be  built  upon 
good  ground,  my  hope  is  it  will  fucceed  to  his  majefty's  contentment. 

I  have  demanded  of  monf.  Barnevelt,  in  conformity  to  a  difpatch  from   mr, 
fecretary  Winwood  of  the  17  th   of  the  laft,  a  copy  of  the  grant  (if  fuch   they 

have 
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have  any)  which  they  pretend  to  have  under  the  great  feal  of  Scotland,  as  given 
them  at  the  time  when  prince  FIenry  of  famous  memory  was  chrifbened;  v/hich  he 
confeffed  unto  me  was  no  other  but  a  confirmation  of  former  treaties,  wherein  he 
laid  fomewhat  is  fpecified  to  that  purpofe,  and  thereof  he  hath  pronnifed  me  an  ex- 
traft,  which  I  will  fend  your  honour,  when  I  can  recover  the  fame. 

Herewith  I  fend  a  copy  of  the  propofition  of  the  embaffador  of  the  king  of  Swede, 
made  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general  the  6th  of  this  prefent,  which  I  conceive 
his  majefty  will  be  pleafed  to  fee,  becaufe  it  is  that,  mutatis  ?nutandis,  which  his  ma- 
jefly  is  to  expect  ihortly  from  him:  he  intending  to  crofs  the  feas  upon  the  fame 
errand  towards  his  majefty  this  next  week.  He  hath  ufed  fome  fmali  liberalities  in 
diflributing  certain  chains  of  gold  in  Leyden,  and  in  this  town,  amongft  particular 
perfons,  and  one  Heinsius  he  hath  entertained  at  Leyden  with  a  yearly  ftipend  for 
iiifcoriographer  to  the  king  his  mailer. 

The  count  of  Eaft-Friefiand  hath  three  deputies  here  at  this  prefent  to  treat  with 
the  ftates  touching  certain  of  his  fubjefts,  which  ftand  out  againft  him,  and  with 
whom  he  would  proceed  by  way  of  juftice  in  the  imperial  court.  But  the  ftates  infift 
to  end  the  difference  by  accommodation.  I  am  defired  by  letters  from  the  count 
and  meffage  of  his  deputies,  to  afTifl.  him  in  his  affairs,  in  which  I  will  not  fail, 
having  had  former  order  from  his  majefty  to  this  effeft. 

Here  is  an  embaffador,  in  abfence  of  the  prince  of  Brandenburg,  difpatched  to  the 
ftates  by  his  council  of  Cieve,  to  complain  of  a  violence  ufed  by  the  archdukes  men 
in  entering  a  church  in  an  open  village  near  Juliers,  where  the  ftates  have  garrifon, 
at  high-mafs  time,  when  it  was  leaft  fufpe£ted  ;  and  maintaining  the  pofTefTion  of  the 
church  againft  the  garrifon,  and  other  of  the  ftates  troops,  which  are  fince  joined  un- 
to them.  This  fucceedingthe  8th  of  this  prefenty?f/(7  novo  we  have  had  no  news  thereof 
fince  the  firft,  and  therefore  take  no  refolution  until  a  fecond  advertifement. 

The  ftates  have  after  much  contradi6tion  (without  which,  in  cafe  as  they  ftand, 
nothing  can  pafs,  be  it  never  fo  neceffary)  relolved  of  a  letter  to  the  French  king,  to 
defire  the  continuance  of  the  three  French  regiments  of  foot  and  two  troops  of  horfe 
in  their  fervice ;  with  fome  good  order  for  reimburfement  of  the  arrearages  of  their 
entertainment  and  provifion  for  the  fame  hereafter. 

They  have  written  likewife  to  the  French  king  to  have  a  releafe  of  a  reftraint  made 
at  Roan  againft  expedting  French  commodities  in  Holland's  fliips;  for  which  purpofe 
they  have  given  their  embafTador  order  to  follow  the  king  to  Roan. 

Monf.  Malre,  who  was  deputy  for  his  excellency  in  Zealand,  and  hath  lived  long 
there  in  much  authority,  died  at  Middleburg  on  Tuefday  laft. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  doth  not  come  out  of  his  houfe  fince  his  return  from  Utrecht 
by  reafon  of  his  indifpofition;  but  he  doth  no  whit  fpare  himfelf  in  pains,  nor  faint 
in  his  refolution,  wherein  notwithftanding  he  will  in  all  zp'^czrd.nce  Juc  cum  here  before 
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long,  having  the  difadvantages  of  a  weak  body,  a  weak  party,  and  a  weak  caufe. 
Thus  I  moft  hunably  take  leave,  &c. 

OSfoh.  9.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Lake,  by  Murray. 

R'.  Hon'''^ 

I  have  detained  this  bearer  after  the  clofing  my  difpatch,  to  inform  myfelf,  and  ad- 
vertife  his  majefty,  what  yefterday  would  produce;  which  being  the  laft  of  Utrecht's 
prefiding,  we  expefted  aliquid  monftri,  and  divers  tentatives  were  made  in  the  aflem- 
bly  of  the  ftates  general  to  gain  time,  whereby  to  prolong  the  fummons  of  the  fynod: 
but  the  ftates  perlifted  in  their  refolution  of  the  laft  week,  which  this,  that  now  comes 
in,  will  be  put  in  execution. 

Thofe  of  Holland,  upon  jealoufy  of  the  affeftion  of  their  towns,  do  unwillingly 
confent  to  an  alTembly  of  the  ftates  of  the  province:  but  the  neceffity  of  their  con- 
tributions and  other  affairs  of  courfe  permit  no  longer  delay  than  to-morrow  fort- 
night, at  which  time  their  meeting  is  refolved.  In  this  interim  count  Maurice  is 
determined  (unlefs  he  have  fome  unexpefted  diverfion)  to  vifit  the  Arminian  tov/ns 
feverally  in  perfon,  and  to  remonftrate  to  their  common  council  the  ftate  of  thefe  affairs, 
wherein  they  are  thought  to  be  abufed  by  fome  few  of  the  magiftrates,  who  are  faid 
to  fpend  their  voices  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  without  their  confent,  and  at  their 
return  make  falfe  report  of  the  proceedings. 

The  delay  of  this  meeting  doth  no  way  hinder,  though  it  doth  protraft,  the 
fatisfa(5lion  his  majefty  doth  demand  for  the  wrong  done  to  John  Browne,  which. 
1  hope  will  in  the  end  fucceed  to  his  majefty's  liking. 

There  is  no  farther  difficulty  made  in  the  bufinefs  of  Moy  Lambert  andBooTHBYj. 
fince  the  ftates  have  had  the  extrad:  out  of  the  regifter  of  the  lords  of  the  council 
touching  the  fame,  with  which  they  are  well  fatisfied. 

Yefterday  order  was  taken  by  the  ftates  for  anfwer  to  the  embaffodor  of  Swede  to 
be  in  general  terms  of  compliment,  without  engaging  themfelves  farther  than  they  are 
already  by  treaties.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

Nov.  II.  King  James  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton,  from  the  court  at  Theobalds^ 

In  favour  of  fir  Thomas  Dale,  fometime  fervant  of  prince  Henry,  who  had  a- 
company  in  the  Low  Countries,  and  had  been  commended  by  the  prince  to  attend 
the  plantation  in  Virginia,  for  which  fir  Thomas  had  obtained  leave  of  abfence  from 
the  ftates  general ;  that  he  might  be  paid  his  arrears,  and  continued,  in  pay  and: 
favour  of  the  ftates  general.

In  conformity  to  my  laft  by  Murray  the  poft  of  the  9th  of  this  prefent  (which  ac- 
companied others  by  the  fame  bearer  of  the  8th)  the  ftates  general  by  plurality  of 

s  voices- 
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voices  overcame  thofe  difBcukies  this  week  paft,  whicli  were  caft  in  the  way  the  week 
before  by  thofe  of  Utrecht  concerning  thefynod;  and  accordingly  refolved  to  hold 
the  fame  at  the  time  appointed,  of  the  prqjetl  whereof  his  majefty  formerly  hath  a 
copy,  and  for  the  place  it  lliall  be  held  either  at  Dort  or  this  town;  the  reafons  hrs 
inajefty  alledgeth  againft  Utrecht  being  of  fo  great  weight,  that  they  are  here  very  ap- 
prehenfive  of  them.  There  are  letters  drawn  and  ratified  by  the  ftates  general  to  his 
majefty  and  other  princes,  in  whofe  dominions  the  reformed  religion  is  profelTed,  to 
defire  the  afliftance  of  fome  learned  and  judicious  perfons  at  their  fynod;  the  dif- 
patch  of  which  is  ftayed  till  the  beginning  of  February  next,  whereby  to  give  com- 
modity to  thofe  of  Holland  (who  are  now  within  thefe  three  days  to  hold  the  pro- 
vincial alTembly  of  the  ftates)  to  conjoin  likewife  with  the  reft  (on  the  inclination  of 
which  Utrecht  and  Overyflel  do  depend)  or,  if  they  perfift  ftill  in  their  back- 
wardnefs,  not  to  leave  them  any  juft  ilibjeft  of  complaint. 

Count  Maurice  is  in  this  interim  gone  to  fuch  tov/ns  in  the  fouth  quarter  of  Hol- 
land, as  are  of  the  Arminian  party,  namely  to  Delft,  Schedam,  Rotterdam,  and  Gor- 
cum;  in  all  which  places  (as  likewife  in  Dort,  which  he  took  rather  en  pajfant,  than 
for  any  need  there  was  of  his  going  thither)  he  was  well  received,  and  calling  the 
common  council  (which  they  name  the  Vrootfchap)  in  each  place  to  the  ftadthoufe,  he 
there  endeavoured  by  way  of  remonftrance  to  dil'charge  him.ielf  of  the  imputation  caft 
upon  him  by  his  enemies,  of  affecting  the  fovereignty  of  this  country;  as  likewife  to 
make  them  capable  of  the  inconveniences,  which  ha  ve  enfued  the  refolu  tion  of  the  laft  af~ 
femblies  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  and  by  confequence  to  dilpofe  them  to  a  concur- 
rence with  the  other  provinces  in  a  determination  of  thofe  differences  by  a  national 
fynod. 

What  the  effeft  of  his  endeavours  will  be,  we  fhall  fee  within  few  days ;  but  I  can 
hardly  expeft  he  lliould  undo  in  a  week  that,  which  hath  been  plotted  and  praftifed 
in  thofe  places  ever  fince  the  firft  treaty  of  the  truce.  Howfoever  that  he  hath  done, 
cannot  be  without  fome  fruit;  and  that,  which  is  not  o-pus  unius  diet,  of  a  day  or  a 
week,  (for  more  than  a  day  he  hath  not  fpent  in  any  one  place,  nor  than  a  week  in 
all)  he  may  accomplifn  hereafter,  the  like  induftry  being  ufed  by  thofe  of  Amfterdam^ 
and  the  well-afFefted  towns  in  the  north  part  of  Holland,  but  with  lefs  Iiope  of  fuc- 
cefs,  becaufe  they  are  far  m.ore  paffionate. 

Count  William  of  NalTau,  governor  of  Friefland  and  Groningen,  accompanied 
his  excellency  in  this  journey;  his  brother  count  Henry  excufed  himfelf  upon  cx- 
peftation  of  embafladors  fent  here  to  the  ftates  from  the  landgrave  of  Heffen,  whofe 
errand  is  chiefly  concerniiig  his  marriage. 

The  embafladors,  being  two  in  commiffion,  had  their  firft  audience  in  the  aflembly 
of  the  ftates  general  the  44-  of  this  prefent,  wherein  they  feewed  the  affeftion  of  their 
mafter  to  this  ftate;  which  being  always  very  good,  he  endeavoured  to  ftrengthen  by 
the  marriage  of  his  daughter  to  count  Henry,  who  is  of  the  houfe  of  Naffau  and 
enfant  d'Hollande :  but  feeing  they  could  not  agree  upon  conditions  (as  there  is  great 
difference  about  the  dowry  and  jointure)  he  defired  notwithftanding  they  might  con- 
tinue good  friends,  and  that  his  daughter  might  be  free. 

Dd  2  Thi.s 
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This  will  prove  a  conclufion  one  way  or  other  of  this  bufinefs,  which  hath  been 
long  in  treaty;  but  till  the  return  of  count  Maurice  (which  is  expefted  to-morrow) 
nothing  will  be  refolved. 

The  fame  day  of  their  audience  the  refident  of  Venice  gave  account  to  the  ftates 
general  of  the  conclufion  and  efteftuation  of  the  peace  in  Italy,  which  was  no  welcome 
news  to  the  fhates,  becaufe  they  account  it  little  lefs  than  a  proclaiming  a  war  in  thefe 
parts:  yet  they  have  good  reafon  to  believe  they  ihall  be  fpared  for  a  while,  partly  be- 
caufe the  Spaniards  have  much  exhaufted  their  treafure  in  thefe  late  wars  in  Italy,  and 
partly  becaufe  the  lying  of  the  pirates  with  fo  great  ftrength  upon  the  coaft  of  Spain 
is  a  kind  of  diverfion;  but  chiefly  becaufe  they  will  give  leifure  to  their  civil  difcords, 
which  in  ail  likelihood  would  end  upon  the  firft  alarm  of  a  common  enemy. 

What  part  I  have  beers  forced  to  play  in  this  confufed  theatre  upon  thefe  occafions, 
your  honour  may  pleafe  to  fee  in  a  relation  apart,  and  thereof  give  his  majefty 
knowledge.  Both  his  majefty's  honour  and  fervice,  and  the  ftate  of  the  whole  caufe 
in  thefe  differences  about  religion,  are  exceedingly  intereffed  in  the  iffue  hereof:  which 
muft  expe£t  another  whole  week's  prefident  of  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general ;  for 
this,  that  now  is,  of  Overyffel,  is  gained  to  the  Arminians;  and  it  lies  in  the  prefi-- 
dent's  power  to  fhop  any  proceeding,  when  he  is  fo  difpofed. 

I  hope  my  next  fhall  give  his  majefty  an  account,  not  only  of  this,  but  of  other 
affairs,  which  concern  his  fervice,  and  that  within  few  days;  particularly  concerning 
the  fatisfaftion  his  m.ajefty  is  to  expert  about  John  Browne,.,  which  in  the  preffing  of 
this  bufinefs  I  have  not  forgotten. 

I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflated  copy  of  the  anfwer  in  this  Dutch  language  given 
.the  embaffador  of  Swede,  who  by  this  time  in  all  appearance  is  in  England.     So  I 
humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

i*.  S,  There  have  been  certain  foldiers,  to  the  number  of  JO,  taken  into  Schonoven 
on  Sunday  laft  was  fevennight,  as  fent  from  thofe  of  Rotterdam ;  which  is  not 
confiderable,  fave  only  it  fhews  a  fecret  confederation  amongft  the  Arminian  towns. 
At  Leyden  they  went  into  arms,  and  kept  the  gates  of  their  town  fhut,  upon  the 
firft  news  of  count  Maurice's  intent  to  vifit  the  towns.  But  the  alarm  ceafed  as 
foon  as  they  heard  in  what  manner  he  went,  as  one  that  would  ufe  his  tongue, 
not  his  fword.  Such  difcourfes,  as  were  fpread  abroad  in  the  earl  of  Leicester's 
time,  are  now  reprinted  and  divulged  to  amufe  the  people.  Thefe  particularities 
I  have  thought  fit  to  add,  to  the  end  his  majefty  may  be  advertifed  of  all  that 
paffeth.

Complaining,  that  the  ftates  of  Utrecht  had,  contrary  to  the  courfe  heretofore 
praftifed,  beftowed  a  company  in  general  Cecil's  regiment,  without  his  confent, 
upon  a  young  man  of  fir  John  Ogle's  name  and  kindred:  '  Which,  /ays  the  kingy 
*  we  find  very  ftrange;  and,  therefore  we  are  pleafed,  that  you  inform  yourfelf  hy.

King  to  the  States  of  Utrecht :  from  the  court  at  Newmarket:  upon 
the  affair  of  Ogle  and  Cecil. 

Nov.  12.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Whitehall. 

My  lord  embaflador, 

I  have  received  no  direftion  to  write  any  thing  to  your  lordfhip  upon  your  laft  let- 
ters, his  majefty  being  at  Newmarket,  to  whom  I  fent  them  ;  but  we  hope  here,  that 
if  the  flrength  of  one  fide  fail,  the  country  will  fettle  again. 

But  of  your  fynod  I  look  for  no  good  fruit;  for  being  with  thofe  cautions  and  re- 
fervations  to  each  province,  whereof  you  wrote  in  your  laft  to  fir  Ralph  Winwood, 
no  great  confequence  can  follow  ;  for  many  will  not  be  there,  and  others  will  be  bound 
againft  their  own  interpretation  of  their  liberty  in  matters  of  religion. 

We  are  here  wholly  bufied  in  retrenching  his  majefty's  expences;  a  difficult  and 
ungrateful  work,  and  flowly  proceeding. 

In  France  they  are  upon  a  courfe  to  be  eft:abliflied  by  this  great  afl^embly  for  a 
fafe  traffic  to  the  Eaft-Indies,  and  would  fain  join  with  us:  But  that  is  not  for 
our  good.  I  find  our  merchants  are  not  willing  to  join  either  with  you  or  them, 
or  any  other,  hoping  they  have  got  the  ftart  of  all  others,  and  afiliring  themfelves 
to  keep  it. 

This  I  write  chiefly  to  gratify  fir  Edward  Cecil,  and  to  convey  his  letters,  wha 
fendeth  this  gentleman  exprefsly  over  with  letters  of  his  majefty  about  a  company 
fallen  void  in  his  regiment,  and  beftowed  againft  his  liking.  So  I  commend  your 
k>rdlhip  to  God's  proteftion,  &c.

This  relation,  with  the  book  and  paper  adjoined,  may  (if  you  fo  pleafe)  remain^ 
by  your  honour  as  a  regifter  of  what  is  paft  fince  my  laft  difpatch,  upon  occafion  of  a  ■ 

libellou& 
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libellous  pamphlet,  which  is  newly  publiHied  in  this  Netherlands  language  here,  termed 
a  JVergh  Schael,  that  is  a  balance,  v/herein  are  put  at  great  length  many  fallhoods  and 
calumnies,  to  overfway  a  Jhort  and  true  recite  I  made  lately  in  a  fpeech  to  the  ftates 
general  concerning  the  beginning,  progrefs,  and  prefent  ftate  of  thefe  differences ;  and 
the  factious  and  violent  proceedings  of  the  Arminian  party  in  Holland,  being  therein 
balanced  likewife  with  his  majefty's  prudent  and  peaceable  government  in  church  af- 
fairs, as  well  in  England  as  Scotland.  As  it  made  me  more  fenfible  of  the  wrong  done 
herein  to  his  majefty,  fo  have  I  thought  fit  in  all  event  to  fet  down  in  writing  the 
wl:iole  carriage  of  the  bufinefs,  not  knov/ing  whether  it  will  here  reft,  or  have  further 
confequence  (as  haply  it  may)  which  may  much  import  thewhole  ftate  of  this  pre- 
sent controverfy  in  religion. 

Having  had  expreft  order  from  his  majefty  by  letters  from  mr.  fecretary  Winwood 
■of  the  27th  of  Auguft,  to  treat  with  thefe  ftates,  and  induce  them  (if  it  were  poffible) 
to  concur  unitely  in  the  refolution  of  a  national  fynod  (to  which  four  of  them,  Guel- 
derland,  Zealand,  Friefland,  and  Groningen,  had  then  confented)  and  this  in  regard, 
diat  the  union  of  Utrecht  being  grounded  upon  religion,  could  not  in  a  caufe,  as  this 
is,  of  religion,  permit  a  feparation;  I  did  accordingly  fpeak  with  the  deputies  apart  of 
•the  three  diffenting  provinces,  Holland,.  Utrecht,  and  Overyflel;  and  having  no 
anfwer,  nor  finding  any  effefts  thereof  for  the  fpace  of  a  month,  no  not  fo  much  as 
that  they  had  reported  what  I  faid  (though  therein  I  ufed  his  majefty's  name)  to  their 
principals  (which  was  too  great  a  negleft),  I  demanded  audience  in  the  alTembly  of 
the  ftates  general  the  6th  of  Oflober,  where,  in  conformity  to  his  majefty's  laft  letters 
to  the  ftates  of  the  aoth  of  March  laft  paft,  his  former  in  the  caufe  of  Vorstius,  his 
commandments  then  newly  renewed  by  thofe  from  mr.  fecretary,  and  the  prefent  oc- 
currences, I  fpoke  that  I  thought  moft  material,  and  concluded  with  requiring  an 
anfwer  to  his  majefty's  letters  in  this  matter  of  fynod,  which  ex  officio  I  was  to 
demand. 

My  fpeech  was  well  accepted,  and  anfwered  for  the  prefent  by  the  prefident  of  the 
affembly  with  words  of  compliment,  and  the  copy  thereof  was  by  him  required  of  me 
in  the  name  of  the  reft,  but  at  the  particular  urging  (as  being  prefent  I  might  well 
•obferve)  of  thofe  of  Holland ;  which  I  promifed  to  fend  them  (as  I  did  the  next  day) 
more  for  their  fatisfaftion  than  mine  own. 

In  the  prefenting  thereof  the  next  day,  Grotius,  the  penfioner  of  Rotterdam, 
moved  in  the  name  of  Holland,  that  it  might  be  fupprefled  ,•  which  the  deputies  of 
the  other  provinces  would  not  confent  unto,  fince  at  his  inftance  it  was  required ;  but 
caufing  the  fame  to  be  tranflate-d  into  Dutch,  fent  it  in  both  languages  to  their  prin- 
cipals, and  in  both  languages  it  was  printed  and  publiftied' within  few  days  after; 
-but  by  whom  or  where  it  is  not  known. 

Grotius  hereupon  counterfeiting ficknefs,  retired  himfelf  to  Rottterdam,  andUfiEN- 
BOGARD,  the  chief  chaplain  of  the  court,  and  Coryph^us  of  the  Arminian  preachers, 
under  the  fame  pretence  kept  clofe  for  many  days  here  in  this  town ;  which  gave  fub- 
je<-t  then  of  fufpicion,  and  fince  it  is  in  a  manner  evident,  that  they  were  fick  of  a 
difeafe  like  Dr.  Dale's,  this  balance  being  vomited  out,  and  publicly  bought  and 

fold 
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fold  here  at  the  Hague  the  —  of  this  prefent,  without  name  of  author,  or  place  of 
printing;  which  by  the  ftyle  and  argument  is  thoiight  to  be  a  patelinage  of  their  com- 
pofingj  of  which  there  is  this  further  appearance  for  Grotius,  that  he  having  been 
always  a  ftranger  to  my  houfe,  fave  only  as  public  bufinefs  brought  him,  the  day  before 
the  publication  thereof,  though  it  were  Sunday  and  church-time,  made  me  a  com- 
plimental  vifit,  whereby  the  Italian  obfervation,  chi  H  carejfe  put  ehejuole^  &c.  is  ad- 
dfed  to  other  likelihoods'. 

Upon  the  firft  view  thereof  I  fent  one  copy  to  the  prefident  of  the  flates  general,^ 
and  another  to  monf.  Barnevelt,  demanding  of  them,  it  I  fhould  fend  that  book 
to  his  majefty  as  their  anfwer  to  his  letter;  and  if  it  were  not  theirs,  that  then  they 
wSuld  ufe  their  beft  means  to  find  out  and  punifh  the  author  for  anticipating  their 
anfwer. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  both  then  and  after  feemed  cold  in  the  apprehenfion  of  the 
matter;  but  the  prefident  complained  thereof  to  the  ftates  general,  who  fent  unto  me 
the  fame  day  their  greffier  Aerssens,  promifing  to  give  his  majefty  before  long  a 
fatisfaftory  anfwer  to  his  letters  and  my  office,  and  difclaiming  this  book,  of  which 
they  had  taken  order  to  call  in  the  copies;  and  therewith  defired  me  to  reft  con- 
tented. 

Touching  their  anfwer  to  his  m.ajefty,  I  defired  the  greffier  to  tell  his  matters,  it  was^ 
their  bufinefs  chiefly,  and  therefore  I  would  attend  their  commodity;,  and  fo  they  would 
anfwer  his  majefty's  good  and  wholeibme  advice  with  correfpondent  effedis,  it  was 
that  his  majefty  moft  defired:  But  for  as  much  as  belonged  to  me  (in  finding  my- 
felf  perfbnally  and  publicly  written  againft  for  that,  which  by  order  of  his  majefty  I 
fpake  in  their  aflembly  a  huis  clos^  and  of  which  I  had  not  delivered  the  copy  but  at 
their  inftance)  I  defired  them  to  excufe  me,  if  I  expefted  fome  further  fatisfaftion- 
anfwerable  to  the  quality  of  an- embafTador,  and  tlie  offence  of  a  libeller,  which,  v/ith-^ 
out  fpecifying  any  thing  for  jhat  time,  I  left  to  their  difcretions. 

Hereupon  they  took  a  refolution  to  write  to  the  feveral  provinces,  not  only  to  have 
the  books  fupprefled,  but  to  have  fcarch  made  likewifefor  the  printer  and  author:  But 
this  fatisfaftion  being  private,,  and  the  wrong  fo  public,  I  demanded  audience  in  their 
alfembly  the  4t  of  this  prefent,.  where  I  manifefted  at  large  the  points  (as  there  are 
many  in  this  book)  wherein  the  reformed  religion,  the  conftitution  of  this  ftate,  his 
majefty's  aftions  in  the  church  government  of  his  Idngdoms,  and  my  own  reputatioa. 
(as  his  unworthy  minifter)  were  unworthily  traduced. 

Touching  religion,  the  book  afketh,  fol.  46.  upon  the  point  where  his  majefty  adi- 
vifeth  the  courfc  of  fynod  (auquel,  faith  his  majefty  in  his  letter,,  de  tout  terns  on  am.' 
recours  en  la  Chreftieytte)  whether  Luther  or  Calvin  had  rccourfe  to. a  fynod?  and 
whether  by  fynod  the  reformation  began  in  England  ?  Which  I  told  them  was  one-  of" 
the  Papjfts  common  objeftions;  and  therefore  the  common  anfwer  muft  ferve  both- 
them  and  the  Arminians,  that  God  did  work  in  fuch  cafes  fometimes  by  means  ordi- 
Jiary,  and  fometimes  by  means  extraordinary  :  That  in  a  general  corruption  (as  that 
©f  popery)  he  wrought  the  reformation  by  extraordinary  means :  but  where  a  church.; 

was 
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was  planted  and  fettled,  and  that  therein  either  herefy  or  other  novelty  was  fpringing, 
the  ordinary  means  of  the  fynod  was  ever  ufed  for  trial  of  the  truth.  So  as  either  the 
Arminians  muft  confefs  not  to  be  of  the  reformed  church  in  thefe  provinces,  and  make 
profeffion  of  a  new  religion ;  or  elfe  fubmit  themfelves  to  the  accuftomed  orders  of  his 
church  in  particular,  and  the  other  reformed  churches  in  general. 

Concerning  this  fbate,  the  author  will  not  allow  the  reformed  religion  to  be  any  way 
confiderable  in  the  conftitution  thereof,  which,  as  I  proved  by  their  treaties  with  the 
late  queen  of  happy  memory,  by  the-oaths  of  their  commanders  in  the  wars  and  other 
officers  in  the  government,  , by  .the  conditions  impofed  upon  fuch  towns,  as  they  got 
from  time  to  time  by  conqueii,  by  the  concourfe  of  foldiers  of  all  nations,  which  did 
divide  themlelves  in. their  wars  betwixt  them  and  their  enemies,  according  to  tlieirpi*- 
feflion  in  religion,  and  by  the  title  of  their  quarrel,  which  they  ever  ftiled  God's  caiife, 
to  be  an  apparent  falfhood.  So  I  fhewed  them  how  (if  this  belief  fhould  once  take 
place)  their  provinces  and  towns  would  be  arena  fine  ca,lce,  and  would  not  only  be  aban- 
doned by  friends  and  people  in  refpecl  of  confcience,  but  for  having  had  aliud  in  ore, 
aliud  in  corde^  be  forfaken  of  God  himlelf  for  diiTimulation  and  ingratitude. 

There  aremanyfeditious  incitations  (fefiinate,  viri,  &c.  fol.  30.)  and  contemptuous 
words  of  the  people  (who  are  termed  Canaille  through  the  whole  book)  which  I  omit- 
ted not  to  note,  as  dangerous  in  a  commonwealth  to  make  profeiTion  of  pride  and 
plenty  with  contempt  of  the  meaner  fort,  which  would  confirm  the  fiiying,  Religio 
feperit  divitias.,  i^  filia  devoravit  matreni. 

In  that  part,  wherein  his  majefty's  government  in  church  affairs  (from  his  firfb 
happy  reign  in  Scotland  till  now  his  lail  being  there)  is  ripped  up  and  miiconftrued. 
and  applied  in  this  manner,  as  if  the  ftates  of  Holland  did  rather  imitate  his  majefly's 
example  than  follow  his  counfel :  I  fpared  not  to  make  them  fenfible,  firft  of  the 
wrong  in  general  in  playing  the  fyndic  of  the  aftions  of  fo  great  a  prince,  which  are 
iuflified  in  the  effefts  of  the  bleffed  peace  and  tranquillity  both  of  church  and  flate  in 
all  his  majefty's  kingdoms  (whereof  we  have  in  this  ftate  a  contrary  experience),  and 
-next  in  the  particular  mifapplications  of  many  things,  which  cannot  be  done  other- 
wife  than  videns  ^  fciens  to  abufe  the  people;  wherein  I  chiefly  infifted  upon  two 
things :  The  one,  that  whereas  in  the  whole  book,  that,  which  is  collefted  out  of  his 
•majefty's  writings  and  fpeeches  againft  Puritans,  is  applied  to  the  contra-remon- 
ftrants  in  this  ftate  (befides  the  different  reafon  of  the  Puritans  being  the  oppofers  of 
;the  received  church-difcipline  in  England,  and  the  contra-remonftrants  being  the 
fettled  church  here,  which  is  oppofed  by  the  Arminians)  I  alledged  his  majefty's  own 
declaration,  printed  at  the  end  of  the  Afology  pro  juramento  fidelitatis^  wherein  he 
ftiews  his  meaning  in  plain  and  exprefs  terms,  that  this  author,  who  can  no  ways  (as 
appears  by  his  work)  pretend  ignorance,  can  as  little  efcape  the  condemnation  malie 
fidei.  The  other,  an  example  of  his  majefty's  proceedings  at  Hampton-court,  in  the 
difpute  betwixt  the  bifhops  with  other  learned  perfons  and  Dr.  Reinolds  with  thofe 
of  his  party;  with  which  the  author,  I  think,  was  helped  by  our  chief  man  in  this 
-ftate;  for  he  hath  often  in  difcourfe  alledged  the  fame  unto  me,  as  a  proof,  that  fince 
his  majefty  took  that  caufe  to  his  own  hearing  and  determining,  the  ftates  of  Holland 
anight  do  the  like  betwixt  the  remonftrants  and  contra-remonftrants :  wherein  I  firft 
I  fhewed 
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fliewed  the  difference  of  proceeding  to  be  obferved  betwixt  matters  of  external  difci- 
pline  and  points  of  doftrine ;  and  next  the  direft  contrary  courfe  the  ftates  of  Hol- 
land take  from  that,  which  was  obferved  by  his  majefty,  in  that  whereas  his  majefty 
at  that  hearing  did  not  find  it  convenient  to  embrace  the  remonftrance  of  thofe  who 
did  feek  to  trouble  the  church  (which  was  after  difputed  and  confuted  in  divers  fyno- ' 
dical  aflemblies,  to  which  thofe  remonftrants  were  referred,  and  I  could  witnefs  it  to 
be  rejected  by  the  parliament,  to  which  they  had  their  laft  recourfe,  as  not  being  noftri 
fori)  the  ftates  of  Holland,  on  the  contrary,  yea,  though  there  was  queftion  of 
-  points  of  doftrine,  admitted  the  r^mo«/?rfi«ff  of  the  Arminians,  printed  anno  16 10, 
and  ever  fince  by  countenance  and  authority,  and  now  lately  by  force  of  arms  (hav- 
ing made  exprefs  levies  upon  this  quarrel  only),  would  fettle  that  doftrine  in  the 
church:  Whereas,  if  herein  they  had  followed  his  majefty's  example,  by  rejefting  the 
remonftrance  (as  by  many  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  themfelves  it  was  then  and  hath 
been  ever  fince  defired),  or  at  leaft  by  referring  their  remonftrants  to  their  clafles  or  iy- 
nods,  thofe  troubles,  wherewith  the  ruin  of  the  ftate  is  threatened,  had  been  fmothered 
in  the  cradle^  and  both  church  and  commonwealth  continued  in  the  wonted  quietnefs. 

Touching  myfelf  I  faid,  though  I  ought  only  to  give  account  to  his  majefty  of  my 
proceedings,  yet  there  being  more  ftrift  amity  betwixt  his  majefty  and  them  than  any 
other  prince  and  ftate  in  Europe,  I  would  ufe  no  refervednefs ;  and  therefore   told 
them,  that  this  bufinefs  of  religion  was  my  firft  charge;  and  that  his  majefty  gave  it 
me  in  chief  commendation,  when  I  had  the  honour  laft  to  kifs  his  hand,  with  his  word, 
a  Jove  principium  :  That  for  the  fpace  of  a  whole  year  after,  though  the  occafion  did 
often  require  it,  I  did  never  moleft  them  in  that  fubjeft :  That  at  the  prefentation  of 
his  majefty's  letters  unto  them  in  March  laft,  the  few  words  I  ufed,  without  delivering 
any  thing  in  writing,  might  argue  my  unwillingnefs  to  be  too  much  feen  in  this  bufi- 
nefs :  That  from  March  until  Oftober  I  attended  their  pleafijres  for  their  anfwer  to  the 
faid  letter,  andfo  had  ftill  done,  fave  only  for  the  exprefs  charge  I  then  had  to  quicken 
them  in  their  inclination  to  fynod :  That  what  I  then  faid  was  by  order  from  his  ma- 
jefty, and  with  his  allowance  fince:  That  the  copy  thereof  being  prefented  to  them 
the  next  day  at  their  requeft,  they  were  to  anfwer  for  the  printing  thereof,  and  not  I : 
That  whereas  fubjeft  of  writing  this  book  againft  me  is  taken,  becaufe  I  did  not  move 
the  ftates  to  have  my  fpeech  fupprefled  (and  this  point  fuch  of  the  ftates  themfelves, 
as  are  backward  in  giving  me  fatisfaftion,  did  much  infift  upon),  this  I  thought  fitter 
for  them  to  effeft  than  for  me  to  demand  ;  That  my  fpeaking  fo  particularly  in  favour 
of  the  orthoddx  (which  the  book  condemns  of  partiality,  and  the  French  embafiador 
in  a  fpeech  he  ufed  in  the  afl"embly  of  the  ftates  general,  at  his  laft  coming  out  of 
France,  glanced  at  as  a  point  of  indifcretion)  was  by  the  rule  non  eadem  omnibus  de- 
cora, more  excufable  in  his  majefty's  minifters  than  thofe  of  other  princes,  in  that  his 
majefty  having  the  titles  of  defender  of  the  faith,  and  proteftor  of  the  reformed  reli- 
gion, which  was  only  profefted  in  his  kingdoms,  was  to  favour  and  further  thofe  of 
the  fame  profefnon ;  whereas  that  prince,  who  had  two  religions  publicly  profefied 
in  his  ftate,  might  with  more  reafon  be  neutral.    But  what  prince  focver  was  an  enemy 
to  the  reformed  religion,  could  not  be  accounted  a  friend  to  thefe  provinces.    That  in 
regard  his  majefty  had  done  nothing  from  the  beginning  of  thefe  differences,  until  this- 
prefent,  miftjecoming  a  religious  prince,  and  their  beft  friend  and  ally,  nor  myfelf  any 
thing,  whicli  I  could  not  well  jufl-ify,  I  prayed  them  for  conclufion,  well  to  weigh  this 
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lalance  itfelf  by  this  obfervation,  that  when  any  thing  is  put  into  it  (as  th«re  are  di- 
vers malicious  pafiages)  in  excufe  of  his  majefty,  the  blame  is  laid  on  the  informer,, 
wherein  1  am  fpared,  my  inftruifto-r  is  condemned:  the  one  of  which  reflefts  upon  his 
majeily's  minifters^  from  whom  it  is  to  be  prefumed  he  hath  his  information,  the  other 
on  his  majefty  himfelfj  from  whom  we  receive  our  commandments. - 

Now  fince  nothing  is  or  hath  been  done  in  the  whole  courfe  ofthis  bufinefs  un- 
worthy of  his  majefty  or  his  minifters,  though  their  proceedings  therein,  are  recited 
and  confuted  in  tliis  libel  ujqiie  ah  ovo,!  advifed  them  to  fliew  in  this  caufe  themfelves 
(as  being  the  reprefentative  body  of  the  provinces  in  this  ftate)  worthy  to  have  em- 
balTadors  of  lb  great  princes  refident  in  their  court,  by  protefting  both  their  mafters 
honour  and  theirs  (as  this  was  a  common  intereft  of  all  embafiadors),  ihewing  them  by 
examples  of  lefs  moment  what  courfesthey  have  formerly  taken  for  fearching  out,  and 
punifhing  offenders.    Whereupon  (though  the  ufe  be  in  that  affembly  always  to  give 
up  fuch  fpeeches,  as  are  there  made  in  writing,  yet  that  it  might  appear  unto  them- 
I  was  not  fond  of  appearing  in  print,  to  which  this  might  likewife  have  been  fubjeft) 
1  gave  them  only  a  Ihort  memorial  (whereof  I  fend  your  honour  a  copy  under  the 
fame  date  as  the  day  of  my  audience)  concluding  with  this  ricordo,  which  I  thought, 
neceflary,  as  well  for  other  regards  as  this;  that  fince  his  majefty  was  in  this  prefent 
conjunfture  (as  he  hath  had  the  happinefs  to  be  always)  careffed  and  fought  unto  by 
moft  princes  and  ftates,.  even  the  moft  remote  of  Europe,  and  that  by  the  fubjefts  of. 
this  ftate  (of  which  his  majefty  hath  better  deferved  than  of  all  others)  many  affi-onts 
are  daily  oftered  both  by  fea  and  land,  that  they  v/ould  without  favour  or  connivance 
make  every  one  bear  his  own  burden;  or  elfe  they  might  in  the  end  draw  a  heavy 
difpleafure  on. their  own  necks,  making  particular,  oft^ences  the  caufe  of  the  public. 

The  deliberation  hereof  held  them  long  after  my  departure,.  Grotius  playing  the 
advocate  as  earneftly  as  if  it  had  been  his  own  caufe,  but  in  the  name  of  thofe  of  Hol- 
land, to  draw  the  judgment  thereof  from  the  ftates  general;  and  not  being  able  to 
prevail  that  way,  he  propofed  to. have  a  placart  generally  made  againft  libellers,; 
wherein  he  was  followed  by  thofe  of  Utrecht  and  Overyflel :  But  the  major  part  of  the 
provinces  rejecting  that  overture,  and  concluding  I  fliould  have  fatisfadion  according 
to  my  inftance,  he  defired  time  till  the  next  meeting;  in  which  interim  he  undertook, 
to  fpeak  with  me,  and  to  perfuade  m.e  to  reft  contented,  with  what  was  already  done, . 

To  this  effeft  he  came  to  me  the  next  day,  accompanied  with  the  burgomafter  of . 
Dort,  from,  the  committee-council  of  Holland,  defiring  me  in  their  names,  eicher  to 
reft  fatisfied  with  v/hat  was  already  done,  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  aftembly  of 
Holland,  which  now  approacheth.  Againft  which  I  alledged,  that  this  bufinefs  be- 
longed no  more  to  Holland  than  any  other  province,  unlefs  the  author  and  printer, 
of  the  book  were  known  and  declared  to  be  Hollanders;  and  yet  in  that  cafe  having 
my  firft  letters  of  credence  direfted  to  the  ftates  general,  and  all  my  addreftes  fince  to 
that  aftembly  only,  and  having  made  the  fpeech  (of  which  there  was  now  queftion) 
to  them  likewife,  it  was  of  them  Imuft  expedt  reparation. 

This  anfwer  (mifdoubting  fidelity  in  the  report)  I  fent  the  next  day  in  writing  to 
the  ftates  general,  according  to  the  copy  of  my.  memorial  under  the  date  of  the  ayth^ 

of 
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of  November;  and  the  fame  being  read  in  their  affembly,  a  refolution  was  there 
taken  for  my  full  fatisfadlion,  as  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  fee  by  a  trandated  abftraft 
our  of  their  regifter:  but  the  execution  hereof  hath  been  deferred  hitherto  by  the 
praftice  of  the  Arminians,  who  labour  in  this  caufe  as  x'i forturiie  Grtecia  lay  upon  it : 
and  what  iffue  will  be  thereof  I  cannot  promife,  but  upon  the  next  change  of  the  pre- 
fident,  which  will  be  within  two  days,  I  fhall  have  juft  fubjedl  to  befeech  his  majefty, 
either  to  give  the  ftates  thanks  upon  this  occafion,  or  to  add  it  to  the  number  of  other 
grievances.     So  for  the  prefent  I  take  leave,  &Co

My  lor-d  embafTador, 

Thele  are  only  at  this  time  to  convey  the  inclofed  of  my  lord  Buckingham's  ;  and 
other  matter  I  have  little  to  fay  to  you,  only  that  we  are  in  fome  brangie  with  the 
French'  about  matters  of  traffic,  as  you  of  Holland  are ;  and  thereof  mr .  comptroller, 
and  -I  have  had  fbme  hard  difputes  with  the  embafTador.  They  make  ftrange  and- 
wrefted  conftrudions. 

I  perceive  by  mr.  Becker's  letters  they  have  taken  an  alarm  at  the  fufpenee,  which 
.don  Pedro  hath  made  of  the  execution  of  the  treaty  of  peace;  not  that  he  refufeth 
the  thing,  but  the  manner :  for  it  feems  there  have  been  two  treaties  agreed  upon, 
^ne  at  Paris  by  the  Venetian  embafTador  there,  another  at  Madrid  by  tlie  embafTador 
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there,  both  for  themfelves,  and  for  the  duke  of  Savoy,  in  virtue  of  a  proclamation, 
from  the  duke.  In  that  of  Paris  the  honour  of  conclufion  is  given  to  the  French  kino-, 
and  he  an  undertaker  for  the  obfervation  of  it.  In  that  of  Madrid  there  is  neither  any 
fuch  afcription  to  the  French,  nor  ground  of  protection  given.  Don  Pedro  would, 
have  the  duke  of  Savoy  ratify  that  of  Madrid.  He  refufeth  without  approbation  of 
the  French  king,  and  hath  fent  an  expreis  meflenger  to  know  his  pleafure.  They  in. 
France  are  loth  to  have  the  peace  to  break,  and  yet  willing  to  fave  their  honour. . 
How  to  couple  thefe  two  together  is  the  queftion  amongft  them. 

They  do  upon  this  and  fome  like  jealoufies  hearken  more  than  before  they  did,  to 
a  propofition  for  advancing  the  duke  of  Bavaria  to  the  empire :  but  I  doubt  they  have  - 
ftaid  too  long,  and  that  the  king  of  Bohemia  *  hath  gotten  too  far  the  ftart  of  them  j, 
and  y^t  withal  they  do  hearken  to  another  motion  with  a  fon  of  the  faid  king  of  Bo- 
hemia,, and  feem  to  afFed  it,. 

I  will  trouble  your  lordfhip  no  farther,  having  uttered  but  thefe  things  by  the  wayj 
and  fo  commend  you  to  God,  6fc.

By  the  copies,  which  go  herewith  (to  which  my  letters  to  his  majefty  have  reference); 
your  honour  will  fee  the  iflue  of  my  procefs  againft  that  libellous  pamphlet,  whereof 
jny  laft  dil.patch  of  .the  22d  of  November  did  advertife.  at  large. . 

Your  honour's  letters  of  the  fame  date  came  to  my  hands  by  mr.  Cromwell  three - 
days  fince,  the  one  of  which  chiefly  fervedto  give  cover  to  his  majefty's  letters  con- 
cerning general  Cecil,  there  being  one  to  the  {lates  of  Utrecht,  and  another  to  myfelf, . 
by  which  I  have  commandment  to  move  thofe  ftates  of  Utrecht  to  revoke  what  they 
have  done  in  giving  a  company  of  general  Cecil's  regiment  to  a  young  gentleman 
belonging  to  another  colonel,  contrary  to  all  order:  which  not  knowing  how  to  per- 
form, unlefs  I  fliould  go  exprefsly  to  Utrecht  (which  is  not  fro  dignitate  upon  fuch.  an , 
occafion,  and  would  be  fubjeft  to  many  jealoufies  in  this  diflenfion  of  the  provinces, 
and  fruitlefs,  becaufe  young  Ogle,  to  whom  the  company  is  given,  is  adually  in  the 
poffeflion  thereof/,  I  have  prefumed  to  fufpend  my  proceeding  therein,  until  I  underT 
ftand  his  majefty's  farther  pleafure  j^  to  which  effeCl  I  now  write  to  his  majefty. 

Your  honour's  fecond  letter  being  only  in  recommendation  of  mr.  Cromweli,,  I" 
will  endeavour  to  anfwer  by  etfefts ;  and,  though  this  advancement,  which  he  now 
aimed  at,  be  irrecoverable,  yet  F do  not  doubt  but  to  find  opportunity  before  long 
how  he  may  enjoy  the  fruits  of' his  majefty's  favour,  and  your  honour's  well-wiftiing 
towards  him,  both.which  he  well  deferves,  being  a  gentleman  of  much  merit  and  efti- 
mation  in  thefe  troops. 

The  judgment  your  honour  maketh  of  the  fmall  fruit  of  our  national  fynod  (againft 
which  fome  provinces  do  openly  proteft)  is  without  all  controverfy  fo  long  as  they  re- 
*  Fekdinand,  archduke  of  a uftria,  afterwards  emperor. 
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main  thus  in  controverfy.  But  the  hope  and  expeftation  of  thofe  well-afi*e£led  provinces 
and  towns,  who  have  infifted  hitherto  with  fo  much  zeal  and  conftancy  in  advancing  the 
faid  fynod,  is  thus  grounded;  that  either  the  adverfe  provinces  will  be  in  the  end  induced 
(^s  in  reafon  they-  fliould)  to  concur  with  the  reft ;  or  elfe,  if  they  ftijl  remain  obftinate, 
and  the  national  fynod  (with  affiftance  of  learned  and  religious  perfons  from  thereformed" 
diurches  in  foreign  parts)  proceed  without  them,  they  will  be  forfaken  of  their  townSj, 
who  are  mifled  by  falfe  appearance  and  mifts  caft  before  their  eyes  by  certain  faftious 
and  fchifmatical  perfons,  iomeotthemmagiftrates,  other  minifters,  but  chiefly  thefecre- 
taries  (called  penfioners)  of  the  towns,  who,  to  abiife  the  people,  do  mix  reafons,  or 
rather,  as  a  Spaniard  calls  them,  Jin  racones  dejlato,  with  church  confiderations;  and  any. 
declaration  by  a  fynod  of  that,  which  is  the  received  opinion  in  other  reformed  churches,  . 
touching  the  points  here  in  controverfy,  will  give  much  ftrength  to  the  one  party,  and . 
diminution  at  leaft  to  the  other,  if  not  an  abfolute  reducement-to-the  right  way. 

The  apprehenfion  hereof  makes  the  Arminian  faftion  endeavour  at  this  prefent  to 
divert  by  praftice  what  they  cannot  oppofe  by  force,  they  feeking  to  make  that  pro- 
vincial, whichothers  would  have  national :  and  they  are  in  a  fairway  to  attain  to  their 
defire,  they  having  (as  I  formerly  advertifed)  ever  protefted  againft  all  relblutions  o£ 
the  itates  generaLin  this  fubj eft,  infomuch  that  they  have  fometimes.rifen  an  uproar, , 
and  forfaken  the  aiTembly;  and  now  fhewing  an  inclination  in  the  particular  afiembly, 
of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  there  to  treat  and  conclude  the  queftion  by  way  of  provincial 
fynod,  with  proteftation  notwithftanding  to  have  no  reference  at  all  to  the  national 
fynod.     And  to  this  courfe  the  well-afFetled  towns  of  this  province  are  fo  far  gained, 
that  I  find  them  willing  to  confent,  but  with  refervation  of  their  former  refolution  ia  ■ 
concurring  with  the  other  provinces  in  the  national  fynodj  in  cafe  they  cannot  deter-.   • 
mine  the  matter  within  their  own  province. 

This  is  the  true  ftate  of  this  bufmefs  to  the  bell  of  my  flender  judgment;  vJiich  as 
well  inregard  of  his  majefty's  particular  fervice,  for  many  important  refpefts,  as  in  ■ 
confideration  of  the  comrrron-caufe  of  religion,  I  wifh  may  be  rightly  underftood;  and 
though  reckoning  by  numbers  the  Arminian  party  is  (as  I  advertifed  your  honour)  far 
the  weaker,  yet  they  are  in  fuch  ftate,  confidering  their  opiniatrety,  that  they  deferve 
rather  to  be  condemned  than  contemned. 

The  French-  embaffador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  had  audience  yefterday  in  the  alTem- 
bJy  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  for  which  he  had  exprefs  letters  of  credence,  and  only 
treated  this  .matter  of  religion.  This  is  novum  genus  dicendi,  and  never  yet  pra6lifed 
but  by  French  embafladors ;  all  public  minifters  with  this  ftate,  both  ordinary  and  ex- 
traordinary, having  always  their  add refs  to  the  ftates  general.  Du  Maurier  fince  my 
coming-ro  this  employment  did  firil  break  the  ieewith  thofe  of  Holland  in  the  caufe  of 
a  chartreux  (Paul  de  Ravoyre),  who  is  here  a  penfioner;  and  after  led  la  NoiiE 
the  fame,  way  touching  the  payment  of  the  French  troops  :  but  both  thefe  bufmeffes 
belonging  particularly  to  thofe  of  Holland,  the  proceeding  was  the  more  excufable  than  • 
in  this  caufe  of  religion,  which  concernaall  the  provinces,  and  wherein  all  of  them  have 
ijeen  long  in  treaty,  to  fingle  out  this  one  apart,  which  is  not  thought  to  be  done  with- 
out myftery:  and  this  ftart  he  gained  hereby  to  be  thought  to  be  more  confident  with 
this  provinces  which  (howfoever,  now  it  is  divided  in  faftionj  it  is  not  fo  confiderable) 
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■wherifoev^r  it  fliall  return  ad  Janam  mentem,  will  (as   it  hath  formerly  done)  give 
law  to  the  reft. 

I  muft  therefore  refer  it  to  your  honour  to  know  herein  his  majefty's  mind,  whether 
he  will  not  judge  it  fit  for  his  fervice,  according  to  occafions,  to  follow  this  exanaple: 
though  for  my  parti  muft  confefs,  I  am  no  whit  defirous  of  the  commiflion  to  have  to 
deal  with  fuch  a  partial  and  paflionate  auditory:.  . 

The  refident  of  Venice,  according  to  feveral  advices  of  peace  and  war,  which  came 
to  him  from  his  mafters  like  an  ague,  a  good  day  and  a  bad,  hath  had  often  au- 
diences of  late  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  and  in  covert  terms  hath  propofed 
ito  the  ftates  fome  more  ftrift  intelligence  betwixt  thefe  two  commonwealths;  to  which 
he  hath  for  anfwer,  that,  if  his  mafters  will  open  themfelves  farther,  and  exprefs  their 
minds  in  plainer  language,  they  may  expe£t  from  hence  all  fatisfad:ioni  and  hereunto 
we  attend  their  reply. 

He  hath  moved  the  ftates  likewife,  and  fpoken  unto  me  particularly,  concerning 
one  Alexander  Rose,  an  Engliftiman,  who  (as  he  faith)  is  employed  into  thefe  parts 
by  the  vice-roy  of  Naples  with  bills  of  exchange  charged  at  Amfterdam  for  12,000 
ducats,  and  is  from  thence  gone  into  England  to  make  the  provifion  both  of  fliipping 
and  munition  for  the  fervice  of  the  king  of  Spain  againftthe  Venetians,  under  colour 
of  ferving  the  kingdom  of  Naples  with  herring  and  other  falt-fifti;  for  which  he  hath 
a  privilege.  He  hath  defired  me  to  give  his  majefty  advertifement  hereof;  and  to 
this  effeft  he  writes  at  this  prefent,  by  order  of  his  mafters,  to  the  embaffador  Con- 
TARiNi,  having  difcovered  a  certain  ftiip,  which  doth  now  lie  wind-bound  in  Zealand, 
and  hath  80  Engliftimen  in  her,  fl:ie  being  come  within  few  days  out  of  the  Texel ; 
and  being  able  there  to  give  no  good  account  to  the  admiralty,  whither  ftie  is  bound, 
he  fufpefts  ftie  belongs  to  this  Alexander  Rose. 

We  had  news  the  laft  week  by  the  way  of  Lubeck,  and  from  Lintz  in  Germany, 
that  the  grand  duke  of  Mufcovy  was  murdered,  and  that  there  was  a  great  defeat 
given  thofe  people  by  the  fon  of  the  king  of  Poland:  but  this  laft  ordinary  out  of 
Germany  brings  confirmation  of  neither. 

The  king  of  Denmark  gives  thofe  of  Lubeck  new  jealoufies,  for  which  they  have 
their  recourfe  to  thisftate:  and  we  hear,  that  king  doth  {at  out  four  ftiips  for  the  Eaft- 
, Indies,  fo  as  the  French  going  upon  the  fame  adventure,  the  well  v/ill  foon  be  drawn 
dry  with  fo  many  buckets. 

His  majefty  is  like  to  be  moved  from  hence  anew  to  join  the  two  companies  of  our 
Eaft-India  merchants  and  thofe  of  this  ftate;  and  though  the  rule  of  prefent  profit  doth 
chiefly  guide  merchants,  there  are  two  things  confiderable ;  the  one,  that  if  we  will  nei- 
ther join  with  the  French,  who  nowfeekus,  nor  with  the  Hollanders,  by  whom  we  have 
been  long  fought  unto,  the  French  and  the  Hollanders  may  haply  join  together  to 
our  prejudice.  The  other,  that  whilft  we  reft  thus  divided,  the  Spaniards  and  Por- 
tugal may  recover  their  antient  pofTefTion  againft  tis  all,  out  of  which  they  are  now 
-only  kept  by  the  ftrength  of  the  Hollanders,  the  charge  whereof  it  is  impoffible  they 
fhould  continue  without  affiftance.  In 
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In  Amfterdam  there  isone  Quignett,  a  chief  merchant,  bankrupt  thefe  few  days 
paft  for  1,200,000  florins,  for  which  that  piazza  is  much  incommodated.  Thus  I 
humbly  take  leave,  &c.

May  It  pleafe  youi"  Majefty, 

Igaveyour  majelly  an  account  the  22d  of  the  laft  through  the  hands  of  mr.  fecre- 
tary  Lake  of  the  affairs  of  thefe  parts  in  general,  as  they  then  flood,  and  particularly 
of  a  boolc  here  publifhed  in  the  Dutch  language  by  way  of  anfwer  to  a  fpeech  I 
made  in  the  alTembly  of  thCiftates  general  the  6th  of  October  concerning  thefe  prefent 
differences  about  religion;  which  contains  much  fcandalous  matter  againfl:  this  re- 
public in  general,  by  founding  as  it  were  a  tocfin  to  fedition,  and  by  diflblving  the 
bond  of  the  union  of  thefe  provincesj^the  reformed  religion,  which  the  book  makes  no  • 
ways  confiderable '. 

Againfl  thefe  flates  in  particular  (who  are  now  in  employment  from  their  feyeral 
provinces,  and  thofe,  who  were  fent  hither  extraordinary  upon  the  bufinefs  of  the  fynod)!- 
by  cenfuring  their  proceedings,  difputing  their  authority,  and  preventing  their  anfwer 
to  your  majeily's  letters  touching  that  lubjed: 

Againfl  the  high  courts  of  jullice  in  this  flate,  the  power  of  which  in  this  book  is 
made  arbitrary,  and  to  be  altered  and  changed  at  plealure : 

Againfl  the  church,  the  received  order  of  which  for  fynod  is  condemned,  and  the 
public  confefTion  derided  1 

Againfl  Count  Maurice,  who  is  plainly  decyphered,  though  not  named,  as  a  man 
not  led  by  zeal  of  religion)  but  by  ambition  and  other  worldly  refpeds  in  thefe  prefent: 
controverfies : 

Againft  divers  worthy  men  in  this  flate,  as  well  church-m'en  as  others,  who  are  named  ■ 
and  accufed  of  fedition  and  confpiracy :  "        -  - 

Againfl  myfelf,  who  befide&  many  imbecillities  (whereof  lam-ready-toaccufe  my- 
felf)  am  condemned  very  falfely  and  malicioufly  as  an  underminer  of  the  fundamental, 
laws  of  this  flate : 

Laftly  (of  which  I  have  greateffc  fenfe)  againfl  your  majefly,  whofe  words   are 
abufed,  and  Vvfhofe  nations  traduced  and  taxed  moll  irreverently  j    and  all  this  ias 
fafhion  of  a  libel. . 

How  far  I  was  then  gone  in  purfuit  of  fatisfafliion  concei-ning  this  booki  I  likewife  - 
advertifed.     To  which  the  many  and  main  difEculties  I  found  made  me  add  a  third 
memorial,  of  which  I  fend  herewith  the  copy.      And  in  conclufion  a  penal  placart 
was  refblved  of  by  the  ftates  general,  and  the  copy  thereof  fent  me  the  3d  of  this  pre- 
fent by  their  greff.er,  who  told  me  he  had  order  the  fame  day  tadifpatch  one  to  every 

province^,. 
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-province,  v/ith  charge  to  have  it  there  printed  and  publifhed,  according  to  the  tranflate 
4  fend  herewith. 

I  have  likewife  annexed  feveral  trandations  of  the  letters  of  the  ftates  general  upon 
my  firfl  connplaint,  written  to  the  feveral  provinces ;  of  thofe  from  the  fcares  of  Hoi- - 
laou  in  particular  to  their  feveral  towns,  and  a  proclamation,  in  conformity  to  that 
letter,  of  the  town  of  Amfterdam,  upon  this  fubjecl:  all  which  proceeding  from  public 
-colleges  and  aflemblies,  and  the  book  being  by  them  condemned  by  folemn  a£ls,  as 
^fcandalous,  feditious,  calumnious,  defamatory,  and  thofe  who  had  charge  to  vifit  the 
'fame  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  having  noted  therein  an  hundred  and  ten  feveral  ca- 
lumnies (for  fo  many  were  contained  in  their  report),  your  majefty  will  thereby  well 
perceive  how  thofe,  who  have  caft  fo  many  travel  fies  and  delays  in  the  way  of  my  pur- 
fuit  of  fatisfadion,  were  only  led  by  faftionand  private  intereft. 

Two  of  the  ftates  general  (for  this  letter  being  addrefled  to  your  majefty's  own 
royal  hands  ftiall  conceal  nothing)  did  moft  openly  appear  in  this  oppofitionj  Gkotius, 
'thepenfioner  of  Rotterdam,  a  young  petulant  brain,  not  unknown  to  your  majefty,  and 
iOneBRiNius,  an  old  gentleman  of  Guelderland,  much  corrupted  with  Arminianifra, 
Avho  derives  his  antiquity  from  one,  of  whom  Tacitus  makes  mention;  erat  in  Canine- 
fatibus  (which  is  Brinius's  country)  Jiolida  audacics  Brinio  claritate  natalium  infigni. 
Thefe  two  with  violence  and  importunity  caufed  firft  the  placart  to  be  moderated  from 
;that,  which  was  firft  fet  down  in  the  project,  and  after  ftopt  it  at  the  prefs,  by  threatning 
the  printer  here  at  the  Hague;  which  caufed  this  courfe  to  be  taken  of  fending  the 
fame  to  feveral  provinces, 

In  the  heat  of  this  conteftation,  which  held  many  days,  all  the  deputies  of  the  four 
well-affefted  provinces  in  this  caufe  of  religion  (this  Brinius  only  excepted)  fliewed  a 
conftant  affeftion  to  your  majefty.  I  therefore  humbly  refer  it  to  your  majefty's  wif- 
dom,  whether  you  will  not  think  it  expedient  and  neceff"ary  .(without  mentioning  thefe 
opponents)  to  have  knowledge  hereof  taken  in  the  aftembly  of  the  ftates  general,  with 
thanks  for  their  refpe£t  and  care  in  preiervation  of  your  majefty's  honour;  adding 
rthereunto  fuch  declaration  of  your  majefty's  actions  in  church  caufes  within  your  do- 
minions by  way  of  refuting  tliefe  calumnies,  as  may  ferve  for  direftion  of  their  pro- 
ceedings in  this  ftate;  for  both  parties  (though  one  muft  needs  diffemble)  will  feem  to 
attribute  much  both  to  your  majefty's  example  and  counfels. 

I  have  in  the  mean  time  moved  monf  Barnevelt  in  his  quality  of  advocate  of 
Holland,  that  fince  in  this  town  of  the  Plague  the  book  was  firft  openly  fold  (as  in- 
deed it  was,  though  printed  infallibly  at  Utrecht),  that  here  the  placart  againft  it  may 
be  firft  feen  in  print,  to  the  end  this  province  of  Holland  flaould.not  be  advanced  by 
others  in  demonftration  of  their  affeftion  to  your  majefty  :  wherein  he  promifed  me  his 
endeavours,  and  accordingly  propofedthe  matter  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Hol- 
-land  :  but  in  that  'brt,  that  he  willingly  received  a  diverfionj  which  was  propounded  by 
the  Arminian  faftion,  to  fend  two  of  their  deputies,  whereof  one  ischoien  out  of  their 
nobility,  and  another  of  their  towns  (who  is  the  penfioner  Grotius)  to  defire  me  not 
■to  infift  hereupon,  as  be'mg  a  thing  different  from  their  cuftom.  But  as  this  offence  is 
without  example,  fo  I  conceive  it  will  not  be  difagreeable  to  your  majefty  I  ftiould  con- 
pnue  in  requiring  an  exemplary  punifhment.  Con- 
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Concerning  the  fatisfadtion  I  demand  in  your  majefty's  name  for  the  taking  of 
John  Browne,  by  fending  the  captains  of  thofe  fliips,  who  committed  the  fa£t,  to 
fubmit  themfelves  to  your  majefty's  mercy,  I  have  been  hitherto  delayed  fince  the 
beginning  of  the  aflembly  of  Holland,  under  the  pretence  of  expefting  anfwer  from 
Enchuyfen  of  certain  letters  written  to  this  efFedl :  but  the  true  caufe  is  an  expeftation 
the  Hates  had,  upon  letters  from  fir  Noel  Caron  of  the  5th  of  November,  that 
your  majefty  would  reft  fatisfied  by  his  private  mediation.  But  being  now  put  out 
of  that  hope  by  letters  of  frefh  date  from  fir  Noel  Caron  likewife,  they  have  no 
caufe  longer  to  delay  their  anfwer  j  which  what  it  is,  I  fliall  diligently  advertife 
your  majefty. 

The  fame  letters  of  the  5th  from  fir  Noel  Caron  to  the  ftates  general  contained 
fome  difcourfe  he  had  with  your  majefty  concerning  thefe  queflions  about  religion; 
upon  which  the  Arminians  take  advantage  in  their  defire  to  have  this  bufinefs  treated 
rather  in  a  provincial  than  a  national  fynod;  though  they  would  gladly  avoid  both. 
For  howfoever  your  majefty's  opinion  was  anfwerable  to  the  reft  of  your  wife  and 
religious  counfel,  allowing  this  provincial  fynod  but  as  a  preparation  to  the  national ; 
the  Arminians  admit  of  the  preparative  (becaufe  in  that  defperate  ftate  as  they  are, 
they  can  no  longer  fubfift),  but  refolve  to  pafs  no  farther  on  with  the  cure.  In  his 
private  letters  of  the  fame  date  he  doth  advertife,  that  your  majefty  having  feen  the 
five  points  in  controverfy  doth  well  approve  the  four  firft,  and  fufpend  your  judg- 
znent  upon  the  laft. 

Thefe  advertifements  arriving 'at  a  time,  when  from  the  ftates  agent  at  Lubeck 
there  came  letters  of  like  difcourfe  he  had  held  in  the  common-council  of  the  Hans- 
towns,  the  deputies  of  the  well-affefted  provinces  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general 
calling  to  mind,  how  not  long  fince,  from  their  embaflTadors  at  Paris  and  Heidelberg, 
fomewhat  was  written  likewife  touching  thefe  prefent  controverfies,  which  they  fufpeft- 
ed  to  fpring  originally  from  hence;  and  forefeeing  the  inconveniencies  to  have  fuch 
impreffions  made  in  foreign  princes  and  ftates  by  reprefcnting  a  difguifed  ftate  of  the 
queftion,  and  thereupon  to  draw  anfwers  from  them  according  to  the  mind,  and  for 
the  advantage  of  tlie  aff'airs,  of  fuch  as  are  here  faftioufly  difpoled,  conceived  here- 
upon a  decree,  that  from  thenceforward  no  public  minifter  of  this  ftate  fliould  hold 
any  difcourfe  with  the  princes  or  ftates,'  where  they  refide,  in  thefe  queftions  of  reli- 
gion, upon  any  private  letters  from  hence,,  but  fliould  therein  attend  fuch  order,  as 
fhould  be  given  them  from  the  ftates  general. 

This  was  much  oppofed  by  the  Arminians  (who  feelc  clofe  and  fecret  ways  for  their 
private  ends)  but  could  not  be  hindered,  fo  as  order  was  taken  to  write  exprefs  letters 
to  all  their  public  minifters  in  foreign  parts  to  the  forel'aid  eifedl. 

The  French  embafiador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  had  audience  on  Friday  laft,  being 
the  5thof  tliis  prefent,  in  the  alTemblyof  the  Hates  of  Holland,  where  the  fpeech  he 
ufed  (after  delivery  of  exprefs  letters  of  credence  from  his  king)  I  i'end  herewith  to 
your  majefty,  as  likewife  an  extradl  of  as  much  of  his  fpeech,  made  in  the  affembly  of 
.the  ftates  general  newly  upon  his  return  out  of  France,  as  concerns  thefe  prefent 
.diff'erences, 

F  f  His 
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His  glancing  againft  thofe  endeavours,  -whrch  have  been  ufed  upon  this  occafion  in 
your  majefty's  name,  is  all  I  can  except  againft  in  particular;  but  in  general  (as  he 
contains  h'iinfelf  in  general  terms)  this  interpretation  is  made  of  his  doings,  that  he 
is  ftirred  up  by  the  Arminian  faftion  (to  which  he  chiefly  adheres)  to  this  plaufible 
office  of  perfuading  peace  and  union,  which  he  prefTeth  (contrary  to  all  ufe,  but  fuch 
as  he  himfelf  hath  introduced)  now  in  the  affembly  of  thefe  ofHolland  (the  audience 
of  public  minifters  of  foreign  princes  being  always  given  to  the  affembly  of  the 
Hates  general)  whereby  to  acknowledge  the  power  of  particular  provinces.  And. 
the  Arminians  protefting  againft  all  union,  but  fuch  as  may  reunite  the  churches, 
which  are  now  feparated  (by  way  of  toleration)  to  them  again,  without  decilion 
of  the  queftion  now  in  controverfy,  will  inforce  a  neceffity  upon  the  adverfe  party^, 
t\t\\^r  fuccumbere,  or  threaten  plainly  and  openly  to  let  all  go  to  confufion.. 

This  appears  by  the  commiffioners  of  the  eight  Arminian  towns  (Harlem,.  Leyden,, 
Tergow,  Rotterdam,  Schonoven,  Brill,  Alcmaer,  and  Horn)  the  deputies  of  which 
are  come  to  the  affembly  of  Holland  more  animated  than  ever..  And  whereas  care 
was  taken  by  fome  good  patriots  in  the  cahiers,  upoa  which  they  were  to  deliberate, 
and  upon  which  (as  the  ufe  is  to  have  them  fpecified)  their  affembly  was  fummoned, 
to  infert  the  contributions  firft,  and  after  thefe  queftions  of  religion;  left  thefe  que- 
ftions  of  religion  coming  firft  into  debate,  might  upon  any  rupture  hinder  the  con- 
fent  of  the  contributions  (without  which  this  ftate  cannot  fubfift)  thefe  forefaid  eight 
towns  have  expiefs  order  not  to  enter  into  treaty  upofi  the  point  of  contributions,  until 
they  have  contentment  in  the  matter  of  religion ;,  that  is,  the  confirmation  and  exe- 
cution of  their  refolution  taken  in  their  laft  affembly  in  the  month  of  Auguft  laft  paft, 
upon  v/hich  thefe  extraordinary  levies  have  fucceeded,  and  other  inconveniencies  :© 
the  ftate,  which  I  advertifed  at  large  in  my  former  difpatches,  and  which  your  ma- 
jefty  m.ay  pleafe  to  obferve  touched  in  the  fpeech  count  Maurice  made  in  thofe  feve- 
ral  towns  which  he  lately  vifited;>  v/hereof  I  fend  your  majefty  herewith  the  tranflate. 

The  good  towns,  Dort,.  Amft'erdam,  Enchuyfen,  Edam,  and  Purm.erent,  pro- 
teft  as  openly  againft  the  faid  refolution,  as  feditious  and  tumultuous.  Delft,  Gor- 
cum,  Schedam,  Munichedam,  and  Madenblick,,  require  fomewhat  hereof  to  be  mo- 
derated; the  reft  to  be  retain  ed>  They  are  now  all  upon  a  recefs  to  fetch  new  in- 
flruclions  from  their  towns,  which  it  is  thought  will  tend  to  this,  to  have  by  common 
confent  a  provincial  fynod,  but  with  different  refolutions;  the  well-affe6led  towns 
having  reference  to  the  national  fynod;  the  Arminians  protefting  againft  that  courfe, 
and  the  neutral  towns  governing  themfelves  by  the  event.  Thus  in  all  humility  I 
'take  leave,  &c.

Trufty  and  well-beloved,  we  greet  you  well.  This  gentleman,  the  embaffador  0(f-

fay ;  and  from  us  hath  received  fuch  anfwers  to  his  defires,  as  both  he  and  the  king  his 
r.iafter  have  reafon  to  hold  themfelves  contented  with.  Amongtt  other  things,  he  hath

requefted,  that  whereas  in  his  palTage  through  thefe  countries,  he  left  part  of  his  ne- 
gotiation unfinifliedj  which  now  in  his  return  he  intendeth  to  purfue  again,  we  would 
recommend  the  fame  to  the  ftates  general,  who,  he  thinketh,  would  for  our  refpeft  the 
fooner  come  to  a  refolution.  The  matter  we  are  very  willing  to  further,  and  wilh  he 
had  fatisfaJtion  in  it,  which  we  conceive  to  be  an  affiftance  of  men  to  be  granted  by  the 
ftates,  in  cafe  wars  Ihould  break  out  betwixt  the  king  of  Pole  and  him :  but  the 
manner  of  proceeding  therein  is  of  weighty  confideration,  in  regard  of  the  great  traf- 
fics, which  our  fubjefts  of  this  ifle,  both  Englifh  and  Scottifli,  have  within  the  domi-' 
nions  of  Poland.  Wherefore  we  have  forborne  to  recommend  his  fuit  by  any  fpecial 
letter  to  the  ftates,  becaufe  we  know  not  how  things  may  come  to  light,  and  have 
rather  chofen  to  let  you  know  privately  how  well  we  wifti  to  the  good  fuccefs  thereof, 
and  commend  to  your  difcretion  and  induftry  to  further  him  to  his  ends  in  our  name 
by  all  fuch  means,  as  you  fliall  think  convenient,  and  may  have  opportunity  to  ufe, 
without  public  manifeftation  of  our  name  againft  the  king  of  Pole.  For  as  in  re- 
gard ofthecaufe  of  religion,  we  put  a  great  difference  in  our  affection  betwixt  both 
the  perfons  and  caufes  of  the  two  kings ;  fo  yet  the  due  care,  which  we  ought  to  have 
of  our  fubjects  good,  advifeth  us  to  carry  our  defire  fo,  as  may  further  the  embaf- 
fador's  purpofe,  and  not  procure  unneceffarily  to  our  people  fuch  hurt,  as  by  an 
alienation  of  the  king  of  Pole  they  may  receive.  Given  under  our  fignet  at  New- 
market the  14th  day  of  December,  in  the  15th  year  of  our  reign  of  Great  Britain, 
France,  and  Ireland,  and  of  Scotland  the  50th.

Your  honour  may  pleafe  to  advertife  his  majefty,  that  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of 
Holland  being  broken  up  the  21ft  of  this  prefent,  Jiilo  novo,  againft  this  holy  time, 
at  their  departure  each  party  having  framed  a  projeft  for  the  fettling  thefe  differences 
about  religion,  gave  the  fame  to  each  other  in  writing,  the  contra-remonftrants  re- 
quiring a  provincial  fynod  as  a  preparative  to  the  national,  according  to  the  projeftj 
which  his  majefty  hath  feen ;  and  the  remonftrants  excluding  the  national,  with  a  de- 
fire  to  have  all  ended  in  the  provincial  fynod,  and  that  to  be  mipa7-tl,  half  remonftrants 
and  half  contra-remonftrants,  and  in  cale  they  cannot  agree  (as  there  is  fmall  appear- 
ance they  ftiould  with  equal  ftrength  and  divided  affedlion),  they  then  require  to  have 
the  points  in  controverfy  referred,  not  to  a  national  of  thefe  provinces  only,  but  to  an 
univerfal  fynod  of  all  the  reformed  churches. 

We  fhall  expeft  hereupon  their  laft  refolution  at  their  return  the  loth  of  the  next, 
Jiilo  novo,  which  time  is  appointed  fooner  than  was  once  determined,  to  the  end  they 
may  refolve  of  their  affairs  before  the  aftembly  of  the  extraordinary  deputies  of  the 
provinces,  which  have  concluded  of  the  national  fynod,  and  for 'that  purpofe  have 
already  framed  their  writs  for  fummons,  and  made  draughts  of  letters  to  his  majefty 
and  other  princes  of  the  reformed  religion,  to  intreat  the  affiftance  of  lome  grave  and 
learned  perfons,  which  are  (by  appointment  at  their  laft  meeting)  to  be  fent  out  of  the 
'beginning  of  February  next,

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The  refolution  concerning  the  fending  to  his  majefty  the  captains  of  fhips,  who- 
committed  the  infolency  lately  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland  in  the  apprehending  of  Johm 
Browne,  was  taken  in  the  afiembly  of  Plolland  the  day  of  their  breaking  upj  and 
accordingly  the  deputies  of  Enchuyfen  (to  which  town  one  of  the  captains  belongs): 
came  to  me  exprefsly  to  acquaint  me  with  their  purpofe:  but  the  execution  hereof 
being  referred  to  the  committee-council  of  Holland,  they,  in  prefencing  thereof  to  the 
ftates  general,  have  entangled  it  with  fome  difficulties,  which  will  yet  afk  fome  few. 
days  before  we  fliall  fee  the  ifTue  thereof. 

The  deputies  of  Enchuyfen,  with  thofe  of  Amfterdam,  and  the  other  well-affefbed-: 
towns,  were  with  me  likewife  at  the  breaking  up  of  the  affembly,  to  difcharge  them- 
felves  that  they  were  no  ways  culpable  of  the  crofs  refolution,  which  was  taken  the 
day  before  by  the  Arminian  faftion,  not  to  obey  the  order  of  the  ftates  general  in 
publifhing  the  placart,  whereof  ray  former  letters  have  advertifed  :  and  I  find,  that  iir 
this  province,  Utrecht,  and  Overyflel,  the  libel  hath  ftrong  patrons,  though  in  the 
other  four  it  is  publicly  decried,  and  one  Brinius,  a  deputy  of  Guelderland  in  the 
ftates  general,  hath  had  a  reprimand  from  his  mafters  for  his  pafTionate  carriage  of 
himfelf  againft  their  minds  in  this  caufe;  which  will  appear  to  his  majefty  by  ths 
tranflated  copies  of  two  letters  from  thofe  of  Guelderland  to  this  purpofe,  one  to  him- 
felf, another  to  the  ftates  general. 

Count  William  parted  from  hence  two  days  fince  towards  his  governments  of 
FrieHand  and  Groningen,  where  we  hear  there  are  certain  Arminians,  which  begin  to 
difcover  thcmfelves ;  and  in  this  regard  he  doth  haften  his  journey. 

They  grow  here  very  apprehenfive  of  the  common  danger  of  pirates,  who  (as  is 
advertifed  by  letters  of  the  j  5th  of  the  laft  from,  Algier)  went  about  that  time  out  of 
Tthat  port  with  forty-feven  fail  in  one  fleet  well  furniftied  with  victuals  and  munition, 
and  4000  foldiers,  befides  mariners :  and  though  the  ftates  have  a  kind  of  contraft 
made  by  their  conful  at  Algier  with  thofe  pirates,  that  their  ftiips  fhould  pafs  un- 
touched, they  find  fmall  ufe  thereof,  fave  only  that  their  men  going  with  more  fecu.- 
rity,  are  more  fubjeft  to  danger,  and  no  whit  fpared,  when  they  are  met  with :  in 
which  regard  they  begin  to  bethink  themfelves  of  fome  courfes,  jointly  with  other 
princes  and  ftates,  for  fupprefTion  of  the  pirates,  wherein  his  raajeity  is  like  to  be 
moved  by  them  before  long.. 

The  refident  of  Venice  had  an  extraordinary  courier  on  Tuefday  laft  from  his 
mafters,  by  whom  they  advertife  how  the  gulf  is  molefted  by  the  duke  of  Offtina, 
and  in  doubt  of  a  rupture  thereupon  with  Spain.  They  begin  to  prepare  themfelves 
in  time  both  by  fea  and  land;  and  letters  go  by  this  bearer  to  the  Venetian  embaffador 
CoNTARiNi,  to  defire  of  his  majefty  licence  for  the  levy  of  fome  men^  and  hiring  of 
certain  ftiips  for  fervice. 

I  will  hereupon  put  your  honour  in  mind  of  a  young  gentleman,  who  is  now  in 

England,  mr.  Fairfax;  touching  whom  I  received  charge  from  his  majefty,  by  let- 

.    ters  from  your  honour  (when  his   majefty  was   in  his  journey  towards   Scotland)  to 

procure  his  preferment :  for  which  here  being  few  opportunities  during  the  truce, 

this 
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this  journey  to  Venice  comes  feafonably  for  him,  if  his  commiffion  for  a  company  be- 
ipoken  for  in  time:  and  he  hath  often  expreffed  unto  me  his  defire  to  be  employed 
that  way. 

The  Engliihfhip,  which  the  Venetian  refident  complains  of,  in  Zealand,  to  belong, 
to  one  Alexander  Rose,  and  to  be  bound  for  Naples,  for  the  fervice  of  that  viceroy 
againft  the  Venetians,  is  ftayed  thereupon  :  but  the  captain,  one  Harvey,  is  come 
hither,  and  profeOfeth  to  have  another  defign  to  Guiana,  which  he  cannot  fo  well  make 
appear,  as  to  be  free  from  trouble,

all  due  thanks;  and  fo  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

Trufty  and  well-beloved,  we  greet  you'well.   We  haveperufed  your  letters  written - 
both  to  ourlelf  and  to  our  fecretary,  one  of  the  4th,  and  two  of  the  8th,  of  this  month. 
And  for  o^jr  arriwL-r  to  fuch  points  of  them  all,  as  do  require  anfwer,  you  fhall  under- 
ftand,  firft,  to  that  which  concerneth  the   beftowing  of  the  company  in  fir  Edward 
Cecil's  regiment,  concerning  which  we  wrote  unto  you,  we  like  well,  that  you  forbear- 
farther  to  prefs-  the  removing  of  him  which  is  pofl^effed  •,  becaufe  it  is  like  to  be  with- 
out efFe£l;  and  do  withal  approve  your  opinion  of  making,  fuch  a  remonftrance  as- 
yourfelf  v/rite  of,  becaufe  it  may  make  them  fertfible  of  the  error  committed,  and 
more  obfervant  hereafter  of  the  old-  courfe  of  difcipline  in  their  troops. 

To  the- points  of  your  letters  of  the  8th  we  have  thought  it  fit,  as  you  wifhed,  to 
write  our  letters  of  thanks  to  the-fcates  general,  for  their  caje  Ihewed  to  give  fatisfaftion 
in  the  matter  of  the  book  called  "The  Balance,  for  that  the  fcandals  therein  contained  do 
redound  in  you  to  ourfelf>  if  there  were  no  touch  in  it  but  of  yourfelf.  But  having 
glanced  at  ourfelf,  and  mifreported  and  traduced  our  aflions,  it  was  reafon  we  fhould 
be  fo  much  the.more  fenfible  of  it.  But  for  the  declaration,  which  you  defire  to  be  corr- 
tained  in  the  fame  letter,  of  our  courfe  of  proceedings  in  matters  of  the  church,  we  have 
only  thought  fit  at  this  time  to  mention  it  in  general  terms,  as  a  matter  mifreported 
amongft  theiw,  both  in  that  book,  andj  as  w€  hear,  in  other  men's  fpeeches,  and  to 
require  you,  for  fo  much  as  you  know  the  certainty  of,  to  maintain  and  afiiire  it  out 
of  your  own  knowledge ;  and  for  fo  much  as  you  are  not  well  affured  of,  you  Ihall 
have  iuftrudlion  from  the  lord  archbifhop,  to  whom  we  have  given  order  to  fet-the 
fame  in  writing  exaclly ;  and  that, fhall  be  fent  to  you  for  a  ground,  out  of  which  you 
may  reply  to  ail  calumniations  or  mifreports,  which  Hiali  be  made  of  our  proceedings 
in  matters  of  religion.

Touching  the  report,  v/hich  fir  Noel  Caron  hath. by  his  letters  made  of  the 
fpeech  we  had  with  him  about  the  provincial  fynod  of  Flolland,  and  likewife  of  the 
five  articles,  we  muft  fay  plainly,  that  he  hath  doubly  millaken  us.  For  firft,  in  the 
matter  of  the  fynod  provincial,  as  it  is  true,  that  the  fame  being  by  him  propoled  to 
usj  wCidid  not  iTsiflikeitj  but  did  rather  approve  fuch  a  courfe;  fo  it  is.  as  true,  that 

he 
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he  hath  failed  to  tdl  the  whole  of  our  diliourfe ;  which  was  to  approve  the  provincial, 
,  asitfhould  have  relation,  and  ferve  for  a  preparative  to  the  national,  which  was  ever 
in  our  intention,  as  it  firft  proceeded  from  our  motion.  Next  he  hath  miftaken  us, 
in  reporting  our  fpeech  touching  the  five  articles;  for  it  is  true,  that  we  told  him, 
that  the  articles  (at  leaft  four  of  them)  as.  they  were  delivered  to  us  in  writing,  were 
perhaps  not  greatly  to  be  mifliked :  but  we  faid  withal,  that  they  were  exprefled  with 
cunning  and  art  to  make  a  fpecious  fliew,  but  that  the  doftrine  commonly  delivered 
there  was  not  correfpondent  to  thefe  articles;  fo  as  the  articles  ferved  but  for  a  bait  to 
fwallow  doftrine,  which  was  of  more  danger  than  the  articles  would  pretend.  This 
being  the  truth,  you  may  ufe  it  for  furniture,  to  anfwer  all  reports  which  you  (hall 
hear  to  the  contrary. 

Concerning  that,  which  you  write  in  your  letter  to  our  fecretary,  of  the  French 
€mbaffador's  addreffing  himfelf  to  the  particular  flates  of  Holland,  and  defire  to 
know  our  pleafure,  whether  you  fhould  do  the  like  upon  any  dire£tion  from  us,  or 
upon  any  occafion,  that  fhall  occur  toyourfelf  in  thefe  matters  of  differences:  in  the 
general  we  do  miflike  it,  as  well,  becaufe  we  think  you  fhall  have  to  do  with  a  com- 
pany of  harfh  and  froward  men,  and  averfe  from  our  ends  and  purpofes,  as  alfo  for 
that  we  doubt  it  may  move  a  jealoufy  on  the  better  affefted  provinces  of  negleft  of 
them ;  and  withal,  we  are  no  friend  to  the  introduftion  of  new  courfes  in  general  in 
'government  fettled.  But  yet  we  do  not  fo  tie  you  to  the  general,  but  that  when  you 
•fhall  find  any  neceflfary  caufe  given,  either  to  propofe  matter,  which  doth  more  par- 
ticularly concern  them,  or  to  oppofe  any  thing  moved  by  other  public  minifters,  which 
you  fhall  think  not  to  Hand  with  their  common  good,  we  can  like  well,  that  upon  fuch 
matter,  and  upon  fuch  occafions,  you  do  ufe  your  difcretion.

My  lord  embafTador, 
His  majefty's  letters  will  give  you  anfwer  to  all  the  parts  of  yours,  either  to  him'br 
to  myfelf.  Only  I  am  willed  to  add  one  thing,  that  whereas  you  note  fomething  in 
Maurier's  fpeech,  which  Ihould  glance  at  his  majefty  and  his  aclions,  his  majefty 
having ferioufly  perufed  the  fame,  doth  not  colleft  any  fuch  thing;  and  therefore  Vvfould 
have  your  lordfhip  write  in  what  part  of  his  oration,  either  to  the  Hollanders  alone, 
or  to  the  ftates  general,  you  conceive  that  to  be  intended. 

For  fir  Edward  Cecil's  bufinefs,  his  majefty  leaveth  you  to  your  opinion  delivered 
upon  it;  but  fir  Edward  conceiving,  that  the  caufe,  why  no  more  was  done  then, 
ihould  be,  becaufe  to  the  inftrudions  diredted  to  your  lordihip  my  hand  was  not, 

hath 
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bath  defired  me  to  fet  my  hand  to  a  paper  of  inftruftions  to  you  of  his  own  penning, 
which  to  pleafe  him  I  have  done;  but  having  no  warrant  from  hismajefty  to  give  any 
other  diredion  than  is  contained  in  his  own  letters. 

Sir  Noel  Caron  either  is,  or  feemeth  to  be,  very  little  advertifed  of  the  affairs  there, 
for  he  was  with  me  yefterday  only  to  know  what  was  heard,  pretending  it  was  a  good 
wliile  lince  he  received  any  letters. 

Alexander  Rose  hath  been  dealt  with  by  my  lords  at  the  council  table,  and  I 
think  the  advertifement  will  prove  to  be  rather  out  of  jealoufy  than  ground;  for  he  is 
owner  of  no  fhip,  only  a  fa6tor,  and  the  fliips  are  belonging  to  very  honeft  men, 
whereof  the  chiefeft  is  my  lord  of  Canterbury's  brother,  mr.  Abbot;  and  they  have 
afl'ured  my  lords,  their  fhips  Ihall  not  be  ufed  by  the  Spaniards  but  by  violence;  and 
therefore  will  not  difcharge  in  the  port  of  Naples,  but  elfevvhere  near  hand.  If  they 
Ihould  be  imbarked,  we  know  not  how  to  ftay  it;  for  the  Venetians  have  done  the 
like  to  Englilh  fliips  found  there,  and  make  them  unlade  their  goods,  and  ferve  that 
Hate  againil  Offuna. 

I  pray  God  fend  your  fynod  good  fuccefs;  bufl  look  for  none;  but,  if  It  werp 
pofnble,  to  put  the  queftion  to  filence  were  the  beft  way;  for  I  do  believe  the  Anni.- 
nians  will  never  be  bound  by  any  thing  the  fynod  lliaJl  do :  and  for  the  carrying  of  it. 
by  plurality  of  voices,  it  will  not  work  much,  becaufe  the  world  fecth,  that  that  i^ 
the  drifc  of  the  fynod  already. 

My  lord  of  Canterbury  hath  received  order  to  fet  down  in  writing  the  courfe  of  his 
majefty's  proceeding,  and  the  authority  his  majefty  aJTumeth  in  church  matters,  having 
referred  his  grace  to  take  his  light  thereof  from  my  lord  of  Ely's  book,  where  it  is 
exprefsly  fet  down.     Your  lordlhip  fliall  Ihortly  receive  what  it  is.

Finding  the  refolution,  which  was  taken  at  the  breaking  up  of  the  allembly  of 
Holland  (touching  the  fending  thefe  captains  of  the  two  Ihips  belonging  to  Rotter- 
dam and  Enchuyien,  who  com.mitted  the  infolency  in  making  an  oftacer.of  his  mar- 
jefty's  their  prifoner,  into  England,  there  to  make  fatisfaftion  perfonally  for  their 
offence)  to  be  drawn  Into  length,.  I  hold  it  my  duty  to  advertife  his  majefty  how  the 
matter  hath  been  carried,  and  where  the  difficulty  now  refteth. 

Rotterdam  was  the  firft  town,  which  fignified,  by  Grotius  the  penfioner /of  ths^t 

place,  their  refolution  unto  me,  that  Cliff  (who  was  the   lefs  culpable  of  the  two) 

Ihould  be  fent;  and  afterwards  thofe  of  Enchuyfen  gave  their  confent  likev/ife  for  Al- 

BERsoN,  which  made  the  reft  of  the  towns  of  Holland  yield  thereunto,  without  diffi- 

3  ,  -  ■      cultyj 
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'Culty-,  and  they  left  the  fame  to  be  put  in  execution  by  their  comnnittee-council,  which 
is  for  the  moft  part  here  refident. 

Thefe  thinking  it  a  fufficient  difcharge  for  their  province  to  have  Ihewed  their  readi- 
Tiefs  to  give  his  majefby  contentment,  made  the  bufinefs  a  public  matter  of  the  whole 
'ftate;  and  accordingly  carried  the  fame  to  the  ftates  general,  letting  them  know,  that 
as  the  two  towns  had  put  their  men  into  the  hands  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  thofe  ef 
Holland  would  in  like  manner  put  them  into  the  hands  of  the  ftates  general,  but  with 
•condition,  that  they  fhould  warrant  the  fafety  of  their  perfons. 

This  being  refufed  as  a  thing  they  could  not  undertake,  and  yet  they  defiring  hisma- 
-jefly's  fatisfadlion  fhould  be  no  longer  deferred,  they  wifhed  thofe  of  Holland  to  effeft 
the  fame  of  themfelves,  without  making  the  bufinefs  general,  which  belonged  parti- 
cularly to  their  province.    At  this  the  deputies  of  Holland  ftuck  with  me,  and  to  make 
yet  a  farther  trial,  whether  his  majefty  would  not  receive  fome  other  kind  of  fatisfafti  on : 
-which  motion  was  gainfaid  by  none,  and  Grotius  with  another  of  Holland  took  upon 
them  to  fpeak  with  me  to  this  purpole :  but  they  not  appearing  (though  much  time  was 
paft)  I  complained  myfelf  two  days  fince  to  monf.  Barn  evelt  of  this  unnecelTary  delay 
'in  putting  the  refolution  of  thofe  of  Holland  in  execution.     Whereupon  the  deputies 
of  Holland  renewed  their  inftance  to  the  ftates,  letting  them  know,  that  their  affembly 
■being  the  chief,  and  that  v/hich  hath  the  managing  of  affairs  for  the  whole  ftate  in  all 
-things  which  have  reference  to  foreign  princes,  it  belonged  to  them  to  undertake 
the  bufinefs.     They  on  the  other  fide  alledging  how  in  fome  late  occaiions,  which 
belong  generally  to  all  the  provinces,  their  authority  hath  been  refifted  by  thofe  of 
^Holland,  in  this  matter  of  fifhing,  which  appertains  chiefly,  if  not  only  to  Hollandj 
they  would  not  intereft  themfelves  j  and  therefore   told  them  they  knev/  beft  what 
'commiffionsthey  gave  thefe  captains  of  their  ftiips,  who  guarded  their  fifhers ,    and 
if  they  had  exceeded  their  commiffion,  and  wronged  his  majefty,  were  to  give  his  ma- 
jefty full  fatisfaftion :  which  (if  it  could  be  done  without  fending  the  captains)  they 
were  not  againft  it;  but  otherwife  they  wiftied  them  to  bethink  themfelves  what  was 
•fit  to  be  done  towards  fuch  a  prince,  and  in  fuch  an  occafion. 

Here  the  matter  refted,  and  fo  is  like  to  do  until  the  next  meeting  of  thofe  of 
Holland,  which  will  be  -within  thefe  eight  days  (Grotius  being  in  the  mean  time 
gone  to  Huefden,  and  the  reft  of  the  committee-council  of  that  province  into  feveral 
places,  upon  fome  ftirring  about  thefe  quellions  of  religion) :  and  though  this  queftion 
be  raifed  artificioufly  by  fome  de  modo,  v^'hereby  to  intangle  the  bufinefs,  and  ei- 
ther to  hinder  this,  or  to  carry  along  fome  other  purpofes  in  their  prefent  differences 
by  means  of  this;  yet  there  being  no  farther  difficulty  de  re,  I  do  not  well  fee  how 
the  performance  thereof  can  be  avoided,  in  cafe  the  Hollanders,  who  are  now  pri- 
ibners  in  England,  be  ftill  retained,  for  whofe  releaie  his  majefty  will  be  in  this  interim 
folicited,  howfoever  that  I  have  here  afTured  them  his  majefty  is  too  deeply  interefted 
in  honour  to  hearken  to  any  ftich  requeft,  until  he  have  that  fatisfadlion,  which  he  fo 
juftly  requires.  ^ 

Count  Maurice  is  gone  this  day  in  perfon  towards  Nimeguen  to  fet  order  in  fome 

.difference  in  that  town  touching  the  eledion  of  magiftrates,  the  nomination  of  which 
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by  exprefs  article' at  the  winning  of  that  town  belongeth  to  his  excellency.  And  though 
he  hath  for  fome  years  neglefted  his  authority,  he  now  refumes  the  fame  again,  becaufe 
the  Arminians  have  there  gotten  the  upper  hand,  and  would  make  magiftrates  of 
that  faction,  whereby  to  diftradt  the  refolutions  of  the  province  of  Guelderland,  of 
which  that  town  with  the  dependencies  thereof  is  one  of  the  quarters. 

What  trouble  there  is  in  other  parts  your  honour  may  fee  by  a  letter  I  newly  received 
from  Oudewater,  written  by  an  Englifh  captain  there  in  garrifon  5  the  like  whereof, 
touching  the  admiffion  of  preachers,  and  election  of  magiftrates,  is  in  other  places, 
though  not  altogether  in  fuch  extremity.  Since  the  writing  of  this  letter  from  Oude- 
water we  hear  of  a  houfe  wilfully  fet  on  fire  in  that  town  by  one  of  the  Arminian 
faftion,  which  he  doth  only  anfwer  by  the  accuftomed  excufe  of  this  country,  being 
vino  plenus  &  ird. 

The  refident  of  Venice  hath  moved  the  ftates  for  liberty  to  hire  twelve  fhipsof  war 
for  the  fervice  of  his  mafters ;  oft'ering  them  all  contentment  for  the  fhips  which 
belong  to  the  ftate,^in  cafe  they  will  fufFer  any  of  them  to  go.  Whereupon  letters  are 
written  to  the  feveral  admiralties,  to  know  in  what  ftate  their  fliipping  now  is ;  and 
it  is  likely,  that  there  will  be  fome  of  the  fhips  of  the  ftate  fent  out  upon  this  oc- 
cafion,  and  others  of  the  merchants  to  the  full  number  which  is  required ;  and  this 
the  rather,  becaufe  if  thefe  wars  with  Spain  proceed  not,  they  may  have  fhips  in  thofe 
feas  againft  the  pirates. 

The  fhip,  of  which  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft  of  the  19th  of  this  prefent 
to  be  ftayed  in  Zealand  upon  complaint  of  the  refident  of  Venice  (he  doubting  that  it 
was  there  prepared  for  the  fervice  of  the  king  of  Spain  againft  the  Venetians)  is 
releafed  by  an  exprefs  letter  from  the  ftates  general  to  the  admiralty  of  Zealand,  they 
finding  fmall  ground  of  this  fufpicion:  and  though  it  were  true,  they  could  in  right 
no  more  hinder  them  than  others,  who  fhould  go  to  ferve  the  Venetians  againft; 
the  Spaniard. 

I  have  been  twice  vifited  within  thefe  few  days  by  exprefs  deputies  from  the  ft-ates 
general,  concerning  the  affairs  of  the  count  of  Eaft-Friefland,  who  being  complained  of 
here  by  certain  of  the  nobility  of  his  country,  the  ftates  have  an  inclination  to  lend 
deputies  to  Embden  to  re6lify  fuch  diforders,  as  reft  betwixt  the  count  and  the  plain- 
tiffs :  but  the  count,  conceiving  that  this  courfe  will  rather  augment  than  diminilTi  the 
number  of  malecontents,  hath  fent  hither  his  deputies  exprefsly  to  divert  the  lame: 
for  which  purpofe  they  have  addrelTed  themielves  unto  me,  and  upon  the  v/hole  mat- 
,ter  (which  is  full  of  long  and  intricate  queftions)  I  have  this  day  advifed  the  ftates  to 
forbear  fending;  and  rather  for  this  time  to  exprefs  their  minds  by  letters,  admonifh- 
ing  both  the  count  and  his  noblefTe  to  agree  amongft  themfelves;  which  will  be  the 
beft  expedient ;  but  becaufe  fome  of  the  ftates  are  linked  in  marriage  with  fome  of  thefe 
plaintiffs,  and  others  defire  the  employment,  I  do  not  yet  know  what  ifTue  it  will  take. 

Touching  the  book  intitkd  ne  Balance,  which  hath  been  the  chief  fubjeft  of  my 
laft  letters  to  your  honour,  howfoever  that  I  have  expoftulated  in  private  with  monf. 
Barneve.lt  the  wrong,  which  is  done  his  majefty  by  thofe  of  Holland  (of  whom 
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Utrecht  and  Overyfiel  take  example)  in-refufing  to  publifh- the  proclamation  of  the- 
ftates  general ;  yet  I  forbear  fpeaking  thereof  in  public  until  I  receive  his  majeftyV 
commandments  for  that  purpofe;  which  I  expeft  with  great  devotion,  as  that  which,, 
being  delivered  by  exprefs  charge,  v/ill  be  of  more  authority  than  any  thing  done  e>i 
officio.  And  fo  befeeching  your  honour  in  this  point  to, favour  me  wi\;h  an  anfwer,  L 
humbly  take  leave,  &c.

My  lord  ambalTadorj 

Since  my  I  ait  to  your  lordfhip,  vdierein  I  fent  you  his  majefty's  letters-ih  anfwer  to* 
yours  of  the  4th  and  8th  of  this  month,  monf.  Caron  having  ipoken  v.'ith  his  ma- 
jelly  this  day,  I  have  received  commandment  to  fignify  to  your  lordlhip,   that  now 
his  majefty  can  interpret  him  byhimfelf;  for  that  he  confefTeth,  that  not  only  his  ma-- 
jefty's  fpeech  to  him  was  of  the  provincial  fynod,.  with  relation  to  the  general  or 
national,  but  that  it  was  his  own  fpeech  to  his  majefty,  that  the  provincial  was  but  to- 
be  as  firft,  and  by  way  of  preparation  to  the  national;  and  fo  he  did  ever  conceive  it. 
Thus  much  his  majefty  commanded  me  to  fignify  to  your  lordftiip  forthwith,  left  in  ■ 
purfuing  his  dire6tions  by  his  own  letters  fent,  you  might  fpeak  of  fir  Noel  Caron. 
more  harfhly  than  his  majefty  findeth  there  is  caufe ;  and  that  to  fuch,  as  Ihall  alledge 
monf  CaroNj  you  may  difavow  them  out  of  his  own  mouth. 

I  find  this  to  be  the  fcope  of  this  difpatch  to  your  lordftiip,  becaufe  his  majefty 
would  be  loth  either  to  have  his  name  ufed  to  a  contrary  fenfe,  if  Caron  had  writ- 
ten it;  or  fir  Noel  Caron  traduced  or  taxed  by  his  majefty,  if  he  have  not  writtea 
fo,  as  himfelf  doth  afiirm  that  he  hath  not.. 

We  have  Cnce  received  your  lordftiip's  of  the  19th,  and-ftill  I  fear  the  fynod,  and^ 
like  not  the  fafhion  of  the  proceedings  of  Holland. 

There  is  a  great  fpeech  hereof  a  book  printed  at  Harlem,  as  it  is  laid,  wherein 
the  emperor  and  the  king  of  Spain  are  prayed  for;  and  the  king  of  Spain  as  their  lord. 
It  was  delivered  to  his  raajefty  by  my  lord  of  Canterbury;  but  fpeaking  of  it  with  fir 
Noel  Caron,  he  telleth  me,  that  if  there  be  any  fuch  thing  in  any  book  printed 
amongft  them,  it  is  only  that  they  are  prayed  for,  that  God  would  convert  them,  but 
not  in  any  fenfe  of  acknowledgment.  I  pray  your  lordftiip  inquire,  if  there  be  any 
fuch  thing,  and  what  it  is. 

Alexander  Rose,  of  whom  your  lordftiip  writeth,  hath  upon  your  letters  been 
convened  before  my  lords  of  the  council,  as  he  was  once  before  upon  a  complaint  of 
the  Venetian  embaflador  for  the  fame  purpofe.  He  denieth  to  be  owner  of  any 
fhip,  but  only  a  faftor :  that  he  hath  no  contrail  with  the  duke  of  Ofliina,  but  only 
was  fent  to  furnifti  the  city  with  fifli,  whereof  they  were  like  to  be  in  want.  The  ftiips 
are  found  to  belong  to  very  honeft  and  fubftantial  merchants,  who  are  not  like  to  be 
addifted  to  the  duke  of  Ofluna,  one  of  them  being  brother  to  my  lord's  graceof  Can- 
terbury. Proof  we  have  none  but  the  Venetians  fufpicion.  They  have  received 
conamandment  upoa  their  allegiance,  that  they  fhall  not  ferve  the  king  of  Spain  or 

any 
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any  of  his  lieutenants.  And  the  Spanilh  annbaflador  here  hath  aflured  me,  being  fent 
unto  him  from  his  majefty,  that  he  will  write  to  the  viceroy  of  Naples  in  fuch  fort,  as 
he  Ihall  not  ufe  his  majefty's  Ihips  againft  the  Venetians. 

It  feemeth  by  your  letters  from  Venice  and  from  Savoy,  that  the  peace  in  Italy 
goeth  (lowly  on;  both  Ofluna  and  D.  Pedro  giving  many  occafions  of  jealoufy : 
and  yet  the  Spanilh  embaflador  pretendeth  at  Venice  fer  lajacra  hofiia^  that  the  peace 
fhall  be  obferved. 

We  are  in  expeftation  of  fome  new  officers  this  Chriftmas,  as  that  fir  Henry  Cary 
fhall  be  comptroller ;  my  lord  Wotton  having  received  compofition  for  his  place; 
and  fo  fir  Thomas  Edmondes  fucceeding  to  be  treafurer,  and  fir  Henry  Cary  in  his 
place,  fir  Robert  Naunton  Ihall  be  fecretary  and  my  collegue.  So  I  recommend 
your  lordlhip  to  almighty  Goo,  &c.

My  lord  embaflador. 

That,  which  your  lordlhip  hath  v/ritten  of  in  one  or  two  of  your  letters  touch- 
ing one  Alexander  Rose,  an  Englifli  merchant  refident  in  Naples,  who  was  fup- 
pofed  to  be  fent  hither  under  colour  of  providing  filh,  to  fiirnilh  the  duke  of  Ofluna 
■with  fome  Englifh  Ihips  and  mariners,  hath  been  likewife  twice  informed  here  by  the 
Venetian  ambafi^ador;  and  Rose  hath  thereupon  been  twice  convened  about  that  in- 
formation, but  denieth  confidently,  that  he  hath  either  contra6ted  with  the  duke  of  Of- 
funa,  or  hath  any  purpofe  to  furnilh  him  with  Ihips :  and  upon  examination  of  the 
owners  of  thofe  fliips,  whereof  the  names  were  delivered  by  the  Venetian  embaA'ador, 
we  find,  that  the  befl;  of  them,  and  moft  fervlceable,  do  belong  to  mr.  Abbot,  my  lord 
of  Canterbury's  brother,  and  other  perfons  not  like  to  be  willing  to  put  their  fiiips  into 
the  duke  of  OfiTuna's  hands  ;  and  to  be  done  againft  their  will,  it  is  againft  an  exprefs 
article  of  the  league  between  Spain  and  us.  And  for  farther  caution,  his  majefty  hath 
both  caufed  the  Spanifli  embafl^ador  here  to  write  his  letters  to  the  faid  duke,  and 
doth  write  to  him  alfo  himfelf  to  require  him  to  obferve  the  treaty,  that  none  of  his 
majefty's  fubjecfts  lliips  may  be  ufed  againft  the  Venetians  his  friends.  And  the  em- 
baflador hath  undertaken,  that  the  duke  fiiall  perform  it.  Thefe  letters  Alexander 
Rose  doth  carry  :  and  touching  the  fliip,  which  your  lordftiip  writeth  of  to  be  ftayed 
there  at  Texell,  Ro^e  difavoweth  to  have  any  thing  to  do  with  her;  fo  as  his  majefty 
is  of  opinion,  and  hath  willed  me  to  fignify  to  you,  that  it  is  convenient  ftie  be  ftayed, 
except  the  ftates  ftiall  receive  very  good  latisfatlion,  that  Ihe  ftiall  not  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  duke  of  Olfuna.  And  fo  much  have  I  delivered  from  his  majefty  to 
monf.  Caron. 

We  have  received  this  day  very  joyful  tidings,  that  the  eleftorefs  Palatine  is  deli- 
vered of  another  fen  :  and  other  matter  is  not  ftirring  here.  Wherefore  I  ceafe,  and 
commend  your  lordftiip  to  Goxi,  &C. 

P.  S.  I  have  received  an  advertifement,  that  certain  Englifn  gentlemen,  whereof  one 
Bromham,  or  of  fuch  like  name,  is  a  chief,  are  departed  hence,  or  are  to  depart 
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fecredy,  into  thofe  countries,  with  purpofe  to  employ  themfelvfs  in  piracy,  hopino- 
to  furnifh  themfelves  there  with  a  fhip,  and  fome  otlier  company  to  follow  them.. 
I  thought  good  to  give  your  lordfhip  notice  of  it,  and  to  pray  you  to  have  an 
eye  to  it,  that  it  may  be  prevented,  if  you  find  that  this  advertifement  hath  any 
ground.

The  happy  news  we  have  received  this  very  morning  from  Heydelberg  is  better 
twice  fent,  than  adventured  to  have  his  majefty  deprived  of  an  hour's  contentment 
he  will  receive  therein :  in  which  refpeft,  though  I  may  be  wel!  afiured  there  go  mefr 
fengers  diredlly  from  thence,  yet  would  I  not  fail  to  difpatch  this  exprefsly  to  advertiie 
your  honour,  that  the  22dof  the  laft,  betwixt  four  and  five  in  the  morning,  her  high- 
nefs  was  delivered  of  a  fon,  and  well  laid  again  in  her  bed,  the  child  being  (as.  the 
prince  Palatine  himfelf  defcribes  him  in  his  letters)  Men  vigoreux.  God  almighty  fend 
his  majefty  many  and  many  more  new  years  beginning  and  ending  with  fuch  happy 
news  1 

I  have  this  laft  week  received  your  honour's  two  difpatches  of  the  23d  and  aytfi 
of  the  laft,  the  latter  of  which  arriving  here  the  firft  of  this  prefent  came  to  my  hands 
a  day  before  the  former:  fo  as  there  is  no  danger  of  any  prejudice  to  fir  Noel  Caron  j 
neither  Iliould  there  have  been  by  any  thing  contained  in  his  majefty's  letter,  by  which 
I  had  no  order  to  make  any  perfonal  complaint:  and  therefore  1  fhould  have  been 
fparing  therein.  But  for  the  matter,  which  is  picked  (though  it  may  be  wrongfully) 
both  out  of  his  public  and  private  letters  concerning  his  majefty's  approbation  of  the 
five  articles,  it  is  neceflary  to  be  controlled  (and  I  am  glad  I  have  fo  good  ground  for 
it)  it  being  fpread  through  all  the  United  Provinces;  and  I  have  letters  from  the  moil 
part  to  be  informed  of  the  truth  thereof.

I  fend  you  by  his  majefty's  direction  a  copy  of  letters  written  by  Grotius  to 

the  archbifhop  of  Spalato  here,  wherein  yourfelf  are  touched;  and  his  majefty  hath 

willed  me  by  this  occafion  to  let  you  know,  that  hereby  he  doth  plainly  difcover,  that 

Grotius  is  the  author  oi^he  Balame  i  and  fo  his  majefty  thinks  your  lordfliip  will 

conceivej 
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conceive,  when  you  compare  his  letters  with  the  book;  and  that  is  the  caufe  his  ma- 
jefty  fendeth  it  to  you,  that  you  may  thereby  guide  your  judgment  in  profecution  of 
that  bufinefs.

My  lord  embalTador, 

I  received  your  lordfhip's  letters  of  the  24th  of  December  this  day,  being  Twelfth- 
day,  whereby  I  perceive,  that  his  majefty's  letters  to  you,-  and  likewife  to  the  ftates, 
written  to  that  purpofe  which  you  delired,  were  not  come  to-  your  hands :  which  is 
only  the  negligence  of  the  poft,  who,  I  do  hear  fince  he  went,  that  he  was  three  days 
in  the  town  after  his  difpatch.  I  hope  that  long  ere  this  time  both  thofe  letters, 
and  others,  wliich  I  wrote  fince  by  the  ordinary,  are  come  to  your  hands.  Herewith 
I  have  fent  to  your  lordfhip  that,  which  in  his  majefty's  letter  is  promifed,  a  declara- 
tion fet  down  by  my  lord  of  Canterbury  of  his  majefty's  proceeding  in  matters  eccle-T 
fiaftical  here ;  whereof  your  lordfhip  is  to  make  fuch  ufe,  as  you  Ihall  fee  caufe,  and 
the  fubjedt  of  religion,  now  fo  hotly  in  hand  amongft  them,  Ihall.  minifter  occafioa 
to  you. 

The  delay  of  the  delivery  of  the  two.  captains,  which  hath  been  fo  long  expedle4 
here,  will  be  very  offenfive;  and  I  doubt  may  give  occafion  to  my  lords  of  the  coun- 
cil, to  put  in  execution  a  matter  long  fince  purpofed,  that  is,  to  feize  upon  fome  pev- 
fons  of  better  quality  of  that  country. 

Touching  the  motion  you  write  of,.  v;hich  is  made  there  by  the  refident  of  Venice, 
to  have  fome  of  the  fhipping  of  that  country  to  ferve  their  turns,  the  like  is  written 
from  fir  Henry  V/otton,  and  that  they  will  alfo  defire  fome  fhipping  of  this 
country,  meaning  to  have  a  navy  of  thirty  fail  of  great  ftiips  :  but  we  iiope  they  fhali 
not  need  them  for  the  war;  for  fir  John  Digby  hath  written  to  his  majefty,  that  the 
king  of  Spain  hath  affured  him  by  the  duke  of  Lerma,  that  he  will  obierve  the  peace 
of  Italy;  and  that  reprehenfion.is  gone  to  the  governor  of  Milan  for  his  delays  in  the 
execution  thereof,  and  commandment,,,  that  he  fhall  fee  it  performed. 

Againft  the  pirates  they  may  have  ufe  of  them,  for  they  grow  very  flrong,  and  have 
of  late  fallen  a  head  on  the  Hollanders:  but  from  fome  fhips  of  England,  that  they 
met  withal,  have  received  lofs. 

I  have  nothing  elfe  to  trouble  your  lordfhip  with  now,  but  that  I  am  forry  to  fee 
the  diforders  of  thofe  countries  grow  fo  as  they  do.  And  fo  1  commit  you  to 
God,  &c.

By  reafon  of  my  hafty  difpatch  of  the  laft  melTenger,  the  4th  of  this  prefent,  I  could 
■only  advertife  the  receit  of  your  honour's  laft  letters  of  the  23d  and  27  th  of  the  laft, 
with  thofe  of  the  22d  from  his  majefty,  which  they  did  accompany.  And  now  in 
-more  particular  anfwer  to  thofe  points  wlierein  your  honour  requires  to  be  fatisfied, 
firft,  concerning  monf.  ou  Maurier's  fpeeches ;  his  infifting  fo  particularly  upon 
that,  ^/hich  he  forbore  to  do,  as  a  point  of  difcretion,  neither  to  penetrate  the  caufe, 
-nor  to  prefcribe  the  remedy  to  thofe  troubles  of  religion,  was  judged  by  thofe,  that 
■heard  him,  who  in  this  time  have  aures  deluatas,  to  refleft  upon  his  majefty's  letters, 
and  thofe  fpeeches  of  mine,  wherein  both  the  one  and  the  other  have  been  ferioudv 
■infifted  upon.  And  in  his  latter  fpeech  the  Arminians  take  advantage  of  his  words, 
remedes  corroftfs  plus  nuifables  au  malade  que  la  maladie  meme,  as  meant  of  fynods,  wliich 
they  feek  by  all  means  to  avoid.' 

Touching  the  book  printed  at  Harlem,  wherein  the  emperor  and  king  of  Spain 
are  prayed  for,  and  the  king  of  Spain  particularly  mentioned  with  this  title,  Our  moft 
gracious  King-,  it  is  de  fa^o  truej  for  I  have  feen  the  book  printed  in  the  year  1615 
£um  privilegio.  And  fo  much  fpeech  is  raifed  thereupon,  that  the  like  inquiries  are 
come  from  the  proteftant  churches  in  France  and  Germany,  to  be  more  particularly 
certified  of  the  truth  thereof}  which  is  excufed  here  as  an  error  of  the  printer,  who 
■.did  reprint  the  book  according  to  a  former  copy  fet  out  about  the  time  of  the  pacifi- 
cation of  Ghent,  when  thofe  of  the  reformed  religion  difputed  their  liberty,  but  not 
the  fovereignty.  But  many  notwithftanding  do  not  fpare  to  lay,  in  regard  of  the  town 
•where  the  book  was  printed  (where  the  magiftrates  are  moft  Arminians,  and  many 
papifts)  that  this,  which  is  fucceeded,  is  rather  by  connivance,  than  by  negligence  -, 
zvlA  the  more,  becaufe  that  notwithftanding  all  the  note,  that  is  taken  of  it,  the  book 
is  nox  yet  called  in.

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What  I  have  delivered  in  the  aflembly  of  the  flates  general  at  the  prefentatlon  of 
his  majefty's  letters,  which  accompanied    thofe   from   his   majefty   to  myfelf,    your 
honour  may  pleaie  to  fee  by  the  copy  of  my  propofition,  which  I  extended  in  the  firft. 
point  concerning  the  book,  which  is  here  publiihed  againft  my  fpeech,  to  a  demand 
of  farther  fatisfaftion  to  his  majefty  of  thefe  provinces  in  general,  and   Holland  in- 
particular,  which  have  not  yet  publiflied  the  placart  ordained  by  the  ftates  general 
againft  the  faid  book.     And  for  the  other  part  concerning  his  majefty's  church-go- 
vernment, which  is  much  traduced  in  the  fame  book,  I  contained  myfelf  in  general 
terms,  ruling  myfelf  by  that,  which  your  honour  did  pleafe  to  remember  unto  me  to 
be  fet  down  by  my  lord  of  Ely,  and  referring  myfelf  for  more  particulars  till  farther 
occafions,  which  are  daily  prefented :  and  when  I  hear  from  my  lord  archbifliop  of 
Canterbury  to  that  effe6l  as  your  honour  doth  advertife  (which  as  yet  I  have  not  done)' 
I-  fhall  readily  embrace  them. 

I  fend  your  honour  likewife  my  propofition  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general' 
concerning  fir  Edward  Cecil,  according  to  thofe  inftrudtions  which  he  fent  me 
figned  by  your  honour;  in  which  I  have  taken  fome  liberty  to  omit  certain  things  of 
harfti  digeilion  to  the  province  of  Utrecht,  concerning  matters  of  religion,  which 
would  not  be  fo  well  mixt  with  fir  Edward  Cecil's  particular,  and  to  add  others,  - 
which  may  more  inforce  his  contentment,  with  the  other  colonels,  in  that  which 
belongs  properly  to  their  charge. 

Upon  this  occafion  I  will  befeech  your  honour  to  fend  me  hereafter  the  copies  of  his 
Hfiajefty's  letters,  which  have  reference  to  that,  which  by  his  majefty's  commandment 
I:  am  to  fay;.,  whereof  having  failed  at  this  time,  I  have  run  a  hazard  of  failing  in  the 
coherence,  which  is  requifite. 

His  majefty's  letter  to  thofe  of  Utrecht  is  fent  by  the  ftates  general,  with  a  copy  of 
my  fpeech,  and  accompanied  with  an  exprefs  letter  of  recommendation  from  that 
aflembly  :  but  for  the  anfvver,  I  believe  we  muft  yet-  ftay  fome  time. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  have  done  little  in  their  aflembly  fince  the  laflr  meeting 
concerning  thefe  differences  about   religion;  certain  particular  accidents   at   Nime- 
guen,    Heufden,    and  Oudewater,    concerning  election    of  magiftrates,  which  was 
not  done  without  fome  diforder,  having  entertained  the  moft  of  their  time  :  which 
theremonftrants  embrace  willingly,  whereby  to  gain  time,  and  thereupon  divert  the- 
refolution  of  fynod :  but  the  contra-remonftrants  infift  to  have  the  general  proceeded 
in,  which  will  include  all  particulars.     Some   of  the  remonftrants  towns  have  ftridt - 
commiffions  not  to  yield  to  the  accuftomed  courfe  of  contributions,  until  they  have  ■ 
contentment  in  matter  of  religion.     They  infift  likewife  to  have  thefe  new  levies  of 
Leyden,  Rotterdam,  Harlem,,  and  Schonoven,  paid   by^  the  common  purfe  of  the 
provinces,  and  not  by  the  particular  towns,  v/here   thofe   foldiers   remain;  in   both: 
which  they  are  overborne  by  plurality  of  voices,  in  regard  of  many  and  main  public 
inconveniences..   Yet  feVen  of  thofe  towns  perfift  therein  v/ith  much  opiniatrety. 

The  ftates  are  much  troubled  touching  the  entertainment  of  the  French,  which  they 
hs.v£  from  month  to  month  provifionally  paid,  in  hope  of  money  out  of  France,  both  for 

ths- 
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the  arrearages,  and  for  the  time  to  come.  But  they  finding  in  efFefl  this  to  be  a  vain 
expectation,  there  is  now  fome  difBculty  made  to  furnifh  any  more  money  by  the  pro- 
vinces, which  Holland  (on  which  province  the  moft  charge  relies)  denies  to  be  confent 
unto :  and  hereby  it  is  much  fufpecSled  the  Arminian  faftion  will  have  their  wills,  by 
licenfing  of  ftrangers  under  this  pretence,  and  entertaining  in  their  places  thofe  new 
levies,  which  they  oblige  unto  them  by  nev/  oaths. 

The  embaflador  of  the  king  of  Swede,  who  came  lately  from  his  majefty,  finds  a 
flow  difpatch  of  his  bufinefs  with  this  ftate,  by  reafon  of  thefe  diftraftions,  notwith- 
ftanding  that  he  hath  now  the  affiftance  of  Vandyke,  the  refident  embafTador  of  thax 
king,  who  is  newly  returned  out  of  Sweden.  He  hath  manifefted  in  his  public  au- 
dience with  the  flates  the  full  contentment  he  received  in  his  negotiation  for  his 
mafler's  affairs  with  his  majefly,  and  hath  defired  me  to  render  your  hondur  many 
thanks  in  his  behalf,  for  the  favourable  and  fpeedy  difpatch  he  found  by  your  means. 

The  Venetian  refident  hath  his  demand  of  eight  fhips  of  war  for  the  fervice  of  his 
matters  confented  unto ;  which  fhall  be  furnifhed  unto  him  by  the  feveral  admiralties 
of  thefe  provinces,  with  liberty  to  that  ftate  either  to  hire  them,  or  buy  them  out 
right,  when  they  come  into  the  gulf.  But  thefe  are  all  merchants  fliips  fitted  for  war, 
and  not  the  men  of  war  of  the  ftate,  which  the  ftates  do  excufe  in  regard  of  a  great 
fleet  they  are  now  fetting  out  againft  the  pirates,  which  will  be  twenty  fail,  befides 
,thofe  which  they  have  already  abroad. 

They  have  daily  news  here  of  very  great  lofTes  fuflained  by  reafon  of  the  pirates, 
notwithftanding  the  fhips  of  war  they  have  already  in  the  Mediterranean;  of  whom 
we  hear  yet  no  great  efFefts,  lave  only  of  one  fhip  of  the  pirates,  which  they  have 
taken,  and  forced  two  others  to  run  themfelves  on  ground  on  the  coaft  not  far  from 
Algiers.

Here  is  yet  fome  difficulty  remaining  in  the  fending  the  two  captains  of  the  Hol- 
land's fhips  into  England,  who  took  John  Bp^.owne  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland;  touch- 
ing which  bufinefs  two  deputies  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  the  penfioners  of  Dort  and 
Enchuyfen,  were  with  me  the  laft  week,  to  talk  of  the  matter,  and  examine  whether 
there  was  no  other  way  of  fatisfadion  to  his  majefty  than  this,  which  they  accounted 
againft  their  privileges.  I  made  it  appear  unto  them  there  was  no  other  to  be  thought 
of;  and  that  they  muft  not  account  this  amongfl  their  privileges,  unlefs  they  would 
plead  privilege  to  give  affronts  to  their  beft  friends  (fuch  as  his  majefly  hath  always 
been  and  doth  remain)  without  making  due  reparation. 

They  would  willingly  have  difcharged  themfelves  upon  the  flates  general,  as  if  the 
difficulty  proceeded  from  them,  and  not  from  the  province  of  Holland.  But  1  was 
too  well  informed  of  the  carriage  of  the  matter  there,  to  take  that  for  an  anfwer.  So  as 
the  matter  hath  been  once  again  propofed  in  the  affembly  of  thofe  of  Holland^  and 
again  refolved,  that  his  majefly  fhould  have  fatisfad:ion.  Only  the  deputies  of  En- 
chuyfen (which  town  is  chiefly  intereffed  in  this  bufinefs)  required,  that  they  might 
have  time  to  hear  again  from  their  principals,  which  was  given  them,  and  we  expert 
their  anfwer  within  four  days  at  the  farthefl,  which  I  hope  will  be  luchj  as  will  give 
an  end  to  the  bufinefs  with  his  majefly's  full  contentment. 

3  -  Touch- 
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Touching  the  remove  of  our  merchant-adventurers  from  Middleburg  (which  is 
now  endeavoured  by  them),  I  have  taken  occafion  of  a  letter  I  lately  received  from 
the  lords  of  the  council  in  another  bufinefs,  to  reprefent  to  their  lordfhips  by  thofe 
letters,  which  go  herewith,  fuch  confiderations,  as  are  fallen  within  my  experience 
fince  my  coming  to  this  employment.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

Jan.  20.  O.  S.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  lords  of  the  council. 

May  it  pleafe  your  lordfliips. 
In  conformity  to  your  lordfhips  letters  of  the  29th  of  November  lafl:  pafb  concern- 
ino^  a  certain  Jew,  whom  your  lordfliips  require  to  be  detained  prifoner  at  Middle- 
burg, until  fuch  time  as  he  have  given  fatisfaftion  to  one  Bradshaw,  an  Englifh 
merchant,  for  fuch  debts  as  are  owing  him  by  the  faid  Jew,  I  have  fpoken  to  the  de- 
puties of  the  province  of  Zealand  here  relident,  and  written  exprefsly  to  the  magi- 
flrates  of  the  town  of  Middleburg,  fignifying  your  lordfhips  recommendation  of  the 
caufe  J  to  which  I  do  not  doubt  but  they  will  bear  a  due  refpeft. 

I  have  been  moved  in  exchange  by  the  flates  of  the  fame  province,  and  by  exprefs 
letters  from  that  town,  concerning  the  refidence  of  our  merchant- adventurers,  which 
hath  been  often  attempted,  and  is  now  again  in  fpeech,  to  be  removed  from  Middle- 
burg. 

Their  deputy  of  the  company  hath  been  lately  here  in  Holland,  and  vifited  the 
chief  towns  of  the  province,  where  he  treated  with  the  feveral  magiftratesj  by  whom 
in  fome  places  he  hath  been  invited,  and  in  others  refufed. 

The  reafon  of  this  difference  of  defire  amongfl  thefe  towns  is  partly  an  unwilling- 
nefs  to  draw  envy  upon  themfelves,  and  partly  a  confideration  of  profit,  they  thinking 
to  benefit  themfelves  more  by  the  interlopers  (whom  the  company  by  their  refidence 
-  here  would  fupprefs)  than  they  fhould  by  the  merchants  themfelves.  By  which  it 
appears,  that  thefe  towns  having  all  of  them  their  private  intereflrs  and  jealoufies  apart, 
and  fome  of  them  purpofing  to  retain  their  commerce  with  the  interlopers,  that,  whicii 
is  the  chief  end  of  our  merchants  remove,  will  fail  in  the  efFeft:  for  it  is  not  to  be 
imagined,  that  any  one  town  of  Holland,  wherefoever  they  fhall  fettle,  will  be  had 
more  in  confideration,  efpecially  one  of  them  afTifling  the  other  to  procure  our  mer- 
chants contentment  with  this  ftate,  either  in  this  point,  or  any  other,  than  the  whole 
province  of  Zealand. 

What  farther  rcafons  are  to  be  alledged  in  favour  of  Zealand,  your  lordfnips  may 
pleafe  to  fee  in  the  letters  of  the  town  of  Middleburg,  which  I  fend  herewith;  -to 
which  I  will  pi-elume  to  add  thus  much  in  behalf  of  that  province,  as  that  I  have  ob- 
ferved  to  this  purpofe  in  the  fpace  of  two  years,  fince  I  came  to  this  employment,  that 
what  they  want  of  Holland  in  power,  they  fupply  in  good-v/ill,  in  all  things,  which 
belong  to  his  majefty's  fervice.  There  is  fo  much  difference  for  fecurity  of  paffage, 
that  the  Eafl-Indian  fhips,  to  avoid  the  danger  of  failing  into  Holland  (which  proceeds 
of  a  very  coftly  experience,  by  reafon  of  wreck  they  have  fuffered  at  the  entrance  of 
thefe  ports)  unlade  in  Zealand,,  and  tranfport  their  goods  in  flat-bottom  hoys,  by 

H  h  means 
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means  of  "the  rivers  within  land,  into  Holland.  They  of  Zealand  are  free  from  thefe 
difhradtions  and  faiflions  about  religion,  with  which  this  province  is  fo  much  troubled; 
and  for  wholefomenefs  of  the  air  (which  is  much  infifted  upon  by  our  merchants,  as 
an  argument  for  their  remove)  the  plague  hath  been,  here,  and  is  Hill  very  rife  in 
many  of  thefe  towns,  from?  wixich  that  province  hath  been-free.. 

Thefe  circuinftances  of  my  private  obfervation  (his  majefty's.  fervice,  fecurity  of 
goods,  health  of  mind  and  body)  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  remember  to  your  lordfhips 
in  this  deliberation :  but  if  the  refpeft  of  k/z7^  (which  is  chiefly  conliderable  in  matter, 
of  merchandife)  muQ:  fway  this  bufmefs,  I  then  humbly  refer  it  to  your  lordfhips 
wlfdoms,  whether  it  be  not  fitteft  for  the  company  to  continue  their  chief  ftaple  H:ill 
at  Middleburgj  and  to  efl;abli£h  a  factory  in  -fome  good  town  here -in-  Holland,  by 
which  means  ourlhipsof  burden  arriving  in  Zealand,  and  our  cloths  being  after 
tranfported  from^  thence  by  example  of  the  Eaft-Indian  merchandife,  in  fmall  bot- - 
toms  into  this  province,  the  hazard  at  fea  will  be  avoided;  the  provinces  of  Zea- ^ 
land  will  have  lefsfubjeft  of  complaint  than  if  it  were  wholly  abandoned,  and  be  ftill ; 
retained  in  devotion  to  his  majefty.     The  trial  may  be  thereby  made  of  reftraining 
of  interlopers  J  .the  merchants  having  means  by  their  ;  faftory.  to  vent  their  cloths  in  ^ 
thefe  parts,  and  by  their  ftaple  at  Middleburg  continuing  to  ferve  Flanders  and  Bra- 
bant; and  they  may  be  thereby  fecured  not  to  .open  a  ntvr  gap  to  interlopers  in  Zea- 
land, who  undoubtedly  will,  be  admitted  there  as  foon  as  the  company  removes  from  >, 
thence. 

If  this  courfe  be  embraced,  the.  two  towns,  of •  Holland,  befb  affefted  in  religion^  , 
and  freeft  from  contagion  at  this  time, , are  Dort  and  Delft;  to. both  which  places 
the  company  is  earneftly  invited,  and  both,  of  them  have  much  power  with  the  other; 
towns  of  Holland;  and  Delft  hath  fome  advantages,  to  be.lefs  engaged  in  thefe  par- 
tialities than  Dort,  to  be  more  in,the  heart, of  Holland;  and  yet  to  have  a  commo-^ 
clious  entrance  out  of  the  Maefe  at  Delft's  haven ;  to  be  a  land-town,  and  therefore 
more  healthful;  and  finally  to  be  near  to  this  .place,  which  is  the  feat  ofjuftice,  to 
Vvthich  the  merchants  may  in.  all  their  occafions  .with  lefs.Jofs  and.  commodity  have 
their  recourfe. 

All  this  I  fubmit  to  your  lordfhips,  better  .judgrnentSj^  and  fo  moft  humbly  taksr: 
leave,  &c. 

Jan.  20.  Fropofitionto  the  ftates  general,  .upon  prefenting  the, king's  letter.  . 

Thanks  them  in  the  king's  name- for  the  placart  againft  1'he  Balance.. 

Defires  them,  that  the  placart  may  bepublifhed  where  ii  had  not  been,  particularly 
in  Holland, .  where  the  libel  was  firft  fold. 

Juftifies  the  king's  conduft  from- the  imputations  caft  upon  it  in  The  Balance,  as 
if  it  had  been  contrary  to  the.advicesj  :which  he  had  given  them  with  relation  to  their 
religious- differences. 

That, 
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That  the  king,  when  there  is  a  queftion  of  doftrine,  refers  it  to  the  doflors,  efteem- 
incT  himfelf  in  fuch  a  cafe  as  memh'um,  non  caput  ecdefia:  but  in  thole  de  rebus,  qu£  ex- 
terior is  politic  Jimti  he  exercifes  his  fovereign. authority. 

That  when  the  devil  raifes /a///^J  6?  inutiles  quajiiones,  which  are  ufually  the  begin- 
nings of  fchifins,  the  king  by  his  royal  authority  obftat  iniitis,  though  not  without 
the°advice  of  learned  and  wife  men.  But  when  the  evil  makes  a  progrefs,  and  feizes 
a  great  part  of  the  ftate  (from  which  his  majefty's  kingdoms  through  divine  provi- 
dence are  free)  in  fuch  a  cafe  his  majefty  thinks,  that  recourfe  ought  to  be  had  to 
fynodical  congregations;  which  ought  to  be  proportioned  to  the  quality  of  the  evil; 
claffical,  when  it  only  begins  to  fpring  up;  provincial,  when  it  makes  a  greater  pro- 
grefs ;  and  national,  when  it  has  paffed  from  province  to  province,  and  infefted  the 
whole  body  of  the  ftate;  for  which  reafon  his  majefty  by  his  letters  had  advifed  them 
to  a  national  iynod. 

Jan.  20.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton,  from  Charing-Crofs :  received 
3  of  February,  Jlilo  novo,  by  fir  William  Balfour. 

My  lord  embafiador. 

The  caufe  of  writing  now  is  only  to  give  a  packet  to  this  gentleman,  who  goeth 
over,  as  he  faith,  to  compound  for  a  company.  I  would  elfe  be  fparing  of  hi*  ma- 
jefty's purfe,  as  we  have  need  to  do;  and  I  pray  your  lordfliip  hereafter,  when  you 
lend  any  exprefs,  give  me  fome  touch  of  it ;  for  elfe  I  will  make  them  no  exprefs 
allowance. 

That,  which  your  lordfhip  wrote  of,  the  motion  made  by  the  refident  of  Venice 
there  for  fhipping,  is  propofed  here,  and  granted,  with  toleration  to  ufe  them  onlyfor 
defence,  and  not  to  offend  any  Chriftian  ftate;  and  v/hen  it  was  granted,  his  majefty 
commanded  me  to  go  and  tell  the  Spanifli  embaffador  fo ;  and  that  the  requeft  was  fo 
reafonabJe,  as  his  majefty  could  not  refufe  it.  His  anfwer  was,  he  hoped  for  the  like 
favour,  and  would  demand  it  in  the  name  of  the  king  his  mafter.  But  I  replied,  the 
cafe  was  different,  for  he  could  not  defire  fliips  but  for  offence,  and  they  did  it  only 
for  defence.  He  faid,  his  mafter  would  be  content  with  the  like  condition ;  but  his 
•motion  he  hath  not  yet  made. 

Sir  Noel  Caron  hath  delivered  letters  from  his  fuperiors,  to  complain  of  thefpoils 
of  pirates,,  and  to  require  hi:s  majefty's  conjundlion  for  the  fupreffing  of  them.  It  is 
well  heard,  and  we  ftay  only  for  anfwer  from  Spain,  where  fir  John  Digby  had  in- 
ftruftions  to  movt  a  like  concurrency.  If  they  agree  to  it  there,  foon  will  there  be 
fome  courfe  taken. 

.  Our  court  hath  no  other  matter,  but  that  my  lord  Wotton  is  upon  the  point  of 
.giving  over  his  ftaff  to  fir  Henry  Cary.  So  I  commend  your  lordfhip  to  God,  &c. 

.     Jan.  21.  Secretaiy  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton,  from  Charing- Crofs:  received 
the^6th  by  lieutenant  Killigrew's  man.

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My  lord  embaflfador. 

This  gentleman,  mr.  Killigrew,  fhould  have  brought  my  other  letters;  but  fir 
William  Balfour  coming  in  the  way,  I  gave  them  to  him,  forgetting  I  had  pro- 
mifed  mr.  Killigrew.  He  goeth  in  hope  of  a  company;  I  pray  yourlordfhip  to  do 
him  all  the  favour  you  irray. 

We  can  hear  no  certainty  of  the  peace  of  Italy,  but  ftill  in  Spain  they  alTure  it;  and 
perhaps,  when  they  hear  the  help  they  are  like  to  have  from  hence  and  from  you, 
they  will  frame  the  better  to  quietnefs* 

There  is  a  canvaffing  in  France,  but  coldly,  about  the  duke  of  Bavaria  to  be  king 
of  .he  Romans-;  but  they  fhew  tbemfelves  wonderfully  loth  to  engage  the  kino-  inta^ 
the  war-of  Italy,  and  therefore  do  advife  the  duke  of  Savoy  to  bear  with  all  thino-Sj , 
and  to  perform  whatfoever  is  required;   alluring,  that  if  when  he  hath  done^  Vercellj 
be  not  rendered,  the  king  fliall  come  in  peribn  into  Italy.     The  duke  is  loth  to  truft , 
that  hope,  and  lb. the- matter  totteret-h  in  and  out. . 

We  are  here  all  bufy  about  good  hufbandry,  efpecially  in  the  houfhold.  The - 
queen's  majefly  hath  been  very  fick;  but  GoD  be  thanked^  is  amended.  So  I'leave,- 
farther  to  trouble, your  lordlhip,  &c..

R'.  Hon''""'  my  moft  fingular  good  lord, 

•    Your,lordfhip's  letter  of' the  30th  of  December  (which  I  received  by  the  convey-  - 
ance  of  fir  John  Throckmorton  the  3d  of  this  prefent),  gave  me  good  fubjeft  to  en- 
tertain count  Maurice  at  his  return  from  Nimeguen  (where  he  had  been  in  perfcn  . 
to  redtify  fome  diforder  in. the  ele61ion  of  the  magiftrates)  with  a  moft  agreeable  wel-  • 
come.     For  howfoever  he  never  doubted  (as  he  freely  profeffcd)  of  his  majefty's  con^ 
ftant  refolution  in  perfevering  to  yield  his  princely  fupport  and  countenance  to  lb  good 
a  caufe,  wherein  he  hath  long  fince  declared  himfelf  by  manifeft  demonftrations  of 
his  well-wifhing  both  to  this  church  and  ftate  (which  run  a  fortune  the^one  with 
the  other) ;  yet  what  is  much  defired,  cannot  be  too  much  nor  too  often  confirmed. 
And  I  found  him  to  be  much  comforted  and  encouraged  with  what  I  related  to  him 
to  this  effedH:;   and  according  to  occafions  fnall  underftand  (as  of  himfelf  he  ofi^ered) 
how  matters  do  pals ;  and.  wherein  his  majefty  may,  ,with  his  honour,  ,and  with  the 
,       good  of  thefe  affairs,  fhew  himfelf. 

For  the  prefent  he  could  advife  nothing  to  better  purpofe  than  that,  for  which'  I 
then  had  exprefs  commifTion  from  his  majefly ;  which  was  upon  occafion  of  a  libellous 
pamphlet  here  lately  publilhed  againft  a  fpeechof  mine  (wherein  his  majefty's  fpeeches, 
writings,  and  aftions,  not  only  in  thefe  differences  about  religion,  but  likewife  in  that 
which  belongs  to  church  government  within  his  own  dominions,  are  much  traduced)  1 
to  deliver  to  the  Hates  general  a  relation  of  as  much  of  his  majefty's  proceedings  in  that.

behalf, 
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behalf,  as  the  matter  v/ould  bear,  for  direflion  of  theirs  here:  whereby  on  the  one 
fide  to  j-uftify  his  majefty's  honour,  and  on  the  other  fide  to  difabufe  fuch  here,  as  by 
wrefting  of  examples  in  government  do  fufFer  thefe  novelties  in  religion  to  be  au- 
thorifed.  This  I  performed  within  a  day  or  two  following,  according  to  a  copy  I 
fend  your  lordfliip  herewith.  And  it  appeareth  by  certain  extraordinary  diligences, 
which  were  ufed  by  the  Arminian  faftion  to  fupprefs  what  I  had  laid  (both  whilft  I  was 
prefent  in  their  affembly  and  after  my  departure)  how  willing  they  are  to  lead  thefe 
p,oor  people  ftill  in  darknefs.  The  circumftances  of  which  proceedings  are  too  prolix 
(and  nolefs  ridiculous),  unkfs  I  were  well  aflfured  of  your  lordlhip's  leifure  and  pa- 
tience. So  it  was,  that  in  all  the  public  bufinelTes  I  have  run  through  or  obferved  in 
my  life,  I  never  faw  any  thing  more  grofs  or  palpable.  And  though  for  the  prefenir 
their  endeavours  took  place, to  have  my  fpeech  fupprefTed,  the  next  day  of  their  meet- 
ing the  matter  was  refumed,  and  the  well-affefted  prevailed  to  have  a  copy  fent  to  every 
province;  which  was  accordingly  done  by  the  deputies  of  Guelderland,  Zealand,  . 
FrieQand,  and  Groningen,  but  forborn  by  Holland,  Utrecht,  and  Overyfiel;  which 
feems  ftrange  to  thofe  of  the  orthodox;  party  in  Holland,  that  being  at  that  time  pre- 
fdnt  (as  they  fuill  are)"  in  tlie  affembly  (jf  the  ftates  of  the  province,  they  might  not  be 
made  acquainted  with  what  was  done  in  an  upper  room,  efpecially  in  an  argument;  . 
which  is  the  chief,  if  not  the  only  fubjeft  of  the  prefent  convocation  of  the  ftates.  Being 
required  by  fome  of  them,  which  are  v/ell  affefted,  I  have  given  them  a  copy  of  my 
fpeech,  conceiving  it  as  neceffary  for  his  majefty's  fervice,  as  for  thefe  affairs,  not  to 
fuffer  fuch-  fables,  as  are  uttered  here  in  harangues  at  their  meetings,  and  publifhed  in  ^ 
print  with  fo  much  confidence,  to  pafs  on  uncontrolled.. 

The  prefent  occurrences  I  advertife  his  majefty  through  the  hand  of  mr.  fecretary  ■ 
Lake,  whereby  to  give  your  lo-rdfhip  no  more  trouble  than  in  anfwer  to  your  letter.' 
And  I  may  not  omit  to  let  your  lordlhip  know  the  obligation  his  excellency  doth  ac-  - 
knowledge  to  your  lordfh'ip,  for  the  good  office  you  have  been  pleafed  to  do  with  his 
majefty  upon  this  occafion.  And  if  I  might  mix  my  own  particular  with  thefe  public 
afi-'airs,  I  will  here  likewife  render  your  lordfliip  my  humble  thanks  for  your  favourable 
embracing  the  care  of  my  poor  fortune  j  of  which  1  underftand  from  many  hands, 
befide  the  noble  affurance  it  pleafed  yourlordftiip  to  give  meby  yourown^  whereby  j 
am  obliged  ever  to  remain,  &c, 

P.  S.  I  have  been,  at  the  clofing  hereof,  vifited  by  his  excellency,  to  fhew  me  by  what 
right  he  hath  made  change  of  the  magiftrates  of  Nimeguen,  which  your  lordfhip  ■ 
will  obferve  by  the  tranflate  I  lend  herewith.     In  regard  the  deputies  of  Guelder- 
land, now  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  are  corrupted  with  Arminianifm,.  ^ 
he  thinks  fit  to  defer  the  difpatch  of  fuch  letters,  as  fhould  be  figned  and  fent  out 
by  appointment  as  to-morrow,  as   touching  the  national  fynod,  until  in  the  next  - 
affembly. of  the  ftates  of  Guelderland  (which  will  be  in  the  beginning  of  March.  . 
next)  new  deputies  for  that  province  be  chofen:  which  will  not  (as  thefe  do)  dif- 
tra6t  the  public  fervice  by  their  private  difaffections.     This  gaining  of  time  will 
proceed  from  his  motion  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general,  under  pretence  to  give 
time  to  the  province  of  Holland  to  confult  and  accommodate  t^i^mfclves  to  the  relq- 
lution  of  the  reft, .

T  cannot  fail  to  congratulate  v/ith  your  lordfhip  the  augmentation  of  honour,  which 
his  majefty  hath  newly  conferred  on  your  lordlhip,  which  I  wifh  may  be  accompanied 
with  a  continued  fequel  of  all  happinefs  and  contentment. 

In  the  fuityour  lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  prefent  to  his  majefl-y  in  my  behalf,  I  humbly 

■  fubmit  myfelf  to  his  majefty 's  pleafure.    And  howlbever  it  doth  fucceed,  I  will  neither

R'.  Hon'"''-''  my  moil:  fingular  good  lord, 

I  could  not,  wifh  my  excufe  of  long  filence  for  want  of  fit  and  worthy  fubjeffc  to  • 
be  taken  away  by  a  better,  than  that,  which  is  now  prefented,  which  is  a  congratu-  • 
lation  of  that  higher  dignity,  to  which  his  majefty  hath  newly  advanced  your  lordfliip : 
and  this  I  give  with  my  wonted  affeftion  and  devotion  to  your  fervice;  but  with  much 
increaie  of  obligation  for  that  which  I  underftand  by  a  friend  of  mine  near  your  lord- - 
ihip,  of  your  favour  and  well-wifhing  towards  me,  v/hen  there  was  queftion  lately  of 
a  preferment  near  his  majefty,  wherein  I  do  affure  your  lordlhip  the  exclufion  doth  not  • 
fo  much  trouble  me,  as  I  am  comforted  and  encouraged  in  being  thought  by  your- 
lordlhip  foggeto  fapabile. 

The-condition  of  my  employment  here  (having  had  chiefly  to  do  fince  my  coming  t 
into  thefe  parts  in  matters  of  religion)  may  allow  me  to  borrow  this  phrafe :  but  our  •■ 
difputes  about  predeftination  are  now  "turned  into  eleftion ;  that  is,  eleftion  of  ma- 
gilxrates,  each  party  ftriving  (and  not  without  violence  and  diforder,  though  hitherto  ^ 
ftpe Janguine  fe'  vulmribiis)  for  thofe  of  each  opinion. 

Some  overtures  of  accommodation  have  been  propofed,  as  to  have  churches  allowed  i 
in  all  places  for  either  party;  and  where  there  is   but  one,  that  they  fhould  preach 
alternatively  ;  which  is  refufed  by  the  Arminians  (who  havethe  poffeffion  of  the  pulpit  : 
in  the. court)  upon  a  rule  of  proportion  not  to  have  two  churches  in  one  chapel. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  (who  are  now  affembled  in  this  tov/n  chiefly  upon  this  occa- 
fion) are  as  far  from  agreement  as  our  churchmen;  fome  of  them  (and  thofe  of  the 
bell  towns,  though  of  the  worfe  party)  like  curft  cows,  refufing  to  let  down  their  milk,  . 
and  cannot  hitherto  by  any  perfuafion  be  induced  to  yield  to  their  worjted  contributions, 
unlefs. they  may  ha.ve  their  wills.- in  thefe  jiew -opinions.. 

This- 
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•  This  brings  upon  us  a  flood  of  confufion,  our  finances  being  hereby  difordered ; 
whicli  cannot  well  Hand  with  a  continual  courfe  of  expence:  to  which  is  added  a  new 
charge  of  extraordinary  levies  in  particular  tov/ns,  which  ferve  in  the  nature  of  fatel- 
lites  for  the  guard  of  the  magiflrates;  and  in  Leyden  (where  all  thefe  diforders,  both 
in  church  and  ftate,  had  their  beginning)  they  have  prefented  a  new  oath  of  allegiance 
to  the  inhabitants ;  which,  if  it  fliould  pafs  into  example  in  other  towns,  would  make 
as  many  fovereignties  as  there  are  corporations. 

For  remedy  of  all  thefe  inconveniences,  they  treat  of  fynods,  which  the  orthodox 
require  to  be  national,  the  Arminians  provincial;  betwixt  both  which  a  temferamentQ 
is  propofed,  of  beginning  with  a  provincial  fynod  :  to  which  both  parties  give  ear,  the 
one  underftanding  the  fame  only  as  a  preparative  to  the  national ;  the  other  as  a  perfect 
cure  without  pafling  any  farther.  But  when  they  come  to  the  nomination  of  the  de- 
,puties  (which  the  ojie  party  would  have  chofen  by  the  clafTes,  the  other  to  be  pricked 
out  of  a  double  number  by  the  magiftrates),  I  believe  they  will  harere  in  limine,  and  find 
as  much  difficulty  in  the  provincial  fynod,  as  they  forge  in  the  national,  to  which  the 
Arminian  party  will  by  no  means  condefcend,  for  fear  of  a  fentence  of  condemnation. 

His  majefty's  counfels,  both  by  letter  and  melTage,  have  always  tended  to  this 
courfe  of  national  fynod,  which  is  fo  harfh  a  found  to  many  of  thefe  men  here  (and 
thofe  none  of  the  meaneft),  that  for  the  part  I  have  had  in  this  bufinefs,  I  may  fay  to 
them  with  the  apoftle,  inimicus  faclusjumvobis  vera  dicens.  Your  lordlhip  will  then 
imagine  what  fmall  contentment,  to  a  man  not  of  a  wrangling  fpirit,  there  is  in  this 
employment;  and  in  this  confideration,  as  opportunity  fhall  happen,  maybepleaf- 
ed  to  quicken  your  favourable  difpofition  in  drav/ing  me  to  fome  nearer  place  of  fer- 
vjce  about  his  maj,efi:y  :  fit  modus  lajfo  maris  ^  viarum  militi^que.,  in  which  wandering 
courfes  I  have  nowfpent  the  moft,  and  I  am  fure  the  beft  part  of  my  life.  But  in

Since  my  laft  difpatch  by  Murray  the  poft  with  letters  of  the  20th  and  2ifb  of 
January,  1  have  received  two  from  your  honour  of  the  felf-fame  dates  j  the  fii-ft  by 
fir  William  Balfour,  and  the  fecond  by  a  fervant  of  lieutenant  Killigrew,  who 
fickened  by  the  way  in  Zealand,  and  there  ftill  remains.  This  goeth  by  the  ordinary 
under  cover  to  Quefler,  which  courfe  I  will  continue,  unlefs  it  be  upon  extraordinary 
occafions ;  and  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  obferve  the  difference  between  an  exprefs 
meffenger  and  others  by  figning  the  cover  of  my  packets,  which  I  lliall  do  by  thofe 
I  difpatch  exprelsly,  and  forbear  by  others. 

The  chief  fubjed  hereof  is  to  advertife  his  majefly  (which  your  honour  will  pleafe 
to  do)  that  yefterday  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  it  was  finally  refolved  to 
fend  into  England  to  fir  Noel  Caron  the  two  captains  of  the  fhips  of  Rotterdam  and 
Enchuyfen  (who  committed  the  violence  upon  John  Browne  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland) 
to  be  prefented  by  him  to  his  majefly,  and  to  fubmit  themfelves  to  his  mercy :  for 
which  purpofe,  Alberson  (who  is  the  greater  offender)  is  lent  for  from  Enchuyfen  : 
and  when  he  comes  (which  will  be  within  thele  fix  days)  he  fhall  have  order  to  ufe 
all  expedition  with  his  companion  Cliff  into  England^  being  to  take  their  journey 
(by  exprefs  commandment  from  the  ftates)  through  Flanders  over  land,  in  cafe  they 
meet  with  contrary  winds.  And  in  the  mean  time,  whilft  we  expeft  their  coming, 
letters  are  preparing  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  to  his  majefty,  not  only  to  move  him  to 
compalTion  towards  them,  but  likewife  to  recommend  the  freedomj  which  they  claim 
of  fifliing  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland  without  moleftation.

For  the  firft  of  thefe  points  in  the  treaty  of  this  bufinefs  (which  hatli  been  fubjeift 
to  many  difficulties)  I  have  undertaken  as  much  as  I  might  confidently  do,  both  in 
confideration  of  his  majefty's  accuftomed  clemency,  as  likewife  in  remembrance  of 
what  I  have  received  in  divers  letters  from  mr.  fecretary  Winwood  to  this  effect, 
without  engaging  myfelf,  notwithftanding,  by  my  word  or  promife,  which  might 
prejudice  his  majefty  in  his  liberty  to  difpofe  of  them  as  he  pleafe  j  though  I  was  of- 
ten prefTed  to  give  fome  warrantife  for  their  fafety. 

In  the  other  concerning  their  freedom  of  fifhing  (which  came  many  times  in  dif- 
courfe  upon  this  occafion)  I  told  them  I  had  no  commifTion  to  treat  that  bufinefs  :

fame.     Then  doth  the  biftiops  and  others  of  the  clergy  in  their  facred  houfes  of  con-, 
vocation  difpute  and  determine  thofe  points,  which  are  in  queftion,  out  of  the  fcrip-- 
tures,  councils,  and  fathers;  which  they  do  apart,  none  other  fitting  with  them  but,- 
themfelves.     Wherein  when  they  have  refolved,  they  humbly  prefent  their  canonsj 
articles,  or  other  determinations  to  the  king's  majefty,  which  if  upon  mature  deliber- 
ation he  fliall  think  fit  to  approve,  then  are  they  ratified  under  his  great  feal,  and  fo  • 
they  are  of  force  and  authority.

The  afiembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  being  broken  up  for  a  few  days,  and  all  the 
deputies  departed  to  their  feveral  homes  to  acquaint  their  principals  \vith  what  they 
have  projedted  touching  the  fynod,  L  thought  it  my  duty  to  fend  his  majefty  a  copy 
thereof,  which  goeth  herewith,  .this  being  the  refult  of  all  their, deliberations  touch- 
ing 
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ing  this  matter  fince  their  laft  meeting,  and  that,  which  is  likely  to  be  profecuted^ 
three  other  overtures  being  laid  afide  (this  one  framed  by  the  remonftrants,  the  other 
by  the  contra-remonftrants,  the  third  by  monf.  Barnevelt,  as  a  moderator  betv/ixt 
both),  with  which  I  hold  it  needlefs  to  trouble  your  honour. 

In  expectation  this  courfe  will  take  place,  thofe  towns,  which  have  hithert?o  held 
up  their  contributions,  have  given  way  to  the  accuftomed  proceedings,  which  muft 
neceffarily  precede  the  coUeftion  of  them ;  yet  do  retain  their  full  confents,  until 
they  be  well  afTured  no  new  difficulties  will  be  railed. 

The  other  provinces,  being  all  about  this  time  to  hold  the  afTemblies  of  their  flates, 
forbear  to  proceed  with  the  national  fynod,  until  upon  knowledge  what  is  done  here 
in  Holland  they  may  accordingly  govern  themfelves.  But  whether  their  projeiSt  of  a 
national,  or  this  of  a  provincial  fynod,  will  take  place,  is  yet  full  of  uncertainty. 
Mean  time  each  party  doth  advantage  itkli  de  faifo  as  much  a>s  it  mayj  the  remon- 
ftrants having  rellored  Venator  to  A.lcmaer,  who  was  banifhed  from  thence  for  a 
book  he  lately  publifhedof  a  new  fangled  divinity,  which  he  ^lieA  .'Theologia  vera  ^ 
tmra;  and  fufpended  one  la  Motte,  a  preacher  in  this  town,  for  leaning  in  his  {qv- 
mons  towards  the  contra-remonftrants :  and  they,  on  the  other  fidej  having  fet  up 
RosEus  into  the  pulpit  here  in  the  cloifter-church,  whofe  filencing  about  two  years 
fince  was  the  firft  caufe  of  this  feparation. 

The  book,  of  which  I  have  fo  much  complained  as  fcandalous  to  his  majefty,  and 
feditious  in  refpe6t  of  this  ftate,  is  tranflated  into  French,  with  addition  of  a  fatirical 
preface  and  a  fcornful  prefixion  of  the  motto  of  the  garter;  wliich  hath  forced  me  once 
more  to  fpeak  to  the  ftates  general  in  this  fubjeft,  according  to  the  copy,  which  I  fend 
herewith ;  wherein^your  honour  will  obferve  the  ufe  I  made  of  the  writing  I  had  lately 
from  your  honour  touching  his  majefty's  proceedings  in  ecclefiaftical  caufes,  with  ad- 
dition of  fomewhat  more,  which  i  thought  neceffary  to  be  fpoken  concerning  the 
conference  of  Hampton-court,  which  tire  Arminians  do  here  abufively  alledge  in  all 
their  writings  for  the  advantage  of  their  party;  whereas,  it  being  rightly  underftoodj 
it  makes  rather  asiainft  them  than  for  them. 

This,  which  I  have  done  ex  officio,  will  have  the  more  force,  if  it  will  pleafe  his 
majefty  to  take  knowledge  hereof  to  fir  Noel  Cae.on,  and  to  Ihew  the  fenfe  he  hath 
both  of  the  publifhing  this  book  anew,  andlikewife  of  the  fuppreffing  the  ftates  pla- 
cart  concerning  the  fame  in  Holland,  Utrecht,  and  Overyffel,  which  hath  given  encou- 
ragement to  proceed  in  this  manner,  this  tranflation  'being  credibly  believed  to  be 
done  by  Utenbogard  here  of  the  Hague,  and  one  Charles  Nivell,  a  French 
preacher  at  Utrecht,  and  printed  in  that  town. 

Upon  my  complaint  hereof  to  monf.  Barnevelt,  he  acquainted  the  ftates  of  Hol- 
land therewith,  and  they  caufed  certain  copies  to  be  fent  for  from  the  ftationers  (where 
they  were  publicly  fold  for  the  fpace  of  three  days  without  controlment)  and  burnt 
them  in  the  chamber  of  their  aflembly;  which,  if  it  had  been  done  in  the  market-  ■ 
place,  had  been  fom.e  fatisfadion :  but  of  an  execution  a  huis  clos  the  v/orld  cannoc 
-:take 'knowledge.

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I  have  been  much  prefied  to  fufFer  my  former  propofition  of  the  aoth  of  the  laft, 
and  this  now  upon  the  fame  fubjedl,  to  be  printed  for  the  fatisfa6lion  of  the  world  in 
fuch  points  of  his  majefty's  proceedings  in  church  caufes,  wherein  tKeir  people  here 
are  much  abufed  and  mifled  by  this  and  fuch  like  pamphlets;  and  have  been  as  ear- 
nellly  dealt  with  to  complain  of****  for  his  letters  of  credence,  and  embaffador  into 
England  without  acquainting  the  ftates  with  his  proceeding;  for  which  he  were  like 
'  to  have  a  good  reprehenfion ;  and  it  might  lie  as  a  block  in  his  way  for  the  which 
he  doth  pretend  after.  But  I  have  hitherto  hindered  the  one,  and  forborne  the  other,, 
as  unwilling  irrit-are  erahrones.

Here  hath  been  this  laft  week  a  pleafant  embaffador  from  the  archduke's  fide,  one- 
AuGusTiNo  Heyding,  an  appointe  in  thofe  troops,  who  ?;^(7//^  ^rojm  without  cora- 
miffion  came  hither  and  prefented  a  remonftrance  to  the  ftates  general  thus  direfted, 
A  mejfieurs  les  ejiats  d' Holland-  i^  Zealand  fc?  autres  provinces  de  leur  union ;  the  con- 
tents whereof  were,  that  fince  the  truce  was  granted  thefe  provinces  by  the  king  of 
Spain  to  this  end  only,  that  they  might  have  leifure  and  commodity  to  bethink  them- 
felves,  they  fliould  do  well  to  confider  in  time  their  prefent  eftate,  a,  fin  d'eviter  le  dajiger 
des  confufions,  qui  ■pourroyent  naifire  en  un  gouvernement  mal  ajfeure ;  and  therefore  that 
without  more  delay  they  ftiould  fubmit  themfelves  a  leur  naturel  £5?  legitime  Jeigneur . 
Thefe  words  of  weight  mixt  with   many  light   and  extravagant  conceits  contained 
both  in  his  writing  and  difcourfe  did  fomewhat  diftraft  thofe  of  the  council  of  ftate 
with  the  fifcal,  who  by  order  of  the  ftates  general  had  him  in  examination  -,  the  more 
becaufe  he  confeffed  to  have  acquainted  the  archduke  with  his  purpofe:  but  in  con- 
clufion  they  found  him  guilty  rather  of  folly  than  malice;  and  having  during  hb 
abode  here  lodged  and  defrayed  him  anfwerable  to  an  embaffador  of  this  quality,  the 
coaimon  prifon,  he  was.  conduced  out  of  the  town  betwixt  two  ferjeants,  and  in 
place  of  a  regolo,  which  he  promifed  himfelf,  a  bando  was  publiflied  againft  him,  not 
to  return  within  the  confines  of  this  ftate  upon  pain  of  life. 

Since  the  coming  of  the  Palatine  of  Newburg  to  DufTeldorp  we  have  had  many 
complaints  of  his  violent  proceeding  in  pofTefling  himfelf  of  certain  neutral  places  in- 
Cleves  and  Juliets ;  of  which  they  would  be  here  more  fenfible,  if  they  were  not 
otherwife  diftraded  with  their  domeflic  difputes,  thefe  fmall  accidents  being  thought 
forerunners  of  fome  greater  matter  intended,  we  having  news  daily  of  couriers  to.  and 
fro  betwixt  DufTeldorp,  BrulTels,  and  Spain. 

Your  honour  will  have  feen,  before  thefe  can  come  to  your  hands,  Dr.  Carisius 
difpatched  from  the  Icing  of  Denmark  to  his  majefty,  who  in  his  palTage  through 
this  place,  where  he  made  no  ftay,  left  three  letters  from  the  king  his  mafter  to  the 
ftates;  one  concerning  their  differences  in  the  Sound;  another  touching  freedom  of 
trade  in  the  Eaft-Indies;  a  third  about  the  bifhopric  of  Bremen,  to  which  that  king 
doth  pretend  for  his  younger  fon :  all  which  the  ftates  lay  by  them  till  the  return  of 
the  bearer;  and  mean  time  they  are  in  deliberation  of  preparing  a  folemn  embaf- 
fage  into  Denmark,  to  breed  better  correfpondency  with  that  king  than  hath  been 
of  late  years. 

By  the  embaffador  of  Sweden  here  refident,  I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  king 
his  matter  to  his  majefty,  which  I  fend  your  honour  herewith.,  The 
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The  French  enibafTador  hath  made  known  to  the  ftates  a  refolution  taken  by  the 
king  his  mafter,  to  continue  the  entertainment  of  the  troops,  which  are  in  their  fervice 
©f  that  nation,  and  to  begin  with  the  diicharge  of  the  remainder  of  the  year  16 15, 
which  amounts  to  27,000!.  ftcrling,  of  which  their  embaflador  Langerack.  hath 
affignation  for  9000.  The  reft  he  expefts  will  follow  within  fev/  days;  and  though 
this  be  no  confiderable  fum  in  account  of  the  great  arrearages;;  yet  it  is  important,  in 
regard  it  flops  the  current  of  thole,  who  upon  this  occafion  did  aim  at  the  difcharging 
of  ftrangers,  which,  if  it  had  begun  with  the  French,  would  not  have  ftaid  there. 

The  Venetian  refident  hath  been  this  laft  week  at  Amfterdam,  where  he  hath 
agreed  with  the  admiralties  for.  twelve  fhips  of  war  for  his  matters,  the  leaft  of  400 
tun,  at  the  rat-e  of  betwixt  500  and  600 1.  for  each  by  the  month,  they  being  to  have 
i,n  every  fnip  no  mariners,  and  to  carry  1000  foldiers,  which  go  upon  another 
account  for  their  diet.  It  will  be  the  midft  of  April  before  they  can  polTibly  be  m 
readinefs. 

Of  the  prince  orOrange'"s  death,  and  the  ftrange  manner  thereof  by  his  fervant's 
fault  in  playing  the  part  of  an  unfkilful  apothecary,  your  honour  will  have  heard 
from  the  other  fide.  On  this  fide  here  is  no  fmall  joy  at  the  news  we  have  this  laft 
night  from  Bruflels,  that  his  will,  being  opened  in  prefence  of  one  exprefsly  fent 
thither  from  count  Maurice,  was  found  to  be  perfeft,  and  thereby  his  excellency 
declared  heir  of  all  his  poiTeffions,  as  well  on  the  father's  fide  as  the  mother's;  and  he 
dying  without  heirs,  count  Henry  to  be  hfs  fucceftbr.  There  was  fome  ftratagem 
ufed  in  favour  of  the  dowager,  to  obtain  for  her  the  lands  in  Brabant  belonging  tO'  . 
the  houfe  of  Naflau,  and  60,000  crowns  in  money,  byway  of  codicil;  which  not 
being  figned  is  not  judged  of  validity,  though  here  is  fpeech  of  a  word  drawn  from 
the  prince  before  witnefs  towards  his  laft  gafp  in  approbation  thereof. 

I  have  omitted  in  my  former  letters  to  advertifeyour  honour,  that  the  fending  of  em- 
bafladors  from  the  ftates  to  Embden,  which  the  count  of  Eaft-Friefland  apprehended 
to  be  prejudicial  to  his  affairs,  is  fufpended,  to  fee  whether  the  count,  and  thofe  of  the 
nobility,  with  which  he  is  in  difference,  can  agree  amongft  themfelves.  This  courfe 
the  ftates  were  willing  to  hearken  unto  at  my  mediation,  according  as  by  three  of 
their  deputies  they  declared  unto  me;  and  herewith  the  count's  embalTadors  are 
returned  well  fatisfied. 

During  the  aftembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  I  was  vifited  from  them  by  three 
,  of  their  deputies,  the  penfioners  of  Dort,  Rotterdam,  and  Enchuyfen,  who  fignified 
unto  me  the  refolution  they  had  finally  taken  to  fend  Cliff  and  Alberson  into  Eng- 
'  land;  the  delay  of  which  they  imputed  to  the  difficulties,  which  were  made  by  the 
ftates  general :  and  now  we  expect  Alberson  daily  from  Enchuyfen,  the  letters 
being  ready  for  them  both  to  his  majefty  and  fir  Noel  Caron,  to  whom  they  are  to  be  . 
direfted.  That'to  his  majefty  is  only  in  civil  and  refpeftful  terms  in  favour  of  thefe 
men.  The  other  to  fir  Noel  Caron  gives  him  commiffion  to  ufe  fome  words  touch- 
iing  the  matter  itfelf  of  their  pretended  liberty  of  fiihing  on  the  coaft  of  Scotland- 
without  payment  of  any  rights. 
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To  the  end  his  majefty  may  be  well  informed  of  the  carriage  of  this  bufinefs,  your 
honour  may  plcafe  to  call  to  mind  a  former  advertifement  I  gave  you,  that  the  difficulty 

■  confifted  in  the  affemblyof  the  ftates  general  nella  maniere  di  ^orgere,  not  in  the  mat- 
ter itfelf,  tlie  committee  council  of  Holland  requiring  of  them  an  affurance,  that  thefe 
men  fliould  not  fuffer  any  thing  in  England.  And  though  they  might  repofe  in  his 
tnajefty's   clemency,  yet,  this  not  being  in  their  own  hands,  was  more  than  they 

.  could  undertake.     "Wherefore  they  returned  the  bufinefs  back  to  the  ftates  of  Holland, 

:which  they  would  not  have  done,  if  they  had  had  the  fame  freedom  left  to  them,  as 

■the  ftates  of  Holland  ufe  themfelves. 

In  the  bufinefs  concerning  general  Cecil  with  the  ftates  of  Utrecht,  their  deputies 
■have  fent  me  word  within  thefe  two  days,  that  they  will  not  return  their  anfwer  by 
the  ftates  general,  where  I  make  my  remonftrance  by  his  majefty's  order,  nor  by  my 
hand,  but  by  another  way  immediately  to  his  majefty. 

I  hope  his  majefty  will  receive  contentment  in  both  thefe  affairs,  and  not  let  the 
matter  fuffer  for  the  form,  though  this  is  different  from  their  v/onted  proceedings,  but 
fuitable  to  the  reft  in  this  prefent  conjunfture;  thefe  two  provinces  of  Holland  and 
Utrecht  in  their  feveral  jurifdiftions  detrafting  all  they  poffibly  may  from  the  generality, 
Jalva  iinione,  which  they  make  by  this  means  a  bare  and  naked  ceremony  without 
fubftance.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave.

I  may  not  conceal  any  thing,  which  pafleth  my  hands  in  this  public  employment^ 
and  every  thing  it  is  not  proper  for  the  pen  of  a  fecretary.  Wherefore  I  have  thought 
fit  to  acquaint  your  honour  with  two  particularities  in  this  letter  apart. 

The  firft  is  concerning  the  count  of  Eaft-Friefland,  who  by  one  of  his  deputies, 
which  were  here  lately  in  commifllon,  did  fignify  his  defire  to  have  the  world  take 
the  fame  knowledge  of  his  dependency  on  his  majefty,  as  it  doth  of  his  brother's  (who 
hath  command  under  the  archduke)  on  the  king  of  Spain;  he  having  lately  had  the 
golden  fleece  fent  unto  him :  which  hath  made  the  count,  being  the  head  of  the  houfe, 
afpire  unto  the  garter :  but  this  yfz^fubfigillo  participated  unto  me  only  by  way  of  de- 
mand, how  I  thought  the  fuit  would  be  admitted.  To  which  I  made  no  anfwer  but  in 
general  terms  of  his  majefty's  good  affedlion  to  that  prince,  fo  as  his  majefty  may  take 
as  much  or  as  little  notice  thereof  as  he  pleafeth. 

The  fecond  proceeds  from  the  king  of  Denmark  by  the  hands  of  fir  Andrew 
Sinclair,  a  Scotifh  gentleman  of  antient  fervice  and  principal  truft  about  that  king, 
who  paffing  this  way  (from  whence  he  parted  this  morning  towards  his  majefty)  de- 
livered me  a  mefiage  from  the  king  of  Denmark  with  a  letter  of  credence,  which  was 
in  regard  of  the  near  alliance  betwixt  his  majefty  and  that  king  to  draw  fome  fervice 
from  me  during  my  refidence  in  this  employment,  by  way  of  advertifement,  as  any 
thing  ftiould  import  his  fervice;  for  which  he  made  offer  of  a  liberal  yearly  penfion. 
To  which  I  anfwered,  that  I  have  in  my  inftrudlions  exprefs  charge  from  his  majefty 

I  to 
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to  do  all  fervice  I  am  able  to  thofe  princes,  with  whom  his  majefty  hathfriendfhip  and 
alliance,  particularly  to  his  majefty  of  Denmark  j  which  I  would  readily  perform:  but 
tJiat  I  was  fervant  to  fo  royal,  and  bountiful  a  prince^  that  my  need  did  no  more  require 
than  my  duty  would  fuffer  me  to  touch  the.moneyof  any  other  whofoever,  without  his 
majefty 's  exprefs  commandment., 

I  will  befeech  your  honour  to  endeavour  to  make  this  word  of  mine  good  ■,  and  (until 
occafion  be  prefented,  that  with  fo  many  others  his  majetty's  fervants  I  may  tafte  the 
fruits  of  his  extraordinary  favours)  fo  to  order  (for  it  is  your  charge)  that  in  this  place 
of  quick  expence  for  the  table,  I  may  receive panem  quotidianum,  my  provifion  of  diet 
being  held  up  in  the  Exchequer  to  my  infinite  prejudice;  a  great  part  of  that,  which 
I  lliould  eat  at  my  board  for  his  majefty's  honour,  being  eaten  out  in  intereft  with  the 
i^iierchants,  and  the  reft  failing  likewife  for  want  of  credit.  Your  honour  will  pardon  ■ 
me  for  crying  thus  loud  unto  you,  being  moved  by  that,,  which  makes  corvos  poetas^- 
So  I  humbly  take  leave.  -  _

Complaining  of  the  publication  of  a  French- tranflation  of  the  Balance  v/itha  fatirical' 
pjeface. 

Inferts  the  declaration  of  the  king's  manner  of  proceeding  in  ecclefiaftical  caufes : ; 

That  in  the  conference  at  Hampton-court  the  king  was  not  concerned  qvastare  mota, 
there  being  no  occafion  for  this  in  a  peaceable  church;  but  to  hear  the  demands  and 
reafons  of  fom.e  perfonsj.who  endeavoured  movere  guieta,.zn(l  to  difturb  the  tranquillity: 
of  the  church.     But  that  the  queftion  was  not   about  doftrine,  but  merely  external 
things,  as  the  ceremonies  long  received  and  praftifed  in  the  church.    And  at  laft  the  re- 
monftrance  of  thofe  who  wanted  to  introduce  fome  novelties  into  the  church,  having 
beenmaturely  examined  by  the:brfhopsand  other  ecclefiaftical  perfons  called  together  .' 
for  that  purpofe,  was  condemned  and  rejected  by  them,  and  their  judgment  ratified - 
and  confirmed  by  the  authority  of.  his  majefty;  who  therefore   had  not  invaded  the  ■ 
jurifdiflion  of  the   church:    and  though  predeftination  was  difcourfed   of  in    that  . 
conference,  yet  it  was  only  by  way  of  difcourfe,.  without  any  determination  up--- 
on  it. 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  complains,  that  what  the  king  had  ever  faid  or  written, con^,- 
cerning  the  puritans  was  applied  in  the  Balance  to  the  contra-remonftrants.  •

I' will  take  the  boldnefs.  to  remember  unto  you  fome  matters  of  complement,  ..con "" 
cerning  his  majefty's  fervice  in  this  ftate,  which  others  of  greater  jm.portance  may: 
caufe  to  be  omitted. 

Upon  thefirft  news  of  the^  death  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  I  did  ex  officio  comply- 
mth- count  Maurice  (who  fucceeds  him  in.  that  principality,  .a.s  in,, all.  other  his- 

eftates"^ 
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.eftates)  both  by  way  of  condoling  and  congratulating;  which  I  conceive  his  majefty 
v/ill  not  judge  arnifs  to  have  again  performed  by  his  exprefs  commandment,  as  well 
by  letter  as  mefTiige,  both  in  regard  of  the  antient  dependence  of  that  houfe  upon  his 
crowns,  and  the  particular  devotion  of  this  prince  to  his  majeity's  fervice,  as  likewife 
in  confideration  of  what  is  already  come  from  fome,  and  before  long  expected  from 
other  pnnces  and  fetes ;  the  French  king  having  fent  a  gentleman  exprefsly  one  Mar- 
e  tLLAC  to  his  excellency,  who  arrived  here  three  days  fince,  and  had  likewife  aparticular 
letter  to  monf.  Ba?.nevelt,  but  none  to  the  ftates. 

This  gentleman  had  fome  farther  matter  (as  I  am  Informed)  in  commiffion  than  ce- 
remony only;  for  being  a  confident  of  moni"  Luynes,  and  he  aiming  at  the  princi- 
pality of  Orange,  he  hath  procured  this  commiliion  of  the  French  king,  whereby  to 
found,  whether  it  may  be  had  by  purchafe,  or  any  other  condition.  But  he  v/iil  return 
withfmall  contentment  in  this  point,  his  excellency  not  admitting  fpeech  of  any  fuch 
matters,  no  more  than  did  the  prince  now  decealcd  about  five  years  fince,  when  he  was 
moved  to  the  fame  purpofe,  being  then  at  Paris,  by  the  bifhop  of  Orange  in  the  name 
of  the  pope,  who  fought  to  annex  that  principality  to  the  ftate  of  Avignom. 

We  underftand  here  (and  his  majefty  is  thereof  advertifed  out  of  France),  that  the 
nuncio  at  Paris  Bentivoglio  had  incited  that  king  to  look  after  that  place,  left  thofe  of 
the  religion  fliould  poflefs  themfelves  of  it,  and  turn  out  the  mafs  again,  v/here  it  was  re- 
eftabililred  by  the  prince  laft  deceafed.  But  this  pretence  will  ceafe,  when  the  order  his 
excellency  hath  given  (and  therewith  hath  fent  an  exprefs  meffenger  to  the  governor  of 
Orange)  in  conformity  to  the  teftament  of  the  late  prince,  is  known,  that  there  fhould 
be  no  change  nor  alteration  in  matter  of  religion,  but  liberty  for  both  in  ftate,  as  it 
hath  been  of  late  years. 

The  governor  of  Orange  is  a  papifl,  and  one,  who  hath  ferved  on  the  archduke's 
fide,  but  is  accounted  a  man  of  honour;  and  therefore  there  is  a  good  opinion  of  his 
prefei"ving  the  poffeffion  of  the  place  for  the  right  inheritor. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  do  now  again  aflemble  about  thefe  differences  in  religion. 
His  excellency  is  upon  going  to  Arnheim  to  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Guelder- 
land,  which  begins  within  thefe  three  days,  to  fettle  that  province,  which  is  fomewhat 
diftra6led  upon  the  fame  occp'ron. 

In  divers  towns  of  this  province  here  are  many  accidents,  which  fhew  in  general  this 
difeafe  to  be  grown  ripe,  but  in  particular  neither  deferve  writing  nor  reading.  So  I 
humbly  take  leave,  &c.

My  lord  ambaflador, 

I  have  acquainted  his  majefty  with  your  laft  difpatch,  and  the  projefl  of  the  fynod, 
although  it  came  in  a  time  when  his  majefty  was  difquieted  with  pain  in  his  ittt,  and 
tdoth  yet  keep  in,  but  I  hear  now  feeleth  eafe,  God   be  thanked,   and  purpofeth  this 

day 
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day  to  give  audience  to  fir  Andrew  Sinclair,  and  leave  to  Dr.  Jonas,  who  came 
not  a  week  before  from  the  king  of  Denmark  about  the  fifhings  of  Greenland, 
wherein  there  is  fome  contention  between  our  people  and  his ;  he  claiming  the  whole 
rio-ht  as  appertaining  to  his  crown  of  Norway,  but  I  hope  we  fhall  find  a  way  to 
accommodate  it. 

Touching  the  two  motions  made  to  you,  one  from  the  king  of  Denmark,  the  other 
from  the  count  of  Embden;  the  latter  I  do  not  find  hismajefty  forward  to  hearken  unto, 
and  therefore  I  think  your  lordfhip  fhall  do  well  to  put  it  off  not  with  denial,  but  for- 
mer engagements.  For  the  other  his  majefly  is  well  pleafed,  that  your  lordfliip  do  the 
kino-  of  Denmark  any  fervice  he  requireth,  but  thinketh  it  not  fit  you  make  yourfelf 
a  penfioner  to  any :  and  I  wonder  why  it  fhould  be  offered  in  that  kind,  confidering, 
that  for  pains  taken  for  a  foreign  prince  in  amity  with  his  majefty,  there  are  means 
enough  for  them  to  ihew  themfelves  thankful,  and  not  to  oblige  his  majefty's  fervants 
by  way  of  penfion. 

Touching  your  fynod  I  have  not  yet  received  any  diredlion  from  his  majefly,  the 
projeft  having  not,  when  I  was  laft  with  him,  been  read  over;  but  my  opinion  is 
confirmed,  that  it  would  never  come  to  a  decifion,  and  fo  as  nothing  pafs  of  other 
herefies  to  be  tolerated.  Thefe  high  points  of  predeflination  are  not  far  differing 
from  fome  wifhes  of  his  majefly  heretofore,  that  they  might  not  be  fpoken  of  in 
public,  at  leaft  before  the  vulgar.  God  fend  it  a  good  ilTue ;  for  I  fear  a  decifion 
will  not  be  had,  or  elfe  work  farther  matter  of  exafperation.  So  I  commend  your 
iordfhip  to  God,  &c,

Trufty  and  well-beloved,  we  greet  you  well.  The  king  of  Denmark,  our  good 
brother,  hath  by  fir  Andrew  Sinclair,  an  exprefs  mefTenger  fent  unto  us,  acquainted 
us  with  a  purpofe  he  hath  to  procure  the  archbifhopric  of  Bremen  for  the  duke 
Frederic,  one  of  his  fons,  and  that  he  hath  made  fome  progrefs  therein  with  fome  of 
the  canons  and  others  to  have  him  chofen  coadjutor  to  the  new  bifhop,  and  fo  to  be 
affured  of  the  fuccefllon.  Oppofition  hath  been  made  from  fome  of  the  city,  and  a 
pretence,  that  they  fhall  be  backed  therein  by  the  ftates  of  the  United  Provinces ; 
which  though  he  cannot  exprefsly  fay,  nor  we  charge  them  with,  and  therefore  do 
not  now  write  unto  them  of  it,  fo  as  you  fhall  make  any  prefent  of  our  letters ;  yet 
becaufe  you  know  how  much  our  affeftion  is  to  our  faid  brother  of  Denmark,  and 
how  dear  to  us  all  things  are,  which  do  content  him  or  his  children,  which  are  fo  near 
in  blood  to  us,  Vv'e  have  thought  good  to  inform  you  of  his  purpofe,  and  of  our  defire 
to  further  it.  To  which  end  our  pleafure  is,  that  you  have  an  attentive  eye  to  any 
pafTage,  that  fhall  happen  in  that  country  concerning  that  intent  of  the  king  of  Den- 
mark, and  to  be  diligent  in  dealing  with  the  minillers  of  that  flate,  whom  you  fhall 
think  good  to  deal  withal,  to  prevent  any  defign  in  the  flates  to  put  impediment  to  it. 
But  if  when  the  matter  fhall  be  further  proceeded  in,  or  come  to  any  public  notice, 
you  fhall  difcern,  that  the  flates  fliall  be  difpofed  to  intermeddle  in  it  to  the  prejudice 
of  the  king's  defire,  then  our  pleafure  is,  you  do  both  deliver  our  letters,  which  here-

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with  we  fend  unto  you,  and  ufe  all  induftry  and  endeavour,  not  only  to  prevent  oppo- 
fition,  but  to.  difpofe  them,  to  the  furtherance  of  it,  alledging  on  the  one  fide,  liov/ 
'kindly  we  will  take  their  good-will,  which  fhall  be  fhewed  in  furthering  his  defirej 
on  the  other  how  inwardly  it  will  touch  us  to  find  any  friend,  fo  ftraitly  conjoined  to 
us  for  public  refpe6ls  as  they  are,  to  be  averfe  to  a  prince  of  .his  greatnefs,  fo  near  to. 
us  both  for  public  and  privatexoafiderations,  whom  we  cannot  abandon  in  any  thing,, 
that  fhall  concern  him  ia  honour,  for  refpeft  of  any  other.  It  fliall  be,  as  we  con- 
ceive, a  very  good  argument  for  you  to  ufe  to  them,  if  you  fhall  find  it  needful,  ta 
reprefent  how  much  the  conftittition  of  the  affairs  of  the  world  do  require  a  con- 
junftion  between  ail  thoie  princes  and  fcates,  who  profefs  religion,  both  for  religion's 
fake  and  for  politic  refpefts ;  and  not  for  private  refpefts,  Vi^hich  are  of  no  moment  to 
the  public,  to  disjoin  themfelves  from  thofe  common  ends,  wherein  all  their  welfare 
doth  require  they  fhould  concur.  Given  under  our  fignet  at  our  palace  at  Weft- 
minfter  the  7th  day  of  March  in  the  15th  year  of  our  reign  of  England,.  France  and 
Ireland,  and  of  Scotland  the  one-and-fiftieth. 

March-].  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Charing-crofs.. 

My  lord  embalTador, 

I  have  fent  your  lordfhip  a  meffenger  exprefs,  and  he  is  exprefsly  by  you  to  be  re- 
turned, and  with  as  much  fpeed  as  you  can.  He  carrieth  a  letter  of  his  majefty  to^ 
yourfelf,  and  one  to  the  flates  of  credence,  which  is  to  be  ufed  as  your  lordfhip  fhall 
fee  caufe.  The  matter  you  v/ill  conceive  by  the  letter  to  yourfelf  j  but  I  do  not  think,, 
that  your  lordfhip  will  yet  find  any  public  notice  taken  thereof  in  that  flate;  but  what 
you  can  learn,  or  what  you  can  perfuade  with  thofe,  with  whom  you  fhall  deal,  and 
what  is  like  to  be  the  iffue,  as  touching  them,  you  fhall  do  well  to  write  5  for  fir 
Andrew  Sinclair  ftayeth  the  return  of  this  mefTengep.  Hereafter  if  you  fee  the 
matter  like  to  be  intermeddled  with  there,  your  lordfhip  may  purfue  his  majefty's 
direftions.     In  the  mean  while  get  what  you  can- by  perfuafion. 

The  matter,  which,  I  perceive  by  fir  Andrew  Sinclair,  the  king  of  Denmark 
doubteth,  is,  that  his  refolution  being  to  win  his  bifhopric  for  this  fon~^  haute  luiSfe,  if 
he  cannot  get  it  otherwife,  and  to  offer  violence  to  the  town  of  Breme;  the  ftates  oF 
thefe  provinces,  in  regard  of  the  league  between  them  and  the  Hans  towns,  whereof 
Breme  is  a  member,  fhould  afTift,  and  fo  a  rupture  follow:  in  which  cafe  your  lord- 
fliip  knoweth  the  king  cannot  abandon  him,  and  much  inconvenience  might  follow, 
which,  if  the  flates  forbear,  will  be  prevented.  Now  your  lordfhip  feeth  the  impor- 
tance of  their  m.eddiing  or  notj  you  will  frame  things  the  beft  you  can  to  avoid  the 

mifchief.

I  have  been  told,,  that  his  errand  into  the  Low  Countries  was  to  have  hired  cer- 
tain mariners  and  maflers  to  have  failed  fome  fhips  of  Denmark  to  the  Eaft-Indies, 
and  to  have  treated  of  an  afTociation  with  the  ftates  for  that  trade ;  and  that,  fecret 
intelligence  being  had  of  his  purpofe  before  his  arrival,  a  prohibition  was  made  to 
the  mariners  of  that  ftateto  ferve  no  foreign  prince  in  any  voyage  to  the  Indies.  Your 
lordfiiip  can  beft  tell,  if  there  were  any  fuch  things  for  to  the  king's  majefty  oue 
mafter  he  hath  faid  nothing.

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Here  is  a  rumour,  that  the  alTembly  of  your  ftates  there  is  diffolved  without  con- 
cluding any  thing  either  upon  the  projeft  your  lordfhip  fent  a  copy,  or  any  other  :  ■ 
and  that  the  eight  refradlory  towns  do  refufe  to  contribute,  except  their  particular 
garrifons  may  be  paid  by  the  general.  But  we  hear  not  of  it  from  you,  and  fir 
Noel  Caron  being  with  me  this  morning  could  tell  nothing  of  it.  So  I  commend 
your  lordfhip  to  God,  &c.

1  received  yefterday  your  lordfliip's  laft  letters,  with  your  book  in  French.  Your 
fynod  cometh  to  that  pafs,  which  I  always  expected  it  would,  that  is,  that  the  Anni- 
nians  will  not  be  decided  againft.  And  if  a  filencing  of  the  queflion  in  public  may 
ferve  the  turn  for  thefe  five  points,  I  think  it  would  not  be  mifliked  here;  for  if  we 
were  a  popular  ftate,  as  they  are,  it  would  make  agitation  here  among  divines.

In  humble  anfwer  of  your  majefly's  letters  of  the  7th  of  this  prefent,  received  the 
i^rh,  concerning  the  king  of  Denmark's  purpofe  to  procure  for  his  fon  the  duke 
Frederick  the  archbifhopric  of  Bremen,  wherein  your  majefty  requires  to  know  how 
the  ftates  ftand  afiefted,  as  likewife  to  have  all  fit  endeavours  ufed  to  difpofe  them 
thereunto,  I  fhall,  when  time  ferves,  makeufe  of  the  letter  of  credence  from  your  ma- 
jefby  to  the  ftates  general  in  this  fubjefl,  whofe  aflTembly  is  now  very  fmall,  by  reafon 
of  the  abfence  of  moft  of  their  deputies,  who  (upon  occafion  of  their  meetings  in  their 
feveral  provinces)  are  for  the  moft  part  retired;  the  prince  of  Orange  being  likewife 
abfent,  upon  whofe  direction  and  judgment  affairs  of  this  nature  do  much  depend. 
Mean  time  having  fpoken  with  monf.  Barnevelt  this  morning  in  his  bed  (into 
which  his  weaknefs  after  an  aguifh  indifpofition  hath  caft  him),  and  with  fome  o  her 
the  chief  of  the  ftates,  who  are  here  remaining,  I  find  this  apprehenfion  to  be  of  the 
bufinefs;  that  in  ftate  as  the  archbifhopric  of  Bremen  now  ft-ands,  fome  of  them 
think  it  not  unfit  there  ftiould  be  with  all  conveniency  a  coadjutor  chofen;  though 

K  k  2  others 
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others  lay  hold  of  a  word,  which  Dr.  Jonas  Carisius  let  fall  in  his  pafTage  through 
Zealand,  that  the  king  of  Denmark  would  be  contented,  fo  as  the  bifhopric  might 
remain  in  the  ftate  as  it  is,  without  naming  of  any  coadjutor,  whereby  the  eleftion 
might  reft  free  at  the  deceafe  of  the  prefent  poflelTor.  All  of  them  with  whom  I  have 
fpoken  (and  by  them  a  judgment  may  be  made  of  the  reft)  approve  of  a  prince  of 
the  houie  of.  Denmark  above  all  others,  fo  as  they  may  be  well  afliired  of  the  good 
afFeftion  of  fo  near  a  neighbour;  of  which  former  difgufts  do  make  them  jealous. 
Hov^foever  the  friendly  letters,  which  were  left  here  by  Dr.  Jonas  in  his  paffage  to- 
wards your  majefty,  are  well  embraced;  and  thereupon  they  are  in  deliberation  to 
fend  a  Iblemn  embaffage  into  Denmark;  for  which  count  Ernest  of  Naffau  is  fpoken 
of  as  chief,  in  regard  of  his  lady's  alliance,  whereby  to  make  him  more  gracious; 
and  according  to  his  reception,  and  the  contentment  which  will  be  given  therein  to 
the  ftates,  there  is  great  appearance  they  will  feek  to  difpofe  thofe  of  Bremen  to-  ac- 
cept the  duke  Frederick,  hoping  by  that  bond  of  amity  to  drav/  the  king  his  father 
into  the  alliance  of  the  evangelical  princes  and  ftates ;  and  to  relinquifti  his  corre- 
fpondencies  with  the  emperor  and  the  two  kings  of  Spain  and  Poland,  which  are 
judged  here  to  be  entertained  by  thofe  great  princes  to  abufe  the  forward  fpirit  of  that 
king,  and  to  convert  the  fame  by  perfuafion  and  praftice  to  the  prejudice  of  this  ftate. 
Here  are  letters  from  Lubeck  advertifing  the  king  of  Denmark's  purpofe,  and  ad- 
vifing  this  ftate  to  affift  thofe  of  Bremen  as  their  allies  in  cafe  any  thing  fhould  be  at- 
tempted par  zwye  de  faiff :  and  it  is  likewife  written  from  one  Virry,  governor  for. 
the  ftates  at  HildelTen  in  the  county  of  Ravenfburgh  (where  they  hold  garrifon  in  the 
right  of  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg),  that  theking  of  Denmark  hath  fent  a  commiflary 
to  Mynden,  a  place  thereunto  belonging,  with  commiffion  to  levy  3000  foot  (over 
which  one  Marcus  Pens  is  to  be  colonel)  and  200  horfe.  The  prince  of  Orang'e 
doth  advertife  likewife  from  Arnheim,  that  he  underftands  from  feveral  parts,  there 
are  levies  of  horfe  making  in  Lukeknd  and  Gulick  under  the  name  of  the  king  of 
Denmark,  fuch  being  taken  into  pay,  as  were  lately  in  the  confines  of  France  under 
colonel  Gent,  and  others,  which  were  in  the  fervice  of  the  French  king  and  the 
princes.  All  which  alarms  found  ill  in  thefe  men's  ears,  who  would  gladly^^  have  the 
bufinefs  of  Bremen  carried  by  way  of  negotiation :  and  whether  (if  they  be  called  upon 
by  the  Hans  towns,  to  whom  they  are  joined  in  confederacy)  they  will  ftir  or  not, 
is  very  doubtful;  and  it  is  rather  to  be  believed  yea  than  otherwife;  becaufe  a  failing 
therein  will  weaken  their  alliance  with  thofe  towns  both  in  effeft  and  reputation.  But 
I  will  not  fail  to  be  watchful  upon  any  fuch  proceeding,  and  to  divert  the  fame,  as 
much  as  I  may,  by  your  majefty's  authority ;  which  notwithftanding  (in  that  I  find  of 
the  difpofition  of  thofe  I  have  fpoken  with)  I  conceive  may  be  of  much  greater  ufe 
to  the  king  of  Denmark  in  this  pretenfion,  by  obtaining  their  afllftance  in  proceeding 
by  peaceable  means,  than  (if  he  run  a  courfe  of  violence)  by  flopping  them  from 
aftifting  their  friends  and  neighbours,  for  which  their  late  journey  to  Brunfwick  fliews 
they  have  no  lefs  will  than  commodity.  As  I  can  difcover  any  thing,  which  doth  im- 
port this  bufinefs,  I  will  not  fail  with  diligence  to  advertife  your  Majefty.  Mean  time- 
in  all  humility  I  take  leave,  &c.

I  received  much  about  a  time,  now  five  days  fiiice,  your  honour's  letters,  which 
accompanied  his  majefty's  of  the  7th  of  this  prefent  by  an  exprefs  meffenger,  whom 
now  I  return,  and  your  other  of  the  5th  by  the  ordinary. 

Touching  the  king  of  Denmark's  pretenfions  to  Bremen  for  his  fon  the  duke 
Frederick,  I  do  advertife  his  majefty  at  large,  by  the  letter  which  goeth,  herewith, 
what  I  find  of  the  matter;  which  is  in  few  words,  that  if  the  bufinefs  be  proceeded  in 
by  fair  and  peaceable  means,  it  is  like  to  have  furtherance  from  hence :  if  by  force 
and  violence  (in  cafe  the  ftates  be  fummoned  by  virtue  of  their  alliance  with  the 
Hans  towns)  they  will  be  here  as  forward  vim  vi  repcUere.  Wherefore  if  this  courfe 
be  refolved  of  by  the  king  of  Denmark  (as,  by  fome  advices  we  have  here,  it  may 
feem  it  is),  he  muft  make  fhort  and  fure  work ;  otherwile  it  is  but  a  few  days  march. 
for  the  cavalry  of  this  ilate  (which  is  great  and  ftrong)  to  fuccour  the  place. 

Count  Henry  is  gone  towards  Arnheim  to  fee  his  brother  the  prince  of  Orange, 
who  is  there  at  this  prefent,  and  withal  to  take  a  review  of  the  horfe  troops,  which  is 
his  charge  as  general.  His  journey  lately  to  Brunfwick  fucceeded  fo  well  with  him^ 
that  he  would  not  be  forry  of  the  lilce  employment  at  Bremen. 

Since  I  advertifed  your  lionour  of  what  was  faid  unto  me  in  confidence  by  one  of 
the  deputies  of  the  count  of  Embden,  I  have  received  a  letter  from  that  prince  him- 
felf  to  the  fame  effeft,  which  I  fend  herewith,  to  the  end  his  majefty  may  be  more  fully 
acquainted  with  his  defire;  to  which  I  fufpend  my  anfwer,  until  I  may  know  hereupon 
his  majefty's  further  pleafure.  There  is  great  choice  amongft  ftrangers  of  great  for- 
tunes, but  few  of  greater  ufe;  for  that  reafon  your  honour  will  obferve  underlined  in. 
the  count's  letter,  now  his  majefty  hath  no  footing  on  this  fide  the  feas. 

The  propofition,  which  was  here  made  for  reftraint  of  the  mariners  and  feamen  of 
thefe  provinces  to  ferve  any  foreign  prince  in  voyages  to  the  Indies,  had  afpeft  as  well 
to  France  as  Denmark,  where  there  is  a  company  likewife  ere6ted>  and  (hipping  pro- 
vided for  that  trade,  which  in  fliort  time  will  not  quit  the  coft  of  the  voyage,  when 
the  commodities  they  fetch  from  thence  are  grown  more  common,  and  thereby  lofe 
of  their  value;  which  makes,  thefe  men  hinder  as  much  as  they  may  all  new  adven- 
tures, and  feek  a  conjundion  with  our  men,  who  have  already  the  knowledge  and 
pradtice  of  thofe  parts. 

I  have  been  once  more  here  fent  unto  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  fince  their  laft 
meeting  (the  fame  three  penfioners  of  Dort,  Rotterdam,  and  Enchuyfen,  being  the 
meflengers),  to  affure  me  of  the  continuance  of  their  purpofe  to  fend  over  Cliff  and 
Alberson  into  England,  which  they  fay  hath  been  thus  long  deferred  by  reafon  of 
the  ficknefs  of  Alberson,  which  he  hath  pretended  a  good  while  :  and  thefe  deputies 
affure  me  he  doth  not  counterfeit,  but  that  his  excufe  is  unfeigned :  to  which  effedt 
thofe  of  Enchuyfen  have  been  with  me  again  this  day  by  order  of  the  affembly,  and 
(hewed  me  an  atteftation  of  phyficians,  that  the  man  is  in  danger  of  death  by  a  flux.: 
whereupon  thofe  of  Rotterdam  are  commanded  to  fend  away  Cliff  in  the  mean  time, 
and  Alberson  is  to  follow  as  he  is  able,-

Our  church-bufinefTes  remain  in  this  ftate;  the  aflembly  of  Holland  continue  di- 
vided as  formerly,  one  party  requiring  the  national  fynod;  the  other  oppofite  there- 
ynro.     The  project  in  the  mean  time,  which  I  fent  your  honour  with  my  laft,  is  laid 

afide.  -.  -  . 

The  French  embaffador  hath  made  an  oration  in  that  aflembly  (where  he  continues 
his  ufurpation  of  audiences  contrary  to  all  cuilom),  to  perfuade  accommodation  and 
toleration :  Upon  which  the  Arminian  party  took  hold  for  the  advantage  of  their 
caufe ;  but  the  other  towns  alledged  in  oppofition  the  advice  of  his  majefty  to  the  fcates 
;general ;  which  proceeding  from  a  prince  of  the  fame  religion  whereof  they  here 
make  profeffionj  they  plead  to  be  of  more  authority. 

Tv/o  letters  have  been  written  from-that  aflembly  to  the  prince  of  Orange  fince  his 
going  to  Arnheim;  the  one  by  the  Arminian  faction,  as  tlie  major  part,  in  the  name 
of  the  whole  aflembly,  to  advife  him  not  to  interpofe  himfelf  in  the  affairs  of  Guelder- 
land,  Overyflel,  and  particularly  not  to  advance  the  national  fvnod  :  the  other  by  the 
■well-affetted  towns,  who  counfel  him  as  governor  of  that  province  and  OveryflTel,  to 
ufe  his  beft  endeavours  to  fettle  the  flate  of  religion  by  way  of  national  fynod;  and 
therein  to  quicken  thofe  of  Gueiderland,  and  to  win  a  confent,  if  it  may  be,  of  thole 
ofOverylfel,  who  have  hitherto  refled, divided  in  opinion. 

Of  Gueiderland  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  they  will  perfifl"  in  their  former  refolu- 
tion ;  but  I  know  not  what  to  prom.ife  of  Overyflel  by  reafon  of  the  opiniatrety  of 
Campen,  one  of  their  chief:  towns.  Zealand,  Friefland,  and  Groningen,  having  lately 
held  their  feveral  aflemblies  of  their  fcates,  have  all  taken  a  new  refolution  in  con- 
formity to  their  former  for  holding  of  a  national  fynod;  the  iffue  whereof  we  fliall  fee 
at  his  excellency's  return,  who  is  expe6ted  within  thefe  fix  days;  and  foon  after 
Eafter  (if  it  be  fo  found  good  by  him)  there  will  come  extraordinary  deputies  for 
this  purpofe  from  all  the  forefaid  provinces,  and  the  well-aff^ected  towns  of  this. 

Monf.  Barnevelt  fell  fick  with  fome  danger  a  day  or  two  before  his  excellency's 
departure,  which  proceeded  partly  out  of  a  difcemper  of  body,  partly  out  of  difquiet  of 
mind,  to  find  his  projeft  (for  that  I  fent  your  honour  came  from  his  pen)  not  to  take 
place.  To  which  was  added,  another  creve-cceur  of  a  libellous  pamphlet  publiflaed 
againft  him  in  print,  of  which  he  can  have  no  great  right,  by  reafon  of  the  deaf  ear- 
he  lent  to  the  fatisfaftion  I  required  againft  the  author  and  printer  of  The  Bala-nce,  to 
which  this  is  in  part  an  anfwer. 

The  prince  of  Orange  took  his  way  towards  Arnheim  through  Leyden  and  Utrecht. 
At  Leyden  he  was  well  received ;  but  being  gone  from  thence  towards  Utrecht,  a 
letter  met  him  from  the  ftates  of  that  province  to  deflre  him  to  forbear  coming  into 
the  town  ;  which  he  anfwered  by  his  prefence,  going  thither  (notwithftanding  the 
letter)  without  ftay  or  further  ceremony;  and  the  next  morning  parted  from  thence 
forward  on  his  journey,  nothing  happening  during  his  abode  there  worth  the  noting, 
fave  only  that  thofe  ftates  did  difcover  a  caufelefsjealoufy,  by  forbidding  the  garrifon 
to  go  into  arms  (as  the  ufe  is  always)  when  their  general  doth  pafs  through,  or  enter 
any  towDj  which  they  could  not  have  hindered  (when  his  excellency  was  in  town),  if 

he 
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Be  would  have  commanded  the  foldiers  to  fhew  themfelves,  notwithftanding  that  at  the 
fclf-fame  time  they  increafed  their  new  levies  by  50  in  every  company;  which,  being 
poor  men  taken  up  in  every  corner  of  the  ftreets,  could  not  have  ftood  in  the  way  of; 
the  garrifon.     But  his  excellency's  temper  is  much  commended,  in  ll^ewing  them  the 
folly  of  their  terrores  pa?iici  without  further  ftirring. 

The  refident  of  Venice  is  gone  into  North-Holland,  to  mufter  his  men,  and  to  take 
a  view  of  his  flaipping,  which  are  all  now  in  good  forwardnefs. 

I  was  defired  by  him  before  his  departure,  in  the  name  of  his  mafters  (whofe  letters 
he  fliewed  me),_  to  make  appear  to  his  majefty  their  thankful  acknowledgment  of  his 
grant  for  the  levies  they  now  make  of  men  and  provifion  of  fliipping  in  his  kingdoms, 
and  to  befeech  the  continuance  of  his  favour.  Which  offer  I  will  think  to  have  per- 
formed now  I  write  the  fame  to  your  honour;  and  if  you  will  pleafe  to  let  their  em- 
baflador  fignor  Contarini  know  I  have  notfailed  therein,  it  is  that  I  earneftly  defire. 
Here  is  a  purpofe  to  fend  a  refident  from  this  ftate  to  Venice,  whom  the  fenate  hath 
advertifed  by  their  lafh  letters ;  and  lb  fignor  Sorian  hath  declared  in  the  aflembly 
of  the  ftates-  general  to  be  there  expe£ted  with  good  devotion.  The  matter  having  ; 
met  vv'ith  many  delays  and  difficulties,  will  make  both  that  ftate  and  this  acknow- 
ledge obligation  to  his  majefty  for  their  good  correfpondency.  Thus  I  hum.bly  tal;a. 
leave,   &c. 

March  18.  Sir  Dddley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Lake. 

R'.  Hon""''  ' 

Out  of  a  defire  to  write  withfome  more  certainty,  I  have  ftayed  this  meffenger  thefe 
t;wo  days,  knowing,  that  upon  letters  from  fir  Noel  Caron  (which  came  hither  the 
day  after  m.y  receipt  of  his  majefty's),  the  bufinefs  of  the  king  of  Denmark  was  taken  . 
into  confultation  in  the  afTembiy  of  the  ilates  of  Holland;  and  this  morning  thofe^ 
efpecially  deputies,  who  had  the  vifiting  of  the  letters,  which  were  left  here  by 
Dr.  Jonas  Cajiisius,  and  all  other  advices  and  papers  which  belong  thereunto, 
having  made  their  report,  it  is  found  good  by  that  affembly  to  difpatch  a  folemn  em- 
balTage  to  that  king,  and  for  this  purpofe  they  have  given  order  for  the  framing  of 
inftruftions.  Touching  the  bufinefs  in  particular,  they  judge  the  fame  to  be  yet  too  • 
raw  to  take  therein  any  lettled  refolution,  howfoever  that  they,  difcover  a  good  incli- 
nation in  favour  of  the  fon  of  Denmark,  whom  they  underftand  to  have  the  nobilityj 
and  a  ^ood  part  of  the  canons  for  him ;  but  the  town  not  fo  v/ell  difpofed.  To  intereit 
themfelves  as  affiftants  (which  I  made  known  to  fome  of  them'  to  be  his  majefty's 
defire  in  this  occafion)  they  fay  they  cannot,  until  they  fee  further  into  the  matter  j 
and  to  oppofe  the  Idng  of  Denmark's  proceeding,  they  profefs  not  to  have  any  mean- 
ing, but  rather  wifh  him  all  good  fuccefe.  This  I  have  from  one  of  his  majefty's 
knights,  monf.  Berck,  the  penfioner  of  Dort,  who  fupplies  the  advocate's  place  in 
his-  abfence;  and  he  hath  been  with  me  twice  this  day,  firft  to  hear  what  I  would  fay. 
to  them  (which  was  in  conformityto  his  majefty's  letters),  and  after  to  acquaint  me 
v/ith  the  difpofition  of  their  afl^embly.  Upon  the  whole  matter  I  conceive  the  reft  of 
the  provinces  will  concur  v/ith  the  inclination  of  this;  and  that  for  the  fending  of  the- 
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embaflagc,  it  will  be  refolved  of  without  much  delay  or  difficulty.  For  the  bifhopric 
of  Bremen,  the  king  of  Denmark,  if  he  will  ftay  thefe  mien's  leifure,  may  in  all  ap- 
pearance promife  himfelf  their  furtherance.  But  for  the  town  of  Bremen  (which  is  a 
jwrifdichion  apart,  and  one  of  the  Hans  alliances),  if  it  be  ajJTaiied,  and  their  help  re- 
quired, they  wfti  hardly  be  diffuaded  from  (uccouring  it.  Your  honour  may  pleafe  to 
acquaint  his  majefty  with  thus  much,  which  may  ferve  for  a  porrfcript  to  my  diipatch. 
So  I  humbly  take  leave,  .&c. 

P.  S.  The  Rates  general  will  not  in  all  likelihood  be  aflembled  in  their  full  college 
-until  the  end  of  the  next  week,  fo  as  I  may  receive  his  majefty's  commandments 
before  I  have  opportunity  of  audience,  if  he  pleafe  to  alter  or  add  any  thing  to  my 
former  dire6lions. 

March  16.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Charing- Crofs. 

My  lord  embaffador. 

His  majefty  hath  been  acquainted  with  your  letters  concerning  the  king  of  Den- 
mark's bufinefs  at  Breme,  and  hath  imparted  the  fame  to  fir  Andrew  Sinclair,  who 
feemerhto  be  well  fatisfied  therev/ith.  He  is  not  yetdifpatched  from  hence,  but  fhall 
be  at  his  majefty's  return  from  Theobalds  on  Saturday,  and  for  ought  I  perceive 
by  his  majefty's  difcourfe  upon  your  letters,  the  eff^ft  of  his  diipat-ch  will  be  an  advice 
of  his  majefty  to  the  king  his  mafter  to  feek  that,  which  he  defireth,  in  peaceable 
means,  and  to  abftain  from  violence.  His  majefty  liketh  well  of  the  embaflage, 
which  is  going  thither;  and  if  your  lordfliip  find,  that  they  are  truly  defirous  of  a 
good  correfpondency  with  that  king,  and  fhall  be  v/illing,  that  his  majefty  employ 
himfelf  in  it ;  I  think  he  will  be  ready  to  beftow  his  travail  therein ;  and  if  fuch  a 
thing  be  intended  by  them,  I  am  of  opinion,  that  it  were  a  good  work  of  your  lord- 
fliip  to  handle  it  fo,  as  that  his  majefty  might  be  the  mediator  of  it;  for  it  would  be 
to  good  purpofe  the  world  ftiould  take  knowledge  of  a  good  afTurance  between  thefe 
three  eftates. 

Your  lordfhip  wrote  to  me  of  late  of  a  fault  of  fir  Thomas  Dale's,  which  his  ma- 
jefty and  all  men  here  condemn  in  him :  but  withal  do  think  it  hard,  that  captain 
WiLLouGHBY  fliould  fuff*er  for  his  fault  •,  and  therefore  his  majefty,  at  the  follicita- 
tion  of  Willoughby's  friends,  is  very  well  pleafed,  that  your  lordftiip  does  interpofe 
yourfelf  for  him,  and  procure,  that  he  may  enjoy  the  company  he  hath  paid  for,  being 
a  man  of  defert  otherwife,  and  one  of  whom  they  have  for  himfelf  good  opinion,  as 
his  majefty  is  informed.  It  is  a  work  of  charity  to  do  it,  befides  his  majefty's  re- 
commendation; and  therefore  I  doubt  not  but  your  lordfhip  will  do  him  what  favour 
you  may. 

The  poft  which  brought  your  letters,  came  not  till  four  days  after  your  lady  was 
arrived. 

This  court  doth  little  matter,  faving  that  we  are  bufy  about  matters  of  thrift  as  faft 
as  we  can ;  and  I  do  call  upon  payment  for  embaflTadors,  wherein  I  hope  ftiortly  fome 
good  order  will  be  taken.     So  I  commend  your  lordlhip  to  God's  protedion,  &c.

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March  27.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  CarletoNj  from  "Whitehall:  received 
by  Murray  the  6th  of  April. 

My  lord  embaflador, 

The  anfwer  your  lordfliip  hath  written  unto  his  majefty  in  the  matter  of  the  king  of 
Denmark,  doth  content  him  well ;  and  becaufe  his  majefty  doth  conceive,  that  now  at 
this  aflembly  of  the  ftates  you  fhall  have  opportunity  to  move  them  publicly,  as  before 
you  have  done  to  fome  in  private,  his  majefty  commanded  me  to  fend  this  bearer 
exprefsly  away  before  the  alfembly  Ihould  break,  to  let  you  underftand,  that  he  hath 
acquainted  fir  Andrew  Sinclair  with  that,  which  you  have  written  about  his  mafter's 
fuit ;  and  that  he  doth  not  find  by  him,  but  that  the  king  will  like  very  well  of  the 
difpofition  of  the  ftates,  the  fame  agreeing  with  the  advice  his  majefty  intended  to 
giv«  him;  that  is,  to. work  his  purpofe  out  rather  by  negotiation  and  interpofition  of 
friends  than  by  force.  So  that  now,  which  his  majefty  muft  exped  from  the  ftates,  is, 
that  they  will  not  only  not  crofs  the  fuit  of  the  king  of  Denmark,  but  ufe  their  beft  means 
to  further  it:  for  that  if  they  ftiall  take  any  other  way,  they  will  lofe  both  that  king 
and  his  majefty,  who  cannot  leave  him  in  any  juft  and  reafonable  caufe.  As  for  his 
fhew  of  arming,  you  may  afTure  them,  that  it  is  but  his  fafliion  of  proceeding  in  all 
matters,  which  he  doth  earneftly  affeft,  putting  himfelf  ftill  in  arms,  when  he  hath 
aught  in  hand,  thereby  to  be  the  readier  againft  all  events.  And  fo  his  majefty  under- 
ftands  by  fir  Andrew  Sinclair,  that  his  meaning  is  no  otherwife  in  this  caufe  of 
Breme-,  who  doth  therefore  wifh,  that  the  ftates  would  proceed  with  their  purpofe  of 
fending  an  embafiador  unto  him,  and  to  entertain  him  by  all  good  offices  of  kindnefs 
that  they  may;  and  if  they  will  have  his  majefty  do  any  thing  to  further  the  fettling 
-of  a  folid  amity  between  them,  his  majefty  will  be  ready  to  deal  therein  in  any  fuch 
fort  as  they  fnall  defire.     And  fo  I  commit  you  to  God,  &c. 

P.  S.  This  inclofed  to  the  prince  of  Orange  is  a  letter  of  condolance;  and  if  you 
think  not  thofe  oSces,  which  you  have  done  in  perfon,  to  be  fufficient,  his  majefty 
iiketh  well  you  ftiould  deliver  this  in  perfon. 

March  2^.  Secretary  Naunton  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton,  from  Whitehall : 
In  favour  of  fir  William  Balfour. 

A;pril  1.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Lake: 

In  behalf  of  Cliff,  whom  the  ftates  of  Holland  now  fent  to  England,  Alberson 
being  ftill  fick,  as  appeared  from  the  teftimony  ofPALUDANus  thephyfician,  brought 
fir  Dudley  Carleton  a  few  days  before  by  the  burgomafter  and  penfioner  of  En- 
chuyfen. 

*  Concerning  Cliff,  who  is  the  bearer  hereof,  being  defired  by  mr.  Grotius  the 
penfioner  of  Rotterdam  to  accompany  him  with  a  letter  of  recommendation,  orrather 
of  excufe,  I  may  not  forget  what  was  related  unto  me  by  John  Browne,  that  of  the 
two  captains,  which  took  him,  this  was  the  leaft  culpable :  yet  his  majefty's  grace 
.will  be  no  lefs  towards  him  than  the  other,  becaufe  the.  offence  was  common  betwixt 
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them  both  ;  and  he  doth  fo  much  more  merit  the  fame,  by  how  much  he  doth  fhew 
the  greater  forwardnefs  in  giving  fatisfaftion. 

The  encouragement  I  have  given  thole,  with  whom  I  have  treated  in  this  bufinels, 
not  to  make  doubt  of  his  majefty's  clemency  (which,  befides  what  may  be  prefumed 
of  his  majefty's  natural  inclination,  I  did  upon  good  ground,  having  had  divers  let- 
ters from  mr.  fecretary  Winwood  to  this  effeft)  makes  me  fo  much  intereffed  there- 
in, that  I  fliall  be  glad  the  ftates  may  find  I  have  not  lightly  undertaken  for  his  good 
treatment.' 

Jfril.  I.  Secretary  Lake  to  fir  Dudley  CarLeton,  from  Whitehall :  received  by 
v/ay  of  Zealand  the  nth. 

My  lord  embaffador, 

I  have  received  commandment  from  his  majefcy  to  give  you  advertifement,  that  of 
late  fir  Noel  Caron  was  with  him  concerning  the  two  men  who  took  Browne, 
who  fhould,  as  your  lordfhip  knoweth,  ere  this  time  have  been  fent  hither;  but  re- 
quefted  his  majelty,  that  becaufe  one  of  them,  as  he  faith,  is  fallen  fick,  fo  that  he 
cannot  be  here,  he  might  be  borne  withal  for  fix  months,  becaufe  his  difeafe  would 
require  that  time  of  cure.  Whereunto  his  majefty's  anfwer  was,  that  he,  that  was 
able,  ftiould  come  prefently  away,  for  fo  his  majefty's  honour  required  :  the  other, 
who  was  fick,  fhould  fend  with  his  fellow  a  certificate  under  the  phyfician's  hands  of 
his  difeafe,  and  fo  might  ftay  till  he  were  able  to  travel  without  limiting  of  fix  months; 
and  withal  giving  of  afliirance,  that  as  foon  as  his  health  would  permit,  he  would 
come.  He  moved  alfo,  that  his  majefty  would  be  pleafed  to  fet  thofe  Hollanders 
at  liberty,  that  are  imprifoned  for  the  fame  caufe  here.  But  his  majefty  utterly  re- 
fufed  to  do  it.  And  this  was  all  that  pafled  between  them,  which  his  majefty  was 
willing  you  fliould  be  acquainted  withal,  in  cafe  fir  Noel  fhould  write  unto  the  ftates, 
or  make  other  report  of  his  majefty's  anfwer  than  indeed  it  was.  And  fo  I  commit 
you  to  God,   &c. 

P.  S.  We  hear  by  letters  frorn  mr.  Wake,  that  the  peace  in  Savoy  is  concluded;  I 
mean  all  conditions ;  only  it  refted  upon  this,  that  Don  Pedro  fhould  give  a  note 
under  his  hand,  that  he  would  deliver  Vercelli.

R'.  Hon'"^' 

Your  honour's  letters  of  the  26th  of  the  laft,  which  accompanied  his  majefty's  of 
the  27  th,  I  received  by  my  fecretary  the  28th. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  being  as  then  aflTembled,  though  near  a  recefs,  I  thought  fit, 
in  regard  this  province  is  chiefly  interefifed  in  the  herring-fiftiing,  to  make  my  propo- 
fition  in  conformity  to  his  majefty's  commandments,  to  the  end  the  fame  being  re- 
ferred unto  them  (as  the  ufe  is)  by  the  ftates  general,  they  might  make  his  majefty's 
will  known  to  their  feveral  towns,  which  they  accordingly  have  done.    But  upon  my 
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fpeech  in  general  terms,  I  found  it  was  expected  (and  it  had  not  been  amifs  I  had 
been  therein  well  inftruded)  that  I  fhould  have  made  particular  inftancein  theperlbns 
of  whom,  and  the  wrongs'of  which,  his  majefty's  fubjefls  of  Scotland  do  compkin,  to 
the  end  they  might  here  have  taken  more  exaft  information.  And  for  the  limit,  which 
is  let  them  for  their  filliing  not  to  come  within  fight  of  land,  they  do  faire  les  ignorants, 
as  if  they  had  never  heard  of  any  fuch  ufe,  or  could  not  comprehend  how  to  put  it  in 
practice:  But  upon  their  anfwer  (which  I  will  foUicit)  both  the  wrongs  may  (if  his 
majefty  fo  pleafe)  be  more  particularly  expreffed  by  way  of  reply,  and  his  majefty's 
pleafure  for  redrefs  thereof  more  punftually  prefcribed. 

About  four  days  fince  Grotius,  the  penfioner  of  Rotterdam,  brought  unto  me 
Cliff,  one  of  the  captains,  who  took  John  Browne,  defiring  me  to  accompany  him 
with  a  favourable  recommendation  to  his  majefty,  he  being  commanded  without  fur- 
ther delay  to  make  his  repair  into  England,  to  fubmit  himfelf  to  his  majefty's  mercy. 
Alberson  of  Enchuyfen  hath  the  fame  charge,  but  he  ftill  excufeth  himfelf  by  fick- 
nefs :  and  though  the  deputies  of  that  town  brought  me  good  teftimony  (at  their 
being  here)  that  his  ficknefs  is  not  feigned,  yet  I  have  fent  thither  exprefsly  to  be  well 
affured  his  majefty  ftiould  not  be  abufed,  and  exped:  the  return  of  the  perfon  I  have 
employed  thither  within  thefe  three. days. 

The  embaffage  to  the  king  of  Denmark  is  refolved  of;  and  fo  much  hath  been  told 
by  the  ftates  themfelves  to  dr.  Jonas  Carisius,  who  coming  hither  the  28th  of  the 
laft  went  away  towards  Denmark  the  30th  without  any  more  particular,  anfwer  to  the 
letters  he  brought,  all  being  referred  to  their  embafladors.  Who  they  ftiall  be,  is  not 
yet  fully  determined;  but  count  Ernest  of  Naflau  is  chiefly  fpoken  ;  and  for  his 
adjunfcs  he  will  have  four  of  the  ftates,  whereof  two  fhall  be  of  Holland  (and  thefe 
are  named  to  be  the  penfioners  of  Dort  and  Am.fterdam),  one  of  Zealand,  and  one  of 
Frieftand. 

The  nomination  is  not  yet  come  out  of  Zealand  and  Friefland,  but  daily  expefled ; 
and  order  is  taken  (in  conformity  to  what  your  honour  doth  conceive  will  be  agree- 
able to  his  majefty)  when  they  are  refolved  amongft  themfelves,  to  acquaint  his  ma- 
jefty therewithal,  and  to  befeech  his  mediation  with  the  king  of  Denmark;  whereby 
to  eftablifti  a  good  correfpondency  betwixt  that  king  and  this  ftate,  which  I  find  here 
to  be  generally  and  ferioufly  defired :  and  this  may  appear  by  their  intended  embaflTage, 
which  is  as  folemn  and  honourable  as  they  well  can  fend. 

All  differences  both  in  church  and  ftate  in  this  province  are  remitted  until  the  next 
meeting  of  the  ftates  of  the  7th  of  the  next  month,  order  being  taken  in  the  mean 
time  to  communicate  with  the  Vroedtfchap,  which  is  the  common  council  of  each 
town,  all  projefts,  writings,  and  papers,  which  concern  thefe  bufineflfes :  whereas 
heretofore  they  went  no  further  than  to  the  magiftrates;  and  this  to  the  end  their 
deputies  may  come  at  their  next  aflembly  with  full  inftruftion  and  power  to  refolve  of 
all  matters. 

The  extraordinary  deputies  of  the  other  provinces  will  be  here  about  that  time:  but 
the  day  is  not  yet  fet  dowBj  which  depends  on  the  appointment  of  the  prince  of  Orange, 
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who  by  his  authority  hath  well  reflified  the  affairs  in  Guelderland :  and  if  he  find 
before-hand  appearance  of  working  the  fame  efFeds  by  his  prefence  in  Overyflel,  he 
will  likewife  go  to  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  that  province,  which  from  the  time  was 
formerly  appointed  is  put  off  till  the  15th  of  this  prefent. 

There  is  by  thofe  of  Guelderland  an  exemplary  piinifhment  ufed  towards  fome,  who 
have  endeavoured  to  embroil  that  province  with  Arminianifm  by  example  of  this, 
Brinius  being  put  from  longer  continuance  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general, 
where  he  hath  had  feance  as  deputy  of  that  province  for  the  fpaceofthefe  years  j 

and  this  for  oppofing  the  national  lynod,  and  protefting  againft  the  fatisfaftion  I  re- 
quired againft  the  author  and  printer  of  the  Balance,  contrary  to  the  minds  of  their 
principals;  one  Bisemanus,  who  ran  the  fame  way,  and  was  one  of  the  heads  of  the 
Arminian  fadion  in  Nimeguen,  being  likewife  taken  from  an  affembly  of  the  ftates 
general,  and  condemned  not  to  bear  any  office  in  that  town,  or  the  province  of  Guel- 
derland, for  the  fpace  of  fix  years;  and  one  Billius,  the  penfionary  of  Nimeguen, 
v/ho  hath  been  formerly  of  the  council  of  ftate,  being  degraded  from  his  place,  with 
fentence  not  to  bear  office  either  in  that  town  or  province  during  his  life.  Thefe  three 
are  likewife  put  by  folemn  aft  upon  the  protocole  (a  regifter  ufed  in  that  province 
and  Overyffel,  wherein  all  public  offenders  for  treafon,  mutiny,  and  other  fuch  heinous 
crimes,  are  notified  to  poflerity)  of  which  Brinius  defired,  in  confideration  of  his 
houfe  (being  an  antient  gentleman)  and  his  many  years  fervice,  to  be  freed,  fubmit- 
ting  himfelf  to  the  reft  of  the  cenfure :  but  his  requeft  took  no  place. 

The  count  of  Culemburg,  a  principal  man  of  that  province,  who  hath  been  for 
the  fpace  of  four  months  of  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general,  and,  though  he  be  allied 
to  the  prince  of  Orange  by  marriage,  was  in  this  time  fo  gained  by  the  Arminians, 
that  he  ran  a  courfe  with  Brin  and  Bissman,  finding  himfelf  to  run  the  fame  fortune 
with  them  in  difgrace,  fell  from  juftification  and  apologies  to  fubmiffion  and  entreaty, 
alledging  his  own  want  of  knowledge  and  experience,  and  the  merit  of  his  father, 
whofe  houfe  was  razed  at  Bruffels,  it  being  the  rendezvous  of  thofe  who  made  the 
firft  aftbciation  againft  the  Spaniards.  Yet  went  the  matter  fo  near  with  him,  that  of 
feventy-one  voices  in  that  affembly,  he  had  but  thirty-fix  to  fave  him  from  the  like 
animadverfion  as  was  ufed  towards  the  other ;  which  was  changed  into  a  ftiarp  repri- 
mand for  what  was  paft,  and  admonifhment  to  govern  himfelf  more  to  the  mind  of 
his  principals  hereafter. 

Here  is  a  poor  diftraded  merchant  (  )  born  in  Harlem,  but  bred  up  for 

the  moft  part  in  London  (where  of  late  days  he  loft  his  wits  for  love  of  a  fair  maid), 
laid  in  prifon  for  faying  openly  he  would  kill  the  prince  of  Orange.  And  one  Dan- 
KERKE,  an  old  drunken  notary  (who  in  his  young  days  was  fecretary  to  general  Nor- 
REYs)  is  imprifoned  at  Amfterdam  for  making  an  infamous  libel  againft  monf  Bar- 
NEVELT,  touching  whom  the  fifcal  is  fent  from  hence  to  require  he  may  be  fent  hither: 
But  the  deaf  ear  monf.  Barnevelt  lent  to  the  fatisfaftion  required  againft  the  author 
and  printer  of  the  Balance  doth  now  lie  in  his  way;  fo  as  the  moft  he  will  obtain,  will 
be  to  have  the  man  examined  in  the  fifcal's  prefence,  whereby  many  particularities 
concerning  monf.  Barnevelt  will  come  to  be  openly  fifted,  which  in  a  great  popu- 
lous town,  where  he  hath  fo  few  friends^  were  better  concealed. 

With 
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With  this  book  (which  fell  from  Dankerke  in  AmfterdaiTij  as  he  was  drunk,  and 
lighted  into  the  hands  of  a  friend  of  Utenbogard,  by  which  means  it  was  difcovered) 
was  a  lift  of  certain  names  of  fubftantial  perfons,  of  whom  Dankerke  promifed  him- 
felf  a  contribution  towards  printing  thereof;  ail  which  are  expofed  thereby  to  monf. 
Barnevelt's  hatred  and  revenge;  which  (he  being  known  to  be  vindi£live)  will 
make  thefe  affairs  the  more  irreconcilable.  We  fhall  fee  hereupon  at  their  next  af- 
fembly  a  placart  againft  libels  and  feditious  pamphlets  in  general;  and  this  merchant 
and  notary  in  particular  will  not  efcape  punifhment.  Ex  malis  moribus  bona  leges : 
and  there  is  the  better  hope  of  reformation,  when  they  begin  to  lay  hold  on  madmea 
and  drunkards,  who  were  wont  to  plead  privilege  of  the  country. 

I  humbly  thank  your  honour  for  that  part  I  have  in  your  care  of  his  majefty's  fo- 
reign minifters,  wherein  the  quicknefs  of  expence  in  this  place  and  the  flow  payments 
in  the  Exchequer  hold  fo  ill  proportion,  that  they  make  my  intereft  the  greater;  and 
1  am  therefore  the  more  bour.d  to  remain  your  honour's,  &c.

Account  of  aifairs  in  the  United  Provinces. 

Proceedings  in  Guelderland  againft  their  deputies,  who  had  joined  with  the  Armi- 
nian  party. 

"  The  refolution  for  the  national  fynod  is  there  likewife  confirmed,  and  new  deputies 
chofen  for  that  purpofe.  That,  which  the  prince  of  Orange  hath  done  lately  in  Nime- 
guen,  in  the  change  of  magiftrates,  is  approved  as  tending  to  the  repofe  and  fafety  of 
the  town,  with  public  thanks  for  his  endeavours  therein,  and  defire,  that  he  will  conti- 
nue the  fame  care  upon  the  like  occafions.  Anfwers  are  finally  made  to  good  purpofe 
to  certain  letters  written  from  the  flates  of  Holland  to  that  province  in  favour  of  the 
Arminian  party.  And  though  fome  good  effe£l  might  have  been  promifed  of  the  ftates 
of  Guelderland  themfelves,  where  there  are  divers  worthy  men  well-afFefled,  yet  his 
excellency's  prefence  (he  going  thither  in  quality  of  governor  of  the  province)  ga^^e 
this  perfeft  form  to  the  matter  lb  well  prepared. 

If  he  can  promife  himfelf  any  good  in  Overyfl^el  (where  he  hath  the  fame  charge 
as  governor),  he  will  go  likewife  to  that  aflembly,  which  is  to  be  held  the  23d  of  this 
prefent :  and  there  is  this  appearance  of  good  fuccefs,  that  the  whole  province  con- 
fifting  of  three  chief  towrs  (Deventer,  Campen,  and  Swoll),  and  the  gentry  of  the  firft 
of  thefe  towns  is  well-afi^e6led,  the  fecond  as  ill,  the  third  divided;  but  with  them  his 
excellency  will  have  much  authority,  and  if  he  cannot  abfolutely  gain  Swoll,  he  may 
afllire  it  by  the  garrifon,  and  that  is  a  place,  in  regard  of  the  enemy,  of  great  im^ 
portance. 

The  Arminians  begin  to  ftartle  at  thefe  proceedings,  his  excellency  marching  a  pied 
de  plomb,{\.ovAY,  but  furely;  and  the  town-  of  Utrecht  (which  is  their  citadel)  takes 
the  alarm  openly,  finding  themfelves  environed  in  the  upper  parts  of  tiie  river  (which 
are  che  veins,  through  which  the  blood  of  this  ftate  doth  pais)  by  the  towns  of  Uuei- 
derland;  on  the  lower  parts  by  thole  of  Zealand,  and  by  Don  and  the  hviA;  belicics 

that 
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that  the  chief  port-towns  on  the  other  fide  of  Holland  (Amfterdam  and  Enchuyfen) 
and  all  the  frontiers,  either  actually  now  are,  or  be  in  likelihood  to  be,  well  affured; 
fo  as  upon  the  apprehenfion  of  what  may  further  fucceed,  they  fpeak  of  more  new  le- 
vies, prepare  beds  for  their  artillery  upon  the  walls,  and  beftir  themfelves  in  all 
things  as  if  they  expected  a  fiege.  Fugit  imfius  nomine  p-ojequente.  Sure  I  am  there 
is  no  defign  upon  them ;  but  their  coarfe  entertainment  of  his  excellency,  as.  he  went 
to  Guelderland,  makes  them,  jealous  of  his-  affedlion,  he  complaining  of  it  publicly, 
and  in  all  places,  as  indeed  it  was  very  grofs,  they  meeting  him  with  a  letter  half- 
way betwixt  Leyden  and  Utrecht,  perfuading  him  not  to  corne  to  their  town;  which 
he  anfwering  by  his  prefence,  they  fuffei'ed  not  the  garrifon  to  go  into  arms  to  do  him 
honour,  and  all  the  night  guarded  him  with  their  burghers  like  a  prifoner.  Soon  af- 
ter his  back  was  turned,  they  changed  the  watch  of  the  poft  towards  Arnheim,  which 
was  formerly  kept  by  a  flrong  g^jard  of  the  garrifon.  Sir  John  Ogle  hath  in  this 
.  whole  proceeding  fo  carried  himfelf,  that,  notwithftanding  his  excellency  heard  him  at 
large  what  he  could  fay  in  his  juftification,  I  find  him  exceedingly  ill  fatisfied  of  him. 
I  have  laboured  heretofore  both  by  letters  and  meflages  to  reduce  him  into  the  way 
of  gens  du  bien,  fuch  as  moft  of  the  French,  for  the  greateft  part  of  other  nations,  and 
all  his  majeity's  fubjefts,  both  Englifh  and  Scottilh,  himfelf  only  excepted,  do  in 
appearance  (but  for  two  or  three  of  whom  there  is  fome  fubjeft  of  jealoufy  among  the 
chief  officers),  I  may  fay  do  honeftly  and  conftantly  follow :  But  quern  video  fe;-iijfe, 
■perditum  duco. 

Here  have  been  of  late  fome  unhappy  bruits  of  his  excellency's  being  flain  when 
he  was  at  Arnheim ;  and  a  day  or  two  before  his  return  a  poor  diftrafted  fellow  (a 
merchant  of  this  country,  who  loft  his  wits  for  love  of  a  fair  maid  in  London)  was 
talcen  and  committed  to  prifon  for  faying  openly  he  would  kill  his  excellency.  Some 
writings  have  been  fet  up  in  cypher  upon  the  church  door  to  which  his  excellency 
doth  ufually  go,  tending  to  the  like  purpofe ;  and  every  day  produceth  on  the  one 
fide  or  the  other  malicious  and  calum.nious  libels,  in  which  monf.  Barnevelt  is  not 
fpared,  his  birth,  life,  and  aftions  being  narrowly  fifted;  for  which  a  poor  drunken 
notary  is  laid  hold  on  at  Amfterdam,  one  Dankerke."

Since  I  wrote  laft  to  your  lordfhip  concerning  the  count  of  Embden,  his  majefty 
hath  confidered  further  of  his  motion,  and  willed  me  to  let  your  lordftiip  know,  that 
when  you  Ihall  have  caufe  to  fee  him,  or  fpeak  with  him,  or  fend  to  him  again,  you 
may  fall  upon  that  fubjeft,  and  give  him  hope,  not  of  the  firft  place,  becaufe  his 
majefty  is  engaged  -,  but  that  you  underftand  fo  much  of  his  majefty's  mind,  as  that 
he  hath  a  good  difpofition  to  do  it,  and  will  find  a  time  to  remember  him,  and  to 
let  him  thereby  fee  how  much  he  doth  efteem  him. 

I  have  feen  your  lady,  who  hath  acquainted  me  with  your  lordftiip's  defire  to  come 
"home  for  a  time;  whereof  his  majefty  hath  yet  laid  nothing  to  me.

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There  is  an  advertifement  from  mr.  Cottington,  that  a  fliip  fliould  be  come  into 
Spain  from  Florida,  bringing  advertifement,  that  certain  Engliflimen,  250  leagues 
from  thence  to  the  fouthward,  had  found  a  rich  mine  of  gold,  which  fir  WALxia 
Raleigh's  friends  do  hope  to  be  himfelf.  So  I  commend  your  lordfhip  to  God's 
proteftion,  &c.

Hismajefty  being  informed  of  the  indifpofition  of  your  health,  isgracioufly  pleafed 
to  give  allowance  for  your  coming  over  hither;  fo  that  you  abfent  not  yourfelf  above 
the  fpace  of  fix  weeks  from  your  employment  and  charge  there,  in  a  time  fo  much 
requiring  your  affiduity  and  vigilant  attendance,  which  hitherto  you  have  performed 
to  hisfmajefty's  fpecialgood  contentation.

Murray  the  mefi^enger,  by  whom  I  received  your  honour's  letter  of  the  27th  of 
the  laft,  the  6th  of  this  prefent,  made  after  his  arrival    here  a  quicker  journey  into 
the  other  world ;  for  fickening  of  a  malignant  fever  (which  is  here  very  rife)  on  Friday 
laft  about  noon,  he  died  on  Saturday  night. 

Your  honour's  other  letter  of  the  firft  of  this  prefent  by  the  way  of  Zealand,  came 
to  my  hands  the  nth,  and  met  with  the  news  of  the  deceafe  of  Aleerson  of  Enchuy- 
fen,  which  was  fent  me  the  fame  day  by  the  committee-council  of  Holland,  to  the 
end  I  fliould  advertife  his  majefty.     He  died  upon  Eafter-eve. 

His  companion  Cliff,  of  Rotterdam,  fliould  by  appointment  be  by  this  time  ia 
England ;  and  if  this  man  had  lived,  there  was  no  queftion  of  his  being  fent  likev/ife 
to  his  majefty,  as  foon  as  he  might  have  been  able  to  travel.  And  I  believe  therequeft 
of  fir  Noel  Caron  for  three  months  refpite  proceeded  of  himfelf;  for  here  (though 
the  deputies  of  Enchuyfen  were  with  me  to  let  me  know  the  continuance  and  danger 
of  Alberson's  ficknefs)  I  heard  no  fuch  thing  mentioned.  Wherefore  their  intencioa 
being  real  to  give  his  majefty  fatisfailion  will  the  more  facilitate  the  delivery  of  thofe 
Hollanders,  which  were  imprifoned  upon  this  occafion ;  which,  to  avoid  fuch  rumours 
as  fome  malignant  fpirits  do  fpread  abroad  at  this  time  of  his  majefty's  difaffedion  to 
this  ftatCj  your  honour  may  pleafe  ferioufly  to  recommend  to  his  majefty. 

Touching 
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Touching  the  embaflage  of  Denmark,  I  can  yet  advertife  your  honour  no  more 
than  formerlyj  the  ftates  not  being  yet  affembled  in  full  body,  nor  the  final  relblution 
of  the  provinces  come  concerning  the  fame :  but  both  are  expefted  within  a  day  or 
mo.  I  fhall  with  the  firft  opportunity  perform  his  majefty's  pleafure  in  the  bufmefs 
of  Bremen. 

His  majefty's  letter  to  the  prince  of  Orange  in  congratulation  of  that  title  I  de- 
livered, and  found  to  be  expefted,  he  having  had  the  lil<:e  from  the  king  of  France 
and  Qther  princes.  And  though  the  duke  of  Venice  was  dead,  that  fenate  did  not 
omit  the  ceremony,  but  fent  him  a  letter  with  a  mourning  label  (as  their  ufe  is  in  an 
interregnum)  which  did  fomewhat  fuit  with  the  occafion. 

Here  is  much  plotting  and  praftifing  againft  the  next  afTembly  of  the  ftates  of  this 
province,  and  that  of  the  reft  of  the  deputies;  both  which  will  be  here  at  the  Hague 
about  the  7th  of  the  next.  His  excellency  goeth  the  plain  and  open  way,  profeffing 
his  purpofe  to  live  and  die  in  the  maintenance  of  the  reformed  religion;  and  to  this 
efFeft  makes  it  known  he  intends  to  go  to  Overyffel,  there  to  ufe  the  fame  endeavours 
as  he  hath  done  lately  in  Guelderland,  whereby  to  prevent  thofe  dangerous  inconve- 
niencies  in  other  provinces,  which,  like  an  incurable  difeafe,  havepoffeft  all  Utrecht, 
and  the  greateft  part  of  this.  , 

The  Arminians  of  thefe  two  provinces  have  a  kind  of  fettled  fecret  council  for 
the  moft  part  refident  at  Tergow,  where  they  have  daily  recourfe  to  their  oracle 

VORSTIUS. 

They  have  done  (as  deer  ufe,  who  pufti  forwards  the  rafcals)  caufed  the  leaft  of 
their  towns  Schonoven  to  ftop  fo  much  of  their  excife  (whereby  the  army  is  paid)  as 
may  ferve  for  the  payment  of  150  they  have  newly  levied  and  armed  in  that  town; 
which  will  be  followed  by  Leyden,  Harlem,  and  Rotterdam,  when  they  fee  how  this 
is  digefted ;  and  Utrecht  doth  already  detain  under  other  provinces  the  contribution 
of  the  generality. 

Monf.  Barnevelt,  taking  occafion  of  the  libels  and  pamphlets,  which  are  daily 
publiftied  againft  him,  hath  compofed  an  apology,  which  he  fends  in  written  copied 
to  the  feveral  towns  of  Holland;  and  therein  under  the  cover  of  the  earl  of  Leicefter 
(the  oppofing  of  whole  counfels  he  alledgeth  as  a  moft  meritorious  fervice  to  this  ftate) 
he  doth  mutato  nomine  feek  to  make  the  prince  of  Orange  odious,  fhewing  how  the 
earl  by  intelligence  with  the  churches,  and  under  pretext  of  religion,  did  aim  at  the 
fuppreffing  of  their  liberty. 

This  will  caufe  old  matters  to  be  ripped  ujque  ah  ovo,  and  the  fervice  clone  this 
ftate  by  the  fucours  the  earl  brought  over  in  their  greateft  extremity,  and  the  un- 
grateful ufage  he  found  at  fome  men's  hands  (who  do  now  glorify  themfelves  in  their 
work,  and  after  fo  many  years  burial  trample  upon  his  grave)  to  be  remembered  in 
that  fort,  that  it  had  been  better  omitted.  For  his  main  error  was,  that  he  would 
have  had  the  abfolute  difpofal  of  the  finances  in  this  ftate ;  wherein  he  and  the  ftates 
underftanding  one  another  better,  it  is  evident,  if  he  had  lived  longer,  the  ftates  had 

been 
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been  fultors  to  the  queen  for  his  return.  But  this  cannot  be  imputed  to  the  prince  of 
Orano-e,  who  in  all  the  time  of  his  fervice  had  never  to  do  with  more  of  their  monies 
than  his  own  entertainment. 

There  is  a  difcourfe  likewife  prefented  by  monf.  Barnevelt,  bat  penned  by  Gr6- 
Tius,  to  the  towns  of  Holland,  to  puff  up  their  fpirits,  telling  them  how  the  antient 
Batavi  vftxefocii  imperii  Romani,  with  fuch  like  pedantical  ftuffj  concluding,  becaufe 
that  Holland  is  more  antient  and  greater  and  richer  than  the  reft  of  the  United  Pro- 
vinces, ergo  they  mufc  have  no  national  fynod. 

Another  writing  hath  been  given  up  by  Utenbogard  in  the  name  of  all  the 
remonftrants,  full  of  ironical  conceits  in  this  matter  of  fynod,  and  propofing  for  a  more 
proper  remedy  a  courfe  of  arbitrement,  as  if  it  were  a  queftion  of  procefs. 

In  monf.  Barnevelt's  Apology  he  defires  for  conclufion,  in  regard  of  danger  to 
his  perfon  and  family,  to  be  received  into  the  proteftion  of  the  ftates.  Whether  this 
be  yet  prefented  or  no,  I  know  not,  but  underftand  it  is  in  readinefs.  The  other  two 
I  have  feen. 

All  zrt  ad  faciendum  popiilum  againft  their  next  affembly,  which  will  produce  fome- 
thing  worthy  his  majefty's  knowledge.  Mean  time  I  have  thought  thefe  preparations 
not  unfit  to  be  advertifed.     So  I  humbly  take  leave.  - 

P.  S.  We  have  the  news  of  the  death  of  John  Dux  Oftrogothiie,  the  brother  to  the 
king  of  Poland,  by  whofe  deceafe  the  king  of  Swede  is  much  advantaged,  both  in 
his  title  and  poffeffions. 

A  fhip  newly  come  into  the  Texel  out  of  the  Eaft-Indies  brings  letters  of  a 
fight  betwixt  the  Spaniards  and  the  Hollanders  in  the  Manillias,  where  the  Hol- 
lander having  but  ten  men  of  war,  and  thofe  divided  into  two  fleets,  of  fix  and  four, 
one  part  of  thefe  was  encountered  by  feven  galleons  and  fome  galliesj  and  three  of 
the  beft  fhips  loft,  one  by  fire,  another  funk,  the  third  ftranded.

My  lord  embaffador, 

I  know  not  whether  this  will  come  to  you  by  your  man  or  no,  for  yefterday  night 
he  was  with  me,  fent  by  your  lady,  to  know  if  I  would  any  thing  to  you  -,  and 
then  I  had  not.  But  this  morning  his  majefty  gave  me  order  to  write  to  your  lord- 
fhip5  fo  I  have  fent  to  my  lady  for  her  man,  if  he  be  not  gone,  and  will  give  him 
a  packet ;  for  I  muft  fend  this  elfe  exprefsly. 

The  matter  is  but  that  upon  fir  Andrew  Sinclair's  taking  of  his  leave  this  day, 
his  majefty  hath  given  him  all  m.anner  of  affurance  from,  the  ftates  of  furthering  his 
defire  for  Bremen,  and  a  good  intelligence  to  beheld  hereafter  between  them  j  and 
would  have  your  lordfiiip  to  haften  the  fending  of  their  embaffadors,  as  they  intended ;

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and  his  majefty  doth  by  fir  Andrew  Sinclair  prepare  the  way  to  advance  things 
to  good  terms  between  that  king  and  thenn. 

Alfo  his  majefty's  pleafure  is,  that  from  time  to  time  you  advertife  the  king  of 
Denmark  of  all  things,  which  you  Ihall  thin-k  fit,  efpecially  that  may  concern  himfelf, 
no  lefs  diligently  than  if  you  were  his  fervant:  and  when  any  thing  is  of  importance, 
and  of  hafte  more  than  the  fending  hither  will  abide,  his  majefty  will  not  miflike,, 
that  you  fend  exprefs  to  him,  or  confider  of  ways  how  it  may  come  fpeedily  to 
his  hands. 

Thefe  be  the  two  points  of  my  charge.  I.have  no  other  matter,  but  that  we  lono- 
to  hear  how  your  disputes  there  will  be  accommodated.     So  I  reft,  &c.-

That  he  was  vifitedthe  day  before,  in  the  name. of  the  ftates,.by  four  of  thofefive  d6- 
figned  embaffadors  to  the  king  of  Denmark,  viz.  the  count  of  Culenburg  (who  goes  in. 
theroom  of  count  Ernest  of  NalTau,  as  chief,  that  count  having  excufed  himfelf),  the 
two  penfioners  of  Dort  and  Amfterdam,  Berck  and  Paets,  and  Burmania,  a. 
gentleman  of  Friefland,  and- one  of  the  ftat-es  general.  Another  is  to  be  added  of 
Zealand,  who  is  not  yet  nominated,  but  it  refts  between  Magnus  and  Joackimi, 
the  ordinary  deputies  for.  that  province  at  the  Hague. 

■^  The  caufe  of  theircoming  unto  me  was  to  acquaint  m.e  with  their  charge,  which 
(as  they  faid)  tended  chiefly  to  the  framing  good  correfpondency  betwixt  the  king  of 
Denmark  and  this  ftate,  and  withal, to  endeavour, ,  as  much  as  lay  in  them,  to  draw 
the  king  unto  the  union  of  the  proteftant  princes  j  offering  for  inducement  hereunto 
their  intercefTion  in  the  bufinefs  of  Bremen  to  procure  therein,  the  king's  contentment. 
for  his  fon,  in  cafe  he  thought  fit  to  ufe  them  therein.. 

*  Hereof  they  defired  me  toadvertrfe  his  majefty,  and  withal  to  befeech  his  majefty's 
favour  and  furtherance  in  feconding  their  endeavours,  either  by  way  of  embalTage  to 
the  king  of  Denmark,  or  otherwife  as  would  beft  pleafe  his  majefty. 

•  1  told  them  in  anfwer,  by  that  I  have  formerly  underftood.  of  his  majefty's  mind 
in  this  occafion^  that  I  was  well  alTured  this  embaflage  would  be  very  agreeable  to  his 
majefty ;  and  that  I  made  no  doubt  of  his  furtherance,  as  well  in  refpe6l  of  the  prince 
to  whom,  and  the  ftate  from  which, .  it  was  fent,  as  likewife  of  the  fubj eft  thereof. 

Where- 
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Whereupon  I  promifed  to  difpatch  an  exprefs  meflenger  to  his  majefty,  with  fignifi- 
cation,  both  of  their  purpofe  and  define,  and  accordingly  to  let  them  underftand 
his  majefty's  pleafure. 

'  Their  going  is  commanded  by  the  ftates  to  be  fpeedy,  whereby  to  hinder  (if  it 
may  be)  the  farther  progrefs  of  the  king's  levies,  at  which  their  friends  the  Hans 
towns  take  alarm.' 

. . .  '  I  find  by  them,  and  likewife  by  what  pafTed  formerly  betwixt  monf.  Barne- 
VELT  and  myfelfupon  this  occafion,  that  their  chief  defire  is,  his  majefty  would  be 
pleafed  to  fend  an  embaffage  as  well  for  the  fubftance  of  the  bufinefs,  which  might  by^ 
that  means  be  more  efFedlually  treated,  as  for  the  reputation  of  the  good  correfpondency 
betwixt  the  two  crowns  and  this  ftate  5  which  in  the  view  of  the  world  would  well  coun- 
terbalance the  external  demonftrations  of  ftridt  and  near  friendfhip,  which  the  emperorj 
the  kings  of  Spain  and  Poland,  and  the  archduke,  do  cherifh  of  late  by  folemn  embaf- 
fages  betwixt  them  and  the  king  of  Denmark  for  advantage  of  their  affairs. 

*  Having  fpokenwith  monf.  Barnevelt  fince  the  defigned  embafladors  were  with 
me,  he  told  me  one  particularity,  which  they  omitted,  which  was,  that  the  ftates  had 
refolved,  upon  the  king  of  Denmark's  letters  (wherein  he  fliewed  fome  doubt,  that  the 
catholic  league  of  Germany,  affifted  by  the  Spaniards,  would  put  fome  papift  by  ftrong 
hand  into  the  archbiftiopric  of  Bremen,  to  join  their  forces  with  thofe  of  the  king  of 
Denmark,  and  to  withftand  all  fuch  violence.  He  recommended  thereupon  very 
earneftly  the  fending  of  an  embaffage  by  his  majefty  to  the  king  of  Denmark,  as  well 
upon  thefe  occafions,  as  other  of  great  confequence,  advice  being  come  hither,  that 
at  Augfburg  a  great  fum  of  money  is  remitted  out  of  Spain  to  the  king  of  Poland: 
and  that  there  is  a  decret  lately  given  by  the  emperor  in  favour  of  the  eleftor  of  Cologn 
againft  the  duke  of  Brunfwick  for  the  bifhopric  of  Hilderfheim,  the  execution 
whereof  is  referred  to  the  Spaniards :  by  which  it  appears,  that  the  Spaniards  and  the 
catholic  league  of  Germany  have  fome  great  defignsby  the  Baltic  fea,  and  in  thofe  parts, 
where  the  king  of  Denmark's  friendfhip  and  conjunction  with  the  princes  of  the  union 
may  beft  prevent  them. 

*  What  his  majefty  fliall  refolve  hereupon  I  will  befeech  your  honour  to  let  me 
underftand  by  the  fooneft;  and  withal  if  it  fliall  be  his  pleafure,  I  ihould  fay  any 
thing  to  the  ftates  to  this  purpofe,  either  to  give  me  a  letter  of  credence  of  a 
frefher  date  than  that  your  honour  lent  me,  which  ftill  lies  by  me,  or  without  de-- 
livering  any  letter  (which  will  be  as  proper,  fince  they  do  not  write  to  his  majefty 
in  this  fubjeJt)  to  ordain  what  I  ftiall  fay,  which  I  fhall  readily  perform,  and  hope 
it  will  be  gracioufly  interpreted  by  his  majefty,  that  -in  the  carriage  of  this  bufinefs  I 
have  fufpended  his  majefty's  inftance  to  the  ftates,  whereby  to  fuffer  them  to  be  fuitors 
to  his  majefty  in  a  bufinefs,  wherein  otherwife  his  majefty  fhould  have  fought  unto 
them.' 

.  .  .  *  Immediately  before  thofe  defigned  embaiTadors,  the  prince  of  Orange  was 
with  me,  to  acquaint  me  with  his  goino;  to  OveryfTel,  which  way  he  fets  forvv^ard  this 
.day,  intending  to  return  by  the  time  of  the  aflemblyef  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which

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is  put  ofFfrom  the  7th  of  the  nesXy  Jiilo  novo,  to  the  I5thj  this  prolongation  being 
caufed  by  the  multitude  of  writings  and  difcourfes  touching  their  prefent  differences, 
which  will  afk  time  to  be  perufed  by  their  feveral  towns  -,  amongft  which  is  monf.. 
Barnevelt's  Apology,  whereof  my  laft  made  mention,  he  having,  for  the  avoiding  the 
labour  of  copying,  printed  the  fame.  His  fcn-in-law,  Vander  Myle,  hath  likewife 
an  Apology  in  the  prefs,  in  which  he  fpeaks  big;  and  they  hope  by  thefe  writino-s  to 
ftop  mens  mouths :  but  they  will  prove  like  that,  which  was  prophefied  of  Pasquin,. 
when  by  an  angry  pope  he  lliould  have  been  flung  into  Tiber,  that  all  the  frogs  in 
the  river  would  be  turned^  into  Pasquins  ;  and. frogs  are  more  frequent  in  Holland. 
than  in  Tiber. 

'  I  hear  of  fome,  who  have  already  the  pen  in  hand,  to  reply  to  thefe  Apologies,  not- 
withftanding  that  monf.  Barnevelt's  requeft  to  the  ftates  to  be  received  into  their  pro- 
teiflion  is  changed  into  a  remonftrance,  with  which  he  concludes,  to  have  fome  courfe 
taken  againfl  libellers;  wherein  the  deaf  ear  he  lent  lately  to  a  fuit  I  made  to.hiiTi  in 
the  lame  kind,  turns  now  to  his  ov/n  prejudice. 

.  *  The  French  embaffador  is  a  plaintiff  likewife  for  fomewhat  printed  in  difgrace  of  ' 
his  predeceffors,  Jeannin  and  Buzanval.' 

The  French  embaffador  demands  licenfe  to  buy  four  fhips  of  war  for  the  duke  of 
Guile  to  ferve  in  the  Mediterranean  againft  the  pirates.     The  ftates  gran.t  two. 

The  vice-roy  hath  written  to  the  prince  of  Orange  for  liberty  to  buy  four  fhips  of 
war  to  be  employed  againft  the  pirates.     ^  But  it  being  here  fufpefted,  that  the 
vice-roy's  intention  is  to  ufe  them  againft  the  Venetians,  at  the  inftance  of  the  Vene- 
tian refidenr,  there  are  letters  written  by  the  ftatesio  the  feveral  admiralties  to  forbid, 
them.' 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  fends  a.  particular  relation  of  the  aflion  between  the  Spanifli.- 
fleet  and  fome  Dutch  fhips  in  the  Manillias;  and  of  another  between  the  Engliih  and 
Dutch  about  a  month  before  the  other,  in  the  ifles  of  Banda. 

,.  That  he  fhall  make  ufe  of .  his  majefty's  leave  to  return  to  England  on  account  of 
his  indifpolition,  when  his  majefty's  fervice  and  the  affairs  here  will  beft  fuffer. 

P.  S.  '  I  fend  your  honour  monf.  Barnevelt's  Apohgyy.zs  I  recovered  the  fame  leaf. 
by  leaf  out  of  the  prefsj.which  time  would  not  fuffer  me  to  caufe  to,  he  tranflated.' 

April  25.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton.  , 

Acknowledges  the  fecretary's  letter  of  the  i4thjwhereby  he  underftood  hismajefty^s 
pleafure  touching  his  repair  to  England  fora  Ihort  time  in  regard  of  his  health;  but. 
that  he  laid  afide  all  confiderations  in  refpeft  of  his  majefty's  fervice,  fo  that  hefhould 
not  make  ufe  of  his  majefty's  leave  till  towards  the  end  of  the  next  month,  N.  S.  the 
affembly  of  the  ftates  (which  was  appointed  the  7th  of  the  fame)  being  put  off  till  the- 
15th,  '  when  thefe  difputes  will  come  to  their  iffuej  for  in  all  appearance,  either  fome 
3  fettled 
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fettled  and  orderly  courfe  by  way  of  fynod  will  be  then  refolved  of,  and  in  fome  fit  time 
after  profecuted,  which  will  hold  this  people  in  expectation ;  or  elfe  they  will  fall  in 
every  town  to  matters  of  fadt ;  and  that,  which  hath  fo  long  refted  in  queftion  amongft 
the  minifters,  will  be  decided  by  foldiers  and  burghers ;  which  will  prove  a  hard 
match  for  the  Arminian  party. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  goeth  this  day  towards  Overyflel  to  ufe  the  fame  endea- 
vours he  hath  done  lately  in  Guelderland;  but  he  cannot  promife  himfelf  the  fame 
fuccefs,  by  reafon  of  a  chief  town  of  that  province,  Campen,  which  is  wholly  cor- 
rupted with  Arminianifni.  Yet  his  prefence  will  alTuredly  do  much  good,  in  confirm- 
ing the  well-afi:ected  in  other  places,  and  gaining  fuch  as  are  wavering. 

'  Tlie  Arminlans  are  asfedulous  in  writing  and  difcourfes;    thofe  of  that  fa&loa'. 
Here  in  Holland  having  foreftalled  his  excellency's  journey  to  Overyflel  by  a  letter  in  - 
the  name  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  containing  many  reafons  againft  the  national  fynod, , 
the  furtherance  whereof  is  his  excellency's  labour.     But  his  excellency  goeth  furnifhed 
with  a  protefl:  againft  the  faid  letter  from  the  well-affeded  towns  of  Holland;   and  . 
adetter  likewife  of  a  contrary  tenour  in  favour  of  the  national  fynod,  grounded  upon 
thofe  reafons,  which  your  honour  may  (if  you  pleafe)  obferve  in  a  tranllated  copy  of  a 
writing,  which  I  fend  herewith. 

*  Mo  of  Barnevelt,  to  ftay  his  excellency's  journey,  and  divert  him  from  this 
Gourfe,  fent  him  a  long  letter  this  laft  week  by  his  fon-in-Iaw,  monf.  Vander  Myle, 
wherein  he  chargeth  him  in  covert  terms,  to  be  the  caufe  of  the  troubles  of  thefe 
countries,  by  lending  his  countenance  and  protection  to  the  contra-remonftrants ;  and  ■ 
by  repreienting  unto  him  things  paft,  prefent,  and  to  come,  concludes  him   to  be  in  v 
a- wrong  way,  both  in  regard  of  the  public,  and  likewife  of  his  own  particular, 

'  His  excellency  took  time  to  perufe  the  letter,  and  a  day  or  two  following  calling 
to  monf.  Vander  Myle,  as  he  pafled  by  his  window,  told  him,  he  neither  admitted 
the  premifes  nor  the  conclufion ;    many   things  which  v^^ere  fet  down  in  the  letter  de 
faEio  for  true,  being  apparently  falfe  :  whereupon  he  recounted  a  ftory  of  an  old  man,  . 
"who  in  his  youth  having  feigned  many_ things,  and  told  them  often  for  truth,  believed '■ 
them,  when  he  came  towage,  to  be  true  indeed;  and  would  take  his  falvation  upon  ■ 
them:  which  he  left  to  monf.  Vander  Myle's  application,  and   the  letter. likewife^- 
without  farther  aniwer.  . 

'  Both  the  father  and  fon  do  now  publifli  their  ^e/o^zVj-   in  print  upon  occafion  of- 
certain  libels,  wherein  they  have  been  ot  late  days  very  unworthily  treated.    But  their  . 
ripping  up  of  old  matters,  which  have  lain  long  buried,  and  difciofing  m.any  fecrets 
of  their  own  ftate,  and  that  which  hath  pait  betv/ixt  them  and  the  queen  of  happy 
memory,  and  his  majefty  likewife,   whereby  to  value  their  dexterity  in  negotiating,  - 
alfuming  that  to  themfelves,  which  proceeded  of  the  benignity  of  ourprinces,  had  been 
in  moil  mens  opinions  better  concealed;  befides  that  they  difcover  in  fome  fort  their 
own  weaknels ;  it  being  called  to  mind,  how  at  the  fiege  of  Utrecht,  which  happened 
fince  the  truce,  monf  Barnevelt  being  then  advifed  by  fome  to  frame  an  apology, - 
for  juftification  of  their  proceedings,  ,his  anfwer  was,,  that  apologies  v/ere  then  need- 

ful. 
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ful,  when  they  were  weak,  and  depended  upon  the  favour  and  courtefy  of  others ; 
mine  autem  (faid  he)  domini  Jumus,  i£  facimus  quod  volumus. 

*  h.n  old  gentleman  (one  Brinius  of  Guelderland,  whofe  name  his  niajefly  will 
rem.ember  by  what  I  have  formerly  advertifed  concerning  him)  being  deported  by  the 
ftates  of  that  province  in  their  late  affembly  from  bearing  of  office,  had  this  particu- 
larity alledged,  amongft  others,  againft  him,  that  he  was  a  caufe,  by  his  correfpon- 
dency  with  the  duke  of  Newburgh,  that  the  ftates  and  his  excellency  went  not  timely 
enough  to  the  fuccour  of  Wefel,  whereby  that  good  religious  town  fell  into  the  hands 
of  the  enemies  to  religion  and  this  ftate :  the  fcandal  whereof  hath  been  caft  for  a  long 
fpaceupon  his  majefty's  minifter,  who  was  here  at  that  time.  But  now  his  majefty's 
honour  is  repaired  in  this  point,  as  they  fay  in  England,  true  men  come  by  their 
goods.  If  I  fliould  go  on  with  particularities  of  this  kind  not  unworthy  the  obferva- 
tion,  I  fliould  never  end.  I  will  therefore  referve  the  reft  to  communicate  to  his 
majefty,  when  I  ftiall  have  the  happinefs  to  kifs  his  hands.'

'By  this  ordinary  of  the  Hague  I  would  not  fail  toadvertife  your  honour  of  what  is 
occurred  fince  my  laft  of  the  25th  of  April,  fent  by  an  exprefs  meftengerj  and  there- 
.fore  I  expe(5l  anfwer  with  much  devotion. 

For  the  embaflage  to  Denmark,  monf.  Joachimi  is  preferred  before  Magnus  by 
thofe  of  Zealand;  and  he  is  indeed  by  many  degrees  the  more  able  man.  Their 
rendezvous  is  at  Utrecht  the  4t  of  this  prefent;  from  thence  to  take  their  journey  by 
land;  which  is  contrary  to  the  advice  of  the  wifeft  of  them,  who  apprehend,  that 
the  carefles,  which  they  cannot  avoid  at  Lubeck  and  other  places  in  their  pafTage,  will 
give  fubjeft  of  jealoufy  to  the  king  of  Denmark,  as  if  the  embaflage  were  general  as 
well  to  the  Hans-towns  as  to  himfelf.  But  the  count  of  Culemburg's  defire  to  ap-  . 
pear  in  a  coach  (which  he  makes  exprefsly  for  the  journey,  and  goeth  befides  in  very 
good  equipage)  made  thefliew  preferred  before  the  fubftance;  this  conflderation  being 
added,  that  time  would  be  thereby  gained  for  their  being  affifted  by  his  majefty,  if  he 
fliall  be  pleafed  upon  the  ftates  requeft  (which  your  honour  underftands  at  large  by 
my  laft)  either  to  write  or  fend. 

The  French  embafiiador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  hath  had  audience  this  week  paft  in 
the  afl^embly  of  the  ftates  general,  to  complain  of  certain  men,  Flemings  and  Hol- 
landers, to  the  number  of  24,  taken  out  of  the  French  fhips  (fet  out  by  the  Eaft- 
Indian  company  of  that  nation)  by  the  Hollanders  at  Java;  whereby  the  French 
v/ere  difabled  to  perform  their  voyage;  for  which  the  embaflador  doth  not  only  de- 
mand reftitution  of  the  men,  becaufe  they  are  naturalized  French,  but  reparation  like- 
wife  of  the  damages  to  thofe  merchants,  who  fet  out  the  (hips.  At  the  fame  au- 
dience he  made  anfwer  to  the  inftance  of  monf.  Langerack,  the  ftates  embafl"ador 
in  France,  touching  the  liberty  of  commerce  in  that  kingdom  i  which  they  here  pre- 
tend 
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tend  to  be  infringed  by  the  reftraint  of  exporting  of  goods  in  any  fhlps  but  thofe  of 
that  nation;  wherein  the  French  do  perfift,  alledging  their  antient  laws  and  cuftoms 
before  the  time  of  their  late  wars  and  troubles;  which  they  will  now  bring  again  in 
pradice;  and  upon  this  point  the  embaflador  doth  flick,  but  pretends  to  have  fome 
new  overtures  drawn  by  the  fea-faring  men  of  that  nation  for  the  contentment  of  both 
parts,-  which  he  hath  not  yet  produced.  His  complaint  touching  the  two  French 
ihips,  which  were  unmanned  by  the  Hollanders  at  Java,  is  referred  to  the  Eaft-India 
company  of  this  country  to  be  aniwered. 

This  company  now  within  four  years  of  the  expiration  of  their  ©£lroy,  are  fuitors  to 
the  dates  to  have  the. fame  renewed  for  fifty,  forty,  or  at  leaft  thirty  years;  which  is 
much  ftood  upon  by  five  of  the  feven  provinces,  in  regard  that  Holland  and  Zealand 
are  only  intereffed  therein;  and  the  reft  do  now  require  to  enter,  fo  as  they  will  not 
alTuredly  yield  to  a  new  grant  without  alteration  in  the  conditions. 

The  ftates  of  Holland  are  for  the  moft  part  aflembled;  only  Dort  and  Amfterdam: 
do  detain  the  coming  of  their  deputies  until  the  return  of  the  prince  of  Orange  from  = 
Overyflel,  where  his  ftay  is  fomewhat  prolonged,  by  reafon  of  dilBculties  he  meets 
with  by  thofe  of  Campen,  who  are  profeffed  Arminians;  and  yet  his  prefence  doth 
prevail  much  to  reduce  them  to  reafon  concerning  thefe  new  levies,  and  other  points, 
wherein  difpute  about  religion  hath  bred.diforder  in  the  ftate. 

Thofe  of  Utrecht  begin  atlaft  to  waver  in  their  opiniatrety,  .fome  ofthem  in  their 
council  having  broken  through  the  bounds,  wherein  they  were  kept  long  clofe  by  one 
Leydenberg,  and  two  or  three  more  of  his  faftion,  and  fpoken  plainly  and  openly,, 
that  they  were  in  a  wrong  way,  their  proceedings  being  juftiy  ftiled  gravamina  Jiatus;  - 
and  therefore  they  fhould  do  well  in  time  to  recoiled:  themfelves.     Whereupon  a  refdJ- 
lution  was  taken,  contrary  to  the  advice  and  pradice  of  Leydenberg,  to  fend  to  the 
prince  of  Orange,.and  to  invite  him  to  their  town,  v/hieh  he  meaat  to  have  avoided; . 
as  likewife  not  to  hold  fo  ftrait  a  hand  upon  thofe  who,  avoiding  the  Arminian  aflem^ 
blies,  fought  others  both  within  and  without  the  town,  and  were  before  fubjed  to  pe- 
nalties,, but  are  now  freed.     The  prince  of  Orange  fufFering  himfelf  more  eafily  to  be 
ihtreated  to  come  to  their  town,  than  to  be  forbidden  as  he  went  laft  to  Arnheim,  wars 
now  entertained  with  as  much  lionour  as  before  with  four  looks. 

Lfend  your  honour  herewith  monf  Vander  Myle's  book  in  the  language  as  it 
is  here  printed,,  preluming  that  you  are  not  unprovided  of  a  fit  trandator.     He  is  ■ 
more  angry  than  his  father  in  his  Apology,  as  it  is  his  nature :  but  lays  himfelf  lefs  open  ■ 
to  obloquy  (the  Afologj  being  generally  condemned  as  full  of  vanities  and  indifcre- 
tions,  even  by  monf  Barneyelt's  belt  frieads),  but  concealing  his  name,  he  will  he 
liiereby  the  lefs  fpared. 

Thofe  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which  are  now  here  to  prevent  fuch  writings  as  are 
expeded  in  anfwer  of  .thofe  books,  do  prefs  for  the  moft  part  (in  gratification  of  monf. 
Barnevelt)  to  begin  with  a  placart  againft  libels;  which  thofe  of  Enchuyfen  &> 
hinder,,  as  they  may,,  until  the  coming  of  theinfricnds  of  Dort  and  Amfterdam. 

Thus 
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Thus  hath  your  honour  the  whole  ftate  of  our  affairs,  which  may  fcarcely  be  termed 
ftate  affairs  J  yet  fuch  they  are,  as  do  chiefly  entertain  usj  all  others  being  pall  over 
par  maniere  d' acquit,  though  of  never  fo  great  confequence  in  comparifon  of  the  higheft 
of  thefe  circumitances :  which  muft  ferve  for  excufe  of  giving  your  honour  trouble. 
And  fo  I  humbly  take  leave  *.

An  account  of  what  palfed  at  Leyden  the  day  before  fir  Dudley  Carleton  \t{t  the 
I-Iague,  in  a  riot  occafioned  by  feizing  a  burgher  of  Leyden,  who  had  delivered  are- 
monftrance  to  Barnevelt,  who  had  begun  to  read  it  in  the  alfembly  of  the  Hates 
general,  but  upon  reading  two  or  three  lines  threw  it  to  the  deputies  of  Leyden. 
The  people. of  Leyden  rifing,  the  prifoner  was  fet  at  liberty,  but  banifhed  from  thence 
by  the  magiilrates  for  twenty  years ;  but  he  ftill  continued  there,  and  related  his  ftory 
to  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  ftates  general. 

An  embalfador  arrives  at  the  Plague  the  day  before  from  Mufcovy,  who  was  dif- 
^pleafed  at  not  being  brought  in  with  more  ceremony.     He  had  audience  that  day. 

'  Count  William  arrived  here  this  day  about  ten  o'clock;  but  the  deputies  of 
Overyffel  are  not  yet  come.  This  night  it  is  hoped  they  will  be  here,  and  that  the 
next  week  (by  God's  help)  there  will  be  fome  good  courfe  laid  down  in  the  alfem- 
bly of  the  ftates  general  for  winding  out  of  the  labyrinth,  wherein  they  are.' 

June  1 1.  The  council  of  North-Holland  and  Wefl-Friefland  to  fir  Dudley  Carle- 
ton, to  move  his  majefly  for  the  tranfportation  of  iron  ordnance. 

July  28.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton,  from  Imworth.

'  By  a  meffenger  difpatched  exprefsly  unto  me  by  fir  Horatio  Vere  from  Utrecht, 
I  have  received  thefe  inclofed,  by  which  is  at  large  advertifed  the  wile  and  refblute 
courfe  the  prince  of  Orange  hath  taken  witli  the  new  levies  of  that  town,  whom  he 
hath  difarmed  without  blood,  notwithftanding  Grotius  and  other  boutefeuxi  which 
were  there  prefent,  did  ufe  their  uttermoft  endeavours  to  put  all  into  confufion. 
Monf.  DE  Boisisse  will  by  this  means  come  late  for  his  bufmefs;  and  I  hope  to  be 
there  fpeedily,  being  promifed  my  money  this  day,  for  which  purpofe  I  have  one  at- 
tending exprefsly  at  the  Exchequer;  and  I  have  obtained  of  my  lord  admiral  one  of 
his  majefty's  fhips  for  my  palfage,  of  which  I  will  ferve  myfelf,  in  cafe  that,  which  I 
have  written  for  from  the  ftates,  come  not  in  time.  So  as  if  I  be  not  forced  to  ftay 
for  his  majefty's  letters,  I  hope  (God  willing)  to  be  on  the  other  fide  of  the  feas  at  the

'That,  after  the  appointment  of  a  national  fynod,  the  deputies  of  the  cities  of  Hol- 
land, who  favoured  the  remonftrants,  were  ufing  their  utmofi:  endeavours  to  prevent 
it,  atque  eo  tandem  (iinius  ijlius  vlrijuaju)  audacia  procejfere,  ut  liter  as  adverjarias  ad 
exteros  frincifes  Jcribere  decreverint,  quibus  eos  a  Jynodo  deterrerent.  The  prince  of 
Orange  and  count  William  had  therefore  ordered  him  the  day  before  to  write  to  fir 
Dudley  Carleton,  to  inform  king  James  of  this,  and  to  requeft  his  majefty  not  to 
pay  any  regard  to  thofe  letters,  aut  ajancio  profofito  deterreri.

That  the  deputies  of  the  provinces  had  refolved  upon  a  national  fynod,  and  an  ex- 
traordinary embaffy  to  the  king  of  France,  and  to  aflc  the  advice  of  the  prince  of 
Orange,  count  William,  and  the  council  of  ftate,  about  difbanding  the  Waertgelders, 
who  concurred  in  the  opinion  of  the  neceffity  of  doing  it. 

That  the  embaffy  to  France  was  deferred  till  Boisisse  (who  was  thought  to  be  on 
the  road)  was  arrived  and  had  opened  his  commiffion;  eftant  a  croire,  que  Jon  voyage 
fe?-  commijfion  eft  procure  d'ici,  a  Jin  de  Jaire  Jouftenir  le  partie  Arminien^  comme  le  plus  af~ 
fe5iionne  aujervice  de  Ja  majefte. 

'  En  outre  nous  entendans  non  fans  regret,  que  le  contraft  de  mariage  entre  monf. 
le  prince  de  Wallis  &  I'infante  d'Efpagne  feroit  deja  bien  advance,  &  en  termes  de 
pouvoir  bientoft  eftre  arrefte.  On  juge,  que  fa  majefte  de  la  Grande  Bretagne  eftant  en 
pleine  autorite,  profperite  &  conservation  de  fes  royaumes,  ait  bien  moins  de  caufe 
d'entrer  en  cefte  alliance,  que  non  pas  eut  la  France  eftant  dechue  de  fa  fortune  apres 
le  deces  du  feu  roy,  &  comblee  de  toutes  fortes  des  miferes  &  confufions.

'  It  was  refolved  the  23d  of  July  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  that  out  of 
the  well-afie6ted  provinces  certain  deputies  fhould  be  chofen  to  accompany  the  prince 
of  Orange  to  Utrecht,  to  treat  with  the  ftates  of  Utrecht  upon  thefe  four  points: 

*  I.  The  licenfmg  their  new  levied  foldiers. 
'  1.  The  approving  the  national  fynod. 

*  3.  Their  bringing  in  their  confented  quota. 
'  4.  The  liquidation  of  their  old  debts. 

*  This  being  known  to  the  Arminian  fadion  in  Holland,  they  difpatched  the  next 
day,  with  all  diligence,  Grotius  and  three  others  of  their  party  to  Utrecht,  with 
commiffion  to  animate  thofe  of  Utrecht  againft  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  ftates, 
and  to  give  them  alTurance  both  in  men  and  money,  in  cafe  of  need.

*  The  25th  the  prince  of  Orange  went  to  Utrecht,  accompanied  with  feven  of  the

That  this  d-Aj,  and  not  before,  he  had  received  all  things,  which  belonged  to  his 
difpatchj  and  would  that  evening  fet  forward  to  meet  the  king's  fhip  at  Margate, 
where  he  intended  to  embark  for  Zealand. 

That  it  would  be  expefted,  that  he  fliould  give  fome  anfwer  to  the  prince  of  Orange 
and  others,  touching  his  defire  and  their  expeftation  of  having  fome  perfon  extra- 
ordinary fent  from  his  majefty  to  counterpoife  monf.  de  Boisisse  ;  wherein  if  it  would 
pleafc  his  majefty  to  give  them  farisfaftion,  he  ftiould  be  very  glad:  but  if  his  ma- 
jefty v/ould  rather  reft  upon  what  he  was  able  to  perform,  he  would  then  take  the 
boldnefs  to  make  this  overture :

Account  of  the  infolences  of  the  Waertgelders. 

The  burghers  remonftrance  to  the  ftates  general  upon  their  oppreffions  by  the  Waert- 
gelders, and  the  refufal  of  their  magiftrates  to  hear  or  redrefs  their  grievances. 

The  ftates  general  refolved  yefterday  upon  publiftiing  a  placart,  that  all  magiftrates 
of  fuch  towns,  where  the  Waertgelders  are,  iliall  licenfe  them  within  24  hours  after 
the  publication  of  this  placart,  or  elfe  to  expeft  fuch  a  courfe  to  compel  them  there- 
unto, as  they  with  the  prince  of  Orange  ftiall  think  good. 

That  Dr.  Bogerman  had  told  him,,  that  a  letter  was  written  to  thofe  of  Leyden 
to  caftiier  theirs  within  twenty-four  hours.  And  that  monf.  Goagh  told  him,  that 
as  foon  as  they  heard  of  this  refolution,  before  this  letter  could  be  fent  away,  they 
voluntarily  faid,.  they  would  caftiier  them.  '  And  I  am  fure,.  they  were  in  the  a£i:er- 
noon  with  the  prince  twice;  and  fo  likewlfe  thofe  of  Rotterdam;  and  now  this 
morning  both  the  French  embaffadors  from  eight  to  ten  o'clock,  in  the  opinion  of  all,, 
to  feek  to  'divert  the  prolecutionof  this  placart,  but  rather  to  give  leave  and  refpite 
with  commodity  to  cafliier  them  themfelves  of  their  own  accord,  and  that  the  ma- 
giftrates of  thofe  towns  might  remain  in  their  places;  which  is  the  mark,  at  which., 
fundry  of  their  deputies  here  have  earneftly  aimed  at.' 

That  the  prince  of  Orange,  count  William,  and  others  of  note,  and  abundance  of 
the  good  commons,  wiflied  earneftly  for  the  arrival  of  fir  Dudley  Carleton. 

'  '  Your  lordfhip's  barber  here  (whofe  familiarity  with  great  mens  faces  hath  bred  in 
him  a  cuftom  of  boldnefs)  told  me  he  had  this  morning  trimmed  monf  Vander-

■  This  is  a  jeft  by  the  way;  but  certainly  monf  Aerssens  doth  follow  the  former  fo 
clofely  betore  the  commiffioners,  that  he  begins  now  to  fly  from  his  own  challenge, 
and  prays  earneftly,  that  the  caufe  may  be  laid  afide  till  this  embalTador  hath  ended 
his  bufinefsj  but  it  is  denied  him.     He  without  doubt  fears  fhame. 

*  I  have  alfo  ftiewed  your  lordfhip  in  my  laft,  that  there  is  money  come  out  of 
France,  which,  as  monf.  du  Maurier  in  his  laft  propofition  hath  declared,  is  for  the

'  May  it  pleafe  your  majefty, 

'  My  firft  advertifements  from  this  place,  where  I  arrived  on  Tuefday  night  late 
(and  fooner  the  wind  would  not  poffibly  fuffer)  are  of  that  confequence,  that  I  hold 
it  my  duty  to  addrefs  them  (and  that  with  all  diligence)  to  your  mdjefty'sown  royal 
hands,  without  attending  my  firft  audience,  whereof  in  due  time  I  will  give  your  ma- 
jefty an  account;  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William  having  excufed  their  vifits 
until  this  day;  and  until  I  have  had  fpeech  with  them,  I  fliall  forbear  demanding  my 
accefs  to  the  ftates  general. 

'  Yefterday  being  Wednefday,  about  nine  in  the  morning  monf.  Barnevelt  being 
going  to  the  aflemblyof  Holland  (to  which  the  way  lies  by  the  prince  of  Orange's 
lodgings  in  the  court)  was  called  up  by  a  fervant  of  the  prince  under  colour  to  fpeak 
with  him;  and  there  in  the  firft  room  was  ftayed  by  the  lieutenant  of  his  excellency's 
guard,  and  arxefted  prifoner  in  the  name  of  the  ftates  general.

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'  They  were  prefently  parted  into  feveral  rooms  of  the  prince's  lodging,  where  they- 
remained  that  day  as  dole  prifoners,  without  fufFering  any  to  have  communication  with 
themi  and  to  their  number  were  added  the  lords  of  Asperen  and  Scagen,  both  Hol- 
landers, who  in  the  afternoon  being  both  full  vino  &  ird,  offered  with  violence  to  have 
entered  the  chamber,  where  monf.

'  To  the  deputies  (whereof  one  was  of  Guelderland,  the  other  of  Friefland)  which 
came  to  me,  and  added  to  my  welcome  to  this  place  this  relation,  faying  farther, 
that  thefe  men  being  difcovered  to  be  the  boutefeux  in  this  flate,  there  was  no  way 
left  for  the  quiet  and  repofc  thereof,  but  by  reftraint  of  their  perfons;  and  that  they 
hoped  in  that  confideration  your  majefty  would  not  difallow  of  their  proceedings, 
they  having  found  fo  many  and  fo  great  effefts  of  your  majefty's  favours  tending  to

DE  Boisisse  to  the  like  meflage  made  (as  I  am  informed)  the  like  anfwer 
in  the  name  of  his  king,  without  difcovering  any  imaginable  diflike  of  the  accident,, 
either  by  word  or  countenance :  but  there  was  obferved  in  monf.  du  Maurier,  the 
embafTador  refident,  much  alteration,  he  making  anfwer  (when  the  deputies  infilled 
upon  the  point,  that  what  they  had  done,  was  done  upon  mature  deliberation)  in  thefe 
few  words  only,  je  le  vetix  croire  ainji.  - 

'  Monf.  DE  BoisissE  is  upon  his  departure,  finding  fmall  ufe  of  being  here,  as 
the  affairs  of  thefe  provinces  fland ;  which  he  perceives  to  be  much  different  from 
the  flate  and  condition  of  them,  as  they  v/ere  conceited  in  France,  when  he  was  dif- 
patched  from  thence,  they  feeing  in  that  court  only  by  du  Maurier's  eyes,  and  he- 
giving  his  advertifements  according  to  the  humour  of  monf.  Barnevelt  and  Van- 
der-Myle,  by  whom  he  hath  always  fuffered  himfelf  to  be  totally  governed,  info- 
much  that  monf.  de  Marquet,  the  lieutenant'  general  of  the  horfe  (who  was  fent 
thither  lately  by  the  prince  of  Orange),  brings  relation,  that  he  obferved  there  nothing 
of  thole  parts  fo  contemptible  in  the  mouth  and  opinion  of  mofl  men,  as  the  ftates 
general  and  the  prince  of  Orange,  nor  nothing  fo  highly  magnified  as  the  Arminian 

part>' 
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•party  in  Holland  and  monf.  Barnevelt;  as  if  thefe  laft  had  been  the  fubftance  of 
the  ftate,  and  the  reft  but  the  fhadow :  and  accordingly  at  his  firft  coming  he  did. 
govern  himfelf,  having  been  then  avouched  only  by  du  Maurier,  Barnevelt, 
Vander-Myle,  and  thofe  of  that  party j  the  prince  of  Orange  being  then  at 
Utrecht,  at  whofe  return,  feeing  the  courfe  afifairs  took  there,  he  was  better  edified, 
and  thereupon  framed  his  public  propofition  (whereof  I  fent  your  majefty,  through 
mr.  fecretary  Naunton's  hands,  a  copy  from  Margate)  with  greater  moderation 
.than  had  been  his  private  difcourfe :  to  which  he  received  yefterday  the  anfwer  in  fair 
and  general  terms ;  only  in  particular  the  ftates  infift  upon  their  former  requeft  to  the 
.king,  that  he  will  give  permilTion  that  feme  of  the  reformed  churches  may  come  to 
their  fynod. 

'  The  difpute  about  this  anfv;er  amongft  the  ftates  of  Holland  is  the  true  caufe  of 
ihefe  apprehenfions :  for  on  Saturday  laft  the  fame  being  debated  in  their  aflem- 
bly,  monf.  Barnevelt  laying  firft  hold  of  the  words  in  the  propofition,  voftre  ejia'c 
:ay ant  pour  baj'e  i£  fondement  V alliance  i£  confideration  traiSle  entre  vos  provinces  foubs 
cert  aims  conditions  y  qui  regardoient  la  confervation  de  la  republique  -en:  general,  fcf  de  cha~ 
cune  province  en  particulier,  &c.  and  after  upon  thefe,  le  roy,  mon  maiftre,  ne  Jgait 
point  la  caufe  de  vos  diviftons,  vous  ne  luy  en  avex  rien  declari,  i^c.  prefled  earneftly  to 
have  the  caufe  laid  open  to  monf.  de  Boisisse,  and  the  power  of  every  province  in 
particular,  without  obligation  to  the  generality,  in  a  matter  of  this  nature,  exprefled ; 
and  thereupon  the  decifion  of  this  difference  to  be  referred  unto  him :  and  to  this 
end,  vsrith  fecret  underftanding  betwixt  thefe  two,  it  is  thofe  words  were  fo  inferted  in 
the  propofition. 

'  This  was  much  withftood  by  the  deputies  of  the  good  towns  in  that  afi'embly,  and 
ty  the  ftates  general  utterly  rejedted,  upon  remembrance,  that  heretofore  it  being 
wiftied  and  defired  by  many  well-afFe6led  perfons,  that  the  compofition  of  the  church 
differences  might  be  referred  to  your  majefty  and  the  prince  Palatine,  monf.  Bar  nevelt 
anfwered,  that  whilft  he  lived,  and  had  authority,  they  would  neither  pafs  mer  ni  mon- 
tagnes  for  any  thing  that  belonged  to  their  government  either  in  church  or  ftate.  It 
was  therefore  found  exceeding  ftrange,  that  he,  that  excluded  the  intervention  of 
two  proteftant  princes,  fo  great  friends  to  the  ftate,  fhould  now  defire  to  refer  all  to 
the  arbitrement  of  a  popifh  prince,  ruled  by  Jefuits,  and  a  popifti  embaflador,  who, 
though  a  moderate  man,  yet  is  zealous  in  his  religion. 

'  Grotius  and  Hogerbets  in  the  point  of  the  fynod  (to  which  they  were  like- 
wife  to  anfwer,  becaufe  of  the  d«mand  of  fome  divines  out  of  France  to  aflift  at  the 
fame)  made  new  projefts  at  the  fame  time,  that  the  national  fynod  ftiould  not  have 
abfolute  power,  but  refer  to  a  general  council;  and  that  nonelhouid  be  bound  to  ap- 
pear at  the  fynod  but  fuch  as  would  come  of  their  own  accord :  which  claufe  he  would 
have  inferted  in  favour  of  Vorstius,  Venator,  and  fuch  like  fellows,  who  may  be  in 
danger  to  be  perfonally  queftioned. 

'  The  ftates  general  finding  thefe  men   to  continue  in  their  wonted  opiniatrete 

and  defign  perturbare  omnia.,  s^z^Jt  order  to  thofe  their  committees,  who  woe  with  the 

prince  of  Orange  at  Utrecht,  to  do  that,  which  they  Ihould  think  beft  for  the  quiet  and 

I  fafety 
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fafety  of  theftate;  who  with  fecret  underflanding  with  the  deputies  of  the  good  towns 
of  Holland,  on  Monday  laft,  refolved  of  this  retention,  which  was  executed  the  day- 
following. 

' '  Vander-Myle  was  with  me  at  the  inftant  that  his  father  vv^as  taken,  who  had 
neither  knowledge  nor  fufpicion  thereof:  and  it  may  leem  ftrange,  that  a  refolution 
paffing  fo  many  hands,  in  a  place  fo  open  as  this  is,  fhould  be  concealed  from  thofe 
who  took  themfelves  to  be  the  only  confiderable  perfons  in  the  ftate;  and  it  was  almoft 
two  hours  after  the  fa£t  before  their  friends  had  any  knowledge  thereof. 

'  Barnevelt  put  on  a  good  countenance,  and  feemed  to  take  pleafurein  difcourfe 
with  the  enfign  of  the  guard,  who  hath  the  cufcody  of  him,  inquiring  particularly 
what  was  the  voice  of  the  people.  Grotius  Vv'as  as  much  cafe  down,  and  filent, 
HoGERBETs  demanded  ink  and  paper,  which  was  refufed  him, 

'  The  ftates  being  prefently  aflembled,  and  they  entering  into  confultation  touch- 
ing this  bufinefs,  thole  of  the  Arminian  faftion  being  demanded  their  advice,  as  well 
of  what  was  paft  as  de  agendis,  were  much  confufed.  In  the  end  monf.  de  Mati- 
NESSE,  one  of  the  curators  of  Leyden,  excufed  their  filence  and  diftraftion,  faying. 
Toil  have  taken  from  us  our  head,  our  tongue,  and  our  hand\  and  therefore  you  muft  expe£i 
nothing  from  us  but  to  fit  fill  and  look  on. 

'  There  is  a  prifon  preparing  for  thefe  three  in  the  court  where  the  admiraute  of 
Arragon  was  kept ;  and  thither  they  are  to  be  removed  from  the  prince  of  Orange's 
lodging  this  night. 

'  This  action  is  diverfely  cenfured ;  by  the  Vi^ell-affefted  party  generally  applauded, 
as  the  only  means  left  for  fecurity  of  the  ftate;  by  the  Arminians  as  much  condemned, 
-as  violent  and  infufferable  in  libera  republicd;  by  indifferent  men   (whereof  there  are 
few  in  this  heat  of  conteftation)  judged  unneceffary,  becaufe  the  fynod  feemed  con- 
cluded, and  the  new  levies  were  in  ail  places  abfolutely  licenfed. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  and  the  count  William,  both  coming  in  company  to 
vifit  me  now  I  am  writing  (and  about  them,  befides  their  own  train,  great  numbers 
of  people  even  to  my  very  door),  I  let  them  know,  amongft  other  difcourfe,  the 
fpeech  of  the  world ;  to  which  they  anfwered,  that  however  the  fynod  was  refolved 
by  mioft,  yet  was  it  contradifted  and  traverfed  by  thefe  three :  and  for  the  new  levies, 
they  now  licence  the  colonel  and  other  officers  in  chief,  as  they  liaddone  the  foldiers  ; 
underftanding  by  the  colonel  Barnevelt,  and  the  other  two  by  the  other  officers.' 

*  That,  which  will  be  chiefly  laid  to  their  charge,  will  be  their  going  to  Utrecht, 
when  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  ftates  deputies  were  there,  and  their  demeanor  in 
that  place ;  where  they  firft  fought  to  praftife  the  foldiers  of  the  generality,  and  to  that 
effeft  carried  letters  of  credence  with  them  (as  may  appear  to  your  majefty  by  a  tranf- 
lated  copy  of  one  to  fir  Horatio  Vere,  the  like  whereunto  was  delivered  to  the 
reft  of  the  captains,  which  were  upon  the  repartition  of  Holland),  but  failing  of  that 

O  o  purpofe. 
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purpofe,  dealt  with  the  new  levies  and  the  burghers  of  that  party  to  ftand  upon  their 
llrength;  fo  as  .if  their  advice  had  been  followed,  they  had  put  all  into  blood. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  doth  acknowledge  to  have  been  well  affifted  in  that  place 
by  your  majefty's  fubjefts  of  both  nations  :  only  he  refts  ill  fatisfied  of  the  governor, 
fir  John  Ogle,  not  only  for  his  former  carriage  of  himfelt",  but  likewife  for  fecret 
meetings  he  is  accufed  to  have  had  by  night  with  Grotius  and  Hogerbets,  whilft 
they  were  at  Utrecht;  for  which  I  find  there  is  a  purpofe  to  take  his  governmeut 
from  him,  if  he  have  not  the  forefight  to  refign  the  fame,  whereby  to  prevent  the 
difgrace. 

'  The  count  Ernest  is  now  left  there  as  chief,  and  the  whole  government  of  the 
province  is  altered ;  whereby  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general  the  voice  of  that 
province  is  added  to  the  reft  of  the  well-afFefted ;  and  here  remains  no  more  of  the 
Arminian  party  but  the  eight  confederate  towns  of  Holland,  who  are  now  like  a  body 
without  a  foul. 

*  To  prevent  all  popular  emotions,  the  prince  of  Orange,  by  order  of  the  ftates,  hath 
fent  for  100  men  of  count  Ernest's  company,  100  of  fir  Horace  Verb's,   60  of 
iir  Charles  Morgan's;  all  which  will  be  here  this  day,  and  fhall  be  lodged  in  this 
town.     Mean  time  the  whole  company  of  his  excellency's  guard  do  remain  in  arms, 
and  fo  have  done  ever  fince  the  apprehenfion  of  thefe  men. 

'  I  have  not  omitted  at  this  firft  meeting  vs^ith  the  prince  of  Orange  to  make  him 
fenfible  of  your  majefty's  infatisfattion  in  his  anfwer  and  theirs  of  Zealand  touching 
Gerson  Bucerus  :  and  therein  I  find  him  as  ready  to  procure  your  majefty  full  con- 
tentment, as  he  is  heartily  forry  for  the  caufe  of  your  diftafte ;  which  both  he  and 
count  William  doth  afcribe  rather  to  the  indifcretion  than  malice  of  the  perfon,  with 
whom  your  majefty  is  fo  juftly  offended. 

-  '  Your  majefty's  letters  unto  them  I  do  not  deliver  until  I  have  had  audience  wijh 
the  ftates  general ;  which  I  intend  to  demand  againft  to-morrow  morning. 

'  I  have  had  a  vifit  this  morning  likewife  of  count  Henry,  who  came  to  me  as  foli- 
tarily  as  his  brother  was  well  accompanied.  Of  monf.  de  Boisisse  I  hear  nothing,  and 
I  ftiall  not  much  inquire  after  him.  Du  Maurier  hath  fent  me  word  I  fliall  fee  him 
at  his  firft  leifure,  which  I  fliall  anfwer  after  the  fame  manner. 

*-  It  were  a  wrong  to  the  courtefy  of  the  magiftrates  of  Middleburgh  and  Dort 
not  to  acknowledge  it  to  your  majefty,  they  having  defrayed  me,  and  furnifhed  me 
with  fit  commodity  of  fhipping  in  both  places;  and  in  Rotterdam  I  found  as  great 
figns  of  a  revolution  by  the  importunity  of  the  magiftrates  of  that  place  to  ftay  me 
the  whole  night ;  which  when  I  would  not  yield  unto,  they  accompanied  me  on  the 
way,  and  furnifiied  me  with  boats  to  this  town :  which  I  note  the  more  willingly  to 
your  majefty,  becaufe  their  ufe  hath  formerly  been  (of  which  I  have  had  experience 
rnyfelf)  to  fuffer  your  majefty's  minifters  to  lodge  in  their  town,  and  pafs  through, 
unfaluted. 

J  *  I  will 
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*  I  will  end  with  addition  of  my  moft  hearty  prayers  to  thofe  I  fijid  here  in  allhoneft 
mens  mouths,  for  your  majefty's  long  life,  perfed  health,  and  profperity.  So  for  the 
prefent  in  all  humility  I  take  leave.

*  It  is  to  be  obferved  in  this  letter,  that  there  is  no  mention  made  of  the  ftates  general 
and  his  excellency;  whereas  the  foldiers  of  the  generality  are  bound  by  oath  to  be 
obedient  to  their  commandments.'

'  R'.  Hon'"^  fir, 

*  Having  underftood  both  by  fir  Horace  Ver^  and  my  uncle  Vavaseur,  how 
it  hath  pleafed  you  to  take  honourable  notice  of  me,  I  could  not  choofe  but  make 
this  acknowledgment,  with  the  offer  both  of  my  love  and  fervice  for  thofe  favours 
proceeding  fo  freely  and  fo  nobly  from  you,  without  the  leaft  defert  of  my  part. 

O  o   2  Once 
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Once  for  all  I  miift  confeis  myfelf  your  afFeflioned  fervant,  and  will  approve  myfelf 
fo  in.all  occafionsj  wherein  you  fliali  pleafe  to  command  and  employ  me. 

'  This  duty  being  difcharged,  I  will  now  take  the  boldnefs  withal  to  make  you^ 
partaker  of  the  common  joy  in  thefe  parts.  You  have  heard,  and,  I  am  fure,  are  very 
well  acquainted  with  the  pradices,  that  have  been  here  for  many  years  followed  by  our 
great  advocate,  Barnevelt,  and  his  affociates  of  the  league;  as  alfo  v/hat  credit  and 
authority  he  hath  had  here  and  abroad.  All  this  greatnefs  is  Iliddenly  fallen,  and  with 
it  the  bifterefl  enemy,  and  the  mod  dangerous  to  our  ftate,  befides  a  contemner  of  his 
majefty's  perfon  and  adtions.  Yefterday  as  he  was  coming  to  tlie  council- houfe  in  his 
carroche,  being  now  fomething  near  approached  to  the  court,  his  excellency  fent  his 
chamberlain  to  let  him  underftand,  that  he  would  fpeak  with  him.  At  his  entrance 
into  his  bed-chamber,  the  lieutenant  of  the  guards  told  him,  that  he  had  order  from 
the  general  ftates  to  arreft  him ;  which  at  firft  amazed  him,  anfwering  only,  who  f 
me?'  the  other  replying _>tj,  and  that  he  would  fliew  him  the  chamber  where  he  was 
appointed  to  abide,  he  obeyed.  Prefently  after  Grotius  and  Hogerbets,  two  other 
main  heads  of  the  league,  were  ferved  in  the- like  manner,  and  remain  as  yet  all. in 
feveral  chambers :  but  we  look  this  day  to  have  them  removed  to  the  prifcn ;  as  alfa 
divers  others,  as  magiftrates  of  towns  and  governors. 

*  This  day  there  is  a  proclamation  publifhed  by  the  general  ftates  againft  thofe  three- 
perfons  by  name,  fhewing,  that  the  difcovery  of  dangerous  and  bloodyplots  hath  given- 
them  juft  occafion  to  lay  hold  of  thefe  men  for  the  fettling  of  the  public  quiet,  and  de- 
claring their  meaning  to  examine  them,  and  to  bring  them  to  account.  I  make  no 
queftion  but  you  fhall  fhortlyunderftand  of  many  important  and  perillous  correfponden- 
ces  and  praftices  concerning  both  this  ftate  and  ours.  This  is  certain,  God  hath  given  a 
great  deliverance  to  his  church,  the  truth  whereof  thefe  men,  even  with  the  fubtilties  of  , 
the  devils,  have  fought  to  undermine  and  overthrow.  As  occafion  fliall  give  me  leave  and 
means  to  falute  you,  I  will  intreat  your  leave,  that  I  may  trouble  you  with  my  letters  ;  as

'  Your  honour  may  pleafe  to  ad vertife  his  majefty  what  is  occurred  in  thefe  parts  fince 
my  firft  difpatch  from  this  place  by  Marten  the  poft  of  the  19th  of  this  prefent^ 
whereof  herewith,  for  more  aflurance  in  the  delivery,  I  fend  your  honour  a  duplicate. 

'■  I  do  therein  fliew  the  reafon  of  the  delay  of  my  audience  with  the  ftates  general, 
which  was  that  I  might  firft  fpeak  with  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William, 
v/hereby  to  direft  my  fpeech  for  the  beft  advantage  of  the  affairs.  Two  days  follow- 
ing I  went  into  their  aftembly,  where  what  I  faid  in  conformity  to  his  majefty's  letters 
of  credence  and  inftruftions,  your  honour  will  receive  in  a  copy  apart. 

'The 
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'  The  anfwer,  which  was  wont  to  be  given  by  monf.  Barnevelt,  as  the  mouth 
of  that  aflembly,  was  now  made  by  the  prefident  (as  in  right  it  fliould  be)  and  that  in 
few  but  good  words;  that  the  ftates  general,  in  the  name  of  their  provinces,  did 
acknowledge  their  great  obligations  to  his  majefty  for  his  continual  favours,  and  par- 
ticularly for  his  good  advice  and  counfel  in  this  troublefome  time;  which  was  ac- 
companied with  help  and  affiftance,  they  being  as  ready  to  prevail  themfelves  of  the 
one,  as  refolved  to  follow  xhe  other,  and  to  pay  his  maje'fly  the  fruits  of  their  befi:  fer- 
vice  in  recompence.. 

'  That  afternoon  I  v^ent  to  his  excellency  and  count  William,  and  accompanied- 
the  delivery  of  his  majefty's  letters  with  language  in  conformity  to  the  contents  of 
them;  which  they  both  anfvvered  with  much  thankfulnefs  and  manifeftation  of  a  zea- 
lous devotion  to  his  majefty's  fervice. 

'  I  renev/ed  at  that  time  to  the  prince  of  Orange  the  remembrance  of  the  fatif- 
faclion  his  majefty  doch  require  touching  Gerson  Bucerus;  and  the  day  following 
fpoke  to  the  deputies  of  Zealand  to  the  fame  purpofe,  who  came  unto  me  to  my 
houfe,  being  fix  in  number,  and  in  quality  the  beft  of  that  province.  Both  they  and 
the  prince  have  written  ferioufly  to  the  ftates  of  Zealand,  who  hold  their  aflembly  the 
30th  of  this  prefent  at  Middleburgh ;  and  I  hope  from  thence  his  majefty  fhall  receive 
fuch  anfwer,.  as  will  be  to  his  contentment,. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  hath  put  me  in  mind  to  call  upon  the  publication  of  the  ■ 
ftates  placart  againft  the  Balance,  ■  a  book,  which  was  here  printed  againft  me,  and 
therein  his  majefty's  honour  much  interefied.  The  ftates  general  wrote  immediately 
to  thole  of  Utrecht,  who  now  hold  their  affembly  of  the  ftates,  to  put  the  fame  in  ex- 
ecution; which  they  did  the  more  willingly  to  have  their  authority  acknowledged  in 
all  the  provinces,  as  likewife  in  regard  of  Taurinus,  the  fuppofed  author  thereof,  a 
fadtious  and  feditious  minifter,  who  being  fled  for  fear  of  being  laid  hold  of,  this  pla- 
cart being  publifned  (as  now  it  v/ill  be,  by  reafon  .of  the  change  of  the  magiftrates  in  - 
Utrecht)  will  ferve  as  an  handle  againft  bim. . 

It  fell  out,  that  the  fame  day  this  was  propofed,  the  French  embaftador  both  ex- 
traordinary and  ordinary  having  formerly  made  a  propofition  (whereof  your  honour  ' 
hath  herewith  the  copy)  againft  monf.  Aersens,  requiring  in  the  name  of  the  French  . 
king  to  have  him  puni&ed  for  certain  paftages  in  his  writings  againft  monf.  Vander- 
Myle,  prejudicial,  as  they  fay,  to  the  king  their  mafter  and  his  council,  infifted 
earneftly.for  anfwer,  which  was  then  refolved  to  be  given  them,  as  it  vv^as' prefenred  af- 
terwards in  writing  to  monf  Boisisse,  according  to  the  copy  of  one  from  the  ftates 
and  another  from  m.onf.  Aersens,  both  which  I  fend  likewife  herewith:  which  being 
brought  unto  him  by  certain  deputies  from  the  ftates,  he  refufed  to   accept  them,  , 
and  went  prefently  to  audience,  where  he  faid,  that  the  king  his  mafter  fnould  not. 
enter  into  procefs  with  Aersens,  but  that  the  ftates  were  to  give  him' a  determinate 
anfwer,  whether  AERSEisrs  had  done  well  or  not;  and  according  to  their  judgment 
of  the  caufe,  he  required  they  would  proceed  with  the  perfon.     At  that  inftant  he 
took  leave,  ufing  large  difcourfe,  which  he  prefented  not  in  writing,  but  was  to  this 
effcft;  that  in  their  differences  they  Ihould  come  to  fome  fettled  agreement,  that 

the  - 
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the  king  his  mafter  might  know  with  whom  he  held  alliance;  and  then  he  would  em- 
brace them  with  his  wonted  affeftion  :  that  they  would,  as  they  had  given  him  an  ac- 
count of  the  reftraint  of  monf.  BarnevelTj  and  the  other  prifoners,  exprefs  to  the  king 
his  mafter  the  true  caufe  of  their  retention  :  that  they  give  fatisfaclion  for  certain  fub- 
jeds  of  thefe  provinces  naturalifed  in  France,  which  were  taken  by  their  men  out  of 
the  French  fhips  by  force  in  the  Eafl-Indies. 

'  Touching  Aersens,  fince  monf.  de  Boisisse  refufeth  to  accept  his  anfwer,  the 
ftates  refer  the  examination  of  the  whole  matter  to  certain  committees,  who  fhall 
hereafter  treat  concerning  him,  more  particularly  with  monf.  du  Maurier.  For 
their  bringing  themfelves  to  a  fettled  eftate,  they  fay  they  omit  no  care  nor  diligence, 
as  may  appear  by  the  imprifoning  of  theie  perfons,  which  is  done  to  that  end;  and 
hereof  they  promife  to  fend  the  king  a  more  particular  relation  hereafter.  Concerning 
thofe  of  theie  provinces,  whom  they  took  out  of  the  French  fhips  in  the  Eaft-Indies, 
they  infift  upon  the  anfwer  they  have  formerly  given  by  their  embaffador  in  France. 
And  thus  with  a  prefent  of  a  chain  of  400/.  value  for  himfelf,  and  60  apiece  for  each 
of  his  two  fons,  is  this  extraordinary  embaffador  difmiffed. 

'  His  charge  (as  I  am  informed)  confifted  of  thefe  three  heads:  the  firft  to  fup- 
port  monf.  Barnevelt  as  xhzjeul  bon  Francois  in  thefe  provinces.  The  fecond  tofup- 
prefs  monf.  Aersens  as  an  enemy  to  monf.  Barnevelt.  The  third  to  conteft  with 
the  prince  of  Orange  touching  the  principality  of  Orange;  in  which  he  was  to  pre- 
vail himfelf  of  fuch  documents  he  brought  with  him  for  the  French  king's  right 
thereunto,  and  to  uie  them  as  a  bridle  to  rule  and  govern  the  prince  :  and  after  he 
had  held  a  hard  hand  upon  him,  to  loofen  the  reins,  whereby,  in  confideration  of  fa- 
vour fhewed  him  in  this  bufinels,  to  make  him  run  a  courfe  with  Barnevelt;  and 
betwixt  them  both  to  overthrow  Aersens,  partly  for  their  own  quarrels,  and  now 
laftly  for  the  rough  handling  of  Barnevelt's  fon-in-law  Vander-Myle,  who,  next 
to  Barnevelt  himfelf,  was  in  this  place  the  chief  friend  to  the  French. 

'  He  began  with  the  lafb  point,  touching  the  principality  of  Orange,  in  which  the 
prince  refufing  to  view  his  papers,  faying  he  would  not  entertain  a  fuit  with  the  French 
king,  but  reft  upon  the  right  left  him  by  his  anceftors;  the  fecond  accident  of  the 
feizing  upon  monf.  Barnevelt  fucceeded  contrary  to  his  expectation;  which  made- 
the  third  point  concerning  Aersens  fall  out  in  that  fort,  that  notwichftanding  thefe 
fharp  and  violent  complaints,  he  ftill  remains  reef  us  in  curia;  and  the  embafifador,  who 
hath  the  reputation  of  wifdom  and  integrity,  departs  ill  fatisfied  for  having  been  im- 
barked  in  ruinous  commiffions;  which  he  imputes  to  the  ill  informations  and  paffions 
of  monf.  DU  Maurier  ;  upon  which  it  is  thought  he  will  not  fear  to  call  the  blame  of 
his  negotiation,  when  he  comes  into  France. 

*  Vander-Myle  is  fecretly  retired  from  hence :  the  common  voice  faith  he  is  gone 
into  France.  Utenbogard,  the  chief  of  the  Arminian  preachers,  who  had  a  double 
charge,  one  in  the  French,  another  in  the  Dutch  church  here  at  the  Hague,  is  gone 
likewife ;  and,  as  they  fay,  to  Wefel,  where  he  married  his  wife.  Others  of  that  fac- 
Xion,  who  have  been  moft  bufy  in  thefe  affairs,  play  leaft  in  fight. 

*  Leyden- 
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*  Leydenbergh,  the  fecretary  of  Utrecht,  having  been  exannined  fince  his  retention 
in  that  town  (where  he  hath  his  houfe  for  prifon,  but  is  kept  clofe  in  it  with  ftrict  and 
ftrong  guard)  by  two  of  the  ftates  deputies  exprefsly  fent  for  thatpurpofe,  doth  charo-e 
Barnevelt  as  the  motive  of  all  tlie  late  proceedings  in  that  province. 

'  Thofe  we  have  here  in  hold,  Barnevelt,  Hogerbets,  and  Grotius,  were  re- 
moved from  his  excellency's  lodgings  to  their  prifon  in  feveral  chambers  two  days  after 
their  retention. 

'  Barnevelt  was  much  dejefled  at  his  firfl  coming  into  that  place,  crying  out  with 
tears,  my/r/7S,  my  fins,  my  fins.  Since  he  hath  made  often  inquiry,  whether  the  enemy  or 
the  people  do  not  ftir:  of  neither  of  which  we  fee  any  fign.  He  was  once  difcovered 
climbing  up  to  a  window,  which  is  laid  to  him,  as  if  he  would  have  made  an  efcape: 
but  he  excufeth  it,  as  if  he  fought  only  to  take  air.  He  is  now  the  third  advocate  of 
Holland  in  fucceffion,  who  hath  been  fubjed  to  this  difgrace;  Vander-end  being; 
the  firft,  who  died  in  that  place  in  prifon;  and  Paul  Buys  the  fecond,  who  was  like- 
wife  imprifoned  and  degraded,  but  afterwards  delivered. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange,  whilft  Barnevelt  is  in  hold  (who  being  at  liberty  made 
his  proceedings  Penelopis  telam)  for  fear  of  the  mutability  of  thefe  men's  minds,  who 
have  taken  this  refolution,  lofeth  no  time  in  fettling  the  affairs  of  this  province;  and 
for  this  purpofe  went  yefterday  to  Sconehoven,  to  put  out  the  Arminian  magiftrates^, 
and  place  others  in  their  rooms:  which  is  the  only  way  to  diflblve  the  league  of  Ar- 
minian towns,  and  give  the  well-affe6led  the  advantage  of  voices  in  their  public  af- 
fembly.  But  this  will  be  a  thing  of  hard  digeftion,  and  fubjeft  to  more  noife  in 
dealing  with  towns  than  with  provinces ;  becaufe  what  the  prince  did  before  by  his 
journies  into  Guelderland  and  Overyflel,  and  now  laftly  into  Utrecht,  was  done  in  the 
name  of  the  ftates  general,  and  with  their  affiftance:  What  he  now  doth  is  by  his  own 
authority,  as  governor  of  the  provinces,  which  will  raife  much  clamour^  that  he  doth 
prefs  upon  the  liberty  of  their  towns.  But  affairs  are  brought  to  that  exigent,  that 
it  is  no  time  to  prefer  rumores  ante Jaliitem. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland,  who  did  feparate  upon  the  imprifbnment  of  their  advo- 
•  cate,  to  give  account  thereof  to  tlieir  towns,  do  meet  again  on  Monday  next;  when 
I  fhall  hope  to  find  them  better  difpofed  than  form.erly  to  receive  tlie  like  imprefTions, 
as  other  provinces  have  done,  of  his  majefty's  good  advice  and  counfels;  and  until 
fit  time  I  fhall  defer  prefenting  his  majefty's  letters,  and  demanding  audience  in  that 
affembly. 

*  There  is  now  no  ufe  of  my  going  to  Utrecht ;  yet  I  have  acquainted  the  prince  of 
Orange  what  commiffion  I  had  from  his  majefty,that  it  might  appear  unto  him,  nothing 
was  omitted  by  his  majefty,  which  he  judged  expedient  for  the  public  fervice. 

*  It  falls  out  likewife  by  the  good  fuccefs  of  affairs,  that  thofe  other  letters  from 
his  majefty,  of  which,  as  matters  then  ftood,  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  put  his  majefty 
in  mind,  would  have  been  fuperfluous.  But  though  it  had  pleafed  his  majefty  to  have 
confented  to  that  part  of  my  humble  deiire,  which  concerned  myfelf,  I  afTure  your 

honour^ 
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honour,  there  would  have  been  no  fuperfluity.  For  I  have  much  ado,  with  my  former 
lofs,  by  reafon  of  flac-k  payments  of  my  money,  and  my  prefent  charge  in  regard  of  the 
cpndition-of  the  tim.e,  to  ftr-ive  with  neceffity.  Hov/foever  I  render  your  honour  my  due 
thanks  for  making  my  ftate  known  to  his  majefty,  .wliereof  I  will  prom.ife  myfelf, 
that  his  majefty,  when  he  feeth  his  own  time,  will  pieafe  to  have  a  gracious  confidera-

■^  P.  S.  I  have  omitted  to  advertife  your  honour,  that  I  have  been  folicited  by  the  wives 
of  Vander-Myle  and  Grundeville  (fon  to  Barnevelt,  who  came  to  my  houfe 
as  to  other  public  m.inifcers),  to  intreat  me  to  mediate  with  the  ftates  and  the  prince 
of  Orange,  that  their  fathej-,  in  regard  of  his  age  and  indifpofition,  might  have  his 
houfe  for  his  priibnj  which  I  excufed  as  a  matter  of  that  nature,  wherein  I  could 
not  fhew  myfelf  without  commandment  from  his  majefty. 

*  Sir  John  Ogle  hath  likewife  written  unto  me  to  deal  in  his  behalf  with  the 
prince  of  Orange,  who,  if  he  had  followed  in  time  the  advice  I  gave  him  by  com- 
mandment from  his  majefty,  would  not  have  been  in  need  of  intercefiion.  One  Fama, 
a  colonel  of  this  nation,  is  like  to  have  his  government. 

*  My  Lord  of  Oxford  is  come  into  this  country  in  his  way  for  England. 

*  There  hath  been  no  correfpondence  fince  my  coming  hither  betwixt  monf. 
BoisissE  and  myfelf;  the  excufe  whereof  to  his  majefty  for  my  part  I  recommend 
to  my  lord  marquis  of  Buckingham.'

That  no  poft  was  come  with  letters  from  Holland;  but  that  Quester  had  brought 
him  juft  then  the  placart  of  the  ftates  general  upon  the  imprifonment  of  Barnevelt, 
HoGERBETs,  and  Grotius,  which  came  over  by  a  pink  of  Flufhing.  '  I  thought 
good,/ays  he,  his  majefty  fhould  know  it.  If  monf.  de  Boisisse's  going  have  wrought 
none  other  efitcts,  he  v/ill  have  no  great  honour  of  his  journey. 

-  •  '  I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  fomething  concerning  myfelf  of  fome  comfort 
concerning  my  fuit,  having  never  yet  heard  any  :  And  I  befeech  you,  let  his  majefty 
fee  this  mine  humble  fuit,  in  hope  whereof  I  reft  yours  to  do  you  fervice.

'  Ihave  detained  my  meiTenger  until  the  French  embaffador,  monf.  de  Boisisse's 
departure,  whereby  to  advertile  his  majefty  of  the  laft  aft  of  his  play. 

'  The  chain,  of  which  I  write  in  my  difpatch,  being  brought  him  yefterday  about 
noon  by  certain  deputies  of  the  ftates  general,  he  refufed  to  accept  thereof,  faying, 
that  fince  they  would  not  vouchfafe  to  enter  into  communication  with  him  touching 
thefe  their  important  affairs,  about  which  he  was  exprefsly  fent,  they  making  no  ufe 
of  his  prefence,  he  could  not  excufe  himfelf  to  the  king  his  mafler,  if  he  fhould  take 
their  prefent.  This  anfwer  being  returned  to  the  flates,  and  he  gone  out  of  the  town 
before  the  reply  could  come,  three  of  them  were  fent  after  him  to  Rotterdam  (where 
they  are  now)  to  faflen  it  upon  him,  if  it  be  poffible.  He  was  conduded  out  of  the 
town  by  the  count  Henry  and  count  William. 

*  The  prince  of  Orange  (again ft  whom  he  doth  except, for  being  abfent  both  at  • 
his  coming  and  going)  arrived  on  Thurfday  night  at  Schonehoven,  where  the  count 
Ernest  met  him  from  Utrecht,  pofleffed  himfelf  of  the  Stadthoufe  with  forty  muf- 
queteers,  which  he  brought  with  him  in  waggons,  and  alighted  not  until  he  came  into 
the.  market-place. 

'  Yefterday  the  magiflrates  were  changed  in  that  town;  fuch  as  have  fuffered  in 
thefe  late  contentions  (whereof  two  had  their  houfes  pulled  down,  which  they  lent  for 
preaching  places  to  the  people,  who  abandoned  the  Arminian  churches)  being  placed 
in  the  room  of  thofe  who  were  then  in  authority.  Thofe,  who  are  now  excluded,  cry 
out  upon  thele,  by  whom  they  fay  they  were  abufed,  laying  the  blame  upon  Bar- 
NEVELT  and  tlie  Arminian  preachers. 

'  The  prince  was  not  yefterday  refolved,  whether  he  would  go  to  Gorcum  before 
his  return  :  but  he  will  aflTuredly  go  to  the  Brill,  to  fettle  the  magiftrates  there,  as  a  place 
of  moft  importance;  and  from  thence  come  back  by  Delft  for  the  fame  purpofe. 

'  Until  the  towns  be  thus  reformed,  that  he  may  have  plurality  of  voices  in  the 
aflembly  of  Holland,  he  doth  not  proceed  againft  their  advocate.  But  mean  time 
matter  is  preparing  againft  him;  and  all  thofe,  who  of  late  days  have  fpread  writ- 
ings againft  him  fecretly  for  fear  of  his  authority,  do  now  difcover  themfelves,  and 
bring  in  their  informations.

'  I  have  heard  fome  of  the  ftates  repent  themfelves  of  a  great  error,  that  when 
they  took  him,  they  did  not  feize  themfelves  of  his  papers.  Others  begin  to  be  forry 
they  are  gone  fo  far,  now  they  fee  how  matters  proceed,  and  they  know  not  where 
they  will  reft,. 

*  I  will  not  fail  diligently  to  advertlfe  his  majefty  of  all  occurrents ;  and  I  fhall 
humbly  defire,  that  his  majefty  having  (as  he  fliall,  God  willing,  from  time  to  time) 

P  p  a  true 
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a  true  and  particular  account  of  thefe  affairs,  that  he  will  be  pleafed  to  give  me  his 
diretlions  for  that  which  in  his  princely  wifdom  fhall  feenn  beftfor  his  fervice.  So  I 
humbly  take  leave.

*  Your  honour's  letters  of  the  lafl:  of  Auguft  came  to  my  hands  by  this  bearer 
William  Dieston  the  4th  of  this'prefent,  very  opportunely  to  fatisfy  the  prince  of 
Orange,  and  fuch  of  the  ftates  as  refted  with  great  and  earned  defire  to  know  how 
his  majefty  underftood  the  apprehenfion  of  Barnevelt,  with  the  reft  of  their  proceed- 
ings; wherein  though  they  wanted  before  no  comfort  or  encouragement  I  could  give 
them  in  private,  yet  I  thought  it  not  fir,  in  prefence  of  their"  public  deputies,  to  pre- 
judge what  fhould  come  from  his  majefty. 

'  To  the  fame  deputies  (who,  upon  m,y  defire  to  fpeak  with  them,  came  unto  me 
by  order  of  the  ftates)  I  delivered,  the  fame  day  of  the  receit  of  your  honour's  letters, 
what  I  had  in  commandment  from  his  majefty  in  approbation  of  their  doings ;  and 
did  let  fall  unto  them  by  way  of  difcourfe  upon  what  point  in  particular  his  majefty, 
"  having  yet  feen  no  more  than  their  fliort  declaration,  which  was  publifhed  in  print, 
did  ground  his  judgment,  in  that  it  was  apparent  to  his  majefty,  by  that  which  was 
prefented  to  his  own  view  in  the  demand  of  affiftance  to  the  national  fynod,  the  ftates 
requiring  one  thing,  and  Barnevelt  another  quite  oppofite  to  their  defire,  that  he 
ran  a  courfe  by  himfelf  contrary  to  the  public  fervice:  Whereupon  they,  confeffing  to 
have  the  like  advertifements  from  Paris  and  Heydelberg,  laid  hold  immediately  as  a 
fit  crime  to  charge  him  with  amongft  others  of  like  nature. 

'  I  took  the  liberty  hereupon  to  tell  them,  that  though  Barnevelt  had  continued 
in  his  wonted  ftate  and  authority,  yet  I  had  charge  from  his  majefty  to  have  let  him 
know,  how  ftrange  his  majefty  found  this  manner  of  proceeding  in  a  man  of  his  place ; 
that  thereby  it  might  appear  unto  them  his  majefty  did  not  fway  with  the  rime,  but 
that  he  faw  and  condemned  his  fault,  even  in  the  height  of  his  fortune. 

'  To  the  prince  of  Orange  1  ufed  the  fame  day  the  like  difcourfe;  and  added  fur- 
ther thefe  encouragements,  which  he  might  well  take  out  of  the  conftancy  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  favour,  and  the  prefent  condition  of  affairs ;  in  both  v/hich  he  refts  fo  well 
fatisfied,  that  by  the  help,  of  the  one  he  hopes  in  ftiort  time  to  give  perfe6lion  to  the 
other. 

'  At  Schonehoven  and  the  Brill  he  hath  fully  effedbed  what  he  went  about,  infomuch 
that  thefe  two  towns,  which  were  vfontjurare  in  verba  magiftri,  by  virtue  of  a  general 
comrniftion  to  approve  whatfoever  Barnevelt  did  propofe,  fent  now  their  deputies 
with  exprefb  order  to  concur  in  their  refolution.s  with  the  prince  of  Orange,  and  the 

well- 
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well-affe£l:ed  towns;  infomuch,  that  they  with  the  reft  (which  are  now  the  major  parr, 
and  ufe  the  name  of  the  ftates  of  Holland)  have  already  approved  the  imprilbniTient 
of  Barnevelt,  and  have  named  deputies  to  join  with  the  other  provinces  in  the  fram- 
ing his  procefs,  and  defired  the  prince  of  Orange  to  go  on  with  the  good  work  of  the 
reformation  of  this  province  ;  of  which  he  hath  taken  their  act  in  writing,  and  intends 
this  week  to  make  a  journey  through  the  reft  of  the  towns  of  Holland:  which  bt^ing 
now  publicly  required,  he  may  do  upon  better  grounds,  though  not  without  much, 
clamour  of  the  declining  faftion. 

*  The  nobleffe  of  Holland  (which  hath  a  voice  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  that 
province)  of  which  the  advocate  is  the  mouth,  having  been  from  the  beginning  of 
thefe  troubles  combined  by  means  of  the  advocate  with  the  Arminian  towns,  doth  ftill 
perfift  in  their  opiniatrety,  notwithftanding  that  the  prince  of  Orange  hath  often  dealt 
with  them  by  way  of  perfuafion  to  reform  themfelves :  which  not  prevailing,  he  now 
iends  ear  to  a  remonftrance  of  four  other  chief  families  of  Holland,  Buckhurft,  Sweten, 
Raphurft,  and  Cronenburgh,  who  have  been  long  kept  out  of  the  rank  of  nobleffe, 
and  may  by  authority  of  the  governor  of  the  province,  with  confent  of  the  ftates,  be 
admitted;  and  they,  with  fome  of  the  antient  nobleffe,  who  are  well-affefted,  and  the 
affiftance  of  the  prince  of  Orange  (who  both  by  example  of  his  father,  and  right  as 
governor,  may  have  feance  in  their  meetings,  though  he  hath  hitherto  not  ufed  it),  will 
over-rule  the  reft. 

'  The  people  of  Alcmaer  have  fent  deputies  to  the  prince  of  Orange  exprefsly  to  de- 
fire  him  to  change  their  magiftrates,  thole  they  have  being  Arminians  thruft  upon 
them  heretofore  by  violence.  Venator,  a  minifter  of  that  town,  who  fet  down  a  new 
form  of  divinity  in  a  book  which  he  ftiled,  ^Theologia  vera  &"  mera,  is  fled  into  France 
in  the  difguife  of  a  foldier.  Taurinus  (who,  as  1  advertifed  in  my  laft,  fled  from 
Utrecht)  is  gone  to  the  archduke's  fide.  He  is  difcovered  by  confeffion  of  the  printer 
to  be  author  of  the  Balance  ;  and  the  ftates  proceed  againft  him  according  to  his  me- 
rit. Utenbogard,  who  Vv^as  faid  to  be  gone  to  Wefel,  lies  fecretly  (as  is  now  in- 
formed) in  the  Arminian  towns,  betwixt  which  he  travels  to  and  fro  by  night,  to  ani- 
mate them  againft  the  fynod.  It  appears,  the  new  levies,  againft  which  the  ftates  ge- 
neral do  moft  formalife,  were  proje£led  by  Barnevelt,  but  taken  on  by  the, towns 
chiefly  at  the  felicitation  and  urging  of  thefe  men ;  by  which,  though  churchmen, 
they  are  fubjecl  to  the  temporal  cenfure,  and  therefore  fnift  for  themfelves.  Episco- 
Pius,  GrevincoviuSj  and  the  reft  of  that  fadtion,  have  their  private  meetings,  in 
which  they  refolve  to  ftand  it  out,  and  not  appear  at  the  fynod.. 

'  Vander-Mvle  hath  much  incenfed  the  ftates  by  his  flight  into  France,  for  which 
they  have  written  unto  their  embaffador,  to  have  a  diligent  eye  over  him.  and  his 
doings  :  and  he  being  one  of  the  nobleffe  of  his  province,  a  curator  of  their  univerfity 
of  Leyden,  and  one  of  the  council  of  ftate,  hath  by  going  into  another  dominion  with- 
out licenfe  brought  himfelf  into  much  trouble,  though  there  were  nothing  m^ore  to  be 
laid  to  his  charge. 

'  The  intent  of  his  going  is  faid  to  be  chiefly  to  fupprefs  thofe  inform.ations,  which 
may  be  recovered  from  thence  againft  his  father-in-law  and  himfelf,  for  fuch  things,

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as  have  paft  privately  betwixt  them  and  the  chief  inftruments  of  that  crown,  without 
knovvledge  of  thisftate;  and  to  procure  the  French  Icing's  interceffion  in  behalf  of  his 
father,  and  the  reft  of  that  faftion :  in  both  which  he  v/ili  profit  little,  having  hurt 
himfelf  and  his  fatlier  for  the  firft  ^o'lnx  Juo  indicia  :  for  he,  in  his  quarrel  with  Aer- 
SENS,  having  charged  him  to  have  endeavoured,  during  his  emballage  in  France,  to 
have  introduced  the  profeffion  of  popery  into  thefe  provinces,  and  to  have  tranfported 
the  abfolu;e  fovereigncy  of  them  to  the  French  king  (to  v/hich  effeft  he  produced  and 
publillied  in  print  two'  feveral  memorials,  with  which  Aersens  came  charged  hither 
out  of  France);  Aersens,  on  the  contrary,  makes  it  appear  he  did  nothing  without 
exprefs  order  from  Barnevelt.  And  for  the  point  of  interceffion,  the  ftates  call  to 
mind  how  in  the  bufmefs  of  the  duke  of  Bouillon,  and  after  of  the  prince  of  Conde, 
they  had  not  only  their  mouths  ftopt  by  the  French  embaflador  here  refident,  but  were 
here  hindered  likewite  by  Barnevelt  from  ufing  any  manner  of  folicitation  in  their 
favours,  as  a  matter  unfit  for  one  prince  or  ftate  to  interpofe  in  the  affairs  of  ano- 
ther; which  now  proves  his  own  cafe. 

*  Monf.  DE  Boisisse  being  departed,  and  gone  as  far  as  Antwerp,  was  m.et  there 
with  exprefs  order  to  come  back  to  this  place;  where  he  arrived  on  Friday  laft  in  com- 
pany of  madam  de  Tremou'ille,  who,  being  at  Spa,  and  coming  from  thence  hither 
to  fee  her  brothers,  found  him  at  Rotterdam. 

*  His  return,  having  had  fo  abfolute  an  anfv/er  from  the  ftates  (that  matters  went 
not  fo  ill  here  as  was  related  abroad,  and  that  they  were  more  in  need  of  affiftance  of 
divines  at  their  fynod  than  of  embaffadors  in  their  aflemblies,  which  was  implied  by 
their  anfwer)  feems  ftrange  to  all  men ;  and  the  more  in  regard  he  went  away  ib  ill 
fatisfied,  that  upon  no  perfuafion  or  intreaty  he  would  accept  the  ftates  prefent: 
whereupon  they  have  here  faftened  a  by-word  upon  him  in  this  Dutch  language  to 
this  fenfe,  that,  having  forgot  his  chain,  he  is  come  back  to  fetch  it. 

*  Yefterday  he  had  his  audience,  accompanied  with  the  refident  embafTador  du 
Maurier,  in  the  afiembly  of  the  ftates  general,  where  he  prefented  a  letter  from 
the  French  king  in  general  terms  of  affeftion  and  well-wiftiing  to  the  ftates;  and  for 
a  teftimony  thereof,  he  had  given  his  extraordinary  embafiador  order  to  ftay  here,  if 
he  could  be  found  on  the  place,  or  to  return  wherefoever  he  Qiould  meet  with  his 
letters,  and  to  perform  thofe  offices  which  might  beft  tend  to  the  quieting  their  trou- 
bles, and  fettling  their  affairs.  His  fpeech  was  to  the  like  effeft;  which  when  he  ftiall 
have  prefented  in  writing  (as  it  was  required  of  him),  I  will  not  fail  to  fend  his  ma- 
jefty  the  copy. 

'  With  the  prince  of  Orange,  who  met  him  on  the  way  betwixt  this  and  Delft, 
and  with  whom  he  had  private  conference  before  his  audience,  he  ufed  fair  language, 
no  way  blaming  any  thing  which  hath  been  done,  or  feeming  to  intermeddle  in  what 
is  intended ;  fo  as  the  external  appearance  of  his  employment  is  hitherto  very  pleaf- 
ing:  but  the  fecret  intention  thereof  I  have  caufe  to  perfuade  me  is  this;  to  procure 
favour  for  Barnevelt  and  his  complices:  to  divert  the  prince  of  Orange  from  the 
courfe  he  hath  in  hand  of  changing  the  magiftrates  in  thefe  towns  of  Holland :  to 
crofs  (if  it  be  poflible)  the  national  fynod. 

'  Thefe 
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'  Thefe  things  I  gather  out  of  Maurier's  difcourfe  in  Boisisse's  abfence  (upon 
whofe  informations  Boisisse's  employment  hath  been  grounded  (he  wifliingthe  prince 
of  Orange,  now  he  is  gone  fo  far,  to  lay  by  the  thought  of  ecclefiaftical  aiTemblies, 
and  to  finifh  his  worlc  by  authority  (a  found  not  unpleafing  to  great  men's  ears)  •,  but 
withal  fo  to  ui'e  his  authority,  as  may  be  without  difcontentment  of  the  towns  in 
general,  and  free  him  from  reproof  of  feeking  particular  revenge. 

'  Touching  Barnevelt,  they  yet  fay  nothing ;  and  indeed  it  is  no  time  to 
fpeak.  In  the  fecond  point  at  their  conference  with  the  prince  of  Orange,  though 
BoisissE  was  filent,  Maurier  did  prefs  to  have  the  proceedings  in  the  towns  pafs 
rather  by  way  of  accommodation  than  reformation,  offering  themfelves  as  inftru- 
ments  to  go  from  town  to  town,  and  fo  fhew  fome  fruit  of  their  endeavours  in  fome 
fmall  place  at  firft :  to  which  the  prince  of  Orange  anfwered,  it  was  not  for  the  dig- 
nity of  a  great  prince  to  be  a  ftickler  amongft  burghers  in  a  fmall  town.  The  third 
point  concerning  the  fynod,  I  am  informed,  they  have  efpecially  in  charge,  there 
being  nothing  more  apprehended  in  France  than  the  ftrift  correfpondence  this  fynod 
may  breed  betv/ixt  all  the  reformed  churches,  and  the  acceflary  dependence  the  fettling 
of  religion  in  thefe  provinces  will  inforce  this  ftate  always  to  have  upon  his  majefby : 
whereas  diftraction  of  religion  by  thefe  new  opinions  doth  diftraiSt  thefe  menu's  af- 
fedions,  and  caule  them  to  be  as  indifferently  dependent  upon  other  princes. 

'  This  is  thought  to  have  been  one  of  the  main  fcopes  of  Barnevelt  in  favouring 
thefe  novelties,  contrary  to  that  which  he  profeffed  to  be  his  opinion  in  religion;  he 
fhewing  himfelf  always  difaffedled  to  our  alliance  in  comparifon  of  France.  But 
things  are  now  in  fo  good  a  way,  thefe  embaffadors  will  have  fubjeft  enough  before 
long  to  advertife,  but  little  to  negotiate ;  for  within  thefe  two  days  the  ftates  of  Hol- 
land intend  to  make  a  recefs  purpofely  of  their  afiembly  to  give  the  prince  of  Orange 
commodity  with  lefs  prejudice  to  their  authority,  than  would  he  Jedente  curia,  to  vifit 
their  Arminian  towns,  which  he  will  do  with  affiftance  of  foldiers,  if  need  require; 
and  in  Leyden  (which  is  indeed  locus  febris)  he  doth  purpofe  likewife  to  reform  the 
iiniverfity,  and  here,  after  his  return,  the  courts  of  juftice.  Touching  the  fynodj 
his  majefty  will  perceive  by  a  letter  from  the  ftates  general,  which  is  recommended 
to  my  conveyance,  how  they  perfift  in  their  former  refolution;  the  fame  being  now 
conferrted  unco  by  all  the  provinces;  and  they  have  lately  written  to  Geneva,  as- 
likewife  to  certain  churches  in  the  confines  of  Germany,  called  Veteravian  dioceje,  to 
fend  their  affiftants,  which  was  omitted  through  confufion  and  diftradtion  in  the  fending 
out  of  the  firft  furnmons. 

'  It  is  doubted  here  will  be  no  affiftants  out  of  France  at  the  fynod  by  permiffion 
of  the  king:  but  du  Moulin,  the  minifter  at  Paris,  writes  hither  to  his  private 
friends,  that  he  will  come  of  himfelf,  accompanied  vvfith  fome  other  minifter  of  thofe 
churches. 

*  Gerson  Bucerus  is  fent  for  hither  by  the  prince  of  Orange,  having  ftood  upon 
terms  of  the  jurifdiftion  of  a  churchman  with  the  ftates  of  Zealand.  I  hope  that 
courfe  will  be  taken  with  him,  as  will  be  to  his  majefty's  contentment.

^■94-  LETTERS     FROM     AND     TO  1618. 

'  Levdenbergh  is  fent  for  from  Utrechr,  to  be  confronted  here  by  Bap^nevelt, 
upon  whom  he  lays  the  blame  of  all  his  doings.  So  doth  Grotius  in  a  long  letter 
to  the  prince  of  Orange, 

'  I  have -feen  an  inftrudtion  figned  by  Leydenbep^gh,  and  framed  betwixt  him  and 
Barnevelt  this  time  twelvemonth,  when  Barnevelt  was  at  Utrecht,  by  which 
the  captains  of  the  new  levies  are  bound  by  an  exprefs  article  to  ferve  them  by  whom 
rhey  were  raifed  and  paid,  within  and  without  the  province,  by  water,  and  by  land, 
v/herefoever  and  howfoever  they  fliould  be  employed,  without  fubmitting  themfelves 
to  the  commandment  of  any  e!fe  whofoever. 

'  Thefe  men  being  afterwards  animated  by  Leydenbergh,  Grotius,  and  the  reft 
of  their  complices,  to  withftand  the  deputies  of  the  ftates  general  and  the  prince  of 
Orange,  makes  the  matter  very  foul,  as  a  direct  confpiracy  againft  the  ftates.  Yet  I 
do  not  think  the  ftates  will  proceed  to  blood  with  any  of  tiiofe  prifonersj  but  that 
Barnevelt's  fentence  v/ili  be  perpetual  imprifonment ;  and  with  the  reft,  v/ho  dif- 
charge  them.felves  upon  him,  Ibmewhat  more  moderate. 

'  The  ftates  general  are  in  deliberation  to  fend  three  of  their  body,  with  four  of 
the  chief  directors  of  the  Eaft-Indian  company,  into  England,  touching  the  trade  of 
the  Eaft-Indies,  and  filTiing  upon  the  coaft  of  Scotland,  and  in  the  North  feas,  where 
are  many  dilbrders  and  violences  yearly  committed  betwixt  his  majefty's  fubjefts 
and  theirs. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  doth  now  difpatch  one  Vosbergen,  a  counfellor  of  the 
provincial  court,  to  Paris,  touching  his  affairs  of  the  principality  of  Orange.  The 
ftates  are  in  fpeech  of  an  extraordinary  embafifador  thither. 

*  The  firft  day  of  monf.  de  Boisisse's  return  hither,  Ifent  my  fecretary  unto  him 
to  give  him  the  I?ieii  venue,  with  intention  to  have  feen  him  myfelf,  if  he  had  anfwered 
the  fame  by  any  meffage  of  kindnefs:  which  he  failing  to  do  (as  he  did  likewife  neg- 
le6l  me,  when  I  came  out  of  England),  I  forbore  to  vifit  him  ;  and  fo  ftiall,  unlefs 
his  majefty  command  otherwife.  The  Venetian  refident  is  as  ill  fatisfied  of  him 
for  not  returning  his  vifit,  when  he  was  here  laft,  in  v/hich  regard  he  doth  no  more 
come  at  him. 

*  I  do  hitherto  forbear  making  ufe  of  his  majefty's  letters  of  credence  to  the  ftates 
of  Holland,  and  fo  fliall  hereafter,  unlefs  there  be  greater  occafion  than  is  yet  offered 
of  going  to  that  affembly  ;  left  the  ftates  general,  who  now  have  much  improved 
their  authority  above  the  particular  provinces,  ftiould  diflike  thereof:  which  confi- 
deration,  I  well  call  to  mind,  made  his  majefty,  being  heretofore  moved,  to  give  me 
the  like  authority  as  had  been  praftifedby  the  French  embaffador,  unwilling  to  fwerve 
from  the  wonted  form  of  negotiating. 

'  Here  is  a  pafquin  faith,  Barnevelt  hath  his  ambition  in  treading  the  ftates  gene- 
ral under  his  feet,  and  Grotius  and  Hogerbets  theirs  in  being  ftrongly  guarded 
with  foldiers.     The  firft  of  which  is  underftood  by  the  place  of  his  imprifonment, 

I  which 
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which  is  in  a  room  higher  than  the  chamber  of  the  affembly.  The  other  alludes  to 
their  being  now  under  guard  of  the  foldiers  of  theftate;  whereas  their  endeavour  was 
heretofore  to  have  brought  their  new  levies  into  the  Hague,  as  into  other  towns. 

'  In  Utrecht  the  boys  having  pulled  a  live  hen,  and  courfing  it  about  the  ftreets, 
were  found  to  follow  it  in  fport  with  a  cry  of  commiferation,  O  armen  ban,  (oh !  poor 
hen  !)  and  indeed  the  Arminian,  to  which  name  this  alludes,  being  lately  very  proud 
of  his  plumes,  is  now  ftript  fo  bare,  that  he  is  a  fubjedt  to  fome  of  commiferation,  but 
to  moll  of  fcorn, 

'  This  I  have  added  for  recreation  at  the  end  of  a  tedious  difpatch,  like  a  farce  after 
a  tragedy.     So  I  humbly  take  leave. 

From  the  Hague  this  /j  of  Your  honour's  moft  faithfully  to  be  commanded, 

September,   1618. 

Dudley  Carletoit, 

'  I  fend  your  honour  the  copy  of  the  French  embaflador's  propofition,  as  it  was  even 
now  prefented  to  the  ftates.  They  refolve  to  give  him  a  round  and  refolute  anfwer> 
to  cut  off  all  hope  of  intermeddling  with  their  bufinefs. 

'  Leydenbergh  is  brought  hither  from  Utrecht;  and  even  now  the  prince  of 
Orange  is  adve'rtifed,  that  Utenbogard  was  feen  at  Sevenbergen  paffing  into 
Brabant.' 

Sept.  15.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton". 

Acknowledges  the  fecretary's  letters  of  the  4th  inftant,  '  wherein,  fays  he,  I  can- 
not well  fay,  whether  I  take  more  comfort  and  encouragement  concerning  my  own 
private,  or  care  and  thought  touching  the  public;  for  the  complaints  of  our  men  are 
greater,  and  the  fatisfaftion  of  thefe  men  lefs,  than  can  ftand  with  the  profeffion  of 
good  amity  and  neighbourhood.     And  now  that  his  majefty  was  borne  in  hand  by  fir 
Noel  Caron  ;  that  deputies  fliould  go  from  hence  to  accommodate  all  differences 
with  his  majefty's  fubjefts,  I  find  the  ftates  waver  in  that  refolution ;  for  though  they 
have  had  it  in  deliberation  to  join  fome  of  their  own  body  to  fuch  as  Ihould  be  fent  by 
the  Eaft-India  company,  and  three  were  once  named  for  this  purpofe,  they  are  now  at 
a  ftand,  by  reafon  of  a  difficulty  call  in  the  way  by  the  two  provinces  of  Frielland  and 
Groningen,  which  having  no  part  in  that  trade,  and  being  defirous  to  enter  with  Hol- 
land and  Zealand  at  the  expiration  of  the  oftroy  (which  hath  now  but  four  years  time) 
they  fufpedt,  and  not  without  reafon,  that  if  they  fhould  concur  at  this  prefent  in  the 
treaty  of  conjundlion  of  the  two  companies  Englifh  and  Dutch  (which  may  draw  on  a 
neceffity  of  renewing  the  oftroy  in  terms  as  it  hath  hitherto  flood)  they  fhould  be  per- 
petually excluded.   In  this  regard  the  deputies  of  thofe  provinces  have  refufed  to  con- 
fent  to  the  nomination  of  any  of  their  body,  notwithftanding  that  they  have  been  feri- 
oufly  dealt  with  both  by  count  William  (as  governor  of  thofe  provinces)  and  myfelf, 
not  to  let  their  private  refpefts  hinder  their  public  good  :  whereupon  they  have  written, 
and  one  of  them  is  gone  to  their  principals  to  advife  better  of  the  bufinefs.     Count 

William. 
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William  'hath  written  likewife  to  both  provinces  ferioufly  to  the  fame  piirpofe.  But 
the  bufinefs  is  of  that  nature,  that  it  cannot  well  attend  the  time  of  their  anfv/er. 
Wherefore  the  prince  of  Orange  (who  was  with  me  on  Saturday  laft,  before  his  takino- 
his  journey)  is  of  opinion,  that  the  company  will  forthwith  fend  their  deputies,  though 
the  ftates  cannot  refolve :  yet  all  will  attend  his  return. 

'  I  do  not  find,  that  though  the  ftates  fiiould  now  fend  v/ith  the  company,  that  their 
deputies  fliould  have  commiffion  to  treat  of  any  thing  but  the  bufinefs  of  the  Eaft-Indies  ; 
wliich  is  neither  that  his  majefly  expetts,  nor  the  prelent  occafions  of  differences 
amongft  our  men  in  many  places  require.  Wherefore,  if  his  majcfby  give  me  order 
for  any  thing  to  be  laid  to  this  purpofe  in  their  public  affembly,  1  will  befeech  your 
honour  to  let  me  have  the  particularities  of  the  informations,  v/hereupon  to  ground 
my  complaint. 

'  It  falls  out  unfeafonably,  that  the  ftates  are  now  fo  bufied  in  their  affairs  at  home, 
■v/hich  miakes  them  lefs  intent  on  thofe  abroad.  But  this  reformation  they  have  now  in 
hand,  I  will  hope,  will  have  an  extent  to  theie  harfn  bufineffes  betwixt  us ;  they  being 
all  matters  belonging  to  fea,  wherein  Holland  hath  the  greateftpart;  and  Holland 
hath  for  our  age  been  only  guided  and  governed  by  Basnevelt;  the  haughtinefs  of 
whofe  fpirit  and  difaffeclion  to  our  nation  hath  been  generally  obfervcd.' 

With  reo;ard  to  fir  William  Cockaine's  bufinefs,  fir  Dudley  Carleton  is  no 
ways  informed  how  itreftsi  but  had  recommended  it  with  much  earneftnefs  in  general 
terms, 

'  The  prince  of  Orange,  according  to  appointment,  began  his  progrefs  amongft 
the  towns  of  this  province  yefterday ;  but  altered  his  purpofe  of  going  firft  into  North- 
Holland,  and  began  with  Delft  and  Schedam;  in  the  firft  of  which  towns  he  changed 
fourteen  of  the  old  council ;  and  in  the  latter,  where  was  lefs  corruption,  fix  only  :  the 
manner  whereof  was  this.  After  the  burgomafters  and  the  town-council  (which  they 
call  the  Wrootfchap)  were  met,  his  excellency  came  hither,  and  made  a  fhort  fpeech, 
how  heretofore  hehadbeenwith  them,  to  give  them  warning  of  fomediforders,  that  were 
crept  into  the  ftate;  but  found,  that  he  hadeffefted  little  with  them ;  and  therefore  did 
difcharge  them  all  of  their  oath  and  places:  prefently  whereupon  they  all  departed, 
faving  the  fecretary  j  and  fuch  as  were  good  were  called  in  again  by  the  hui'lTiers,  man 
after  man,  by  a  note  that  was  delivered  them.  Thofe  that  were  bad  were  left  out, 
and  others  called  in  their  ftead.  When  they  were  all  come  in  again,  the  prince  re- 
peated much  of  the  fame  things  he  fpake  before;  adding,  that  both  in  the  towns  and 
provinces,  the  government  of  all  affairs  had  palTed  through  a  few  men's  hands,  to  the 
bringing  in  of  dangerous  innovations;  which  hereafter  they  fhould  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  withal.  Then  he  toucht  how  thefe  few  men  had  purpofed  to  turn  him, 
and  all  worthy  deferving  minifters  of  the  land's  affairs  out  of  the  lands;  with  a  pro- 
teftation  of  his  own  inclination  and  defire  to  do  all  things  with  the  hazard  of  his 
fortune  and  life,  both  for  the  time  paft,  prefent,  and  to  come,  that  fliould  be  behoveful 
for  the  good  and  honour  of  the  ftate;  wifhing  every  man  in  his  office  to  difcharge  his 
duty  with  the  fame  afteftion :  and  fo  ended  and  departed.  This  I  have  fet  down  at 
greater  length,  becaufe  his  majefty  may  fee  thereby  all  that  is  to  be  done  in  the  reft 
f>i  the  prince's  journey.  The 
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'  The  prince  is  gone  this  night  to  Doit,  and  intends  to  go  through  all  the  reft  of 
the  towns  before  the  next  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  the  province,  which  will  be  held 
again  in  this  town  about  fifteen  days  hence. 

'  Thefe  French  embalTidors  have  been  moved  in  the  name  of  the  ftates  of  Holland 
to  accompany  their  requeft  to  the  French  king  for  aiTiftants  out  of  the  reformed 
churches  of  his  realm  to  the  national  fynod  of  thefe  provinces,  with  their  letters  of 
recommendation :  to  which  they  feem  to  lend  a  willing  ear;  and  we  hear  now  out  of 
France,  that  the  provincial  fynod  of  Cevennes  hath  named  four  deputies  for  this  pur- 
pofe ;  who  now  fue  by  the  means  of  monf.  Langrac  for  the  king's  licenfe  to  come 
hither,  Chamier,  du  Moulin,  Rivet,  and  Ckauve. 

'  Langrac  hath  made  by  his  letters  a  good  report  to  the  ftates  of  Vander-Myle's 
carriage  of  himfelf,  fince  his  arrival  at  Paris;  and  Vander-Myle  hath  written  to  the 
prince  of  Orange,  that  he  will  return  fpeediiy  hither,  alledging  domejiicas-  tricas,  and 
the  cry  of  women,  in  his  father-in-law's  houfe  and  his,  for  the  caufe  of  his  journey: 
but  the  ftates  are  in  deliberation,  againft  his  return,  to  demand  a  more  ftrift  account 
of  his  journey;  only  they  apprehend  a  danger  (if  they  fhould  queftion  him  too  nar- 
rowly v/hat  he  did  in  France)  of  embarking  thefe  French  embafladors  in  his  defence, 
and  by  confequence  intereffing  them  into  tlieir  affairs;  v/hich  they  are  very  ftudious 
to  avoid. 

'  The  ftates  have  given  order  for  their  anfvver  to  monf  de  Boisisse's  laft  propofi- 
tion,  which  is,  mutatis  mutandis,  the  fame  they  faid  in  the  former :  v/hich  when  it  is 
delivered  unto  him,  whether  he  will  reft  fatisfied,  and  depart  therewith,  is  yet  doubt- 
ful :  for  there  be,  who  fufpeil  he  hath  matter  of  greater  ftiew  in  ftore  about  the 
renewing  the  truce,  or  fome  fuch  like  overt-tire;  whereby  to  fet  a  luftre  upon  his  re- 
turn in  the  eye  of  the  world;  and  to  efcape  the  reproof  of  i^z'j  ad  eundem;  for  to  come 
twice  ad  concilium  uncalled  and  unaccepted,  will  have  but  fmall  reputation. 

'  He  hath  well  anfwered  the  welcome  I  gave  him  by  a  vifit,  and  confelTed  his  own 
error  at  his  laft  being  here;  which  he  excufeth  upon  his  having  difpatched  his  bufi- 
nefs  before  my  arrival.  I  find  him  a  man  of  thofe  good  afl'eftions,  that  he  is  worth 
the  careffing,  efpecially  in  a  time,  when  the  minifters  of  that  crown  forget  them- 
felves  fo  much,  as  it  feems  now  they  do.  Such  difcourfe  as  hath  pafled  betwixt  us, 
with  fome  other  particularities,  I  advertife  his  majefty'by  my  lord  Marquis  in  anfwer 
of  the  letters,  which  I  received  for  his  lordfhip  inclofed  in  your  honour's.  Thus  I 
humbly  take  leave,  &c.'

■'  An  accident,  which  I  now  advertife,  is  of  that  nature,  as  if  I  fhould  date  from 
Af ric ;  aliquid  monjiri. 

'  Leydenbergh,  the  fecretary  of  Utrecht  (who  was  brought  hither  to  be  con- 
fronted, with  Barnevelt)  having  murdered  himfelf  in  his  bed  this  laft  night  with 
two  knives,  whereof  he  made  provifion  three  days  before;  with  the  one  of  which  he 

Q^q  ript 
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ript  lip  his  own  belly,  and  wirh  the  other  cut  his  throat;  and  both  with  that  fiience, 
that  his  fon  (who  was  permitted  to  lie  in  his  chamber  with  him,  but  had  a  bed  apart) 
was  not  awakened  therewith,  until  he  heard  the  blood,  v/hich  gufhed  out  of  his-fa- 
ther's  throat;  which  made  him  call  the  guards:  but  before  they  canie,  LEYDENBERCfi 
was  dead. 

'  Here  is  much  noife  upon  this  occafion,,  fome  imputing  it  to  an-  Lmpatiency  of 
reftraint;  others  tO' an  apprehenfion  of  torture  and  punifhment;  but  he  was  a  man. 
reputed  rather  bafe  and  timorous  than  of  any  ftoutnefs  and  courage,  and  therefore  ne 
moriare  mori  may  light  upon  him.  The  ftates,  who  affembled  this  morning  extraor- 
dinarily upon  this  occafion,  make  this  judgment  hereof,  that  there  is  fome  greater 
fecret  than  they  have  yet  difcovered,  which  he  was  jealous  might  be  extorted  from 
him.  Upon  thofe  confeffions  they  had  from  him  at  Utrecht,  and  here  at  the  Hague 
(where  he  hath  been  more  referved  than  he  was  there)  they  have  now  given  order  to 
the  two  advocate  fifcals  of  Utrecht  and  Arnheim  (two  experienced  and  v/ell-afFe6led 
perfons)  to  frame  interrogatories  for  the  other  prifoners,.  and  confequently  their  pr.o- 
eeis.. 

*  Taurinus,  a  factious  and  feditious  minifcer  of  Utrecht  (who  fince  his  flight  frora 
thence  hath  been  confefled  by  the  printer  to  be  the  author  of  the  Balance)  is  fuddenly  , 
dead  in  an  open  village  on  the  archduke's  fide;  and  it  is  fufpefted  he  was  poifonedj 
whereby  to  conceal  fuch,  as  contributed  their  conceits  to  that  libel..  The  ftates  have 
written  hereupon  to  .thofe  of  Utrecht,  to  take  the  fame  information  of  the  tranQator  of  \ 
that  book  into  French,  as  they  fliould  have  done  of  the  author,  if  he  had  lived;  hop- 
ing thereby  to  have  fome  light  of  thofe  they  look  after, 

'  The  tranllator  is  upon  much  prefumption  tliought  to  be  one  Niellius,  a  French 
preacher  at  Utrecht,  who  for  fcandalous  doftrine  is  fufpended  by  the  French  fynod 
lately  held  at  Delft,  until  the  national  fynod,  where  he  was  charged  with,  this  book, 
for  the  tranflation,  which  he  denied  faintly. 

'  Vander-Myle  being^  returned  from  Paris  as  far  as  Antwerp,  hath  written  to- 
the  council  of  ftate,  that  he  will  yet  abfent  himfelf  for  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks; 
which  he  defires  them  in  a  friendJy  manner  not  to  mifinterpret.  The  ftates  in  the 
mean  time  have  made  a  decree,  which  is  lent  to  the  council  this  morning,  that  they 
are  not  to  receive  him  again  into  their  number,  until  he  hath  given  a  good  accoynt 
of  this  journey. 

'  I  have  feen  this  morning  the  minute  of  the  anfwer,  which  fhall  be  carried  to 
monf.  DE  BoisissE  this  afternoon  from  the  ftates  general.  It  contains  much  compli- 
ment; but  this  in  fubftance,  that  they  are  forry  the  ftate  of  their  affairs  was  fo  much 
traduced  to  the  king,  and  he  thereby  fo  greatly  alarmed :  That  the  induftry  of  the 
prince  of  Orange  had  well  overcome  fuch  fmall  difficulties  and  differences,  as  were- 
amongft  them  ;  and  that  he  was  now  in  a  good  way  of  reducing  them  to  a  more  fet- 
tled eftate  than  ever:  That  if  there  had  been  need  of  the  French  king's  help  in  this 
occafion,  they  would  have  prevented  his  offer  by  their  requeft :  That  by  reafon  of 
fome  divinity  difputes  they  have  need  of  aid  and  affiftance  from  abroad,  in  which 

refpe6t 
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refpedl  they  lay  hold  of  the  king's  forwardnefs,  defiring  him  to  fhew  the  fruits  thereof 
in  this  occafionj  which  for  conclufion  they  recommend  to  the  entremije  of  monf.  de 

BOISISSE. 

'  The  ftates  have  now  in  hand  a  placart  againft  the  Jefuits,  which  come  of  late 
days  with  extraordinary  freedom  into  theie  provinces.  They  have  refolved  of  a  guard 
of  horfe  (thirty  in  number)  to  be  continually  attendant  on  the  perfon  of  the  prince  of 
Orano-e;  which  they  have  prefented  unto  him  by  a  letter  now  in  his  progrefs,  which 
he  goeth  on  withal  very  fuccefsfully. 

'  Before  his  return  (which  will  not  be  yet  thefe  eight  days)  I  will  give  your  honour 
an  account  what  I  fhall  have  done  with  the  ftates,  in  conformity  to  your  honour's 
letters  of  the  8th  of  this  prefent,  which  came  late  to  my  hands  this  laft  night.  For 
though  his  prefence  were  behoveful,  delay  in  cafes  of  this  nature  breeds  danger ;  and 
the  ftates  having  already  had  in  deliberation  the  fending  deputies  to  his  majefty,  I 
hope  they  will  be  fo  quickened  with  that  which  I  fliall  fay,  that  they  will  lay  afide 
their  private  interefts  in  regard  of  their  public  good.  I  have  already  fpoken  in  pri- 
vate with  fome  of  them,  who  do  much  lament  thefe  juft  occafions  of  complaint  given 
his  majefty's  fubjeds,  and  think,  that  thefe  animofities  and  partialities  at  land  (which 
reigned  chiefly  in  this  province,  and  were  nourifhed  by  thole  who  have  fat  long  at  the 
ftern  of  the  ftate)  had  their  extent  even  to  the  fea.  Hereafter  we  may  promife  our- 
felves  better,  and  the  rather  becaufe  there  is  a  purpofe  immediately  after  the  fynodj 
before  winter  fiiall  expire  (for  in  that  time  there  is  no  fear  of  diverfion  by  the  enemy) 
to  reform  the  union  of  Utrecht ;  which  being  penned  fomewhat  refervedly,  according 
to  the  condition  of  the  times  paft  for  matters  of  religion,  a  clearer  expreffing  them- 
felves  in  that  point  (which  now  they  intend),  with  exclufion  of  all  men  from  magiftracy 
which  are  not  profeilors  of  the  true  reformed  religion,  will  inforce  a  more  ftrift  de-  ' 
pendence  than  ever  upon  his  majefty's  crowns,  and  thereupon  a  greater  neceffity  of 
giving  contentment.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 
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Sept.  29.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton, 

That  he  had,  in  conformity  to  the  fecretary's  letter  of  the  8th  from  Windfor,  fpoke 
to  the  affembly,  what  was  proper  to  convert  their  long  deliberation  of  fendino-  to  his 
majefty  into  a  fpeedy  refolution;  of  which  propoiition  he  fends  a  copy,  with  a  tranf- 
lation  of  a  note  of  the  flates  general. 

That  this  morning  he  had  received  larger  inftruftions  to  the  fame  effecl  in  the  fecre- 
tary's letter  of  the  24th  from  Hampton-Court;  by  v/hich  he  fliould  govern  himfelf  at 
the  return  of  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  afTembly  of  the  fcates  of  Holland,  v/ith  the 
arrival  of  certain  deputies  from  Zealand;  all  which  was  expefted  before  the  end  of 
this  week, 

*  Mean  while  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  give  his  majefty  an  account  of  what  I  have, 
already  performed ;  which  fhould  have  been  Iboner  with  your  honour,  but  that,  find- 
ing the  ftates  ever  fince  in  daily  deliberation  about  this  bufmefs,  I  have  expefted  to 
receive  fome  anfwer  from  them.  And  though  hitherto  they  are  little  advanced,  no 
more  than  a  fiiip  can  make  good  way  when  there  is  none  at  the  helm  (for  in  that  flate 
they  yet  remain  fince  the  remove  of  Barnevelt)  yet  I  find  a  general  difpofition  in. 
them  to  guide  the  bufinefs  a  bm  forto;  and  the  diforders  hitherto  they  are  wijlinc- 
enough  to  caft  upon  him  ;  fome  for  his  difafi^eftion  ;  others  for  his  imbroiling  himfelf 
fo  much  with  the  affairs  at  home,  that  he  negledled  all  abroad,  fave  what  had  reference, 
to  their  domeflic  fadlions. 

'  The  difficulty  betwixt  their  provinces  they  have  laid  afide ;  but  two  others  are 
raifed,  which  caufe  this  delay;  the  one  concerning  the  choice  of  their  deputies;  the 
other  touching  their  inftruftions. 

*  Of  the  firft  there  hfacilis  inventio,  hut  dijidlis  eletiio,  the  prefent  occafions  of  the 
ftate  requii-ing  their  befl  men  here;  and  they  find  it  no  wifdom  to  fend  into  England 
fuch  ill-affe6ted  perfons,  as  the  laft  time.  Grotius  (who  was  then  employed)  hath 
had  the  confidence  fince  his  imprifonment  to  alledge  in  a  letter  to  the  prince  of  Orange 
(which  I  have  feen)  the  merit  of  that  fervice  to  the  flate,  and  to  intimate  hov/  ufeful 
he  could  be  again  upon  this  occafion.  But  his  wings  are  too  much  limed  to  fly  over 
the  fea  fo  fuddenly,  though  for  fatisfaftion  of  the  ftates  he  ofters  to  confefs  not  only 
all  he  knows,  but  likewife  he  probably  fufpefts  againft  Barnevelt.  The  flates 
have  defired  of  me  his  letter  to  the  archbifliop  of  Spalato  (with  which  his  majefty  is 
acquainted)  which  I  have  referved  for  fo  fit  an  opportunity. 

*  To  fend  their  deputies,  when  they  have  named  them,  fo  fully  and  largely 
inflrufted,  as  his  majefly  doth  require,  will  dSk.  fome  time;  for  the  manner  here  is 
(from  which  they  never  fwerve)  for  the  flates  general  (who  are  the  refident  com- 
miffioners  of  the  feveral  provinces)  to  receive  in  fuch  cafes  their  order  from  their 
principals.  And  hitherto  I  find  they  have  thought  of  nothing  but  the  bufinefs  only 
of  the  Eaft-Indies,  touching  the  conjun6lion  of  the  two  companies.  But  thefe  affairs 
chiefly  (and  it  may  be  faid  only)  concerning  Holland  and  Zealand,  they  may  the 
fooner  refolve,  in  regard  the  flates  of  Holland  now  affemble,  and  thofe  of  Zealand  will 
be  fpeedily  here  in  good  number,'  That 
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That  Gerson  Bucerus  had  been  twice  terrified  by  fome  of  our  countrymen  in 
Zealand  both  Englilli  and  Scots  from  going  to  England  ;  but  that  at  his'  coming 
hither  (where  he  is  expefted  in  company  of  the  deputies  of  Zealand)  the  prince  of 
Orange  will  prefs  him  to  fubmit  himfelf  to  his  majefty's  clemency. 

That  he  could  not  learn  of  any  perfon  of  the  name  of  Tresellius  about  fir  Noel 
CaroNj  unlefs  he  be  lately  come  unto  him. 

That  there  was  fome  fufpicion  there,  that  Taurinus's  death  is  but  an  invention, 
thou2;h  his  brother  and  friends  go  in  black  as  mourners  for  him.  For  which  reafon 
the  ftates  of  Utrecht,  by  order  of  the  ftates  general,  proceed  in  his  citation,  andlikewife 
in  the  information  of  the  tranflator  of  the  Balance. 

'  Upon  Utenbogard's  flight,  the  French  chapel  in  the  court  is  reformed,  a  new 
preacher  with  other  antients  and  deacons  (all  perfons  well  affefted)  being  put  by  the 
French  fynod  lately  held  at  Delft,  in  the  room  of  thofe  who  poITeficd  the  places 
before,  and  were  all  Arminians;  lb  as  now  the  old  princefs  dowager  of  Orange  and 
the  count  Henry  muft"  either  forfake  all  congregations,  and  retire  to  their  houfe, 
or  abandon  their  old  friends,  to  whom  they  have  been  fo  conftant. 

That  m.onf.  de  Boisisse  had  taken  the  ftates  anfwer  in  good  part,  and  written  to 
the  French  king  to  permit  fome  miniflers  of  the  reformed  religion  to  come  to  the 
national  fynod. 

'  The  day  following,  that  this  anfwer  was  brought  him,  ^hree  deputies  from  'A\e 
ftates  prefented  him  likewife  an  anfwer  touching  Aersens;  which  having  heard, 
read  in  his  prefence,  du  Maurier  being  by,  they  both  fell  into  high  terms,  wherein 
they  were  as  well  encountered,  one  of  the  ftates  letting  fall  by  v/ay  of  hot  difcourfe 
(they  lighting  upon  the  match  with  Spain,  which  Boisisse  would  have  beneficial  to. 
this  ftate)  that  the  nearer  France  approached  to  Spain,  the  farther  it  was  from  the 
United  Provinces  :.  whereupon  Boisisse  broke  out  into  anger,,  that  he  now  faw  well 
from  whence  their  diffidence  proceeded,,  and  where  they  fattened  their  dependence  ; 
intimating  his  majeity;  and  repeating  the  obligations  the  ftates  have  to  the  French, 
king  above  all  others  fmce  the  truce.  Which  argument  the  ftates  would  not  difpute ; 
but  infifting  upon  the  bufinefs  of  Aersens  (in  v^hich  they  were  employed),  Boisisse 
feeing  them  fo  ftiff,  told  them,  for  conclufion,  he  was  forry  to  fee  them  make  them- 
felves  parties  in  favour  of  one,  whom  he  ftiled  impoftor  and  many  worfe  titles,  the 
judgment  whereof  he  would  refer  to  the  king  his  mafter,  without  preffing  them  far- 
ther ;  neither  vvould  he  receive  their  anfwer. 

'  The  ftates  do  hereupon  write  to  the  French  king  very  round  letters,  which  accom- 
pany the  anfwer,  and  that  is  to  be  prefented  to  the  king  and  his  council  by  their, 
embaffadors :  the  copy  of  both  which  I  fend  your  honour. 

'  Boisisse  protrafts  his  departure,  hoping  the  opiniatrety  of  fome  towns,  or  fome 
unexpe£led  accident,  may  give  him  fubject  of  negotiation,  thereby  to  recover  the 
reproach  of  a  double  uniifeful  employment,  the  difgrace  of  which  might  better  have: 
fallen  upon  a  worfe  man,     But  unlefs  fome  great  mutation  happen^  du  Maurier, 

who 
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v/ho  concurred  with  Barnevelt  in  drawing  him  hither,  will  pay  la  folk  enchere  of 
his  journey. 

'  How  careful  the  ftates  are  not  to  have  him  intermeddle  in  their  affairs,  may 
appear  by  a  change  of  the  laft  word  of  his  firit  anfwer,  which  was  done  upon  mature 
deliberation  not  to  err  in  words,  fince  they  are  cautelous  in  matter.' 

That  the  negotiation  of  the  Hans  embafTador  was  at  an  end,  before  he  was  well 
■entered  into  it,  by  his  fickneis  and  death. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  fucceeds  well  in  his  progrefs.  At  Horn  he  found  a  hard 
bufinefs  of  it;  the  magiftrates  and  people  having  refolved  not  to  receive  him  into  the 
town  with  any  troops,  nor  to  admit  any  change  of  magiftrates.  But  he  won  them  by 
ftratagem,  and  having  put  out  twelve  of  twenty  of  the  common  council,  and  chofen 
.others  in  their  places,  he  hath  left  a  ftrong  garrifon  in  the  towns  (wliere  vvas  none  before) 
of  EngliPn,  Swifs,  and  Frifons,  under  a  governor  at  his  devotion,  v/ho  was  lately- 
captain  of  his  guard. 

'  Not  to  be  put  again  to  the  like  exigence,  as  he  found  himfelf  in  there  amongft  rude 
people,  without  ftrength,  he  hath  fent  the  enfrgn  of  his  guard  to  this  place  for  eighty 
muflvcteers,  who  went  on  Sunday  night  in  waggons  to  meet  him  at  Alcmaer,  where 
we  think  he  is  this  day ;  and  there  he  will  take  counfel  upon  the  place,  whether  he 
will  come  this  journey  to  Harlem,  or  make  another  with  better  ftrength. 

*  There  are  at  this  prefent  two  provincial  fynods  holding  here  in  Holland ;  one  in  the 
north  quarters,  as  the  ufe  is,  at  Enchuyfen;  the  other  in  the  fouth  at  Delft.  In  this 
at  Delft  they  have  this  gravamen  amongft  many  othersj  Annon  Conradus  Vor- 
STivs,  edisis  fuis  libris,  alque  aliis  modis,  in  tantum  peccizverit,  tit  indigniis  judiceitiry  ^ 
qui  in  his  provinciis  ullamfive  ecclefiafticam  five  academicam  adeat  fun^ionem?  Of  whicli 
he  having  knov/ledge  was  once  packing  away  to  prevent  the  difgrace;  but  was  ftayed 
by  thofeof  his  party,  who,  I  conceive,  can  protect  him  no  longer  than  the  time  of  the 
national  fynod  ;  and  then  he  will  find  in  all  likelihood  by  fome  public  cenfure  and  fen- 
tence  of  banifhment,  if  he  prevent  it  not  before,  that  quod  defertur,  non  aufertur. 

'  There  is  one  Episcopius,  a  profefTor  of  Leyden,  a  hot  Arminian,  commanded 
by  exprefs  letters  from  the  ftates  to  aflift  at  the  national  fynod  in  the  {ame  manner,  as 
is  PoLYANDER,  another  profefTor  of  the  fam.e  univerfity,  a  man  well  affedled;  which 
the  ftates  do  out  of  this  counfel,  that  hereafter  thofe  of  that  faftion  fliould  not  fay,, 
they  were  not  called  or  admitted  to  this  fynod.  But  this  Episcopius  being  a  fufpefted 
Socinian,  I  find  the  churchmen  here  refolved  not  to  admit  of  his  feance  amongft  them, 
or  appearance  but  as  a  reus,  nor  of  fome  others  of  the  like  kind  ;  fo  as  there  will  be  ibme 
difpute  at  the  fynod  even  in  litnine:  and  though  all  things  go  fmoothly  on  hitherto  fince 
Barnevelt's  imprifonmcnt,  it  will  be  a  miracle  amongft  fo  many  difcontentments 
and  diftradtions  it  fhould  fo  continue  both  in  church  and  ftate. 

'  Here  hath  been  a  queftion  of  precedence  caft  out  by  fome  oppofite  to  the  fynod 

betwixt  theEnglilh  and  French  afTiftantSj  which  I  have  wifhed  thofe,  who  have  men- 

I  .  tioned 
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tioned  the  fame  unto  me,  not  to  draw  into  difpute  betwixt  thofe,  who  come  publicly 
authorifed  by  their  prince,  and  thofe,  who  at  the  beft  can  come  but  by  connivance.  And 
there  is  difiercnce  to  be  made  betwixt  the  mofl"  flourifhing  reformed  church  of  Europe, 
and  that,  which  is  ytt  Jiib  cruce;  befide  the  quality  of  the  perfons  that  are  employed  : 
with  which  confiderations  they  feem  to  reft  here  well  fatisfied  in  favour  of  our  men 
above  the  French. 

'  Divers  of  the  churchmen  here  have  fpoken  unto  me  to  procure,,  that  his  majefty 
would  fend  fome  Scottifh  men  to  their  fynod,  left  thofe  of  that  nation  fhould  take  it  ill 
they  were  not  thought  of  in  it;  as  Geneva  hath  much  ftomached,  that  they  were  fo  long 
forgotten;  and  the  ftrangers  in  England  have  expoftulated  with  their  friends  here,  that 
they  were  not  written  for.  In  aniwer  I  have  let  them  know,  that  if  the  ftates  fhould 
require  me  to  write  for  more  or  others  than  are  nominated,  I  would  readily  do  it :  but 
this  the  ftates  forbear,  becaufe  they  will  not  prefcribe  to  his  majefty,  whom- he  fhould 
fend,  but  refer  all  to  his  pleafure..  Yet  I  find,  if  his  majefty  (liould  be  content  to  fend 
any  Scotfmen,  though  they  were  added  to  the  number  of  thofe  his  fubjefts  who  are 
already  named,  it  would  be  very  agreeable  unto  them  here,  and  avoid  the  diflikej. 
which  they  fufpeft  may  be  conceived  in  Scotland.  But  this  being,  more  than  I  have 
undertaken  to  write,  his  majefty  need  take  no  more  notice  of  being  moved  therein, 
than  may  feem  good  to  his  wifdom. 

'  The  fynod  holds  as  yet  at  the  appointed  time  and  place;  and  there  is  a  folemn- 
faft  and  prayer  commanded  by  the  ftates  general  through  all  the  United  Provinces  the 
14th  of  the  next  y?)'/o  novo  for  the  good  fuccefs  thereof.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
Have,  &c..'  ' 

0£l.  3.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  ftcretary  Naunton.^ 

Sends  a  v.'riting,  which  he  had  not  ready  for  his  letter  of  the  agth  of  September 
touchins;  the  bufinels  betwixt  the  French  embafiador  and  monf  Aersens. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  returned  yefterday  from  Alcmaer,  where  he  reformed  the 
magiftrates  without  impeachment.  There  now  remain  only  Harlem,  Rotterdam, 
Leyden,  and  Tergow;  which  being  the  worft  affefted  towns  of  Holland,  he  doth  not 
willingly  adventure  liimfelf  in  them  v/ithout  a  guard  of  foldiers  fufficient  to  keep  the 
burghers  in  devotion. 

'■  I  have  been  with  him  this  morning,  and  acquainted  him  at  large  with  our  m.erchants 
complaints;  of  which  I  find  him  fenfible,  and  defirous  therein  to  procure  liis  majefty; 
and  his  fubjeflis,  by  his  beft  endeavours  with  the  ftates,  all  poffible  contentment,' 

That  the  ftates  of  Zealand  were  not  yet  come,  but  hourly  expefted,  till  whofe 
arrival  he  forbears  making  his  propofition,  for  which  he  had  his  raajefty's  order  in  the 

fecretary's  letter  of  the  24th  of  September..

'  Two  days  fince  a  writing  inclofed  in  a  quill,  and  fo  put  into  a  pear,  was  inter- 
cepted, as  it  was  fent  to  Barnevelt  by  one  of  his  clerks;  the  contents  whereof  Vv'ere 
a  particular  account  of  what  had  happened  in  Holland  iincehis  imprilbnment;  letting 
him  know,  that  fince  the  ftates  of  Holland  are  changed,  whether  he  were  to  anfwer 
before  them  or  the  ilates  general,  hemuft  make  account  to  anlwer  before  his  enemies  •: 
yet  that  he  ihould  not  be  difmayed,  becaufe  his  friends  had  met  fccretly  at  his  houfe 
at  Lofciune  (a  villa  near  the  Flague,  v/hich  Barnevelt  bought  lately  of  fir  Noel 
Caron)  where  they  fpoke  French;  but  m.uft  yet  awhile  rectiler  pour  mieux  Jaute?-. 
There  was  this  further  word  in  the  vv^riting.  Den  Englijh  ftokeyi  de  vyer :  The  Englifh 
kindle  the  fire. 

'  I  hope  it  will  be  fo  kindled,  as  to  warm  thefe  mens  aiTe61:ions  fo  their  beft  friends, 
and  to  give  them  light  to  fee  and  know  their  enemies,  which  are  vifible  enough  in  all 
commonwealths  (fave  here,  where  they  have  been  long  kept  in  darknefs  by  art  and 
praftice)  and  thoi'e  are  the  authors  and  nourifliers  of  fa6tion  and  difunion.  Thus  i 
muft  humbly,   &c,

OSl.  12.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

Upon  the  arrival  of  the  deputies  of  Zealand  he' has  audience  in  the  afi"embly  of  the 
ftates  general. 

'  I  am  well  informed,  that  after  my  departure  the  whole  alR'n.uiy  by  common 
voice  aflented,  that  if  thofe  complaints  could  be  verified,  both  their  refpeft  to  his 
majefty,  and  the  reputation  of  their  juftice,  did  require  due  fatisfaftion  and  exemplary 
punifhment;  and  immediately  they  took  refolution  to  fend  unto  his  majefty  three 
commiffioners  of  their  body,  befides  thofe  formerly  appointed  by  the  EaftTndian 
company,  which  was  accordingly  related  unto  me  by  two  of  them,  which  were  then  ' 
chofeDj  monf.  Gogh  of  Guelderland,  and  Vanderdussen  of  Holland,  who  vifited 

_    me 
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me  by  the  order  of^the  flates  the  day  following.  But  not  being  fatisfied  until  I  had 
the  refolution  in  writing,  it  was  brought  unto  me  this  laft  night  late  by  the  grefiief 
Aersens,  and  therewith  I  thought  it  my  duty  to  difpatch  a  meflenger  exprefsly. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  coming  to  me  while  the  grefRer  was  with  me  (and  this  is 
the  third  vifit  I  have  had  from  him  within  the  fpace  of  a  week),  I  acquainted  him  with 
theftates  anfwer;  which,  becaufe  it  is  in  general  terms  for  the  fubjedt  which  thofe  com- 
miffioners  have  to  treat,  I  defired  him  to  remember  to  the  ftates,  what  would  be 
expected  by  his  majefty,  that  they  fhould  be  particularly  inftruCled,  and  fully 
authorifed  in  all  and  every  one  of  thofe  points,  which  are  fpecified  in  my  propofition  : 
which  fpeech  I  likewife  ufed  to  the  ftates  deputies  and  the  greffier,  when  they  were 
with  me.' 

Sir  Dudley  reprefe,nts  alfo  the  com.plaints  of  tlie  Englifn  merchants  to  the  deputies 
of  Zealand  (who  were  all  with  him  at  one  time  the  lecond  day  after  their  arrival),  and 
particularly  the  affair  of  fir  W.  Cockaine.  They  refer  the  whole  to  their  commif- 
fioners,  who  are  now  going  to  his  majefty,  amongft  whom  they  are  to  have  one  for 
their  province,  though  he  be  not  yet  named,  by  reafon  of  the  differences  among  them- 
felves;  befides  a  deputy  for  the  Eaft-Indian  company,  who  is  of  the  town  of  Zealand. 

That  he  had  obtained  a  letter  of  the  prince  of  Orange  for  a  fliip  of  the  admiralty 
of  Rotterdam  for  the  tranfportation  of  the  Englifti  divines  to  Dorr,  '  where  two  of 
the  ftates  deputies  (thofe  are  named  before  to  go  to  England)  have  been  to  appoint 
their  lodgings;  as  likewife  for  other  ftrangers,  which  are  there  expeifled.  Thofe, 
which  come  out  of  SwifTerland,  Geneva,  and  Germany,  meet  at  Cologne,  from 
whence  they  fliall  be  condufted  by  a  convoy  of  horfe  lent  exprefsly  for  that  purpofe. 

'  The  provincial  fynods,  which  are  held  in  this  province  and  Utrecht,  meet  with 
many  difficulties;  moft  of  the  Arminian  party  refuling  to  appear  at  them,  and  thofe, 
v/hich  do  appear,  fome  of  them,  tying  themfelves  to  the  five  articles ;  others  admiitting 
of  no  limitation:  by  which  it  is  evident,  that  Utenbogard  was  their  direftor,  in 
that,  whilft  he  was  here,  they  governed  themfelves,  and  their  proceedings,  by  intel- 
ligence one  with  another.  Since  his  flight  they  are  arena  fine  cake;  and  their  tower,  ~ 
which  hath  been  thefe  many  years  a  building,  is  thereby  going  to  ruin.  Your  lionour 
will  fee  the  fame  in  a  pifture,  which  I  fend  herewith  in  company  of  a  book,  the  one 
of  which  doth  fet  down  fiatum  qiiiefttonis  better  than  any  of  the  great  multitudes  of 
volumes,  which  have  been  written  in  this  argument:  the  other,  according  to  their 
ufe  here  of  ridiculous  interpofitions,  contains  the  whole  hiftory  of  what  hath  paiTed 
in  the  confederate  Arminian  towns  fince  the  beginning  of  thefe  differences,  where 
the  prince  of  Orange  is  painted  fifting  theie  people  through  a  fieve ;  and  he  makes 
himfelf  merry,  that  the  old  woman,  who  looks  through  her  fingers  on  the  top  of  the 
tower,  is  his  mother,  the  princefs  dowager,  becaufe  fhe  ftill  maintains  her  favouring 
,of  that  party  v/ith  mfcio  quid  mali  faciunt. 

'  This  day  the  prince  goeth  to  Leyden,  whither  he  fent  four  companies  of  foldiers 
yefterday,  with  order,  that  if  they  were  not  receive.d  and  billeted,  according  to  ufe, 
by  the  burghers,  they  fhould  lodge  themfelves  before  the  gates :  which  being  under- 

R  r  ftood 
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ftood  by  the  magiftrates,  they  took  them  into  the  town  without  much  difpute; 
and  this  morning  the  drums  are  beaten  in  this  town  for  the  marching  of  the  company 
of  his  excellency's  guard  the  fame  way;  fo  as  now  he  proceeds  aperto  Marie,  which- 
he  may  the.better  do,  having  been  publicly  delired  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  this  lafb 
week  to  finifh  without  further  delay  this  good  work  of  reformation. 

'  From  Leyden  he  goeth  to  Harlem,  fo  by  this  town  back  to  Rotterdam  and  Ter- 
gow;  in  the  laft  of  which  places  he  will  find  moft  difficulty,  in  that,  when  he  hath 
put  out  the  ill  magiftrates,  there  is  no  choice  left  of  good :  yet  the  change,  though 
it  were  from  bad  to  worfe,  will  keep  them  in  devotion. 

'  At  my  laft  audience  I  did  ufe  fome  words  of  recommendation  of  the  bufinefs' 
of  the  king  of  Swede,  without  prefenting  the  fame  in  writings  becaufe  I.  would  not 
adventure  on  the  mifinterpretation  of  his  majefby's  favour  to  that  king  by  the  king 
of  Denmark ;  and  therewith  the  minifters  of  the  king  of  Swede  are  very  well  fatisfied  j- 
and  fo  have  written  to  their  mafter,  having  obtained  their  defirco-. 

'  Here  pafled-  by  this  laft  week  the  Venetian. embaffador-  of  the  houfe  of  Donatoi  - 
who  goeth  to  relide  with  his  majefty.     He  had  audienccof  the  ftates,  and  performed 
all  other  vifits,  but  all  confifted  in  ceremony. 

'  Monf.  DE  BoisissE,  having  often  written  for  his  revocation,  hath  yet  no  anfwer 
out  of  France ;  fo  as  having  nothing  to  do,  he  remains  here  with  much  difquiet 
of  mind.  Yefterday  the  ftates  were  advertifed  from  their  embaffador  monf.  de 
Langerack,  that  the  king  of  France,  having  called  a  council  extraordinarily  upon 
letters  received  from  monf.  de  Boisisse,  wherein  he  fignified  the  ftates  anfwer  con- 
cerning monf.  Aersens,  refolved,  that  becaufe  he  had  fo  little  contentment  given 
liim  in  that  bufinefs,  none  of  the  French  minifters  fhould  come  to  the  fynod;  though 
before  he  had  given  leave  to  du  Moulin  and  Riv£t.,  two  of  the  four  which  were 
elefted  by  the  French  churches  for  that  purpofe.' 

That  the  French  fliip  funk  near  the  Texel,  and  endeavoured  to  be  weighed  upj. 
was  thought  to  be  irrecoverable.

'  I  have  even  nov/  letters  from  the  admiralty  of  Rotterdam,  that  the  fhip,  wherein 
I  palled  laft  into  England,  (hall  go  prefently  over  to  fetch  thofe  reverend  perfons  his 
majefty  doth  fend  to  the  fynod;  and  I  do  by  this  bearer  appoint  it  to  attend  their 
commodity  at  Gravefend.     Thus  I  humbly,  &c. 

P.  S.  '  Sir  John  Ogle  is  come  hither,  and  doth  accompany  his  excellency  this 
journey,  as  do  many  more,  v/ho  have  not  been  before  of  his  train.  And  though 
they  com.e,  as  they  did  in  the  gofpel,  circa  horam  undecimam,  yet  are  they  all  accepted, 
and  well  treated  by  him.'

OS.  19.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

The 
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'  The  prince  of  Orange  changed  the  magiftrates  this  I  aft  week  at  Ley  den  and  Harlem, 
with  much  applaufe  of  the  people,  chiefly  at  Leyden,  where  in  his  journey  thither  he- 
was  met  with  great  multitudes  half  way  to  this  town,  who  carried  him  in  with  public 
cries,  and  gave  him  a  title,  which  he  could  not  receive  from  his  anceftors,  their  Fcr- 
lojfer  (that  is  their  Deliverer),  from  the  Arminians. 

'  Thefe  people  are  ingenious  in  many  things,  but  in  nothing  more  than  in  extolling 
where  they  pleafe,  or  making  a  man  or  matter  odious,  when  they  are  diftafted  :  which 
appears  by  multitudes  of  piftures  and  papers  in  praife  of  his  excellency,  and  fcorn  of 
the  Arminians;  and  amongft  other  things  in  this  kind,  the  boys  marched  about  the 
town  with  a  flag  and  a  drum  (as  the  ufe  is  there  fometimes  in  a  public  incanto)  felling 
Arminians  by  the  dozen. 

'  This  day  his  excellency  goeth  to  Rotterdam,  and  from  thence  on  Wednefday  to 
Tergow,  with  the  fame  troops  he  had  this  latl  journey,  whereof  the  greateft  part  are 
already  received  into  Rotterdam,  fo  as  all  will  pals  without  difficulty. 

'  The  examination  of  Barnevelt  is  deferred  until  this  work  of  reformation  of  the 
magiftrates  in  all  the  towns  be  ended;  at  which  delay  he  growing  impatient,  fent  an 
expoftulatory  meffage  this  laft  week  to  the  ftates  by  his  keeper:  to  v/hich  anfv/er  was 
made  and  fo  delivered  unto  him,  that  the  bufinefs  he  and  his  party  hath  bred  in  this 
ftate  by  their  pradtices,  is  fo  great  and  troublefome,  that  it  doth  yet  aflc  fome  time 
to  fettle  the  public :  which  being  done,  he  in  particular  ftiould  be  then  talked  with. 

'  His  profefied  enemy  Aersens,  with  monf.  Marquer  (who  was  employed  lately 
by  his  excellency  to  Paris)  are  naturalifed  of  this  province  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  j 
by  which  they  are  made  capable  of  any  preferments.  This  is  much  ftomached  by  the 
French  embaflTadors ;  and  therefore  the  ftates  of  Holland  have  given  poor  Paulo  de 
LA  Ravoyre  2i%  ■pafto  unto  them,  having  in  their  contemplation  given  a  fentence  of 
condemnation  againft  him  in  a  fuit,  which  hath  hung  thefe  three  years  betwixt  him 
and  the  Chartreux,  wherein  the  Chartreux  were  favoured  by  the  French  king  both  with 
exprefs  letters  and  feveral  propofitions  made  in  that  aflTembly  by  the  refident  embafliador. 
There  is  only  a  provifo  in  the  fentence  for  fecurity  of  Ravoyre's  perfon.  The  reft 
is  more  rigorous  than  can  ftand  with  the  reputation  of  xheir  juftice.' 

Oct.  19.  N.  S.  Anfwer  of  the  ftates  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton's  two  propofitions, 
in  which  they  refolve  '  d'envoier  au  premiere  jour  vers  Angleterre  quelques  leurs  com- 
raifl^aires,  comme  auITi  quelques  deputez  de  la  compagnie  des  Indes  Orientales,  avec 
telle  refolution  &  charge  refpeftivement,  comme  ils  trouveront  pour  le  fervice  & 
contentment  de  fa  majefte  &  celui  de  ces  pavs  convenir,  dont  il  plaira  au  dit  fieur 
embafladeur  donner  advis  a  fa  majefte,  &  ailleurs,  ou  il  convientj  afin  que  toutes 
ulterieures  plainftes  &  inftances  puiflent  cependant  cefler.'

Sends  an  account  in  inclofed  papers  of  what  he  had  done  and  faid  at  the  prefenting 
the  four  divines  on  Tuefday  laft,  and  hov/  well    they    acc|uitted  themfelves    by    a 

R  r  2  fpeech 
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fpeech  delivered  by  the  biil:iop  of  Llandaff  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general, 
v/nich  was  at  that  time  very  great,  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William 
being  both  prefent:  '  to  which  end  I  deferred  demanding  audience  for  a  day  or  two 
after  their  arrival  (which  was  on  the  23d)  during  the  abience  of  the  prince,  becaufe 
he  might  affift,  as  the  ufe  is,  when  the  ftates  require  him :  and  finding  fo  fit  an  op- 
portunity of  the  prefence  of  all  the  deputies  of  the  province,  both  ordinary  and  extra- 
ordinary, and  his  excellency,  whofe  advice  they  commonly  take  in  all  affairs  which  ap- 
pertain to  fea,  as,  before  the  entrance  of  the  theologians,  I  delivered  his  majefty's  mind 
concerning  them,  the  fynod,  and  matters  of  that  nature;  fo  after  their  departure  I 
thought  it  neceffary  for  his  majefty's  fervice  to  renew  the  remembrance  to  the  ftates 
of  thofe  points,  with  which  his  majefty  doth  expeft  the  ftates  commiffioners  ftiouki 
now  go  infiru6ted  and  authorifed  ;  feeing  by  the  anfv/er  they  gave  me  in  general  terms 
(which  I  fent  your  honour  with  my  difpatch  of  the  i  ath  of  this  prefent),  as  likewife 
having  underftood  by  private  information,  their  purpofe  to  be  only  to  treat  of  the  two 
laft  occafions  of  the  Eaft-Indies  and  Greenland,  and  for  the  reft  to  pretend  want  of 
order  from  their  principals. 

'  It  fell  out,  that  a  paffionate  Arminian,  one  of  the  noblemen  of  Holland,  the 
lord  of  Matheneffe,  was  prefident  that  day  (he  being  one,  who  fome  years  fince  was 
joined  in  office  of  the  curatorftiip  of  the  univerfity  ot  Leyden  with  Vander-Myle, 
and  a  particular  patron  and  prote<5lor  of  Vorstius);  and  though  he  put  on  a  better 
countenance  than  heretofore,  yet  the  coldnefs  of  his  anfwers  fhewed  his  difaffeftion. 
Befides,  he  forbore  demanding  (contrary  to  the  cuftom)  what  T  and  my  lord  bifhop 
had  faid,  to  be  delivered  in  writing.  But  being  fince  defired  by  the  greffier  Aersens 
to  give  him  copies  of  what  pafTed  for  help  of  his  regifters,  and  fome  of  the  ftates 
themfelves  (who  wifti  well  both  to  the  caufe  and  his  majefty's  fervice)  having  wiftied 
me  underhand  to  fend  both  my  propofition  and  the  bifhop's  fpeech  to  their  aflembly, 
1  have  accordingly  performed  the  fame  this  morning  in  that  manner  as  they  are  here 
fet  down. 

The  fame  day  of  our  audience  I  condufted  my  lord  bifhop  and  the  reft  to  the- 
prince  of  Orange,  who  with  count  William  gave  them  a  very  kind  reception  j 
and  both  for  the  choice  of  their  perfons  and  care  in  their  inftruftions  (which 
I  told  them  had  reference  by  his  majefty  to  me,  and  fo  to  the  ftates,  and  his. 
excellency,  to  the  end  nothing  may  pafs^  which  is  difagreeable  to  their  minds), 
they  do  all  reft  infinitely  iatisfied,  afcribing  to  his  majefty  his  due  conimenda- 
tions  of  wifdom  and  prudence  in  a  bufinefs  of  this  moment,  of  which  they  promife 
themfelves  here,  with  the  church  in  general,  much  fruit,  and  to  his  majefty  the  chief 
honour. 


Yefterday  they  went  to  Dort. 


'  We  are  out  of  hope  of  any  afliftants  out  of  France,  the  ftates  embaflador  Lan- 
GERACK  having  written  hither,  that  du  Moulin  and  Rivet,  who  were  expedled  here, 
have  a  charge  laid  upon  them,  on  pain  of  life,  not  to  go  out  of  the  kingdom ;  which, 
he  faith,  is  in  confideration,  that  the  French  king  hath  no  better  fatisfaftion  about 
Aersens  :  and  in  this  regard  I  conceived  it  neceffary  to  explain  his  majefty's  affeiflion 
I  fo 
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fo  much  the  more,  in  not  laying  hold  of  the  lilce  fubjeft  of  excufe,  though  that  of 
BucERus  was  more  proper.' 

That  BucERus  came  to  Delft  the  laft  week,  but  falling  fick  of  an  ague,  defired  the 
penfioner  of  Trever  to  come  to  fir  Dudley  Carleton,  to  requelt  that  he  might  not 
be  ill  thought  of,  if  for  his  health's  fake  he  returned  home.  Sir  Dudley  anfwered,. 
if  he  intended  to  go  thence  to  England  upon  his  recovery,  he  might  do  as  he  liked 
beft:  otherwife  it  were  fit  he  fliould  hear  what  the  prince  of  Orange  would  fay  to  hina 
before  his  return.  Upon  which  he  refolved  to  ftay,  but  fir  Dudley  had  not  fince 
heard  from  him,  nor  of  him. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  having  effecled  the  change  of  magiftrates  of  Rotterdam 
and  Tergow  without  difficulty,  went  further  unexpeftedly  to  Amfterdam,  to  put  fomc 
bufy  Arminians  out  of  that  magiftracy  likewife;  whereby  to  make  all  fure,  left  that 
fa6tion  (hould  pigliar  la  rocca  fer  la  porta  deljuccorjo;  as  indeed  there  was  fome  fmall 
beginning  in  that  town  (where  his  excellency  having  been  once  before,  and  changed- 
nothing,  they  thought  themfelves  fecure)  to  work  a  revolution. 

'  Here  at  the  Hague  there  was  yefterday  fome  ftirring  likewife  by  the  magiftrates ■ 
and  burghers  of  the  Arminian  party  to  fupport  Taurinus,  a  minifter  of  this  town, 
brother  to  him,  that  died  lately  near  Antwerp,  who  was  filenced  by  the  provincial 
fynod  at  Delft,  as  unduly  called  to  this  charge  :  which  carried  thefe  men  into  fo.much 
diftem^per,  that  they  fpake  publicly  againft  the  convocation  of  the  fynods  both  provin- 
cial and  national;  as  likewife  againft  the  authority  of  the  ft-ates  now  afTembled,  as 
unlawfully  chofen,  and  put  into  place  by  violence.  Whereupon  his  excellency  went 
this  morning  to  the  ftadt-houfe,  accompanied  in  the  fame  manner,  as  in  other'towns, 
and  changed  thefe  magiftrates,  as  he  had  done  the  reft. 

*  The  examination  of  Barnevelt  will  now  be  taken  in  hand,  againft  v/hom  there- 
are  daily  publifned  moft  opprobrious  pafquins  and  piftures  in  that  high  degree  of 
contempt  and  Icorn,  that  it  doth  produce  a  ftrange  efFeft.  His  Apology  did  purchafe 
hatred;  and  thefe  libels  move  commiferation.  I  fend  your  honour  a  hafty  tranfla- 
tion  of  one  of  them,  though  I  know  your  more  important  affairs  cannot  fufFcr  you  to- 
give  it  a  reading. 

'  The  commifTioners  now  going  to  his  inajefty  have,  amon'gft  their  other  in- 
ftruiftions,  order  to  acquaint   his  majefty  with  the  carriage  of  thefe  affairs  touching 
thele  changes  and  revolutions.     But  hov/  they  will  carry  themfelves  in  the  relation 
thereof,  will  give  his  majefty  matter  of  obfervation,  and  it  may  be  of  merriment;  for 
fome  of  them,  being  chofen  for  this  employment  before  his  excellency  went  through- 
the  towns  (as  particularly  Vanderdussen  of  Delft,  one  of  the  ftates  general,  who 
goeth  in  the  name  of  his  province),  have  fince  dropped  through  the  fieve,  of  which  ~ 
your  honour  will  receive  a  printed  paper,  where  you  will  obferve  his  excellency,  count 
William  and  Ernest,  with  their  follov^ers  on  the  one  fide,  and  the  deputies  of  the: 
well-afFefted  provinces  on  the  other,  winnowing  of  Hollanders.     The  other  two,-. 
Gogh  of  Guelderland,  and  Liens,-  now  newly  named  for  Zealand,  are  honeft  fufncient 
men  and  well-afFeded. 

The 
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'  The  ftates  upon  this  my  laft  fpeech  have  refumed  their  inftruftions  whereby  to 
inlarge  their  commiffion.   Their  fhip  is  in  readinefs  at  Rotterdam;  and  fo  their  com- 
.  miffioners  promife  to  be  within  the  Ipace  of  a  week.' 

That  the  ftates  had  fent  two  deputies,  one  of  Holland  and  another  of  Zealand,  to 
him  to  intreat  him,  that  if  any  order  be  (as  they  were  informed)  for  ftayino-  their  Eaft- 
India  Ihips,  of  which  they  expeft  three  about  this  time,  it  might  be  countermanded, 
left  proceeding  by  force  Aould  interrupt  a  treaty,  wherein  they  profefs  to  go  fincerely- 
minded  to  bring  the  fame,  to  conclufion  for  the  good  of  both  ftates. 

'  I  told  them,  as  it  is  true,  I  underftood  of  no  fuch  order  given  by  his  majefty 
(and,  under  humble  corredion,  no  time  is  fo  improper  to  alienate  the  minds  of  thefe 
people  as  now),  that  in  regard  of  the  difpofition  of  affairs  here,  and  their  fending  to 
his  majefty,  they  are  in  a  fair  way  of  ftricEter  conjunftion  to  his  majefty  than  ever:  and 
alltimes  will  ferve  for  reprifal,  if  his  majefty  find  by  the  effeds  of  this  treaty  i:hey 
defcrve  no  better  of  him. 

'  Touching  Paulo  de  la  Ravoyre,  my  laft  did  advertife  your  honour  what  hard 
.courl'e  is  taken  with  him.  He  hath  my  beft  afllftance  to  procure  him  fome  recom- 
pence  of  the  ftates  by  way  of  petition,  which  is  all  I  can  now  look  after.  Thus  I 
humbly,  &c.'

That  he  had  received  by  the  hands  of  one  of  the  burgomafters  of  Middleburgh  a 
letter  in  favour  of  Peter  Courten,  a  principal  merchant  there,  whofe  fliip  had  no 
fhare  in  the  violence  lately  ufed  to  his  majefty's  fubjefts  in  Greenland. 

Nov.  3.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

Sends  this  letter  by  fir  Horace  Verb,  who  had  diligently  foUov/ed  the  prince  of 
Orange  in  all  his  progrefs  through  Holland,  wherein  he  had  given  both  his  excellency 
and  the  ftates  much  fatisfaftion. 

'  There  are  now  four  deputies  authorifed  by  the  ftates  of  Holland,  to  affift  with  thofe 
of  the  other  provinces  at  the  examination  of  Barnevelt,  one  of  the  noblelfe,  and 
three  chofen  out  of  Dort,  Amfterdam,  and  Enchuyfen,  befides  a  greffier  of  the  pro- 
vincial chamber;  fo  as  that  bufinefs  will  be  prefently  taken  in  hand;  and  it  is  need- 
ful fo  to  be,  becaufe  the  delay  thereof  doth  not  pafs  without  murmur. 

'  At  Rotterdam  fome  tumult  hath  been  ftirred  this  laft  week  by  one  Grevin- 
CHOvius,  an  Arminian  preacher,  who  being  fent  for  hither  by  the  ftates,  he  incenfed 
the  people  out  of  the  pulpit,  not  to  permit  the  magiftrates  of  that  town  to  convey 
him  thither:  and  on  Sunday  laft,  whilft  the  contra-remonftrants  were  preaching  in 
the  church  (wiiich  is  allowed  them  fince  the  late  change  of  magiftrates  by  turns  with 
,the  remonftrants)  one  Slatius,  an  Arminian  minifter  himfelf  (who  hath  no  charge 

in 
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in  that  town,  but  in  a  village  adjoining)  took  the  boldnefs  to  preach  to  the  people  in 
the  ftreets  :  which  diforders  the  ftates  do  intend  to  bridle  with  a  garrifon. 

'•  We  do  not  yet  hear  what  is  done  at  Dort:  but  it  was  expefted  the  fynod  fhould 
begin  yefterday  ;  for  which  purpofe  the  ftates  deputies,  who  are  to  affift  at  the  fame, 
went  thither  on  Sunday,  and  in  their  company  two  minifters,  who  came  hither  the 
day  before.' 

That  the  commiiTioners  of  the  ftates  general,  who  were  going  to  his  majefty,  came 
to  him  on  Saturday,  to  acquaint  him, '  that  the  ftates  were  advertifed  from  Bruffels, 
that  the  earl  of  Argyle,  having  there  fettled  himfelf  and  his  lady  in  their  return  from 
Spa  this  laft  fummer,  feeks  the  command  of  a  regiment  of  the  king's  fubjefts  for  the 
_  fervice  of  the  Spaniard,  which,  as  it  would  turn  much  to  their  prejudice,  by  debauch- 
ing both  the  Engiifli  and  Scots  foldiers,  who  are  ever  ready  upon  fuch  new  occafions 
to  run  to  the  enemy,  they  befeech  his  majefty  not  to  give  way  to  it:  to  which  effe6t 
his  majefty  v/ill  be  moved  in  their  names  by  fir  Noel  Caron^  and  they  alledged 
Jiis  majefty's  fervice  to  be  likewife  interelTed  therein,  in  regard  fuch  a  new  regiment 
on  that  fide  would  prove,,  like  that  ofthe  Irifti,  a  nurfery  of  difafFedted  perfons  to  his- 
crowns  and  kingdoms. 

That  the  commiffioners  would  embark  for  England  with  the  firft  wind.

'  Here  arrived  on  Saturday  laft  dr.  Jonas  Carisius,  a  fervant  ofthe  king  of  Den=- 
mark,  who,  being  employed  three  months  fince  into  Germany,  comes  to  this  place 
before  his  return,  to  carry  the  king  his  mafter  informations  of  the  mutations  in  this 
government,  having  letters  of  compliment  to  the  ftates  general  and  his  excellency,  . 
but  without  further  credence,  fo  as  he  hath  not  demanded  audience,  but  having  de- 
livered his  letters  to  the  prefident  of  the  ftates  general,  he  departs  to-morrow  towards 
Denmark;  and  in  this  fmall  time  of  his  abode  here  hath  found  fubjeft  enough  not  to 
diflike  of  monf.  Barnevelt's  difgrace,  in  that,  befides  that  he  was -the  chief  inftru- 
ment  ofthe  league  with  the  Hans  towns,  it  appears  by  his  own  Apology,  and  other 
circumftances,  that  in  the  differences  betwixt  the  two  kings  of  Denmark  and  Swede, 
he  was  partial  and  engaged  to  Swede.  -  -    - 

'  The  Idng  of  Denmark  pretends  a  promife  of  the  ftates,  made  unto  Him  at  their 
embafi*ador's  laft  being  there,  that  they  would  write  exprefsly  into  the  Eaft-Indies  not 
to  have  his  ftiips  molefted  by  thofe  of  this  ftate :  which  not  being  hitherto  performed, 
and  yet  in  confidence  thereof  one  ofthe  king's  fhips  being  already  gone  that  voyage,  ; 
this  may  prove  a  new  occafion  of  difference  betwixt  that  king  and  this  ftate.'

*  I  do  ufe  my  beft  endeavour,  both  here  in  this  place,  as  likewife  at  Rotterdam  and 
Enchuyfen,  by  fome  men,  who  have  acquaintance  in  thofe  admiralties,  to  recover  a 
copy  of  the  commiffion  fpecified  in  your  honour's  letter  of  the  26th  of  the  laft: 
and  for  the  omiffion,  which  your  honour  doth  note  in  your  other  of  the  3d  of  this 

prefentj 
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prefentj  I  have  fupplied  the  fame  by  a  memorial  to  the  ftates  general,  whereof  I  fend 
your  honour  the  copy. 

'  I  muft  confefs  I  v/as  rather  apprehenfive  of  blame  for  excefs  than  defedl  in  my 
laft  propofition,  becaufe  what  I  then  urged  concerning  the  difpatch  and  inflrudion 
of  thefe  commiffioners  defigned  to  go  to  his  majefty,  was  without  charge.  But  it 
proceeded  of  fecret  information,  that,  notwithftanding  what  I  had  formerly  delivered 
in  his  majefty 's  name,  the  ftates  were  determined  to  wave  the  two  points  wholly  (that 
of  Tare,  and  the  other  of  fiftiing  upon  his  majefty's  coafts),  and  only  handle  the  two 
others  of  the  Eaft-Indies  and  Greenland ;  and  therefore  I  infifl'ed  particularly  in  the 
sfifhing  of  Scotland,  becaufe  it  was  no  new  matter,  but  that  wherein  the  ftates  (by 
what  had  formerly  pafted  between  them  and  me  on  that  fubjefh)  were  engaged  to 
■give  his  majefty  further  fatisfadion;  referring  them  notwithftanding  to  my  former 
propofitions,  and  particularly  (as  I  do  now  in  my  memorial)-  to  that  I  prefented 
them  in  writing  the  i8th  of  the  laft;  wherein,  with  the  other  three  points,  I  reckon- 
ed leiir  privilege  p'etendu  de  pejcher  libreraent  fur  les  cofies  de  tons  les  trois  royaubnes  de 
fa  majefie. 

'  Upon  what  I  then  faid  in  the  prince  of  Orange's  prefence  the  bufinefs  was  re- 
fumed  ;  and  their  inftruftion  hath  been  fince  fomewhat  inlarged  :  and  if  it  be  not  fully 
to  his  majefty's  contentment,  I  afture  your  honour,  as  well  by  that  I  have  faid  to  the 
commiffioners  themfelves  in  private,  as  to  the  ftates  in  public,  they  cannot  lay  the  fault 
upon  the  want  of  a  remembrancer. 

'  The  deputies  for  the  merchants  of  the  Eaft-Indian  company  took  the  alarm  (o 
hotly  of  a  purpofe  in  England  to  arreft  their  ftiips  (which  came  firft  by  private  letters, 
and  was  afterwards  confirmed  to  the  ftate  by  fir  Noel  Car  on)  that  fome  of  them 
withdrew  themfelves  from  the  journey,  faying,  they  would  not  venture  their  perfons, 
where  there  was  no  fafety  for  their  goods.  But  now  that  jealoufy  is  removed,  they  are 
all  come  to  this  town,  where  they  meet  with  a  new  difficulty,  or  rather  an  old  one  re- 
vived by  the  ftates  of  Frifeland,  who,  refolving  to  be  no  longer  excluded  out  of  that ' 
commerce,  will  give  them  liberty  to  conclude  nothing  with  our  men  for  more  than 
four  years,  which  is  the  time  of  expiration  of  their  odlroy.  But  they  conceiving  this 
reftraint  will  be  an  impediment  to  the  bufinefs  of  the  conjunftion  of  the  companies, 
defire  to  have  power  to  treat  with  our  men  as  may  be  beft  for  the  common  caufe,  and 
afterwards  to  compofe  the  matter  amongft  themfelves  by  way  of  arbitrement  •,  which 
courfe  is  fo  generally  approved  by  the  ftates  and  the  prince  of  Orange,  that  thofe  of 
Frifeland  will  be  over-ruled.  I  fee  no  other  impediment  for  their  journey,  but  that 
they  may  take  (and  fo  they  feem  to  refolve)  the  firft  week. 

'  One  of  the  three  fhips  they  now  expedled  out  of  the  Eaft-Indies  is  newly  arrived  in 
Zealand  richly  laden  •,  fo  as  this  is  the  eighth  fhip  they  have  had  from  thence  this  year : 
zW  which  they  value  at  ten  millions  of  florins. 

*  It  is  now  no  fmall  queftion,  whether  their  good  fuccefs  and  profperity  will 
help  or  hinder  the  bufinefs  of  the  conjunction  of  the  companies :  for  as,  on  the 
one  fide,  it  may  puff  them  up  with  pride,  and  make  them  lefs  tradable,  fo  on 
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the  other,  the  fweet,  of  which  they  liave  fo  amply  tafted,  may  make  them  the  more 
defire  the  continuance  thereof;  which  cannot  well  be  without  joining  with  our  men. 
For  to  monopolife  that  trade,  and  maintain  it  by  ftrong  hand  both  againft  enemies 
and  friends,  will  in  Ihort  time  confume  all  they  have  gained ;  and  any  misfortune  either 
by  fea  or  fword  (to  both  which  they  will  be  ilibjeft,  when  they  are  at  wars  with  all 
the  world)  will  be  their  utter  ruin.  Of  this  the  company  being  fenfible,  do  give 
thefe  deputies  (as  I  am  well  informed)  full  power,  not  only  to  treat,  but  liiiewife  to 
conclude  :  whereas  Grotius  and  the  red  (who  went  into  England  fome  few  years 
fince  upon  the  fame  errand)  had  only  commrffion  to  talk  and  difpute.  Yet  to  have 
reafon  at  ,their  hands,  thofe  who  know  them,  and  have  intereft  in  the  advancement  of 
the  bufinefs,  fay,  they  muil  be  roundly  dealt  with,  and  rather  by  way  of  intimidation 
than  perfuafion  or  inducement.  For,  though  they  are  all  able  and  fubftantial  men, 
and  have  great  part  in  the  adventure;  yet  they  are  diverfely  affecfed.  Riccard  of 
Amiterdam,  and  Sunk  of  Home  (who  is  one  of  the  college,  where  I  fit,  of  the  coun- 
cil of  ftate)  are  both  of  them  good  and  moderate  men.  But  Basse  of  Amflerdam, 
Meerman  of  Delft,  and  Burrel  of  Middleburgh,  are  of  the  Arminian  facfion  : 
great  dependents  upon  BARNEVELXi  and  therefore  lefs  afFefted  to  any  conjunftion 
with  our  nation. 

'  Barnevelt  hath  been  examined  daily  for  the  fpace  of  thefe  eight  days  paffr,  and  fo 
continues  ftill  with  much  diligence  and  fecrecy ;  the  committee  for  that  bufinefs  being 
charged  not  to  communicate  what  pafleth,  fo  much  as  to  the  ftates  general,  until  all 
be  ended :  fo  as  all  I  can  yet  underitand  is,  that  for  the  manner  he  doth  anfwer  as  a 
criminal  Uj}e  niie,  and  ftanding,  until  in  regard  of  his  age  and  weaknefs  (which  he  doth 
fometimes  pretend)  he  be  willed  to  fit.  And  for  the  matter,  he  doth  diicharge  himfelf 
upon  his  mafters  of  Holland,  as  their  fervant,  by  whofe  refolutions  (which  palTed  by 
plurality  oP  voices)  he  faith  he  governed  himfelf.  But  there  be,  who  tell  him,  that 
lince,  in  his  printed  apology,  he  arrogates  to  himfelf  the  honour  of  all  the  good  actions 
of  this  ftate,  he  muft  not  caft  upon  others  the  reproach  of  the  bad ;  and  that  the 
plurality  of  voices  (which  was  a  confederation  of  Arminians)  were  rather  his  inftru- 
ments  than  he  theirs.  He  carrieth  himfelf  with  good  affurance,  and  yet  with  humi- 
liation enough,  infomuch,  that  he  once  made  this  requeft  to  the  ftates,  that  they  would 
put  his  good  fervices  in  balance  with  his  errors,  and  pardon  that,  vi'hich  might  proceed 
rather  of  weaknefs  than  malice. 

'  Monf  DE  BoisissE  (who  waits  ftill  upon  this  occafion)  coming  from  Skeveling  two 
days  fince  (v^'herehe  had  been  to  deceive  the  time)  fell  into  an  apoplexy,  out  of  which 
he  is  fince  recovered,  but  remains  ftill  weak. 

'  The  opinion  (of  which  I  wrote  formerly)  that  his  fruitlefs  employment  hither,  in 
favour  of  Barnevelt  and  his  party,  fxiall  be  covered  by  fome  more  fpecious  nego- 
tiation before  his  departure,  and  particularly  by  fome  overture  of  renewing  the  truce, 
is  augmented  by  the  fending  of  the  counfellor  mr.  Stenhuyse  from  BruiTels  to 
Paris,  touching  the  canal  of  Graveling,  which,  confidering  the  quality  and  ability  of 
the  perfon  that  is  fent,  is  thought  but  the  pretext  to  cover  a  greater  bijfinefs  ;  and  that 
there  is  fome  fuch  matter  in  handling,  is  the  rather  believed  by  a  difcovery,  that  is 
•here  made,  how  when  the  archduke  v/as  laft  at  Bruges  and  Ghent,  a  certain  number 
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of  papifts  of  thefe  United  Provinces,  about  14  or  15,  prefented  a  fupplication  unto 
him  in  the  name  of  the  reft  of  their  profeffion,  defiring  him  to  begin  the  treaty  in  good 
hour  before  the  expiration  of  the  truce,  and  to  condition  in  their  behalf  for  liberty  of 
religion. 

'  We  have  here  news  of  the  death  of  the  archduke  Maximilian,  and  that  the  em- 
peror may  be  faid  to  be  dead  lilcev/ife  civiliter,  being  abfolutely  hvought  ful/  tutela  of  the 
king  of  Bohemia. 

'  The  Bohemians  have  written  to  the  ftates  for  a  fum  of  600,000  florins  of  that 
country  upon  good  fecurity :  which  bufinefs,  though  they  laid  it  afide  upon  the  firft 
receitofthe  letters,  they  now  begin  to  takeintoconfideration,  as  that,  which  doth  much 
import  them  to  keep  the  houfe  of  Auftria  bufy  elfewhere,  now  towards  the  time  of  the 
expiration  of  the  truce. 

'  Langerack,  the  ftates  embafl"ador  at  Paris,  hath  advertifed  hither  of  the  mutual 
revocation  of  public  minifters  betwixt  his  majefty  and  the  French  king:  and  left  thofe 
diftempers  fhould  grow  to  greater  rupture,  hath  recommended  to  his  mafters,  as  com- 
mon allies  to  both,  the  care  of  a  reconciliation,  as  much  as  in  them  lies:  whereupon 
tliey  have  written  both  to  Langerack  and  fir  Noel  Caron  to  perform  thofe  offices  in 
that  behalf,  as  they  judge  may  not  be  taken  ofFenfively  in  either  place;  they  appre- 
hending, as  well  how  unfit  it  is  for  them  to  be  too  forward  in  interpofing  betwixt  twa 
fo  great  princes,  as  on  the  other,  hov/  much  they  are  intereffed  in  the  good  or  ill  cor- 
reipondence  betwixt  thefe  crowns.' 

That  the  Dutch  commiffioners,  who  were  going  to  England,  were  ordered  to  en- 
deavour to  fatisfy  his  ma.jefty  concerning  Bucerus,  who  in  the  mean  time  had  com- 
mandment to  write  to  his  majefty  an  humble  letter,  and  one  in  anfwer  of  that,  which 
he  received  from  the  dean  of  Winchefter.  That  he  excufed  himfelf  from  going  to 
England  on  account  of  weaknefs,  but  ofrered,  in  cafe  his  majefty  be  not  fatisfied  with 
what  he  now  writes,  to  leave  both  land  and  living.. 

'  The  national  fynod  at  Dort  having  made  their  entrance  with  decent  forms  refolved 
of  a  citation  of  the  remonftrants  before  they  would  examine  the  five  points,  which  are 
chiefly  controverted;  fb  as  letters  mandatory  were  written  from  the  temporal  lords,  to 
thofe  your  honour  will  fee  noted  in  a  paper,  which  goeth  herewith,  and  others  in  more 
mild  and  brotherly  manner  from  the  ecclefiafticks,  defirin-g  them  to  appear  within  four- 
teen days  after  the  receit  of  the  faid  letters.  Mean  time  they  hold  the  aflTembly  toge- 
ther by  treating  the  Gravamina  of  the.church,  particularly  they  have  refolved  of  anew 
tranflation  of  the  Bible,  after  the  example  of  the  Englifh ;  this  of  the  Dutch  language 
being  full  of  imperfedtions. 

'  Thofe,  who  raifed  lately  the  tumult  at  Rotterdam,  one  of  them  (that  is  Slatius)' 
is  fled;  the  other,  Grevinchovius,  filenced. 

*  There  is  a  refolution  taken  to  deprive  Craningpolder,  the  fecond  fon  to  Bar- 
NEYELT,  of  his  government  of  Bergen-op-zoom. 

«  Sir 
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'  Sir  John  Ogle,  knowing  the  ftates  purpofe,  not  to  continue  him  longer  in  his  o-q- 
vernment  at  Utrecht,  is  gone  thither  ofhimfelf  to  fetch  away  his  family.  For  his  regi- 
ment he  will  not  be  queftioned.' 

Nov.  15.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

By  the  fame  meflenger  with  the  former. 

That  the  commiffioners  have  their  commiffion  delivered  to  them  by  the  ftates  general, 
with  order  to  ufe  all  poITible  expedition  in  their  journey. 

'  There  are  three  curators  of  theuniverfityof  Leydenchofen  in  place  of  Math  eness 
and  Vander-Myle;  that  is,  Duvenvord,  for  the  gentry  of  Holland  j  Paw,  the 
penfioner  of  Amfterdam,  for  the  towns;  and  Vanden-Honert,  a  counfellor,  for  the 
high  court  of  juftice. 

'  One  RiHOUEN  (an  antient  captain  of  horfe)  fhall  fucceed  Barnevelt's  fon  in 
the  government  of  Bergen-op-zoom. 

'  Monf.  DE  Boisisse  hath  been  taken  with  a  fever  this  morning,  which  will  go  hard 
with  a  man  of  his  years,  being  above  70. 

'  La  Haye,  the  only  Arminian  preacher  which  was  left  (the  reft  being  either  fled  or 
filenced)  here  at  the  Hague  died  this  laftweek:  which  is  as  great  a  revolution  as  can 
be  in  a  church,  in  that,  fince  my  coming  to  this  employment,  none  appeared  in  thefe 
pulpits  but  Arminians.  Roseus,  who  made  the  firft  feparation  from  the  Arminians, 
and  was  therefore  filenced  by  the  ftates  of  Holland,  was  reftored  this  laft  week  by  the 
fame  body,  but  compofed  of  other  members. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland  are  feparated  until  the  firft  of  the  next  year.' 

Jiov.  21.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Nauntom, 

Letter  of  recommendation  of  the  three  commiffioners  of  the  ftates  general,  and  five 
deputies  and  an  advocate  of  the  Eaft-India  company,  the  fame  mentioned  in  his  former 
letters,  except  Lodestein  in  the  place  of  Meerman  of  Delft. 

Nov.  21.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

Account  of  his  fpeech  to  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  in  conformity  to  the  fe- 
cretary's  letters  of  the  nth,  infifting  upon  the  neceffity  of  his  majefty's  ufing  the  fame 
courfe  which  is  praftifed  by  other  princes,  to  prevent  tranfportation  of  coins;  becaufe 
they  are  very  fenfible  of  the  fearch  which  is  daily  made  in  Spain,  to  the  great  rtiioleftation 
of  their  merchants. 

'  In  anfwer  I  was  told,  that  my  motion  was  very  feafonable,  in  regard  that  ac 
this  prefcnt  they  had  here  their  officers,  whom  they  call  Generaux  des  jnonnoies;   and 
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that  they  would  endeavour  to  give  his  majefty  fatisfaftion.  Yet  I  do  not  find,  that  they 
have  authorifed  their  commifTioners  to  treat  hereof,  who  part  this  day,  and  expe£t  (as 
the^y  fay)  to  have  all  defeds  of  their  inftructions  fupplied  by  letters,' 

That  the  commiffioners  have  none  of  thena  been  formerly  employed  abroad,  but  are 
all  honefl  and  fufficient  men ;  and  though  Vander-Dussen  of  Delft  fufFered  in  the 
late  change  of  magiftrates,  he  is  efteemed  much  more  moderate  than  thofe  who  were 
departed  with  him.  Meerman,  one  of  the  deputies  of  the  Eaft-Indies,  hath  excufed 
himfelf  from  the  journey;  in  whofe  place  one  Lodestein  is  employed  (who  is  of  Delfc 
likewife)  a  man  much  better  affected . 

'  Monf.  DE  BoisissE  is  r-ecoveredof  his  ficknefs,  and  had  yefterday  wichDE.MAURiER 
long  audience  of  the  prince  of  Orange  -,  the  fubjeft  whereof  (as  far  as  I  can  under- 
fland)  was  drav/n.from  a  vifit  he  had  the  day  before  by  three  deputies  from  the  ftates 
general,  who  underftanding  by  letters  newly  received  from  their  embaflador  at  Paris,, 
that  great  complaints  were  made  in  that  court,  that  neither  of  the  embaffadors  extra- 
ordinary or  ordinary  v/ere  refpeCted  hei-e  as  was  fit,  but  handled  with  much  ftrangenefs 
and  diffidence,  thefe  deputies  defiredhim  to  make  better  relation  of  their  doings,  fince 
they  found  themfelves  guilty  of  no  defeft  towards  the  minifters  of  that  crown.  To 
which  he  replied  fomewhat  v/armly,  faying,  that  in  the  changes  lately  happened  in  this 
.ftate,  he  being  upon  the  place  expreisly  fent,  they  fhouldnot  have  proceeded  fo  far 
without  communication  witli  him, 

*  It  doth  appear  by  what  falls  from  him  in  difcourfe,  that  when  Barnevelt's  caufe 
comes  to  farther  trial,  he  will  infill,  that  if  it  can  be  proved  he  had  any  intelligence 
with  the  Spaniard,  he  fhould  fuffer  for  it :  otherwife,  if  his  tranfgreffion  be  only  with- 
in the  ftate,  and  that  he  be  overborae  by  his  oppofites,  that  that  may  ferve  for  his 
punifliment. 

*  Monf.  de-Chastillon  isexpefted  here  within  few  days;  and  it  is. thought,  that: 
by  him  fomeexprefs  order  will  come  concerning  Barnevelt;  for  which  purpofe  he  is  . 
fent,  who  otherwife  would  not  have  come  at  this  time. 

*■  Madam  de  la  Tremouille  went  yefterday  from  hence  by  the  way  of  Bruflels: 
towards  Sedan,  where  llie  will  ftay  fome  time  before  her  return  to  Paris,  expeding  the 
French  king's  papal  difpenfation  for  a  m^atch  betwixt  the  duke,  her  fon,  and  a  daughter 
of  the  duke  of  Bouillon,  her  niece.      She  had  a  prefent  at  parting  made  her  by  the 
ftates  of  2000  crowns,  to-be  beftowed  in  tapeftry  at  Antwerp. . 

'  What  paffeth  at  the  fynod  your  honour  will  fee  by  the  journal  I  fend  herewith, , 
if  your  greater  afl-airs  will  permit  you  to  give  them  a  reading.  But  thefe  hitherto  are 
velitationes  only;  the  encounter  with  Arminians  not  beginning  until  the  next  week; 
ef  which  fome  of  them  are  fo  apprehenfive,  that  Taurinus  made  on  Sunday  laft  a 
public  recantation  of  his  doctrine  in  the  church  at  Delft.  The  like  is  faid  to  be  done 
by  another  Arminian  preacher  at  Harlem.  Venator  died  lately  at  Orleans,  whither 
he  v/as  fled ;  and  his  body  was  yefterday  brought  by  his  fon  through  Leyden  to  be 
buried  at  Akmaer,  where  he  was  fo  much  adored.,

December  9.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

Sends  a  copy  of  the  anfwer  of  the  ftates  general. to  the  French  embaffadors  propo- 
fition  in  favour  of  Barnevelt. 

Sends  at  the  earneft  requeft  of  the  Swedilli  embaflfador  a  packet  from  the  king 
of  Sweden  addreffed  to  his  majefty :  and,  at  the  defire  of  captain  Franc,  who  lieth 
at  tlie  Hague,  fecretly  for  the  affairs  of  the  ftates  of  Bohemia,  conveys  to  the  king  a 
fealed  letter  from  thofe  ftates,  with  their  apology,  in  Latin,  and  their  profcriprion  of 
the  Jefuits  in  High  Dutch.-  He  fends  at  the  fame  time  a  copy  of  the  captain's  propo- 
fition  to  the  ftates  general;  '  the  deliberation  whereof  will  (as  the  ufeisof  all  things^ 
which  concern  the  v/ars)  be  referred  to  the  council  of  ftate,  where  I  ftiall  be  glad  to 
govern  myfelf  by  your  honour's  direftions,  according  to  that,  which  will  be  moft 
agreeable  to  his  majefty's  mind. 

'  Three  of  the  Hans  towns,  Lubeck,  Bremen,  and  Harborough,  have  fent  each  of 
them  five  commiflioners  to  the  king  of  Denmarlc,  to  pacify  him  in  the  difpleafure  he 
continues  ftiU  on  foot  againft  them  for  the  ill  treatment  of  his  embalTador,  at  the  fiege 
of  Brunfwick.  To  which  efFeft  they  have  a  letter  from  the  emperor,  wherein  he  de- 
clares himfelf  at  this  time  not  to  be  well  informed  of  the  bufinefs ;  neverthelefs  in- 
treats  him,  that  he  will  not  proceed  by  way  of  hoftility.  The  ftates  have  writterij  . 
likewife,  to  the  king  of  Denmark  in  behalf  of  the  three  towns. 

'We  hear,  that  the  Bohemians  are  entered  into  Auftria,  to  ravage- that  country,  with 
3000  foot  and  looohorfei  which  Ihews,  that  all  overture  of  reconcilement  is  laidafide 
betwixt  them  and  the  emperor.' 

That  a  Chiaus  was  arrived  there  from  England  with  feventeen  in  his  train,  and  v/as 
vifited  at  his  lodging  by  the  prince  of  Orange,  count  William,  and  count  Henry,  , 
and  the  Venetian  rehdent  led   the  way  to  public  minifters.     '  I  find  him  very  well 
fatisfied  of.  his  majefty's  favour,  and  the  courtefy  of  the  court;  but  he  complains- ©f 
our  merchants,  as  being  clofe.-handed.'.' 

Decemler  10.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Nauntoi^. 

That  mr.  Balcanqual  arrived  at  the  Hague  on  Saturday  the  6th  inftant,  and- 
preached  the  day  follov/ing  a  learned  fermon  in  our  church,  and  on  Monday  morning 
was  prefented  by  fir  Dudley  to  the  ftates -general,  with  a  fpeech  of  fir  Dudley's,  re- 
prefenting,  that  his  majefty  having  been  informed  of  thedifcourfcof  many  here  amongft 
them,  as  well  churchmen,  as  others,  who  wiftied  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  fend- 
fome  divines  of  Scotland,  as  well  as  of  England,  to  the  national  fynod,  his  majefty 
did  readily  concur  in  their  defire>  and  accordingly.refolved  upon  one,^  about  his  cou?tj  . 

a  pro-.-- 
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a  profeiTor  in  divinity,  who,  a  Scotfman  by  birth,  had  made  the  firft  plantation  of  his 
lliidies  in  Edinburgh,  which  he  hath  fince  cultivated  in  the  univerfities  of  England. 

The  fpeech,  which  Mr.  Balcanqual  ufed  upon  this  fubject,  Sir  Dudley  gave  him, 
'  and  was  much  applauded,  and  defired  of  him  by  the  prefident  in  writing. 

In  the  afcernoon  fir  Dudley  prefented  him,  as  he  did  before  the  Englifh  divines,  to 
ithe  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William,  by  both  of  whom  he  was  well  received. 

He  was  fent  the  next  morning  to  Dort,  in  company  of  tv/o  of  the  flates,  v/ho  pro- 
■mifed  to  place  him  next  adjoining  to  the  Englifh,  fo  as  he  might  have  communication 
Avith  them. 

Sir  Dudley  fends  a  trandation  of  a  placart,  '  publifhed  this  day,  upon  occafion  of 
an  aflembly  of  Arminians,  who  met  at  a  fermon  on  Sunday  laft,  which  was  preached 
by  a  young  fcholar  of  Leyden,  in  a  garden-houfe  of  this  town  ;  for  which  the  owner  of 
tiie  houfe,  and  another,  who  was  the  contriver  of  that  meeting,  were  imprifoned  the 
next  day:  but  by  the  cry  of  their  wives,  and  a  multitude  of  women  and  mean  people, 
who  filled  the  court  Monday  and  Tuefday  following,  they  were  fet  at  liberty  on  Wed- 
nefday.  Any  that  offend  in  the  like  kind,  after  the  publication  of  this  placart,  will 
be  punifhed  with  rigour.  For  this  purpofe  the  reinforcing  of  the  men,  which  are  here 
in  guard  of  Barnevelt  and  the  reft  of  the  priibners,  having  been  deferred,  in  regard 
a  fpeech  was  raifed  thereupon,  as  if  there  had  been  fome  execution  towards,  is  now 
again  refolved,  with  addition  of  fome  whole  companies,  both  here  in  this  town,  and 
at  Delft,  to  be  ready  upon  all  occafions. 

'  This  ftirring  here,  and  impertinent  delays,  which  are  bred  in  the  proceedings  of 
the  fynod  at  Dort,  are  fufpefced  to  arife  out  of  pradice  of  the  French  embafTadors ; 
who,  on  the  one  fide,  endeavour  to  value  their  advertilement  in  Franceof  a  tumultuous 
eftate  of  thefe  provinces  by  an  event  anfwerable  thereunto ;  and  on  the  other,  deiailkr 
la  bejongne,  to  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  ftates,  whereby  to  induce  a  neceffity  of  ufino- 
them  as  mediators  of  accommodation :  in  v?hich  office,  their  offers  of  themfelves  have 
been  fo  often  excluded  to  their  own  and  their  mafter's  difreputation. 

'  The  deputies  from  the  ftates  general  are  gone  to  Utrecht,  for  the  taking  farther 
examination  concerning  Barnevelt;  and  lodgings  are  prepared  here  for  more  pri- 
foners;  of  which,  monf  Reysenberg,  a  chief  man  of  the  ftates  of  Utrecht,  will  be 
one,  if  he  can  be  met  with:  but  he  is  faid  to  be  retired  to  Embden.' 

December  16.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

Sends  two  letters  received  from  France,  one  addrelTed  to  his  majefty,  and  another  to 
himfelf;  wherein  overture  is  made  of  two  bufinelTes  of  great  importance,  to  be  per- 
formed in  this  national  fynod,  befides  the  compofing  of  thefe  prefent  controverfies. 

*  The  fame  matters,  I  find  here,  have  by  the  fame  hand  been  recommended  to  fome 
of  his  correfpondents  here  fince  the  beginning  of  the  fynod,  and  by  them  they  are  fent

to  fome  other  at  Dort  to  be  confulced  upon:  which  courfe,  finding  the  bufinefs  no 
fecret,  I  have  likewife  taken;  having  written  this  day  to  our  divines  there  to  let  me 
know  their  opinions  touching  the  fame  :  as  likewife,  I  have  had  Ipeech  upon  the  fame 
fubjeft  with  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William,  who  do  much  iufpeft,  that 
-  propofitions  of  this  kind  concerning  the  general  ftate  of  the  church  might  hinder  the 
particular  proceedings  in  thefe  provinces:  yet  touching  the  firfl  point  of  a  general 
confeffion,  when  the  bufinefs  of  thefe  prefent  controverfies  is  ended,  they  then  think, 
that  at  his  majefty's  motion  a  general  confeffion  may  be  well  framed  by  the  fynodj 
which  thofe,  which  are  deputies  for  the  feveral  churches  may  undertake,  as  far  as  in 
them  lies,  to  procure  to  be  accepted  in  all  parts,  where  the  reformed  religion  is  pro- 
fefi'ed ;  they  being  able  to  go  no  farther  at  the  prefent,  not  having  commiffion  to  treat 
of  more  than  the  points  that  are  now  in  quef!:ion.  And  touching  agreement  and  to- 
leration betwixt  our  church  and  the  Lutherans,  count  Willi/ m  likes  beft  of  this 
courfe,  that  his  majefby  fhould  rather  be  fought  unto  by  the  national  fynod,  to  inter- 
pofe  his  authority  with  the  king  of  Denmark,  the  duke  of  Saxe,  and  fuch  other 
princes  as  have  mofl;  intereft  therein;  which  he  conceives  to  be  a  better  manner  of 
proceeding,  and  more  like  to  take  efFeft,  when  it  palfeth  betwixt  princes,  than  whea 
it  is  undertaken  by  churchmen. 

'  Thefe  affairs  are  of  great  importance  for  the  prefent,  and  fame  to  pofterity  for  thofe 
who  have  the  happinefs  to  carry  them  forward;  but  withal  are  as  prejudicial  to  be  un- 
dertaken, and  not  fully  effefted:  which  makes  me  endeavour  to  give  his  majefty  the 
beft  light,  I  may,  what  is  feafible  at  this  fynod-,  and  when  I  receive  the  opinion  of 
our  divines  concerning  the  fubjeft,  I  will  not  fail  likewife  to  advertife  the  fame.' 

That  he  received  yefterday  a  joint  letter  from  our  divines,  that  the  air  of  Dort  not 
agreeing  with  Dr.  Hall,  dean  of  Worcefter,  he  defired  leave  to  return;  and  they 
recommended   in  his  room  Dr.  Goad>  chaplain   to  the  archbifhop  of  Canterbury,, 
and  defired  fir  Dudley  Carleton  to  write  to  his  grace,  to  procure  the  fame  of  his.^ 
majefty. 

That  the  prince  of  Orange  wiflred,  that  the  dean  would  come  to  the  Hague,  '  to 
try,  whether  change  of  air  would  help  him;  and  in  the  mean  time,  if  it  pleafe  his-, 
majefty,  by  way  of  provifion  to  fend  another,  and  that  the  dean  fliould  find  himfelf  bet- 
ter, they  might  here  enjoy  the  benefit  of  all  their  affiftance;  they  finding  fo  great  ufe  . 
thereof  by  the  proof  they  have  had  of  the  fufficiency  and  difcretion  of  our  men,  by 
whom  the  reft  of  the  ftrangers  are  guided,  that  they  rather  wifti  their  number  aug- 
mented than  diminifhed;  particularly,  they  are  unwilling  to  fpare  mr.  Dean,  of  which, 
they  take  particular  note. 

' — We  are  once  more  put  out  of  expeftation  of  the  coming  of  any  Frerrch  divines; 
thofe,  which  were  now  on  the  way,  being  returned  to  their  homes  upon  new  inhibition  - 
from  the  king,  which  they  met  v/ith  at  Geneva.' 

That  DioDATi,  the  minifter  of  Geneva,  had  been  at  the  Hague  during  the  recefs 
of  the  fynod,  and  preached  in  the  court  chapel  both  yefterday  and  to-day,  in  the 
prefence  of  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William,  the  princefs  dowager  and 

count.. 
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count  FIiiMRY,  and  a  great  concourfe  of  men  and  wonnen  of  both  faflions :  which  is 
a  prefage  of  a  good  agreement^  .but  withal  a  kind- of  riddle,  that  a  fmall  chapel  fhould 
hold  more  than-  a  great  church;  for  thefe  men  have  not  feen  themfelves  together  in 
.one  church  this  many-a-.day. 

-'  On  Sunday  laft,  and  thefe  two 'holy  days,  which  is  our  Chrifhrnas,  the  foldiers 
newly  come  to  this  town  have  been  continually  in  arms,  but  efpecially  at  church-time, 
whereby  to  hinder  the  affembly  of  the  Arminians.  Some  few  of  the  chiefeft  burghers 
of  that  faction,  to  the  number  of  fourteen  or  fifteen,  being  difcovered  to  be  met  at  .a 
confuitation  in  a  private  houfe,  the  prince  of  Orange  fent  an  officer  unto  them,  to  will 
them  to,  ieparate,  and  retire  to  their  feveral  homes,  which  they  durft  not  difobey. 

•'  This  round  manner  of  proceeding  caufeth  them  to  look  about  them,  and  to  try 
-a  new  way  of  fubmiffion  and  intreaty  ;  and,  in  conformity  thereunto,  it  is  expected  we 
lliall  hear  of  fairer  language  of  France:  of  which  I,  for  my  particular,  have  had  this 
iigr^: . 

*  On  Friday  laft  I  was  vifited  by  both  the  French  embaffadors,  which  they  had 
long  forborne  5  on  Saturday  by  count  Henry;  and  on  Sunday  by  the  prefident 
Vanhusen,  who  married  Barnevelt's  daughter;  and  Barnevelt's  two  fons, 
Grandeville,  the  premier  veneur  of  Holland,  and  Cranningpolder,  the  late  go- 
vernor of  Bergen.  The  firft  vifits  were  complimental  only;  but  the  laft  fupplicatory, 
to  give  a  favourable  advice,  when  their  father's  caufe  came  in  queftion,  in  cafe  the 
opinion  of  the  einbaffadors  fhould  be  demanded  by  the  ftates  :  which  it  feems  they  and 

.other  of  their  friends  will  feek  to  procure, 

*  They  endeavoured  to.  clear  their  father  of  having  at  any  time  clone  any  differ  vice 
to  his  majefty ;   and  infifted  particularly  in  the  matters  of  Vorstius,  concerning  whom 
Cranningpolder  laith,  his  majefty  had  affured  him,  when  he  waited  upon  him  fom^e 
years  fince  at  Royfton  (which  was  foon  after  the  remove  of  Vorstius  from  Leydcn)- 
that  he  refted  well  fatisfied. 

'  I  told  them,  I  would  deal  freely  with  them,  that  for  late  years  his  majefty  had  no 
caufe  to  fatisfy  himfelf  in  the  carriage  of  affairs  in  this  province  of  Holland,  either 
for  that  which  concerns  his  majefty  or  his  kingdoms,  or  thofe  negotiations  he  hath 
had  in  thefe  provinces  ;  and  particularly  touching  Vorstius,  that  his  majefty  had  re- 
ceived a  new  offence  by  his  book  in  anfwer  of  Slade,  which  was  full  of  impieties, 
and  mixt  with  many  ironical  feoffs  touching  his  majefty  himfelf;  of  which  having 
made  my  complaint,  when  I  firft  came  to  this  charge,  by  exprefs  order  from  his  ma- 
jefty, who,  feeing  Vorstius  could  notjilere  nor  mut are  pellem  (which  were  his  ma- 
jefty's  words),  wifhed  to  have  him  fent  out  of  thefe  provinces;  and  having  prefented 
my  propofition  in  writing  to  this  effeft,  which  was  recommended  by  the  ftates  general 
to  the  ftates  of  Flolland;  it  was  fuppreffed  by  the  committee-council  of  Holland, 
without  ever  communicating  the  fame  10  the  ftates  of  the  province,  or  taking  the 
matter  fo  much  as  once  into  deliberation.  The  like  ill-dealing  was  ufed  in  the  fatii- 
faftion  I  required  in  his  majefty 's  name  concerning  the  Balance:  which  notwith- 
ftanding  (I  told  them)  I  was  no  man's  accufer,  neither  had  I  commifTion  from  his  ma- 
jefty 
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jefty  to  intercede  for  any;  fo  as,  if  the  ftates  fliould  require  my  opinion  concerning 
thefe  prifoners,  as  a  public  minifter  I  muft  be  filent. 

'  They  have  been  fuitors  in  the  fame  manner  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  with  wliom, 
as  with  myfelf,  they  made  their  father's  greatell  crime  to  be  his  endeavour  to  procure 
a  toleration  of  both  the  opinions  here  in  controverfy ;  and  to  this  fame  effeft  they  have 
prefented  a  remonftrance  to  the  ftates  general.  His  excellency  gave  them  this  anfwer 
only,  that  their  father  had  done  better  to  have  followed  his  counfel  heretofore  in  med- 
dling lefs  with  thefe  affairs,  and  thereby  have  freed  himfelf  of  danger,  and  the  country 
of  trouble. 

'  Yefterday  in  the  morning,  and  likewife  in  the  night  before,  Hogerbets  fliewed 
to  his  guards  many  tokens  of  lunacy,  by  calling  for  his  children,  difpofing  of  domeftic 
affairs,  and  other  things  of  the  like  kind,  as  if  he  had  been  in  his  own  houie :  whichj 
whether  it  be  real  or  counterfeited,  is  not  yet  difcovered. 

'  P.  S.  At  the  clofing  hereof  I  have  been  vifited  by  the  baron  Dhona,  a  counfellor 
of  his  highnefs  the  prince  a  Palatine,  employed  to  his  majefty  touching  the  renew- 
ing of  the  union  and  thefe  Bohemian  affairs:  concerning  both  which  in  his  return 
he  is  likev^ife  to  treat  with  the  ftates ;  which  he  forbears  now  in  his  journey,  having 
only  fpoken  with  the  prince  of  Orange.  This  laft  night  he  arrived  here,  and  to- 
morrow morning  fets  forwards  towards  England.' 

December  ~.  Mr.  John  Hales  to  Sir  Dudley  Carleton,  from  Dort,  * 

R'.  Hon"^'  my  very  good  lord, 
'  It  was  upon  Monday  lafl  injoined  the  remonflrants  to  provide  their  confiderations 
upon  the  confefTion  and  catechifm,  and  exhibit  them  to  the  fynod,  on  Friday  the  44 
of  this  prefent.  The  time  being  come,  and  the  fynod  fat,  the  remonftrants  were 
called  in,  and  were  required  to  give  up  their  confiderations.  With  that  they  brought 
forth  a  writing,  and  began  to  read.  The  prsefes,  confidering  to  what  purpofe  their 
prefaces  and  narrations  had  heretofore  tended,  interrupted  them,  and  told  them,  that 
they  were  willed  to  give  them  up.  Whether  or  no  they  lliould  be  read,  that  the 
fynod  would  think  of.  They  urged  to  have  it  read,  but  in  vain;  and  fb  the 
prologue  married.  Thefe  confiderations  now  exhibited  were  only  on  the  confelTion.' 
For  the  catechifm,  they  pretended  the  time  was  too' fhort.  They  were  divided  in 
their  confiderations;  for  one  part  of  them  was  fubfcribed  by  thofe  of  Holland  only, 
Episcopius,  Arnoldi,  Duinglcnius,  and  Poppius.  Another  part  was  fubfcribed 
-with  the  names  of  the  refl.  The  proles,  requiring  the  remonftrants  a  v/hile  to  v/ith- 
draw,  commended  unto  the  iynod  the  confideration  of  this  their  fact:  firft,  whether 
•it  was  according  to  the  decree  of  the  ftates  and  the  fynod.  Secondly,  whether  or 
no  they  would  have  their  preface  to  Be  read.  In  the  firft  the  prsfes  thought  they 
had  not  given  that  fatisfaftion  which  was  looked  for;  firft,  in  that  they  gave  up 
their  confiderations  'cenjunStim,  which  they  ought  to  have  done  one  by  one,  every 
one  for  himfelf.     Secondly,  in  that  they  had  given  up  none  upon  the  catechifmj

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which  they  undertook  to  do.  Thu'dly,  it  feemed  a  marvel  to  the  fynod  how  it  came 
to  pais,  that  fome  of  them  upon  Monday  laft  openly  affirmed,  that  they  had  but  few; 
others,  that  they  had  none  at  all;  yet  now,  upon  lb  fhort  a  warning,  they  bring  fa 
large  a  bill  fubfcribed  with  all  their  names.  For  their  preface,  which  they  would  have 
read,  it  was  delivered  to  the  fecular  delegates  to  confider  of.  They  having  per- 
iifed  it,  thought  it  might  be  read  j  and  fo  forthwith  it  was.  It  founded  to  this 
purpofe;  that  whereas  by  their  citatory  letters  they  were  firft  to  deal  only  concerning 
the  five  articles,  and  after  that  concerning  the  confeflion  and  catechifmj  yet  fince  it 
had  pleafed  the  delegates  to  invert  this  order,  ut  frobare  -pojfint  obedientiam  fuam,  they 
were  ready  to  give  up  their  confiderations.  That  the  occafion  of  thefe  confiderationa. 
was  this;  whereas,  y^wz.  1597,  fom.e  controverfies  had  arifen  concerning  the  confef- 
fion  and  catechifm,  which  troubled  the  church,  this  gave  occafion  to  the  ftates  to- 
think  of  a  national  fynod  to  be  called,  for  the  fettling  of  thefe  broils.  Many  meet- 
ings there  had  been,  and  confultations  concerning  this  fynod,,  which  fcill  were  croft  byr 
fome,  who  would  by  no  means  endure,  that  there  Ihould  be  any  revifion  of  thofe 
writings.  That  at  a  fynod  in  Delft,  Ann.  1607,  commandment  was  given,  that: 
iriquifition  fhould  be  made  into  the  confeflion  and  catechifm,  and  at  that  time  fome 
of  the  remonftrants  had  gathered  certain  points  together  to  be  advifed  of,  not  to. 
quarrel  withal.  This  their  endeavour  they  thought  did  deferve  thanks,,  but  they 
found,  that  for  their  pains  they  gained  only  the  reputation  of  men.ready  to  unjoint 
and  unfettle  all  things,  and  fet  up  an  arbitraiy  religion.  That  thele  their  confidera- 
tions were  called  for  by  the  fbates,  and  fo  exhibited  to  them,  and  left  in  their  cuftody, 
Befides  thefe,  they  had  no  other,  neither  yet  copy  of  thofe;  yet  upon  command  had 
they  gathered  others  together,  in  which  they  did  not  call  any  doftrinal  point  into  con- 
troverfy,  but  only  propofed  certain  phrafes  and  forms  of  fpeech,  or  fome  things  con^- 
cerning  order  and  method,  which  they  thought  deferved  to  be  confidered  of.  Their 
enemies,  they  know,  thought,  that  there  did  latere  nonnulla  horribllia  dogmata  i^  fefii-- 
lentia;  but  confundet  illos  Deus^  they  doubted  not,  in  good  time.  That  they  never 
were  guilty  of  any  herefies;  and  thus  much  would  their  public  writings  witnefs  in. 
their  behalf.  That  thefe  confiderations  they  exhibited  with  no  ill  intent,  but  only 
for  the  eafe  of  the  national  fynod,  that  they  might  have  an  inventory,  in  which  they 
might  find  what  things  they  were,  which  had  bred  fcruple  in  fome  men's  mind's.  That 
their  confiderations  upon  the  catechifm  they  now  gave  not  up,  becaufe  the  fhortnefs 
of  the  time  limited  would  not  give  them  leave.  This  was  the  fum  of  their  preface; 
The  confiderations  themfelves  v/ere  not  read,  only  there  was  order  given,  that  the 
.next  day  at  nine  o'clock,  one  of  each  company  fliould  be  deputed  to  come  to  the  fynod- 
houfe,  and  tranfcribe  them. 

'  After  this  the  fynod  began  to  pafs  their  judgment;  where  Festius  Hommius 
having  firft  taken  the  fiime  exceptions  which  the  Pr^efes  had  formerly  done,  he  added 
a  long  narration  by  way  of  anfwer  to  that  hiftorical  part  of  the  remonftrants  preface; 
■wherein  they  ftrived  to  derive  the  envy  of  the  delay  of  a  national  fynod  upon  the  re- 
monfi;rants,  and  fhewed  what  It  was,  againfi:  which  the  contra-remonflrants  took  ex- 
ceptions in  the  point  of  the  revifion  of  the  confeffion ;  namely,  that  a  fynod  might  not 
be  called  for  that  purpofe,  and  that  the  claufe  of  revifingthe  confeflion  might  not  be 
put  amongft  the  caufes  of  the  fynod,  lefl:  peradventure  it  might  be  thought,  that  the 
ftate«  did  make  doubt  and  queftion  of  it. 

'  That 
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*  That  the  remonllrants  had  be-sn  often  required  to  exhibit  their  confiderations,  but 
forfome  years  Ijaace  they  hung  off,  and  could  not  be  brought  to  do  it.  At  length, 
with  much  ado,  they  brought  in  d.fyHahis  and  catalogue  of  certain  places  in  Calvin, 
Beza,  and  Piscator,  which  they  thought  did  not  agree  with  the  confeffion ;  and  thus, 
inftead  of  confiderations  upon  the  catechilin,  they  brought  nothing  but  accufations  of 
other  men.  But  the  truth  of  thefe  things  fhould  farther  appear,  when  the  ftory  of  them, 
which  was  now  in  hand,  fhould  come  abroad. 

*  The  foreign  divines  went  on  to  deliver  their  opinions,  when  old  Goclenius 
could  not  let  the  remonftrants  pafs  without  a  jeft,  fuch  a  one  as  it  wasi  for  being 
afked  his  judgment,  he  put  off  his  hat,  and  told  us,  that  the  remonftrants  were  ca- 
mnici  irregulares,  regular  irregulars,  and  put  on  his  hat  again.     Where  the  fap  of  this 
jeft  is,   I  know  not ;  but  the  graveft  in  the  fynod  had  much  ado  to  compofe  their 
countenances.     An  old  man,  a  deputy  of  Utrecht,  ftanding  up  fignified,  that  how  de- 
murely foever  the  remonftrants  fpake  of  their  confiderations,  yet,  indeed,  they  did 
harbour  greater  matters;  for  it  is  well  known,  that  at  Delft  one  of  them  openly  faid, 
that  fhortly  they  would  bring  another  kind  of  divinity  into  the  Netherlands:  and 
whereas  in  their  catechifm  to  many  queftions  they  anfwer  yea,  they  ftiould  be  taught 
to  anfwer  no,  &'  e  contra.     Here  come  in  a  decree  of  ftates  to  this  effeft,  that  in  this 
manner  of  exhibiting  their  confiderations,  the  remonftrants  had  done  neither  according 
to  their  promife,  nor  according  to  their  duties ;  and  therefore  they  did  ftridlly  com- 
mand them  to  have  greater  refpeft  to  themfelves,  but  greateft  of  all  to  the  magiftrate, 
whom  God  had  placed  over  them :  that  they  warn  them  henceforward  to  leave  al! 
cavilling  about  the  words  of  the  citatory  letters :  that  as  far  as    they   could,  they 
fhould  exhibit  thofe  confiderations  mentioned  in  their  preface,  which  they  gave  up, 
to  the  ftates  of  Holland ;  and  that  they  fhould,  upon  Thurfday  next,  give  them  up, 
not  in  communi,  but  every  man  by  himfelf.     For  the  ftates  did  acknowledge,  befides 
thofe  of  the  antient  reformed  religion,  no  other  body  of  a  church  in  the  Netherlands. 
This  decree  put  an  end  to  that  bufinefs.   Then  did  the  prsfes  propofeunto  the  fynod, 
whether  it  were  fit  they  fhould  proceed  to  propound  to  the  remonftrants  certain  inter- 
rogatories concerning  the  five  articles,  or  defer  it  until  they  had  brought  in  their  con- 
fiderations upon  the  catechifm.     For,  becaufe  the  remonftrants  had  given  their  judg- 
ment upon  the  articles  perplexedly,  the  fynod  formerly  had  thought  good  to  propofe 
them  certain  queftions,  the  better  to  wring  their  meaning  from  them.     It  was  con- 
cluded,-that  thefe  interrogatories  fhould  not  be  propofed  unto  them,  till  they  had 
given  up  their  confiderations,  becaufe  it   might  be  fome  hindrance  unto  them   in 
that  bufinefs.     The  remonftrants  were  again  called   in,  and  the  judgment  of  the 
fynod    made    known    unto    them,  that    they  had  not  obeyed;    firft,    in  that  they 
gave  confiderations  only  on  the  confefiion,  whereas  they  fhould  have  brought  like- 
wife  upon   the  catechifm :  then,  that   they    gave  them  up    conjunciim,  v/hich  they 
ought  to  have  done  every  man  by  himfelf.     Thirdly,  that  the  fynod  marvelled,  that 
thefe,  who  the  laft  feffion  had  no  confiderations  at  all,  fliould  put  their  hands  to  fo 
great  a  number.     They  were  warned  therefore  better  to  remember  the  duty  they  owed 
unto  the  fynod,  and  to  call  to  mind,  that  whereas  they  pretended  fhortnefs  of  time, 
they  had  as  much  time  given  them  as  they  required.     Then  did  the  prsefes  inquire 
concerning  the  confiderations  given  up  to  the  ftates  of  Holland,  when,  and  to  whom 
-they  were  prefented,  and  whether  thefe,  which  now  they  had  given,  were  the  fame

v,'ith  them.     Episcopius  replied,  he  gave  none  up  at  all.     Others  anfwered,    that 
they  were  the  fame  confiderations,  and  more  befides.     Corvinus  replied,  that  thefe 
confiderations  were  given  to  the  ftates,  not  to  any  particular  man.     Another  replied, 
th  It  the  confiderations  were  left  in  the  houfe  of  UxENBOGARDjto  be  by  him  exhibited; 
but  what  became  of  them,  he  knew  not.     Then  was  the  decree  of  the  ftates  read  to 
the  remonftrants  ;  and  Episcopius  required  a  copy  of  it.    The  praefes  politicus  afked 
him,  why?   Ut  pareamus,  laid  .Episcopius.     No,  laid  the  fame  prsefes,  it  is  only,  that 
you  may  findfome  words  to  cavil  at ;  a?id  therefore  they  Jhould  have  none.    It  was  Jufficient, 
ihat  they  knew  the  meaning  of  it.     This  at  firft  feemed  to  me  fomewhat  hard  :  but  when 
I  confidcred,  that  thefe  were  the  men,  which  heretofore  had,  in  prejudice  of  the  church;,, 
fo  extremely  flattered  the  civil  magiftrate,  I  could  not  but  think  this  ufage  a  fit  reward, 
for  fuch  a  fervice-,  and  that,  by  ajufl:  judgment  of  God,  themfelves  had  the  firft  ex- 
perience of  thofe  inconveniences,  which  naturally  arife  out  of  their  doctrine  in  that 
behalf.     It  was  thought  fit,  that  thefe  men,  who  thus  againft  the  decree  of  the  fynod. 
had  joined  themfelves  in  one,  fliould  yet  be  pulled  afunder.     And  therefore  theprsfes 
examined  them  one  by  one,  how  far  they  were  interelTed  in  thefe  confiderations,  and 
whether  they  move  doubt  and  fcruple  in  all  their  minds.     H.  Leo  anfwered,  that  he 
made  no  doubt  in  any  of  them;  v/ho  was  prefently  told,  he  needed  [not]  then  have 
joined  himfelf  unto  them. 

'  The  four  of  Plolland  ftood  to  their's.      Pynackerus  anfwered,  that  he  meant 
not  at  all  to  acquaint  the  fynod  with  any  doubt  of  his.     Some  anfwered,  that  they 
doubted  only  in  fome  of  them,  and  not  in  others ;  fome,  that  they  had  not  yet  fufficiently 
confidered  of  them.    The  moft  general  anfwer,  that  was.  given,,  was  this,  that  though 
in  many  of  thefe  confiderations  themlelves  made  no  fcruple;  yet  when  they  faw  them, 
they  thought  the  fynod  might  well  advife  of  them.     To  which  was  anfwered,  that  the 
fynod  required  their  own  confiderations,  not  their  judgment  upon  the  confiderations 
of  others.     The  prsefes  then  further  inquired,  whether  they  had  any  more  confidera- 
tions? Some  anfwered,  that  peradventure  they  might  have  more,  if  they  had  time  to 
bethink  themfelves.      Some,  that  more  came  not  yet  into  their  minds.     The  moft  re- 
plied, they  had  none;  only  Hollingerus  replied,  that  he  had  one,  which  he  prefently 
gave  up  in  writing.     What  this  one  was  I  know  not;  for  it  was  not  publilhed..    Then 
were  they  commanded  to  give  up  their  confiderations  upon  the  catechifm,,  together 
with  their  reafons,,  upon  Thurfday  next  after  Chriftmas-day.     Episcopius  anfwered, 
they  would  do  Vv'hat  they  could;   and  fo  tliey  went  out.    Theprasfes  then  requefted  the 
fynod  to  think  what  they  would  do  with  thefe  confiderations,  fince  they  faw  in  them 
tantam  judiciorum  difparitatem :  and  fo  warning  them  to  meet  again  plena  conventa 
upon  Thurfday  next,  he  concluded  a  long,  a  troublefome,  and  fruitlefs  lefTion. 

'  There  is  an  intermiftion  of  the  fynod  until  Thurfday  next.  Your  honour  perad- 
venture looks,  that,  according  to  your  appointment,  I  ftiould  return  for  fome  days  unto 
the  Hague.  Your  lordfhip  therefore  fhall  underftand,  that  though  here  be  no  fynod,, 
yet  there  will  be  every  day  fundry  things  to  be  written,  of  which,  for  your  lordlhip's 
better  information  in  the  proceedings  of  the  fynod,.  it  may  be  neceffary  to  take  fome 
copy.  Again,  I  take  no  pleafure  in  travelling,  and  therefore  am  well  content  at  all 
times  to  ftay  there,  where  my  bufinefs  is,  fo  long  as  it  lafts.  Until,  therefore,  it  ftiall 
pleafe  your  honour  to  call  me  home  for  good  and  all,  I  ftiall  beft  like  to  remain  here. 

Thirdly,. 
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Thirdly,  I  am  but  a  filly  traveller,  and  conveniently  I  cannot  travel  without  a  guide. 
The  days  being  fliort  and  the  tide  coming  fomewhat  late,  night  would  quickly  come. 
Now  for  me  to  go  by  night,  having  neither  language  nor  any  to  condud:  me,  muft 
needs  be  very  inconvenient.  So  commending  this  my  excufe  to  your  honourable  con- 
fideration,  remembering  my  humble  duty  to  my  lady,  I  take  my  leave,  your  honour's 
chaplain,  and  bounden  in  all  duty  and  fervice.

Inclofes  a  memorial,  fent  unto  him  the  night  before  by  the  deputies  of  the  Count 
.of  Embden,  who  was  imprifoned  in  that  city. 

In  the  poftfcript  he  obferves,  that  thofe  deputies  had  been  with  him,  and  defired  him 
to  fpeak  to  the  ftates  to  ufe  their  authority  in  the  count's  behalf;  for  which  purpofe 
"he  had  demanded  audience. 

Memorial  of  the  deputies  of  the  count  of  Embden,  dated  at  the  Hague  D^rf.  26jN.  S. 

Dec.  30.   Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

That  the  prince  of  Orange  being  abfent,  on  whom  the  direction  of  affairs  doth  now 
tchiefly  depend,  efpecially  thofe  which  belong  to  the  fea,  as  admiral,  and  the  com- 
miflioners  letters  concerning  his  majefty's  refolution  not  to  enter  into  treaty  with 
them,  unlefs  they  procure  fuch  authority  from  hence  as  is  required,  not  being  yet  ar- 
rived, he  had  hitherto  forborne  demanding  audience,  for  which  he  had  received  his  ma- 
jefty's  orders  by  the  fecretary's  letters  of  the  21ft  and  2ad,  the  firft  of  which  came  to 
his  hands  on  the  25th,  and  the  fecondon  the  26th,  knowing,  that  whatfoever  he  fhould 
now  fay,  would  be  laid  afide  till  the  prince's  return,  which  was  expetted  to-morrow  or 
Saturday ;  and  until  the  ftates  hear  from  their  own  men,  his  propofition  would  be  of 
lefs  force,  and  not  fo  much  as  taken  into  deliberation. 

He  fufpefts,  that  the  towns  of  Holland  will  not  authorife  their  deputies  to  come 
to  a  refolution,  agreeable  to  his  majefty's  defire,  in  the  point  concerning  the  fifhing 
on  the  coafts  of  his  three  kingdoms ;  and  his  doubts  are  particularly  grounded  upon 
what  the  prince  of  Orange  faid  to  him,  when  he  took  leave  of  Sir  Dudley  on  Monday 
!aft,  at  his  departure  to  Utrecht,  '  in  regard  the  magiftrates  of  thefe  towns  of  Hol- 
land, being  newly  placed,  and  yetfcarce  faft  in  their  ftates,  who  do  authorife  the  depu- 
ties, which  come  hither  to  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  in  all  things  they  are  to  treat  and 
refolve,  will  not  adventure,  for  fear  of  the  people,  to  determine  of  a  bufinefs,  on  which 
the  chief  livelihood  of  fifty  thoufand  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  province  doth  depend.' 
Sir  Dudley  replied,  as  from  himfelf,  that  though  his  majefty,  finding  his  right  op- 
pugned both  by  their  ftatefmen  and  inen  of  war,  as  appeared  from  the  writings  of 
■}  Grotius 
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GROTf  us  and  the  taking  of  John  BroWn  rhe  lad  year,  neither  could  nor  would  deGft 
from  having  his  right  acknowledged  by  this  ftate,  as  well  as  by  all  other  princes  and 
comnnonwealths  :  yet  this  acknowledgment  of  a  right  and  a  due  was  no  exclufion  of 
grace  and  favour,  and  that  the  people  of  this  country  paying  that  fmall  tribute  upon 
every  one  of  their  bufles  (which  was  not  fo  much  as  difputed  by  any  other  nation  what- 
foever)  fuch  was  his  majefly's  well-wifhing  to  this  ftate,  that  he  prefumed  of  his  per- 
miffion  to  fufFer  them  to  continue  their  courle  of  fifliing,  which  they  might  ufe  thereby 
vvith  more  freedom  and  lefs  apprehenfion  of  let  and  moleftation  than  before,  and  like- 
wife  fpare  the  coft  of  fome  of  their  men  of  war,  which  they  yearly  fent  out  to  maintain 
that  by  force,  which  they  may  of  courtefy.  The  prince  anfwered,  that  for  himfelf,  at 
his  return  from  Utrecht,  he  would  do  his  beft  endeavour  to  procure  his  majefty's  con- 
tentment :  but  he  doubted  the  Hollanders  would  apprehend  the  fame  effeft  in  their 
payment  for  their  hlliing,  as  they  found  in  the  paffage  of  the  Sound,  where  at  firft  an 
eafy  matter  was  demanded  by  the  king  of  Denmark,  and  now  more  exafted  than  they 
eanpoffibly  bear.  And  touching  their  men  of  v/ar,  he  faid,  they  muft  ftiil  be  at  the-' 
fame  coft  with  them  in  regard  of  the  pirates. 

'  Having  had  the  like  difcourfe  with  count  William,  who  vifited  him  the  next' 
day  afrer  his  excellency's  departure,  in  regard  I  find  much  to  be  attributed  by  the 
ftaCes  to  his  advice  and  tounlel,  he  alledged  the  fame  difficulties  of  the  fmali  autho- 
rity, thefe  new  magiftrates  of  the  feveral  towns  of  Holland  have  over  the  people, 
they  being  yet  forced  to  keep  them  in  obedience  bygarrifons  of  foldiersj  and  therefore  ■ 
wifhed,  that  either  this  queftion  had  been  put  to  its  utmoft  trial  before,  or  might  be 
v/itfi  his  majefty's  good  liking  deferred  for  fome  time,  becaufe  the  diftafte  of  the  re- 
fufal  woukkthen  have  lighted  upon  others;  and  thefe,  which  are  now  put  in  place,  ■ 
he  would  not  have  give  his  majefty  any  difcontents.     Withal  he  caft  out  a  queftion 
■with  me,  whether  this,  freedom  of  fifhing  might  not  be  redeemed  with  a  fum  of  mo- 
ney i"    To  which  I  anfwered,  that  it  was  a  matter  of  royalty  more  than  of  utility, 
though  princes  were  not  to  negledt  their  profit.     And  as  I  fav/  this  was  his  private" 
conceit,  fo  I  did  not  fo  much  as  take  upon  me  to  propofe  it  to  his  majefty.     IVIy  en- 
deavours fhall  be,  befides  thofe  ample  inftruftions  I  have  from  your  honour,  with 
the  copy  of  the  anfwer  of  my  lords  of  the  council  (for  which  I  render  your  honour  my 
humble  thanks)  to  make  appear  in  my  propofition,  thefe  bufmeftes  not  to  be  now  firft  . 
&t  on  foot, , as  if  his  majefty  did  prevail  himfelf  of  the  prefent  congundlure  to  make 
a  breach  into  their  ftate  through  their  diviHons  and  fadions,  or  were  thruft  on  to 
thofe  refolutions,  either  by  information  of  any  man  f^om  hence,  or  inftigation  or 
pajrticular  intereft  of  any  perfon  about  his  majefty,  for  which  the  notice  the  ftates 
have  of  Godfrey  Boot's  undertaking,  and  their  fufpicion  of  thofe  in  his  majefty's  : 
court  to  whom  he.  addrelTed  himfelf,  and  the  counfels  they  frame  thereitpon,  doth  give 
me  fubjed.' 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  vindicates  himfelf,  that  he  had  not  been  negligent  with  re- 
fpeft  to  the  defcft  in  the  commifTion  of  the  ftates  to  their  commiffioners. 

'■  True  it  is  (as  1  have  fince  underftood)  that  the  ftates  did  then  refolve  amongft  ' 
thenifelves  to  acquaint  me  no  more  either  in  public  or  private  with-their  purpofe,  before 
the  difpatch  of  their  commifTionerSj  whereby  to  free  themleivss  of  further  impor- 

tuniiys  -, 
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-tunity^  hoping  by  their  commiffioners  to  give  his  majefty  contentment;  which  even 
at  the  laft  hour  of  their  parting  I  allured  them  they  would  not  do,  unlefs  they  went 
-amply  inftrufted  and  fully  authorifed :  to  which  their  anfwer  was  only  in  general 
-terms,  that  they  went  furniflied  with  what  they  hoped  v/ould  fatisfy  his  majefty. 

''■  Concerning  the  place  I  have  in  the  council  of  ftate,  your  honour  may  pleafe  to 
..und^rftand,  that  I  have  fmall  advantage  thereby  to  know  what  is  done  by  the  ftates 
general,  which  is  an  affembly  or  college  apart,  to  which,  in  deliberation  of  mat- 
ters of  ftate,  thofe  of  the  council  never  come  but  vocati ;  one  of  the  chief  works  of 
rnonf.  Barnevelt's  authority  and  oppofition  to  the  prince  of  Orange  (who  hath  or- 
dinary y^f^K^?  likewife  in  that  council)  having  been  to  draw  all  affairs  of  ftate,  which 
were  at  the  firft  infcitution  of  the  council  only  mianaged  there,  to  the  ftates  g^eneral, 
■where  he  did  predominate :  whereupon  their  ufe  hath  been  of  late  years  to  meet  daily, 
and  to  embr'ace  and  difpatch  all  bufinefs,  which  they  v/ere  wont  to  do  but  monthly, 
or  according  to  extraordinary  occafions. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange's  journey  to  Utrecht  is  to  make  a  new  reformation  of  the 
-.magiftrates,  by  fifting  them  fomewhat  more  narrowly  than  was  fit  to  be  done  at  firft. 
.He  is  accompanied  by  his  brother,  the  count  Henry,  the  prince  of  Portugal,  and 
monf.  Chastillon;  who  (as- many  more)  begin  to  fway  with  the  tide:  only  the 
Arminian  preachers,  and  fome  few  which  they  lead  by  the  ears,  perfift  in  their  opi- 
jiiatreties ;  which  I  advertife  your  honour  more  particularly  by  other  letters.' 

Godfrey  Boot,  mentioned  in  this  letter,  is  particularly  taken  notice  of  in  another 
letter  of  fir  Dudley  Carleton  to  the  fecretary  of  the  loth  of  December,  having 
-brought  to  him  the  fecretary's  letter  of  the  i8th  of  September,  on  the  Sunday  before. 
He  obferves,  that  every  body  admired  at  his  new  drefs  (having  been  imprifoned  in 
the  common  jail  as  an  intelligencer  of  the  archduke),  and  that  before  his  arrival  he 
.made  himfelf  be  expefted  by  the  vanity  of  his  letters  as  a  knight,  a  penfioner,  a  fworn 
fervant,  and  an  agent  to  his  majefty  to  be  affiftant  to  his  embafl'ador;  all  which  qua- 
lities he  now  takes  to  himfelf:  '■  but  making  himfelf fo  publrcly  known,  how  he  wili 
-acquit  himfelf  in  his  fecret  undertakings,  is  to  me  a  great  myftery.' 

Thus  he  had  an  office  in  the  cuftoms  at  Gorcum,  and  was  deprived  of  it  for  his  ill 
condu6l  in  it.  That  being  feized  as  an  intelligencer  of  the  archduke,  and  his  papers 
examined,  it  was  found  how  he  had  abufed  the  archduke  under  pretext  of  drav«ng 
money  from  him  to  diftribute  in  thefe  parts  -,  and  would  have  loft  his  head,  but  in  re- 
gard of  his  friends,  and  Barnevelt's  making  it  appear  to  the  ftates,  that  he  was  no 
dangerous  man.  By  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh's  council  (where  he  had  infinuated 
himfelf  by  large  undertakings)  he  was  caft  off,  when  he  was  better  known,  as  a  man 
mdlius  pretii.  Nov/  he,  that  he  hath  deceived  fo  many,  if  he  can  do  his  majefty  any 
fervice,  deceives  me  moft  of  all. 

*  This  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  write,  left  by  fome  needy  inftruments  of  his, 
he  may  under  one  pretence  or  other  engage  his  majefty  any  farther,  before  trial  be 
made  of  him.  And  for  better  execution  of  what  he  hath  undertaken,  the  time  ferves 
t.o  his  advantage,  in  that  the  ill  fuccefs  of  this  year's  herring-fiftiing  (which  hath  loft 

the 
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the  province  of  Holland  a  million  of  florins)  which  hath  made  many  bankrupts  in 
that  trade,  who  be  ready  to  leek  their  fortunes  elfewhere :  and  if  he  fail  of  this  eafr 
proof,  he  will  not  abide  the  touch  in  any  other.' 

Dec.  31.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

That  he  had  procured  the  ftatesgeneral  to  write  letter  to  the  magiftrates  of  Embden 
in  behalf  of  the  count. 

^  There  is  a  private  treaty  on  foot  between  the  marquis  of  Brandenburg  and  the 
prince  of  Newburg,  which  is  drawn  on  by  the  complaints  of  the  inhabitants  of  Juliets 
and  Cleves,  which  are  no  longer  able  to  fupport  the  fpoils  and  vexations  committed 
upon  them  by  the  foldiers  on  both  fides  i  wherein  Brandenburg  doth  choofe  this  ftate 
for  his  chief  arbitrator,  and  Newburg  the  archduke ;  which  promifeth  fmall  good 
efFeft,  when  they  make  parties  their  judges. 

*  Out  of  France  we  hear,  that  the  ftates  anfwer  to  the  French  embaffadors  touching 
Barnevelt,  and  the  reft  of  the  proceedings  in  thefe  provinces,  was  at  firft  well  reliftied 
in  that  court;  but  afterwards  they  returned  to  their  wonted  conceit  of  thefe  affairs,  by 
certain  impreflions  wrought  by  onepRANHMONT,  a  commiflary  general  for  the  French, 
and  a  dependent  of  monf.  du  IVIaurier,  who  being  lately  difpatched  thither  from  thefe 
embaffadors,  hath  informed,  that  here  is  much  appearance  of  a  revolution ;  and  that 
the  ftates  repenting  themfelves  of  their  aft  in  imprifoning  Barnevelt  do  but  feek  a 
colour  with  their  reputation  to  let  him  at  liberty;  and  that  the  French  king's  inftance 
being  perfifted  in  will  in  the  end  be  laid  hold  on  for  this  purpofe  :  of  which,  howfo- 
ever  they  may  flatter  themfelves,  I  yet  fee  fmall  appearance.' 

That  Godfrey  Boote  was  yefterday  (as  the  fecretary  well  conjedured  he  would 
be)  clapt  up  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  into  his  old  lodging;  the  reafons  of  which,  as 
two  of  the  ftates  came  to  inform  Sir  Dudley,  were  firft  his  debts  to  this  province  of 
money,  for  which  he  was  accountable  fince  he  had  the  olEce  of  cuftomer  at  Gorcum, 
to  the  value  of  between  feven  and  eight  hundred  pounds ;  and  next  his  being  enter- 
tained by  the  Spaniard  to  do  difTervice  to  this  ftate,  for  both  of  which  he  remained  yet 
in  reatu  without  remilTion  or  pardon :  only  by  their  authority,  who  had  then  the  ma- 
nao-ing  of  affairs,  he  was  fuffered  to  flip  out  of  prifon,  with  charge  notwithftanding  not 
to  leave  the  Hague:  which  commandment  having  broken,  and  coming  back  hither  to 
brave  the  juftice,  they  have  laid  hands  on  him  again,  having  other  matters  of  confe- 
quence  concerning  thefe  late  troubles  againft  him. 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  anfwers,  that  he  was  his  majefty's  fervant;  but  will  not  in- 
tercede publicly  for  him  till  he  underftands  his  majefty's  pleaflire. 

*  The  prince  of  Orange  is  advertifed  by  letters  from  Lyons  of  a  foul  and  bloody  fa6t 
committed  upon  a  fervant  of  his,  who  was  fen t  from  hence  with  letters  to  one  Vos- 
BERGEN,  a  counfellor  of  this  provincial  council,  whom  his  excellency  employed  lately 

-to  Orange  upon  his  particular  affairs;  the  man  being  affaulted  upon  tlie  high-way, 

U  u  .  "  'flabbed 
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ftabbed  into  divers  places  of  the  body,  and  drav/n  into  a  ditch  with  a  cord  about  his 
neck,  where  he  was  left  half-alive  and  half-dead  by  thofe  who  committed  the  fadt, 
when  they  had  taken  his  letters  from  him.  Thefe  are  advertifed  to  be  two  couriers, 
which  were  difpatched  after  this  man  from  Paris  by  poft  upon  a  bruit  generally  fpread 
there,  .that  the  prince  of  Orange  was  flain  here  at  the  Hague;  and  the  prince  con- 
ceived, that  it  was  done  by  order  of  monf.  de  Luynes,  who  hath  his  eye  upon  the 
principality  of  Orange;  and  upon  fuch  an  accident  might  have  an  ambition  to  ftep 
into  it.  This  efteft  is  wrought  thereby,  that  count  Henry  having  the  fame  appre- 
henfion,  doth  now  adhere  to  his  brother,  feeing  their  houfe  aimed  at  as  well  in  France,, 
as  in  this  place. 

'  In  the  fynod  of  Dort,  the  remonftrants  continuing  in  their  opiniatrety  in  not  an- 
fwering,  order  is  taken  to  proceed  againft  them  out  of  their  books;  and  mean  time- 
they  have  commandment,  that  they  fhall  not  go  out  of  that  town,  but  be  prefent,  as- 
the  fynod  fhould  have  occafion  to  call  for  them,  which  is  done,  becaufe  they  fliould 
not  incenfe  the  people  in  other  towns.  A  placart  is  publifhed  by  the  ftates  general 
,  againft  printing  of  books,  libels,  and  pamphlets,  Jt/ie  privikgio ;  for  which  the  French- 
embaffador's  fpeech,  which  was  going  to  the  prefs,  gave  occafion. 

'  By  that  I  underftand  from  the  bifhop  of  Llandaff,  I  do  not  find,  monf.,  du  Mou- 
'  tm's  projetls  fo  well  tafted  by  our  divines,  as  by  fome  other  ftrangers,  who  have 
had  them  in  confultation:  but  fince  hismajefty  doth  not  diflike  to  have  trial  made 
of  them,  it  fhall  be  performed  with  that  caution,  as  your  honour  doth  recommend, 
I  have  had  the  dean  of  Worcefter  for  the  fpace  of  thefe  ten  days  here  in  my  houfe, 
who  continues  very  weak,  but  is  much  comforted  with  his  majefty's  gracious  care  of 
him,  and  leave  for  his  return;  of  which  he  will  make  ufe,,  when  his  ftrength  will, 
fuffer.' 

That  upon  clofing  this  difpatch,  he  was  now  vlfited  at  night  by  the  fame  perfons 
from  the  ftates  of  Holland,  who  had  been  with  him  in  the  afternoon,  who  faid  they 
had  called  to  an  exprefs  affembly  (fince  they  had  been  with  him)  two  of  thofe,  who 
have  charge  of  examination  of  the  great  prifoners,  who  find  much  matter  againft 
BooTE,  and  particularly  that  he  was  a  confident  of  Hogerbets,  and  an  inftrumentof. 
Utenbogard,  to  carry  matters  of  intelligence  betwixt  him  and  the  audiencer  Ver- 
REYKEN  at  Bruftels.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  wifhed  them,  that  fince  they  had  fo  much 
jTiatter  againft  him,  and  of  that  nature,  they  would  not  by  their  interrogatories  make 
a  mixture  of  other  affairs;  becaufe  it  might  be,  in  his  journey  into  England,  he  might. 
have  valued  himfelf  by  offer  of  fome  particular  fervices  within  his  majefty's-  king- 
doms, wherein  his  majefty  may  as  well  ferve  himfelf  with  ftrangers  as  other  princess; 
and  this  man  being  known  to  be  full  of  forgeries  and  chimeras,  fomewhat  be  found 
among  his  papers,  which  being  his  own  projefts  only,  might,  if  they  came  abroad,  give 
fubjeft  of  fome  other  jealoufy.  Wherefore  I  defired  them.,  that  whatfoever  they  found; 
of  his  concerning  his  majefty,  might  be  fuppreffed ;  affuring  them,that  neither  this  man 
was  fent  by  me  into  England,  nor  fent  for  by  his  majefty;  and  therefore  they  muft  dif- 
tinguifli  betwixt  undertakings  and  employments.  In  this  they  promifed  they  would 
have  a  regard  to  what  I  recommended,  and  I  conceived  it  to  be  neceffary  to  put  this, 
unto  them  by  example  of  the  refpedl  the  ftates  general  bore  to  Barn-evelt's  papers,. 

wherein. 
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wherein  thofe  of  Holland  were  intereffed :  in  which  confideration  they  went  untouched 
(though  they  fince  much  repent  themfelves  of  that  nicety),  becaufe  I  was  informed 
they  had  found  out  a  fecret  lodging,  which  Boote  had  at  Rifwick,  where  they  have^ 
feized  on  his  fluff  and  papers. 

'  I  have  omitted  to  advertife  your  honour,  that  the  Generaulx  des  Monoyes  having 
two  days  fince  made  their  report  to  the  ftates  general,  they  advife  the  ftates  to  treat 
with  his  majefty,  and  by  his  means  with  other  princes,  for  a  certain  reglement  of  monies ; 
and  in  the  mean  time  to  publifh  a  placart  againft  the  inhancement  of  their  valuations 
in  thefe  provinces  hereafter,  and  to  reduce  thofe,  which  are  now  fo  exceffively  raifed, 
to  a  more  moderate  rate.     Thus  I  humbly,  &c.

*  R^  Hon'"''''  my  very  good  Lord, 
'  Though  I  have  written  two  letters  yefterday  to  your  lordfiiip,  yet  I  could  not  omit 
the  occafion  of  our  worthy  hoft  Sir  John  Berch  his  coming  to  the  Hague,  a  man, 
th^t  hath  fomewhat  favoured  the  fide  now  falling,  but  of  a  moderate  difpofition,  and 
free  in  his  judgment  of  both  fides,  cenfuring  and  perhaps  cenfured,  condemning  the 
judgment  and  proceedings  of  the  remonftrants.  In  a  kingdom  fuch  a  man  might  be 
more  efteemed  than  in  a  iritt  eftate :  for  in  a  free  efcate  a  man  muft  be  engaged  in  the 
one  fide,  or  difpleafe  the  other. 

'  Concerning  the  riling  which  I  wrote  laft  of,  I  was  long  in  writing,  thinking 
that  there  fhould  be  no  caufe  of  writing  until  we  were  ready  to  fet  upon  the  work. 

U  u  2  The 
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The  thing,  when  opportunity  ferveth,  may  be  done  without  nnuch  difficulty;  for  though 
I  have  no  leilure  to  the  bulinefs,  yet  I  think  hov/  it  may  be  done.  We  willfirft  draw  a 
confefficn  out  of  the  Engliili  confeffion,  which  is  allowed ;  and  that  we  will  prefent 
to  the  Palatines,  and  the  reft  here.  They  may  add  what  they  think  fit,  and  after  thus- 
far  proceeding  it  may  be  fent  to  his  majefty.  It  may  be,  that  fome  few  things  may 
be  added  to  the  Englifh  confeffion ;  or  taking  any  thing  out  of  the  Engiifh  confeffion, 
there  is  no  doubt  to  be  made  of  any  thing,  fave  one,  which  before-hand  I  would  com- 
municate to  your  lordfliip,  that  it  may  not  be  a  rub  in.  our  way  in  time  of  doing  it. 
The  thing  is  this  :  in  the  expounding  of  thefe  words,  he  dejc ended  into  hell,  the  Englifh 
church  hath  otherwife  expounded  thofe  words,  than  the  Palatine  church  doth.  Now 
the  queftion  is  this;  if  we  lay  down  the  bare  words,  defcendit  ad  inferos,,  and  the  Pa- 
latines fi:iall  add  the  words  of  their  confeffion,  for  expounding  thofe  words;  this  quef- 
tion, I  fay,  would  be  known,  whether  his  majefty  and  the  church  of  England  wilL 
fufFer  their  expofitidn  to  pals.  I  fuppofe,  that  in  other  things  there  will  be  no  great 
difficulty.  And  yet  becaufe  I  am  in  thefe  queftions,  fome  things  may  be  queftions 
beforehand,  to  prepare  the  bufinefs.  It  would  be  known,  whether  in  framing  the 
Englifh  confeffion  (for  this,  I  refolve,  fhall  be  firft  done,  to  which  the  other  may  give 
their  confents  or  additions)  whether,  I  fay,  in  framing  it,  we  may  not  take  this  liber- 
ty, to  order  it  in  method,  and  to  lupply  the  articles  (if  in  them  fome  defect  may  be 
found)  out  of  the  Scottifh  confeffion  and  Jewel's  Apology.  For  though  the  Apoio^y- 
be  not  eftabliffied  by  authority,  as  the  articles  are,  yet  corffidering  the  time  of  publifli'?- 
ing  both,  it  may  appear,  that  the  fame  hand  wrote  both. 

*  Thefe  things  being  known  before-Kand  might  fet  the  work  in  fome  forwardiiefs., 
And  now  by  thinking  ofthefe  things  more  difficulties  do  arife,  which  are  to  be  an-- 
fv/ered  before  we  can  proceeds  In  do6lrinal  matters  there  will  be  no  great  difficulty; 
and  this  was  the  thing,  which  I'intended,  when  I  wrote  before,  that  the  thing  may  be 
done  without  much  difficulty.  But  in  the  articles  of  faith  and  religion,  which  con- 
tain the  confeffion  of  the  Engliffi  church",  there  are  two  things,  which  muft  be  con- 
fidered  in  this  bufinefs;  the  firft  of  Homilies  to  be  read  in  the  church;  the  other  is 
de  efifcoportim  &'  miniftrormn  conjecratione.  The  queftion  is,  what  fhould  be  done  witK 
this,  feeing  the  confecration  of  biffiops  is  a  thing,  which  other  churches  ufe  not:  and 
the  Homilies  are  only  in  Engliffi,  and  may  not  bind  a  confent  of  other  churches, 
•who  know  not  what  is  contained  in  them.  I'think,  that  now  I' have  moved  all  the 
doubts  and  rubs,  that  may  fall  in  this  bufinefs ;  or  if  any  ffiould  fall,  they  will  be  fucHj 
as  may  foon  be  removed,  if  firft  thefe  might  be  fatisfied.  If  there  be  a  confent  firft 
between  our  church  and  the  Palatines,  all  the  reft  will  eafily  come  over;  for  the  Pala- 
tine confeffion  is  that,,  which  carrieth  moft  authority  in  thefe  reformed  churches. 

'  The  fynod  matters  proceed  now  in  good  faffiion ;  and,  we  hope,  wilt  do  better  arid 
better.  They  are  defirous  to  have  many  feffions,  though  little  be  done  in  a  feffion; 
I  mean  the  deputies  defire  it.  We  think,  that  wemight  more  forward.the  fynod  with. 
fewer  feffions,  by  preparing  the  work. 

*  Yefterday  T  took  upon  me  a  kind  of  epifcopal  authority.  I  fent  for  one  chief  of 
every  company  of  the  exteri;  and  here  we  hold  a  little  fynod.  1  propofed  to  them  the 
neceffity  of  our  mutual  conientj  what  fcandal  might  arife,  if  any  of' us  ffiould  fall 

from 
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from  the  other;  and  fhewed  them  how  we  had  framed  our  judgment  upon  the  firfl: 
article:  to  which  I.intreated  their  confents,  that  the  work  might  be  fo  far  prepared 
for  the  fynod.  They  came  all  off  with  great  facility  and  with  many  thanks  for  de- 
vifing  a  way  to  draw  them  together.  All,  I  fay,  came  round,  faving  one,  for  whofe 
fake  and  fatisfadion  the  meeting  was  partly  intended.  He  feemed  to  ftick  at  fomc 
things  ;  but  we  hope  to  quiet  him  in  the  end.  We  kept  him  at  dinner,  and  omitted 
no  kindnefs.  He  fhall  neither  want  kindnefs  to  draw  him,  nor  reafons  to  fatisfy  him. 
Our  intention  is  to  forward  the  fynod,  which  we  think,  was  more  procured  here  in  two 
or  three  hours,;  than  is  done  in  many  feffions.

That  the  Spaniards  augmenting  their  forces,  it  was  to  be  apprehended,  their  de- 
fign  was  either  againft  Venice  or  the  United  Provinces :  and  therefore,  that  the  re- 
public of  Venice  defiredj  ^ that  the  ftates  general  would  order  their  captains  of  their 
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veffels  lent  againft  the  pirates  to  attend  to  and  obferve  the  proceedings  of  tTie  Spa- 
niards, and  tO'  keep  a  good  correfpondence  with  the  minilters  of  the  republic  of 
Venice.

*  I  have  had  (upon  occafion  of  thefe  delays  about  the  bufinefles  which  concern 
bis  majefty)  Ibme  fpeech  with  the  prince  of  Orange,  advifing  him  to  take  upon  him 
the  managing  of  public  bufinelTes    in   that  manner   as  the   prince  his   father  did 
(wherein  I  was  feconded  by  count  William,  who  was  prefent)  or  elfe,  that  he  would 
make  eledion  of  fome  well-affefted  and  able  men  of  the  body  of  the  ftates,  to  whom 
public  minifters  might  addrefs  themfelves.     For  the  confufion  of  affairs  (whilft  they 
are  handled,  as  now,  in  common)  will  impofe  a  neceffity  in  the  ftates  to  intruft  fome 
men  Avith  them,  in  time,  above  others :  and  therefore  the  prince  cannot  do  better 
than  in  time  to  bethink  himfelf,  who  are  the  fitteft  perfons  for  this  purpofej  and 
thereby  oblige  them  by  his  choice.     For  himfelf,  I  find  no  difpofition  in  him  to  un- 
dertake more,  than,  according  to  occafions  of  extraordinary  importance,  to  have  ad- 
vice heard;  which  is  now  done  more  frequently,  and  with  much  more  refpeft,  than 
of  late  years.     And  for  the  nomination  or  recommendation  of  any,  he  doth  not  yet' 
think  the  time  proper,  until  the  ftates,  who  do  now  (to  ufe  his  own  words)  Jortirhors 
,de  ■page,  finding  themfelves  in  a  labyrinth  (wliich  muft  needs  fall  out  in  multiplicity 
of  affairs,  and  flownefs  of  difpatch)  do  of  themfelves  confult  with  him  of  this  bufi- 
nefs :  which  though  tliey  fhouid  not  think  of,  of  their  own  accord,  yet  the  fy nod 
being  ended,  the  prifoners  one  way  or  other  difpatcht,  and  the  renewing  and  reviving 
of  the  union  of  the  provinces  (which  is  now  likewife  in  fpeech)  finifhed,  he  doth  then 
judge  it  a  fit  time  to  recommend  it  unto  them.     I  write  this  at  greater  length,  to  the 
end  his  majefty,  feeing  in  what  ftate  we  ftand,  may  be  pleafed  to  ufe  his  accuftomed 
wilHom  in  continuing  his  good  treatment  of  their  commiffioners,  though  the  difpatch 
of  fuch  affairs,  as  concern  his  majefty,  be  not  for  celerity,  or  in  all  refpefts,  for  fub- 
ftance,  anfwerable  to  his  mind.     And  though  I  find  yet  much  of  the  old  leaven 
.amongft  thefe  men,  I  doubt  not,  en  les  laiffant  faire,  but  his  majefty  will  fee  them, 
before  long  thoroughly  reformed.     For  this  conclufion  I  make,  that  when  they  have 
gone  tlirough  witli  their  prifoners,  fettled  their  affairs  of  the  church,  and  explained' 
their  articles  of  the  union  of  Utrecht  in  the  points  which  concern  religion,  though 
tliey  will  be  then  in  better  ftate  than  ever,  of  continuance,  yet  of  themfelves  fubfift 
they  cannot.     Wherefore,  in  refpeft  of  religion,  their  dependance  muft  be  neceifarily ' 
^upon  his  majefty  more  than  any  other  prince;  and  by  confequence  his  majefty' will 
have  better  reafon  of  them  in  all  his  juft  and  reafonable  demands.    In  the  proceedings" 
againft  Boote  it  will  not  lie  in  my  power  to  keep  him  from  being  queftioned  for 
his  old  offences,  the  whole  procefs  of  which  is  in  the  hands  of  the  provincial  court; 
and  his  friends  think  (at  leaft  fo  they  have  faid  unto  me)'  that  fo  he  be  not  charged 
with  his  undertakings  in  England,  he  can  fhift  well  enough.     And  for  that  poins,  %■; 
have,  taken  good  order;  as  likewife  they  have  my  beft  help  in  all  things  elfe,  which 
concern  him.     For  though  either  for  wit  or  honefty  he  be  not  confiderable,  yet  be- 
caufe  he  liath  the  title  of  his  majefty's  fervice,  I  do  no  ways  fail  him.     But  his  deli- 
very nauft  be,  as  before,  out  of  compaffion  of  his  weaknefs,  as  a  man  half  diftrafled ; 

or 
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or  elfe  he  will  run  hazard  of  his  life.  For  his  renouncing  of  his  religion,  and  prac- 
tifing  with  the  Spaniard,  are  very  grofs  and  palpable :  and  for  the  monies  he  received 
in  recompence  (of  which  he  very  unwifelykept  a  regifter)  they  have  an  account  un- 
der his  hand.  This,  which  is  nowfpoken  of,  concerning  his  dealing  with  Hogerbets 
and  Utenbogaud,  will  not  (as  I  wrote  formerly)  much  hurt  him:  for  though  it  ap-  / 

pears  he  was  tampering  that  way,  yet  thefe  men  have  too  good  heads  to  trull  fuch  a 
one  as  his. 

*  HoGERBETs's  frcnzy  went  no  further  than  to  one  fit  5  which  he  excufed  after- 
wards by  a  diftemper  for  want  of  fleep :  but  it  is  conceived  to  have  been  counterfeitj 
whereby  to  move  compaffion,  and  have  means  to  fpeak  with  his  wife;  whom  durino- 

•-tjhat  time  he  often  called  upon.' 

A  particular  account  of  the  cafe  of  Paul  de  la  Ravoire,  which  fir  Dudley. 
Carl  ETON  ends  with  obferving,  '  that  the  ftates  of  Holland  (not  to  diftaftethe  French 
■.embaffador  in, all  tlieir  affairs  at  once)  have  gratified  them  in  this;  and  in  time  the 
bufinefs  may  be  renewed  again  to  Ravoire's  better  contentment.  Thefe  new  ftates 
of  Holland  do  many  extravagancies,  not  to  feem  inferior  to  the  old^  and  therefore  for 
the  prefent  he  will  do  rightly  to  furceafe  his  fuit.  ' 

*  I  muft  let  your  honour  underlland,  that  upon  a  difcontentment  I  had  here,  of 

Barnevelt      GroTius 

w:hich  the  world  took  notice,  againft  159  and  J65,  for  the  fmall  fatisfaflion  they

gave  me  about  a  book,  which  Was  here  printed  againft  me,  50.  10.  56.  42.  61.  51.  20, 
,68.  69.  offered  himfelf  twice  unto  me  to  be  employed  witli  fome  others  to  lay  violent 
hands  upon  them.     This  flieweth  a  good  will  rather  than  a  good  mind  -,  and  I  write  it 
ta  nofcas  hominem,  hearing  he  fues  to.  be  received  into  his  majefty's  fervice, 

'  Herewith  I  fend  your  honour  a  book  written  by  fome  difcontented  Scotchman 
againft  the  biihops  in  that  kingdom.  I  have  it  from  the  bifhop  of  LlandafF,  vAio  re- 
ceived  the  fame  of  the  hands  of  Deb'ztius,  one  of  the  provincials  at  the  fynod,  he 
faying,  that  it  was  fent  to  him  in  a  packet  v/ithfome  others  from  England,  and  that  he 
thought  it  his  duty  to  bring  it  to  the  bifhop.'

'  Thejudgesof  ourprifoners,  are'riow  finally  cRofenj  'ancf^  of  them  I  fend  your  ho- 
nour a  lift".     They  are  all  efteemed,  well-affefted  perfons  iii  religion,  and  good  pa- 
triots.  But  it  is  thought  monf.  .BAELMEV.ELTrwill  challenge rt^any  of  them..as  difalTefted  : 
.to  his  perfon,  and  declared  oppofites  to  his  party.     The  day  of  their  meeting  here  ■ 

is  appointed  the  19th  of  February,  N.  S.  and  .for  this  parpofe  letters  are  written  from 
the  ftates  general,,  as  v/eil  to  the  abfent  as  prefent,  becaufe  they  ferve  for  their 
warrant.. 


'  Musberghen  is  expefted  here  from. Zutphen  this  night  or  to-morroWo .    He  was 
taken  in  the  caftle,  whither  he  retired  himfelf,  as  Amiens  was  furprifed,  by  a  load  of 
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hay-j  under  cover  of  which  three  foldiers  entered,  and  kept  the  gate  open  for  the  reft. 

After  their  entry,  it  was  long  before  they  could  find  hit».-  -In  the  end  he  was  taken 
■betwixt  two  doors.  When  they  offered  to  lay  hands  on  him,  he  caft  himfelf  on  the 
'ground,  and  defired  them  to  Ihoot  him;  and  there ftill  lay  crying  and  lamenting,  until 

they  were  forced  rather  to  draw  him,  than  lead  him  away.;  which  fhews  either  much 
■  guiitinefs,  or  much  weaknefs. 

*  Vander-Myle  and  Utenbogard,  who  have  been  ever  fince  the  beginning  of 
■the  fynod  hovering  about  this  place  and  Dort,  are  faid  to  be  gone  tack  to  the  arch- 

<  duke's  fide,  feeing  the  ftates  go  on  fo  roundly  in  this  bufinefs,  without  further  dallying. 

*  Yefterday  the  ftates  refolved  to  fend  expoftulatory  and  minatory  letters  to  the 
archduke,  for  divers  wrongs  done  their  merchants  both  in  their  ftiipping  and  goods  in 
Spain;  and  for  this  purpofe  have  written  to  all  their  admiralties  to  have  the  feveral 

.complaints  brought  in.  Why  this  is  done  fo  hotly  at  this  time,  I  fee  not,  unlefs  it 
be  to  amufe  the  Spaniard,  and  divert  him  from  employing  his  whole  ftrength  againft 
the  Bohemians.' 

That  the  Algerines  had  of  late  caufed  a  very  courteous  letter  to  be  written  to  the 
ftates  general,  as  defiring  to  hold  good  quarter  with  them. 

*  The  Venetian  refident  had  audience  again  on  Thurfday  laft,  wherein,  by  order  of 
'his  mafters,  he  declaimed  largely  againft  the  Spaniards,  as  enemies  to  the  common 
liberty;  .and  for  conclufion  defired  of  this  ftate  an  exchange  of  four  of  the  fhips  of 
war  of  thofe  provinces,  which  ferve  the  Venetians,  with  four  of  greater  burthen ; 
wherein  he  ,will  have  fatisfadlion,  though  here  is  much  complaint  of  the  ill  treatment 
of  thofe  men  they  have  already,  both  foldiers  and  mariners;  and  he  hath  been  roundly 
expoftulated  with  for  the  fame.' 

That  the  Chiaus  took  leave  of  the  ftates  on  Thurfday,  and  yefterday  went  towards 
.Amfterdam,  where  he  is  furniflied  by  the  merchants  with  a  fhip  to  Conftantinople. 
.That  he  .was  much  better  fatisfied  with  his  entertainment  than  with  his  prefents  at 
parting;  which  exceeded  not  in  money  and  ftuffs  for  garments,  which  werediftributed 
betwixt  him  and  his  followers,  the  value  of  150/. 

*  The  affairs,  which  concern  his  majefty,  remain  yet  in  the  fame  ftate,  as  ladvertifed 
your  honour.-at  large  the  25th  and  27th of  this prefent.  But  I  am  promifed,  that  this 
next  week,  .when  thofe  of  Holland  do  prefide,  whom  the  bufinefies  do  chiefly  concern, 
the  ftates  will  come  to  a  refolution ;  which  I  affure  your  honour  hath  been  daily  fol- 
licited  and  remembered  in  their  aflembly.  But  I  find  this  province  will  be  acknow- 
ledged above  others.;  and  that  for  queftion  of  privilege  or  profit,  we  have  rather  alios 
.homines  than  alios  mores*

That  he  had  little  to  add  to  his  letters  fent  by  his  fervant  on  the  Saturday  before; 
at  which  time  the  ftates  lent  an  exprefs  meflenger  to  their  commilTioners  in  England, 
with  a  new  commiffion  and  inftruclions,  in  conformity  to  the  anfwer  they  gave  liim  to 
his  propofitionj  which  was  the  chief  fubjedt  of  his  difpatch. 

'  The  day  following  I  fpake  with  the  prince  of  Orange  concerning  the  affiilance  of 
the  prince  Palatine;  which  he  did  not  think  fit  to  have  m.entioned  to  the  ftates,  until 
the  return  of  the  baron  Dhona,  who  came  to  this  town  on  Wednefday  night  late,  and 
this  day  he  hath  audience  of  the  flates  general.  His  bufmefs  is  in  fome  good  manner 
prepared  for  him,  in  that  the  provinces  have  been  already  moved  for  the  afllftance  of 
the  Bohemians,  towards  which  they  are  v/ell  inclined  to  make  a  contribution  in  that 
manner  as  they  did  to  the  duke  of  Savoy  by  a  monthly  payment.  And  becaufe  the 
affairs  of  the  prince  Palatine  and  the  Bohemians  have  fome  conjuniftion  one  with  ano- 
ther, it  will  be  the  lefs  difficulty  to  procure,  that  the  money  may  be  employed  by  the 
prince  Palatine,  as  may  be  befh  for  the  common  good  of  thofe  parts. 

'  The  ftates  have  granted  liberty  to  the  Venetian  refident  to  buy  or  hire  four  fhips 
of  war  for  the  fei"vice  of  his  matters :  which  will  be  every  one  betwixt  fix  and  eight 
hundred  tuns.  He  doth  procure  them  of  merchants,  not  of  the  ftates;  and  hopes  to 
have  them  in  readinefs  before  the  end  of  the  next  mionth. 

*  The  judges  of  the  prifoners  met  here  at  the  appointed  day,  which  was  on  Tuefday 
laft.  On  Wednefday  they  took  their  oaths.  Hitherto  they  have  been  chiefly  bufied 
in  the  examination  of  MusBERGEN;  which  will  yet  take  fome  time.  Mean  while  fome 
of  them,  with  licenfe  of  the  ftates,  retire  themfelves  for  a  few  days  to  their  provinces; 
which  fhews  the  bufinefs  will  be  of  no  quick  difpatch. 

*  P.  S.  I  take  the  boldnefs  to  put  a  letter  to  my  lord's  grace  of  Canterbury  in  your 

honour's  cover,  which  contains  fome  difference  betwixt  our  divines  at  Dort,  which 
it  were  fit  were  reconciled  before  they  come  to  framing  of  their  canons.'

*  In  conformity  to  your  honour's  letters  of  the  4th  of  this  prefent,  which  I  received 
by  Di&fton  the  13th,  on  Monday  laft  I  demanded  audience  of  the  ftates  general,  which 
I  began  with  thefe  words : 

,     '  Meffieurs, 

'  Je  vous  donne  cefte  incommodite  au  milieu  de  vous  ferieufes  occupations,  pour 
fatisfaire  au  devoir  de  la  bonne  correfpondence  entre  le  i-oi  mon  maiftre  &  cefte  re- 
bublique;  ffachant  que  I'intereft  commun  de  S.  M.  &  de  V.  V.  S.  S.  requiert  una 
mutuelle  participation  des  affaires  communes.  Je  dis  communes,  car  quant  aux 
particulieres,  felon  que  vous  de  voftre  part  avez  demonftre  en  toutes  les  occafions 
par  vos  fages  &  moderees  procedures^  voftre  prudence  &  difcretion  fans  vous  ingerer 
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aux  affaires  des  autres  provinces,  auffi  S,  M.  eftime,  que  les  provinces  doivent  eftre 
tout  tie  mefme  retenus  en  voftre  endroit  fans  le  meler  de  rien  de  commun :  et  exemple 
des  autres  ne  fera  jamais  quitter  a  fa  majefce  fon  train  ordinaire  accouftume  d'inge- 
nuite  et  moderation,  ou  s'avantager  de  vos  prefentes  differences  pour  s'enjamber  fur

'  I  entered  here  into  difcourfe  of  his  majefty's  preparation,  both  by  fea  and  land, 
as  well  to  contribute  his  part  towards  the  fuppreffion  of  the  pirates, , as  to  be  ready  in 
ail  events  for  defence  of  his  own  kingdoms,  and  aiTiftance  of  his  friends  and  con- 
federates. I  told  them  likev/ife  of  his  m.ajefty's  having  renewed  the  treaty  with 
the  princes  of  the  union,  and  thereupon  recommended  at  large  the  negotiation  of 
the  baron  Dhona,  in  conformity  to  his  proportion,  with  v/hich  he  had  -acquainted, 
me.  And  becaufe  they  had  formerly  requeiled  me  to  write  to  his  majefty  touching 
a  levy  intended  to  be  made  of  his  fubjefts  by  the  earl  of  Argyle,  I  did  now  let  them 
know  the  courfe,  which  was  taken  by  his  majefty's  commandment  in  Scotland  con- 
cerning that  earl,  to  the  end,  that  if  they  be  difpleafed  (as  I  underftand  they  are)  on 
the  archduke's  fide  ia  his  regard,  his  majefty  ftiould  not  lofe  his  thanks  on  this ;  I 
concluded  v/ith  preffing  them  to  a  refolution  touching  fir  Francis  Hynderson's, 
pardon  ;  for  which  I  had  order  by  his  majefty's  exprefs  letters,  dated  in  Oftober 
laft,  and  had  now  fo  prepared  the  matter  before  by  the  means  of  the  prince  of 
Orange,  that  it  could  aot  v;eil ,  receive  a  denial,  though  it  was  fubjecEl  to  many  main: 
difficulties. 

*■  Tlie  anfwer,.  which  was  given  me  for  the  prefent,,  was  full  of  good  acceptance  of 
what  I  had  faid  concerning  themfelves,  and  their  proceedings,  with  acknov/ledg— 
ment  of  many  humble  thanlcs  for  his  majefty's  good  advice  and  favour,  and  ex- 
prefTmg  of  much  contentment  in  his  majefty's.  preparations,,  wherein  they  faid  they: 
concurred  likewile  in  putting  their  fleet  in  readinefs.  They  thanked  me  in  like- 
manner  for  the  knowled.Q;e  I  had  eiven  them  of  the  courfe,  which  was  taken  with, 
the  earl  of  Argyle,,  as  that,  wherein-  they  have  particular  obligations.  The  reft, 
they  referred  for  confultation.;  and.  before  they  fofe,  refolved  of  fir  Francis  Hyn- 
derson's pardon,  which  they  fent  me  word  the  fame  day  they  had  granted  in  his. 
majefty's  contemplation,  though  they  had  formerly  taken  an  exprefs  refolution  to  lay 
it  afide,,  ' 

'  This  day  two  of  their  deputies  have  been  with  me,  one  of  Holland,  another  of 
Zealand,,  to  acquaint  me  with  their  anfwer,.  which  they  h?id  given  to  the  baron 
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Dhona,  and  wherewith  he  departs  this  afternoon.  The  efFe6t  thereof  is^  that  they 
have  ah-eady  written  to  their  provinces,  and  will  now  again  fecond  their  former  let- 
ters touching  the  Bohemians,  not  doubting  but  within  fev/  days  they  fliall  have  or- 
der from  their  principals  to  give  them  affiltance:  and  touching  the  fuccour  of '  the 
princes  of  the  union,  that  they  will  readily  perform  the  fame  in  conformity  to, their 
treaty. 

'  This  being  as  much  as  was  required  of  them  by  the  baron  Dhon-a,  I  did  not  think 
it  fit  for  me  to  prefs  them  to  any  farther  matter  in  particular  concerning  the  prince 
his  mafter ;  neither  did  he  defire  I  fliould,  but  rather  attend  the  ftates  relblution  con- 
cerning the  Bohemians ;  and  by  that  time  hearing  from  the  prince  Palatine,  I  might, 
according  to  his  majefty's  oider  by  your  honour's  former  letters  of  the  aad  of  the  laftj 
govern  myfelf  as  may  be  beft  for  the  prince's  fervice, 

'  The  ftates  have  advice,  that  the  preparations  in  all  parts  againft  the  Bohemians 
will  be  in  readinefs  in  May  next  at  the  fartheft;  againft  which  time,  as  they  will  not 
be  wanting  to  give  afliftance,  fo  they  defire  the  princes  of  the  union  (who  ate  paries 
froximus)  would  in  time  refolve,  and  put  in  execution,  what  belongs  unto  them  in  a 
matter  of  that  nature;  wherein  both  the  liberty  of  thofe  parts,  and  the  ftate  of  religion, 
in  general,  is  interefled :  to  which  efi^eft  they  have,  defired  me  no\V  by  their  depu- 
ties, both  to  write  to  his  majefty,  as  likewife  to  the  prince  Palatine,  to  the  end 
fome  good  refolution  may  be  taken  in  common  for  the  prefervation  of  the  Bohe- 
mians. 

*  There  are  now  feven  of  the  ftates  fliips  of  war,  which  bave  lain  long  in  the  Me- 
diterranean, returned  into  thefe  feas,  in  place  of  which,  four  are  now  going  out  to 
fupply  them;  and  nine  others  are  putting  in  readinefs  in  their  feveral  admiralties  for 
the  fame  fervice.  They,  having  upon  thefe  alarms  taken  a  particular  view  of  their 
ftrength  at  fea,  find,  that  they  are  able  to  let  out,  befides  merchants  ftiips,  fifty-two 
fail,  well  fitted  and  furniftied ;  and  now  they  give  order  to  their  admiralties  for  the 
building  of  ten  ftiips  of  greater  burthen  than  ordinary  this  fummer. 

'  The  judges  of  our  prifoners  are  ftill  bufied  about  examinations;  and  there  Vv'ill 
be  citation  made  of  fome,  which  are  abfent,  as  Utenbogard,  and  others,  before 
they  grow  to  fentence.  It  is  expefted  every  day  when  the  French  embafladors  will 
demand  audience  again  to  fpeak  in  their  favour;  and  their  anfwer  Is  already  pre- 
pared, which  will  be,  that  the  ftates  have  put  the  bufinefs  (according  to  the  cuftom 
of  thefe  provinces)  Into  the  hands  of  judges,  which  are  good,  able,  and  upright 
men,  and  are  to  give  their  fentence  upon  oath,  according  to  the  juftice  of  the 
caufej  which  courfe  of  proceeding  they  cannot  alter  without  prejudice  to  their 
ftate. 

'  What  a  fire  Is  kindled  in  the  fynod  by  the  indifcretion  of  fome  Intemperate  men, 
your  honour  will  fee  by  the  copy  of  a  letter,  which  I  have  received  from  mr.  Bal- 
CANQUAL  ;  with  which  having  acquainted  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William, 
they  defired  me  to  write  to  the  prefident,  according  as  is  wiftied  by  mr.  Balcanqual  ; 
which  I  have  done  this  day,  having  particular  acquaintance  with  him.     And  though 
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the  prince  of  Orange  be  much  apprehenfive  that  this  may  breed  a  greater  diftradtion- 
than  ever  in  the  church,  I  make  no  doubt,  but  if  the  whole  college  of  our  divines  do 
remain  of  an  uniform  confent,  they  will  (as  they  have  hitherto  done)  keep  the  reft  in 
good  order.  I  have  been  written  unto  from  thence  to  go  thither  perfonally  to  fupprefs 
this  combuftion :  but  this  place  doth  more  require  my  prefence  for  his  majefty's  fer- 
vice.  Yet,  as  otlier  accidents  may  fall  out,  I  Ihall  be  glad  to  underfcand  from  your 
honour,  wheiher  my  going  thither  for  a  day  or  two  may  ftand  with  his  majefty's  good, 
liking.     So  I  hamblv  take  leave,  &c^

'  Being  clofiog  this  letter,  I  have  received-  one  from  the  Biftiop  of  Landaff,  by 
which  it  appears,  they  are  at  an  end  of  their  difference  in  the  fynod :  yet  I  fend  your 
honour  mr.  Bal.canqual's  letter,  that  you  may  fee  in  what  ftate  they  ftand  :  my  lord 
bifhop  faith  fomewhat  liliewife  of  du  Moulin's  projefl.'

Rt.  Hon''''''  my  very  good  lord, 
*  1  wrote  to  your  lordfhip  of  fome  ftirs  we  had  here.  But  now  all  things  are  well; 
compofed.  And  God,  that  knoweth  how  to  turn  all  things  to  good,  may  by  his  pro- 
vidence, and,  as  we  hope,  will,  turn  this  unto  a  great  good  among  us.  For  by  this,  as 
by  a  medicine,  two  humours  may  be  purged :  one  of  them,  who  in  their  fentences, 
thougli  they  h&ld  the  truth,  yet  feem  to  defire  to  have  fome  things  ftrange,  and  lifted 
above  the  common  conceits.  The  other  of  fuch,  as  were  fo  fnappifli,  that  they  feemed 
to  watch  for  occafions  from  other  men's  fpeeches,  to  vent  their  bitter  humours.  Both 
are  fo  well  corre£ced  by  this  little  ftir,  that  it  may  do  much  good,  and  we  may  have 
fome  reft  from  both  humours.  The  matter  was  but  upon  a  light  occafron,  and  we  are 
glad  that  greater  occafions  were  not  given. 

'  Concerning  the  matter  moved  by  mr.  Moulin,  the  prefident  is  now  of  this  opi- 
nion, that  it  will  hardly  be  done  to  draw  one  common  confelTion  for  all.  But  this  he 
thinketh  may  be  eafily  effedled,  that  the  Englifh  may  be  drawn  to  give  confent  to  the 
Belgic  confeffion,  and  likewife  the  Belgic  church  to  the  Englifh  confelTion  ;  and  fo  the 
other  princes  to  come  into  fuch  a  mutual  confent,  fo  that  none  may  depart  from  the 
received  doflrines  v/ithout  the  confent  of  the  reft.  This  is  all  he  thinl^eth  like  to  be 
effected.

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'  The  news  of  the  efcape  of  the  queen  mother  in  France  arrived  here  on  Saturday 
laft  by  an  exprefs  melTenger  difpatched  by  monf.  Langerac  on  Thurfday ;  by  whom 
thefe  French  embafladors  had  likewife  letters,  with  order  to  proceed  moderately  in  their 
negotiation  touching  the  prifoners,  and  to  keep  this  ftate,  as  much  as  in  them  lieSj, 
in  devotion  to  the  king  their  mailer. 

'  Monf.  Langerac  writes,  that  notwithftanding  the  French  king's  heat  againft  the 
duke  of  Efpernon,  yet  thofe  affairs  are  accommodated.  But  his  mailers  here  judge 
he  hath  not  yet  waded  far  enough  into  them  to  found  their  depth. 

'  The  flates  fliips  newly  returned  from  the  coafl  of  Spain  confirm  the  news  of  the 
great  preparations  in  thofe  parts,  both  by  fea  and  land,  as  well  in  the  ports  towards 
the  Ocean,  as  in  thofe  towards  the  Mediterranean.  Some  merchants,  which  are  come 
in  them  from  Seville  and  Lifbon,  fay,  that  in  Seville  there  is  a  provifion  made  uf 
200,000  pair  of  fhoes,  and  fo  many  rials  of  eight  paid' for  them  out  of  the  king's 
purfe.  That  at  Lifbon  there  are  made  30,000  knapfacks  of  leather  for  the  carriage 
of  viftuals  at  men's  backs  >  and  that  there  were  imbarked  at  St.  Lucar  30,000  mulkets, 
I  give  your  honour  thefe  particulars  as  they  were  related  to  the  prince  of  Orange;  of 
which  this  judgement  is  made,  that  their  provifion  is  defigned  for  fome  place,  where 
the  Spaniard  doth  expe£l  the  affiftance  of  the  natives  of  the  country,  where  they  intend 
to  land,  which  cannot  be  on  the  coafl:  of  Afric,  where  they  have  no  intelligence  or 
friendlliip,  nor  like  to  gain  any  with  tlie  people.  If  his  majefby  be  fecure  in  thofe 
parts  of  Scotland,  into  which  the  earl  of  Argyle  and  fir  James  Macdonald,  by  their 
contra6bing  fiiendfhip,  are  thought  to  pra6life  the  bringing  in  of  an  enemy,  and  the 
coafl:  of  Ireland,  which  doth  border  upon  their  country,  and  is  full  of  difaffefted  people 
in  religion,  the^lace  of  the  greateft  likelihood,  and  mod  agreeable  to  the  Spaniih  pre- 
parations, is  la  Morea  and  the  coafl:  of  Dalmatia  adjoining;  where  there  are  infinite 
numbers  of  poor  Greeks,  which  are  defirous  to  be  free  of  the  Turkifli  fervitude ;  and 
by  a  defcent  into  thofe  parts  the  Venetians  will  be  much  incommodated  in  their  ieignory 
of  the  gulf  and  liberty  of  trade  with  the  fubjefts  of  the  grand  Signor;  which  is  alliri; 
effed:  that  is  left  them.  Thefe  are  the  gloffes,  that  are  made  here  of  the  Spanifli  pre- 
paratives ;  which  thefe  people  cannot  comprehend  to.be  really  defigned,  as  is  pretendedj. 
for  Algier.  ,  -  . 

I  find,  that  the  flates  have  been  written  unto  by  their  commifficners  in  the  name 
of  his  majefly,  as  moved  by  my  lord  Digby,  to  join  their  fhips  with  his  majefl:y's,. 
to  affifl:  the  Spaniard,  in  cafe  he  dotli  really  intend  to  befiege  Algier;  or,  if  his  de- 
fign  fhould  be  againft  the  Venetians,  then  to  follow  the  fleet,  and  afTift  that  com.- 
mohwealth:  in  both  which  they  find  much  difficulty;  firft  in  the  fiege  of  Algier, 
which  would  expofe  their  merchants  to  a  danger  of  Qonfifcation  of  all  their  goods  in 
Turky ;  and  the  taking  of  that  town  by  the  Spaniard  would  make  him  too  abfolute  a 
mafter  in  the  Mediterranean.  Secondly,  in  afTiftingthe  Venetians,  which  would  draw 
on  them  the  fame  inconvenience  of  lofs,  both  of  fhips  and  merchandize,  which  they 
have  now  in  Spain.

*  The  letter  of  advertifement  out  of  France,  of  which  I  made  mention  in  my  laft  to 
your  honour  of  the  116.  of  the  prefent,  being  fince  communicated  unto  me,  I  have 
thought  fit  to  fend  your  honour  a  tranflate  thereof;  in  regard  his  majefty  having'  at 
this  prefent  no  public  minifter  in  that  court,  this  may  haply  be  of  fome  ufe  to  your 
honour  for  his  majefty's  fervice. 

*  "Hitherto  thefe  French  embafiadors  have  faid  nothing  concerning  thefe  affairs  in 
public :  but  here,  it  is  much  apprehended,  that  affifl:ance  will  be  required  from  hence, 
according  to  treaties  j  and  all  hope  of  having  thefe  French  troops  paid  by  that  crown 
is  now  quite  laid  afide. 

^*  The -manner  of  the  Spanifh  preparations  tending  to  the  invafion^of  fome  place  in 
all  appearance,  where  affiftance  is  expefted  from  the  natives  of  the  country,  hath  made 
many  of  the  ftates  inquire  of  me,  whether  his  majefty  hathnoapprehenfion  of  danger 
in  Ireland,  they  having  news  of  young  Tyrone's  being  in  Spain,  and  likewife  of  the 
earl  of  Argyle's  being  parted  fecretly  from  Bruffels,  after  he  hath  made  friendfliip  with 
fir  James  Macdonald,  whofe  countries  adjoining  did  nourifh  old  Tyrone's  rebel- 
lion.

*  I  am 
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'  I  am  afrefli  to  advertife  your  lordlhip  of  new  alterations  and  dangers  in  this  king- 
dom.    Some  days  paft  it  was  deliberated  in  the  king's  council,  that  the  king  and 
queen  with  the  princefs  of  Savoy,  together  with  his  majefty's  fifter,  would  have  gone 
to  Blois,  tojiave  vifited  the  queen  mother.    Moreover  his  majefty  had  friendly  and  in 
royal  mildnefs  written  anfwer  unto  the  letter  of  the  duke  d'Efpernon,  which  he  wrote 
to  his  majefty  from  Angoulefme  in  excufe  of  his  departure  from  Metz;  fo  as  his  ma- 
jefty admitted  thereof;  and  not  fo  much  as  moved  at  five  or  fix  journies  made  by  the 
faid  duke  one  upon  another  into  Lorrain.     Since  it  happened,  that  upon  the  226.  hereof], 
between  twelve  and  one  o'clock  at  night,  the  queen  mother,  accompanied  with  two^ 
of  her  confidenteft  chamber-women,  got  out  (by  a  ladder,  which   her  majefty  had 
caufed  to  be  prepared  for  that  purpofe)  at  a  window  looking  in  the  garden,  where  the 
mafter  of   the  horfe,  called  the  earl  of  Marck,  with  two  of  her  fideleft  guard  or 
archers,  attended  and  conveyed  her  into  the  ftreet  of  the  faid  fuburb,  where  a  coacb 
ftood  ready  with  eight  horfes,  vvhereinto  fhe  with  her  two  chamber-women  went„. 
Her  two  chamber-women  had  with  them  two  fmall  chefts,  the  one  full  of  her  ma- 
jefty's coftlieft  jewels,  to  the  value  of  about  two  or  three  hundred  thoufand  crowns  j. 
and  the  other  was  full  of  money  to  the  like  value  more  or  lefs.    And  being  gone  about 
a  mile  and  a  half  from-the  town,  there  met  her  the  archbifhop  of  Thouloufe,  the 
youngeft  fon  of  the  aforefaid  duke,  with  200  horfe  or   more,  who  accompanied  her' 
majefty  unto  Loches,  a  caftle  about  three  hours  riding  diftant  from  Blois,  belonging;

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'  The  king  being  at  St.  Germain's  in  Laye,  hearing  of  this,  returned  to  Paris  Sunda)r 
the  23d,  and  that  day  fat  twice  in  council,  and  refolved  with  great  courage  to  prevent 
thefe  unexpeflied  and  dangerous  defigns,  and  that  perfonally.  And  firft  to  fend  to  the 
queen  mother  to  inquire  roundly  her  intent,  whofe  anfwer  in  writing  is  here  expedted. 
In  the  mean  time  it  is  here  affirmed,  that  the  king, hath  in  council  declared  never  to 
pardon  the  caufe  in  the  aforefaid  duke,  but  with  kingly  power  to  revenge  it,  and  more 
to  maintain  his  royal  authority  than  ever  yet  it  hath  been. 

'  The  duke  of  iVIontmorency,  admiral  of  France  (being  much  difcontented  with 
the  king  about  the  long  detention  of  the  prince  of  Conde  his  brother-in-law,  as  alfa 
for  the  difrefped,  as  he  fuggefts,  done  unto  madam.e  the  conftable  his  mother-in-lawj, 
in  court)  hath  joined  himfelf  vv^ith  the  aforefaid  duke  d'Efpernon,,  with  other  great 
lords,  which  are  difcontent,  of  whom  there  are  as  yet  fome  obfcure.  But  the  duke  of 
Bouillon '(n.otwithftanding  he  hath  hetn.  unjuftly  taxed  by  fome  ill  tongues)  is  for  cer- 
tain held  free  of  any  intermeddling  herewith.. 

'  The  duke  of  Guife  (before  his  going  for  Provence)  declared  unto  me  very  much. 
to  difavow  the  bufinefs  of  duke  d'Efpernon  in  general;  and  that  of  late  he  had  borne 
fo  much  wrong  and  fpite  done  by  him  in  particular,  that  no  man  ought  to  carry  fo^ 
great  hatred  towards  him  as  he.  But  this  will  hereafter  fliew  itfelf,  which,  fhall  be 
from  time  to  time  by  me  advertifed  unto  your  lordfoip^

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'  Yefterday  the  24th  the  king  fent  for  all  the  great  ones  of  the  court  to  come  unto 
him  for  their  advices,  and  make  known  unto  thenn  iiis  jull  indignation,  admoniftiing 
them  unto  fidelity. 

'  It  is  out  of  queftion  here,  that  Spain,  Florence,  and  LoiTain  have  had  o-reat  com- 
munication and  communion  together  in  this  defign,  as  yourlordfhip  by  my  former  let- 
ters may  well  have  marked  the  caufes  of  their  difcontentments, 

'  Upon  this  occafion  thofe  of  the  affembly  of  Rochelle  are  advifedto  fend  certain 
deputies  of  theirs  prefently  unto  tlie  king,  to  affure  his  majefcy  of  their  quietnefs  and 
good  intention;  fo  -that  they  enjoy  their  pretences  in  conformity  to  the  edicts. 

'  The  king  goes  to  Blois  thejiext  Saturday  the  firft  of  March;  fo  to  Tours;  and 
further  to  fhevv?  his  authority,  and  to  rate  himfelf  according  to  the  nature  or  difpofition 
of  the  bufinefs.  And  for  as  much  as  all  embafladors  are  to  go  v/ith  his  majefty,  as  the

,may  accordingly  govern  myfelf  in  all  obedience.  ^    . 

*  P.  S.    I  alfo  underftood  from  monf.  de  Luynes,  as  from  his  majefty,  that  his 
majefty  hoped,  that  touching  the  begun  commotion  by  the  queen  mother  and  the 
duke  d'Efpernon,  the  bufinefs  will  not  fall  out  fo  dangerous,  as  at  the  firft  it 
feemed.    And  yet,  notwithftanding,  his  majefty  would,  within  five  or  fix  days,  go 
unto  Blois,  and  there  govern  himfelf  according  to  the  nature  of  the  bufinefs. 
Others  of  the  council  have  particularly  advertifed  me,  that  his  majefty  deliberates,,

'  R'.  Hon'"^ 
'  I  wrote  to  your  honour  on  Monday  laft  by  enfign  Hayman,  and  on  Friday  by 
.captain  Sandelen.  Since  we  have  had  fome  fmall  ftirring  in  fomeof  thefe  towns  of 
Holland,  who  feeing  things  draw  to  ripenefs  both  in  the  fynod,  and  likewife  in  the 
procefs  of  the  prifoners,  feek  (as  far  as  in  them  lies)  to  extinguifh  incendimn  rtiind. 
In  Sconoven  the  Arminians  have  had  of  late  private  meetings,  which  being  difcover- 
■ed  by  one  of  our  Englifh  captains,  and  advertifed  to  his  excellency,  order  is  taken  to 
prevent  the  like  hereafter.  At  Alcmaer  an  Arminian  preacher  fufpefting  he  fhould 
be  fufpended,  as  all  of  that  fadlion  are,  went  this  laft  week  from  houfe  to  houfe  to  ftir 
up  thofe  of  his  party  to  protedt  him;  which  they  endeavoured  to  do  by  committing 
outrage  upon  the  place  ivhere  the  affembly  is  ufually  held  for  church  affairs :  which 
being  refifted  by  one  of  the  magiftrates,  he  was  taken  by  the  people,  and  dragged  in. 
a  wheel-barrow  round  about  the  church-yard,  and  afterwards  through  fome  principal 
ftreets  of  the  town:  which  being  complained  of  to  the  ftates  of  Holland,  who  are 
now  affembled,  there  are  certain  companies  of  foldiers  fent  thither,  with  fome  of  the 
provincial  council,  to  punifh  the  chief  offenders.  In  Horn  yefterday  they  came  to 
blood,  fome  of  the  burghers,  to  the  number  of  two  or  three  hundred  of  the  Arminian 
party,  affailing  the  people,  who  came  out  of  the  church,  after  the  morning  fermon  5 
and  they  being  relieved  by  the  garrifon,  the  burghers  fet  upon  the  foldiers,  who,  in 
their  defence,  firfl:  fhot  powder  only,  thinking  with  falfe  fire  to  terrify  the  burghers; 
but  feeing  that  would  not  prevail,  they  were  forced  in  conclufion  to  ufe  their  arms  j 
and  four  of  the  burghers  being  killed  upon  the  place,  and  fome  hurt,  the  reft  fled. 
It  is  like  we  fhall  fee  more  diforders  of  this  kind  in  other  places :  but  the  ftate  being 
(as  it  is)  well  united,  and  all  the  troops,  with  the  greateft  part  of  the  people,  well- 
affefted,  they  will  be  overcome  without  much  difficulty.  This  tumult  of  Horn  was 
bred  by  one  Sapma,  an  Arminian  preacher^  who  ftole  iecretly  from  Dort,  where  he  was 
one  of  the  citati. 

'  The  fynod  is  now  gone  through  the  examination  of  the  five  articles ;  and  on 
Wednefday  laft  they  began  to  read  the  feveral  fuffrages  concerning  the  firft,  wherein, 
amongft  the  exteri  theologi,  there  was  one  uniform  and  orthodox  confent.  With  the 
provincials  it  will  fucceed  otherwife;  for  in  the  judgment  of  the  Belgic  profeffors 
(which  was  all  that  was  read,  when  I  heard  laft  from  thence)  appeared  the  difference 
•of  their  opinions,  there  being  but  five  of  that  college,  which  were  divided  into  three 
diftindl  and  feveral  judgments  touching  the  firft  article :  which  fhews  in  effeft,  though 
they  are  confident  enough  of  themfelves,  the  ufe  they  will  now  have  of  the  exteri^ 

Y  y  without 
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without  whofe  help  they  would  part  in  much  greater  difunion  than  they  met.     The 
heat,  which  was  lately  ftruck  by  Gomarus  and  Sibrandus,  is  qualified,  as  may  ap- 
pear to  your  honour  by  a  letter,  which  I  have  received  from  the  prefident  in  anfwer  of 
one  I  wrote  unto  him  upon  that  fubjedt. 

"  All  the  prifoners  here  have  now  appeared  before  the  judges  feverally.  Barne- 
VELT  fpent  two  days  examining  the  com-miffion  and  quality  of  his  judo-es :  but  this 
morning  he  hath  fubmitted  himfelf,  and  anfwereth  to  all  interrogatories.  The  judo-es 
fill  three  fquares  of  the  room,  where  they  afiemble.  At  the  fourth  is  the  entrance  j 
and  in  the  midft  a  table  for  the  prifoner,  a  fecretary,  and  three  fifcals,  The  prifoner 
fits  bare  upon  a  ftool  without  a  back;  which  is  their  manner  for  criminals.  Barne- 
VELT  hath  a  ftool  with  a  back;  which  is  all  the  favour  fhewed  him  in  regard  of  his. 
age.  Tii.eir  confeffions  are  ftill  kept  fecret  under,  oathj.  and  it  will  be  Eafter,  at  the 
fooneft,  before  we  come  to  an  iffue  of  this  bufinefs. 

'  Your  honour  will  fee  herewith  certain  pi<5lures,  which  are  fet  out  by  the  prifoners 
friends  ad  faciendum  fofulimi.  They  are  called  in  by  public  orders,  and  the  publifhei-s 
of  them  inquired  into  as  oftenders  againft  the  placart  lately  publifhed  concerning  libels 
and  feditious  counterfeits.  Since  the  publifhing  the  placart  about  monies,  the  ftates 
have  refolved  to  fend  one  of  their  generaulx  des  monncyes  to  their  commifTianers  into 
England,  with  inftruftions  to  inform  them  how  they  fhall  treat  in  that  fubjeft,  they 
being  defirous  to  give  his  majefty  fatisfaflion,  and  to  reduce  their  monies  here  to  the 
rates  of  England. 
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*  In  this  change  of  rates  decreed  by  this  placart,  the  ftate  having  10,000/.  fterling 
in  gold  in  the  comptoir,  lofeth  500/.  among  which  Ipecies  there  are  2200  doubla 
jacobus's.' 

March  8.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton,. 

Acknowledges  the  receit  of  the  fecretary's  letters  of  the  26th  of  February  j  and 
particularly  anfwers  one  of  the  4th  of  that  month  by  Dieston.  '  The  next  day 
after  his  arrival  I  fpake  with  the  prince  of  Orange,,  and  the  day  following  with  the 
deputies  of  the  province  of  Zealand ;  to  both  which  I  complained,  in  conformity  to 
your  honour's  letters,  of  the  wrong  done  his  majefty  by  permitting  a  liberty  of  print- 
ing at  Middleburgh  for  any  paffionate  or  difcontented  fpirit  to  publifh  what  he 
pleafe,  to  the  difquiet  both  of  church  and  ftate  in  his  majefty's  kingdoms.  This  I 
told  them  was  an  ill  repayment  of  that,  which  his  majefty  doth  daily  contribute  to 
the  good  of  thefe  provinces  i  and  therefore  defired,  that  the  printer  of  the  pamphlet 
de  regimine  eccleji^e  Scoticariie,  whom  I  named  unto  them,  might  be  inquired  into,  and 
puniftied  for  example  to  others ;  the  book  fupprefled,  and  by  the  printer's  means  the 
author  difcovered. 

'  They  were  all  very  fenfible  of  the  juft  caufe  of  complaint  his  majefty  hath, 
if  the  information  be  true,  that  the  pamphlet  was  printed  by  Richard  Schinders, 
who  is  the  public  printer  for  that  province,  and  hath  now  within  thefe  three  months 
taken  an  oath  in  public,  not  to  print  any  book,  but  fuch  as  is  both  feen  and  allov/ed' 

by 
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by  certain  of  the  magiftrates  exprefsly  deputed  for  that  purpofe :  wherefore  they 
promife  to  write  both  to  the  dates  of  the  province,  and  likewife  to  the  town  of  Mid- 
dleburghj  for  the  fuppreffion  of  the  book,  the  examination  of  the  printer,  and  inqui- 
fition  into  the  author;  of  all  which  they  will  give  his  majefty  an  account  by  monf. 
Lyens,  or  fir  Noel  Caron. 

'  Touching  the  author,  I  am  loth  temere  affirmare  in  a  matter  of  accufation  -,  yet 
I  have  fome  caufe  to  believe,  that  it  is  one  David  Calderwood,  a  filenced  minifter 
in  Scotland,  v/ho  (as  I  am  informed)  hath  written  a  letter  to  a  correfpondent  of  his  on 
this  fide  the  feas  in  the  fame  argument,  promifing  therein  a  larger  difcourfe ;  which, 
it  may  well  be,  is  this  treatife.  He  ftiles  it  Brevis  relatio :  but  hereof  I  fnall  give 
your  honour  more  particular  knowledge  upon  fight  of  Calderwood's  letter,  which  I 
am  promifed  I  fliall  have  within  few  days. 

'  I  fpake  likewife  with  the  prince  of  Orange  and  count  William  touching  that, 
which  his  majefty  doth  require  to  be  had  in  confideration  at  the  fynod  in  the  framing 
of  the  conclufions  againft  the  remonfl:rants  concerning  Christ's  death,  and  the  ap- 
plication thereof  unto  us,  that  they  may  be  couched  in  manner  and  terms,  as  near 
as  poffibly  they  may,  to  thofe,  which  were  ufed  in  the  primitive  church;  wherein  they 
both  fhewed  a  readinefs  to  be  governed  by  his  majefty 's  advice.  But  becaufe  they 
did  not  well  comprehend  what  particular  direftions  therein  to  give;- neither  could  I, 
in  a  thing  fo  much  out  of  my  element,  help  them  to  any  further  light,  than  could 
be  gathered  out  of  the  bare  words  of  your  honour's  letter;  they  thought  it  beft,  that  I 
ftiould  refer  the  whole  matter  to  our  divines  at  Dort,  to  the  end,  that  by  them  it  rnight 
be  recommended  to  the  fynod,  in  that  manner  as  they  may  judge  beft  to  agree  with  his 
majefty's  meaning:  which  accordingly  I  did  the  fame  day,  and  omitted  not  his  ma- 
jefty's  commandment  touching  Scultetus,  who  forgets  himfelf  too  much,  and  the 
charge  he  hath  from  his  prince,  by  whom  he  is  employed,  having  with  the  reft  of 
his  collegues  (as  I  underftand  this  day)  in  their  judgment  upon  the  fecond  article 
glanced  with  much  bitternefs  and  difrefpeft  at  fome  things,  which  Dr.  Ward  had 
delivered  in  the  fynod  touching  the  fame  point;  of  which  I  have  complained  to  the 
agent  of  the  prince  Palatine  here^  and  defired  him  to  put  them  better  in  mind  of 
their  duties, 

'  The  trouble  rifen  in  fome  towns  which  were  of  the  Arminian  facftion  (of  which 
in  my  laft  I  advertifed  your  honour)  is  thought  to  have  been  fomented  by  Utenbo- 
GARD,  who  being  fufpetled  to  be  lurking  here  about  the  Hague,  fome  houfes  have 
been  fearched  for  him  by  public  order,  as  particularly  that  of  Tresellius,  who  doth 
ftill  abfent  himfelf;  and  Utenbogard's  houfe  is  now  feized  upon  by  the  common 
officers  of  juftice. 

'  The  deputed  judges  for  the  prifoners  have  not  yet  ended  their  examinations ; 
wherein  Barnevelt  hath  been  taken  within  thefe  few  days  with  divers  falfities ;  and 
therewith  he  is  much  dejefted. 

'  The  ftates  are  advertifed  of  a  fufpenfion  of  arms  betwixt  the  emperor  and  the 
Bohemians,  and  a  day  appointed  for  a  treaty  of  pacification  the  1 2th  of  the  next 

Y  y  2  month. 
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month.     They  hear  at  the.  fame  time  of  a  fuccour  prepared  for  the  emperor  at  the 
coft  of  Spain;   but  provided  by  the  archduke,  of  12,000  foot,  and  2000  horfe;. 
which  makes  them  here  defpair  very  much  of  the  affairs  of  the  Bohemians,  in  that  their 
ftifpenfion  of  arms  will  feparate  their  troops,  and  breed  a  flacknefs  in  thofe  whom  they 
have  moved  to  affift  them ;  whilft  in  the  mean  time  their  enemies  will  have  leifure  ta^ 
prepare  themfelves,,  and  bring  their  forces  from  rem.ote  parts.     The  fuccours  of  this- 
ftatewill  be  (as  Iconceive)  50,000  fiof  ins  a  month,  for  the  fp  ace  of  a  year,  fo  to  be- 
continued  according  to  occafions:  to  which  Holland  and  Zealand  have  already  con- 
fented,  and  thefe  two  provinces  do  commonly  give  the  law  to  the  reft, 

'  We  underftand,  that  the  caftle  cf  Elfineur  is  reftored  by  the  king  of  Denmark: 
to  the  king  of  Sweden;  by  vih'ich.  petra  Jcandali  is  removed  betwixt  thofe  twcj 
crowns.  Here  is  likewife  news  of  a  ftrange  accident  befallen  the  king  of  Swede,  who- 
being  furprized  by  fire  in  one  of  his  caftles,  where  he  was  lodged,,  which  had  gained 
all  the  ordinary  ifllies  of  his  houfe,  he  Vv^as  forced  with  his  chancellor  to  make  his  efcape- 
out  of  a  window,  in  which  he  ran  anotherhazard  of  watetjby  reafon  of  a  moat,  which 
invironed  the  caftle  :  but  in  the  end  efcaped  v/ith  fome  fmall  hurt,  his  chancellor  fuf' - 
fering  much  more  by  that  he  received  in  his  fall  out  of  the  window. 

*  Here  is  expefiied  within  few  days  the  count  of  Eaft-Frielland,  who,  not  fatisfied 
with  the  proceedings  of  the  ftates  commiffioners  at  Embden,  doth  remove  the  treaty 
to  this  place  betwixt  him  and  his  fubjefts,  whereby  to  be  affifted  with  his  majefty's 
authority;  of  v/hich  he  hath  not  failed  in  his  abfence,  as  much  as  lies  in  me  to  perform 
in  his  favour.  But  he  efteems,  that  the  differences  betwixt  him  and  his  fubjefts  are 
reprefented  to  this  ftate  partially  by  the  commifTioners;  and  therefore  delires  rather  to 
have  the  treaty  in  this  place  than  at  Embden. 

'  Oneof  the  ftates.  (Sticghius  of  OveryfTel)  being  returned  frooi  an  embaffage  in : 
PrulTia,  where  he  hath  been  with  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburgh  for  the  fpace  of  a  year, 
as  requefted  by  that  prince  of  this  ftate,  whereby  to  countenance  his  affairs  againll  the 
king  of  Poland,  amongft  other  points  of  his  relation,  doth  make  overture  tcrthis.ftate- 
of  a  confederation  with  the  king  of  Poland;  for  which  he  had  a  letter  from  that  king, 
and  certain  articles  delivered  unto  him  by  one  of  the  king's  council,  when  he  was  in 
PrufTia.  The  ftates  gave  no  ear  hereunto,  but  caufcd  Sticchius  to  write  back  in 
general  terms  of  good  correfpondence,  which  before  he  could  perform,  he  is  dead 
officknefs,  and  with  him. this  buftnefs. 

*  I  have  formerly  advertifed  your  honour  of  an  intention  in  the  ftates  to  fend  to  the 
archduke  an  expoftulatory  melfage  for  wrongs  committed  upon  the  fubjeds  of  thefe 
provinces  in  Spain,  concerning  their  perfons  by  the  inquifition,  their  fliips  by  arreftj, 
and  their  goods  by  confifcation :  in  all  which  it  cannot  be  faid,  but  that  they  have 
fubjed:  to  complain,  yet  not  more  than  ordinary.  The  perfon,  who  is  likeliefl  to  be 
employed,  is  monf  Huygens,  fecretary  of  the  council  of  ftate,  who  in  the  beginning 
of  the  truce  was  fent  upon  the  like  meffage  upon  fome  defeft  in  the  performance  of 
the  articles;  and  now  the  reafon  of  this  new  employment  I  take  to  be,  on  the  one  fide, 
a  purpofe  to  amufe  the  Spaiiiard,  to  the  end  he  may  not  employ  his  whole  ftrength  upon 
the  Bohemians  J  and  on  the  other,  to  breed  in  time  fome  communication  touching  th& 
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renewing  of  the  truce,  which  will  now  expire  very  fhortly ;  and  here  they  are  willing  to 
make  judgment  by  this  means  what  to  truft  to:  for  if  the  truce  may  be  renewed  upon 
the  fame  terms  as  before,. there  will  be  (for  aught  I  can  perceive)  no  difficulty  on  this 
fide.  But  here  they  fufpeft,  that  the  Spaniards  will  feek  to  put  new  conditions  upon 
them,  which  they  will  never  admit,  but  rather  enteragain  into  war,  to  which  fome  of 
the  provinces  are  much  inclined. 

*  The  Venetian  refident  having  been  at  Amflerdam  for  provifion  of  four  fliips  for 
His  matters,  can  find  but  one  of  that  burden  which  they  require  ;  for  which  he  hath 
agreed,  but  forbears  dealing  for  others  until  he  hears  again  from  Venice. 

*  At  Amflerdam  were  certain  companies  drawn  down  to  reinforce  the  garrifon  of 
Alcmaer,  if  need  fliould  be :  but  all  things  pafs  now  quietly  there;  and  this  blow 
given  the  unruly  people,  whereby  now  fix  of  them  are  buried,  and  eleven  remain 
hurt,  is  plaga  Jalutis,  whereby  the  reft  are  kept  in  awe.  An  Englifti  lieutenant,  who 
led  thefe  men,  was  fhot  in  the  leg  out  of  a  window,  which  was  all  the  hurt  received 
by  the  foldiers.  The  occafion  hereof  was  the  conducing  of  Sapma,  an  Arminiari' 
preacher,  out  of  the  town  by  order  of  the  magiftrates;  which  was  refifted  by  the 
people;  but  in  vain,  being  carried  out  the  fame  day  in  an  open  waggon  with  his  wife 
through  a  guard  of  foldiers.  At  Alcmaer  the  Arminian  preacher,  who  raifed  the 
tumult  there,  is  likewife  banifhed;  and  now  inquifition  is  made  into  the  ring-leaders  of 
the  people  of  both  thofe  towns,  by  the  public  officers  employed  thither  by  the  ftateSj, 
who  execute  their  fundions  without  moleftation. 

'  On  Saturday  laft  we  had  the  unhappy  news  of  the  deceafe  of  the  queen,  which  is 
lamented  by  myfelf  and  my  poor  family,  with  that  fenfe  of  forrow,  as  becomes  a  duti- 
ful fubjeft  and  fervant  to  his  majefty,  to  whom  I  befeech  God  to  fend  all  comfort,  and 
to  your  honour  all  happinefs.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c, 

*  P.  S.  I  have  been  founded  within  thefe  few  days  by  fome  of  thefe  meffieurs 
d'Hollande,  how  it  would  be  interpreted,  if,  for  faving  of  time  and  expence,- 
in  fhortening  the  fynod,  they  fhould  omit  the  citation  of  Vorstius  and  Bertius,  . 
and  examination  of  Venator's  books,  who  died  lately  at  Orleans  :  wherein  I 
told  them  my  mind  in  a  word,  daf  veniam  corvis,  vexat  cenjura  columbas.  Here- 
upon they  have  fent  to  the  fynod  exprefs  deputies  to  conlult  of  the  fitteft  courfe 
to  be  taken.  Wherein  for  the  m^anner  I  leave  it  to  themfelves,  fo  the  country 
be  rid  of  thofe  men's  perfons,  and  the  fynod  give  a  judgment  upon  their  doc- 
trines. 

*'  This  morning  Utenbogard  is  publicly  cited  at  the  ftadt-houfe  ofthis  town,  by 
one  of  the  huiffers  of  the  ftates  general,  under  name  of  tne  judges  of  the  prifoners, 
aufon  de  cloche,  to  appear  within  fourteen  days  uponpain  of  life  and  goods.    Mean- 
while hishoufe  remaineth  under  arreli. 

*' I  wifii  Sir  George  Calvert  happmefs  in  his  preferment,  and  your  honour's 
contentment  in  his  affiftance ;  and  withal  befeech  your  honour  (though  this  ex- 
peftation  failsme)  to  procure  me  fome  honeft  condition  of  his  majefty,  to  which 
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I  may  retire  myfelf :  which  want  of  health,  decay  of  my  poor  eftate,  and  over 
long  abfence  from  my  native  foil  (not  any  ambition,  I  will  affure  your  honour) 
makes  me  thirft  after,  ficut  cervus  ad  rivos  aquarum.     Thus  1  reft 

*  Your  honour's  to  ferve  you.

March  19.  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  to  fecretary  Naunton. 

That  he  had  received  on  the  12th  the  fecretary's  letters  of  the  4th  concerning  the 
queen's  deceafe,  and  having  put  his  family  into  mourning,  had  that  morning  an  au- 
dience of  the  ftates  general,  whom  he  acquainted  with  that  fad  accident. 

That  the  .prince  of  Orange,  count  William  and  count  Henry  feverally  in  perfon 
had  condoled  with  him  in  perfon,  and  count  *  *  by  letters  upon  this  occafion,  as  lilce- 
wile  the  French  embaffadors  and  other  public  minifters  refident  with  tlie  ftates.  Count 
William  is  fince  departed  into  Friefland,  to  be  prefent  at  the  affemble  of  the  ftates 
of  that  province  and  Groningen,  which  are  both  under  his  government. 

Monf.  DE  BoisissE  furprifed  the  ftates  on  Saturday  laft  with  an  audience,  whereia 
unexpectedly  he  prefented  letters  of  revocation,  which  he  accompanied  with  a  propo- 
fition  ;  of  both  which  I  fend  your  honour  tlie  copies.  In  the  propofition,  your  honour 
will  obferve,  hefpeaks  in  behalf  of  the  prifoners  only  par  maniere  d'acquit;  andfo  it  is 
interpreted  by  the  ftates,  fo  as  they  are  not  much  troubled  about  the  anfwer,  conceiving, 
that  whatfoever  they  do  or  fay  in  that  point  (as  the  world  now  goeth  in  France)  will 
not  be  ill  taken.  The  demand_of  the  French  troops,  and  affiftance  of  others,  in  con- 
formity to  the  treaty  betwixt  France  and  this  ftate,  being  conditional,  is  like  to  draw 
on  a  confent,  in  hope  they  may  thereby  oblige  that  crown  ;  and  yet  no  further  engage 
themfelves  than  their  own  affairs  will  at  all  times  permit.  In  other  points  of  the  pro- 
pofition touching  the  reftTairst  of  fuch  as  fhould  go  to  ferve  the  king's  enemies,  and  a 
promife  of  ready  juftice  to  the  king's  fubjefts,  a  good  anfwer  will  be  given;  but  in 
effeft  for  fome  particular  caufes,  and  efpecially  for  two  French  fhips  taken  by  the 
Eaft-Indian  company  about  Bantam,  and  the  goods  confifcated ;  of  which  monf.  de 
BoisissE  complained  on  Monday  in  another  exprefs  audience^  I  do  not  find,  that  he 
is  like  to  carry  with  him  the  contentment  he  defires,  if  his  departure  be  as  fpeedy,  as 
he  pretends,  on  Monday  next. 

'  At  his  leave-taking  of  the  prince  of  Orange  he  ufed  this  fpeech,  that  he  would 
be  glad  the  aftairs  of  this  <:ountry  were  fo  well  fettled,  that  at  his  return  to  the  king, 
his  rnafter,  he  might  affure  him  they  were  free  from  any  dangerous  tumults  :  to  which 
the  prince  anfwered,  that  it  is  not  to  be  expefted  in  fo  llnort  a  time  to  fettle  that, 
which  hath  been  fo  long  and  fo  much  out;  of  order:  but  that  he  might  affure  the  king, 
his  mafter,  if  here  be  any  tumultuous  or  feditious  perfons,  be  they  great  or  fmall,  the 
ftates  general  have  both  power  and  will  to  fupprefs  and  chaftife  them. 

*  Here 
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Here  is  a  troublefome  difpute  betwixt  two  towns,  Dort  and  Rotterdam,  touchino- 
the  ftaple  of  wines,  which  Dort  doth  challenge  by  antient  privilege  of  the  emperor 
Charles  V.  and  Rotterdam  difputes  the  fame,  in  regard  of  the  French  wines, 
which  come  now  more  frequently  into  thefe  provinces,  than  when  that  privilege  was 
granted.  Hereupon  thofe  of  Rotterdam  fome  weeks  fince  took  an  armed  boat  from 
thofe  of  Dort,  which  lay  upon  the  rivers  to  guard  the  paflages.  Thofe  of  Dort  in 
revenge  hereof  have  within  thefe  two  days  fliot  a  palTage-boat  of  Rotterdam,  which 
refufed  to  ftrike  fail  to  one  of  their  fhips  with  a  piece  charged  with  mufliet  bullets, 
and  therein  killed  one,  and  hurt  five  or  fix.  Betv/ixt  unruly  multitudes  (as  the 
people  of  thefe  towns  are)  of  fmall  beginnings  many  times  follow  greater  confe- 
quences:  which  makes  me  give  your  honour  fo  particular  an  account  of  this  ac- 
cident. 

^  Since  the  proclaiming  Utenbogard,  one  Han  a  penfioner  of  Harlem,  and  Tre- 
SELLius  (of  whom  I  have  formerly  advertifed  your  honour)  are  both  proclaimed  to' 
appear  within  fourteen  days. 

*■  The  bufinefs  of  the  prifoners  takes  up  more  time  than  was  expedledi  which  is 
thought  to  be  done  purpofely,  whereby  to  have  the  fentence  of  the  fynod  upon  thefe 
novelties  in  religion  precede  their  procefs ;  and  this  in  regard  a  praftifing,  of  change 
of  religion  is  one  of  the  main  points,  wherewith  they  are  charged.  "What  this  change 
JSj  mull  appear  by  the  fentence  of  the  fynod,- 

'  The  fynod  is  now  bufied  in  framing  of  the  canons,  in  the  manner  of  which  our 
divines  did  well  acquit  themfelves  in  changing  a  courfe  intended  by  the  provincials 
to  have  the  canons,  dictated  by  the  ecclefiaftical  prefident,  and  pafs  hy  placet:  whereas 
now  they  are  firfl:  digefted  by  certain  felefl:  perfons,  and  examined  in  the  feveral 
colleges ;  with  which  courfe  the  ftates  and  the  prince  of  Orange  are  much  better  pleafed, 
as  that,  in  which  the  chiefeft  importance  of  the  fynod  confifts ;  and  acknowledge  thereia 
the  affiftance  they  have,  as  well  in  counfel,  as  in  doftrine,  by  thofe  employed  by  his 
majefty.' 

That  he  had  received  letters  lately  from  the  lords  of  the  council  in  favour  of  fome 
Englilh  merchants,  whofe  fhip  was  not  long  fince  taken  by  the  ftates  men  of  war  on 
the  coaft  of  Barbary,  and  was  brought  in  within  thefe  three  days  to  Rotterdam.  That 
the  ftates  had  at  his  inftance  already  written  to  the  admiralty  of  that  town. 

'  As  yet  I  do  not  hear  any  anfwer  out  of  Zealand  touching  the  printer  of  the  book 
de  regimine  ecdefta  Scoticame;  of  which  I  complained  to  the  ftates  of  that  province, 
according  as  in  my  laft  I  advertifed  your  honour.  But  by  the  return  of  the  burgo- 
mafter  of  Middleburgh,  who  parted  from  hence  fince  I  fpake  with  thofe  deputies, 
of  which  he  was  one,  and  is  expefted  here  again  on  Tuefday  next,  I  fhall  give  his. 
majefty  a  more  particular  account  of  that  bufinefs.  Mean  time  I  fend  your  honour  a 
copy  of  that  letter,  of  which  I  made  mention  in  my  laft;  by  which  I  believe  his  ma- 
jefty will  judge,  that  either  Calderwood  was  the  author  himfelf  of  that  pamphlet,  or 
is  well  acquainted  with  him,

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*  I  have  been  intreated  by  mr.  Douglas,  of  v/hom  I  have  Calderwood^'s  letter, 
fo  to  govern  the  matter,  that  his  correfpondency  with  Calderv/ood  be  not  broken  : 
whjch  I  muft  refer  to  his  majefty,  to  do  therein  what  may  feem  beft  to  his  wifdom.  Our 
iifual  preacher  here  rar.  Amye  is  fufpended  by  order  of  fir  Horace  Vere,  and  is  now 
gone  to  Leyden,  where  he  fues  to  be  received  as  profefTor,  in  cafe  Episcopius  be  re- 
moved. He  hath  a  good  reputation  for  learning,  having  well  acquitted  himfelf  in  thefe 
late  controverfies.  Butunlefs  he  can  as  well  clear  himfelf  of  that  which  is  now  laid  to 
his  charge,  I  have  laid  a  block  in  his  way,  having  defired  one  of  the  new  curators  of  that

feek  his  liberty  to  make  ufe  of  him  to  the  prejudice  of  this  ftate.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
leave,  &c.'

That  prefently  after  his  difpatch  yefterday  by  Marten  the  poft,  he  was  vifited  bj 
two  deputies  from  the  ftates  general,  who  in  mourning  habits  paffedan  ofEce  of  con- 
idoling  with  him  for  the  deceafe  of  the  queen, 

'  This  day  monf.  de  Boisisse  will  have  his  anfwef  to  tlie  propofition  I  fent  youf 
honour  with  my  laft,  which  will  be  plaufible  enough  in  his  demands  ;  but  in  his  ad- 
vice about  the  prifoners,  efpecially  in  the  point  wherein  he  draws  an  argument  of  their 
Innbcency  out  of  the  delay  of  their  procefs,  the  ftates  ftiew  themfelves  to  be  fomewhat 
kindled ;  and  amongft  other  things  (which  I  will  omit  till  I  fend  your  honour  the  copy 
,of  their  anfwer)  fay,  that  their  manner  is,  to  begin  with  examination  before  they  go 
to  execution:  which  alludes  to  their  proceedings  in  France,  which  are  not  altogether 
fo  juftifiable. 

'  The  ftates  have  been  in  deliberation  of  fending  an  extraordinary  eriribaflador  into 
France,  upon  occafion  of  many  wrongs  the  fubjefts  of  thefe  provinces  complain  of  m 
matter  of  merchandize,'and  particularly  for  divers  piracies  upon  the  coaft  of  Britaine. 
But  this  is  put  off  until  the  bufinefs  of  the  prifoners  be  ended. 

'  Yefterday  were  fent  towards  Embden  three  other  rommiffioners,  to  be  joined  to 
four,  which  were  there  before;  v/hereof  two  came  hither  this  laft  week  to  give  ac- 
count of  their  negotiation.  The  count  had  here  two  deputies  likewife,  who  fought 
to  remove  the  treaty  hithel-,  offering  that  the  count  ftiould  come  in  perfon.  But  the 
ftates  choofe  rather  to  increafe  their  number  of  commiffioners,  in  hope  to  difpatch  it 
there ,5  which  will  not  be  without  prejudiceto  the  count,  as  his  deputies  do  fear.

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*  Here  are  expelled  daily  out  of  England  fome  of  the  deputies  of  this  Eafc-Indian 
company,  to  make  report  of  their  treaty :  one  of  thofe,  which  was  fent  unto  me,

-of  that  province,  that  Richard  Schinders  of  Middleborough,  being  examined

'  In  humble  anfwer  of  your  honour's  letter  of  the  20th  of  this  prefent,  received  by 
DiESTON  the  ayth,  for  as  much  as  concerns  the  French  embafladors  here,  I  canalTurc 
your  honour,  they  have  nothing  of  mine,  which  give  them  anydifrafte;  that  propo- 
■fition,  of  which  his  majefty  doth  take  note,  being  only  made  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates 
general  by  way  of  difcourfe,  without  prefenting  the  fame  in  writing:  and  monf.  de 
BoisissE  at  his  departure  did  acknowledge  in  ou  Maurier's  hearing  the  fatisfaftion  he 
received  in  the  correfpondence  I  held  v/ith  him  fince  his  laft  return  to  this  place. 

'  My  lord  of  Doncafter  will  find  a  houfe  prepared  for  him  and  his  followers  by  the 
ftates ;  and  mine  likewife  put  in  the  befl  readinefs  I  fhall  be  able  for  his  lordfliip's 
better  commodity ;  to  which  effeft  I  write  this  prefent  unto  him  upon  the  notice  I 
take  from  your  honour  of  his  lordfliip's  coming. 

'  The  two  agents  for  the  Bohemians  (of  whofe  coming  1  advertifed  your  honour  In 
■my  laft  of  the  26th  *  of  this  prefent,  and  likewife  of  their  propofition  to  the  ftates)  as 
yet  have  no  anfwer,  the  confent  of  this  provinceof  Holland  touching  a  fupply  of  money 
-being  conditional,  that  the  like  be  performed  by  his  majefty  and  the  princes  of  the 
union ;  which  hath  fpurred  on  thefe  agents  to  follicit  my  recommendation  to  his  majefty 
in  their  matter's  favour :  which  as  on  the  one  fide  I  cannot  deny  them  (and  therefore  befeech 
your  honour  to  make  their  humble  fuit  known  to  his  majefty)  fo,  on  the  other,  I  have 
done  them  this  good  office  to  perfuade  his  excellency  and  the  ftates,  to  do  that  of 
themfelveSj  as  they  think  fit  to  perform  for  their  prefervation ;  as  his  majefty  will  not 
be  wanting  in  that  which  fliall  depend  upon  him.  For  if  they  will  attend  the  time  of 
a  common  confent,  their  aid  will  be  lefs  beneficial  than  now,  when  the  Bohemians  are 
in  moft  need.  This  haftening  of  the  ftates  refolution  is  mtich  defired  by  the  prince 
Palatine  ;  to  which  effeft  his  highnefs  hath  written  unto  me ;  in  which  regard  I  con- 
ceive it  will  be  agreeable  to  his  majefty,  though  I  have  no  exprefs  order  for  the  fame.

•  I  never  had  lefs  caufe  to  complain  of  the  contrariety  of  the  winds  (though  of  late 
days  all  paflages  have  been  ftopt  out  of  England)  than  now  at  this  prefent,  becaufe  ia 
that  regard  the  advertifement  of  his  majefty's  recovery  did  accompany  that  of  his  fick- 
nefs.  Yet  the  joy  of  the  one  doth  not  fo  fully  take  away  the  apprehenfion  of  the  other 
in  thefe  parts,  as  not  to  give  fubjeft  of  much  difcourle  what  an  irreparable  lofs  not 
only  his  majefty's  kingdoms,  but  the  whole  Chriftian  world  had  fuffered,  if  the  beft  of 
princes,  which' reign  at  this  day,  had  been  taken  away  by  the  tyrant  of  difeafes;  for 
fo,  non  ignarus  malt,  I  may  well  ftile  that,  with  which  his  majefty  was  afflifted.  His 
majefty  is  humbly  befeeched  from  hence,  that  he  v.'ould  be  pleafed  niejnager  Ja  Jante 
by  a  good  reglement  in  diet;  which  is  an  approved  lenitive,  if  not  a  perfeft  cure,  of 
that  ficknefs.  The  ftates  by  their  exprefs  letters  (which  they  have  recommended  to 
my  conveyance)  congratulate  his  majefty's  good  recovery,  and  the  prince  of  Orange 
hath  defired  me  to  perform  the  like  office  in  his  behalf,  both,  upon  knowledge  I-

'  Here  hath  been  a  report  current  for  many  days  of  the  death  of  the  duke  of  Saxe; 
which  would  much  have  augmented  the  prefent  alterations  in  Germany,  by  reafon  of 
the  difpute  about  the  adminiftration  of  that  eleftorate.  But  I  underftand  by  the  agent 
of  the  duke  of  Brunfwick  (who  hath  the  freftieft  letters  from  the  place  next  adjoining 
to  Saxe)  that  the  duke  indeed  hath  had  a  dangerous  ficknefs,  having  been  taken  with 
an  apoplexy ;  but  that  he  was  in  a  way  of  recovery.

takes  thereupon  the  title  of  co-eleftor;  which  notwithflanding  will  be  difputed  by  the 
Bohemians,  who  fay  he  is  not  capable  thereof,  until  he  be  as^well  polTeffed  as  titulary^ 
king  ;  and  pofTeffion  he  cannot  have  until  at  the  entrance  of  the  confines  of  their 
kingdom  he  take  his  oath  to  the  ftates  of  the  country  for  maintenance  of  their  privi- 
leges, and  be  afterwards  put  in  full  pofieffion  in  the  caftle  of  Prague. 

'  Of  the  levies  made  on  the  archduke's  fide  againft  the  Bohemians  your  honour  is. 
advertifed  from  mr.  Trumball.  Here  is  fomewhat  done  for  the  Bohemians,  an  im- 
preft  being  made  to  capt.  Franc,  who  doth  raife  xooo  mufl<eteers  until  the  refolu- 
tion  of  the  provinces  for  a  monthly  aid  of  50,000  florins  be  fully  accorded;  which 
will  be  within  thefe  few  days. 

'  Four  troops  of  horfe,  each  of  1 20,  are  raiied  likewife  with  confent  ofthe  ftates  at 
the  coft  of  the  princes  of  the  Union,  by  the  marquis  of  Dourlack,  to  wait  upon  tha 
paflTage  of  the  troops  raifed  by  the  Spaniards;  which  is  impar  congrejfus,  unlefs  the, 
princes  be  in  greater  readinefs  at  home,  than  as  yet  we  hear:  only  they  have  writtea 
hither  for  fome  officers  of  cavalry,  by  which  it  appears  they  make  other  levies  ;  and  if 
they  do  it  roundly  and  really,  it  is  no  whit  the  worfe  for  being  without  noife.  The

*  One  of  our  great  bufinefles  (which  is  the  fynod)  is  in  effeft  brought  to  conclufion, 
the  canons  concerning  the  five  articles  being  fully  refolved,  and  generally  fubfcribed 
without  contradiftion :  concerning  which  here  are  deputies  come  this  morning  from 
Dort,  to  know  the  ftates  pleafure  when  and  in  what  manner  they  ftiall  be  publifhed. 

'  The  other  concerning  the  prifoners  draws  to  an  iflue  likewife;  and  for  that  I  can: 
gather  upon  all  circumftances  (the  main  proceedings  being  ftill  lif^xfubfjgillo)  what-

foever  becomes  of  the  reft,  159  hath  not  many  days  to  live.  It  hath  much  beeni? 
debated  of  late  days,  whether  it  were  fitteft  to  proceed  with  him  and  the  reft  by  fentence 
of  death  or  perpetual  imprifonment,  it  being  taken  for  granted,  that  injuftice  the 
caufe  will  bear  either.  For  the  whole  time  of  their  procefs,  till  now  of  late,  there  was 
no  fpeech  of  death:  but  now  the  confideration  of  the  opiniatrety  of  the  remonftranis 
at  the  fynod,  of  the  tumults  at  Alcmaer  and  Horn,  of  the  difafFeftion  ftiewed  in. 
Leyden  and  Rotterdam  in  pubiiftiing  the  ftates  letters  by  which  their  faft  day  of  the 
17th  of  the  prefent  was  commanded,  of  danger  to  the  prince  of  Orange's  perfon 
amongft  fo  many  malecontents,  which  would  breed  a  prefent  revolution,  hath  much  . 
altered  the  ftate  of  the  bufinefs;  and  the  moft  voices  run  upon  making  all  fure.  , 

*  Some  propofe  a  eourfe  between  both;,  that  isj  to  give  fentence  of  death,  but  to 
fufpend  the  execution  thereof  until  fomie  new  occafion  offered  by  them  or  their  parti- 
fans  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  to  keep  them  in  the  caftle  of  Woerdenj  or  fome  fuch  like 
place,  with  a  ftrong  guard,  in  prifon.  But  then  the  queftion  is  afked.  How  can  this 
provide  for  the  danger  of  praftice  againft  the  prince  of  Orange?  And  thefe  judges 
being  changed,  who -have  ■potejiatem  vita  (3'  -nscis  (as  the  nature  of  this  government:: 

dotk. 
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doth  neceffarily  require)  upon  any  new  occafion,  who  ftiali  put  their  old  {entence  in 
•execution?  Yet  how  variable  thefe  judges  are  in  their  temper,  his  majefty  may  fee

by  two  fmali  circumftanc«s.  One,  that  159  rifing  from  his  feat  in  the  chamber  of 
judgment  to  warm  himfelf  by  the  fire,  where  fome  of  his  judges  flood,  he  was  com- 
manded from  thence,  as  being  a  criminal  not  fit  for  their  company.  Another,  that 
encountering  at  the  entrance  of  that  chamber  with  two  of  his  judges,  they  ftrained 
courtefy  with  him  for  the  door,  as  if  he  had  been  in  his  wonted  greatnefs.  To  thefe 
petty  obfervations  I  will  add  this  one,  though  of  another  nature,  that  the  day  of  the 
faft  the  prifoners  being  feverally  afked,  whether  they  would  celebrate  the  fame  with- 
out Icnowledge  given  them  of  the  particular  occafion,  they  all  willingly  confented, 
and,  without  correfpondence  or  intelligence  one.  with  the  other^  each  of  them  with-his 
•fervant  and  I<eeper  fung  the  7th  Pfalmi  which  was  the  -flranger,  in  that  there  are  fo 
many  of  the  Pfalms  upon  the  fame  argument.  Monf.  Barnevelt's  fervant  was  two 
days  fince  taken  from  him,  and  threatened  with  the  torture,  until  knowledge  was 
had  of  him  touching  the  conv^eyance  of  certain  letters  through  a  hole  made  in  the  roof 
■of  his  chamber.  His  two  fons  with  his  fon-in-law  Vanhuyssen  have  jointly  put 
up  a  petition  to  the  ftates  general  to  this  effeftj  that  fince  they  find  their  father  cri- 
minally proceeded  with  (the  event  whereof  will  light  upon  them  and  their  eflates) 
they  require  to  be  made  acquainted  with  the  procefsi  which  is  laid  afide  as  an  undue 
demand,  ^when  there  is  queition  de  ermine  laj^e  majejiatis.  His  procefs  is  perfefted, 
and  the  reft  want  little.  The  opining  by  the  judges  will  be  begun  and  ended  in  a 
day ;  and  if  execution  follow,  it  will  be  difpatched  the  morning  after,  whereby  to 
avoid  concourfe  of  people.  It  is  made  a  matter  of  deliberation,  whether  it  is  better  to 
proceed  firft  with  denouncing  the  canons  in  the  fynod,  or  fentencing  the  prifoners.  On 
the  one  fide  it  is  faid,  that  the  bringing  in  a  change  of  religion  being  one  of  their 
-crimes,  it  is  fit  that  change  fhould  be  known  by  the  refolution  of  the  fynod  before  they 
come  to  fentence.  On  the  other,  if  the  canons  fhould  be  firft  pronounced,  and  then 
an  execution  follow,  they  would  be  made  by  the  Arminians  martyrs  for  religion. 

'  Here  is  a  minifter  brought  prifoner  to  this  town  from  a  village  betwixt  Leyden 
and  Harlem,  and  committed  to  the  common  gaol,  for  reading  the  ftates  letter  in  his 
•church,  by  which  the  day  of  faft  was  commanded,  and  then  preaching  againft  it. 
Upon  examination,  whether  he  was  fet  on  by  any,  nothing  can  be  drawn  from  him, 
iiut  that  what  he  did  vv'as  of  his  own  head, 

*  I  find  that  there  is  a  refolution  taken  by  the  ftates  not  to  cite  Vorstius  to  the 
fynod,  becaufe  they  much  apprehend  his  entertaining  that  alTembly  with  artificial  inter- 
pretations and  delays,  and  in  the  end  deluding  them  with  a  counterfeit  fubmifTion. 
But  order  is  taken  for  the  cenfuring  his  books  in  the  fynod,  with  intention  afterwards 
(as  they  pretend)  to  proceed  with  his  perfon  by  way  of  exile ;  for  which  I  cannot  un- 
dertake any  thing,  though  it  wants  not  my  beft  endeavours,  fince  IMathenesse  (who 
was  one  of^  his  protectors)  had  the  boldnefs  to  fay,  when  this  matter  was  laft  in 
^ueftion  with  the  ftates  of  Holland,  that  it  was  tyranny  fo  to  proceed  with  him.' 

That  he  had  two  days  fince  advertifed  the  lords  of  the  council  by  letters  of  the  refti- 
tution  of  the  Ihip  of  London,  lately  talcen  by  the  ftates  men  of  war  on  the  coaft  of 
Barbary.    ^  *  P.  S. 
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'  P,  S.  I  fend  your  honour  herewith  a  tranflate  of  a  certificate  touching  the  book, 
which  was  faid  to  be  printed  at  Middleburgh  d&  regimbie  ecclefic-e  Scoticaiiie,  having 
received  the  fame  from  the  burgomafter  of  that  town.'

That  he  had  received  the  happy  news  of  the  continuance  of  his  majefty's  amend- 
ment by  the  fecretary's  letter  of  the  14th,  and  late  the  night  before  thofeof  the  aotli* 
from  fir  James  Semple  under  the  fecretary's  cover. 

*  Herewith  goeth  a  letter  to  his  majefty  from  the  ftates,  written  in  favour  of  the 
Bohemians;  which  is  recommended  to  my  conveyance  by  the  Bohemian  agent:  and 
i  am  likewife  much  and  often  folicited  by  him  to  farther  his  mafter's-  affairs  with  his- 
majefty,  according  to  the  hope  given  by  the  baron  Dhona,  in  his  paffage  this  way^,, 
of  an  intention  to  help  them  by  a  loan  of  the  city  of  London  :  which  not  fucceedingj, 
the  flates  begin  to  retraft  their  grant  of  a  monthly  entertainment,  having  fent  for  him-- 
two  days  fince  into  their  affembly,  to  let  him  know  how  little  their  affiftance  could  ferve- 
his  mafter's  turns,  unlefs  they  were  likewife  aided  by  his  majefty  and  the  princes  of 
tlie  Union.  Yet  to  capt.  Francke  they  have  given  credit  for  fome  money  for  the 
raifing  and  arming  1000  muflceteers,. 

'  The  prince  Palatine  hath  written  to  the  prince  of  Orange  for  liberty  to  raife  m- 
thefe  parts  a  troop  of  cuirafTes  of  loo,  and  40   carabins  for  his  guard,  which  is; 
granted  unto  him.     The  count,  of  Solms  raifeth  in  thofe  confines  four  troops  of  horfe 
for  the  fervice  of  the  princes.     The  marquis  of  Anfpach   and  the  count  of  Stiren,. 
each  of  them  one;  which  with. thofe  of  the  marquis  of  Dourlach  will  arrive  to  1500 
horfe.     But  whilft  thefe  are  raifing,  the  Spanifli  troops   (as  we  are  advertifed)  pafs. 
tlirough  Germany  without  refiftance,  and  they  are  like  to  be  in  the  field  united  before- 
the  Bohemians  (who  are  bufy,  as  will  appear  to  your  honour  by  our  laft  advices  fromi 
.Prague,  about  their  treaties  and  aiTociations)  are  ready  to  receive  them.     It  is   im- 
puted here  to  a  lajchete  of  the  Almains,  that  thofe,  who  were  wont  to  be  fo  ready  on 
horfeback,  in  other  men's  quarrels,  do  now  fo  eafily  give  way  to  this  inundation  of 
ftrangers;  which  they  much  apprehend  here  xnW  in  time  defcend  the  Rhine  upon  this 
ftate  with  greater  fury  than  ever,  when  they  have  firft  oppreffed  the  liberty  of  Germany*. 

'•  They  are  here  again  aflaulted  by  the  French  in  favour  of  the  prifoners,  the  em-- 

balTador  refident  du  Maurier  having  on  Wednefday  laft  made   an  earneft  Inftance 

to  the  ftates  general  in  the  king   his   mafter's  name,  and   in  conformity  to  monf.  de: 

Boisisse's  propofitions;  which  was  little  expefted  at  this  time,  both  in  regard  of  the- 

iprefent  conftitution  of  the  affairs  of  France,  which  give  them  enough  to  do  at  home,^ 

as  likewife  of  divers  advertifements  from  the  ftates  embaflfador  du  Langerack,  tliat 

monf.  de  Boisisse  Ihould  be  difavowed.     Yet  I  do  not  fee,  that  much  way  is.giveixs 

to  this  earneft  purfuit,  but  rather  that  a  purpofe  continueth  (of  which  I   advertifed;

51-.  27.    21.   41.  68»  69,  is  like  to  go  the  fame  v/ay ;  and  the  fentence  of  the  othesr:- 
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two  to  be  either  perpetual  imprifonment,  or  banifhment;  all  which  will  be  as  quick 
in  execution  after  fentence,  as  the  matter  hath  been  long  in  deliberation. 

'  There  hath  been  difcovered  thefe  few  days^paft  a  fecret  combination  made  at  Rot- 
terdam of  the  Arminians  of  certain  towns;  which  was  directed  by  Grevinchovius, 
who  was  prefent,  but  projefted  (as  is  thought)  by  Vorstius,  in  that  two  of  Torgow 
(where  he  hath  his  abode)  did  prefide  at  their  meeting.  Many  articles  they  drew 
againft  the  prefent  government  of  the  ftate  and  proceedings  of  the  fynod,  which  thev 
fent  to  other  towns,,  where  they  have  partifansj.by  which  means  it  was  difcovered;  and 
thereupon  judgment  is  made,  that  as  long  as  the  heads  of  this  fadion  remain,  there 
■will  be  no  affured, peace  either  in  this  church  or  ftate. 

'  The  fynod,  having  briefly  gone  over  and  approved  the  confeffion  and  catechifln, 
will  publiili  the  canons  touching  the  five  points  on  Monday  next.  Mean  time  they 
have  VoRSTius's  bufinefs  in  hand. 

'  Here  hath  been  this  laft  week  a  principal  perfon  *  from  the  prince  of  Branden- 
burgh  with  the  prince  of  Orange,  Vv'hofe  bufinefs  is  kept  fecret :  but  it  is  believed  to  be 
an  overture  of  a  match  betwixt  his  excellency  and  one  of  the  prince's  fillers,  who  is  to 
come  this  fpring  from  Brandenburgh  to  Cleve,  to  the  end  his  excellency  (who  is  curious 
enough)  may  make  his  choice  v/ith  his  own  eyes;  and  fhe  is  faid  to  be  ncn  ingrata.  If 
ihis  proceeds  count  Henry  will  much  repent  his  breaking  off  with  the  Landgrave  of 
Heffen,  for  if  that  match  had  taken  place,  it  is  believed  his  excellency  had  never 
.thought  of  marriage. 

'  I  am  at  this  prefent  vifited  by  one  t>  who  hath  newly  received  commiffion  of  agent 
for  the  king  of  Denmark  with  the  ftates,  to  whom  he  hath  yefterday  delivered  letters 
from  that  king  in  anfwer  of  thofe  they  wrote  touching  the  Hans  towns ;  and  thofe 
which  go  herewith  (one  to  his  majefty,  and  another  to  Dr.  Jonas  Carisius)  he  hath 
recommended  to  my  conveyance. 

'■  The  deputies  for  the  Eaft-Indian  company  of  thefe  provinces  arrived  here  out  of 
England  yefterday ;  and  to-day  they  make  their  report,  of  which  by  my  next  I  will  give 
your  honour  an  account ;  as  likewife  I  hope  I  fhall  fend  your  honour  the  copy  of  the 
French  embaffador's  propofition,  though  by  common  confent  of  the  ftates  it  be  hitherto 
fuppreffed;  whereby  to  make  an  experiment,  whether  he  will  publifh  it  himfelf  ornot; 
which,!  doubt  not  but  he  will,  in  that  I'know  of  one  copy  he  hath  given  already. 

*  He  did  in  a  private  conference  the  laft  day  expoflulatevvith  his  excellency  the 
ftates  fending  their  anfwer  into  France,  which  was  refufed  by  monf.  de  Boisisse, 
faying  it  was  no  good  manner  of  proceeding  to  inform  againft  public  minifters.  His 
excellency  anfwered,  that  he  muft  not  find  it  more  ftrange,  that  the  ftates  took  it  ill 
to  have  their  anfwer  refufed,  than  he  would  do,  if,  when  he  came  into  their  affembly 
to  make  a  propofition,  which  he  had  well  ftudied,  they  Ihould  all  flop  their  ears.

'  This,  which  goeth  herewith  to  Sir  James  Sample,  is  in  anfwer  of  that  I  received 
from  him  by  your  honour's  addrefs,  bearing  date  the  20th  of  this  prefenti  by  which 
I  advertife  him,  that  the  party,  whom  by  his  majefty's  command  he  inquires  after,  is 
not  to  be  found  in  thefe  parts  j  but  when  he  appears,  1  have  taken  fuch  order,  that 
he  will  be  laid  hold  on. 

'■  We  have  at  this  prefent  the  public  fair  of  this  town,  which  caufeth  a  vacation 
-in  all  afTemblies,  and  therefore  prolongation  of  all  bufinefles  for  a  few  days  here  at  the 
Hague.  At  Dort  the  canons  touching  the  five  points  in  controveriy  were  publifhed 
yefterday  in  the  forenoon  in  the  great  church,  where  the  fynod  was  held,  by  reafon 
•of  the  great  concourfe  of  people,  which  came  from  all  parts,  and  were  admitted  of 
,all  fexes  and  all  qualities ;  fo  as  the  bufinefs  did  not  pafs  without  fome  confufion 
caufed  by  the  multitude,  but  was  otherwife  concluded  and  fubfcribed  univerfally  by 
aU  the  fynod,  and  approved  likewile  by  the  ftate  delegates :  the  catechifm  and  con- 
feffion  allowed :  the  dodrine  of  the  Arminians  in  general  declared  Pelagianifm :  the 
remohftrants  condemned  as  uncapable  of  executing  any  longer  their  fun£tions  in  church, 
or  in  fchools,  with  an  order  not  to  admit  any  hereafter  into  either,  which  profefs  that 
doftrine.  There  will  be  moderation  ufed  by  the  ftates  in  the  execution  of  the  fen- 
tence  againfl:  the  remonftrants,  in  as  much  as  concerns  their  entertainment  for  the 
fpace  ofa  year,  whereby  to  give  them  time  to  bethink  themfelves.  And  this  is  all  I 
have  yet  from  thence  by  report  of  thofe  who  were  prefent;  whereof  fome,  being 
judges  of  the  prifoners,  returned  the  fame  night,  whereby  to  lofe  no  time  in  their 
procels. 

*  I  fend  your  honour  here^vith  a  copy  of  monf.  du  Maurier's  fpeech,  whereof 
I  made  mention  in  my  laft.  He  required  of  the  ftates,  the  prince  of  Orange  might 
be  prefent  at  his  audience ;  and  fo  he  was,  but  parted  as  ill  fatisfied,  as  the  reft  of 
the  affembly,  at  many  pafTages  therein ;  but  chiefly  at  the  whole  drift  thereof,  to  make 
this  profecution  of  their  prifoners  appear  rather  a  perfecution  than  a  trial ;  and  the 
caufe  itfelf  rather  matter  of  faftion  thanjuftice.  They  are  in  doubt,  wlietlier  to  lay 
this  fpeech  afide  without  anfwer;  or,  if  the  embaflfador  infift  for  anfwer,  how  then  to 
proceed;  but  in  that  cafe  they  will  anfwer  roundly,  and  fend  the  fame  direftly  to  the 
king,  whereby  not  to  expofe  themfelves  to  the  fcorn  of  having  their  anfwer  refufed,  as 
was  done  by  monf.

'  The  match  I  wrote  of  in  my  laft  I  find  to  be  rather  wifhed  and  contrived  by 
friends,  than  entertained  by  his  excellency,  who  hath  difcovered  fome  difpleafure  to 
have  it  brought  in  fpeech;  doubting  left  it  may  (if  it  fhould  be  moved,  and  break 
off")  bring  him  into  as  ill  terms  with  the  marquis  of  Brandenburgh,  as  his  brother  is 
v.'ith  the  landgrave  of  HefTen  upon  the  like  occafion.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,

*  The  perfon  of  Barneyelt  having  been  of  fo-  great  confi.dei-ation  both  at  hbme- 
and  abroad  for  the  fpace  of  ^3  years,  that  he  hath  had  the  chief  managing  of  the  af- 
fairs of  this,  ftate,- 1  conceive  hisraajefty  may  be  pkaled.to- underftandmore  particu-r 
larities  of  hi&  end,  than  thoie  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  difpatch  by  Marten  the 
poft,  whom  I  fent  exprefsly  on  Monday  laft,  the  3d  of  this  prsfent,  which  was  the 
day  of  his  execution.     And  I  muft  befeechyour  honour  to  hold  me  excufed  in  fuch 
circumftances,  as  you  may  obferve  in  this  relation^,  to  differ  from  what  I  wrote  then. 
For  a  jealouiy,,  that  thofe,;Who  laboured  for  his  life,  would  feek  to  caft  the  envy  of. 
his  death  (as  they  have  fince  done)  upon  fuch,  as  did  not  run  the  fame  courfe,  made 
me  reftrain  thofe  of  my  family  from  being  prefent, ,  either  at  the  reading  of  his  len- 
tence,  or  at  the  execution,  fo  as  what  I.  then  wrote  wz's^raptim, .  and  as  1  could  catch 
it.     Now  upon  better  information  (and  yet  more  will  be  learned  when  at  the  end  of- 
the  whole  bufinefs,  the  judges  fliall  be  freedof  their  oath  of  fecrecy)  I  underlland,  that.. 
Ria  death  was  made  known  unto  him  upon  Sunday  night  about  fix  of  the  clock.by  two» 
of  the  three  fifcals,  one  of  Guelderland, ,  and  the  other  of  Utrecht. . 

'  At  the  firft  hearing  thereof  he  ftood  fomewhat  amazed;  then  an<ed  tYitm,ySince 
you  Jo  refolve,  why  have  you. held  me  all  this  while?  That,-  faid  one  of  th.em,  .proceeded' 
of  the  length  of  the  cau/e,  and  of  your  anfwers.  After  fome  paufe,  and  biting  of  his., 
lip:  And  is.it,  faid  he,  your  manner  to  condemn  a  man  unheard?.  The  other fifcal  re- 
plied,. You  have  been  fujficiently  heard,  and  the  Jentente  is  grounded  upon  your  confejfions. . 
If  (faid  Barnevelt  in  anger  to  the  Mc&Y)  your  father  could  have  knoivn  his  fon  jhould 
have  brought  me.  this  meffage,  he  would  wified  he  had  never  begot  you.  Whereupon  they 
departed,  and  he  demanded  ink  and  paper  to  write  to  his  wife.  It  was  prefently

Jcnow,  he  was  not  to  be  his  own  judge,  but  to  fubinit  himfelf  unto  thofe  who  were 
affigned  his  judges  by  the  ftate;  and  having  given  their  fentence  upon  oath,  he  was 
not  to  imagine,  that  they  would  bring  themfelves  in  reatti  both  before  God  and  the 
world,  in  paffing  an  unjuft  fentence  againft  him.     This  drove  him  into  a  difpute 

^touching  the  lawfulnefs  of  his  judges,  which  he  would  not  acknowledge.  And 
touching  the  points  upon  which  his  fentence  was  grounded,  I  governed,    faid  he,, 

-when  I  was  in  authority,  auording  to  the  maxims  of  that  time ;  and  now  I  am  condemned 
to  die  according  to  the  maxims  of  this.  He  fuppcd  well  with  Wal/Eus  at  the  table, 
.and  entertained  the  time  with  difcourfe  of  the  fynod,  of  which  both  then,  and  after  in 
4:he  night,  he  inquired  many  particularities;  as  likewife  of  the  ftate  of  the  church  in 
the  feveral  provinces;  and  v/hen  he  underftood,  that  the  canons  concerning  the  five 
points  in  controverfy  were  concluded  and  publifhed  v/ith  an  uniform  confent,  I  thought 
MO  lefs  (faid  he)  of  the  provincials,  when  I  knew  how  they  were  compofed;  but  I  was  de- 
ceived in  my  judgment  of  the  exteri ;  for  I  thought  they  could  never  have  agreed.  To- 
wards nine  of  the  clock  he  defired  Wal^/Eus  to  go  from  him  to  the  prince  of 
Orange,  and  to  befeech  him  in  particular  to  pardon  him,  if  he  had  ofFended  him,  and. 
to  be  good  and  gracious  to  his  children,  offering  to  give  him  fatisfaction  whilft  he 
yet  lived,  if  he  would  let  him  know  wherein  he  took  difpleafure. againft  him.  Whilfl 
Walrus  went  to  the  prince,  two  other  minifters  of  that  town  were  fent  unto  him, 
-who  remained  with  him  all  night,  and  accompanied  him  afterwards  to  his  execution,, 
The  prince  returned  anfwer,  that  he  forgave  him  willingly;  and  for  his  children,  he 
■would  ufe  them  well,  if  they  deferved  well.  The  particularities,  in  which  he  accounted 
'himfelf  wronged  by  Barnevelt,  he  bid  Walrus  tell  him,  were,  that  he  both  in 

_  writing  and  fpeech  fought  to  caft  an  afperfion  upon  him,  as  if  he  did  afpire  to  the  fo- 
vereignty  of  thefe  provinces :  That  he  wrote  to  Utrecht,  when  his  excellency  went 
thither  as  employed  by  the  ftates,  to  have  the  gates  fhut  againft  him.  A  third  matter 
there  was,  which  his  excellency  leaving  to  Wal.^us's  difcretion  to  acquaint  Barne- 
velt with,  and  he  forbearing  the  fame,  I  cannot  yet  get  knowledge  thereof. 

*  To  thefe  two  points  Barnevelt  anfwered ;  touching  the  firft,  that  true  it  was, 
that  to  fome  confident  friends'  he  had  written  and  fpoken ;  and  having  entertained  fuch 
ajealoufy,  being  in  the  place  he  was,  he  thought  it  his  duty  to  prevent  it.  The  fe- 
cond  he  denied,  laying,  there  could  be  no  fuch  writing  of  his  fhewed';  but  it  was  prov- 
ed unto  him,  that  fuch  a  letter  was  written  by  his  order, 

'  The  whole  night  was  pafTed  by  him,  as  I  advertifed  in  my  former.  When  he 
was  brought  the  next  morning  loon  after  eight  of  the  clock  into  the  chamber  d' audi- 
ence, which  belong-s  to  the  provincial  court,  to  hear  his  fentence  pronounced,  his 
judges  fat  only  there  in  authority,  fuch  of  the  ftates  general,  as  were  prqfent  ftanding 
only  as  fpeftators.  The  fentence  contained  many  particularities  tending  to  the  changq 
of  religion,  difunion  of  the  provinces,  abrogating  the  authoiity  of  the  high  court  of 
juftice,  confufion  of  the  finances,  difgracing  his  excellericy,  crolTing  the  ftates  public 
orders  and  difpatchcs  to  their  ambafTadors  and  minifters  abroad  by  his  private  letters 
.and  diredlions,  abufingibme  of  the  beft  friends  and  allies  of  this  ftate,  and  receiving 
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large  prefents  and  fums  of  money  of  other  princes  and  potentates :  all  which  he  heards 
without  interpofing  any  word,  but  ufed  many  fcornful  looks  and  grimaces.    The  fen— 
tence  being  ended  (which  v/as  lofs  of  life  and  confifcation  of  goods)  I  havejerved,  faid' 
Wq,  the  generality  thirty  three  years,  as  advocate  of  Holland,  and.  the  town  of  Rotterdam  ten. 
years  before  as  fenftonary  \  and  for  my  fidelity  and  diligence  deferved  better  Yecompence.  If  yon., 
will  have  my  bloody  yet  methinks  you  may  fp  are  my  goods,  without  ruining,  for  my  fake,  my 
wife  and  children.    Thefe  laft  words  he  uttered  with  a  faint  voice  and  dejected  counte- 
nance; and  the  prefident  telling  him,  he  had  heard  his  fentence,  to  which  ht  was  tOi 
flibmit  himfelf,  he  recollected  himfelf,  and  rofe  prefently  from  his  feat,  and  was.  con-; 
du6ted  immediat'ely  through  the  great  hall  to  the  fcafFold  j  which  being  full  of  people^ 
as  he  palTed,  and  many  of  his  friends  and  acquaintance,  he  took,  knowledge  of  none,^ 
carrying  the  fame  high  countenance  as  he  always  ufed,  both,  there  and  on.the  Icaffold, . 
where  things  paffed  as  I  advertifed  in  my  laft;  only  I  underftand  fince,.  that  his  fer- 
\'ant,  when  the  preacher  had  ended  praying  by  him^,  was  overheard  to  fay  this  word, 
in  hia  ear.  No  grace  c-omes.     Then,  faid  he,,  let  us.difpatch;  and  from  that  time  for- 
ward in  dif- arraying  himfelf  (wherein  he.  was  only  helped  by  his  fervant)  and  covering. 
His  eyes  with  his  night-cap  (which. he  did  with  his  own  hands,  and  with  that  hafte  and 
fury,  that  he  wounded  his  face  with  his  nails)  he  was  obferved  to  tremble  andJook 
pale;  which  by-  the  beholders  was  afcribed  rather  to  indignation  and. rage. than, fear, 
or  faintnefs.     While  his  body  lay  on  the  fcafFold,  many  of  the  people  dipped  their, 
handkerchiefs  in  his  blood,  fome  for  love  and  fome  for.  hatred,,  to  the.  extremity  of 
both  which  paflions  he  was  fubjeft.     His  body  was.  after  cofRned  and  .removed  into' 
the  chapel  of  the  court,  where  it  was  buried  that  night  in  a  vault  belonging  to  his 
fon-in-law  Vander-Myle.     It  is  helieved  (and  fo  his  fervant  doth  report)  that 
until  the  very  laft  inftant  he  did  not  think  he  ftiould  die ;  wliich  made  him  never  let  fall 
any  word' tending  to  grace,,  for  doubt  of  prejudicing  his  caufe  in  reparation  of  honour 
and'damage,  with  which  both  he  and  his  friends  did. vainly  flatter  themfelves,  infomucL 
that  he  having  conveyed  lecretl'y  out  of  prifon  the  chief  points  of  his  examination  unto 
his  friends,  and  they,  confulting  with  certain  advocates  of  this  town,,  whilft  monf, 
BoisisiE  was  here,  whether,  they  could  bear  a  fentence,  of  death,,  refolved  they  could 
not,  but  only,  on  the  contrary,  that  he  was  to  have  fome  great  fatisfaftion  made  hira. 
Hereupon  proceeded  the  continuance  of  the  French  embaflador's  endeavours  unto  the 
very  laft,  out  of  a  perfuafion, ,  that  the:  ftates  would  in  the  end  ferve  themfelves  of  that 
mediation  to  be  rid  of  the  bufinefs;  and  his  friends  were  fo  confident  and  indifcreet, 
that  even  when  they  received  his.  laft  letters,  all  of  his  own  hand-writing,  fignifying 
his  death  (which  came  to  them  like  the  hand  in  Belt.esshazzar's.  banquet,  as  they 
were  affembled  together  in  his  fon's.  houfe  that  night  at  fupper)  they  ufed  many  diifr 
dainful  and  arrogant  words  of  the  judges,  faying  they  were  bafe  and  unworthy,  and 
durft  not  execute  their  fentence.     In  Barnevelt.'s  writing  before  mentioned.,  which 
v/as  confulted  upon  by  the  advocates,  he  condemned. himfelf  only  in  going  befide  ths 
ftates  orders  with  their  foreign  minifters;    wherein  notwithftanding  having  curam 
reipitblide,  he  thought  he  might  be  excufed :  and  I  hear  he  complained  the  night 
before  he  fufFered  unto  Walrus,  particularly  of  Sir  Noel  Caron  (of  whom  he  had' 
well  deferved)  for  difcovering  his  letters  concerning  the.  affairs  of  England,  which,  he 
faid,  turned  moft  to  his  crime.     In  the  confefTion  of  his  faith  to  Walrus,  he  de- 
clared himfelf  to  be  of  the  orthodox  opinion  in  the  difputeshere  in  controverfy  in  thefe 
provinces,  excepting  only  the  point  of  reprobation,  wherein  he  was  content  to  receive 

inftrudionj 
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inftrufbion.  Walaeus  demanded  of  him,. why  then  he  protefted  a  do6lrIne  contrary  to 
His  confcience  ?  To  which  he  anfwered,  that  he  judged  it  good  for  the  ftace,  though 
one  dodtrine  was  profeffed,  the  other  fliould  be  tolerated*. 

'  By  a  writing,  which  goeth  herewith,  which  is  a  copy  of  two  examinations  taken 
of  two  remonftrant  minifters  of  Alcmaer,  his  majefty  will  fee  what  impieties  were 
crept  in  by  this  toleration;  and  withal  I  fend  your  honour  the  fentence  of  the  lynod 
againft  Vorllius. 

'  Yefterday,  in  the  fame  place,  and  the  fame  prefence,  where  Barnevelt  had  his 
fentence,  there  was  a  fentence  pronounced  againft  Leydenbergh's  body  to  be  hung 
up  in. a  public  place  of  execution;  which  carries  likewife  confifcation  of  goods.  His 
body  was  drawn  the  fame  day  towards  evening  upon  a  fledge  by  the  common  officers 
of  juftice  and  executioners,  to  a  meadow  near  the  highway  betwixt  this  and  Delft, 
where  it  is  hung  up  in  a  coffin. . 

'  What  will  become  of  the  "other  prifoners  is  yet  doubtful,  in  that  both 5  they  and" 
their  friends  remain  ftifF  and  obfbinate  not  to  demand  grace:  Only  Grotius  doth 
humble  himfelf.  Hogereet's  opiniatrety  brings  him  to  danger;  and  Museerghen' 
is  in  the  lame  ftate,  and  fo  defperate  withal,  that  when  out  of  one  of  his  windows  he 
difcovered  fome  figns  of  Barnevelt's  execution  by  the  people,  which  were  climbed 
up  to  the  top  of  haufes,  to  view  the  fame,  he  much  prefled  and  urged  his  fervant  to 
ftrangle  him.  His  friends  have,  liberty  to  go  to  him,  to  bring  him  to  a  better  mind  j 
and  though  he  be  ftill  in  worfe  condition  than  the  two  others,  yet  by  that  I  now  com- 
prehend of  the  inclination  of  the  ilates,  both  he  and  the  reft  will  efcape  with  life, 
unlefs  they  wilfully  caft  away  themfelves  ;.  for  he  v/as  Leydenbergh's  inftrument, 
as  the  other  two  were  Barnevelt's.  Leydenbergh  (as  it  appears  in  both  their 
fentences)  was  fet  on  by  Barnevelt;  fo  as  in  true  underftanding  Musberghen  is 
in  a  degree  more  remote  than  the  reft  from  the  firft  author  of  thefe  troubles;  and  yet 
his  heat  in  the  profecution  of  them,  and  the  diligence  was  ufed  by  the  ftates  in  fetch- 
ing him  in,  when  he  was  in  another  territory,  as  on  the  one  fide  it  minifters  matter 
fafficient  againft  him,  fo  on  the  other  it  argues  a  refolution  not  to  fpare  him.  ,

'  The  fentences  are  not  yet  publifhed,  though  they  arein  the.prefs,  in  Latin,  French 
andDutch;  and  I  think  I  fhall  fend  them  your  honour  within  thefe  two  days.    Mean 
while  I  humbly  take  leave.

*  May  it  pleafe  your  majefty, 

'  This  day  I  prefented  my  lord  bifhop  of  Landaft",  and  the  reft  of  your  majefty's 
Commiffioners,  who  have  affifted  at  the  fynod,  to  the  ftates  and  the  prince  of  Orange, 
to  take  their  leaves :  by  both  which  I  was  defired  to  acknowledge  to  your  majefty 
the  full  fatlsfaftion  they  have  had  in  thefe  reverend  perfons,  and  their  great  obligation 
for  the  favour,  they  fparing  not  to  publifh  in  their  open  aflembly,  that  this  lynod 
(which  hath  given,  as  it  were,  a  new  foul  and  life  to  this  ftate)  is  your  majefty's 
■work;  and  thereupon  to  profefs  to  owe  your  majefty  the  fruits  of  their  beft  abilities 
in  all  occafions  for  the  fervice  of  your  perfon  and  kingdoms :  which  I  do  now  under- 
take in  their  behalf,  to  be  as  really  meant,  as  freely  tendered;  in  that  the  bleffing  of 
.God,  your  majefty's  authority,  and  the  benefit  of  time,  hath  bred  that  revolution  in 
this  ftate,  that  whereas  it  hath  been  of  long  fpace  overfwayed  by  difaffefled  perfons, 
both  in  church  and  commonwealth,  they  have  felt  by  due  and  lawful  proceedings  the 
fmart  of  their  malice ;  and  thefe,  which  are  now  in  place.,  if  for  nothing  elfe,  will 
iearn.to.be  wife  by  their  example, 

*  It  appears  in  the  whole  courfe  of  Barnevelt's  procefs,  his  practice  of  change 
of  religion  at  home  was  accompanied  with  a  defign  of  tranfporting  the  chief  depend- 
vcnce  of  this  ftate  from  your  majefty  to  France;  which  is  conceived  he  would  have 
-■made  as  a  bridge  to  pais  further  into  Spain.     From  hence  proceeded  his  fweetning 
■from  time  to  time  all  differences  with  that  crown ;  and,  on  the  contrary,  nourifliing 
alienation  betwixt  your  majefty's  kingdoms  and  thefe  provinces.     And  though  thefe 
■men  have  naturally  many  liarfli  imperfedtions,  yet  your  majefty  fupporting  them  with 
your  accuftomed  wifdom  and  patience,  may  in  all   important  occafions   ferve  your 
'Crown  and  kingdoms  effefluallyby  them;  for  which  they  have  both  power  and  will.; 
and  thefe  two  qualities  concur  very  rarely  in  princes  correlpondence.    The  reafons  I 
■have  for  this  diicourfe  I  have  communicated  at  large  to  my  lord  of  Landaff\,  whom  I 
-am  required  particularly  both  by  the  ftates  and  his  excellency  to  recommend  to  your 
majefty;  and  other  advertifements  your  majefty  may  pleaie  to  receive,  as"  ufually, 
tthrough  the  hands  of  mr.  fecretary  Naunton.     So  in  all  humility  I  take  leaye.

'  :I  havefince  my  laftof  the  9th  of  this  prefent  recovered  a  copy  of  the  ftates  letters 

'to  the  French. king  upon  occafion  of  his  minifters  intereffing  themfelves   and  their 

matter's  reputation  fo  far  in, the  affairs  of  thefe  provinces  at  this  time  of  faftion.and 

••divifion,  and  in  a  point   of  judicial  proceeding  with  prifoners-:  which  I  find  very 

worthy  of  his  majefty's  view,  and  therefore  fend  the  fame  in  company  of  certain  co- 

ipies  of  Barnevelt's  fentence,  as  likewife  a  trandate  of  the  ftates  letters  to  their  fe- 

■veral 
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veral  provinces,  which  fay  fomev/hat  more  thaa   the  fentence  doth  mention.     The 
proof  the  judges  liave  for  Barnevelt's  intelligence  with  the  enemy  is  (as  I  under-     , 
ftand)  a  certain  bundle  of  letters  and  other,  papers   in  cypher;  whereby,  before  the 
truce,  he  entertained  private  correfpondence  with  a  certain  merchant  of  good  account, 
who  lived  on  that   fide,  whofe  widow  hath,  fince  her  hufband's  death,  produced 
thofe  letters  and  writings;  and  inthem  is  contained  the  whole  courfe  of  projefting 
and  framing  the  truce,  with  many  probable  appearances,  that,  by  means  of  the  alter:- 
ations  Barnevelt  had  caufed  in  this  government  fince   the  truce,  he  had  then  a 
^efign  to  bring,  thefe  provinces  back  to  the  Spanifh   fubjedion..    This  the  judges 
thoucrht  a  fufficient  caufe  for  torture,  without  which  nothing  could  be  drawn   from 
him :   but  he    was   fpared  in   regard  of  his    age.     Amongft  all  the  particularities, 
fpecified  in  the  fentence,  I  underftand  the  bufinefs  of  Utrecht  (wherein  he  being  of  ■ 
another  province  could  not  meddle  without  offence  of  the  generality,  and  yet  he  wa.s 
the  plotter  and  contriver  of  the  oppofition  was  made  there  to  the  ftates  and  his  excel- 
lency) was  the  grain,- which  turned  the  balance  to   his  ruin  with  the  judges,  when 
they  were  in   chief  deliberation  about  his  caufe;    wherein   he   wanted  not   friends 
amongft  them,,  wlio.  would  willingly  have  faved  him;  and  Junius,,  one  of  the  four. 
Gounfellors,  a  juft  and  upright  man,  ftuck  clofeft  unto  him.     But  wlicn  this  point  of 
Utrecht  was  urged  and  ftood  upon,  he  concluded  with  this  word  reJpublka.foJdtexem~- 
^lum,  and  fo  gave  his  voice  with  the  reft  for  his  death,.. 

'  MusBERGHEN  remains  ftlll  upon  trial.     His  friends  have  drawn  from:  him  a  con— 
feffion,  that  he  hath  been  feduced,  \nth.  a  petition  to  the  ftates  and  the  judges  for. 
grace.    None  of  the  reft  took  this  courfe  (though  Grotius  did  humble  hlmfelf  more 
than  the  reft)  and  therefore  (running  before  the  greateft  hazard)  he  is  now  likely  to 
fpeed  beft,  if  he  do  not  hurt  hlmfelf;  of  which,  there  la  yet  fome  doubt,  becaufe  he 
doth  vacillare,  fometimes  ftandlng  upon  juftice,  and  otherwhiles  demanding  grace, 
His  kindred  and  friends  have  been  with  me,  and  earneftly  folicited  me  to   do  good, 
offices  in  his  favour;  I  have  been  formerly  fent  and  written  to  by  the  count  of  Emb- 
den  to  the  fame  purpofe.     He  is  a  gentleman  well  allied,  in  Utrecht,  Friedand,..  and 
Overyflelj  in  which  regard  (judging  it  to  tend  to  his  majefty's  fervice  to  oblige  fo 
many  as  have  part  in  his  well  or  ill  doing)  T  have  laid  hold  of  his  ftibmiffion,.  both 
with  his  excellency  and  the  judges,  as  an  argument  to  induce  them  to  companion  in. 
his  behalf;  wherein  notwithftanding  I  am  careful  not  to  fpend  his  majefty's-  name^. 
or  to  intereft  his  reputation,  whatfoever  Iliall  fucceed.     I  believe  he  will  efcape  both 
with  life  and  goods;  though  the  fcafFold  remains  only  in  his.  regard  adterrorem-,  birt; 
he  is  like  to  undergo  a  fentence  either  of  confining  or  banifhment, 

*  The  princefs  of  Orange  came  exprefsly  to  my  houfe  the  other  day  to  move  me 
to  intercede  for  Grotjus,  that  he  might  change  his  prifon  into  exile;  which  I  ex- 
Gufed,  as  having  no  order  from  his  majefty.  And  the  truth  is,  it  would  prove  3 
fruitlefs  Inftance,.  becaufe  they  here  apprehend  the  fcarpnefs.  both  of  his.  tongue 
and  pen,  which  he  might  ufe  with  liberty,  being  abroad;  but  whllft  he  is  in  their 
hands,  he  will  be  kept  in  obedience  for  fear  of  the  fword.  She  likewife  defired  me 
to  endeavour  for  Utenbogard,  one  whom  fce  hath  always  much  favoured  :  and  fhe: 
had  entertained  a  fear  he  fhould  have  been  hanged  in  effigy,  but  that  courfe  of  juftice 
is  without  example  in  thefe  countries^  and  they  will  not  begin  with  a  man  of  his-. 
profeffion,  'Ths 
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*  The  ftates  have  lupum  aurihus  in  regard  of  the  remonftrants,  which  are  yet  at 
Dort,  as  confined  to  that  place  j  for  whilft  they  are  as  now,  in  a  college  together, 
they  animate  each  other;  and  when  they  are  feparated,  there  is  danger  of  their  breed- 
ing tumults  amongft  the  people.  Banifhment  is  not  yet  talked  of  as  a  courfe  too 
rigorous  -,  yet  the  principals  may  haply  undergo  that  fentence.  The  reft  will  be 
tranfplanted  from  their  wonted  places  of  refidence^  but  not  fufFered  to  preach  or  teach 
in  private  or  public. 

*  The  letters,  which  Barnevelt  wrote  after  he  had  knowledge  given  him  of  hk 
.death,  I  could  not  recover  till  this  very  inftant,  they  being  kept  clofe,  in  regard  he 
flood  upon  his  innocence  until  the  very  1  aft.  Your  honour  will  receiveahe  tranflate 
of  them  both :  So  I  humbly  take  leave.

^  I  am  upon  a  very  fhort  warning  advertifed  of  a  paflage  made  exprefsly  hereby  at 
'Scheveling  by  the  chiefs  of  the  Eaft-Indian  company,  who  are  here  at  prefent  in  their 
■whole  number  of  feventeen,  to  refolve  with  the  ftates,  touching  the  points  in  differ- 
-ence  betwixt  them  and  our  merchants,  which  they  have  done  this  day,  in  conformity 
to  that,  which,  in  the  laft  audience  of  the  ftates  general's  commiffioners  at  Greenwich 
on  V/hirfun-monday,  was  fet  down  (according  as  they  advertife)  by  his  majefty  as 
an  indifferent  courfe  betwixt  them :  And  upon  anfwer  of  thefe  letters  fomx  of  thefe 
merchants  are  to  go  over  again  to  conclude  the  bufinefs :  The  honour  and  thanks 
whereof  is  by  the  ftates  afcribed  whol'iy  to  his  majefty. 

'  I  was  vifited  this  laft  week  by  two  of  the  ftates  in  the  name  of  the  reft,  to  deli- 
berate how  to  repair  the  omiffion,  in  the  preface  of  the  canons,  of  his  majefty's 
name;  which  they  thought  to  do  by  fome  prologue  made  by  Heinsius  the  ftates  fe- 
cretary, or  fome  fuch  other  expedient ;  doubting  left  any  change  in  the  ads  of  the 
fynod,  now  the  ftrangers  were  departed,  would  give  advantage  to  fuch,  a»  feek  nodum 

in 
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"f";/  Jcirpo  to  quarrel  at  their  doings.  But  when  I  fhewed  them,  that  his  majefty  could 
not  receive  fatisfaftion  by  a  private  hand  for  a  public  omifTion,  they  gave  prefent 
order  to  Dort,  that  the  Dutch  copies  of  the  canons  fliould  be  reprinted,  and  his  ma- 
jefty's  name  inftrted,  according  as  his  majefty  required ;  which  even  now  I  have  feen  in 
a  copy  fent  me  by  the  ftates.  The  Latin  copies  will  not  be  printed  till  thefe  be  approved 
by  the  feveral  provinces;  and  of  thefe  there  are  50  exemplars  only  printed,  for  the 
provinces  and  feveral  towns  of  Holland. 

'-  The  prince  of  Orange  is  gone  to  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Guelderland,  where 
and  at  Utrecht,  going  and  coming,  he  will  provide  by  his  prefence,  that  the  adions 
both  at  Dort  and  this  town,  as  well  concerning  cliurch  as  ftate,  will  be  approved ; 
which  otherwife  amongft  unfettled  heads  might  be  more  queftioned  than  may  ftand 
with  good  policy  at  this  time.  He  will  likewife  prepare  thefe  two  provinces  for  the 
■  defign  intended  in  expreffing  more  amply  the  union  of  Utrecht  in  the  points  touching 
religion.  At  his  return  he  will  find  about  the  end  of  next  week  the  ftates  of  Holland 
aflembled  to  give  perfection  to  all  affairs ;  and  tiien  we  Ihall  fee  what  they  will  do  with 
VoiiSTius  and  the  ring-leaders  of  the  remonftrants.

'  Leydenbergh's  body  being  yefterday  taken  down  from  the  gibbet  by  order  of 
-the  ftates,  at  requeft  of  his  friends,  and  buried  in  a  church-yard  at  Vurburgh  (a  vil- 
Jage  near  the  place  of  execution)  was  this  morning  digged  up  by  the  people  of  that 
place,  and  dragged  into  a  ditch,  where  it  yet  remains,  with  the  greater  concourfe  of 
people  to  fee  it  than  when  it  hung  up. 

*  In  the  lining  of  Barnevelt's  hangings  of  his  chamber  in  prifon  are  found  long 
•and  large  difcourfe,  which  he  intended  to  have  divulged  by  his  friends  touching  his 
iinnocency.  His  fervants  revealing  this  to  his  friends,  and  their  over-hafty  and  eager 
fuit  to  the  ftates  to  have  thofe  hangings  in  their  hands^  bred  the  fufpicion,  which  made 
this  difcovery. 

*  The  ftates  have  furniftied  the  Bohemian  agents  with  two  months  advance,  which 
is  100,000  florins ;  and  they  are  gone  to  carry  forward  their  fmall  levy  of  1 000  muficet- 
eerSj  for  which  they  fliall  have  a  ftrong  convoy. 

'  By  my  laft  difpatch  the  19th  of  this  prefent  your  honour  will  fee,  that  I  difpatched 
his  majefty's  commandments,  which  the  ftates  fent  me,  by  my  lord  of  Doncafter, 
without  attending  the  copy  of  his  majefty's  letters  to  their  affcmbly;  which  I  thought 
needlefs,  becaufe  1  had  the  copy  of  the  other  to  his  excellency,  which  I  conceived  to 
be  the  fame  in  fubftancei  and  I  framed  my  fpeech  accordingly.

*  Your  honour's  letters  of  the  6th  of  this  prefent,  which  gave  cover  to  a  pacKet  to- 
iny  lord  of  Doncafler,  came  to  my  hands  the  16th,  and  yefterday  I  fent  the  packet  to 
Bruflels,  where  it  is  like  to  find  my  lord,  if  it  overtake  him  not  at  Antwerp.  Your 
honour  will  have  underftood,  that  to  gain  time  he  comes  not  this  way;  fo  as  what  he 
had  in  charge,  I  have  delivered  to  the  ftates  and  his  excellency,  of  which  I  give  an 
account  ift,  the  paclcet  which  goeth  herewith  to  Mr.  fecretary  Calv.ert,  threugh-. 
whofe  hands  1  received  his  majefly's  commandment  to  this  purpofe, 

*  Since  my  lafl:  to  your  honour  of  the  1 2th  of  this  prefent,  the  bufinefs  of  the  pri— 
foners  is  ended,  and  the  judges  departed.  Musberghen,  upon  the  requeft  of  grace- 
and  mediation,  which  was  ufed  in  his  behalf,  was  remitted  by  the  judges  to  the  ftates. 
general;  and  by  them  it  is  ordered,  that  he  fhall  go  to-morrow  to  his  houfe  near 
Utrecht,  and  there  remain  under  guard  for  the  fpace  of  a  month,  to  difpofe  of  his 
afl^airs;  and  after  he  is  to  live  fix  years  in  exile  out  ot  the  United  Provinces,  binding 
his  lands  and  goods  for  his  good  demeanor  without  praftice  againft  this  ftate  during- 
his  exile,  and  paying  the  expence  of  his  imprifonment,  according  as  it  fhall  be  rated^ 
hj  the  ftates.

*  Touching  the  three  which  are  fled,  Utenbogard  hath  a  fentence  of  perpetual", 
banifhment  and  confifcation  of  all  his  goods.  Hanne  of  fifteen  years  banifliment  and: 
confifcation  of  half  his  goods.  Tresells  of  two  years  baniftiment,  and  2000  gilders-, 
fine. 

*  The  ftates  having  fentcertain  deputies  to  Dort  to  treat  about  the  difpofing  of  the- 
remonftrants,  which  yet  ftill  remain  there,  they  find  them  very  ftift'and  peremptory^, 
wherefoever  they  ftiall  have  their  abode,  tliat  they  will  preach  and  teach  without  con— 
troul  their  Arminian  doftrine ;  fo  as  the  ftates,  betvvrixt  their  defire  of  moderate  pro- 
ceedings, and  the  provocation  of  the  remonftrants,.  are  much  difturbed  what  to  do; 
and  unlefs.  they  proceed  to  the  .exemplary  punifhment  of  fomcj  to  which  they  do  not

with  the  charge  of  a  double  imprifonment,  the  former  being  yet  unpaid,  and  his

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caufe  hanging  in  two  courts  (which  is  the  provincial  council,  and  the  committee- 
council  of  FloUand)  which  makes  the  greater  difficulty,  by  reafon  of  the  many  hands, 
through  which  it  is  to  pais,  which  are  at  prefent  full  of  other  affairs.  Now  this  bearer 
having  no  order  for  difcourfing  of  any  money,,  his  prefence  here  may  be  very  well 
fparedj  for  when  I  fhall  get  Booth's  liberty  (which  I  doubt  not  but  to  obtain)  it  will 
be  expeded,  if  he  be  prefent,  that  he  fhould  difcliarge  his  debts,  and  pay  the  charges 
of  his  imprifonment.     Withal,  his  being  thereas  a  fuitor  for  him  nourilheth  a  jea- 
loufy,  as  if  there  were  more  ufe.  to  be  made  of  Boote,  than  I  conceive,  now  he  is  fo/ 
well  knov/n,  will  be  any  more  thought  of;  for  there  cannot  be  a  more  decried  com- 
panion than  he  is,  both  for  v/it  and  honefty :  and  therefore  I  account  it  my  ill  hap, 
that  he  cofts  me  as  much  pains  as  if  he  were  a  better  man :  But  he  hath  good  and  ho— 
neft  friends,  and  it  is  his  majefty's  fervice:  Wherefore  my  endeavours  fail  not,  and  1_ 
hope  before  long  to  give  your  honour  a  gpocL account  of  them...

'  The  deputies  of  the  Eaft-Indian  company  being  now  returned'into  England'to 
give  conclufion  to  the  bufinefs  of  their  conjunction  with  our  merchants,  I  would  not: 
omit  the  commodity  of  advertifing  your  honour  in  whatftate  we  ftand  here  at  this  pre- 
fent; not  unlike  to  the  fea,  which  remain^  fomewhat  unquiet  after  a  ftorm  be  pafl. 

'  At  Home,  Schonoven,  and  fome  other  towns  of  Holland,  the  Arminian§  in  confi-- 
derable  numbers  have  had,  thefelaft  Sundays  paft,  their  meetings- and  preachings,  with; 
public  profeffion  fo.  to  continue,  though  it  be  vv'ith  hazard  of  life  and  goods;  and  at 
Alcmaer  on  Sunday  laft  an  afferably  of  them  being  gathering  together  in  a  wood  ad- 
joining to  the  town,  and  colonel  Hynder&on  (who  doth  there  command  over  the 
extraordinary  troops  fent  thither  exprefsly  to  lupprefs  thefe  tumults)  going  thither  to 
accompany  the  ftates  deputies,  who  went  to- forbid  the  meeting,  was  affailed  by  the 
people  with  their  knives,  not  without  fome  danger  to  himfelf  and  the  deputies,  until 
a  troop  of  foldiers  came  up,  by  whom,  they  were  beaten  away,  but  Vv'ithout  blood. 
Thefe  occafious  do  make  the  ftates  of  Holland  bethink  themfelves,  and  to  refolve  of 
a  ftridl  placart  againft  fuch  alTemblies;  which  they  have  now  in  hand,  and  will  be 
roundly  put  in  execution.     For  howfoever  the  Arminians  alledge,  that  the  liberty  or 
this  country  in  matters  of  rel-igion  fhould  be  no  more  ftraitned  unto  them  than  unto- 
the  Lutherans  and  Anabaptifts,  who  have  their  meetings  and  preachings  by  public 
permiffion;  yet  it  is  not  fo  underftood  bytheftate;  firft,  in  regard  that  the- Luthe- 
rans and  Anabaptifbs  are  no  innovators,  but  began  and  continued  with  the  beginning 
and  increafe  of  this  ftate.    Next,  becaufe  they  have  been  always  content  to  live  peace- 
ably and  under  proteftion  of  this  ftate:  Whereas  the  Arminians  by  a  faftious  confpi- 
racy  did  aim  at  the  fovereignty.     Laftly,  becaufe  it  appears  by  the  new  levies  of  men 
here  in  Holland  and  Utrecht  made  by  the  ArminianSj  and  theirrigoraus  proceedings

acrainft  thofe  who  were  well-affe6led  in  religion,  their  end  was  to  breed  a  mutation 
both  in  church  and  ftate,  which  was  never  attempted  either  by  Lutherans  or  Ana-- 
baptifts.  It  was  yefterday  refolved  by  the  ftates  of  Holland,  that  Vorstius  fhould 
be  banifhed  this  province  within  the  fpace  of  five  weeks :  and  now  the  ftates  general 
are  in  hand  to  take  the  like  refolution  for  the  reft  of  the  United  Provinces. 

'  The  remonftrants,  which  are  at  Dort,  are  like  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  fame  man- 
ner, if  they  perfift  in  their  opiniatrety  (which  hitherto  they  do  very  obftinately)  of 
preaching  their  Arminian  do6tnne  wherefoever  tliey  ftaall  abide  :  and  to  this  pur- 
pofe  they  have  made  a  petition  unto  the  ftates,  that  they  may  go  to  their  feveral    v 
churches,  to  execute  their  fundlions;   alledging,  that  it.  is  againft  the  liberty  of  a  free- 
council  (as  the  ftates  will  have  that  of  Dort  underftood  to  be,  to  which  they  came, 
as  they  pretend,  under  fafe  conduft)  to  be  thus  long  reftrained,  as  they  have  been, 
in  that  town.     Three  of  them  are  more  moderate  than  the  reft;  fo  as  all  will  not  be: 
proceeded  with  alike;  but  the  chief,  I  believe,  will  be  baniflied.     Leydenbergh'S' 
body  was  once  more  buried  at  Vurburgh,  and  digged  up  again;  fo  as  there  was  no 
reft  for  him,  until  his  friends  bought  him  a  burying-place  in  a  poor  lazar-houfe  near 
this  town;  and  no  marvel,  if  he,  that  had  no  compaffion  over  his  own  carcafs,  found-, 
fo  little  in  others. 

*■  We  have  been  here  long  in  expe£lation  how  the  proceedings  irr  this  ftate  abou!:: 
Barnevelt  would  be  underftood  in   France.     In  conclufion  here  are  come  letters^ 
from  the  ftates  embalTador,  monf.  Langerack,  which  fay,  that  he  having  acquainted.', 
the  king  and  council  with  Barnevelt's  fentence  and  execution,  at  firft  they  feemed 
to  find  It  ftrange,  that  no  greater  refpeft  fhould  be  borne  that  king's  recommendation, 
in  the  behalf  of  one,  who  had  always  done  fo  good  offices  betwixt  that  crown  and  this> 
ftatei  but  afterwards  upon  better  weighing  the  matters  they  declared  themfelves  to 
be  well  fatisfied:   and  for  monf.  du  IMaurier,  that  fuch  order  fhould  be  fent  him,^ 
as  ftiould  give  this  ftate  better  contentment.     On  the  other  fide,  here  is  a  writing 
fpread  in  this  town  by  monf.  du  Maurier  of  a  contrary  kind ;   as  your  honour  will- 
fee  by  the  copy  thereof  which  goeth  herewith :  but  this  the  ftates  are  content  to  per- 
lliade  themfelves  to  be  dropt  from  his  new  pen.    Count  Henry  parted  yefterday  upon 
a  fudden  refolution  tov/ards  France  by  poft,  with  a  train  of  four-and-twenty  gentlemen 
and  others,  as  fent  by  his  brother  the  prince  of  Orange  to  fettle  his  nephew  Dow 
Emanuel,  eldeft  fon  to  the  prince  of  Portugal,  in  the  government  of  Orange,  in  place 
of  one  captain  Crousse,  who  was  there  left  governor  to  the  late  prince;  he  being 
willing  to  leave  the  government,  and  to  refume  his  charge  at  Dieft  in  Brabant,  of 
which  he  is  droflart  or  bailiff,  under  the  prince.     I  do  not  find, 'that  count  Henry 
hath  any  commiffion  from  the  ftates,  in  his  paftage  by  the  archduke,  or  the  French 
king's  court,  to  treat  any  thing;  only  he  hath  permiffion  from  them,  if  he  find  it 
expefted,  to  perform  vifits  and  compliments  in  both  places.     From  the  prince  of 
Orange  he  hath  exprefs  letters  to  the  French  king,  and  order  to  negotiate  a  more  fa- 
vourable proceeding  in  that  which  belongs  to  his  fovereignty  of  Orange,  than  he  hatli 
hitherto  found  fince  his  brother's  death,  and  a  better  interpretation  of  his.  adlions  here 
in  this  ftate,  than  hath  been  made  of  late  days  in  that  court.. 

*  Our  laft  letters  out  of  Germany  bring  news  of  a  defeat  given  the  count  Mans- 
field's regiment  by  the  count  of  Bucquoy  near  Budweys   by  a  c^mifado  uponci

'  My  laft  to  your  honour  were  of  the  i8th  of  this  prefent  by  the  ordinary  of  the 
Hague,  v/ho  attended  the  Eaft-Indian  merchants ;  fince  which  time  the  winds  have 
been  fo  contrary,  that  I  believe  they  are  ftill  on  this  fide  the  feas :  and  now  conceiv- 
ing, that  their  laufinefs  will  not  end  the  treaty  with  the  ftates  commiffioners,  but  thac 
his  majefty  may  think  fit  to  take  fome  courfe  likewife  in  other  points  which  are  in 
difference  betwixt  us,  amongft  which  the  inhancement  of  ^old  and  fiiver  in  thefe  pro- 
vinces 
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vinces  is  not  of  the  leaft  confideration,  I  have  thought  fit  to  fend  your  honour  a  wri- 
ting concerning  that  lubjeClj  which  is  the  3.dvice  of  the  geiieraux  des  monnoyes  to  the 
ftates  here;  of  which  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  make  that  ufe,  which  may  be  beft  for 
his  majefty's  fervice,  without  difcovering  the  writing  itfclf ;  which  I  have  recovered 
by  means  of  one  of  the  generals  themfelves;  and  he  will  receive  much  reproof,  if  it 
lliould  be  known  to  the  ilates. 

*  The  Urates  placart  ofthe  13th  of  February  laft,  N.  S.  by  which  there  was  a  regle- 
ment  of  coins  ordained  until  the  lail  of  May  next  following,  with  promife  at  that  time 
to  make  another  abalTement  more  proportionable  to  the  ftates  of  his  majefty's  coins,, 
and  others,  which  are  here  current,  is  for  the  fecond  valuation  fufpended  unto  thelaft. 
of  the  next  month,  and  is  likely  not  only  fo  to  continue,  but,  unlefs  fome  good  order  be- 
taken therein,  to  return  to  the  wonted  extremiity;  which  will  be  a  caufe  of  continual 
tranfporting  gold  and  filver  out  of  his  majefty's  kingdoms,,  without  any  poffibility  ta; 
remedy  the  inconvemence. 

'  I  fend  your  honour  herewith  a  tranftate  of  the  fentence  of  the  banifhment  againft: 
the  citati  remonftrants  at  the  fynod  of  Dort;  who  having  been  called  fome  days  fince- 
firom  Dort  to  this  place,  and  often  convented  before  the  ftates  general  both  jointly 
and  feverally,  where  all  manner  of  inducements  were  ufed  unto  them  to  move  them  to 
live  peaceably  in  thefe  provdnees,  and  enjoy  the  liberty  of  their  own  confciences  ta.i 
themfelves,  without  preaching  or  teaching  their  Arminian  doftrine,  they  .11  remained; 
obdurate,  Henricus  Leo  of  Bommel  only  excepted,  who  fubmitted.  himfelf^  ani 
was  therefore  diftnifled  freely, 

'  Againft  the  reft  the  fentence  of  banifhment  was  put  into  execution- this  morning^,, 
they  being  fent  away  in  waggons  provided  by  the  ftates,  with  their  w-ives  and  chil- 
dren, attended  by  public  mellengers,  towards  fuch  place  out  of  the  ftate,  as  they  re- 
quired to  be  rendered  in ;  every  one  of  them  having  fifty  florins  of  the  ftate  by  way  of" 
viaticum.  Eleven  of  them  go  to  the  barony  of  Baldwick  in  Lang-ftraet,  near  Huef— 
den  in  Brabant,,  from  whence  they  will  quicldy  meet.  with.  Utenbogard  and  Gre..-- 
viNCHQvius,  wlio  have  taken  a  houfe  together  at  Antwerp,,  Goswinus  and  Matthi- 
sius  of  Campen  go  to  the  county  of  Benthem,  whither  Vorstius  intends  likewife  to- 
return.  Bernerus  Vesekius  of  Tiel  goeth  to  Cleve..  The  reft  of  their  names  your,' 
honour  will  find  in  the  fentence ;  and  that  they  intend  to  befiege  this  ftate,  as  the- 
Jefuits  do  Venice  at  Ferrara,  and  other  places  adjoining,  ever  fince  their  banifhrnent:. 
from  thence.-  And  indeed  the  manner  of  thefe  men  doth  little  differ  from  the  Jefuits  j.< 
for  the  minifters  of  their,  party  go  in  fecular' habit  with  coloured  clokesand  deaths,;, 
and  weapons  by  their  fides,  from  place  to  place,  where  they  find  any  people  at  their 
devotion.  And  at  Home,  Sclionoven,  and  fome  other  places,,  they  preach  as  yet  in; 
gardens  and  woods- adjoining  to  thofe  towns  :  but,  as  I  advertifed  your  lionour  in  my/ 
iaft,  there  is  a  placart  made  and  printed,  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  againll  thefe.  afTem-- 
blies,.  the  publication  and  execution  whereof  is  fufpended  until,  the  canons:  of  the- 
^'nod  be  in  readinefs,,  which  have  ftaid  the  approbation  ofthe  feverai  provinces  ;  and. 
that  being  now  come  with  a  fuii  agreation,  we  fhall  have  all  in  perfefl  form  by  Tuef-- 
day,  or.  Wednefday  next  at  thefarcheft.     Mean-time  thaorder  of  the  church .fet-down 
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by  the  provincials  after  tlie  departure  of  the  exteri  from  the  fynod  is  accepted  and 
ratified  by  the  flates  of  Holland}  but  in  other  provinces  it  meets  with  many 
.difficulties. 

■'  The  defeat  of  the  count  Mansfield's  regiment  nearBudweys  (of  which  I  made 
inention  in  my  laft)  is  fo  much  m.agnified  by  the  Jujiriaci,  and  extenuated  by  the 
Bohemians,  that  we  have  no  greater  certainty  betwixt  both,  than  to  make  this  judg- 
ment, that  it  is  neither  fo  great  as  the  one,  nor  fo  little  as  the  other  will  make  it. 
The  Bohemians  require  of  this  flate  a  new  fupply  of  money  to  the"  value  of  300,000 
or  400,000  florins;  Vv'hich  will  not  be  granted,  but  the  monthly  contribution  (of 
-which  I  have  formerly  written)  is  like  to  be  continued.  They  likewife  defire  the 
flates  would  fend  fome  deputies,  to  meet  fuch  of  Auftria,  Moravia,  Hungary,  and 
other  places,  as  they  now  expeft  at  Prague}  to  which  no  ear  is  here  given. 

*  We  hear,  that  count  Henry  going  pofb  from  BruflTels  received  a  hurt  near  that 
town  with  a  fall  of  his  horfe,  fo  as  he  continues  his  joun^ey  in  coach.  Here  was  fo  hot  a 
fpeech,  that  the  prince  of  Orange,  at  his  laft  being  in  Guelderland,  would  bring  a  wif6 
from  Cleve  (the  daughter  of  the  marquis  of  Brandenburg)  that  I  believe  the  noife 
thereof  is  gone  over  the  feas ;  but  there  was  no  ground  for  that  rumour,  fave  only, 
that  formerly  there  had  been  fome  fpeech  to  that  purpofe  amongft  friends.  The  lady 
-was  not  at  Cleve,  neither  did  the  prince  her  brother  nor  his  excellency  fee  each  other. 

'  I  fend  your  honour  the  Latin  tranflations  of  the  fentences  of  Hogerbets  and 
Grotius,  added  to  thofe  you  had  formerly  of  Barnevelt  and  Leydenberg.  So

Upon  his  endeavours  to  procure  reparation  of  damages  to  be  made  by  the  ftates, 
in  confequence  of  the  reftitution  of  the  fnip  African  of  London  and  goods ;  and  that 
he  had  procured,  after  many  difficulties,  800/.  fterling,  to  be  allowed  the  owners  and 
merchants,  befides  the  monies  belonging  to  the  fhip,  which  were  left  in  the  hands  of 
the  admiralty  of  Rotterdam. 

*  I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflate  of  the  ftates  placart  againft  the  Arminian  affem- 
Hies;  to  which  this  laft  Sunday  they  came  at  Schonoven  and  other  places  armed  with 
half-pikes  and  other  weapons ;  fo  as  the  extremity,  to  which  they  are  grown,  requires 
a  more  prefent  remedy :  and  this  placart,  with  the  canons,  and  other  pieces,  for  the 
fatisfaftion  of  the  people,  will  be  all  publiftied  this  week,  and  ftriftly  put  in 
execution.'

'  R'.  Hon'='=- 

-'  I  fent  your  honour,  the  29th  of  the  laft,  a  tranflate  of  the  ftates  placart  againft  the 
Arminian  aflemblies,  which  was  publiftied  in  moft  of  the  towns  of  Holland  on  Thurf- 

day, 
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day,  Friday  and  Saturday  laft;  and  obeyed  the  Sunday  following  in  moft  places: 
But  at  Alcmaer  the  Arminians  met  as  formerly,  without  the  town,  where  they  had  a 
fermon.  At  Schonoven  they  affembled  likewife  at  a  place  called  Nieuport  in  the 
barony  of  Lichfield  on  the  other  fide  of  the  water,  but  were  hindered  from  preaching 
by  the  magiflrates.  At  Rotterdam  they  affembled  in  the  morning  in  a  retired  corner 
of  the  town,  where  the  magiflrates  coming,  and  only  taking  note  of  thofe  which 
were  prefent,  without  further  interrupting  them,  they  toolc  the  boldnefs  in  the  after- 
noon to  meet  in  one  of  the  chief  ftreets,  where  a  preacher  attired  in  colours,  with  a 
broad  gold-hatband,  and  other  accoutrements  like  a  mountebank,  was  raifed  up  upon 
a  board  fet  betwixt  a  barrel  and  a  fhop-window,  and  of  each  fide  of  him  an  elder  of 
their  church,  like  two  zanies;  where  he  beginning  to  preach,  and  being  interrupted 
bv  the  magiflrates,  accompanied  with  the  governor  of  the  garrifon  and  fome  foldiers 
in  arms,  there  was  fome  fmall  confufion  by  the  people,  men  and  women,  who  pre- 
fented  their  naked  brealls  to  the  foldiers,  as  if  they  had  been  ambitious  of  a  conceited 
martyrdom.  Mean  while  the  preacher  and  his  two  companions  efcaped,  having  quickly 
nipt  off  their  difguife :  and  it  is  faid,  that  he  in  burghers  apparel  was  one  of  thofe, 
though  as  then  unknown,  who  flood  reafoning  and  difcourfing  with  the  magiflrates. 
This  boldnefs  in  that  town  is  much  nourifhed  by  the  admiralty,  whereof  the  under- 
ofEcers  and  dependents  are  mofl  Arminians ;  in  which  regard  the  ftates  have  now 
-written  their  exprefs  letters  to  have  all  fuch  as  do  receive  flipend  from  the  flate, 
and  are  noted  Arminians,  to  be  deported  from  their  charges,  unlefs  they  prefently 
fubmit  themfelves,  with  order  to  receive  none  hereafter  into  thofe  places,  but  fuch 
as  are  known  to  be  well-afFe6ted  perfons.  The  like  letters  are  in  hand  to  be  fent  to 
the  other  admiralties,  in  regard  thefe  feamen  are  mofl  outrageous,  and  foonefl  moved 
by  the  Arminian  preachers,  whofe  fermons  tend  only  to  fedition. 

'  On  Monday  lafl  enquiry  being  made  at  Schonoven  after  thofe  who  met  the  day 
^before  at  Nieuport,  by  the  magiflrates  of  the  towi5,  and  one  man  laid  hold  of  as  a 
ring-leader,  the  reft  of  the  Arminians  endeavoured  by  force  to  rsleafe  him;  and  they 
being  refifted  by  the  garrifon  of  the  town,  one  of  them  was  in  that  tumult  flain  with  a 
-fhot,  and  two  others  hurt.  This  raifeth  great  noife  amongft  thefe  people,  always  ac- 
cuftomed  to  an  unbridled  liberty;  but  the  ftates  and  the  prince  of  Orange  are  fenfible 
of  the  danger  in  putting  at  this  time  and  in  this  occafion  rumores  anie/alutem;  fo  as 
they  go  roundly  and  refolutely  through  the  bufinefs,  having  this  laft  week  banifhed 
feven  of  thofe  Arminian  minifters,  who  made  the  anti-fynod  at  Rotterdam,  according 
as  your  honour  will  fee  by  the  tranflate  of  the  fentence,  which  was  put  in  execution 
Saturday  laft,  when  they  were  fent  away  by  four  of  the  clock  in  the  morning,  where- 
-  by  to  avoid  confufion  of  the  people.  They  are  gone  to  the  fame  place  at  Langftraet 
-in  Brabant,  where  the  fourteen  £itati  remonflrants  do  remain,  of  whom,  we  hear, 
that  fome  of  them  in  the  name  of  the  .reft  prefenting  themfelves  to  the  bilhop  of  Boifle- 
■duc,  who  hath  jurifdiftion  over  Langftraet,  they  defired  licenfe  to  live  in  that  place 
■with  freedom  of  confcience,  and  to  give  entertainment  to  fuch  of  their  faction,  as 
fhould  have  recourfe  unto  them  out  of  thefe  parts;  to  which  anfwer  was  made,  that 
-fo  they  would  live  there  as  private  perfons,  without  preaching  or  teaching,  or  giving 
any  fcandal,  they  fhould  not  be  molefted  :  wherewith  they  feemed  to  par|:  fatisfied, 
though  this  was  no  more  than  here  was  offered  by  the  ftates;  which  if  they  had  ac- 
ceptedj  they  might  here  have  remained  likefo  many  fire-brands  in  this  country.    But

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God  hath  his  hand  in  this  caufe,  which  hath  appeared  in  many  the  like  occurrences 
fince  the  beginning  of  thefe  troubles,     ^os  vult  perdere,  ■prius  dementat. 

*  One  of  thefe  banditti  ftole  over  on  Sunday  laft  to  Bommel  in  adifguifed  habit, 
where  he  preached  to  an  affembly  of  Arminians:  and  though  they  do  this  with  much 
confidence,  in  opinion,  that  if  they  fhould  be  taken,  they  fhall  only  be  punifhed,  ac- 
cording to  theufe  of  this  country,  in  the  purfe,  or  with  imprilbnmentj  I  find  there  is 
another  refolution  taken,  which  is  to  fend  the  firft,  who  fball  be  lighted  upon,  to  the 
Tucht-houfe  at  Amfterdam,  which  is  like  Bridewell ;  or  if  he  be  convifted  of  any 
farther  confpiracy,  to  hang  him  up  in  his  mafcura  as  perturbateur  du  repos  puhlique. 

'  The  bifhop  of  Boifleduc  inquired  particularly  after  Episcopius,  who  was  one  of 
thofe  who  was  prefent  with  him ;  and  for  his  fake,  who,  he  faid,  was  known  to  him. 
by  his  writings,  invited  them  all  to  dinner. 

*  I  have  been  defired  by  the  magiftrates  of  Rotterdam,  who  employed'  one  of  their 
number  exprefsly  to  me,  to  move  the  ftates  of  Holland,  that  there  may  be  a  preacher 
entertained  by  public  ftipend  for  the  Englifh  and  Scottilh  inhabitants  in  that  tdwn,^ 
which  are  many  families.  This  was  a  thing  much  fued  for  by  Mr.  fecretary  Win- 
wood,  when  he  was  in  their  charge;  and  once  moved  by  myfeif  at  my  comino- 
hither,  but  was  then  always  croft  by  Barnevelt's  brother  and  Grotius,  penfionaries 
of  that  town,  and  by  the  reft  of  the  magiftrates.  Now  to  have  this  matter  fued  for 
by  the  magiftrates  themfelves,  and  by  my  means,  as  his  majefty's-  minifter,  is  one 
good  efFeft,  amongft  many  others,  of  thefe  mutations.. 

*  The  ftates  have  this  laft  week  deprived  abfolutely  Barnevelt's  younger  fon  of  the 
government  of  Bergen-op-zoom ;  from  which  he  remained  hitherto  only  as  fufpended ; 
and  have  given  the  fame  by  commifTion  to  Monf.  Rjoven,  who  was  placed  there  by 
provifion.     His  troop  of  horfe  is  likewife  taken  from  him,  and  given  to  his  lieutenant. 

'  Here  is  a  gentleman  come  from  the  prince  Palatine  to  defire  of  the  ftates  liberty 
to  raife  a  company  of  200  foot  for  his  highnefs's  guard,  requiring  for  this  purpofe  two 
out  of  every  company  in  thefe  provinces,  or  fo  far  as  may  arrive  to  this  number.  The 
levy  is  not  denied  himj  but  the  taking  men  out  of  the  ftates  companies  is  ftuck  upon  as 
prejudicial  to  their  own  fervice. 

'  Here  are  letters  come  this  week  from  the  princes  of  the  union,  which  advertife 
their  intention  to  put  themfelves  generally  in  arms  upon  occafion  of  the  prefent  trou- 
bles of  Germany  and  Bohemia;  which  they  judge  tend  to  the  prejudice  of  their  religion 
and  liberties:  and  therewithal  they  fummon  the  ftates  to  the  furnifhing  of  fuchfuc- 
cours,  as  they  are  obliged  unto  by  the  treaty  of  the  union;  requiring  them  to  have, 
their  men  in  readinefs  at  Rees  [Reyfe]  and  Emerick,  whereby  to  be  nearer  at  hand 
againft  fuch  time  as  they  fhall  be  fent  for.  What  refolution  fhall  be  taken  hereupon,  I 
will  fpeedily  advertiie  his  majefty.    And  thus  for  the  prefent  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

*  I  have  detained  the  difpatch,  which  this  doth  accompany,  in  opinion  to  be  able  by 
the  fame  commodity  to  advertife  his  majefty  of  the  ftates  refolution  touching  the 
demand  of  the  princes  of  the  union,  which  they  have  not  hitherto  taken:  but  I  per- 
ceive their  purpofe  is  to  make  anfwer  to  this  effect ;  that  if  they  find  the  princes  to  be 
aflually  afTailed,  they  will  be  ready  with  their  fuccours:  or,  if  Spinola  (as  the  voice 
goeth)  fhould  march  with  his  troops  to  Francfort,  they  will  then  give  them  fuch 
affiftance,  as  the  princes  fhall  require :  otherwife  the  archduke's  army  remaining  here 
intire,  they  judge  it  no  wiiiJom  to  difmember  theirs.  The  reft  of  the  anfwer  will  con- 
fift  of  good  words  and  encouragements  j  it  being  very  welcome  news  hither,  that  the 
princes  arm ;  though  the  opportunity  of  doing  much  good  thereby  is  thought  to  be 
paft,  in  that  they  gave  fuch  free  paflage  to  the  Spanifli  troops  without  any  demon- 
ftration  to  the  contrary. 

'  Here  hath  been  a  treaty  long  in  driving  betwixt  the  commonwealth  of  Venice 
and  this  ftate;  wherein  Venice  hath  fignified  hither  a  defire  to  enter  into  fome 
more  ftrid  terms  of  amity;  which  all  the  provinces  have  at  length  yielded  confent  to 
give  ear  unto;  and  this  day  the  ftates  call  the  Venetian  refident  to  them  to  demand  of 
him  whether  he  hath  power  to  treat ;  which,  for  aught  I  can  perceive,  he  hath  not, 
though  he  hath  formerly  caft  out  fome  words  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  which  have 
bred  a  belief  he  hath  fuch  power.  Of  this  I  ftiali  advertife  his  majefty  more  at  large 
by  my  next. 

'  I  have  feen,  within  thefe  two  days,  a  certain  Scottifti  book,  called  Perth  AJfembly^ 
written  with  much  fcorn  and  reproach  of  the  proceeding  in  that  kingdom  concerning 
the  affairs  of  the  church.  It  is  without  name  either  of  author  or  printer;  but  I  am 
informed  it  is  printed  by  a  certain  Englifh  Brownift  of  Leyden,  as  are  moft  of  the 
puritan  books  fent  over  of  late  days  into  England :  which  being  direftly  againft  an 
exprefs  placart  of  the  ftates  general,  which  was  publifli-ed  in  December  laft,  I  intend 
(when  I  have  more  particular  knowledge  of  the  printer)  to  make  complaint  thereof, 
conceiving  that  his  majefty  will  not  diflike  I  fhould  fo  do.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
leave,  .&c. 

"•  P.  S.  My  lord  Lifle  is  newly  come  hither  from  my  lord  of  Doncafter  (whom  he  left 
in  the  duke  of  Bavaria's  country)  in  his  way  for  England,  purpofing  to  go  from 
hence  within  a  day  or  two.  He  faith,  my  lord  of  Doncafter  doth  attend  the  coming 
of  king  Ferdinand  towards  Francfort  at  Sakzburgh.'

*  By  letters  of  the  14th  and  17th  of  this  prefent  by  Marten  the  poft,  of  which  I 
fent  the  duplicates  by  my  lord  Lifle  the  1  8ch,  I  advertifed  your  honour  of  all  we  had- 
worth  his  majefty's  knowledge;  and  withal  I  fcnt  your  honour  a  book  intitled  Perth. 
Jffemblyy  of  which  finding  many  copies  difperfed  at  Leyden,  and  from  thence  fome 
fent  into  England,  I  had  reafon  to  fufpe<5l  it  was  printed  in  that  town :  but  upon; 
more  particular  enquiry  do  reft  fomewhat  doubtful ;  yet  in  fearch  after  that  book,  I 
believe  I  have  difcovered  the  printer  of  another,  De  Regimine  Ecclefia  Scotica7ta,  which 
his  majefty  was  informed  to  be  done  in  Middleburgh;  and  that  is  one  William, 
Brewster,  a  Brownift,  who  hath  been  for  fome  years  an  inhabitant  and  printer  at 
Leyden,  but  is  now  within  thefe  three  weeks  removed  from  thence,  and  gone  back  to 
dwell  in  London,  where  he  may  be  found  out  and  examined,  not  only  of  this  book  De 
Regimine  Ecclejia  Scoticana,  but  likewife  of  Perth  Affembly,^  of  which  if  he  was  not  the- 
printer  himfelf,  he  afluredly  knows  both  the  printer  and  author:  for,  as  I  am  in- 
formed, he  hath  had,  whilft  he  remained  here,  his  hand  in  all  fuch  books  as  have 
been  fent  over  into  England  and  Scotland  ;  as  particularly  a  book  in  folio,  intitled^, 
A  Confutation  of  the  Rhemijis  Tranflation,  GloJJ'es  and  Annotations  on  the  New  'Tejiamenty 
anno  1618,  wasprinted  by  him:  fo  was  another  in  decimo  fexto,  De  vera  ^  genuind 
Jesu  Christi  Dotnijii  tf  Salvatoris  nofiri  Religione,  of  which  I  fend  your  honour 
herewith  the  title-page:  and  if  you  will  compare  that,  which  is  underlined  therein, 
•with  the  other  De  Regimine  Ecclefix  Scoticana  (of  which  I  fend  your  honour  the  title- 
page  likewife)  you  will  find  it  is  the  fame  character ;  and  the  one  being  confefled  (as 
that  De  vera  (^  genuind  Jesv  Christi,  &c.  Religione,  Brewster  doth  openly  avow) 
the  other  cannot  well  be  denied.  This  I  thought  fit,  for  his  majefty's  fervice,  to  ad-- 
vertife  your  honour.  , 

*  It  falls  out  in  thefe  towns  of  Holland  that  Sunday,  which  is  elfewherethe  day  o£ 
reft,  proves  the  day,  as  always  of  labour  (for  they  never  knew  yet  how  to  obferve 
the  fabbath)  fo  now  of  trouble  and  confufion:  for  on  Sunday  laft  at  Alcmaer,  the 
Arminians  being  affembled  in  the  afternoon  in  the  market-place,  and  there  beginning 
to  fing.pfalms,  the  magiftrates,  with  the  help  of  the  foldiers  there  in  garrifon,  went  to 
difmifs  the  aflembly,  but  were  entertained  with  throwing  of  ftones,.  which  the  people 
had  provided  for  that  purpofe,  until  the  foldiers  were  forced  to  let  fly  fome  few  fhot 
amongft  them  :  and  to  aflail  them  with  pikes ;  whereby  one  of  them  was  flain,  and 
divers  hurt;  who  after  they  were  drefled  in  the  next  houfes,  were  carried  in  bar- 
rows by  the  Arminians  crofs  the  market-place,  and  there  fet  down  for  a  while j 
where  fome  of  them  made  fpeeches  over  the  hurt  bodies,  to  move  the  people  to  fedi- 
tion ;  but  a  contrary  efFed  did  follow^  which  was  a  fear  to  expofe  themfelves  to  the 
like  danger, 

'  At 
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*  At  the  Brill  the  whole  party  of  the  Arminians  went  out  of  the  town  to  afermon  on 
Sunday  laft ;  againft  which  no  refiftance  was  made  by  the  magiflrates :  but  when  they 
fought  to  teturn,  they  were  not  permitted  to  enter  into  the  town  without  fatisfying 
the  penalty  fet  down  by  the  ftates  placart ;  which  hath  been  performed  by  many  ;  and 
fome  not  able  or  not  willing  to  do  the  like  are  as  yet  kept  ouc  of  the  gates. 

*  There  is  a  great  good  effect  followed  upon  the  ftates  letters  to  the  admiralties,  of 
which  my  laft  made  mention:  divers  men  and  women  having  fubmitted  themfelves^ 
and  craved  pardon.  The  letters  extend  fo  far,  that  no  one,  either  officer  of  the  ad- 
miralties, or  fuch  as  make  deliverances  (that  is,  which  f urnifti  the  fliipping  with  viiftual, 
munition,  cordage,  or  other  equipage)  fliall  be  any  longer  entertained  in  the  fervice  of 
the  ftate,  if  they  be  noted  difobedient  to  the  ftates  decrees  in  thele  church-caufesi  in.. 
which  all,  which  belong  to  the  Eaft-Indian  company,,  are  likewife  comprifed. 

'  At  the  provincial  fynod,  now  held  at  Leyden,  there  are  ten  minifters  of  thofe  of" 
South-Holland  filenced  and  deported  for  Arminianifm,  and  thirty  others  called,  who- 
will  be  in  the  fame  condition,  unlefs  they  fliew  themfelves  more  moderate.  The 
whole  college  of  divines  in  the  univerfity  of  Leyden,  which  received  ftipend  of  this 
province  of  Holland,  is  difmifled,  as  well  regent  and  fubregent  as  ftudents.  For  re- 
gent and  fubregent  Festus  and  Sinapair  are  chofen,  both  learned  and  well-affeded 
perfons;  and  for  ftudents,  none  hereafter  are  to  be  admitted  but  fuch  as  bring  at- 
teftation  of  their  life  and  dodrine  from  orthodox  paftors  and  teachers,  under  whom 
they  have  had  their  education.  The  profeflbrs  have  time  to  bethink  themfelves  of 
giving  the  ftates  fatisfaflion,,  or  feekirig  another  condition,  until  the  29th  of  this 
prefent. 

^'  There  is  hitherto  no  anfwer  made  by  the  ftates  unto  the  letters  of  the  princes  of 
the  union,  of  which  I  fent  your  honour  a  tranflate  by  m.y  laft ;  and  I  believe  the  delay 
proceeds  out  of  a  defire,  firft  to  underftand  how  his  majefty  is  difpofed  in  the  fame 
bufinefs;  the  ftates  prefuppofing,,  that  the  princes  of  the  union  have  written  to  his 
majefty  to  the  fame  effed. 

'  There  hath  been  a  treaty  long  entertained  betwixt  the  captains  of  the  ftates  fhips 
of  war  in  the  Mediterranean,,  and  the  pirates  at  Algierj  of  which  a  pro^jeft  is  now  at 
length  fent  hither  to  the  ftates,  and  thereby  is  contradted,  that  the  ftates  fhips  are 
not  to  moleft  the  pirates,  nor  the  pirates  the  merchants  of  thefe  provinces,  but  obferve 
with  them  the  fame  agreement  in  atl  points,  which  is  contrafted  betwixt  this  ftate 
and  the  grand  fignor.  There  is  a  queftion  ftill  remains  concerning  hoftages.on  the 
pirates  fide,  as  likewife  reftitution  of  fuch  prifoners,  fubjefts'  of  thele  provinces,  as 
■  the  pirates  have  taken  fince  their  laft  treaty  >  which  (with  other  fuch  accidents  as 
arrive  daily)  is  fufficient  to  interrupt  this,  treaty,  though  it  were  in  greater  for- 
wardnefs. 

*  The  Venetian  refident  hath  been  fince  my  laft  often  in  audience  with  the  ftates 
general  touching  the  treaty  betwixt  them  and  his  mafters;  which  grows  now  to  that 
ripenefs,  that  they  are  digefting  certain  articles  to  fend  to  Venice ;  which  will  be  ready 
for  the  next  ordinary.:;  and  this  manner  of  ^roct&diag  fenza  J}rej>ifo  is.  much  more  likely 

to. 
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to  take  place,  than  if  the  bufinefs  fhould  be  negotiated  by  any  public  minifter  from 
hsnce,  which  could  raife  much  oppofition, 

'^  There  are  at  this  prefent  at  Sluce  in  Flanders  three  commiflaries  for  this  ftate, 
^ho  exped  as  many  either  there  or  at  Ardenbergh  from  the  archduke,  to  treat  con- 
cerning the  flaying  of  certain  rents  by  way  of  reprifal,  which  have  been  for  fome 
months  paft  detained  on  both  fides.  This  matter  hath  been  artificially  managed  on 
the  archduke's  fide,  whafe  defire  was  (as  it  is  here  fufpefted)  to  draw  fome  men  of 
quality  in  employment  from  hence  about  their  bufinefs,  and  to  make  this  as  an  entry 
into  further  treaty  about  renewing  the  truce ;  which  the  ftates  could  not  be  drawn 
unto,  and  therefore  have  feat  men  of  mean  condition,  and  with  very  ftrid  and  limited 
commiflion. 

*  The  reafons  of  not  hearkening  haftily  to  any  overture  of  renewing  the  truce  are 
firfl:  a  defire  to  gain  time,  whereby  to  fettle  their  afi^airs  in  thefe  provinces  j  and  next 
a  hope,  that  the  French  king  with  years  may  gain  experience,  and  embrace  the  pro- 
teftion  of  this  ftate.  In  oppofition  of  the  Spanilh  greatnefs,  upon  thofe  grounds  and 
maxims  the  king  his  father  did. 

'  There  is  now  upon  the  Rhine  a  fubjeft  of  fome  difference  betwixt  the  ftates  and 
the  duke  of  Newburgh,  as  well  in  the  quarrel  of  Brandenburgh,  as  for  their  own  in- 
iCereft ;  the  duke  of  Newburgh  having  begun  a  novelty  in  taking  a  certain  toll  of  fuch 
ihips  as  pafs  upon  the  Rhine  at  Wefel  and  Burick,  which  in  the  time,  and  fince  the 
death,  of  the  laft  duke  of  Cleves,  hath  been  always  paid  at  Rees  :  and  this  is  not  only 
prejudicial  to  the  duke  of  Brandenburgh,  but  likewife  to  the  ftates,  by  incommodating 
the  trafHc  betwixt  Germany  and  thefe  provinces :  whereupon  they  have  written  fharp 
letters  to  the  duke  of  Newburgh,  or  his  council  at  Dufieldorp,  by  which  they  require, 
either  to  have  this  inconvenience  fpeedily  remedied,  or  elfe  threaten  to  take  reparation 
by  land  of  fuch  wrong,  as  is  there  done  upon  the  water. 

'  Here  hath  been  this  week  paft  certain  deputies  both  from  the  count  and  county 
of  Eaft-Friefiand,  to  complain  of  the  rigour  of  the  ftates  deputies,  who  are  now  in 
thefe  parts  treating  agreement  betwixt  the  count  and  the  town  of  Embden,  they  hav- 
ing fummoned  the  country  by  a  printed  piacart  publifhed  by  two  of  the  flates  trum- 
pets to  the  payment  of  certain  contributions,  upon  penalty,  in  cafe  of  refufal,  of  being 
over-run  by  the  ftates  troops  both  horfe  and  foot;  the  execution  whereof  is  ftayed, 
and  fuch  order  given  by  the  ftates  in  the  points  in  difference  betwixt  the  count  and 
the  town,  that  his  deputies  and  thofe  of  the  country  are  returned  very  well  fatisfied. 
I  had  exprefs  letters  from  the  count  to  further  his  affairsj  wherein  his  deputies  will  ac- 
knowledge to  have  been  well  afTifted  by  his  majefty's  authority.  Thus  I  humbly 
take  leave,  &c.

'  The  ftates  commiffioners  and  the  deputies  of  the  Eaft-Indian  merchants  returned 
into  thefe  parts  out  of  .England  the  24th  of  the  laft.     The  merchants,  after  their 
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landing,  went  every  man  to  their  feveral  homes  without  appearing  in  this  place. 
Liens,  one  of  the  commiffioners,  took  Zealand  in  his  way  hither,  under  pretence  of 
whofe  abfence  the  report  of  their  negotiation  was  deferred  until  Saturday  laft,  when 
he  being  come,  it  was  performed  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general,  where  the 
prince  of  Orange  and  count  William  were  prefent;  and  therein  they  acquitted  them- 
lelves  well  and  thankfully  towards  his  majefty  in  the  relation  of  his  princely  ufage  of 
them  during  the  whole  time  of  their  abode  in  England,  and  of  his  care  in  conferving 
the  amity  betwixt  the  crowns  and  thofe  provinces,  by  fuppreffing  by  his  authority  the 
difputes  and  difficulties,  which  have  been  long  nouriflied  betwixt  us  ;  wherein  they 
faid  they  found  in  conclufion  a  good  correfpondence  both  with  the  lords  of  the  council 
in  general  and  thofe  in  particular  wuth  whom  they  have  to  treat;  though  in  the  be- 
ginning and  progrefs  of  the  bufinefs,  tiiey  were  encountered  with  many  oppofitions. 
In  a  word,  that,  which  they  delivered  at  much  length  (the  relation  holding  from 
eight  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  till  two  in  the  afternoon)  tended  only  to  the  expref- 
fing  of  their  full  fatisfaftion,  and  the  afliirance  this  ftate  may  make  of  his  majefty's 
favour  and  friendfhip;  which  with  what  thankfulnefs  it  is  accepted  by  this  ftate  his 
majefty  will  within  thefe  few  days  fee  by  their  own  letters,  they  having  taken  a  refo- 
lution  to  write  exprefsly  to  this  purpofe.  Somewhat  they  faid  they  left  unperfeft  in 
the  bufinefs  of  Greenland,  in  the  point  of  reparation  of  damages ;  and  of  this  they 
coming  together  to  vifit  me  made  fome  fmall  mention ;  but  finding  that  I  was  igno- 
rant of  their  proceedings  (as  but  from  themfelves  I  have  underftood  nothing)  they 
only  toucht  it  at  large. 

^  The  contentment  the  ftates  receive  in  the  good  fuccefs  of  this  embaflage  with  his 
majefty  makes  them  bethink  themfelves  of  the  like  means  to  fettle  their  affairs  with 
France,  which  are  grown  to  thofe  extremities,  that  there  are  four  letters  of  reprifal 
granted  againft  the  merchants  of  thefe  provinces,  upon  occafion  of  certain  fubjedls  of 
thefe  countries  taken  out  of  two  French  fhips  in  the  Eaft-Indies  by  thofe  of  this  Eaft- 
Indian  company,  whereby  their  voyage  was  overthrown;  and  of  certain  chefls  of 
fugar  arrefted.  long  fince  at  Amfterdam ;  to  which  oae  Forestier,  a  merchant  of 
Rouen,  doth  pretend :  and  hereby  is  grown  a  queftion  of  jurifdiftion  betwixt  tiiis 
court  of  Holland,  and  the  parliament  of  Paris.  Befides  thefe  prefent  differences,  and 
the  diftafte  rifen  in  France,  by  reafon  of  the  late  mutations  in  this  ftate,  the  embaf- 
fador  ftiall  have  charge  to  renew  the  treaty  of  alliance  betwixt  that  crown  and  this 
ftate;  whicii  as  well  with  France,  as  with  his  majefty,  doth  expire  with  the  end  of 
the  truce;  which  hath  now  only  twenty  months  continuance:  and  therefore  thev 
are  likewife  in  deliberation  offending  again  to  his  majefty  for  the  fame  purpofe :  but 
both  thefe  bufineftes  will  be  put  off  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  ftates  of  Holland, 
which  will  be  towards  the  end  of  the  next  month.  Mean  while  they  are  much 
troubled  to  find  out  fit  men  to  employ  in  France,  in  that  they  are  not  willing  to  ufe 
any  of  the  Arminian  faflion,  which  have  been  countenanced  by  that  crown ;  and  to 
thofe  which  have  been  their  oppofites,  and  are  now  in  authority,  they  can  pro- 
mife  themfelves  no  good  welcome.  They  are  likewife  in  deliberation  to  take  a  new 
courfe  in  their  embaffages  in  general,  by  regulating  the  expences  of  them  in  propor- 
tion to  their  train;  which  fhall  be  likewife  prefcribed;  and  for  this  purpofe  one  of 
every  province  is  named,  which  Ihall  frame  the  inftrudtions  for  the  embaflage  of  France; 

and. 
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and  thefe  things  being  prepared,  they  will  then  refolve  of  the  perfons,  that  Ihall  be 
employed, 

*  We  expefl  here  daily  count  Henry  out  of  France,  who  doth  haften  his  return 
the  fooner-upon  letters  written  to  him  from  hence  of  likelihood  of  fome  employment 
with  troops  into  Germany ;  of  which  before  his  departure  from  hence  he  defired  to 
'have  the  command,  if  any  fhould  be  fent. 

■^  Yefterday,  and  not  before,  the  ftates  made  their  anfwer  to  the  letters  of  the  princes 
of  the  union,  whereby  they  are  fummoned  to  the  performance  of  the  fuccours,  to 
-which  they  are  bound  by  treaty.  They  fay,  that  the  monthly  aid  of  money,  which 
they  give  the  Bohemians,  was  done  partly  at  the  inftance  of  the  princes;  and  there- 
fore they  thought  it  would  be  taken  as  part  of  the  performance  of  the  treaty :  that 
the  army  they  hold  here  continually  in  pay  doth  keep  the  Spanifh  army  in  thefe  pro- 
vinces, which  would  otherwife  upon  thefe  occafions  march  into  Germany  :  that.their 
domellic  diftraftions  do  bufy  a  great  part  of  their  men  in  garrifons  here  within  the 
land,  whereby  to  keep  their  people  in  obedience.  Yet,  notwithftanding  thefe  diffi- 
culties, if  the  princes  be  aflailed,  or  enter  aftually  into  arms  upon  thefe  prefent  occa- 
fions of  Germany,  they  promife  to  give  them  affiftance  either  in  men  or  money,  ac- 
cording to  the  treaty :  and  if  the  archduke's  troops  do  march  that  way  in  any  confider- 
able  number,  they  offer  likewife  to  accoft  them  with  their  horfe,  which  they  cannot 
fpare  at  this  time  .....  than  their  foot. 

*  By  the  fame  mefifage  the  ftates  have  written  other  letters  to  their  embaffador 
Brederode,  refident  at  Heidelberg,  commanding  him  to  go  to  Francfort,  and 
there  to  complain  to  the  princes  electors  of  Germany  of  fuch  new  impofitions,  as  have 
been  raifed  upon  the  Rhine  fince  the  truce;  for  which  purpofe  he  hath  letters  of  cre- 
dence 10  thofe  princes  in  general,  but  is  more  particularly  to  addrefs  himfelf  to  the 
tliree  bilhops,  as  thofe  which  are  chiefly  interefled  by  reafon  of  the  fituation  of  their 
countries;  and  with  them  he  is  to  ufe  round  language  in  cafe  they  give  him  no  hope 
■ofredrefs. 

'  After  much  merchandize  betwixt  the  Venetian  refident  and  the  ftates  touching 
the  treaty  of  alliance,  of  which  I  have  formerly  advertifed,  the  refident  having  given 
them  an  extract  out  of  his  letters,  by  which  his  mafters  declare  their  willingnefs  to 
enter  into  alliance  with  this  ftate;  the  ftates  have  given  him  a  writing  in  exchange 
to  this  etfeft,  that  they  are  tres  portes  (which  is  th^ir  word)  to  the  alliance  with  the 
ftates  of  Venice;  offering  to  affift  the  ftate  with  fliipping  or  money,  according  as-fliall 
be  required  by  the  Venetians  ;  and  referring  themfelves  for  further  particularities  to  a 
treaty,  when  the  Venetians  ftiall  refolve  to  enter  into  it.  This  writing  is  fent  unfigned, 
becaufe  the  Venetian  refident  did  not  fubfcribe  that  which  he  prefented :  but  the 
refolution  of  this  alliance  is  here  fo  firmly  taken,  that  if  it  fail  not  on  the  Venetians 
fide,  it  will  proceed  without  difficulty:  and  this  manner  of  handling  the  fame  (as  I 
faid  in  my  laft  to  your  honour)  without  noife  gives  caufe  to  judge  their  intention  is 
real;  which  is  a  great  mutation  from  the  wonted  maxims  of  that  commonwealth, 
which  for  thefe  many  years  fpace  have  ftartled  and  fhrunk  back  at  the  name  o(  Lega 
or  Confederatione  (efpecially  with  a  proteftant  prince  or  ftate)  as  if  it  had  been  la  tejia 
di  Meduja.  ■       That 
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That  a  pirate  of  AJgier  was  taken  and  brought  into  Amfterdam  by  a  Dutch  man 
of  war,  contrary  to  the  accord. 

'  I  have  at  length,  after  many  delays  and  difficulties,  with  which  it  is  needlefs  to 
trouble  your  honour,  gained  a  refolution  concerning  Godfrey  Boote,  which  is,  that 
he  fliall  be  pardoned  his  otFences  againft  the  ftate,  and  delivered  out  of  prifon>  condi- 
tionally, that  he  pay  the  coft  of  his  imprifonment  before,  and  go  out  of  the  United 
Provinces  within  three  days  after  his  delivery,  into  whicli  he  is  not  to  return  again 
without  licence  of  the  Hates  general.  This  grace,  the  ftates  did  let  me  know  by 
two  of  their  deputies,  they  do  this  man  in  contemplation  of  his  majefty,  thouo-h 
they  have  fubjeft  (as  they  fay,  and  fo  I  eafily  believe)  more  than  fufficient  to  proceed 
otherwife  with  him.  Hereof  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  advertife  his  majefty,  as  of 
any  thing  elfe  in  this  difpatch,  which  your  honour  may  judge  worth  his  knowledge. 

*  P.  S.  Godfrey  Boote's  friends  have  defired  me  to  procure  a  fortnight's  flay  in 
this  land  after  his  delivery;  which  is  granted  unto  himj  and  then  your  honour 
is  like  to  be  importuned  by  him. 

'  The  letters  of  Germany,  which  do  even  now  arrive,  bring  news  of  want  of  mo- 
ney and  viftuals  in  the  count  of  Boucquoy's  camp;  and  that  king  Ferdinand 
and  the  bifliop  of  Colen  are  gone  lecretly  out  of  Francfort,  v,?hither  it  is  thouo-ht 
they  will  not  return.-'

'  Your  honour's  letters  of  the  3d  of  this  prefent  came-to  my  hands  the  13th  in  the 
morning  very  opportunely  for  one  point  touching  the, treaty  betwixt  the  ftates  and  the 
pirates  of  Algier,  which  that  very  day  was  by  appointment  to  be  handled  and  refolved 
of  by  the  ftates  general;  of  which  having  knowledge  I  did  prefently  demand  audi- 
ence in  their  afTembly,  where  the  fpeech  I  ufed  de  re  na,td  they  required  of  me  in  writ- 
ing; and  thereof  I  fend  your  honour  a  copy.  The  anfwcr  made  unto  me  for  the  prefent 
was,  that  they  were  even  then  in  deliberation  of  that  bufinefs ;  but  that  it.v/as  yet  res 
Integra;  and  that  they  would  well  advife  upon  it  before  they  would  conclude  any 
thing,  and  therein  have  particular  regard  to  his  majefty 's  fatisfaclion ;  confeffing, 
that  many  of  their  principal  merchants  did  oppole  the  treaty.  To  which  I  replied, 
that  fince  there  was  fuch  concurrence  betwixt  his  majefty's  advice  and  the  opinion  of 
thofe  whom  it  chiefly  concerned,  I  made  no  doubt  but  their  refolutions  would  be 
according;  and  going  immediately  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  I  fpake  with  him  to  the 
fame  purpofe;  whofe  anfwer  unto  me  was,  that  this  Vi'as  no  new  treaty,  but  a  renew- 
ing of  one  long  fince  concluded,  but  broken  again  by -the  pirates  of  Algier;  and  that 
was  only  the  obfervance  of  the  capitulation  they  have  with  the  grand  fignor.  He 
added  further,  that  the  ftates  did  think  of  it  now  more  than  at  another  time,  in  regard 
of  the  expiration  of  their  truce  with  Spain;  which  if  it  fhould  not  be  renewed,  it  did 
import  the  ftates  much  to  have  a  port  in  the  Mediterranean,  to  which  their  ftiips 
might  fafely  retire;  and  withal  he  declared  unto  me,  that  if  he  faw  appearance  of 
renewing  of  the  truce,  he  fhould  not  then  think  fit  to  proceed  with  this  treaty.     To 

D  d  d  which 
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which  I  replied,  that  the  ftates  had  not  need  t^li  auxilio  aut  defenforibus,  but  might 
rely  on  their  old  friends;  and  that,  proceeding  as  they  have  done  hitherto  by  naain- 
taining  lliips  of  war  againfl  the  pirates,  they  need  not  anticipate  time,  becaufe  it 
would  be  in  their  pov/er  to  make  the  fame  conditions  then  as  now,  and  things  might 
fo  fall  out,  that  they  need  not  be  driven  to  fuch  an  exigent. 

'  I  have  fince  that  time  fpoken  v«tji  divers  of  the  fbates  apart  in  this  fubjeft,  and 
made  it  appear  unto  them  how  great  a  fcandal  they  will  expofe  themfelves  unto  with- 
out any  fruit  to  their  fubjeifls,  becaufe  the  pirates  in  -fearching  for  Spanifti  o-oods- 
would  always  quarrel  with  their  merchants  and  feamen,  and  make  prize  of  them  upon 
fome  pretence  or  other,  either  of  attempt  ov  refiftance  j  which  they  do  very  well  ap- 
prehend ;  as  likewife  the  other  reafons  fet  down  in  my  propofition;  and  thereupon 
are  much  troubled  what  anfwer  to  make  to  a  letter  from  the  bafha  of  Algier,  of  which 
I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflate:  but  I  believe  they  will  propofe  fuch  hard  conditions 
in  their  anfwer,  as  can  no  v/ays  be  admitted  by  the  pirates;  and  thereby  the  treaty 
will  be  held  in  fufpenfe  without  exclufion  or  conclufion.  Mean  while  they  do  here 
arm  thirteen  good  fhips  and  a  pinnace  to  fend  into  thofefeas  for  the  fecurity  of  their 
merchants,  which  they  intend  to  maintain  there,  whether  the  treaty  proceed  or  noti 
of  the  fuccefs  whereof  I  will  not  fail  diligently  to  advertife  his  majefty.. 

'  I  have  made  good  inquiry  after  William  Brewster  at  Leyden,  and  am  well 
afllired,  that  he  is  not  returned  thither;  neither  is  it  likely  he  will,  having  removed 
from  thence  both  his  family  and  goods.  Vorstius  is  gone  (as  I  am  well  informed) 
to  his  old  Tchool  (for  fo  I  may  caU  it,  in  that  it  hath  the  title  rather  lUuftris  Schola 
than  Academia)  of  Steenfurt  in  the  county  of  Benthem,  from  whence  he  was  called: 
by  the  late  curators  of  Leyden;  and  there  he  intends  to  fettle,  without  hope  or  expec-- 
tation  of  ever  being  received  again  in  thefe  provinces. 

'  Godfrey  Boote  is  at  liberty,  and  retires  himfelf  to  Emerick, until  he>  knows  his. 
majefty's  plealure,  whether  he  will  make  ufe  of  his  fervice  in  England,  or  not.  All,-, 
which  belongs  to  him,  your  honour  will  find  in  a  packet  of  papers,  which  goeth  here- 
with; wherein  is  a  letter  to  yourfelf:  and  becaufe  I  know.I  (hall  be  earneftly  prefled. 
by  his  friends  tor  anfwer,  I  fl:iall  be  glad,  v/ith  your  honour's  commodity^  to  know  his 
majefty's  refolution  concerning  him., 

*  All  our  affairs  here  at  home  are  in  ftate  as  I  advertiled  your  honour  in  my  lail 
of  the  7th  of  this  prefent;.  and  from  abroad  we  have  little  of  moment,  fave  only  by  a 
fhip  newly  arrived  here  at  Goree  in  the  Brill  Ifiand,  which  brings  marks  in  her  fides, 
of  a  fight  in  the  midft  of  January  lafl:  about  Bantam  betwixt  eleven  of  our  fhips,  of 
which  Sir  Thomas  Dale  was  admiral,,  and  feven  Hollanders,  of  v/hich  this  was  one;, 
the  end  whereof  we  do  not  yet  know  (though  for  the  prefent  they  parted  without 
much  hurt  done  on  either  fide,  five  only  fome  exchange  of  cannon  Ihot  for  the  fpace 
of  three  hours)  becaufe  the  Hfoilanders  retired  themfelves  to  Amboyna  to  fetch  more 
ftrength,  whereby  to  take  their  revenge  of  a  fliip  of  theirs  laden-with  pepper  to  the. 
value  of  30,000/.  which  Sir  Thomas  Dale  had  taken  before  under  colour  of  friend- 
fhip.  And  it  is  thought  here,  that  about  the  end  of  March  laft  they  had  another 
encounter,  which,  left  it  fhould  have  fallen  out  to  fome  notable  damage  on  both 

partSj 
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parts,  whereby  they  fliould  be  both  weakened  and  unable  to  refill:  thofe  v/hich  will 
not  lofe  the  opportunity  of  their  difference  for  their  ov/n  advantage,  this  company 
here  hath  refolved  to  fend  an  extraordinary  fupply ;  and  by  their  fecretary  Boreel, 
who  goeth  now  into  England,  will  endeavour  to  perfuade  our  men  to  do  the  like. 
They  conjecture,  that  Sir  Thomas  Dale,  after  the  retreat  of  their  fiiips,  did  bcfiege 
Jacatra,  in  which  they  have  300  men;  but,  for  aught  I  hear,  neither  viftual  nor  mu- 
nition to  hold  out  the  fiege.  This  fhip  now  come  -hither  being  richly  laden  ran  a 
fortune  in  the  return  by  a  mutiny  in  the  fnip  of  fome,  which  would  have  carried  her 
to  Algier,  whereof  two  principals,  one  of  Delft,  another  of  Rotterdam,  being  difco- 
vered  in  time,  and  flung  over  board,  and  a  pardon  pronounced  Co  the  reft,  with  a 
new  oath  taken  of  the  whole  company,  prevented  the  mifchief.  Sir  Thomas  Dale 
in  his  going  to  Bantam  loft  his  admiralfliip  by  fhipwreck  upon  the  blind  iflands  d'ln- 
ganno  in  the  ftraits  of  Sunda. 

'  Count  Henry  is  returned  out  of  France,  having  fettled  the  affairs  of  Orange,  and 
received  much  honour  in  that  court  both  going  and  coming.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
leave,  &c.'

'  To  my  difpatch  by  Marten  the  poft  of  the  21  ft  of  this  prefent,  I  have  little  to 
add  by  this  ordinary  of  the  Hague,  the  ftates  having  as  yet  taken  no  further  refolution 
touching  the  pirates  of  Algier,  than  I  then  advertifed:  Only -there  is  conae  unto  my 
hands  this  day  a  letter  from  the  duke  of  Brunfwick,  by  which  an  anfwer  is  demanded 
of  me  in  a  bufinefs,  wherein  by  a  letter  to  my  lord  marquis  of  Buckingham  of  the 
1 8th  of  June  (which  I  took  the  boldnefs  to  recommend  to  your  honour's  delivery) 
I  defired  to  underftand  his  majefty's  pleafure.  And  becaufe  it  argues  much  refpedi 
in  that  prince  to  his  majefty,  to  govern  himfelf  in  a  matter  of  fuch  confequence  by 
that  which  fhall  feem  beft  to  his  majefty,  your  honour  may  be  pleafed  herein  to  pro- 
cure his  majefty's  particular  directions  :  in  expeilation  of  which,  I  will  fufpend  my 
anfwer  to  that  prince's  letter. 

'  We  expecl  here  within  a  day  or  two  the  landgravine  of  Heflen,  who  being  come 
to  Viana  to  fee  her  fifter  (who  is  married  to  monf.  de  Brederode)  makes  a  farther 
journey  out  of  curiofity  to  fee  thefe  towns  of  Holland.  Thus  I  humbly  take  leave, 
&c.'

That  the  day  before  advice  was  brought  from  PVancfort,  that  Ferdinand  vr3.s 
defied  king  of  the  Romans  by  plurality  of  voices,  and  was  to  be  crowned  on  the 
30th  O.  S.  but  that  the  Bohemians  had  deprived  him  of  his  kingdom;  and  that  all 
the  confederates  had  renounced  obedience  to  him,  and  defigned  to  publiili  their  reafons 
in  print.  That  the  Hungarians  intended  to  accept  Betlem  Gabor  prince  of  Siben- 
bergen  for  king.  That  the  people  of  Moravia  had  feized  all  the  goods  of  the  eccle- 
fuftics,  and  fome  of  their  perfons;  and  feemed  refolved  not  to  fufFer  any  papifts.

'  The  contentment  the  ftates  receive  in  the  fuccefs  of  their  late  embaflage  to  your 
majefty,  they  do  not  think  to  -have  fufficiently  exprelTed  by  their  exprefs  letters  now 
fent  to  your  majefty,  if  any  thing  be  omitted,  v?hich  may  render  further  teftimony  of 
their  humble  thankfulnefs ;  and  therefore  have  they  deputed  unto  me  within  thefe 
two  days  two  of  their  principal  perfons  with  a  meffage  full  of  gratitude  and  acknow- 
ledgement of  eternal  obligation  to  your  majefty,  to  whofe  wifdom  and  fingular  infight 
into  affairs  of  greateft  doubt  and  difficulty  they  wholly  afcribe  the  good  event  of  this 
treaty. 

*  Upon  all  fuch  occafions  of  conference  v/ith  any  of  them,  they  forget  not  the  af- 
fiftance  they  have  had  of  your  majefty  in  their  late  troubles  here  at  homej  which 
being  forefeen  by  your  majefty  many  years  fince,  I  often  call  to  mind,  and  remember 
unto  them,  the  commiffion  I  received  from  your  majefty's  mouth  at  my  firft  entrance 
into  this  employment  with  the- beginning  of  a  verfe,  A  Jove  frincipi'mn  ;  to  which  now 
I  can  add  an  end,  T'andem  bona  caiija  triumphal:  for  not  only  Vorstius  (againft  whom 
your  maiefty  did  then  chiefly  declare  yourfelf)  is  gone  into  exile,  but  all  his  abettors 
and  fupporters  into  ruin.

'  The  ftates  do  at  this-prefent  fend  an  extraordinary  into  England,, with  letters  ta^ 
his  majefty  to  be  delivered  by  Sir  Noel.Caron  touching  the  laft  of  the  four  points^, 
about  which  they  treated  with  rae  by  their  deputies  on  Friday  laft,  being  the  loth  of 
this  prefent ;  of  which,  as  of  the  reft^,.  I  advertifed  your  honour  at  large  the  fame  da}; 
by  Herman  the  poft,.  whom  I  difpatched  exprefsly:  and  becaufe  the  news  of  the 
marching  of  the  archduke's  troops  is  confirmed  from  all  parts,, with  opinion,  that  their 
defign  is  to  aflail  the  prince  Palatine's  country,  they  here  take  a  refolution  to  fend  no 
more  foot  than  they  can  well  put  into  v/aggons,  whereby  to  make  the  greater  expedition 
according  to  the  journey  they  madeto  Bruniwick;  and  their  numbers  willnot  be  above- 
twelve  or  thirteen  hundred,  but  thofe  all  mufketeers  and  choice  men..  All  the  horfe- 
fliall  accompany  them,  which  will  be  about  2400 ;  and  thefe  arriving  in  time  will  be 
of  much  better  ufe  than  a  far  greater  army,  which  would  come  unfeafonably. 

'  Our  letters  from  Colen  of  the  -,V  of  this  prefent,  which  arrived  this  night,  fay,  that 
the  prince  Palatine  hath  accepted  the  crown  of  Bohemia;  and  they  find  a  neceflity 

1  '  thereof 
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thereof  in  his  name  FREDERICUS  FIT  REX  BOHEMIA  MDCXVIIl.  Withal 
they  fay,  that  he  was  chofen  king  of  Bohemia  upon  his  birth-day.  Of  the  reft  (which 
is  of  much  importance)  I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflate. 

'  In  my  laft  I  advertifed  your  honour,  that  Brewster  was  taken  at  Leydenj  which 
proved  an  error,  in  that  the  fchout,  who  was  employed  by  the  magiftrates  for  his  ap- 
prehenfion,  being  a  dull  drunken  fellow,  took  one  man  for  another.  But  BreweRj., 
who  iet  him  on  work,  and  being  a  oian  of  means  bare  the  charge  of  his  printing,  is 
faft  in  the  univerfity's  prifon;  and  his  printing  letters,  which  were  found  in  his  houfe 
in  a  garret,  where  he  had  hid  them,  and  his  books  and  papers,  are  all  feized  and 
fealed  up.  I  expeft  to-morrow  to  receive  his  voluntary  confeffion  of  fuch  books,  as 
he  hath  caufed  to  be  printed  by  Brevn^ster,  for  this  year  and  a  half,  or  two  years 
paft- ;  and  then  I  intend  to  fend  one  exprefsly  to  vifit  his  books  and  papers,  and  to  ex- 
amine him  particularly  touching  Perth  AJfembly,  the  difcourle  ~De  Regimine  Ecclefi^ 
Scoticana,  and  other  Puritan  pamphlets,  which  I  have  newly  recovered.  Thus  I  hum- 
bly take  lea\^e.'

'  Rt.  Hon'"' 

'  My  meflenger  to  Maeftricht  came  fliort  of  my  lord  of  Doncafter,  and  doth  follow 
Him  (as  I  believe)  to  Francfort.  By  the  return  of  my  other  from  Bruffels  I  underftand, 
from  Mr.  Trumbull,  that  tlie  great  preparation  on  that  fide  is  em^ployed  upon  that , 
town ;  and  though  the  ftates  have  the  like  advertifements,  yet  left  that  bufinefs  being 
ended,  the  archduke  fliould  fend  any  of  thofe  troops  towards  Germany,  they  do  not 
here  licence  their  waggons,  which  they  have  about  Utrecht  to  the  number  of  300 
for  count  Henry's  mufketeersj  neither  are  any  captains  or  oiBcers  fuffered  to  come 
from  their  companies,  they  having  ftill  commandment  to  be  in  readinefs  at  the  prince 
of  Orange's  command,  who  intended,^  befides  thofe  who  ftiould  have  gone  with 
count  Henry,  to  have  drawn  a  iinall  army  together  in  the  frontiers  of  feven  or  eight 
hundred  men,  Vv'ith  which  he  meant  to  have  been  in  perfon,  and  fo  doth  ftill  purpofe, 
if  need  fnall  require:;  the  count  V/illiam  being  to  remain  liere,  to  look  to  all  in  his 
abfence. 

'  The  news,  which  we  had  here  by  the  former  ordinary  of  Colen,  of  the  prince  Pa- 
latine's having  accepted  the  ciown  of  Bohemia,  is  retrafted  by  this  laft;  by  which  all 
v/e  have  of  confideration  is  aletter  from  the  prince  of  Tranfylvania  to  the  I5ohemiansj 
whicli  is  already  here  in  print,  and  thereof  I  lend  your  honour  a  copy.  ' 

'  Since  my  laft  of  the  12th  of  this  prefent,  whereby  I  advertifed  your  honour  of 
Brewer's  being  laid  faft  in  the  univerfity's  prifon  at  Leyden,  I  have  fent  an  advocate 
of  this  town,  who  underfvands  our  language,  with  a  fervant  of  mine,  exprelsly  to 
vifjt  his  books  and  papers,  and  to  prefent  certain  interrogatories  to  thofe  who  exa- 
mine him,  whereof  I  fend  your  honour  the  tranflates  with  his  anfwers,  which  are  fo 
indireft,  that  they  give  no  man  fatisfaclion,  that  fees  them ;  and  therefore  I  have 
Qow  ufed  th-e  prince  of  Orange's  authority,  who  hath  fpoken  himfelf  to  the  redtor  of 

tlie 
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theuniverfity;,  not  to  give  theprifoner  liberty  until  his  majefty'spleafure  be  known  con- 
cerning him,  which  the  reftor  doth  promife  fhall  befulfilledj  notwithftanding  that  the 
whole  company  of  Brownifts  doth  oifer  caution  for  Brewer  ;  and  he  being  an  uni- 
verfity-man,  the  fcholars  are  likewile  ftirred  up  by  the  Brownifts  to  plead  pri- 
vilege in  that  kind  when  caution  is  offered.  Wherefore  I  am  requefted  by  the  reftor 
and  by  the  deputy  of  the  town  of  Leyden,  monf.  Brookhoven,  rending  here  in  the 
council  of  Holland  (whofe  ferious  care  in  this  bufinefs  I  cannot  but  comm.end  to  his 
majeii:y)  to  1<jiow  his  majefty's  pleafure  with  the  iboneft,  whereby  to  prevent  fome 
diforder,  which  may  happen  upon  this  occafion  in  that  tumultuous  town.  Mean  time 
I  intend  to  have  him  further  examined,  which  monf.  Brookhov£n  will  give  order 
for  on  Monday  next,  when  he  goeth  to  Leyden  for  two  or  three  days ;  and  if  there 
be  any  thing  particular  in  his  confeffion,  I  will  fend  the  fame  fpeedily  to  your  honour;

*■  Amongft  the  books,  touching  which' I  have  caufed  him  to  be  examined,  I  hav-e 
inferted  fome,  as  that  Amefii  in  Grevinchovium,  which  as  he  cannot  deny,  fo  he  may 
and  doth  confefs  it  without  difficulty:  but  by  that  charader  he  is  condemned  of  the 
reft  5  and  certain  experienced  printers,  which  have  viewed  the,  letters,  affirm,  that  all 
and  every  one  of  the  books,  with  which  he  is  charged  (particularly  thofe  De  Regimi~m 
Ecdefia  Scoticana,  and  Perth  Affembly)  were  printed  by  them  :  and  it  appeared,  that 
this  Brewer,  and  Brewster,  whom  this  man  fet  on  work,  having  kept  no  open 
fhop,  nor  printed  many  books  fit  for  public  fale  in  thefe  provinces,  their  praftice  was 
to  print  prohibited  books  to  be  vented  underhand  in  his  majefty's  kingdoms.

'  R^  Hon'''^' 

'  Since  my  laft  of  the  iSthof  this  prefent  the  ftates  have  advertifement,  that  thofe 
companies  on  the  archduke's  fide,  which  were  drawn  out  of  Boifleduc  and  Antwerp 
upon  the  bufinefs  of  Bruffels,  are  returned  to  their  wonted  garrifons:  whereupon  they 
have  licenfed  the  waggons,  which  were  prepared  for  their  mufketeers,  their  horfe  for 

artillery, 
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artillery,  and  all  other  things  of  extraordinary  charge;  but  for  the  captains  and  of- 
ficers, they  have  ftill  commandment  to  have  their  companies  in  readinefs.  Yet  now 
■we  fee  the  prefent  preparations  are  diflblved,  and  withal  confider  how  other  towns  of 
Brabant,  befides  Bruffels,  have  their  particular  difcontentments,  and  muft  be  kept  in 
devotion  by  the  reputation  of  an  army;  how  Wefel  and  fuch  places  as  the  archduke 
holds  in  thofe  parts  (out  of  which  no  companies  could  be  fpared  upon  this  occafion) 
do  bufy  fo  many  of  his  beft  men;  hov/  the  refolutions  of  Spain  are  flow;  how 
winter  comes  on  apace ;  and  how  the  preparations  on  this  fide  ferve  both  for  defence 
by  the  troops  count  Henry  fhould  have  led,  and  for  amufement  and  diverfion  by 
thofe  whom  the  prince  of  Orange  would  have  drawn  together  in  the  frontiers  j  we 
conclude  here,  that  for  this  feafon  the  princes  of  the  union  fnall  not  be  moleited  out 
of  thofe  parts. 

'  The  Venetian  refident  hath  received  by  this  laft  ordinary  commiffion  from  his- 
matters,  with  exprefs  letters  of  credence  to  the  ftates,  to  enter  into  treaty  of  confede- 
ration betwixt  thefe  two  commonwealths :  which  refolution  was  taken  (as  I   am  ad- 
vertifed  from  a  private  friend   at  Venice)  in- that  fenate  ^-V  of  this  prefent;  but  with 
fo  ftrong  an  oppofition  of  the  Papalini,  that  there  is  yet  much  danger  of  exclufion  of 
the  bufinefs,  if  any  advantage  be  given  from  hence  to  the  oppofite  faftion.  Wherefore, 
knowing  his  majefty's  mind  by  the  former  commandments  I  have  had  upon  this  oc- 
cafion, and  conceiving  how  much  his  majefty  doth  oblige  both  thefe  commonwealths 
by  fuch  good  offices  as  are  done  them  by  his  minifters  herein,  yefterday  being  in  the 
aifembly  of  the  ftates  general  to  prefent  his  majefty's  letters,  and  recommend  the  bufi- 
nefs of  my  lord  of  Bucleugh  (of  which  I  will  give  his  majefty  an  account  in  due  time) 
having  had  information- the  day  before  of  the  Venetian  refident,  that  he  had  then  pre- 
fented  his  letters  of  credence;  I  put  the  ftates    in    remembrance,   firft  of  the  time,, 
which  if  they  did  prefently  lay  hold  of,  they  would  in  an  Italian  bufinefs  find  the  effeft 
of 'an  Italian  faying,  Cbi  tempo  ha,  e  tempo  efpstto,  perde  tempo  ;  and  then  of  the  matter 
itfelf,  wherein  underftandingj  that-fome  of  their  admiralties  imagine  upon  this  occafion- 
to  capitulate  for  fome  particular  privilege  in  the  gulf,  I  put  them  in  mind,  how  the 
doge  and  the  fenate  do  once   a  year  with  much  folemnity  f^pij/ar  i/ ;»i^rf;   and  how 
jealous  a  Venetian  is  of  his  wife.     Wherefore  I  advifed  them  not  to  touch  upon  this 
ftring,  if  they  thought  to  make  any  good  harmony  with  that  fl"ate :  for  this,  I  aflljred 
them,  would  be  no  other  than  a  rock  upon  v/liich  their  treaty  would  fuifer  iliipwreck. 
They  took  my  advice  in  very  good  part;  and  as- they  did  then  in  public,  fo  fome  of 
them  m  particular,  "who  wifh  Vv'ell  to  the  bufinefs,  have  been  fince  with  me  to  thank 
me  for  it,  as  that,  which  they  had  need  to  be  remembered  of. 

'  The  ftates  having  now  theopinion  of  all  the  towns,  with  the  admiralties  of  Hol^' 
land  and  Zealand,  -touching  the  treaty  of  accord  with  the  pirates  of  Algier  (which,, 
upon  the  ftep  was  made  in  it  by  nay  propofition  and  the  petition  of  many  merchants, 
was  referred  to  a  new  deliberation)  do  this  day  confult  of  an  anfv/er  to  give  me  in  that 
fubjetl;  which  will  be  (as  I  can  gather  by  all  circumftances)  fully  to  his  majefty's  fa-  _ 
tisfaftion,  by  rejefting  the  accord,  and  contkiuing  their  former  courfe  of  hoftility. 

'  The  French  embaffador  hath  lately  prefented  a  fiaarp  memorial  in  writing  to  the, 
ftates  touching  their  diiferences  at  fea  in  general,:buL  particularly  about  a  captainof  a 
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ihip  of  Zealand,  who  having  at  the  defire  of  thofe  of  Nantes  and  Rochelle  followed 
three  pirate  fhips  into  the  river  of  Bourdeaux,  and  there  forced  the  men  to  run  them- 
felves  on  ground,  and  fired  their  fliips  (for  which  he  v/as  afterwards  thanked  and  gra- 
tified by  thofe  of  Nantes  and  Rochellej  and  much  commended  by  the  French  kino-'s 
lieutenant  and  officers  in  thofe  parts)  the  embaCTador  doch  now  demand  the  faid  captain 
to  be  fent  prifonerinto  France  i  there  to  anfwer  this  fad  as  a  breach  of  peace.  He  doth 
further  declare,  upon  knowledge  of  the  ftates  purpofe  to  fend  an  extraordinary  embaffage 
into  France,  that  unlefs  the  king  be  made  acquainted  before-hand  with  the  perfons  who 
fliall  be  employed,  and  with  the  points  they  fhali  handle,  they  Ihall  have  no  good  wel- 
come: wherewith  they  are  here  much  fcandalized,  as  an  unufual  courfe  toprefcribeto 
a  free  ftate  both  men  and  matter  in  fuch  an  occafion. 

'  Touching  Brewer,  now  prifoner  at  Leyden,  wlio  was  tlie  chief  fubjefb  of  my  lafi; 
difpatch,  1  have  as  yet  no  more  to  advertife,  but  I  fhall  expeft  with  much  devotion 
his  majefty's  pleafure  about  him.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,' 

O£ioher  12.  Extrad  of  a  French  letter  from  Zraim  to  League,  from  Vienna. 

That  they  were  arrived  there  the  day  before  with  the  army  of  Bohemia,  and  had 
determined  to  have  fought,  if  the  enemy  had  approached  that  city,  to  make  themfelves 
matters  of  it;  but  that  he  had  retired  upon  their  approach. 

That  count  de  la  Tour  was  with  the  camp  of  the  Moravians  feven  leagues  from 
ihence,  and  the  evening  before  expected  to  be  joined  by  10,000  men  under  Betlem 
Gabor  :  and  that,  if  this  were  true,  Bucquoy  and  Dampier  could  have  no  other 
.retreat  than  the  city  of  Vienna. 

The  poftfcript  mentions  their  having  juft  received  advice  from  their  major  general 
baron  de  Buena,  that  the  Hungarians  had  joined  the  Moravian  camp :  and  that  they 
were  now  refolved  to  purfue  the  enem.y. 

*  Ocfober  10.  Letter  in  French,  from  Prague. 

That  their  lords  and  thofe  of  Silefia  had  already  departed  from  thence  towards  the 
•city  of  Egra.  That  the  king  was  coming  from  Amberg  towards  Waltfaxen  the  next 
day,  and  thence  would  miake  his  happy  entrance  into  that  kingdom;  with  a  moll 
magnificent  retinue,  and  accompanied  with  all  the  moft  confiderable  perfons  of  the 
kingdom ;  and  that  the  day  of  the  coronation  would  be  to-morrow  fortnight.  That 
the  queen's  phyfician  was  arrived  there  to  prepare  fome  medicines,  her  majefty  being 
pregnant,  and  expecting  to  lie  in  about  Chriftmas.

•'  Upon  the  receit  of  your  honour's  letters  of  the  i8th  of  September,  which  con- 
tained his  majefty's  anfwers  to  the  four  points,  which  were  recommended  unto  me  the

loth 
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roth  by  the  ftates  deputies  finding  that  one  of  them  required  fecrecy,  I  defired  ra- 
ther, bv  way  of  conference  with  the  fame  deputies,  to  make,  his  majefty's  mind  known 
unto  them,  than,  as  the  ufe  is,  by  propofition  in  their  open  afiembly ;  which  when 
they  require  in  writing,  cannot  well  be  denied  them.  And  the  fame  perfons  coming 
to  me  by  order  of  the  ftates,  I  did  let  them  know,  for  the  firft  point,  touching  their 
treaty  with  the  pirates  of  Algier,  and  for  the  fecond,  touching  the  tranfport  of  ord- 
nance, that  in  the  one  his  majefty  expefted  a  further  refoiution  from  hence  j  and  in  the 
other  advice  f\'om  my  lords  of  the  council.

*  Touching  the  third,  which  concerned  the  merchant  ftrangers ;  I  did  at  large 
relate  unto  them  the  falfhood  of  their  informations,  the  juftice  of  his  majefty's  pro- 
ceedings, and  the  undue  pra6tices  of  the  faid  merchants  in  difguifing  and  concealing 
of  truth.  .To  which  they  had  little  to  reply.  And  for  the  fourth,  I  declared  untQ 
them  in  confidence  his  majefty's  order  to  Mr.  Trumbull,  in  cafe  the  archduke's 
-troops  had  marched  towards  the  Palatinate,  as  was  then  imagined  j  which  they  were 
very  glad  to  underftand.  But  I  obferved  them  to  reft  arreSlis  auribus  for  what  I  had 
■farther  to  Jay  to  them  touching  the  main  bufinefs  of  the  acceptation  of  the  crown  of 
Bohemia;  in  which  they  inlarged  themfelves  fo  far  in  their  former  conference  vv^ith 
me:  wherein  when  they  found  me  filenr,  one  of  them  in  plain  terms  put  the  quefcion 
unto  me,  V/hat  v/as  his  majefty's  mind  therein  ?  Vv''hich  I  evaded  by  telling  him, 
■they  were  like  to  underftand  the  fame  more  particularly  by  the  baron  Dhona,  who 
was  then  daily  expected,  though  fince  we  hear  he  hath  taken  another  way.  I  obferved, 
that  they  could  likewife  have  been  contented  to  have  heard  from  me,  that  their  readi- 
iiefs  to  anfwer  the  great  alarm  given  by  the  archduke's  troops,  when  they  were  on  foot 
about  Maeftricht,  and  when  their  defign  was  doubtful,  was  agreeable  to  his  ma- 
efty ;  the  rather  becaufe,  as  it  coft  them  fome  care  and  crowns  by  the  preparations 
of' waggons  and  other  extraordinary  provifions,  fo  it  appears  by  the  effect  of  their 
quietnefs,  when  the  occafion  ceafed,  that  their  end  was  only  defenfive,  without  ferv- 
ing  themfelves  of  this  pretence  to  fend  any  troops  abroad  :  and  if  the  like  providence 
had  been  ufed  in  Spinola's  laft  march  to  Wefcl,  that  good  town  had  been  faved  from 
that  fubjection  into  which  it  is  fallen.  But  this  ferves  to  fhew  the  difference  of  times; 
■for  then  v/as  Barnevelt  and  that  fa6lion  in  authority,  who  hindered  the  fervicej 
and  therewith  was  lie  openly  charged  in  his  examinations,  though  by  artifice  he  caft 
the  reproach  of  it  upon  others.  Nov/  they  went  roundly  and  really  forward,  yet  with 
that  moderation  as  was  requifite. 

'  Upon  the  difpatch  of  baron  Dhona,  fir  Noel  Caron,  in  anfwer  of  thofe  letters, 
which  he  prefented  to  his  majefty  from  his  mafters  touching  his  negotiation  and  their 
preparation,  hath  written  hither  fo  coldly,  that  whereas  the  ufe  is  for  the  ftates  gene- 
ral to  communicate  all  fuch  difpatches  to  their  principals  in  their  feveral  provinces, 
they  fuppreffed  this  by  common  confent,  left  they  ftiould  make  an  ill  impreffion  of 
his  majefty's  affedion  in  the  prefent  occafions. 

'  The  princes  of  the  Union  in  genera],  and  the  prince  Palatine  in  particular,  having 
written  letters  of  much  thankfulnefs  to  the  ftates  for  their  readinefs  upon  the  ftirring 
of  the  archduke's  troops,  have  further  recommended  unto  them  three  points :  the 
firft,  that  though  this  ftorm  be  fallen  upon  Bruffels,  yet  that  they  will  not  be  fecure, 
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but  remain  watchful  and  willing  to  perform  what  they  now  intended,  in  cafe  any 
forces  Ihould  fuddenly  be  fent  on  the  other  fide  towards  the  lower  Palatinate.  The 
fecondj  that  they  would  continue  their  monthly  aid  of  money  to  the  Bohemians^ 
whereof  their  former  grant  (which  was  only  for  four  months)  was  now  expired.  The 
third,  that  they  would  write  to  the  eleftor  of  Colen,  and  to  the  ftates  of  Munfter, 
Padderbornj  and  other  ecclefiaftical  principalities  adjoining  upon  thefe  provinces,  con- 
cerning levies  of  men,  both  horfe  and  foot,  now  making  in  thofe  parts,  with  round, 
language,  that  if  thofe  men  go  againft  the  allies  of  this  ftate,  they  muft  do  the  part 
of  friends  here,  in  taking  a  revenge  upon  them  as  common  enemies ;  in  all  which  they 
have  given  here  full  fatisfaftion ;  only  in  that  which  concerns  the  Bohemians,  they 
have  limited  their  prefent  grant  at  two  months,  giving  hope  notwithftanding  of  two 
more:  which,  I  believe,  will  be  confirmed  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  itates  of  Hol- 
land, and  fo  continued  as  occafion  fhall  require. 

'  The  prince  Palatine  hath  fent  a  gentleman  hither  exprefsly  with  other  letters  to 
the  ftates  and  the  prince  of  Orange,  whereby  he  requires  to  have  40,000/.  which  re- 
main in  their  hands  at  intereft,  of  that  money  he  had  in  dowry  from  his  majefty  with 
her  highnefs,  to  be  prefently  paid  and  made  over  to  him  by  exchange  j  which  will  be 
done  without  difficulty. 

'  The  French  embaffador  with  thofe  of  tliis  ftate  he  can  fpeak  with  in  private  (not: 
having  had  fince  the  late  change  in  this  government  any  public  audience)  doth  ufe 
both  his  king's  name,  and  his  own  beft  endeavours,  to  difpofe  the  ftates  to  a  refo- 
lution  of  diffuading  the  prince  Palatine  from  accepting  the  crown  of  Bohemia,  as 
that  which  will  kindle  a  fire  in  Germany,  and  may  piiC  other  parts  of  Europe  in  com- 
buftion  :  but  they  here  conceive,  that  the  fire  is  there  already  kindled  by  the  Catholic; 
league,  and  their  boutefeux  the  Jefuits:  and  the  queftion  (as  they  take  it  here)  is  now,. 
Whether  it  fnall  burn  their  friends  houfes  or  their  enemies?  This  general  obfervation: 
I  miuft  make  to  your  honour  upon  this  occafion,  that  the  well-afFe6ted  here  in  religion 
remain  all  warm  in  the  bufmefs  for  the  acceptation  of  the  crown.  The  Papifts  trem- 
ble at  it,  as  if  they  heard  a  word,  which  is  ufed  in  the  Venetian  fenate,  fv^ori  Pafalim.. 
j\nd  the-Arminians  fpeak  openly  againft  it,  in  opinion  it  will  be  an  advancement  of 
religion,  and  by  confequence  the  ruin  of  their  hopes.. 

'  On  Sunday  laft^  there  was  a  formal  f!<irmifh  witli  the  Arminians  in  the  fields  by 
Rotterdam,  where  they  v/ere  afl^embled  betwixt  five  or  fix  hundred  at  a  preachings 
and  in  confidence  of  their  number,  having  fome  few  finall  fliot  and  other  arms  amongft 
them,  fct  upon  a  fquadron  'of  fifty  or  fixty  foldiers,  which  were  fent  by  the  magiftrates 
under  the  command  of  an  Engliih  officer  to-  apprehend  fome  of  them,  and  feparate 
the  reft.  But  the  lofs  fell  to  themfelves  by  the  death  of  tv/o,  which  were  killed  in  the 
place,  and  divers  of  them  hurt.  In  all  other  places  of  Holland  things,  pafs  with, 
much  quietnefs, 

'  As  yet  I  can  give  his  majefty  no  further  account  of  the  ftates  refolution  touching 
the  pirates  of  Algier  than  your  honour  hath  in  my  laft  of  the  2.2d  of  September;  that 
bufinefs  fuffering,  as  all  others  do,  in  this  place,  wherein  merchants  are  chiefly  interefled, 
of  theincommodity  of  paffing  many  hands,  which  (contrary  to  our  ufual  proverb)  make 

heavy 
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heavy  work.  And  to  fay  the  truth,  fince  Barnevelt's  death,  who  had  the  whole  di- 
reiSlion  of  affairs,  they  have  not  yet  found  out  any  good  way  of  expedition;  which 
muft  ferve  me  for  excufe,  if  I  cannot  give  his  majefcy  an  accouiit  of  his  command- 
ments fo  readily  as  I  delire ;  and  I  hope  to  be  borne  with,  fo  it  be  effeiflually. 

'  In  the  further  examination  of  Brewer,  the  remanding  him  into  England,  and 
the  moving  the  ftates  to  take  fome  ftri6l  order  againft  the  like  abufe  as  that  of  which 
he  is  accufed  (touching  which  three  points  I  underftand  his  majefty's  pleafure  by  your 
honour's  letters  of  the  28th  of  the  laft)  ;  in  the  firfb  I  find  it  lotl  labour,  he  perfifting 
in  his  former  anfwers;  and  he  hath  written  me  a  long  impertinent  letter,  which.  I 
fend  your  honour  herev/ith.  In  the  fecond,  becaufe  I  know  it  will  be  a  matter  of 
much  difficulty  to  effe6l  his  majefty's  defire,  in  regard  of  the  fcrupulofity  of  the  town 
and  univerfity  of  Leyden  in  point  of  privilege  (both  which  are  intereffed  herein^as  a 
mixt  caufe,  he  being  apprehended  by  the  public  efcoutete,  and  kept  in  the  univerfity 
-prifon)  I  have  therefore  thought  bell  to  begin  the  matter  there  by  preparing  the  cura- 
tors and  the  redtor  of  the  univerfity,  as  likewile  the  magiftrates  by  the  means  of  their 
deputy  monf.  Brookhoven  ;  having  fpoken  likewife  with  the  prince  of  Orange  to  the 
fame  effeft.  The  curators  are  now  at  this  prefent  at  Leyden  upon  the  admiffion  of 
fome  of  their  new  profeiTors,  and  have  promifed  me  their  endeavours  to  give  his  ma- 
jefty  fatisfaftion ;  wherein  I  fhall  know  within  thefe  two  days  v/hat  to  trult  to  ;  and 
then  I  may  upon  better  grounds  move  the  ftates,  both  touching  that  point  in  parti- 
cular, and  likewife  concerning  the  laft  in  general  of  preventing  the  like  abufe,  not 
only  in  that  town,  but  in  all  the  provinces;  v/Herein  I  v/ill  neither  fail  of  my  duty  in 
doing,  nor  diligence  in  advertifing.     Mean  while  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c/

'  I  have  at  length  an  anfwer  from  tke  ftates  to  my  propofition  concerning  the  pirates^ 
-vvhich  was  brought  me  this  laft  night  late  by  two  of  them;  one  of  Holland,  another  of 
Frifeland,  who  in  the  name  of  the  whole  affembly  firft  made  their  excufes  for  their 
long  delay,  which  they  imputed  partly  to  the  conftitution  of  their  government  in  ge- 
neral, and  partly  to  the  nature  of  this  bufinefs  in  particular;  which  requires,  that  a 
preparation  Ihould  accompany  their  declaration ;  and  that  did  afk  fome  time.  But  they 
are  now  ready  to  put  to  fea  with  a  fleet  of  fourteen  Ihips,  of  which  Moy  Lambert  of 
Rotterdam  is  admiral.  Secondly,  they  infifted  upon  the  impoflibility  of  the  pirates 
performing  thofe  conditions  which  they  now  prefcribe  them ;  which  are,  to  fuffer  all  the 
ihips  of  this  ftate  to  pafs  and  traffic,  without  fearch  or  moleftation,  according  to  their 
treaty  with  the  grand  fignor;  to  fet  at  liberty  all  prifoners  both  men  and  boys;  and  to 
make  reftitution  of  all  fhips  and  merchandizes,  which  have  been  taken  from  this  ftate 
by  the  pirates  fince  the  month  of  May  1617.  Laftly,  they  defired  me  to  exprefs  unto 
his  majefty  the  great  charge  of  their  preparations  againft  the  pirates,  which  they 
alone  have  maintained  hitherto,  and  will  continue  as  long  as  they  are  able;  but 
without  his  majefty's  powerful  hand,  they  fee  fmall  appearance  of  utterly  fuppreffing 
them.  Wherefore  they  humbly  befeech  his  majefty  to  fiiew  himfelf  therein  as  v^t\\. 
by  good  effeds  in  arming  againft  the  pirates,  as  he  hath  done  by  his  advice  and 
council  to  this  ftate ;  which  they  have  both  readily  and  really  followed.     Of  .all 
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■which  I  promifed  them  to  make  due  report  unto  his  majeftyj  and  as  oa  the  one  fide- 
the  conditions  they  propofe  to  the  pirates  are  indeed  (as  they  fay)  impoffible  to  be 
performed,  becaufe  without  fearch  of  fliips  they  cannot  look  after  Spanifh  goods  ;. 
which  is  tlie  pretence  of  their  prizes;  fuch  captives,  as  have  been_  often  bought  and 
fold,  efpecially  boys  (whereof  fome  of  them  have  been  made  Turks)  cannot  be  ren- 
dered; neither  can  refiitution  be  m.ade  of  Ihips,  whereof  many  are  perifhed,  and 
goods,  whereof  a  great  part  is  embezzled,  and  the  reft  hath  often  changed  property  j- 
fo,  on  the  other,  the  ftates  have  taken  this  good  order,  that  finding  the  fhips,  they 
have  formerly  fent  againft  the  pirates,  have  often  loft  the  opportunity  of  fervice,  and 
given  liberty  to  the  pirates  to  put  fleets  to  fea,  by  reafon  of  their  returning  home 
commonly  at  the  end  of  fix  months  to  viftual  themfelves;  the  ftiips,  which  are  now. 
to  go  out,  have  charge  to  remain  in  thofe  feas,  until  they  are  relieved  by  fo  many 
more  in  March  or  April  next ;  and  fo  from  fix.  months  to  fix  months  here  will  be  con^ 
tinual  preparation  made  to  this  number. 

'  Here  is  advertifement  from  the  ftates  embaffador  at  Conftantinople,  that  the 
Turks  general  himfelf,  nov/  he  was  this  laft  Auguft  with  his  armada  at  Saida,  and  upon 
the  coaft  of  the  Levant,  hath  made  prize  of  a  Holland  ftiip  of  good  burthen  belonging 
to  Medenblick,  and  pur  all  the  men  into  the  gallies;  for  which  the  embaffador  re-  . 
quires  of  the  ftates  exprefs  letters  to  the  grand  fignor,  with  commiiTion  to  make  a  par- 
ticular complaint  thereof;  otherwife  (as  he  writes)  he  expefts  no  other  redrefs  thaa, 
the  Englifn  and  French  embalTadors  have  had  of  late  days  on  the  like  occafions. 

*  The  fame  letters,  which  bear  date  the  laft  of  Auguft,,fay,  that  there  were  then  ar^ 
rived  at  Conftantinople  new  deputies,  the  one  fent  in  the  name  of  the  king,  the  other  of 
the  kingdom,  of  Hungary,  whofe  commiffions.  were  kept  fecret;   but  the  embaffador- 
judgeth,  that  the  baffa  of  Buda  was  lufpe<5ted  to  have  a  purpofe  to  fall  upon  Hungary 
upon  occafion  of  the  troubles  of  Bohemia;   in  which  he  makes  this  obfervation,  that, 
all  the  bajhas  and  principal  perfons  about  the  grand  fignor.  v/ere,  more  favourable  to-: 
the  Bohemians  than,  to  Ferdinand.     We  have  here  a  letter  from  Betlem.Gabor  ta 
the  count  de  la  Torre,  one  of  the  Bohemian  generals,  which  (as  all  things  which 
come  out  of  thofe  parts)  v/as  fooner  in  the  prefs  than  it  could  be  tranfcribed;  and 
thereof  r  fend  your  honour  a  printed  copy. 

'  The  meffenger  fent  hither  by  the  prince  Palatine  for  the  40,000/.  which  I  ad- 
vertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft,  hath  his  difpatch  from  the  ftates,  and  is  gone  to  Am- 
fterdam  to  make  over  his  monies  to  Nuremberg  by  exchange  to  his  matter's  beft  ad- 
vantage, fince  he  could  not  have  it  paid  him  here  in  ready  coin,  which  he  defired ; 
but  thereto  the  ftates  were  not  bound,  neither  could  they  do  it  without  lofs. 

'  I  have  in  former  difpatches  made  mention  to  your  honour  of  certain  new  impoftsfet 
by  the  duke  of  Newburgh's  ofHcers  upon  fijch  ftiips,  vi'hich  pals  to  and  fro  upon  the 
Rhine;  of  which  the  ftates  having  made  complaint  by  Brederode  their  embaffador, 
who  refides  at  Fleydelbergh,  and  made  an  exprefsjourney  to  Francfort;  anfwer  Vv'as  made 
by  the  eleftors  to  his  contentment;  and  the  new  emperor  being  required  by  the  duke 
of  Newburgh  to  have  his  impofts  (of  which  complaint  is  now  made)  authorifed  by  his 
public  aft,  hath  been  refufed ;  yet  nothing  hath  followed  hereupon ;  and  now  things  are 
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o-rown  to  that  extremity,  that  the  fliips,  as  well  thofe  which  go  up,  as  thofe  which  come 
down  the  Rhine,  flop  near  unto  Wefel  without  palTing  the  place  where  the  impoft  is 
expefted.  Hereupon  the  Hates  fent  on  Saturday  laft  three  commiffioners  out  of  their 
own  aflembly  (one  of  Guelderland,  another  of  Flolland,  the  third  of  Utrecht)  to  Duffel- 
dorp  ;  and  the  night  before  they  departed,  here  arrived  a  fecretary  of  the  duke  of  New- 
burgh's,  to  treat  of  ah  accommodation  of  this  bufinefs ;  in  which  nothing  will  be  done- 
here  until  the  ftates  receive  advice  from  their  deputies,  which  are  gone  to  Duffeldorp, 

'  The  difference  betwixt  the  count  of  Eafl:.-Frifeland  and  the  town  of  Embden  with 
tlie  nobleffe  and  his  fubje6ls  (about  which  the  ffates  have  had  feven  commiffioners  at 
Embden,  of  every  province  one,  for  thefe  feven  or  eight  months)  is  finally  at  the  count's 
purfuit  recalled  hither  j  and.becaufe  the  count  held  fome  of  thofe  former  commiffioners 
for  fufpefl,  as  too  partial  to  the  town,  feven  others  are  added  to  them,  of  the  body  of 
the  ftates  general :  and  here  is  now  the  chancellor,  with  another  deputy  of  the  count's 
and  ji  great  many  for  the  nobleffe  and  the  town;  and  though  they  meet  and  fit  daily- 
about  it,  and  time,  if  nothing  elfe,  fnould  make  them  weary  of  wrangling,  yet  are  their 
animofities  ib  great,  that  I  iee  no  appearance  of  any  good  reconcilement  betwixt 
them;  their  quarrels  being  infinite,  and  rather  multiplied  than  diminifhed  by  the 
interpofition  hach  been  ufed  hitherto.  '  Yet  it  nothing  had  been  done,  but  the  count 
and  his  fubjedls  left  to.themfelves,  they  could  not  but  have  grown  to  far  greater  ex-r- 
tremities.'

Concernins;  the  affair  of  Brewer^. 

That  he  had  been  fpoken  with  fince  his  laff  of  the  13th,  firff  by  two  of  the  cnra^ 
tors  of  the  univerfity  of  Leyden,  and  afterwards  by  one  of  them,  the  reftor,  his  two  > 
affeiTors,  and  a  deputy  from  the  town,  who'  came  to  him  all  in   one  company,  and, 
after  large  profeffions  of  due  refpeft  to  his  majefty,  and  a  defire  to  give  his  majefty 
all  pofnble  fatisfadlion,  urged  thefe  difficulties ;   i.  The  privileges  of  the  univerfity,  in 
which  Brev/er  v/as  matriculated,  that  he  might  infift  upon  his  trial  in  the  plea,  withT 
out  having  his  cauie  or  perfon  removed :   2.  The  nature  of  their  univerfity,  confifting 
chiefly  of  ilrangers;  to  whom  if  they  Ihould  not  carefully  preferve   their  privilege, 
efpecially  in  a  matter  of  this  confequence,.they  would  ail  fly  their  univerfity :   3.  The 
condition  of  the  time,  there  being  now  newly  a  general  reformation  made;  and  if 
they  ffiould  negleit  the  prelervation  of  their  privileges,  theyfliould  expofe  tliemfelves 
unto  the  fcandal  of  fuch  as  are  departeds     Laftly,.  The  example  of  one  Cluverus,  a 
German,  who  having  printed  a  book  againfl:  the  emperor  Rodolph,  and  thereupon 
being  required  of  the  ftates  to  be  fent  to  Prague,  there  to  be  puniflied,  the  univerfity 
made  an  abfolute  refufal,  as  that,  which  could  not  be  granted  without  breach  of  their 
privileges.     '  To  all  which  points,  fays  Sir  Dudley-  Carleton,  I   anftvered,  firft, 
concerning  their  privileges  in  general,  it  was  an  argument,  that  I  fought  to  maintain, 
■  nor  to  infringe  them,  in  that  I  addreffed  myfelf,  firft,  to  them,  who  were  the  chief  of 
the  univerfity,  before  I  would   move  the  ftates  to  ufe   authority  in   this  bufinefs .: 
and  for  Brewer  in  particular,  though  he  were   a  matriculated   man,  his  printing- 
houfe  (where  he  for  the  fpace  of  thefe  three  years  hath  printed  prohibited  books  and 
1  ~  pamphletSj, 
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■  pamphlets,  not  for  the  life  of  the  univerfity  of  Leyden  or  thofe  provincesj  but  for  his 
majeily's  differvice,  and  the  trouble  of  his  kingdoms)  was  in  the  town;  and  in  the 
like  cale  I  ailced  them,  if  fome  bufy  or  fiidlious  Arminian,  a  fubiedt  of  thefe  pro- 
vinces, fliould  matriculate  himfelf  in  one  of  the  univerfities  of  Oxford  or  Cambridge, 
and  there  print  and  fend  over  hither  books  of  that  argument,  of  which  their  embalTa- 
dor  fhould  complain,  and  defire  to  have  him  remanded;  how  they  would  take  it,  if 
they  fliould  be  anfweredby  a  plea  of  privilege?  Touching  the  nature  of  the  univer- 
fity, which  confifts  of  ftrangers,  I  faid  they  mufc  have  in  that'  regard  the  greater  con- 
fideration  of  giving  contentment  to  fcrangcr  princes;  otherwife  they  would  and  might 
very  v/ell  forbid  their  fubjects  .from  frequenting  their  univerfity.  Concerning  the 
time  of  their  prefent  reformation,  I  defired  them  to  remember,  to  whom  they  might 
chiefly  afcribe  this  reformation  (which  they  have  often  acknowledged  unto  me  to  pro- 
ceed from  his  majefty),  and  then  to  confider,  whether  it  was  fit  to  alledge  this  reforma- 
tion againfl;  his  majeily's  fati'sfatlion.  As  for  Cluverus,  I  told  them  the  cafe  was 
different,  in  that  he  v/as  required  to  receive  both  trial  and  punilhment  at  Prague : 
but  his  majefty  demands  Brewer,  v« thou t  intention  to  touch  him  either  in  body  or 
goods,  or  to  punilli  him  further  than  with  a  free  confeffion  of  his  own  mifdemeanors, 
and  thofe  of  his  complices,  with  purpofe  to  return  him  back  again,  after  he  fhall  have 
informed  himfelf  from  him  of  fuch  things  which  concern  his  fervice,  if  they  fhall  fo 
require  it.  And,  for  conclufion,  I  wifhed  them  to  put  difference  between  the  fatif- 
faftion  of  that  emperor,  with  .whom  they  had  little  or  no  correfpondence,  and  the 
king  my  matter,  whom  this  ftate  in  general,  and  that  univerfity  in  particular,  could 
not  but  acknowledge  their  beft  friend.  I  found  them  well  apprehenfive  of  thefe  rea- 
fons,  and  to  continue  in  as  much  depended  on  them  (for  fo  they  profefied)  in  their  de- 
fire  of  giving  his  majefty  fatisfaftion:  but  becaufe  their  univerfity  acknowledgeth 
for  founders  the  ftates  of  Holland,-  whofe  aflfembly  is  near  at  hand,  within  a  fort- 
night or  three  weeks  at  the  furtheft,  they  defired  me  to  forbear  preffing  this  matter 
any  farther  until  that  time;  wherein  I  made  no  difficulty,  knowing  it  v/ould  be  fruit- 
lefs :  only  Itold  them,  that  if  they  had  readily  confented,  I  made  no  doubt  but  that 
Brewer  might  be  in  England,  and  returned  again,  before  the  meeting  of  the'ftates  of 
Holland.  The  curators  afl-ied  me,  when  they  alone  were  with  me,  whether  I  would 
give  them  ah  aft  in  writing  in  manner  of  a  fafe  conduft  for  Brewer's  return,  in  cafe 
they  fhould  fend  him.  into  England:  wherein  having  no  exprefs  order,  I  prayed  them. 
to  weigh,  whether  that  were  any  v/ay  needful,  in  regard,  by  what  had  pafTed  in  former 
occafions,  they  might  be  well  affured,  that  his  majefty's  word  given  by  any  of  his 
minifters  will  never  be  infringed. 

'  I  underftand  they  have  privately  appointed  Polyander.  and  Walrus  to  deal 
with  Brewer  of  his  own  accord  to  defire  to  go  into  England;  whereby  to  fatisfy  his 
majefty,  and  preferve  their  privileges;  which  I  do  not  miflike :  for  if  he  yield  there- 
unto, his  majefty  hath  what  he  requires;  if  he  make  difficulty,  I  have  the  more  juft 
fubjedl  to  prefs  his  remanding;  which,  at  the  time  of  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of 
Holland,  I  will  not  fail  to  do;  and  before,  in  regard  the  univerfity  belongs  only  to 
this  province,  it  will  be  to  no  purpofe  to  move  any  thing  to  the  ftates  general.  Of  this 
J  befeech  your  honour  to  advertife  his  majefty.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.

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'^  P.  S.  Daniel  Heinsius  (the  chief  honour  at  this  prefent  of  the  univerfity  of 
Leyden)  hath  written  unto  me,  and  fent  a  fpeech  of  his  (to  the  hearing  v/hereof 
I  was  folemnly  invited)  to  the  end  his  majefty  may  (if  he  fo  pleafe)  give  it  a 
hearing.  Thereby  his  majefty  will  fee  how  the  language  of  that  univerfity  is 
changed  fince  the  reformation.'

'  I  difpatcht  Herman  the  poft  to  your  honour  on  Saturday  laft  with  the  ftates . 
anfvver  to  my  propofition  touching  the  pirates,  and  fuch  other  affairs  as  required  ad- 
vertifement.  Since  which  time,  here  being  divers  letters  arrived  out  of  the  Upper 
Countries  (which  are  the  ftage  of  the  moft  important  occurrences  at  this  day  in  Eu- 
rope) I  have  made  tranfcriptions  of  fome,  and  tranflates  of  others ;  all  v/hich  I  fend 
your  honour,  rather  to  acquit  myfelf  of  my  duty,  than  out  of  any  opinion  that  thofe, 
who  fliould  advertife  his  majefty  out  of  thofe  parts,  do  fail  of  theirs  :  and,  if  the 
letters  of  Prague  fay  true,  this  day  (and  by  conjefture  this  very  hour  now  I  am 
writing)  is  the  time  of  the  coronation  of  the  new  king  and  queen  of  Bohemia;  quod 
felix  faujiumque  fit  1 

'  I  am  often  vifited  by  the  beft  here,  out  of  a  defire  they  have  to -know  his  majefty's. 
mind  in  this  occafion  ;  wherein  I  am  much  to  feek  to  make  fatisfaclory  anfwers.     It 
may  well  be  a  difpatch.  Sir  Francis  Nether  sole  hath  here  about  him  to.  my  lord 
,  of  Doncafter  contains  fomewhatto  this  purpofe;  which  I  mention  to  your  honour,  not 
to  take  any  bufinefs   from   his   lordftiip  at  his  coming  hither  (v/hen  I  v/i!l  endeavour' 
to  do  him  all  honour  and  fervice),  but  by  way  of  provifion,  that  his  majefty's  fervice 
may  not  fufFer  by  fending  lettres  clojes  to  the  place  where  he  hath  a  public  minifterj, 
by  which,  on  the  one  fide,  his  credit  may  be  weakened;  and,  on    the  other,    the 
opportunity  of  his  majefty's  fervice  omitted..     I  have  feen  here  two  extraordinary  em- 
bafladors,  monf.  de  la  NoiJE  and  monf.  de  Eoisisse,  who  (though  they  come  im- 
mediately from  the  king  their  mafter)'  had  neither  inftru'flions  nor  letters,  v/herein 
the  refident  du  Maurier  had  not  equal  part.      The  like  had  Sir  Ralph  Winwood, 
when  Sir  Richard  Spencer   was  fent  hither  extraordinary.     And  though  my  lord's 
quality  be  greater  than  thofe  I  have  named,  I  may  be  pardoned,  if  I  am  unwilling  to- 
be  made  lefs  in  the  reputation  of  the  king  my  matter's  truft  and  confidence,  than. 
thofe  of  my  condition  ;  whereby  I  fhould  be  more  difabled  to  ferve  his  majefty  than,- 
I  have  been  hitherto.     And  thus  much  for  excufe  of  my  giving  your  honour  this- 
trouble.  '  - 

*  The  treaty  betvt^ixt  the  Venetians  and  this  fcate  is  this  day  to  be  fet  down  betwixt  . 
the  Venetian  refident  and  the  commifTioners  in  few.  articles  to  this  effeft:  the  leagues. 
to  be  defenfive:   to  give  mutually  50,000  florins  monthly  during  the  war,   without 
obligation  of  furnifning  more  on  either  fide,  unlefs  it  be  voluntary  and  upon  fufRcient 
caution  of  reftitution.     The   Venetians  to  be  tied  only  to  the  furniftiing  of  money: 
this  ftate  to  money,  and  lliipping  in  proportion  to  the  money,  accounting  ten  men  of: 
war  a  full   valuation.  '    The  ftates  commifTioners  required  to  have  fpecification  made- 
in  tpJividuo  of  the  aim  of  this  league  as  defenfive  againll  the  king  of  Spain  and  the? 

houfsL- 
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houfe  of  Auftria ;  which. the  Venetian  refident  would  not  admit,  in  regard  of  the 
pftence  might  be  given  on  -the  one  fide,  and  the  defence  he  would  provide  for  his 
mailers  on  the  other,  in  cafe  tliey  fhould  have  to  do  (as  they  have  often  had)  with 
the  pope.  And  fo  it  Hands  in  general  terms,  without  prejudice  to  the  other  alliances 
of  either  ftate.  But  the  Venetian  refident,  not  having  fuil  power  to  conclude  it,  muft 
have -a  new  renvoy  to  Venice ;  v/here,  howfoever  the  conditions  are  well  digefted, 
whereby  to  avoid  oppofition,  yet  that  it  will  be  difputed,  appears  by  this,  that  the 
French _embaffad or  there  refident,  monf.  de  Leon,  hath  written  earneftly  to  monf. 
Du  Maurier  here,  to  be  informed  how  this  bufinefs  pafleth;  who  broke- the  matter 
yefterday  to  the  Venetian  refident,  as  if  he  would  further  it :  but  the  Venetian  would 
difcover  nothing  unto  him,  doubting  lefi;  both  he  here  and  the  other  at  Venice  fliould 
crofs  this  league,  as  the  French  minifters  did  that  of  the  Grifons.  But  that  there  re- 
mains a  good  intention  in  the  fenate,  I  have  this  argument,  that  by  public  order  the 
Venetian  refident  hath  given  me  thanks  for  my  endeavours  in  this  bufineis,  with  a 
defire  to  continue  the  fame,  until  it  be  brought  to  perfeftion ;  which  I  fail  not  to  do, 
as  any  difficulty  doth  rife  on  either  fide  betwixt  the  ftates  commiffioners  and  this  refident; 
not  doubting  but  adue  acknovi'ledgraent  of  obligation  will  be  made  from  both  fbatesto 
his  majeily  in  this  regard,  if  it  fucceed;  of  which  I  conceive  very  good  hope,  not- 
withftanding  that  wlien  th-e  mot  de  guet  iliall  be  given  by  the  French  embafiador  to  the 
Spanifh  embaffador  and  pope's  nuncio  at  Venice  (who  drew  all  in  one  line)  there  is  like 
to  be  ftrange  oppofition.  The  difpatch  of  what  is  here  fet  down  goeth  by  this  next 
ordinary,  and  until  fix  weeks  hence  the  anfwer  cannot  be  expelled;  for  to  avoid  the 
public  notice  may  be  taken  hereof,  no  exprefs  couriers  have  been  employed,  nor  ftiall  be 
on  either  fide,  until  all  be  ended. 

'  What  is  done  about  Brewer,  at  Leyden,  your  honour  will  fee  by  a  letter  I  have 
even  now  received  from  Polyander.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  6fc.'

That  the  elector  Palatine  was  gone  to  Prague. 

That  it  was  now  *■  temps  de  vous  bien  preparer  ceft  hyver  durant;  car  il  ne  fe  peut 
autrement  que  I'empereur  ne  fafie  vers  le  printemps  un  extraordinaire  effort.  Car 
de  cefte  armee  je  ne  vols  plus  de  danger;  puifque  fi  bien  d'ltalie  vinflent  lom  ou 
12m  hommesj  ce  qui  ne  fera  pas,  nous  ferons  toujours  baftans  avec  ce  qu'avons  fur 
pied  de  les  battre  ;  et  des  le  prefent  n'avons  autre  plus  grand  grief  que  d'eftre  fans  en- 
nemis.

O^.  4?.  Monf  DU  Plessen  to  Sir  Dudley  Carleton  :  from  Heidelberg. 

That  baron  Dhoma  arrived  there  the  12th  inftant  O.  S.  in  his  return  from  England 
through  Calais,  Rheims,  Sedan,  and  Mets,  having  been  advifed  not  to  pafs  through 
Flanders  •,  and  the  contrary  winds  preventing  him  from  going  through  Zealand  to  the 
Hague.  The  king  [James]  ordered  him  to  go  with  the  utmoft  expedition  into  Bo- 
hemia, and  to  inform  himfelf  of  the  things  which  his  majefty  defircd  to  know  from 
the  mouths  of  the  directors  of  Prague,  and  to  return  poft  to  England.  '  Au  refte  tant 
par  le  report  du  dit  Sr.  Baron,  que  par  les  lettres  qu'il  nous  a  apportees,  nous  recog- 
noiffons  une  marveilleufe  ardeur  et  affedlion  de  la  nation  Angloife  a  affilter  leurs  A.  H. 
et  a  ayder  a  obtenir  cefte  honorable  eledion  et  legitime  vocation.' 

That  the  eleftor  and  eleftrefs  Palatine  intended  to  be  at  Prague  on  tTie  20th  or  21  ft 
inftant  O.  S.  where  was  appointed  a  general  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  that  kingdom 
on  the  4-F?  3,nd  preparations  making  for  the  coronation  :  after  which  the  elector  had 
thoughts  of  going  to  the  allembly  of  the  Proteftant  ftates  of  the  empire,  which  were 
fummoned  to  Nuremberg  on  the  A-  of  November. 

That  the  emperor,  on  his  part,  was  confidering  his  own  affairs-,  and  had  fent 
count  Wratislau  of  Furftemberg  to  the  king  of  France;  and  the  coufm  of  that 
count,  governor  of  the  city  and  country  of  Haguenau  in  Lower  i\lfaLe,  to  the  eleftor 
at  Amberg,  to  demand  three  things  •,  his  conleiit  to  the  calling  ot  a  general  Diet  of 
the  empire  :  an  anfwer  to  a  letter  written  to  the  affe.mbly  of  Nuremberg  :  and  that 
the  eleftor  fhould  wave  the  acceptance  of  the  crown,  and  the  protedion  and  fupport 
of  the  ftates  of  Bohemia.

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That  they  had  not  yet  had  the  eledor's  anfwer  in  form,  but  expected  it  hourly  5 
but  that  the  count  had  his  difpatch  very  foon.

That  the  Imperialifts  faid,  that  the  prince  of  Tranfylvania  and  count  de  la  Torre 
are  endeavouring  to  excite  the  Turks  againft  the  emperor-,  and  that  prince  has>. 
among  other  things,  by  his  embafiador,  exprefsly  notified  to  the  directors  of  Prague,. 
that  the  em.peror  had  four  feveral  times  dem.anded  aftiftance  of  the  Turks  againft  the 
kingdom  of  Bohemia  ;    but  that  the  anfwer  v/as  always  in  the  negative. 

The  ele6tor  Palatine  has  written  to  the  king  of  France,  defiring  him  not  to  give 
ear  to  the  finifter  impreffions  and  fuggeftions  to  his  prejudice  and  difadvantage  ■,  af- 
furing  him,  that  he  and  the  other  united  princes  will  never  attempt  any  thing  but 
the  prefervation  of  the  antient  alliances  of  the  empire,,  and  efpecially  of  their  ov^n 
houles  with  his  crown  :  and  though  they  find  themfelves  obliged,  and  were  refolved 
likewife  to  maintain  with  their  utmoft  power  the  liberties  and  conftitutions  of  the 
empire,  yet  their  aftions  and  proceedings  ftiould  ftew,  that  they  did  not  at  all  defign 
a  war  of  religion.  Monf.  de  st.  CATHErs.iNE  has  alfo  been  defined  to  write  in  the  fame 
terms  to  the  faid  king  his  matter.

05f.  12.  N.  S.  Extraft  of  a  letter  of  the  Dutcli  embafiador  at  Conftantinople. 

'  Amongft  the  Turks  there  is  difcovered  a  new  fed,  called  by  fome  Moulchi- 
TON,  and  by  others  Rafasinen,  having  had  their  beginning  many  years  fmce  out 
of  Perfia :  credent es  alermtatem  mimdi,  animam  cum  corpore  perire,  &'  omnes  fceminas 
communes  ejfe  debere.  Of  which  there  are  found  in  the  principaleft  towns  and  coun- 
tries of  Alia  a  great  number  of  Turks  of  all  qualities,  as  Janifaries,  Spahyen,  Sianfeny 
Capirfis,  Azumoglaenen,  and  other  burghers.  Their  chief  teacher  (or  fpeich)  is  lately 
difcovered  here,,  and  apprehended  ;  as  alfo  many  of  his  difciples  -,  ancl  daily  diligent 
inquiry  is  made  after  the  complices.

'  This  week's  letters  out  of  Germany  do  chiefly  quicken  our  expeftations  againfi: 
the  next,  whereby  we  are  promifed  the  news  of  the  coronation  of  the  new  king  of 
Bohemia,  which  by  appointment  fliould  be  performed  the  25th  of  the  laft. 

'  Bethlem  Gabor  hath  madea  great  progrefs  in  Hungary,  having  cut  in  pieces 
1000  foot  and  500  horfe,  which  were  fent  by  the  count  of  Bucquoy  to  Prefburg 
under  the  command  of  Tijsfempoch,  taken  the  town,  and  pofTeffed  himfc-lfof  the 
crown  of  Hungary  :  which  whether  he  will  put  -upon  his  own  head,  or  make  other 
ufe  of  it,  according  to  the  advertifements  I  have  yet  feen,  is  very  doubtful;  feme  fay- 
ing, that  he  will  make  prefentation  thereof  to  the  new  king  of  Bohemia  (for,  I  think, 
I  may  now  ftile  him)  ;  others,  that  he  doth  temporife  until  he  may  have  his  doings 
approved  by  the  grand  fignor,  under  whofe  prote£lion  he  is.  Mean  time  he  hath 
taken  the  town  of  Altenburgh  likewife;  which  brings  Rabb  and  Co,n.ar  Into  great 
neceflity,  by  reafon  the  fuccours  are  cut  off,  and  the  garrifons  of  thofe  places  ill  latis- 
fied  for  want  of  pay. 

'  The  emperor  in   his  paffage  towards  Gratz  by  IVTonacho,  where  he  (laid  eight 
days,  difpatched  to  Rome  iMonf  de  Trumestorf,  and  into  France  Monf  de  Fur- 
steneurgh,  having  fent  from  thence  to  all  the  princes  of  the  empire  to  give  them 
an  account  of  the  ftate  of  Hungary  •,    about  which  kingdom,  as  well  by  thefe  dif- 
patches,  as  by  the  count  of  Bucquoy's  marching  that  way  with  his  army  out  of  Bohe- 
mia,   it  appeared  he  is  more  follicitous  than  about  Bohemia,  making  that  his  chief 
care,  and  leaving  the  recovery  of  Bohemia  to  the  King  of  Spain.     For  under  pretence 
of  refifting  the  Turk  (for  whom  he  would  make  the  world  believe  Bethlem  Gabor' 
is  in  arms)   he  promifeth  himfelf,  as  emperor,  the  aid  of  the  pope  and  other  princes, 
and  accounts  the  king  of  Spain  by  a  title  of  lucceffion  to  the  crown  of  Bohemia  (which 
in  the  late  emperor's  days  patt  by  way  of  concra£t  amongft  themlelves)   bound  in 
honour,  as  well  as  in  his  private  intereft,  to  recover  that  kingdom  •,   in  which  it  is  here 
judged  he  will  fet  up  his  reft,  and  therefore  wiflied  a  fit  defence  may  be  provided 
in  time,  as  it  hath  pleafed  God  lo  to  order,  that  with  the  occafion,   there  is  (by 
reafon  of  the  winter  now  approaching)  tim,e  and  leifure  iufRcient  for  preparation,  i'o  it 
be  well  managed.     But  it  is  not  to  be  negledtedor  foreflowed;  for  commonly  he,  that 
is  firft  in  the  field,  hath  the  advantage  of  that  year:    and  the  fiift  year,  though  the 
quarrel  may  laft  longer,  will  in  all  reafonable  conjedure  either  fettle  the  crown  for 
ever  on  the  new  king's  head,  or  bring  that  kingdotn,  as  a  kingdom  of  conqueft,  into 
perpetual  fubjeftion  unto  the  houfe  of  Auftria.     How  the  princes  of  Germany  incline 
in  their  affections,  your  honour  may  hear  more  exaftly  from  his  majefty's  miniliers  in 
thofe  parts.    Here  we  are  informed  they  all  arm,  both  httle  and  great,  eccltfialf  ical  and 
temporal :    but  the  opinion  is,   many  of  them  will  not  declare  tiiemfelves  but  as  thty 
fhall  be  fwayed  by  their  belief  of  the  ftrength  of  each  party  ;    which  the  Spaniard 
knowing,  doth  already  ufe  his  accuftomed  artifices,  firft  by  bruit  fpread  abroad  of  his 
correfpondency  and  friendfhip  with  his  majefty,  which  he  doubts  not  ftill  to  entertain 
by  his  wonted  overture  of  a  match  :    next,   by  the  truce  with  thefe  provinces,  which, 
he  gives  out,  fhall  be  renewed  within  a  few  days;  and  the  Spanilh  en.b  ;frador,  newly 
arrived  at  BrufTeJs,  hath  (as  is  advertifed  hither  from  IVIilanj  from  whence  he  lait 

F  f  f  2  ■  came) 
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came)  particular  orders  for  this  purpofe.  Laftly,  by  the  reputation  of  his  forces, 
having  already  fent  by  the  way  of  Swiffcrland  towards  Germany,  the  Neapolitan 
troops  lately  arrived  at  Vado  by  feveral  parties  of  500  together ;  and  they  fpeak  at 
Milan,  as  1  have  feen  by  a  letter  from  a  gooa-hand  of  the  23d  of  the  laft,  of  a  pur- 
pofe to  demand  liberty  of  the  princes  of  Italy  to  make  a  levy  againft  the  next  fpring 
in  their  ftveral  dominions  (whereby  not  to  disfurnifh  Naples  and  Milan  in  a  time  of 
fo  much  fufpicion)  of  12000  foot,  and  a  proportionable  number  of  horfe ;  and  ta 
fend  them  under  the  comm.and  of  fome  man  of  principal  quality  as  general,  to  the 
war  of  Bohemia.  They  fpeak  largely  likewife  of  their  monies,  having  remitted  (as 
they  write)  8oo,coo  crowns  to  Nuremberg,  and  made  a  partito  of  a  million  more 
for  that  fervice. 

'  The  Spaniiii  embaffador  newly  arrived  at  Bruflels  (whom  I  have  now  mentioned) 
Don  Alonzo  del  la  Queva,  marquis  de  Bedmar,  is  one  of  whom  I  had  particular 
knowledge  at  Venice,  where  I  both  found  and  left  him.  He  is  a  man  of  fair  conver- 
fation,  but  of  haughty  and  violent  counfels  ■,  of  which  I  faw  many  experiences  in  the 
bufinefs  of  Savoy.  He  hath  never  been  in  England  -,  but  by  the  converfation  he  hath 
had  wiih  our  Englifh  fugitives,  particularly  with  Creswell  the  Jefuit,  he  hath  the 
moft  exa6t  knowledge  of  the  chief  families  and  remarkable  places  of  our  country  of 
any  ftranger  I  know ;  in  which  refpeft  he  having  been  before  named,  now,  after  his 
remove  from  Venice,  for  France,  Rome^  and  the  emperor's  court,  it  may  be  thought 
he  is  fent  to  this  employment. 

'  In  that  part  of  his  bufinefs  concerning  the  renewing  of  the  truce  with  thefe  pro- 
vinces, he  will  find  a  deaf  ear  on  this  fide,  becaufe  they  conceive  here,  that  too  great 
facility  will  anim.ate  the  Spaniards  to  prefcribe  unto  them  harder  conditions  than  the 
former  ;  and  partly,  becaufe  the  Bohemians  may  be  the  better  aided  in  their  af- 
fairs, by  holding  this  bufinefs  in  fufpenfe  :  and  when  time  ferves,  I  believe,  the  world 
will  fee  a  public  acl  made  by  this  ftate,  whereby  notice  will  be  given,  that  on  fuch  a 
day  precifely  the  truce  will  be  expired,  to  the  end,  on  the  one  fide,  their  merchants. 
may  be  admonifhed  not  to  engage  themfelves  too  far  by  their  fhips  and  goods  in  the 
king  of  Spain's  dominions  i,  and  on  the  other,  the  Spaniards  may  know  they  are  not 
here  afleep. 

'  I  took  a  view  this  laft  week  in  the  river  before  Rotterdam  of  three  of  the  ftates 
fhips,  which  are  now  gone  out  againft  the  pirates,  and  was  aboard  upon  the  admiral, 
which  was  very  well  fitted  for  fight ;  but  I  might  well  perceive  their  want  of  ord- 
nance, which  they  infift  fo  earnellly  to  have  fupplied  by  his  majefty's  favour,  by  rea- 
fon  of  certain  brafs  pieces  made  here  in  this  town  purpofely  to  put  into  their  frontier- 
towns,  which  the  Edmirakies  were  forced  to  borrow  of  the  prince  of  Orange  for  this 
fervice.  The  pirate-fliiip  brought  into  Amfterdam  from  the  coaft  of  Portugal  (of 
which  I  have  formerly  advertifed  your  honour)  is  conduded  by  this  fleet  (in  regard  it 
was  taken  under  the  colour  of  fricndfhip)  back  towards  Algier,  where  the  ftates  ad- 
mi  al  hath  order  to  deal  with  the  men  in  conformity  as  he  finds  himfelf  ufed  in  the 
reftitution  of  prifoners  and  goods  by  thofe  of  Algier,  either  in  rendering  thofe  mea 
by  way  of  exchange,  or  throwing  them  into  the  fea,  and  making  prize  of  the  Ihip. 

•  There 
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'  There  grew  fome  fmall  dilRculcies,  after  the  writing  of  my  laft  (wherein  I  gave 
your  honour  an  account  of  the  treaty  of  Venice)  betwixt  the  fiiates  commiffioners  and 
the  Venetian  refident ;  the  ftates  commifTioners  requiring,  that  if  the  Venetians  fhould 
make  ufe  of  their  lliips,  they  fhould  fband  to  the  lofs  of  any,  that  fhould  perifli  in 
their  fervice,  either  by  fight  or  cafualty  ;  and  the  Venetian  refident  demanding  to  have 
men  (if  his  mafters  fhould  have  need)  as  well  as  money  or  fliipping  :  both  which  were 
well  reconciled  ;  the  firft,  upon  confideration,  that  they  may  here  aiTure  their  fh'ps  by 
the  merchants  of  Amfterdam,  without  putting  an  article  of  fo  harfli  found  to  the  fenate 
of  Venice:  the  fecond,  upon  promife,  that,  when  their  affairs  here  will  permit,  they 
will  as  willingly  furnilh  men  as  money  or  fhipping. 

'  Here  is  come  to  this  town  one  Apsma,  who  is  agent  for  this  ftate  with  the  Hans 
Towns.  He  faith,  he  left  the  dukes  of  Brunfwick  and  Lunenburg  in  a  good  dif- 
pofition  to  join  themfelves  with  the  princes  of  the  union :  and  for  the  Hans  Towns, 
that,  in  thefe  troubles  of  Germany  they  will  govern  themfelves  by  the  council  and  ex- 
ample of  this  ftate.  It  feems  by  his  report,  there  is  mauvais  mefnage  in  the  houfe  of 
Brandi-nburg,  where  a  match  was  fpoken  of,  and  in  much  forwardnefs,  betwixt  the 
king  of  Swede  and  the  marquis's  daughter,  who,  according  to  this  man's  report,  is 
carried  away  by  her  mother  againft  her  father's  mind  into  Poland,  there  to  match  with 
one  of  that  king's  fons.' 

Poftfcript  of  a  letter  of  fir  Dudley  Carleton   in   his  own  hand  to  fecretary 

Naunton. 

R'.  Hon^'^- 

'  I  have  omitted  a  good  advertifement  out  of  theGrifons,  which  I  have  by  letters  of  the 
44-  of  the  laft;  and  that  is,  of  a  new  revolution  in  favour  of  the  better  party,  which  by 
plurality  of  fuffrages  hath  concluded,  the  French  embaffador,  monf.  Geffier,  fhall  re- 
iTiain  no  more  in  their  ftate :  that  no  man  flaall  receive  penfion  or  money  under  any  title 
or  pretence  whatfoever  of  any  foreign  prince  or  potentate  :  that  no  natural  born  Grifon 
Ihallexercife  the  office  amongft  them  of  interpreter,  eithertotheFrench  king's  minifters, 
or  thofe  of  any  other  prince  :  that  all  refolutions  taken  in  the  laft  drittura  fhall  be  abro- 
gated. And,  laftly,  that  there  fhall  be  a  new  tribunal  eftablifhed  in  fome  free  place, 
which  fhall  take  revifion  of  what  is  paft  in  the  late  tumults,  and  make  provifion  for  the 
future.  The  place  they  would  have  Coir,  where  the  French  faction  being  ftrongeft,. 
and  refufing  them  entry,  they  befiege  the  town,  and  will  be  foon  mafters  of  it. 

'  The  Venetian  refident  hath  fhewed  me  a  letter  from  BrufTels,  whereby  his  mafters 
are  accufed  by  the  Spaniards  for  animating  the  new  king  of  Bohemia  in  acceptation  of 
the  crown,  they  having  had  one  Antelmi,  a  fecretary  of  the  fenate,  privately  about 
Francfort  and  Heydelberg,  at  the  time  when  the  bufinefs  was  in  queftion  ;  lb  as  there 
might  he/mm  at  leaft,  if  not  foco.'

R'.  Hon^'=' 

'  One  of  the  curators  and  the  reiftor  of  the  univerfity  of  Leyden,  with  Polyander: 
and  Heinsius,  came  to  me  on  Monday  laft,   being  the  ift  of  this  prefent,  exprefsly 

from 
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from  Leyden,  to  let  me  know  their  refolution  to  fend  Brewer  into  England-,  v/hich, 
for  prefervation  of  the  privileges  of  their  univerficy,  they  made  appear  unto  me  by  a 
writing  under  Brewer's  hand  to  proceed  of  his  own  defire,  as  a  dutiful  fubjeft  to  his 
majelly,  and  willing  to  give  his  majefty  all  fatisfa6tion.  But  firft  he  required  of  them 
in  the  faid  writing  to  be  affured  it  is  his  majefty's  own  pleafure  to  have  him  fent : 
next,  that  he  may  go  as  a  free  man  under  caution  of  his  lands  and  goods,  not  as  a  pri- 
foner  :  then,  that  he  may  not  be  puniflied  during  his  abode  in  England  either  in  body 
or  goods  ;  and  that  he  may  be  fufFered  to  return  hither  in  a  competent  time :  and, 
lallly,  that  his  journey  be  v/ithout  his  own  charge. 

'  Thefe  things  were  requefted  of  me  by  the  curator,  the  re£lor,  and  the  reft  in  his 
behalf;  wherein  I  made  them  this  verbal  prcfmife,  without  being  farther  moved  by 
any  ot  them  (as  I  was  formerly)  to  give  them  any  afc  in  writing ;  that  for  the  firft,  it 
was  his  majefty's  exprefs  will  and  pleafure,  which  I  might  the  better  afTure  them, 
having  the  fame  now  a  fecond  time  reiterated  unto  me  by  your  honour's  letters  of  the 
23d  of  Odtober,  which  at  that  inftant  I  received.  Next,  that  if  they  would  take  caution 
of  him  of  his  lands  and  goods  for  his  rendering  himfelt  to  his  majefty  in  England, 
I  left  it  to  their  difcretions ;  but  to  fend  him  as  a  free  man  could  not  well  be,  as  long 
as  he  remained  i«  reaiu. 

'  Then,  that  for  his  body  and  goods  during  his  abode  in  England,  I  undertook  he 
ftiould  not  be  touched  (being  fo  v^arranted  by  your  honour's  former  letters  of  the  21ft 
of  September)  and  for  his  return,  that  it  fliould  be  within  the  fpace  of  three  months 
at  the  fartheft,  and  fooner  if  he  dealt  ingenuoufly  and  freely  in  his  confelTion.  Touch- 
ing the  charge  of  his  journey,  1  made  no  difficulty  to  free  both  him  and  them  thereof, 
not  doubting  but  his  majefty  will  be  pleaFed  to  allow  it:  fo  as  there  remaining  this 
only  point  of  difference  between  us,  whether  he  fhould  go  as  a  prifoner,  or  as  a 
free  man  ;  in  the  end  we  concluded  of  a  middle  way  betwixt  both,  that  he  Ihould 
^o  ftib'liberd  cuji&did,  being  attended  from  Leyden  to  Rotterdam  by  one  of  the  beadles, 
with  another  officer  of  the  univerfity,  and  be  there  delivered  to  lome  fuch  perfon,  as 
I  Ihould  appoint  for  his  ftife  convoy  into  England,  where  1  have  undertaken  for  him, 
he  ftiall  not  be  caft  into  any  common  prifon,  nor  be  ill  ufed  ;  though  for  his  liberty, 
I  let  them  know,  he  muft  not  expeft  it,  but  according  as  he  ftiall  merit  it  by  the  fatif- 
fa£lion  he  ftiall  give  his  majefty  ;  wherein  if  he  fail  of  what  he  now  feems  willing  to 
perform,  the  fear  of  being  returned  back  hither  again  to  the  place  where  he  hath 
iain  ever  fmce  his  firft  apprehenfion,  and  where  he  may  lie  long  enough,  unlefs  he  be 
delivered  by  his  majefty's  grace  and  favour,  will  be  a  iufficient  torture.  But,  on  the 
•other  fide,  if  he  carry  himfelf  well  and  dutifully,  I  will  befeech  your  honour  to  be  a 
means  to  his  majefty,  that  he  may  be  well  treated,  and  fent  back  with  contentment ; 
the  rather,  becaufe  he  hath  taken  his  refolution  of  prefenting  himfelf  unto  his  majefty 
•againft  the  minds  of  fome  ftift-necked  men  in  Leyden,  who  endeavoured  to  diflliade 
hmi.  And  it  will  give  all  inferior  perfons  encouragement  by  his  example,  according 
to  the  like  occafions,  willingly  to  fubniit  themfelves  ;  he  being  a  gentleman  of  a  good 
houfe,  both  of  land  and  living;  which  none  of  his  profelfion  in  thefe  parts  are ; 
though  through  the  reveries  of  his  religion  (he  being,  as  I  advertifed  y  ur  honour,  a 
profeft  Brownift)  he  hath  mortgaged  and  confumed  a  great  part  of  his  eftate.     This 
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noble  gentleman,  fir  William  Zouch,  being  to  go  into  England  upon  his  own  af- 
fairs, hath  upon  my  entreaty  willingly  undertaken  the  charge  of  conducing  Brewer 
to  your  honour ;  for  which  purpofe  he  hath  ftaid  his  journey  until  this  time,  when  I 
am  promifed  Brewer  fhall  meet  him  at  Rotterdam  -,  and  he  being  a  gentleman  of 
his  majefty's  privy  chamber,  as  well  as  a  fervant  to  this  ftate,  his  majelty  may  be 
pleafed  to  take  notice  of  his  readinels  to  do  his  majefty's  fervice.  Thus  I  humbly 
take  leave,   &c. 

'  P,  S.  At  the  afiembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland,  which  is  to  begin  the  -r\-  of  this 
prefent,  I  will  not  fail  to  move  the  ftates  to  take  fome  ftri6l  public  order  againft 
thofe  abufes  of  private  printings,  as  well  for  his  majefty's  fervice,,  as  they  have 
not  long  fince  carefully  done  for  their  own.'

'  Here  is  an  advertifement  come  to  this  town  from  Vienna  of  a  great  defeat  given 
the  coimt  of  Bucquoy  by  the  Bohemians ;  of  which  we  have  no  great  affurance. 
But  it  is  written  with  fo  many  particularities,  that  it  finds  credit.  Wherefore  (here 
being  no  paflage  direftly  from  hence,  by  reafon  of  confary  winds)  I  fend  your  honour 
a  tranilate  thereof  by  the  ordinary  of  Antwerp  ;  which  way  I  may  fend  letters  fome- 
times,  in  cafe  this  makes  any  more  than  ordinary  fpeed  ;  and  thereof  your  honour 
may  pleafe  to  give  me  knowledge.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.' 

Oil.  ij.  Trandation  of  a  letter  dated  at  Weenen,  inclofed  in  fir  Dudley  Carle- 
ton's  letter  of  the  4-s  of  Nov.  fent  by  the  way  of  Antwerp,  which  was,  as  fecretary 
Naun.ton.  obferves  on  the  back  of  it,  twenty  days  in  coming. 

It  contains  an  account  of  the  adlion  between  count  Bucquoy  and  Dampier  with' 
18,000  men,  and  the  Bohemians,  Moravians,  and  fome  Hungarians,  in  all  about 
20,000  men.  The  aftion  began  on  Thurfday,  when  the  Imperialifts  loft  600  men. 
It  was  renewed  on  Friday,  when  the  Imperialifts  loft  1 500,  and  fome  faid  more  ; 
Bucquoy,  who  behaved  well,  being  wounded.  The  day  following,  October  26,  the 
Bohemians  obtained  the  viftory  -,  having  loft  in  all  the  aftions  about  2000,  and  the 
Imperialifts  above  4500,  and  others  faid  more. 

It  concludes  with  obferving,  that  they  (the  Imperialifts,  of  which  party  the  writer 
of  the  letter  was)  were  afraid  of  being  fhortly  belieguered  at  Weenen  ;  for  the  prince 
BethlemGabor  with  his  forces  out  of  Hungary  marcheth  hitherwards,.

'  The  Venetian  refident,  fignor  Sorian,  hath  yefterday  defired  me  to  accompany 
the  bearer  hereof,  Simon  Iholi,  a  Venetian  likewife,  with  my  recommendation  to  your 
honour;  he  having  certain  pretenfions  againll  fir  Thomas  Glover,  for  money  fur- 
nifhed  unto  him  at  Conftantinople  under  the  title  of  his  majefty's  fcr vice  ;  Vv^herein 
your  honour  may  be  pleafed  to  afford  him  your  favour,  as  tar  as  may  ftand  with 
right  and  equity, 

'  The  advertifcment  I  fent  your  honour  the  6th  of  this  prefent  by  way  of  Antwerp, 
of  the  count  of  Bucquoy's  defeat  near  Vienna,  is  confirmed  fince  by  divers  other 
letters  :  ■  and  yefterday  we  had  the  news  of  the  coronation  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  by 
a  letter  from  one  of  the  directors,  whereof  I  fend  your  honour  the  tranflate.  We 
fee  manifeftly  thereupon  in  this  place  contrary  demonrtrations  of  joy  and  forrow  ;  the 
good  patriots  and  well-afFe6led  in  religion  applauding  the  Bohemians  fuccefs  both  in 
court  and  camp,  happening  almoft  at  the  very  fame  time,  as  a  blefied  omen  of  their 
future  felicity-,  and  all  others  hanging  down  their  heads;  only  comforting  themfelves 
by  expeftations  out  of  Spain  againft  the  next  fpring  ;  for  this  winter  their  hopes  reft- 
ing  only  in  the  remainder  of  thofe  men  which  are  with  the  count  of  Bucquoy,  and  the 
fuccours  now  marching  out  of  the  ftate  of  Milan  (whereof  your  honour  is  advertifed) 
are  like  to  be  as  cold  as  the  feafon. 

'  It  is  written  hither  among  other  particularities,  that  the  day  of  the  coronation 
at  Prague,  neither  man,  woman,  or  child  died,  either  by  natural  death,  or  any  other 
cafualty  ;  which  in  fo  great  a  city,  and  at  a  time  of  fuch  concourfe,  and  prefs  of 
people,  is  very  remarkable, 

'  Here  is  a  counfellor  of  the  landgrave  of  Heflen,  and  one  difpatched  from  the 
duke  of  Deuxponts,  and  the  council  of  Heidelbergh,  newly  arrived  with  commiffion 
to  fay  fomewhat  to  the  Itates  ;  but  what  it  is,  I  (hall  better  advertiie  your  honour  after 
their  audience,  than  now  upon  bare  conjefture,  having  yet  fpoken  with  neither  of 
them.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

Nov.  4.  N.  S.  French  tranflation  of  a  letter  from  Prague,  written  by  one  of  the  di- 
reftors  there  to  the  Bohemian  agent  at  the  Hague,  and  inclofed  in  the  preceding  letter 
of  fir  Dudley  Carleton. 

That  the  coronation  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  was  performed  that  day  with  the 
greateft  magnificence,  joy,  and  applaufe  of  all  the  ftates  and  people  of  that  kingdom; 
the  office  being  performed,  inftead  of  the  archbifliop,  by  the  adminiftrator  of  the 
confiftory,  a  very  venerable  old  man  with  a  long  white  beard.  Scultetus  preached 
in  High  Dutch,  and  Corvinus  in  Bohemian,  each  of  them  half  an  hour.  The  queen 
was  to  be  crowned  on  the  Sunday  following.  '  Their  majefties  are  very  chearful.  1 
ihcwed  them  the  day  before  yefterday  the  chamber  of  rarities  of  the  emperor.     The 
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queen  was  much  pleafed  with  them,  and  faid  to  me  fmiling.  Really  Ferdinand  has 
left  us  a  great  number  of  fine  things.     I  anfwered  her  majefty.  They  were  not  his  at  all. 

'  Before  the  coronation  we  had  news  of  what  pafled  a  league  from  Vienna  between 
the  armies  on  the  25th  and  26th  of  Odober,  wlien  the  flcirmifhes  lafted  till  night. 
The  next  day  there  was  a  very  thick  fog  for  a  long  time,  fo  that  they  could  fcarce  fee 
one  another:  But  in  the  afternoon  the  enemy  was  again  attacked,  and  obliged  to  re- 
tire in  confufion  beyond  the  bridges,  leaving  fome  pieces  of  cannon,  and  a  great  num- 
ber of  dead  and  wounded.  We  have  driven  them  all  out  of  their  forts  and  fortifica- 
tions ;  and  found  in  them  feveral  hundred  mufliets  and  harnefs  thrown  away  by  tlie 
enemy  as  they  fled.'

■  '  I  was  yefterday  vifited  by  the  prefident  of  the  ftates  general  with  a  deputy  of 
Holland,  exprefsly  to  acquaint  me  in  the  name  of  their  afiem.bly  with  the  treaty  be- 
twixt the  commonwealth  of  Venice  and  this  ftate  ;  which  they  related  unto  me  to  con- 
fift  of  thofe  points,  whereof  1  gave  your  honour  advertifement  by  my  difpatch  of  the 
25th  of  the  laft.  And  though  there  be  nothing  yet  concluded,  nor  can  be  until  the 
approbation  of  what  was  here  conceived  and  fet  down  in  articles,  betv/een  the  refident 
of  Venice  and  their  deputies,  come  from  the  fenate  of  Venice  (v/hich  is  expe61:ed  about 
three  weeks  or  a  month  hence,  and  then  they  are  here  to  pafs  their  public  aflent  like- 
wife)  yet  they  efteemed  it  (as  they  faid)  a  due  refpefl;  to  his  majefty  to  give  him  an  ac- 
count how  far  they  were  gone  in  this  bufinefs  •,  and  therefore  defired  me  in  their  names 
to  advertife  his  majefty  thereof.  I  told  them  I  would  not  fail  to  do  it  with  diligence, 
and  withal  aftured  them  it  would  be  very  agreeable  unto  his  majefty,  for  the  love  he 
bore  to  both  thefe  ftates  -,  of  which  none  could  give  better  teftimony  than  myfelf,  hav- 
ing had  at  my  going  to  Venice,  now  ten  years  fince,  a  particular  charge  from  his  ma- 
jefty to  procure  fome  fettled  correfpondenCe  betwixt  them  both  :  which  fmce  his  ma- 
jefty being  coaftant  in  his  afi^eftions  hath  always  continued  unto  me  according  to  oc- 
cafions :  and  now  fince  time  (with  thofe  endeavours  which  have  been  ufed)  hath 
wrought  this  good  inclination  on  both  fides,  I  made  no  doubt  but  his  majefty  would 
receive  much  contentment  to  fee  their  alliance  brought  to  perfedtion. 

'  This  is  no  more  than  I  have  advertifed  your  honour  in  former  letters ;  but  being 
brought  unto  me  nomifte  publico,  and  not  to  other  public  miniftcrs  (tor  aught  I  can 
learn)  his  majefty  will  (as  I  am  well  perfuaded)  in  that  regard  allow  the  better  there- 
of, it  being  an  argument  of  particular  refpeft  ;  and  fo  much  the  more,  if  it  pleafc  his 
majefty  to  call  to  mind,  how  the  treaty  with  the  Hans  towns  was-  carried  without  his 
knowledge ;  and  the  ftates  being  demanded  in  his  majefty's  name  of  fome  particulari- 
ties therein,  anfwer  was  made,  they  were  not  bound  to  give  account  of  their  adlions 
to  any :  which  ftiews  their  late  mutations  have  brought  them  to  a  better  temper. 

'  Concerning  private  printings  in  thefe  parts  for  his  majefty's  diflervice,  and  the 
moleftation  of  the  peaceable  government  of  his  kingdoms,  having  moved  the  ftates  by 
their  prefident  on  Monday  laft  to  take  fome  fuch  ftrid  order,  as  might  prevent  that 
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inconvenience,  thefe  deputies  told  me,  they  had  the  fame  this  day  in  confultation  •,  and 
that  their  purpofe  is,  in  contemplation  of  his  majefty,  to  inlarge  a  placart,  which  at  the 
time  of  the  fynod  was  publiflied  againft  printers  of  libels  and  prohibited  books,  with 
fuch  claufes,  as  fhall  equally  reftrain  all  forts  of  printers  whatfoever,  as  well  in  that 
which  belongs  unto  the  friends  and  allies  of  this  ftate,  as  to  their  own  provinces. 

'  I  will  hope,  that  Brewer,  whom  Sir  William  Zouch  took  charge  to  condu£b 
to  your  honour  the  3d  of  this  prefent,  will  be  with  you  about  this  time,  if  the  winds 
have  not  hindered  their  pafiage ;  for  that  night  I  underftand  he  was  delivered  unto 
Sir  William  Zouche  by  the  bedle  of  the  univerfity  of  Leyden  and  Rotterdam ;  and 
the  next  day  they  fet  forward  together  by  the  way  of  Zealand. 

'  We  have  here  feme  ill  blood  of  Arminianifm,  which  in  fome  places  is  let  out, 
when  the  people  grow  into  diftemper,  and  aflail  the  foldiers,  as  they  have  done  in  many' 
towns  of  this  province  of  Flolland  ;  and  in  others  is  cooled  by  applying  the  whole- 
fome  remedy  of  change  of  magiftrates,  which  was  done  this  laft  week  at  Bommel  in 
Guelderland  by  count  Ernest,  as  the  prince  of  Orange's  deputy,  who  had  charge 
to  do  the  fame,  at  Tiel ;  but  thofe  of  that  town,  to  prevent  the  difgrace,  fubmitted 
themfelves  to  the  change  of  their  magiftrates  without  his  coming;  which  was  accord- 
ingly effefted.  The  like  change  hangs  over  Campen  in  Overyfiel,  which  will  be  put 
in  execution  before  long.  But  his  excellency  doth  thefe  things  by  degrees,  and  at 
leifure-,  whereby  to  avoid  the  imputation  of  animofity  or  fpleen,  which  he  is  loth  to 
undergo ;  though  indeed  I  know  nothing  more  odious  unto  him  than  the  name  of  an 
Arminian  •,  and  now  his  authority  is  fuch,  as  to  make  thefe  changes  by  commiffion 
(whereas  heretofore  he  had  enough  to  do,  though  he  were  prefent  in  perfon)  he  will 
keep  them  in  much  awe  :  for  though  in  many  towns  they  are  all  fo  corrupted,  that 
it  is  hard  to  change  for  the  better  ;  yet  now  finding  themfelves  fubjedt  to  this  cor- 
redion,  according  to  their  demeanors,  they  will  be  kept  in  more  devotion. 

'  Two  Arminian  minifters,  one  of  Leyden,  the  other  of  Nieuport  by  Schonoven,. 
who  had  lately  fubfcribed  publicly  before  the  ftates  to  an  aft  of  fubmiffion,  with 
promife  to  live  peaceably  and  quietly  as  private  inhabitants,  without  preaching  or 
teaching,  have  by  letters  to  the  ftates  reclaimed  their  fubfcription,  thereby  account- 
ing themfelves  freed  of  their  promife  •,  for  which  they  Vv-ill  be  both  baniftied  the 
country  ;  and  very  v/orthily  in  all  men's  opinions  :  for  it  is  a  ftrange  religion,  which 
ties  men  neither  by  promife  nor  fubfcription  to  any  rule  of  obedience,  either  to  God's 
laws  or  man's ;  but  leaves  all  to  be  governed  ad placitum,^  according  as  men  vary  in. 
their  judgments  and  afteftions.. 

'  There  hath  been  a  confpiration  amongft  a  great  number  of  the  Arminians  to 
tranfport  themfelves  and  their  families  into  fome  other  place  •,  they  having  endea- 
voured to  be  received  into  Hamburg,  Vhere  they  have  been  refufed.  It  is  faid  they- 
have  offered  themfelves  likewife  to  the  king  of  Denmark  with  the  like  fuccefs- 
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'  The  6th  and  8th  of  this  prefent,  I  fent  your  honour  by  the  ordinary  of  Antwerp,, 
and  by  a  Venetian,  which  pafTcd  this  way,  fuch  advertifements,  as  then  came  newly, 
to  my  hands,  touching  the  defeat  of  count  Bucquoy  before  Vienna,  and  the  coro- 
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nation  of  the  king  of  Bohemia:  the  firft  of  which  is  confirmed  by  many  letters  out 
of  clivers  parts  of  Germany,  though  on  the  archduke's  fide,  they  fprcad  reports,  as 
if  the  viftory  were  doubtful.  The  fecond  I  have  not  feen  advertifcd  by  any  other 
letter  than  that  of  the  4th  of  this  prefent  N.  S.  from  Prague,  written  to  one  here, 
who  doth  the  affairs  of  the  Bohemians,  whereof  I  fent  your  honour  the  tranfiate,  and 
do  now  reiterate  the  fame,  left  that  fhould  milcarry,  which  was  committed  to  a 
ftranger :  but  of  the  3d  of  this  prefent  I  have  feen  many  letters,  promifing,  that 
Should  be  effefted  the  next  day  touching  the  coronation,  which  this  doth  advertife  to 
be  already  done.  The  taking  of  Prefburg  by  Bethlem  Gabor  poffeffing  himielf  of 
the  crown  of  Hungary,  and  purpofe  to  be  crowned  therewith  on  St.  Martin's  day, 
is  confirmed  likewife  from  many  hands  :  and  if  he  be  not  diverted  by  the  Polac,  who 
threatens  an  invafion  of  Tranfylvania,  it  is  likely  his  troops  will  winter  in  Stiria  and 
Carinthia,  which  are  open  countries  belonging  to  the  emperor,  and  eafily  ravaged  by 
him  that  is  mafter  of  the  field. 

'  The  ftates  are  moved  out  of  Germany  by  letters  from  their  embaiTador  Brede- 
RODE  to  deal  with  the  king  of  Swede  to  keep  the  king  of  Poland  in  awe,  by  threat- 
ning  an  invafion  in  his  country,  in  cafe  he  moiefts  Tranfylvania-,  which  they  do  not 
here  give  ear  unto,  in  regard,  if  the  king  of  Swede  fliould  enter  into  war  by  their  per- 
fuafion,  they  were  then  bound  to  furnilh  him  either  with  men  or  money,  according  to 
the  capitulation  betwixt  that  king  and  this  ftate. 

'  Langerack,  their  embaflador  in  France,  hath  written  unto  them  in  an  espoftu- 
lating  ftile,  as  fo  defired  by  that  king's  council,  for  their  forwardnefs  in  this  bufinefs 
of  Bohemia  -,  willing  them  to  proceed  with  more  moderation,  and  to  follow  therein 
the  example  of  the  French  king  and  his  majefty,  who,  the  French  would  have  this  ftate 
believe,  will  not  intereft  himfelt  in  his  fon's  caufe,  unlefs  it  be  by  way  of  accommoda- 
tion ;  which  feems  veryftrange  here,  as  if  in  fuch  caufes  there  were  any  medium  be- 
twixt Qefar  &?  nihil.  And  therefore  it  is  judged  an  office  procured  by  the  Spanifh  mi- 
nifters  in  that  court,  whereby  to  amufe  the  world  with  terms  of  reconcilement,  whilft 
both  in  Rome  and  Spain,  it  is  moft  apparent  by  all  advertifements  from  both  places, 
they  feek  to  put  all  Europe  in  combuftion  by  a  war  of  religion  ;  which  to  prevent,  as, 
on  the  one  fide,  they  here  judge  no  better  way  than  to  make  the  king  of  Bohemia  ap- 
pear fo  well  fortified  with  friends  and  forces  in  all  parts,  that  his  crov/n  cannot  be 
reacht  at  without  danger;  fo,  on  the  other,  they  think  it  very  expedient  (and  of  this 
advice  was  both  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  count  William,  when  I  fpoke  with 
them  yefterday)  that  the  king  now,  at  his  firft  entry  into  government,  fliould  carry 
a  moderate  hand  towards  the  papifts  in  that  kingdom,  whereby  to  free  them  from  the 
jealouiy  of  being  perfecuted  for  their  religion.

Touching  the  fending  of  fuccours  againft  the  next  fpring  (in  which  point  the 
French  cannot  make  them  here  doubt  of  his  majefty's  intention),  which  fell  then  like- 
wife  into  difcourfe,  his  excellency  and  count  William  were  of  different  minds,  whe- 
ther it  were  beft  to  be  in  men  or  money  •,  his  excellency  being  of  opinion,  that  it 
were  beft  to  be  done  in  money,  whereby  the  natives  of  the  country,  which  are  already 
praflifed  foldiers,  and  are  accuftomed  to  their  own  climate,  fhould  be  paid  and  main- 
tained ;  whereas  ftrangers  are  foon-confumed  -,  by  example  of  a  regiment  of  Wallons, 

G  o;  g  2  conduced 
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condudted  hither  the  laft  fpring  by  the  count  of  Barneville,  who  being  now  returned 
to  Bruffels,  of  3000  men,  reports  he  left  but  300  living :  and  the  fervice  of  thofe 
parts  confifting  chiefly  of  horfe,  thofe  are  not  to  be  fent  out  of  England.  Count 
William,  on  the  other  fide,  conceiving,  that  the  bufinefs  will  come  to  the  trial  of  days 
of  battle,  iudgeth,  as  well  for  reputation,  as  for  fight,  a  body  of  men  compofed  of  his 
majefty's  fubjeds  to  be  neceffary  ;  upon  the  experience  they  have  had  of  them  in  fuch 
occafions  in  thefe  countries,  and  thinks,  that  the  natives  of  that  country  being  left 
to  themfelves  may  be  overborn  by  ftrangers,  as  his  countrymen  the  Germans  were, 
though  in  far  greater  number,  by  Charles  V.  and  his  troops.  In  cafe  the  Lower 
Palatinate  fhould  be  aiTailed,  they  both  concluded,  becaufe  men  are  there  wanting, 
the  country  is  to  be  defended  by  the  help  of  ftrangers.  But  concerning  Bohemia, 
they  perfifted  in  their  feveral  opinions  ;  which  I  did  not  think  amifs  to  advertife  his 
majefty  of,  as  that  which  may  give  fome  light  to  his  judgment  in  a  deliberation  of 
this  coiilequence. 

'  What  negotiation  is  ufed  by  the  emperor  in  the  Imperial  towns,  his  majefty  will 
fee  by  a  tranfiated  extracl  out  of  the  laft  letters  from  the  ftates  embaffador  at  Heydel- 
bergh,  which  I  fend  herewith.  The  Bohemians  good  fuccefs  before  Vienna  will 
do  much  good  in  keeping  thofe  towns  in  terms  of  neutrality  at  leaft,  if  they  can- 
not be  induced  to  an  overt  declaration  in  favour  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  princes 
of  the  Union. 

'  The  gentleman  come  from  the  duke  of  Deuxponts,  of  whom  I  made  mention 
in  my  laft,  hath  no  further  errand,  than  to  invite  the  ftates  general,  the  prince 
of  Orange,  Count  Henry,  and  the  princefs  his  mother,  to  chriften  a  fon  of  couat 
Frederick  de  Deuxponts.  ,The  other  from  the  landgrave  of  Heflen  hath  not 
yet  had  any  public  anfwer.

'  The  Venetian  embaftador  fignor  Lando  now  going  to  refide  with  his  majefty,  is 
come  into  thefe  provinces,  and  is  now  (as  we  hear)  at  Amfterdam.  Thus  I  humbly 
take  leave,  &c.' 

'  I  have  omitted  an  advertifement  from  Stutgard,  the  duke  of  Wittenbergk's 
court,  of  the  21ft  of  the  laft,  that  they  being  there  alarmed  by  the  paflage  of  the 
Neapolitan  troops  through  Swifl"erland,  put  themfelves  in  order  to  join  with  the  mar- 
quis d'Anspach  about  Ulme,  and  then  had  a  purpofes  to  intercept  them  in  their  paf- 
fage  ;  but  left  they  have  knowledge  thereof,  it  is  like  they  will  keep  upon  the  moun- 
tains of  Tyrol,  and  after  imbark  themfelves  upon  the  river  of  Ynn,  and  fo  defcend 
to  Paffau  through  Bavaria  ;  from  whence  they  have  a  way  through  Krumlaw  to  Bud- 
weifs  in  Bohemia.  This  letter,  being  to  one  of  the  ftates  from  a  counfellor  of  the 
duke  of  Wittenbergh's,  concludes,  Je  croy^  qu'ilfera  tres-necejj'aire,  que  fa  majejle  de  la 
Grande  Bretagne,  vous^  i^  nous,  apres  la  diete  de  Noremberg,  canvenions  pour  deliverer  fur 
£1  qui  f era  a  f aire  au  printems. 

'  The  ftates  deputies  fent  to  Duffeldorp,  of  whom  I  gave  your  honour  advertife- 
ment, are  returned,  having  fet  good  order  in  the  difference  about  the  impofts  upon 
the  Rhine^  where  the  navigatioa  is  thereby  freed.     But  becaufe  Newburgh's  agent 
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remains  here  ftill  without  folliciting  his  difpatch,  they  think  he  is  here  for  fome  other 
intent;  and  thefe  deputies  report  to  have  difcovered  atDuffeldorp  thefe  difficulties  of 
traffic  to  be  raifed  at  BruITels. 

•  With  other  papers  I  fend  your  honour  an  extra£l  out  of  the  refolution  of  the  diet 
of  the  Silefians  the  firft  of  Oftober -,  which  is  here  publifhed  at  large  in  print;  but 
have  not  time  to  tranflate  the  whole  aft.  Such  tranflates,  as  I  fend  your  honour  out 
of  the  letters  of  the  minifters  of  this  ftate  abroad,  I  defire  may  only  ferve  for  his  ma- 
jefty's  knowledge  ;  for  if  they  fhould  hear  by  their  embaflador  monf.  Caron,  or  any 
other  way  have  notice  of  the  perufal  I  have  of  their  letters,  his  majefty's  fervice  might 
thereby  receive  fome  prejudice.     Thus  I  reft,  &c,'

Nov.  7.  Letter  from  the  Dutch  embafiador  at  Heydelberg,  tranflated  from  the 
Dutch,  and  inclofed  in  the  preceding  of  fir  Dudley  Carleton. 

The  emperor  hath  fent  the  baron  of  Rapelfteyn  as  his  embafiador  unto  Strafburg 
very  lately,  who,  befides  the  accomplifhing  of  all  courtly  compliments,  hath  re- 
-quired  of  the  council  there  three  points  :  Firft,  the  borrowing  of  50,000  florins  to 
affift  him  in  this  his  neceffity.  Secondly,  he  informed  the  council  there  of  the  ftate 
of  Bohemia,  terming  the  Bohemians  rebels  ;  and  thereupon  prayed  them  not  to  af- 
ford them  any  affiftance.  Thirdly,  for  as  much  as  the  former  accord  between  them 
and  thofe  of -Savern  was  expired,  in  regard  of  the  good  afFedion  his  Imperial  ma- 
jefty  carried  unto  the  peace  and  welfare  of  that  town  and  the  country  thereabouts, 
as  alfo  towards  the  evangelical  capitulations  of  the  great  charter,  he  doth  proffer  to 
appoint  fome  princes  and  lords,  as  well  of  the  one  as  the  other  religion,  for  the 
making  a  new  accord  again. 

Upon  the  firft  point  nothing  was  dor^.  Upon  the  fecond,  for  as  much  as  the  em- 
bafTador's  deduction  was  utterly  contrary  unto  the  Bohemians  apology,  they  were  both 
laid  afide  to  be  valued  at  their  worth. 

To  the  third,  the  council  gave  thanks  unto  his  Imperial  majefty  for  his  pre- 
fentation  and  good  will,  adding  thereunto,  that  the  bufinefs  ftood  in  very  good 
terms ;  in  which  regard  they  would  let  it  ftand  in  the  fame  ftate,  that  now  it  is  in, 
for  fome  certain  years  yet  to  come ;  to  which  purpofe  they  were  already  in  treaty, 
and  expefted  a  good  iffue  thereof. 

Lorrain  and  other  eaftern  neighbours  would  fain  have  thofe  of  Strafburg  believe, 
that  they  defire  no  novelties :  and  that  the  war  fhall  remain  in  Bohemia ;  apparently 
to  lull  afleep  their  evangelical  neighbours,  and  difpofe  them  unto  neutrality. 

Count  Wratislau  of  Forftenberg,  knt.  of  the  golden  fleece,  paflTed  lately  through 
Strafburg,  as  embaflTador  for  his  Imperial  majefty  into  France,  there  to  ibllicit  help 
for  his  Imperial  majefty.  It  is  to  be  believed,  that  he  will  bring  more  comfort  from, 
thence^  than  the  baron  of  Rapelfteyrt  did  from  Straft)urg.- 

1  under- 
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I  underftand,  that  monf.  de  Bangey,  fcn.rterly  agent  for  France  In  the  emperor's 
court,  is  returned  thither  again,  and  apparently  will  ufe  all  endeavours  to  difpofe  the 
lord  vifcount  Doncafter  unco  a  reconciliation  between  his  Imperial  majelly  and  the 
Bohemians ;  and  fo  with  the  help  of  Great  Britain  to  begin  fuch  a  v/ork  as  was  at 
Zanten ;  for  as  much  as  the  inclination  of  his  majelty  of  Great  Britain  is  well  known 
unto  him  to  be  peaceable.  But  I  have  hope  of  the  vifcount  more  than  ever  1  had  of  the 
intermeddler  in  the  treaty  of  Zanten  ;  and,  which  is  more,  the  aforelaid  Bohemian 
embaffadors  have,  upon  the  acceptation,  declared,  that  they  will  be  fo  long  good 
Palfgraves  as  his  highnefs  and  his  be  not  good  Auftrians.  So  that  from  that  part 
there  is  very  frnall  appearance  of  a  reconciliation ;  whereunto  are  as  then  requifite 
many  other  great  and  weighty  refolutions.  ^ 

The  prince  Palatine  hath  written  to  his  council  here  at  Heydelberg,  fubfcribing 
himfelf  Chofen  king  of  Bohemia ;  fo  as  now  all  addrefles  from  hence  are  unto  him  as  to 
a  king. 

Oft.  I,  'The  principal  heads  of  what  was  refolved  in  the  affembly  at  Brejlau  the  iji 
of  O£loher  1619. 

The  embaffadors  of  Silefia  returned  from  Prague  made  report  of  what  was  handled 
there  touching  the  rejedion  of  Ferdinand,  and  eledion  of  Frederick,  both  grounded 
upon  main  realbns, 

A  relation  of  Ferdinand's  tyrannical  proceedings,  by  war,  fire,  fword,  and  irre- 
parable ruinating  the  country ;  in  which  refpedt  all  means  elfe  were  denied  them, 
this  only  excepted,  namely  the  eleftion  of  the  count  Palatine  Frederick,  and  the 
rejeftion  of  Ferdinand. 

They  ratify  in  every  branch  and  member  all  the  refolutions  taken  by  the  feveral  em- 
baffadors in  that  general  affembly  at  Prague,  as  well  touching  the  new  confederacy,  as 
the  election  of  the  new  king  Frederick  ;  upon  which  they  will  fet  up  the  very  utter- 
moft  of  their  means  -,  to  which  purpofe  they  fent  four  embaffadors  back  to  Prague,  to 
feal  and  confirm  the  fame  unto  the  new-chofen  king.  They  take  the  oaths  at  home  of 
all  fuch  as  have  embraced  the  Augfburg  confeffion  %  and  for  the  reft,  they  are  fum- 
moned  to  appear  at  Breflau  the  21ft  of  06lober,  or  at  the  longeft  upon  Simon  and 
Jude's  day,  there  to  be  fworn  unto  the  acceptation  of  the  new  confederacy,  and  that 
upon  pain  of  forfeiting  their  good  benefices,  and  whatfoever  elfe  they  poffefs.  And 
for  the  contributions,  which  ufually  were  called  for  at  the  bifhop's  pleafure,  it  is  now 
exprefsly  forbidden  to  be  collected  or  called  for,  and  that  upon  penalty  of  2000  dollars, 
to  be  paid  by  each  college  or  cloifter  that  Ihall  tranfgrefs  therein. 

They  difplace  all  papifts,  that  have  any  eminent  offices ;  at  leaft  where  the  ma- 
giftrates  were  all  papiils,  they  Ihall  now  be  half  proteftants,  and  the  burgomafters 
all  proteftants. 

Laftly,  they  have  chofen  unto  themfelves  as  defenders  of  the  confederacy  John 
George   margrave  of  Brandenburg,  lord  Henry  Wentzelen,  with  Frederick

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his  brother  duke  of  Miinftenbergh  in  Silefia  -,  Joachin  Maltzan,  baron  of  Warten- 
burgh,  and  John  Ulrich,  baron  of  Drackenburgh.  The  towns  have  likewife  chofen 
three  others :  all  which  are  to  be  here  the  20th  of  October,  to  be  fworn  defenders, 
as  beforementioned.

'  At  my  difpatch  of  Martin  the  pofl:  of  the  nth  of  this  prefent  here  was  then  a 
flying  report  of  the  furprize  of  Stade  by  the  king  of  Denmark  ;  which  becaufe  it  was 
not  then  much  credited,  I  forbore  to  advertife  :  and  though  fince  that  time  here  are 
no  letters  come  to  the  ftate  concerning  the  fame,  yet  by  the  other  ways  I  underftand 
it  to  be  true,  and  that  it  fucceeded  after  this  manner. 

'  The  fecond  of  this  prefent  five  of  the  king  of  Denmark's  fhips  being  come  into 
the  Elbe  two  days  before,  and  anchoring  at  a  place  called  the  Swing,  unfhipped  640 
men,  all  Danes,  which  in  the  morning  about  five  o'clock  had  one  of  the  ports  of 
Stade  given  tliem  by  three  of  the  burgomafters,  with  whom  the  king  had  former  in- 
telligence, and  immediately  they  pofiefifed  themfelves  of  the  whole  town.  At  eight 
of  the  clock  the  common  council  of  the  town  being  called  together  nomine  regis,  a 
fpeech  was  made  unto  them  in  the  king's  name  by  fome  of  the  council  prepared  for 
that  purpofe,  declaring,  that  the  king  had  fent  hither  to  pacify  a  difference  betwixt 
the  council  and  commonalty  •,  and  that  with  confent  of  the  council  thefe  troops  were 
received  into  the  town,  whereby  to  keep  all  in  good  order,  whilft  this  difference  was 
treated.  But  the  council  (fome  few  of  them  only  excepted)  faying  they  knew  of  no 
fuch  difi^erence  as  was  pretended,  and  protefting  againft  this  manner  of  proceeding, 
left  the  ftadthoufe,  and  joined  themfelves  to  the  commonalty,  but  without  any- 
further  ftirring  at  that  time.  Neither  do  we  hear  of  any  thing  being  fince  hap- 
pened in  tlie  town.  But  the  king's  deputies  publillied  immediately  abroad  the 
caufe  of  their  coming  and  pofieffing  themfelves  of  the  town,  fuch  as  is  before  men- 
tioned, of  which  they  fent  word  particularly  to  the  archbifiiop  and  fenate  of  Bremen, 
affuring  tliem  (as  thofe  who  have  jurifdiftion  over  Stade)  the  king's  end  to  be  only 
the  pacifying  of  difi^erences  within  the  town,  without  any  further  defign,  which 
might  turn  to  their  prejudice.  Whereupon  the  archbiiliop  fent  his  chancellor  with 
another  officer  to  the  king's  deputies,  to  demand  reafon  of  them  for  the  taking  of 
the  town,  and  to  require  them  to  depart  with  their  troops,  and  to  leave  the  fame 
to  the  wonted  liberty :  which  they  gave  no  ear  unto;  but  on  the  contrary,  the  king 
hath  fince  fent  thither  twenty  tun  of  powder,  and  we  hear  of  more  men  he  hath  on 
the  other  fide  the  Elbe.     - 

'  The  29th  of  the  laft  there  was  an  aflembly  of  the  ftates  (which  they  call  Lands- 
day)  held  in  the  biflioprick  of  Bremen,  to  which  the  count  of  Oldenburg  fent  five 
horfemen  ;  whereof  one  was  a  notary,  who  publiflied  in  the  general  afi^embly,  and  in 
every  particular  town  where  they  pafl"ed,  a  certain  writing  in  manner  of  a  cartel, 
whereby  the  bifliop  was  required  to  do  them  right  in  the  marriage  of  his  fitter,  to  whom 
he  had  been  formerly  financed,  and,  as  the  world  faith,  fomewhat  more  hath  paffed  be- 
twixt them.  At  the  fame  time  a  writing  was  infinuated  unto  the  deputies  of  Bremen, 
in  the  name  of  the  king  of  Denmark,  by  which  the  king  declares,  he  hath  taken  the 
count  of  Oldenburg  and  his  filler  into  his  proteftion  •,  and  that  what  was  done  and 
intended  by  the  count  of  Oldenburg  againft  the  bifiiop  was  with  his  knowledge  and 
advice  -,  warning  them,  that  they  fhould  hold  themfelves  quiet  in  this  caufe,  without 
intermeddling  betwixt  the  count  and  the  bifliop.

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'  Here  are  at  this  prefent  deputies  in  this  town,  both  from  the  count  of  Oldenburg 
and  the  town  of  Bremen,  to  treat  of  a  difference  betv.'ixt  them,  touching  an  impoft, 
which  the  count  doth  exacSl  upon  the  Wefer :  but  in  this  other  matter-they  fay  no- 
thing; and  it  is  iiere  very  much  marvelled,,  that  nothing  comes  from  the  Hans- 
towns  touching  Stade  :  but  it  is  thought  they  are  intimidated,  by.  this  furprize,  as 
not  knowing  in  the  prefent  tumults  of  the  empire,  and  the  late  diftradions  of  this 
ftate,  a  queline fe  vouer :  and  it  is  here  believed  the  king  of  Denmark  is  as  much 
led  to  this  enterprize  by  his  love  to  thofe  tov/ns,  and  longing  to  be  mafter  of  them, 
as  to  the  reparation  of  the  count  Oldenburg's  honour,  in  the  love,  which  hath  been 
betwixt-  the  bilhop  ot  Bremen  and  his  fitter;  on  virhich  hangs,  a  farther  matter,,  which 
is,,  in  cafe  he  can  force  the  bifhop  to  marry  the  filler  of  Oldenburg  (which  without 
conftraint  he  will  not  do)  the  bifhoprick  will  be  then  void.;  to  which  the  king  is  a 
pretender  for  one  of  his  fons. 

'  Oneofthefe,  if  not  both  (to  make  himfelf  lord  of  the  Hans-towns,  or  his  fon 
bifhop  of  Bremen, .  for  both  which  the  poflefTion  lies  very  opportunely)  is  in  all  pro- 
bability the  king's  defign  ;  for.  the  pacifying  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  is  but  a 
pretence,  there  being  no  confidei-able  difference  amongft  them.. 

*  Betwixt  that  town  and  Hamburgh  there  hath  been  always  much  jealoufy  con-^ 
cerning  trade  ;  and  chiefly  about  the  ftaple  of  our  Englifli  merchants,  Vv'hich  being 
now  at  Hamburgh,  it  is  laid  the  promife  the  king  hath  made  by  his  credit  with  his 
majefty  to  remove  the  fame  to  Stade,  hath  gained  thofe  magiftrates,  by  whofe  means 
the  town  is  rendered  unto  him. 

'  That  which  fome  here  are  ready  to  fufpedl,  that  this  is  a  fl-uit  of  the  Spanifli  em^ 
baffage,  v^hich,  about  tVv?o  years  fmce  went  from  BrulTels  to  the  king  of  Denmark  (at 
which  time,  they  fay,  promiie  was  made  by  that  king  to  the  king  of  Spain,  that 
whenever  his  fervice  Ihould  require  it,  lae  would  find  the  world  fome  work  in  thofe 
parts)  hath  very  little  ground;  for  at  that  time,  the  revolutions,  which  are  fmce  hap- 
pened, could  not:  poffibly  be  forefeen.  But  howfoever  the  event  of  this  accident  in 
this  prefent  conjunfture  may  prove  the  fame,  as  if  it  had. been  guided  by  defign  ;  this 
beinof  like  to  ferve  as  a  diverfion  both  tor  money  and  men  in  the  bufinefs  of  Bohemia, 
where  fuch  conduft,  as  are  in  entertainment  of  the  Hans-towns,  have  been  ever 
fince  the  wars  in  the  fervice  of  the  ftates  of  that  kingdom  ;  and  there  was  great  ap- 
pearance, that  they  would  now  have  readily-  contributed  to  the  affiftance  of  the  king. 
Wherefore  as  well  in  that  regard,  as  for  further  confequences,  it  v/ere  to  be  wifhed, 
this  fire  were  quenched  i.T  the  beginning,  which  otherwife  may  put  thefe  parts  into 
much  combufcion. 

.  -  The  bifhop  of  Colen  and  the-ftntes  of  the  bifliopric  of  Munfter  and  Paderborn 
have  made  anfwer  to  the  ftates  letters,  v»'hich  they  wrote,  at  the  requeft  of  the  princes 
of  the  union,  concerning  the  levies,  which,  were  making  in  thofe  parts,  that  they 
ferved  only  for  fecurity.  of  their  countries  to  keep  them  from  fpoil  and  favage  by  fuch* 
troops,  as  palTcd  this  laft  fuinmer  out  of  thefe  parts  towards  Bohemia;  and  that  now  • 
the  occafion  is  ceaied,  they  have  licenfed  their  men:  ^but  thofe  of  the  bifnopric  of 
Colen  were  immediately  entertained  in  the  name  of  the  duke  of  Bavier  for  defence,  as 

the 
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the  bifliop  doth  pretend,  of  the  duke's  country  againft  the  Hungarians,  who,  having 
no  pay,  but  living  altogether  upon  fpoi),  he  fears  this  winter  may  make  a  road  into 
Bavier. 

'  This  laft  ordinary  of  Colen  hath  brought  two  letters  to  this  (late  from  the  king 
of  Bohemia,  both  of  the  25th  of  the  laft.  In  the  one  of  which  he  gives  account  of 
his  coronation,  with-the  reafons  in  general  by  which  he  was  induced  to  accept  the 
crown,  referring  himfelf  for  farther  particularities  to  a  manifeft  he  intended  to  publilTi 
to  the  world.  In  the  other  he  takes  knowledge  of  the  Hates  writing  to  his  majefty  in 
favour  of  his  affairs,  and  of  their  readinefs  to  fuccour  the  Palatinate,  when  tlie  arch- 
duke's troops  were  on  foot.  Of  both  which  letters,  becaufe  they  are  the  firft  from 
that  king's  hand  to  this  ftate,  I  fend  your  honour  the  tranflate. 

'  With  them  came  divers  relations,  as  well  in  print  as  otherwife,  of  the  ceremo- 
nies both  of  the  king's  and  queen's  coronation  -,  with  which  I  do  not  trouble  your 
honour,  becaufe  I  hear  of  an  exprefs  meffenger,  which  about  the  date  of  thefe  laft 
letters  pafied  from  Prague  by  Heidelberg  to  his  majefty.  Yet  I  cannot  forbear  two 
obfervations,  which  are  made  by  all  that  write  from  thence;  one  concerning  the  king, 
at  whofe  coronation  there  was  much  more  ceremony  than  ordinary,  and  no  lefs  de- 
monftration  of  joy  and  gladnefs,  becaufe  his  eleftion  was  free,  according  to  the 
right  and  privilege  of  the  country  ;  whereas  all  their  late  kings  were  prefled  and  en- 
forced upon  them  by  ftrong  hand  and  violence.  The  other  concerning  the  queen, 
whofe  free  and  gracious  demeanor  doth  win  as  much  love  as  was  loft  by  the  Auftrian 
fojfiego  and  retirednefs- 

'  On  Saturday  laft  fignorLANDO,  the  Venetian  embaflador,  who  is  to  refide  with 
his  majefty,  arrived  at  this  place,  being  met  on  the  way  by  the  prince  of  Orange,  count 
William  and  prince  Henry,  a  ceremony  more  than  ufual  to  fuch  of  his  quality,  as 
are  only  in  tranfitu.  On  Monday  he  had  a:udrence,  which  confifted  only  of  comple- 
ment ;  for  the  main  matter  of  the  league  betwixt  this  ftate  and  his  mafters  he  touched 
not ;  but  to  me  in  private  he  took  knowledge  of  the  good  offices  his  majefty  hath  done 
therein  -,  as  likewife  in  Spain  and  otlier  princes  courts,  during  their  late  troubles. 
The  day  following  he  went  to  Rotterdam,  where  he  now  waits  for  his  pafiage ;  the 
ftates  having  provided  him  of  a  ftiip.  He  hath  in  his  company  three  of  the  young 
Nob'ili  of  Venice,  and  is  otherwife  well  attended.  In  his  paflage  through  Holland  he 
was  not  defrayed  in  any  town,  as  the  ufe  hath  been  to  public  minifters  ;  the  reafon 
whereof  was  told  hiin  alia  hiiona  by  one,  who  after  the  High  Dutch  manner  prefented 
him  with  the  town-pots  and  a  fpeech,  faying,  that  the  ft"ates  had  taken  very  lately  an 
order  to  defray  no  embaiTadors  whatfoever  -,  and  if  he  had  come  fooner,  he  might.have 
fared  better.  So  it  is,  that  the  ftates  do  now  ftudy  all  ways  poffible  of  thriving ; 
amongft  which  this  faving  the  charges  of  the  embafladors  is  one  ;  and  now  in  this  af- 
fembly  of  Holland  the  reglernent  of  tlieir  finances  is  the  chiefeft  bufinefs. 

'  Yellerday  a  petition  was  prefented  unto  them  by  the  Arminians  of  I,eyden  for  pub- 
lic exercife  of  their  religion  ;  which  was  caft  out  without  apoftile  or  further  anfwer, 
lave  only,  that  they  fliould  fubmit  themfelves  to  the  decrees  of  the  church  and  ftate^ 
and  not  prefume  any  further  to  prefent  fuch  petitions.

^  We  Frederick,  by  the  grace  of  God,  king  of  Bohemia,  palfgrave  of  the  Rhine^ 
and  eleftor,  duke  of  Beyeren  or  Bavaria,  markgrave  of  Moravia,  duke  of  Silefia,. 
markgrave  of  the  Upper  and  Nether  Laufaten  ;  fend  our  friendly  greeting  unto  the 
high  and  potent  (our  particular  good  friends)  the  lords  the  ftates  general  of  tlie  free 
United  Provinces, 

'  We  doubt  not  but  that  before  nov/  your  lordfhips  are  informed  (as  all  men  are) 
how  the  enemies  to  the  proteftants  have  for  the  fpace  of  two  years  and  more  caufed  in^ 
the  kingdom  of  Bohemia  a  lamentable  ftate ;  wherein  is  not  only  ftirred  up  the  tyran- 
nical ufurpations  of  war  -,  but  befides  that,  through  wicked  and  enraged  provocations,, 
have  followed  moft  pitiful  burnings,  rapines,  and  murthers,  perpetrated  upon  the  in- 
nocent, as  well  men  as  women  and  children.. 

*  The  cafe  is  at  length  gone  fo  far,,  that  not  only  tJae  three  ftates  of  the  kingdom  ofT 
Bohemia,  but  the  reft  of  the  incorporated  countries,  as  namely  tlie  earldom  of  Mo- 
ravia, dukedom  of  Silefia,  and  the  earldom  of  the  Upper  and  Nether  .Laufaten,  upon 
very  ponderous  reafons,  partly  already  produced,  partly  yet  to  be  produced,  have 
proceeded  to  the  rejection  of  king  Ferdinand  (now  Imperial  King)  and  come  to 
the  eleftion  of  a  lord  and  king  •,  wherein  with  full  confent  of -voices  they  have  chofen 
me  king  of  Bohemia,  earl  of  Moravia,  duke  of  Silefia,  earl  of  the  Upper  and  Nether 
Laufaten  :  all  which,  our  confcience  beareth  as  witnefs,  together  with  all  the  ftates  of 
the  kingdom,  was  contrary  to  our  thoughts,  prefumptions,  and  perfuafions ;  for  as 
much  as  we  were  willingly  content  with  the  ftate  and  eledtoral  dignity,  wherein  God  had 
placed  us,  without  reaching  any  further. 

'  Wherefore  then  we  (as  well  in  that  regard,  as  in  refpecl  of  thofe  that  fhall  put 
us  in  mind  thereof)  inftead  of  private  refpedls,  in  the  acceptance  of  fuch  an  offered 
erown  and  country,  having  nothing  to  expeft  but  great  incumbrances  and  oppofi- 
tions  on  all  fides,  had  greater  reafon  to  unburden  ourfelves  thereof,  than  to  put 
ourfelves  into  fuch  inconveniencies,  had  w,g  not,  with  the  counfel  of  our  truftieft 
and  neareft  allied  lords  and  friends,  maturely  thought  upon  the  bufinefs,,  in  what 
great  peril  the  evangelical  caufe  hath  now  ftood  for  fome  years  paft  ;  and"  how 
earneftly  thofe  evil  and  vehement  people  have  endeavoured  to  deprefs  and  extin- 
guifti  the  fame,  with  thofe  who  profefs  it,  efteeming  it  a  clear  cafe,  that  there  needs 
no  further  extenfion  thereof-,  and  the  rather,  that  the  notorious  examples  of  Aken,. 
MuLSEM,  Dona,  Weert,  and  others,  do  fufRciently  witnefs  it;  and  with  the  fame 
means  have  thefe  wicked  and  dangerous  people  in  the  kingdom  of  Bohemia  and  the 
incorporated  countries  gene  to  work;  againft  which  praftices  the  countries  dear- 
bought  privileges,  nor  royal  letters,  nor  ought  elfe,  could  in  the  leaft  degree  prevail, 
but  that  they  would  have  wrefted  through  their  vv'icked  and  pernicious  plots.  We 
2  accounc 
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account  this  accidental  election  fallen  upon  us  to  proceed  from  the  peculiar  ordinance 
and  providence  of  Ahnighty  God  (who  fo  nearly  regards  his  church),  and  at  length 
delivers  out  of  many  imminent  incunibrances  and  tribulations  like  a  father.  And  we 
like  a  Chriftian  prince,  not  to  refpeft  any  thing  more  than  to  follow  his  godly  and 
omnipotent  good  pleafure  ;  and  fetting  all  other  refpefts  of  incumbrances  or  perils 
afide,  to  follow  the  fame ;  like  as  now,  in  the  name  of  God,  upon  the  ftates  and 
countries  refpedtful  embaffage,  we  have  taken  upon  us  the  offered  crown  of  Bohemia, 
and  the  incorporated  countries,  folely  for  the  honour  of  his  majefty,  and  the  further 
propagation  of  his  holy  gofpel,  without  refpedt  had  unto  honourable  advancement  and 
private  refpefts,  which  we  affe£t  in  this  diftreffed  condition  ;  or  hope  in  the  leaft  de- 
gree to  have.  Yet  living  in  hope,  that  God  Almighty  will  by  the  begun  good  meafures 
effeft  that  his  good  work,  which  he  hath  undertaken,  and  will  defend  his  church  from 
all  the  Machiavel  enemies  thereof  and  their  plots. 

'  Herein  refolved  now  we  have  not  only  parted  ourfelf  in  this  kingdom  of  Bohe- 
mia, with  no  fmall  joy  to  the  commons  already,  but  of  late  days  are  with  befitting 
folemnities  crowned  king  of  Bohemia-,  which  we,  in  conformity  to  our  correfpon- 
dence,  could  not  but  in  friendly  manner  advertife  your  high  mightinefles ;  afTuredly 
hoping,  that  your  lordfhips  will  herein  rejoice  with  us,  and  impart  with  us  your  lb- 
good  affedlion  :  praifing  and  lauding  the  wonderful  and  fatherly  care  of  Almighty 
God  for  his  church  and  congregation  ■,  and  in  cafe  we  be  fet  upon  by  the  adverfaries 
(who  will  not  be  wanting),  you  will  (lick  unto  us  with  faithful  counfel  and  aftion  in 
a  perfonal  refolution.  And  tor  as  much  as  on  all  fides  there  will  be  no  want  of  evil- 
relations  touching  the  acceptance  of  the  government  of  this  our  crown  and  country,, 
we  are  in  that  refpeft  in  hand  with  to  publilh  in  print  unto  the  world  the  realbns  mov- 
ing us  thereunto:  and  your  high  mightineffes  may  be  affured,  that  as  herein  we  have 
fubmitted  ourfelves  unto  the  will  and  ordinance  of  the  Almighty,  v/e  v/ill  no  lefs  con- 
tinue refolved  ftedfaftly  and  zealoufly  to  maintain  the  fame,  and  at  all  times  hold  with= 
your  lordfhips  and  others  our  correfpondents  evangelical  ftates,  all  faithful  correfpon- 
dency.  And  we  remain  to  manifefc  unto  your  lordfhips  at  all  times  all  friendly  af- 
feflion.

The  king  of  Bohemia  to  the  ftates  general,  of  the  fame  date. 

That  before  his  departure  from  his  eledtorate  he  had  received  certain  advertifement 
of  the  ftates  general's  having  zealoufly  recommended  to  the  king  of  Great  Britain  his 
father-in-law  the  prefeht  ftate  of  his  kingdom  of  Bohemia,  and  more  efpecially  by  what 
orderly  cou.fehehad  been  elc6ledking;  and  that  whereas  in  the  Spanifh  Netherlands 
of  late  were  gathered  together  a  confiderable  number  of  troops,  in  order  (as  the  rumour 
then  was)  to  fall  upon  his  eleftorate,  the  ftates  had  immediately  taken  fuch  meafures- 
as  diverted  the  enemy  from  their  projed:,  by  the  ftates  putting  in  readinefs  a  body  of 
borfe  and  foot.  For  which  fervices  he  thanks  the  ftates  general,  and  hopes  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  fame. 
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Nov.  13.   Letter  in  French,  from  Prague. 

It  gives  an  account  of  the  arrival  on  the  Sunday  evening  before  of  two  embafladors, 
one  from  Hungary,  and  the  other  from  Tranfylvania,  on  the  part  of  Bethlem  Gabor, 
to  whom  the  king  of  Bohemia  gave  audience  tiie  next  day.  They  congratulated  him 
in  the  name  of  that  prince  of  Tranfylvania  and  ftates  of  Hungary  affembled  at  Pref- 
burg;  and  after  the  audience  v/ere  condufted  to  the  chamber  of  the  united  ftates 
where  they  gave  in  writing  ten  articles  for  a  perpetual  alliance  between  the  ftates  of 
Hungary  and  Tranfylvania,  and  their  prince  Bethlem  Gabor  and  th?  kingdom  of 
Bohemia  and  the  incorporated  provinces,  for  mutual  defence,

'  I  doubt  left  the  crofs  tempeftuous  weather,  which  hath  continued  long  in  the 
weft,  with  many  wrecks  upon  this  coaft,  may  ftay  the  palTage  of  my  letters:  I  fend 
your  honour  a  tranfcript  of  my  laft  by  the  way  of  Antwerp,  hoping  it  may  come  to 
your  honour's  hands  by  land  at  the  paifage  of  Calais;  and  that  hereafter,  at  fuch  time 
as  this,  I  may  take  the  fame  courfe.'

'  That,  which  I  fufpefted  of  the  contrariety  of  the  winds,  I  find  by  your  honour's 
letters  of  tire  20ch  of  this  prefent ;  at  which  time  your  honour  taking  knowledge  only 
of  my  difpatches  of  the  2  2d  and  25th  of  the  laft,  it  feems  thofe  of  the  3d,  1  ith,  and 
19th  of  this  prefent  (of  fom.e  of  which  I  fent  duplicates  by  other  conveyances)  were 
then  on -this  fide  the  feas.  The  24th  I  wrote  to  your  honour  by  fir  Albert  Morton, 
who  took  his  way  through  Brabant  and  Flanders :  and  now  we  have  confirmation  of 
that  which  he  heard  in  his  paflage  through  Bremen,  that  the  king  of  Denmark  hath 
withdrawn  .his  men  out  of  Stade,  leaving  the  town  at  liberty  without  garrifon  -,  but 
having  firft  changed  all  the  magiftrates,  which  were  not  at  his  devotion.  Here  is 
xnuch  jealoufy  conceived  of  his  intent  in  thofe  parts  -,  that  by  means  of  that  town  he 
v.'ill  bridle  Hamburg,  and  make  way  for  a  further  dcfign  upon  Bremen  :  which  if  he 
can  accomplifh,  he  will  be  mafter  of  the  two  rivers  of  Elbe  and  Wefer,  through  which 
in  time  of  war  all  the  traffic  doth  pafs  betwixt  thcTe  parts  and  Germany.  But  this  is 
only  a  fufpcfted  inconvenience;  whereas  the  holding  garrifon  in  Stade  was  a  prefent 
miichief ;  and  therefore  they  are  here  as  well  pleafed  with  the  retreat,  as  they  were 
ftartled  vj'nh  the  furprize ;    both  being  fudden  and  unexpe6led. 

'  This  laft  week's  letters  out  of  Germany  bring  nothing  but  what  your  honour  will 
have  by  fir  Albert  Morton's  relation.  All  of  them,  as  well  as  thofe  out  of  Italy 
and  other  parts,  mention  the  fedulous  care  there  is  of  raifing  of  men  by  the  Catholic 
king  aid  Catholic  league  againft  the  nextfjsring.  But  the  German  princes  fay,  they 
arm  only  for  defence;  and  fo  the  baron  Foucker,  embaflador  for  the  d'ul<;e  of  Bavier, 

hath 
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hath  protefted  in  the  prefent  affembly  at  Nuremberg.  Which  profefTions  and  pro- 
teftations  they  judge  here  will  hold  according  as  they  fee  the  new  king  of  Bohemia 
ftrengthened  by  himfelf,  and  fupported  by  his  friends.  For  if  he  be  in  ftate  to  main- 
tain the  dignity  he  hath  taken  upon  him,  they  will,  in  all  appearance,  fit  ftill :  but 
if  they  find  him  faint  in  himfelf,  or  foriaken  by  his  friends,  they  will  then  ftrive  who 
fhall  fhew  himfelf  firft  for  the  hotife  of  Auftria.  And  then  it  will  be  a  harder  tafk  to 
defend  him  from  fo  many  enemies.  This  is  the  judgment  they  make  here  of  thefe 
affairs,  wherein  agitur  de  fummd  renim  ;  and  in  conformity  thereunto  they  retain  their 
wonted  readinefs  of  fuccouring  him  to  the  uttermofb  of  their  powers.  But  they  will 
not  enter  into  the  dance  alone;  and  the.  danger  is,,  that,  before  they  can  underftand 
his  majefty's  mind,  and  thereupon  acom.mon  refolution  be  framed,  the  houfe  of 
Auftria  will  be  in  ftate  to  appear-  with  men,,  money,  and  credit,  whilft  the  king  of 
Bohemia  and  his  friends  will  be  taken  (as  we  fay) _  tardy  in  the  midft  of  their  nego- 
tiations. His  msjefty's  anfwer  to  the  ftates  letters,  which  is  to  be  delivered  by  my 
lord  of  DoNCAsrER,  is  fuch,  that  they  cannot  but  admit  to  be  grounded  upon  equity 
and  reafon  :  but  alors  comme  alors.  The  king  was  not  then  crowned  ;  and  therefore 
there  was  yet  a  door  open  to  treaty.  But  rebus  fic  ft antibus,  as  his  majefty  will  be  now 
advertifed,  I  muft  humbly  refer  it  to  his  princely  wifdomi,  whether  he  will  not  think- 
fit,  againft  my  lord  of  Doncaster's  coming  hither,  to  inlarge  his  inftrudtions  ;  for 
whilft  the  time  requires  fpeech  and  treaty  de  agendis,  to  infift  only  upon  his  majefty's 
reafons  for  what  is  paft,  cannot  juftify  thefe  men's  cxpeftations,  howfoever  it  cannot- 
chufe  btxi  fatisfy  their  judgments., 

'  The  good  liking  his  majefty  hath  of  their  proceedings  concerning  the  pirates,>.- 
I  know  will  exceedingly  content  them,  when  I  fnall  have  opportunity  (as  yet  I  have. 
not  had  fince  the  receit  of  your  honour's  letters)  to  deliver  fo  much  unto  them-,  for  at 
this  prefent,  I  can  affureyour  honour,  nothing  is  of  more  weight  and  confideration  with 
them  than  his  majefty's  contentm.ent-,  howfoever  of  late  days  I  could  not  undertake  fo 
much.  Here  is  news,  come,  that  one  of  their  men  of  war  about  the  Straights,  having, 
taken  a  pirate,,  hath  caft  betwixt  feventy  and  eighty  men  overboard. 

'  The  ftates  fleet  now  prepared  againft  the  pirates  could  not  poffibly  put  to  fea  until 
this  day ;  which  is  the  firft  eafterly  wind  we  have  had  for  thel'e  fix  weeks  paft.  I  hope  it 
will  carry  over  fir  William  Zouch  with  mr.  Brev/er  to  your  honour,  who  have  lain' 
long  together  at  Flufhing;  and  his  fellow  Brownifts  at  Lcydcn  areibmcwhat  fcanda- 
lized,  becaufe  they  hear  fir  W^illiam  hath  taught  him  to. drink  hcakhs. 

'  I  have  delivered  his  majefty's  letters  to  the  bifliop  of  Bambu,rgii,  with  the  three' 
others  to  fir  Francis  Nethersole.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

'  This  letter  I  recommend  to  fir  Robert  Gary's  delivery,  a  noble  gentleman,  who 
hath  a  company  of  horfe  in  thefe  troops.

*  Whilft  they   are    here    in   deliberation   about  an  extraordinary  em.bafilige  into 
France, ,  which  hath  received  feme  interruption   by  the  F-rench-embaiTador,.  mon£

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Du  Maurier's  interpofing  himfelf,  as  well  for  the  choice  of  the  perfons,  as  the  fubjeft 
of  their  inftrudlions,  here  is  come  an  advertifement  from  the  ftates  embaffador  at  Paris, 
monf.  DE  Langerack,  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  under  much  fecrefy  (as  that  which 
was  communicated  unto  him  by  fome  principal  perfons  in  that  court,  with  an  exprefs 
condition,  that  he  fhould  not  write  the  fame  to  the  affembly  of  the  ftates),  that  the 
pope's  nuncio  and  the  Spanifh  embaffador  there  refident,  finding  a  dangerous  crifis  of 
the  affairs  of  Europe  for  the  intereft  of  their  mafters,  and  forefeeing  how  much  it  will 
import  them  to  be  fecured  from  a  diverfion  in  thcfe  parts,  whilft  they  are  in  aftion  in 
Germany,  and  thofe  upper  countries  (for  which  they  make  all  pofTible  preparations,  as 
well  by  colleftions  of  monies,  as  levies  of  men,  againft  the  next  fpring)  have  efFefted 
fo  much  with  the  French  king  and  council,  that  two  extraordinary  embafladors,  monf 
DE  MoDENE  and  monf  de  Bullion,  both  principal  men  of  affairs,  are  defigned  to 
come  to  this  place  very  fpeedily,  here  to  treat  concerning  the  truce  betwixt  this  ftate 
and  Spain,  which  is  now  within  feventeen  months  expiration;  wherein  they  give  our, 
they  are  well  afllired  to  be  furthered  by  two  fides,  underftanding  thereby  your  majefty 
and  the  French  king,  and  therefore  prefume  to  effedl  their  defires  without  much  dif- 
ficulty :  wherein  your  majefty  may  be  pleafed  to  underftand  as  much  as  I  can  gather 
by  the  fmall  difcourfe  this  bufinefs  (which  is  yet  made  no  matter  of  public  confultation) 
hath  hitherto  admitted, 

'  This  treaty  muft  tend,  either  in  renewing  of  the  old  truce,  which  was  made  by 
the  intervention  of  your  majefty  and  the  French  king,  or  propofal  of  a  new.  If  it 
were  only  a  renewing  of  the  old,  it  is  not  here  conceived  fuch  efpecial  choice  would 
be  made  of  the  men,  which  are  to  be  employed  out  of  France  ;  nor  that  two  extraor- 
dinaries  fnould  be  ufed  to  renew  that  which  was  framed  by  one :  and  therefore  they 
here  fufpeft  the  intention  is  to  propofe  a  new  treaty,  by  converting  the  truce  into 
a  peace,  and  changing  certain  articles,  as  that  of  the  trade  of  the  Indies,  and  the 
pafiage  to  Antwerp  by  the  Scheld  ;  wherein  the  freedom  of  the  one,  and  reftraint  of 
the  other,  doth  much  offend  the  Spaniard.  To  this  or  any  other  overture  of  this 
kind  (for  aught  I  can  yet  judge)  no  ear  v/ill  be  here  given;  for  they  well  under- 
ftand their  advantages,  and  that  in  this  prefent  conjun6lure  they  may  have  la  carte 
blanche.  But  if  the  renewing  of  their  former  truce  be  propofed,  and  that  your  ma- 
jefty concur  therein,  it  will  in  all  likelihood  take  effeft  :  for  notwithftanding  two  of 
the  chief  provinces,  Holland  and  Zealand,  thrive  beft  by  war,  and  profit  is  the  rule 
of  thefe  men's  a"ffe6lions,  yet  the  other  five  having  different  interefts  do  likewife  difi'er 
in  their  inclination  •,  yet  they  will  all  concur  in  fome  points,  which  will  engender 
much  difficulty,  as  particularly  m  a  demand  of  reparation  and  reftitution,  before  they 
.entsr  into  a  treaty,  ot  all  luch  damages,  as  the  fubjefts  of  thefe  provinces  mayjuftlv 
complain  of  to  be  done  upon  their  perfons  and  goods  in  Spain  and  other  parrs 
v.nder  the  king  of  Spain's  dominion,  contrary  to  the  conditions  of  the  truce-, 
which,  according  unto  the  account  of  their  feveral  admiralties,  do  arrive  to  three 
niillions  of  florins. 

'  Here  will  be  likev/ife  a  ferious  confideration  had  of  the  prefent  conftitution  of  the 
affairs  of  Germany,  and  thofe  upper  countries,  in  regard  of  the  judgment  they  make 
here,  that  the  fuccefs  of  thofe  parts  will  in  the  end  refleft  upon  thefe  provinces.  If 
ac  be  prcfperous,  and  that  the  king  of  Bohemia  be  well  maintained  in  the  pofleflion 

of 
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of  that  crown  and  kingdom,  the  affairs  of  Europe  wilf  thereby  be  fo  well  balanced, 
that  the  greatnefs  of  the  king  of  Spain  and  the  houfe  of  Auftria  will  be  no  more  fo 
fearful  as  it  hath  been  of  many  years.  If  the  Spaniard  fhould  difpoffefs  the  new 
king,  and  make  a  prey  of  that  kingdom,  I'afpetit  vient  en  mangeant,  and  they  expedf 
here  no  greater  courtefy  than  Polyphemus  promifed  Ulysses,  he  iTiould  be  the  lafl 
eaten  of  his  companions.  Wherefore  concluding,  that  as  the  Spaniard  doth  propofe 
to  himfelf  much  benefit  by  being  freed  from  this  diverfion  -,  fo  it  will  equally  im.port 
the  king  of  Bohemia  and  his  friends  in  thofe  parts  to  have  the  Spaniard  ftill  held  in 
fufpenfe,  until  the  king  be  better  fettled  in  his  new  dignities  ;  there  be  many 
amongft  them  here  will  counfel  (and  of  this  advice  the  prince  of  Orange  himfelf  is) 
this  treaty  may  be  protrafted  for  all  this  new  year  :  and  this  they  think  they  may  well 
and  wifely  do  upon  this  reafon  :  if  their  friends  in  Germany  and  Bohemia  profper, 
they  may  then  renew  their  truce  upon  as  good  terms  as  now.  If  they  fhould  be  over- 
born by  thepov/er  of  Spain,  any  truce  they  fhould  now  make  would  be  then  upon  any 
light  quarrel  broken  by  Spain-,  as  that  of  Cleves  and  Juliets  is  a  fit  fubjed  at  all 
times  for  fuch  a  purpofe.  Now  how  it  will  advantage  the  Spaniard,  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  king  of  Bohemia,  to  be  fecure  on  this  fide,  by  renewing  of  the  truce,  will  fall  into 
every  man's  confideration,  v^/hen  the  difference  of  the  conllitution  of  the  Spanifh  go- 
vernment and  this  is  rightly  weighed,  in  that  a  new  truce  being  concluded,  the  Spa- 
niard, without  fear  of  his  frontier-towns  (which  thefe  men  cannot  always  attempt, 
when  by  confent  of  all  the  provinces  they  have  tied  their  own  hands),  may. withdraw 
all  or  the  greatefl:  part  of  his  veterani,  and  employ  them  againft  the  king  of  Bohemia  •, 
and  the  ilream  of  his  treafure  would  wholly  run  that  way  ;  which  cannot  be  encoun- 
tered in  thofe  parts  by  the  like  afTiftance  from  hence,  in  regard,  on  the  one  fide,  of 
the  diffidence  they  have  of  the  Spaniard  (who,  if  he  fliould  find  them  unprovided, 
can  in  a  few  days  raife  an  army  in 'the  archduke's  provinces),  and  on  the  other,  of  the 
late  diftradlion  of  this  ftate,  which  is  not  yet  fo  fully  fettled,  as  to  permit  them  to 
fend  their  troops  far  from  their  limits.  Befides,  the  nature  of  their  government  is 
fuch,  that  if  the  fettled  courfe  of  their  contribution  fl:ould  ceafe,  they  cannot  then 
raife  an  army,  whatfoever  need  they  fhould  have :'  and  thofe  cannot  be  continued 
without  the  reputation  of  an  army. 

'  The  monthly  aid-of  money  they  gave  the  Bohemians  of  50,000  florins  they  flill 
continue  to  the  king,  and  fo  will  do  as  long  as  affairs  remain  in  the  ftate  as  they  are. 
But  here  is  fome  apprehenfion,  that  thefe  embafiadors  have  a  farther  purpofe  to  divert 
them -from  giving  that  fmall  fuccour,  which  in  effeft  is  all  the  aid  of  m,oney  the  Bo- 
hemians have  hitherto  drawn  from  abroad  ;  and  that  they  will  praftife  fome  other 
diftraftions,  to  the  prejudice  of  this  ftate.  For  whilfl  the  king  of  France  difputed 
the  receiving  an  embaffage  from  hence,  to  fend  one  of  this  nature  at  the  king  of 
Spain's  inftance  breeds  no  good  conftruftion  ;  efpecially  the  late  v/ounds  and  ruptures 
of  this  ftate  made  by  the  French  faftion  not  being  yet  fully  cured  ;  of  which  I  think 
I  fhail  within  few  days  advertife  your  majefty  of  a  farther  e&eft,  the  ftates  having  fent 
exprefsly  into  France  a  commandment  to  their  embaffador,  monf.  Langerack,  to 
fend  hither  all  thofe  letters,  which  he  ever  received  from  Barnevelt  or  his  fon-in- lav/, 
Vander.-Myle  ;  and  they  being  here,  come  and  thoroughly  vifited,  it  appears  evi- 
dently in  them  how  they  would  have  brought  this  ftate  to  be  ruled  a  Is  baguette  by 
France -5    wherein  are  "many  infolent  pafTages  againfl  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the 
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Hates ;  and  your  majefty  and  your  minifters  are  not  fpared  •,  for  which  Vander-Myle 
(who  hath  been  now  long  in  this  town,  and  enjoyed  the  freedom  of  his  houfe  by  con- 
nivance) will  be  fent  from  hence- within  thefe  few  days,  and  confined  to  fome  remote 
place;  his  venom  being  now  fo  plainly  difcovered;  which,  may  work  fome  ill  effedts 
at  the  coming  of  thefe  embafTadors.. 

'  I  am  informed,  that  Vorstius  hath  been  feen  twice  or  thrice  within  thefe  few 
days  at  Antwerp,  where  he  holds  council  with  Utenbogard,  Grevinchovius,  and 
Episcopius,  for  their  repatriation  in  thefe  provinces;  and  this  in  all  probability  will 
be  a  part  of  thefe  embaffadors  endeavours.. 

'  All  thefe  circumftances,  as  well  as  the  advertifement  itfelf  of  the  extraordinary 
embaffagey  I  have  judged  to  be  of  that  confideration,  that  they  merit  to  be  prefented  to 
your  majefty's  royal  hands,  which  I  kifs  with  all  humility,  being

jefty's judgment  will  be  better  cleared  out  of  France.'

'  My  laft  to  your  honour  -were  of  the  28th  of  November  by  fir  Robert  Gary,  of 
which,  in  regard  of  the  uncertainty  of  paffage  in  this  tempeftuous  weather,  I  fend; 
your  honour,  as  I  have  done  of  moft  of  my  late  difpatches,  a  duplicate. 

'  Since  that  time  we  are  here  advertifed  of  an  extraordinary  embaflage  defigned  hi- 
ther out  of  France  ;  which,  becaufe  of  itfelf  it  is  of  much  importance,  and  is  accom- 
panied with  many  confiderable  circumftances,  I  have  advertifed  his  majefty  thereof  by 
an  exprefs  letter,  which  your  honour  v/ill  receive  herewiih.. 

'  Here  are  letters  from  all  parts,  particularly  from  Colen,  Mentz,  Triers,  and. 
thofe  lower  quarters  of  Germany,  of  the  great  diligence  is  ufed  by  the  emperor's 
friends,  in  colleftions  of  monies,  and  levies  of  men,  by' way  of  provifion  againft  the 
next  fpring ;  which  being  contrary  to  the  profeffion,  which  was  newly  made  by  thofe 
Biftiops  and  their  fubjects  unto  this  ftate  (whereof  I  gave  your  honour  advertifement  by 
my  letters  of  the  19th  of  the  laft),  the  ftates  having  been  formerly  requefted  by  the 
princes  of  the  union,  as  much  as  in  them  lies,  to  hinder  thofe  preparations,  have 
written  exprefs  letters  to  let  thofe  people  underftand,  that  in  cafe  they  continue  this 
courfe  of  contributions  for  the  offence  of  the  friends  of  this  ftate,  they  will  force  them 
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to  contribute  as  much  for  their  defence,  A  tranflate  of  thefe  letters  I  fend  your  ho- 
nour, which  may  ferve  for  excufe  to  thofe  people,  which  lie  open  to  the  roads  of  the 
cavalry  to  this  ftate,  not  to  yield  thofe  contributions  which  are  required  of  them  by 
their  princes,  though  no  other  effedl  do  follow  hereupon. 

*  The  king  of  Denmark's  agent  hath  made  a  declaration  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates 
general  of  the  king  his  matter's  intention  in  his  fending  men  into  Stade,  that  it  was 
only  for  the  fervice  of  the  town,  without  any  farther  defign  •,  as  your  honour  may 
pleafe  to  fee  by  the  tranflate  of  what  he  delivered  in  the  king's  name. 

'  The  meflenger,  which  brought  order  for  this  propofition,  is  gone  towards  Eng- 
land with  letters  from  the  king  of  Denmark  to  his  majefty. 

'  In  the  bufinefs  betwixt  the  town  of  Bremen  and  the  count  of  Oldenburo-  touching; 
a  toll  upon  the  Wefer,  the  ftates  have  taken  a  refolution  in  favour  ot  the  town  againft 
the  count ;  which  proceeds  of  their  jealoufy  in  admitting  any  impofitions  of  that  kind, 
they  accounting  the  water  their  proper  element,  in  that  the  freedom  of  navigation  is 
the  maintenance  of  their  ftate.  But  herewith  the  count's  deputies  are  no  whit  fatif- 
fied  ;  which  this  day  they  intend  to  declare  to  the  ft-ates  by  way  of  anfwer  unto  thofe 
reafons,  whereupon  the  ftates  refolution  is  grounded,  which  are  no  other  than  the  in- 
formations of  thofe  of  Bremen,  who,  being  parties,  are  thereby  made  as  it  were  judges. 
But  tliey  intend  not  to  prefs  for  any  new  anfwer.  Yet  here  this  queftion  will  nor  reft, 
the  count  having  a  purpofe  (as  his  deputies  tell  me)  to  ufe  his  majefty  and  all  his  bcft 
friends  in  recommendation  of  his  caufe.  They  have  had  all  the  furtherance  I  could 
give  them,  as  well  with  the  prince  of  Orange  as  the  ftates,  in  conformity  to  what  I 
fufficiently  know  of  his  majefty's  mind  by  my  inftruftions,  when  any  thing  doth  con- 
cern that  prince.  But  I  find  the  example  of  the  Sound  makes  any  thing  of  this  kind 
found  ill  with  this  ftate. 

'  Of  the  affairs  of  the  upper  countries  his  majefty  will  be  within  few  days  well 
informed  by  my  lord  of  Doncafter,  whom  we  expeft  here  the  week  which  now  comes 
in  •,  he  being  the  23d  of  November_y?i/o  vet.  at  Nuremberg,  with  intention  (as  is  ad- 
vertifed  from  thence  by  letters  under  that  date)  to  come  direftly  hither.  There  was 
nothing  as  then  concluded  in  that  affembly,  neither  is  much  promifed  by  any  letters 
I  have  feen,  of  any  fuch  generous  refolution,  as  the  neceffity  of  the  affairs  .of  thofe 
parts  doth  require.  The  affembly  was  then  to  continue  a  week  longer ;  and  till  the 
end  thereof  the  king  of  Bohemia's  embaffage  intended  to  his  majefty  was  not  to  be 
difpatched. 

'  I  have  feen  an  overture  made  by  Betlem  Gaeor  to  the  king's  council  in  Bo-' 
hernia,  to  have  his  majefty,  this  ftate,  and  the  ftate  ot  Venice,  moved  by  their  embaffa- 
dor  at  Conftantinople  to  make  a  declaration  to  the  grand  fignor  of  the  mutations  in 
Hungary  and  Bohemia,  with  a  defire,  that  the  fame  peace,  which  was  made  by  the 
late  emperor,  might  be  continued  to  thefe  two  new  kings;  which,  Betlem  Gabor 
promifeth  himfelf,  will  be  effefted  by  that  means,  and  well  obferved,  by  reafon  of 
the  reipeft  will  be  born  in  that  court  to  the  joint  office  of  thofe  embaffadors  :  which 
will  breed  an  imprelTion  of  a  confederation  betwixt  his  majefty,  this  ftate,  the  ftate  of 
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Venice,  the  princes  of  the  union,  and  thofe  two  kings ;  and  that  concatenation  of  fo. 
many  potent  princes  and  ftates,  he  efteems,  will  be  of  greater  authority  with  the 
Turk,  than  the  king  of  Spain,  the  pope,  and  the  houfe  of  Auftria.  This  motion 
is  fo  well  apprehended  by  this  ftate,  that  they  have  taken  a  refolution  to  write  to. 
their  embaffador  at  Conftantinople  to  join  with  his  majefty's  embaflador  in  all  good 
offices  to  this  purpofe,  whenfoever  he  fliall  find  that  his  majefty's  embaffador  hath  any 
fuch  commifllon. 

'  Of  Betlem  Gaeor's  coronation  here  is  yet  no  certain  news.  Of  his  paffino- the 
Danube  about  Prefourg,  and  marching  into  Auftria  towards  Vienna,  being  affifted  by 
the  count  of  Torne,  and  part  of  the  Bohemian  army,,!  fend  your  honour  extrads  of 
our  frelkeft  advertifements.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c, 

'  I  fend  your  honour  with  other  papers  a  copy  of  a  letter  from  the  duke  of  Baviejr's 
court,  which  contains  a  large  difcourfe  of  the  affairs  of  thofe  parts.'

'  My  moft  hon"''  lord,. 

'  That,  which  !  underftood  of  his  majefty's  mind  by  your  lordftiip's  letters  of  the- 
22d  of  Oftober,  v/as  fufficient  to  give  them  here  diem  ad  deliberandum  touching  the 
embaffags  which  was  then  in  fpeech  to  his  majefty.  And  now  they  were  in  conr 
fultation  about  that  into  France,  they  have  advertifement  from  thence  by  letter  from 
their  embaffador  Langerack,  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  that  they  fhall  be  prevented 
by  an  extraordinary  embaffage  from,  the  French  king.;  which  is  procured  at  the  in- 
ftance  of  the  pope's  nuncio  and  the  Spanifh  embaffador  refidents  in  that  court  j  and  to 
be  performed  by  monf.  de  Modene  and  monf.  de  Bullion.  I  cannot  conceive  this 
will  proceed  without  communication  thereof  to  his  majefty  ;-  or  that,  feeing  the  fmall 
contentment  monf  de  Boisisse  received  here  fo  lately,  they  can  flatter  themfelves 
with  any  hope  to  efteft  any  thing  about  the  renewing  of  the  truce  (which  is  faid  to  be 
the  chief  fuhjefl  of  their  embaffage)  without  his  majefty  join,  therein.  Sure  !  am, 
that,  if  they  fhould  proceed  fingle  by  themfelves,  they  would  fail  of  their  reckoning. 
And  therefore  his  majefty  hath  this  advantage,  that  he  may  further  or  protra6l  the 
bufinefs,  as  may  feem  bcft  to  his  own  wifdom.  For  by  this  mediation  the  work  will  be 
foon  finifhed,  if  it  be  no  more  than  a£ium  agere  in  renewing  the  truce  upon  the  former 
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conditions ;  and  without  him  nothing  will  be  done.  Wherefore  his  majefly  may,  if 
he  pleafe,  expeft  to  be  defired  from  hence  in  that,  which  France  doth  motu proprio, 
or  at  the  inftance  of  thofe  who  render  the  embaffage  full  of  fufpicion  :  wherein  I  have 
reprefented  to  his  majefty,  thofe  confidcratipns,  which  move  the  prince  of  Orange, 
and  fome  others  of  the  beft  fort  here,  to  defire  this  treaty  may  not  be  precipitated  ; 
they  judging  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  the  princes  of  the  union  to  be  much  intereffed 
therein  ,  and  that  the  holding  the  king  of  Spain  in  fufpence  for  all  this  next  year  will 
exceedingly  advantage  their  affairs. 

'His  excellency  vwthin  thefe  few  days  acquainted  me  with  a  meflage  he  received' 
from  his  majefty  touching  the  prefervation  of  the  Eleftorate  and  Palatinate  to  the 
king  of  Bohemia ;  and  with  his  anfwer,  that  the  only  expedient  is  by  a  defcent  into 
Flanders,  in  cafe  the  emperor  fliould  attempt  the  Palatinate,  or  any  in  his  behalf.. 
I  haveobferved  the  like  fpeeches  to  fall  from  many  of  the  ftates  ;  and  took  them  to 
be  rather  uttered  a  la  voUe  than  ferioufly  meant :  wherefore  entering  into  difcourfe  with- 
oneofnolefs  authority  than  underftanding  amongft  them,  I  aflced  him,  hov/  they 
had  laid  by  their  jealoufy  of  his  majefty's  greatnefs  by  the  union  of  his  kingdoms, 
and  of  the  progrefs  he  might  make  in  thefe  parts  by  having  a  foot  on  this  fide  the  fea, 
which  coft  them  the  redemption  of  the  cautionary  towns,  when  they  were  not  in  cafe 
for  fuch  a  purchafe  ;  for  to  this  day  they  pay  intereft  for  the  money.  His  anfwer  was, 
Umpora  mutantur,  &'  nos  miitamur-,  and  that,  now  the  bond  of  religion  is  ftrengthened 
anew  by  the  late  irnutations  in  this  ftate,  they  entertain  new  affeftions  tov/ards  his  ma- 
jefty; which  would  (as  he  faid)  appear,  if  his  majefty  fliould  have  any  attempt  in 
Flanders,  by  their  ready  concurrence  with  him  ;  accounting  his  neighbourhood 
much  better  than  the  Spaniards :  and  this  offer,  he  affured  me,  would  never  be. 
made  to  France.. 

'  In  Barnevelt's  papers  (which  he  hath  preferved  all  to  his  friends  ruin)  are 
found  many  pradices  of  alienating  this  ftate  from  his  majefty,  and  joining  it  to  France.. 
Withal  his  inttruments  for  his  defigns  within  the  ftate  are  wholly  difcovered  ;  which 
falls  heavy  uponanany  bailiffs,,  efcoutets,  penfioners,  and  fecretaries,  (which  are  the 
moft  aftive  officers  of  ilieie  tov/ns)  of  which  many  are  deported  in  this  prefent  aiTeinbiy' 
of  Flolland  ;  and  Barnevelt's.  eldeft  fon,  Monf.  Grandeville  (who  is  premier, 
veneur  of  this  province)  is  like  to  go  the  fame  way  for  that  charge.' 

Sir  Dudley  Carleton  fends  the  refolution  of  the  ftates  general  of  the  4th  of  Nov, 
upon  the  affair  of  fatisfaftion  to  the  lord  Buccleugh  •,  and  promifes  his  afTiftance  to  Sir. 
John  Manwoode  recommended  by  a  letter  of  the  marquis  of  Buckingham..

'  R'.  Hon''=' 

'  I  had  underftood  before  of  Utenbogard's  defire  to  go  into  England  under  his 
majefty's  lafe  conduft,  which  he  hath  fought  to  obtain  more  ways  than  one.  But 
having  received  the  fame  by  private  advertifement  only,  I  could  neither  take  nor  give 
public  notice  thereof.  This  morning,  in  conformity  to  your  honour's  letters  of  the, 
3d  of  this  prefent,  which  I  received  ycfterday,  I  acquainted  the  ftates  and  the  prince 
I.  ^  '  -of. 
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of  Orange  with  his  overture  to  Mr.  Trumball,  and  his  majefty's  anfwer ;  which 
they  talie  as  a  fingular  teftimony  of  his  majefty's  affecflion  to  this  ftate,  and  accordingly 
have  fent  unto  me  this  afternoon  the  prefident  of  their  affembly  with  monf.  Gogh, 
to  defire  me  to  render  unto  his  majefty  their  moft  humble  thanks  ;  and  withal  to  let 
his  majefty  underftand  their  opinion,  that  a  man  fo  full  of  praftice  in  their  provinces 
would  do  no  good  in  his  kingdoms.  And  whereas  he  feeks  to  declare  to  his  majefty 
that  he  is  not  the  original  caufe  of  thefe  divifions,  there  is  no  credit  (they  fay)  to  be 
given  to  his  Vv^ords,  fince  his  deeds  ftiew  the  contrary:  and  even  now  that  he  is  at 
Antwerp,  being  afTifted  with  Episcopius  and  Grevinchovius,  and  fecretly  (as  is 
here  advertifed)  with  Vorstius,  he  alTumes  to  himfelf  a  fuperintendency  or  a  kind 
of  epifcopal  authority  over  the  exiled  and  depofed  Arminian  preachers,  which  he  ftiles 
minifters  fiib  cruce ;  makes  coUeftions  of  moneys,  for  them,  and  employs  them  hither 
in  difguifed  habits  by  his  commiffions  (much  after  tlie  form  of  the  Jefuits  miffions) 
whereof  fome  the  ftates  have  feen  figned  by  his  own  hand :  and  now  he  hath  ob- 
tained of  the  archduke  (as  they  are  advertifedj  a  printing-place  at  Antwerp,  whereby 
to  have  commodity  to  divulge  libels  and  pamphlets  for  the  difquiet  of  this  church 
and  ftate.  In  thefe  confiderations  the  ftates  befeech  his  majefty  to  continue  his  fa- 
vour to  them,  in  giving  no  countenance  or  ear  to  this  man  or  his  fuit ;  they  appre- 
hending much  inconvenience  in  his  accefs  only  to  his  majefty  (howfoever  his  ma- 
jefty's wifdom  and  firmity  is  too  well  approved  to  be  any  ways  v/rought  upon,  or  by 
any  man  whofoever)  in  regard  of  t\\t  faux  bruits  would  be  fpread  thereupon  by  him 
and  his  fadion  for  their  encouragement.

'  The  aaTembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  being  now  ended,  they  have  ordained  fix 
deputies,  whereof  two  are  of  the  noblefle  (monf.  Marc^uet  and  monf.  Aerssens) 
and  four  of  the  towns  (two  of  North  Holland,  and  two  of  South  Holland)  who  have 
commiflions  to  go  through  all  the  towns  of  Holland,  and  to  inquire  as  well  into  per- 
fons  as  abufes  in  government,  both  ecclefiaftical  and  civil  ■,  and  thereof  to  make  rela- 
tion at  their  next  affembly  in  February  next. 

'  I  advertifed  his  majefty  by  my  laft  difpatch  of  certain  letters  and  inftruftions 
fent  for  out  of  France,  fuch  as  paffed  betwixt  Barnevelt,  Vander-Myle,  and 
monf.  Langerack,  the  ftates  embaffador  in  that  court-,  out  of  which  extrafcs  being 
made  and  read  to  the  ftates  of  Holland  towards  the  end  of  their  affembly,  matters 
appeared  fo  foul  againft  Vander-Myle  in  his  private  praftices  in  that  court  againft 
the  public  fervice  of  this  ftate,  that  they  were  all  difpofed  to  caft  him  into  prifon,  he 
lying  then  (as  he  yet  doth)  covertly  here  in  his  houfe.  But  the  prince  of  Orange 
advifed  more  moderation,  fo  as  the  bufinefs  was  remitted  to  the  ftates  general,  and 
by  them  (I  believe)  at  their  next  affembly  after  thefe  holidays  he  will  be  removed 
from  the  Hague,  and  confined  to  fome  remote  place.  Amongft  other  things  the 
whole  menee  appears  in  his  letters  of  drawing  monf.  de  Boisisse  hither,  whofe  in- 
ftructidns  were  firft  minuted  here  by  monf.  Barnevelt.  The  withdrawing  of  the 
French  troops,  which  ftiould  have  led  the  way  to  other  ftrangers,  to  the  end  that  the 
new  levies  might  be  entertained  in  their  places  under  a  new  oath,- is  here  negotiated  at 
full  length;  and  the  ftates  and  his  excellency  notably  calumniated  :  befides  fome 
^iafties  of  his  pen  againft  his  majefty  and  hi^minifters.

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'  Here  is  no  more  fpeech  of  the  extraordinary  embaflage  out  of  France  ;  and  there- 
fore it  is  conceived  the  motion  thereof  to  Monf.  Langerack  was  to  the  end  it  might 
be  hither  advertifed  ;  whereby  to  found  men's  humours,  which  were  all  fuddenly  and 
warmly  ftirred  upon  the  firft  bruit-,  and  fome  here  are,  which  are  not  yet  free  from 
the  apprehenfion,  that  his  majefty  may  be  praftifed  withal  by  France  and  Spain  to 
join  with  France  in  fuch  an  embaffage  -,  whereof  I  reprefented  at  large  to  his  majefty 
the  judgment  they  here  make. 

'  The  laft  letters  from  Monf.  Langerack,  being  of  the  ^-j  of  this  prefent,  adver- 
tife  only  the  negotiation  of  the  emperor's  embaifador  for  fuccours  out  of  France 
againft  the  king  of  Bohemia ;  which  he  feeks  to  obtain  by  way  of  compaffion,  al- 
ledging  the  help  he  hath  out  of  Italy  to  be  weak-,  that  of  Germany  uncertain,  and 
that  Spain  is  mucKexhaufted  -,  and  therefore  concluding  the  French  king  muft  aid  his 
mafter  for  four  reafons  :  i.  The  intereft  of  religion.  2.  Nearnefs  of  alliance  v/ith  the 
houfe  of  Auilria.  3.  Ill  example  of  rebellion.  4.  The  advantage  the  Turk  v/ill 
have  againft  Chriftendom.  Wherein  he  is  favoured  by  three  parts  of  the  king's  coun- 
cil and  of  the  court,  and  hath  the  two  Cardinals,  Rochefoucaud  and  Retz,  and  Ar- 
NAUD  the  Jeiuit,  open  follicitors  for  him.  Only  the  financiers,  who  find  the  king's 
coffers  empty,  and  fome  good  patriots,  enemies  to  the  Spaniard,  are  his  oppofites  ; 
who,  hejudgeth,  notwithftanding,  will  overfway  the  balance;  and  that  the  embaffa- 
dor  will  part  from  thence  without  fatisfaftion.  Yet  here  are  private  letters,  which  fay 
the  cabinet  council  is  wholly  bent  to  the  emperor's  affiftance  :  and  that  the  levies  of 
Lorrain  will  be  for  the  moft  part  made  with  French  money.  They  write  farther,  that 
the  duke  of  Nevers  undertakes  a  levy  for  the  emperor,  for  which  he  fliall  have  by 
eonfent  of  the  pope  v/hat  can  be  collefted  of  the  clergy  in  France. 

'  From  Vienna  the  freflieft  adversifements  fay,  that  the  prolongation  of  Betlem 
Gabor's  coronation  depends  on  the  baffa  of  Buda,  who  requires  to  be  prefent  either 
in  perfon  or  by  deputation.  Mean  time  the  Hungarian  and  Bohemian  army  lodgeth. 
about  Prefburg,  to  countenance  that  aftion;'  wherein  many  difficulties  were  ftirred 
amongft  the  ftates  of  Hungary  by  the  emperor's  partifans  and  Jefuits  difeiples. 

.  '  Out  of  Germany  here  come  continual  advertiiements  of  the  colle6lions  of  moneys 
and  levies  of  men  made  by  the  catholic  league,  chiefly  by  the  duke  of  Bavaria  ;  whilft 
hitherto  there  is  no  more  than  ordinary  provifion  heard  of  by  the  princes.of  the  union 
or  their  friends  in  Germany;  notwithftanding  that  we  underftand  the  affembly  of 
Nuremberg  is  diffolved,  and  the  king  of  Bohemia  returned  to  Prague. 

'  The  fl'ates  wrote  a  letter  to  that  aflem.bly,  to  quicken  them  in  their  refolution- 
for  the  affiftance  of  the  king  of  Bohemia,  who,  as  is  here  judged,  will  be  aftailed  this 
next  fpring  in  all  quarters  ;  in  the  Lower  Palatinate  by  the  ecclefiaftical  eleftors, 
thofe  of  Lorrain,  and  the  archduke's  troops  -,  and  in  Bohemia  by  Bucquoy  and  Ba- 
viER.  The  fecuriry  of  the  Palatinate,  they  think,  depends  on  his  majefty,  who  ftiew- 
ing  himfelf  and  his  power  in  time  will  keep  them  all  in  obedience.  And  in  this  opi- 
nion I  am  daily  ;-.ffa;kd  with  interrogatories,  what  his  majefty  doth  refolve  ?  and. 
what  his  majefty  will  do  .-'  To  which  the  anfwer  I  make  is,  that  the  king  of  Bohemia- 
having  hitherto  remitted  his  majefty  for  declaration  of  his  affairs  to  an  embaffador,  he 

dotk. 
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doth  intend  to  fend,  until  his  arrival  with  his  majefty  it  is  not  to  be  expected  his  majefty 
fcould  take  any  refolution.  But  in  the mean  time  they  are  to  prefume,  that  his  majefty 
in  a  time  of  fuch  imminent  danger  will  not  abandon  the  proreclion  of  hij  neareft 
friends ;  and  they  need  not  fear,  becaufe  the  time  for  preparation  doth  yet  v.  ell  ferve : 
which  they  do  confefs,  fo  as  it  be  well  managed  ;  but  withal  remember  unto  me,  that 
confultation  and  refolution  muft  precede  preparation  -,  both  which  will  afk  time  amongft 
confederates  ;  and  we  now  advance  rather  towards  fummer  than  winter, 

'  The  Venetian  refident  hath  received  from  his  mafters  a  commiffion  in  authentical 
form  to  conclude  the  treaty  betwixt  that  commonwealth  and  this  ftate,  but  with 
change  of  articles  fent  from  hence  in  that  fort,  that  did  little  agree  with  moft  of  thefe 
men's  minds  -,    as-  in  the  title  of  the  ftates,  wherein  haults  i^ puijfants  feigneurs  is  only 
exprefled  with  z7/""' and  fw*"'-.     The  quality  of  the  fuccours,  the  Venetian  requiring 
this  ftate  to  make  the  levies  of  men,  when  that  commonwealth  hath  need,  which 
here  they  did  decline,  thinking  it  enough  to  furnifh  the  money  :    the  occafion  of  the 
fuccours,  which  the  Venetian  will  have,  when  either  ftate  is  ajjalito,  which 'here  they 
'would  have  faid  iirato  in  guerra :   and  the  explication  of  this  afalito, 'which  the  Vene- 
tian will  have  fpecified  on  their  part  quando  vajfelli  entrano  il  Golfo ;  whereas  of  this  fide 
at  my  inftance  the  mention  of  the  Gulph  was  avoided,  in  which  thefe  admiralties  would 
have  conditioned  upon  this  occafion  extraordinary  liberty.      Upon  thefe  changes, 
with  others  lefs  confiderable  (whereof  the  repetition  were  too  long  to  trouble  your  ho- 
nour) here  was  upon  the  firft  reading  of  them  much  unwillingnefs  fliewed  to  proceed 
any  farther,   until  the  articles  were  better  digefted  betwixt  them  ;  for  which  this  re- 
fident hath  ^Ro  authority,   being  tied  precifely  to  his  teriTis.     I  have  therefore  again 
■interpofed  myfclf  with  his  excellency  and  fome  of  the  deputies  for  this  bufinefs,  per- 
fuading  them  in  no  cafe  to  remit  the  treaty  again  to  Venice  •,  which  if  they  fliould  do, 
v/ithout  queftion,  it  would  be  there  excluded,  becaufe  they  always  govern  their  affairs 
by  the  rule  of  neceffity  ■,  and  though  neceffity  hung  over  that  ftate  at  the  beginning  of 
this  treaty,  when  the  Gulph  was  rnolefted  by  the  duke  d'OfTuna,  paffato  ilpericulo, 
gabbato  il  fauto :    and  now  the  neceffity  is  like  to  fway  more  on  this  fide,   in  this  re- 
_gard  it  is  likely  thofe  changes  in  the  firft  concept  were  made  by  fome  oppofites  to  the 
treaty  (as  many  there  are  in  Venice)  whereby  to  difturb  it :   and  of  this  I  have  made 
them  here  fenfible,  as  likewife  I  have  put  them  in  mind  of  the  time  within  my  re- 
membrance, when  a  letter  from  this  ftate  could  fcarcely  be  received  by  that  fenate, 
nor  their  embaffador  admitted  until  his  way  was  made  by  his  majefty  and  the  French 
king;  and  therefore  embracing  the  treaty,  which  is  now  oftered,  though  it  concur 
not  in  ail  things  with  their  defire,  yet  is  it  a  great  ftep  to  a  perfeft  confederation. 
And  the  fame  being  cultivated  by  reciprocal  embaffadors,  will  be  foon  brought  to 
efi^eft-,    at  leaft  the  point  of  reputation,  will  be  maintained,  v/hich  in  the  prefent  con- 
juriiflure  is  of  fingular  importance,  in  that  the  Spaniard  will  never  be  free  from  fufpi- 
cion,  but  that  there  are  fome  fecret  articles  betwixt  thefe  two  ftates.     Hereupon  they 
have  this  evening  fent  for  the  Venetian  refident,  who  hath  been  long  with  them,  and  ij 
come  to  me  now  at  four  hours  in  the  night,  to  let  me  know  the  relbluticn  •,    which  is, 
that  the  ftates  do  accept  the  treaty,  and  hold  it  as  concluded,  referring  matters  of 
doubt  to  farther  explication  hereafter.     They  have  taken  time  till  the  next  ordinary 
(this  being  to  depart  this  night  with  the  news  of  the  conclufion)  to  make  fair  copies  of 
their  treaty,  and  mutually  to  fubfcribe  the  fame  ;   which  being  a  bufinefs  of  fo  much 

confideracion, 
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confideration,  and  fo  long  and  earneftly  wished  by  his  majefty,  I  would  not  fail  in  the 
advercifement  thereof  with  the  firft,  as  1  have  at  no  time  done  of  my  endeavours. 
Thus  I  humbly  take  leave.     Hague,  this  14th  day  of  Decemb.   1619.

'  Whilft  this  letter  was  tranfcribing,  I  received  one  from  Venice,  whereof  I  fend 
your  honour  an  extraft,  becaufe  both  the  difficulty  on  that  fide,  and  his  majefty's  fea- 
fonable  intervention  on  this,  doth  appear  therein  ;  which,  I  hope,  will  efFeft  a  happy 
conclufion.  I  perfuade  the  ftates,  v/ithout  attending  a  new  confent  from  Venice,  to 
ordain  anembaflage  for  the  ratification  of  the  treaty,  being  well  affured  (by  the  judg- 
ment I  may  make,  upon  good  experience,  of  the  inclination  of  that  ftate)  that  wbat- 
fbever  is  put  to  new  deliberation,  now  they  are  not  preft  by  necefllty,  will  go  a  recii- 
lom :  and,  I  believe,  this  courfe  will  be  taken,  which  in  the  prefent  conjuncture  of 
affairs  will  be  of  Angular  ufe. 

'  My  lord  of  Doncaster  having  been  at  the  good  town  of  Amfterdam  doth  not 
fpare  Chriftmas-day  in  haftening  hitherwards,  where  he  will  be  to-morrow.  The  ftates 
have  taken  a  refolution,  notwithftanding  their  late  thrifty  decree,  to  lodge,  defray,  and 
prefent  him  at  parting.'

'  I  have  detained  this  bearer  thefe  two  days  in  expeftation  of  our  letters  out  cf 
Germany  •,  which  bring  nothing  of  much  moment,  fave  only,  that  the  Italian  troops, 
which  have  lain  long  in  Tyrol,  are  marched  towards  Vienna,  where  the  emperor  doth 
ftill  remain.  The  Bohemians  and  Hungarians  are  for  the  mofi:  part  retired  into  gar- 
rifon,  there  remaining  fome  good  ftrength  with  Bethlem  Gabor  at  Prefburgh,  who 
(as  the  voice  goeth)  fliould  be  crowned  king  of  Hungary  on  St.  Stephen's  day.  He 
is  faid  to  have  received  fome  difcontentment  at  the  flacknefs  of  the  Bohemians  in  enter- 
ing into  confederation  with  him  and  the  Hungarians  ;  which  being  advertiled  by  the 
account  of  Hollock,  the  baron  of  Torne,  with  fome  others,  are  difpatched  by  the  king 
of  Bohemia,  with  expedition,  to  treat  of  that  bufinefs. 

'  Here  is  arrived  from  the  king  of  Bohemia  one  Francis  Rosel,  one  of  the  king's 
council,  difpatched  by  the  duke  of  Deuxponts  from  Heidelberg  in  place  of  one 
Charles  Paul,  of  the  king's  council  likewife,  who  coming  immediately  from  the 
king  fickened  by  the  way.  He  faith,  the  baron  Achatius  da  Dona  parted  from 
Heidelberg  towards  his  majefty  this  day  fortnight ;  and  that  he  took  the  way  of 
Lorrain  and  Picardy  to  Calais.  What  he  is  to  deliver  to  the  ftates,  with  whom  he  is 
to  have  audience  this  day,  I  fhall  be  able  to  fend  your  honour  hereafter  more  authen- 
tically by  the  copy  of  his  propofition,  than  now  by  conje<5lure  out  of  the  fmall  difcourfe 
I  have  had  with  him. 

'Your  honour  will  receive  herewith  a  copy  of  the  French  embafi^ador  monf  du 
Mau-rier's  laft  propofition,  which  I  have  received  fince  my  lord  of  Doncaster's  de- 
parture:    and  this  being  the  firft  audience  he  hath  had  fince  Barnevelt's  death,  it 
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feems  by  his  language  his  paffion  is  ftill  ftirred  as  well  towards  the  public,  as  monf. 
Aerssens  in  particular,  though  he  names  him  not-,  for  which  he  hath  new  occafion 
by  the  courfe  is  taken  with  his  old  friend  Vander-Myle,  who  this  day  is  to  receive 
a  fentence  of  confining  into  a  folitary  ifland  betwixt  this  and  Zealand  •,  which  once 
was  refolved  to  be  Goree,  but  Ilnce  is  changed  upon  his  friends  fuit  to  another  over 
againft  Williamftadt,  where  he  hath  fome  lands  of  his  own.  The  merchants  com- 
plaints contained  in  the  embaffador's  propofition  are  drawn  into  negotiation,  and  de- 
puties fent  to  him  to  treat  of  them  •,  but  the  determinate  anfwer  will  be  referved  for 
the  ftates  own  embafladors,  which  they  have  long  thought  to  fend  into  France ;  and 
upon  this  occafion  they  are  framing  the  inftruftions,  and  making  choice  of  the 
perfons. 

'  Here  is  after  a  long  debate  a  refolution  taken  between  the  count  of  Eaft-Frifeland 
and  his  fubjefts  in  fuch  points  as  were  in  difference  betwixt  them  ;  which  fhall  be  fent 
about  the  midft  of  the  next  month  to  Embden  by  the  fame  commiffioners,  which  have 
been  there  employed  for  the  moft  part  of  this  year  paft. '  Mean  while  fome  of  them 
are  upon  the  place,  to  keep  things  in  quiet ;  and  the  refolution,  until  they  all  meet  at 
the  appointed  time,  is  kept  fecret. 

*  Here  is  news  of  a  meffenger  from  the  biihop  of  Bremen  intercepted  by  the  count 
of  Oldenburg  in  his  way  to  this  place-,  which  is  believed,  becaufe  of  the  animofity 
betwixt  thefe  two  princes  :  and  though  the  king  of  Denmark's  foldiers  are  retired  out 
of  Stade,  yet  here  is  much  jealoufy  of  fome  trouble  he  intends  in  thofe  parts  this  next 
fpring. 

'  It  was  advertifed  for  certain  out  of  Italy,  that  the  duke  of  Parma  ftiall  have  the- 
pope's  ftandard,  and  the  command  likewife  of  the  king  of  Spain's  forces,  which  are  to- 
eome  out  of  thofe  parts  this  next  fpring  into  Germany. 

'  Monf  Langerack  doth  advertife  the  ftates  from  Paris,  that  the  emperor's  embaf- 
fador  in  that  court  hath  changed  his  language,  which  he  firft  ufed  by  way  of  compaffion,, 
find'ng  no  man  hafty  to  run  ad  opes  amijfas ;  and  therefore  he  doth  now  magnify  the 
emperor's  greatnefs  and  power  in  Germany  ;  for  which  he  hath  caufe,  if  all  be  true 
as  we  hear  of  the  catholic  league,  of  which  every  prince  (according  to  the  weekly  ad- 
,vertifement  of  Colen)  doth  raife  a  competent  army.  ' 

*■  Of  the  conclufion  of  the  defenfive  league  for  the  fpace  of  fifteen  years  betwixt  the: 
commonwealth  of  Venice  and  this  ftate,  my  lord  of  Doncaster  will  have  acquainted 
your  honour,  to  whom  the  ftates  did  by  their  deputies  communicate  the  fame.  They 
have  likewife  acquainted  the  French  embafTador  therewith,  but  with  this  difference,, 
that  to  my  lord  and  myfelf  they  read  the  treaty  -,  of  which  to  him  they  made  only  a 
verbal  relation  in  general  terms  -,  and  this  was  the  firft  news  he  had  thereof  by  this, 
ftate ;  at  which  he  takes  much  diilike,  pretending,  that  the  late  French  king  gave  the 
firft  introdu(5tion  of  correipondence  betwixt  thefe  two  commonwealths  -,  and  tlierefore 
looked  to  have  been  from  time  to  time  made  acquainted  with  their  treaty  :  howfoever 
for  the  matter  itfelf,  he  feems  to  approve  thereof..

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'  Since  my  lord's  departure,  I  have  been  often  fpoken  unto  concerning  the  merchant 
ftrangers  now  in  trouble  in  England,  who  having  moft  of  them  their  partners  in  thefe 
provinces,  here  is  much  noife  about  their  bufinefs.  What  the  ftates  in  general  befeech 
his  majefty  in  their  behalf,  I  leave  to  my  lord  of  Doncaster,  whofe  intervention  they 
ufed ;  bur,  in  particular  being  requeiled,  I  cannot  but  remember  to  your  honour 
Philip  Burlamachi,  and  Mattheus  de  Quester -,  the  one  of  which  for  fupplying 
his  majefty 's  fervants  abroad  with  monies,  the  other  for  careful  conveyance  of  letters, 
hath  contributed  very  much  to  his  majefty's  fervice ;  of  which  I  can  give  good  tefti- 
mony  for  the  fpace  of  many  years  -,  and  I  fhould  be  very  glad  it  might  any  ways  avail 
them.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

'  P.  S.  Whilft  I  am  writing,  I  have  feen  letters  from  Brede rode,  the  ftates  em- 
balTador  at  Heidelberg,  of  the  23d  of  the  laft ;  who,  doubting  his  fafcty  in  that 
place,  which  lies  open  to  invafion,  defyes  leave  of  his  mafters  to  go  to  Nurem- 
berg. I  have  likewife  had  the  prints  of  the  affembly  of  Nuremberg,  and  the 
letters  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  princes  of  the  Union  from  thence  ;  of  both 
which  I  fend  your  honour  the  tranflate.'

That  the  types  of  Thomas  Brewer  are  fafely  kept  in  the  chamber  of  the  curators 
of  the  univerlity,  and  his  books  and  papers  fealed  up  in  his  own  houfe. 

That  he  had  advifed  his  friends  to  take  care  not  to  offend  the  king  of  Great  Britain^ 
to  whom  they  were  fo  much  obliged,  by  an  imprudent  compaffion.

'  We  have  been  here  fince  my  difpatch  of  Dieston  the  3d  of  this  prefent,  with 
letters  likewife  of  the  ift,  befieged  on  every  fide  with  ice,  and  our  news  are  according, 
all  cold  as  the  weather ;  yet  it  agrees  not  with  the  cuftom  of  returns  to  fufter  honeft 
mr.  Bretton,  who  brought  me  letters  from  your  honour  about  a  year  fmce,  and  hath 
made  fince  that  time  a  miraculous  journey  for  a  man  of  his  years,  to  go  back  empty- 
handed.  The  inclofed,  from  Polyander,  will  fhew  your  honour,  that  Brewer's 
letters  and  papers  are  in  fafe  cuftody.  That,  which  he  inlargeth  further,  concerns 
Mr.  Amys,  who  feeking  for  a  profefibr's  place,  if  not  in  divinity,  yet  in  logic  and 
fome  of  the  fciences,  finds  friends  amongft  the  curators,  particularly  Paw  of  Amfter- 
dam,  whofe  fons  he  hath  under  his  tutelage  :  upon  knowledge  whereof  I  recommended 
to  Polyander  the  care  (as  I  have  done  formerly  to  the  curators)  that  his  majefty 
fhould  not  be  affronted  with  that  man's  preferment  before  he  had  given  full  fatisfaftion 
to  his  majefty  in  thofe  things  wherein  he  hath  offended  his  majefty. 

'  Vander-Myle,  upon  his  tnerchanding  the  place  of  his  confinement,  in  opinion 
by  moving  difficulties  to  divert  the  ftates  from  that  courfe,  is  put  by  the  favour,  which 
was  procured  by  his  friends  of  going  to  a  place  where  he  hath  lands  ;   and  the  refo- 
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lution  is  taken  and  declared  unto  him  he  mnft  remain  in  the  ifland  of  Goree  near  the 
Brill-ifland  •,  in  which  time  (which  is  during  the  ftates  pleafure)  he  is  not  to  fell  or 
alienate  either  lands  or  goods,  upon  pain  of  a  perfonal  punifhment  and  confifcationj 
to  which  fentence  he  hath  an  addition  of  one  of  Job's  punifhments,  which  is  the  re- 
proach of  a  flirewd  wife,  Barnevelt's  daughter,  who  doth  much  afBift  him.  His  ad- 
verfary,  monf.  Aerssen,  is  likely  to  go  extraordinary  embaffador  to  Venice,  for  rati- 
fication of  the  league  newly  concluded  with  that  commonwealth  :  which  (if  it  fo  falls 
out)  will  feem  fomewhat  ftrange,  that  tv/o  fuch  mortal  enemies  fhould  be  the  only  two 
men  employed  in  that  erabaffage ;  for  Vander-Myle  only  hath  heretofore  gone 
thither  from  this  ftate. 

'  The  French  embaflador,  monf.  du  Maurier,  receives  better  contentment  than  he 
could  otherwife  have  expefted  to  his  late  propofition,  whereby  to  prepare  the  way  to  the 
extraordinary  embaffage  intended  from  hence  ;  of  which  within  few  days  I  fhall  be  able 
to  give  your  honour  more  particular  account.  He  is  much  difpleafed  with  a  letter 
printed yefterday  in  this  place  concerning  monf  Geffier,  theFrench embaiTador  withr 
the  Orisons,  as  if,  mutato  nomine,  it  had  been  publilhed  againft  him. 

'  The  king  of  Bohemia's  embaffador  is  now  at  Amfterdam  upon  a  bufmefs  of  ex- 
change of  monies,  and  tranfport  of  munition  to  the  king  his  matter. 

'  We  have  here  an  embaffador  from  the  eleftor  of  Colen,  whofe  propofition  to  the 
ftates  general  contains  three  points  :  firft,  an  expoftulation  about  a  letter  written  lately 
by  the  ftates  to  that  eleftor's  fubjefts  of  Colen,  Liege,  Munfter,  and  Paderborn 
(whereof  I  fent  your  honour  a  tranflate)  as  an  undue  manner  of  proceeding  to  write 
to  any  prince's  fubjeds.  Secondly,  an  excufe  of  the  levies  made  in  his  dominion,  as 
if  they  ferved  only  for  the  duke  of  Bavier,  and  that  for  the  defenfive,  without  further 
deiign.  Laftly,  a  complaint  againft  the  horfe  of  thefe  provinces,  for  lying  upon  die 
open  countries  of  the  billiop,  and  extorting  from  the  fubjecls  fums  of  money  to  a  great 
proportion.  The  proof  of  this  laft  point  holds  him  here  for  a  while.  Otherwife,  for 
the  two  firft,  he  would  have  a  quick  and  refolute  anfwer.. 

'  Monf  Langerack  writes  hither  out  of  France,  that  the  emperor's  embaffador 
hath  obtained  a  private  confent  of  fuccours  from  that  king,  the  apprehenfion  whereof 
doth  caufe  Brederode,  the  ftates  embaffador,  to  write  very  fearful  letters  from  Hei- 
delberg, as  if  the  Lov/er  Palatinate  would  be  a  prey  this  next  fpring  to  the  French, 
Lorrain,  and  the  archduke's  troops  :  to  which  he  adds,  that  the  French  agent  there, 
having  his  means  augmented,  prepares  himfelf  to  follow  the  king  to  Prague-,  but  in 
his  letters  from  the  French  kins;  and  commiffion  poeth  no  farther  in  title  than  what  he 
was  wont :  which  he  excufeth  upon  his  majefty's  not  having  yet  acknowledged  his  fon- 
in-law  king  of  Bohemia-;  in  which  refpefts  he  faith  it  muft  not  be  found  ftrange  \n 
thofe  princes,  who  have  not  fo  near  intereft  as  his  majefty  in  blood  and  alliance. 

'  The  ftates  fufpend  their  deliberation  about  that  embaffage,  until  they  may  know 
what  will  be  relblved  by  his  majefty  ;  and  then  they  ftill  profefs  to  run  that  courfe, 
which  may  beft  concur  with  his  majefty's  fatisfadion. 

'  This 
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'  This  cold  weather  hath  carrird  away  the  count  of  Egmont,  who  hath  laid  here 
thefe  three  years  under  colour  of  fale  and  difpofing  of  lands,  but  hath  been  ftill  fufpefted 
for  a  Spanilli  agent.     He  died  miferably,  without  comfort  of  wife,  child,  or  fervants," 
who  all  left  him  (fome  few  of  the  meaneft  fort  only  excepted)  about  a  month  fince  : 
and  now  his  body  remains  under  arreft  for  debt, 

'  Here  was  drowned  by  breaking  of  the  ice  this  laft  week  a  young  lady  of  the  hovife 
of  Mattinefie,  who  had  been  twice  afl<ed  in  the  church ;  and  was  to  have  been  mar- 
ried foon  after  to  the  lord  Warmot,  the  chief  family  of  the  noblefle  of  Holland, 
They  were  Arminians,  and  fay  they  have  now  nothing  to  truft  to  in  Holland,  fince 
the  very  ice  fails  them.  And  thus  being  come  back  where  I  begun  with  your  honour^ 
I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.'

'  R'.  hon'"^'^ 
'  Your  honour's  letters  of  the  14th  of  this  prefent  came  to  my  hands  by  the  way  of 
Antwerp  the  23d  -,  fince  which  time  I  have  acquainted  the  curators  of  the  univerfit)^ 
of  Leyden  with  the  good  treatment,  which  hath  been  given  unto  Brewer  far  beyond 
his  ileferving,  and  with  his  delivery;  for  which  they  render  his  majefty  their  humble 
thanks,  and  at  his  return  hither,  unlefs  he  undertake  to  them  to  do  his  uttermoft  in 
finding  out  of  Brewster  (wherein  I  will  not  fail  likewife  of  all  other  endeavours), 
he  is  not  like  to  be  at  liberty,  thefufpicion  whereof,  I  believe,  keeps  him  from  hence, 
for  as  yec  he  appears  not  in  thefe  parts^ 

'  That  which  his  majefty  requires  of  the  ftates,  that,  now^  their  affairs  are  better 
fettled  at  home,  they  will  obferve  their  promife  in  fending  embafi'adors  inftrufted  to 
treat  of  t-he  qtieftion  of  their  fifhing  upon  his  majefty's  coafts  of  all  his  kingdom,  I 
have  remembered  unto  them  by  the  felf-lame  perfons  by  whom  the  promife  was 
made,  monf.  Gogh  and  monf  Vanderdussen  (who  were  two  ot  the  laft  commif- 
fioners  with  his  majefty,  and  are  both  ftill  of  the  body  of  the  ftates  general)  being 
both  prefent  in  this  town,  whom  I  fpalce  with  exprefsly  on  Wednefday  laft,  and  de- 
fired  them  to  put  the  ftates  in  mind  of  the  promife  they  had  pafled  by  them.  They 
anfwered  unto  me,  that  they  did  very  well  remember  what  had  paflTed  in  that  fubjeftj 
and  how  they  had  undertaken  to  his  majefty,  when  the  conftitution  of  their  domeftic 
affliirs  would  better  fuffer,  not  only  to  treat  with  his  majefty  concerning  the  faid  fifli- 
ing,  but  likewife  of  other  matters  in  commerce  betwixt  his  majefty's  kingdoms  and 
thefe  provinces,  which  by  refumption  of  the  antient  treaties  and  intercourfes,  did  re- 
quire to  be  determined  :  but  as  yet,  they  faid,  they  were  not  in  that  fettled  ftate  here 
at  home,  as  were  to  be  wiflied  ;  monf.  Gogh  having  been  but  then  newly  at  Campen 
in  commilTion  with  count  Ernest  to  put  a  ftrong  garrifon  in  that  town,  and  change 
that  magiftrate:  the  like  whereunto  they  have  now  in  hand  at  Tergow  by  reafon  of 
tumult  and  mifgovernment  in  thofe  two  towns.  Withal  they  faid,  that  they  were 
here  much  amufed  with  the  affairs  of  Germany  and  Bohemia  ;  where  employing  all 
their  thoughts  and  endeavours  in  affifting  a  prince  fo  near  his  majefty,  their  hope  was, 
his  majefty  would  not  at  this  time  prefs  them  to  a  thing  fo  unwillingly  heard  of  by  all 
the  people  of  thefe  provinces,  I  replied  unto  them,  that  I  could  very  well  witneft 
-    5  that 
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that  to  be  true,  v/hich  was  fald  of  Campen  and  Tergow  :  but  withal  I  defired  them 
to  remember,  that  thofe  were  but  particular  places ;  and  that  the  general  (by  that  help 
and  affiftance,  wliich  they  have  often  acknowledged  to  have  received  of  his  majefty 
in  thofe  occafions)  was  reduced  at  this  day  unto  that  good  ftate  of  fettlednefs  and 
tranquillity,  that  it  is  more  than  they  could  poffibly  promife  themfelves  a'-  the  time 
when  they  paft  this  promife.  And  for  other  matters,  I  faid,  the  world  would  never  be 
without  affairs ;  but  for  thofe  of  Germany  and  Bohemia,  I  faw  no  community  they  had 
with  the  hilling  upon  the  coafts  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Ireland.  V/herefore  I  de- 
Fjred  them  to  make  his  majefty's  mind  known  to  the  ftates  in  this  fubjeft ;  and  in 
conformity  thereunto  to  procure  their  refolution  ;  which  without  farther  difpute  they 
very  willingly  undertook. 

'  Monf  Gogh  was  with  me  privately  the  day  before;  and,  moved  (as  he  v/ould 
have  it  feem)  witli  zeal  to  his  majefty's  fervice,  he  jfhev/ed  me  certain  letters  written 
from  thefe  country-merchants  in  London  to  their  correfpondents  here  in  Holland,  full 
of  complaint  of  their  hard  eftate  and  defpair  of  redrefs  ;  v;herein  he  being  of  Guelder- 
land  hath  little  intereft,  and  therefore  what  he  faid  could  be  no  other  end  but  good  ; 
and  it  tended  chiefly  to  this  purpofe,  to  fhew  an  extreme  alienation  bred  in  the  minds 
of  the  chiefeft  here  (who  are  moft  of  them  merchants,  and  moft  of  them  have  part 
with  thofe  in  England)  for  the  fuftering  of  their  affociates,  as  well  in  regard  of  the 
fums  in  which  they  are  condem.ned,  which  exceed  the  whole  faculties  of  thofe  they 
account  here  rich  men  (for  of  great  wealths  here  are  few,  though  of  competency  very 
■many,)  as  likewife  in  refpeft  of  fome  circumftances  of  the  fentence  ;  which,  they 
write,  was  paft  upon  prefumptions  and  probabilities,  not  upon  pregnant  proofs  :  and 
that  it  was  publicly  delivered  by  my  lord  chief  juftice  in  the  ftar-chamber,  that  the 
law  of  England  would  bear  fuch  manner  of  proceeding  in  capital  crimes,  much  more 
in  other  cafes,  which  monf  Gogh  faid  feemed  very  ftrange  in  thefe  parts,  and  bred  very 
ill  blood  amongft  thofe  whofe  life-blood  lies  chiefly  in  their  purfes.  Now  this  difcon- 
tent  paffing  through  the  beft  fort,  and  the  queftion  of  fifhing  concerning  all  of  meaner 
cond:tion  •,  and  this  province  of  Holland  (which  confifts  altogether  of  merchants  and 
fifhers)  having  a  more  powerful  voice  than  all  the  reft  of  the  United  Provinces,  and  a 
larger  part  in  what  belongs  to  all  manner  of  contributions,  they  being  fo  nearly  re- 
covered of  a  French  faflion,  in  which  they  were  fo  deeply  engaged  •,■  and  the  prefent 
occurrences  of  Europe  requiring  fo  neceffarily  their  concurrence  with  his  majefty,  and 
continual  affiftance  to  his  majefty's  neareft  friends  and  allies  ;  I  humbly  refer  it  to  his 
majefty's  accuftomed  wifdom,  for  the  one  (which  is  the  merchants  caufe)  how  much 
he  can  be  pleafed  to  give  ear  to  that  mitigation,  which  was  recommended  by  the  ftates 
to  his  majefty  by  my  lord  of  DoNCASTEk  :  and  for  the  other,  concerning  the  fifliing, 
how  much  further  I  fhall  prefs  the  fame  •,  which  at  this  time,  upon  the  aforefaid  con- 
fiderations,  1  have  chofen  rather  to  do  by  private  conference  than  by  public  propofi- 
tion  in  the  aflfembly  of  the  ftates  general ;  which  being  once  made  goeth  immediately 
(as  the  ufe  is)  in  copies  through  the  whole  province  :  but  if  it  be  his  majefty's  plea- 
fure,  I  ftiall  fpeak  to  the  fame  effeft  in  their  affembly,  as  I  have  done  by  thefe  depu- 
ties, I  fhall  readily  upon  the  firft  order  from  your  honour  obey  the  fame.  And  I 
may  very  well  herein  exped:  your  anfwer,  becaufe  until  the  midft  of  March  next  the 
ftates  of  Holland  do  not  affemble,  and  till  then  no  matter  of  fuch  confequence,  which 
concerns  chiefly  this  province,  will  be  treated.

'  I  fend  your  honour  herewith  a  tranflate  of  the  propofition  of  the  Bohemian  em- 
baflador,  to  which  as  yet  the  anfwer  is  not  delivered,  though  it  be  in  readinefs ;  and 
it  is  fatisfadtory  in  mod  points,  chiefly  in  the  moft  fubftantial  concerning  money  ; 
wherein  the  ftates  confent  to  a  continuance  of  the  monthly  provifion  for  three  months 
longer,  fince  the  laft  grant,  which  ended  with  December  laft  •,  and  lb  are  like  to  con- 
tinue as  long  as  thofe  occafions  require,  and  theirs  here  can  fuffcr. 

*  The  princes  of  the  union  have  written  hither  by  one  Stockingburgh,  a  captain  of 
horfe  of  the  marquis  d'Anfpach  (who  hath  been  here  formerly  captain  of  the  prince 
of  Orange's  guard,  and  hath  ilill  a  command  of  horfe  in  thefe  troops),  for  fuccours 
in  conformity  to  the  treaty  of  the  union  -,  which  hath  fuffered  fome  difputes  in  the 
alTembly  of  the  ftates,  fome  weighing  the  matter  according  to  the  letter  of  the  treaty, 
which  requires  only  they  Ihould  give  aid  when  the  princes  are  aflailed ;  and  others 
according  to  the  intention,  that  they  fhould  have  a  mutual  regard  of  each  other's 
confervation.  Some  would  fee  firft  what  his  majefty  will  do,  whom  they  prefume  to 
be  fummoned  for  his  fuccours  at  the  fame  time,  judging  it  better  to  follow  than  lead 
the  way.  Others  fay,  they  find  no  fuch  thing  in  the  treaty,  that  one  confederate 
Ihould  ftay  till  it  be  feen  what  another  will  do.  In  conclufion,  they  judge  it  better  to 
prevent  a  mifchief  than  to  attend  it  -,  and  therefore  have  this  day  reiblved  to  defire  the 
prince  of  Orange  to  write  to  the  princes  in  their  names,  that  they  may  rely  upon  their 
fuccours  ;  which  fhall  be  really  performed  according  to  the  treaty.  But  it  is  like  to 
be  rather  in  money  than  men,  as  well  in  regard  of  the  ufe  of  men  they  have  at  home,, 
as  in  confideration,  that  when  greater  need  is  offending  a  fupply  of  men,  they  fhall 
have  them  here  in  readinefs. 

'  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft  of  the  14th  of  this  prefent  by  mr.-  Bretton- 
of  the  chief  points  of  the  eleftor  of  Colen's  embaffador's  propofition ;  the  copy  whereof 
being  fince  come  to  my  hands,  with  the  anfwer  thereunto,  I  have  caufed  tranflates  to  be 
made  of  them  both ;  which  I  fend  your  honour,  as  worth  the  perufing,  becaufe  the 
affairs  betwixt  that  prince  and  this  ftate  are  therein  well  difputed.  This  embaflador 
had  a  particular  addrefs  to  the  French  embaflador,  du  IVIaurier,  for  the  countenance 
of  his  affairs,  with  an  exprefs  letter  from  the  French  king  to  that  purpcfe  -,  and  there- 
unto is  afcribed  the  tartnefs  of  his  fpeech,  very  unufual  for  the  minifter  of  that  prince,, 
whofe  territories  lie  all  open  to  this  ftate.  There  paflTed  a  round  dialogue  betwixt 
him  and  the  prince  of  Orange  at  his  firft  audience  ;  when,  after  fome  communication 
concerning  the  aftairs  of  his  embafiTage  in  conformity  to  his  propofition,  and  the  ftates 
anfwer,  the  prince  adviled  him  to  counfel  his  mailer  to  beware  of  a.  papecrikc,  which 
is  a  war  of  the  religion.  'The  fear  thereof  (faid  the  embalTador)  may  well  excufe  my 
mafler's  arming.  It  is  often  feen  (quoth  his  excellency)  that  a  man  draws  his  fwcrd  for 
fear,  which  draws  a  danger  upon  himfelf.  That  falls  not  out  in  all  places,  as  is  feen  by  the 
king  of  Spain  and  archduke,  who,  though  they  ajfifi  the  emperor  with  men  and  money,  yet  the 
ftates  obferve  their  truce  without  ftirring.  Have  not  you  read  (quoth  his  excellency)  the 
tale  in  ^sop  of  the  afs  and  the  dog?  Tes,  (faid  the  embalTador  fuddenly  for  fear  of  the 
application)  jwi  mean,  that  is  permitted  to  ofte,  which  is  not  to  ancther :  and  thereupon 
fell  into  profefiions  of  his  well-wifhing  to  this  ftate,  becaufe  fome  of  his  anceftors, 
had  borne  arms  under  the  prince  of  Orange,  his  excellency's  father.  Puis  done  (faid 
his  excellency)  vous  ejies  d  demy  Huguenot ;  nous  fommes  bans  amis. 

-      ^  The 
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'  The  ftay  of  this  embafiador  here  fo  long  hath  chiefly  proceeded  out  of  his  endea- 
vour, he  being  a  Liegois,  to  procure  a  declaration  of  the  ftates,  that  they  did  reft 
fatisfied  in  the  matter  of  the  late  executions  and  profcriptions  of  certain  poor  men  of  the 
religion  in  Liege,  for  which  the  ftates  name  was  borrowed,  as  if  they  had  had  intelli- 
gence with  them  to  put  the  town  in  tumult  and  combuftion  :  and  I  have  feen,  inthe 
crimes  alledged  by  the  town  of  one  that  was  executed,  his  majefty  glanced  at  in  the 
fame  manner  for  certain  letters  intercepted  •,  wherein  the  embaffador  parts  with  fmall 
contentment,  becauie  the  ftates  require  in  their  anfwer  farther  reparation  in  that  parti- 
cular. He  hath  been  frequent  fince  his  coming  hither  with  the  French  embaffador 
and  vifited  the  Venetian  refident ;  but  to  me  he  hath  been  a  ftranger. 

'  The  French  embaffador  hath  his  anfwer  to  his  propofition  I  fent  your  honour 
with  my  letters. of  the  3d  of  this  prefent  -,  and  thereof  I  fend  your  honour  a  copy  : 
he  hath  been  fmce  in  the  affembly  of  the  ftates  general  to  demand  leave  for  the  build- 
ing and  buying  of  five  fliips  of  war  for  the  fervrce  of  the  French  king,  which  is  granted 
tinto  him  without  difficulty.   . 

'  Monf. .  Langerack  hath  written  hither  to  the  prince  of  Orange  from  the  prince 
of  Conde,  that  the  French  king,  confidering  that  the  crown  of  Bohemia  upon  the 
prince  Palatine's  head  will  carry  with  it  a  plurality  of  voices -in  the  Imperial  diets 
(whereby  the  Imperial  diadem  in  future  eleftions  is  like  to  fall  to  proteftant  princes), 
v/ill  rather  put  all  in  hazard,  than  fuffer  the  fame.  But  it  is  here  conceived  this 
French  fury  will  be  quickly  mitigated  by  any  declaration  his  majefty  ftiall  be  pleafed 
to  make  in  hi^s  fon-in-law's  favour ;  and  likewife  the  catholic  league  in  Germany  be 
held  in  devotion,  which  runs  at  this  prefent  a  bride  avalee  in  favour  of  the  emperor,  as 
your  honour  may  perceive  by  a  particular  lift  of  their  preparations, 

'  We  have  not  yet  the  news  of  Bethlem  Gabor's  coronation,  which  was  faid 
fhould  be  the  izth  of  this  prefent,  Jlilo  novo  ;  but  we  hear  of  a  confederation  con- 
cluded betwixt  him  and  the  king  of  Bohemia,  which  is  no  mean  fupport  to  both 
their  ftates. 

'  The  Venetian  confederation  with  this  ftate  had  a  new  difficulty  caft  in  the  way 
from  thence  concerning  the  Gulph  -,  which  being  alledged  upon  perufal  of  the  whole 
treaty  in  that  fenate,  and  the  fame  accommodated  there  according  as  the  fenate  re- 
quires (it  being  indeed  rather  a  queftion  of  words  than  of  matter),  it  ferves  as  a  ra- 
tification of  the  reft  ■,  fo  as  here  is  now  no  farther  doubt  made  of  the  accompliftimenL 
thereof.  Monf  Aerssens  is  moft  in  fpeech  to  be  fent  thither  extraordinary  em- 
baffador upon  this  occafion. 

'  The  voice  of  an  embaffador  of  the  archbifhop  of  Bremen's  being  intercepted  by 
the  count  of  Oldenburg  (of  which  I  advertifed)  did  proceed  of  a  counterfeit,  who 
took  to  himfelf  that  title,  and  was  taken  near  Oldenburg.  Since  here  are  come  two 
deputies  from  that  prince,  to  anfwer  fuch  reports  as  have  been  fpread  by  the  count  of 
Oldenburg's  agents  concerning  what  hath  paft  betwixt  their  mafter  and  the  count's 
fifter  in  the  pretended  promife  of  marriage  •,  wherein  they  require  the  ftates  to  make 
fome  declaration  in  the  archbiftiop's  favour,  in  regard  of  their  alliance  with  the  town

of  Bremen  :  but  they  fay,  they  are  not  to  interpofe  themfelves  in  particular  queftions 
betwixt  princes,  v^hich  do  fo  little  concern  them. 

'  We  hear,  that  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg  is  lately  dead  at  Berlin.  Here  we 
are  lofing  a  young  nobleman,  the  chief  of  his  houfe  and  of  great  merit,  monf. 
Erederode,  who  with  a  double  fall  of  the  ice  this  laft  froft  (one  on  horfe- 
tack,  another  a  foot)  took  a  fever ;  of  which  he  now  lies  at  Goo's  mercy  for- 
faken  by  his  phyficians, 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  hath  been  febricitant,  and  kept  his  chamber  for  the  fpace 
of  this  fortnight,  which  he  ftill  continueth,  but  ceafeth  not  moft  hours  of  the  day 
10  attend  bufinefs.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,

*  Even  now  that  I  am  doling  my  difpatch,  whicli  goeth  under  this  date,  I  am  vi- 
fited  by  two  deputies  from  the  dates  general,  who  make  anfwer  to  me  concerning 
"what  I  remembered  unto  them  about  their  treaty  of  the  fifhing  upon  the  coafts  of  his 
majefty's  kingdoms  ;  that  having  heard  what  I  delivered  in  his  majefty's  name,  as 
likewiie  what  I  faid  in  reply  to  thofe  of  their  body,  who  were  with  me,  that  true  it 
was,  the  bufinefles  of  Bohemia  and  Germany  and  this  of  the  filhing  were  of  a  far 
different  nature  :  yet  becaufe  the  afiiftance,  which  is  now  given  by  a  monthly  aid  of 
money  to  the  king  of  Bohemia,  is  to  be  drawn  out  of  thefe  poor  men's  purfes,  who 
live  chiefly  upon  that  trade,  they  humbly  befeech  his  majefty,  that  he  will  be  pleafed 
to  difpenfe  with  them  as  yet  a  longer  time  from  entering  into  that  treaty  -,  and  the 
rather,  becaufe  they  are  not  yet  wfiU  fettled  in  their  domeftic  affairs  -,  as  appears  by 
the  tumults  of  Tergow,  whither  they  fend  a  ftrong  garrifon  with  order  to  do  fomc 
exemplary  juftice. 

*  Thefe  deputies  have  acquainted  me  likewife  with  their  prefent  deliberation  con- 
-cerning  their  fuccours  to  the  princes  of  the  union,  to  which  they  are  now  fummoned ; 
which  (they  fay)  they  are  ready  to  furniili  according  to  the  treaty,  and  will  not  fail 
thereof,  crnfidering  the  likelihood,  or  rather  certainty,  that  there  will  be  war  in  thofe 
parts.  But  withal  weighing,  that  their  fuccours  alone  will  be  fruitlefs,  they  fufpend 
the  execution  of  their  purpofe,  until  they  know  what  his  majefty  will  do  upon  the 
fame  occafion,  v/hen  conjun5fis  virihus  they  will  readily  go  forward,  as  judging  the 
princes  will  thereby  be  fufficiently  protedled. 

'  Here  is  advertifement  come  this  day,  that  the  princes  of  the  union  are  fomewhat 
awakened,  and  augment  their  troops  to  12,000  foot  and  5000  horfe.  We  have  yet 
no  news  of  Bethlem  Gabor's  coronation,  though  this  day's  letters  from  Prague  of 
the  4th  of  this  prefent  from  the  count  de  Solms  confirm  the  confederation  betwixt  him 
and  the  king  of  Bohemia.

'  In  my  lad  to  your  Honour  of  the  29th  of  January,  I  advertifed  wliai:  I  had  faid  and' 
received  in  anfwer  touching  the  Hates  fending  to  his  majefty  about  the  fifhing  uporr 
his  majefly's  coafts  ;  what  the  Hates  defired  me  to  communicate  to  his  majefty  con- 
cerning their- rcfokition  in  the  afTiftanceof  the  princes  of  the  union  ;  and  what  monf, 
Gogh  in  private  conference  did  acquaint  me  with  touching  the  bulinefs  of  the  mer- 
chant-ftrangers  in  England,  befides  fuch  occurrences  as  were  then  of  moft  confidera- 
tion  in  this  place  :  in  the  firft  of  which  I  attended  with  much  devotion,  either  to  hear  - 
that  his  majeft-y  is  content  to  kt  that  matter  yet  reft  for  a  while  upon  the  reafons  I  al- 
ledged  ;  or  to  receive  his  farther  order  for  preffing  their  fending  •,  wherein  I  will  no& 
fail  of  my  duty  :  as  on  the  other  fide  I  would  not  be  wanting  in  reprefenting  thefe  con- 
liderations,  v/hich  I  then  conceived  (and  fo  ftill  do)  much  to  import  his  majefly's 
fervice.  Touching  the  fecond,  there  might  feem  fome  contradiftion  betwixt  the  ftates 
refolution  to  give  their  fuccours  to  the  princes  of  the  union,  and  their  meiTage  to  me, 
that'  they  would  firft  attend  to  fee  what  his  majefty  would  do  in  conformity  to  that 
treaty,  wherein  they  were  both  obliged.  But  thus  the  matter  was  carried.  In  regard 
of  fome  difficulty  made  by  fome  of  the  provinces  not.  to  aflent  until  they  might  be- 
affiired,  his  majefty  taking  the  fame  courfe,  they  might  not  be  engaged  alone,  nor 
their  fuccours  by  the  weaknefs  of  them  be.fruitlefs,.  they  all  agreed  in  the  meflage  unto 
me ;  but  confidering  the  prefent  neceffity  of  the  occafion  (as  well  to  keep  the  princes 
in  heart  and  union,,  as  to.fupply  their  wants)  thofe  provinces,  which  have  mofh 
power,  and  can  i\vay  tlie  reft,  took  an  abfolute  reiblution  ;  and  accordingly,  not  being 
yet  in  terms  o£  agreement  to  write  their  public  letters,  they  defired  the  prince,  of 
Orange  to  take  the  bufinefs  upon  him,  and  to  affure  the  princes  by  his  private  letters^ 
that  the  fuccours  ftiould  be  given  in  conformity  to  the  treatv ;  and  that  for  this  purpole 
43,000  florins  (which  is  4300/.  fterl.)  ftiould  be  monthly  furniflied  unto  them,  and 
paid  from  the  time  of  their  next  fummons,  and  advertifement  that  they  are  aftually  in 
war;  fo  as  in  the  mean  time  they  might  (if  they  thought  good)  make  a  levy  anfwerable 
to  this  inm,  upon  the  ftates  account,  for.the  payment,  if  there  v/e  re  ufe  of  the  men  : 
otherwife  the  charge  of  the  levy  is  to  be  borne  by  the  princes. 

*"  The  anfwer. made  to  the  Bohemiaa  agent  is  after  the  fame  manner  -,  that  which  hs 
hath  in  writing  (according  as  y£)ur  honour  will  fee  by  the  tranftate  thereof)  being  in  the 
point  of  fuccours  ambiguous  with  reference  to  the  provinces ;  but  he  hath  a  verbal 
promife  and  fufficient  affurance  from  the  chiefeft  here,  that  the  monthly  aid  of  50,000 
florins  (which  is  5000/.  fterl.)  ftiall  be.  continued  as  long  as  that  war  doth  laft,  and 
their  affairs  here  will  fuffer.  To  both  which  payments,  as  well  that  to  the  princes, 
as  this  to  the  king  of  Bohemia,  I  find  the  prince:  of  Orange  and  the  greateft  part  of 
the  ftates  fufficiently  refolved.  But  as  in  the  beginning  fome  were,  oppofite  to  both> 
upon  this  reafon,  not  to  lead  the  way  to  his  majefty,  but  to  follow,  (to  ufe  their  own 
words)  as  the  cock-boat  doth  a  great  ftiip  ;  fo  in  the  continuance  of  treaty  hereupon, 
as  occafions  have  been  prefented,  they  have  ftill  perfiftd-d  in  the  fame  counfel,  and 
have  been  over-fwayed  by  the  neceffity  of  a  prefent  refolution,  which  now  they  feek 
Eo  change  by  the  fruitleflhefs  and  inutility  thereof  j  but  hitherto  the  affairs,  ftand 
as  I  now  advertife. 

2  '  Here 
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'  Here  is  a  certain  merchant  of  thefe  countries  named  Sixt,  who  hath  long  fre- 
quented Prague,  and  being  in  much  credit  with  the  ftates  of  Bohemia  is  employed  by 
them  to  procure  a  loan  in  their  name,  and  upon  their  credit,  of  about  200,000  rix- 
dollars  of  the  tov/n  of  Amfterdam,  and  hath  brought  hither  certain  authentical  writ- 
ings and  obligations  by  way  of  provifion  for  that  fum  ;  as  likewife  for  the  monthly 
aid  of  50000  florins,  which  hath  been  hitherto  furnifhed. 

'  The  landgrave  of  Hefle's  embaflador  (of  whom  I  formerly  advertifed  your 
honour)  having  lain  long  here  private  and  filent,  at  length  made  a  propofition  in 
the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  about  the  time  of  the  difpatch  of  the  Bohemian 
embaflador,  tending  to  the  advancing  the  ftates  refolution  in  aflifting  the  princes  of 
the  union  in  general,  and  particularly  in  aiding  the  landgrave  with  the  horfe  of  this 
ftate,  in  cafe  his  countries  (which  lie  moft  open  to  danger)  fliould  be  aflailed. 
Wherein  for  the  princes  he  hath  the  like  anfwer  as  others,  that  they  will  be  ready, 
but  deflre  firft  to  know  his  majefty's  refolution  :  and  concerning  the  horfe  of  this 
ftate,  that  they  fhall  aflift  him,  in  cafe  any  troops  march  from  the  archdukes  fide 
to  endamage  his  countries ;  which  afllirance  is  likewife  given  to  the  union  in  general, 
befides  their  promife  of  money.  And  therein  they  judge  to  do  beft,  in  that  by  their 
money  new  troops  will  be  entertained  j  and  thefe  they  have  here  in  fervice  be  always 
ready  according  to  occafion, 

*  The  prefents  made  thefe  embafl^adors  (for  that  is  the  title  of  all  who  have  com- 
mifTion  from  German  princes)  do  rather  fuit  with  their  perfons  (they  being  men  of 
mean  condition)  than  their  qualifications,  the  Bohemian  having  a  fmall  chain  and  a 
medal  of  the  union  of  50/.  value  ;  the  other  of  Hefle  a  medal  of  the  fynod  hung  in 
a  few  links  of  gold  not  worth  20/.  and  one  of  Colen  (whofe  propofition  and  anfwer 
I  fent  your  honour  with  my  laft)  20  /.  in  money,  which  went  under  the  ftiie  of  paying 
the  wine  at  his  lodging. 

'  The  ftates  having  fent  this  laft  week  an  exprefs  mefl'enger  to  Bruflels,  with  a  let- 
ter, whereof  I  fend  your  honour  the  tranflate,  this  being  a  refolution  taken  after  long 
deliberation,  rather  to  write  in  this  manner  for  fatisfaftion  of  thofe  damages  their  fub- 
je£ts  have  fuffered  fince  the  truce,  contrary  to  the  conditions  thereof,  than  to  fend 
■any  perfon  inftrudted  to  negotiate  the  fame ;  their  meflfenger  (which  is  one  of  the 
ordinary  pofts,  and  hath  his  badge  on  his  breaft  of  the  generality)  hath  charge, 
either  to  bring  an  anfwer  of  his  letters,  or  return  without  it  at  eight  days  end  precifely 
after  his  arrival  at  Bruflels.  And  though  this  courfe  of  writing  was  diiefiy  taken, 
whereby  to  avoid  other  overtures  of  treaty,  which  the  ftates  fufpefted  might  be  made 
to  any  they  fhould  employ,  for  renewing  of  the  truce  (the  very  noife  whereof,  though 
.it  went  no  farther,  would  much  advantage  the  Spaniard)  yet  this  letter  (if  the  arch- 
duke doth  defire  the  renewing  of  the  truce)  will  anfam  prabere  for  that  purpofe.  But 
at  this  time  we  have  no  other  news  but  of  war,  for  which  the  ftates  are  advertifed  the 
Spaniard  doth  prepare  both  by  fea  and  land,  having  a  purpofe  to  arm  twenty  fliips  at 
Dunkirk  and  thofe  ports  of  Flanders,  and  to  enter  this  next  fpring  into  Juliers  and 
Cleve,  whereby  to  divert  the  ftates  from  their  fuccours  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  and 
-£he  princes  of  the  union  ;    which  is  not  here  otherwife  conceived  hitherto,  than  as  a 
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Spanifh  Sravada,  whereby  to  Induce  the  neighbour  princes  to  interpofe  themfelvesi, 
and  fo  to  treat  with  more  reputation. 

'  By  the  tranfcript  of  a  letter  I  have  this  laft  v/eek  from  Venice,  your  honour  will 
fee  how  btiCy  the  pope  is  in  thofe  parts  with  his  decime;  yet  in  that  fenate  how  he  can- 
not obtain  the  decime  of  voices  in  his  favour.  The  emperor's  treaty  with  Bethlem 
Gabor  (of  which  we  have  here  the  articles  in  the  common  gazetta  of  Colen)  and  at 
the  fame  time  tlie  confederation  betwixt  the  Hungarians  and  Bohemians  (which  hath 
been  publicly  folemnifed  at  Prague)  do  as  much  diflradt  men's  judgments  here,  as 
it  appears  by  this  letter,  they  do  at  Venice.. 

'  Here  hath  been  with  me  fome  few  days  fince  two  deputies  from  the  ftates  o-eneral^ 
one  of  Holland,  the  other  of  Zealand,,  to  fpeak  with  me  in  the  name  of  that  affem- 
bly  touching  the  merchant-ftrangers  fubjeds  to  thefe  provinces  now  in  trouble  ire 
England,  and  to  defire  me  once  more  to  v/rite  to  his  majefty  in  their  favour ;  which 
becaufe  the  ftates  intend  to  do  about  this  time,  and  to  fend  an  exprefs  meffenger,  who 
underftands  the  caufe,  with  their  letters,  I  leave  the  reprefcntation  of  the  reafons  they: 
life  in  favour  of  their  men,  to  themfclves. 

'  That,  which  they  chiefly  infifted  upon  ta  me,  was,  that  the  goods:  of  fome  mer- 
chants here,  being  in  their  fa£lors  hands  in  London,  were  under  arreft,  and  either 
already  fold,  or  to  be  fold,  for  other  men's  tranfgreffions,  whereby  they  forbear  fend- 
ing any  more  merchandife  thither,  having  made  ftay  of  certain  fhips,  which  are  here~ 
laden  in  many  ports,  and  feeking  to  find  trade  in  other  places.  This  will  change  the 
courfe  of  commerce  betwixt  his  majefty's  kingdoms  and  thefe  provinces,  and  by 
eonfequence  much  damnify  his  majefty's  cuftoms  ^  wliereby  it  deferves  the  greater 
confideration.. 

'  The  ftates  have  publifhed  a  new  penal  placart  againft  the  Arminian  afiemblies, 
and  have  put  a  ftronger  garrifon  into  Tergow,,  where  the  people  were  grown  to  much, 
infolency,  meeting  at  fermons  upon  the  ice,  and  anfwering  in  mockery,  that  their- 
afiemblies  in  churches,  houfes,  barns,  boats,  or  fields,  were  forbid,  but  not  where 
they  were  now  found  :  and  the  officers  coming  to  take  knowledge  of  them,,  they^^^ 
Aid  away  upon  their  ice-fhoes,  the  preacher  being  foremoft,  which  fhews  what  a 
fcorn  they  make  both  of  religion  and  government. 

'■  Vander-Myle  v>rent  yefterday  towards  his  "confinement  at  Goree ;  and  before.- 
his  departure  fent  unto  me  (as  he  had  formerly  written)  defiring  to  fpeak  with  me  about 
a  pretended  bufinefs  ;.  which  I  excufed,  becaide  of  the  liberty  they  take  to  frame 
fpeeches  out  of  other  men's  mouths  alter  their  ov/n  fancies  ;  and  likewife  conceiving,, 
that  his  defire  to  come  to  me  was  but  to  cover  the  accedes  he  hath  lately  had  to  the 
Trench  embafiTador.     Yet  I  failed  not  to  fend  him  a  civil  anfwer... 

'  I  will  now  render  your  honour  my  humble  thanks  for  the  fiivour  of  your  letter 

of  the  20th  of  January,  wherein  I  take  no  fmall  comfort  of  his  majefty's  remaining 

fatisfied  with  my  anfwer  concerning  my  private  bufinefs.     And  for  that  which  be- 

^  longs. 
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longs  to  the  placart  of  printing,  I  will  not  fail  to  put  the  ilates  in  mind  of  their 
promife.  But  as  yet  Brevv^er  doth  not  appear  in  thefe  parts.  Thus  I  humbly  tal<e 
leave,  &c. 

'  Here  is  arrived  this  lafl  night  monf.  Benickheusen  from  the  princes  of  the 
tinion,  vAio  this  morning  hath  audience  with  the  flates,  and  fpeedily  intends  to  go 
towards  his  majefty.  As" yet  I  have  not  feen  nor  underftood  any  particularities  of  his 
negotiation  •,  whereof  my  next  fhall  give  your  honour  an  account.'

'  Monf.  Benickheusen  hath  fliewed,  in  tliis  fhort  time  of  his  negotiation  with  the 
Ilates,  homo  hmnini  quid  praftat :  for  not  content  with  the  diverfity  of  anfwers  given  to 
RosELLius  and  Stockinburgh  (of  which  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft  dif- 
patches),  he,  diftinguifliing  tlie  affairs  of  the  princes  of  the  union  from  thofe  of  the 
king  of  Bohemia,  and  prefung  a  firm  refolution  in  conformity  to  the  treaty  of  tlie 
union,  liath  obtained  an  augmentation  of  the  money,  which  was  defigned  for  a  levy 
for  the  princes  fervice,  from  43,000  to  50,000  florins  by  the  month  ;  the  payment  of 
which  is  to  begin  with  the  firft  of  this  next  month  of  March.  And  becaufe  the  con- 
dition of  the  treaty  of  the  union  doth  not  leave  it  to  the  ftates  liberty  to  furnifli  men  or 
money,  but  obligeth  tliem  to  fend  men  when  the  princes  ftand  in  need  -,  and  in  regard,- 
that  in  the  time,  whilft  this  levy  is  making,  the  princes  may  run  fome  hazard  by  reafon 
the  catholic  league  is  already  in  arms,  he  requires  a  farther  promife  of  the  ftates,  that 
in  cafe  of  neceflity  they  will  fend  4000  men  to  their  fervice  :  wherein  the  ftates  have 
hitherto  made  difficulty,  becaufe  if  they  fend  men  from  hence  in  aid  of  the  princes, 
it  is  liltely  the  archduke  will  fend  men  likewife  to  affift  the  catholic  league-,  whereby 
the  princes  will  be  little  advantaged.  But  monf.  Benickheusen  accounting  this 
an  evafion  only  (wherein  the  prince  of  Orange  hath  fliewed  himfelf  moft,  being  un- 
willing to  fpare  any  of  his  old  troops)  doth  ftill  infift  upon  the  terms  and  intention  of 
the  treaty,  which  requires,  that  the  princes  fhall  be  aided  by  this  ftate  with  men,, 
as  thofe  whom  this  ftate  hath  in  more  readinefs  than  tlie  princes  :  and  in  this  regard 
he  tells  them  plainly  the  treaty  was  made  :  otherwiie  he  (who  was  employed  in  the 
framing  of  the  ^treaty)  knew  not  much  reafon,  why  the  princes  fhould  enter  into  con- 
federation v/ith  the  ftates.  And  withal,  he  faith,  there  is  no  mention  made  therein 
of  the  archduke's  marching,  or  other  fuch  exception  ;  but  that  abfolutely  men 
ihould  be  fent  well  armed  and  paid,  when  the  princes  fliould  require  them.  Here- 
unto he  expe6ls  anfwer  this  morning ;  and,  becaufe  when  he  hath  obtained  the  fame 
his  departure  will  be  fiidden,  this  I  write  by  way  of  provifion  before  1  know  what  re- 
folution be  taken. 

'  Two  days  fince  here  arrived  at  this  place  one  of  the  princes  of  tlie  dif-eleftorated'- 
houfe  of  Saxe,  to  make  a  levy  of  a  regiment  of  2000  foot  for  the  king  of  Bohemia : 
and  here  are  now  newly  come  the  two  counts  of  Styren,  with  three  other  particular 
Gondu(5tors,.  to  raife  for  that  king's  fervice  fix  or  feven  hundred  horfe. 

This' 
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'  This  prince  of  Saxe  hath  received  a  letter  fince  his  arrival  here  from  the  prince  of 
Anhalt  from  Prague  -,  wherein  the  news  of  the  truce  betwixt  the  emperor  and  Beth- 
LEM  Gabor  is  confirmed  •,  but  withal  it  is  advertifed,  that  nothing  is  pafled  therein 
without  the  king  of  Bohemia's  good  liking  •,  and  that  this  truce  doth  tend  to  the  ad- 
vantage as  well  of  the  king's  affairs,  as  thofe  of  the  prince  of  Hungary  and  Tranfyl- 
vania  (which  ftile  is  given  in  the  letter  to  Bethlem  Gabor)  :  but  this  is  a  myflery  not 
here  well  underftood. 

'  The  king  of  Denmark  hath  lately  fent  an  exprefs  mefTenger  hither  with  letters  to 
his  agent,  to  procure  liberty  for  the  buying  of  a  fair  fhip  in  North-Holland  of  aboiit 
looo  tun  •,  for  which  he  payeth  50,000  florins  •,  but  found  difficulty  in  obtaining  the 
fame,  unlefs  he  would  give  caution  to  the  value  of  1 00,000  florins,  that  fhip  fhould  not 
be  employed  to  theEaft-Indies :  which  being  reprefented  to  the  flates  as  an  unreafon- 
able  condition,  and  unfit  to  be  propofed  to  a  prince  with  whom  they  would  hold  good 
correfpondency,  it  is  laid  afide,  and  the  king  hath  liberty  to  ferve  himfelf  of  the  fhip 
as  he  pleal'es. 

'  The  two  deputies  from  the  archbifliop  of  Bremen  (of  wliofe  coming  hither  I  ad- 
vertifed your  honour  by  my  letters  of  the  29th  of  the  laft)  have  particularly  complained 
by  a  propofition  in  writing  of  the  count  of  Oldenburg  for  fending  in  Odlober  lafl  a 
cartel  of  challenge  with  many  injurious  terms  againfl  their  mailer  to  the  council  and 
ilates  of  the  country,  which  were  then  afTembled  at  Bufdulifch  :  and  withal  have  made 
appear,  that  the  perfon,  which  was  feized  by  the  count  of  Oldenburg  pafTing  through 
his  country,  was  not,  as  was  then  given  out,  a  counterfeit  embaffador,  but  one  of  the 
deputies  now  employed  to  the  ftates,  who  had  then  letters  about  him  to  the  count  of 
Embden,  and  to  the  prince  of  Orange ;  both  which  v/ere  taken  from  him,  and  he 
otherv/ife  (as  he  faith)  injurioufly  treated.  They  further  complain  of  certain  violences 
ufed  upon  the  Wefer  by  the  count's  officers  againft  the  archbifhop's  fu'bjecSts ;  and 
upon  the  whole  matter  require  the  flates  judgment  and  advice  how  their  mafter  fhould 
proceed  for  the  reparation  of  his  honour ;  wherein  they  have  made  a  moderate  anlwer, 
advifing  the  archbifhop,  in  regard  of  the  prefent  bufineffes  of  Germany  and  Bohemia, 
not  to  ftir  in  this  caufe ;  which  by  time  and  patience  might  be  better  accommodated 
betwixt  them ;  whereas  otherwile  the  common  affairs  might  be  much  hindered  by  their 
particular  quarrels,  and  they  no  whit  advantaged. 

'  The  commiffioners  (of  v/hom  I  have  formerly  advertifed  your  honour)  defigned  by 
the  ftates  of  Holland  to  go  through  this  province  to  make  inquifition  into  fuch  parts 
thereof  as  are  not  fuihciently  purged  of  the  corruption  of  Arminianifm,  are  now  bufy 
in  their  employment;  and  no  icout,  bailiff,  penfioner,  fecretary,  or  other  inferior  officer 
of  that  faftion  (all  which  were  thrufl  in  by  Barnevelt,  as  thofe  by  whom  the  towns 
are  much  ruled)  is  fufFered  to  remain  in  authority  -,  though,  living  as  private  men,  there 
is  no  further  fearch  made  into  them.  This  is  applied  as  ultimum  remedium;  and  when 
they  have  gone  through  with  all,  we  are  like  to  fee  here  a  general  abolition,  whereby  to 
free  men  from  apprehenfion,  who  know  not  how  far  this  inquifition  may  flretch.  Even 
now  monf,  Benickheusen  comes  to  me,  and  doth  let  me  underftand  he  hath  full  con- 
tentment in  all  his  demands ;  to  whom,  by  reafon  of  the  hafte  of  his  departure,  I  muft 
refer  your  honour  for  farther  particulars.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,'

'  Finding  by  your  honour's  letter  of  the  19th  of  the  lafl:  (which  came  to  my 
hands  by  the  way  of  Antwerp  the  ad  of  this  prefent)  his  majefty's  very  great  infa- 
tisfaftion  in  the  flates  anfwer  concerning  the  fifhing,  I  did  on  Friday  lafl:  make  fa 
much  known  unto  them  by  an  exprefs  audience,  adding  unto  the  meflage,  which  I 
had  in  commandment  from  his  majefty,  a  deduftion  of  what  hath  formerly  paft  in  that 
bufinefs,  if  not  ufque  ab  ovo,  yet  fince  it  began  to  take  life  ;  according  as  bis  majefty^ 
may  pleafe  to  fee  by  the  copy  of  my  propoficion.  To  which  the  anfwer  made  unto  me 
for  the  prefent  was  (according  to  cuftom)  in  civil  but  general  terms,  with  promife  to 
take  the  matter  into  deliberation.  With  thofe  of  their  affembly  to  whom  I  have  fince 
fpoken  in  private,  I  have  not  failed  likewife  in  the  roundeft  manner  to  deal,  as  well  by^ 
making  appear  in  what  degree  of  fcorn  his  majefty  took  their  anfwer ;  as  by  prefllng 
better .  fatisfaction  in  the  reply.  Which  notwithftanding  I  cannot  promife  will  be 
fuch,  as  will  give  his  majefty  contentment.  For  I  may  not  conceal  how  both 
by  their  countenance  in  public,  and  fpeech  in  private,  I  obferve  them  to  be  ex- 
ceedingly perplexed,  in  fo  much,  that  one  of  the  chief  of  theni,  (a  man  more  hot, 
I  mult  confefs,  and  heady,  than  the  reft,  yet  one,  by  whom  their  temper  is  ufually- 
difcovered)  fpared  not  to  fay  he  put  fmall  difference  betwixt  profecuting  this  dif-- 
ference,  and  denouncing  of  war.

'  I  acquainted  the  prince  of  Orange  with  the  matter  (as  proper  to  his  place  of 
admiral)  and  defired  his  furtherance  ;  wherein  he  promifed  his  beft  endeavours  to  give- 
his  majefty  fatisfadion  :  but  withal  fhewed  much  apprehenfion  of  the  alarm  the  Hol- 
landers would  take,  and  doubt  left  fome  change  might  be  thereby  bred  in  their  refo- 
lutions  touching  Bohemia;  v/hich  I  gather  by  that  which  fell  from  him  and  fome  of 
the  ftates  to  be  grounded  upon  this  reafon, 

*  Without  freedom  of  fifhing  after  their  wonted  manner  (which  they  ftand  upon' to 
have  enjoyed  for  two  hundred  years  continuance,  and  thereby  fifty  thoufand  fouls  ta 
be  maintained  in  thefe  provinces)  they  are  not  able  to  pay  their  accuftomed  contribu- 
tions. And  for  maintenance  of  this  freedom,  when  they  doubt  to  be-  molefted^  their 
cuftom  is  to  fend  out  a  ftronger  fleet  of  ftiips-  of  war  than  ordinary  ;  the  expence-  of 
which  fleet  will  turn  the  ftream  of  their  bounty,  which  runs  now  at  the  charge  of  ten 
thoufand  pounds  a  month,  toward  Bohemia  and  Germany. 

'  There  is  further  confideration  out  of  the  feveral  difpofitions  and'interefts  of 
the  provinces ;  the  maritime  provinces,  as  beft  able,  being  moft  forward  in  contri- 
buting to  the  Bohemian  war,  to  which  the  land  provinces  are  unwillingly  drawn,  yet 
go  on  hitherto  partly  by  example  of  the  reft,  and  partly  for  fatisfadion  of  the  prince 
of  Orange,  who  doth  indeed  *  *  by  his  dextrous  conduft  of  affairs,  as  well  in  this  caufe 
as .  many  others,  they  being  otherwife  fince  their  late  diftraftions  pieces  defcousiies. 

Now- 
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Now  in  the  queftion  of  fiihing  (which  they  think  tends  to  a  contribution)  the  land- 
provinces  having  fmall  interelt,  would  in  that  regard  be  fo  much  the  more  traftable  ; 
but  they  are  all  more  likely  to  concur  in  a  refolution  of  fparing  both  ways,  than  fpend- 
ing  both  ways.  And  as  I  find  them  here  for  the  molt  part  of  opinion,  that  if  the 
bufinefs  be  purfued,  it  cannot  pafs  without  blows ;  fo  the  prince  of  Orange  told  me 
plainly  he  thought  the  port-towns  would  not  be  brought  to  yield  confent  to  any  inno- 
vation, though  they  were  preft  a  coup  de  canon.  I  whil  not  fail  notwithftanding  of 
my  duty  in  foliciting  an  anfwer  to  my  propohtion,  nor  of  diligence  in  advertifmg  his 
majefty  thereof. 

'  Touching  the  merchant  ftrangers  of  thefe  provinces  in  England,  my  zeal  to  the 
retaining  of  all  men's  affeftions  and  devotions  to  his  majefly's  perfon  and  fervice  makes 
me  heartily  wifh  the  anfwer  I  have  from  your  honour  in  their  caufe  could  as  well  ftop 
men's  mouths  in  thefe  parts,  or  fettle  their  thoughts,  as  it  is  fufficient  to  rid  me  from 
trouble  of  their  clamours.  Thar,  which  I  wrote  to  your  honour  in  this  fubjedt,  was 
only  what  was  communicated  unto  me  privately  by  one  of  the  ftates ;  and  fmce  having 
been  defired  by  exprefs  deputies  from  the  body  of  their  aflembly,  1  have  written  in 
the  m.erchants  favour ;  which  I  firmly  hope  his  majefty  will  gracioufly  interpret.  For 
as  I  hold  it  my  duty  both  truly  and  plainly  to  advertife  what  I  receive  from  a  public 
perfon,  and  cannot  well  refufe  to  intercede  when  I  am  both  publicly  and  refpeitfuUy 
defired ;  fo  am  I  careful  no  ways  to  engage  or  prejudge  his  majefty,  but  leave  ali 
things  to  the  freedom  of  his  princely  refolution, 

'  I  have  a  requeft  made  unto  me  by  the  chancellor  of  the  count  of  Eaft  Frifeland 
in  the  name  of  his  mafter  for  tranfport  of  a  certain  quantity  of  plate  for  the  fervice  of 
the  count's  table-,  the  particulars  whereof  your  honour  may  fee  in  the  chancellor's 
letters,  which  I  fend  herewith  -,  and  thereupon  may  be  pleafed  to  procure  a  warrant 
(if  it  fo  ftand  with  his  msjefty's  good  liking)  and  fend  the  fame  unto  me.  The  other 
part  of  the  chancellor's  letter  is  matter  only  of  difcourfe  betwixt  us  two  (without  any 
exprefs  defign)  of  means  to  gain  friends  to  his  mafter,  whereby  to  overfway  his  oppo- 
fites ;  of  which  he  hath  many  both  in  theie  provinces  and  Eaft  Frifeland.

'  This  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Holland  is  bufied  partly  in  fetting  a  reglement  in 
tJie  finances,  which  have  heretofore  gone  in  much  diforder,  and  partly  in  removing 
and  changing  fuch  perfons  of  the  Arminian  faftion,  which  yet  remain  in  office  :  and 
it  feems  they  will  fpare  none,  fince  they  look  into  their  courts  of  juftice,  liaving  put 
out  this  laft  week  one  Brederode,  one  of  the  high  council,  to  which  young  Brede-

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*  There  was  taken  this  laft  week,  in  the  hoiife  where  Vander-Myle  doth  lodge  in 
Goree,  one  of  the  exiled  Arminian  minifters,  who  'is  brought  hither,  and  put  in  the 
common  prifon  ;  and  the  party,  which  apprehended  him,  hath,  according  to  the  laft 
placart,  a  recompenfe  given  him  of  500  florins  -,  which  will  make  the  reft  of  them  to  be 
hunted  out  in  all  corners-,  and  one,  I  know,  hath  Vorstius  in  chafe,  v/ho  (as  I  am 
informed)  was  feen  lately  difguifed  at  Utrecht;  and  his  wife  remaining  ftiil  at  Tergow, 
it  is  fufpefted  he  repairs  often  thither.

'  The  prince  of  Orange  finds  himfelf  much  troubled  by  the  prince  of  Conde  in  his 
principality  of  Orange,  who  in  his  fitter's  right  doth  profecute  the  codicil  of  the  late 
prince's  will  -,  touching  which  this  prince  having  a  fentence  in  his  favour  at  Bruflels, 
the  prince  of  Conde  feeks  to  renove  the  judgment  of  the  caufc  to  Paris  -,  to  which 
the  prince  of  Orange  will  no  ways  yield ;  and  he  conceives  this  proceeding  of  the 
prince  of  Conde  to  grow  out  of  monf.  de  Luynes's  longing  after  that  principality^ 
out  of  which  he  would  thruft  this  prince  by  moleftations,  fmce  he  cannot  gain  his 
confent  by  other  means.  But  this  prince  faith,  he  will  have  the  honour  of  having 
war  made  upon  him  by  a  French  king ;  for  nothing  elfe  in  the  world  fliall  make  him 
quit  his  patrimony. 

*  There  is  a  new  trouble  rifen  in  Germany  betwixt  the  duke  of  Lunenburg  and  the 
town  of  Hamburg ;  which  are  both  in  arms  about  a  certain  dyke  called  Gammer- 
dyke  made  by  thofe  of  Hamburg  upon  the  Elbe,  whereby  to  inforce  all  navigation  to 
pafs  by  that  town ;  whereas  the  duke  would  make  the  river  free.  And  this  hath 
been  an  ancient  procefs  betwixt  them  in  the  chamber  of  Spire,  where  the  duke  having 
lately  had  a  fentence  in  his  favour,  but  with  a  clauie  of  the  fufpenfion  of  the  execu- 
tion, proceeds  de  fa£io  in  the  demolition  of  the  dyke  ;  and  the  town  puts  itfelf  in 
arms  for  the  defence  thereof,  having  by  their  fyndic,  Dr.  Vincent  Mu-ller  (who  is 
fent  exprefsly,  and  had  audience  in  the  afiembly  of  the  ftates  on  Friday  laft),  de- 
manded their  fuccours  by  virtue  of  their  confederation  with  the  Hans-towns.

*  To  the  letter  the  ftates  wrote  to  the  archdukes  at  Bruflels  touching  a  reparation 
of  the  damages  they  have  received  by  the  king  of  Spain's  minifters  in  all  his  domi- 
nions fince  the  truce  (whereof  I  fent  your  honour  a  copy  by  my  difpatch  of  the  loth 
of  the  laft)  here  is  an  anfwer  come  by  a  private  letter  only  from  the  audiencer 
Verreyken  to  the  greffier  Aerssens,  which  giveth  no  further  fatisfadion,  but  that 
the  archdukes  having  fent  the  ftates  letter  into  Spain,  upon  the.  return  of  the  anfwer,

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'  The  flates  agent  with  the  Hans  towns  doth  advertife  his  mafters,  that  there  is  ar- 
rived an  embaffador  from  the  archduke  Albert,  one  Bernard  Putts,  counfellor  to 
the  late  duke  of  Gulick,  and  now  in  fervice  of  the  elector  of  Colen,  and  duke  of  New- 
burgh,  an  old  and  well-experienced  man  in  the  affairs  of  the  empire,  whofe  endeavours 
tend  to  difpofe  the  Hans-towns  either  to  the  affiftance  of  the  emperor,  or  to  neutrality 
at  leaft  ;  ufing  to  this  purpofe,  as  principal  motives,  the  merits  and  good  turns  of  the 
emperors  and  princes  of  the  houfe  of  Auftria  to  ihofe  towns,  promifes  of  commerce 
with  extraordinary  freedom  in  the  king  of  Spain's  dominions,  and  threats  of  the  in- 
conveniencies,  which  will  follow,  if  they  fhould  take  any  contrary  courfe.

Since 
monf.  Benickheusen's  departure  a  refolution  hath  been  here  taken  to  permit  the 
Saxon  duke  of  Weymar  to  make  his  levy  of  2000  men  •,  for  which  he  hath  his  ren- 
dezvous in  the  land  of  Marc  ;  and  he  is  furnifhed  by  the  ftates  with  20,000  florins 
upon  account  of  the  affiftance  which  is  given  to  the  king  of  Bohemia.  But  withal  a 
refolution  is  taken,  in  regard  the  troops  here  in  fervice  are  much  weakened  by  fuch 
levies,  to  fuffer  no  more  to  be  made  in  thefe  parts  j  as  on  the  archdukes  fide  they  are 
ao  kfs  llrid  in  prefervation  of  their  old  troops.

*  The  French  king  arms  (as  the  merchants  here  have  news)  diligently  at  fea  in  all 
the  ports  of  Normandy  and  Bretagne.  His  embaffador  hath  procured  here  li- 
eenfe  to  buy  fix  fliips  of  war  in  the  name  of  the  dukes  of  Guife  and  Nevers  (whereof^ 
as  I  remember,  I  wrote  formerly  to  your  honour) ;  and  they  are  thus  contracted  for. 
For  one  of  700  tuns  is  paid  60,000  florins  •,  for  the  five  other  f  two  of  400  tun  apiece, 
two  of  300  tun  apiece,  and  one  of  250)  145,000  florins-,  all  with  double  equipage 
(artillery  only  excepted),  and  to  be  delivered  at  the  price,  without  further  coft,  ia

'  After  long  deliberation,  firft  by  the  ftates  of  Holland  (to  whom  my  propofftion- 
concerning  the  fiftiing,  which  I  fent  your  honour  with  my  difpatch  of  the  6th  of  this 
Drefent,  was  referred),  and  after  by  the  ftates  general ,  and  as  ferious  follicitation  made 

by 
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by  myfelf,  the  anfwer,  which  I  fend  your  honour  herewith,  was  brought  untomeyefter- 
day  by  the  two  deputies  of  the  ftates  general,  one  of  Holland,  another  of  Zealand,  who 
to  other  difficulties,  in  which  they  are  intangled  both  at  home  and  abroad,  which  they 
touch  in  their  anfwer,  add  the  difpute,  into  which  they  arc  now  likely  to  enter  concern- 
ing the  renewing  of  the  truce,  or  returning  to  v/ar,  wherein  the  provinces  and  towns 
being  diverfely  affefted,  according  to  their  feveral  interefts,  they  doubt  the  Arminian 
fadtion,  which  is  raiher  covered  than  quenched,  will  begin  to  lliew  itfelf  again;  and 
upon  this  difference,  adhering  to  one  part  or  the  other,  leek  to  put  all  into  new  com- 
buftion ;  in  which  regard  they  delired  me  to  befeech  his  majefty  in  their  names  to 
compaffionate  the  tender  conftitution  of  their  (late.  And  though  I  told  them,  I  could 
only  make  known  their  humble  defire  to  his  majefty,  and  fend  their  anfwer,  without 
commiflion  to  reply  ;  yet  in  reading  thereof  I  obferved  four  points,  wherein  I  dcfired 
their  explication.

'  The  fecond  was  their  ancienns  13  immemoriale  poffejfion,  which  I  told  them  was  ra- 
ther alTumed  by  them  than  granted  by  us.  But  of  that  they  faid,  that  in  the  treaty 
they  will  bring  good  proofs. 

*  The  third  was  the  other  points,  of  which  they  intended  to  treat  touching  com- 
merce and  traiBc,  by  which  I  told  them  I  underftood  they  meant  the  bufinefs  of  tare, 
and  other  novelties  brought  in  here  to  the  prejudice  of  our  trade  of  cloths  :  but  it 
feems  their  intent  goeth  farther. 

'  The  laft  was  the  unlimited  time  they  fet  down  for  their  treaty,  a  la  premiere  opportune 
tommcdite,  qui  leur ferapoJfibU;  which  I  thought  would  give  his  majefty  fmall  fatisfaftion:

puties, who  were  with  me  yefterday  :  wherein  I  may  not  conceal,  that  I  do  not  find 
their  expe&ation  any  whit  fatrsfied,  unlefs  I  may  be  able  to  affure  them  likewife,  that 
his  majefty's  purpofe  is  a^  ftrong  to  keep  the  crown  on  the  king  of  Bohemia's  head,  as 
they  fufpeft  the  French  king  to  be  to  pull  it  off.  For  their  encouragement  I  have  let 
them  know  by  way  of  difcourfe  fomewhat  of  my  experience  •,  how  his  majefty,  fending 
to  the  duke  of  Savoy  during  his  wars  with  the  governor  of  Milan,  did  fo  well  coun- 
terbalance by  his  authority  the  endeavours,  which  were  ufed  by  the  marquis  de  Ram- 
BoiixLLET  in  the  name  of  the  French  king  for  the  advantage  of  the  Spaniard,  that  the 
duke  was  thereby  held  upright.  And  withal  I  did  put  them  in  mind  of  an  antient 
caution  of  the  old  prince  of  Orange,  and  the  greateft  ftatefmen  have  been  here  fince 
that  time,  which  was,  in  all  revolutions  of  Europe  fo  to  temporife  with  France,  as 
not  to  enforce  a  conjundtion  betwixt  that  crown,  Spain,  and  the  pope  •,  to  which 
the  catholic  league  of  Germany  being  added  will  be  too  powerful  a  confederacy  :  of 
which  I  find  them  fufficiently  apprehenfive ;  and  they  cannot  but  commend  his  ma- 
jefty's accuftomed  wifdom  in  this  manner  of  proceeding  :  only  they  doubt,  that  the 
French  embaffage  being  countenanced  by  the  reputation  of  an  army  upon  the  frontiers 
of  Germany  will  have  the  advantage  of  his  majefty,  if  his  friends  be  not  comforted 
and  ftrengthened  by  his  affiftance  either  in  men  or  money.

'  Here  is  a  refolution  taken  this  laft  week  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  for 
the  framing  of  a  Weft  India  company,  which  hath  been  many  years  in  deliberation, 
and  is  not  yet  finally  concluded,  until  the  aftent  of  the  feveral  provinces  -,  to  which 
the  ftates  do  now  lend  copies  of  their  oftroy. 

'  What  we  have  by  this  laft  poft  out  of  Germany  I  fend  your  honour  by  the  extract 
of  a  letter  from  Nuremberg.  The  princes  of  the  union  have  fent  hither  coaimiffion  for 
levies  of  600  horfe  and  1600  foot,  which  the  ftates  will  not  permit  to  be  levied  either  in 
their  provinces  or  the  frontiers,  becaufe  of  the  prejudice,  which  will  be  done  thereby  to 
ihcir  army :   but  the  money  for  the  payment  of  them  they  furnifli  readily.' 

That  he  had  written  to  captain  Francis  Woodhouse,  whom  the  lords  of  the  coun- 
cil had  ordered  to  be  fent  with  his  wife  into  England,  the  captain  being  then  at  Cam- 
pen,  and  had  fent  him  a  letter  of  credit  for  the  money,  which  the  fecretary  had  di- 
rected for  the  payment  of  his  tranfportation  •,  and  had  obtained  leave  for  his  abfence 
of  the  prince  of  Orange,  '  which,  fays  he,  I  have  fignified  unto  him,  fo  as  he  hath 
no  fubjeft  of  excufe  :  but  as  yet  the  time  doth  not  ferve,  fince  the  receit  of  your  ho- 
jiour's  letter,  and  the  fending  of  mine,  that  I  may  hear  from  him.'

*  Your  honour's  letters  of  the  23d  of  the  laft  came  to  my  hands  the  7th  of  this  pre- 
sent ;  which  chiefly  concerning  the  bufinefs  of  fifhing,  I  leave  the  fame  in  terms  as  it 
ftands,  until  I  underftand  his  majefty's  farther  pleafure  upon  the  perufal  of  the  ftates 
anfwer  to  my  propofition  in  that  fubjedl ;  whereof  I  fent  the  original  with  my  dif- 
patch  of  the  28th  of  the  laft.  Since  that  time  here  hath  been  little  of  confideration  j 
which  hath  made  me  forbear  giving  your  honour  the  trouble  of  empty  letters  :  only 
we  have  been  entertained  with  diverfity  of  advertifements  and  difcourles  touching  the 
difference  betwixt  the  duke  of  Lunenburg  and  the  town  of  Hamburg:  whereupon 
matter  being  reported  to  grow  to  extremities,  an  embaffage  was  here  refolved  of  to 
be  performed  by  three  of  the  ftates  general  (one  of  Guclderland,  one  of  Holland, 
and  the  third  of  Groningen  •,)  but  now  here  being  advertifement,  that  both  the 
duke  and  the  town  have  referred  the  bufinefs  to  compromife,  this  embaiTage  is  at  a 
flay  until  farther  news. 

I  '  Here 
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'  Here  are  prefent  letters  from  many  hands  of  the  king  of  Denmark's  arming 
very  ftrong  both  horfe  and  foot  -,  at  which,  though  much  alarm  be  taken  in  doubt  of 
that  prince's  ftirring  fpirit,  yet  it  is  thought  his  intention  for  the  prefent  goeth  no 
farther  than  the  bu  Iding  his  fort  upon  the  Elbe,  whereof  in  my  laft  I  advertifed 
your  honour :  and  yet  labourers  being  of  greater  ufe  for  that  fervice  than  foldiers 
(for  refinance  he  can  have  none,  he  building  only  upon  his  own  ground)  and  his 
ftrength  rifing  (as  is  advertifed)  to  12000  foot  and  aooo  horfe,  befides  artillery  and 
fliipping,  which  he  hath  ordained  to  come  to  the  Elbe,  no  man  knoweth  firmly  what 
to  judge  of  this  preparation. 

*  The  extraordinary  embalTage  to  Venice  from  this  ftate  for  ratification  of  the  late 
contrafted  alliance  betwixt  thefe  two  commonwealths,  after  fome  marchanding  about 
entertainment,  was^accepted  by  monf.  Aerssens  ;  and  he  is  now  polled  away  with, 
much  harte,  this  being  the  day  of  his  fetting  forward,  with  a  regular  train  of  twenty 
perfons  only  allowed  him  by  the  ftate,  but  many  commiffions  and  large  inftruftions, 
referring  all  to  his  difcretion  when  he  comes  upon  the  places.  The  firft  whereof 
is  Germany,  where  he  hath  particular  letters  of  credence  to  the  two  dukes  of  Wit- 
temberg  and  Dtux-ponts,  and  two  marquifes,  Anfpach  and  Dourlach,  with  whom- 
he  is  to  pafs  offices  feverally  and  jointly  (if  he  find  it  convenient)  touching  their 
correfpondence  with  this  ftate,  union  amongft  themfelves  and  fupport  of  the  king  of 
Bohemia.  With  the  Swifs  he  hath  letters  to  the  two  cantons  of  Zurich  and  Berne, 
■which  he  will  vifit  going  or  coming.  Through  the  Grifons  he  is  to  pafs  infalutato 
hofpite,  for  tear  of  oftending  France-,  of  wh^ch  how  careful  this  ftate  is  grown  may 
appear  by  their  fending  an  expreis  deputy  to  this  French  embaflador,  du  Maurier, 
to  acquaint  him  with  their  purpofe  of  employing  monf,  Aerssens  to  Venice,  there 
refting  fuch  particular  animofity  betwixt  them  two,  as  could  not  give  way  to  a  vifit 
at  his  leave-taking.  He  takes  the  duke  of  Savoy  in  his  way  back  ;  and  at  Venice 
intends  three  weeks  or  a  month's  ftay  at  moft  :  in  all  which  places  he  is  to  govern 
himfelf  by  the  rule  of  his  own  judgment,  as  may  beft  tend  to  the  fervice  of  the 
ftate  and  the  king  of  Bohemia  ;  in  whofe  prefervation  they  here  account  their  own. 
to  confift  very  much.  At  Venice  he  hath  a  particular  inftruftion  to  endeavour  the 
obtaining  fome  fpecial  freedom  in  the  Gulf  for  the  merchants  of  thefe  provinces  j- 
which  notwithftanding  he  is  not  to  ftay  to  negotiate,  if  it  require  time,  but  is  to  ler.ve 
the  fame  to  the  refident,  who  ftiall  follow  him  :  which  whether  it  will  be  an  agent: 
or  embiiffador,  is  referred  to  the  fenate  at  Venice  to  determine.  But  it  is  likely  to 
be  made  an  embaflTage,  becaufe  there  are  fome  gentlemen  already  at  Venice  in  Broglio 
for  the  employment.. 

*  What  monf.  Benickeusen  hath  negociated  in  France,  and  with  what  content;- 
ment  he  is  parted  from  thence,  his  majefty,  I  inake  no  doubt,  is  fufficiently  adver- 
tifed ;  yet  having  met  yefterday  with  a  letter  of  his  from  Paris  to  one  of  his  confidents 
here,  containing  the  whole  relation  of  what  pafied  during  his  abode  in  thatcourt,  I  have 
rather  chofen  to  fend  a  copy  thereof  herewith,  whereby  to  give  his  majefty  a  clear  view 
of  the  whole  matter,,  than  to  minute  the  fame  by  imperfed:  abltrafts  ;  referring  the 
ufe  thereof  to  his  majefty's  wifdom  ;  left  if  here  ftiould  come  knowledge,  that  I  take 
and  fend  copies  of  fuch  letters  as  are  communicated  unco  me  (as  this  wii,^)  fub  ftgillo^, 
his  majefty's  fervice  may  thereby  receive  prejudice 

t  Contrarjf 
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'  Contrary  to  the  fair  language  is  ufed  by  the  French  to  monf.  Benicheusen, 
the  opinion  is  here  generally  received,  that  the  main  fcope  of  that  embaffage  is  to 
bring  back  the  king  of  Bohemia  into  his  Palatinate-,  to  which  effedt  I  have  feen 
thefe  words  from  a  good  hand  out  of  the  French  court :  On  tient  de  deca  que  Vempereur 
renvoycra  rudement  le  roy  de  Boheme  en  fon  eleElorat^  &'  qu'il  lui  fera  grande  grace  de  la 
iaijfer  en  fen  ancicn  palrimoine  :  de  deca  I' on  defirc  le  conferver  en  ceji  ejiat-la^  Q  envy  en- 
voye  un  ambajfade  cekbre. 

'  What  provifions  are  making  in  Italy  by  the  king  of  Spain  for  the  emperor's 
fuccours  will  appear  to  your  honour  by  an  extraft  of  feveral  letters  from  thofe  parts  ; 
which  coming  from  the  minifters  of  the  ftate  of  Venice  to  their  refident  here  may  be 
the  more  trulied. 

'  I  fend  your  honour  likewife  copies  of  three  letters  from  Bethlem  Gabor,  two 
to  the  prince  of  Anhalt,  and  the  third  to  the  emperor  •,  by  which  the  ftate  of  the 
truce,  which  hatli  been  fo  long  and  fo  diverfely  fpoken  of,  betwixt  that  prince  and  the 
emperor  is  amply  exprefled.  And  it  feems  he  is  refolved,  eicher  to  have  it  general,  as 
v/ell  for  the  king  of  Bohemia  as  himfeif,  or  to  join  with  the  king  in  profecution  of  the 
war.  Mean  while  there  is  a  general  diet  held  at  Prague,  with  affiftance  of  deputies 
from  all  the  incorporate  provinces,  which  began  the  27th  of  the  laft,  ftilo  novo. 
There  are  likewife  embafladors  from  Hungary,  and  others  were  expefted  at  the 
date  of  the  laft  letters  (the  firft  of  this  prelent)  from  Upper  and  Lower  Alfatia. 
Mean  while  the  two  armies  (fmce  the  count  of  Bucquoy's  retreat  to  Cremb's,  and 
the  prince  of  Anhalt's  taking  in  of  Reets)  remain  quiet,  attending  the  iffue  (which 
will  appear,  as  is  judged,  during  this  affembly  of  Prague)  of  the  treaty  of  truce; 
whether  they  fhall  all  be  comprized  therein  jointly  with  Bethlem  Gabor  for  the 
fpace  of  fix  months,  or  break  jointly  together. 

■'  It  is  advertifed  hither  by  the  count  of  Solms  from  Prague,  that  a  regiment  raifed 
in  the  territories  of  the  bifhopric  of  Colen  by  one  Lantspergh  for  the  duke  of 
Bavier,  is  mutinied  in  thofe  parts,  for  leffening  their  pay ;  and  having  caft  down  their 
enfigns  are  gone  towards  Bohemia. 

'  Here  is  arrived  fome  few  days  fince  from  Vienna  a  Scottifh  man  of  good  place 
and  reputation  in  the  emperor's  wars  (capt.  Henry  Bruce)  who  hath  prefented  him- 
feif unto  me,  and  defired  me  to  make  known  in  his  behalf  to  his  majefty,  that  he  hath 
voluntarily  retired  himfeif  with  good  leave  of  the  emperor,  becaufe  he  would  not  bear 
arms  againft  his  majefty's  fon-in-law.  He  hath  ferved  the  emperor  formerly,  when  he 
was  duke  of  Gratz  in  his  wars  againft  the  Venetians,  when  they  lay  before  Gradifca, 
and  was  now  lately  governor  of  Niclarburg  in  the  confines  of  Auftria  and  Moravia; 
whereof  the  town  being  taken  from  him  by  furprize  by  the  count  de  la  Torre,  though 
he  rendered  the  caftle  by  compofition,  it  is  thought  his  coming  away  is  not  altogether 
voluntary.  He  was  once  in  fervice  of  this  ftate,  and  well  efteemed  of;  but  here  he 
will  be  no  more  trufted  :  for  he  is  a  hot  papift,  and  Parsons  the  Englifh  Jefuit's 
books  are  his  chief  ftudy.  From  hence  he  intends  to  go  diredlly  into  Scotland  as  foon 
as  he  can  receive  certain  monies  at  Amfterdam,  which  he  hath  exchanged  to  a  good 
fum  from  Vienna,  as  that,  which,  he  faith,  he  hath  profited  in  the  wars.  Now 
whether  he  comes,  as  he  pretends,  out  of  the  zeal  of  a  good  fubjeft,  or  (as  is  fufpefted 
I  amongft 
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amongft  his  fellow-foldiers)  upon  difgrace ;  or  (as  may  be  doubted  of  one  who 
changeth  his  religion  in  his  old  days)  employed  by  Jefuits,  wh  )fe  convert,  I  hear,  he 
is,  I  humbly  refer  to  his  majefty's  judgment.  So  it  is,  that  I  find  him  a  perfon  of 
that  confideration,  that  deferves  his  majefty's  care  what  becornes  of  him. 

'  Amongft  other  papers  I  fend  your  honour  a  tranflated  extra6l  out  of  the  king  of 
Bohemia's  propofition  new  made  at  the  diet  at  Prague :  of  which  though  I  may  pre- 
fume  (as  of  the  reft)  your  honour  hath  copies,  yet  I  may  not  fail  of  my  duty  upon 
fuch  a  prefumption. 

*  Here  have  been  of  late  days  four  feveral  perfons  apprehended  (two  at  Amfterdam, 
and  two  at  Delft)  upon  fufpicion  of  fome  treafonable  praftice  againft  the  prince  of 
Orange's  perfon :  and  though  by  words  which  have  fallen  from  them,  and  money 
found  about  them  (they  being  otherwife  of  poor  condition),  befides  certain  weapons 
fit  for  fuch  a  purpofe,  and  their  nation  confidered  (they  being  all  Burgugnions  or 
Wallons)  fome  of  them  have  had  the  torture  upon  fufficient  ground ;  yet  nothing 
can  be  proved  againft  them  of  much  moment. 

'  Here  is  another  of  the  exiled  Arminian  minifters  brought  hither,  and  put  into 
the  common  prifon  for  feditious  language  ufed  at  Rees  ;  where  being  in  the  territory 
of  the  marquis  of  Brandenburg,  he  thought  himfelf  out  of  the  reach  of  the  authority 
of  this  ftate,  having  been  firft  at  Wefel  with  recommendation  of  the  chief  at  Bruflels 
and  the  duke  of  Newburgh  ;  but  from  thence  he  was  thruft  by  the  governor  for  quiet- 
nefs  fake,  at  the  inftance  of  thofe  of  the  religion  ;  which  are  in  effedl  the  whole  body 
of  the  inhabitants  of  that  town, 

'  We  have  news  come  yefterday  of  eighteen  pieces  of  cannon  fent  to  Maeftricht ; 
which  as  yet  we  know  not  whether  they  are  to  ferve  for  frontier  towns,  or  any 
attempt. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  doth  intend  to  go  in  the  beginning  of  the  next  month  to 
the  affembly  of  the  ftates  of  Gueldres,  as  well  to  vifit  thofe  frontiers,  as  to  quicken 
that  province  in  the  payments  to  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  princes  of  the  union  •, 
wherein  not  only  that  province,  but  Friedand  and  Groningen  likewife,  continue  very 
backward.     Thus  I  humbly  take  leave.'

'  R'.  hon"'^- 

'  Long  ficknefs,  which  hath  held  me  of  my  wonted  gravellous  indifpofuion  fince 
my  laft  to  your  honour  of  the  15th  of  April,  hath  been  the  caufe  of  my  long  filence, 
but  now  being  reftored  again  (I  thank  God)  to  better  ftate  of  health,  I  would  not 
fail  to  advertife  your  honour  of  the  ftate  of  thefe  parts. 

'  The  prince  of  Orange  went  on  Thurfday  laft  towards  Guelderland,  to  affift  at  the 
affembly  of  the  ftates  of  that  province,  now  held  atNimeguen,  and  to  vifit  thofe  fron- 
tiers.   There  was  fome  qucftion  before  his  departure,  who  fhould  fupply  his  place  here

in  his  abfence  i  count  William  (who  during  the  late  troubles,  whilft  the  prince  was 
abroad,  always  remained  here  at  the  Hague)  being  dill  in  Friefland  •,  and  for  this  pur- 
pofe  count  ERNfEST  came  two  days  before  the  prince's  departure  hither  from  Utrecht. 
But  the  prince,  perceiving  count  Henry  to  take  unkindnefs  thereat,  took  a  refolution 
to  leave  none,  fo  as  count  Ernest  went  immediately  back  to  Utrecht,  and  count 
Henry  hath  accompanied  the  prince  in  his  journey,  who  is  otherwife  gone  with  much 
greater  court  than  ordinary,  being  to  vifit  his  feigneuries  in  thofe  parts,  which  he 
hath  not  feen  fmce  they  came  to  his  poffeffion  by  the  death  of  his  brother. 

*  In  the  ftate  we  here  now  remain,  without  any  man  of  princely  quality  to  com- 
mand, we  are  cleared  of  a  doubt,  which  was  bred  by  the  bravados  of  the  Arminian- 
faftion,  who  threatened,  that  whenfoever  occafions  Ihould  draw  the  prince  of  Orange 
and  his  fubftitutes  from  hence,  we  fliould  fee  much  confufion  :  but  all  is  in  great 
quietnefs  without  any  ftirring,  notwithllanding  that  here  are  at  the  prefent  three  of  the 
exiled  Arminian  minifters  in  the  common  prifon,  Prince,  Grevius,  and  Wezechius- 
and  one  Gerardus  Arsenius  is  now  bringing  hither  from  Campen  -,  fome  of  which 
for  the  opiniatrety  and  impudency  of  their  anfwers  are  in  great  likelihood  to  be  fent. 
to  the  ergqftermn  (which  they  call  the  tuchthuys)  a  place  of  correftion,  after  the  nature 
©f  Bridewell,  at  Amfterdam.  I  have  feen  certain  letters  intercepted  from  Utenbogard 
to  thefe  prilbners,  whereby  he  doth  encourage  them  in  their  ftiffnefs ;  yet  by  fome  of 
them  a  difcovery  is  made  of  a  late  aflembly  they,  with  fome  others  of  their  fadlion  out 
of  tliefe  provinces,  held  at  Antwerp,  where  a  propofition  being  made  amongft  them 
for  the  better  fatisfaftion  ot  the  world,  to  fram>e  a  common  confeffion  after  their  doc- 
trine, it  was  laid  afide  upon  this  reafon,  that  when  they  came  to  fetting  down  of  arti- 
cles, they  found  as  many  men,  fo  many  minds ;  and  therefore  thought  beft  to  leave  all 
as  before,  ad  libertatem  prophetandi,  left  their  difagreement  being  once  manifefted,  they 
fhould  lofe  their  friends  in  thefe  parts :  which  having  written  to  fome  of  the  fadtion 
here,  as  an  excufe  for  not  framing  a  confeffion,  and  thofe  letters  being  intercepted, 
they  will  be  within  few  days  publifhed  in  print,  whereby  to  make  it  appear  to  the 
world  the  endeavours  of  Arminians  tended  only  to  the  deftrudlion  of  religion,  with- 
out any  firm  or  fettled  belief  of  their  own. 

'  Here  is  a  great  volume  come  out  in  folio,  A£la  Synodi  NationciUs,  ^c.  Dordrechti 
haUta^  dedicated  by  the  ftates  general  Orbis  Chriftiani  Monarchis  ac  Regibus,  Principibus^ 
Comitibus,  &c.  an  exemplar  whereof  will  be  prefented  to  his  majefty  within  thefe  few 
days  from  the  ftates  by  Festus  Hommius,  one  of  the  fcribes  of  the  fynod,  who,  having 
private  bufinelTes  in  England,  hath  obtained  the  commiffion  of  the  ftates  for  his  better 
countenance.  Mean  time  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  accept  one  of  thefe  books, 
which  was  fent  me  yefterday  from  the  ftates  general.  The  Arminians  at  Antwerp 
have  printed  as  great  a  volume  of  their  doings  at  Dort,  the  publication  whereof  is 
forbidden  in  thefe  provinces. 

'  The  French  embaflador,  monf  du  Maurier,  hath  made  a  very  fharp  complaint 
by  letter  to  the  ftates  general  againft  a  pamphlet,  which  was  here  lately  publifhed  in 
the  French  language,  of  the  reafons  and  confiderations,  why  the  Grifons  will  no  longer 
permit  any  embalTador  to  refide  in  their  ftate;  wherein  Geffier  and  Miron,  the 
French  embaffadors  with  the  Grifons  and  the  Swifs,  are  particularly  decyphered  as 

inftruments. 
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inftruments  for  the  Spaniards  to  put  thofe  countries  into  combuftion  :  and  monf.  du 
Maurier  himfelf  is  touched  for  his  correfpondence  with  Geffier.  The  book  is 
called  in  upon  his  complaint. 

'  The  ftates  underftand  from  their  embaffador  at  Paris,  and  monf.  du  Maurier 
doth  likewife  let  fall  as  much  unto  them,  that  their  extraordinary  embaffage  fhall  have 
good  welcome  in  that  court,  fo  as  fit  choice  be  made  of  the  perfons. 

'  The  French  embaffador  at  Venice,  monf  de  Leon,  is  revoked,  and  tliough  he 
hath  been  long  upon  his  departure  from  thence,  it  is  thought  he  is  now  called  away 
the  more  willingly  (and  fo  it  is  advertifed  from  monf  Langerack  at  Paris)  whereby 
to  avoid  the  vifiting  of  monf  Aerssens  at  his  arrival  at  Venice  ;  where  that  ftate  hath 
chofen  fignor  Girolamo  Trevisan,  a  principal  fenator,  one  of  the  favii  de  conjlglio, 
extraordinary  embaffador  to  thefe  provinces. 


'  In  my  1  aft  I  advertifed  your  honour  of  monf.  Aerssens  divers  commiffions'j 
from  whom  nothing  is  yet  underftood,  fave  only  that  he  arrived  well  at  Heidelberg. 
In  the  whole  courfet)f  his  embaffage  he  hath  efpecial  charge  from  his  matters  to  further 
the  affairs  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  the  princes  of  the  union.  But  this  being  in 
general  terms,  and  particularities  referred  to  his  difcretion,  though  he  be  a  man  of 
great  abilities,  he  is  like  to  be  put  to  the  trial  of  his  beft  fufficiency  in  his  return 
by  the  duke  of  Savoy,  wliom  he  is  like  to  find  (as  I  am  advertifed  out  of  thefe  parts) 
in  a  doubtful  deliberation,  and  a  reibiution  either  to  marry  his  daughter  (the  dowager 
of  IVlantua)  to  the  emperor,  or  himfelf  to  the  princes  of  the  union.  Now  it  is  very- 
likely,  according  to  his  wonted  artifice  in  the  carriage  of  affairs,  that  he  will  ferve 
himfelf  of  monf  Aerssens's  coming  unto  him  for  his  advantage  one  way  or  the  other, 
as  his  affeftion  fhall  then  lead  him ;  and  left  by  any  overtures,  which  may  be  made 
imto  him  by  monf  Aerssens,  he  may  feek  to  value  himfelf  to  the  emperor  and  the 
king  of  Spain,  by  fhewing  what  he  doth  refufe  in  their  contemplation,  I  have  advifed 
the  ftates  greffier,  who  hath  commandment  to  hold  correfpondence  with  Aerssens 
in  cypher,  to  give  him.  warning  not  to  fuffer  any  thing  to  pafs  his  hand  in  writing, 
and  for  difcourfe  there  will  be  no  great  danger. 

'  The  king  of  Swede  hath  commanded  his  embaffador  here,  Vandike,  to  make  a 
journey  to  him,  whither  he  is  now  going,  and  the  ftates  have  earneftly  recommended 
unto  him  the  affairs  of  the  king  of  Bohemia;  in  the  profperity  of  which  they  make 
him  underftand  how  much  the  king  his  mafter  is  intereffed. 

'  The  deputation  from  hence  to  the  Hans-towns,  which  was  fufpended  upon  news 
of  the  referring  the  difference  betwixt  the  duke  of  Lunenburg  and  the  town  of 
Hamburg  to  compromife,  is  now  again  fet  forwards,  here  being  come  a  fecretary  of 
the  town  of  Lubeck  exprefsly  to  the  itates  to  defire  them  to  haften  av/ay  their  deputies, 
who  going  feveral  ways  are  to  meet  at  Groningen  on  Tuefday  next,  and  from  thence 
do  fet  forward  together.  Their  employment,  both  in  regard  of  thofe  that  require 
them,  and  thofe  which  fend  them,  hath,  .for  aught  I  can  gather,  chiefly  afpefts  to 
the  king  of  Denmark,  who,  having  fent  into  the  river  of  Elbe  three  fhips  of  war,  and 
begun  his  fort  over-againft  Stade,  doth  intend  to  make  himfelf  mafter  of  that  river  •, 

.    •   '  Nona  he 
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he  having  divers  quarrels  to  thofe  of  Hamburgh  ;  but  thofe  he  now  chiefly  pretends 
are  two  :  firll,  that  that  town  hath  fought  in  the  chamber  of  the  empire  to  free  itfelf 
from  the  acknowledgment  of  his  protection,  to  which  it  hath  always  been  fubjed: ;  and 
next,  that  there  hath  been  endeavour  ufed,  and  now  very  near  brought  to  effedl  by 
means  of  that  town,  to  make  certain  taglias  and  fluices  betwixt  the  rivers  of  the  Oder 
and  the  Elbe,  whereby  to  condudt  the  merchandize  of  Poland,  Brandenburg,  and 
thofe  Upper  Countries,  into  the  ocean,  without  paffing  the  Sound  ;  which  would  lofe 
the  king  of  Denmark  very  much  in  the  cuftoms,  which  he  doth  ereft  upon  that  place. 
His  great  levies,  of  which  here  was  much  fpeech,  prove  only  fome  of  his  nobility  and 
gentry,  which  he  hath  put  on  horfeback,  and  fome  few  troops  of  foot,  which  he 
draws  down  to  the  place,  where  he  intends  his  new  fort. 

'  The  levy  required  here  of  600  horfe  and  1600  foot  for  the  princes  of  the  union 
is  in  the  end  granted,  though  with  many  difficulties  ;  and  the  rendezvous  appointed 
an  pais  de  la  Marq^ne ;  where  men  will  not  be  wanting,  becaufe  the  payment  from 
hence  is  fure. 

'  The  opinion  here  of  the  great  levies  on  the  archduke's  fide  (of  which  his  majefty 
is  advertifed  from  BruiTels)  is,  that  it  is  to  the  catholic  league  of  Germany.  Yet  here 
hath  been  within  thefe  two  days  a  man  of  gravity  and  judgment  from  the  archduke's 
fide,  who  faith  with  much  confidence,  that  not  only  the  fpeech  of  thofe  levies,  but 
the  building  of  certain  forts,  and  likev/ife  the  ajrreft  of  rents  and  divers  fales  of 
land  on  the  archduke's  fide  belonging  to  the  inhabitants  of  thefe  provinces, 
•which  amount  to  a  million  of  florins,  do  only  tend  to  drive  the  ftates  from  their 
refervednefs  in  the  bufinefs  of  renewing  the  truce  ;  wherein  the  Spaniards  would  in- 
force  an  overture  from  hence.  But  here  is  no  inclination  to  be  the  firfl:  movers,  for 
fear  of  new  and  hard  conditions,  which  may  be  propofed  ;  though  I  find  they  will 
be  ready  enough  to  give  ear,  v;hen  they  may  be  fpoJcen  unto  in  the  fame  language  the 
truce  was  firll  framed.. 

'  The  lafl:  advertifement  out  of  Bohemia  of  the  conclufion  of  the  general  diet^ 
wherein  the  confederation  betwixt  that  kingdom  and  Flungary  with  the  reft  of  thefe 
United  Provinces  is  folemnly  ratified,  gives  here  much  comfort  of  the  fuccefs  of 
thofe  affairs,  which  they  account  here  better  affured  by  the  eleftion  of  the  young 
prince,  as  fuccelTor  to  the  king  of  Bohemia  :  which  Ihews  their  affeftions  not  to  be 
perfonal,  but  tied  to  the  houfe  of  the  eledloral  Palatinate ;  and  that  now  they  muft 
endow  a  perpetual  fortune  together :  whjerein  1  cannot  but  with  much  comfort  ad^ 
vertife,  that  this  ftate  doth  hold  on  a  conftant  courfe  for  that  king's  fervice.  Thus 
I  humbly  take  leave,   &c.'

'  The  ftates  of  Holland's  extraordinary  provifion  for  guard  of  their  fifhers,  I 
find,  doth  ceafe ;  and  they  fend  out  no.  more  this  feafon  than  their  wonted  number 
of  men  of  war.

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'  Capt.  Henry  Bruce  (of  whom  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft)  hath  changed, 
his  purpofe  of  going  from  hence  diredly  into  Scotland,  being  gone  yefterday  towards 
England.

'-The  time  of  the  prince  of  Orange's  return  from  his  journey  into  Guelderland  being 
tincertain,  by  reafon  that  he  hath  taken  a  refolution  to  vifit  Breda,  where  he  will  have  a 
very  folemn  reception,  as  being  his  chief  feat,  and  few  of  the  ftates  being  here  prefent, 
all  the  deputies  of  four  of  the  provinces  being  retired  to  their  particular  affemblies,  I' 
cannot  make  your  honour  any  dire6t  anfwer  to  that  point  of  your  honour's  letter 
of  the  5th  of  this  prefent,  which  concerns  the  dul<;e  of  Savoy.  But  I  have  thefe  reafons 
to  believe,  that  his  motion  to  be  allied  to  this  ftate,  if  it  be  really  meant,  will  be  readily 
embraced ;  firft,  becaufe  in  general  they  do  here  gladly  adhere  to  thofe  that  profefs 
oppofition  unto  Spain,  yea  though  they  be  of  a  contrary  religion :  and  of  this  their 
new  confederation  with  Venice  is  a  proof,  which  is  chiefly  built  upon  that  ground: 
and  next,  by  reafon  of  the  particular  affiftance  this  ftate  gave  the  duke  of  Savoy  in  the 
time  of  his  late  wars  with  the  governor  of  Milan  ;  firft,  by  permitting  and  furthering 
a  levy  of  horfe  for  the  duke's  fervice  under  the  command  of  count  John  de  Nassau  -. 
and  laftly,  by  giving  him  a  monthly  aid  of  money  to  the  fame  proportion  they  do  at  this 
prefent  allow  the  princes  of  the  union  ;  of  which,  before  the  conclufion  of  the  peace, 
and  rendering  of  Vercelli,  part  was  received  here  by  his  agent  the  fenator  de  Montou. 
Thefe  1  hold  as  infallible  proofs  of  the  inclination  of  this  ftate  to  that  prince  ;  the  fame 
reafons  of  ftate  being  ftill  in  force,  and  lb  much  more,  by  how  much  that  prince  is 
amended  in  his  condition ;  for  he,  that  finds  a  friend,  as  he  did  of  this  ftate,  in  re 
incerid,  need  not  doubt  of  the  like  afte£tions  being  in  profperity. 

'  Touching  the  reforming  of  monies,  and  reducing  their  true  valuations  to  his 
majefty's,  wherein  your  honour  defires  to  know  how  far  they  are  gone,  I  can  adver- 
tife  nothing  to  give  his  majefty  contentment,  here  being  in  that  point  great  diforder 
and  confufion ;  for  the  placart,  which  was  publiilied  in  February  1619  at  his  ma- 
jefty's inftance,  whereby  a  double  abatement  was  to  be  made  of  moft  coins  both 
gold  and  filver,  the  firft  prefently  after  the  publifhing  of  the  faid  placart,  and  the 
fecond  the  laft  of  May  following,  hath  been  from  two  months  to  two  months  ftill 
fufpended  by  the  ftates  :  and  fo  is  now  again  this  prefent  month  of  May,  with  tolera- 
tion of  the  monies  after  the  rate  of  the  firft  abatement.  For  example,  a  Jacobus 
piece,  which  was  current  before  the  placart  at  twelve  guilders,  was  reduced  by  the 
faid  placart  by  way  of  provifion  to  eleven  guilders  ten  ftivers  ;  and  at  the  end  of 
May  following  fhould  have  had  a  fecond  abatement  to  ten  guilders  fixteen  ftivers : 
but  by  reafon  of  fufpending  the  placart  from  two  months  to  two  months  it  doth  ftill 

reft 
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■reft  at  eleven  guilders  ten  ftivers  •,  but  not  fo  in  courfe  of  merchandize ;  for  it  is  or- 
dinarily current  at  eleven  guilders  fixteen  ftivers,  and  within  a  few  days  will  come 
again  to  the  higheft  rate  of  twelve  guilders.  This  I  know  to  be  againft  the  mind  of 
many  of  the  ftates,  and  of  the'iv  generaulx  des  monnoyes,  who  being  called  to  council  here- 
tofore for  reformation  of  this  diforder,  have/ advifed  them  to  proportion  their  coins 
'both  gold  and  filver  to  the  mife  and  alloy  of  his  majefty,  as  thofe  which  of  all  others 
are  leaft  fubjeft  to  abufe.  But  they  excufe  themfelves  upon  their  neighbours  eaft- 
ward,  chiefly  upon  Dantzick  and  Koningft^erg,  from  whom  the  coins,  that  come  in 
great  quantity  to  Amfterdam,  do  diforder  that  place  ;  -and  that,  as  moft  merchandable, 
the  reft  of  all  thefe  provinces. 

'  Here  is  newly  difcovered  a  notable  cabal  of  coiners,  who  pra6lifed  that  trade  for 
almoft  three  years  fpace,  and  fent  their  monies  (which  are  chiefly  Dutch  dollars)  to  all 
parts  of  the  world  -,  fome  of  which  were  fent  back  in  vcfiels  from  Frankfort  to  Am- 
fterdam, by  which  the  falfliood  was  firft  found  out.  The  chief  workman  was  one 
Balthasar  Gerard  (a  name  well  knov/n  by  him  who  killed  the  late  prince  of 
Orange)  who  is  efcaped ;  but  his  fon  and  a  fervant  are  taken  in  this  town,  where 
their  coining  inftruments  are  found.  They  confefTed  one  Baron  a  bankrupt  mer- 
chant of  Amfterdam ;  and  he  being  taken  and  put  upon  torture  hath  accufed  Strick, 
refident  with  this  ftate  for  the  marquis  of  Brandenbiu'g,  who,  being  apprehended 
at  Amfterdam,  and  put  into  the  common  prifon,  hath  confcifled  his  two  bro- 
thers, one  who  was  knighted  by  his  majefty,  and  another  a  captain  lately  in  the 
ftate  of  Venice,  as  participants.  Thefe  two  laft  are  fled,  and  two  merchants  of  Amfter- 
dam fufpefted  to  have  part  therein  are  likewife  gone  out  of  the  way.  The  names  of 
fome  principal  perfons  are  brought  upon  the  ftage,  as  having  part  in  their  foul  prac- 
tice; as  the  burgomafter  Paw  of  Amfterdam,  and  Vandike  the  king  of  Sweden's 
^mbaflador.  But  the  firft  of  thefe  is  thought  to  be  calumniated  by  his  enemies  upon 
this  ground  only,  that  he,  being  burgomafter,  fuff'ered  the  matter  to  run  fo  long  with- 
out difcovery.  The  other  doth  fufi^er  in  his  reputation  for  his  friendftiip  with  Strick  ; 
and  being  a  man  within  thefe  few  years  known  to  be  much  indebted,  hath  within 
thefe  few  days  made  a  purchafe  to  a  great  value  of  a  feigneury  here  in  Holland  :  but 
proofs  againft  either  of  thefe  two  I  do  not  hear  of  any,  nor  fo  much  as  direft  accufa- 
tions.  Strick.  doth  plead  the  privilege  of  a  public  minifter;  but  it  is  not  like  to  fave 
liis  life  in  a  crime  of  this  nature  Itef^e  majejlatis,  efpecially  being  a  native,  and  fubjeft 
to  thefe  provinces:. 

'  Here  is  to  be  an  aflfembly  the  3d  of  this  next  month,  ftilo  novo  of  the  judges  of 
Barnevelt  and  the  reft  of  his  accomplices,  to  determine  the  point,  whether  the 
<:rime,  upon  which  they  were  condemned,  was  crimen,  l^efa  mfljejlatis ;  for  that  being 
not  fpecified  in  their  fentence,  until  it  be  declared,  there  cannot  be  any  proceeding  in 
their  confifcation. 

'  We  are  in  danger  here  to  fuffer  a  great  lofs  by  the  death  of  count  William,  who 
fickened  of  an  apoplexy  on  Saturday  laft  about  the  evening,  and  was  fpeechlefs  until 
Monday  morning,  when  the  laft  news  came  from  Leeuwarden.  Only  when  the  ftates 
of  Friefland  came  to  vilit  him,  he  was  able  to  anfwerjf^  and  no.  The  laft  letter  I  had 
from  him  1  fend  your  honour  herewith,,  as  that,  which,  is  wortk  his  majefty's  perufmg 
I  for 
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for  the  good  affedtion  he  fheweth  therein  to  the  prefervation  of  the  Palatinate,     I  pray 
God  it  prove  not  cygnea  cantio. 

'  This  very  day  I  have  letters  of  the  7th  of  this  prefent  from  the  king  of  Denmark 
and  fir  Robert  Anstruther,  dated  at  Cremp  in  Holfatia,  by  the  hand  of  the 
Icing's  agent  with  this  ftate,  Adrian  Strick,  now  newly  returned  ;  by  whofe  re- 
port, as  likewife  by  fir  Robert's  letter,  I  find  that  the  king  doth  frame  to  himfelf 
certain  jealoufies  againft  this  ftate,  as  if  from  hence  he  fliould  be  hindered  in  the  build- 
ing of  his  new  town  ;  and  that  to  this  purpofe  here  fhould  be  ftiips  of  war  prepared  to 
fend  into  the  Elbe.  Whereupon  fir  Robert  doth  write,  that  the  king  doth  fufpend 
giving  him  fatisfadion  in  that  which  he  requires  in  his  majefty's  name  for  affillance 
of  his  friends  in  Germany,  as  unwilling  to  disfurnifh  himfelf  of  means  to  defend  him- 
felf, if  he  fhould  be  aflTailed.  Wherein  fir  Robert  doth  defire  of  me  to  clear  the  king 
of  his  doubts  by  advertifing  him  of  the  truth  of  the  ftates  preparations  :  and  that  can 
I  very  well  do,  and  fo  do  intend  within  thefe  two  days,  when  the  king's  agent  doth 
undertake  to  fend  my  letters,  here  being  to  my  knowledge  not  fo  much  as  a  fliallop  pre- 
pared for  any  fuch  purpofe;  only  the  ftates  commiffioners  (according  as  I  advertifed 
your  honour  in  my  laft  difpatch)  are  gone  to  Lubeck  about  the  difference  betwixt 
the  duke  of  Lunenburg  and  the  town  of  Hamburg  -,  as  likewife  to  take  informations 
of  the  king  of  Denmark's  proceedings,  who  having  two  fliips  of  war  in  the  Elbe,  they 
are  there  fo  placed  and  anchored,  that  no  ftiips  or  boats  can  pafs  but  betwixt  them, 
and  under  their  command  -,  and  if  they  do  not  ftrike  fail  as  they  pafs,  and  give  ac- 
count of  their  cargafon,  they  flioot  at  them,  and  make  them  pay  dear  for  the  powder. 
This  hitherto  tends  only  to  an  acknowledgement  of  fovereignty  and  jurifdiiStion  -,  but 
it  is  thought  it  will  quickly  come  to  a  taxation  ;  and  therefore  the  king  may  by  that 
means  draw  that  offence  upon  himfelf  from  this  ftate  and  the  Hans-towns  for  the 
wonted  freedom  of  navigation  in  that  river,  which  otherwife  was  not,  and  I  am  welL 
affured  is  not  yet  intended.  The  town  of  Hamburg,  which  is  chiefly  interefled,  hath, 
raifed  500  hoife  and  3000  foot,  and  hath  put  in  readinefs  fix  or  feven  ftiips  of  war  ; 
but  being  on  the  one  fide  molefted  by  the  duke  of  Lunenburg,  and  on  the  other  by 
the  king  of  Denmark,  knoweth  not  which  way  to  turn  itfelf.  This  difference  doth: 
fall  out  very  unhappily  for  the  affairs  of  Germany,  but  much  to  the  advantage  of 
the  catholic  league-,  which,  befides  their  own  ftrength  and  union,  have  the  help  of 
this  divifion  of  their  oppofites  in  religion. 

'  The  ftates  have  given  order  for  the  levy  of  4000  men  to  fupply  their  garrifons, 
wJiich  were  wont  to  go  under  the  tide  of  wackgilders  :  but  becaufe  the  Arminians 
have  made  that  name  odious,  they  now  ftile  xhtm  garnifeH-holdiers,  gens  tenants  gar- 
nifon^  they  being  to  ferve  to  that  purpofe;  whilft,  according  to  the  moving  of  the 
archduke's  troops,  they  may  draw  their  army  into  the  field.  Thus  I  humbly  take 
leave,.  &c. 

'  All  trade  is  ftopt  at  Hamburg,  as  the  ftates  agent  with  the  Hans-towns  doth  ad-- 
vertife  his  mafters ;  and  there  is  great  jealoufy  of  the  remove  of  the  Englifti  merchants^., 
whofe  deputy  hath  been  lately  with  the  king  of  Denmark,*

'  The  packet,  which  goeth  herewith  direfted  to  the  baron  Dhona,  being  earneftly 
recommended  unto  me  from  Fleidelberg,  as  that  which  fpecially  concerns  his  majefty's 
fervice  and  the  king  of  Bohemia,  I  would  not  fail  to  difpatch  an  exprefs  meflenger 
therewith,  and  upon  that  occafion  advertife  your  honour  what  we  have  here  from  all 
parts  fince  w^j  lall  of  the  19th  of  this  prefent. 

'  Monf.  Aerssens  hath  advertifed  his  matters  by  letters  from  Stutgard  of  the 
i9th  of  this  prefent,7?i/o  novo,  that  having  fpoken  with  the  duke  of  Deux  ponts,  the 
marquis  of  Anfpach,  and  theduke  of  Wirtemberg,  according  to  his  inftrudtions,  of 
'ftrengthening  them  in  tlieir  union  amongft  themfelves,  and  good  afFedion  to  the  king 
of  Bohemia,  .and  received  from  them  all  good  contentment  in  their  anfwer,  he  was  to 
be  fet  forward  the  day  following  on  his  journey  through  Swifferland.  That  thofe 
princes  do  expeft  the  French  embaffador,  with  a  firm  belief,  that  the  king  their  mafter 
would  not  change  his  father's  maxims  in  feeking  to  break  the  union,  the  framing  of 
which  coft  him  much  money  and  care  ;  but  on  the  contrary,  that  he  would  feek  the 
confirmation  thereof  for  the  better  fafety  of  his  own  perfon  and  kingdoms.  That 
the  marquis  of  Anfpach  did  then  alTemble  all  the  troops  of  the  union,  with  intention 
fpeedily  to  march  towards  Bavier,  to  obferve  the  motion  of  that  prince  and  the  catholic 
league,  now  they  have  their  greateft  ftrength  aflembled  together.  That  the  palTage 
of  Brifack  is  open,  and  1500  horfe  lodged  in  the  town,  the  marquis  of  Baden  being 
too  weak  to  make  refiftance,  and  the  princes  of  the  union  not  finding  it  good  to  raife 
any  fort  in  the  territory  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Auftria  whereby  to  hinder  the 
pafTage  ;  which  might  give  fubjeft  of  complaint,  as  if  they  were  the  firft  aggreflbrs. 
That  the  21ft  of  this  month,  O.  S.  there  fliould  be  an  affembly  of  the  union  held  at 
Heidelberg,  there  to  refolve  of  the  direftion  of  their  aff'airs,  of  the  authorifation  of  a 
general,  of  means  for  the  maintaining  of  the  war,  and  of  the  reception  of  the  French 
embaffadors.  He  concluded,  that  the  ftrength  of  the  union  is  fmail,  their  means 
very  fcant,  their  towns  unufed  to  lodge  foldiers,  and  fcarcity  enough  of  every  thing  ■ 
before  the  war  begins.  He  was  intreated  by  the  princes  to  further  their  affairs  with 
the  Venetians,  and  to  endeavour  to  hinder  the.  paffage  of  the  Spanifh  forces  through 
Swifferland  :  which  is  to  fmall  purpofe,  fince  we  hear  the  duke  of  Savoy  hath  given 
them  paffag.e  through  his  country. 

'  I  have  feen  an  advertifement  from  a  good  hand  from  Zurich,  that  the  mar- 
quis of  Baden  having  preft  the  proteftant  cantons  for  a  fuccour  of  2000  Swifs,  ac- 
cording to  the  confederation  betwixt  them,  for  the  defence  of  his  country,  the  fame 
was  hindered  by  the  joint  endeavours  of  the  French  and  Spaniffi  embaffadors,  refidcnt 
with  the  cantons :  which  fhews  what  judgment  to  make  of  the  proceeding  of  France, 
contrary  to  that  which  monf.  Aerssens  doth  advertife  of  the  hopes  of  the  princes  of 
the  union  •,  fince  all  the  minifters  of  that  crown  draw  their  inftrudtions  from  the  fame 
fountain. 

>    '  Monf.  DE  Brederode  doth  advertife  from  Heidelberg,   by  letters  of  the  22d  of 

iSiis  prefent,  fiilo  novo,  that  the  count  of  Mansfield  is  retired  from  before  Budwitz,

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and  marched  towards  Auftria  with  7000  men,  whither  the  prince  of  Anhalt  and  the 
count  of  Hollock  are  both  gone  to  the  army,  with  intention  to  affail  the  Imperialifts 
before  new  forces  can  be  there  arrived.  That  there  is  advertifement  from  Leipfic,  that 
•the  duke  of  Saxe  hath  taken  advice  in  that  univerfity,  whether  it  be  not  lawful  for 
the  evangelical  princes  and  towns  to  affiil  the  emperor  againfl:  the  Bohemians  •,  and 
that  negative  was  there  concluded  :  whereupon  the  duke  was  much  troubled,  doubt- 
ing forne  alteration  in  his  ftate  upon  his  declaration  of  himfelf  for  the  emperor.  That 
■sthe  chamber  of  Spire  had  fent  to  Heidelberg,  the  21ft  of  this  prefent,  Jlilo  novoy  an- 
other huiffier  to  make  a  fecond  infinuation  of  the  emperor's  monitorial :  but  becaufe 
it  is  unufual  to  make  fuch  infmuations  in  the  ftate  of  any  prince  before  he  be  heard  in 
^his  own  defence,  the  huiffier  was  commanded  without  any  communication  or  publica- 
tion of  his  monitorial  to  go  out  of  the  Palatinate ;  which  was  accordingly  feen  eftefted 
by  one  of  the  meflengers  of  that  chancery. 

*  Monf. 'Lancer  ACK  hath  written  again  out  of  France  to  move  his  mafters  to  fend 
their  extraordinary  embaflage,  affuring  them,  that  all  former  diftaftes  are  laid  afide ; 
and  that  whomfoever  they  ftiall  think  fit  to  employ,  will  be  well  accepted,  fave  onlf 
monf.  Aerssens  and  monf.  Marquet. 

'  Van  Hag  a,  the  ftates  emibaflador  at  Conftantinople,  hath  written  hither,  by 
letters  of  the  9th  of  April,  that  the  king  of  Poland's  embaflador  is  refufed  accefs  and 
audience  with  the  grand  fignor,  notwithftanding  that  the  emperor's  embaflador  doth  ufe 
all  the  beft  means  he  can  in  his  favour,  and  that  the  embafladors  of  the  prince  of  Tran-» 
fylvania  are  difpatcht  from  Conftantinople  with  all  contentment. 

*  By  the  extrafts  of  letters  out  of  Italy,  which  I  fend  herewith,  your -honour  will 
fee  the  provifions  of  money  and  other  preparations  made  for  the  tranfport  of  the  Spa- 
nifti  forces,  which  are  to  come  into  Burgundy  •,  as  likewife  the  refolution  of  the  fenatc 
of  Venice  for  the  extraordinary  good  treatment  of  monf.  Aerssens. 

*  I  have  obtained  a  fight  of  his  fecret  inftrudions,  how  he  is  to  govern  himfelf  with 
the  duke  of  Savoy;  wherein,  in  few  words,  he  hath  order,  firft  to  eradeaVour  to  quicken 
his  a'tfeftions  towards  the  king  of  Bohemia ;  and  then  to  found  how  his  intention  lies 
to  this  ftate  •,  whether,  according  to  occafions,  they  may  promife  themfelves  any  af- 
iiftarice  of  him,  as  in  his  neceffity  they  were  ready  to  fuccour  him  by  an  aid  of 
money,  which  they  let  hirri  know  they  would  not  have  ceafed,  in  cafe  he  had  continued 
his  wars.  By  this  his  majefty  may  plainly  fee  how  this  ftate  ftands  afFetled  to  that 
prince,  and  how  opportunely  any  encouragement  his  majefty  will  be  pleafed  to  give 
him,  if  it  be  fent  in  time,  will  meet  with  itionf.  Aerssens's  negotiation. 

'  Here  is  a  fervant  from  the  duke  of  Feria,  governor  of  Milan,  who  is  a  fuitor  to 
the  ftates  to  tranfport  for  his  mafter's  ufe  out  of  thefe  provinces  twenty-five  horfe  and 
mares  ;  in  which  difficulty  is  made,  but  licence  will  be  granted  upon  caution,  that 
they  are  for  no  other  purpofe  but  the  duke's  private  fervice.  This  meflenger  feems 
a  man  of  better  obfervation  than  would  be  expected  of  one  of  his  condition ;  and  being 
familiar  in  the  two  marquis's  houfes  atBruflTels,  Spinola,  and  Bedmar,  he  hath  here  re- 
lated to  fome  of  his  countrymen,  that  the  intent  of  the  new  levies  on  the  archduke's

fide  is  to"  lodge  about  Colen,  and  in  thofe  parts,  whereby  to  have  commodity  towards- 
the  end  of  the  fummer  to  caft  themfelves  into  the  Palatinate  ;  and  in  the  mean  time  ta 
bridle  this  ftate  from  fending  fuccours  into  Germany;  as  well  by  lying  on  their  paffagey 
as  likewife  by  the  apprehenfion  they  will  have  of  the  fiege  of  Juliers,  for  which  thof© 
forces-will  lie  no  lefs  opportunely:  which  being  added  to  theold  troops,  and  thofe  that- 
are  expefted  now  out  of  Italy,  he  doth  calculate  the  whole  army  of  the  archduke  to 
amount  to  40,000  foot  and  6000  horfe.  This  notwithftanding,  he  faith  they  defira 
nothing  more  on. that  fide  than  to  have  news  of  the  renewing  the  truce. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland  have  by  promife  of  impunity  gotten  back  Balthasar 
Gerrard  (the  coiner,  of  whom  I  advertifed  your  honour  in  my  laft)  from  Antwerp, 
whither  he  was  fled  ;  and  here  he  is  fccretly  in  this  town.  But  now  here  is  a  queftion 
between  the  ftates  and  the  town  of  Amfterdam  in,  the  proceeding  with  the  prifonerSy. 
whom  the  ftates  require  to  have  fent  from  Amfterdam  hither  :  but  thofe  of  Amfter- 
dam ftand  upon  their  privilege  to  have  the  trial  of  the  caufe  inthat  town;  which 
makes  a  great  rumour,  that  fome  of  the  chief  there  do  it  with  an  intention  to  fuppref* 
the  accufations,, which  were  thought  wilLtouch  in  the  end  fome  men  of  quality.  Elfe 
could  not  fo  great  a  quantity  of  money  be  coined  and  difperfed  through  all.  the  world 
for  fo  long  time  together  as  is  reported.  Amongft  other  coins  they  have  made  a  great 
quantity  of  grofles  (a  fmallinoney  bearing  the  ftamp  of  the  elector  of  Brandenburg, 
and  diftributed  to  the  eaftern  countries ;  which  is  imputed  to  his  agent  Strick,  as  a; 
double  falftiood  ;  and  it  is  now  come  to  light,  that  his:  father  (who  died  not  long  fince 
after  his  return  from  his  embaflage  into  Pruffia)  was  the  firft  inftrument  of  bringing 
VoRSTius  into  this  country,,  to  coin  a  new  religion,  for  which  God  doth  now  punifti 
him  in  his  pofterity. 

*  The  count  William  hath  recovered  his  fpeech,  and  fome  fenfe  on  that  fids 
which  was  chiefly  taken;  fo  as  his  phyficians  make  good  judgment  of  his  life; 
though  they  doubt  of  his  being  ever  reftored  again  to  ftrength.  Thus  I  humbl]?' 
take  leave;  &c.'

'I  have  fpoken  with  the  prince  of  Orange  Hnce  his  returntotiching  the  diike  of 
Savoy's  motion  to  his  majefty  of  entering  into  alliarree  with  this  ftate  and  the  princes 
of  the  union;  who  hath  taken  time  for  anfwer  until  he  may  fpeak  with  fome  of  the 
ftates,  who  are  yet  abroad,  but  daily  expefted  here  at  the  Hague.  Mean  time,  by 
•what  I  underftood  of  the  prince  by  way  of  difcourfe,  I  am  n>uGh  confirmed  in  thg 
reafons  I  gave  your  honour  of  the  ftates  inclination  touching  the  fubjedt  in  my  letters 
of  the  19th  of  the  laft.  But  the  bufinefe  is  now  no  fecret  -,  for  Brederode  the  ftates 
embaffador  at  Heidelberg  hath  advertifed  his  mafters  by  his  laft  tetters  of  the  29th  of 
the  duke's  intention,  whereof  he  makes  an  ill  judgment,  as  if  the  duke- would  inter- 
mix himfelf  with  the  proteftant  princes  and  ftates,  whereby  to  undermine  their 
counfels,  and  ruin  their  aff"airs.  But  he  is  a  man  very  paflionate  and  wedded  to 
antient  jealoufies ;  and  therefore  his  opinion  of  the  duke  will  little  hinder  the  ac- 
ceptation of  his  offer,  in  eafe-  he  proceed  roundly. 

'  I  have 
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'  I  have  written  to  fir  Robert  Anstruther,  and  given  him  fufficient  fubjeft  to 
diabufe  the  king  of  Denmark  in  thejealoufy  he  conceives  againft  this  ftate:  whereupon 
hexcufed  his  furnill-iing  of  money  to  his  majefty's  friends,  as  if  he'fliould  have  need 
cf  all  his  ftrength  for  his  own  defence,  here  being  no  imaginable  preparations,  nor  fo 
much  as  an  intention  to  hinder  him  in  fortifying  the  town  which  he  hath  now  in  hand 
upon  the  Elbe.  But  hereof  at  the  return  of  the  itates,  which  are  nov/  abfent,  I  hope  to 
be  able  to  give  the  king  himfelf  more  certain  afTurance.  Mean  while  I  find  his  agent 
hath  with  the  prince  of  Orange  under  great  fecrecy  made  the  like  overture,  r,3  now 
comes  from  the  duke  of  Savoy,  of  entering  into  alliance  with  this  ftate;  the  managing 
whereof  he  referreth  to  the  prince,  to  have  it  done  with  the  king's  reputation,  as  being 
fought  firft  by  the  ftates.  But  the  agent  fpeaks  yet  of  no  condition ;  only  he  expreffeth 
■the  king's  good  inclination  to  the  alliance,  and  this  only  to  the  prince  of  Orange,  and 
one  of  the  ftates,  with  whom  -this  agent  ufeth  confidence, 

'  The  packet  I  received  from  your  honour  with  your  letters  of  the  13th  of  the  laft,, 
addrefled  to  the  king  of  Denmark,  I  fent  on  Tuefday  laft  by  his  agent's  means,  who- 
undertakes  it  fliall  be  fafeJy  and  fpeedily  delivered. 

'  I  will  not  fail  to  make  the  ^truth  known  of  capt.  North's  difobedient  departure, 
when  I  fhall  have  any  queftion  made  thereof:  but  yet  I  do  not  find,  that  the  matter, 
is  otherwife  underftood  amongft  thefe  men,  than  as  they  find  it  already  publifhed  by 
his  majefty's  proclamation. 

'  Though  here  there  have  been  divers  jealoufies  of  the  defigns  of  the  Spanifli  army 
now  preparing  on  the  archduke's  fide,  as  one  while,  that  they  will  attempt  Cleves,  an- 
other while  Ernbden,  the  moft  fettled  opinion  is,  that  thefe  levies  tend  to  the  ftrengthen- 
ing  of  the  catholic  league  in  Germany.  In  all  event  the  prince  of  Orange  prepares 
an  army  likewife  for  the  field  :  and  the  levy  of  4000  garrifon-holders  (as  they  call 
them)  to  keep  the  country  in  devotion,  is  now  in  hand. 

'  In  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  of  Guelderland,  which  is  fully  ended,  they  ha:ve 
taken  a  refolution  for  the  continuing  of  tlie  fuccours  of  the  king  of  Bohemia,  and  the 
princes  of  the  union,  until  the  end  of  Auguft  next ;  and,  in  regard  the  ftates  of  that 
province  aflfemble  but  once  a  year,  have  authorized  certain  deputies  to  proceed  farther 
at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  according  as  they  iliall  fee  occafion.  For  the  Weft- 
Indian  company  (which,  having  paft  the  afienj  of  tlie  ftates  general,  is  now  to  have 
die  approbation  of  their  principals),  and  certain  other  propofitions  of  fending  extraor- 
dinary embaifages  to  France  and  to  his  majefty,  with  fuch  like,  tending  to  the  fettling 
their  affairs  abroad,  as  now  they  find  themfelves  in  fome  good  repofe  at  home,  that  pro- 
vince hath  given  a  full  confent  to  concur  with  the  reft  :  and  the  greateft  difficulties 
having  been  fufpecled  there,  where  the  charge  by  reafon  of  their  poverty  doth  lie  moft 
heavy,  of  the  reft  there  is  the  lel^s  doubt.  Yet  count  William's  ficknefs  comes  very 
unfeafonably  for  Friefland  and  Grcningen  ;  which  provinces  he  by  his  authority  as 
governor  kept  in  good  difpofition,  though  otherwife  they  are  backward  of  themfelves 
in  any  manner  of  extraordinary  contribution.  Of  that  noble  count  there  is  fmall  hope 
ef  full  recovery,  either  to  ftrength  of  mind  or  body,  confidering  his  age  and  other 
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accidents^  befides  his  principal  ficknefs,  which  notwithftanding  continueth  ftill  to  mi- 
tigate, as  his  phyficians  advertife. 

*■  Here    is    a  French  gentleman,    one  BelleaujijiNj  belonging  to  the  marefchab 
Desdiguieres',  fent  hither  about  reconciling  difficulties  betwixt  the  prince  of  Conde 
and  the  prince  of  Orange,  touching  the  teftament  of  the  late  prince  of  Orange.     He 
found  the  prince  at  Nimeguen,  and  remains  here  ftill  without  farther  bufinefs,  for  any/ 
thing  I  can  yet  learn  -,    howfoever  that  monf.  Langerack.  hath  advertifed,  that  he 
hath  private  inftrufbions  to  found  the  ftates  how  they  ftand  affedted  to  the  renewing  of 
the  truce.     Only  Imnderftand  he  hath  let  the  prince  of  Orange  and  fome  of  the  ftates  • 
know  from  the  marefchal  DESoicuiEaEs,  and  other  chief  perfons  in  that  court,  thaC- 
the  extraordinary  embaffage  from  hence  fhall  be  v/ell  accepted ;    and  therefore  he  ad- 
vifeth  the  fending  may  not  be  prolonged.     But  till  the  alfembly  of  the  ftates  of  Hol-- 
land,  which  will  not  be  till  towards  the  end  of  this  month,  nothing  can  be  refolved,, 
either  concerning  that  embaffage,  or  the  other  intended  to  his  majefty. 

*  The  crime  of  the  coiners  (of  which  I  advertifed  your  honour)  is  much  leffened  by. 
thofe  who  had  the  matter  in  examination  at  Amfterdam,  who  fay,  that  the  two  brothers, 
the  Stricks,  were  but  newly  entered  into  the  trade,  having  only  furnilhed  unto 
Balthasar  Gerrard  and  another  companion  of  his,  who  is  elcaped,  money,  where- 
with to  buy  the  inftruments,  and  to  make  certain  petty  coins  of  half  value,  whereof 
they  had  already  coined  fome  quantity.  But  Gerrard  confeffeth  their  intent  was  to 
have  coined  Jacobus  pieces  •,  and  that  for  that  purpofe  he  was  framing  the  ftamps. 
Strick  the  knight  is  taken  at  Cleves,  and  demanded  to  be  fent  hither ;  but  the  eledtor 
of  Brandenburg's  council  excufe  themfelves  until  they  know  their  matter's  pleafure. 
The  ftates  hereupon  have  fent  a  fecond  time,  defiring  to  have  him  fent,  only  to  be  con- 
fronted, in  that  by  a  letter  to  the  ftates  he  denieth  all  upon  great  execrations^  and  offer- 
ing hjmfelf  to  puniftiment:  and  his  brother  ia  his  examination  confeffes  all,  accufing 
the  knight  for  the  chief  inftrument. 

*  On  Saturday  laft  the  {entence  againft  Barnevelt  was  explained  by  his  judges, 
according  to  the  tranflate  I  fend  your  honour ;  wherein,  rotundis  verbis  and  with  the  full 
number  of  voices,  they  declare  him  to  have  committed  crimen  lafa  majefiatis. 

'  I  fend  your  honour  the  tranflate  of  another  fentence  againft  one  of  the  Arminian 
minifters,  who  is  condemned  for  his  life-time  to  the  ergafterium,  which- they  call  here 
the  tucht-huys  at  Amfterdam,  where  (as  a  fpecial  grace,  becaufe  he  confeffed  wil- 
lingly) he  ftiall  be  exempt  from  labour,  and  have  the  liberty  of  his  books  in- a  fmall 
cell.  To  the  fame  houle  a  Jefuit  was  lately  condemned  by  the  magiftrates  of  that 
town,  for  debauching  a  woman,  and  feparating  her  from  her  huft)and  as  unlawfully 
married,  becaufe  ftie  was  a  papift  and  he  a  proteftant.  Thus  do  the  Jefuits  and  Ar- 
minians  meet  at  Amfterdam,  as  Utenbogard  and  his  companions  have  their  chief 
converfation  with  the  Jefuits  at  Antwerp  :  but  their  emiffaries  will  have  fmall  comfort 
and  encouragement  in  their  employments  now  they  fee  how  roundly  they  are  dealt 
withj  for  one  more  (Wesekius  one  of  the  citati  at  Dort)  is  fent  to  the  like  houfe  at 
Harlem,  there  to  be  fubjeft  to  the  fame  labour  and  corredion  as  others^  unlefs  he  anfwer 
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to  interrogatories,  wherein  he  hath  been  very  obflinate  and  perverfe  :  but,  feeino-  whi- 
ther and  to  what  work  he  was  going,  he  begins  to  yield,  and  commiffion  is  lent  to 
Harlem  to  take  his  examination. 

*  Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.' 

*  P.  S.  At  the  olofing  hereof  underftand,  that  Belleaujuin  is  departed  this  after- 
noon with  this  projeft  of  a  compofition  betwixt  the  prince  of  Orange  and  the  prince  of 
Conde,  for  the  fatisfaftion  of  all  that  belongs  to  the  late  prince's  teftament  and  codi- 
cil; that  the  prince  of  Orange  is  to  pay  the  prince  of  Conde  100,000  florins  prefently; 
100,000  florins  within  the  fpace  of  a  year  following  •,  and  to  give  him  one  of  the 
richefl:  fuits  of  hangings  belongings  to  the  late  prince,  and  the  curiofities  of  a  certain 
cabinet,  which  were  collefted  by  the  princefs. 

'  Here  is  a  copy  of  a  letter  fent  out  of  France,  as  written  by  monf.  Aerssens  to  a 
correfpondent  of  his  at  Paris  before  his  departure  from  the  Hague ;  wherein  are  many 
traiSis  de  ■plume,  fome  flouting  the  Venetians,  as  pantalons  ;  others  the  ft:ates  as  un- 
worthy perfons,  and  as  if  no  man  were  of  confiderEtion  in  this  ftate,  but  the  prince 
of  Orange  and  himfelf.  Whether  this  letter  be  true  or  counterfeit,  hangs  in  fufpence, 
until  it  be  known  what  he  fays  :  but  mean  time  it  goeth  from  hand  to  hand  much  to 
his  difgrace.

*  This  I  fend  your  honour,-  to  the  end  you  may  perceive,  that  howfoever  the 
meflTenger  did  unfortunately  mifcarry,  I  failed  not  of  my  duty,  who  ever  reft  your 
honour's,  &g.'

*  Moft  of  the  ftates  being  returned  from  their  feveral  provinces,  and  the  prince  of 
Orange  having  fpoken  with  the  chief  of  them  touching  the  overture  made  by  the 
duke  of  Savoy,  and  the  jealoufy  conceived  by  the  king  of  Denmark,  he  lets  me  un- 
derfl:and  his  opinion  of  the  firft,  that  if  the  duke  hath  a  mind  to  proceed  therein,  it 
will  be  here  willingly  embraced  ;   and  his  knowledge  of  the  latter,  that  it  is  without 
any  caufe  or  ground,  in  that  the  ftates  are  fo  far  from  preparation,  that  they  never 
had  it  fo  much  as  in  difcourfe  to  moleft  the  king  in  his  building  upon  the  Elbe; 
whereupon  he  hath  defired  me  to  befeech  his  majefl:y  to  quicken  the  duke  of  Savoy 
in  his  good  intention,  as  that  which  doth  much  import  the  common  good  ;  and  to 
free  the  king  of  Denmark  from  any  fuch  fufpicion,  as  may  divert  him  from  concurring 
with  his  majefty  in  protection  of  both  their  majefties  friends  and  allies  in  Germany  : 
which  accordingly  I  have  done  yefterday  by  letters  both  to  the  king  himfelf  and  to 
fir  Robert  Anstruther,  and  by  his  agent  have  farther  let  him  know  what  I  find 
of  the  inclination  of  this  ftate,  that  it  is  fo  far  from  ufing  hoftility  with  his  majefty, 
that  they  will  readily  lend  an  ear  to  fome  ftrift  terms  of  amity  -,    concerning  which  I  do 
call  to  mind  the  feeds,  which  were  firft  fown  by  his  majefty  fome>  while  fince,  of  which 
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I  do  conceive  the  mutual  inclination,  which  now  appears  both  in  that  king  and  this 
ftate,  to  be  fruits,  which  by  good  handling  may  be  brought  before  long  to  better 
maturity. 

'  Being  in  difcourfe  Vv^ithtiistexcellency  upon  thefe  matters,  your  honour's  letters  of 
the  29th  of  the  laft  came  to  my  hands  •,  and  his  excellency  having  received  difpatches 
at  the  fame  time,  we  had  both  leifure  to  read  our  letters,  and  I  fit  commodity  to  ac- 
quaint him  more  at  length  with  all  circumftances  of  the  judgment  his  majefty  makes 
fo  particularly  and  exadly  of  the  differences  betwixt  that  king  and  this  ftate  ;  wherein 
he  endeavoured  to  excufe  the  proceedings  of  this  ftate  with  the  gentle  word  of 
mifunderftandings,  and  {hewed  a  very  great  affeftion  to  give  his  majefty  content- 
ment, not  only  in  removing  all  fubjeft  of  complaint  on  that  king's  fide,  but  farther^' 
in  advancing  the  alliance  now  in  fpeech  betwixt  them,  hoping  that  king  will  con- 
form himfelf  thereunto,  by  removing  the  impediment  which  is  given  by  his  ftiips  of 
war  upon  the  Elbe,  which  breed  great  diftafte  in  this  ftate  and  the  Hans-towns, 
by  real'oo  pf  moleftation  of  trade,  on  which  this  ftate  and  thofe  towns  do  chiefly 
confift. 

'  Amongft'  other  advices  his  excellency  had  then  newly  received,  this  was  one, 
that  the  Hans-towns,  upon  the  alarm  they  took  at  thofe  fhips,  and  other  preparations 
of  the  king,  had  recalled  the  count  of  Solmes,  their  general,  and  other  commanders  in 
their  pay,  which  were  now  in  the  fervice  of  the  union,  whereby  thofe  princes  are  very 
much  prejudiced.  _ 

'■  I  acquainted  his  excellency  at  -that  time  likewife  v/ith  the  outrages  of  the  Hol- 
landers iipon  his  majefty's  fubjedls  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  the  men  they  had  flain,  the 
fhips  and  goods  taken  by  open  hoftility,  and  their  fhameful  fpeeches  and  adlions  ia 
contempt  of  his  majeftv  :  of  all  which  he  was  very  fenfible,  but  made  doubt  whether 
it  were  poffible  that  they  .could  have  news  of  the  accord  betwixt  the  two  companies. 
Howfoever  he  concluded,  that  reftitution  muft  be  duly  made  of  goods  to  the  merchants, 
and  reparation  of  honour  to  his  majefty :  wherein  I  hope  to  find  the  ftates  no  lefs  well 
inclined,  intending  this  next  week,  when  monf  Gogh  is  to  be  prefident  (who  beft  yn- 
derftands  this  matter),   to  demand  audience  of  them  in  their  aflTembly. 

'  I  thought  fit  to  let  his  excellency  know  likewife  his  majefty's  care  of  the  preferva- 
tion  of  the  Palatinate  by  the  exprefs  embaftage  he  intends  to  fend  to  thofe  princes, 
which  feem  to  threaten  the  fame  with  their  extraordinary  levies  :  wtiereof  lie  approved 
very  much,  and  doubted  not  of  good  effect,  fo  they  may  be  countenanced  with  the 
reputation  of  his  majefty's  royal  affiftance  to  the  princes  of  the  union  ;  to  which  pur- 
pofe  three  exprefs  deputies  of  the  ftates  general  have  been  newly  with  me,  to  let  me 
know  the  great  preparations  of  the  Spaniard  (of  which  his  majefty  is  particularly  ad- 
vertifed  from  Brufi"els)  and  the  judgment  that  is  univerfally  made,  that  he  will  aflTail 
the  Palatinate  ;  befeeching  his  majefty  in  his  wifdom  to  confider  the  danger  of  his  fon- 
in-lav;'s  patrimonial  eftate,  and  with  his  power  to  prevent  it. 

*  That  motion  they  made  .to  ,me  I  did  let  them  know  1  had  exprefs  order  from  hi.s 
roajefty  withiri  thefe  few  days  by  your  honour's  letters  to  make  to  them  ;  fo  as  I  found 
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both  his  majefty  and  themfelves  did  concur  in  the  fame  affeftion  •,  and  they  having 
an  army  here  always  in  readinefs,  might  beft  upon  all  occafions  pvit  their  good  inten- 
tions in  execution  :  wherein  I  find  them  fufficiently  forward  as  far  a?  can  concur 
with  the  fafety  of  their  own  country  :  but  all  the  force  they  can  poffibly  make  to 
draw  into  the  field,  by  reafon  of  their  neceffity  to  leave  garrifon,  not  only  in  their 
frontiers,  but  their  inland  Arminian  towns,  is  120  companies  of  foot,  which  vail  be 
betwixt  feven  and  eight  thoufand  men:  and  the  whole  body  of  their  horfe,  which 
are  about  2400.  Thefe  will  be  choice  men,  but  of  themfelves  not  able  to  do  much, 
confidering  the  great  llrength  of  the  Spaniards,  who  (as  they  are  here  advertifed)  in- 
tend t6  have,  two  armies,,  one  commanded  by  the  marquis  Spinola,  which  is  to  march 
into  Germany  •,  the  other  by  don  Lewis  de  Velafco,  which  is  to  keep  the  ftates- 
army  en  bride, 

''  Upon'  large  difcourfe  I  have  had  with  his  excellency  this  morning,  firil  of  the 
defign  of  the  enemy,  and  next  of  the  effectual  means  to  affift  our  friends,  I  find  him 
very  unfettled  in  his  judgment  of  the  one,  and  his  refolution  of  the  other:  but  his- 
conceit  is  of  the  firfb  (wherein  he  concurs  with  the  opinion  of  fome  others  of  the  chief 
here),  that  becaufe  the  Spaniards  will  notfuddenly  irritate  his  majefty  in  aflailing  the 
Palatinate,  they  will  firft  polTefs  themfelves  of  Francfoi't,  and  fuch  other  Imperial 
towns  which  are  thereabouts,  under  the  title  of  execution  of  the  Imperial  ban ;  and 
being  once  fettled  in  thofe  parts,  they  will  cut  the  finews  of  all  correfpondency  betwixt 
the  princes  of  the  union  and  the  Imperial  towns,  and  make  themfelves  mafters  of  the 
ftates  of  the  one-  and  freedoms  of  the  other  at  pleafure. 

*  In  the-point-of-  affiftance  he  doth  what  he  can  by  counfel,  having  written  this  laft 
night  to  the  princes  to  draw  three  or  four  thoufand  horl'e  from  the  king  of  Bohemia,, 
and  to  the  king  to  fupply  himfelf  of  as  many  from  the  prince  of  Tranfylvania  ;  which 
he  conceives  may  be  done,  being  advertifed  from  Prague,  that  the  king  hath  fent  back 
6000  of  the  Tranfylvanian  horfe,  as  having  no  need  of  them  in  the  Bohemian  army 
againft  the  Imperialifts.  To  thefe  may  be  added  from  hence  the  horfe  of  this  ftate  and 
a  certain  number  of  mufketeers  in  waggons,  according  as  was  defigned  the  lall  fummer. 
But  the  meeting  of  thefe  troops  is  amatter  of  great  uncertainty j  and  though  it  fhould 
fucceed  as  is  propofed,  will  be  no  other  than  a  camp  volant,  rather  fie  to  moleft  the 
enemy,  than  to  proteft  our  friends. 

'  Upon  fpeech  of  a  levy  of  4000  men  intended  to  be  made  by  his  majefty  for  de- 
fence of  the  Palatinate,  I  have  heard  a  difcourfe  made  by  a  judicious  perfon  of  a  more 
folid  way  of  proceeding;  he  conceiving,  that  his  majefty  might  be  induced  upon  con-- 
fideration  of  the  importance  of  the  caufe,  in  ihatfumma  rerum  is  now  in  queftion,  to- 
augment  thefe  4000  to  6qoo,  and  joining  thefe  to  the  ftates  army,  to  make  ftay  like- 
wife  of  thofe  600  horfe  and  1600  foot,  which  are  now  raifing  in  IMarkland  with  che 
ftates  money  for  the  princes.  Thefe  joined  together  will  make  an  army  of  16,000 
foot  and  3000  horfe,  fufficient  to  wait  upon  the  marquis  Spinola's  army,  and  n.^Ke 
head  to  him  in  all  parts;  and  thereby  hinder  his  attempting  any  of  the  free  rown<^, 
or  invading  any  of  the  princes  countries ;  whilft  the  princes  army  in  the  mean  time 
will  be  fufficient  to  entertain  the  duke  of  Bavier  and  his  affociates  ;  fo  as  the  king  of  ■ 
Bohemia  will  be  left  upon,  tiiore  even  terms  (having  his  patrimonial  country  preferyed), 
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to  try  the  fortune  of  what  God  hath  fent  him  by  eleftion.  This  is  but  difcourfe, 
yet  upon  fo  good  appearance  of  reafon,  that  I  thought  it  not  unworthy  the  ad- 
vertifement. 

*  The  prince  of  Orange  did  infift  much,  if  he  could  attain  to  a  royal  army,  upon 
the  point  of  diverfion  -,  which  muft  be  either  in  the  archduke's  countries,  or  upon  the 
churchmen's  eftate  in  Germany.  But  the  firft  of  thefe  he  doth  defpair  of,  in  regard 
he  conceives  his  majefty  will  be  careful  of  prefervation  of  his  peace  with  Spain,  as 
the  ftates  will  be  of  their  truce.  The  latter  he  accounteth  more  feafible,  efteeming 
Colen  and  Leige  as  little  defenfible  as  Francfort:  but  this  is  rather  ja.  commoa 
fpeech  than  a  juft  defence. 

'  There  is  much  doubt  the  French  troops  in  this  fervice  will  have  commandment 
out  of  France  not  to  ftir,  in  cafe  the  ftates  army  Ihould  march  towards  Germany ; 
for  the  difaffedion  of  that  crown  to  the  princes  is  manifefted  by  what  was  pradtifed  by 
the  French  embafladors  now  gone  into  Germany  in  their  paflage  through  Strafburg, 
where  they  endeavoured  (as  the  ftates  embaflador  doth  advertife  his  matters  from 
Heidelberg)  by  all  means  of  perfuafions  to  make  that  town  relinquifti  their  con- 
federation with  the  princes,  as  a  thing  very  prejudicial  .unto  them  .both  for  coft 
and  danger.'

*  Being  gone  thus  far  on  Saturday  night  late,  I  have  held  my  melTenger  until  this 
Monday  morning,  in  expeftation  of  our  letters  out  of  Germany ;  by  which  we 
underftand  from  Prague,  that  the  two  armies  in  Auftria  fit  ftill  looking  one  upon 
another,  both  in  little  better  eftate  than  mutiny  for  want  of  pay  :  and  from  Colen, 
that  the  paflage  of  Brifac  (which  was  again  difputed  by  the  marquis  Dourlach)  is 
finally  fct  open,  and  part  of  the  Leopold's  army  already  paft  without  moleftation. 

'  By  an  extra<Sb  of  letters  from  Zurich  and  Milan  your  honour  will  perceive  here 
the  French  and  Spaniards  draw  in  one  line  ftill  amongft  the  Grifons ;  by  which  judg- 
ment may  be  made  of  their  doings  elfewhere  •,  and  how  preparations  being  chiefly 
made  by  Spain  for  thefe  parts,  this  (whatfoever  it  prove)  which  is  conduced  by 
the  marquis  Spinola,  is  a  Spanifli  bufinefs,  howfoever  it  be  covered  with  the  name 
of  the  emperor. 

'  The  letter  I  mentioned  in  the  poflicript  of  my  laft  being  fince  come  to  my  hands, 
I  find  it  was  daied  at  Heidelberg,  not  (as  was  then  related  unto  me)  at  the  Hague:  and 
becaufe  it  doth  ftir  iio  fmall  envy  and  hatred  againft  a  man  of  fo  much  consideration 
in  this  flare,  I  fend  your  honour  a  copy  thereof .  Nemo  Udittir  nifi.a  feipfo :  and  though 
there  is  fmall  doubt  of  his  difavowing  it,  yet  the  ftile,  contexture,  and  conceits  thereof 
are  too  much  his  to  be  put  upon  any  other  man. 

*  Count  WiLLiAM,died  the  19th  day  of  his  ficknefs,  when  thofe  about  him  promifed 
moft  of  his  recovery.  His  letter  to  me,  which  I  fent  your  honour  with  my  former 
difpatch,  was  the  laft  he  wrote  ;  fo  as,  being  fermo  morientis,  and  of  a  man  of  fo  great 
wifdom  and  experience,  it  merits  fo  much  the  more  regard.     There  is  much  doubt 
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•who  fhall  fucceed  him  in  his  government  of  Friefland  and  Groningen,  betwixt  the 
prince  of  Orange  (who,  if  he  have  thofe,  will  be  abfolute  governor  of  all  the  United 
Provinces.)  But  that  will  raife  jealoufy,  befides  the  inconvenience  of  having  thofe 
parts  governed  by  deputies.  Count  Henry  and  Count  Ernest  are  both  pretenders, 
and  many  of  thofe  ftates  feek  to  keep  the  government  in  their  own  hands  -,  which  can- 
not be  without  much  confufion  amongft  themfelves  and  diflervice  to  the  ftate.

,'  Toviching  myfelf  and  the  German  employment,  it  is  fufficient  both  for  my  ho- 
nour and  contentment  to  be  had  in  confideration  amongft  the  reft  of  his  majefty's  well 
deferving  fervants,  for  a  bufinefs  of  fuch  weight  and  confequence.  And  here  I  fhall 
remain  with  no  lefs  willingnefs  than  I  iliould  have  embraced  that  commiffion,  efteem- 
ing  myfelf  always  beft  employed  where  his  majefty  is  beft  pleafed  with  my  fervice. 
So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c. 

•  I  take  the  boldnefs  to  inclofe  in  your  honour's  packet  one  to  my  lord  marquis 
of  Buckingham.' 

"June  14.    Sir  Dudley  Carleton's  to  the  King. 

'  May  it  pleafe  your  majefty. 

'  As  long  as  the  great  levies  made  jointly  by  the  emperor,  the  king  of  Spain,  the 
pope,  and  the  catholic  league  of  Germany  (which  have  for  fome  months  paft  given  a 
fearful  alarm  to  all  your  majefty's  friends  and  allies  in  thefe  parts)  were  only  inprepa- 
ration,  I  have  advertifed  your  majefty  by  other  hands  what  from  time  to  time  hath 
come  to  my  knowledge,  without  giving  your  majefty  the  trouble  of  my  ufual  dif- 
patches.  But  now  they  are  ready  to  enter  into  aftion,  I  take  the  boldnefs  to  prefent 
to  your  majefty's  own  view  what  hath  pafTed  thefe  three  days  paft  in  this  fubjeft 
betwixt  thofe  of  the  ftates  deputies  and  myfelf. 

'  On  Monday  night  late,  having  been  the  whole  day  in  council  and  in  communi- 
cation with  the  prince  of  Orange,  they  came  unto  me  in  the  name  of  their  aflembly, 
to  put  a  queftion  unto  me  what  I  could  inform  them  of  your  majefty's  intention  in 
fuccouring  your  majefty's  allies  and  theirs  in  Germany,  particulaHy  the  Palatinate, 
now  moft  in  danger  ;  to  the  end  they  might  govern  themfelves  accordingly.  1  had 
not  much  to  anfwer,  fave  only  what  I  had  underftood  of  your  majefty's  former  inten- 
tion to  fend  embafladors  into  Germany  to  join  with  the  French  in  pacification  of  thofe 
troubles  ;  and  now  newly  of  your  majefty's  purpofe  offending  firft  to  thofe  princes, 
which  fecm  to  threaten  the  Palatinate  with  their  extraordinary  levies.  This  they  approv- 
ed, fo  as  the  embaflage  might  be  countenanced  with  an  army:  otherwife  they  doubted 
of  the  effeft  ;  and  thereupon  defired  me  to  advertife  your  majefty  of  the  ftrength  of 
tlie  two  Spanifh  armies,  one  of  about  20,000  foot  and  4,000  horfe,  which  is  to  be 
at  the  rendezvous  in  Luxemberg  at  the  end  of  this  month,  and  fo  march  towards 
Germany  under  the  conduct  of  the  marquis  Spinola  before  the  midft  of  tiie  next : 
the  other  under  the  command  of  Don  Lewis  de  Velasco  (the  ftrength  whereof  is  not 
known,  but  by  conjefture  of  tlie  number  of  the  old  troops)  which  is  to  wait  upon 
the  ftates  army,  in  cafe  it  fliould  draw  to  a  head  upon  Spinola's  marching.  Their 
intention,  they  faid,  was  good,  and  their  refolution  ready  to  affift  the  princes,  and 
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particularly  the  Palatinate,  according  as  in  your  majefty's  name  I  fiad  formerly  de- 
fired  them,  for  the  prefervation  of  your  majefty's  fon-in-law  in  his  patrimonial  inheri- 
tance and  countries  ;    to  the  end  your  majeily  might  the  more  eafily  procure  the  paci- 
fication you  intend.     But  the  princes  in  Germany  being  too  weak  of  themfelves  to 
make  refiftance,  and  their  ilrength  here  too  little  to  be  hazarded  betwixt  two  armies, 
one  of  which  would  cut  betwixt  them  and  home,  while  they  followed  the  other,  and,, 
upon  any  difafter  which  might  befall  their  men,  would  follow  their  vidory  even  into 
the  heart  of  thefe  countries,  which  are  yet  much,  unfettled  by  reafon-  of  their  late  di- 
fi:ra6tions,  and  much  of  the  ftrength  thereby  diverted,  they  know  not  what  fatisfaftiorL- 
to  give  your  majefty  in  defence  of  the  Palatinate,  unlefs  your  majefty's  more  powerful 
hand  ftiould  concur  therein  •,    apd  therefore  they  doubted  a  fearful  event  of  this  fum- 
m  r's  work  ;    that  the  Spaniards  would  not  only  make  themfelves,  witliout  much  re-- 
fiftance,  mafters  of  the  Palatinate,  but  bring  all  tiie  united  princes  and  the  free  towns 
to  their  fubjeftion  ;    of  which  danger  they  likewife  defired  me  to  advertife  your  ma- 
jefty ;    and  withal  to  befeech  you,  as  the  chief  protedlor  under  God  of  the  common 
caufe  of  religion,  and  a  prince  particularly  interefl"ed  in  your  fon-in-law's  fortune,  tO' 
contribute  fome  part  of  your  great  power  to  the  fafety  of  both-,  wherein  your  majefty 
fhould  find  them  ready  to  employ  the  uttermoft  of  their  abilities. ^ 

'  The  day  following,  which  was  yefterday,  I  defired  to  fpeak  with  the  fame  depu- 
ties, to  put  the  like  queftion  to  them,  as  they  had  done  the  day  before  to  me,  what 
they  in  all  event  pretended  to  do,, to  the  end  your  majefty,  without  fending  to  and  fro 
(which  the  neceflity  of  aff'airs  and  ftraitnefs  of  time  would  not  fuffer)  might  do  as 
might  feem  beft  to  your  v/ifdom.  This  I  thought  neceflTary  for  the  common  fervice,,, 
and  your  majefty's,  to  move  unto  them  ;  finding  by  their  former  difcourfe,  and  what. 
I  had  underftood  otlierwife,  that  now  they  come  to  the  ifllie,  having  held  the  world 
for  a  long  fpace  in  expeftation  of  their  drawing  into  the  field,  they  ftick  at  the  point, 
of  charge  and  expence  for  neceflTary  preparatiorks,.and  prepare  an  excufe  of  the  ftrength. 
of  the  enemy,  and.  the  failing  of  friends. 

'  Their  anfwer  unto  me  was,  that  they  were  ready  for  any  thing,  which  is  feafible. 
for  their  fmall  ftrength  :  but  how  of  themfelves  to  ftop  or  divert  the  progrefs  of  the 
enemy,  they  faw  no  pofiibility  ;  and  therefore  gave  me  plainly  to  underftand,  that  un- 
lefs they  find  your  majefty  aftually  to  embrace  the  caufe,  their  intent  was  not  to. 
rife  with  their  troops  out  of  garrifon,  conceiving,  that  they  might  fit  ftill  with  more 
reputation,  than  draw  to  the  frontiers  with  a  fmall  army,  and  effeft  nothing  of 
confequence. 

*  I  prayed  them  thereupon  better  to  bethink  themfelves  before  I  wrote  to  your  ma- 
jefty, to  the  end  their  own  example  might  not  be  ahinderance  to  their  own  defires. 
For  if  they,  having  difciplined  troops  both  of  horfe  and  foot,  and  who  are  nearer  the, 
danger  of  the  progrefs  which  the  enemy  might  make  after  his  conqueft  in  Germany, 
fhould  think  fit  to  fit  ftill,  what  fliould  they  then  expedl  of  your  majefty,  not  fo  well 
provided  for  the  prefent,  nor  fo  fubjedl  as  they  to  the  future  danger  ?  I  wifhed  them 
withal  to  call  to  mind  the  encouragements  they  gave  the  Bohemians  from  time  to  time 
in  the  refolution  they  took  of  the  eledtion  of  a  new  king,  of  which  the  trouble  of  Ger- 
many is  a  confequence ;  and  the  promife  they  have  given  in  writing  to  the  princes  at 
3  Monf 
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Monf.  Benickheusen's  being  Lift  here,  that  if  the  enemy  marched  that  way,  to  affift 
them  with  troops.  Now  though  your  majefty  had  no  part  in  the  firft  motives  of  thofe 
troubles,  nor  were  engaged  (as  they  are)  by  promife ;  yet  feeing  the  enemy  lay  hold 
upon  thofe  occafions  for  greater  defigns,  and  thereupon  taking  that  princely  refolu- 
tion,  which  the  prefent  necelTity  of  alfairs  doth  require,  I  thought,  the  matter  being 
■well  weighed,  they  might  find  it  of  great  ufe  to  follow  their  former  intention  of  draw- 
ing into  the  field  with  their  army,  and  as  near  towards  Germany  as  they  could  in 
fafety :  whereby  the  enemy  would  be  amufed  at  leaft,  if  not  diverted,  the  princes 
encouraged,  they  themfelves  have  commodity  to  fend  troops  with  expedition  into 
Germany,  in  cafe  they  found  it  expedient,  and  your  majefty's  aid  be  more  ufeful,  if 
you  fhould  think  fit  to  fend  any. 

'  To  this  purpofe  I  put  them  in  mind  of  the  effe6l  of  their  laft  year's  fmall  pre- 
paration of  a  few  waggons  only  for  fuch  foot,  as  fhould  have  accompanied  their 
horfe  ;  which  caufed  the  enemy  to  change  his  defign  (which  was  judged  then  to  be 
upon  the  Palatinate)  to  an  exploit  upon  BrufTels.  So  in  proportion  of  a  greater 
ftrength  they  are  now  prepared  to  draw  into  the  field,  though  the  enemy  be  now 
much  ftronger,  they  might  happily  work  the  like  efFeft.  Thefe  things  I  defired  thera 
to  confider  as  proceeding  from  myfelf;  and  thereupon  to  let  me  know  as  this  day, 
when  I  was  to  have  audience  upon  another  occafion,  what  I  fhould  advertife  your  ma- 
jefty of  their  full  and  final  intention. 

'  This  morning  having  been  in  their  aflfembly,  and  ended  what  I  had  in  command- 
ment from  your  majefty  (of  which  your  majefty  will  have  an  account  in  my  difpatch 
to  mr.  fecretary  Naunton)  they  did  let  me  know  by  their  prefident,  monf  Gogh, 
that  having  well  weighed  what  I  had  faid  to  their  deputies,  they  thought  fit  to  make 
me  this  anfwer ;  that  the  affiftance  they  already  gave  into  Bohemia  and  the  princes, 
might  be  eftimated  8000  men,  and  thofe  payments  they  ftill  continue :  that  they 
have  now  levied  4000  foot  to  hold  garrifon  in  their  country,  whereby  to  give  commo- 
dity to  their  army  to  march  :  that  they  have  written  into  Friefland  and  other  remote 
parrs,  to  draw  their  troops  out  of  their  garrifons  nearer  the  frontiers  :  that  they  have 
provided  their  pioneers,  and  written  to  their  admiralties  to  put  mariners  in  readinefs 
for  their  fhips  and  boats,  which  they  fhall  ufe  upon  the  Rhine  :  and  that  they  have 
made  agreement  tobefurnifhed  with  waggons  fuScient  for  the  army,  and  hories  for 
their  artillery  upon  ten  days  warning,  in  which  time  they  can  always  have  their 
whole  army  at  their  rendezvous':  but  this  hiring  of  waggons  and  horfes  being  a  mat- 
ter of  much  expence,  they  forbare  the  fam.e,  until  they  might  know  what  your  majefty 
would  do,  and  how  their  charge  might  produce  feme  fruit  for  the  help  of  the  prince 
and  the  Palatinate,  both  which  without  your  majefty's  fpeedy  and  powerful  aid  they 
accounted  as doft.  i  replied  unto. them,  ;that  I  could  be  a  v/itnefs  both  of  their  af- 
fiftance  paft,  and  prefent  preparations,  and  hoped,  that  they- would  not  now  in  extrmio- 
cSlu  deficere ;  but  I  was  not  to  prefs  or  move  them  farther,  it  being  the  duty  of 
my  place  of -embaffador  (where  1  then  fat)  only  to  advertife  •,  and  the  liberty  I 
took  before  to  advife,  I  prayed  them  to  underftand  was  of  myfelf,  artd  as  a  coun- 
fellor  of  their  ftate. 

'  Plaving  thus  related  to  your-majefty  at  length  what  hath  paffed  in  this 'fubj^d, 
-  -      '  P  p  p  2  I  will 
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I  will  now  add,  with  your  majefty's  good  leave,  what  I  have  farther  obferved. 
Some  chief  of  the  ftates,  by  the  advice  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  have  fent  yefterday 
(with  much  diligence,  and  fuch  fecrefy,  that  they  have  not  fo  much  as  communicated 
the  fame  to  their  own  afiembly)  monf.  Randwick.,  a  gentleman  of  Guelderland, 
one  of  the  council  of  ftate,  of  beft  fufficiency  amongft  them,  and  particularly 
pradlifed  in  the  afi^iirs  of  Germany,  to  the  princes  of  the  union,  to  take  information 
of  their  refolution,  of  their  ftrength,  of  what  is  there  judged  of  the  enemy's  proceedings, 
of  what  they  promife  themfelves  of  your  majefty's  afliftance  (hearing,  that  an  exprefs- 
melTenger  of  the  princes  is  lately  returned  with  good  hopes  from  your  majefty),  and 
finally  whatfoever  alfo  concerns  the  fervice.  Withal  he  is  particularly  to  inform 
them  (as  concurrents  in  a  common  caufe)  of  the  ftate  of  thefe  provinces,  the  prepara- 
tions of  the  enemy,  and  the  full  ftrength  of  this  army  •,  and  to  advife  with  them 
what  ufe  may  be  made  of  their  army  abroad,  without  endangering  their  ruin  at  home. 
Their  uttermoft  ftrength,  which  (leaving  fufficient  garrifon  in  their  Arminian  and 
frontier  towns)  they  can  draw  into  the  field  is  120  companies  of  foot,  which  (the 
beft  choice  being  made,  and  about  that  his  excellency  is.  now  bufied)  will  make  be- 
twixt nine  and  ten  thoufand  men.  The  horfe  exceed  not  2400.  For  cannon  and  all 
other  necefiaries,  they  will  be  plentifully  provided.  Randwick  is  to  remain  with 
the  princes,  and  to  advertife  from  time  to  time  what  ftiall  concern  the  fervice:  and 
though,  I  believe,  upon  thofe  reafons  I  alledged  unto  them,  howfoever  they  perfifted 
in  their  former  opinion  of  fitting  ftill,  yet  when  they  fhall  fee  the  enemy  rife,  they 
will  draw  into  the  field;  yet  there  is  no  appearance,  they  will  march  out  of  their 
own  ftrength,  and  hazard  themfelves  betwixt  the  enemy's  two  armies ;  but  the  fruit 
thereof  will  be,  that  if  Spinola  cannot  be  ftayed  thereby  (as  there  is  no  likelihood  he 
will,  unlefs  they  be  ftronger),  yet  hs  will  be  forced  to  leave  a  greater  part  of  his  troops 
in  thefe  quarters,  and  march  fo  much  the  weaker  into  Germany.  But  what  refolution 
the  princes  have,  or  in  what  ftate  of  defence  they  can  put  themfelves  by  the  inhabi- 
tants of  their  countries,  befides  the  army  they  have  in  the  field,  is  not  here  particu- 
larly known  :  only  fome  ofiicers  of  this  army  newly  come  from  thence  relate,  that  they 
have  5000  good  horfe  ;  which  is  a  great  ftrength,  in  that  the  fervice  will  chiefly  con- 
fift  in  horfe. 

'  All  men's  bloods  do  here  boil  upon  this  occafion.  What  be  the  effefts,  and  like 
to  be  the  confequence  elfewhere,  I  leave  to  your  majefty's  judgment.  The  well-aifefted 
perfons,  your  majefty's  friends  and  fervants,  which  have  now  without  oppofition  the 
whole  fway  of  the  ftates,  fail  not  in  preparation,  howfoever  they  begin  to  faint  in  refo- 
lution, to  fupport  the  good  caufe.  The  papifts  take  much  heart  and  encouragement, 
hoping  that  Spinola's  good  fuccefs  in  Germany  will  bring  him  back  with  a  viftorious 
army  by  the  expiration  of  this  truce,  and  either  by  war  break  into  this  ftate,  or  by  new 
conditions  of  treaty  (in  which  he  may  then,  as  they  perfuade  themfelves,  fet  the  law) 
give  them  free  exercife  of  their  religion. 

•  The  Arminians,  as  well  the.  fuor-ufciii,  as  thofe  which  do  remain  deported  of 
all  office  and  place  in  government  here  at  home,  faften  their  laft  hopes  upon  the  fame 
fuccefs,  promifing  themifelvcs  by  a  new  treaty  to  be  reftored  by  the  entremife  of 
France  -,  or  if  war  proceed,  there  will  be  a  neceffity  of  making  ufe  of  the  chief 
of  them  for  council,  and  their  whole  party  for  contributions ;   which  is  ftill  great, 

though 
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though  much  diminifhed  ;  and  to  what  height  of  boldnefs  they  are  already  come  upon 
this  occafion  your  majefty  will  perceive  by  a  familiar  example  of  one  of  Barnevelt's 
fons,  who  was  lately  thrutl  out  of  his  government  of  Bergen-op-zoom  with  his  com- 
mand of  a  troop  of  horfe  ;  and  having  but  one  good  horfe  remaining,  hath  fold  the 
fame  upon  an  adventure,  and  at  no  high  rate,  that  before  Chriftmas-day  your  majelly's 
fon-in-law  and  only  daughter  fliall  not  be  only  thruft  out  of  Bohemia,  but  deprived  of 
the  Palatinate  :  wiiich  his  excellency  hearing  offered  his  beft  horfe  upon  a  like  adven- 
ture, when  this  ill-ominous  companion  fliall  be  hanged  upon  a  gallows ;  and  for  a 
corrediou  of  his  infolency,  his  fatiier  had  within  a  very  few  days  after  a  fecond  fen- 
tence  of  declaration  to  have  committed  crimen  Ufa  majejlatis ;  whereupon  followeth  a 
confifcation  of  all  his  lands  and  goods. 

'  Amongft  the  reft,  which  promife  to  themfelves  fome  fruit  of  the  mutations  now 
threatened,  Vorstius  (who  had  left  his  wife  and  children  to  keep  polTeffion  ftill 
at  Tergov/,  and  hold  intelligence  with  thofe  he  had  infe£led  with  his  contagion 
thereabouts,  which  were  very  many)  finding  no  place  where  to  fet  his  foot,  was  now 
praftifing  with  fome  of  the  Hans-towns  to  be  reftored  here  by  their  means,  or  to 
be  admitted  amongft  them,  when  he  was  fuddenly  ftricken  with  fickneis,  of  whicli 
he  is  dead  near  Lubeck. 

'  I  befeech  Almighty  God  to  preferve  your  majefty's  facred  perfon,  your  royal  family^ 
your  kingdoms  and  friends,  and  confound  your  enemies.  So  in  all  humility  I  take 
leave,

'  R'.  hon""- 

'  In  conformity  to  his  majefty's  commandment,  received  by  your  honour's  letters 
of  the  29th  of  the  laft,  I  took  the  firftfit  opportunity  of  the  ftates  alTembling  in  com- 
petent number,  with  a  prefident  proper  for  my  bufinefs  (a  circumftance  always  confi- 
derable  in  negotiating  with  this  ftate)  to  make  complaint  in  his  majefty's  name  of  the 
late  outrage  committed  upon  his  fubjefts  in  the  Eaft-Indits  by  chofe  of  thefe  pro- 
vinces, and  to  demand  reftitution  of  lofs  fuftained  by  our  merchants,  with  due  repa- 
ration of  honour  to  his  majefty,  according  to  the  copy  here  mclofed  of  my  propofition, 
which  I  prefented  unto  them  in  writing,  with  the  informations  I  received  from  your 
honour;  which  I  caufed  to  be  tranflated  into  the  Dutch  language,  to  the  end  they 
might  be  the  better  underftood  by  the  whole  affembly: 

•  The  prefident,  upon  fmall  confultation  with  the  reft,  made  me  anfwer,  that 
they  were  greatly  forry  for  the  accident,  but  could  not  conceive  the  time  did 
fuffer  the  knowledge  of  the  accord  betwixt  the  two  companies  could  be  in  the 
Eaft-Indies  before  this  fell  out:  wherein  I  told  him,  by  the  way,  he  might  foon 
be  fatisfied,  when  he  confidered,  ihat  che  Bear,  which  was  one  of  the  fliips  taken  by 
their  men,  was  the  bearer  of  fir  Thomas  Roe's  and  the  Dutch  admiral's  lecterSi 

Thefa 
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-  Thefe  (faid  he)  might  carry  the  news  of  the  entrance  into  the  treaty,  but  not  polTibly 
of  the  conclufion.    Howfoever  forefeeing  fome  fuch  accidents  might  follow  fir  Thomas 

s.Dale's  firft  attempt' upon  their  men  in  thofe  peaceable  parts  by  bantam  (of  which  he 
much  complained,  and  I  excufed  as  much  as  I  could,  upon  former  hoftilities  begun 
by  their  men)  the  commiffioners  on  both  fides  having  made  agreement  by  an  ex- 
prefs  article  of  mutual  reftitution,  they  would  fee  on  their  parts  it  fhould  be  faithfully 
performed  ;   and  thofe  who  had  fo  much  forgot  themlelves  towards  his  majefty  by 

rtheir  infolent  words  and  demeanor,  feverely  punifhed ;  hoping  his  majetty  would 
caufe  the  like  to  be  done  by  our  men,  as  well  for  what  is  paft,  as  what  may  follow 
before  the  fettling  of  the  accord  upon  the  arrival  of  the  two  pinnaces  of  advice ; 
the  firft  of  which  parted  not  from  the  coaft  of  England  till  the  end  of  Auguft  laft, 
and  the  fecond  from  hence  about  the  beginning  of  Odtober. 

'  Their  anfwer  I  could  not  but  admit,  letting  them  know,  that,  for  preventing  of 
farther  inconvenience,  the  fooner  they  put  their  good  intention  into  practice,  would 
be  the  more  agreeable  to  his  majefty,  and  fatisfaftory  to  his  fubjedls,  whofe  honour  is 
generally  intereffed  as  well  as  the  company  in  their  commodity.  And  hereupon  I 
took  occafion  to  put  them  in  mind  how  flowly  their  good  anfwers  were  followed  by 
the  efi^efts,  by  the  example  of  a  propofirion  I  made  in  their  afil;mbly  by  exprefs  order 
from  his  majefty,  touching  the  treaty  about  fifhing  upon  his  majefty's  coafts,  the 
beginning  of  March  laft.  And  though  their  anfwer  was  fuch,  that  his  majefty  refted 
thereupon  without  farther  inftance,  they  promifing  to  fend  exprefs  deputies  as  foon  as 
they  could  with  convenience,  and  letting  me  know,  that  in  two  months  time  they 
might  be  in  fome  readinefs  •,  thofe  two  months  were  now  extended  to  four  ;  and  for 
aught  I  could  fee,  they  were  now  in  no  greater  forwardnefs,  than  the  day  when  they 
made  this  promife. 

'  The  prefident  excufed  their  delay  herein  upon  the  great  importance  of  the  affairs 
of  their  feveral  provinces,  which  had  caufed  moft  of  the  body  of  their  aflembly  to  be 
abfent ;  and  of  this  (he  faid)  I  could  not  be  ignorant :  which  I  confefled  •,  but  withal, 
I  told  him,  I  was  not  fuch  a  ftranger  to  their  government,  as  not  to  forefee  a  new  fub- 
jeft  of  excufe,  unlefs  they  would  provide  againft  it  in  time  •,  which  is  the  affembly  of 
the  ftates  of  Holland  (whom  this  bufinefs  of  fiftiing  chiefly  concerns)  now  towards  ; 
and  their  manner  being  (when  they  have  no  will  to  proceed  in  a  bufinefs)  to  fay  they 
are  not  authorifed  fufficiently  by  their  towns.  I  defired  them  (and  particularly  thofe 
.of  Holland,  which  were  then  prefent)  to  take  notice  of  what  I  faid  ■,  which  though  it 
was  not  by  commandment  at  this  time  from  his  majefty,  yet  I  held  it  my  duty  either  to 
procure  them  to  the  fulfilling  of  their  promife,  or  to  advertife  what  I  judged  of  their 
farther  delay,  that  tliey  had  no  purpofe  to  proceed.  Hereupon  I  prayed  them  to  call 
to  mind  the  wonted  carriage  of  affairs  in  this  ftate,  vs'hich  was  in  that  fort,  that  it 
much  blemifned  the  fincerity  of  their  proceedings  with  his  majefty,  and  loft  the  love 
of  his  fubjefts  to  this  ftate  by  the  wrongs  and  injuries  they  fuffered  at  fea  continually  : 
and  though  the  hand  were  taken  from  the  wheel,  which  turned  with  fo  much  vio- 
lence; yet  we  might  find  by  what  is  now  happened  in  the  Eaft-Indies  (and  this,  I 
faid,  was  a  confequence  of  a  refolution  taken  at  time  to  enter  into  hoftility  with  our 
.men  in  the  Moluccas)  it  had  the  fame  motion  ftill.  Now  if  his  majefty  ftiould  find 
,by  effefts,  not  anfwerable  to  their  word  and  promife,  that  they  continued   their 

wonted 
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wonted  artifice  in  delay,  and  gaining  of  time  in  matter  of  treaty,  and  their  violence 
in  alfailing  his  fabje6ls,  and  fpoiling  them  of  their  goods  and  fubftance  without  due 
and  ready  reparation,  he  would  have  caufe  to  think  they  had  rather  alios  homines 
than  alios  mores ;  and  advife  himfelf  of  other  manner  of  proceeding  than  by  way  of 

treaty. 

'  They  feemed  by  the  thanks  the  prefident  gave  me,  after  confultation  with  the  reft 
of  the  aflembly,  to  take  my  remembrance  unto  them  in  no  ill  part :  and  for  the  bufi- 
nefs  of  fifhing,  they  defired,  in  my  prelence,  the  deputies  of  Holland  fo  to  provide, 
that  at  the  meeting  of  the  ftates  of  that  province  (which  will  be  this  next  week)  they 
might  take  a  full  and  final  refolution. 

'  What  farther  pafl'ed  at  this  audience,  as  likewife  in  private  conferences  betwixt 
certain  of  the  ftates  deputies  and  myfelf,  thefe  three  days  paft,  I  do  advertife  his 
majefty  in  a  letter  apart ;  whereby  I  give  his  majefty  a  particular  account  of  the  Spa- 
nish army  and  the  ftates  •,  and  what  is  feared  of  the  one,  and  may  be  promifed  of  the; 
other.  To  which  I  can  add  nothing  fave  what  I  even  now  underftand  from  his  excel- 
lency, that  he  hath  news  the  troops  on  the  other  fide  begin  to  march,  and  that  the  mar- 
quis Spjnola  hath  taken  up  200  mariners :  of  which  he  knoweth  not  what  judgment  to-v 
make,  unlels  it  be  for  boats,  wherewith  to  make  a  bridge  over  the  Rhine. 

'  Thus  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,' 

June  25.  States  general  to  king  James  L 

Concerning  the  great  preparations  made  by  the  archduke. 

That  the  rendezvous  of  the  enemy  was  to  be  on  the  laft  of  that  month,  N.  S.. 

That  themfelves  were  putting  their  country  into  a  pofture  of  defence  •,   but  as  they 
were  not  fufficient  to  make  a  ftand  againft  the  enemy,  they  defire  his  majefty  '  prendre 
une  prompte  et  vigoureufe  refolution  telle  comme  il  trouvera  convenir,  et  la  neceffite 
le  requerir,  a  fin  de  pouvoir  prevenir  temps  aux  les  inconveniens,  qui  aultrement  font 
inevitables  a  noftre  jugement,  et  de  fi  dangereufe  conlequence  pour  I'eftat  du  Palatinate 
et  les  afl^aires  d'AUemagne,  qu'aucune  chofe,  qui  pourroit  arriver.'

"'  Having  received  a  packet  from  the  princes  of  the  union  direfted  to  baron  Dhona^  , 
•which  is  earneftly  recommended  unto  me  both  for  fpeed  and  fafety  in  conveyance,  as 
that  which  cjiitairs  letters  to  his  majefty,  with  a  relation  of  what  hath  pafied  in  the. 
diet  at  Ulme,  I   would  not  fail  to  ,end  an  exprefs  meffcnger  therewith  ;    and  though 
his  majefty  will  hive  thereby  fufficient  information  of  all  particulars,  yet   I   have 
caufed  a  tranflati^n  to  be  ma-^e  of  the  accord  betwixt  the  catholic  league  and  the: 
prini-es  of  th^  union,  and  fend  the  Lme  to  your  honour,  as  that  which  doth  caufe-* 
no  ImaU  alteration  in  the  ftate  of  thofe  affairs.     For  whereas  before  the  king  oi  Bo- 
hemian 
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hernia  h.ad  only  to  do  with  the  army  of  the  count  of  BucQuoy,  and  the  princes  were 
bufied  with  that  of  the  catholic  league;  whereby  Spinola  might  have  marched  into 
Germany  without  oppofition  ;  now  upon  this  accord  (whefeby  the  catholic  league 
doth  condition  to  go  to  the  alTiftance  of  the  emperor,  and  thofe  of  the  union  do  like- 
wife  agree  not  to  moleft  their  countries,  but  to  defend  their  own)  the  king  of  Bohe- 
mia will  bear  thereby  the  greater  burden  -,  but  Spinola,  if  he  go  into  the  Palatinate, 
will  have  an  army,  whereas  before  he  had  nothing  but  boors,  to  encounter :  and  this 
(confidering  the  weaknefs  of  the  princes  both  in  ftrength  and  refolution)  is  thought 
the  lefs  evil,  in  regard  of  the  hope,  which  is  conceived  of  Bethlem  Gabor,  that,  by 
way  of  diverfion,  or  otherwife,  he  will  affift  the  king  of  Bohemia  in  thofe  parts  •,  and 
the  princes  do  undertake  the  defence  of  the  Palatinate,  as  if  It  were  (as  indeed  it  is) 
their  own  caufe  :  for  which  purpofe  they  have  drawn  down  their  army  from  Ulme 
through  the  dutchy  of  Wirtemberg,  and  lodged  the  fame  about  Francfort ;  having  an 
intention  to  make  a  bridge  over  the  Rhine  at  Oppenheim ;  and  to  this  effedt  they  have 
ient  hither  for  fit  men  to  undertake  that  work. 

■'  The  ftates  begin  to  apprehend,  that  now  Spinola  may  change  his  defign,  and  fall 
upon  Juliers-,  =which  hath  caufed  them  to  draw  the  companies,  which  were  quartered 
in  villages  fomewhat  remote,  and  might  have  been  cut  off  by  the  enemy's  horfe,  near 
unto  the  town  •,  which  is  otherwife  well  fortified  and  provided,  but  will  be  defective 
in  men  to  maintain  a  long  fiege,  if  the  enemy  fhould  fet  down  before  it :  which,  if 
it  fhould  fucceed,  will  be  a  new  refolution  ;  for  befides  all  other  advertifements  con- 
curring to  the  fame  purpofe,  we  are  now  afilired  by  one  Charpentier,  commijfaire 
des  vivres,  who  had  the  charge  of  the  provifion  of  Spinola's  army,  and  is  newly  come 
from  him  upon  fome  breach  betwixt  them,  that  he  had  charge  to  furnifh  22,000 
foot,  and  had  the  lift  of  the  places  affigned  him  where  the  army  lliould  march  the 
dlre£t  way  into  Germany  :  this  commiffaire  hath  fcnt  his  brother,  who  came  with  him, 
to  his  excellency  this  very  day,  remaining  himfelf  at  Dort  till  he  have  a  fafe  conduft 
to  come  and  remain  here  with  fecurity,  which  is  fent  unto  him  -,  and  by  him  more  of 
Spinola's  fecrets  are  difcovered,  as  his  marching  muft  needs  be  hindered  for  eight  or 
ten  days  by  reafon  of  the  dilbrder  will  be  in  his  provifions  by  the  flight  of  this  his 
chief  officer. 

■*  The  army  of  the  union  under  the  condudt  of  the  marquis  d'Anfpach  doth  confift 
of  7000  foot  and  2600  horfe,  all  choice  men  -,  to  which  will  be  now  added  2000  foot 
and  5C0  horfe,  which  are  held  in  pay  in  the  Palatinate ;  befides  5000  foot  and  700 
horfe  of  the  natives  of  the  country,  men  well  difciplined  and  pradifed  in  arms  ;  and 
at  the  arrival  of  Megen  and  Stockenburgh  with  the  afliftance  of  the  Hates  they  will 
have  an  addition  of  as  many,  as  will  furnifh  an  army  of  20,000  :  fo  as  there  appears 
now  a  better  face  of  the  bufinefs,  and  there  is  much  more  life  in  my  lord  general 
V;ere's  employment,  if  he  were  well  there  with  his  troops  ;  and  the  difficulty  will  be 
only  in  the  paffiige  •,  for  which  he  will  not  want  all  the  help  the  ftates  can  give,  in  cafe 
Don  Lewis  ije  Velasco  ffiould  remain  near  their  frontiers  with  any  great  ftrength 
(as  it  is  faid  he  fhall  have  an  army  on  foot  about  Wefel,  where  he  makes  a  bridge 
over  the  Rhine),  they  will  not  think  it  fafe  for  their  country  to  venture  their  horfe 
far  abroad. 

'  Here 
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'  Here  is  no  conceit  that  Spinola  with  his  army  will  go  into  Bohemia,  by  reafon 
of  the  competition,  which  would  be  for  command  betwixt  him  and  the  count  of  Buc- 
quoy  •,  of  the  difcontent  of  his  foldiers,  who,  having  the  Palatinate  propofed  to  them  as 
a  prey  fo  near  at  hand,  will  not  like  of  fo  long  a  march  ;  of  the  charge  of  conducing 
the  Italian  troops  by  Savoy  and  Burgundy,  which,  if  they  were  to  go  for  Bohemia, 
might  have  taken  a  fliorter  way,  as  the  troops  did  the  laft  fummer,  through  Swiffer- 
land  and  Tyrol ;  and  of  the  feafon  of  the  year,  which  will  be  expired  before  fo  great 
an  army  can  well  arrive  in  thofe  parts.  Yet  I  have  feen  an  advertifement  out  of  Ger- 
many agreeable  to  the  judgment  his  majefty  makes  of  Spinola's  defign,  that  he  will 
march  with  his  army  through  Wetterwalt  and  the  duke  of  Saxe's  country,  and  by 
the  help  of  that  prince  affail  Bohemia  on  Egra  fide,  whereby  the  king,  being  alTailed 
on  fo  many  parts  at  once,  would  be  reduced  to  a  very  hard  eftate.  But  as  yet  all  is 
full  of  uncertainty. 

'  Some  doubt  an  enterprize  upon  the  town  of  Embden,  to  v/hich  Spinola  may  be 
invited  by  thedifcontentment  of  the  count  of  Eaft-Friedand,  who  hath  his  brother,  the 
count  of  Embden,  in  principal  place  of  command  in  the  archduke's  fervice.  But 
the  fituatlon  of  the  town  is  fuch,  that  the  ftates  can  put  in  fuccours  at  pleafure,  fo  as 
there  is  no  likelihood  of  that  attempt,  howfoever  the  count  be  at  this  prefent  more 
than  ever  incenfed  againft  the  town,  and  diftafted  with  the  ftates  proceedings,  whofe 
commiffioners  (who  have  lain  there  many  months  to  arbitrate  differences  betwixt  him 
and  his  fubjecls)  are  returned,  with  a  refolution  more  in  favour  of  Ibme  of  his  fubjefts 
than  of  himfelf  in  a  queftion  of  polTeiTion  of  certain  places,  againft  which  he  hath  lince 
fent  hither  a  folemn  proteftation,  with  appeal  tothe  Imperial  chamber. 

'  Here  is  one  of  the  ftates  commiffioners  come  back  from  the  Elans-towns  to  make 
relation  of  the  aff^airs  of  thofe  parts,  where  they  find  the  dulce  of  Lunenburg  and  the 
town  of  Hamburg  inclinable  to  accord  :  but  they  are  much  troubled  how  to  deal  with 
the  king  of  Denmark,  whofe  language  is  very  fair,  and  his  letters  pleafing,  but  his  pro- 
ceedings fuch,  as  makes  them  judge  he  is  refolved  to  make  himfelf  mafter  of  the  two 
rivers,  the  Elbe  and  the  Wefer,  and  to  put  new  impofitions  upon  both. 

'  The  king  of  Swede  in  a  difguifed  habit  hath  made  a  progrefs  through  the  chief 
towns  of  Germany,  as  Heidelberg,  Nuremberg,  Brunfwick,  and  tithers  ;  and  is  now 
gone  to  Berlin,  to  fee  the.  young  lady,  the  princefs  of  Brandenburg,  whom,  it  is  faid, 
he  fhall  marry, 

'  Here  arrived  on  Saturday  night  late,  monf.  de  Luc  in  poft  out  of  France ;  and 
yefterday  being  Sunday  in  the  morning,  the  French  embaffador  conducted  him  to  the 
prince  of  Orange  ;  and  becaufe  the  embaflador  gave  him  precedence  both  going  and 
coming  out  of  the  prince's  lodgings,  as  he  hath  done  again  this  day  in  a  fecond  vifit, 
here  is  a  general  belief,  that  he  is  come  qualified  as  an  extraordinary  embaffador,  and 
that  he  hath  fome  matter  of  importance  to  treat,  either  concerning  the  truce,  or  de- 
manding the  French  troops  for  that  king's  fervice,  now  his  kingdom  is  entering  into 
new  combuftion.  But- 1  cannot  find,  that  he  hath  more  to  do,  than  that  he  plainly 
giveth  out  himfelf,  that,  being  governor  of  Broiiage  for  the  king,  he  knew  not  how  to 
pafs  with  fafety,  through  thofe  who  declare  themfelvfes  for  the  queen  mother,  into  his 

-Q^q  q  govern- 
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government  -,    and  therefore  hath  taken  this  way  to  go  thither  by  fea,  defiring  a  fhip  of 
war  of  the  ftates  for  that  purpofe ;  which  will  not  be  denied  him. 

'  Monf.  Aerssens,  the  ftates  embaflador  at  Venice,  fliould  now  be  on  his  way  hi- 
therwards,  having  taken  his  leave  of  that  fenate  the  3d  of  this  prefent,  and  forbear- 
ing to  go  to  the  duke  of  Savoy,  partly  in  regard  of  the  difficulty  of  paflage  through 
the  ftate  of  IVIilan,  and  partly  in  doubt  of  his  good  reception  by  the  duke,  whofe 
embaflador  at  Venice  did  not  afford  him  a  vifit.  In  all  which  belongs  to  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  alliance  betwixt  that  commonwealth  and  this  ftate,  he  hath  had  good  con- 
tentment v  but  to  his  fuit  in  favour  of  the  king  of  Bohemia  for  afTiftance  in  money,  he 
hath  been  anfwered  with  an  excufe,  upon  fear,  that  ftate  hath  of  war  with  the  grand 
fignor,  who  fpeaks  now  of  going  in  perfon  to  Adrianople  this  winter,  and  there  pre- 
pare for  the  field  againft  the  next  fummer,  and  hath  already  given  order  to  the  em- 
baffadors  in  his  porta  to  accompany  him,  as  the  ftates  embalTador  hath  advertifed  his 
mafters,  defiring  therein  to  receive  their  order.  But  the  Turk's  defign  is  rather  thought 
to  be  upon  the  Polac  than  the  Venetian,  though  your  honour  will  fee  by  a  tranflate  of 
a  letter  from  the  ftates  embafTador  in  what  ill  terms  that  commonwealth  doth  ftand  with, 
the  Turk  at  this  prefent :  yet  betwixt  this  and  the  time  of  his  ftirring  many  things  are 
like  to  happen  to  change  his  refolution  in  a  court  fo  much,  fubjett  (as  that  is  of  late 
days)  to  revolution. 

*  My  laft  to  your  honour  were  by  capt.  Burrowes  of  the  2d  of  this  prefent,  and' 
two  days  fmce  I  fent  your  honour  a  copy  of  my  former  of  the  2d  of  the  laft,  whereof 
the  melTenger  mifcarried  about  Oftend,  near  which  place  we  have  unfortunately  loft 
an  honeft  gentleman.  Sir  William  Zouch,  a  lervant  to  his  majefty,  and  ferjeant 
major  to  my  lord  Lille's  regiment,  who  was  caft  away  in  a  Ihip  of  Fluftiing,  and  in. 
light  of  another  fhip  of  the  fame  town,  on  Monday  Laft  was  fevennight. 

'  One  of  the  Eaft-Indian  fhips  called  the  Devil  of  Delft,  belonging  to  this  com- 
pany, was  let  upon,  being  now  going  that  way,  with  feven  pirates  of  Algier,  of  which 
it  funk  two,  and  beat  off  the  reft:  but,  having  loft  100  men  in  the  fight,,  is  not  fufh- 
ciently  manjied  for  the  voyage  ;  therefore  doth  return..

'  The  ftates  having  called  the  company  of  thefe  Eaft-Indian  merchants  to  an  ac- 
count of  their  doings  upon  the  complaint  1  made  by  his  majefty's  commandment  the 
14th  of  the  laft  month;  v/hereof  I  fent  your  honour  a  copy  with  my  difpatch  of  the 
15th  ;  and  they  having  within  thefe  few  days  appeared  in  their  aflfembly,  an  anfwer  to 
my  propofition  is  finally  framed  betwixt  the  ftates  and  the  merchants,  which  confifts 
partly,  as  was  to  be  expected,  of  recriminations  ;  partly  of  a  defire  and  proinife, 
on  their  part,  of  mutual  reftitution  •,  and  concludes  with  deteftation  of  thofe  infolen- 
cies,  which  are  faid  to  be  u fed  by  their  men  in  words  and  aftions  to  his  majefty's  dif- 
honour  :  upon  all  which-  points  three  of  the  ftates  deputies,  which  brought  me  the 
writing  your  honour  will  receive  herewith,  did  infift  in  their  difcourfe  :  to  all  which 

Ihad 
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I  had  nothing  to  reply  concerning  the  two  firfl:,  which  concern  our  merchants ;  and 
to  them  it  belongs  to  difpute  their  own  caufe  :  but  for  that  which  concerns  his  ma- 
jefty,  I  defired  them  to  make  their  diflike  of  their  men's  barbarous  behaviour  appear 
by  exemplary  punifhment,  wherein  they  were  as.  ready  to  offer,  as  I  to  aflc  this  kind 
of  fatisfadion. 

'  I  mufl  recall  what  I  wrote  in  my  former  concerning  a  fhip  of  Delft,  which  was 
faid  to  be  fought  with  by  pirates  palTing  towards  the  Eaft-Indies,  in  that  the  news, 
though  it  came  hither  by  letters  of  the  admiralty  of  Rotterdam,  is  not  confirmed  all 
this  while,  and  therefore  not  believed. 

'  For  the  affairs  of  Germany,  I  refer  your  honour  to  {lich  writings  as  go  herewith, 
part  of  which  I  had  of  the  ftates  by  three  of  their  deputies,  which  came  unto  me  yefter- 
day  exprefsly,  and  part  of  his  excellency.  Of  all  I  have  caufed  tranflates  to  be  made, 
to  the  end,  without  your  honour's  farther  trouble,  his  majefty  m.ay  be  fatisfied  in  the 
defign  of  marquis  Spinola  to  march  with  his  army  into  Germany  :  which  appears  by 
the  emperor's  intercepted  commiffion,  whereof  I  fend  the  original  as  well  as  the  tranf- 
late.  At  the  fame  time,  and  by  the  fame  courier,  divers  letters  were  likewife  intercepted 
and  fent  hither,  all  written  in  cypher ;  which  the  ftates,  having  no  man  fkilful  in  de- 
cyphering,  defired  me  to  fend  totEngland  •,  and  his  excellency  fhewing  me  the  letters, 
which  I  obferved  to  be  written  by  the  emperor's  and  the  king  or  Spain's  chief  minifters, 
I  wifhed  rather  they  would  fend  them  to  their  own  embaffador,  Sir  Noel  Caron  : 
which  accordingly  is  done  at  this  time  by  this  meffenger.  And  though  herein  I  was 
fcrupulous  to  touch  thefe  writings,  confidering  the  good  terms  of  amity,  in  which  his 
majefty  doth  hitherto  ftand  with  thofe  princes,  yet  it  is  a  refpeft  I  leaft  ovv'e  to  any  of 
his  majefty's  minifters,  in  that  I  am  well  affured  my  difpatch  of  the  2d  of  the  laft,  di- 
refted  to  your  honour,  and  fuperfcribed  for  his  majefty's  fpecial  fervice,  fent  by  John- 
son, the  ordinary  of  the  Hague,  who  was  drowned  in  his  paffage  nearOftend,  was  found 
about  him,  when  he  was  caft  upon  the  ftrand,  and  fent  to  Bruffels ;  of  which  I  have 
this  proof,  that  his  wife  having  been  at  Oftend  within  few  days  to  recover  what  was 
found  about  her  huft^and,  had  all  his  ordinary  letters  delivered  unto  her,  and  was 
plainly  told,  that  the  reft  were  fent  to  Bruffels,  whither  they  might  foon  fee  that  to  his 
majefty  was  dire£led  •,  and  if  it  be  not  from  thence  fent  unopened  to  your  honour,  the 
wrong  is  fuch,  as  his  majefty  will,  I  doubt  not,  be  fenfible  of.  Thefe  letters  now  fent 
to  fir  Noel  Caron  your  honour  may  pleafe  to  hearken  after,  there  being  in  one  of 
them  fome  particularities  concerning  perfons  of  quality,  fubjefts  to  his  majefty,  in 
Scotland  and  Ireland  ;  and  in  the  reft  the  fecrets  of  this  fummer's  fervice  are  in  all 
likelihood  contained. 

'  The  commijfaire  general  des  vivres,  which  came  hither  from  the  archduke's  fide,  of 
whom  I  wrote  in  my  laft,  hath  fuftered  himfelf  to  be  perfuaded  by  the  lieutenant  of 
the  archduke's  guard  (who  was  employed  hither  exprefsly  by  the  marquis  Spinola) 
to  return  and  refume  his  charge.  At  leaft  is  fo  believed  here,  he  being  gone  fecretly 
yefterday  from  hence  towards  Dort  with  his  brother  in  company,  and  the  faid  lieute- 
nant, at  four  o'clock  in  the  morning.  All,  which  was  here  learned  of  him,  was  the 
way  of  Spinola's  march,  which,  he  faid,  will  be  direiflly  to  Coblentz,  there  to  pafs 
the  Rhine ;    and  this  he  confirmed  to  his  excellency  by  an  argument  of  his  own 
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doftrine,  in  that  whereas  heretofore  there  was  wont  to  be  allowance  made  of  500  wag- 
gons for  the  TOur^j',  there  is  now  only  half  of  the  number  •,  which  Spinola  told  him 
might  ferve  the  turn,  becaufe  they  fliould  aid  themfelves  by  the  commodity  of  the  river 
of  the  Rhine,  from  which  they  fhould  have  no  occafion  to  march  far. 

'  I  advertifed  yourhonourthe  fecond  of  this  prefent  of  courteous  letters  from  the  king 
of  Denmark  to  this  ftate,  and  of  others  to  myfelf,  to  do  good  offices  of  friendfhip  be- . 
twixtthem,  by  removing  fuch  jealoufies  as  might  be  entertained  upon  the  king's  build- 
ing near  the  Elbe  :  to  which  they  have  made  an  anfwer  full  of  refpeft,  mentioning  only 
the  king's  fhips  (which  lie  upon  the  Elbe,  and,  by  vifiting  and  icarching  fuch  as  pafs  to 
and  fro,  do  much  incommodate  the  freedom  of  commerce)  as  a  grievance ;  and  yet- 
imputing  the  fame  rather  to  the  captains,  as  exceeding  their  commiffion,  than  to  the 
king  himfelf;  and  defiring  in  full  terms  of  civility  to  have  order  taken  therein.  I 
have  likewife  written  unto  the  king  in  anfwer  of  his  letters,  and  made  known  unto  him 
how  agreeable  it  will  be  to  the  king  my  mafter,  not  only  to  have  good  amity  enter- 
tained betwixt  him  and  this  ftate,  but  likewife  to  have  the  fire,  now  kindled  betwixt 
the  Hans-towns  and  the  adjoining  princes,  extinguifhed  at  fuch  a  time  as  this,  wherein 
a  general  combuttion  is  to  be  feared  •,  and  to  learn  of  our  oppofites  in  religion,  to 
combine  and  unite  all  of  our  profeffion  ftraitly  by  their  example  •,  they  having  at  this, 
prefent  100,000  men  in  arms,  under  four  great  commanders,  Bucquoy,  Bavier, 
Spinola,  and  Velasco  ;  and  without  good  underftanding  betwixt  other  princes  and. 
ftates,  all  being  neceffarily  fubje6t  to  their  obedience. 

-  Sir  Robert  Anstruther  wrote  unto  me  to  procure,  that  one  Vogh,  burgomaffer 
of  Arnheim  (who  is  one  of  the  ftates  commiffioners  with  the  Hans- towns,  and  is  now 
come  back  hither  to  report  in  what  ftate  they  found  thofe  afi^airs)  fhould  in  his  return 
back  to  his  collegues  (whither  he  goeth  within  eight  days)  vifit  the  king  of  Denmark  : 
■which  I  have  moved  to  his  excellency  and  fome  of  the  ftates  :  but  it  will  not  take 
place-,  not  that  any  can  judge  it  unfit ;  but  private  emulation  doth  often  hinder  public 
iervice,  and  they  have  here  their  imperfe£lion  in  that  kind,  being  fubjed  to  many 
.piques  and  jealoufies  amongft  themfelves. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland  are  feparated  for  the  fpace  of  fourteen  days,  having  re- 
mitted their  deliberation  about  the  embaftages  to  France  and  to  his  majefty  until  they 
do  now  meet  again  ;  and  for  this  purpofe  have  carried  order  from  their  aflembly  to  re- 
turn authorized  from  their  towns.  At  this  laft  meeting  they  have  deported  four  of 
their  chief  bailifs,  whereof  this^  of  the  Hague  was  one,  as  being  of  the  Arminian 
faftion ;  and  when  they  meet  next  together,  the  reft  are  like  to  go  the  fame  way.''

'  I  was  yefterday  vifited  by  the  prefident  of  the  ftates  general  (one  of  this  province 
of  Holland)  accompanied  with  a  deputy  of  Zealand,  who  came  unto  me  in  the  name  of 
the  aflembly,  to  acquaint  me  with  a  refolution  they  have  taken  (afterlong  communica- 
tion with  their  feveral  admiralties,  which  have  had  their  deputies  here  at  the  Hague)  to 
1  '  put 
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put  a  new  fleet  to  fea  againft  the  pirates  of  Algier,  which  fhall  be  twenty-one  fail  of 
good  fhips  of  war  commanded  by  monf  Hauloin,  admiral  of  Zealand,  with  order 
to  be  in  readinefs  all  of  them  by  the  beginning  of  Oftober  next,  with  viftuals  for  ten 
months.  Of  this  they  defired  me  to  give  his  majefty  an  account,  taking  knowledge 
of  a  purpofe  his  majefty  hath  to  put  a  fleet  likewife  to  fea  to  the  fame  effeft,  to  which 
their  deflre  is  their  fleet  may  join,  and  with  united  ftrength  afl"ail  the  pirates,  who 
have  now  a  fleet  of  a  hundred  fail.  When  they  may  know  his  majefty's  refolution 
herein,  they  will  frame  their  inftruftion  for  their  admiral  and  other  commanders  of 
their  fleet  accordingly;  "to  which  purpofe  they  have  defired  me  to  write-,  and  your 
honour  may  pleafe  to  procure  me  order  from  his  majefty  for  the  anfwer  I  fliall 
return  them. 

'  Upon  the  firft  news  of  the  marquis  Spinola's  departure  from  Brufl^els  towards 
Maeftricht,  the  prince  of  Orange  left  the  Hague,  and  went  by  Utrecht  to  Arnheim, 
where  he  yet  remains,  having  with  him  feven  of  the  ftates  general,  of  every  province 
one,  with  one  fupernumerary  for  Holland,  who  have  authority  to  reiblve^ro  re  nata^. 
and  put  in  execution  what  is  beft  for  the  fervice,  without  lofing  fuch  good  opportuni- 
ties as  maybe  offered  by  fending  back  to  theHague.- 

'  The  newEnglifli  troops  commanded  by  my  lord  general  Vere  begin  to  rife  this^ 
day  out  of  their  feveral  garrifons,   where  they  have  lain  thus  long  for  want  of  good ' 
arms,  thofe  which  were  provided  them  by  fuch  as  were  put  in  truft  being  unfervice- 
able ;    and  now  I  have  procured  them  to  be  weU  and  fufficiendy  furniflied  out  of  the 
ftates  magazines,  with  all  other  helps  nt  for  their  journey  ;  which  as  yet  we  cannot 
here  conceive  with  what  fafety  or  expedition  they  can  make  into  the  Palatinate,  the 
marquis  Spinola  being  before  them  with  one  army,  and  Don  Lewis  de  Velasco  in' 
the  way  with  another. 

'  The  princes- army  lies  ftill  about  Oppenheim  with  much  impatience  (as  monf 
Aerssens  relates,  who  is  newly  returned  that  way  from  Venice)  at  Spinola's  long- 
ftay,  whom  they  feem  refolved  to  encounter  wherefoever  he  fliall  make  his  pafl"age  into 
Germany:    but  their  troops  not  exceeding  (as  monf  Aerssens  doth  likewife  relate) - 
12,000  foot  and  4000  horle,  and  Spinola  marching  with  30,000*  (according  as  his 
lift  now  bears)  this  will  be  impar  congrejfus^  and  their  yielding  to  the  paflljge  of  the- 
archduke  Leopold's  troops  at  Brifac  makes  their  refolution  miftrufted,  when  it  fliall 
come  to  the  triaL 

'  Our  laft  letters  from  Colen  fay,  that  the  reputation  of  Spinola's  army,  and  the- 
progrels  the  duke  of  Bavier  makes  in  Auftria  in  favour  of  the  emperor,  hath  made 
the  duke  of  Saxe  declare  himfelf  againft  the  king  of  Bohemia,  againft  v.'hom  comes 
likewife  an  army  of  8000  Poles,  as  your  honour  will  fee  by  the  copy  of  a  letter  I  have  ■ 
newly  received  from   a  noble  and  judicious  Italian  gentleman  out  of  the  Bohemian 
camp,  the  ftate  whereof  is  therein  likewife  particularly  fcr  down. 

'  By  the  copy  of  another  letter  from  the  foot  of  the  mountains  towards  Italy  your 
honour  will  have  the  particularities  of  the  invafion  of  the  Valtelina  by  thetandittL

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of  the  GrifonS'  aflifted  by  thofe  of  Mlkn,  and  of  the  inaffacre  committed  upon  many- 
poor  proteftants  to.  the  number  of  1000.  by  computation,  of  200  capi  di  cafa  ;  amongft 
which  was  one,  who  was  lately  profeffor  of  Geneva,  with  four  minifters,  who  all  loft 
tbeir  lives  :  and  by  this  example  may  be  feen  what  is  to  be  hoped  for  in  other  parts 
where  religion  is  planted  :  the  extirpation  whereof,  with  the  blood  of  fuch  as  profeffed 
■tlie  fame,  can  only  fatisfy  catholici  Romam, 

'  The  Venetian  refident  hath,  made  his  complaint  to  the  ftates  of  this  accident,  de- 
firing  them  to  write  letters  of  encouragement  to  the  proteftant  cantons  of  theSwifs 
and  Grilons  for  recovery  of  that  country -,  which  they  have  accorciingly  done  ;  and 
now  we  hear  from  Bafil,  that  the  banditti  are  chafed  out  again  from  fome  places 
they  had  poffeffed  ;  and  from  Venice,  that  charge  is  given  by  that  lenate  to  colonel 
RoccALAUiiE  to  go  immediately  with  fuch  ftrangers,  as  were  heretofore  under  his 
command,  and  are  retained  in  feveral  companies,  though  the  captains  be  licenfed,  to 
the  affiftance  of  the  Grifons  ;  they  having  fent  10,000  ducats  with  a  fecretary  to 
Zurich  for  the  levy  of  a  regiment  of  Swifs  for  the -fame  fervice. 

'  It  was  monf  Aerssens'  hap  to  pafs  through  the  Valtelina,  when  the  banditti 
were  then  entering  the  country  ;  and  if  he  had  not  made  the  more  hafte,  it  is  likely 
fmall  refpefl  would  have  been  borne  his  quality.  To  the  duke  of  Savoy  he  went  not; 
which  he  excufeth  to  his  mailers,  partly  upon  the  difficulty  of  the  ways,  and  danger  of 
going  through  the  ftate  of  IVIilan  -,  partly  upon  the  difrefpe<5l  was  fhewed  him  at  Ve- 
nice by  the  embalTador  of  Savoy,  wlio  did  not  vifit  him  until  the  night  before  his  de- 
parture ;  but  chiefly  upon  the  news,  which  was  then  hot  in  Venice,  that  the  duke  of 
Savoy  was  foliciting  the  charge  of  the  condutil  of  the  king  of  Spain's  army  now  gone 
to  the  affiftance  of  the  emperor  under  the  marquis  of  Spinola  -,  to  which  he  offered  to 
add  his  ov/n  forces.  And  tliough  thefe  anfwers  are  received,  yet  all  remain  not  fatis- 
fied,  in  that  for  the  way,  it  had  not  been  more  than  a  fortnight's  journey  to  have  gone 
about  through  Swifferland  •,  which  he  might  have  done  with  fafety.  The  embaffa- 
dor's  vifit,  though  long  deferred,  being  at  laft  performed  by  exprefs  order  of  his 
mafter,  was  a  greater  affurance  of  the  duke's  good  will,  than  if  it  had  been  done  at 
firft^fl?-  maniere  d^ acquit.  The  other  point  of  the  dulse's  fuit  to  the  emperor  was  un- 
certain ;  and  howfoever  though  the  duke  had  been  that  way  inclined,  all  poffible  en- 
deavours fliould  the  rather  have  been  ufed  to  divert  him.  The  true  caufe  of  his  hafty 
return  was  a  fear  of  fupplanting  in  his  abfence  upon  the  letter  of  Heidelberg  your  ho- 
nour can  call  to  mind  -,  which  he  difclaims  with  great  execrations,  and  he  is  no  farther 
charged  therewith,  though  in  libera  repuMicd  it  be  free  for  any  man  to  believe  as  he 
plealeth.  He  had  fome  alperfion  caft  upon  him  in  his  abfence  for  a  certain  prefent  of 
plate  brought  vinto  his  houfe  from  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg,  at  the  very  inftant  that 
the  agent  Strick  (who  withBuRON  the  merchant  loft  their  heads  the  29th  of  the  laft 
at  Amfterdam  for  coining)  was  apprehended  •,  and  his  with  other  principal  perfons 
names  being  brought  upon  the  ftage  did  haften  Strick's  execution,  whereby  to  ftiew 
they  were  neither  partners  in  the  crime,  nor  favourers  of  the  perfon  :  otherwife  more 
refpedt  might  have  been  borne  to  a  public  minifter. 

'  In  place  of  Barnevelt's  eldeft  fon,  deported  from  his  office  oi premier  veneur  of 
Holland,  is  chofen  the  lord  of  Duvenvoord,  who  of  the  noblelfe  was  the  firft  who 

declared

declared  himrelf  againft  that  faftion,  and  is  now  here  of  the  committee-council  a  man 
of  chief  authority. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland  are  now  again  affembled,  with  exprefs  order  from  their 
towns  to  refolve  of  their  embafTages  to  France  and  to  his  majefty  :  but  their  firft  bufi- 
nefs  is  a  reglement  of  their  finances,  in  which  the  prefent  ufe  they  have  of  money  for 
the  furnifhing  of  the  camp  makes  them  fenfible  of  the  confufion,  wherein  they  have 
long  refted. 

'  Our  Englifli  troops  having  been  for  a  long  fpace  in  three  months  arrearage,  for 
which  the  officers  continually  bear  the  burden  of  the  intereft,  have  full  fatisfadion 
given  them  upon  the  prefentation  of  a  complaint  figned  by  fir  Horace  Vere,  fir 
Edward  Cecil,  and  fir  John  Ogle  ;  who,  after  long  difference  being  reconciled 
now  at  their  going  into  the  field,  find  more  refped:  than  formerly  at  home  by  their  good 
agreement  -,  and  will  be  able  to  perform  better  fervice  abroad,  for  the  reputation  of  our 
nation.     Thus  I  hum.bly  take  leave,  &c.

'  Upon  the  marquis  Spinola's  advancing  towards  Germany  the  prince  of  Orange 
left  Arnheim  (where  he  was  when  I  wrote  lafl:  to  your  honour  the  8th  of  this  prefenf). 
and  encamped  before  Wefel  about  an  Englifh  mile  remote  from  the  town  ;  v/hich  took 
no  fmall  alarm  at  his  coming;  yet  was  it  not  fufficient  to  make  Spinola  turn  back^, 
he  being  gone  forward  with  a  fettled  defign,  paft  the  Rhine  near  Coblentz,  and  ad- 
vanced, as  our  laft  news  bear,  as  far  as  Limburg,  having  taken  Ditz  by  force  (a 
feigneury  belonging  to  the  houfe  of  Nafiau)  and  going  farther  the  flirait  way  towards 
Bohemia,  the  princes  of  the  union  with  their  army  lodging  near  Francfort,  and  hi- 
therto fuffering  him  to  pafs  v/ithout  moleftation ;  notwithftanding  that  they  are  ftronger 
than  he  is  in  horfe,  but  inferior  in  foot  j  yet  his  troops,  having  been  told  in  their 
marching,  come  far  fhort  of  tlie  lift  he  gave  out  for  his  reputation,  they  exceeding  not. 
16,000  foot  and  3000  horfe. 

'  Don  Lewis  de  Velasco  hath  no  formal  camp  afl^embled,  as  was  threatened,, 
but  remains  about  Venlo  with  fome  few  troops  •,  which  yields  better  commodity  than 
was  expefted  for  general  Verb's  paflTage  with  his  men  into  the  Palatinate,  who,  by 
reafon  of  the  contrariety  of  winds,  which  hindered  their  pafl^age  up  the  Rhine,  came 
late  to  his  excellency's  camp,  but  according  to  appointment  (\ivhen  two  of  the  ftates 
deputies  came  from  thence  hither,  and  are  now  here  for  fupplies  of  money  for  the 
camp)  they  were  to  march  forward  towards  the  Palatinate  by  the  way  of  Gulick  on 
Saturday  or  Monday  laft,  being  convoyed  with  the  whole  body  of  the  ftates  horfe  com- 
manded by  count  Henry  and  about  2CCO  muflceteers,  in  the  fame  manner  as  count- 
Henry  made  his  journey  to  Brunfwick  ;  fo  as  they  are  ftrong  enough^  being  joined; 
by  the  Englifh,  to  make  their  way  in  going,  and  in  their  return  well  fitted  by  means- 
of  their  waggons  to  take  what  way  they  like  beft  ;  which,  as  I  underftand,  they  pur- 
pofe  lliall  be  on  the  other  fide  of  the  Rhine  through  the  biftiopric  of  Paderborn  and'-; 
Munfter,  but  will  firft  offer  their  fervice,  as  directed,  to  thje  princes,  and,  if  need  be,. 
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for  the  defence  of  their  countries  -,  or,  if  their  hearts  will  ferve  them,  for  waiting  upon 
SriNOLA's  army,  and  providing  (as  they  may  well  do  with  fuch  aftrength,  if  they  can 
arrive  in  time)  that  the  king  of  Bohemia  fhall  receive  no  hurt  on  that  fide.  Mean 
tiime  the  prince  of  Orange,  the  more  to  amufe.the  Spaniard,  remains  ftill  encamped 
where  he  firft  fat  down,  with  a  bridge  over  the  Rhine,  and  fo  will  do  for  a  few  days, 
and  then  govern  himfelf  as  he  fhall  have  occafion. 

'  In  Spinola's  marching  by  Gulick,  he  was  very  careful  not  to  give  any  offence, 
nor  to  touch  any  of  the  villages  v/hich  belong  to  the  ftates,  more  than  he  was  forced 
by  neceffity  of  paffage.  The  prince  of  Orange,  on  the  other  fide,  at  his  firft  fitting 
down  where  he  now  is,  made  proclamation,  that  no  man,  upon  pain  of  death,  fhould 
approach  nearer  than  the  limits  of  the  camp  to  the  town  of  Wefel ;  fo  as  howfoever 
they  are  willing  and  forward  to  aid  their  friends  abroad  on  each-fide,  yet  they  are  very 
fparing  in  thefe  parts  to  hurt  one  another. 

'  Here  are  certain  fecret  inftruments,  which  come  upon  borrowed  occafion  from 
the  other  fide,  to  found  men's  affeftions,  and  prepare  the  way  for  renewing  the  truce 
.after  the  fame  manner  as  it  was  firft  let  on  foot  by  the  frier,  Neyen  ;  and  amongft 
others  here  hath  been  within  thefe  few  days  one  Temple,  ferjeant  major  of  Louvain, 
brother  to  a  known  Jefuit  of  that  name,  who  hath  long  lived  at  Eeyden.  His  chief 
bufinefs  hath  been  to  procure  a  mutual  releafe  of  reprifals,  which  for  thefe  two  years 
paft  have  been  made  betwixt  the  archduke  and  thefe  provinces  upon  all  the  rents  and 
revenues  on  both  fides ;  but  now  reftitution  is  to  be  made  reciprocally,  a  fmall  fum 
only  excepted  of  about  3500/.  fterl.  on  each  fide,  which  is  to  remain,  as  it  were, 
in  depofito,  until  the  right  of  the  firft  differences,  which  grew  about  a  certain  convent 
at  Ghent,  be  adjudged.  And  for  this  purpofe  certain  commifiloners  are  appointed  to 
meet  in  Flanders  near  to  Sluce,  which  this  Temple  vi^ould  have  had  men  of  quality, 
and  of  the  body  of  the  ftates  general,  or  of  the  council  of  ftate,  who  might  be  autho- 
rized to  treat  of  other  matters  concerning  the  common  good  of  thefe  Low  Countries. 
But.no  ear  would  be  given  thereunto;  and  therefore  men  of  mean  condition  are 
chofen  for  this  purpofe  out  of  Zealand,  with  order  only  to  attend  the  bufinefs  for 
which  they  are  employed. 

'  To  advertife  an-y  thing  of  the  Upper  Countries  were  immittere  falcem  in  alienam 
mejfem ;  and  now  there  is  indeed  mejfis  maxima,  and  the  labourers  his  majefty  hath  in 
thofe  parts,  are  not  few.  Yet  underftanding  of  a  private  conference,  which  paft  at  a 
day  of  hunting,  whilft  the  princes  army  lay  at  Oppenheim,  betv/ixt  the  marquis  of 
Anfpach  and  the  landgrave  .Lodovic  of  Darmftat,  I  have  thought  it  worthy  his  ma- 
jefty's  knowledge.  The  landgrave  demanded  of  the  marquis,  whether  no  way  were 
to  be  found  out  for  the  accommodating  the  bufinefs  of  Bohemia,  and  thereby  re-efta- 
blifhing  the  aff'airs  of  the  empire:  to  which  the  marquis  anfwered,  he  thought  it  not 
impoftible ;  but  as  yet  no  overture  was  made  for  the  king  of  Bohemia  to  lay  hold  of. 
Whereupon  the  landgrave  demanded,  whether  it  might  not  be  brought  to  pafs,  that 
the  king  of  Bohemia  with  his  fon  ftiould  ftand  afiTured  of  the  fucceflion  of  the  crown 
of  Bohemia,  and  Bethlem  Gabor  of  the  crown  of  Hungary  ;  and  that  the  emperor 
might  poflfefs  for  his  life-time  both  thofe  kingdoiTiS-,  and  for  fecuring  thereof,  the  ftates 
fhould  be  fworn  and  continued  in  the  prefent  government.     This  projed  the  landgrave 

under- 
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undertook  to  communicate  to  the  eledlor  of  Mcntz  ;  but  what  farther  progrefs  it  hath, 
I  do  not  hear. 

'  Concerning  the  new  fire,  which  is  kindled  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains  towards 
Italy,  here  are  letters  of  the  12th  of  the  laft  from  Milan,  and  of  the  J4thfrom  Venice, 
how  the  banditti,  amongft  the  Grifons,  are  openly  protected  and  affifted  with  men, 
money,  artillery,  and  munition,  by  the  governor  of  Milan;  and  the  Grifons  favoured, 
■■  but  faintly  aided,  by  the  Venetians,  for  fear  of  drawing  a  war  upon  themfelves  -, 
which  the  Spaniards  perceiving  have  drawn  their  troops  both  horfe  and  foot  back 
again  tovvards  Crema,  from  whence  they  were  lately  retired,  and  fend  that  way  pro- 
vifions  for  war  only  to  intimidate  the  Venetians  -,  who,  notwithftanding,  have  cholen  a 
proved'tor-of  the  houfe  of  Bafadona  upon  that  occafion,  and  fent  him  away  upon  three 
days  warning,  with  all  fuch  troops  as  they  can  well  make  upon  fuch  a  fudden  ;  and 
they  were  in  fpeech  of  raifing  new  men.  Mean  time  Clavenna  (as  is  advertifed  from 
la  Piatza  by  letters  of  the  nth  of  the  laft)  holds  good  for  the  Grifons,  and  all  other 
places  in  the  Vakolina  as  far  as  Ponte  del  Ganda,  which  is  the  fartheft  place  they 
have  that  way.  At  Sondrio,  which  they  have  recovered  from- the  banditti,  they  are 
flrong,  and  have  fortified  themfelves,  and  have  let  the  inhabitants,  which  were  re- 
tired in  Albrofagia,  underftand,  that  they  may  come  fafely  to  their  homes,  the  heads 
of  the  rebellion  only  excepted.  They  on  the  other  fide  ftand  upon  thefe  conditions  ^ 
that  their  pardon  muft  be  ratified  by  all  the  commonalties  of  the  Grifons :  that  in  the 
Vakolina  no  inhabitant  nor  minifrer  of  the  reformed  religion  fliall  be  permitted  :  that 
all  decrees  prejudicial  to  the  popilh  religion  fliall  be  annulled  :  and  that  pardon  be 
general,  as  well  for  the  heads  of  the  rebellion,  as  the  reft.  I  write  to  your  honour 
thefe  particularities,  though  of  a  place  far  remote,  becaufe  the  confequence  of  thofe 
bloody  beginnings,  though  amongft  poor  people,  may  prove  very  great :  and  if  the 
Spaniards  engage  themfelves  far  in  thofe  parts,  either  their  fuccefs  muft  be  very  fudden 
and  profperous  elfewhere,  or  they  may  repent  their  parting  from  their  ancient  maxim, 
which  is,  never  to  have  war  at  one  time  m  more  places  of  Europe  than  one. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland  are  feparated  for  tke  fpace  of  ten  days,  in  which  time  they 
are  to  go  to  their  feveral  towns  about  fetting  order  in  their  finances,  which  ftill  remain 
in  great  confufion  -,  and  it  is  now  the  chief  defeft  of  the  government ;  for  the  quietnefs 
of  the  country,  in  his  excellency's  abfence  with  the  army,  fhews,  that  no  inteftine 
trouble  is  farther  to  be  feared  -,  and  this  is  no  fmall  benefit,  for  their  reputation,  of 
their  drawing  into  the  field;  becaufe,  on  the  other  fide,  it  was  prefumed  their  afi?'airs 
continued  ftill  in  fo  defperate  an  eftate  at  home,  that  they  durft  not  look  abroad  with 
their  army. 

'  They  have  fully  refolved  at  this  laft  meeting  of  their  extraordinary  embafi^ages  to 
his  majefty  and  to  tlie  French  king,  but  as  yet  have  not  named  the  perfons  which  fhall 
be  employed  ;  neither  will,  for  aught  I  fee,  until  the  return  of  his  excellency. 

'  The  fmall  fatisfaftion  his  majefty  doth  receive  in  the  ftates  anfwer  concerning  the 
late  accidents  in  the  Eaft-Indies  (which  I  underftand  by  your  honour's  letters  received, 
by  this  bearer  of  the  loth  of  this  prefent)  is  anfwerable  unto  his  accuftomed  wifdom, 
until  it  be  feen  what  reparation  they  make  in  elFeft.     Mean  time  they  have  ftraitly 
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commanded  the  advocate  of  the  Eaft-Indja  company  to  take  information  upon  oath, 
of  the  infolent  and  iniurious  fpeeches  and  aftions  ufed  againft  his  majefty,  with  pur- 
pofe  (as  they  fay,  and  I  have  reafon  to  believe  by  the  manner  of  their  proceeding)  ta 
punilh  the  offenders  exemplarily. 

'  I  humbly  thank  your  honour  for  your  fa.vour  in  procuring  me  fome  part  of  my  ar- 
rearages in  the  exchequer,  which  is  fome  help  unto  me,  though  I  continue,  as  I  have- 
long  done,  in  very  great  ftraits  for  want  of  my  due.     So  I  reli,  &c.'

'  I  difpatched  Dieston  to  your  honour  on  V/ednefday  the  23d  of  this  prefent  witliv 
fuch  news  as  I  underftood  from  the  camp  near  Wefel  by  the  Hates  deputies,  Vv'ho  came 
hither  for  money,  and  are  fufficiently  provided.  Since  I  underftand,  that  upon  ad- 
vertifement  of  fome  change  in  Spinola's  proceeding  there  is  a  change  followed  in  the 
prince  of  Orange's  refolution,  or  a  delay  at  leafh  in  fending  the  new  Englifh  troops 
into  the  Palatinate;  which  onWednefday  laft  were  not  parted  from  his  excellency's 
camp,  upon  news,  that  Spinola,  in  place  of  marching  direftly  forward,  as  he  made 
appearance,  towards  Bohemia,  being  gone  as  high  into  Germany  as  Limpurg,  is. 
turned  towards  Mentz,  making  demonftration,  as  if  he  would  repafs  the  Rhine  with 
his  whole  army  that  way  into  the  Palatinate,  the  princes  being  hereupon  repaffed  the 
Maine  with  theirs  near  Francfort,  where  they  continue  their  bridge,  whereby  to  re- 
turn with  commodity  to  the  place  where  they  were  lodged  before,  in  cafe  Spinola 
fhould  again  change  his  courfe,  and  turn  back  upon  that  tov/n  :  but  if  he  go  over 
the  Rhine  at  Mentz  (for  which  purpofe  he  makes  a  bridge  with  boats  he  carries  with' 
him,  and  fuch  commodity  he  finds  there)  the  princes  will  then  be  much  difadvantaged 
for  want  of  a  bridge  over  the  Rhine,  of  which  they  are  unprovided  -,  and  all  that 
part  of  the  Palatinate  betwixt  the  Rhine  and  the  Mofelle  will  be  without  difficulty 
poflefTed  by  him,  in  that  there  are  no  places  of  ftrength,  nor  no  army  to  refift  him  : 
and  whereas  the  refolution  was  to  fend  the  new  troops  that  way  over  the  Mofelle,, 
they  muft  now  change  their  courfe,  unlefs  Spjnola  change  his  (as  he  well  may) 
a  fecon'd  time. 

'  Don  Lewis  de  Velasco  draweth  fome  troops  together  at  Berck  upon  the  Rhine, 
where  he  doth  intend  to  make  a  bridge,  being  now  there  in  perfon  :  but  whether  he 
will  make  any  formal  camp  or  not,  is  yet  uncertain.. 

'  Thus  is  all  uncertain  I  advertife,  being  in  place  where,  though  we  have  the  body 
of  the  ftates,  the  foul  niay  be  faid  to  be  abfent ;  becaufe  all  power  upon  the  prefenc 
occurrences  is  in  the  hands  of  the  prince  of  Orange,  and  fuch  of  the  ftates  as  are 
with  him,  who  do  not  fo  much  as  give  an  account  to  thefe  here  at  the  Hague  either 
of  their  deliberations  or  refolutions. 

'  Here  is  arrived  a  gentleman  from  the  king  of  Denmark  exprefsly  employed  to  the 
ftates  to  require  their  forbearance  at  leaft  to  meddle,  if  they  will  give  no  furtherance 
to  his  pretenfion  of  making  his  fon  coadjutor  to  the  archbilhop  of  Bremen  ;  wherein 

having

having  heretofore  by  commandment  from  his  majefty  fpoken  to  the  ftates  in  favour  of 
the  king  of  Denmark,  and  having  received  at  that  time  a  good  anfwcr,  the  appre- 
henfion  they  have  of  that  greatnels,  to  which  lie  doth  afpire  by  having  the  abl'okite 
authority  in  the  two  rivers  of  the  Elbe  and  Weiel,  as  he  hath  of  the  palTage  of  the 
Sound,  and  thereby  making  himfelf  mafter  of  all  paffages  by  fea  into  Germany,  hath 
made  them  run  another  courfe  by  way  of  perfuading  the  chapter  of  Bremen  to  fufpend 
their  refolution  of  the  coadjutory,  whereby  in  this  troublefome  time  not  todifcontent 
fuch  princes  as  are  pretenders  :  and  how  to  make  thefe  here  change  this  courfe,  now 
his  excellency  with  the  chief  of  the  ftates  is  abfent,  I  do  not  fee  :  but  what  his  ma- 
jefty ftiall  be  pleafed  to  command  herein  upon  Sir  Robert  Anstruther's  acquaint- 
ing his  majefty  particularly  with  the  ftate  of  the  bufineis,  I  will  be  ready  to  perform, 
having  received  letters  from  the  king  of  Denmark  by  the  gentleman  now  fent  hither, 
whom  for  the  prefent  I  can  afl'ift  no  farther,  than  with  my  beft  advice ;  wherein  I  do 
not  fail  him. 

'  What  I  wrote  in  my  laft  I  v/ill  hereupon  renew  again  to  your  honour,  that  any 
fervice  his  majefty  may  pleafe  to  command  during  his  excellency's  abfence,  which  for 
better  difpatch  thereof  may  require  my  going  to  the  camp,  I  ftiall  be  glad  herein  to 
receive  order  how  to  govern  myfelf.  For  howfoever  as  long  as  he  lodgeth  within  the 
limits  of  the  United  Provinces,  I  may  well  go  thither  without  exceeding  the  compafs 
of  my  charge  (and  fo  did  my  predecelTors  according  to  occafions)  yet  wherein  his  m.a- 
jefty's  pleafure  may  be  underftood,  I  had  rather  go  by  inftruftion  than  example.  So 
I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.'

'  Immediately  upon  the  receipt  of  your  lionour's  letters  of  the  27th  of  the  laft  by 
Mr.  KiLLiGREW,  I  did  let  the  ftates  know  I  had  anfwer  from  his  majefty  to  the 
meflage  they  fent  through  my  hands  touching  their  defire  of  conjunftion  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  fleet  and  their's  againft  the  pirates  ;  which  I  was  ready  to  communicate  unto 
them,  either  in  their  aflembly,  or  by  their  deputies,  as  they  liked  beft.  Whereupon 
they  fent  two  deputies  unto  me  (one  of  thofe  v/ho  had  been  with  me  before,  and  ano- 
ther in  place  of  the  other,  who  was  abfent)  ;  to  whom  I  faid,  that  whereas  they  taking 
knowledge  of  his  majefty's  preparation  by  fea  againft  the  pirates,  had  advertifed  his 
majefty  of  their  purpofe  to  do  the  like,  with  a  defire  to  have  the  two  fleets  join  in  the 
fervice,  whereby  to  perform  tlie  fame  more  effeflually  with  an  united  ftrength  j  his 
majefty  had  commanded  me  to  let  them  know,  that,  prefuming  they  have  the  fame 
ends  with  his  majefty,  to  extirpate  that  wicked  generation,  and  fecure  the  common 
trade,  his  majefty  v/as  in  that  refpe£t  very  willing  to  take  them  into  the  afl^ociation, 
there  being  hope  of  better  fuccefs  in  the  enterprize  by  fuch  an  increafe  of  ftrength  : 
whereupon  his  majefty  did  heretofore  i.nvite  them  to  afllft  in  this  expedition  ;  when 
their  anfwer  was  fuch,  as  betrayed  an  averfenefs.  Now  his  majefty  having  proceeded 
in  his  princely  purpofe,  and  undertaken  the  enterprize  upon  capitulation  accorded  on 
betwixt  his  majefty  aitd  the  king  of  Spain,  it  was  not  res  integra  with  his  majefty  to 
join  with  them  as  before.  Befides,  if  tliey  would  impartially  confider  what  ulage  his 
anajefty's  fubjeds  have  found  of  late  from  their's  in  the  Eaft-Indies  and  elfewhere, 
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they  might  eafily  imagine  his  majefty  had  reafon  fooner  to  join  with  any  than  with 
them.     Neverthelefs  (howfoever  his  majefty  did  call  to  mind  their  coldnefs,  when 
this  matter  was  formerly  in  fpeech,  and  the  heat  of  their  profecution  of  his  majeft'y's 
fubjedts  in  the  Indies  and  elfcwhere  was  frefh  in  memory)  his  majefty  had  commanded 
me  to  let  them- know,  that  if  their  fleet  came  thither,  his  majefty  for  his  part  would 
not  refufe  their  help  in  fo  good  a  caiife.     They  told  me  for  anfwer,  they  would  report 
to  their  ^ffembly  what  I  had  delivered  unto  them  in  his  majefty's  name  :    mean  while 
of  themfelves  they  would  fay  thus  much,  that  they  very  well  remembered,  when  their 
commiffioners  were  laft  in  England,  there  was  fome  fpeech  held  with  them  by  Ibm.e  of 
his  majefty's  commiffioners  touching  a  joint  attempt  upon  the  town  of  Algier  betwixt 
his  majefty's  forces,  the  king  of  Spain's  and  their's,  with  purpofe,  the  town  being 
taken,  to  put  the  fame  into  the  king  of  Spain's  pofleffion  :    againft  which  they  had 
many  important  xonfiderations  for  their  particular  not  to  engage  themfelves,  nor  to 
-wifh  that  town  in  the  hands  of  the  Spaniards.     And  for  what  has  happened  in  the  In^ 
dies,  it  was  the  fortune  of  the  war,  which  might  have  lighted  as  well  on  their's  as  the 
Englifh  merchants;    and  they  are  forry  it  fo  happened,   becaufe  it  proves  a  common 
iofs,  in  that  both  of  them  are  weakened  thereby,  their  merchants  being  by  contrad 
to  make  reftitution,  as  they  expeft  the  like  from  the  Englifh  company  :   and  the  hope 
is,  that  the  incommodity  of  their  loffes  will  make  them  on  both  fides  more  fenfible 
of  the  benefit  of  their  conjunction  ;  which  they  acknowledged  as  a  work  only  wrought 
by  his  majefty  :   and  if  his  majefty  had  not  efi^efted  the  fame,  the  Spaniard  in  all  apr 
pearance  had  foon  fupprefl"ed  as  well  viSlores  as  viSlos,  and  chafed  both  the  companies, 
out  of  the  Indies.     Kow  this,  that  they  have  prefented  to  his  majefty,  which  was  a 
conjundlion  of  the  fleets  againft  thofe  common  enemies,  as  their  intention  was  full  of. 
refpeft  to  his  majefty,  fo  they  did  hope  other  occafions,  which  had  no  reference  there-- 
iinto,  fhould  not  be  a  hindrance  to  fo  good  a  work  :    rendering  his  majefty  many 
humble  thanks  for  his  favour  in  not  refufing  the  help  they  are  ready  to  contribute 
thereunto,  and  purpofing  to  fend  their  admiral  inftrufted  to  govern  himfelf  accord- 
ingly.    I  replied  unto  them,  that  in  the  firft  bufinefs  touching  Algier,  I  could  fay  th^e 
lefs,  becaufe  it  did  not  pafs  my  hands ;  but  I  could  well  call  to  mind,  when  about  four 
years  fmce  I  had  commandment  from  his  majefty  to  found  their  affeftions  touching 
the  taking  of  the  town,  at  which  two  worthy  gentlemen  had  been  employed  thither 
exprefsly  by  his  majefty  to  take  a  view  thereof;  but  there  was  then  no  fpeech  of  de- 
livering the  fame  to  Spain ;   and  yet  I  found,  with  thofe  with  whom  I  treated,  rather 
a  ftudy  to  move  and  objeft  difficulties,  than  any  forwardnefs  or  inclination  to  fo  good 
a  work.     Concerning  the  proceeding  of  their  men  in  the  Eaft-Indies,  which  they 
termed  accidents  of  war,  that  is  it  (I  faid),  his  majefty  complained  of,  that  they  would 
profecute  a  war  againft  his  fubjefts,  efpecially  at  a  time  when  a  treaty  of  accommo- 
dation was  on  foot ;  and  now  that  reftitution  was  demanded  (which  I  had  done  by  an. 
exprefs  propofition  in  their  aftembly  in  his  majefty's  name)  by  their  anfwer  they  fhewed,. 
that  they  did  juftify  their  merchants  doings,  and  thereby  efpoufe  their  quarrel,'  ra- 
ther than  difavow  the  fame :    in  which  regard,  as  well  as  many  others,  his  majefty 
did  remain  very  ill  fatisfied. 

'  There  pafTed  more  difcourfe  betwixt  us  upon  this  fubjecl  and  difpute,  where  the 
firft  breach  began,  aad  how  it  was  profecuted  ;  which  they  concluded  with  a  defire 
and  promife  on  their  part  of  mutual  reftitution  j  and  for  conclufion  in  the  bufinefs  of 
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profecuting  the  pirates,  they  defired  me  to  recommend  to  his  majefty  a  prohibition  for 
any  of  his  fubjeds  to  trade  with  the  pirates,  and  particularly  to  furnifh  tliem  with 
powder  and  munition  :  which  remembrance  of  their's,  I  told  them,  did  carry  with  it 
a  kind  of  tacit  accufation,  which  did  more  properly  belong  to  thofe  of  thefe  provinces, 
and  particularly  to  their  town  of  Amfterdam,  from  whence  the  pirates  have  been  per- 
petually fumiflied  •,  and  I  have  heretofore  complained  thereof  to  them  in  his  majefty's 
name  ;  which  they  could  not  deny,  but  defired,  that  now  hereafter  a  better  courfe 
might  be  tal-ien  both  by  his  majefty's  fubjefts  and  their's,  by  exprefs  prohibition  of  all 
trade  to  Algier  ;  whereby  not  only  might  be  affured  no  munition  could  be  carried  thi- 
ther, but  likewife  the  pirates  would  be  deprived  of  vent  of  their  prizes  ;  which  would 
reduce  them  to  that  neceffity  and  poverty,  that  it  would  be  impoflible  for  them  to  ■ 
maintain  themfelves  in  fo  great  numbers. 

'  This  is  the  efFeft  of  all  that  pafTed  in  this  conference  worth  the  advertifing.  For 
that  conceit  of  a  particular  perfon  amongft  them  touching  the  employment  of  the 
two  fleets,  v^ith  which  his  maiefty,  according  to  his  wonted  fmcerity,  is  fo  much  dif-- 
pleafed,  it  being  his  only,  and  not  proceeding  from  the  ftate,  cadai  in  authorem:  and 
vvfhen  I  fee  him  (he  being  now  abfent  at  the  camp)  I  will  let  him  know  his  majefty's 
diilike  and  deteftation  thereof;  to  which  I  was  far  from  giving  way,  when  we  fpake 
together,  howfoever  I  held  it  my  duty  to  advertife  what  I  receive  either  in  private  or 
public  with  the  lame  freedom  and  fidelity,  as  I  always  deliver  his  majefty's  mind  andL- 
pleafure.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c.'

'  That,  which  I  advertifed  your  honour  on  Monday  laft,  the  nth  of  this  prefent,  of' 
hoftility  begun  betv/ixt  the  marquis  Spinola  and  the  princes  of  the  union,  by  the 
marquis's  taking  of  Creutzenach,  and  burning  certain  villages  in  the  Palatinate,  is 
fince  confirmed  :  and  we  hear  farther,  that  the  i  ith  of  the  prefent,  fiilo  novo,  he  took, 
in  Altzey,  the  principal  granary  and  magazine  for  wines  of  all  the  Palatinate,  from 
whence  making  appearance  as  if  he  would  go  to  Worms,  thr-ee  leagues  diftant  from 
Altzey,  the  princes  fent  thither  firft  1000  men,  and  after  rofe  with  their  whole  camp 
the  1 2th  of  this  prefent,  marching  to  Worms,  and  leaving  in  Oppenheim  1200  only 
of  the  trained  bands  of  the  country  •,  of  which  the  marquis  having  laiowledge,  he 
turned  towards  Oppenheim,  and  the  14th  of  this  prefent  took  the  town  without  any 
refiftance,  and  immediately  upon  his  entry  ufed  the  fame  courfe  as  hedid  at  Creutze- 
n-ach  and  Altzey,  by  making  the  inhabitants  take  an  oath  of  obedience  to  the  emperor. 
In  all  thefe  places  he  found  great  quantities  of  corn,  wine,  and  other  provifions,  to  re- 
frefh  his  army ;  from  which  if  the  princes  had  kept  him,  either  by  making  good  the 
places,  or  by  carrying'  away  their  ftore,  or  wafting  the  fame,  he  would  have  been 
forced  to  have  retired  ;  whereas  now  being  in  a  plentiful  country,  and  fully  furnifhed^ 
it  is  like  he  will  winter  where  he  is  :  and  thus  it  always  falls  out  betwixt  thofe,  who 
proceed  one.  part  with  a  reiolution,  and  the  other  with  formalities. 

'  The  princes  have  hereupon  declared  the  marquis  for  enemy  -,  but  that  they  fe-? 
cond  their  declarations  with  any  adion  of  importance,  we  do  not  hear,  more  than  ths 
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beating  of  certain  horfe,  where  the  news  ftill  holds,  that  the  prince  of  Efpenoy  was 
taken  prifoner. 

'  They  do  hitherto  excufe  their  forbearance  in  expeftation  of  the  Englifh  foot  with 
-the  convoy  of  the  ftates  horfe  now  on  the  vray  towards  them-,  which,  by  reafon  of  thofe 
places  which  the  marquis  hath  taken  will  be  forced  either  to  pafs  the  Mofelle  above 
Triers,  or  to  find  fome  way  over  the  Rhine.  The  laft  news  we  have  of  them  is,, 
that  the  17th  of  this  prefent,  _/?;7w  wz;^,  they  were  at  a  place  called  Frifiim,  from 
whence  the  opinion  was  they  would  pafs  the  Rhine  at  Briffick.  But  the  marquis 
being  now  mafter  of  that  river,  as  likewife  of  the  Maine,  they  will  find  in  that  way 
much  difficulty ;  the  other  above  Triers  being  efteemed  more  fure,  though  farther 
about.  The  two  laft  towns  taken  by  the  marquis,  Altzey  and  Oppenheim,  are  faid 
to  be  part  of  the  queen  of  Bohemia's  jointure,  which  your  honour  will  know  better 
than  1  can  affirm.  • 

'  Whilft  I  am  now  writing,  two  of  the  ftates  deputies,  one  of  Guelderland,  ano- 
ther of  Holland,  are  come  unto  me  to  acquaint  me  with  this  ill  news,  which  I  had 
underftood  before  by  letters  from  the  camp  •,  and  withal  to  defire  me  to  give  his  rna- 
jefty  an  account  thereof,  as  a  thing,  which  (as  they  fay)  puts  the  marquis  Spinola's 
intention  out  of  all  doubt,  he  having  in  efi^eft  by  the  taking  of  Oppenheim  made  him- 
felf  mafter  of  the  whole  Palatinate,  in  that  there  he  doth  now  make  a  bridge  :  and  if 
he  goes  towards  Francfort  (as  it  is  fuppofed  he  will)  the  princes  have  not  commodity 
to  crofs  the  Rhine,  whereby  to  fuccour  the  town  ;  that,  which  they  had,  being  taken 
at  Oppenheim  :  and  though  Worms  be  a  greater  town,  to  the  defence  whereof  they 
now  went  with  their  camp,  thefe  men  do  judge,  that  Oppenheim  did  much  more  im- 
port them  ;  and  that  if  they  had  there  remained,  the  marquis  would  never  have  pafled 
by  them,  leaving  fuch  an  army  as  their's  is  behind  him. 

'  Having  gone  thus  far  in  the  relation,  they  fhewed  me  their  deputies  letters  from 
the  camp,  wherein  was  this  palTage  ;  that  a  diverfion  on  his  majefty's  part  in  Flanders 
would  yet  remedy  all  aft^airs,  howfoever  reduced  to  fomewhat  a  defperate  eftate  -, 
which  they  did  likewife  recommend.  But  howfoever  I  could  give  them  herein  no 
comfort,  yet  I  promifed  to  advertife  both  their  relation  and  defire  :  and  howfoever, 
though  his  majefty's  mind  and  all  things  elfe  were  fo  difpofed,  this  is  no  feafon  of  the 
year  to  begin  fuch  a  bufinefs ;  yet  I  muft  humbly  refer  it  to  his  majefty's  wifdom^ 
whether  he  will  not  think  it  fit  to  give  both  the  princes  and  the  ftates  fome  good  en- 
couragement, by  fuch  favourable  letters  and  meffagcs  as  hefhall  judge  fit  for  the  pre- 
fent  occafions  ;  who  otherwife  may  foon  lofe  heart,  and  not  only  leave  the  Palatinate 
expofed  to  ruin,  but  fuffer  the  marquis  afterwards  to  go  peaceably  to  Bohemia,  and 
there  finifh  his  conqueft ;  which  will  light  heavy  on  thofe  which  are  neareft  his  ma- 
jefty  in  blood,  and  on  all  who  make  profeffion  of  the  religion,  of  which  his  majefty" 
under  God  hath  not  only  the  title,  but  the  power  of  proteftion. 

'  The  extraordinary  embaflTage  to  his  majefty  is  thus  far  advanced,  that  the  ftates 
of  Holland  (where  the  difficulty  did  chiefly  reft)  have  named  three  to  the  employ- 
ment ;  the  lord  of  Benehufen  of  the  houfe  of  Wingards,  one  of  the  antient  nobility 
of  Holland,  Camerleng,  the  penfioner  of  Delft,  and  Zunk,  burgomafter  of  Horn, 

who 
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who  was  one  of  the  deputies  for  the  merchants  at  the  laft  treaty  touching  the  Eaft- 
Indies  ;  to  which  will  be  added  one  of  Zealand,  who  is  not  yet  named  :  and  this,  I 
think,  will  be  their  full  number,  though  fome  of  the  other  provinces  will  feek  to  have 
part  in  the  embaflage ;  and  fome  time  will  be  afked  to  agree  the  provinces  about  the 
choice.  Mean  while  order  is  given  to  fir  Noel  Caron,  to  befeech  his  majefty  to 
fufpend  fuch  difpleafure,  as  they  take  knowledge  he  cbnceiveth  againft  them,  until 
the  coming  of  tlieir  embafladors.

'  For  France,  are  chofen  embafladors  for  this  province  the  lord  of  Buckhurft,.  one 
of  the  nobility,  and  Paw,  the  younger,  who  is  penfioner  of  Amfterdam.  The  reft  are 
to  be  had  out  of  other  provinces,  who  have  not  yet  named  any. 

'  Of  thefe,  which  are  employed  to  his  majefty,  I  will  give  your  honour  the  cha- 
rafters,  when  they  are  refolved  of  by  the  ftates  general  •,  as  likewife  what  I  can  learn  of 
their  inftru6lions.  Mean  while  I  cannot  blame  the  choice,  they  being  all  moderate 
men,  but  little  pra6liied  in  foreign  affairs. 

'  The  Venetian  embafllidor  is  fo  well  entertained  in  all  towns,  where  he  pafleth,  with 
long  fitting  at  feafts  (a  folemnity  of  this  republic  far  different  from  his)  that  whereas 
he  was  expecbed  in  this  town  yefterday,  he  arriveth  not  till  to-morrow  ;  and  all  pof- 
fible  preparation  is  made  for  his  welcome.

*  This  gentleman,  Mr.  Killegrew,  being  the  laft  meflenger  by  whom  I  heard  5 
from70ur  honour,  I  may  not  venture  to  return  him  empty-handed,  though  to  the- 
fetters  he  brought  me  of  the  27  th  of  the  laft  I  made  anfwer  by  an  exprefs  meffenger  of 
the  6th,  and  have  fince  written  the  i  ith,  13th,  i8th,  and  19th  of  this  prefent.  To  my 
laft,  which  went  by  lieutenant  Heyman,  I  added  a  tranflate  of  a  letter  from  Brede- 
RODE,  the  ftates  embaffador  at  Heidelberg,  which  contained  at  large  the  fearful  con- 
dition of  the  remainder  of  that  court  and  whole  country.  At  Prague  and  in  that  king- 
dom they  are  in  feme  better  eftate  ;  yet  by  fuch  letters  I  have  received  yefterday  from 
the  king  himfelf  (of  which  I  fend  your  honour  the  copy)  I  find  all  is  not  well  afTured, 
fince  both  the  king  and  queen  do  fend  from  them  their  moft  precious  treafure,  of  which 
they  make  thefe  provinces  the  guardians.  "We  had  it  here  a  fortnight  fince  by  the 
gazetta  of  Colen,  that  the  prince  fliould  be  fent  away,  and  through  the  eledlor  of 
Brandenburg's  and  the  king  of  Denmark's  countries  conveyed  into  England.  But 
fince  choice  is  made  of  thefe  parts  for  his  abode,  I  am  to  befeech  your  honour  to 
know  his  majefty's  pleafure  how  I  am  to  govern  myfelf  in  this  occafion,  and  wherein 
and  how  far  I  ihall  make  ufe  of  his  name  with  the  ftates ;  who  howfoever  I  am  lure 
they  will  not  be,  defective  in  all  due  refpefts,  which  fhali  concern  his  fafety,  health,  and 
accommodation  -,  yet  they  will  look  to  be  fpoken  unto  exprefsly,  and  in  his  majefty's 
name,  in  a  bufineis  of  this  nature  ;  wherein  ex  officio  I  will  not  fail  of  what  belongs  to 
me,  if  the  prince  (whom  I  conceive  to  be  now  far  advanced  on  his  way)  fliould  arrive 
in  thefe  provinces  before  I  receive  your  honour's  anfv/er. 

'  -.  ,  '  rdo 
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'  I  do  not  well  comprehend  now  a,t  firft,  how  the  prince  can  remain  with  count 
Ernest,  fince  he  is  chofen  governor  of  FriefLand,  where  he  is  to  make  his  refidence ;  . 
and  the  riidenefs  and  retirednefs  of  that  province  doth  ill  fuit  with  the  education  of  a 
prince  of  fuch  confideration.  It  may  be  upon  this  occafion  the  countefs  will  continue 
her  abode  for  the  moll  part  at  Utrecht,  v/hich  is  a  place  of  good  air,  but  a  tumultu- 
eys  town:  and  I  think  this  province  of  Holland,  which  is  the  moftfecure,  will  be 
likewife  the  mioft  ambitious  to  have  the  honour  of  fuch  a  gueft ;  in  which  cafe  the 
countefs  may  be  moved  to  take  a  houfe  as  Vi^ell  here  as  at  Utrecht ;  but  this  town  of 
the  HagOe  being  open  without  ports  or  walls  is,  in  that  refpeft,  not  fo  proper.  Delft 
i-E  the  beft  air  of  Holland  next  to  this  tov/n,  fave  only  that  it  is  fomev.hat  offended  by 
the  brevv'-houfes  ;  yet  thereby  made  (as  appears  in  all  times  of  ficknefs)  no  Vv'hit  the 
lets  wholefome.  The  people  are  fober,  loving,  and  faithful -,  and  there  is  afpacious 
houfe  now  empty,  wherein  the  late  prince  of  Orange  kept  his  court.  Befides,  it  is  fo 
near  this  place,  that  it  is  always  in  the  eye  of  the  ftate.  Thefe  confiderations,  which 
'fall  into  my  conceit,  without  communication  as  yet  with  any  here  in  this  bufinefs,  I 
have  thus  at  large  reprefented  to  your  honour,  whereby  to  give  you  fubjefl;  fo  much 
the  more  in  particular  to  receive  upon  the  whole  matter  his  majefty's  commandments, 
which  I  Ihali  expeft  with  m.uch  devotion. 

•'  Our  lafl:  news  of  marquis  Spinola  is,  that  he  doth  fortify  and  make  a  bridge  at 
Oppenheim.  The  letters  of  Colen  of  the  19th  of  this  prefent  fay,  that  count  Henry 
and  general  Vere  pafied  the  Rhine  near  Coblentz  the  15th,  which  is  a  day  fooner 
than  was  expefted,  having  underfiood,  that  the  15th  was  the  day  appointed  for  the 
drawing  down  their  boats  and  pontons  for  their  paffage  from  Karden  upon  the  Mofelle 
(where  they  were  afiembled)  to  Coblentz  :  and  that  they  were  to  pafs  the  i6th. 

'  The  fort  in  an  ifland  upon  the  Rhine  betwixt  Bon  and  Colen,  of  which  in  my 
two  laft  I  advertifed  your  honour,  we  here  efteem  is  by  this  time  in  work  -,  for  which 
"his  excellency  did  not  employ  fo  many  men  as  were  fpoken  of  at  firft,  becaufe  he  would 
not  weaken  his.  camp  •,  but  by  the  ilrength  thereof  keep  Don  Lewis  de  Velasco  in 
awe  from  following  his  men  ;  which  the  17th  of  this  prefent  parted  from  the  camp, 
being  fix  companies  only  (two  Frifons,  one  Swifs,  one  High  Dutch,  and  two  Wal- 
lons  (who  take  the  way  of  Juliers,  from  whence  go  nine  companies  more  ;  and  have 
with  them  five  pieces  of  artillery,  befides  ft'ore  of  munition  in  waggons;  and  all  forts 
of  inftruments  fit  for  labour.  Lambert  Charles,  governo'r  of  Nimeguen,  an  old 
experienced  foldier,  hath  the  charge  of  this  enterprize ;  which  when  he  hath  effedled 
by  putting  the  place  into  defence,  and  that  certainty  lliall  come  of  count  Henry's  and 
•general  Vej(e's  joining  with  the  princes,  I  underftand  his  excellency  doth  intend  to 
:break  up  ttjs.camp  and  retire  his  troops  to  garrifon. 

'  The  kmg  of  Denmark  hath  been  lately  fick,  and  in  fome  danger :  but  here  is 
■news  of  his  good  recovery.  He  is  much  offended  at  a  confederation  in  treaty  betwixt 
the  king  of  Swede  and  the  Hans-towns,  wherein  thofe  towns  intend  to  take  advice  of 
the  ftates  before  they  proceed  farther  :  but  as  yet  1  do  not  find,  that  here  the  matter 
.hath  been  in  confultation. 

*  There  hath  been  lately  at  the  camp  Monf.  Ketteler,  governor  of  Cleves  for  the 
I  marquis 
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marquis  of  Brandenburg,  and  one  Steyngen,  acounfellor  of  the  marquis,  who  have 
acquainted  the  flrates  deputies  with  the-difficulties  the  marquis  doth  find  with  the  king 
of  Poland  in  the  inveftiture  of  PrufTe,  who  grows  upon  three  caufes  the  king  doth 
alledge  againft  the  marquis  :  the  firft,  for  that  the  marquis,  immediately  upcn  the 
death  of  his  father,  camic  into  Pruffcland,  without  advertifing  the  king  thereof.  The 
lecond,  that  he  is  of  the  reformed  religion.  The  third,  that  he  intends  to  match  his 
fifter  with  the  king  of  Swede,  Whereupon  the  marquis  doth  purpofe  to  befeech  his 
majefty,  the  king  of  France,  and  the  ftates,  to  favour  his  affairs  by  embaffadors  at 
Warfaw  at  the  afiembly  of  the  ftates  of  that  province  in  November  next.  Mean  time 
he  doth  defire  the  ftates  to  write  unto  the  king  of  Swede  to  hold  the  confummation  of 
his  marriage  for  fome  time  in  fufpence,  until  thefe  difficulties  fhall  be  paft  over  ;  which 
they  do  willingly  confent  unto, 

'  To  the  Venetian  embaffador's  earneft  inftance,  which  he  made  by  an  exprefs 
audience  on  Wednefday,  for  aid  to  the  Grifons,  the  ftates  have  yefterday  made  an- 
fwer,  excufing  themfelves  (as  they  very  well  may)  upon  the  many  engagements  they 
have  elfewhere, 

'  On  Tuefday  next  the  embaffador  fets  forward  a  progrefs  to  Amfterdam  and  into 
North  Holland  ;  from  whence  at  his  return  he  intends  to  take  his  way  home  through 
France.

'  The  new  fort  upon  the  Rhine,  of  which  I  advertifed  your  honour  by  my  laft, 
and  which  is  all  they  have  here  in  hand,  goeth  well  forward,  but  will  afl<  yet^  fome 
time  to  make  it  defenfible,  though  there  be  no  danger  of  removing  thofe  which  are 
now  there  feated,  until  the  work  be  finifhed  ;  which  at  firft  is  intended  to  be  a  fquare 
only,  whereof  the  flanks  lliall  be  hereafter  made  in  convenient  time  ;  and  according  to 
the  projeft  and  fituation  thereof,  it  will  be  impregnable.  The  ifland  is  ieated  near 
the  place  where  the  Swick  falls  into  the  Rhine,  and  was  heretofore  called  Mondorf ; 
which  being  no  known  place,  the  vulgar  have  now  baptifed  it  Papenbrille,  which  is  in 
our  language  Priefis  SfeEiacles.  And  if  it  can  ferve  to  make  thofe  ecclefiaftical  princes 
fee  the  fervitude,  into  which  they  do  precipitate  themfelves  on  all  fides,  it  will  be  no 
improper  name,  though  fomcwhat  ridiculous. 

'  Our  laft  news  of  count  Henry  and  general  Vere  by  letters  of  the  firft -of  this 
prefent,  ftilo  novo,  from  Obermeerlein  by  Friedberch,  fay,  that  they  were  then  with- 
in few  days  march  of  the  princes,  but  with  an  army  of  9000  foot  and  about  3000  horfe 
betwixt  them  ;  fo  as  our  men  have  reafon  to  be  cautious  how  they  pafs  the  Maine, 
unlefs  the  princes  march  with  their  army  towards  them,  who,  for  aught  we  yet  hear, 
lie  clofe  at  Worms  •,  and  therefore  their  meeting  may  yet  afk  fome  tune.  God  fend 
it  well  at  laft,  and  that  may  produce  fome  good  fruit ;  for  hitherto  the  princes  have 
done  nothing:  and  it  is  now  written  from  the  ftates  camp,  that  the  Paltz,  a  ftrong 
tower  in  the  midft  of  the  Rhine,  hath  followed  the  example  of  Bachragh  and  Cab, 

S  f  f  in 
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in  rendering  irfelf  upon  the  firft  fummons  ;  fo  as  Spinola  hath  now  cleared  all  behind 
him  in  the  Palatinate  without  blood. 

'  One  of  the  two  deputies  of  the  eledtor  of  Brandenburg,  whom  I  advertifed  your 
honour  by  letters  of  the  24th  of  the  laft  to  have  been  with  his  excellency  and  thofe 
fhates  who  are  at  the  camp,  is  come  hither  qualified  embaflador  to  this  ftate,  as  he  is 
to  his  majefty,  and  hath  here  the  fame  errand  as  with  his  majefly,  to  procure  an  affift- 
ance  to  his  mailer  by  the  countenance  of  an  embafiage,  at  the  affembly  of  the  ftates 
of  Poland,  which  fhall  be  held  at  Warfaw  this  next  month  of  November,  for  obtain- 
ing his  inveftiture  of  Pruffe,  which  is  denied  him  by  the  king  of  Poland,  as  I  then 
advertifed  your  honour,  upon  thefe  three  reafons  :  i.  That  he  went  into  that  province 
immediately  after  the  late  eledtor's  death  without  the  king's  licenfe.  2.  That  he 
intends  to  match  his  filler  with  the  king  of  Swedeland.  3.  That  he  is  a  proteftant  in 
religion.  The  ftates,  by  reafon  of  the  fhortnefs  of  the  time,  excufe  their  embalTage, 
but  write  a  letter  with  thefe  anfwers  in  the  ele£tor's  favour  :  i.  That  though  he  went 
into  the  province,  he  did  cxercife  no  jurifdiftion,  nor  doth  at  this  day.  2.  That 
the  match  of  his  fifter  is  not  his  work,  but  his  mother's,  the  eledlrix  dowager,  in 
whofe  government  fhe  is.  3.  That  his  religion  is  the  fame  it  was  in  his  father's 
time,  and  not  changed  fince  his  death,  as  the  king  of  Poland  is  induced  to  believe. 
This  embaflador  hath  moved  them  to  write  likewife  to  the  king  of  Swede  to  fufpend 
his  proceedings  in  the  marriage  till  the  ele£lor's  bufinefs  of  Pruffe  fhould  be  better 
fettled  :  to  which  effedl  a  letter  was  promifed  him  by  the  ftates  at  the  camp,  whilft 
thefe  here  had  newly  at  the  inftance  of  the  king  of  Swede  written  to  the  eledor  to 
haften  the  match.

'  The  Venetian  embaffador  is  in  his  progrefs  to  North-Holland,,  whilft  we  Have  here 
news,  that  the  Vakolina  (which  he  gave  out  to  be  recovered)  is  in  effe<5l  quite  loft  to 
the  Spaniards,  who  are  now  avowed,  by  that  king  in  their  undertaking  the  quarrel,  as. 
a  caufe  of  religion,  and  the  duke  of  Savoy  moved  in  that  king's  name  to  do  the  like. 
Thus  do  and  fo  are  their  affairs  like  to  profper  in  all  parts,  unlefs  God  fhew  a  mira-- 
cle,  or  that  his  majefty  nex.t  under  God  ufe  his  power  for  protedtion  of  religion,  and. 
the  profeffors  thereof,  with  the  fame  readir.efs  and  affurance  as  the  common  enemies 
ufe  in  attempting  upon  both..  Here  have  I  feen  within  the  fpace  of  a  few  years,  how. 
God  hath  bleft  his  majefty's  care  for  prefcrvation  of  religion  againil  fubtle  praftices  :■ 
of  which  this  is  an  event,  that  the  whole  power  of  this  ftate  is  employed  for  the  de- 
fence of  his  majefty's  friends  and  allies. 

'  What  with  tlie  fuccours  are  given  in  money  to  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  the  princes 
of  the  union^  and  what  with  the  extraordinary  expence  of  the  ftates  convoy  of  horfe 
fent  towards  the  Palatinate,  and  in  fuch  things  as  belong  to  the  camp,  where  their 
forces  now  are  near  V/efcl,  they  fpend  about  30,000/.  fterl.  a  month.  On  the  other 
fjde,  millions  areemployed  to  the  ruin  of  his  majefty's  neareft  friends,  and  extirpation 
of  religion  -,  by  which  rule  the  affedlion  of  thofe,  who  at  this  prefent  (in  the  moft  pe- 
rilous conjuncture,  that  our  age  hath  known)  make  court  to  his  majefty  for  his  fa- 
Y.our,  may  be  eafily  meafured,.

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'  The  objedtions  agaiiift  this  ftate  for  what  is  happened  in  the  Eaft-Indies  receive 
this  anfv/er-,  that  they  are  fruits  of  the  feeds  fown  in  the  corrupt  and  confufed  time 
of  this  ftate  •,  for  which  the  diftance  of  place  hath  been  an  impediment  to  all  other  re- 
medy than  that,  which  is  expefted  and  promifed,  of  reftitution.  This  I  can  fay,  that 
whereas  heretofore  here  came  daily  complaints  of  wrongs  done  by  fea,  as  well  near  as 
far  off,  here  is  now  no  one  plaintiff"  of  either  nation  England  nor  Scotland,  nor  hath 
not  been  for  a  good  time.  But  this  I  muft  leave  to  Sir  Noel  Caron  to  reprefent  to 
his  majefty,  whofe  office  it  more  properly  is  to  make  apologies  for  his  matters.  How- 
foever  I  account  it  my  part  likewife  to  breed,  as  much  as  lies  in  me,  a  right  underftand- 
ing  betwixt  his  majefty  and  the  ftate  where  I  have  the  honour  to  refide, 

'  Sir  Noel  Caron  hath  written  unto  the  ftates  here,  that  his  majefty,  having  found 
by  the  intercepted  letters  fent  not  long  fince  from  hence  into  England  to  be  decypher- 
ed,  as  likewife  by  the  events  in  the  Palatinate  contrary  to  promife  and  expe<5lation, 
how  he  is  abufed  by  the  Imperialifts  and  Spaniards,  doth  refolve  to  ftiew  his  power 
for  proteflion  of  his  friends,  when  the  time  ferves  tor  aflion.  Mean  while  that  his 
purpofe  is  to  make  a  fond  des  finances  for  that  purpofe-,  which  is  here  received  with 
much  joy.  Mean  while  their  prayers  to  God,  with  all  good  men's,  are,  that  affairs 
being  at  the  prefent  in  fo  defperate  and  dangerous  a  crifis,  may  be  preferved  in  ftate  to 
attend  that  unkum  remedium.  The  decyphered  letters  are  fent  to  the  camp  to  his  ex- 
cellency, without  communication  of  them  to  the  ftates. 

'  It  falls  out  opportunely,  that  the  fudden  departure  of  the  embaffador  of  Branden- 
burg makes  him  a  fit  meflenger  of  this  difpatch.  He  gives  me  his  titles,  Adolph 
Steyngen  jurifconfulte,  £5?  confeiller  d'eftat  au  confeil  prive^  &"  chef  des  finances,  de  S.  A. 
ekEiorale  en  fes  pays  de  Cleves,  &c.  (^  de  fa  dile  A.  ambaffadeur  aupres  S.  M.  de  la 
Grande  Bretagne.  And  withal  hath  made  known  unto  me  a  private  defire  he  hath  to 
return  with  the  honour  of  knighthood,  of  which  I  doubt  not  but  his  majefty  will  judge 
him  worthy,  having  known  him  in  a  former  embaffage ;  and  he  is  a  man  well  affefted 
and  of  good  abilities.

*  I  am  adyertifed  that  the  countefs  of  NaiTau  being  now  great  with  child  doth  intend 
to  go  from  Utrecht  about  the  end  of  this  week  into  FrieQand,  there  to  be  delivered  : 
which  will  fall  out  ill  in  the  abfence  of  the  count  Ernest  at  the  camp,  in  cafe  the 
young  prince  Frederick  FIenry  fhould  come  ftiortly  into  thefe  parts.  Whereupon 
I  take  occafion  to  vifit  the  countefs  to-morrow  at  Utrecht,  to  the  end  I  may  advertife 
both  his  majefty  and  the  king  and  queen  of  Bohemia  what  is  refolved  about  the  prince's 
abode.

*  All  our  extraordinaries  of  late  out  of  Germany  have  come  like  Job's  mefiengers, 
every  week  with  worfe  nev/s  than  other  •,  and  now  this  laft  in  conformity  to  the  reft, 
which  brought  advertifements  of  lofs  of  towns,  doth  ftiew  how  the  princes  army  hath 
Idft  a  fair  opportunity  of  fighting  with  the  marquis  of  Spinola  upon  little  or  no  tiifad- 
vantage,  he  being  by  cafualty  rather  than  defign  drawn  out  of  his  trenches  at  Oppen-

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heim  ;  which  place  he  recovered  again  without  blows,  though  the  princes  were  nearer 
unto  it  with  their  army  than  he  with  his.  And  this  happening  fvnce  the  joining  of. 
count  Henry  unto  them  is  a  great  difcouragement,  as  your  honour  may  perceive  by 
a  particular  letter  written  the  day  following  out  of  their  camp;  which  is  well  worth  his 
majefty's  view  ;  and  that  for  fome  refpeds  concerning  as  well  the  writer  as  the  receiver 
(and  by  confequence  his  majefty's  fervicej  is  all  the  ufe  I  defign  may  be  made  of  it. 
There  is  a  faying,  al  medico  £5?  Vadvocato  non  tener  il  mal  celato ;  and  his  majefty^ 
being  the  only  phyfician  to  remedy  the  weak  and  almoft  defperate  eftate  of  thofe  affairs, 
may  be  content  to  be  informed  of  all  particularities.  My  hope  is,  the  princely  declara- 
tion he  hath  made  of  his  royal  intention,  feconded  (as  we  are  here  informed  from  Sir 
Noel  Caron)  with  ready  preparation,  will  put  life  into  them  again.  From  hence  no 
more  is  to  be  expedled  this  feafon  than  is  already  performed,  here  being  three  of  the 
ftates  deputies  come  already  from  the  camp  ;  the  reft  will  be  here  the  beginning  and 
the  prince  of  Orange  himfelf  the  end  of  next  v^^eek,  when  certain  waggons  convoyed 
w^ith  two  troops  of  horfe,  which  carried  munition  to  the  new  fort,  lliall  be  returned  ; 
his  camp  broken  up,  and  his  troops  for  the  moft  part  garrifoned  in  thefe  frontiers.  So 
many  only  fliall  return  into  thefe  parts,  as  may  ferve  to  keep  the  towns  in  devotion^ 
when  the  new  garrifon-holders  (as  they  call  them)  are  licenfed  ;  which  will  be  done  out 
of  hand,  whereby  to  fave  expence  •,  and  that  is  ufual  with  thefe  men,  even  in  time  of 
v/ar,  to  be  entertained  in  fummer,  and  cafhiered  againft  winter. 

'  The  Venetian  embaffador  departed  from  hence  towards  Zealand  on  Monday  laft, 
where  he  will  take  fhipping  for  Dieppe  in  Normandy,  if  he  have  the  winds  favourable,., 
or  otherwife  pafs  through  Flanders  into  France,  fo  through  Savoy  home  ;  but  withr 
out  commiffion  in  any  of  thefe  places,  for  aught  I  can  learn.  His  entertainment  here 
coft  a  month's  contribution  to  the  wars,  according  to  the  article  of  the  confederation 
betwixt  thefe  two  commonv/ealths,  which  is  50,000  florins  -,  with  which  he  was  fuller 
fatisfied  •,  but  his  prefent  came  fliort  of  his  expeftation,  which  exceeded  not  3000 
fiorins  ;  wherein  this  ftate  imitated  the  Venetians  towards  their  embaffador.  But  that 
ferves  not  for  excufe,  in  that  they  fay  they  are  tied  by  antient  laws.  The  refident 
SoRiAN  hath  a  chain  of  1500  florins  ;  the  fecretary  800  florins  in  filver,  v.'ith  a  me- 
dal of  gold  of  60  fiorins  value,  which  had  the  ilieaf  of  arrows  on  the  one  fide,  and  the- 
words /^i«j  inilum  ;  of  which  medals  eleven  were,  diftributed  amongft  the  chief  of  his 
followers..    Of  his  liberalities  here  is  no  great  fpeech., 

'  The  embaffages  to  his  majefty  and  the  French  king  expe6l  his  excellency's  coming 
for  their  difpatch.     So  I  humbly  take  leave,  &c,.

'  1  have  been  this  morning  in  audience  to  prefent  his  majefty's  letters  to  the  ftates, 

which  I  received  with  your  honour's  of  the  29th  of  the  laft  in  furtherance  of  the  king 

of  Denmark's  pretenfions  for  his  fon  to  be  admitted  coadjutor  to  the  archbiftiop  of 

I  Bremen  ^ 
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Bremen ;  and  being  made  acquainted  with  an  anfwer  given  by  the  ftates  this  week 
paft  in  the  lame  bufmefs  to  a  gentleman  that  was  fent  hither  exprefsly  from  the  king 
of  Denmark  to  follicit  the  fame  (which  was,  that,  in  regard  of  the  prcfent  troubles  of 
Germany,  and  the  diffenfion  that  may  arife  by  the  divers  pretenders,  they  defired 
the  king  not  to  prefs  the  matter  any  farther  at  this  time  •,  in  which  refpefb  they  being' 
defired  by  other  princes,  which  are  likewife  pretenders,,  have  forborn  to  intermeddle, 
and  fo  will  do  whereby  to  give  difcontent  to  none)  I  took  knowledge  of  this  their  an- 
fwer, and  wifhed  them,  after  the  hearing  of  his  majefty's  letter  (which  was  publicly 
read)  to  take  into  confideration  how  the  bed  and  moft  expedite  means  to  prevent  the 
contention  of  pretenders  were  to  further  the  admiffion  of  the  king  of  Denmark's  fon, 
whereby  all  pretenfion  would  ceafe,  and  they  would  oblige  two  kings  their  neigh- 
bours :  withal  they  would  prevent  fuch  inconvenience,  as  may  follow  by  the  bilhop  o£ 
Colen's  ftepping  into  that  bufinefs,  who  may  poffefs  himfelf  upon  any  accident  of 
vacancy  of  Bremen,  as  he  did  of  Padderborn  ;  and  befides  that  all  fuch  danger  would', 
be  prevented  by  the  admiffion  of  the  king  of  Denmark's  fon,  they  would  have  that 
young  prince  as  it  were  in  their  proteftion,  who  would  ferve  as  a  nodus  amicitia  be- 
twixt them  and  that  king,  and  he  would  thereby  be  engaged  to  run  a  courfe  with  thenar 
in  the  prefent  affairs  of  Germany. 

'  The  anfwer  they  gave  me  was  in  officious  but  general'  terms,  promifing  to  take- 
the  matter  into  deliberation,  and  to  give  his  majefty  contentment :  which,  by  way  or' 
reply,  I  defired  them  to  do  in  more  effedua-1  fort  than  when  I  formerly  fpoke  unto, 
them  about  this  bufinefs  ;  their  proceedings  having  fince  that  time  (according  as  the: 
king  of  Denmark  doth  complain)  little  anfwered  their  profeffions. 

'  It  is  here  underftood,  that  the  archbifhop  of  Bremen  doth  difavow  all  thefe  offers- 
and  promifes,  whereby  the  king  of  Denmark  was  firfl  engaged  ia  his  pretenfions  for 
his  fon  :  and  I  find  a  rooted  jealoufy  in  this  ftate  of  that  prince's  greatnefs,  of  whick 
they  are  very  much  apprehenfive,  if  his  defigns  take  efFecft  of  being  matter  of  the  two 
rivers,  the  Elbe  and  Wefer;  upon  the  one  of  which  he  hath  already  feated  himfelf  by 
his  new  fort  Geluckftadt  over  againft  Stade.  His  feating-  his  fon  at  Bremen  would' 
give  him  no  lefs  power  over  the  other-,  and  the  example  of  the  Sound  makes  them 
doubtful,  that  heavy  impofitions  would  be  ict  in  time  upon  all  merchandize  tranfported'. 
by  fea  to  and  fro- to  Germany  ;  which,  the  Rhine  being  incommodated  (as  it  now  is)j^ 
hath  no  other  pafiTage  but  by  the  Sound,  and  thofe  two  other  rivers, 

'  Having  had  divers  advertifements,  that  the  extraordinary  embafiage  now  in  pre- 
paration to  be  fent  unto  his  majefty  ffiould  be  difpatchedwichmore  limited  inftruclions- 
than  I  conceive  will  be  agreeable  unto  his  majefty's  mind,  1  took  occafion  of  lome 
difcourfe  v.'e  fell  into  at  this  audience  (they  inquiring  of  me  after  news- out  of  England) 
to  let  them  know,  that  the  greateft  news  I  had  from  thence  was,  that  their  embaflage 
was  there  diligently  expetted ;  and  withal  to-advife  them  not  to  fall  upon  the  fame 
rock,  as  they  did  the  laft  time,  of  errors  in  their  commiffion,  as  well  in  form  as  iir 
fobftance..  To  this  purpoi'e  I  remembered  unto  them  the  points,  which  were  then  ih: 
treaty;  of  which  fome  were  provifionally  concluded,  others  remitted  to  their  better 
commodity.  Some  (1  told  them)  have  lain  afleep  ever  fmce  :  others  I  have  remem- 
bered them  of  by  exprefs  order  from  his  majefty^ 

*■■  Thafc 
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'  That  of  clothing  and  tar,  though  I  had  only  news  thereof  from  our  merchants  at 
Middleburg,  that  the  inconvenience  ftill  remains,  yet  I  wifhed  them  not  to  fend  their 
embaiTidors  without  inftrudtion  in  that  point,  becaufe  it  was  very  likely  our  merchants 
might  move  his  majefty  for  redrefs  of  that  grievance. 

'  In  the  matter  of  monies  (an  equal  valuation  of  which  was  demanded  by  his  ma- 
jefty, and  by  them  promifed)  I  did  let  them  know,  that  his  majefty  had  forae  time 
paft  (as  he  did  by  your  honour's  letters)  commanded  me  to  certify  in  what  ftate  it 
flood ;  which,  according  to  the  truth,  I  faid,  I  advertifed  to  be  here  well  refolved, 
but  ill  executed,  in  regard  the  fecond  abatement,  according  to  the  rates  of  their  pla- 
cart,  was  fufpended  (as  it  ftill  is)  from  two  months  to  two  months.  In  this  regard 
I  advifed  them  to  remember  to  give  his  m.ajefty  fatisfaftion  in  this  point ;  and  to  the 
end  his  majefty  may  be  the  better  informed  of  the  full  ftate  of  this  bufinefs,  I  have  un- 
derhand procured  one  of  their  moft  expert  generaulx  des  monnoyes  to  fet  down  his  judg- 
ment, as  well  of  the  inconvenience  of  thefe  different  valuations,  and  the  true  caufe 
thereof,  as  the  remedy  •,  which  your  honour  fhall  receive  herewith  in  two  copies,  not 
unworthy  your  perufal. 

'  The  infolencies  of  their  men  in  t"he  Eaft-Indies  and  Greenland,  and  the  fpoils 
committed  upon  his  majefty's  fubjefts  in  both  places,  having  been  fo  lately  re- 
monftrated  unto  them,  and  their  promife  paft  to  make  due  reparation  •,  I  told  them, 
his  majefty  had  fufpended  all  farther  proceedings  therein  until  the  coming  of  their 
embaflage. 

'  There  refted  only  the  bufinefs  of  the  fifliing  upon  his  majefty's  coafts,  about 
■which  howfoever  they  have  engaged  themjfelves  by  three  feveral  writings  to  enter  into 
treaty,  yet  I  faid  I  found  here  by  difcourfe  of  fome  men,  that  they  were  willing  to 
blanch  it,  as  a  matter  unqueftionable  :  wherein  I  put  this  queftion  unto  them,  whe- 
ther that,  which  was  acknowledged  as  his  majefty's  right  by  France,  Spain,  and  other 
princes  and  ftates,  were  not  to  be  queftioned  with  them  ?  And,  whether  that,  which 
was  challenged  as  a  right  by  other  princes  and  ftates,  in  the  Ocean,  Baltic,  IMediterra- 
nean,  Adriatic,  and  all  other  feas  joining  to  their  dominions,  might  not  be  challenged 
by  his  majefty  upon  his  coaft  ?  If  they  had  any  pretenfions  of  treaties  or  particular 
grants,  I  wifhed  them  to  produce  them ;  affuring  them  they  fhould  find  his  majefty  a 
religious  obferver  of  treaties  and  promifes,  as  I  told  them  it  was  fit  they  ftiould  be  : 
and  thereupon  t  produced  certain  copies,  which  I  had  in  readinefs,  of  their  declara- 
tion their  deputies  made  to  my  lords  of  the  council  the  29th  of  Decemb.  161 8;  of 
their  anfwers  made  to  three  of  my  feveral  propofitions,  the  firft  of  the  13th  of  Fe- 
bruary 1619;  the  fecond  of  the  firft  of  April,  and  the  laft  of  the  23d  of  July,  1620; 
which,  becaufe  many  of  the  body  of  their  afiembly  are  changed  fince  thefe  matters 
were  in  queftion,  I  told  them,  I  thought  fit  to  prefent  unto  them,  and  leave  them 
to  their  perufal. 

*  Their  anfwer  was  no  other  than  I  expefted,  declaring  a  good  acceptation  of  this 
remembrance :  but  I  find  they  could  have  been  as  well  content  to  have  had  it  for- 
gotten, chiefly  this  laft  point  of  the  fifhing,  which  they  do  moft  unwillingly  hear,  as 
xhat  which  will  raife  much  difcontent  amongft  their  people.     Yet  their  regard  mufl: 

not 
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not  make  me  to  forget  my  duty  to  his  majefty,  to  whom  it  is  fit  they  {Kould  have 
their  obligation,  and  acknowledge  the  fame  for  any  favour  they  find,  and  not  advan- 
tage themfelves  by  the  facility  and  connivance  of  his  minifters. 

'  They  have  not  yet  named  all  their  embaffadors  either  for  France  or  England  (yet 
I  hear  Zealand  hath  named  Manmaker  for  France,  and  the  burgomafter  Scot  for 
England) ;  neither  are  thofe,  which  are  choftn  for  Holland  and  Zealand,  authorized  as 
yet  by  the  ftates  general  :  fome  of  the  Hollanders,  which  were  deputed  at  the  camp, 
ieeking  to  renverfe  the  firft  eledtion,  which  was  made  in  their  abfence,  or  to  be  added 
to  their  number.  So  it  is  in  this,  as  in  all  things  elfe,  wherein  there  is  queftion  of 
honour  or  profit  by  way  of  employment,  their  private  interefts  and  emulations  do  re- 
tard all  public  refolutions  :  and  were  it  not  that  they  have  recourfe  unto  the  prince  of 
Orange  for  appeafing  fuch  controverfies,  nothing  of  this  kind  could  be  concluded, 
amongft  them  -,  Vv'hereby  they  lay  open  their  weaknefs,  and  he  daily  grows  in  llrength.' 
and  authority ;    but  that  not  without  envy. 

'  This  day  I  have  feen  a  pernicious  pamphlet  3gainft  the  prince  of  Orange,  and  by 
name  monf.  Aerssens,  Duvenvord,  Brederode,  and  Buckhurst,  all  of  the 
nobleffe  of  Holland,  as  his  inftruments  of  tyranny  (as  is  there  faid  in  plain  terms),  in- 
citing the  people  to  commotion  for  liberty,  by  which  (faith  the  libel)  they  fliall  bring 
themfelves  in  credit  with  France,  where  they  are  grown  into  contempt ;  and  England 
(which  favours  thefe  men)  will  foon  be  made  to  creep  into  the  fhell.  It  is  printed- 
in  the  Dutch  language,  all  the  copies  feized  on  and  fupprefled,  and  the  author  dili- 
gently  inquired  into. 

*■  We  have  here  Temple,  the  ferjeant-major  of  Louvain,  once  again  in  treaty 
about  the  reprifals,  of  which  he  hath  obtained  a  confent  of  main-kvh,  on  both  fides: 
and  for  the  original  queftion,  it  is  referred  to  be  treated  by  certain  commiffioners,  who; 
are  to  meet  at  Waterfleet  near  Sluce,  thofe  which  were  firft  eledted  being  excepted 
againft  by  the  archduke  for  an  unrefpeftive  letter,  ftiling  him  barely  their  loving 
friend:  and  in  their  places  will  be  chofen  three  counfellors,  two  out  of  the  petty 
council  of  this  ftate  of  Brabant  and  Flanders,  and  one  out  of  their  high  councils. 
Temple  hath  much  infifted  to  have  the  deputies  chofen  out  of  the  body  of  the  ftates^ 
and  the  place  of  meeting  to  be  Antwerp-,  which  is  not  here  thought  to  be  fit,  be— 
caufe  they  would  not  enjealoufy  their  friends  by  fuch  circumftances. 

'  The  king  of  Bohemia  and  princes  of  the  union  have  defired  the  ftates  not  haftily 
to  entertain  a  treaty  of  the  renewing  of  the  truce,  the  reputation  whereof  in  this  prefenc. 
conjunfture  would  much  advantage  the  affairs  of  the  Spaniards  -,   and  in  that  refpedt 
the  ftates  conceive,  that  the  place  of  meeting,  and  the  perfons  ot  thefe  deputies,  is  fo> 
much  ftood  upon  by  this  major  of  Louvain  ;   and  they  are  loth  to  commit  an  error  in; 
Ihadow,  not  being  as  yet  well  affured,  whether  they  fhall  enjoy  thefubftance  ;  which 
when  they  may  have  in  terms  as  the  truce  was  firft  made,  I  find  it  will  not  be  refufed  j. 
though  hitherto  it  is  not  made  a  matter  of  deliberation  in  any  of  their  councils  :   and 
thefe  deputies,   though  much  fpeech  rife  of  their  employment,  will  have  (as  I  have 
reafon  to  believe)  no  commiffion  to  make  or  entertain  any  fuch  overture.

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'  The  ftates  of  the  feveral  provinces  do  all  aflemble  this  month  and  the  beginning 
of  the  next,  to  refolve  de  agendis  againft  the  next  fpring-,  and  I  believe  the  monthly 
aid  of  money  to  the  king  of  Bohemia  and  the  princes  oi  che  union  will  be  continued; 
and  their  old  troops  both  of  horie  and  foot  reinforced  :  which  will  be  of  good  ufe  in 
ill  evenL 

'  Our  letters  from  Prague  have  failed  tfiefe  two  weeks  -,  but  by  other  ways  we  un- 
<3erftand,  that  the  count  de  Bucquoy,  having  an  enterprize'upon  Rakonick  within  three 
leagues  of  Prague,  hath  been  prevented  by  the  king.  In  like  manner  in  the  Palati- 
nate the  marquis  Spinola  hath  been  put  by  an  enterprize  upon  Keyfarlauter  •,  but 
he  took  Landfperg,  a  caftle  of  fome  confideration  not  far  from  that  place. 

'  Don  Lewis  de  Velasco  lies  ftill  in  his  intrenchments  near  Berck,  expefting 
order  for  his  rifmg  from  Bruffels.  Mean  while  his  men  ficken  apace;  and  fo  we  fay 
of  Spinola's  camp. 

*  Here  is  arrived  the  cotint  LodoVick,  brother  to  the  king  of  Bohemia  (a  prince 
of  much  expeftation),  who,  having  committed  his  young  nephew  to  the  hands  of  count 
Ernest  at  Zwoll,  went  no  farther,  by  reafon  of  the  difficulty  of  the  ways  in  return- 
ing. And  it  fell  out,  that  the  very  next  day  after  he  left  the  young  prince,  his  coach 
overturned  in  a  very  deep  place,  wherewith  he  received  a  hurt  in  one  of  his  arms, 
but  without  breach  of  any  bone.  It  was  a  great  happinefs,  that  the  tender  young" 
prince  was  parted  from  him  before  that  mifchance.  Here  he  ftayeth  defrayed  by  his 
excellency,  in  whofe  houfe  both  he  and  his  train  do  daily  take  their  diet,  and  lodged 
in  a  houfe  provided  by  the  ftates  for  embaffadors. 

'  The  French  embaflador  hath  buried  his  lady  this  laft  week  in  child-bed  ;  and  we 
hear  his  beft  friend,  the  princefs  of  Orange,  is  dangeroufly  fick  in  France  *. 

'  Her  fon,  prince  Henry,  remains  ftill  with  the  princes,  and  fo  ftiall  do  until 
the  princes  can  well  fpare  his  horfe,  or  the  neceftary  fervice  of  this  ftate  requires  them ; 
his  excellency  at  his  rifing  from  the  camp  having  written  unto  him  to  govern  himfelf, 
either  in  his  return  or  longer  ftay,  as  may  be  moft  agreeable  to  the  princes. 

'  We  have  advertifements  out  of  Italy  of  levies  already  in  hand  in  Sicily,  Naples, 
and  Milan  ;  which  proves  a  matter  of  ordinary  courfe  with  the  Spaniards  to  prepare 
in  the  beginning  of  winter  againft  the  firft  entry  of  the  fpring ;  wherein  it  were  to  be 
■wiftied  their  example  were  followed  in  thefe  extraordinary  occafions.  But  others  be- 
gin commonly  to  confult,  when  the  Spaniards  have  refolved;  to  levy,  when  they 
march  -,  to  move,  when  they  are  in  pofTefTion  ;  and  then  commonly  they  amufe  the 
world  with  treaties.  This  courfe  have  I  obferved  in  the  wars  of  Savoy  and  other 
places  of  my  experience ;  only  in  this  ftate  praftice  hath  brought  them  to  more 
providence. 

■*  It  was  one  queftion  the  ftates  put  to  me  this  day,  how  his  majefty  goeth  on  with

'  Having  received  your  honour's  letters  of  the  loth  of  this  prefent  by  Dieston  on 
Saturday  lail,  and  others  from  his  majefty  by  fir  Dudley  Digges  and  Mr.  Abbot 
yefterday,  touching  the  bufinefs  about  which  they  are  employed  ;  this  day  I  demanded 
audience  in  the  aflembly  of  the  Hates  general,  whither  I  conduced  them  to  prefent 
his  majefty's  letters  (having  yefterday  in  the  afternoon  recommended  their  affairs  to 
his  excellency)  and  both  from  the  ftates  and  his  excellency  they  fhall  have  exprefs  let- 
ters to  the  directors  of  this  Eaft-India  company,  in  conformity  to  what  his  maiefty 
hath  written  to  the  ftates  in  their  behalf,  with  fpecial  recommendation  of  expedition  ; 
to  which  I  moved  them  in  regard  of  the  preparations  now  making  in  Portugal  both  of 
men  and  fhipping  to  fet  forward  towards  the  Eaft-Indies  in  January  next  -,  of  which- 
they  are  here  well  advertifed  :  and  I  told  them  it  would  be  behovefu!  for  the  bufinefs, 
for  thefe  deputies  to  be  back  with  the  company,  by  which  they  are  employed,  by  the 
beginning  of  that  month,  to  the  end,  as  they  are  here  in  good  readinefs,  fo  our  prepa- 
rations may  go  on  accordingly. 

'  Their  bufinefs  being  ended,  and  I  left  alone  in  the  aflembly,  I  told  the  ftates  I 
had  commandment  from  his  majefty  to  move  them  in  the  behalf  of  rhe  eleftor  of 
Brandenburg  and  the  ftate  of  Venice,  in  feveral  affairs,  at  the  inftance  of  their  leverak 
embaffadors. 

*  Touching  the  eleftor  of  Brandenburg,  having  acquainted  them  firft  with  the 
courfe  taken  by  his  majefty  for  his  inveftiture  into  PruiTe,  I  told  them,  that  his  ma- 
jefty did  efpecially  recommend  unto  them,  now  the  truce  of  thefe  provinces  with  Spain. 
doth  draw  to  expiration,  a  care  of  the  countries  of  Juliers  and  Cleves  :  that  in  cafe 
the  truce  fhould  be  prolonged,  thofe  countries  fhould  be  comprehended  with  their" 
neighbours  in  the  treaty,  to  the  end  that,  remaining  as  they  now  do,  they  fhould  not: 
be  (as  in  likelihood  they  will)  a  fubjedt  of  new  breach.  In  cafe  war  fhould  fucceed,, 
that  they  fhould  advife  in  time  with  the  eledlor  and  his  deputies  for  defence  of  thofe 
parts,  which  are  like  to  be  the  firft  feat  of  the  war> 

'  Concerning  the  Venetians,  I  acquainted  them  firft  with  what  was  advertifed  of 
the  defign  of  the  Spaniards  in  their  difpofing  of  the  Valtolina,  by  giving  the  pope  the 
fhadow,  and  keeping  the  fubftance  in  their  own  hands  ;  of  which  reprefencing  unto 
them  the  inconvenience,  as  likewife  the  willingnefs  of  the  Venetians  to  recover  that 
vanquifhed  country  for  the  Grifons,  I  defired  them  in  his  majefty's  name  to  give 
them  therein  all  pofTible  encouragement :  and  to  this  end,  knowing  what  is  intended 
by  the  ftates,  and  defired  by  the  Venetians,  which  is,  that  the  mutual  refident  em- 
baffages  refolved  of  betwixt  thefe  two  commonwealths  fhould  receive  a  beginning: 
from  hence,  I  wifhed  them  to  do  that  feafonably  now  the  time  requires  all  poffible 
diligence  and  induftry,  to  quicken  that  ftate  in  their  good  inclination,  rather  than  fuffer 
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them  to  grow  cold,  as  it  may  eafily  fall  out  with  thofe  which  go  ufually  with  the 
ftream  of  the  profperity  of  other  princes. 

'  In  the  firft  of  thefe  b^ifineffes  touching  Juliers  andCleves,  the  ftates  anfwered 
unto  me,  that  they  would  have  his  majefty's  recommendation  in  fpecial  regard,  as  far 
as  the  conftitution  of  their  ttate  would  permit.  But  I  found  by  his  excellency  -they 
have  no  mind  to  mingle  their  affairs  with  the  elecSlor's,  in  regard  of  the  authority  the 
emperor  doth  affiime  to  himfelf  over  his  eftates  more  than  they  will  allow  him  over 
their's.  That,  which  I  moved  unto  them  concerning  the  Venetians,  they  feemed  well 
to  approve,  and  promifed  to  take  the  fame  into  fpeedy  conlultation. 

'  I  concluded  my  audience  with  that,  which  doth  properly  concern  his  majefty's 
fervice  ;  having  underflood  by  Mr.  Forbes  (the  minifter  of  the  Englifh  merchants  at 
Middleburg)  his  majefty's  pleafure  touching  the  ftates  renewing  and  inlarging  their 
placart  concerning  printers  and  publiftiers  of  unprivileged  books  and  pamphlets, 
which  may  concern  the  quiet  of  his  majefty's  kingdoms,  either  in  church  or  com- 
monwealth, or  the  honour  of  his  perfon  ;  which  they  having  promifed  me  heretofore 
to  do,  but  deferred  until  fome  new  occafion,  I  defired  them  to  bethink  themfelves, 
whether  occafion  were  not  now  fufRciently  offered  by  fuch  libels,  as  at  this  prefent  are 
printed  and  publifhed  againft  the  chief  in  government  in  their  own  ftate  :  and  though 
that  were  not,  yet  that,  which  I  demanded  of  them  in  his  majefty's  name,  being  juft 
and  equitable,  it' would  be  no  argument  of  good  affection  to  hold  his  majefty's  fatis- 
faftion  herein  in  any  longer  fufpence.  The  anfwer,  which  was  given  me,  was  fully 
to  my  contentment ;  and  fo  I  hope  the  courfe  they  will  fpeedily  take,  will  be  to  his 
majefty ;   which  I  will  not  fail  to  folicit  with  diligence. 

'  The  ill  news  we  have  here  on  Thurfday  laft  by  the  ordinary  of  Colen,  touching 
the  affairs  of  Bohemia,  which  I  difpatched  the  fame  day  to  your  honour,  are  fince 
confirmed  for  the  main  matter  of  the  battle  and  the  defeat,  but  with  difference  in  the 
circumftances,  as  j^our  honour  will  fee  by  the  copy  of  fuch  letters  as  are  going  here- 
with ;  which  are  all  the  particularities  are  yet  here  underftood. 

'  The  princes  of  the  union  do  recommend  the  affairs  of  the  Palatinate  to  his  ma- 
jefty by  a  difpatch  grounded  upon  this  accident  in  Bohemia,  which  they  doubt  will 
blow  up  the  Spaniards  and  Imperials  with  much  pride  and  fury  to  follow  their  con- 
quefts  in  thofe  parts,  and  their  defigns  elfewhere :  which  fufpicion  having  likewife 
taken  hold  of  the  ftates,  they  have  fent  unto  me  two  deputies,  one  of  Guelderland, 
another  of  Holland,  to  defire  me  to  v/rite  to  the  fame  effed;  to  his  majefty,  as  they  do 
now  to  their  embaffador,  by  perfuading  him  to  haften  his  princely  fuccours,  according 
to  the  diligence  is  ufed  in  all  parts  by  the  Spaniards  and  Imperials  for  increafe  of  their 
forces  againft  the  next  fpring. 

'  His  majefty's  wifdom  can  beft  comprehend  the  neceffity  hereof;  and  I  hope 
she  parliament  (of  which  God  blefs  the  proceedings)  will  fufficiently  furnifli  him 
v/'ith  means. 

'  The 
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'  The  leave,  which  his  majefty  hath  been  pleafed  to  grant  me  for  a  journey  into 
England  for  the  fettling  of  my  private  affairs,  I  do  forbear  to  make  life  of  at  this  pre- 
fent,  becaufe  neither  in  the  fubitance  of  the  report  of  what  his  majefty  may  expeft  of 
me,  nor  in  the  precinft  of  time  appointed  for  my  return,  I  cannot  promife  myfelf  to 
give  his  majefty  fatisfa£tion  -,  and  I  may  not  commit  kich  an  error,  as  to  make  his 
majefty's  fervice  any  way  fuffer  in  my  confideration  ;  whereof  I  could  not  but  adver- 
tife  your  honour  with  the  fooneft,  left  your  doubt  of  my  coming  over  might  be  a  ftay 
to  any  of  his  majefty's  commandments,  which  I  Iliall  here  attend  with  my  wonted  de- 
votion, and  ever  remain  your  honour's,  &c. 

'  The  ftates  underftanding  of  my  difpatch  of  this  meffenger  have  defired  me  to. 
fend  this  packet  to  his  majefty,  whereof  I  make  mention  in  my  letter,  and  which  was- 
brought  this  morning. by  an  exprefsJ

That  the  inclofed  letters  from  the  princes  of  the  union  to  his  majefty  would  inforrrr 
him  of  the  defeat  of  the  king  of  Bohemia's  army,  which  had  given  them  extreme  con- 
cern. And  as  thofe  princes  had  recourfe  to  his  majefty  for  his  affiftance,  and  had 
defired  their  recommendation,  they  requeft  him  to  confider  and  '  pefer  meurement 
kur  tres  importante  requefte  en  fa  confequence  pour  route  la  Chriftiente  ;'  and 
that  they  would  not  fail  to'  fecond  his  majefty  in  fo  good  and  necefTary  a  refo- 
lution,  four  k  bien  de  toute  la  Chriftiente,  felon  que  noflre  eftat  i^  affaires  le  foiirront 
aukunement  fermettre.

'  I  have  advertifsd  your  honour  by  former  difpatches  what  I  have  done  in  con-r 
formity  to  his  majefty's  latt  commandments.  This  fhall,  render  his  majefty  an  account 
of  the  effed:  of  my  endeavours. 

'  To  the  letter  I  prefented  to  the  ftates  general,  in  favour  of  the  king  of  Denmark,^ 
and  the  perfuafion  I  ufed,  that  either  they  would  fjurnifh  that  king  in  his  pretenfions- 
for  his  fon  to  be  admitted  to  the  coadjutory  of  Bremen,  or  at  leaft  do  nothing  which 
might  turn  to  his  prejudice,,  they  have  made  an  anfwer  of  civil  excufe  in  tiie  firft 
point,  and  fufficient  fatisfaftion  in  the  latter,  according  as  his  majefty  will  find  in  their 
own  letters,  which  I  fend  herewith.  Since  an  opportunity  is  liappened,  which  may 
turn  to  the  king's  farther  advantage  ;  the  princes  of  the  union  having  fent  hither  a. 
gentleman  (who  is  marftial  of  the  field  to  the  landgrave  of  Hefte)  to  acquaint  the- 
pnince  of  Grange  with  a  defire  they  have,  in  the  prefcnt  defperate  eftate  of  the  affairs  of 
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Germany,  to  engage  the  king  of  Denmark  in  the  caufe,  by  prefenting  unto  him  part 
of  fuch  acquifition  as  may  be  made  by  any  good  fuccefs  in  the  wars  in  the  territories 
of  the  churchmen,  as  Padderborn,  and  fuch  other  places  as  neighbour  upon  that 
king's  dominions,  and  have  been  lately  gained  by  the  bifhop  of  Colen  ;  and  to  pro- 
cure of  the  Hates  a  feconding  of  this  their  intention,  either  by  letters  or  meflage,  as 
they  fhall  like  beft.  The  ftates  yielding  willingly  and  readily  a  confent  hereunto,  for 
greater  fervice  and  expedition,  referred  the  managing  hereof  abfolutely  to  his  excel- 
lency, who  advifed  this  gentleman,  who  came  from  the  princes,  to  go  immediately  for- 
ward towards  Denmark  •,  and  foon  after  difpatched  one  Vosberghen  (a  coanlellor  of 
one  of  thefe  high  courts  of  juftice,  and  the  moft  able  man  I  know  in  this  ftate  for  the 
condud;  of  a  weighty  bufinefs)  with  letters  of  credence  to  the  king  from  the  ftates 
general,  and  an  offer  from  his  excellency,  in  cafe  the  king  would  like  of  this  overture, 
to  aid  him  with  fuch  troops  of  horfe  from  hence,  as  he  fhould  require.  His  excellency 
acquainting  me  in  confidence  with  this  bufinefs,  (which  is  yet  a  fecret  to  all  others), 
defired  me  to  accompany  Monf.  Vosberghen  with  my  letters :  which  1  failed  not  to 
do,  giving  the  king  of  Denmark  upon  this  occafion  an  account  as  well  of  his  ma- 
jefty's  commandments,  as  of  the  ftates  anlwer  touching  Bremen,  ftiewing  how  his  pre- 
reniions  for  the  coadjutory  of  that  bifhopric  for  his  fon  may  come  in  confequence  of 
his  conjun£tion  with  the  princes,  the  ftates  being  obliged  to  further  his  affairs  by  his 
concurrence  in  the  common  caufe,  fince  they  have  been  induced  to  add  their  recom- 
mendation. I  cannot  conceive  how  this  ftiould  take  effeft  until  that  king  may  directly 
know  his  majefty's  mind  herein,  howfoever  that  he  may  well  call  to  remembrance  fuch 
affurances  as  have  been  formerly  given  him,  how  agreeable  his  conjun6lion  with  the 
princes  of  the  union  and  this  ftate  would  be  to  his  majefty ;  and  according  to  the 
urgent  neceffity  of  the  time,  and  his  majefty's  late  declaration,  he  may  the  better  con- 
clude of  his  majefty's  good  liking. 

'  We  have  been  here  fubjedl  to  much  uncertainty  concerning  count  Henry  and  the 
cavalry  of  this  ftate,  whether  they  ftiould  remain  ftill  with  the  princes,  or  return  into 
thefe  provinces  -,  for  which  he  having  order  from  hence  to  govern  himfelf  as  might 
beft  agree  with  the  liking  of  the  princes,  and  they  writing  hither,  as  they  were  moved 
by  prefent  occafions,  rather  defiring  his  ftay  than  otherwife,  a  confent  was  willingly 
fent  from  hence  according  to  their  minds,  left  by  his  departure  they  might  be  dif- 
couraged  ■,  but  withal  certain  reafons  were  alledged  for  their  coming  away,  and  par- 
ticularly a  neceffity  of  reinforcing  thofe  troops  againft  the  next  fpring,  which  may  be 
more  conveniently  done  in  thefe  provinces  than  in  Germany,  where  they  have  been 
confumed  already,  and  by  the  next  fpring  (when  they  are  to  be  of  ufe  either  here  or 
there)  they  would  be  altogether  unferviceable.  In  this  regard,  as  likewife  becaufethe 
armies  being  now  in  garrifon,  they  may  be  the  better  fpared,  they  are  come  away 
with  the  confent  of  the  princes  -,  and  we  hear  they  pafied  the  Maine  fafely  the  2d  of 
this  prefent,  Jiilo  novo,  and  were  well  marched  as  far  as  Padderborn  out  of  all  danger 
of  the  enemy,  from  whence  they  go  on  by  leifure  ;  and  count  Henry  (who  comes  be- 
fore them)  is  here  expefted  daily. 

'  The  ftates  of  Holland  now  afiiembled  have  taken  a  refolution,  which  will  be 
followed  by  the  other  provinces,  of  reinforcing  their  army  both  horfe  and  foot 
from  companies  of  fcventies  to  hundreds  -,  which  will  be  an  augmentation  of  9000 
foot  and  about  1500  horfe.

'  They  have  with  much  conteftation  amongfl:  themfelves,  and  no  lefs  difpute  amongll 
the  ftares  general,  refolved  finally  of  their  embafTadors  into  France  and  to  his  majefty; 
four  inco  France,  Buckhurst  of  the  nobility  of  Holland  ;  Paw,  penfioner  of  Am- 
fterdam  ;  Manmaker,  his  excellency's  deputy  in  Zealand;  and  Flois,  deputy  in  the 
aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  for  Utrecht,  Six  to  his  majefty,  Benthusen  of  the 
nobility  of  Holland -,  Camerlong,  fecretary  of  Delft;  Beunings,  fecretary  of 
Enchuyfen;  Zonck,  burgomafter  of  Horn  ;  Scot,  burgomafter  of  Middleburg ;  and 
Vervou,  deputy  in  the  aflembly  of  the  ftates  general  for  Friefland.  The  increafe  of 
number  to  his  majefty  proceeds  of  the  multitude  and  variety  of  affairs,  and  the  addi- 
tion of  Beunings  and  Vervou  for  the  choice  of  the  perfons  not  to  be  blamed,  they 
being  both  difcreet  and  well-affe6led  men  ;  but  Scot  of  Zealand  is  the  foul  of  this 
great  body  of  embaffage,  being  a  man  of  m.oft  quicknefs  and  ability,  and  of  good 
reputation  for  fincerity.  Their  inftru£lions  are  not  yet  framed  ;  but  they  make  ac- 
count to  be  difpatched  by  the  end  of  their  Chriftmas,  and  to  be  in  France  and  Eng- 
land, about  the  beginning  of  ours, 

'  The  ferjeant-major  of  Louvain  hath  been  here  once  more  from  the  archduke  to 
make  known  his  acceptation  of  the  deputies  appointed  here  for  the  treaty  about  re- 
prifals,  and  his  refolution  to  fuit  them  with  men  of  like  quality  ;  one  of  the  council 
of  Malines,  another  of  Brabant,  and  a  third  of  Flanders.  The  day  for  their  meet- 
ing is  appointed  the  6th  of  the  next  month,  fiilo  novo ;  and  the  place,  as  before, 
Waterfieet  near  Sluce. 

'  Sir  Dudley  Digges  and  Mr.  Maurice  Abbot  went  from  hence  to  Amfterdam.

tranflate ;  and  as  I  hear  from  them,  they  entered  into  their  bufinefs  ;  but  in  regard 
the  feveral  chambers  of  the  Eaft-Indian  merchants  are  not  as  yet  aflembled,  they  grow 
not  to  any  conclufion, 

*  The  ftates  have  taken  a  refolution  to  renew  their  placart  againft  private  printings, 
and  publiftiing  of  unprivileged  books  and  pamphlets,  which  in  his  majefty's  con- 
templation ftiall  have  force  as  well  concerning  the  friends  and  allies  of  this  ftate,  as 
the  provinces  themfelves. 

'  We  are  here  in  great  ignorance  of  all  that  is  happened  in  Bohemia  and  thofe  parts 
fince  the  king  and  queen's  flight  from  Prague,  the  ftates  having  no  public  minifter 
thereabout ;  and  all  private  perfons  and  officers  in  the  army,  from  whom  they  were 
wont  to  receive  their  informations,  are  either  mifcarried  in  the  battle,  or  difperfed  in 
that  fort,  that  here  is  no  news  from  thence  of  any  moment :  only  we  hear  of  fome  of 
their  houfes  faccaged,  and  their  perfons  robbed  and  fpoiled  in  their  flight  after  the 
king  to  Breflau  in  Silelia.'
